Atlanta,  Geoegia,  September  18, 1868, 
To  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stalen  : 

The  uiidcrsicrnetl,  repiiblicaii  members  of  tfic  legfislatiire  of  Georgia, 
duly  elected  by  the  Hiitfi*ages  of  the  legal  votenj  of  the  State^  beg  leave 
to  invoke  tlie  attention  of  t^e  Congress  to  the  state  of  things  in  (^rgia 
and  to  the  unwarrantable  nsurpation  of  the  democratic  members  of  the 
legivslatnre  of  the  State. 

Your  memorialists  represent  that  the  lejjislatiire  was  orjjanizod  by 
Major  General  G.  G.  Meade,  as  military  commaixb  r  at  the  third  military 
district,  and  all  persons  who  had  obtained  the  highest  number  of  votes, 
and  who  apiieared  to  be  elected,  were  sworn  in  and  permitted  to  take 
their  seats.  In  the  number  were  thrw  persons  of  color  in  the  senate,  and 
20  in  tlic  lioiise  of  representatives.  General  Meade,  after  the  orfianization 
in  tlu'  manner  above  specitied,  ordered  the  two  lions<*s  to  i»iugc  them- 
selves by  the  exclusion  of  all  persons  ineligible  under  the  constitutional 
amendment,  known  as  the  14th  article  of  the  amendment.  After  the 
aj>p<>iTitment  and  report  of  committees,  both  houses  i)a8sed  resolutions 
declai  ing  all  sitting  members  eligible,  when,  in  fact,  tlu-re  were  a  nnniber 
of  i»ers<nis  holding  seats  in  both  branches  of  the  legislature  tluit  were  and 
are  not  eligible  under  Siiid  coiustitutioual  amendment.  Upon  the  action 
of  both  houses  being  certified  to  General  Meade,  he  recognized  them  as 
finally  ahd  folly  organized,  and  permitted  them  to  ]>roceed  to  business. 
For  a  time  no  assaults  were  timhV'  upon  the  rights  of  members  who  held 
seatw.  U  was,  liowever,  soon  diseovered  that  the  pioicssions  of  kindness 
expressed  by  democratic  members,  when  they  were  on  trial,  were  insin- 
cere and  made  only  for  effect,. as  resolutions  were  introduced  and  have 
been  passed  in  both  houses  declaring  all  the  colored  members  ineligible 
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for  no  other  reafton  e.rcrpt  their  color.  But  tho  wronjj  did  not  st(ip  here. 
Not  only  were  tlir  coIokmI  h  jjic  seutatives  and  senatorn expelled,  but  their 
democratic  oijpouentii  in  the  "race,"  who  received  the  next  highest  vote, 
many  of  them  having  received  a  very  small  vote^  some  less  than  100.  and 
part  of  them  clearly  ineligible  on  account  of  participation,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  the  i  ('l)ollion,  have  been  scatnl  in  i)la<'e  of  tin*  coloreil  mem- 
bers expelled.  Not  only  has  no  inv<\stif;ati(Hi  hccu  made  into  their  eUgi- 
bility,  but  oue  of  the  houses  e2q)i*essly  refused  to  investigate  the  matter. 

Nov  your  memorialists  sdbmit  to  your  honorable  body  that  in  case  the 
colored  members  are  and  weare  ineh'gible,  and  tSL  who  fall  witbui  the  scope 
of  the  prohibition  of  the  constitutional  amendment  were  excluded,  no 
le^al  action  has  been  taken  upon  the  constitutional  amendment,  or  any 
other  question. 

Idl  view  of  these  facts,  ^^our  memorialists  respectfully  ask  that  a  court 
or  commission  be  established  by  Congress  in  accordance  with  the  ple- 
nary powers  given  to  Congress  by  said  amendment,  to  inquire  into  and 
pass  upon  the  dioibility  of  such  members  of  the  general  ass«»mbly,  as  well 
as  each  other  oilicer  whose  rights  may  be  questioned  on  account  of  his 
participation  in  the  lebellion;  and  that  the  judgment  of  said  court  or 
commission,  when  rendered  in  e^.h  case,  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the 
rights  of  such  persons  to  hold  office. 

After  tin'  purgation  of  the  house  has  been  had,  your  memorialists  ask 
that  all  persouii  duly  elected  to  the  legislature,  and  not  ineligible  under 
the  constitutional  amendment,  be  allowed  to  resume  their  seats  and  retain 
them  tiU  they  are  ^ected  by  a  foir  decision  of  legal  legislation.  Yonr 
memorialists  would  further  represent  to  your  honoral)lc  body,  that  since 
these  acts  of  usurpation  above  ennmemt^Ml,  the  house  of  reiu  esentatives 
have  passed  a  law,  by  a  large  vote,  denying  the  colored  man  the  right  to 
sit  on  the  jury  in  our  State. 

Tour  memoriaUsts  also  respectfully  submit  to  the  decision  of  Congress 
whether  the  constitutional  amendment  has  been  adopted  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  Georgia,  and  whether  further  h  ^^islation  is  not  necessary  l>cfore 
the  State  can  l(»gally  resume  her  status  as  a  State  in  the  Union,  entitled 
to  aU  the  privileges  of  a  loyal  State. 

Yonr  memoriaBsts  present  these  &cts  in  belialf  of  themselves  and  over 
650,000  loyal  citizens  of  Georgia,  and  trust  their  appeal  will  not  be  in 
vain.

The  memorial  of  Alnaham  B.  Patterson  and  P.  de  Mnrgniondo,  citizens 
of  the  Uniti>d  States,  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the 

Unite<l  States  of  America,  respectfully  showeth: 

Tliat  in  the  month  of  Novi'nibtT,  1S.")0,  Captain  8.  T?.  Kiiuhall,  in  the 
employ  of  your  memorialists,  Messrs.  Tatterson  <ic  MiuguiondOj  and 
master  of  a  Tessel  fitted  out  and  sailing  at  the  proi)er  cost  and  nsk  of 
the  said  firm,  visited  the  islet  of  Alta  Vela  in  seari'h  of  guano  deposits. 
Captain  Kimball  bavitij;  here  diseovereil  a  peculiarly  valuable  d«'iK>sit 
of  guano,  your  nienioriulistfl  took  possi  ssion  of  the  said  island  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  following,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  guano 
to  the  United  States,  as  they  were  anthorizedand  incited  to  do  by  existing 
laws. 

Alta  Vela  is  a  desolate  isle  in  the  Caribbean  8ea-4atitude  17°  28/'  IV', 
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lonjjitiKle  71^  40'  30".  It  lies  far  out  in  the  hi^li  8imis,  mauy  miles  l>eyond 
the  maritime  jurisdiction  of  either  of  nations  which  occupy  the 
island  of  St  Domingo.  It  is  distant  15^  miles  in  a  direct  line  from  the 
southernmost  cape  of  St.  Domingo,  whih*  there  is  between  it  and  any 
pari  of  tlir  teiTitory  of  that  nati«)n  the  ishuid  of  r><';ita,  tlicn,  as  now,  a 
posM  ssiou  ot  Uayti.  lieata  is  (>4  miles  fn)m  Alta  Vela  and  4  from  the 
coast.  On  the  side  of  it,  toward  Alta  Vela,  is  the  open  sea;  and  on 
the  side  toward  St*  Domingo  and  Hayti  a  ship  ehannfi,  perfectly  clear. 
(See  report  of  Secretary  of  Stat<',  p.  17;  West  India  Pilot,  Coast  Survey, 
iJtc.)  This  ishuid  (Bcata)  was  never  at  any  time  o<'<'n]>ied  by  St.  J)o- 
mini;o  or  her  jn'oiHe.  (See  athdavits  of  Miller  and  Kimball,  the  puitt  st 
of  Riuiball,  and  the  rep(»rt  of  tlie  si>ecial  a^vut  Cazneau,  Senaie  Kx. 
I>oftnnient  No.  38;  Appendix,  Kos.  10, 12, 18,  2(1,  38.)  The  entire  coast 
looking?  towaixl  Bt'ata  and  iVlta  Vela  is  known  as  the  ^'border  belt,**  and 

lias  been  c(nnpletely  desolated  V>y  the  wnrs  1>f  t  \'  eenthe  DomiTnejin  and  ' 
llaytian  republics.  Neither  government  jiermits  the  citizens  ol  tlir  other 
to  live  on  this  frontier,  and  a  long  mtirgin  of  tlie  mainland  nearest  to 
Aha  Tela  cay  is  a  depopulated  tpasie,  ieWu>ut  settled  inkabitantg,  m^umt 
euJtirnthny  and  in  point  of  actual  fact  without  a  goremmentJ*  (Caznean's 
report,  Appendix,  No.  38.) 

Until  the  time  of  the  discoveiy  of  giunin  by  your  memorialists,  Alta 
Vela,  though  known  to  navigators  since  the  time  of  Columbus,  hatl  been 
regarde<l  by  all  the  world  as  being  as  worthless  in  fact  as  it  was  forbid- 
ding in  aspect.  It  was  totally  barren  and  desert,  without  water  or  vege* 
tati(m,  ami  bad  never  been  inhabited  or  occni)i(Ml  by  any  iT'ivcriniiciit 
or  tin*  citizens  c^f  any  government."  (See  idhdavits  anil  repoits  of  special 
agent  as  above.) 

Wlieu  Captain  Kimball's  esiplorations  had  convinced  your  memorialists 
that  this  naked  and  derelict  islan  !    is  almost  exclusively  comitosed  of 

n  fine  quality  of  iruaiio,  they  <lid  not  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  form  an 
industrial  American  colony  upon  it  for  the  luirpose  of  coiivciiing 'it  to 
the  use  of  civilized  life,  and  establishing  a  business  which  wouhl  not  only 
be  profitable  to  tiiemselves  but  promotive  of  the  best  interests  of  their 
^'^untry.  They  were  encouraged  to  do  so  by  a  well<defined  ])ublic  policy, 
wliicft  !oii£i:  iiulnceil  our  mercliantsand  mariners  to  search  for  niioccupied 
guano  i>l:iii(ls,  and  to  ptissess  them  in  the  name  of  the  T'nion,  and  de- 
velop their  riches  lutder  the  protection  of  the  national  ilag.  Tlie;^  knew 
of  no  instance  where  the  j;ovemment  had  suflered  a  citizen^  lawfully 
engageil  in  an  enterprise  of  tltis  nature  to  be  unjustly  despoiled,  im- 
prison<'d.  or  eviM)  sn!tji  (  t(  (l  to  the  slightest  hindrance  or  incoi!\  ('!ii('ti(  e, 
in  the  proscnuioa  ot  liis  laisiTic^s.  On  the  <*ontrary,  it  had  nr\  rr  lailed 
to  put  foitli  its  power  to  save  them  from  such  wrongs,  and  llie  arm  of 
its  strength  had  always  preiM?r\'ed  them  in  the  {leaceable  use  and  enjoy- 
ment of  those  islands  in  the  high  seas,  which,  as  in  the  case  of  Alta 
Vela,  tlicir  co)ira«ieons  <'nteipriso  had  rescued  f'r<»ni  the  cataloL-ne  of  the 
dest  i  r  and  barren  for  the  bcnofit  o1  luaiddnd.  A  near  iiei<;ldioi'  ory(mr 
memorialists  liad  discovered  guan*)  on  tlu'  island  of  Navassa,  ott"  the 
coast  of  Ilayti,  and  that  government  had  subMHfiiently  dispossessed  him. 
But  the  President  of  the  United  States  proi npf 'y  conipelled  restitution 
tliroMi:li  the  signilicant  a.trency  of  two  vessels  ol  war,  whose  commanders 
were  instructed  to  nse  wliatevei-  force  should  lie  necessai  y,  aial  w  ain  the 
olVeu<lers  agauist  such  insolent  prtMn-edingn  in  tlie  luture.  huh  c<l,  Bal- 
timore had  become,  along  with  Philadelphia  and  I^ew  York,  a  in  incipal 
depot  of  this  branch  of  domestic  commerce,  which,  fostered  by  the  wise 
])o1i<  y  of  tlie  nation,  bad  irrow!>  to  great  pro])ortions.  Your  memorialists 
were  Wi  ll  awaie  that  the  luws  4>f  nations,  dn  laid  down  iu  all  the  hooks,  . 
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as  held  by  all  the  civilized  imwers  of  the  oartli,  and  m  expounded  and 
enfoH'ed  in  rc)^te<l  instances  by  our  o\\u  -nv<nnm<'iit,  fravo  the  sover- 
eiinity  and  <»wii<'r^1n']>  of  wn  iinoccniMtMl  island  situati'd  in  llu*  o{K'n  sea. 
beyond  tin*  niaiilinu' jui  isdiction  of  any  Stal»s  {uthat  jjovcntnicnt  whosf 
citizens  first  planted  their  tiaj;  autl  made  a  permanent  settU  inent  npou 
it.  It  plain  to  them,  that  even  had  there  been  no  special  legislation 
to  gminl  tliein  from  imtII  ami  loss,  tlieir  -n\  rrnnient  eonld  not  pi-rniit 
this  pHm  iplo  of  pnblir  law  to  Itc  violatetl  l»y  their  eviction  from  Alta 
Vela,  sliould  they  <  lioose  to  take  possession  of  it.  Bnt  in  addition,  and 
as  a  further  seeiuity,  the  Congress  of  the  Tnited  States  had  passed  the 
act  of  August  18,  i85(>,  entitled  ^  An  act  to  autliori^c  protection  to  be 
l^ven  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  wlu»  nmy  <lis(*over  a  deposit  of 
trnrnio.^  It  wjjs  provided  in  this  statute  That  wliea  any  citizen  or 
citizens  ui  tiie  I  niled  ^States  may  have  <liscovered,  or  shall  hereafter 
discover  a  deposit  of  guano  on  any  islandf  rock  or  key,  not  \viiliin  the 
lawfiil  jurisdiction  of  any  other  goveniment,  and  not  occupied  by  the 
citizens  of  any  other  government,  and  shall  take  peaceable  ]K>ssession 
thereof,  and  oeeiijn'  the  same,  said  islnnd,  rock  or  key,  may,  at  tin'  dis- 
cretion ot  tin*  Pi't'sidoiit  of  the  I'liitcd  States,  he  considered  as  apiM»r- 
tiiining  to  tlie  Unite^l  iStates.^  When  the  several  conditions  of  the  law 
are  observed  by  the  Htizen,  it  is  ftirther  dechired  by  8e<*tion  5,  "That 
the  President  of  th<'  T'nited  8tates  is  hereby  authoriz»*d  at  his  discretion 
to  eni])loy  the  land  and  naval  f<U"ces  of  the  Tnitcd  States  to  prote<*t  the 
rights ol  the  said  disci )V(»rer  or  discoverers,  or  tln'ir  :i>si^"ns,  as  aforesaid." 

It  was  iUi  dear  to  your  menmrialists  then  as  it  is  now,  that  tlu'  words 
"at'his  discretion**  were  here  used  in  their  ordinary  le^al  sense,  and  that 
they  did  not  confer  upon  the  President  an  (  xtraonlinai  y  dispensing  power, 
so  that  he  ini;^ht  deny  to  one  pi-rsoii  the  hi-netit  of  the  law  and  uiant  it 
to  another,  or  refuse  to  cxccutf  it  altoL^ctlier,  according  to  liis  ^ond  will 
and  pleasure.  The  act  was  passed  when  tiu*  ctmntry  was  an»u.sed  hy  the 
]>eculiarly  able  and  exhaustive  discussion  of  the  Aves  case,  and  was 
meant  lo  goveni  all  similar  cases  in  the  future.  Its  terms  ai^e  so  simple 
nn<l  cxplieit  that  it  is  hard  to  coTijecture  how  the  most  ohstitmt<'  ignru"- 
ance  <n' the  nmst  perverse  pi  ojiidice  eould  nusconstrue  or  evade  them. 
The  language  **at  his  iliseretion,"  far  from  giving  the  President  a  choice 
between  exe<»uting  the  statute  or  not,  merely  imports  that  he  shall  exer- 
cise Iff/Hl  diiicreHony  soiunl  Judgment,  in  the  doing  it.  If  it  is  nmnifest 
to  him  that  a  given  case  is  witlihi  the  purview  of  the  law,  that  tlie  ]v,ir 
ti«'S  wtTC  American  citizens,  and  the  first  discoverers  of  gnano.  tli:it  tlie 
islaml  in  que.sti(m  "was  not  witliin  tin*  lawful  jurisdieti«m  <»r  any  other 
government,  and  that  it  was  peaceably  possessed  and  occupied  in  the 
nanio  .tt"  the  I'luted  Btates,**  the  obligation  becomes  imperative  to 
"eniploN  the  land  and  mival  forees  (»f  tin' United  States  to  ])r<»teet  the 
rights  of  the  said  iliscoverer  or  discoverers,"  to  maintain  their  ocen 
pation,  or  rein.state  them  if  c^ict4.^d.  We  have  now  as  many  as  .IS  gnano 
islands  worked  under  the  national  flafir?  acniuired  before  and  since  the 
passage  of  the  act.  Their  owners  are  a  large  and  particnlaily  meri- 
itori(ms  class,  who  have  many  millions  of  dollars  inv<'sted  in  their  hust- 
ness.  W<«  cannot  venture  to  say  that  anybody,  r-ven  the  Seer<'tary  of 
State  in  the  sorest  extremity  of  his  defence  of  ISl.  Domingo,  assi-rtcd  that 
all  this  vast  i»ro[>erty  of  the  i^eople  was  dependent  upon  the  caprice  of 
the  President's  will.  If  any  one  of  these  islamls  be  lawlessly  s«Mze<l  by 
a  foreign  power,  the  sovereignty  of  the  United  Stati's  usurp«Ml,  her  Hm'T 
dis]da<'^1,  and  Iht  eitiz<'ns  there  pn-sent  imprisoned  ami  cruelly  nnd- 
treati'd,  (as  in  the  case  of  Alta  Vela,)  he  eaniu)t  arbitrarily  refus*'  the 
•   remedy  provided  by  the  law,  or  remand  the  sufferers  to  Congress  for  a 
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bipedal  iuea«me  of  relief.  He  canuot  say  to  the  owners  of  Navassa,  "I 
gi\-e  yon  the  benefit  of  this  jsreneral  statute,  not  of  right,  but  because  it 
pleases  me."  Nor  is  it  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  pniyer  of  the  owners  of 
Altn  Vela,  to  sjiy  that  ''the  desjmilers  having  agreeil  to  slm!**  tlir  ])iorits 
of  yoiii  islniul  with  certain  persons  whom  my  Seei*etary  ol  State  advised 
to  seek  that  arraugemc»nt,  I  cannot  iutci1d*o  in  your  behalt.^  Such  a 
perversion  of  law  and  jusUoe  is  too  monstroas  to  be  reepectf^illy  met, 
and  yonr  memoiialists  have  intrwluced  it  here  only  beciinse  they  know 
not  Avitli  wliat  refined  iii^rcTniity  <»f  nr^jiitiieiit  the  ear  of  the  Pn*sident 
may  have  beeu  abusetl  by  a  {Secretary  of  State  who  openly  conlederates 
with  the  marauders  to  defeat  their  rights. 

Moved  by  these  considerations  of  international  and  mnniciiml  law,  as 
well  as  i)ublic  policy,  your  memorialists  took  formal  and  peaceable  pos> 
ses?sion  of  Alta  Vela  in  the  name  of  the  I'liited  States,  hoist<Ml  over  it 
the  tiag  of  their  coiuitiy,  and  proceeded  to  <U'Vch>p  its  hitherto  unknown 
riches  in  a  manner  i>erlectly  inotiensive  to  St.  Douiiugo  or  any  other 
nation.  They  never  heard  of  any  protest  against  their  proceedings, 
whieh  were  all  open  and  pnblie,  or  any  objection  to  snch  oci-npation  from 
any  quarter,  or  by  any  government  or  person  whatever.  They  remained 
tluis  in  thr  quiet  prosecution  of  their  business  with  the  tacit  acqniescence 
of  all  the  world,  and  especially  of  St.  Dondngo  and  llayti,  for  the  iieriod 
of  seven  months,  when,  on  the  23d  of  October,  1860,  the  Dominican  "  war 
schooner  Merced,**  General  Evartz  commanding,  invaded  the  island, 
treacherously  and  without  warning  ton*  down  tlie  flag,  i>lun<lered  or 
destroyed  as  they  pleased,  aiid  foreil>ly  carried  away  the  resitlent  agent 
and  laborers  (all  citizens  ot  the  United  States)  to  the  city  of  St.  Uiinnngo, 
where  they  were  detained  in  captivity,  and  kept  in  perpetual  fear  of 
fhrther  cruelties.  All  this  waCs  done  by  Oeuentl  Evartz  in  no  ignorance 
of  our  rights  as  discoverers,  occupants,  and  Americans,  but  in  open  con- 
tempt of  onr  claims  in  every  eliarncter.  A  month  previous  to  the  evic- 
tion this  very  vcvsscl  had  made  a  visit  of  inquiry  to  the  island,  an<l,  her 
commander  being  informed  by  what  right  the  Americans  were  there, 
had  liegged  two  buckets  full  of  the  guano,  and  then  gone  away  appap 
rently  Siitislied.  A  Haytien  (»fficer  ha<l  also  called,  who,  uiion  iH'ing  t<dd 
that  this  isian«l  was  held  by  virtue  of  the  same  law  which  had  been  so 
signally  enforcetl  l>y  the  Aiueriean  government  in  the  case  of  the  neigh- 
borin^i  ishind  of  Navassa,  had  quietly  acquiesced  and  depai  ted.  On  the 
reappearance  of  the  Merced,  when  her  hostile  intentions  were  communi- 
cated to  Captain  Miller,  heftdly  and  j)articnlarly  apprised  General  Kvartz 
of  t!ie  nature  and  liistory  of  the  Aiueriean  title.  lie  specially  informed 
him  of  tlie  natiormlity  of  all  the  irien.  and  piunted  him  to  the  flag  upon 
the  standard  where  it  had  floated  umlisputcd  for  seven  months,  and 
whose  protection  his  government  would  never  suffer  to  be  violated  in  a 
nuuiner  so  unprovoked  and  atrocious.  He  <'arefully  read  to  him  a  copy 
of  the  '*  guano  act,"  and  thus  informed  him  that  tlie  honored' tlu^  United 
States  was,  by  express  statute,  as  well  as  by  the  laws  of  the  world, 
pledged  to  rediess  the  ouuage  lie  was  about  to  comudt.  (Atlidavits  of 
Kimball  and  Miller,  and  protest  of  Kimball  as  above.) 

The  prisoners  being  conveyed  to  St.  Dondngo,  Cai>tain  Kimball,  the 
geTieiul  niana'^i?!-  Mi^<  !(t  of  your  memorialists,  |n'oce<Mle<l  tliiiiu  r  in  the 
ship  Alice  3In\ve  to  look  after  them,  anil,  if  possibh*.  secure  their  release. 
He  Wiis  decoyed  intt>  the  port  by  the  prondsc  that  he  should  be  at  liberty 
to  depart  when  he  chose,  and  then,  when  fairly  within  the  jiower  of  the 
authorities,  the  capt4dn  of  the  ]>ort  t4)ok  charge  of  his  vessel  and  held  her 
by  tbree  tur  nearly  a  month.  Iler  master  m  t'orliidch'u  to  e<>!U!uuuieate 
with  liis  own  country,  or  the  consuls  in  tlic  neighborhood,  wldlc  he  was  , 
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plied  (Mjually  with  threatii  iuhI  i>r()iiiises  to  compel  him  to  acknowledge 
Uie  validity  of  the  new  claiui  ui  8t.  Domiugo  to  the  Americiin  it^Uud  of 
Alta  Vela.  FinaUy,  after  fbe  pre8entati<m  of  on  espeeially  solemn  and 
urgent  protect  by  the  United  States  commercial  agent  ag^iiust  this  aeries 
of  outrages  the  Ali(  4>  .Mowo  was  allowed  to  sail.  (Pioteatof  Kimball 
and  conimoreial  apeiit  ns  abovp.) 

Tliis  di8a.sti*ous  wrung  to  your  memorialiHts,  and  gn>8.s  insult  to  the 
United  States,  was  deliberately  and  oorrnptly  planned  by  the  ttum  Fnai* 
dent  of  St.  Domingo^  w  ith  a  fcdl  knowledge  tiiat  hia  government  bad  not 
a  shade  of  a  ])rrt»'-\t  tor  a  proet^eding  so  anomalous  and  wnrlikr.  Pruf  he 
;S  intniiiui)  had  Wvn  boiijilit  by  Spaiuaids  to  betray  his  country  tothein, 
to  be  conveiled  into  a  slave  colon;^ ,  aatl  the  American  flag  at  Alta  Vela 
being  inconveniently  near,  they  thought  it  prudent  to  mi^e  the  d^strac- 
tion  of  our  little  colony  a  part  of  the  bargain.  Santanna  took  his  price 
and  flr<L  W»'  have  no  ovidpnet'  that  any  Rupcooding  administrati(m 
api>invfMl  til  is  atrocious  act.  On  the  contrary",  the  island  was  held  for 
years  without  being  leased  or  used  by  the  wrong-doers,  as  if  in  readiness 
to  be  smrendered  on  the  demand  of  the  United  States,  and  donbtleas 
wonld  remain  so  to  this  day,  had  they  not  disooTert^d,  in  the  person 
of  our  Secretary  of  Stato,  a  volnntarv  and  suporsorviceabte  advocate. 
(CorrcsiHindence  Senate  Ex.  Doc,  ]>]).  .j7  to  5t>,  inclusive.) 

Five  days  before  the  armed  descent  upon  Alta  Vela  the  diplomatic 
agents  of  t^e  United  States  at  SI  Domingo  uid  San  Juan,  Puerto  Bieo, 
learned  that  it  was  contemplated,  and  approdating  its  enormity  they 
used  every  precaution  to  moot  it  in  tho  i>ropor  way,  by  endeavoring  to 
sothI  tliore  an  American  nian-of  war  to  repel  the  invaders  as  tlioy  deserved, 
but  no  inun-of-war  was  within  their  reach.  (Letter  of  United  States 
oonsnl,  Senate  Ex.  Doc.,  p.  75.) 

When  the  fact  of  your  m(^morialiste'  expulsion  was  officially  made 
known  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  he  instmctod  tlio  spocinl  ajxont  of 
the  d»']>art!!H'!it  at  St.  Domingo  to  report  all  the  facts  and  cirouTa- 
stanc^^-s  attcuding  ilie  same  to  him,  "in  order  that  the  government  may 
know  what  measures  are  ne<;essaiy  to  protect  the  interests  of  our  eitixens 
in  that  quarter."  The  reply  of  General  Oazneau  is  a  model  diplomatic 
])apor.  and  perfectly  coiu  bisive  of  the  (pie.stion  at  issue.  ITo  stat' d  tirat 
rlH«  island  was  far  out  in  the  high  seas;  that  the  territorj'^  of  Hayti  nitor- 
vcned  between  it  and  and  that  of  St.  Domingo;  that  the  coast  opposite 
to  it  was  desolate  and  without  a  government;  that  St.  Domingo  had 
never  occupied  it,  and  had  no  deoeut  pretence  w  a  claim  to  it;  that  the 
Americans  had  mailo  a  permanent  settlement  ui)on  it  by  \irtue  of  well 
known  laws,  and  tlu'ir  eviction  was  an  ontrn^:^o  for  which  tho  Doiiiiiiican 
authorities,  when  directly  interrogated,  pi-etendcd  to  have  no  jiistilicar 
tion  or  excuse.   (Senate  Ex.  Doc.,  Appendices,  Nos.  37  and  38.) 

When  the  messenger  arrived  with  this  report  Mr.  William  H.  Seward 
had  become  Secretary  of  State.  But  the  a])propriate  machinery  of  the 
department  had  alnnidy  boon  pnt  in  motion,  and  the  law  and  the  evi- 
dence had  be<*n  coinmunicated  by  its  othcers  in  stronger  language  and 
with  more  precision  than  your  memonalists  had  been  able  to  do  it  for 
themselves.  The  intention  of  the  government  to  take  " measures for 
the  ro<li  os.s  of  its  injuries  w  as  ali-eacly  declared,  and  it  only  i*emaincd  for 
Mr.  Scwai'd  to  mako  a  tmthful  report  to  the  President  and  cause  the 
necessary  orders  to  be  issued.  But  it  fell  out  that  he  had  other  interests 
to  serve  besides  those  which  his  duty  bound  him  to  promote,  iuid  that 
he  volunteered  to  violate  the  obligations  of  his  official  trust,  that  he 
might  espouse  the  (rause  of  the  aggressor  and  her  lessees,  for  whose 
.    beueUt  he  was  willing  to  betray  the  Just  claims  of  his  country  and  the 
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legal  rights  of  his  fellow  ritizens.  For  some  y<>;n  s  he  ainusod  yoiir 
meiDorialbU  with  mysterious  excuses,  false  8tat*  iiu'iits,  and  (ioceptive 
promises.  At  one  time  he  ascribed  the  delay  of  justice  to  political 
reasons  ^  which  could  not  be  disclosed ;  at  another  he  pretended  to  have 
misunderstood  the  original  petition.  At  one  time  he  luul  sent  despatches 
to  St.  T3omingo,  and  wns  ;nv;ntiiiL!-  sniswers:  at  annther  it  was  annonnrod 
that  there  was  no  proper  govuriuncnt  in  St.  Doiuingo  to  make  a  demand 
upou.  At  one  time  he  could  do  nothing  because  of  the  ilistiurbed  con- 
dition of  the  United  States;  at  another  he  could  do  nothing  1>eeau8e  of 
the  disturlH'd  (rondition  of  St.  Domingo.  At  one  time  St.  Domingo 
wanted  to  l»orrow  money  from  us;  at  anotln  r  she  wanted  to  sell  us  a  h-A\. 
At  one  lime  he  waite<l  for  West  India  mails  j  at  another  the  case  was  to 
be  scut  to  the  Attoniey  General  j  and  so  on  through  a  long  chapter  of 
trivial  and  dishonest  pretexts  of  a  similar  nature.  In  all  this  time  there 
was  no  intimation  that  the  department  regaitled  the  claim  otherwise 
than  fa  vorably,  or  that  even  the  Sreretary's  ingenuity  eoiild  discover  tlie 
semblaiu  e  (»f  a  legal  objtH:tiou  to  it.  On  the  contrary,  the  assurance  was 
often  given  that  the  time  would  come  when  the  Secretaiy  would  assert 
it  with  energy  and  decision.  By  such  means  were  your  memorialists 
defraiulcd  of  their  remedy  until  the  y<'ar  18(>7.  Then,  for  the  first  time, 
they  leaiiu'd,  vr\th  equal  surjirise  and  iiidignaticTt.  f»f  the  eoniidicity  of 
the  Secretary  ot  State  in  the  unlawful  designs  ul  certain  New  York 
speciUators,  who,  with  his  active  advice  and  assistance,  sought  to  appro- 
priate to  themselves  the  property  of  yonr  memorialists.  It  was  given 
out  that  the  Secretaiy  could  never  repudiate  the  bargain,  for  a  corres- 
pondenee  w;ts  in  existence  wliidi  set  it  forth  in  iimn?'^takab]e  terms. 
ThecorrespumitiH-e  was  forth  Nvi  til  applied  for,  and  after  some  uioiiths'  delay 
the  two  last  and  least  material  let  ters  were  produced.  But  even  these  dis- 
closed enough  to  show  that  the  Secretary  was  hopelessly  compromised 
in  the  scheme  of  his  proteges  to  make  good  the  robbery  Avhieh  Santanna 
Committe<l.  Xo  recourse  betn^M eft  but  an  earnest  ni)peal  to  the  Presi- 
dent to  save  Ills  countrymen  harudess  a;;ainst  this  inlanions  con.**piracy, 
the  coinpiamt  of  your  memorialists  was  lirst  verbally  conveyed  to  him  by 
oonnsel,  on  the  19th  of  July,  1867.  He  had  then  never  heanl  of  the  case, 
but  decidedly  express<»d  his  intention  to  have  it  speedily  disj>osed  of  in 
accordance  with  justice  and  law.  Perceiving  tliat  if  the  President  was 
allowed  to  decide  the  c^ise  according  to  his  sense  of  right,  the  plan 
arranged  with  Koot,  Webster,  Clarke  &  Co.,  to  api)ropriate  Alta  Vela  to 
the  use  of  the  latter  would  be  exposed  and  defeated,  the  Secretary  adopted 
an  expedient,  which,  for  originality  and boldmvss,  is  unparalleled  by  any 
act  of  oHieial  eraft  and  duplicity  on  record,  lie  deliberately  fabricated  a 
false  decision,  and  sent  to  the  attorneys  of  your  memorialists  what  pur- 
ported to  \k'  the  official  record  of  the  same,  as  having  In-en  nuule  i»y  the 
Fiesident,  in  formal  cabinet  council,  on  the  18th  of  July,  the  day  just 
pi*eviou8to  that  on  which  the  President  had  disc  homed  all  knowledge  of 
tbecase.  P»ut  tin's  master  stroke  of  ingenious  fraud  was  ]m>inptly  dt'teeted, 
aud  the  exposure  of  it  was  placed  in  the  executive  records,  to  remain 
forever  an  enduring  mouumeut  to  the  character  of  the  author.  The  Pres- 
ident then  ordered  him  to  make  a  ftiU  and  fair  report  of  all  the  facto,  that 
an  hment  decision  might  be  an  ived  at,  and  alter  wear>-  months  of  charac- 
teristie  evasion,  he  rcluctantlj'  pnxlnced  that  extraordinary  <1ocument 
which,  by  sti*et<'h  of  official  courtesy,  is  denoiiiinat<'d  "a  report.*' 

It  is  not  requisite  that  yoiu' memorialists  should  in  this  place  detail 
the  many  misstatements  of  pretended  facts,  the  unscrupulous  suppression 
of  important  and  material  dociunenlary  evidence,  and  the  total  repudia- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  land  and  the  principles  of  public  law  which  asslmi- 
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late  the  charactiT  of  tliiH  report  to  that  of  the  previous  (K>uduct  of  the 
Secretaiy.  Tliat  hm  been  so  thoroughly  done  on  previous  occasions, 
tbat  the  Secretary,  uiuible  to  reply,  caused  the  executive  d»>cunu'nt  to  be 
mutilated,  and  the  false  ^^leport"  to  be  promulgatedy  cut  off  from  the 

ansvvor. 

General  Cazueau  officially  infomuul  the  department  in  that  lie 
had  on  several  occasions  ])res8ed  the  Dominican  authorities  to  state  the 
grounds  of  their  claim  to  tliiK  island,  if  they  bad  any  to  state,  but  he  ''was 
never  able  to  obtain  a  lucid  and  siitisfactory  an.swer."  Tliey  expected 
the  United  States  to  reclaiTii  the  island  as  wwn  as  the  facts  were  known, 
and  they  dist.reetly  dct^^lined  then,  as  they  have  ever  since,  to  a»Ul  to  tlie 
outrage  of  the  miscreant  Sautuuua  by  attempting  to  justiiy  it,  or  alh  ging 
any  sort  of  title  in  themselves.  But  the  American  Secretary  of  8tate 
having  by  tlic  arts  hereiji  described  delayed  justice  and  defeated  the  law 
for  more  than  tiv(^  years,  at  the  end  of  rlmt  time  n  new  conipaiiy  'vnth 
bis  aid  have  succeeded  by  thi'eats  or  pcrsiuisiuu  in  getting  a  Irantlulent 
lease  out  of  Bt*  Domingo,  when  he  apx)ears  oi)enly  on  the  scene  in  oppo> 
sition  to  his  country,  with  an  argument  which  even  St^  Domingo  could 
find  no  minister  shameless  enough  to  make.  The  offence  against  public 
morals  and  national  faitli  <m)ii1(1  uot  1h»  j^K  iiter  1i;ul  he  originally  incited 
the  piratical  expedition.  It  i.s  not  suri)ii.siiig  tiiat  in  attempting  to  main- 
tain himself  in  an  attitude  so  distrreditable,  he  has  been  com|>elIed  to 
levamp  an  exploded  tbeory  which  has  not  been  recognized  by  any 
respectable  goverinnent  of  nnKlern  times,  which  all  writers  on  public  law 
repudiate  willi  cnuteinpt,  which  is  ojijvosed  t«>  tin*  plain  words  oftlio  net 
of  Congress  and  tlie  uniform  practice  ot  our  government  in  all  its  branches, 
and  which  ^Ir.  Mai'cy  and  Mr.  Cass  treated  as  too  Mvolou^s  for  discussion 
wben  advanced  by  a  foreign  power. 

Your  memorialists  are  advised  and  believe  that  no  stronger  claim  than 
theirs  was  ever  presented  to  this  or  any  other  government,  'llie  t!iree 
Stat<'s  ot  the  Union  most  interested  in  the  gimno  trade  have,  through 
their  legislatures,  unanimously  petiticmed  the  President  to  restore  the 
isbrnd  of  Alta  Vela  to  the  juriadi<;tion  of  tbe  United  States  and  to  the 
lawful  poss4'ssion  of  your  menmrialists. 

In  \  tew  of  tln^  fore;r<ung  facts  and  circumstances,  your  n»e!norialistS 
hundity  jiray  that  the  Congress  of  the  I'nit<'d  States  will  di  visc  pro]>er 
measures  t*»  cause  the  PresitU'iit  to  e\e<  nle  tlie  laws,  luaiiii.nii  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States,  and  protect  the  just  rigbts  of  ^  our  memori- 
alists. 

And  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray,  i^e.

JOINT  KKSOLUTIONS  nsciinHnp  re«olntion  passed  .SeplpmTior  19,  1866,  r.lative  to 
Amending  the  Constitution  of  the  Oaited  States,  and  witbdrawiog  the  asiieut  ot  the  State 
of  Oregon  to  the  pnpoMd  Hik  ooDatitnUonal  amendment. 

Whereas  on  the  19th  day  of  September,  18GC,  the  following  preamble 
and  joint  resolution  was  [were J  adopted  by  the  legislative  assembly  of 
tbe  State  of  Oregon,  to  wit : 

Whereas  tlie  Congress  of  the  United  States  did,  by  concurrent  resolution  adopted  Ht  the 
first  eession  o(  tbe  tbirty-niutb  Cougreaa,  propoae  to  the  legislatures  of  tbe  several  States 
tbe  foTlowtngf  amendment  to  tbe  Constitution  of  tbe  United  Stetes,  namely: 

"  AUT.  I  J.  S»;c.  I.  All  jx'ixoiiH  (ir  luitnitilizod  in  the  T'uif(  <l  Stiitcs,  and  subject  to  ihe- 
Jurisdictioa  thereof,  are  ciiizeus  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  wlierein  they  reside. 
sfo  State  shall  make  or  enforee  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immnnities  of 
citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  sliall  any  Stuto  deprive  any  prrsnn  of  life,  liberty,  or 
property  without  due  procesn  ot  iaw  ;  nor  tk-tiy  tu  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the 
aqoal  protection  of  the  laws. 

*'  Sec.  2.  Representatives  shall  be  appnrtioneil  ainniij;  the  several  States  according  to  their 
respective  nntuoers,  counting  the  whole  number  of  pt-rsuus  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians 
not  taxed ;  but  wh>-u  tin  ri;^'^bt  to  vote  at  any  election  for  tbe  choice  of  electors  for  Prc»idont 
and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  representatives  in  Congress,  tbe  executive  and 
jadteia!  officers  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to  any  of  tbe 
nanlc  inliut)ituiits  ot  nwvli  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  Unif«  d 
States,  or  in  any  way  abridged  except  for  participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crime,  tbe  bai>is 
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of  representation  therein  nhall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the  nnoiber  of  such  male 
citbcens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizeos  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  «nch  State. 

"  Sec.  3.  No  iiiM  son  shall  be  a  senator  or  representative  in  Conpress,  or  elector  of  Presideol 
and  Vice-President,  or  bold  any  <iffici',  civil  or  military,  inuliT  tlio  L'liitrMl  States,  or  under 
any  State*  who.  having  previously  taken  an  path  as  a  nicuiber  of  Congress,  or  as  nn  officer 
of  the  United  States,  or  a9  a  member  of  ao^r'State  le|^is!atiite,  or  as  an  execntlTe  or  judicial 
officer  of  any  Slate  tn  support  tho  Cou-tiiution  of  tin  Ignited  StatcH,  shall  have  eugntred  in 
insurrection  or  rebellion  aofninst  the  sam**,  or  pivoii  aid  or  comfort  tu  the  enemies  tbereof. 
But  Con^jress  may.  by  a  vote  of  two  thini-*  of  each  house,  remove  such  disability. 

*'  Skc.  4.  Tho  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  St  aotlutrized  by  law,  including 
debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions  and  bounties  fur  ,Horvice.<i  iu  suppressing  insurrection 
or  Ittbeliioiit  sIiaU  not  be  qaeetioned.  Bat  neither  the  United  States  nor  any  State  shall 
assume  or  paj  tmj  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  again.ot  the 
United  States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave ;  but  all  such  debts, 
obligations  and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

8rc.  5.  The  Congrras  shall  have  power  to  eulorce  by  appropriate  legislation  the  provisions 
of  this  article:** 

Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  Uu  Ujislatiee  asgemhlif  (tf  the  Stale  qf  Oregon^  That  the  said  amendment 
to  the  Constitatfon  of  the  United  States  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified* 

And  whereas  no  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  tlie  ITnited  States 
is  valid  until  duly  ratifT  d  by  tlinM^  fomtlis  all  the  States  coniinisiiiff 
the  United  States;  and  until  sueh  ratiticittion  is  completed  any  iState 
has  a  right  to  withdntw  its  assent  to  any  pioposeil  amendment  j 

And  whereas  Hon.  William  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
United  States,  on  the  2Sth  day  of  July^  1868,  issued  a  proclamation^ 
reeitinjr.  nuToiijr  otlu  r  thin^rs,  that  tlie  sjiid  proposed  amendment  was 
ratified  by  the  ic^islatiin's  of  Arkansas,  Florida,  Ixniisiaiia.  Alaliaina, 
South  Carolina,  and  Georgia,  and  that  the  same  wtis  adopted  by  moie 
than  three-fourths  of  the  States  of  the  United  States; 

And  whereas  the  newly  constituted  and  newly  established  bodies, 
avoArin;^  themselves  to  be,  and  aeting  as  tlu*  Ic^rislatures  res])eetively  of 
the  States  of  Arkansas,  Florithi.  North  Carolitia,  Titmisiana,  South  Caro- 
lina, Alabama,  and  (ieorgia,  were  created  liy  a  military  desi>oti.sm  agiiiust 
the  will  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  said  StateA,  under  the  reoonstmction 
acts  (so  called)  of  Congress,  which  are  usurpations,  un(>()nstitutiona], 
revolntionary,  and  void;  and  (•oTis4MiuentIy  tlio  iictsof  such  bodies  cannot 
legally  ratify  the  said  projiosed  con.stitntional  amendment  for  the  States 
wiiich  they  pretend  to  represent,  nor  aU'ect  the  rights  of  the  otlier  States 
of  the  Union ; 

And  wherejus  also  the  said  resolution,  ratifying  the  said  propo.sed 
amendment  to  the  Constitntion  of  the  United  States,  was  adopted  by 
tho  liouse  of  representati\ of  the  State  of  Oregon  on  the  lOtli  day  of 
September,  18(Ki,  by  a  vote  of  25  yeas  to  22  nays,  and  passed  by  tlie 
means  of  Thomas  H.  Brentz  and  M.  M.  MeKean,  who  were  illegally  and 
fraudulently  returned  as  members  of  the  said  house  of  representatives 
from  the  county  of  Grant,  by  tlu^  said  Brentz,  then  acting  as  county 
clerk  and  eanvjis^ier  of  election  i-eturns  for  said  county; 

And  whereas  ou  the  22d  day  of  September,  18<M»,  the  sai<l  Tljonias  H. 
Brentz  and  M.  M.  HcKean  were  declared  not  entitled  to  the  seats  which  • 
they  had  usurped,  and  on  the  same  day  J.  M.  McCoy  and  G.  W.  Knisley 
were  de<*lareil  to  be  the  duly  elected  memlM»rs  from  the  county  of  Grant, 
and  who.  on  the  21»th  day  of  September,  18()(>,  ent<'red  their  protest  on 
the  Journals  ot  lire  house  of  representatives,'  and  dechired  therein  that 
if  they  had  not  been  excluded  tiom  the  seats  to  which  they  were  entitled, 
they  would  have  voted  against  the  resolution  ratifying  the  said  proposed 
constitutional  amendment,  and  thereby  defeated  the  adoption  of  the 
same. 

And  wiiereas  (m  the  Oih  day  of  Oi'tolu'i  ,  l.S(i(»,  tl»e  house  of  re]»i  esenta- 
tivcs  of  this  State  adox)ted  a  resolution  declarijig  that  the  action  of  that 
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body  in  nitilying  the  said  proposed  eonstitutioiml  aniendment  did  not 
ezpreas  the  will  of  the  said  house  as  it  then  stood,  after  being  piuged 
of  its  illegal  members:  Therefore, 

Be  it  reaolml  by  the  legMative  amemhlii  of  the  State  of  Oregon ^  That  the 
ahoT«^  recited  n'solution  adopted  by  the  legislative  a.ssoiid>iy  on  tlie  10th 
day  ot  Sept4*mber,  1800,  by  fniud,  be,  and  the  siime  is  herel)y  rescinded, 
and  the  ratification  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Oregon  of  the  above-recited 
]>ropo8ed  amendment  to  the  Gonstitation  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
withdrawn  and  refused. 

ResoJrfff.  That  any  amondinent  to  the  ronstitiitioTi  of  the  United 
States  oil  liie  subject  of  representation  should  be  i^opoiied  by  a  Congress 
in  which  all  the  States  are  represented,  or  by  a  convention  of  all  the 
States,  wheroi  each  eoald  be  heard  in  the  proposing,  as  well  as  in  the 
subsequent  ratification  of  such  amendment. 

IifMolrcfl,  That  the  setrretars'  of  statr  be  dii-evtod  to  f^>l•^\  ard  certifleil 
copR'.s  of  the  foregoing  preamble  autl  ivsoluiioiis,  witliout  delay,  to  the 
President  of  the  IJnited  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  to  mb  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Bepieseutatives  of  the  United  States*

He 
Voted  the  stiaigiit  radical  republican  lu  ket,  on  wliicii  was  {Simon  Jojies 
for  Congress.  He  made  no  erasures  on  his  ticket.  IJe  did  not  stay  long 
enougli  to  get  intich  information;  but  he  found  strong  prejudices  against 
the  negroes  an<l  the  repu1>li<-an  ticket.  At  the  poll  witness  was  doing 
duty  as  an  f»t1icer.  Knows  that  tliere  wer<»  soinr  five  ur  six  coloreii  voters 
rejected,  wlu>  lost  their  registration  tickt'ts,  and  pioduced  allUlavit  that 
tliey  resided  in  that  dish'iet  long  eiuai^rh  to  entitle  them  to  vote;  but 
the  commissioner  refwted  their  \  «>t<  s.  si  tting  forth  that  their  athdavits 
Were  fratnlulent.  Witness  saw  them  take  uj)  the  ri'publiean  ticket  and 
otter  to  vote  them  ;  this  ^vas  tlie  strai^jht  repuhliea?)  ti<-k«'t  <ai  which 
^>inlon  Jones  was  a  candi(iate  lor  CoJigress.  During  ihe  election  at  that 
)M>11  he  found  persons  with  bunches  of  Ixigtis  republican  tickets,  which 
they  tried  to  substitute  for  the  geiuiine  tickets  to  the  co1ore<l  votei"!*. 
A>'ituess  states  that  he  iuteifered,  and  tried  to  prevent  this  as  much  as 
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he  could  at  that  poll.  Sevi  ral  parties  tried  to  prevent  him  from  iiiter 
fering  with  them.  He  saw  no  viok^ucej  but  he  saw  them  trying  to 
intimidate  the  colored  voters,  or  those  who  were  advocating^  the  snoeesses 
of  the  repul>liean  ticket.  The  princijjal  commissioner  of  election  was 
(V^loTiel  Von  ZinkcTi,  and  the  niajoritv  of  them  wei^e  democratic.  Colonel 
"N  on  Zinken  wa.s  a  rt)l<)ncl  in  the  confedenvte  army;  lie  api)eared  to  he 
the  principal  commissioner  at  that  poll.  The  commissioners  wei*e  nearly 
tliiee  days  counting  the  votes — and  during  that  time  many  of  the  per- 
sons that  were  there  as  witness  to  the  counting  fell  asleep  and  greatly 
under  thr  itiHu^  nrf  of  licpior.  Witness  <  n  s  that  if  he  were  one  of  the 
fommis.siuiii  IS  1h-  would  have  had  ample  o]»])ortunity  to  commit  frand ; 
di<l  not  see  any  himself.  On  tlie  tirst  day  the  colored  votes  wei*e  in  the 
majority,  but  on  the  second  day  the  white  voters  were  in  the  m^ority.

Williaiu  H.  Burroughs,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that 
he  resides  in  the  fourth  district  of  the  city;  lives  in  the  third  congres- 
sional distriet ;  voted  at  eonu'r  of  Apollo  and  Fourth  streets ;  was  elerk 
in  the  l)oard  of  regist  1  Ml s  in  the  10th  ward,  seeoiid  eongressional  distriet  ; 
in  18<>7  was  chief  elerk  for  the  boanl  of  registrars,  ai)pointed  under 
orders  of  General  Sheridan;  John  L.  Davies  was  ehaiiinun  of  the  said 
board  of  registrars;  there  were  some  4,000  voters  registered,  and  some 
170  or  180  persons  rejeeted  who  liad  ajtplied  for  registration  as  being 
ineligible  or  dis*!n:dilied  under  the  reconstruction  {wts  of  <'ongress: 
this  was  iii  the  iuiLilh  di-trict,  comprising  the  10th  aud  11th  wards  of 
the  city  of  Ni^w  Orleans,  he  was  also  clerk  of  registration,  olhee  in  tlie 
10th  ward,  apiM>inted  under  the  orders  of  General  Hancock,  from  the 
commenci'nu'nt  of  registration  until  the  close.  During  that  time  there 
were  ll^t  of  the  jifoK  said  rei<'et(>d  and  dist|nalitied  voters  aceei>te<l  and 
regist<'red.  Heasuns  for  the  dis^pudilieatious  in  l.S(»7  wen*  as  Ibilows, 
viz:  10  of  the  Siiid  number  w<>re  foreigners,  aud  engaged  in  the  confede- 
rate army,  who  had  received  their  naturalization  papers  since  the  close 
of  the  war;  four  foreigners  who  had  claimed  ju-oteetion  during  the  rebel- 
lifHi.  sinee  naturalized  in  the  district  court  prior  to  tlie  last  election  ;  of 
them  had  lield  oilice,  and  afterwards  engage<l  in  the  rebelli«)n;  and  als«> 
nine  who  were  foreigners,  and  claimed  to  be  citizens  of  the  Umted  States 
by  making  afiBdavit  to  the  same  in  another  eourt^  and  upon  the  repre- 
sentation that  their  fathers  had  been  natiiralize<l  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  they  being  minors  at  ihv  ihno  of  said  nntnralizntion.  Was  ( lerk 
at  the  otlice  of  board  ot  regisliars  at  the  time  *d"  tlie  eounting  ot  liiiUots 
of  j)oll  two,  precinct  twenty-two,  lenlli  ward.  There  were  1)1  straight 
colored  republican  tickets,  four  straight  white  republican  tickets,  and  56 
split  white  republican  lirkets,  i;jy  sjdit  white  democratic  tickets,  300 
straight  white  democratic  tickets,  niakiuLi  ;i  tof.il  vote  r»OL>.  The  said 
box  was  ojMMied  by  the  chairman  of  the  said  l)oad  of  registrars,  and 
assisted  witness  in  counting  the  ballots.  AVhile  doiug  so  they  received 
official  orders  from  General  Buchanan  to  cease  counting  the  ballots;  this 
was  about  1  or  p.  m.  of  the  succeeding  Monday  following  the  election. 
The  boxes  were  then  sealed  by  tle^  witness  and  registrars  and  wen^ 
sent  to  l>r.  Cireen's  ortiee,  one  of  the  said  registrars,  where  they  remained 
some  13  tlays,  until  orders  were  received  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  sheriirs 
office.  Witness  says  tliere  were  some  15  or  20  colored  men  refused  regis, 
tration,  who,  in  his  opinion,  were  entitled  to  regdster  aud  vote ;  the  reftisals 
were  n]»oit  vanons  grounds,  viz:  such  as  the  n  gistrars  were  not  satisfied 
that  they  were  of  age,  aud  doubting  the  statements  made  by  them  as  to 
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tlieir  resi<leiice.  Wituess  says  there  were  .some  eiglit  or  ten  toloretl  men 
sti'ickeu  from  the  rolls  or  rejjlster  book  aftei*  they  had  been  regiHtered, 
givingr  &8  a  reason,  that  upon  inquiry  of  a  police  officer  lie  imported 
not  liavinj;  foiuid  them  at  their  residence,  as  stated.  Witness  says  that 
if  th<'  ]»nli<  *'  otiicor  had  madf  the  said  inquiry  in  ('itiz('Ti\s  (hvsshe  w(mld 
have  limnd  nioiv  of  them,  bnt  bnny:  in  nnitonn  it  intimidated  tht  in.  Ue, 
the  officer,  believes  the  said  offices  name  is  St  Glair.  Wituesj^  is  a 
radical  and  belieyes  that  St.  Olair  is  also  one.  Witness  states  that  he  * 
cannot  state  the  reason  why  those  men  who  were  refnscd  re;;istration 
ill  1807,  and  allowed  to  vote  or  rejfister  in  18<»8-  Witness  asked  the 
chairman  lor  his  re  i son  tor  re^ifisterinj;  these  dis<iiudilKMl  men.  He 
rephed  that  lie  wouhl  not  refnse  to  register  any  white  man  and  regLster 
a  negro.  He  does  not  know  the  political  sentiments  of  these  re-registered 
men,  but  believes  them  to  be  democrats,  lie  has  a  personal  a<*quaintance 
with  some,  but  knows  the  names  of  all  of  them,  but  does  not  kuuw  all  of 
them.

LonisiaiKt ;  lie  voted  the  straiirht  n'imblican  ticket,  on  which  was  Simon 
Junes  ft»r  Congress ;  there  wcrt^  no  erasures  on  ids  ticket ;  lives  at  No.  21 
Jackson  street ;  his  opinion  in  relation  to  the  strength  of  the  two  differ- 
ent politieal  parties  is  that  they  are  about  equally  divided  regardingr 
numbers,  that  is  in  the  fourth  district  of  the  city  of  N«^w  Orleans.  Wit- 
ness is  a  physician  by  profession,  and  states  that  he  had  a  uuiiibci'  of 
appUcants  of  colored  persons  wlio  were  refused  registratioji  on  account 
of  minority ;  he  examined  them  and  found  them  all  to  be  of  the  required 
age;  he  gave  them  eertiticates  to  the  etifect  of  their  being  of  age,  and 
still  they  were  rejeckHl  by  the  board  of  registrars.

Miihael  0'liiini,l)eing  duly  sworn,  de^mse*  aud  8uys, lio  was  oncof  the 
supervisors  of  the  election  ai)i>oiuted  by  the  board  of  registrars  of  Ijonis- 
iaua,  of  which  M.  Packard  was  the  president;  during  the  time  he  was 

at  the  polls,  saw  a  great  many  eohmvl  men  turned  away  from  tlie  polls 
and  iiof  allowed  to  vote,  beeause  they  were  too  young;  lie  saw  many 
others  that  were  sent  away  from  the  imll  by  the  eommissiouer,  being  told 
that  they  were  not  at  the  right  poll ;  I  examined  their  papers  and  found 
they  were  at  the  right  poll,  and  the  eommissioner  still  refused,  alleging 
that  they  were  too  young;  there  wa.s  a  good  many  who  had  lost  their 
registratio!!  pa])ers  and  iriude  atHdavit  to  the  same,  and  were  refiised  the 
privilege  of  voting  on  that  attidavit;  witness  saw  the  dei>uty  shenff 
about  i>.  m.y  on  the  18th  instant^  come  out  on  the  banquette  and  take 
Si  handful  of  democratic  tiekets ;  he  saw  him  fold  them  and  put  them  into 
the  ballot  box  at  that  j)oll ;  this  was  at  poll  No.  pre<  inet  N«t.  second 
ward;  the  dei)uty  sin 'riff's  name  is  rh-vvy  Snllivaii :  dnriiig  tin  t-hu-tion 
he  saw  parties,  who  were  in  the  interests  of  the  democrat le  party,  lake 
the  tickets  out  of  the  hands  of  the  colored  voters  while  they  were  in  Hue 
awaiting  an  opt)ortiinity  to  vote,  and  substitute  the  democmtic  ticket  in 
their  ])laee;  by  this  course  of  intimidation  practiced  at  tliis  poll,  it  is 
the  witness's  opinion  that  the  re])idiliean  party  lost  a  great  many  votes 
on  uliicli  was  iSinion  .Jones  for  Congress.  (Objected  to  by  counsel  for 
Colonel  James  Mann  as  ineomi>etent.) 

Ooss-examined : 

When  the  deputy  slieriti"  put  tlie  democratic  tickets  in  the  box,  he, 
witness,  was  on  the  banqnette  opfiosite  the  door.  There  was  another 
deputy  su|M'rvisor  with  me  appointed  by  jM.  Packard.  The  window  was 

o]>eii  and  the  ballot-box  was  on  the  table.  There  was  a  numl)er  ttfotlier 
l)ersons  standing  around;  very  lew  voting  Jit  the  time.  Snlli\an  and 
the  conuaissioner  were  insule;  altogether  there  were  about  three  inside 
besides  Sullivan ;  one  of  them  was  sitting  at  the  table  where  the  ballot-box 
was,  and  two  of  them  were  at  the  table  writing.  Anybody  couhl  i)lainly 
see  Sullivan  put  the  tickcis  in  tlic  V)o\-  if  they  avci<'  looking  into  the 
house;  lie  could  see  Sid!i\  an  all  the  lime  fnmi  the  I  inie  lie  t4)ok  tin*  tiekets 
on  the  banquette  until  lie  put  them  into  the  itox,  I  saw  liini  plainly 
put  the  tickets  in  the  box.  Mr,  Shean,  the  deput\  siqjcnisor,  saw  him 
also.  Tile  tickets  he  got  on  the  banquette,  he  saw  said  Snllivan  lirst 
j)ut  them  intv>  his  pocket  ;  he  could  jdaiidy  and  easily  see  him  as  he 
took  tin'  sai<l  tielcets  out  of  liis  jtockct  and  put  them  int«>  the  box;  he 
saw  him  fold  tlu-m  previous  lo  putting  tliem  into  the  box.  1  saw  the 
tickets  and  am  iwsitiv©  they  were  democratic  tickets.  1  know  timt  he 
put  tickets  into  his  {KK'^kets  and  put  tickets  into  the  box;  cannot  say 
positive  whether  they  were  the  same  tickets. but  believe  that  tln'V  wei-e, 
as  they  had  the  .*<ame  a)>|)ear<ince.  Anybody,  even  a  l)oy.  tniglit  havo 
M*cn  him  put  the  tickets  in  the  bu:w  standing  on  the  banqaetlc. 
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Be-examined  by  oouxuel  for  contestant : 

I  could  plainly  diHtingiiisb^  ftom  the  outside  appearance  of  tbe  tickets^ 
that  they  were  deiaocratic,  bBcause  the  republican  tickets  were  shorter 
and  much  wider  than  the  democratic  tickets. 

Be-examined  by  counsel  for  Mann : 

As  Siillivaii  put  the  tickets  in  the  box  I  could  phiiiily  see  from  where  I 
stood  that  the  tickets  weie  longer  and  narrower  tlian  the  republican 

tickets.

22, 
tenth  ward,  second  congressional  distiiet.  He  voted  tlu'  straight 
repul)li<*aTT  ticket;  lie  was  at  the  polls  several  times  durinj^  the 
election.  Says  tli;ir  the  commissioner  asked  a  iiiiiiiber  of  useless 
questions  and  sent  them  to  vote  at  other  polls,  when  they  were  en- 
titled to  vote  at  this  poll;  these  were  colored  men;  this  was  of 
frequent  occniKMU'e  in  the  fourth  distri(;t;  as  witness  was  travelling  from 
poll  to  IM)1I  (lin  ing  the  election,  colored  men  who  were  fruni  tlic  country 
parislies  who  ]>resented  cei-titicates  of  registration  in  tlicir  n  siu'ctivc 
paiishes  were  ready  and  willing  to  make  oath  that  they  had  resideti  in 
the  city  10  days  prior  to  the  election  and  were  reihsed  the  right  to  vote; 
some  were  refused  w  lio  had  produced  affidavits  to  the  commissioner 
that  they  had  so  resided,  &c.  (Objected  to  by  counsel  for  Janies  Mann.) 
Witness  stated  that  he  was  ;it  )»oll  No.  precinct  No.  2-,  coriH*r  of  Dryade 
and  Piiillip  8ti'eett»,aud  examined  tlie  tally-sheets  andfound  that  there  was 
an  error  of  100  or  more  votes  in  respect  to  Gray  and  Bacon,  that  is,  be- 
tween one  sIm  cf  and  the  otln  r;  he  could  not  tell  whether  it  run  through 
the  whole,  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  did  ;  if  so  it  would  <rive  Cohmel 
Maun  100  vrttcs  more  than  he  was  entitled  to  :  it  luid  the  M]>]>carance 
that  there  was  such  a  tliserepauey j  the  api»earaiu'(;  oi  the  secoiul  tally- 
sheet  indicated  that  there  was  that  difference  through  the  whole  list  of 
republican  candidates;  this  was  brought  to  my  notice  by  the  fact  that 
the  number  of  vote's  were  nearly  equal  between  the  ropiiblican  and 
denux'ratic  votes,  on  tlic  slieets  \vh<Mc  th<»so  nund)ershad  not  bcenadilcd. 
At  the  registration  of  10th  ward  1  actcil  as  supervisor  by  appointment 
of  Mr.  Packard,  and  was  at  the  registration  office  during  a  greater  part 
of  two  days  ;  wnile  I  was  there  s<'veral  colored  ]>ersonsapplieil  for  regis- 
tration  that  were  unlawfully  n'fnsed,  in  my  opinion;  sonu-  were  refused 
for  tlro'  reason,  as  tlu'  reiristrars  expressed  it,  that  the  applicants  were 
not  of  age  J  and  were  unw  illing  to  receive  the  athdavit  of  the  api>Iicant 
or  his  friends  to  the  effect  that  he  was  of  age ;  they  were  asked  a  great 
number  of  nseless  questions  regarding  their  intentions  of  which  ticket ' 
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thoy  wonld  voto,  and  wore]mt  oiY  witli  tlicplca  tlint  tlicv,  tlic  ifji  ti  nrs, 
di<l  not  believe  they  resided  at  tlie  plave  tliey  nientioiu'd,  but  look  tlic 
Dailies  of  the  applicantj*  ssiying  they  would  send  some  one  to  see  if  they 
did  live  there,  tellinjr  tlieni  to  call  again  next  week,  wben,  if  everything 
Mas  rifjflit,  tliey  wouhl  repster  them.  I  ;?ave  this  as  an  instance  of  the 
many  nMsms  that  \v<m  (>  n^d  to  ]>H'\  ('iit  the  e«)h)red  nu^n  from  re/j^isterinj;. 
Oneot  liu'Hi'  men  1  took  inym'lf  to  Jndge  (iitfbrd,  where  he  made  atli(hivit, 
and  npon  its  presentation  he  was  refused  the  ri^,'ht  to  register,  (this  affi- 
davit was  in  re^^ard  to  his  age.)  It  is'  mj  opinion  if  these  colored  men 
wonhl  have  been  aHowed  to  rej^ster,  they  wonld  all  have  voted  the  repnb- 
lieaii  ticket,  on  wliieh  was  Simon  Jones  for  Con<;ress:  witness  thinks  if 
a  fair  ami  impartial  vot«  had  been  had  iu  the  fonrtli  <listriei,  ihat  is  the 
11th  ward,  would  have  gone  a  small  democratic  m^ority,  enougli  to 
counterbalance  a  majority  for  the  republicans  in  the  10th  ward ;  thinks 
the  majority  in  the  fonrth  district  would  be  democratic  alxmt  100  nnijor- 
ity;  witii»  <s  iliinksif  a  fair  mu\  impartial  registration  had  becTi  had 
in  first  disii  ici  (if  this  city,  thinks  it  would  show  a  ivpublieiui  majority 
of  2,000  voters. 

(So  much  of  fbregoing  testimony  as  refers  to  the  opinions  of  the  witness 
is  objeeted  to  by  the  counsel  for  James 'Mann.) 

Cross-examination : 

Is  not  engaged  in  business  at  present;  has  been  out  of  em}>loyment 

ahout  one  week  :  was  prcvions;]y  en^znircd  as  an  inspector  of  li<-enses, 
under  ai)pointnicnt  ot  Mudge  iJiestan<l;  has  been  living  in  (his <'ity  about 
two  yearii  and  one-half;  was  engaged  as  inpector  about  three  weeks  j 
had  ati  appointment  in  writing  from  Packard,  as  supervisor  of  election ; 
his  instruction  from  said  Packard  did  nol  (  <mfine  hinis('lf  to  any  par- 
ticular class ;  but  lie,  the  witness,  confiiicd  hiinsclf  to  the  iiiti-rests  (►f 
the  rei)ul>li('an  jjaity;  he  was  allowed  hy  liie  eonntussioners  to  hwk  at 
the  tall,> -sheets  alh'i-  the  election;  he  knows  he  took  an  active  interest  iu 
this  last  election,  siH>nt  some  money  on  it  and  hired  a  tew  cabs ;  he  never 
was  sworn  in  as  a  suix'nisor,  received  no  oompensat  ion  fnmi  any  party 
for  serxMces  rendered;  he  does  not  know  of  niiy  fraudulent  voting;  his 
opinion  of  his  estimate  on  tlie  voting  of  t]]v  first  district  is  based  n]H>n 
assumption  that  all  of  the  coloretl  men  would  \  ote  the  republican  ticket 
with  some  exce]>tion8.  £  tlioroughly  canvassed  tihe  district  and  knew 
l)retty  nigh  the  number  of  white  men  who  would  vot*'  the  republican 
ticket.  AVitness  was  a  candidate  lor  Htate  si*nate,  and  his  opponent 
claims  to  be  eiecfed  ;  he  tliinks  he  is  elected,  because  lie  received  a  larger 
vote  than  any  other  rt'publican  can<lidate  in  his  district ;  he  does  not 
know  of  an  imported  voter  being  brought  into  this  district:  he  was  iu  this 
district  as  supervisor  some  17  days;  he  heard  ('aptain  Darling,  who,  wit- 
ness thinks,  was  one  of  the  registrars,  ask  the  useless  (piesti«>ns  spoken 
of;  he  heard  sinne  of  the  commissioners  at  poll  Xo.  1,  precinct  No.  2L*.  ask 
the  eohm'd  mvn  how  they  were  going  to  V(»te;  he  heard  so  many  ques- 
tions of  that  nature  that  he  can't  say  whether  he  heard  it  more  tluit  once 
or  not;  haH  two  trades,  is  a  photographer  and  a  shoemaker;  has  followed 
both  of  them  here  in  this  city;  he  saw  the  registrar  refn.^e  to  register 
some  17  or  is  colored  men  on  account  of  minority  :u\(\  otlie:  r<'asons. 
Witness  says  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  say  whetliei  they  woidtl  have 
voted  the  republiciui  or  democratic  ticket,  but  in  his  opiuion  they  would 
have  voted  Uie  republican  ticket ;  does  not  know  whether  the  nnuiber  of 
votes  polled  and  the  number  registered  were  iu  excess  of  each  other  or 

liOt. 
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R^-cxaminrd  bvcouu.sel  for  coiiu  >i;iiit: 

Witness  states  ihr  iviiHon  of  his  heiiijLf  out  of  <'i)i|)loyim»nt  is  that  liis 
lime  is  taken  up  in  {jetting  his  pajiers  ready  for  llie  contest  of  liimself 
and  one  Bacon  for  a  seat  in  the  State  aenate.

K.  T.  iiurnhani,  being  <luly  sworn,  deposes  and  Siiys,  that  lie  rtssides  Ko. 
304  Oarondelet  street^  second  eongressional  distriet ;  is  a  registered  voter, 
and  voted  at  th»'  last  election;  voted  at  t  he  engine-house  eorner  of  l*ei*dido 
and  r.iroiiih'lct  streets;  most  of  his  titne  at  the  i^olls  during  tlie 

twoda.xs  of  eU-etion  in  the  seeond  WiUtl,  tliinl  ward,  and  fnurtli  wards. 
Voted  at  the  eleetiou  and  voti*d  the  ivpubliean  ticket,  on  \uiieh  vvii8 
Bimon  Jones  for  Congress,  He  says  tbat  the  polls  were  managed  by  the 
democrat ie  party;  he  saw  policemen  and  deputy  sheriti's  take  the  re- 
publican ti«  kets  from  the  negi'oes  while  tliev  were  wniting  to  vote,  ami 
substitute  the  (lemin  latie  ti<  ket  in  their  jdaee.  He  saw '20  or  .'JO  of  these 
iustaiices  where  the  sai<l  fn  i  ilinen  w  here  swindieil  out  of  the  ticket  they 
desired  to  vote.  He  saw  the  policemen  standing  in  fh>nt  of  the  poll-box, 
and  as  the  freed nnm  presented  his  register  certificate  to  the  comniis 
sioner  Avith  his  ticket,  it  was  handed  U)  this  policeman,  who  substituted 
the  deiiKM  ratic  ticket  l>efore  handing  it  to  the  comnnssioners:  this  wns 
corner*d  i'crdido and Carondelet  streets, second congj'essiona I  dislncl, and 
in  the  fourth  ward,  also  belonging  to  the  second  congressional  district 
In  one  instance  in  the  fourtli  ward  lie  saw  th6  ticket  of  the  freedman, 
the  repiddican  ticket  which  he  desired  to  vote,  laid  on  the  table;  and 
saw  the  connnissioiuT  and  policemai}  insich'  substitute  the  democratic 
ticket.  One  of  these  commissioners  at  this  poll  was  aiTcsted,  us  the 
witness  understood,  for  changing  tlie  votes.  Witness  states  that  he 
attenii»ted  and  used  his  intluence  and  eiuleavored  to  see  that  fieedmaii 
voted  tin-  ticket  tln'V  desired;  for  this  the  witness  was  huslu'd  it|)  by  the 
c  rowd,  v.  iio  ajjpeared  to  be  on  the  democratic  si(h';  had  t<»  desis(  and  they 
reiuarke«l  lohini  that  he  waskntjwn  and  his  time  was  short  ,  aitd  liail  to  leave 
the  polls.  He  saw  at  the  engine-house  Ko.  14,  Common  street,  about  200 
frecilinea  at  this  poll  in  their  proi)er  line,  awaiting  their  opportunity  to 
Vot<';  they  were  kept  back  and  delayed  and  all  wlrite  nu'U  wrrv  aili>wetl  to 
vote  :  they  were  kept  back  until  they  liad  aecumulat<'<l  to  the  iuunl>er  of 
above  spoken  ofj  when  he  discovered  these  things  thai  witness  thouglitun- 
just,  he  spoke  of  it  to  the  policemen  and  dei>uty  sheriffs,  and  iulbrnied  them 
of  thes4>  facts;  they  answered  him  that  he  hail  nothing  to  do  with  it,  and 
to  mind  his  own  business.  In  many  instances  tlie  fri  edmen  hit.  not  being 
enabled  to  vote.  Witness  says  that  there  was  much  partialit>  maiiilesicd 
b\' those  w  ho  had  thenianageuieut  of  cdections,  for  the  dem»M  lalic  party. 
He  was  at  this  poll  various  times  during  the  election;  at  times  for  two 
hours.  In  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  assign  bled  and  congregated 
to  v<yte,  there  was  a  large  pre<lomiiuuice  of  colored  voters;  this  ])repon- 
derance  was  tit  lejjst  five  of  the  colored  voters  to  one  of  rlic  white;  that 
appeared  to  be  the  prepoiiderauce.  At  varions  t  inies  <iuriiig  ilu*  days  the 
witness  was  unable  to  get  the  names  of  the  deiiuty  slierilTs,  and  the  nnm- 
mbers  of  the  policemen,  so  as  to  give  a  more  specific  report.  Kone  of 
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the  officers  had  mimUers  on  tlioir  hats,  with  the  o\co])tioTi  of  two.  He 
saw  these  freeduieu  pres8e<l  back  aiui  <mleie<l  to  await  their  turn  when 
thei-e  \\m  sufficient  room  for  them  to  vote.  The  white  men  were 
allowed  to  come  in  and  vote  in  their  place.  He  saw  a  large  number  of 
IJcrsoiis  had  free  aceess  to  the  coinmissioners'  room,  where  the  l)aHot- 
lH)\es  were  kept,  and  witness  thon;»:lit  that  had  no  ri^-ht:  these  were  of 
tlie  deuioeratie  l)ai'ty,  a.s  he  saw  them  nse  their  intinenee  lor  the  8n<*<*ess 
of  the  democratic  ticket  f  these  persons,  someof  tliem,  were  within  three 
feet  of  the  ballot-box ;  when  this  crowd  of  colored  voters  were  from  the 
corner  of  Carondelet  str<H4  to  i>ollSy  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  outside 
declared  they  shonhl  not  vote.

Haslived  hereofVaiul  on  for  .'^5  yenrs;  wns  sont  there  hy  no  pnrticidar 
]»;ti1  \- :  took  nn  nctix c  part  in  \hv  elei-tion,  }»sa  cit  i/.cii  Iicin<:  anxious  to  s»'e 
juslue  (lone;  cannot  say  who  tlie  2i)  or  30  freedinen  were,  spoken  of  in  tl»e 
examiuation-iii-chief ;  he  believes  they  would  have  voted  the  republican 
ticket  if  tliey  ha4l  bee!\  ]>erinitted;  cannot  name  the  policemen  as refeiTod 
toin  the  examination  in-chief ;  they  had  the  iiiiit'orm  on,  but  not  the  num- 
bers; does  not  know  whether  they  Were  (Ininx  rats  ornot,bnt  bHicvcs  they 
were.  Two  policemen  at  ixAl  2  liad  numbers  on  their  hats  and  endeav- 
ored to  4lo  justice  J  does  not  know  the  name  of  the  <*omTni8ftioner  who  was 
arrest(>d ;  does  not  know  what  became  of  the  cha  <  1 1  er  th(>  arrest  was 
made;  d«)es  not  know  who  the  mv\i  were  who  sai<l  \  \iv\  Iiad  spott<'d  him; 
tliere  was  a  number  of  them  ;  in-  does  not  kn(n\  w  hether  there  was  arnle 
to  have  two  lines,  one  for  tlie  white  and  one  for  the  colored  men,  eaclito 
vote  alternately  j  there  was  over  100  colored  men  in  line,  sometimes  200 
of  them,  very  few  whiU»  men  voting;  at  the  time;  the  line  of  coloredmen 
were  permitted  to  vote  ri;^ht  strai^lit  alon^.  exroitt  in  instatices  where 
white  men  iiresenterl  themselves,  wlio  \v<'ie  alh»\ve<l  to  vote;  saw  some 
who  quit  the  lines  without  voting;  there  was  an  order  that  caiue  from 
the  registrars*  office  to  allow  them  to  vote  at  other  ifoUs;  this  order,  wit- 
ness thinks,  was  issued  on  the  second  day  of  election  to  them  all  an 
opp<>rtnnity  to  vote;  witness  does  not  know  of  any  one  1ailin<jf  to  vote  in 
this  ciuiiu'ction  ;  there  was  rdiont  KM)  who  went  from  this  line  and  vofed 
at  <»ther  polls;  the  white  men  at  this  lioll  who  Imd  xoted  chietly  went 
home;  the  colored  men  went  home  immediately  after  voting;  some  of 
the  policemen  remarked  that  they  (the  colored  men)  were  not  entitled  to 
V(»te  lieK',  and  to  g6  away  ;  does  not  know  the  names  of  the  ]»ersons  wlio 
went  iritM  the  ]>oll-room:  ktu>wslhat  a  mnjoritv  used  their  inthn^nee  for 
the  iiitire.sts  »»l  the  democratic  side ;  tlie  (H)lored  men  that  were  takfu  Irom 
14th  engine-house  to  Perdido  street  were  told  that  they  should  not  vote 
there,  as  they  were  from  the  parish  of  St.  (Miarles;  has  no  occupation  at 
*  present;  isa  builder  by  ]>rofession;  lias  bee"  idh- abcmt  three  months  look- 
ing for  employment;  held  no  position  dui  ini:  tin-  hist  elr-etion,  and  not  em- 
ployed during  the  cunviiss;  didnot  peiform  any  duties  (ini  nig  tlie  election 
excei>t  as  a  citizen;  does  not  know  of  any  voters  being  imi)orted  into  the 
parish  during  the  10  days  preceding  the  election ;  does  not  know  of  any 
ttaudnh'ut  votes  being  cast  except  as  he  stated  in  hisexannnation-in-chief; 
tliey  nil  eann-  np  in  line  to  vc)te;  does  not  know  where  tlicy  ,u:ot  tln^r 
tickets;  there  was  about  iOU  of  them  ;  none  of  them  had  sticks  or  clul>s; 
may  have  seen  some  old  men  with  canes;  were  marchin-*  in  double  tile; 
the  man  who  had  the  order  brought  them  to  the  poll;  when  th<'  first  order 
came,  it  was  disputed  by  the  eommissioners;  there  was  a  delay  of  an 
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hour  when  the  secoiul  onl^v  came  l>efore  tlio^v  were  allow eil  to  votej 
tiiey  {the  cominiesioners)  werereceh'iiig  votes  duriug  that  hour.

W.  P.  McLean,  beinj;  duly  sworn,  depo84's  ami  says,  that  he  resi(h>H 
Ht  118  Prytania  sii  ret,  and  Heeoiid  eon^^ressional  district ;  was  rejristered 
and  voted;  was  a  iommissioner  of  election  at  poll  precinct  <».  Witness 
Hays  tliat  oO  hours  alter  the  election  he  was  at  the  re^isH;ir's  oliicc,  and 
there  was  a  recinest  sent  to  Captain  Scott^s  office  to  make  a  i^etum  of 
the  number  of  votes  i)olled  for  and  af/ahiat  the  constitution.  At  this 
time  the  returns  had  (>een  all  sent  in  with  the  ovception  of  two  ]k)11s, 
comprisin^r  a  ixution  of  the  second  contrrcssional  distri<"t.  oin-  of  tlicju 
corner  of  libeity  and  Poydras,  and  the  other  corner  of  (ieiard  ami  i  ranh- 
lin  streets.  Captain  Scott  went  to  the  comer  of  Liberty  and  Poydras 
and  ol)taine4l  a  rettirn  of  the  number  of  votes.  J Winn  Hall,  chief  clerk 
for  the  hoard  of  ^e^istrMrs.  niid  myself  went  to  the  other  jm*!!,  and  upon 
returtiiiiir  to  tin-  realist nirs'  ollice  tooi<'<l  u])  the  tiirnres  of  tlie  returns, 
and  found  a  majority  of  i>3  lujainxi  the  constitution.  Of  the  lirHt  ward, 
comprising  a  ])ortion  of  the  second  comf^^ssional  district,  Simon  Jones, 
candidate  for  ( \)n<rress,  was  at  least  up  to  the  number  for  the  constitiv 
tion ;  if  anything  aliead  of  it. 
Cross-examined : 

Cannot  say  that  the  stateim  iit  made  tt])  at  recfister's  oflic»^  by  Captain 
Scott  and  himself  is  a  correct  one;  there  had  been  no  formal  returns 
uiude  at  that  timcj  with  the  exception  of  the  smidler  precinct.  Colonel 
Jones  was  at  least  up  to  the  constitution,  and  in  his  precinct  a  little 
ahead.  He  thinks  that  a  few  of  the  democrats  voted  for  Mr.  Straight 
for  Coii^^ress,  but  in  the  afjfjjrejrate  his  votes  came  fioiii  the  repnl)li(  niis, 
(.'olonel  A.  1*.  l^^ield  was  a  <'andidate  for  Coiij^rcss,  ainl  is  a  republican ; 
cannot  say  ti"om  what  party  he,  received  his  votes,  but  suppose  from  his 
personal  fi-iends.  Knows  iio  instance  of  ft'audulent  voting  at  the  ]>oll 
of  which  lie  was  commis8i(mer.  Every  man  was  allowed  to  vote  who 
bad  a  Yvf\\\  to  tin*  saitie.  Tliere  were  some  colored  men  wlio  ottered  to 
vote  on  rej;istration  papers  who  were  refused  on  account  of  lesidiiin  in 
other  parishes ;  kiio\\  s  of  no  other  voters  being  imported  into  lliis  parisli. 

Ke-examination  by  eoun.sel  for  Jones: 

From  the  position  the  witness  held  he  could  not  see  Avhat  was  going 
on  outside  of  the  poll  except  that  portion  directly  in  front  He  would 
not  permit  intimidation  if  he  knew  it.

Win.  Dnns^las,  beinf?  duly  swoni,  doposfs  and  sayH,  tliat  he  resides 
iu  the  third  district,  and  in  the  city  ubaut 22  years  m  a  iv^jiistered  voter  j 
held  the  position  of  ser^^eant  of  the  police  iti  the  fourth  diKti  iet,  and  was 
on  duty  dnrini^  the  ele<;tion  of  the  17th  and  18th  of  April  hist.  He  wa« 
detailed  f<»r  duty  mikI  jdaoed  at  22d  enj^ine-house,  lOtli  ward,  iM  eon^^res- 
8ion:i1  district;  was  there  on  both  dnys  of  election.  ;m<l  <.(  rnsiotmlly 
visiteil  the  ditferent  polls  iu  the  lUth  wanl.  At  22d  iious* ,  lofli  wanl, 
saw  colored  men  present  themselves  at  tliat  poll  to  vote,  and  were  8eut 
to  other  polls  to  vote;  were  sent  ilown  to  the  jm>11  at  the  eonier  of  Piiillip 
and  Diyades  streets;  the  commissioner  at  tliat  poll,  by  name  td' Costly, 
is  the  one  who  directed  them,  stntin^r  tliey  ha<l  no  ri^lit  t«)  vote*.  In 
the  two  «hiys  there  could  not  have  been  less  than  2.">  or  X>  ot  these  men, 
and  probably  more;  witness  looked  at  their  pa])er8  and  found  they  were 
entitled  to  vote  at  this  poll;  the  commissioner,  Costly,  examined  the 
papers  with  tlie  witness;  twenty-five  of  those  wlio  wei-e  turned  away 
showed  witness  their  ti('k(>t.  nm\  it  was  the  str:ii;;lit  re]»nl»li(';m  ticket,  on 
which  was  pinion  Joues  tor  Con^vss.  The  Uckets  were  in»t  s«  iatclied. 
Witness  saw  ]R*rsous  take  the  tickets  out  of  the  hands  ot  ti-ee<lmen, 
making  them  believe  they  had  the  deniocTratic  ticket.  He  knows  of 
instances  where  the  siairious  republican  ticket  was  circulated  with  the 
demwratic  candidates  tlH»reon  ;  this  counterfeit  or  boijiis  reimblican 
ticket  had  at  the  head  •'llepublican,^and*' Against  theconsiitnl  ion."  It 
had  a  likeness  on  the  same  as  the  republican  ticket;  the  likeness  was  A. 
Lincoln :  the  ticket  had  the  democratic  candidates  on,  th>m  Taterfario 
down.  These  tickets  weiv  in  the  handsof  those  ])aities  who  were  working 
and  actinj;  in  the  democratic  party.  These  ti<*k<'ts  were  circulnted  pi  inci- 
pally  anions  tiie  c<»loi-ed  men.  There  was  several  deceived  and  v(>u  d  tliis 
ticket;  he  thinks  from  12  to  20  were  deceived  ajid  voted  these  bogus 
tickets.  He  was  shown  the  same  kind  of  bogus  tickets  at  other  polls  in 
that  wjird.  Me  thinks  there  was  unnecessary  delay  in  keeping  colored 
nmi  from  voting;  fmi)n)]>er  questions  were  ask<Ml  IIm'  eoloicil  men.  as 
witness  consi<lerc<l,  in  regard  to  the  right  of  voting,  j»rudu<'ing,  as  the 
witness  thinks,  annecessary  delay.  There  was  no  delay  in  regard  to  the 
white  voters,  where  they  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  bnt  was  received 
promptly.  There  was  parties  that  he  took  to  be  working  in  the  interest 
of  the  democrati(!  ]):nty  trying  to  deceive  the  r(tlore(l  viit<«!s,  persna«ling 
them  that  they  had  the  wrong  tickets:  W(»ui<l  know  some  of  these 
oolored  men  who  were  obstructed  or  hindered  trom  the  right  of  voting. 
The  colored  men  who  e^ine  to  that  poll  behaved  properly,  and  tried  to 
vote  peaceably,  and  left  littA^T  doing  so.  ITe  only  saw  two  commissioners 
at22d  engine  house;  one  ot  them  was(*ostly;  the  other  was  a  Mr.  Bankey; 
Uaukey  acte<l  as  clerk,  and  tlie  ollit  i  n'ceived  the  votes.  Costly  received 
the  votes  and  put  them  iu  the  ballot-box;  it  was  about  five  or  six  feet 
from  where  the  voters  stood.  Was  at  this  poll  on  the  first  and  second 
days,  when  the  i>olls  ch)sed.  The4H>mmissioners  and  (lejnity  sheriif  took 
charge  oT  the  p(»n  hox  and  bronglit  it  to  the  poli<  <'  stntioti:  they  were 
sealed  at  lite  j»oliing  places,  lie  l>elieves  that  at  this  jioli,  but  <'ould  not 
say,  the  color<*d  men  were  in  the  majority;  but  believes  that  colored 
and  white  men,  who  intended  to  vote  the  republican,  were.  He  forms  his 
opinion  from  what  came  nnder  his  notice  during  both  days  of  election, 
if  there  had  heen  a  fair  *  !i  ction,  and  coloretl  and  white  h:Ml  Vuwu  ]M>rmi!  'e<l 
to  vote,  that  ll>ere  svtailil  have  been  a  rei)ublicau  majority.

Witness  states  that  he  voted  the  adoption  of  constitution 
and  the  republican  ticket,  and  done  nothing  on  the  day  of  the  election 
that  was  not  consistent  wiUi  his  duty  us  an  officer. 
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Cmss-oxaiiiiiipd : 

r:iii't  tt'll  how  niiuiy  |)«'is<iii8  would  have  v(»t«'(l  at  precini  t  I'L*,  bnt 
knew  H  guod  many  ut  tiieiii ;  saw  souie  uieii  atU'inptmg  to  intimidate 
tbeiu,  but  he  stopped  tbem ;  if  they  had  attempted  to  carry  it  too  ibr 
be  would  )iave  arrested  them ;  dont  know  of  any  frandnlrat  votes  being 
CHKt — that  is,  of  persons  voting  who  were  not  entitled  to  vote ;  he  does 
not  think  any  delay  was  caused  by  tbc  cnliM  *  *!  hu'ti  being  a  new  class  of 
vutei.sj  iHilieves  there  would  have  \h  vu  iu>  deiay  at  ^ili  il  they  had  voted 
the  democratic  ticket ;  he  says  he  saw  a  little  cheating  at  elections,  bat 
this  ea})s  them  all ;  made  no  ellV»i-ts  whatever  to  influence  any  voter  at 
that  preeinet ;  coIohmI  men  asked  him  where  repnbliean  tickets  were, 
and  he  gave  them  the  iiifonnation ;  has  taken  no  active  ]>;iit  in  the 
election ;  he  has  been  on  dnty  at  the  ditterent  clubs  previdus  to  the  elec- 
tion \  sometimes  there  have  been  parties  come  there  to  break  up  the  meet- 
ing of  the  colored  men;  the  politics  of  these  parties  were  democratic; 
is  a  member  of  the  Loyal  Leagae  of  this  city.

E.  J.  Barkdull,  Iveinjr  sworn,  de])oses  and  says,  that  iic  icsidrs  in  St. 
John  route,  in  third  district;  is  a  registertHl  voter^  has  resided  in  this 
city  since  1864;  was  one  of  the  board  of  registrars  in  the  seventh  waiil, 
in  tlie  tirst  congiessional  district.   In  counting  out  the  votes  there  were 

some  40  or  .">(>  votes  «'ast  for  8inion  Jones  for  Conjrrcss.  lie  saw  evidence 
enough  to  ctmvincc  hiui  that  the  voters  were  scMit  tix'H'  to  dejnive  them 
of  voting  in  the  second  congressioualdistrict  lor  bimunJouesforCongi'ess. 

Cross-exaniination : 

Came  to  New  CIrleaus  in  March,  has  hk'vn  connected  witli  the 

customs  pirtty  uear  ever  since;  is  not  now  connected  with  tlie  custom- 
house; is  not  engaged  at  pmseut;  expects  to  be  to-day;  is  not  a  salaried 
otlicer.  The  evi(lence  alluded  to  in  the  examlnation-in-chief  why  witness 
believed  tliMt  the  men  Mere  sent  from  seccmd congressional  distri<  t  to  vote 
ill  the  lust  c<mgressi(>iud  district,  were  that  he  saw  them  maiii]>idated  by 
persons  he  W4is  told  were  in  the  interest  of  Colonel  Mann.  1  do  not 
know  that  they  were  in  the  interest  of  James  Mann.  He  saw  the  negroes 
taken  away  by  persons  from  the  polls  and  talked  with,  aud  tickets 
exaniitied  and  scratched.  It  was  this  <*haracterof  rti;nti|>n1ation  that  h'd 
nic  Ut  l>elieve  that  it  was  done  in  the  interest  of  Colonel  .Mann,  jiid^qiig 
by  the  questions  witness  subse(piently  asked  them,  lie  asked  them 
where  they  came  from ;  they  replied,  from  the  second  congressional  diis- 
trict.  H<»  asked  them  why  they  would  not  let  them  vote  tln-re ;  the  reply 
was  that  they  were  told  they  were  not  entitled  to  vote  there.  Witness 
says  tins  was  only  one  of  a  thousand  instances,  who  were  ruiiiiiiig 
around  IVimi  place  to  jilace  as  they  were  sent.  The  tpiestiou  of  their 
actual  residence  was  not  raised.  Witness  does  not  know  the  names  ot 
the  parties  manipidating  voters  in  the  interest  of  Colonel  Mann.  lie 
does  not  kn«»w  whether  they  were  df  inocrats  or  not.  He  Siiy.s  that  he 
cauuut  ti  ll  tlie  names  of  the  40  or  50  men  spokeu  oL  He  eauuot  say  that 
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the  men  he  talked  with,  who  said  they  were  from  tlie  sei-ond  congi-es- 
sioiial  distiict,  were  oi*  the  40  or  oO  referred  to.  There  were  about  one- 
half  dozen  that  he  talked  ynth}  does  not  know  where  these  half  dozen 
men  live.  Does  uot  know  of  any  uieu  being  imported  here.  Does  not 
know  whether  these  40  or  50  men  lived  in  the  seeoud  eonjn*essional  dis- 
trict or  not.  Ue  knows  tli;it  there  were  a  few  votes  polled  in  tiist  cnm- 
gressioual  distiiet  for  Colonel  Maim;  does  not  recoUeet  how  many.  He 
saw  no  unosoal  effort  made  to  control  yotem  than  is  usnaOy  the  ease 
dnriug  elections.

William  Weber,  beinf?  dnly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  He  was  a  reps- 
tered  vot<T,  and  voted  at  the  last  elect  inrt ;  voted  at  poll  2,  prefiiict  No. 
22,  tenth  ward,  seecmd  conjfressional  distiiet,  and  voted  the  straijjht 
radical  republican  ticket,  on  which  was  the  name  of  Colonel  Simon  Jones 
for  Conisrress.  He  knows  of  19  voters  who  voted  the  radical  republican 
ticket  witliout  seratchiti^?  therefixmi  any  name;  these  19  men  all  voted 
at  poll  No.  2,  precinct  \<>.  tlicsc  were  nil  white  men  who  so  voted. 
While  he  was  at  the  p(»ll  ui  ( oi  tier  ot  Phillip  and  Dn ailes,  the  party  in 
interest  of  the  democratic  parly  remarked  to  him,  **  Hang  the  danuml 
nigger,^  He  also  heard  those  persons  in  interest  of  the  democratic  party 
tell  the  adored  men  that,  if  they  voted  the  radical  ticket,  they  would  dis 
charfje  them  and  woiiM  iH»t  let  tliem  work  any  more.  Was  a  candidate 
for  rcconlcr  in  the  t'nuiUi  district.  From  the  knowled^^e  witness  has 
of  tl»e  ditierent  pi)litical  parties  in  the  foiirtJi  district,  he  believes  the 
radical  republican  party  would  have  been  successful  if  the  election  had 
been  con«luct<'<l  fairly.  There  were  four  voting?  places  in  the  10th  ward. 
W;is  at  nil  the  votinj;  pla<*es  diiriiijj:  the  two  days  of  election.  Knows 
of  no  intimidation  except  at  tiie  jjoll  corner  ol  Phillip  and  Drymles, 
where  he  was  assailed  with  violence  by  40  or  .10  men  in  interest  of 
the  democratic  party,  and  he  only  escaped  by  jumping  into  his  carriage. 
TIh  names  of  two  oi' this  party  w  vw  Tlionsas  Woilper  and  Mr.  Phillips, 
who  hollei  d  kill  tlie  ni^rircr.  flf  did  iu»t  see  ;niy  nniis.  T>id  not  sec 
any  coh»rcd  men  thiveii  olf  tVom  liie  polls,  to  his  own  knowledge.  This 
was  on  the  second  day  ol  tlie  elections.  Saw  a  {^reat  many  bogus  or 
counterfeit  tickets  in  circulation.  They  were  in  tbo  hands  of  the  demo- 
cratic party,  llns  lived  in  the  tenth  ward  since  1S47.  He  does  not,  to 
his  own  knowlc«l^<'.  know  of  jmmsous  bein^  rejected  as  \i-u-r<,.  Tie  \^Ms 
j»ki( cd  at  votin;i  poll  No.  1*,  ])recinct  22,  inside,  l>y  arranp  incnt  ol'  the 
two  dilVereut  paities,  during  the  counting  of  the  votes,  to  see  that  it  was 
filirly  conducted.  He  had  often  served  as  commissioner  at  previous 
elections,  but  never  saw  them  counted  in  the  manner  they  did.  He 
snys  they  took  the  tickets  (Uit  <d'  the  box  jiml  placed  tlieni  on  their 
knees  in  tens  and  twenties — rcpiihlicnn  and  dcmiK'rats;  did  not  read 
(df  the  names  of  th(^  <'andidates  on  the  tickets,  hut  were  called  oif  as 
so  many  Rtndght  republican  tickets  and  so  mnny  straight  democratic 
tickets;  did  nc»t  read  the  names  of  the  candidates  on  the  difllerent  tick- 
ets, but  called  them  so  many  straight  tickets.  In  calling  off  one  of  the 
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straifjht  democratic  ticket.'^  he  found  his  name  thereon  for  nnoi der.  and 
called  the  ;>tf4*ntion  of  the  commissioners  to  the  same  and  had  it  cor- 
rected. Tins  was  on  Sunday  morning,  after  being  up  all  night.  One 
YoD  Zinken,  formerly  a  colonel  in  the  confederate  army,  came  in  dniing 
the  morning  and  called  one  of  the  commiseioners  named  Joseph  CoHtley 
towards  him  and  spoke  to  him  a  few  moments,  whereupon  Costley 
turned  to\v;inl  wirnoss  and  told  him  to  leave  the  house.  He  took  hold 
of  the  wituo88's  arm  and  told  him  he  coiUd  not  stay  there,  't^  Colonel 
Vou  Zinken  had  said  so.

lie  saw  eacli  one  of  tlie  11»  men  referred  to  cast  their  votes  j  he  knows 
them  all  personally — Gharlee  Parish,  Timothy  <yBrien,  Mathew  Seither, 
Jr.,  Matlu  w  Seither,  sr.,  Jlenry  Winker,  Wesley  Tory,  Daniel  Whalen, 
rat.  Walsh,  John  C.  Stacker,  E.  J.  Nelson,  James  Kiley,  \Mlliani 
Weber,  N,  Whitting,  I).  IN  iicuro,  George  Scliantz,  David  Mackny.  Pat. 
McKay,  Kobert  W.  fcitanlcy,  Lawrence  Monisey — tliese  are  tlie  names 
of  19  voters  who  voted  the  ticket  referred  to ;  had  said  or  done  nothing 
when  Woelper  took  hold  of  him  and  called  him  a  damn  nigger ;  knows 
of  no  reason  why  he  was  attacked  except  that  he  was  a  radical  icpnb- 
lican  ;  40  or  15  were  standing  in  line;  there  were  tour  (»r  (ive  negroes 
to  one  white  uum;  the  majority  were  republicans,  and  were  in  jmssession 
of  the  polls ;  knows  of  no  colored  men  voting  the  democratic  tickets,  by 
reason  of  tlii-eats  referred  to ;  does  not  know  of  any  orders  from  General 
Buchanan  that  candidates  were  not  allowed  inside;  he  was  sent  there 
by  one  Parker,  of  the  republican  pai  ty.

1a'in<i'  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says,  that  he  resides 
corner  of  Annuuciaiiou  and  l^Iiilipj  his  occupation  is i>ol ice  officer  j  has 
been  on  the  police  about  13  months ;  is  a  registerd  voter,  and  voted  at 
poll  2,  precinct  22,  tenth  ward,  second  congn'ssional  district.   He  voted, 
the  n*publican  ticket,  on  wMcli  Avas  Sinion  Jones  tor  Congres.s.  Vot^'d 
and  sjiw  that  his  t  ickcT  was  i)Ut  into  the  box.  jSunv  ;i  uood  denl  of  swindling 
at  this  poll.    Was  an  otlicer  detailed  at  this  poll  by  tlie  lieuteiuiut  of 
the  police  in  this  district.   His  orders  were  not  to  interfere  with  the 
elections.    Has  .seen  attidavits  brought  to  the  polls  by  the  democratic- 
party  and  siirncfl  by  the  <litferent  jud«c<'s  or  justices  of  the  i)ea('e,  and 
vote<l  <»n  these  nthtlavits.    Tie  knew  that  the  parties  who  ])r«'senled  these 
affiiiavits  were  not  entitled  to  vole,    lie  knows  that  they  were  not  entitled, 
to  vote,  because  the  sheriff  acting  told  him  they  were  not  to  receive  affi- 
davits.  He  saw  one  of  them  torn  up  after  the  vote  had  been  received, 
on  it.    At  the  same  [m>11  he  saw  nejrroes  who  were  told  by  denuM-rats  that 
if  they  voted  the  republican  ticket  they  should  l»e  hunn'  next  day.  Some 
fom*  or  five  of  tliem  went  away,  but  don't  know  whether  they  returned 
or  not   On  the  second  day  of  tiie  election  he  saw  the  cotmterfeit  tickets 
there  and  tickets  from  other  districts  in  hands  of  the  democraiic  party,, 
who  ha<l  general  possession  of  the  polls  during  the  two  days.    He  .says 
there  were  tic  kets  ]ilaced  in  the  hands  of  some  UO  or  .')0  colored  men  to 
vote.    lie  cannot  tell  whether  they  voted  them  or  not,  but  says  he  saw 
some  of  the  tickets  from  the  other  wards  in  the  box.  He  saw  some  ot 
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tJie  democrats  obstruct  the  nejrroos  from  voting  by  keeping  them  Iwick 
from  the  polls.  This  was  on  tlic  lust  day  of  the  electi(m.  He  was  at 
the  polls  nearly  all  the  time  during  the  election.  The  white  voters  pre- 
ponderated orer  tiiat  of  the  colored  meD.  He  was  at  the  polls  on  the 
nijfht  while  the  votes  were  being  counted  and  saw  very  strange  things. 
They  took  out  tickets  from  the  box,  about  20;  separated  the  (Ir  TrnK'ratic 
tickets  from  the  n^publican  tickets  and  threw  the  republican  l»:ick  into 
the  box.  The  commissioners  did  not  read  the  names  of  candidates  of 
these  ticket  s,  but  called  them  so  man^*  straight  tickets.  Dnriiig  the  night 
fhey  did  not  agree  in  their  counts  ^  the  dSTexence  was  between  the  two 
commissioners.  Two  of  the  cfmunissioners  were  democrats  and  one  of 
them  was  a  republican. 

Cross  examination : 

Don't  know  any  of  the  men  of  the  democrats  who  put  the  tick«'ts  in 
hands  of  the  colored  men.  Don't  know  auy  of  the  men  who  voted  on 
the  aMdavits.  Don't  know  the  names  of  any  of  the  democratic  party 
who  said  if  they  voted  the  republican  ticket  they  would  be  hung* 
Don't  know  of  auy  acts  of  swintUing  other  than  that  siK>ken  of.  Is  not 
a  member  of  loyal  league  and  of  no  secret  organization.

D.  W.  Brandon  being  didy  sworn,  deposes  and  says,  that  lu^  resides  iu 
New  Orleans  on  38  Tchoupitoulas  street ;  has  lived  here  eigh t  yea  rs ;  has 
been  ejuploycil  in  the  United  States  quai't4>rmaster  department  and  the 
United  States  commissary  department,  nn«l  is  n(»w  siM't-uhiting.  Knows 
Colonel  Mnnn.  candidate  for  Congrrss  lM  i'ongi»'ss!<i'i;il  district:  kinnvs 
him  about  one  year,  llcld  a  position  in  cust<wu  hiMise  as  a  treasurer, 
agent,  or  something  like  that,  in  the  United  States  government.  He  had 
a  (conversation  with  him  once  about  eight  months  ago  wether  he  was  a 
r<'si(lrnt.  IT*'  asked  witness  what  State  he  was  from.  lie  rcjjlied  to 
liiiu  >iew  York.  He  asked  witne.ss  if  he  ever  made  ap])lication  to  \V.  P. 
Kellogg  tor  something  to  do.  lie  told  him  he  had,  and  thai  tliere  was 
no  vacancy.

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the  repuUlit;au  ticket  on  the  day  of  the  eltH'tiou;  be  left  oii  the  17th  of 
March,  and  reuiained  there  until  after  the  election  j  hiu  residence  never 
was  at  Sabiiie,  but  has  beea  over  Hiere;  he  was  applied  to  for  vituew 
by  Colonel  Jones;  does  not  know  how  he  came  to  be  served  with  a  notice; 
he  npvor  told  ;tiiyt)o<ly  about  the  ccmversntion  he  had  with  rtdoncl  Mann ; 
Colonel  Jones  did  not  come  to  him  alM)ut  it  until  after  In*  liad  Im'cu  M'l  vt'd 
with  the  notice ;  Colonel  Jones  did  not  come  to  liim  or  converse  with 
bim  until  after  be  bad  been  seiTed  witii  a  notioe.

Stephen  Danerhart,  being  duly  swoni,  deposes  and  stiys,  that  he 
resitlcs  with  Mr.  Weber,  No.  775^  Tehoupitouhis,  4th  district  of  the  city, 
and  lUih  ward,  iM  congressional  district;  is  24  years  of  age  j  is  a  registered 
voter,  imd  voted  at  the  last  election,  and  voted  the  republican  ticket; 
wae  at  poll  two,  precinct  22;  saw  two  colored  men  taken  by  the  arm  by 
a  white  man  by  name  of  Wnh  TN'ibel,  and  made  them  vote  the  dt^mocratic 
ticket.  Mr.  Hall,  a  <'anva.sser  for  the  democratic  party,handcd  previous  to 
this  a  republican  ti<:ket  to  them,  and  represented  to  them  that  that  was  their 
ticket  they  wanted  to  vote:  they  were  then  taken  up  by  Wibel,  and  told 
them  that  they  should  not  listen  to  Hill;  that  he  did  not  know  an^-thing; 
pulled  them  up  to  the  poll  and  nmde  them  vote  the  democratic  ticket ;  he 
saw  the  democrats  cut  oft*  that  pftrtioii  of  the  republican  ticket  that  cou- 
tain  the  head  of  Lincoln  and  pasted  it  on  to  the  deniocratic  ticket;  he  did

John  Hanan,  Ix  in-,^  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says,  that  he  resides  in 
the  city,  on  Cuuinion  sti*eet ;  has  lived  here  for  14  years ;  is  a  registered 
vot<?r,  and  vote<l  at  the  last  election;  voted  at  the  comer  of  Oirard  and 
Liberty,  in  the  second  congressional  district;  he  was  at  that  poll, on  and 
off,  during  both  <lays  of  election ;  at  that  poll  the  coloml  ])eople  were 
in  a  row  by  tliemsclves,  and  they  were  obstnieted  and  not  pennitted  to 
vote  a.s  freely  as  the  white  men.  They  did  come  in  that  order,  but  were 
told  to  form  there.  When  iXmy  came  the  white  men  could  come  there 
and  vote  without  any  difficulty.  The  colored  man  had  to  wait  ibr  eight 
hours  before  he  could  get  to  vote.  Tliis  w  as  both  days.  This  occurred 
At  the  engine>hou8e  on  Common  street^  as  well  as  the  poll  on  Oirard 
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street.  The  parties  pTeveutiiig  the  vuloivd  mcu  ti-oui  having  li-ee  access 
to  tbe  polls  were  of  thedemocra4^ic  party  and  policemen ;  doon  not  know 
the  iiftmes  of  the  policemen ;  lie  heard  the  democratic*  |>arty,  or  )>erHoiia 
supporting  that  party,  halloo, "  Damn  the  niggers,  and  the  wliite  nig- 
gers, who  are  a  damned  sight  w<n  si".*'  TTe  does  not  think,  to  the  best  (»f 
his  knowledge,  that  the  colored  men  had  a  fair  chance  to  vote.  Saw  a 
great  many  go  away  without  voting,  as  tliey  were  tired  and  fatigued 
from  waiting;  does  not  know  whether  they  came  back  again.  He  saw 
tluMn  go  away  in  squads  of  two  and  three  at  a  time.  How  many  went 
away  li<»  cMTUiot  tell.  He  is  well  nccpminted  with  the  voting  ])0]>ulatiou 
of  that  ijart  of  the  city.  His  opinion  is  that  tlie  colored  voters  i>repon- 
derated  over  four  to  six  over  the  whiti^.  There  might  be  a  reason  for  that, 
as  the  white  man  went  home  as  soon  as  be  voted.  He  saw  a  colored 
man  present  hims<?lf  to  vote,  and  they  refused  him  on  the  ground  that  he 
had  voted  before,  and  charged  him  with  ha\ing  a  false  pai>er.  Does  not 
know  w  liether  he  voted  at  all.  This  man  was  aiTested.  Witness  states 
that  from  what  he  saw  at  the  polls,  the  colored  man  had  not  a  fair  iiud 
even  chance  to  vote  at  the  election.  The  colored  men  that  voted  were 
acting  very  quiet  and  orderly.  These  colored  men  were  so  closely  ques- 
tioned ns  to  their  names  and  residences,  that  they  became  cmlv  irrnssed, 
while  the  white  couhl  go  u])  and  vote  without  any  (piestit)n,  on  mere 
presentation  of  their  papers.  A  young  man  at  engine-house  14,  on  Com- 
mon, having  abadge  on,  representing  himself  as  a  deputy  sheriff,  seized  a 
negro  by  the  shoulder,  and  jerking  him,  said,  "  You  have  no  right  to 
vote.  yoTi  (lamn  nigger  son  of  bitch !"  Ilr  also  saw  the  deputy  sheritf  jerk 
him  by  the  coat-tail  and  say,  "  God  damn  you,  krej)  still,  you  blaek  son  of 
a  bitch!"  Witney  does  not  know  whether  the  colored  nmn  voted  or  not. 
He  does  not  belong  to  the  loyal  league,  and  no  secret  political  society. 
He  had  no  money  bet  on  the  election  between  the  two  candidates,  Jones 
and  Mann.  He  belongs  to  the  workingmen  society. 

Cross-examination : 

Was  at  neither  place  when  the  polls  closed;  he  left  before  they  clost-d 
disgnsted,  and  satisfied  that  things  <lid  not  go  right.  Theic  was  two 
lines  formed,  one  for  the  white  man  and  one  for  the  black  n»en.  J  n  witness's 
opinion  there  should  have  been  but  one.  He  never  saw  any  uthdavits 
brought  by  colored  men  and  presented  at  the  polls.  Dont  know  of  any 
fraudulent  vot(^s  Ix'ing  cast.  Does  not  know  of  any  person  who  desired 
to  vot(*  that  did  not.  He  does  not  know  of  any  f-olorrd  lH>ing  bronglit 
into  that  ward  to  vote.  It  had  a  large  colored  popuhilion.  The  delay 
was  intentional,  in  witnesses  or)iuion.

Geo.  W.  Mader,  being  duly  sworn,  dejwses  and  siiys,  that  on  electicm 
da\ .  iM'ing  a  candidate  foi-  otTice  of  State  seimtor  in  the  first  si'natorial 
(iisti  iet  id"  Louisiana,  forming  a  part  of  the  second  coiigi'essional  district, 
I  made  it  my  business  to  visit  the  polls  of  the  first,  second,  and  third 
wards,  composing  the  said  senatorial  district.  At  polls  Nos.  1  and  2,  pre- 
cinct No.  1, 1  noticed  at  different  times  attempts  made  to  intimidate  imd

deceive  colored  voters,  whose  iiitentious,  judging  from  seciiij?  tlieir 
tickets  in  their  hands,  was  to  vote  for  Colonel  Jones  for  Congress,  as 
well  as  the  other  ]):irtie8  whose  name  was  on  the  ticket.  The  ticket  was 
the  radical  republican ;  in  many  instances  witness  handed  the  said 
tieket  to  the  coku'ed  men  himself.  1  was  several  times  thicnteued  at 
these  polls  by  tlie  paitisaus  of  the  opposing  ticket  j  they  were  men  1  know 
to  have  been  rebels,  and  belonged  to  the  democrati(;  party ;  at  No.  5 
efngine  house,  on  (ierard,  between  8t.  Charles  and  Carondelet  streets,  I 
was  at  that  i)oll  about  5  oVlock  or  thereabouts,  April  18,  when  a  col- 
ored man  came  up  to  vote;  several  deputy  sheritts  {jot  around  him  and 
a^ked  him  for  his  register  papers ;  he  showed  them  the  papers  that  he 
had,  and  one  of  the  deputy  sherifis  told  him  he  was  i*egistered  last  year, 
and  was  good  for  nothing,  and  that  he  ooold  not  vote.  I  then  examined 
the  papers  and  found  that  they  were  corm-t,  and  entitled  him  to  vote  at 
that  ]>oll.  I  was  then  in  eoiii]iaiiy  with  Mr.  George  W.  Dearing,  who 
also  examineil  the  \ni\m  and  expressed  the  same  opinion  as  me.  1  wa« 
at  that  moment  threatened  with  arrest  by  these  deputy  sheriffs,  and  not 
wishing  to  be  arrested  1  left  that  poll  and  went  to  the  corner  of  Caron* 
delet  aiul  Genird  street.  I  did  not  lose  sight  of  the  coloml  man  from 
the  time  I  saw  his  papers  until  he  left  the  polls.  At  the  i>oll  near  ex>r- 
iier  of  Bai-onne  on  Triton  Walk,  they  luui  two  lines  of  voters  formed 
by  the  deputy  sheriff^  one  for  colored  men  and  one  for  white  men ; 
the  line  of  colored  men  was  much  the  largest,  yet  they  did  not  permit 
more  than  one  colored  man  to  vote  to  thsit  of  one  white  man  when  there 
was  white  men  there.  This  an-nngement  was  decidedly  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  white  voters,  as  they  were  delayed  oidy  a  short  time  com- 
pared to  the  time  taken  for  a  colored  man  to  reach  the  place  where  he 
cast  his  bsdlot.  He  does  not  know  of  any  colored  men  losing  their 
votes  on  that  account ;  he  saw  no  intimidation  at  this  poll ;  nearly  all 
the  polls  that  1  visited  I  found  the  loyal  tihh  wlio  advocated  (white  men 
generally)  the  election  of  the  republican  ticket  under  such  moral  restric- 
tion by  the  presence  of  men,  notorious  characters  in  the  community,  who 
openly  threatened  violence  to  them  whenever  any  of  them  passed  within 
their  hearing.  I  frequently  during  the  day's  election  beam  such  char- 
a<  ter8  allude  to  me  in  such  tenns;  some  of  these  characters  were  ]>oli<  e- 
nien  and  some  of  them  deputy  sheritts ;  does  not  know  the  names  ot  any 
of  them.  There  were  probably  others  who  did  not  occupy  either  of  these 
positions.  These  parties  that  were  intimidating  the  colored  voters  were 
in  the  interest  of  the  democratic  party ;  he  knows  of  several  instances 
where  the  parties  in  the  interest  of  republican  candidates  were  threat- 
ened with  arrest  by  deputy  sheriffs  and  policemen,  because  they  fur- 
nished republican  tickets  to  such  voters  as  asked  for  them,  particularly 
at  poll  No.  1,  precinct  No.  7,  where  I  claimed  the  privilege  above  men- 
tioned, where  I  saw  a  policeman,  I  believe  by  the  name  of  Fisk,  trying 
tf>  force  rlje  demcMjratic  tick<»t  uih>ti  the  colored  men;  the  officer  above 
nieutiunetl  was  afterwards  stopped  troui  electioneering  by  the  chief  of 
police,  he  having  been  reiKjrted  by  General  Sheldon  to  him.  This  oc- 
enrred  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  the  first  day  of  the  election.  I  reside 
in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  was  born  here.  Witness's  opinion  is 
that  the  majority  of  those  men  who  advocated  the  election  of  Colonel 
Mann  tor  Congress  were  men  who  had  lately  been  in  rebellion;  nearly 
all  those  who  voted  for  Colonel  Jones  were  men  1  would  regard  as  loyal 
to  the  United  States.  I  have  frequently  heard  parties  who  I  regard  as 
dertiocrats  say  that  before  long  they  would  drive  every  white  radical 
out  of  this  city.  I  regard  tlie  M  ord  radical  as  referring  to  republicans 
as  used  by  them.   I  heaixl  these  threats  before  the  election,  on  the  day 
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ol  <'l('('rion,  and  since  the  ele<-ti(>n;  s;vvs—eaTinot  state  iKKsitively — tliat 
the.st?  rrieii  were  in  the  iiiterestij  ot  C(»iouel  Mauu,  but  believe  them  to  be 
in  the  intereBt  of  the  democratic  party.  He  knows  that  Oolond  Mann 
was  a  candidate  on  the  democratic  ticket  for  ConjcTees. 

GroBS-ezamination : 

Says  he  cannot  give  the  names  of  the  persons  who  intimidated  the 
coloied  voters  at  poll  Nos.  1  and  2^  Ist  precinet^  l8t  wanl,  an  i-eferml  to 

in  the  exaniinntion-in  rliief.  Says  that  some  of  these  eolored  iiim  livst 
their  vott's  in  eon.^iMiuenixj  of  sueli  intimidations;  ean't  say  jiusitively 
how  maiiy  lost  their  votes  ;  can't  stute  the  names  of  them  at  present, 
but  in  one  hour's  time  can  fhrnish  the  names  of  some  of  them ;  the 
names  of  the  parties  who  threatened  him  are  i>ersonB  he  does  not  know, 
as  ho  does  not  associate  with  them,  and  therefore  eantiot  *rive  tlieir 
names.  The  name  of  one  of  the  depnty  slieritts  who  ^ot  around  the 
colored  men  at  engine- house  ]So.  5  was  A.  Uarrett,  a  marble  cutter  on 
St.  Charles  street ;  does  not  know  the  name  of  the  colored  man  referred 
to.  I  know  Barrett  personally;  he  has  expresscnl  himself  U>  me  to  be  a 
democrat ;  does  not  know  the  name  of  the  depnty  sheritt'  that  tohl  the 
coh)re<l  man  refened  to  that  his  re;;istry  ]ni]»ers  wei"e  nmde  out  for  last 
year.  Tlie  man  that  threatened  witness  with  ari*est  is  the  same  referred 
to  above,  and  does  not  know  his  name.  Barrett  is  a  firiend  of  mine  and 
did  not  threaten  ine,  and  I  did  not  see  him  threaten  anybody.  Tlie 
wliite  men  advocating  tl»e  radical  ticket  at  the  ik>11  comer  of  Triton 
Walk  and  Btiroune  street  were  !-4'str;nned  by  fear  of  being  assiiulted. 
The  republicans  were  in  the  majority  at  that  poll.  The  majority  was 
composed,  with  but  few  exceptions,  colored  men ;  cannot  give  the  names 
of  the  men  refeiTedtoas  being  "notorious;"  they  were  generally  known 
as  men  of  disreputable  character.  Iha\  (  In  tnl  them  say,  "liook  at 
that  son  of  a  hit<'h  !  look  at  him  talkin;^  to  them  ni^^crs;  I  would  like  to 
knock  him  on  the  head  or  put  a  knite  into  him.*'  in  nmiiy  instances 
they  made  motions  with  their  hands  and  arms  as  though  they  were  going 
to  strike;  cannot  give  the  names  of  the  persons  who  threaten^nl  repub- 
li«  ans  wlm  endeavored  to  see  that  republicans  had  the  right  ticket. 
iSevcr  siiw  del  1 1  o<  rats  take  tickets  away  from  colored  voters  and  give 
them  other  tickets ;  saw  republicans  go  amongst  the  colored  men  and 
ask  to  see  their  tickets;  no  such  tickets  (democratic)  found  in  the  hands 
of  the  colored  voters  to  witness's  knowledge.  Know  of  no  persons  who 
ha<l  been  engaged  in  rebellion  afrainst  the  Ignited  States  that  T  can  say 
positivelj*  voted  the  re] m hi ican ticket.  Witness  at  [>rescnt  is  not  engaged 
in  any  busiuess;  ha^  sutUcieiit  means  to  live  witliout  occupatiou;  is  a 
contestant  for  a  seat  in  the  senate  of  this  State;  the  district  for  which 
I  am  contesting  for  a  seat  in  the  senate  is  in  the  second  congressional 
district.  Has  an  interest  in  showing  u])  the  frauds  of  the  s(H.'ond  congres- 
sional disti'irt  so  far  as  justice  and  equity;  not  particularly  so  far  ct»n- 
cerns  his  sciit  in  contest.  1  saw  Cai)tain  J.  E.  Scott,  registrar  of  voters 
in  third  ward,  register  a  white  man  by  the  name  of  Brown,  on  the  last 
day  of  the  elet'tion ;  the  witness  took  the  said  Brown  to*  head<)nar- 
ters  with  the  certificate  he  had  just  received  and  there  i*eceived  an  order 
to  eaiic<'l  the  Siiid  registration  ;  lieexpresstHl  himself  as  going  to  vote  tlie 
dentociatic  ticket.  Captain  J.  E.  Scott  haw  exiwessed  lumself  in  such 
terms  that  would  lead  me  to  believe  him  to  be  a  democrat.  Colonel 
Mann  was  present  in  the  ottice  of  the  registrar  when  this  man  wa.s  regiS' 
tered;  knows  of  no  fraudulent  voting  during  the  election  himself. 
Be-examination : 

Witness  does  not  know  the  tenor  of  the  conversjjtion  between  Captain 
Scott  and  Colonel  Mann,  but  they  did  have  a  conversation  previous  to 
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tli<'  re<ri>^triitioii  of  the  mau  lirown.  This  man  Tirowii  was  otit  in  hali 
at  the  time.  As  soon  as  Colonel  gt*t  through  his  t'(»n  vernation  with  Cap- 
tain Seotfc  be  then  came  aroimd  to  the  hall  and  spoke  to  this  man  Brown, 
who  then  went  into  the  registration  office ;  he  was  then  rej^istered  by 
"Mr.  T /nnhert^  by  order  of  Captain  Scott.  Witness  voted  the  straight 
republican  ticket. 

Cross-examiuatioii : 
During  the  convei^a tit )ii  l><  T^vi•^'n  (  uloiiel  Mann  and  Captain  Scott  I 
was  outside  of  the  railing  and  tluy  were  inside  of  the  railing.  WTien 
Colonel  Mann  left,  witness  remained  inside  of  the  room ;  witness  did  not 
go  out.  Brown  was  standing  in  firont  of  tlie  door,  about  four  or  Ave  feet 
from  the  door.

Bobert  Mogel,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that  he  resides  cor- 
ner of  Gravier  and  Basin  streets,  first  district,  thii*d  ward,  second  con- 

.  pn  ^'s-^ionnl  district;  resided  there  about  six  months,  and  in  the  third  ward 
about  twelve  years ;  is  a  registered  voter  in  that  ward,  and  voted  at  the 
Girard  street  engine-house,  first  distiict^  third  ward,  and  voted  the 
straifirht  radical  republican  ticket  with  Colonel  Simon  Jones  thereon  for 

.  Congri^ss.  He  was  all  the  time  at  the  polls  in  that  ward  except  daring 
his  menls.  TTe  saw  jit  No.  14  engine-house,  on  Common,  between 
300  and  400  men  marched  in  a  row ;  as  far  as  he  observed  they  had  the 
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republican  ticket.  This  wa**  during  the  lirsf  <lMy,  ami  he  found  the  same 
lueu  afoAsm  there  the  next  duv.  He  iuqiuitd  how  it  was  that  tliese 
men  had  been  compelled  to  wait  all  day,  and  come  there  the  next  day, 
without  being  able  to  vote.  He  waa  informed  that  all  the  deputy 
sbf'i  ifVs,  with  one  e\'<'P])tiou,  andaomeof  the  jmlico,  were  workiiifj  lor  the 
dt'mu€]atic  paHv.  Jic  (iiscovered  that  all  the  whitt;  men  who  had  deiii- 
Ocrati<^  tickets  in  their  hund.s  were  admitted  into  the  poll-nHini  by  a  side 
door  by  members  of  the  said  engine  company.  Informing  the  leading 
republicans  of  the  diffieultj*  the  colored  men  had  in  voting,  they  then 
received  an  order  froiti  (n  iieral  Huchanan  to  take  about -0(1  (»f  tliem  to 
the  corner  of  (■aroadelet  and  IVrdido  streets ;  witnpss  went  with  them. 
He  is  satisfied  that  a  huge  number  of  persons  could  not  vote,  oceasioued 
by  the  delay,  who  could  not  wait.  He  thinks  there  were  abont  ISO  votes 
lost  for  the  i-epnblicun  party.  He  was  at  the  jwU  comer  of  (Urard  and 
Liberty  on  tht^  second  day  of  the  election;  he  saw  .some of  the  d(  puty 
sheritts  and  others  around  the  polls  take  the  tickets  from  the  col- 
ored men  and  substitute  the  counter£|it  ticket,  which  they  voted;  he 
saw  the  change  made  in  several  instances;  to  what  extent  he  doe«  not 
know ;  there  waaa  large  nund>er  in  cireulation.  He  informed  Mr.  I  x  <  k er 
of  these  farts,  who  in(|uire<l  of  tile  colored  men  what  tickets  they  had; 
when'upon  he  was  anest<'d  for  interfering  in  the  election;  he  was  takeu 
to  prison.  He  also  saw  Mr.  Shelby,  another  republican  caudidatCy 
aiiested  without  any  cause,  except  for  trying  to  see  justice  done  to  the 
colored  voter.  The  white  men  were  in  danger;  they  had  to  vote  the 
rei)nl)li<'aii  ticket  in  secret;  fold  them  up  before  voting.  The  colore<l  men 
lia<i  not  tin'  samf  opjKatnruty  t<>  \  ote  as  the  democratic  white  voters;  thia 
same  partiality  was  shown  to  the  democratic  voters  by  other  polls  in 
this  ward.  He  states  t^at  one  of  the  men  of  the  democratic  party  states 
timt  he  received  $20  from  a  democratic  candidate  to  buy  bogns  repub- 
lican tickets,  and  that  he  bonjrht  several  dozen  and  passeil  them  otf  to 
the  cx>lored  ])eople,  making  them  believe  it  was  the  genuine  republician 
ticket,  and  had  some  left.  And  he  believes  further  that  if  the  election 
had  been  fairly  conducted  that  the  repubUcau  tickH  would  have  been 
elected.

W.  H.  Nicliols,  (tHilored,)  iHiing  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says,  that 
he  resided,  at  the  last  election,  on  the  conier  of  Bampart  aud  Clion,  sec- 
ond ward  and  second  congressional  district.  He  was  a  registered  voter 

in  the  city,  and  at  the  time  he  was  registered  he  resided  in  the  first  <"on. 
gressional  rlistrict,  but  had  changed  his  residence  and  resided  at  the 
place  above  specified,  in  the  se(H>nd  congressional  district,  from  ()ctolK*r 
up  to  the  time  of  the  election.  He  presented  himself  to  vote  at  the  jwlls 
comer  Baronne  aud  Triton  Walk,  in  the  district  in  which  he  then  lived. 
He  offered  to  vote  the  straight  republican  ticket  with  Colonel  Jones's 
name  on  for  Ponirress.  The  conimissioners  toh!  Iiiru  In*  couhl  not  \-ote 
there.  He  told  them  he  had  been  livin^^  in  that  district  for  six  months. 
They  told  lum  to  go  away,  as  there  was  more  men  to  vote.   This  was  on 
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the  last  day  of  electioii.  He  then  w  vnl  to  the  ih)H,  engine^  No.  14,  oil 
Coiumou  street,  aud  stayed  there  the  balauce  of  the  day.  Ue  saw  ouq 
of  the  colored  men  expelled  by  force  -and  carried  into  a  side  door, 
and  compelled  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket.  He  says  ho  handed  his 
ri'^'istor  pa])ei*s  to  oiio  of  t}\o  <'0!innissioiiers,  who  nsked  him  whnt  ticket 
lie  was  going  to  vote.  Ik*  leiiiuMl,  the  republiean  tieket.  He  a^sktul  him 
a  uuiubei'  of  other  tpie^tious,  and  hnally  ordered  his  lureslj  when  he  was 
taken  to  jail,  and  remained  there  from  Saturday  until  the  following 
Tuesday,  and  was  deprived  the  right  of  voting.  He  believes  that  the 
colored  men  did  nt^t  have  half  the  elumce  to  vote  that  the  white  men 
had.

Daniel  Donovan,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that  he  resided 
corner  of  Delora  tind  Magazine  streets,  at  the  time  during  the  eleetion. 
Was  a  re^'-istered  voter  in  first  ward  jjoll  No.  1,  preeinet  No.  2,  second 
congressional  district.  He  was  snpervisor  of  eleetion  appointed  by 
the  board  of  registration  to  supervise  the  election  in  the  second  ward^ 
second  congressional  district.  He  was  at  four  precincts  all  the  time 
during  both  days  of  the  elections  and  closely  observed  what  was  going 
on  at  the  ditlereiit  polls  during  the  election.  On  the  first  day  of  the 
election  hi-  examine^l  all  the  precincts  as  he  was  ordered  to  do.  He  saw 
a  man  living  on  corner  Magazine  street  and  Poyfacere  street,  abontS 
o'clock,  after  the  polls  were  ojien,  take  a  ticket  f  rom  a  colored  man, 
(which  was  a  n»publi(;an  ticket,)  and  give  him  a  democratic  ticket  inst<*ad. 
Witness  then  took  away  the  democratic  ticket  and  gave  hSm  a  repnbli- 
licau  ticket,  whidi  he  voted.  This  poll  was  ciose<l  abont  lo  miuutes  after 
12  o'clock.  Witness  and  another  man  then  went  to  the  headqnarters  of 
the  board  of  registration  and  reported  this  fsuct.  The  next  he  was 
at  No.  18  engine-lionse.  He  found  that  the  colored  men  did  not  have  as 
fair  a  chance  to  vote  as  tlie  white  mow.  He  eoTn])lain«'d  to  the  commis- 
aioner,  who  threatened  him  with  arrest,  and  ordered  him  away  from  the 
polls;  there  was  a  large  number  of  (iolored  persons  desiring  to  vote 
the  republican  ticket  who  were,  in  witness's  opinion,  obstructed  from 
voting.  There  was  no  ol)struction  offered  to  the  white  voters.  If  a  col- 
ored man  desired  to  vote  (h»'  fleinocratir  ticket  they  would  allow  him  to 
Vf)te  very  spi*edily.  At  -No.  0  engine- house,  in  the  same  wanl  and  dis- 
trict, some  of  the  police  who  were  friendly  to  the  republicans  w  ere  sent 
to  their  beats,  and  their  places  supplied  by  democratic  police  officers. 
That  same  evening  witness  took  a  white  man  to  iwdl  two,  preciiict  one,  by 
the  name  of  Tlumias  Swift,  to  vote,  whom  he  knew  to  Ix*  a  lt>ya1  \  oter,  who 
ottercii  to  vote  tlie  republiaiu  ticket.  The  commissioners  ha<l  liim 
arrested  aud  sent  to  jail,  where  he  remained  uutil  Mouday  morning.

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Robert  McGee,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that  he  resiclfnl  at 
No.  19  Front  Levee,  on  the  days  of  election ;  he  is  a  i-ejristered  voter  of 
the  city  of  New  Orleans;  he  voted  at  the  election  in  8t.  Philip  street 
achool-honse,  first  congressioiial  district,  bnt  visited  the  i>oll8  in  the 
second  cong^ressional  district  on  the  days  of  election;  on  Fnda>  he  was 
at  t!sp  polls  oil  St.  Joseph  8ti*eet,  No.  6  house ;  he  heard  Mr.  Janu  s  Tnrm- 
ley  (who  ha^l  a  badge  on ;  supposed  him  to  l>e  a  deputy  sheritf,  or  was 
some  man  in  authority)  say  that  he  put  125  democratic  tickets  into  the 
box;  he  saw  them  put  into  the  box  when  he  heard  the  oonversation,  bnt 
did  not  know  what  they  were  at;  he  saw  they  were  democratic  tickets. 
At  the  iK>ll  on  lliiiiter  street,  in  the  same  congressional  <listri<'t,  in  a  <*on- 
versation,  Maning  asked  a  man  standing  inside  the  polls  how  things 
were  going  on ;  this  gentleman  i*eplietl  that  he  ha^i  it  all  **lixed"  or  '*put 
npf  does  not  know  whieh  of  the  words  he  used;  this  man,  standing 
inside  the  poll,  asked  Maning  about  some  iwrson,  whose  name  witnei^ 
does  not  reconect.  mjhI  said  that  he  wanted  to  see  him;  shortly  after  a 
man  by  the  name  ol  McUiiire  came  up, when  the  man  inside  said, "  I  have 
been  looking  for  you,"  aud  remarked, "  1  want  some  of  them  democratic 
tickets  f  MeOuire  then  pnlled  ont  of  his  pocket  some  democratic  tickets 
all  ready  fended  u)),  and  he  took  them  and  pat  them  in  his  pocket ;  he  saw 
this  man  insiile,  together  with  thr^H*  otliers,  standing  around  the  box 
obstnu'tiug  liie  view ;  witness  hda  every  reason  to  believe  tliat  l  lie  tickets 
went  into  the  box ;  lie  does  not  know  how  muuy  there  were,  but  there  was 
a  handful ;  at  the  same  polls,  after  five  o^clock^near  dark,  he  brought  two 
men  there  to  vote,  who  were  legal  voters,  and  knew  them  to  be  registered ; 
the  comniis'^iontM  s  rejected  their  votes;  they  h;!d  the  repnl>li<*an  ticket; 
witn«'ss  interlered,  ;ind  ;it'ter\vard»  were  permitted  to  vote;  after  witness 
interlered  uud  got  these  men  to  vote,  MeGuire  struck  him  over  the  head; 
so  bis  friends  had  to  take  him  home;  they  were  trying  to  raise  a  row;  he 
is  satisfied  that  the  coh>red  men  did  not  have  a  fair  op)»ortuttity  to  vote, 
as  they  were  driven  ;nvay  with  elnbs,  and  he  saw  that  the  democrats  were 
admitted  without  any  delay,  and  they  even  had  liquor  inside  tlie  polls  to 
give  these  demociatic  voters  to  tbiuk,  and  oliered  witness  money  (and 
invited  him  in)  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket,  at  No.  5  house,  on  Oirard 
street^  on  Saturday;  witness  was  at  the  polls,  altout  half-post  two  oVlo<'k ; 
this  being  in  the  second  eoTtgressional  distrit  t  als<i;  he  sjiw  the  deputy 
sheriff'  driv«^  a  white  man  away  from  the  polls,  who  had  his  registered 
j)apers,  an<l  refused  to  allow  him  to  vote  j  he  hatl  the  rei)ublican  ticket 
in  his  hand;  witness  then  inqnired  the  reason;  they  stated  that  this 
waa  not  a  poU  for  niggers,  or  words  to  that  eft^t;  that  they  were  aU 
Johnny  Bebs ;  he  knows  tliat  other  reimblicans  \\ere  frightened  from 
votin*r.  and  did  not  come  <Hit ;  he  saw  a  colored  man  at  N(>.  5  house, who 
had  lu.s  register  x>apers  and  republican  ticket  in  his  hands  try  to  vote, 
when  persons  outside  took  his  papers  out  of  his  hands,  when  shortly' 
afterward  his  registered  pai)er  was  haiuled  back  to  him  and  marked 
"voted;"  he  is  positive  that  the  net^no  did  not  vote  :  he  is  of  opinion  that 
there  was  not  a  fair  election  at  said  poll ;  he  resides  now  at  No.  33  Con- 
stance street.

8.  M.  Eaton,  being  dnly  sworn.  deiM)8e8  and  $^yK,  that  he  resides  in 
New  OrkniiiH ;  he  came  here  with  Geiierol  Butler,  in  the  anny,  and 

remained  here  (luring  the  war,  and  at  the  dose  of  the  war  briMiplit  his 
family  here*  and  has  been  here  since  as  n  native  of  Portland.  Maine. 
He  kuowtt  (Jolouel  James  Mann,  who  claims  to  be  elected  to  Coijjj:i*ess 
firom  the  second  congreiwional  district  of  Ijpnisiana,  intimately.  He 
first  knew  him  at  (iorhani,  Maine,  where  he  resided;  is  a  man  of  family; 
when  witness  left  Maine  in  18G1  for  the  anny,  he  left  Colonel  Mann  and 
his  fatnily  in  Gorhain,  ^faine;  he  next  rnct  in  1S(m  in  tliis  departnu'tit  as 
paymaster  of  the  United  iStates  anny ;  at  this  time  it  was  said  that  his 
wife  was  with  him ;  Colonel  Mann  invited  witness  to  come  and  see  )um; 
he  was  in  the  volnnteer  service  of  the  United  States  and  went  out  of 
the  service  with  the  balance  of  the  voliuiteer  anny  ;  this  was  some  time 
in  ISfJ.!.  The  next  thing  witness  knows  of  him  detinitrly  he  came  to 
this  city  iu  some  cajmcity  as  treasnry  internal  revenne  agent  or  some- 
thing of  that  kind.  He  came  as  such  some  time  in  the  year  of  1807. 
Witness  does  not  know  where  he  was  ftxim  1865  to  1867,  but  knov  s  he 
was  not  in  this  city.  He  met  him  in  1867;  his  family  was  not  with  him 
to  his  knowledge;  he  had  a  conversation  with  him  in  18(57  about  his 
family;  iuoueof  these  couversatious  he  spoke  of  his  sou  having  married 
and  moved  to  Boston  or  vicinity,  and  his  family  was  visiting  them. 
Witness  says  that  he  inferred  from  what  Colonel  Mann  said  that  he  had 
no  intention  of  making  this  his  home. 

Qnestion.  J  )i<l  <  Lionel  Maun  favor  reconstruction — did  he  vote  for  or 
against  the  consiiimion  ? 

Answer.  He  was  in  favor  of  Colonel  Mann  for  Con<;i  cs.s;  he  can't  tell, 
but  he  knows  he  was  opposed  to  the  party  favoring:  reconstruction^  as 
he  was  a  democrat,  and  opiMXsed  to  the  adoi)ti(m  of  the  constitution. 
He  thinks  he  was  a  carpet-bagger  u?i<incstionably,  as  they  term  it  here. 

Counsel  for  James  Mann  objects  to  the  foregoing  testimony  as  an 
attempt  to  prove  by  secondary  evidence  what  can  be  established  by 
direct  evidence,  and  contmning  inferences  of  the  witness. 

Cross-examined : 

I  have  known  Colonel  Mann  since  I  first  saw  him  here  about  three 

years  ago  as  payma8ter  of  army.  He  means  by  the  term  carpet-bagger 
that  hv  means  to  be  a  citizen  of  Xew  Orleans  if  lie  flnds  it  t4>  his  interest. 
I  do  not  know  wliether  lie  is  n  citiziMi.  Init  my  <)))ini(»ii  is  that  he  is  not 
a  citizen.  l*i"«tt^  much  all  witness's  a<  <iuaiiitanci\s  are  called  carpet-bag- 
gers ;  and  some  of  them  I  know  to  be  citizens  of  Louisiana.

Theo.  A.  James,  being  didy  sworn,  depoKCS  ami  says  :  T  was  chairman 
of  the  board  of  registration  for  the  KUh  ward,  city  of  N<»w  Orleans, 
at  the  electiims  of  tlie  17th  and  IHlh  A])ril  last.  On  the  <lays  of  election 
1  visited  eacli  of  the  polls  in  my  ward  twice  in  each  day.  There  were 
no  acts  of  intimidation  to  voters  in  my  ward.  I  saw  none,  nor  could  I 
hear  of  any.  Every  one  had  an  opjiortuiuty  of  voting.  I  placed  one 
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radical  eouiiiiissioQer  at  eacli  poll,  and  in  counting  tbe  votes  there  were 
two  members  of  the  radical  paily  at  each  poll,  siiper\'isiii^  the  couutiug 
of  votes.  I  know  Colonel  Jas.  Mann ;  nave  known  him  over  three 
years.  He  is  a  registered  voter  of  the  city  of  Xew  OrleiUis.  There 
were  over  400  registered  voters  who  did  not  vote  at  the  election  in  the 
10th  ward  J  there  were  881)  negroes  i-egistered,  and  about  720  voted.  The 
white  men  were  always  in  a  lai'ge  miyority  in  the  fourth  city  district. 
The  commissioners  were  instruct^  to  mark  e%'eiy  ballot  cast  by  a  negro, 
**  colored/*  and  T  saw  it  done  at  each  poll  I  visite<l.  I  know  that  Justice 
Gift'ord  in;idtM)jit  a  gi*eat  many  nffidavits  for  negro«\s,  nnd  out'  instance, 
particularly,  in  which  a  negro  made  au  atlidavit  to  the  loss  oi  his  i*cg- 
istry  papers,  ujwu  which  atlidavit  a  duplicate  was  issued,  and  the  negro 
voted  upon  it.  The  following  day — -the  18th— the  negro  to  whom  the 
certillcate of  registration  properly  belonge<l  to,  present <  (1  liimsrlf  for 
the  purpose?  of  votinjr  on  the  onurinul,  that  had  be€*n  declaml  Id-t  U\  tlie 
aflidavit  of  the  negro  wlio  vt»tcd  on  the  17th.  The  negro  s  vote  was 
very  properly  refused.    1  have  the  original  certilii  ate  now.

late  election,  Ht  the  j»oll  ;tt  the  corner  of  Perdido  nnd  t^arondelet  streets, 
I  saw  a  negro  named  Guy  cast  a  radical  vote.   On  the  second  da^  oi  the 
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ele€tif»iK  l>^th  of  April,  at  the  poll  held  nt  eiijrine  house  No.  5,  T  saw  the 
sjiTTie  iw'^vo  iittempt  to  catst  another  Note  vu  other  registratiou  papers 
than  the  ona  he  voted  on  the  pieeediug  day,  which  voto  would  have  been 
accepted  had  I  not  challenged  and  prevented  the  swne.  On  the  second 
day  of  (  lection,  I  saw  two  individuals,  resiMK?tively  H.  0.  Dibble  and 
J.  M.  G*  Pai*ker,  who  drmaiMl*  *!  tin-  iiPirr(M's  to  show  thcin  tlioir  tickets, 
telling  them  that  they  must  not  vote  tlie  democratic  ticket,  and  tliroat- 
euiug  them  by  using  the  following  words,  or  words  of  similar  iniiHu  t :

Simon  Jones 
absentk 

Dennis  Downey,  who^  after  being  duly  sworn,  deposed  and  says: 

I  wns  the  i)olieeman  on  duty  at  pm-inr  t  Xti.  4,  poll  2,  ward  2d.  Saw 
a  negro  naiiii'd  Stephen  Watson  atteini)iiii';  to  vote;  he  had  a  r('i)iibU- 
caji  tieket.  1  went  to  the  negro  auil  a^iked  liim  how  long  he  had  been  in 
the  eity  j  he  answered  only  three  days;  that  he  had  jnst  arrived  from 
Creorgia.  I^kedatthe  afiidavit  upon  wliieh  8t<  )>h en  Watson  ofi'ered 
to  vote,  and  it  was  one  taken  before  Justice  Girtoid  and  signed  by  liim, 
and  with  his  niark  by  Watson;  and  the  contents  of  said  affidavit  went 
to  prove  that  Wat^ion  had  been  only  registered  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mar- 
tin, as  witness  i>etieves;  he  had  lost  his  certificate  of  registry-,  aud  bad 
been  residing  in  the  eity  of  Xew  Orleans  for  ten  days  previous  to  the 
day  of  votinpr.  Watson  told  witness  that  he  had  never  been  repri^tored 
anywhere,  and  that  he  Imd  never  lost  any  paper  or  <'*'itilieate  of  rcf^- 
istry.  Said  a  man  eiime  to  him  an  that  daj'  or  the  day  |)reviousj  took 
him  to  the  offloe  of  the  magistrate ;  made  hun  raise  his  nght  hand  and 
read  something  to  him  wliich  he  eouhl  not  iuidei*staiid:  thai  gave  him 
the]»aiier  and  a  tieket  and  told  him  to  ;nid  vote.  The  neprro  Watson 
had  a  radical  republican  ticket  in  his  hand  and  ottered  to  vote  it.  IJixm 
liis  above  statement,  witness  arrested  him  on  the  charge  of  perjiury; 
gave  his  affidavit  to  J.  H.  Moore,  chairman  of  the  board  of  registration 
for  the  2d  ward,  and  sent  the  negro  Watson  to  jail.  Witnesssaw  G.  W. 
iVla<l('r  at  the  |>oll  aforesaid;  Mader  was  a  candidate  on  the  republican 
ticket  for  the  State  senate.  Witness  had  all  the  men  at  the  ])olls  divided 
into  two  lots;  the  whites  and  blacks  apart;  each  lot  in  rank  on  either 
side  of  the  door  leading  to  the  poUin*;  place.  Mader  came  and  walked 
in  front  the  whole  line  of  negroes,  and  required  each  to  show  the  ticket 
he  had  intended  to  vote,  ^^'henever  a  deniocrntie  tieket  was  shown  to 
him  by  a  negro,  he  t<M)k  it  out  of  hands  nnd  toie  it  to  pieces,  and  made 
him  take  a  republican  ticket  in  its  piaee.  Saw  Jordou,  the  colored 
drommer,  take  democratic  tickets  from  the  hands  of  the  negroes  and 
give  them  republican  ones  in  their  stead.  He  would  jerk  the  democratic 
tiekets  out  of  tin  ir  hands  violently;  ask  them  whoh.id  giveAthem  such 
tiekets,  and  \vlie(  her  they  wonhlliave  vote  them.  He  would  then  tear 
theui  to  pieces  and  give  them  radical  ticket.s,  and  tell  them  those  are  the 
tickets  they  should  vote.  Jordan  was  very  violent  in  his  talk  and  man- 
ner to  the  negroes.  Witness  resides  Ko.  296  Annunciation  street.

Men  of  color  eamo  flown  there  hunting  up  persoTis  to  vote  the  radical 
tieket.  They  had  the  i>rinted  tickets  of  that  paity  and  urged  quite  a 
number  of  negroes  to  go  to  the  polls.  They  had  wagons  to  carry  these 
parties  to  the  polls.  Some  of  them  objected  to  going,  because  they  had 
not  been  registered,  or  as  they  expressed  it,  because  they  had  no  papers. 
The  radical  canvassers  told  tiotem  that  would  make  no  differeneey  but  to

Tliornas  G.  Cooney,  beinpr  duly  sworn,  deposes,  that  nf  tlip  <'!»M't!oTi 
luld  tit  tills  city  on  17th  and  18th  April  la«t,  1  was  a  coumussioiier  ai  poll 
^o.  1,  x>recinct  2,  ward  2,  held  at  No.  (P»  engine-house,  on  8t*  Joseph 
Street.  There  were  several  attempts  at  fraud  by  colored  voters.  One 
of  them  ])resented  hims«^lf  on  the  ITth  April,  and  attempted  to  vote,  but 
on  arconiit  of  liis  api)ranince  his  vote  was  challeii^od  ;  he  did  not  look 
to  be  over  17  or  18  years  of  age.  1  told  him  that  it  he  would  bring  any 
one  to  testify  to  his  being  of  a  legal  age,  that  I  would  accept  his  vote ; 
he  retnrned  with  his  mo&er,  who  made  written  affidavit  to  his  age.  The 
next  day  the  same  person  presented  himself  with  another  registration 
certificate,  and  attempted  to  vote  a  second  time.  I  m*o«rT»izcd  him  im- 
mediately, and  when  I  questioned  him  in  regard  to  his  conduct,  he  told 
me  that  the  president  of  his  club  would  fiue  him  $i5  if  he  did  not  vote 
twice.  I  had  him  arrested  and  sent  to  the  station  hoose ;  I  never  ap- 
peaml  against  him,  because  I  never  rec<'ive<l  notice  when  or  where  his 
trial  would  take  place.  There  Avas  a  police  officer  <(!itiou<'d  at  the  ]K)11, 
named  Richard  Muri»hy,  wlio  repeatedly  took  tickets  Ironi  the  liands  of 
colored  voters,  and  if  they  were  democratic  he  would  take  them  and 
change  them.  I  spoke  to  him  about  it,  and  told  him  that  his  conduct 
was  nnofficerlike,  and  made  a  request  to  have  him  removed,  and  it  was 
done.

by  G.  W.  Madere  in  his  testimony  given  in  bdialf  of  Simon  Jones.  The 
t<'stimony  of  Madere  .woidd  bo  tnio  it  •iivcn  exactly  the  reverse.  As 
deputy  sheriff  I  was  compcUc^l  to  instruct  31r.  Madere  to  desist  Irimi 
interfering  iK-ith  the  negroes  at  this  poll.  In  one  instance  Madere  had 
caught  a  negio  by  the  coat  collar  and  with  force  was  attempting  to  drag 
the  negro  to  the  i>oll.  T  nuide  him  let  the  negro  go  and  told  liim  the 
negro  <*nnld  go  to  the  ])<)11  himself,  without  his  intcTfcvrnre.  Tlicic  was 
no  intimidation  ofany  sort  at  tliis  jk»11.  Kvcrybody  had  an  opportunity 
to  vote  who  wanted  to  vote.  I  went  round  to  all  tke  polls  at  the  3d 
ward.  I  know  that  there  was  no  frauds  committed  on  the  democratic 
side  that  I  am  aware  of.  I  know  that  TMnix  rons  negroes  from  the  conn 
try  came  into  this  jvard  and  voted  on  atli<la\its.  I  know  the  general 
reputation  of  Madere  in  tliis  community  for  truth  aud  veracity  aud  I 
wonld  not  believe  him  under  oath.

NeighoUs;  he  oflcred  to  Aote  the  repubhcan  ticket  j  he  was  sworn,  and 
on  being  questioned  under  oatli,  he  gave  a  different  name  and  residence 
from  that  contained  in  his  certificate,  by  virtue  of  which  he  claimed  the 
right  to  vote;  his  vote  was  n'fnsed  and  he  wms  arrested.  Sometime 
afteTj  another  individual  wanted  to  vote  the  republican  ticket  on  regis-

tration  certificate  No.  r),069,  issued  in  fin  or  of  George  IVIalcoinb;  wlioTi 
swoni  aud  questioned  under  oath,  thii>  iiiim,  too,  g-ave  a  difl'erent  name 
and  residence  from  that  contained  in  the  certificate.  This  man  was 
arrested,  and  on  liis  person  was  found  anotiber  certificate  of  regiBtration, 
No.  1 ,594,  issued  in  favor  of  Phinsent  Brown.  The  name  and  residence 
given  by  this  man  did  not  correspond  or  agree  with  those  contained  in 
both  (rertificati's.  The  man  stated  alter  his  anest,  that  one  of  the  two 
certificates  belonged  to  a  colored  man  who  had  voted  upon  it  j  but  the 
oertitlcate  was  not  marked  <^  voted.'' as  was  required.  Both  of  these 
colored  men  were  i)lnced  under  oath,  oecause  their  votes  were  challenged. 
I  was  HTi  officer  in  the  Union  nrniy  (Inriiiii-  the  late  war,  and  cotild  take 
the  cuuiuussiouers  oath ;  and  was  appointed  by  Captain  8cott,  the  chief 
registrar,  in  consideration,  1  think,  of  tliat  i)ait.  :iVtter  the  closing  of  the 
polls  on  Sunday  moroing,  the  day  after  the  election,  between  the  hours 
of  11  and  12  o'clock,  he  was  approached  by  a  party  whose  name  he  is 
willing  to  disclose  wImmi  iicccss-.n  y  ;  this  person  said  he  came  from  the 
headquarters  of  the  republican  party,  where  he  said  all  the  prominent 
leadei*s  of  said  party  were  assembled.  1  understood  him  to  mean  that 
he  was  from  the  republican  central  committee,  and  that  he  was  author* 
ized  to  speak  for  them.  The  person  I  speak  of,  first  sent  me  a  note,  in 
which  he  informed  nie  that  he  wished  to  see  me  on  important  hnsiness. 
As  chairman  of  the  commissioners  at  my  poll,  I  directetl  that  tlie  i>er- 
son  be  admitted,  and  he  came  in.  Aside  from  other  persons,  he  spoke 
to  me  in  substance  about  as  follows:  You  can  have  the  place  of  chief 
of  police.  You  were  foolish  in  not  letting  ('crtain  parties  know  that  you 
were  onf  of  t1u»  commissioners  ;  if  you  had  (Ioth'  so.  you  could  have  made 
a  very  nice  thing  out  of  it.  Lewis,  the  caadidau'  tor  mayor,  is  running 
ahead,  and  he  will  be  elected  by  a  h»rge  mtyoiity  j  but  we  are  atraid  for 
Jones,  candidate  for  Congress;  if  he  is  defeated,  Lewis  will  appoint 
him  cliicf.  The  republican  party  or  committee  desired  Jtmes  to  get  300 
majority  at  that  poll,  finine,)  ;i!i<1  if  T  (deponent)  could  increase  that 
majority  100,  so  as  to  j^ivc  .lon«  s  400  majority  at  my  jjoII,  it  would 
insure  his  chH-tion,  and  in  that  event  1  (deponent)  should  be  appointed 
chief  of  police.^  This  is  in  substance  what  this  person  said  to  me ; 
something  else  about  giving  me  money  was  idso  said,  but  1  cannot  now 
reniembpr  exactly  what  it  was.  1  was  angry  and  excited,  and  for  that 
reason  I  faii«'d  to  note  particularly  what  was  said.  T  rejeeted  the  prop- 
osition with  indignation,  and  dedareil  it  to  be  my  purpose  to  secure  a 
fair  election  as  far  as  it  was  in  my  i>ower.  I  know  that  at  the  poll  at 
which  I  was,  not  a  single  illegal  vote  was  cast  for  the  democratic  ti(  la't. 
Many  attempts  were  made  to  cast  fmudulent  votes  for  the  republii  an 
ticket,  but  these  attempts  Mere  defeated  by  myself  and  other  otheers 
stiitioned  at  my  poll.  On  the  18th  of  April,  1808,  the  last  day  of  the 
election,  we  had  three  or  four  hours  during  which  but  few  votes  were 
cast,  and  durin;i  which  hundreds  of  votes  coiddhave  been  polled  had 
they  been  otleied.  Everytliin^  at  my  poll  was  conducted  fairly  aud

myself.  When  the  witness  for  Simon  Jones  (Michael  O'Hara)  swears 
that  Jerry  Sullivan,  a  deputy  sheriff,  stuffed  the  ballot-lnjx  ;it  that  poll, 
he  testifies  to  a  direct  lie.  Jerry  8iillivaii  never  had  his  hand  near  the 
l)allot-l)ox,  nor  never  touched  the  ballot^s,  nor  had  any  opportunity  to  do 
so.  I  know  in  sereral  instances  of  negroes  offering  to  vote,  not  being 
satisflfid  of  t^eir  statement  of  residence,  sent  an  officer  of  the  poilioe  with 
them  to  ascertain  the  trnth  of  their  statement.  In  many  instances  some 
of  til  em,  rather  than  be  discovered  in  a  lie,  ran  oli  from  the  ollicer, 
pro\  uig  ctiuclusively  to  my  mind  that  they  did  not  live  at  the  place  they 
had  stated.  Many  others  who  accompanied  the  police  to  the  residence 
fltftted  by  them,  the  police  foun<l  tliat  tliey  did  not  reside  there.  There 
was  no  intimidation  of  any  kind ;  all  had  an  opportninty  of  \  otitifr  who  de- 
sircf!  to  rote,  and  tfid  so.  There  was  ample  time  to  receive  more  votes 
it  they  had  been  offered.

M.  E.  Stack,  bein^?  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  was  one  of  the  com- 
missioners of  election  at  poll  No.  1,  precinct  7,  ward  .'J,  duriii;;  the  elec- 
tion held  April  the  17th  and  18th,  18(58;  an  individual  often  1  f  i  xote 
on  re;xistrv  papers  No.  418,  issne(l  in  favor  of  William  II.  Nichols,  lie 
was  sworn,  anil  being  quest iiuied  under  oath,  he  gave  a  ditt'ercnt  name 
and  residence  fh>m  that  contained  in  the  registry  papers  presented  by 
him,  and  by  virtue  of  which  ho  claimed  the  right  to  vote.  His  vote 
was  refused  aud  he  was  arrested. 

A  short  time  after  another  man  offered  to  \ ote  the  republican  tieket  on 
registration  certilicate  No.  1>,1>0U,  issued  in  la\'or  of  George  Malcomb.  He 
was  sworn  and  qnestioned  nnder  oath;  he  gave  a  different  name  and  resi- 
dence from  that  contained  in  the  certificate  of  registration  presented 
by  him.  This  man  was  arrested,  and  Avhen  in  custody  of  the  police, 
there  found  on  his  perstm  anothei-  <-ertifi(  ate!  of  registration,  No.  1,51U, 
issued  in  favor  of  one  Pleo-saut  lirow  n.  The  name  aud  resilience  given 
by  this  man  did  not  correspond  with  those  in  both  certificates  presented 
by  him.  He  also  stated  after  his  arrest  that  one  of  the  two  certifi(;ates 
bt'loTi*r<'d  to  a  colored  man  who  had  voted  upon  it;  but  on  examining  it 
the  cert ificMte  was  not  marked  "voted,''  as  was  required, 

Anotlier  niaa  prescnited  registry  certilicate  No.  2,050,  and  voted  on  it. 
Shortly  after— may  h&  abont  a  half  an  hour— he  returned  again  with  the 
same  (;ertificate  of  registration,  and  offered  to  vote  the  repnblican 
ticket,  r  recognized  niy  si^natTire  on  the  face  of  the  registry,  which 
was  re(niired  by  law.  I  questiimed  him  as  to  whether  he  had  voted  that 
day  on  the  same  i)aper8.  He  denied  that  he  had.  1  had  him  sworn. 
He  swore  that  he  did  not  vote.  I  had  him  arrested  for  committing  the 
awfnl  crime  of  peijmy. 

1  have  ]>ersonally  deposited  the  four  registry  ccrtifieates  above  men- 
tioned in  the  otliee  ot  (  "ajttain  Scott,  chief  registiiir,  lor  wluchi  hold  in 
possession  a  reccix)t,  which  1  can  prtKluce. 
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Tlie^l)ove  facts  I  took  a  note  of  during  the  two  days  which  the  elec- 
tioii  wa.s  goiitg  on,  17th  and  IStli  April,  1868. 

I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United  JHt^t^s,  and  am  duly  qualifietl  to  fill  the 
position  as  rommisHioncr  of  an  ele<*tion.  I  got  my  eonnnission  through 
the  iiitlucnce  of  the  rt^publican  party.  J  silso,  through  my  iiirtuen('4», 
got  a  commission  lor  Mr.  Michael  Hyues,  who  served  with  me  at  the 
same  polling  place. 

I  am  c(mti<lent  that  there  was  no  fraudulent  votes  cast  at  poll  No.  1, 
pm'inet  7,  ward  during  the  two  days  April  17  and  IS.  Any  attempts 
at  fraudulent  voting  was  done  by  poor  igiiornut  negi'oes,  urg^  on  by  a 
crowd  of  uni>riiicii)led  adventui-ers  or  carpet-l»aggers.

Mr.  Jones  ea]le<l  at  the  register's  office  on  the  morning  of  the 
22dof.\pTn.  jiimI  •ni*»\v<'d  that  Ornoral  Mower,  now  stationed  at  Sliip 
island,  iiad  suttifient  colored  tr(M)i)s  to  t«ke  chnr^^e  of  thin  dcpartnient, 
and  he  woidd  have  General  Buchanan  removed.  On  the  afternoon  of 
the  16tfa  of  April,  the  day  before  the  election,  at  the  comer  of  Perdido 
and  Carondelet,  I  saw  an  individual  with  a  large  bnndle  of  affidavits, 
which  were  wi  itten  and  aworn  to  before  Judge  Oittbrd,  the  Judge  of  the 
first  jnstiee  coui't  of  the  parish  of  Orleans,  to  be  given  tlie  fi-eednien 
to  vote  on,  and  weie  given  to  them  to  my  personal  knowledge.

Many  of  them  told  me  so  theniselvos, 
and  also  stated  that  they  had  previously  voted  in  other  parishes,  hut 
their  registry'  papera  were  not  caucelletl  as  they  should  have  been.  Col- 
onel James  Mann  is  a  registered  voter  in  the  second  ward  of  this  city. 
He  registered  under  the  first  Order  of  General  Sheridan,  and  before  he 
could  have  registen'd  lie  was  compellctl  to  have  resided  one  year  in  the 
State;  resides  at  3UU  Bameou  street,  corner  of  Melpomene  street.

I  was  present  on  Saturday  at  the  poU  at  the  oomer  of  Carondelet  and 
Perdido  street*,  poll  1,  precinct  7,  ward  3d ;  a  negro  came  there  to  vote, 
and  upon  bciu;;  (|nosfinued  by  the  commissioners,  in  order  to  see  if  he 
was  the  rightlid  owner  of  the  registration  certiflrato  in  his  ]>ossession, 
he  answered  that  he  lived  at  the  corner  of  St.  Paul  and  I'oydiiui  sti'eets, 
Ko.  147  Poydras ;  the  witness  called  the  attention  of  the  commissioners 
to  the  foot  tliar  147  Poydrjis  was  between  St.  Charles  and  Carondelet 
streets,  and  th.at  St.  Paul  street  was  six  or  seven  stree  ts  I'uitlicr  back; 
the  commissioners,  on  acc^mnt  of  an  into  inpfioT)  nrcurring  at  tliotime, 
did  not  take  any  notice  of  the  stat<*menis  nuuic  by  the  witness,  and 
allowed  the  negi'o  to  vote.  About  the  same  time  another  negro  came 
np  to  v<»te,  and  interrogated  as  to  his  residence.

Mr.  IVIichae)  O'Uara,  1  most  i)ositively  state,  swears  to  a 
lie  in  his  testimony  given  before  Commissioner  biiaiinon  in  this  case  when 
he  says  that  the  de])uty  sheriff,  Jerry  Sullivan,  stuffed  the  ballot-box  at 
this  ]K>11  with  a  handful  of  democratic  tickets.  Tliere  w  ms  no  oppor-

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mtliout  my  Heeiiig  it.  AfYer  tlio  polls  rlosi'd,  and  the  ballots  f  oiintod 
before  tallying,  the  iiumbt^r  of  ballots  in  the  1k>x  corresponded  with  the 
roaster  kept  by  the  clerk,  exceptuig  one  IwUot  tbat  had  been  cast  double.

W.  J.  Gallajjher,  \vho,  after  lK»inj?  duly  sworn,  de[)osed  and  said :  I  was 
a  deputy  sheritt*  stationed  at  ])oll  N^o.  1.  ])reei!iet  No.  o,  third  ward,  first 
district.  On  Friday  evening  a  nc^ro,  calling  himself  llenry  Mann,  came 
up  to  the  poll  and  ottered  to  vote  the  republican  ticket  j  the  witness  was 
told  by  one  of  the  bystanders  that  he  saw  him  vote  at  poll  No.  2  of  the 
same  precinct.  AVitness  went  to  the  nc;?roand  asked  him  if  he  intended 
to  vote  twice.  The  ue'rrohad  a  crrtifieate  of  rejristry  wIh'ti  he  ofTfifd  to 
vote,  and  answere<t  tiiat  he  hud  not  votetl  before.  Witiu's.s  tlieu  asked 
him  to  let  him  see  the  paper  he  had  in  his  pocket,  and  the  nc;'To  pulled 
out  a  paper  which  proved  to  be  a  registry  certificate  issued  in  favor  of 
Henry  ^fann,  which  bore  the  endorsemi'ut  *'  voted,"  an<l  signed  witli  the 
initials  »jf  a  <'ommissi(mer  of  eleetion.  and  dated  IIk*  17th.  Wheti  ques- 
tioned by  witness  as  to  what  he  meant  l>y  otleriii;;  to  vote  aj^aiii,  he 
denied  having  voted,  aiul  stated  that  he  had  just  arrived  in  the  city  that 
morning  after  an  absence  of  tliree  months,  and  that  the  two  certificates 
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of  registrj'  which  he  had  had  hvvii  given  to  him  that  inonun^  by  a  ^rt'ii- 
tlemaii.  The  above  uejp*o  came  to  the  poll  in  couipan^  \Mth  an  iudi< 
Tidoal  said  td  be  named  Shelley. 

Witoess  saw  a  negro  coming  to  vote  with  an  open  ticket  In  his  hand ; 
the  ncjxro  was  met  hy  tlic  man  oalh'd  Slu  Ih  \ ,  who  asked  him  to  let  hiin 
8ee  tli«'  tic'k»'t  he  proposed  puttiiij;  in  the  i»ox;  when  Shelley  naw  that  it 
y^  iia  a  democratic  ticket  he  jerked  it  out  of  the  ne^jro's  hand^  tore  it  to 
pieces,  and  threw  the  pieces  away,  and  gave  the  negro  a  radical  ticket, 
-which  he  voted.  Witness  saw  no  negro  prevented  in  any  manner  from 
voting  as  he  pleased,  except  the  itistsnu  *'  ;fl»ovo  alluded  to.  The  com- 
missioners  coidd  have  taken  live  or  six  times  as  many  votCii  ttii  were 
lioUed.   Witness  resides  at  ^o.  2t>6  Litlayette  .street.

Josepli  GoBtley  being  duly  sworn  deposes  and  says:  I  was  a  commis- 
sioner of  election,  at  i>oll  Xo.  2,  precinct  22,  tenth  sird,  diniii*r  the 
two  days  of  eleetion  held  in  tin's  Hty,  on  tlic  17tli  and  IStli  A]nil,  ISfl^. 
The  eoTTiTiiissioners  at  tlint  svrrc  myself,  Mr.  Benjamin  Yust,  ami  a 
gentleman  ot  the  name  of  Mr.  Jieiikee.  I  see  that  his  name  is  yiven  iu 
the  testimony  1>efore  Commissioner  Shannon  as  Frederick  Baybuck,  and 
be  claims  to  have  been  a  commissioner  at  that  poll.  I  never  saw  tlie 
gentleman  l)cforc  :  T  only  know  liim  by  his  a<'ting  commissioner  with  nif» 
at  that  pull.  His  name  nia\  he  J'.alnick  ;  1  always  underj^tood  it  to  \w 
Benkee,  as  he  told  me  his  name  was  Benki  c.  Everything  went  otl'  quietly 
at  tiiat  poll )  I  was  acting  as  chairman  at  that  poll,  and  put  the  ballots  in 
the  boxf myself.  A  white  man  attempted  to  vote  twice  the  same  reg- 
istry paper:  T  had  him  anested  ;  the  ticket  he  attempted  to  vole  f  t«v>k 
to  be  a  radii  al  ticket.  The  tally  list  coiresponded  with  the  number  of 
votes  in  the  box,  with  the  exee]»tiou  of  one  ballot  that  had  been  ciust 
doable,  that  is,  a  man  had  folded  two  radical  tickets  together,  made  tliom 
look  like  one  ballot.  On  discov(>ring  this  fraud  we  rejected  the  ballot, 
and  most  j>osif?\  *  1\  states  that  no  republi<'an  tickets  were  taken  out  of 
that  ballot  box  and  demoeratic  tickets  put  in  their  stead,  and  Mr.  Bu- 
back's  o]>inion  iu  his  testimony,  as  given  betore  Commissioner  Shannon, 
is  erroneons  and  false ;  Mr.  Yost  did  not  vote,  as  he  was  not  registered. 
I  v()te<l  the  denuwratic  ticket.  We  were  from  Saturday  night  at  7  o'clock 
until  Sunday  night  at  7  o'clock,  conntiiiLT  the  votes;  during  mosti)art  of 
Saturday  night  "Mr.  Baback  went  asleej),  and  <*ould  know  nothint;  of  the 
pi-oeeedings.  Everything  went  on  impaitially  and  fairly.  The  whites 
are  largely  in  the  msyority  at  this  poll;  there  were^l02  negroes  regis- 
tered  on  our  list,  and  every  one  of  them  voted,  and  ho  man  was  refused 
to  V,  ho  had  a  ri;,dit  to  vote,  and  turned  off  no  man  who  had  either 
re;;islend  pajK'rs  or  proj>er  atlidavits.  There  were  bogus  democratic 
tickets  with  the  names  of  republican  candidates  on  them,  and  there  were 
alsorepablican  ticket«<,  bogus,  with  democratic  nameson,  an  electioneering 
dodge  that  all  i>arties  resorte<l  to  at  every  election  ever  since  I  have  known 
anything  of  politics;  nobody  was  comixdled  to  vote  these  l»oirns  tickets. 
I  presume  that  every  man  who  had  an  interest  in  the  election  would 
c.vuuiine  hi.s  ticket  betore  putting  it  in  the  ballot-box,  and  am  very  cer- 
tain that  bogus  tickets  did  not  influence  the  votes  of  the  negroes,  because 
they  had  b(>en  previously  instructed,  and  came  to  the  polls  with  their 
tickets  folded  up  in  their  pockets.

State. 

I  daim  to  have  been  dnly  elected  to  the  Baiue  iK>siti<m.  f  ^tlMiiraftM 

very  respectfollj-  beg  you,  as  Speaker  of  tlie  House,  to  do  me  the  kind- 
ness and  justice*  to  present  tTiis,  niysnlfinn  protest,  a  •gainst  IiIh  admissiori 
to  said  scat  until  the  facts  can  be  fairly  bionf^ht  to  tlie  knowledge  of  the 
House;  and,  meanwhile,  1  state  the  mat«»rirtl  fjicts  to  be  as  follows,  sus- 
ceptible of  overwhelming  proof,  to  vnt : 

1.  Mr.  Menard  and  I  wei'e  candidates  for  election  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  or  vacancy  caiisod  by  the  ileath  of  said  James  Munn. 

2.  But  after  his  election  asrepreseintative  to  the  fortieth  CougicsH,  and 
Uefbiw  the  elex'tion  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  his  death,  tbe  legis- 
lature of  Lonisiaiui'  re-afiportaoiied  tbe  State  for  congresfdonal  pnrpoeeSy 
<'lianging  the  districts  in  very  material  resi>ect8. 

3.  And  in  what  was  Mann's  district,  that  is,  the  se<rond  district,  Mr. 
Menanl  received  only  93  votes,  and  1  received  11,53.5  votes ;  but  all  the 
votes  of  this  precinct  or  parisu  were  ivjected  by  the  committee  of  can- 
vasseFB  on  purely  techni<»l  gronnds  of  informality  in  their  returns,  in 
most  manifest  violation  l)otli  of  law  and  justice,  so  that  the  certificate 
was  awarded  Mr.  Menard  by  the  governor  upon  a  state  of  facts  8llo^^  inii: 
that  Mr.  Menard  did  not  receive  a  single  voU'  in  Mr.  Mann's  late  district. 

4.  It  is,  however,  further  true  that  Mr.  Meuaixl  and  I  were  voted  for  as 
sucoesson  to  BCr.  Mann,  not  only  in  what  was  his  district,  the  parish  of 
Orleans,  but  also  in  the  parishes  whi<^  form  the  second  district  under  the 

•  apiM)riionment  of  lS(;s,  to  wif.  ihv  parishes  of  Lafourche,  St.  Charles,  St. 
James,  Terrebonne,  fcJt.  tJuhn  the  Bai^tist,  Jetierson,  and  Orleans,  and  in 
the  district  so  constituted  he  received  8,078  votes,  and  I  received  18,341 
votes,  giving  me  a  majority  of  1),665  votes,  of  the  votes  legally  cast  by 
legal  electors. 

5.  Yet,  for  men»ly  teclmicnl  reasons,  based  upon  trifling  informalities 
in  retuiTis,  occa.sioned  by  the  non-observance  of  certain  statutory  require- 
ments which  were  directory  only,  and  did  not  at  all  affect  the  i-egularity 
of  the  election  or  qnalifications  of  the  electors,  the  votes  of  the  par- 
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\s\ie»  of  Orleans,  (the  original  stHond  district.)  'rrrichoinic,  St.  .lolm  the 
Baptist,  aud  Jetter»oiK  were  riyeeted  by  the  coiuiaittee  ot  eauva^Her^i 
iM>iitTaTy  to  tlie  laws  of  Louisiana,  and  in  violation  of  the  general  rales 
and  pri*iei]>les  of  law  applicable  to  snck  cases. 

0.  And,  niH)n  the  returns  so  made  to  the  governor,  for  reasons  best 
known  to  himself,  he  vo  ;i  certiticate  to  Mr.  Menard,  lieeause  the  returns 
so  accepted  ga\e  him  a  majority  of  2,275  votes  over  me,  when  in  fact 
I  have  a  majority  over  him  of  in  the  <listnct  m  constituted  by  the 
law  of  l^C}^.  and*  of  11,442  in  the  district  as  constituted  nnder  the  law 
under  which  Mr.  Mann  was  chosen. 

7.  These  facts,  as  to  the  votes  given  for  us,  respectively,  in  the  parish 
of  Orleans,  which  was  the  onginal  second  district,  and  in  the  other  par- 
ishes now  constituting  said  district,  are  substantially  8i*t  forth  aud  cer- 
tified by  the  same  govenior,  and  attested  by  tlie  secretary  of  state  of 
Louisiana,  which  statements  and  certificate  are  attached*  hereto,  aud 
made  a  part  of  this  protest. 

8.  The  law  of  the  8tate  of  lx>uisiana  b<»aring  upon  this  cast*  is  s«*t  forth 
in  the  opinion  of  Kandell  Hunt,  a  distinguished  lawyer  of  New  Orleans, 
always  a  Union  man,  which  is  also  attached  hereto  and  made  part  hereof. 

9.  From  lUl  which  1  most  respectfully  and  confidently  submit  that  it 
most  conclusively  apj^ars  that  Mr.  Menanl  is  not.  and  that  1  am  duly 
elected,  aud  by  au  overwhelmiug  majority,  to  represent  sai<l  district  in 
Congress  for  tlie  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Mann,  aud  tlmt  the  certiticatc 
was  withheld  from  me  by  the  governor  in  most  manifest  violation  of  the 
Uiw  aud  justice. 

Wherefore.  I  claim  and  iTsi)ectfully  demand  admissiort  to  said  scat, 
aud  ask  tlie  House  to  do  me  the  justice  to  refer  the  entire  coiitro\  (  i  sy  to 
the  appropriate  commitee  for  examiuatiou  and  report  before  either  4  laini- 
aut  is  sworn  in  or  admitted  to  said  seat.

aiipoiiitcd  deputy  sheriff  on  the  lOth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  isiiS;  ;;;ivc 
oideis  on  the  I7th  day  of  April,  18(»8,  at  7  a.  m.,  to  open  the  x>olls;  was 
api)()inted  one  of  the  judfifcs  of  election  a  few  moments  after  he  gave  the 
above-named  order;  was  in  charge  of  the  book  of  registration  of  the 
legal  voters.  Tlio  flcctinn  liisted  two  days,  being  Ajiril  17  and  IS,  18()8. 
On  tbe  evening'  of  the  17tli  the  boxes  wei*e  ]>laeed  in  the  police  station 
for  satc-kceping;  it  took  all  night  ot  the  18th  and  the  whole  day  of  the 
19th  to  count  the  votes ;  did  not  sign  tlie  returns ;  refused  to  sign  because 
persons  entitled  to  vote  were  reAued  the  privilege;  did  himself  refuse 
the  votes  of  six  men  who  had  been  in  the  penitentiary  at  llaton  Kouge, 
as  they  were  bnnight  by  Sam  Bola,  a  man  well  known  in  the  democratic 
party  j  did  visit  the  chief  registei's  office,  Captain  Scott's ;  saw  the  vote 
as  summed  up  by  Ca])tain  Scott;  also  counted  them ;  whole  number  of 
votes  cast  on  the  17th  and  18th  of  April,  1S08,  was  1L',;?LS.  Jones 
received  in  the  1st  district  of  New  Orleans  a  nnii<»rity  of  044.  Mann's 
majorities  wer<>,  4th  district,  540,  and  iu  the  2d  district  was  33,  making 
a  total  of  oi.i. 

Am  personally  acquainted  with  Colonel  Mann.  Colonel  Mann's  family 
never  resided  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  permanently. 
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Cross-examination : 

Does  not  know  liowmaiiy  polls  there  were  in  the  district,  (.second  con- 
gressional;) served  at  one  ouly.  After  the  voting  stopiicd  tlie  returns 
were  made ;  witness  refused  to  sign  them .  The  boxes,  after  the  vot4*s  were 
conntc<1,  v,'vTO  st  alcd  np,  and  sent  to  Captain  Scott's  oflRce  ;  ronnted  the 
votes  Inr  tlu"  ^vln)l^•  congressional  disfrift  at  Cn]>t:nn  Scott's  oflice.  Mili- 
taiy  law  rc<|imed  that  atter  the  bo.xcs  were  returned  to  the  chaii  inan  of 
legistratioa  they  should  eaieAiUy  connt  the  votes.  The  counting  was 
done  by  Messrs.  Claric,  Mader,  and  several  others.  Captain  Scott  aslted 
witness  to  connt  flio  votes;  explained  tliat  iiftiT  the  votes  had  been 
eounted  and  i)1;h'(mI  in  tiLrurcs  on  niipcr  the  witness  went  over  them  so 
as  to  see  if  the  uieniorandum  waii  correct.  After  the  investigation  at 
Captain  Scott's  office  the  boxes  were  then  sent  to  General  Bnuhanan's 
h<'ad(iuarters,  with  his  return  made  out  that  Mr.  .Tones  had  received  71 
majority.  Witness  by  profession  is  a  civil  cngincor;  oxpocts  aii  office ; 
Mr.  Jones  lias  not  promised  anything:  fignres  on  card  shown  werci 
obtained  in  Washington  j  those  on  the  nieuioranduiiwof  witness  were 
obtained  in  Captain  Scotf  s  office.  (The  witness  apparently  did  not  under- 
stand the  question  about  counting  the  votes  at  Captain  Scott's  office.)

A.  I  was. 

Q.  3.  Do  you  know  a  colored  man  by  the  name  of  TlmnitoTi  D  nk? 
A.  1  know  a  colored  man  by  the  name  of  Thorutou^  but  lio  not  know 
his  other  name. 

Q.  4.  Did  yoa  see  lum  on  the  day  of  said  eleetion;  and  if  so,  state 

whether  he  voted  iu  y6ur  presence  or  not. 

A.  I  saw  him  on  the  day  of  said  election,  and  he  Totod  in  my  presence. 

Q.  5.  Was  he  forced  by  you  or  any  other  i>erson  in  your  presence  to 
vote  against  his  will  on  that  day  t  If  so,  state  by  whom  he  was  so  forced 
to  vote. 

A.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  the  election,  tolerably  late,  T  <fot 
in  a  little  wagon  or  carriage  with  Thornton — [the  examining  magistiate 
remarks  that  the  evidence  relating  to  the  vote  of  this  voter  is  not 
material  to  the  allegations  of  the  contestant  or  answer  of  the  respondent, 
but  as  evidence  has  been  taken  oil  the  points  he  does  not  stop  the 
evidence  as  to  that  voter] — and  rode  do\Mi  to  the  plare  of  votin«^  with 
h\m.

A.  1  saw  GoucU  there  liequently  during  the  day,  and  he  may  have 
been  there  at  the  time  Thornton  voted,  but  I  do  not  remember  if  he  was 
or  not. 

Q.  0.  Wh;it  was  your  reply  to  Thornton,  when,  as  you  stated,  on  your 
way  to  the  pulls  he  said  he  desired  to  vote  for  Clever  T 

A.  I  dt)  not  recollect  nufkinfj  any  rei)ly.  1  dp  not  recollect  his  stating 
to  me  personally  that  he  was  gom^  to  vote  for  Clever,  but  that  was  my 
understanding  when  we  left  for  the  im)11s. 

Q.  7.  Were  you  engaged  that  day  in  taking  to  the  polls  Clever  or 
Chaves  voters  f 

A.  I  took  to  the  polls  that  day  all  the  votes  I  could  get  for  Clever.

Answer.  I  am  45  years  of  age,  now  reside  in  Santa  F4j  and  I  am 

sub-mail  contractor. 

Q.  2.  Where  did  you  reside,  nitd  \\h'.\t  po.sitioii  did  you  oeeiiiiv  In  1807! 

A.  1  resided  in  the  town  of  Sutiorro,  county  of  iSocorro,  and  occupied 
the  poeition  of  probate  judj^e  of  said  county. 

Q.  3.  Had  precinct  No.  13,  of  the  comity  of  Socorro,  been  recoj^riiized 
hy  yntir  ]irederesHors,  and  was  it  recognissed  by  you  as  an  established 
precinct  of  that  county! 

A.  It  was  so  recognized  by  me,  and  had  been  i-ecognued  as  such  hy 
niy  predeoessors,  that  is,  the  Bio  Bonito  precinct^  I  do  not  know  the 
number. 

Q.  4.  A\"hile  you  acted  :is  probate  jTidfro.  were  election  returns  made 
to  you  for  justices  of  the  peace  aud  constables  for  that  precinct f 
A,  They  were. 

Q.  5.  Why  does  this  precinct  now  appear  as  being  precinct  No.  13t 
A.  The  clerk  of  my  court  infonns  me  that  there  was  another  precinct 
No.  9,  and  tliat  tlie  precincts  of  said  coinity  run  up  to  No.  12,  aud  this 
Jiumber  was  },dven  to  it  so  as  not  to  contli<  t  witli  iiiiv  other. 

Q.  G.  Did  you  ax)pi»iiit  judges  of  election  in  18<i7,  lu  the  said  precinct 
of  Bio  Bonitot 

A.  I  did;  the  poll-books  were  sent  from  my  office  in  due  form. 
.    Q.  7.  Now,  Mr.  8haw,  look  at  that  pamphlet  of  the  laws  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  New  Mexico,  passed  by  the  lej^islative  assembly  in  I  S.'iT-'.^s,  and 
ai>proved  on  the  lotli  ^hi^  of  January,  ISoS^  and  see  it'  you  hnd  tlie  act 
establidiing  the  precinct  of  Bio  Bonito. 

A.  I  do  tind  .sfich  act,  atul  the  limits  are,  "all  tlie  ioliabitants  residing 
within  30  nules  of  Foit  iStanton,'' a«  appears  by  said  act. 

Cro.ss  examination : 

Q.  1.  Do  you  or  do  y«»M  nut  know  that  the  county  known  as  1^*'  Kio 
Bonito,  or  the  Kio  Bonito  precinct,  as  you  call  it,  was  included  in  precinct 
No.  9,  under  the  act  to  which  you  have  alluded  of  1858! 

A.  I  know  nothing  further  than  the  ai't  itself  establishing  the  precinct. 

Q.  2.  In  what  number  of  ])recincts  under  the  act  mentioned  was  the 
Kio  lionito  included  If  What  was  the  innnberf 

A.  No.  11,  if  I  recollect  rij^htj  it  is  returned  as  No.  13. 

Q.  3.  What  was  the  h'^-^.d  number  of  precincts  recognized  in  that 
county,  as  nund)eredf 

A.  1  think  there  were  13  recognized. 
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Q.  4.  How  many  preciiu'ts      you  retura  from  tbat  countyl 
A.  K  I  recollect  right,  I  petnrwed  14. 

Q.  5.  Yon  have  Stated  that  tlu  re  were  but  13  legally  recognized  pre- 
eiiK'ts  in  Socorro  rotnity.  Wli y  (li<l  yoii  make  rotnrn  of  14,  and  vhrae 
did  you  f?et  your  autliority  lV>r  tiie  fourt^dith  precinct  ? 

A.  Ui>ou  upplicatiou  o(  v  oters  iu  preeinct  returiKMl  as  iNo.  l.S,  for  the 
eonretdenoe  or  a  portion  of  said  voters  iu  said  prpcinct,  after  considta- 
tion  with  the  f^overnor  of  theTwraitory,  I  ordere<l  and  ai)iK)inte<l  Judges  of 
election  for  a  scttlenient  known  as  Missouri,  within  the  hounds  (vf  said 
preeinct  of  Kio  lionito.  Beinj?  so  remote  from  the  place  of  elect  ion,  said 
applicants  informetl  jue  they  would  not  be  able  to  vote.  1  iherefore 
ordered  polls  to  be  opened  in  said  town  or  village,  and  retunis  to  be 
made  to  my  oflicc.  I  did  not  establish  a  permanent  preeinet,  merely 
appointed  the  place  vvliere  the  voters  should  liold  tlie  election.  My 
authority  for  so  doing  is  section  9  of  the  eleetion  law,  i)assc(l  July  20, 
1857j  which  says:  '*It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  probate  judge,  eight  days 
previons  to  any  election,  to  appoint  three  judges  for  each  pTeeinet^  who 
shall  be  perscms  of  discretion  and  good  character;  they  ghnll  also  select 
the  polls  or  places  where  the  people  are  to  ittcet  to  hohl  the  election.'^ 

Q.  6.  In  what  preeinet  did  the  ])e(>ph'  belong  who  voted  iu  precinct 
Ko,  13^  at  the  delegate  eleetion  named  if 

A.  In  the  precinct  of  Rio  Bonito. 

Q.  7.  Were  the  poll-b(M)ks  for  precinct  Ko.  13  made  out  at  your  oi&ce 
and  sent  to  the  voters  of  that  piecinett 

A.  They  wei*e. 

Q.  8.  You  have  stated  that  you  did  not  establivsh  a  new  preeinet.  Why 
did  you  move  that  precinct^  the  Yalle  de  Missouri?  and  did  you  not 
return  the  votes  cast  there  as  having  been  east  in  a  separate  pre<  inetf 

A.  I  do  not  kirow  whether  it  is  returned  as  a  se|>aratc  precinct  or  not^ 
I  think  now  they  were  returned  as  a  sepantte  precinct. 

Q.  9.  Is  it  the  custom,  and  is  there  any  law  for  the  establishment  of 
new  precincts  in  this  Territory  by  probate  judges  t 

A.  I  know  of  none  (>xeept  the  act  referred  to,  authorising  them  to 
designate  the  places  of  eleetion. 

Q.  10.  l^iok  at  section  1)  of  the  eleetion  law  to  w  hich  you  have  referred, 
and  see  if  the  power  granted  to  probate  judges,  for  the  ap])ointment  of 
officers  of  eleetion,  is  not  limited  to  preeinets  already  established  bylaw. 

A.  It  is;  an<l  the  place  ordered  for  holding  the  election  is  within  the 
limits  of  said  preeinet  No.  13. 

Q.  11.  Ltjok  at  chapter  3:i  of  the  session  laws  of  18G7-'t>8,  and  read  the 
first  section. 

A.  "That  from  a!ul  after  the  pa  ss;ige  of  this  act,  theeounty  of  Socorro 
shall  be  di\ided  into  14  instead  ol^  as  heretotbre,  12  judicial  and  electoral 
precincts.^

H.  II.  Heath,  attorney  for  attorney,  now  presents  a  protest  herein,  as 
of  yesterday,  which  is  overruled. 
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Question  1.  Are  you  the  secretary  of  the  Territory  ol"  New  Mexico? 
Answer.  I  am. 

Q.  2.  Have  you  in  your  oi&oe  the  returns  of  the  election  held  in  the 
rointt y  ot  San  Mi^juel,  during  the  years  1867  and  IHas?  If  so,  state  the 
dittcrt'iicc  of  the  vote  in  tlint  WHinty  of  the  year  1807  and  18(i8. 

A.  Tlie  returns  named  ait*  on  tile  in  my  office,  and  1  have  them  here. 
The  vote  cast  for  Colonel  Chaves,  in  1867,  was  2,137,  and  that  for  Gen- 
eral Chn  er  999,  being  a  total  vote  for  delegate  of  3,136.  The  repuUieaii 
vote  in  the  countv  of  San  Miguel,  in  18G8,  was  n'si)ectively  for  tlie  can- 
didates, 1,202,  1,204, 1,073,  and  1,139,  there  having  been,  as  I  believe, 
no  democratic  candidate  in  the  field. 

Q.  3.  ffhat  was  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  dne  repre- 
sentative  f 

A.  Twelve  hundred  and  four. 

Q.  4.  TiOok  at  the  extract  of  the  returns  from  Pena  Blanca,  for  t  he 
yeais  18G7  aud  1808,  county  of  Santa  Ana;  il  so,  stat«'  what  is  the  dif- 
ference in  that  precinct  of  Fefia  Blanca  f 

A.  The  vote  for  delegate  in  precinct  No.  1,  in  the  year^867,  was  165; 
and  in  18G8  the  number  of  votes  east  for  re|»r«'s<'ntative  was  118. 

Q.  61.  Uave  you  in  your  offi<!e  the  roll-bouk.s  or  abstracts  of  the  vote 
cast  in  precincts  Xos.  13  and  14,  as  retmned  to  your  office,  from  the 
county  of  Socorro,  in  the  year  1867 1 

A.  1  have  not. 

Q.  6.  What  disiK)sition  did  you  make  of  said  i>oll-books  and  abstracts  ! 

A.  Tliat  abstract  and  those  two  poll-books  were  transmitted  to  Wash- 
ington city,  with  the  evidence  taken  at  La  Junta,  in  February  last,  to 
the  best  of  my  recollection,  with  the  testtmony  which  1  gave  at  that 
examination. 

Q.  7.  Were  those  poll-books  and  abstracts  made  exhibits  in  that  testi- 
mony, or  not  I 
A,  They  were. 

Q.  8.  Was  a  sabp<Bna  dueet  teeum  served  npon  yoo  to  produce  that 

abstract  and  poll-books  or  not  ? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  whether  T  was  subi>cenaed  duces  tecum  or  not.  I 
was  the  acting  attorney  ux>ou  that  examimition  for  the  attoriu^y  of  Colo- 
nel Chaves,  imd  had  been  snbpoBnaed  as  a  witness  upon  that  examina- 
tion, and  know  that  those  poll-books  and  abstract  were  necessary  to  my 
evidence,  and  then^fore  t<K»k  them. 

Q.  0.  Did  you,  m  secretary  of  the  Territory,  in  countiiift"  the  votes  for 
delegate  in  1867,  reject  any  ot"  the  returns  in  said  count  ret  lu  aed  to  your 
office  by  the  different  probate  judges  of  the  Territory;  if  so,  state  by 
what  authority  you  rejected  said  returns  t 

A.  I  r('jectc<I  tlie  votes  from  no  county  rctiirTU'd  from  legul  i)reciiiets, 
I  rejected  tlie  vote  which  was  cast  iu  what  puri)orted  to  be,  and  which 
were  returned  as  precincts  Nos.  13  and  14,  of  Socorro  county,  bi»cause 
they  had,  under  the  law,  in  my  opinion,  no  legal  existence.  And  I 
rejected  the  vote  of  precin<!t  No.  13,  in  Mora coun^,  for  the  same  reason. 
1  did  so  under  the  authority  to  eoinit  the  votes,  under  the  law,  in  legal 
and  not  iHepral  subdivisions  of  the  Territory. 

Q.  10.  Does  that  law  give  you  any  aul  iiurity  to  canvaijs  ui>on  the  legality 
or  illegality  of  any  returns  made  to  your  oiHce  t 

A.  Ill  the  performance  of  my  duty  as  secretary,  in  counting  the  votes, 
I  conceive  it  my  duty,  under  the  lawns  it  stands,  to  count  only  the  votes 
ca,st  in  h*^^ally  existing  counties  and  precincts,  and  I  think  impliedly 
gives  me  that  iiower.

Question  L  Were  you  tlie.  governor  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  in 
1^671 
Answer.  I -was. 

Q.  2,  Were  you  present  at  the  counting  of  the  Totee  during  that  year 

for  deU'gate  1 
A*  1  wa8. 

Q.  3.  What  was  tihe  sum  total  of  the  votes  as  retamed  to  the  seere- 

tary's  office,  for  delegate,  in  1867  T  If  you  remember,  state  what  was  the 
majority  of  either  of  the  candidates,  as"  shown  by  the  retnniB  of  tihe  dif- 
ferent probate  judges  as  inaile  to  the  secretary's  office! 

A.  1  have  no  means  ol  gi\  ing  the  exact  number  of  the  sum  total  vote. 
It  was  something  oyer  17,000.  From  the  memorandiim  I  kept  at  the 
time  in  i)encil,  of  the  majorities  of  the  representatiye  candidates  in  the 
different  counties,  "Mr.  Clever*s  majority,  as  retnrnefl  by  the  probate 
judges,  was  549  votes.  After  striking:  out  all  the  votes  that  Swretary 
Heath  claimed  to  have  the  i>ower  of  striking  liom  the  count,  Clever's 
mtyoiit^  was  97  votes. 

Cross-cxaniiiiati*>ii : 

Q.  1.  By  what  process  did  you  anive  at  the  result  of  549  for  Mr.  Clever  f 
A.  From  the  abstracts  returned  by  the  probate  judges  of  the  several 
eoonties. 

Q.  2.  Bid  you,  in  your  emmt  of  votes  for  Mr.  Clever,  include  those 
cast  iu  the  pi*etended  precmeis  of  Nos.  13  and  14,  of  the  county  of  Socorro, 
and  No.  13,  in  the  county  of  Mora  I 

A.  I  took  the  votes  just  as  they  were  returned  by  the  probate  judges, 
in  their  abstract. 

Q.  3.  Did  you  also  reject  the  votes  iu  your  count  from  the  precincts  in

I  am  a  practicing  attorney,  and  have  l>ccn  ever  sine  e  isr>0  within  tiie 
Territory  of  New  Mexi<!o,  and  am  the  attorney  for  .^Ir.  Clever  in  the  con- 
tested election  cjvse  between  Mr.  Chaves  and  Mr.  ('lever.  I  have  seen 
and  i*ead  the  published  testimony  in  said  casi»  of  Wiiiuiiu  liresdcu  and 
one  Thornton  Clark,  and  think  it  but  jnst  to  myself,  as  also  to  the  case, 
to  correct  some  errors  in  Sidd  testimmiy.  A  short  time  previous  to  the 
taking  of  the  testimony  in  Las  Vegas,  ber<»re  Trinitlad  IJomero,  Lii'uten- 
ant  Hunter,  assistant  adjutant  getieral  of  the  di.stri«  t  of  New  Mexico, 
came  to  me  lor  my  legal  opinion  as  to  whether  a  witness  could  be  com- 
peUed  to  attend  to  testify  in  a  wntested  election  ease  outside  of  the 
county  of  his  residence.  I  hail  examined  the  law  j)rcviously,  and  told 
him  that  they  could  not.  I  referred  him  to  \  (>1.  nf  the  Unite^l  States 
Statutes  at  Large,  page  5<i0,  section  4.  He  stated  to  me  at  the  time 
that  a  clerk  in  the  adjutant's  office  had  been  subpaMuicd  as  a  mtness  in 
this  case ;  I  also.  I  am  not  now,  nor  have  I  ever  been  the  law  partner 
of  Charles  P.  Clever.  I  have  never,  i>emling  the  taking  of  testimony  in 
this  ease,  voluntarily  or  intentitmally  endeavored  to  i)revcnt  any  one 
from  attending  as  a  witness  in  this  casej  also  a  short  time  juevious  to 
the  taking  of  the  testimony  before  Bomero,  one  of  the  baibers  in  the 
barber^s  shop,  I  do  not  remember  which,  stated  to  me  that  some  of  the 
colored  men  of  this  place  had  been  sunmioned  to  attend  as  witnesses  in 
Las  Vega.s,  and  that  they  were  poor  ami  hiwl  no  me;i!!<  <>f  transportation, 
and  a.sked  me  if  they  could  be  comiK'Ued  to  attend,  i  then  replied  to 
him  that  they  could  not ;  that  the  law  in  such  cases  exempted  them  from 
compulsory  attendance.  I  think  that  is  all  I  said  to  any  one  on  that 
subject.

frontier.  It  gfives  nu'  inncb  ]>l«'asin'e  to  say  that  Mr.  Plumb*H  i)rm'eed- 
in{>:s  in  the  cxecntioii  of  liis  iiistnu  tioiis  uii  that  subject  seem  to  have 
been  judicious,  and  are  altogether  approved. 

Mr.  Plumb's  despatch  autiliorizes  us  to  hope  that  the  anomalous  con^ 
dltiou  of  the  revenue  laws  of  Mexico  on  the  Bio  Grande  frontier  will  be 
romo\  ('(l  by  the  Mexican  eonjrr<*««-  The  measure  is  highly  interesting, 
as  well  to  the  i;oveniiuent  of  the  United  States  hi  regard  lu  its  revenue, 
as  to  tbe  govenuuent  of  Mexico  in  regard  to  its  own  revenue.  1  trust 
you  wiU  spare  no  useful  eflEbrt  in  the  matter,

Sir  :  When  at  Brownsville  and  Matamoras,  in  December  last,  1  received 
verba)  information  from  reliable  i>orsoDS  tending  to  show  that  a  consid- 
erable portion  of  the  business  of  those  pla(M*8  consists  in  the  illicit  intro- 
duction into  tlie  Ignited  States  of  merchandise  ttcm  Kmope,  landed  at 
Matamomi*  in  Mexico  tree  of  duty. 

I  have  also  recently  noticed  in  tbe  public  journals  that  the  Se<'retary 
of  the  Treasury  has  found  it  necessary  to  instruct  tbe  collector  at 
Brownsville  to  employ  an  additional  nundier  of  mounted  inspectors  for 
tbe  jnwention  of  smuggling  on  tiie  Rio  (iraiuh'  frontier. 

With  yonr  peimission,  T  l»ejr  respectfully  to  submit  to  the  attention 
of  the  depariuieni  what  has,  for  a  long  time^  since  my  attention  has  been 
tnmed  to  our  commercial  relations  with  Mexico,  ai>peared  to  me  the 
source  of  pjent  injury  to  our  legitinmte  commerce  on  tliat  fWintier,  and 
to  sti<:prest  lioM  flie  evil  above  lelenedto  may  probably  be  remedied* 
The  facts  aie  as  folh)ws: 

Under  a  certain  dis[>ositi(m  of  the  general  government  of  Mexico, 
made  in  1858,  the  port  of  Matamoras,  and  a  strip  or  district  of  territory 
extending  up  from  the  sea-coast  along  tbe  Rio  (irande  as  far  aa  the  lim- 
its of  the  .State  of  Tanianlipji«,  or  so  as  to  inchnh'  the  towns  of  Rey- 
nosn,  Camargo,  Mier,  and  Guerrero,  was  eonstitnted  a  fi*ee  district,  or 
zona  libre,  as  it  is  cidled,  with  the  lolhiwiiig  privileges,  viz: 

All  merchandise  coming  from  abroad  is  allowed  to  be  received  and 
entered  at  Matamoras  without  ttie  i>ayment  of  any  duty  or  charge  what- 
ever except  a  small  nninicipai  tax.  This  exemption  extends  in)t  only  to 
nil  efleets  consuuuHl  in  Matamoras  and  a  limited  region  ot  a  tew  leagues 
thereabouts,  but  also  to  merchandise  placed  in  store^  wliieli  may  be  so 
held  as  long  as  desired.  If  goods  are  sent  from  Matamoras  to  Beynosa, 
Camargo,  Mier^  and  Guerrero,  for  consumi>tion  then>,  they  have  had  to 
]>ay,  tor  the  hist  three  yeai-s  in  M;H jinior;!^.  beloic  leavinjr,  one  quarter 
of  the  regular  taritV  iat<'s,  except  groceiies,  whit  h  pay  nollnnLj.  GootLs 
sent  from  Matamoras  to  Monterey  pay  full  taritf  rates  in  Matamoras, 
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and  fhp  usual  one-fifth  additional  or  "contra  regiatro"  dnty  in  Monte- 
rey.  G(KhIs  procetniing:  from  Reynosa,  Oainargo,  Mier,  and  (iuerrerOj 
to  tli«  interior,  are  suppofl«d  to  pay  at  tboae  places  ftaU  tariff  rat<^. 
All  merchandise  coming  from  abroad  to  Matamoras  is  entered  at  the 

custom -house  therewith  the  usual  fin'nialitioR  ;  but  thp  monhniif  is  then 
allowed  to  tnke  it  to  his  wareluMise  and  hold  it  at  hiK  pleasure,  and  it  is 
only  on  sending  it  to  the  ])oiut^  above  ineiitioncd  in  the  interior  that  he 
is  called  upon  to  pay  any  duty,  except  the  small  municipal  tax  before 
mentioned. 

It  n  snlts  froTTi  tlii^  siTi2:ular  disposition  that  the  jmrt  of  Matamoraa 
is  practically  erected  into  a  rr«'e  d<'pot  immediately  on  om*  bortler  where 
merchandise  brought  iroin  Europe  can  be  deposited,  and  where  it  can 
be  held  free  of  dnty  until  sach  time  as  eonyenient  arrangements  can  be 
effectetl  or  opportuidty  occurs  for  its  illicit  introdaction  across  the  nar- 
row Rio  Grand*'  into  the  TTnited  States.  It  is  apparent  this  is  not  desi- 
rable  for  the  inti-rests  of  the  revenue  of  tlie  United  States. 

At  the  time  when  the  disposition  creating  this  free  zone  wa«  made  br 
tlie  Mexican  government  our  tariff  was  lower  than  the  Mexican  tariff, 
and  Bio^msville  wa^  supplying  the  Mexican  trade.  This  injured  Mata- 
moras,  and  the  intluenee  of  that  place  secured  from  the  general  govern- 
ment the  iwloptu>n  of  the  preceding  measure,  not  only  a«  a  means  of 
protecting  the  business  of  Mexican  towns  against  foreign  competition^ 
but  also  as  a  means  indirectly  of  rather  benefiting  the  public  revenue 
of  Mexico;  for  the  limited  consumption  of  the  flree  ssone  which  wiis 
relieved  of  duty  would  yield  mueh  less  revenue  than  it  was  p?qiected 
would  be  saved  by  putting  a  stoi)  to  the  contraband  trade  then  ciirried 
on  from  the  United  States  side  of  the  frontier  into  Mexico.  Now,  howf 
ever,  the  situation,  as  regards  tariff  rates,  has  become  reversed,  and 
under  our  higher  tariff  it  is  no  longer  an  object  to  land  European  mer- 
chandise in  the  United  States  when  destined  for  an  illicit  introduction 
into  Mexico,  but  it  is  now  an  object  to  laud  such  merchandise  in  Mexico^ 
when  it  can  be  so  landed  tliere  and  held  free  of  duty  until  opportunity 
can  be  ibund  for  its  illidt  introduction  into  the  United  States.  The 
effect  upon  the  Mexican  revenues  has  probably  also  not  been  what  was 
antieipated  by  the  genei*al  government  and  urged  at  the  time  by  the 
shrewd  merchants  of  Matamoras;  for  it  is  tpiestionable  if  the  creation 
ef  tbis  free  district  has  not  vastly  added  to  the  facilities  for  the  fraudu' 
lent  transmission  to  the  interior  of  Mexico  of  vast  quantities  of  mer- 
chandise whieh,  if  the  tariff  had  been  duly  enforced  at  ■Matamoras. 
would  then  have  been  compelled  to  pay  the  full  iT<cular  rntes  of  dutiesl 

By  the  establishment  of  this  fi-ee  zone  the  system  on  the  Rio  Grande 
frontier  has  become,  practicaUy,  similar  to  that  so  long  in  operation  oil 
the  west  coast  of  Mexico.  I'hei^e,  for  instance,  a  vessel  eonn^s  from 
Europe  laden  >vith  merchandise  for  a  market.  ^>he  appears  off  Maznt- 
lan.  The  consignee  on  shore  <'om'municate8  with  her,  and  before  her 
entr;^  into  port  advises  whether  the  negotiations  with  tlie  enstom-house 
officials,  which,  in  advance  of  her  arrival,  have  been  in  progress  for  the 
introdu<ition  of  her  cargo  at  a  reduction  from  the  regidar  tariff  rates, 
hnxc  1)(  (>Ti  sneeessfid  or  not.  If  they  hnvo.  the  vessel  enters  port;  if 
not,  she  may  lie  off  and  on  for  months,  oi  imw  ]>roe(^ed  to  some  other 
point  on  the  coast  where  the  officials  may  pro\  c  more  tractable.  It  is 
this  ooniaraband  trade,  thus  eondueted,  that  has  stood  in  the  way  of  our 
legitimate  commerce  with  Mexi^x>  *,  and  it  is  a  ]K)int  of  exceeding  inter- 
est to  our  future  commercial  relations  ^vith  that  country  to  ascertain 
whether  thert  is  not  some  way  by  which  these  excei»tional  advantages 
may  be  tcrmmatcd,  and  so  ail  shijipers  to  that  country,  whether  of 
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lar^^e  ur  small  iuYoioeSy  be  placed  uj^n  a  footing  of  just  and  ikir 
equality. 

At  MatUBons,  applying  to  tfae  United  States  the  same  system  that 

has  prevailed  on  the  west  coa8tof  Mexico,  the  fraudulent  trader  has  now 
still  greater  advaritn,<rf*!*.  Tliere  he  can  land  his  merchandise  and  hold 
it  ti-ee  of  duty  in  liis  »)wu  warehouse  at  Ida  pleasure  until  he  can  perfect 
airangements  for  its  iutroduction  into  the  United  States;  or,  faiUng  in 
that-,  he  lias  still  open  before  him  the  Mexican  market  of  the  iDterior,  of 
which  he  can  avail  himself  whenever  he  chooses,  or  whenever,  as  is 
very  pr()l)able,  some  favorable  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the 
smuiier  interior  (.'ustom-houaes  for  its  passage  at  a  retluced  rate. 

Fortunately,  the  well-known  Inte^ty  of  the  revenue  officers  of  the 
United  States  reduces  the  improper  introduction  of  merchandise  across 
the  Rio  Grande  extremely  difiiciiU,  and  re.strictK  such  traffic  to  a  limited 
amount.  Still,  hhcIi  illicit  trade  is  known  to  exist  in  spite  of  all  pi'ecau- 
tious;  and  wiale  the  opportuuity  exists  which  is  afforded  by  the  exist- 
ence of  Matamoras  as  a  free  port,  great  temptations  will  continue  to 
be  presented,  and  it  i8  certainly  wine  to  inquire  if  a  remedy  cannot  be 
found.  1  believe  it  can  be  found  in  piwurin^  from  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment a  re\  (n  ation  ot  the  disymsitiou  which  created  this  live  zone.  The 
motives  which  existed  in  favor  of  its  creation  do  not  now  hold  with  ref- 
erence to  its  longer  continuance.  The  high  rates  of  onr  tariff  and  the 
vigilance  and  fldelily  of  our  revenue  officers  render  it  imi>ossible  for 
merchandise  from  Kurojije  to  be  landed  now  in  the  United  States  for  the 
purpose  of  its  illicit  introduction  tiience  into  Mexico,  as  was  the  case  in 
1856,  w  hile  there  c^u  be  no  object  to  the  general  commei'ceof  Mexico  in 
l>ei'mittang  the  free  introduction  into  this  zone  from  the  United  States 
of  merchandise  the  product  of  the  United  St^ites,  when  the  same  is  not 
allowed  to  1m'  so  introduced  free  of  duty  into  other  part«  of  tlie  repub- 
lic. On  the  (itlici  hand,  the  intei-estJi  of  all  other  i)arts  of  the  Mexican 
republic  aie  iujuiiouiiiy  uHected  by  speciiil  privileges  conferred  upon  one 
portion  that  are  denied  to  the  rest  The  commerce  of  Vera  GniK, 
example,  baa  veiy  loudly  complained  of  the  opportunity  the  existence 
of  this  free  zone  has  giveii  for  the  introduction  of  merchandise  from  the 
frontier  into  a  large  portion  of  the  interior  by  convenient  arrangements 
with  the  officials  of  the  smaller  interior  custom  houses  that  are  not 
practicable  in  the  moie  rigidly  managed  cnstom-honaeB  of  that  port  and 
Tampico. 

It  is  evident  that  merchandise  once  landed  on  Mexican  soil  and  placed 
in  the  warehouse  of  the  merclimt,  as  is  now  the  case  in  Matainoias, 
whether  under  the  pmvisions  ol  this  free  zone  or  any  other  auTauge- 
ment  by  which  the  duty  is  avoided  or  postponed,  is  lees  likely  to  be  aa 
certainly  subjected  afterwards^  in  its  transit  to  the  interior,  to  the  full 
payment  of  duties  at  some  interior  poiiit  ns  is  that  landed,  say,  at  Vera 
Cniy,  certain  to  have  there  to  bear  t!i<  lull  Imrdeu  of  the  tariff. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  argument  that  can  now  be  legitimatdhr  urged 
in  fovoi  of  the  eontmuance  of  the  special  immunities  accorded  in  the 
creation  of  this  free  zone,  except  the  merely  local  interests  of  the  port 
of  Matamoras,  and  the  othvr  towns  on  the  Rio  Grande  that  have  been 
mentioned;  and  their  interests  would  not  now  be  affected  so  injuriously 
aa  wiudd  before  have  been  the  case.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  certainly 
for  the  general  interest  of  the  Mexican  republic  that  its  customs  tariif 
should  bear  upon  all  portions  of  the  natfional  territory  id^e. 

1  th('!(  ton'  believe  that  a  represent ati(m  to  tin*  Mexican  government 
at  some  i)ru|)('r  time  by  the  nfoveriiun  iit  (»f  tl»e  United  States^  Ujmu  this 
subject,  would  be  attended  with  Siitisfactoiy  i-esults. 
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Such  i'epn»?4enlat ion  would  certainly  bo  none  the  less  pmper  when  tlie 
jealous  regard  of  the  Uuited  Btates  lor  the  due  urotection  of  its  revenue 
is  dictated  by  the  neoearity  imiioBed  upon  it  of  ptoridinir  ^  mi  eiior> 
mous  debt  inclined  in  our  defence  of  the  cause  of  free  institatlonSy  in 
which  republican  Mexico  is  interested  equally  with  onrselves. 

It  is  apparent  that  when  the  full  Mexican  tarUl  rates  sliall  be  a^aiu 
executed  upou  all  merchandise  lauded  at  Mat^moras,  the  iuducemeut  to 
brin^  finiopeiin  merchandise  there  for  the  pnrpoae  of  its  illidt  introdnc- 
tion  into  the  United  States  will  entirely  c^use. 

It  is  fiirther  obvions  that  it  wonkl  be  greatly  for  the  interest  of  our 
general  commerce  with  Mexico  that  the  tariff  i*ates  of  that  country 
should  apply  to  all  ports  alike,  as  it  would  also  serve  greatly  to  stimu- 
late and  ihoilitate  our  trade,  coold  the  Mexioan  goveniment  bo  induoed 
to  simplify  their  tariff,  and  instead  of  having,  as  now,  various  duties, 
some  collected  at  interior  ^toints,  establish  one  sole  and  uniform  rate^  to 
be  imi>osed  and  paid  solely  and  once  for  all  at  the  poit  of  entry. 

The  almost  entire  breaking  up  by  the  late  intervention  of  the  former 
channela  of  Bnropean  trade  aiforda  a  yalnable  opportunity  for  the  United 
States  to  now  secure  almost  a  monopoly  of  the  tbreijixn  commerce  of  Mex- 
ico, hihI  if  peace,  as  it  may  now  be  hojied,  shall  be  firmly  <'stal)lishe(l,  that 
couimcrce  will  not  only  be  very  largely  increased,  but,  in  the  effect  large 
returns  in  sUver  would  have  upon  onr  own  finances,  may  become  veiy 
important. 

In  \his  view,  I  have  thought  it  might  not  be  improper  for  me  to  take 
the  liberty  of  submitting  these  obaurvations  to  the  attention  of  the 
department.

Sir:  In  the  public  jonrnals  at  Imnd  by  this  mail  from  home,  I  notice 
reference  made  to  a  gt*eat  increase  of  smuggling  into  the  United  States 
across  the  Bio  Orande  firontier. 

Permit  me,  resi>ectfully,  in  this  connection  to  refer  to  a  letter  I 
addressed  to  the  department  upon  this  subject,  from  New  (>rl(»ans,  on  the 
7th  of  June,  18<i7,  in  which  1  <-alled  attentiim  t<)  the  system  under  which 
the  iM>rt  of  MatanioiiM  in  Mexico  is  maintained  as  a  place  of  free 
deposit,  into  which  merchandise  ean  be  introdnoed  from  abroad,  and  there 
held  fne  of  charge  ontil  a  convenient  opportunity  is  presented  Ibr  its 
illicit  conveyance  across  the  Rio  Grande  into  the  United  Stntes.

Sir:  I  f?ive  you  herewith  a  ropy  of  a  note,  which  ha8  been  rei'oivfd  by' 
me  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  relation  to  ejtistence  on  the 
Mexican  bank  of  the  Bio  Grande  of  a  belt  of  country  which  is  free  from 
import  duties  on  commerce.  This  eondition  of  things  the  Secretary-  of 
the  Treastiiy  thinks  cannot  be  b<MH'ficial  to  Mexico,  whih'  it  is  injnrions 
to  the  n  vcnuc  system  of  the  United  States.  This  subject  will  be  far 
better  understood  at  Mexico  than  it  can  be  here.  It  is  not  our  right  to 
require  Mexico  to  modify  her  tariff  laws  for  our  convenience,  neverthdets 
it  is  the  enstom  amoni^  friendly  nations  to  give  respectful  attention  to 
snggestioTis  nuitnally  m\}^\v  of  that  character.

Sir:  T  have  the  honor  to  tnuiimnt  herewith  a  copy  of  a  ((►ninuini- 
catiou,  dated  the  Slst  instant,  from  Mr.  Samuel  A.  Beldeu,  of  lirowiis- 
ville,  Texas,  in  reference  to  the  existence  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the 
Rio  Grande  of  a  Iwlt  of  (country  which  is  free  to  comm^!ce. 

It  is  alli'trrd  by  Mr.  Bolden,  and  it  has  also  been  repvT'Sf'iitod  to  the 
department  through  other  sounics,  that  by  reason  of  the  existence  of 
such  free  belt  of  country,  the  loss  to  the  revenue  by  means  of  smuggling 
is  immense  and  continiuklly  increasing,  and  that  it  seriously^  affects  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  that  portion  of  the  United  States  which  borders 
on  the  Rio  (riande. 

In  view  ot  tliese  representations,  it  is  respec;tlully  suggested  whether 
it  would  not  be  advisable  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Alexican  author- 
ities the  exemption  of  that  section  of  the  country,  lying  in  immediate 
proximity  to  the  United  States,  from  customs  duties,  and  exactions 
which,  so  far  as  T  am  advised,  mvc  enforced  tlirou;;liont  the  residue  of 
the  republic,  thus  inviting  importation  -of  inen  liaudise  with  a  view 
to  its  introduction  into  the  United  States  witliout  the  payment  of  duty, 
and  imposing  a  heavy  expense  on  the  United  States  govmiment  for  tiie 
protection  of  the  revenue  on  that  frontier,  without  any  corresponding 
bnif  fit  to  Mexico,  that  I  can  prr('4'iv«\  which  would  justity  a  measure  so 
injurious  to  a  neighboring  and  friendly  power.

Some  time  in  the  year  1857  or  '58  the  govemor  of  the  State  of  Tnmaii' 

lipas,  I^Iexici),  i'smiuhI  a  decree  authorizing  the  luerchaiitd  and  citizens 
inha1>itinf^  the  stii])s  ot'  territory  embraced  in  the  portion  of  the  Htate 
exteudiui^  from  the  mouth  of  tlie  liio  Gran<le  to  its  furthest  boundary, 
and  from  the  river  inland  for  two  leagues,  to  introduce,  tree  of  duty, 
merchandise  of  all  clai^H. 

This  is  known  as  the  "Zona  Libre,^  (Free  Belt,)  and  the  decree  of  the 
governor  was  in  opemtion  for  thi-ee  years  before  it  was  ratified  by 
the  general  govenuiieut|  and  is  in  full  Ibrce  at  this  time,  notwith  • 
standing  the  prote8t8  of  the  cities  of  Tampico  and  Vera  Cruz  iigainst  it 
as  partial  and  unjust.  The  government  was  not  in  a  condition  U}  refuse 
any  demand  of  tlie  frontier,  l)ecause  of  the  heroic  defences  which  the 
inhabitants  had  njade  against  Car>'ajal  jnul  other  raiders.  .The  mer 
chandise  introduced  under  this  decree  is  requii*ed  to  pay  daties  ouly 
when  exported  fh>m  the  zona  libre  to  the  interior  of  Mexico,  or  to  the 
United  States  side  of  the  Bio  (  h  ande,  and  its  effiBct  has  been  most  disas- 
trous to  the  coiinnerce  of  the  city  of  liniwHsville.  and  other  towns  on  our 
side  of  the  Kio  (  iramle,  ns  well  as  to  tlie  revenue  of  the  United  States. 
No  argument  is  required  to  prove  this,  nor  can  there  be  any  doubt  that 
it  is  the  cause  of  the  immense  amount  c€  contraband  trade  npon  the 
frontier,  the  inducements  to  which  are  irresistible  to  such  as  are  willing 
to  engage  in  it,  particulai  l>  in  liquors  and  foreign  merchandise,  which 
can  be  imrchased  at  Matainoras  at  a  very  small  advance  ov(^r  the  foreign 
cost,  and  their  introduction  into  the  United  States  at  some  point  in  an 
extended  ih>ntier  of  upwards  of  nine  hundred  miles,  cannot  be  prevented* 

Prior  to  the  existence  of  this  decree  the  amount  of  nierchtindiae  in  the  ' 
T'nited  States  bonded  warehouses  at  Braj.os  do  Santi-vL'^o  and  Browns- 
ville ranged  from  one  to  three  niilliims  of  dollars,  hut  since  that  [wriod 
the  trade  has  dwindled  to  such  a  ^>oint  the  cust^jiii  iiuuse  tiicre,  instead 
of  being  a  means  of  revenue,  is  an  expense  to  the  United  States. 

For  ftie  removal  of  this  incubus  upon  the  trade  of  the  citizens  of  our 
frontier  tin  y  aic  without  ]hi\v(  r,  but  think  that  the  relations  which  have 
existed  between  the  govei  uinents  of  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  since 
the  passage  ot  the  de<  lee,  will  ju»tily  prompt  action  on  the  i^art  of  the 
United  States  to  terminate  so  flagrant  an  injustice.

Snt:  I  had  the  honor  on  the  3d  ultimo  to  receive  yonr  despatch  No. 

105,  of  the  iJOth  of  September  laat,  leluting  to  the  <  \istenee  <m  the 
>f<'\ic;iii  iMink  of  the  Ivio  (irande  of  a  belt  of  country  wliich  is  free  from 
iiiiiKu  t  <luti<'s  on  romnierce,  and  ent  losing  a  copy  of  a  note  addressed  to 
you  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  tlmt  subject* 

In  compliance  with  the  authorization  contained  in  your  despatch  to 
confer  with  tlie  Mexican  minister  for  foreign  atl'airs  \\\>oi\  this  subject,  1 
had  interviews  with  Mr.  Ler»lo  Tejuda  on  the  (>th  and  L*"t1i  ultimo,  at 
■which  the  i'xisting  arrangement  on  the  Rio  Grande  ir  un  i<  i  was  fully 
disiumsed  j  and  at  an  interview  on  the  2d  instiint  it  was  ay  am  referred  to. 

By  the  same  mail  which  brought  me  your  despatch  I  received  firom 
the  department  a  copy  of  the  published  diplomatic  correspomlcnce  for 
ISfJT,  in  wliich  (vol.  ii,  p.  412)  is  inserted  the  letter  1  ;M!<]v('ss('d  to  you 
from  New  Orleans,  on  the  7th  of  June,  1807.  H]»on  ttif  sul)ject  of  this 
objectionable  arrangement  on  the  Mexican  Iroutiei,  and  especially  as 
relates  to  the  facility  thus  given  to  the  port  of  Matamoras  to  become 
simply  a  jiort  of  f  n  deposit  for  effects  ftom  Europe  for  the  purpose  of 
their  illicit  introduction  across  the  nanow  Kio  Grande  into  the  United 
States. 

This  communication,  presenting  fully  the  views  I  could  now  only  reit- 
erate verbally,  I  brought  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Lerdo  iu  our  first  inter- 
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view,  and  I  left  ^ith  him  the  Toliuue  that  be  might,  a^^  he  proposed,  have 
the  letter  tranaiated  and  laid  iteiui  e  President  Juarez. 

I  ftlflfi  ootnmimicated  to  him  ftt  tiiat  interview  the  sabetanoe  of  ytmr 
deepatcli,  and  of  the  note  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treoenfy,  with  the 

eomtmiuic  atioii  thereto  annexed. 

Subj^etiueiitly  i  th<m*rht  it  desirable  to  communicate  t4)  Mr.  l^erdo. 
unoihcially,  a  cop^  oi  yuui-  despatch  and  its  accompauimeuts,  und  diu 
so  on  the  27th  ultimo,  with  a  note,  of  which  copy  is  enclosed  heiewith. 

I  also  communicated  to  him,  uuotticially,  in  a  note  under  date  of  the 
-  28t1i  nlfimo,  a  piiiited  nlip  containing  the  renohitioii  rehdin^  tn  tliis  free 
zone  adopted  l>,v  the  iiouse  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  iStateaon 
the  Uth  ot  June  hist. 

A  copy  of  uiy  note  and  eneloeiiie  is  herewith  traaamitted.  I.aleo 
tiansmit  a  copy  and  translation  of  Mr.  Lerdo  de  Tcjada's  two  notes  in 
rei)ly. 

Since  my  arrival  here  in  October  of  last  year,  I  have,  on  Irequent 
occasions^  as  the  opportunity  has  ottered,  made  reference,  in  my  couver- 
satioua  with  memb^  of  the  government  and  with  thdr  public  men  gen* 
erally,  to  the  desirability  ainl  justice  to  commerce  of  having  their 
national  tarifV,  whatever  it  mi^i^ht  be,  made  equally  applicabh^  over  all 
l>art«  of  the  republic,  that  the  importer  of  foreifju  etfects  at  <>fie  point  or 
XK>rt  nd^ht  be  placed  on  a  just  and  fair  equality  with  those  at  all  otlieri^; 
and  I  have  urged,  so  fur  ae  I  properly  eould,  the  proprietyi  both  in  the 
interest  of  Mexico  and  trom  comity  to  the  United  States,  of  the  tenaina- 
tion  of  the  arrangement  now  existing  on  th(»  Rio  Oraiide  frontier. 

I  have,  also,  sin(;e  the  ap[>ointment  on  the  24th  of  January  last  of  a 
commission  to  revise  the  tarift",  sought  such  opportunities  as  I  properly 
could  to  present  these  views  to  the  members  of  that  commission. 

The  ground,  therefore,  had  been  well  prepared  for  a  direct  conference 
upon  the  subject  with  this  government,  and  your  instnietion  was  moet 
timely.  In  my  interview  with  Mr.  Lerdo  on  the  tiiii  uiiimo,  1  referred 
to  the  statement,  published  in  the  Diaho  Offieial  of  the  day  before,  of 
the  receiikts  at  each  of  their  different  eastom-honses,  both  maritime  and 
frontier,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  total  receipts  at  all  of  the  frontier 
custom  ltoiises  of  the  republic  and  at  the  port  of  Matamimis,  for  the  first 
six  montiis  of  the  ])resent  year,  amount  only  to  less  than  $400,000,  or  at 
the  rate  of  say  $800,000  per  annum. 

Assuming  the  average  rate  of  duties  under  the  existing  tariff  to  be  50 
j>er  cent.,  the  above  sum  of  duties  would  therefore  represent  a  legit  imate 
comnierer  of  only  nbout  8l,<>b<).000  per  annum,  whik'  it  is  notorious  that 
the  commercial  movement  on  tltat  frontier  and  from  Matamoras  into  the 
interior  of  the  republic  must  be  of  vastly  greater  amount.  A  large  con- 
traband trade  from  the  ftee  zone  into  the  interior  of  Mexico,  to  Ihedet- 
i-inient  of  the  national  revenues  of  the  repuhlie,  appears,  therefore,  to  be 
evident. 

I  also  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  !Nuevo 
Leon,  which  is  just  without  the  firee  zone,  have  petitioned  the  general 
government  for  its  abolition,  representing  its  e\il  effects  upon  their  com- 
merce and  the  pnblie  revenue,  as  have  also  the  ports  of  Tnnipico  and 
Vera  (  lu/.,  whose  mi])ortations  are  necessarily  placed  at  great  disad- 
vantage by  the  evidently  fraudident  introduction  into  the  uUerior,  by 
way  of  Matamoras  and  of  the  free  zone,  of  merehandise  thero  held  free 
of  duty. 

Mr.  Lerdo  replie<l  that  he  was  aware  of  these  representations  that  had 
been  made,  and  wjis  sensible  of  the  disa(lvantaj;eM  to  tlieir  revenue,  to 
which  I  had  alluded;  that  the  subject  of  this  free  zone  was  now  under 
H.  Mis.  Doc.  16  2 
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oonsidenitiou  by  the  j^overnniont  m  coiim  ( tion  with  the  reform  of  their 
tarifl*;  and  that  while  he  htui  borne  m  uund  the  observations  that  on 
flovefal  preTioosoeeaBtoiis  I  had  nnoffldally  made  to  hfm  upon  thia  snb- 
ject,  full  considenition.  would  be  given  to  what  I  had  now,  tmder  tlie 

authorization  <>f  my  pfoveniment,  bnui^'lit  to  his  attr  ition. 

That  oil*  iilty  that  had  weighed  against  terminating  this  system 
on  the  Rii)Uraude  wa«  the  entire  destruction  that,  it  wan  urged,  it  would 
bring  upon  Matamoroa,  but  tlurt  perhapa  that  eASBCt  migbt  be  avoided 
by  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  bonded  warehouses,  such  as  main- 
tainod  in  the  United  States,  nm]  nllowiTiif  raerchandise  to  remain  in  fhe 
same  lor  a  certain  time  before  the  payment  of  duty. 

I  replied  to  the  first  point  that  I  could  hardly  believe  it  prol  able  that 
the  result  he  apprehended  with  lefeienee  to  Matamoraa  would  be  teak- 
iaed}  that  legitimate  oommerce  must  in  the  end  be  a  benefit,  rather  than 
an  injnry,  to  any  place,  nml  there  seemed  t^>  ix'  a  ]>ositive  necessity,  in 
ju2Sti<'v  t<»  I'onimerce  at  the  other  ports  of  tin-  republic,  to  have  a  com* 
mou  taiill  niuiiitained  equally  u[>plicable  everywhere. 

Ifr.  liordo  made  some  refibrence  to  the  fseling  that  might  be  raised  on 
the  immediate  frontier  against  the  i^ovemment  by  -tiie  abolition  of  priv- 
ileges that  had  beoTi  !<o  }<m<x  eoiioeded. 

On  the  17th  ultimo  the  re|K»i  t  just  made  of  the  eommission  to  revise 
the  tarid,  a  translation  of  which  I  transmitted  to  the  department  with 
my  despatch  No.  224  of  the  20th  ultimo,  was  pablished.  In  it  the  com- 
mission recommend  the  abolition  of  the  free  zone. 

In  my  interview  with  Mr.  Lerdo  on  the  -?")tli  I  referred  to  this  report, 
and  I  inquircil  whether  tb(;  ]n)8ition  tlius  taken  by  theoommission  woidd 
be  sustained  by  the  government. 

Mr.  Lerdo  replied  that  the  report  had  not  yet  been  ftaUy  considered  by 
the  cabinet,  and  he  could  not  say  what  the  decision  would  be,  but  he 
thought  the  fe<'li!V(r  in  congress  and  tlie  tendency  of  iuil)lie  opinion  gen- 
erally wjis  inchuiii^  towarcb  the  suppression  of  the  fm;  zone. 

Su  far  as  the  subject  had  been  discussed  in  the  cabinet  and  between 
himself  and  the  President,  the  inclination  was  snch  as  to  lesid  to  the 
probabilit^  of  rinal  action  in  the  matter,  so  far  as  it  might  depend  upon 
the  executive  being  in  ae^-ord  \y\th  the  reeoiiiTnendation  made  by  the 
commission.  That  if  the  tariff  should  l>e  taken  up  exclusively  by  con- 
peas  he  could  not  say  what  its  action  might  be  upon  this  point.  "Sot 
if  the  new  tariff  should  be  left,  under  some  general  anthorimtion,  to  the 
executive  toconi  lude,  could  he  yet  positively  say  that  it  would  he  deter- 
mined to  abolish  tlie  tree  zone  entirely,  or  what  i!)eans  of  meeting;  the 
conflicting  interests  involved  would  \m  tinally  ad<)ptetl.  There  was  a 
very  strong  opposition  ih>m  Matamoras  against  any  change,  and  the 
evening  before  a  representative  from  there  had  had  a  eonveraation  with 
him  of  over  two  hours,  ir)  wliicli  some  arguments,  wliich  were  new  to 
him  and  which  appeared  to  have  wriLiltt,  were  ur<it'<l  in  supi>ort  of  the 
existing  system.  They  were  more  ot  a  local  churact^^-,  however,  and  of 
detail,  and  eould  not  Ailly  weigh  against  the  general  ]>rin('iples  and  the 
international  bearings  of  the  qne8ti<m  which  I  had  laid  before  him. 

I  ttien  went  ovct-  the  frround  ajjain  of  the  various  ar^runients  in  favor 
of  the  ei[Uid  application  of  the  taritf  of  the  country  to  all  ])arts  of  the 
republic  alike;  to  the  fHlla<y  of  the  rexiresentations  made  by  interested 
parties  that  contraband  trade  oonld  be  more  easfly  prevented  under  the 
present  arrangement  than  if  the  free  zone  was  abolistied,  and  to  the 
grave  inconveniences  arising  to  the  TTnitcd  States  from  the  lil>erty  now 
extended  t<^  the  men-hants  in  this  free  zone,  to  land  and  hold  meivhan 
disc  tliere  from  Europe  without  the  payment  of  any  duty,  and  the  faciUty 
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thereby  ailbrded  of  fhiudulently  introducing  the  same  into  the  TTnited 

States  across  the  sli^^ht  barruT  of  the  Kio  Gramh'. 

T  also  iiTfjed,  that  as  the  eouvietion  had  beeTi  crmfiMi  in  thu  UuiU*d 
States  on  the  part  of  our  public  men  generally,  that  this  arraugemeut 
maintained  by  Mexico,  while  it  was  of  no  advantage  to  tiie  republic  at 
large,  wa«  one  of  aerlona  detriment  to  the  United  States,  It  became  a 
question  of  mntiial  ronrem  oti  thv  part  of  the  jcrovomnients  of  thf  two 
c4»tiiitnVs  to  endeavor,  if  possible,  to  remove  this  cause  of  undesirable 
l>rejudice. 

Mr.  liOfdo^  at  the  eonotnaioii  of  our  eonversatlott  upon  this  pofait, 

stated  that  the  government  would  earnestly  seek  to  find  sneh  solution 
of  this  mntfcr  a\  Tint  nltfi'j^i'tluM"  ocrnsifmin;;  thp  fvils  apprrhciKhMl 
by  some  troui  tlit-  t  iitire  HU]>i)r<*ssioii  of  the  free  zone,  would  yet  im ct 
the  \iew8  I  had  expit'ssed,  and  also  satisty  the  principle  of  uuitonait^ 
in  their  new  tarilEl  He  waa  indined  now  to  tbmk  that  this  might  be 
obtained  by  establishing,  in  Matamoras  and  at  the  other  points  of  entry 
on  t!ie  frontier,  a  system  of  hoTided  warehouses  sneh  as  prevailed  in  the 
United  States,  and  that  tJius  tlie  .systems  on  the  two  hides  of  the  frontier 
might  be  made  identical.  If  authorization  should  be  given,  as  he 
thought  probable,  to  the  executive  to  conclude  the  a^ustment  of  the 
new  tariff  after  the  project  shall  have  been  subuiitted  to  congress,  it 
would  then  be  in  the  power  of  the  e\<HMitive  to  treat  this  suhjcct  iu  the 
final  framing  of  the  tariff  rej^ulations,  and  the  desires  of  the  executive 
would  be  as  he  had  indicated. 

In  my  hiterview  with  Mr.  Lerdo  on  the  2d  instant  I  inquired  if  any 
decision  upon  the  subject  had  yet  been  arrived  at  by  the  cabinet  which 
I  could  communicate  to  my  govemment  as  flnaL  He  replied  that  there 
ha<l  not. 

My  impression  is  that,  with  the  Lntluenee  that  has  now  been  brought 
to  bear,  the  suppression  of  the  free  »one  of  the  Rio  Grande,  and  the 
application  there  of  the  national  tariff  the  same  as  in  all  other  parts  of 
the  rei)nblie,  may  t  tt'ected,  nnh'ss  some  politieal  obstacle  sliall  inter- 
vene, eitlier  in  tlie  adoption  of  the  uvw  tariff  or  at  tlie  session  of  con- 
gress, which  take«  place  in  April  and  May  of  the  coming  year. 

The  continuance  much  longer  of  the  existing  arrangement  does  not 
now  ai)pear  to  be  probable.

.H.  Aldigig  was  the  owner  of  tmrty-eij^ht  (.$8)  bales  of  cotton,  wMoh 
fonned  a  part  of  the  cargo  of  the  Flying;  Scud,  an  English  schooner, 
captured  at  the  mout)i  of  the  Rio  Grande  by  tlic  United  States  steamer 
l^nrtrcss  Royal,  and  declared  by  the  district  court  of  Louisiana  to  be 
hiwlui  prize. 

In  the  mean  time  the  cotton  was  sold  by  order  of  the  distriet  Judge, 
and  the  proceeds  deposited  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  New  Orleans, 

which  bank  has  since  failed. 

The  owners  of  tlie  cotton  ajjjyealed  from  the  decision  of  the  <iistriet 
court,  and  at  tiie  last  December  tenn  of  the  Su[)reme  Court  of  the  Uuitcd 
States  the  decree  of  the  lower  court  as  to  the  present  daimant  was 
reversed,  and  restitution  of  the  cotton,  with  costs,  ord^ed.  (6  Wallace,

will  leave  the  2Utli  for  Wilmisgton:  Margaret  and  Jesae  (late  Douglass)  will  leave  the  19th 
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orSOth  for  Charleston;  Granite  City  (the  one cftptnred)  will  leave  immediately  fur  Charles* 
tun.  The  wrecker  who  took  thiK  dvspatcb  has  f«rried  sevoml  faithfully,  as  1  am  ioformcd, 
but  he  has  atroDg  ftympathy  with  his  race  in  the  southern  States,  which  induces  him  to  do  it 
without  pay,  and  is  rather  an  exceptional ebaneter,  I  am  informed. 

I  have  no  doiiht  tliat  his  syni]):ithy  -with  his  race  had  much  to  do  witli 
his  prior  scrvir  i's  in  rjinyiii^i  these  tU'sjmtches,  but  lie  was  susjUM  rcd

SiTT :  Oil  in :iny  occasions  during  the  Inte  war  the  undersijjned  rendered 
good  service  to  the  United  States,  by  c<Hiveyiiig  iutellijrencc  to  the  United 
State>s  gunboats  of  the  movements  of  blockade-ruiuiiag  steamers  and 
vessels  .firom  this  port. 

One  of  the  most  important  captures  made  was  that  of  the  steamer 
Granite  City,  on  the  22<l  of  Man'li,  1.S03,  by  the  Unitr-d  States  jjunboat 
Tioga,  to  which  gunboat  1  carried  <lesi)atches  fr4un  the  Uinted  States 
consul,  Seth  C.  Ilawley,  escj.  Mr.  Hawley  assured  me,  that  in  case  the 
steamer  was  captured  I  should  be  handsomely  psiid  for  my  services,  and 
with  this  prouiise  I  untlert<jok  the  delivery  of  the  do<*uments,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  jdacing  them  in  the  hands  of  th<'  commander  ol  the  TiogayOtt' 
8tyrup  cay,  and  next  day  the  Gntuite  City  was  captured. 

When  1  delivered  to  Mr.  Hawley  the  receipt  from  the  comnmnder  of 
the  Tio^  for  the  despatches  intntHted  to  me,  he  again  promised  that  he 
would  u.s<»everj' exertion  to  have  the  United  States  government  recognize 
my  services  by  a  liberal  rewartl ;  certainly,  he  said,  by  nothing  less  than 
a  shaitj  with  the  parlies  on  the  Tioga. 

It  is  well  known  to  Mr.  Charles  Jackson,  agent  for  Americ-an  nnder- 
writers  here,  that  I  was  sent  by  him  to  Mr.  Hawley  for  the  ]>uri>ose  of 
taking  these* despatches  to  the  first  Uinted  Stati's  gunboat  I  <'Ould  nu'ct, 
and  that  1  used  every  exertion,  and  to  a  sueeesstnl  end.  Mr.  Jaf-kson 
also  knows  that  Mr.  Hawley  prumi.sed  to  do  ail  in  his  power  to  have  me 
well  paid,  but  up  to  this  time  I  have  heard  nothing  from  Mr.  H.,  although 
Mr.  Jackson  some  time  since ^TOte  him,  calling  his  attention  to  the  case; 
neither  have  I  received  from  any  one  anything  tor  this  service,  or  any 
other  rendered  duriii;r  the  war,  althoti^h  my  exertions  for  the  I  iiited 
States  governmenl  biought  me  into  disrepute,  both  w  ith  the  wreckers 
and  the  community  of  merc*hants  here. 

I  coidd  get  no  work  for  my  vessels  or  self  from  any  of  these  merchants. 
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neither  tor  carrying  nor  lightening  their  goods,  and  I  was  for  a  long 
time  tltrown  completely  out  (tf  employment. '  * 

TTad  it  not  been  for  my  prompt  exertions  in  delivering  these  despatches, 

the  (Iraiiite  City  would  not  have  heon  captnref!.  ;Mid  I  that  if  iny 
case  coukl  l>e  pi-opcrly  ])hu*('(l  lu'foiv  your  provrniinciit,  I  should  bo  ]mid; 
theretbie  I  liave  takuu  the  liberty  of  addressing  this  conuuuni«  ation  to 
yon,  asking  that  yon  will  be  pleased  to  again  use  your  best  effoita  as 
the  lepiesentativo  of  the  United  States  to  so  place  these  &et8  before  the 
proper  anthnriti  s  dt  your  government  that  my  case  may  be  considered.

]>EAR  Sib;  In  rt  i>l>  to  yonr  inquiry  <<as  to  my  knowledge  of  services 

rendered  to  the  United  States  government  by  Mathew  Lowe,  by  convey- 
ing infoi  ination  to  the  jjiinboats  as  to  movements  of  Mockadt'-ntnning 
vessels  and  steamers,^  1  beg  to  state  that,  from  the  iM^ginning  to  the  end 
of  the  war,  my  ^losition  as  agent  of  American  underwriters  enabled  nie 
to  be  well  informed  as  to  the  movements  of  blockade  mnners,  and  that 
this  information  might  be  of  service  to  my  country  I  had  special  mes- 
sengers eoTist:iiitly  back  and  forth,  and  from  certain  results  I  was  con- 
vinced that  my  iiH'sscii^^crs  were  faithful. 

While  8eth  U.  Hawley,  esq,,  was  consul,  in  1863,  iiilorniation  reached 
US  both  that  the  Steamer  Granite  City  would  leave  this  on  a  certain  day 
and  at  a  given  hour,  for  the  pm  jtose  of  miming  the  blockade. 

So  inipoi-tant  was  it  that  this  steamer  sbouhl  Ini  captured,  that,  nt  the 
request  of  Mr.  ITawley,  I  sent  to  liiin  Mathew  lifnve.  the  niost  juompt 
and  discreet  of  meiisengers  referml  to,  and  he  (Lowe)  was  promise<l  by 
Mr.  Hawley,  that  should  the  delivery  of  the  despatches  result  in  the 
captuK  <it  till  Oranite  City,  he  (Hawley)  would  use  every  exertion  to 
have  liim  handsomely  rewarded. 

Ijowe  delivered  the  despatches  to  the  Tioga,  and  next  day  the.  Granite 
City  was  by  her  captured. 

When  Lowe  delivered  to  Mr.  Hawley  the  receipt  for  despatches  ftom 
the  commander  of  the  Tioga,  Hawley  again  assured  Lowe  that  his  exer- 
tions should  be  reported  to  the  United  iStatcs  government,  that  he  might 
be  well  i)aid. 

From  that  time  no  notice  seems  to  have  iK'en  taken  of  Lo\ve*s  services, 
although  some  time  since  1  wrote  Mr.  Hawley,  calling  his  attention  to 
the  case. 

PrevioHs  <<>  the  eaptine  of  the  (IraTiite  Cit  v.  1  «v\vehad  exerted  hiniself 
to  the  uliuosl  to  help  our  gt»\t'rniiieid,  but,  at  iliai  tune,  he  was  so  (;losely 
watched  by  officials,  rebels,  and  merchants,  tliat  his  crew  had  refused 
to  Assist  him  any  more,  because  if  caught  they  would  be  imprisoned,'* 
*  and  it  was  only  by  large  promises  to  them,  wammted  by  the  promise 
troni  Mr.  Hawley,  ihnt  he  couhl  in<lnce  any  men  to  ix<)  vcith  him. 

That  no  notice  has  been  taken  of  Lowe's  services  is  extremely  nmrljly- 
iug  to  me,  as  he  naturally  looks  upon  me  as  bound  to  see  him  paid,  and 
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I  feel  myself,  that  no  action  in  thm  matter  by  our  govenuneiit  has  oom* 

promis('(l  my  influence  with  these  men,  who,  when  we  needed  their  8Cr- 
\ice8,  were  always  prompt ;  often  doing  most  important  work  without 
pay  J  in  fact,  in  the  case  of  Lowe,  he  never  would  think  ol  pay  uaUl  his 
men  declinea  to  asaiat  him  Itvther,  they  being  thrown  entirely  out  of 
work  on  account  of  being  on  his  veseel.

**  it  is  due  to  Messrs.  llasbrouck  &  Conro,  contract^Jrs  with  the  corpor- 
ate authorities  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  for  supplying  the  materials  and 
perforoiing  the  work  in  the  construction  of  this  harbor,  under  the  city 
appropriations,  to  say  that  they  have  zealously  and  faitlifully  carried 
out  the  plan  of  construction  furnished  by  this  office  and  enjoined  }»y  the 
rc^solution  of  the  common  council  ot  Liic  city,  x>u^scil  on  the  Cth  of  August, 
iSBS,  and  they  hare  always  performed  the  wofk  to  the  satisliEiction  of  this 
office.

Straii^ht  Cnt? 

A.  Yes  sir.  I  have  it  from  record  that  Colonel  Graham  superintended 
and  laid  out  that  new  cut.  The  work  was  wider  his  instructions.  He 
was  my  predecessor  here  in  this  business.  The  work  from  my  own 
knowledge  of  it  c(»nforms  to  bis  jilnns.  botli  in  Its  jduii  and  c  oii.structioii, 
and  it  is  about  the  best  ot  its  kind  m  th\>>  luki',  1  don't  know  of  any 
that  is  its  superior.  The  total  length  of  tbis  pier  on  the  north  side  of 
this  new  cut  was  1,1^1  t<eet^  that  is,  of  <'ribs,  and  on  the  south  side  it  is 
1,125^  feet,  makiii  i;  in  all  2,250^  teet  of  cribbing.  Tbis  is  the  cnt  pmper, 
and  is  indei>eii(liMir  of  any  (bx'kage  or  prot<'ction  inside.  To  as<'ertain 
the  cost  of  it  1  ider  you  to  Colonel  Graham^s  reiM)rt.

A.  That  is  a  i(uestion  1  don't  know  how  to  answer.  As  far  as  lam 
concerned  I  only  discuss  it  as  a  harbor  of  general  advantages  to  com- 
merce. I  reganl  it  as  pecniiarily  good  in  that  respect. 

(j.  Does  this  new  harbor  give  any  additional  dock  room  ? 

A .  No,  sir:  this  new  cut  does  not  improve  the  wharfage  or  dockage  of 
the  city. 

U(H'S  it  not  diniinir^U  it  i 

A.  It  might  do  so.  They  have  never  improved  below.  It  certainly 
does  not  iu<*rf*tiHe  tbe  <bM-kage. 

CJ.  T(»  M  liat  f\tt  tit  biis  it  l>een  used  by  vessels  in  distress  or  in  storms 
in  coitiiiansoif  uirli  tin-  «ubei-  harbors  n\\  the  lakesf 

A.  1  tliinlv  niore  vessels  of  tbe  passing  comnuM'Ci*  si'ek  refuge  here 
than  In  any  tfther  harbor  on  Uike  Michigan;  espe<*ially  during  northeast- 
erly Weather  ii  is  used  more  than  any  other  shigle  harbor  on  the  lake  as 
a  harlmr  d  rrfnue.  Troni  tbe  jHMMiliar  advantages  of  ^filwankee, 
vessels  ran  by  lia^  ine  to  seek  a  refuge  here  luider  certain  circumstances, 
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mid  tlK'v  run  by  Sheboygan  and  Manitowoc  to  reach  this  harbor,  as  a 
haibor  ot  refuge.  In  faict^  vessels  have  been  known  to  turn  ba<;k  from 
the  ManitociB  to  run  to  Milwaukee,  that  is,  the  whole  length  of  the  lake) 
and  the  i-eaHon  that  has  been  urged  for  Iiaving  Manitowoc  liarbor  im- 
proved  is  they  have  to  run  such  a  great  length  betbre  ooming  to  Bfilwau^ 
kee. 

Q.  liow  tar  m  it  ivtnn  8heboygaii  aiul  Manitowoc  to  Milwaukee! 

A.  Sheboygan  is  50  miles  from  Milwaukee,  and  Manitowoois  30  miles 
fiuther  from  Milwaukee.  They  have  to  rim  the  distance  of  80  miles 
from  Manitowoc,  to  get  in  this  Milwaukee  liarbor. 

().  When'  is  Manitowoc! 

A.  it  miLst  hv  about  100  utiles.    1  u.sf  tliis  Milwaukee  harbor  as  a 
model  after  which  I  build  all  others. 
Q.  State  the  durability  of  that  work  ♦ 

A.  T  consider  that  the  work  at  this  harbor  iias  been  done  in  a  sub- 
stantial and  durable  nmnner,  and  is  the  best  one  ot  its  kind  on  the  lakes; 
so  much  so,  that  1  have  used  it  us  a  model  in  building  others.  In  its 
principal  details,  I  conform  to  Colonel  Graham'b  plan  in  building  it,  and 
in  building'  others,  in  every  possible  maniuM . 

Q.  Time  has  shown  that  this  harbor  has  stood  well? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  this  luirbor  is  jireservtMl  better  than  any  other  one  we 
have  known  of.  If  you  would  take  the  amount  the  city  Iws  expended 
each  year  since  it  has  been  finished,  up  to  the  present  time,  and  compare 
it  with  the  amounts  exiH»nded  on  all  the  other  harbors,  you  would  find 
it  was  the  rlieapest  thiiiii*  yon  ever  uiuh'rtook,  of  its  kind.  Thei*e  has 
been  no  i*epairs  at  all,  scarcely.  It  is  substantially  just  as  it  was  left  by  , 
OoloneJ  Graham.

Q.  How  long  has  it  been  such  f 

A.  Twenty  six  vears.  .  * 

i.).  ( )ii  tlie  lakes  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.   Nine  yenrs  ninaing  right  here  to  Milwauiiee. 
Q.  On  what  line  Y 

A.  From  Grand  Haven  to  Milwaukee. 

Q.  You  wei'e  captain  of  one  of  the  Grand  Haven  steamers? 
A.  Yes,  sir:  captain  of  tbe  steamer  Milwaukee  tor  seveJU  yeai^ 
Q,  Arc  you  familiar  with  ihe  iiarbor  ot"  Milwaukee  ? 
-A.  Yessur. 
Q.  And  with  other  harbors  on  the  lake  f 

A.  Yes,  sir.    I  have  Ijeen  familiar  with  ISIilwauket'  liarbor  since  1845. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  the  j^eneral  character  of  the  improvement  in  Mil- 
waukee harUir  known  as  the  Straight  Cut  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  j  I  was  running  here  before  the  Straight  Gut  was  thought 
of.  Mil waukie  harbor  at  that  time  was  not  called  a  harbor.  We  had  . 
to  atop  at  bridiic  piers.  Small  vessels  could  i;un  int«  the  river.  After 
they  oi»ened  tiie  Straight  ('ut,  everything  came  into  the  river,  and  the 
bridge  |)iers  disappeared.  Heavy  diaught  vesst^ls  could  not  get  into 
the  old  harbor.  As  to  as  a  harliorof  refuge  is  concerned,  Milwaukee 
harl)or  Ims  always  been  considered  as  the  l)est  harbor  of  refiif^e  on  the 
lakes  since  the  inii)rovement  of  the  Straight  Cut.  North  •''asters  are  the 
principal  gales  of  wind  that  vessels  seek  refuge  in.   Vessels  that  sought 
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refuge  hen^  tlui  ing  the  time  of  the  old  harbor^  if  they  uusmxl  it,  they 
were  <m  the  b<'4ieh  before  they  could  recover  theuselvos.  The  new  cot 
being  about  three  tioarters  of  a  mite  fiuther  to  windward  it  viikeB  it 
.'u^cossible  at  all  timeB.  Sueh  impiovemeDts  have  been  made  as  peifeota 
it  a«  a  new  harbor. 

Q.  What  would  you  s;iy  in  leleieuce  U)  the  vxU  ui  the  Straight  Cut 
impToyement  has  benefited  the  commerce  generally  upon  the  ItSim  f 

A.  It  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  commerce  generally.  It  ha^ 
l)euefited  commerce  generally  more  than  it  has  benefited  the  city  of 
MilwaukiH*. 

Q.  IlaH  it  bent^UK'd  the  city  of  Milwaukee  paitit^ulaily,  tixeept  hh  it 
has  benefited  the  harbor  by  improving  it  as  a  harbor  f 

A.  No,  sir.  Then»  is  no  entrances  fw  charged  here.  Where  tliey  have 
biult  harbors  of  refiij^e  they  j^enerally  cliar^^c  ircH  for  ent4'rin«r.  In  Can- 
ada, at  port*<  Burwell  and  8tanwell,  where  tliey  built  harbors  themselves, 
they  charf^e  ve».sel.s  entering  no  much  fee8  for  entering.  They  do  that  in 
order  to  get  paid  for  expenditures  made. 

Q.  To  what  extent  of  distance  upon  the  shore  is  this  harbor  sought  as 
a  harbor  of  refu«r<'  * 

A.  It  is  s(Might  fr(MH»ruIly  through  the  wlude  ieuj^lh  of  TiStkt'Micliigaii, 
wheu  vesselH  ai-e  caught  iu  bad  weathei*.  When  they  g«*t  to  Milwaukee 
they  are  all  right.  They  will  run  the  whole  length  of  Uie  laice  to  get  to 
Milwaukee.  The  old  entrancr  being  at  the  bottom  of  the  bay,  and  the 
new  iH'iug  in  the  centre  of  tlir  l>ay,  vessels  luive  a  better  ehanee  to  help 
thcmj>i'lv*j*i.  Tho  only  tiling  that  vessels  fear  now  is  the  old  piles  at  the 
.  entrance  of  liic  old  harlHu-,  that  aie  sticking  up  there.  1  ha\e  iiad  ail 
the  confidence  in  the  world  in  running  into  .our  new  harbor  since  it  has 
l>eeii  built.  For  four  years  I  have  run  in  here  twice  a  day,  and  for  the 
last  live  we  have  bee!i  imiTMug  here  once  a  day. 

Q.  State  wheth(  1  (innii^  the  whiter  si'4ison  this  Straight  Cut  is  kept 
open  most  of  the  uiue,  or  all  the  time. 

A.  It  is  open  most  all  times.  Since  I  have  been  here  I  have  only  seen 
it  closed  twice.  It  isk<>pt  o|ien  by  the  aetiou  of  the  sea  and  the  wind. 
The  wind  generally  travels  fi-om  the  westwaid.  You  can  come  up  to  the 
Straight  Cut  Ti(»ai  ly  to  the  river  bend  duiiug  winters. 

Mr.  KEEJiEN : 

Q.  That  being  the  cjuso,  I  suppose  you  are  enabled  tA)  navigate  from 
Grand  Haven  to  this  jmint  at  iUl  times  f 

A.  Yes,  sir.  As  I  stateil,  I  have  never  seen  it  closed  during  nine 
years  onl\  two  days,  and  that  was  two  years  ago,  and  J  have  run  hei'e  in 
the  winter  time,  f  have  run  thr«H*  ^%iTiter8  trom  Grand  Haven,  and  1 
never  saw  the  Straight  <  'ut  closed  at  all. 

Q.  Do  yon  think  that  the  old  harbor  conld  have  been  used  daring  the 
winter  sesison  ? 

A.  It  would  be  im]M>ssible  to  have  doiu'  it.  It  would  be  always  frozen 
right  up  to  the  month,  it  being  at  the  bottom  of  the  bay.  Nothing  <M>idd 
have  kept  it  oijeu  at  all. 

Q.  Has  the  dockage  of  the  eit5*  been  increased  or  decreased  l)y  reason 
of  the  new  harbor  f 

A.  It  hits  1»een  decreased,  I  should  jndjx«'.  It  has  been  deei'eased  the 
•width  of  the  cut  at  least.  The  docks  run  down  to  (he  cut  and  the  old 
south  pier;  that  is,  Dousman  & Norris's  pier  was  directly  at  theStraiJijht 
Cot.  The  old  warehouse  is  nsed  now  by  Mr.  Williamson  as  a  foiuidiy. 
It  stands  right  at  the  elbow. 

Q.  The  la«  t  of  the  new  harbor  being  oimmi,  has  it  removed  as  dockage 
the  entire  property  between  the  old  and  new  harbor  t 
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A.  Yes,  sir.  Wt-  havo  lost  thive-toui  tlis  of  a  mile*  each  side.  It  ha« 
lioL  been  used  tor  kmy  purpose  whatiiver  until  very  recently.  Mr,  Wolf 
has  gone  down  there  Vith  his  ship-yard.  Bnt  the  whole  doek  fh>nt  has 
been  lost  to  the  eity. 

Q.  About  tlii^ee-ibartbs  of  a  mile  ou  each  side  t 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.,  What  portion  of  the  northwest  is  depending  upon  Milwaukee  as  a 
port  of  export  and  import  t 

A.  ]^Iinnesota,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  and  the  uortheni  pait  of  Illinois. 
Xake  the  ]Kn  tioi!  that  disti  ilmUs  through  the  Racine  and  Mississippi 
road  that  comes  iiere,  antl  ^ioods  that  are  coming  west  come  tins  way. 

.  Q.  Do  you  know  what  opinion  the  lake  captains  generally  upon  the 
lakes  have  of  the  harbor  iu  referenoe  to  its  being  a  good  harbor  of  refbee  f 

A.  I  believe  the  lake  captains  all  generally  exjiress  themselves  that 
Milwaukee  harbor  is  the  best  IkiiImh-  oii  Lake  Mi^-hiirJin. 

Q.  Do  they  generally  liave  tiiai  opiuion  and  aet  upon  it  f 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  think  you  will  tind  that  invariably  to  be  the  opinions 
of  caiitains. 

Q.  Was  this  harbor  in  ttfio  OS  a  harbor  of  refdge  before  the  improving 
of  the  Straight  Cut 

A.  No,  sir;  at  that  time  iu  a  gale  we  had  to  lay  out  at  iuiehor  undei' 
the  Korth  Point.  They  had  au  anchorage  which  is  now  ojiposite  Mr.  Sea- 
man's house.  That  was  the  refhge.  But  I  dare  say  during  a  gale  they 
never  attempted  to  go  in.  Large  vessels  would  not  attempt  to  go  into 
the  harbor  at  all. 

Q.  A  portion  of  the  Ireight  ivcei veil  here  wa.s  tUseharged  witliiu  the 
river,  and  a  large  jjortion  was  dischai-ged  on  the  docks  outside! 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  think  that  four-fifths  of  the  freight  discharged  was 
landed  ou  piers  outside  previous  to  the  o])eniug  of  the  Straight  Cut. 

Q.  And  was  it  the  same  way  iu  relation  to  the  goods  exported  i 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  This  of  course  was  troublesome  in  rough  w  eather  1 

A.  Yes,  sir,  of  course^  in  rough  weather  we  had  to  lie  there  some 
time.  It  was  very  diflicult  and  hazardous  taking  on  or  putting  off 
freight  at  the  bridge  piers,  but  we  had  to  do  it  then, 

Q.  How  nuiny  bridge  piers  were  there  out  there! 

A.  Four,  I  think. 

Q.  Are  any  of  them  leftf 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  P.efore  the  bridge  piers  were  constructed  were  vessels  generally 
unloaikil  by  barges  and  suuill  bo.at^sf 

A.  Yes,  sir;  we  used  to  come  to  anchor  outside  and  use  barges  and 
flat-l>o;its  and  load  them,  and  then  take  them  into  the  river  with  a  tug. 

Q.  That  was  necessary  then,  and  would  have  hwu  Tif>eesBary  still,  but 
for  the  construction  ol  tlie  piers  and  tiie  iStraijiht  Cut*' 

A.  Yes,  sir.   These  piers  that  we  have  at  present  are  the  best  con- 
strueted  piers  of  the  kind  1  have  ever  seen.  They  are  as  Colonel' 
Wheeler  says.  They  Stand  weU,  and  need  but  little  expense  to  keep 
them  in  leimir.

6.  D.  NoKKis,  being  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 
Question.  State  your  residen(;e  and  occupation. 
Answer.  1  liinf  resided  here  '2^  years.   My  occujiation  is  a  ship- 
chandler  and  vessel -owner. 
•      Q.  ilow  long  have  you  been  engaged  in  that  business! 
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A.  The  sunic  lenj^th  of  time,  23  years. 

Q.  Ilave  you  during  that  time  been  m'quaiiited  with  the  navigfition 
of  Lake  Michigan  t 
A.  Yea,  sir ;  ver^-  thoroughly. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  the  navigation  of  the  lakes  prior  to  tiie  i 
construction  of  the  straight  Cut!  * 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Give  UH  a  genend  statement  of  the  effect  of  the  construction  of  the 
Straij?ht  Cut  upon  tho  couimewe  of  tlio  lakes. 

A.  Prior  to  the  oiKMiin^^  of  the  Straight  Cut  TTii'i  chandise  in  tniiisit  was 
landed  at  tlie  bridge  piers,  aud  tlie  great  bulk  of  the  exports  went  liom 
the  same  piers.  After  the  opening  of  the  Straight  Cut  propellers  and 
steamers  all  came  inside.  Thfe  bridge  juers  decayed  and  went  to  ruin. 
Before  till'  openin;:  of  the  Strnight  Cut,  in  a  wind  tliev  always  eame  to 
anchor  at  the  ^Soi  th  Point.  Alter  its  <)])eiiing  they  eame  into  the  harl>or. 
All  captains  of  vessels,  shortly  alter  the  oi)ening  of  the  Straight  Cut,  were 
load  in  its  praise  as  oeing  the  only  harbor  of  refiige  on  the  lakes.  I 
counted  42  captains  at  one  time  in  my  store  whose  vessels  had  to  come 
in  heiv. 

Q.  WhatAvas  tlieefVert  ff  hnildint;- the  Straiglil  (.'i»t,}W  toits  iniprnving 
the  city  of  Milwaukee  ciirei  tly,  an(i  a>i  lo  its  benefiting  the  eummerce  of 
the  lakes? 

A.  The  benefit,  of  course,  was  general.   It  was  as  much  for  one  as  the 

other. 

Q.  I  )i(l  it  he  in  iH  t  lie  city  except  ii»  it  beuetited  the  harbor,  m  a  harborl 
A.  Of  course  not. 

Q.-  Please  state  how  it  affected  the  dockage  of  the  city. 

A.  It  out  off  two  miles  of  dockage  at  lea«t  at  the  lower  end.  We 
were  thoTi  et)mpelled  to  drefli^e  the  rivers  above  in  order  to  make  dock 
room  sutlv<-ient.  It  destroyed  a  large  portion  of  tlie  pro|K»rty  which  was 
considered  very  valuable  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  St  raigiit  Cut,  ren- 
dering it  almost  valueless. 

Q.  State  as  to  the  dockage  on  that  island  there. 

A.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Straight  Cnt,  and  very  near  adjoining  on 
the  south,  was  a  tract  of  lan<l  ealled  the  island,  on  which  was  a  large 
ship-yard  aud  marine  railway,  aud  the  necesstiiy  buildings  pertaining 
thereto.  There  were  dwelling-houses,  and  a  steam  mill,  and  blacksmith 
shop,  &e.,  ther<>.  On  the  completion  of  the  Straight  Gut  a  change  of 
current  washed  thnt  island  almost  entirely  away. 

Q.  Tluit  was  m  <'ojisequeuce  of  building  the  Sti-aight  Cut  I 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  interested  in  that  property  known  as  the  island! 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  was  interested  in  that  island.    I  was  interested  in  that 
property  which  was  washed  awiiy,  and  I  prosecuted  a  sint  ntr  n'nst  the  \ 
city  for  damages  for  opening  the  Straight  Cut,  and  1  reco\  ered  thereon. 

Q.  Uow  much  have  you  received  from  the  city  f 

A.  I  cant  tell  you  exactly  witibout  looking  at  my  books.  It  Is  my 
impression  it  was  $4,000.  There  were  others  who  were  interested  in 
property  thpr(>  also. 

Q.  Your  business  has  l)een  with  lake  captains  principally  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  aud  I  have  owned  vessels  myself.    I  luive  had  a  fleet  of 
12  or  V^  vessels  at  a  time. 

Q.  Since  the  construction  of  the  Straight  Cnt  has  the  i)roi)erty  along 
tlie  old  river,  i>etween  the  Straight  Cut  and  the  nmuth  of  the  old  river,  ■ 
been  of  any  material  advantage  for  <i(M^kage  inirposesi  f 

A.  NOf  scarcely  any;  it  is  ahnost  valueless.  *  . 
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Q.  Statt"!  the  reason h  why  it  is  almost  valueless. 

A.  In  the  first  place  it  is  almost  inaccessible.  It  is  out  of  the  way. 
There  is  nobody  near  it.   It  is  away  below  all  reach. 

Q.  It  wouldn't  be  aooeasibie  to  bosiiiM  wil&oat  a  veey  large  impfore- 
ment,  and  a  lar^  outlay  of  money  f 

A.  No,  sir;  and  the  old  river  bed  is  entirely  fillfMl      at  the  mouth. 

Q.  If  yon  had  the  whole  thing  open,  business  would  nut  go  there  t 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Ton ooald not diaeharge there! 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  ITovv  ^reat  a  distance,  Mr.  Norris,  eaeh  side  of  MilwaiiktM^  linvf 
you  known  vessels  to  return  to  Milwaukee  harbor  for  safety  and  ]>ioti'<> 
tion? 

A.  Vessels  insideof  theMtoitons  have  been  known  tomn  to  Ullwankee, 

that  is  about  170  miles  away.  I  don't  know  liow  far  from  south  wan! 
they  have  come,  but  ^irrtty  near  Chieajjo  I  know  tliey  liav<'  eome  from. 

How  many  vessels  have  you  ever  known  to  have  sought  this  har- 
bor as  a  rei age  during  times  of  stonnt 

A.  I  cant  specilyasto  nnmbera.  I  should  say  I  have  seen  firom  90  to 
40  at  one  time ;  propellers  as  well  as  vessels. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  the  testimony  of  Colonel  Wheeler  and  Captain 
Trowellf 

A.  I  have. 

Q.  State  whether  you  agixM>  with  them  in  their  views  of  the  harbor. 
A.  I  concur  fnlly  in  the  statements  made  by  those  gentlemen  ftommy 
own  personal  knowledge, 

G.  D.  NOERIS. 

G.  W.  Holt,  being  sworo,  testified  as  fbliowsi 
Question.  Where  do  you  reside? 

Answer.  1  do  business  in  Buffalo  ^  1  reside  a  little  distance  out  of 
liufialo. 
Q.  What  is  your  trasinesst 
A.  I  am  engaged  in  shipping. 

Q.  And  have  been  for  years  f 
A.  Yes,  sir;  for  .*U)  years. 

Q.  Are  you  pro|>rietor  of  the  line  of  propellers  ruiiniug  from  Milwaukee 
toBnifidol 
A.  lam. 

Q.  Are  yoii  tianiiliar  with  the  harbors  on  lAke  Michigan t 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  rarticularly  that  of  Milwaakee  liarlKu  f 
A.  Yes,  sir.   '  * 

Q.  And  the  improvement  known  as  the  Straight  Cutt 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Give  us  your  views  on  this  inprovemeut,  so  far  as  it  atfects  the 
commerce  of  tl»c  lakes. 

A.  I  ean  only  — >  it  has  been  a  very  great  benefit  as  being  a  harbor 
of  reftige,  and  the  only  one  on  Lake  Michigan  that  vessels  could  make 
when  they  desired  to  make  a  harbor.  When  the  wind  is  north  or  north- 
east, south  or  southeast,  the  harbor  can  be  made  very  easily.  1  have 
been  myself  on  a  propeller  ninning  back  some  one  hundred  miles  below 
here  to  make  this  harbor. 

Q.  Does  this  harbor  afiect  the  interests  of  the  city  other  than  as  it 
benefits  commerce  generally? 

A.  Well,  no,  8ir;  1  don't  think  it  does.  Of  course  a  good  harbor 
would  be  a  benefit  to  any  city. 
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C^.  Ih  it  A  direct  bi'iielit  to  tlic  city  ol  Milwaukee  utlicr  than  hh  it  beiie- 
litetheluiKiN>rt 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  think  it  is. 

Q.  Were  yon  fiMniliarwithtbeharbor  before  the  building  of  tbe  Straight 
Cat! 

A.  Yeti,  ail' ;  I  y/an  familiiu-  witli  tlie  mode  ot  doing  l>ueiine88  h&:e.  We 
had  no  harbor.  Our  freight  waB  landed  on  bridge^pieni  built  out  in  the 
lake,  and  the  loading  and  unloading  of  freight  waa  subject  to  a  good 
deal  of  delay  in  e^)nHe<iuen('e  of  not  liavini^  ;i  luirlmr. 

Q.  Tluin  1  undeiHtand  you  that  the  inii)iovemeiit  of  the  iStraigiit  Out 
hm  pixkducod  the  harbor  which  we  uow  have  I 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  in  the  kind  of  a  harborirehad  before,  when  vesaeto  came 
here  in  a  wind,  all  they  could  do  was  to  anchor  by  the  North  Point ;  they 
would  lay  otf  there  four  or  Ave  days  ftoinetinieH. 

(}.  fciuppoHt^  wo  iinpn>ved  t!ie  harbor  at  the  old  puiut  would  it  be  as 
u.st'iul  an  a  hai'bor  m  it  it^  now  i

sea  by  tlic  North  Point,  and  at  the  other  pluc4^  it  would  not  be,  and  then 
we  have  a  long  sand  beach  this  side  ot  it  that  would  create  a  broken 
cross-sea. 

Q.  Sup]><»s('  the  w  ind  was  from  the  northeast^  would  it  be  as  easy  to 
make  the  harbor  <low?»  rheref 
A.  No,  sir;  1  think  not. 
Q.  Why  not  ? 

A.  There  would  be  more  danger  of  running  aground.  1  dont  think  . 
they  could  make  the  harbor  so  easy;  northeast  gales  are  the  prevailing 
gales  here.

A.  fiafling  on  the  chain  of  lakes.  I  guess  I  arrived  here  the  first  time 
20  years  ago. 

Q.  Are  y<»u  familiar  witli  thf  harbors  on  Lake  Michigan  ? 
A.  1  f^iXi'm  1  am  lamiliai*  with  about  all  of  them  that  you  can  get  in 
with  a  v(5SHel. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  Milwaukee  harbor,  particularly  f 
A.  Yes,  sir;  I  am  mon^  familiar  with  that  than  any  other. 
Q.  Do  y(ui  know  the  work  known  as  the  iStrai|^t  Cut  t 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  tUmiliar  with  the  harlnn*  before  the  Straight  Cut  was  cou- 
struGtedf 
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A.  Yes:  for  I  sailed  a  \  «'ss(»l  here  before  tlii**  in^w  cut  was  constnietod, 
when  I  umHl  to  have  to  lini^h  my  loading  outiiide  iii  the  lake.  I  was 
familiar  with  the  old  harbor. 

Q.  What  is  the  eharaetm'  of  this  harbor,  in  CMpumm  with  theotber 

harbors  on  the  lakes,  ah  a  harbor  of  refuge  in  case  of  stonnsf 

A.  Since  the  new  cut  has  been  cotistnicted  it  lias  been  the  only  safe 
harbor  we  have  had  for  a  large  vessel  to  enter  loa<led  tt\>ui  the  lake  iu 
rough  wieallMr. 

Q.  How  for  would  a  vessel  in  case  of  storm  seek  this  harbor  as  a  place 

of  refuge  in  a  stonn  f 

A.  They  would  seek  it  150  miles,  and  sometimes  iiii*thei'.  i'es,  Ibey 
have  sought  it  200  miles. 

Q.  Kortht 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  far  south! 

A.  They  seek  it  south  80  miles. 

Huw  was  it  before  the  coustructiuu  ui  the  Straight  Out  as  a  harbor 
of  refhge! 

A.  I  never  considered  it  iuiy  harbor  of  reftige  then  only  for  small 

lumber  vessc'lsj  or  lij^lit  (  raft. 

Q.  What  was  the  effect  then  of  tlit-  (MHistriu  tiou  of  the  Straight  Cut! 
A.  Tiie  4'li'eet  of  it  was  to  make  it  u  harbor. 
Q.  Where  do  you  reside. 
A.  Buffalo,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Buffalo f 

A.  I  think  six  years. 

Q.  How  does  it  compare  with  the  harbors  uu  the  other  lakes  as  a 
harbor  at  lefiige! 

A.  There  are  very  few  that  are  good  on  the  other  lakes. 

Q.  Th(>i>e  are  none  better  on  the  lakest 

A.  No,  sir. 

And  there  is  none  as  goo<l  on  this  lake 

A.  No,  sir.  This  is  a  harbor  we  can  saiTin  at  any  time,  and  there  is 
no  other  harbor  that  you  would  call  a  harbor  on  the  lake  except  the 
Chicago  harbor,  and  in  ;i  bi^  sea  you  can  hardly  get  in  that  without  the 
idd  of  a  tug.  Milwaukee  harbor  is  a  very  easy  harbor  to  get  into  with 
a  northeaster. 

Q,  Do  you  think,  ftom  your  knowledge  of  the  old  harbor  and  your 

knowletlge  of  the  )>resent  one^  that  the  commerce  of  the  lakes  is  largely 

benefit4Ml  by  tin*  clnm  ii<>  from  the  old  to  the  new. 

A.  1  should  think  it  was,  air.  If  I  was  to  keep  sailing,  1  would  be 
willing  to  donate  to  it  every  year  to  have  it  kept  open  in  preference  to 
the  old  one  as  it  used  to  be.

Q.  How  loug  have  you  been  mai^t^^r  oi  a  vessel  i 
A.  Six  years. 

Q.  You  are  fsmiliar  witii  the  harboni  on  Lake  Miciiigaii  f 

A.  Y«'s,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  other  lakes  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  particularly  familiar  with  the  MUwaokee  harbor  1 

A.  I  am,  ^ir. 

Q.  What  can  you  say  of  Mihv  aukpo  harbor  as  a  harbor  in  comparison 
witih  the  other  harbors  on  L-dkv  Mit  higan  f 

A.  I  think  it  is  the  easiest  harbor  of  i-efuge  we  have  j?ot  upon  any  of 
the  lakes.    \t  is  easy  of  access  in  all  weather. 

Q.  Is  the  harhor  so  regardwl  by  cai)tains  frenenvllyf 

A.  It  is.  All  captains  rejri^nl  Milwankoo  Imrbor  since  the  comi^letion 
of  the  Straight  Cut  as  the  best  harbor  on  the  whole  chain  ot  lakes. 

Q.  In  there  any  harbor  on  Lake  Michigan  that  is  equal  to  itf 

A.  Xo,  sir.   I  don't  know  of  one. 

Q.  A\  hat  harbors  wonld  vessels  pass  In  case  of  stomi  to  reacli  Mil- 
waukee harluir  f 

A.  Well,  I  dou^t  know  4)1  any  harbor  on  Lake  Michigan  to  tiw  south- 
ward, for  any  vessels  of  any  size  nntil  ^ey  come  to  Milwaukee. 
Q.  So  they  would  itass  them  to  come  to  Milwaukee  t 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  the  Milwaukee  harl>or  before  the  straight  cut  was 
built! 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  now  was  it  as  a  harbor  at  that  time  ? 

A.  It  was  a  harbor  that  could  not  ]m»  (h  j  ihUmI  upon  to  take  in  any 
kind  of  a  storm  if  the  wind  was  north  or  northeasterly.

A.  Well,  not  with  safety. 
Q.  Did  they  usually  lie  out  at  anchort

of  water  it  would  not  conio  into  the  then  Milwaukee  harbor. 

Q.  Wherein  was  the  tUmgerol  trying  to  make  the  old  harbor? 

A.  If  you  did  not  exactly  make  the  harbor  you  would  go  ashore. 
There  was  no  redemption,  you  would  haw  to  go  ashore. 

Q.  The  new  harbor  in  that  i"esp»'«  t  is  a  gi*eat  imi)?  o\  vMiu'nt  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  is.  There  are  none  of  the  harbors  so  «'asy  ot  entrance 
as  the  Milwauke<'  harlM>r  now.  I  don't  know  one  belter  on  the  entire 
chain  of  lakes.  If  yon  are  caught  out  in  a  storm  or  wind  at  any  time 
yon  can  come  in  without  assistance.

B.  P.  FiTZQSRALD,  l)eing  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Qnestaon.  What  is  your  residence! 
Answer.  Milwaukee. 

Q.  How  loii;i  hav('  yon  r««sided  in  .MilwaiikiM'? 

A.  I  have  been  a  rcsiilent  of  Milwaukee  about  16  years. 

Q.  What  is  your  lu^csent  occupation  t 

A.  Insurance  agent  and  commission  merchant. 

Q.  And  proprietor  of  vessels f 

A.  Yes,  sir;  of  four. 
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Q.  Have  you  heen  fikmiUar  with  the  navigiitioii  of  Liike  Miciiigfiii  for 
sevpi-nl  years  past? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 
Q.  For  how  nuuiyf 

A.  Practicnily  for  15  years.  Pre\ioa8  to  1857  I  followed  tUe  waters 
from  the  time  1  was  14  years  old. 

Q.  As  a  master  of  a  ves^^l  for  some  ol  tiie  timef 
A.  As  a  master  of  a  vessel  for  nine  years. 
Q.  On  Uiese  lakes! 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  between  Chicago,  BiUfalo  and  Oswego. 
Q.  Were  you  practieally  familiar  as  a  sailor  with  Milwaukee  lKu  lx»r or 
Milwaukee  bay,  &&  it  was  before  the  IStraight  Cut  was  constructed  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  character  of  the  harbor  at  that  timef 

A.  It  was  bad. 

Q.  M'as  it  regarded  as  a  desirable  harbor  or  desirable  place  of  refuge 
in  «ase  oi  ntormf 
A.  No,  sir;  it  was  not. 
Q.  What  was  the  difficulty  t 

A.  One  difficulty  was  on  account  oi"  thv.  prcvailiiiu"  winds.  The 
heaviest  galrs  of  wind  ait'  from  the  nortli  to  east,  and  witli  the  old  har- 
bor we  could  not  seek  refuge  in  it  from  those  winds.  With  the  present 
haurbor  we  can  easily  seek  refuge  from  them.  Daring  the  time  of  the 
old  harbor  in  noiih  and  northeast  winds  it  was  unsafe  in  entering^  it. 

Q.  Did  vessels  of  a  lar^re  class  ever  enter  it  in  case  of  st^irnif 

A.  }So,  sir;  if  vessels  were  destined  to  ;Mihvauk<'e.  they  anciiored  in 
the  bay.  If  not,  they  went  to  Chicago.  Chicago  had  little  ad\  antage 
over  our  harbor  as  a  place  of  anchorage. 

Q.  How  has  it  been  since  the  construction  of  the  Straight  Cut  ? 

A.  The  harbor,  siiuc  th(>  construction  Of  the  Straight  Cut,  isthel>est 
artilicial  harbor  there  is  on  tht;  h»!;cs, 

Q.  How  has  it  been  regarded  by  jiuisti'rs  of  vessels  generally ! 

A.  It  is  regarded  by  them  as  being  the  best  hatbor  on  the  lakes. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  construction  of  the  Straight  Cut  improvo- 
mcntf 

A.  I  a!n. 

Q.  What  was  the  eiiect  of  that  ijupro\  t  iiieut  ui»on  the  harlM)r  as  a 
harbor  of  refuge? 

A.  It  made  the  harbor. 

(>.  Tlie  expenditiu'es  that  hav<' been  made  j>j»  the  St  r:iiL;ht  ^  :  ]i:i\  (tnot 
benelited  tlie  city  in  any  way  except  as  they  have  beneliied  .the  city 
through  the  harbor? 

A.  They  have  been  no  benefit  to  the  eity  that  I  can  see,  except  as  they 
have  been  a  benefit  to  the  harbor. 

Q.  Do  you  think,  ea]>tain,  that  the  old  harbor  couhl  liave  bten 
improved  so  it  would  not  be  dangerous  to  vessels  trying  U>  niak*-,  the 
harbor  when  there  was  a  northern  gah;  f 

A.  Daring  a  gale  from  the  north  or  uortli<»iKt  it  C4iuhl  not  be  made  a 
Siife  harbor  of  refuge. 

Q.  So  the  construction  of  the  Sti"aigl»t  ( 'ut  Wiis  alisolutely  necessary  to 
make  it  what  it  is  now — a  harbor  of  ret'ug*'  f 

A,  1  consider  it  so.  The  old  river  b«?d,  or,  what  we  n»w  call  it,  the 
portion  of  the  river  south  of  the  Stniijrht  Out,  is  now  used  tbi  a  sniidl  or 
light  class  of  vessels  as  a  liai  bor  of  n  fug«'  in  a  gale  of  wind,  while  the 
loaded  vessels  take  the  ujiper  poition  of  the  riviT. 
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Q.  How  far  on  either  6n\e  of  Milwaukee  have  you  known  tbu)  harbor 
to  be  sought  as  a  harbor  of  re£im;e! 
A.  I  have  known  vessels  to  oome  tinm.  the  Maniton  istands,  which  are  * 

160  or  180  miles  from  here.  Tliere  have  been  vessels  brouj^ht  here  from 
Mackinaw  by  tugs,  for  the  purpose  of  sof^kinf;  this  harbor,  but  inorc  for 
the  pui'pose  repairing  than  as  a  pliu-e  of  safety.  1  have  known  vtiiisels 
to  come  here  from  l*oint  Betsey  on  the  east  shore,  and  from  the  Mani- 
tons,  for  a  plaoe  of  reftige  and  BBisty,  1  mysdf  have  oome  withinr  20 
miles  of  the  entranoe  of  Green  bay  to  this  harbor  for  a  place  of  refuge. 
I  have  come  myself  160  inilps  to  sook  r<'fu*»:«'  and  a  placM*  of  safety  in  Mil- 
wauktH'  liarlxir.  Tliere  i.s  no  piiice  ol"  siifety  betwetMi  here  and  the  Maui- 
tou  islanils  tiiat  you  can  anchor  in  with  any  safety.

Question.  Where  flo  you  reside! 

Answer.  Milwaukee. 

Q,  llow  long  have  you  resided  here  ? 

A.  Twelve  years. 

Q.  What  has  been  your  business! 

A .  r  have  l)een  eoimoctcd  with  the  e^irrying  trade  of  the  lakes,  or  with 
Mil'  marine  interests  of  the  lakes,  ever  since  1  have  been  herej  1  am 
an  agent  of  steiimboat  lines. 

Q.  Are  yon  fUmiliar  with  the  harbors  on  the  lake  f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Particularly  that  of  Milwaukee  liarbor  t 
A.  Yes,  sir, 

Q.  Are  30U  familiar  with  the  imi»rovement known  as  the  Straight  Cut! 
A.  I  am,  sir. 

Q.  And  with  its  effect  upon  the  comment  of  the  lakes! 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  to  stati*  in  your  own  Avay  the  etteet  of  that  improvement 
upon  the  (commerce  generally  of  the  lakes. 

A.  So  far  as  this  lake  is  concerned  it  is  the  only  harbor  we  have  got 
on  its  whole  length,  excej)t  at  the  end  ;  the  Manit4nisai*e  at  one  end,  and 
Chicago  at  tlu'  other.  TJu'  (liicago  harbor  is  not  as  goinl  as  the  il  wan 
kee  harborj  Milwaidiec  luirljor  is  the  only  luubor  wc  have  along  the 
west  shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  it  is  regarded  as  the  most  important 
harbor  on  the  lake. 

Q.  What  was  the  ettVrt  of  this  improvement  upon  the  city  of  Mihvnn 
kee;  that  is,  did  it  benetit  tln'  <  ity  of  Milwaukee  directly,  except  as  it 
bonelited  the  commerce  generally  ! 

A.  "No,  sir ;  only  as  it  benefitea  the  commerce  of  the  lakes ;  it  benefits

A.  A  small  portion  of  northern  Illinois,  the  whole  of  Iowa,  or,  more 
correctly,  the  northern  portion  of  Iowa;  although  I  think  we  shall 
eventually  draw  business  from  the  whole  State;  besides  that  there  is  the 
whole  of  Minnesota  anrl  Wisconsin. 

Q.  It  is  used  both  as  a  harbor  of  import  and  expoir  lor  those  vStatcsf 

A.  Yes,  sip. 

Q.  What  is  tlic  distance  along  the  lake  that  vessels  seek  Milwaukee 
harbor  as  a  harbor  of  refuge  ! 
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A.  1  Iiavc  known  vi  sscls  to  run  hat'k  when  tlicv  were  in  sight  of 
Chicago,  and  1  have  kuowii  them  to  run  from  M«auitovvoCy  and  all  along 
ap  above  here^  and  down  below  to  tbis  barbor. 

Q.  In  yiolent  storniH  and  beavy  fteas  It  is  th^  only  harbor  that  they 
seek  a  snfo  rofnpfo  in  ? 

A.  V('s,  sir,  it  is;  and  tliry  van  make  this  harbor  any  thiw ;  there  is 
uo  wind  but  what  you  can  make  this  liarborj  it'  the  wind  is  oil  irom  the 
shore  yon  can  make  it  easily;  in  finot,  there  is  no  time  that  a  vessel 
cannot  make  this  harbor  if  there  is  water  enough.

Deah  Sib:  As  our  lejneseiitative  in  the  Con^res^H  of  the  United  States, 
I  would  most  resjH'etfully  urge  npon  yon  tiie  importance  of  yoiii*  hoBor- 
able  body  taking  some  immediate  action  for  the  pititection  of  thetJnioil 
citizens  of  this  jwrtion  of  tlic  State  of  Ahibama  against  theorguiization 
of  armed  men  rnlliMl  the  Ivn  Ivhix  Klan.  I  will  give  yon  a  brief  and 
phiin  statement  of  facts  as  tliey  exist  at  this  time,  and  as  you  are  i»er- 
sonally  acquaiiited  with  me  and  know  that  I  am  no  enthusiast,  trust  toat 
yon  will  not  make  any  aJlowanc(>  for  my  statements,  but  consider  t)iem 
really  worse  than  I  represent  th«'ni  to  }w.  T  will  give  you  a  statement  of 
a  few  facts  that  occurred  within  tin*  i>ast  two  days. 

Satmday  last  the  organization  known  as  the  Ku-Klux  Klan  called  on 
Mr.'fiigiow.  a  man  who  has  never  taken  any  part  in  politics,  broke  open 
the  doors  oi  his  d\\ cllin^i  lioiMe,  knocked  his  wife  down  for  pleadiu^^  for 
the  life  of  her  husband,  dragged  him  H  oni  his  house  and  carried  liiin 
several  miles  from  the  city  to  a  grove,  tied  a  roi^e  around  his  neck  and 
swung  him  to  a  branch  of  a  treej  when  life  was  about  extinct,  cut  him 
down  and  said  to  him  ^  You  voted  for  General  Grant,  did  you ;  this  is 
the  way  we  intend  to  treat  all  Grant  men."  Aft<'r  in;:  him  a  few 
swiitjrs.  each  time  repeating  the  same  as  above,  they  turned  him  loose, 
warning  hiiu  to  leave  tlie  State,  or  the  next  time  they  would  not  spare 
his  life ;  then  turned  huu  loose  to  tiud  his  way  back  to  the  city  the  best 
way  he  could. 

Mr.  Sibh'y  returned  home  from  Montgomery,  Saturday  morning,  and 
stopped  at  the  hotel.  At  night  he  h  every  reas(m  to  believe  that  the 
Ku-Klux  Klan  intended  to  call  on  him  w  ith  the  intention  of  killing  him. 
So  he  did  not  remain  in  his  room,  bnt  sought  protection  by  fleeing  to  the 
mountains.  At  night,  as  he  expected,  al)out  50  men,  armed  and  ilis- 
gnise<l,  called  at  his  hotel,  demanded  that  Sibley  be  delivered  uj)  to  them ; 
forced  an  eiitranee  to  his  room  by  brenkinn^  down  his  door,  nn<l  \  honestly 
believe  that  his  lite  wiis  84ived  by  hiiu  being  absent  from  the  lu>tel. 

I  called  on  the  civil  authorities  this  morning  and  asked  if  they  would 
make  any  effoil  to  protect  their  citiKeus  against  tliese  outrages.  They 
plainly  and  positively  iiiforined  nie  that  they  emiM  n(»t  eoinninnd  force  ^ 
snflicieiit  to  ^ive  ;n)y  one  proteetion.  I  asked  them  if  in  case  I  was 
caiied  for  by  the  Kii  Jvulx  Klan  ami  made  an  etlbrt  to  protect  myself,  if 
I  could  depend  upon  any  assistance  from  the  civil  authorities  if  I  gave 
the  alarm.  Tliey  said  that  they  could  not  give  me  any  assistance ;  that 
if  they  were  d»'t<'iinined  to  kill  tuc  1  W4mhl  \\<\\v  to  snhrnit, 

I  entered  the  United  States  army  early  in  isui.  remained  till  tlie  close 
of  the  war  J  was  wouudeil  seriously  three  ditierent  t  imes  j  hs  atcd  in  this

We  hem*d  the  cap 
snap  three  times  before  the  gun  went  ofl^  and  thinking  it  was  nothing 
but  the  ei-a<'king  of  a  whip,  we  did  not  move  until  the  gun  was  dis- 
(  liarge<L  Xo  o|uv  was  hurt,  the  \vhnl<'  cliarge  passing  over  imr  beads 
and  striking  the  walls  alwve  and  in  tiont  of  us.  Eleven  large  l>uckshot 
have  been  found  in  the  room.  We  nightly  expect  fui  thei*  demonstrations. 
The  women  are  very  much  alarmed.

MEMORIAL  to  Coogrena  for  indomoitj  from  g-nverninent  for  loAiee  stittoiaed  by  fb* 

citisens  of' Kansas  Tenitory. 

2b  the  honorable  the  Senate  aitd  Home  of  J^preeentatites  in  Cengrm 

assembled  i 

Your  iiiemorialiBts,  citizens  of  tlic  l.'itr  Territory  of  Kansas,  would 
rpspfc  t  fully  r«'|>rewTit,  tliat  since  the  adoption  oi*  onr  constitution,  the 
tccieial  (  I  ninent 'liiiH  claimed  ami  exercised  the  right  to  govern  the 
Ten  itorii'.s,  and  under  the  organic  act  passed  by  Congress,  May  30, 1S54, 
the  Temtoiy  of  K^msas  was  lapidly  settled.  The  executiye  and  judicial 
officers  of  the  Territory,  on  whom  the  peoi)le  relied  for  safety  and  pro 
tection,  were  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  ot  tlic  Senate,  and  to  such  officers  the  people  naturally  appealed 
for  the  reiUess  of  griev^ances.  The  circumstances  attending  tlic  early 
setUement  of  the  Territory  were  of  an  unasnal  character,  and  its  details 
have  already  passed  into  history. 

It  in  only  the  purjMKse  of  yonr  tneinorialists  to  refer  in  general  terms 
to  the  extensive  losses  of  property,  the  burning  of  houses,  sacking  of 
towns,  robbing  of  xtersons,  and  plundering  of  fields,  by  which  they  were 
then  impoverished,  and  for  which  the  government  or  their  agents  were 
directly  responsibh;,  and  to  ask  your  honorable  body  to  restore  to  thorn 
the  property  of  which  they  have  beeii  deprived  'l»v  the  failure  of  the 
government  to  extend  to  theui  the  protection  whieli  Ui<,'y  had  the  right- 
to  claim  and  expect.  * 

In  giving  a  mere  outline  (»f  the  grounds  upon  wliich  your  memorialistB 
prr^eTit  this  claim,  it  should  be  observed,  that  very  early  in  what  wjis 
termed  the  Kansas  difficulties/'  it  beeames  ai)])arent  that  ha«j:e  los.nes 
were  being  borne  by  many  of  the  settlers  iu  defending  tiieir  lives  and 
protecting  their  i)ropert,\  a;4ain8t  desi)ei'adoes  who  were  acting  by  the 
authority  of  the  goverinnent.  It  was  from  this  fact  that  in  what  was 
called  a  written  "  treaty,"  exeented  at  Lawrence,  Kansas.  I )(  (  ♦Mnber  8, 
185"),  and  si<;ned  by  (ioveT  iioi  \Vilson  Sliannon,  Charles  iiol)inson,  and 
J.  H.  J/ane,  is  found  the  fuiiowiug  language: 

And  provided  further,  tlmt  GorernoT  Shannon  agrees  to  use  his  inflnence  to  secure  to 

tho  fitizens  of  Kansas  Territory  nimuiiration  (V>r  any  dama^t^M  MitTi  red  in  any  iiulawfol 
depredations,  if  any  8uch  have  been  cominilted  hy  the  shcrifT'ii  posse  in  Douglas  couatjr. 
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A|i;^aiii,  on  the  5tii  of  May  foliowirif;,  ihe  grand  jury  of  l>ougla«  connty 
were  iu  nes^iuU)  wheu  they  in  due  farm  made  pre^utment  agaiust  Uie 
property  of  two  newspaper  offices  in  Lawrence,  and  reoommended  their 
abatement  as  nutsanees;  and  still  more,  they  declared  ^Hhat  we  are  sat- 
isfied that  the  building  known  as  the  Free  State  Hotel,  in  Lawrence,  has 
been  construc^tod  with  a  view  to  military  defence,  &c.|  and  that  stops 
be  taken  whereby  the  nuisance  may  be  removed.'* 

The  general  destniction  of  the  property  of  tiie  free^tate  men  at  the 
hands  of  a  military  mob,  numbering  from  two  to  three  thousand,  com- 
manded tuid  oil  by  ofTicers  duly  reeo«:nized  by  the  general  j^ovem- 
^  ment,  that  foUuwe<l  thetie  iniKjeedings,  were  national  events  that  cannot 
have  yet  passed  out  of  the  recollection  of  any  who  wero  then  Observeis 
of  public  crimes.  In  Jaouaiy,  1857,  Governor  Geary  (now  governor 
of  Pennsylvania))  in  his  message,  used  the  following  language: 

I  have  diseovered  ffimt  anxiety  to  ralalioii  to  the  damages  suatained  dnrinir  the  past 

civil  disturbances,  and  everywhere  the  qaestiou  has  hwn  askud  as  to  whom  they  shall  look 
for  indemnity.  These  injuries — burning  houses,  &c. — have  been  fruitful  tsuurces  of  irrita> 
tkm  and  trouble,  and  have  ioipoveriahed  nuuiy  good  citixens.  They  cannot  be  considered 
as  spritipitjpj  from  j)un>ly  loi-al  cimses,  aw]  as  such,  the  subjects;  of  tiTriiorial  redr&s.s.  Their 
exciting  cause  ha^  bevu  uutsiJe  of  ihiti  Territory,  and  the  agentH  in  their  p«r|)etratiou  have 
been  citizens  of  every  .State  in  the  Unloii.  It  hM  been  a  apMiea  of  national  warfaie  waged 
apon  the  loll  of  KaosM.  * 

The  governor  then  proceeded  to  reconnneiid  to  Congress  the  passage 
of  ;H!  act  providinji  foi- a  commission  to  take  testimony  and  report  to 
(>ou;;re.ss  for  final  ju  lioii.  Souiv  elfort  was  made  a  few  months  after- 
waid  by  the  tenitoiial  delegate,  lion.  M.  J.  l*ai'rott,  to  secun^  such  a 
bill,  but  it  failed^  was  said,  for  want  of  time. 

The  people  of  Kansas  continued  to  feel  more  deeply  their  wrongs  and 
deprivations,  .an«l  on  flic  Ttit  of  February,  IS.l!)^  it  wiis  provided  by  an 
act  of  the  territorial  le.^islatiiie,  entitled  act  to  provide  for  the 
adjustment  and  payment  of  claims,**  that  three  oommissioners  should  be 
appointed — one  by  each  branch  of  the  legislature  and  one  by  the  gov- 
ernor—whose duty  it  should  be  to  amlit  and  certify  all  claims  for  iho  loss 
of  ])r<>|M'rty  taken  or  destroyed,  and  damages  resultinjr  tliei-elrom,  dur- 
ing the  disorder  wlii«  h  pn'vailed  in  the  Territory  from  iNovember  1, 1855, 
to  December  1,  T8."»C.  The  two  houses  also  elected  a  territorial  attorney, 
to  attend  all  the  scissions  of  the  board,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an 
honest  and  faithful  investigation  of  any  ami  all  claims  ])resente(l  for 
trial.  This  board,  e<msistiiig  of  EdwanI  lloagland,  Henry  .1.  Adams, 
and  Samuel  A.  Kingman,  after  a  se.ssion  of  nearly  five  mouths,  com- 
pleteil  its  labor  July  11, 185f).  They  took  testimony  in  487  cases,  and 
awarded  claims  in  417  cjisi^s,  though  in  many  instances  for  a  less  siun 
than  was  elainjed.    The  total  anumnt  awarded  was  $454,001  70. 

in  February*,  18G0,  the  Territorial  legishitore  adopted  the  Ibllowing: 

lifnolrrtf.  Tlmt  f 'oDr'^rt  s'^  bo  rcquc-^tftl  to  iipprnpriiite  iho  >uni  of  $ri()O,OO0,  or  r.nn,()04> 
acres  oi  lau  l.  tV>r  tbu  payment  ol  the  claims  awmded  by  the  coiumi»ioiier8  appointed  under 
the  acts  H]>|Mi.vad  tebraarv  7.  I^^')'),  and  February  11,  l^^iy.  for  the  property  ti»k«n  or 
destroyed  and  damn^os  n  sTiiiiii;^  tlw n-rrom,  during  the  diiiorder  which  prevailed  in  Kaniaa 
from  November  1.  I-r."),  tu  DiTriiil  cr  I,  1""T>6. 

This  ehiim  for  losses  was  duly  preseiitcMl  in  the  lloust-  ol  iifpn-st^nta- 
tivea  during  the  first  session  of  the  36th  Congress,  and  after  a  lengthy 
*and  delilK'iate  eonsithuatiim  by  the  Committee  of  Claims,  extending 
through  botli  tlie  first  and  second  sessions,  Mr.  Tapi>an,  of  New  Hamp> 
shire,  tlieir  <  liainn;in,  submitted  a  re])ort  to  the  House,  .March  2,  1861, 
that  was  orderetl  to  be  printed,  and  two  days  afterwards  ('ongress 
adjourned,  and  no  further  action  has  been  since  taken. 
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Your  memorialists  would  therefore  respectfully  represent  that  all  the 
dat»  fyid  evideuce  necetiisary  iu  their  case,  as  well  as  arguments  sustain- 
ing  the  same,  may  be  found  iu  said  pnblie  doeament^  Honae  report  lio. 
lOi,  fleoond  session  of  36th  Oongreas,  to  whieh  reference  is  respectfldly 

asked.  Said  committee's  report  coutaiuod  over  100  pages,  and  it  was 
further  ordered  therein  that  the  entire  testimony  taken  before  the  board 
of  tommissioners  be  published  as  part  of  their  report,  and  this  made  a 
volmne  of  some  1,800  pages,  thatcont^s  everything  shown  In  evidence 
at  the  time  the  awards  were  made. 

To  show  bricHy  the  conclusion  rfficlicd  hy  the  said  Committee  of  Claims, 
your  memorialists  quote  as  follows  from  tlieir  report : 

If  tlie  circumstances  under  whicb  these  lonae^  took  place,  as  shown  by  the  evitJence,  does 
not  brin(^  tbem  ciearljr  imder  the  operation  of  the  prmcipleti  before  atated,  as  creating  an 
obligatiou  for  iiideninity  f rom  fovwmawnt.  tt  would  Mem  impOMible  to  ooneelvo  of  a  eaoo 
that  wotdd. 

Their  report  concludes  as  follows : 

While  your  committee  are  thus  of  the  opinion  that  the  looses  coniplained  of  are  such  as 
the  govemmeDt  of  the  United  States  ought  to  reiuunerate,  yet,  owiog  to  the  great  number 
of  these  eases,  and  of  the  mass  of  testimony  submitted,  they  hare  not  been  able  to  examine 
each  case  so  fully  as  to  enable  them  to  feel  justified  in  recommending  the  payment  of  tiiese 
claims  as  they  were  presented,  witbont  further  investigation.  Besides,  the  proceedings  before 
the  commissioners  in  Kan?-tts  were  had  under  tho  autliorities  of  the  Tomtory,  without  tho 
government  of  the  United  States  being  represented.  They  have  therefore  recommended  the 
appointment  of  three  eommisrionera  by  the  Preeident,  bj  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Senate, 
and  an  attorney  to  be  appointed  in  like  manner  to  represent  thn  interests  of  tho  government 
for  the  purpose  of  reinvestigating  these  crises,  and  herewith  submit  the  accompanying  bill, 
and  Teoonmiond  its  passage. 

The  bill  here  recommended  was  Honse  bill  Ko.  1017  of  the  said  36th 
Oougcees,  to  which  reference  was  also  made;  and  thus  rests  their  (>ase. 

Your  memorialists  would  hag  leave  to  respectfully  add  that  they  do 
not  believe  the  above  plan  of  a  L!:«'oev;il  reinvestigation  of  all  the  (-laims 
by  a  new  commissioner  to  be  a  pr;u5ticable  one  at  this  ilate^  but  uo  objec- 
tion is  made  on  any  other  ^nnd  than  its  impracticabihty,  while  for 
speciiil  eases,  where  dt'enu  d  necessary,  it  may  still  be  carried  out. 

Your  memorialists  desire  to  luld  further,  that  the  said  Ornnniittee  of 
(jlaims  direx^ted  their  clerk,  lion.  B.  R.  French,  to  s[)eud  the  vacation 
months  betwoeu  the  hrst  and  secoud  sessions  of  said  Cougrcss  mostly 
in  examininiir  fiiithfhlly  each  claim  as  presented  with  the  evidence  acoom- 
panyin^,  and  upon  the  assembling  of  Congress  in  December,  1800,  Mr. 
French  inaile  a  tbrmal  report  to  the  committee,  ftom  which  the  following 
extract  is  taken  : 

So  many  claims  eatablisfaed  by  such  an  immense  mass  of  testimony  could  not  have  been 
presented  to  any  tribunal  in  a  more  clerical  and  bosiness'like  sbapo,  and  every  claim  besff* 

evidence  of  most  careful  anJ  thorough  oxaminatiou  by  those  commissioners,  although  in  a 
few  of  tbem  1  have  come  to  a  sommvhat  ditferent  conclusion  from  the  commissioners,  proba- 
bly in  conseqaenco  of  their  being  <>n  tin-  ground  and  being  acquainted  personally  with  trans- 
actions that  could  )iot  he  known  nntl  weighed  by  one  with  no  knowledge  except  what  18 
derived  from  the  papers  themselves.  1  have  re-examined  every  claim  carefullv.  •  ♦  • 
This  I  have  done,  and  now  sabmit  tho  conclosions  to  whieh  I  arrived  in  each  case,  to  the 
committee,  as  follows. 

This  report  in  tin-  1><7  '  ases  is  then  ap)»endetl,  and  the  sum  heretofore 
uamexl,  ^1.54,001  70,  is  irom  his  <;orrected  report  thus  made,  and  after- 
wards endorsed  by  the  committee. 

Tonr  memorialists  thererore  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  $500,000 
be  made,  and  that  so  much  of  said  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the 
awards  contained  in  the  rejvort  above  named  shall  be  used  for  snid  pur- 
pose  under  such  regulations  as  your  houorable  body  shall  impose,  and 
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beKevine^  Ur.vt  Uios;imp,  is  m  lu  cordimoo  with  well-establiahed  precedents 
of  the  govornmeDt,  as  weii  with  every  principle  of  law  and  equity, 
your  memorialifltswill  ever  pray.

We,  the  uiidersif^ned,  citi/ens  of  the  TeiTitory  of  Washington,  would 
respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  to  grant  to  the  Territory  ot 
Washin^n  the  jBfoyemment  buildings  at  Fort  Steilacoom,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  an  insmie  assylum. 

The  land  on  which  this  fort  is  built  is  owned  by  the  Puget  Sound 
Agricultural  Company,  and  ever  since  its  occupation  by  the  Uuited 
States  the  government  have  been,  and  now  are,  paying  a  rent  of  six 
hniulrt  (1  dollars  (iJOOO)  per  annum. 

The  post  is  abandoned  for  military  puriMisrs.  and  is  now  iii  charge  of 
a  non-commissioned  officer  to  look  after  the  propei-ty  of  theUnitedS^tes. 

Tour  petitioners  would  state  that  the  buildings  erected  tiiere  were 
designed  for  a  five  eofnpnuy  post,  and  are  now  in  a  good  state  of  preser- 
vation.  The  location  is  on  a  high,  rolling,  gravelly  prairie,  about  two 
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miles  from  the  waters  of  Pnget  Round,  in  the  county  of  Pierce,  and  well 
adapted  for  the  purposes  of  an  insane  a^ylimi.  The  ground  on  which 
tlu'  post  is  situated  is  not  adaiited  to  agricultural  ]>nr]H>se^«,  and  the  loca- 
ti< Ml  is  6«ch  that  the  buildings  will  never  be  of  any  value  for  business 
]  urj>()8es,  neitiier  would  they  pay  the  expeuBes  of  a  pnblie  sale  and 
removal.  And  believing  as  we  do  that  the  government  will  never  have 
ocrasion  to  use  this  post  again  for  militar\-  puriwsos,  we  eiirnestly  hope 
oiu  request  may  be  granted^  the  same  to  be  governed  by  siieii  laws,  rules, 
and  regnlationB  as  may  be  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly  of  the 
Territoiy  of  Washington.

York,  Michigan,  MHtyland,  Virginia^  Ohio^  ludiauai  Illinuis,  iowa|  and 
Kan^M,  respectifully  repiesemts: 

Tliat  \vc  Imvc  met  in  tlic  city  of  Baltimore  unitedly  to  consider  our 
(Jiiristian  duty  in  re£^euce  to  UiepreseBt  oonditiou  of  theludiauaof  our 
country. 

While thns  engaged,  having  before  us  the  report  of  the  joint  special  eom* 

mittcenf  Congre^npantheconditi(»iH)f  thelndi  iii  tri])(  <.  prirrffNl  January 
26, 1867,  and  that  of  the  iudiau  peace  comniissiou,  January  14, 16ii8,  and 
subsequent  reports  of  tlie  civil  and  military  proceedings  in  reference  to 
the  Indians,  we  have  reali/<Ml  tlie  deep  responsibility  which  n'sts  upon 
all  members  (»f  a  community  jjiofessing  to  be  Clu  istians,  in  their  deiil- 
iugs  and  intercourse  with  the  feeble  remnants  ol  the  aboriginal  inhab- 
itants of  tliis  land. 

In  contemplatinfj  i\w  disgraccfid  ftu  ts  revealed  in  those  reports,  and 
the  atlmission  of  our  own  witnesses  that  our  aval's  with  the  Indians,  which

perience ill  the  vicinity  of  the  Indians  against  wiutin  the  United  States 
army  is  now  engaged  in  hostile  operal^fs  that  nearly  every  instance  of 
difficulties  between  the  Induiiis  and  tlic  whit<'s  during  his  residencxi  there 
were  fi'om  aggressions  on  tin?  Iinlians  by  the  wliites.  And  after  giving 
au  iuteresliug  detail  of  the  causes  which  have  directly  or  indirectly  led 
to  the  present  de^dorable  state  of  aflairs,  this  experienced  witness  closed 
his  testimony  with  these  remarkable  words:  '*Tf  tin  tii utter  were  left  to 
me,  I  W(mld  guarantee  with  my  life  that  in  three  niontlis  I  could  have 
all  the  Indians  along  the  Arkansas  at  peace  without  the  expense  of  war.* 

Bnt  we  do  not  desire  to  dwell  u]ion  the  sickening  history  of  the  past, 
except  to  guard  against  its  repetition  in  the  future.  While  the  white 
men  whose  brutal  murders  have  brought  n\Hyu  utany  inn(M>ent  settlers 
the  vengeance  of  an  outraged  savage  foo  still  go  unpunished,  and  with 
blood  upon  their  hands  demand  the  extermination  of  the  Indians,  many 
of  the  trilH'S,  both  innocent  and  guilty  of  I'etiiHation,  have  bern  (1(  st  royed 
by  the  sword,  and  their  survivors  have  Ix'sen  reduced  to  subjtH'tion  and 
have  submitted  themselves  to  the  sense  of  justice  in  the  white  man's 
breast. 

\Vh!k>  we  have  no  sympathy  with  wrong  or  outrage  of  any  kind,  we 
cannot  but  expi-ess  the  hoi>o  that  the  further  shedding  of  blood  shall 
oease.,  and  that  the  leniently  which  betnunes  a  i)owerl\il  nation  may  be 
o.Ntonded  to  the  ('bililicn  of  the  forest,  who  have  been  Struggling  forthe 
right  to  live  upou  the  soil  of  their  ancestors.

And  conscious  of  t\u'  oiitrapo  lie  ci'inniita, 
Hlmli  mek  it,  and  nol  find  it,  iu  Ilia  turn. 

We  have  watrlu ^^^th  deej)  inten'st,  and  highly  appi-eciate,  tie'  ''vi- 
dent  desin;  of  Congress  to  remedy  the  gross  e\  iU  aud  abuses  ot  our 
Indian  system.  We  have  no  donbt  that  the  pi oposal  to  plac^the  Indian 
affairs  in  the  control  of  the  War  Departnient  has  been  dictates!  by  mo- 
tives of  humanity,  both  to  tlie  interest  of  (lie  [iidinns  and  the  hon<ir  of 
file  oatioM.  While,  however,  we  symiwthize  with  our  fellow -citizens  iu 
their  desire  to  rpmedy  these  evils,  we  feel  anxious  that  no  retrograde 
cours*'  shall  be  acloptinl  in  thc.s<»  n'spe<'t,s.  Tlu*  rea.sons  which  inducc<l 
('on'j:ress  iu  fornn'r  years  to  i*eniove  thes«*  affaii-s  from  the  War  I)e[>art- 
iiicnt  .siill  cvint,  if  i>ossible,  in  gn-ater  degtve.  The  Umthwonie  dinease 
which  has  dcstruyra  thousands,  and  whi<  h  now  enfeebles  and  degrades 
most  <»f  t!i(  ft  jl>es,  must  b*'  traced  to  lieentious  intei-coursj*  iM'tAvcrn  the 
soldiei-s  iuui  the  Indians.  The  demoralization  to  all  i)arties  from  this 
cjiuse  is  Ix'yond  estimate,  and  we  res|R»ctlully  submit  that  every  consider- 
atitm  of  principle  and  honor  demand  that  the  untutored  Indian,  who  now 
UH>ks  to  us  for  the  arts  of  civilized  life,  upon  which  he  must  herrafter 
mainly  de|>endj  should  be  kept  as  tai' as  possible  from  contact  with  disso- 
lute and  licentious  men. 

When  we  reflecrt  ujton  the  boundless  evils  of  such  contact,  and  the 
outrages  to  which  they  have  been  subjected,  we  can  appreciate  the  remark 
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of  the  iadignant  chief  who  said  to  your  conunissioners :  The  white  peo- 
ple treat  us  worse  than  the  wolves  do." 

As  profeasiDg  ChristiBiis  we  have  thevtBMMt  reliance  upon  the  power 
of  God  upon  the  human  heart;  and  we  are  confUUiit  thnt  flte  faitliful 
exercise  of  the  principles  and  commandB  ot  our  Lord  <Je8it8  Christ 
will  be  found  safficient  to  solve  the  Indianqaestionvithoat  military  aid. 
If  we  have  heretofore  failed  to  convert  these  heathen  to  the  ado{)tion  of 
those  principlea,  it  is  not  b(»caasf  tliey  are  deficient  in  8tren«?th  for  their 
object}  but  because  of  the  corruption  and  unfaithfulness  of  men  whose 
ezamptos  have  dishonored  the  Christian  name.  Whatever  onr  people 
may  clioo.se  to  say  of  tin  insincerity  or  duplicity  of  the  IiuliaiK  -^vduld 
fail  to  express  the  e.stiniatc  entertained  by  many  Indians  of  the  white 
man's  character  in  this  respect."* 

^The  evils  wliich  arise  from  the  exercise  of  arbitrary  power  hj  suVtordi- 
nate  military  meti  is  more  tltmi  enotip^h  to  counteract  the  gpood  whieh 
might  be  expected  trom  the  iullueuce  of  oflicers  of  high  character  lor 
principle  ana  honor;  and  we  are  forced  to  conclnde  tbat  the  exi>erience 
of  military  influence  as  a  whole  in  the  past  is  no  warrant  to  expect  amore 
favonible  result  in  the  future. 

We,  therelbre,  liave  read  with  much  satisfaction  the  bill  before  the 
Senate^  introdneed  by  the^senatorfrom  Kansas,  '^tocreateadepertment 
of  Indmn  affairs,  and  to  provide  for  the  consolidation,  <  ivilization,  and 
government  of  the  Indian  tribes."  We  believe  that  in  its  general  features 
it  is  well  adapted  to  secure  the  important  reforms  so  loudly  called  lor. 
Let  the  effort  ho  made  in  good  faith  to  jjromote  tlu  ir  ediieaf  ion,  their 
industry,  their  morality.  Invite  the  assistance  of  tlie  ithilantliropie  and 
Christian  effort  which  has  been  so  valuable  an  aid  in  the  elevation  of 
the  IVeedmen,  and  render  it  possible  for  justice  and  gooil  example  to 
rest^tre  that  contidence  which  has  been  lost  by  iivfustiGe  and  cruelty. 

We  are  informed  that  the  i>olicy  of  onr  Tiei^xhhors  on  onr  northern 
frontier  has  resulted  in  peace  with  the  Indians  lor  a  hundrcii  years.  It 
is  onr  belief  that  the  sooner  the  tribal  relation  is  broken  np,  and  the 
Indian  population  i>ermanently  attached  to  the  land,  and  brought  under 
the  same  laws,  privileges,  and  responsibilities  with  the  rest  of  the  eoni 
munity,  the  iHitter  it  will  be  for  the  whole  country.  The  .'iOO,<H>0  iudiaiis 
will  then  l)ecoine  a  Taluable  aid  in  the  development  of  the  national 
wealth  ;  and  the  tax-payinfr  inliabitants  of  tlic  hnul  will  be  si)ared  from 
contributing  the  untold  millions  now  worse  than  wasted  in  Indian  wars. 
So  long  as  these  lanils  continue  to  be  held  in  common,  they  will  present 
irresistible  temptation  to  avaricious  men,  and  schemes  for  obtaining  imms- 
sessifU)  of  them,  such  as  that  whirh  was  last  year  denotiTieed  by  the 
House  committee  as  a  sbametul  outrage,  will  continue  to  be  devised. 
We  cannot  refhiin  from  expressin^^  the  ho]ie  that  the  bill  above  refeired 
to  may  C(nitain  a  provision  whi(th  will  hei-eafter  effectmiUy  prevent  all 
men  from  attempting  thus  to  enrich  themselves  at  the  exi^ense  of  tilie 
national  honor. 

The  last  occasion  npon  whieh  the  representatives  of  our  relifnonssodety. 
appeared  unitedly  b<>fore  yon  was  during  th«' darkest  days  of  onr  country's 
history.  Congress  then  listened  with  ])atient  interest  to  onr  appeals  in 
behalf  of  the  rights  of  conscienc<»,  an<l  granted  relief.  We  now  rejoice 
that  the  subject  of  onr  ap]>eal  is  on  behalf  of  humanity,  in  the  intt>rests 
of  pcaw,  and  for  tlic  ])ra<  tieal  maintenance  of  the  principh  s  of  (^liris- 
tiauity.  VW,  desire  tiiat  in  legislating  upon  the  rights  and  interests  of 
tbe  aboriginal  inhabitants  of  onr  highly-favored  land,  you  may  remem- 
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ber  that  "  i  ii^l»t«Mm.sne8H  exaltetU  a  nation,  but  .sin  i«  a  reproach  to  any 
people."  May  yoii  be  enabled,  a*?  repreaentativea  of  a  OhriHtittn  nation, 
to  l<'y;islate  r('Sl^<M'tin<^•  the  Indians  in  the  fear  of  the  Almighty,  -vu]  he 
{(iiitled  by  >li8  wisdom.  On  the  one  side  is  weakness,  and  on  the  other 
is  power  j  therefore  justice  and  mercy,  kindness  and  liberality ,  commens- 
urate with  its  greatness,  eonoem  alike  the  honor  and  the  int^ests  of  the 
nation. 

We  desire  to  strengthen  tlie  hands  of  those  who  fearlessly  advocate 
the  ri^lit,  and  to  lemittd  all  that  the  eye  of  Omniadence  rests  upon  na. 

It  is  our  prayer  tliat  the  result  of  your  action  may  redound  to  your  own 
peace  and  to  the  interests  and  happiness  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  l^e 
land.

Numcrons  sealed 
bids  were  received,  and  iu  pursuance  of  the  uotiee  contained  in  the 
advertisement,  aiid  on  the  9th  day  of  April,  1867,  the  bids  wetv  opened 
by  the  officers  intrusted  with  the  sale,  and  tlie  scrip  was  awarded  and

The  uudeisigucd,  coiumi.ssioiicr.s  ai)poiiited  to  revise,  siinplily,  ariange, 
and  coDsoliclato  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  respectfolly  submit 
to  Congress  the  foUowing  report : 

The  act  of  June  27, 1860,  chapter  140,  by  which  the  revision  is  author- 
ized,  provides  that,  in  i>eif()iininj5  their  duty,  "tlie  <'»)iiiinissi()ners  shall 
brin^;  to^^ether  all  statutes  nnd  parts  o\'  statntos  whieh,  t'rnin  similarity 
of  subject,  ought  to  be  brought  together,  omiUiiig  rediuidaiit  oi  obsolete 
enactments,  and  making  snch  alterations  as  may  be  necessaiy  to  reeoa- 
eile  tin*  cniitradif'tioiis.  sni)])ly  tlie  omissions,  and  amend  the  inipoilee- 
tions  ot  the  oriirinal  text;  and  that  they  shall  an-ange  the  same  under 
titles,  ehai>ter.s,  and  sections,  or  other  suitable  divisions  and  subdivisions, 
with  head  notes  brieHy  expressive  of  the  matter  contained  in  such  sub- 
tli  \  i  inns;  also,  with  sidr  notes,  sr>  dnnni  ;is  to  jHiint  to  tho  contents  of 
the  text,  and  with  references  to  the  original  text  Iroiu  which  each  section 
is  compiled,  and  to  the  decisions  of  the  federal  eonrts,  explaining  or 
expounding  the  same;  and,  also,  to  snch  decisions  of  the  State  courts  as 
they  inaj'  deem  e\]>edieTit.'' 

In  pui'iiuuuce  of  thesis  instructions  the  e^munssiouers,  as  the  lii*!it  step 
of  their  work,  ascertained  the  yarious  subjects  which  have  l>een  treated 
of  in  the  legislation  of  Congiess,  and  framed  a  provisicmal  sclicmc  for 
the  classifieation  of  the  statutes  into  titles,  accoiiling  to  tlic  ordci-  of 
mutters.  No  pro\isional  scheme  was  likely  to  be  found  by  trial  either 
complete  or  perfectly  arranged;  but  that  which  has  be<Mi  adopted  has 
secured  a  dist  ribiitioii  of  tlic  statutes  whi«'h  has  facilitatctl  tlio  process 
of  revim(«i  and  consolidation.  If  it  is  observed  that  some  provisiouH 
eonneetod  %nth  and  apparently  behuigiiig  to  titles  rejiorted  to  Congress 
are  omitted  from  them,  it  may  be  assumed  that  they  are  reserved  in 
order  that  tliry  may  be  i placed  under  titles  to  wiiirh  they  mon*  ai>propri 
ately  belong.  l*rovit>ions,  lor  example,  which  relate  to  the  settlement 
of  military  and  naval  accounts  belong  to  the  title  which  treats  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  and  not  to  those  which  ti-eat  of  the  army  or  navy. 
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In  <lie  ^ecation  of  the  work  the  oonimtesionm  have  found  it  diffienlt 
todeteimiiie  very  precisely  the  lM)uii(lari(  s  of  their  authoritpy'  *'t<)  make 
.ilterations"  of  tJie  original  text  of  the  statutes.  They  are  iiistnicted  to 
make  such  as  shall  reconcile  ita  couti-adictious,  supply  its  omissions,  and 
amend  its  imperfections;  bnt  this  instruction  nuiry  be  construed  liberally 
or  strictly.  It  be<tomes  necessary,  therefore,  to  look  beyond  its  tmnsfor 
the  git>uu(l  of  a  correct  rule. 

The  very  nature  of  the  work  s^enis  to  .set  limits  which  are  suilicieutly 
strict.  The  commissioners  ai-e  c(»nfined,  on  one  luind,  to  the  material 
contained  in  tin-  statute  books,  jiml  are  required,  on  the  other,  to  omit 
nothing  which  is  neither  obsolet*^  nor  redundant.  Every  essential  pro- 
vision of  the  existing  laws  must  be  reproduced,  with  such  additions  only 
by  the  commissionei-s  as  shall  give  to  these  provisions  their  intended 
ettr'ct.  !t  is  m:f!iifest  that  this  necessity  <»r  itself  sets  a  limit  toconden- 
sation  and  bi  t  x  ity  of  form,  and  that  if  uimeti'y  <loes  not  characterize 
the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  a  particular  subject,  when  brought 
together,"  it  cannot  be  imparted  in  the  iirocess  of  levision. 

TIjo  cfuninissioiiors  feel  assured,  liowever,  that  if,  in  addition  to  these 
essential  limitations,  tliey  iU"e  mjuired,  in  nandling  the  material  before 
them,  to  construe  somewhat  strictly  their  authority  to  ^'ammd  the  imper- 
fcrtioiis  of  tilt'  original  fcxt.'' — and  upon  this  theory  they  have  cxpt^ri- 
ment^Uly  tramed  a  part  t»f  the  w<n-k  already  exhibited — the  result  will 
not  be  .so  useful  as  it  mi{;ht  l)e  made  by  the  exeirise  of  a  fi*eer  authority. 
The  residuum  of  the  existing  statutes  must,  upon  such  a  method,  be  of 
much  greater  bulk  than  is  desirable.  The  si  ttntt  Inw  of  tlioland,  unlike 
the  unwritten  law,  is  diiectly  consulted  by  unleai  ne<l  as  well  as  by  pro- 
fessional persons,  and  is  apt  to  be  nnintelligihle  to  them  unless  it  is  stated 
with  brevity  and  <'xpre.ssod  in  lan;4ua;;v  to  wliic^  tbey  ate  accustomed. 
And  if  is  certain  that  the  samr  kititl  of  language  by  means  of  which 
iiu'u  understand  each  other  in  their  daily  intercourse  will  perfectly 
express  the  legislative  will  more  frequently  than  is  admitted  by  the 
pra<'ti('e  of  statute  writers.  The  mass  of  nu'U  who  aix?  concerned  to 
know  the  statute  law  have  neither  the  trainitig  n<»r  the  time  niquisite 
for  mastering  an  artilirial  and  peculiar  si  vie  of  statement.  A  people 
who  are  more  in  the  habit  than  any  other  in  the  world  of  reading  their 
own  laws,  and  whose  time  is  valuable  in  proportion  to  tite  rapidity  and 
enormous  multiplicity  of  their  transactions,  is  iieculiarly  entitled  to  have 
t^e  form  of  tliem  adapted  to  their  convenience. 

The  commissioners  folly  appreciate  the  mischiefs  which  might  be  oeca* 
sioTU'd  by  greatly  altering  the  language  of  a  certain  ( lass  of  provisions 
which  have  been  subjects  of  frequent  litigation;  but  a  very  large  part 
of  the  statutes  might  be  entirely  recast  idthont  any  risk  of  these  mis- 
chiefs. It  happens  that  those  which  tlu-  reviser  must  handle  with  a 
Kiiaring  han<l  are  addressed  (•hi<'fly  to  professional  jxTsons,  and  tliat  tlie 
im])erfcctions  of  tlieir  lorm,  il  ii  he  imperfect,  are  not  gmitly  inconven- 
ient to  the  people. 

Hut  tliis  processof  rccHHtiiUj  the  existing  statutes  is  incomparably  more 
dilli(  ult  than  the  w<»rk  of  simply  cutting:  down  their  dimensions  by 
(Titsure,  and  lining  the  fragments  t<»geiher.  It  reipiires  not  nu  rely 
analysis  and  arraugement,  which  are  employed  also  in  compilation,  but 
in  the  sitbsj itntinii  of  new  language  it  is  a  work  of  iii\eiiii<tn  in  which 
every  phrase  needs  <;onsideration.  The  w«)rk  is  worth  doing;  it  is  indis- 
l»ensable;  bnt  it  rcMpiires  time.  That  it  may,  under  the  supervision  of 
Congress  itself,  by  means  of  its  revising  conunittec,  be  done  safely  ami 
withont  risk  of  inianth<triz<'d  alterations  of  tlu' laws,  cannot  b«'  doubted. 
An<l  as  a  couipensation  tbr  the  tinic  re<iuired,  it  may  be  considered  that 
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every  dcjirree  iu  wfaidi  liie  ic^'islative  will  f«  made  easier  of  aecess  and 

comprehensive  to  the  citizen,  effects  a  linal  <-<  onomy  and  a  griiaranty 
that  the  laws  will  bo  correctly  executeti,  wliicli  are  of  inestimable  value. 

Am  a  matter  of  forui^  the  commissiouerH  have  deemed  it  important  to 
limit  each  aeetioii  of  a  law  to  a  fdngle  Bubject,  and  so  tat  as  it  was  pos- 
Hible  to  make  the  proiwsition  of  <'a<  li  section  complete  within  its  own 
limits.  They  are  aw5ii*p  that  such  a  toniiula  must  sometimes  crivc  to  an 
enactment  an  air  of  repetition  j  but  tliat  blemisli  may  not  uufmpiently 
be  comi>en8ated  by  the  f^reater  o^rtoiiityaud  completeneBS  of  statement. 
IJrcvify  is  not  sacrificed  by  a  repetition  whicli  scpnrntos  ;!  luoiHJsition 
liom  a  confusinj;  connection,  or  renders  reference  to  stiveral  passages  of 
a  law  unnecessary. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  commissioners  have  jfiven  a  substantive 
fin  in  to  tn-irty  jirovisious  which  ii]>y»e}ir  in  tlic  c\istin;if  statutes  in  the 
form  of  H  proviso,  and,  indeed,  that  they  have  almost  disused  the  pro- 
viso. In  doin  this  they  have  been  in^ided  by  the  principle  laid  down  by 
the  Supi-eme  Court  in  the  case  of  Minis  vh.  the  United  States,  (15  l*eters, 
445.)  Mr.  Justice  Story,  in  deliverinj;  the  opinion  of  the  court,  sai<l,  that 
"the  oAice  of  a  proWso,  {generally,  is  either  to  except  something;  fi'oui  tlie 
enactin^r  clause,  or  to  tpialify  its  generality,  or  to  exclude  some  (rassible 
l^rrouml  of  misiittcrpictatioii  of  it,  as  rxtendinj?  to  case>i  not  intended  by 
the  legislature  to  be  brouf^ht  within  its  inirview.^  Many  <:e*neral  pro- 
visions of  law,  lie  wholly  concealed,  by  this  form,  fr<mi  the  eye  of  tlie 
unprofessional  reader  in  tiie  body  of  some  paragraph  of  an  appropriation 
act^  Whenever  the  commissioners  have  fonn  !  that  a  proviso  was  only 
a  new  point  of  dcimrturc,  and  was  not  a  limitation  of  anything  wliich 
preceded  it,  they  have  given  to  it  the  f<imi  wliich  was  consistent  with 
its  purpose. 

The  experience  of  the  commissioners  has  demonstrated  that  this  revis- 
ion includeti  extensive  and  ciureful  investigations  beyond  the  text  of  the 
statutes.  As  they  were  framed  with  reference  to  the  esdsting  practice 
and  work  in;:- of  the  various  departments  of  the  government,  the  com- 
missioiuTS  have  nscertaine<l  that  it  is  nbsolntely  impracticable  to  con- 
solidate, simplify,  or  in  any  wa^  alter  theii'  phraseology  correctly ,  with- 
out a  p<'rfe(;t  accpiaintance  with  the  system  and  machinery  wluch  they 
nft'ect.  Ttu'ir  work  iii\  olvcs  a  more  or  less  complete  study  of  the  ])nic- 
tice  and  accounting  system  of  every  executive  branch  of  th(?  govern- 
ment. These  investigations  have  greatly  added,  and  must  continue  to 
add,  to  the  time  necessary  for  the  mere  revision  of  the  text* 

Tt  is  alrc  ifh  known  to  < 'niiL'j<'Ss  that  one  of  the  comnn'ssioners 
resigned  his  ollicc  after  the  cotu mission  had  been  for  some  time  in  opera- 
tion. The  undcrHigned  are  unable,  therefore,  to  submit  to  Congress 
examples  of  any  other  than  their  own  work. 

Tliey  resj)e(^t  fully  snbmit,hen'with,  as  specimens  of  tin;  nu'tlutd  adopted 
by  them,  the  laws  relating  to  the  army,  the  navy,  and  the  i)ublic 
printing.  The  titles  relating  to  the  Post  Office  DeiKirtment  and  the 
l>osta1  service  arc  in  tlic  liainlsof  the  congressional  print ci  .  Thcvhave 
a  large  amoimt  of  material  belonging  to  the  titles  of  the  publii;  lands, 
the  Navy  Department,  crimes  against  the  United  States,  debts  due  t« 
and  from  the  United  States,  and  hospitals  and  asylums,  and  ]>ublic 
contracts.  Uut  the  work  expended  upon  tliese  is  unavailable  for  cxht* 
bitiou  until  it  shall  be  perfected. 

The  st«tote  by  wliich  this  revision  Ih  antlioi'ijBed  indicates  that  it  is  to 
be  presented  for  re-enactment  as  u  comi>lete  work.  The  commissioners 
respectfully  suggest  that  if  itshoultl  Im'  deemed  1>y  ( Ninj^ress  proper  and 
convenient  to  R'-enact  {mrtions  of  it  as  th<'y  are  x»resenteil  from  time  to 
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time,  the  end  proposed  by  the  statute  referred  to  will  be  rendered  more 

certain  of  attainment,  and  tliat  in  this  way  the  motliod  of  the  revision 
may  be  soouer  and  moce  eliectnally  conformed  to  iho  intention  of  Con- 
gress. While  the  adoption  of  usin«ile  title  won l»i  have  the  ettect  to 
dear  the  statute  books  at  once  of  a  large  mass  of  enkbarrassiug  enact- 
ments, and  thus  to  affortl  an  immediate  relief  to  tln>  poo])!)',  surli  re  en- 
actment would  not  have  the  eftect  to  break  up  the  integrity  of  the  plan, 
for  the  several  re-enacting  statutes  would  themselves  constitute  only  new 
acts  to  be  considered  by  the  commissioners  and  included  in  the  final 
revision.  When  finally  presented  with  alterations,  whcflier  tlicsc  be 
caused  by  new  le^ishitiou  or  by  further  con-ectioufii  of  tlie  revisors,  the 
process  of  examining  these  altemtions,  whifsh  oould  eaaily  bedesignate<l, 
would  be  incomparably  more  practicable  than  that  of  examining  the 
whole  work  at  on(;e  and  for  the  first  time. 

If  the  revision  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  aiiuy,  the  navy,  and  the 
pablic  printing  shonld  be  adopted,  it  would  become  nccessar}'  to  repeal 
more  .than  600  aets  and  parte  of  acts  and  resolutions.

F(tr  mnjimiation  of  grant  of  land  for  the  line  of  completed  railroad  in  the 

State  of  AUtbamn.

To  tlie  innate  and  Mount  of  UeprettentativcH  of  the  United  States  of  America^ 

in  Cangresa  aamnbled : 

The  memorial  of  the  Setana,  Rome  and  Daltou  Baiboad  Oompan  \ ,  a 

cor[>oratioii  formed  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  Ala- 
bama aud  Georgia,  respectfully  showeth :  That  the  railroad  of  tlio  said 
company  commences  at  tho  city  of  Bolma,  in  the  State  of  Alabiuiui,  uud. 
esdbends  generally  in  a  north^terly  direction  through  Talladega  and 
Jacksonville,  in  said  State,  to  the  westerly  line  of  the  State  of  Georgia, 
and  theuce  in  the  same  general  direction  by  way  of  liome  to  Dalton,  in 
the  last-named  State,  there  connei^ting  with  the  system  of  railroads  in 
til*'  States  of  Georgia  and  Tennessee,  and  forming  a  link  of  230  miles  in 
the  shortest  and  most  direet  line  of  completed  or  |HrQiected  railroads 
between  Watdiingtou  aud  Selma  aud  New  Orleans. 

One  hundred  and  tMrty-flve  miles  of  this  road,  ftom  Selma  to  Bine 
Mountain,  was  completed  before  the  rebellion.  Of  the  remaining  101 
miles,  that  i)ortion  of  it, between  Blue  iVlouutiiiu  and  Rome,  in  Georgia, 
a  distance  of  01  miles,  was  comj^leted  in  October,  160^,  aud  has  since 
been  in  operation.  The  whole  Ime  to  Dalton  will  be  completed  and  in 
operation  on  or  before  the  fii-st  day  of  (October,  1801). 

By  act  appw>ved  June  3,  I  Hrid,  Congress  {^ranted  to  the  State  of  Ala- 
bamii,  fur  the  purpose  of  auling  lu  the  construction  of  railroa<ls,  every 
altemate  seetion  of  land,  designated  by  odd  numbers,  for  sL\  sec  t  ions  in 
width  on  each  side  of  said  roads,  witli  tlie  ri;;]it  to  select,  within  15 
miles  of  said  roads,  from  the  odd  sections  of  lands  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  sufficient  lands  to  make  good  any  deficiency  arising  from 
sales  or  pre-emptions  of  odd  sections  within  the  six  miles  of  said  roads. 
In  and  by  the  sixth  section  of  said  n<  t  the  ( 'oosa  and  Alabama  railroad, 
from  Selma  to  Ctaflsden,  is  designated  as  one  of  the  roads  to  which  the 
grant  should  apply. 

The  State  of  Alabama,  by  an  act  of  its  legislature,  approved  .lanuary 
20y  1858,  accepted  the  above  grant  of  lajids,  with  the  restrictions  and 
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Ti]>oii  the  terms  ami  conditions  foiitaim'<l  in  said  act  (if  <  "oniri  •  '^s :  and 
lurtlier  euacted ;  "  That  so  much  of  the  hinds,  rights,  iiUciests,  fran- 
chises., powei«,  and  privileges  as  are  or  tn»y  he  ^ntedandconfemid  in 
pursuanco  of  s;ud  act  of  CtHigjess  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
fixmi  Selnia  to  Gadsden,  calleil  mid  Hi-^i.-natcd  in  said  act  «»f  ('(jnjrress 
*Tiie  Coosa  and  Alabama  railroa<l,  iroiii  ^Sflma  to  tiadsden,'  ai-e  hereby 
disposed  of,  granted  to,  conferred  upon,  an4l  vested  in  the*  Alabama  and  * 
Tennessee  River  Itiiih-oad  Company,' a  body  e<)r|)oratey  created  and  in 
existence  under  tlio  laws  of  tire  State  of  Alabama." 

The  Alabama  and  Tennessee  Uiver  liuilnnul  Comi)auy  accepted  the 
grant,  and  in  tlie  vear  18(i()had  constnicted  120  miles  of  the  road.  This 
fact  ^\;^-^tIllly  certified,  and  tile  Coniniissionej-  of  t lie  (lenend  Laud  Oflice 
Certilied  the  title  of  the  lands  for  that  number  ol  miles  to  the  company, 
and  ftunished  a  nmp  showing  the  landA  so  certified.  Tlie  company 
afterwards  finished  15 miles  more  of  the  road,  extending  it  as  far  as  Blue 
^fountain,  in  Ahibama,  making  liW  completed  miles  of  road,  but  obtained 
no  further  certiiicate  li'oni  the  laud  ofliee,  as  such  certiUcate  could,  under 
th«  hiw,  be  only  given  for  20  consecutive  miles  of  the  road  completed ; 
and  l>efore  the  20  miles  nec4*ssary  for  procuring  such  fiu'ther  certifi- 
cate could  be  completefl  the  rebellioti  intervened,  and  at  Blue  IVIountaiu 
Uic  cousU  action  of  the  roail  was  arrested  until  alter  the  close  of  the  war. 

This  road,  like  others  in  the  rt^iellions  States,  suffered  severely  by 
the  events  of  the  war,  It^  untinisbed  condition,  its  terminatiou  at  Gads- 
den, a  ])oint  of  no  iuii«n  tauce,  and  its  want  of  connection  with  any  other 
road,  nm<le  it  valueless  as  a  railroad,  unless  its  (M)urse  fi-om  Jaek8on\ille 
conld  1h*  so  changed  as  to  connect  it  with  other  lines,  and  so  as  to  fonn 
the  needed  link  in  the  direct  cliain  of  railroads  be  tween  New  OHeans 
and  \Va»hiugtou.  Large  siuns  of  money  had  actually  been  ©xpeudeU  in 
the  ecmstniction  and  e4]uipraent  of  the  road  from  Seima  to  Bliie  Monn* 
tain,  amounting  to  about  ^2,rKK>,(K>0,  of  which  ^<  1,181, 000  had  been  con- 
tributed in  cash  by  subseribinp;  stoekbolders,  and  a  larger  sum  was 
raiseii  by  loan  uiwu  the  bonds  of  theconiimny  and  by  sale  of  a  few  thoa- 
sand  acres  of  the  lands  granted  to  the  company.  Bnt  notwithstanding 
this  outlay,  the  road,  at  the  termination  of  the  rebellion,  was  not  availa- 
ble as  a  line  of  local  tmtbc,  or  of  connecting  railroad  communication 
with  distant  points,  owing  to  the  causes  above  specilicd  j  and  the  neces- 
sity was  appari>ut  of  proc  uring  authority  to  change  its  conrse  so  as  to 
00nne<'t  it  with  U  tdin;^  lines  of  travel  and  transportation. 

To  efi'ect  tbcae  objects  law  s  were  passed  in  the  States  of  Ge<trgia  and 
Alalia«na  autihoiizing  the  Georgia  and  Alabama  Railroad  Com  pa  ny^  and 
the  Dalton  and  Jacksonville  Kailroad  Company,  to  unite  and  cons<ilida;te 
their  stock,  y>ropei'ty,  and  franchises  with  the  Alalmma  and  Tennessee 
liiver  liaiLroad  Comi>any,  under  thentuue  and  style  of  the  fc>elma,  liome, 
and  Dalton  Railroad  Conipany ;  and  also  anthorizing  a  change  in  the  loca- 
fion  of  the  roa<l  from  Jiwksonvillc,  in  the  directionof  liome  and  Dalton,  , 
in  (ieorgia,  instead  of  to  Gadsden,  and  the  extension  of  the  railroad  fr<mi 
Blue  Mountain,  through  Jacksonville,  in  Alabaiiut,  to  liome  and  Dalton, 
in  the  State  of  Georgia.  This  nnion  and  consolidation  was  perfected  in 
May,  is«7. 

In  anticipation  of  this  consolidation,  however,  and  in  tlie  hope  of  ■ 
securing  the  co-operation  of  capitalists  in  the  northern  Stat<*s,  the  Ala- 
bama and  Tenne.s.Hee  Kiver  Ibulroad  Company  made  a  contract  with  Mr. 
A.  D.  I'reed.  of  Cijiciniiati,  Ohio,  for  repairing  the  rond  already  con- 
structed innii  Selriia  to  liliie  Mountain,  llio  miles,  and  for  extending^  coa- 
stractiug,  completing,  and  c<piii»iiing  the  road  from  Blue  Monntain  to 
Dalton,  101  miles.  Tliis  contract  was  in  writing  and  was  dated  and 
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execut«*(l  hy  tlio  parties  tlie  2'>t\\  flny  of  ^fay,  18C6,  and  was  by  its  teruiH 
a  mortjj^age  ou  the  eiitii'c  road,  lands,  and  other  property  of  the  com- 
pany to  aecnre  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  company  to  the  con- 
traetor.  But  tlie  company  was  largely  id  debt  for  its  bonds  previously 
issn<'fl  MT!<1  f»ntsfaiulin/^,  and  for  moneys  due  to  tli«' 1 'nitn}  States  for 
roiling  stix;k,  to  replace  that  destroyed  by  the  military  lorces,  and  to 
other  ereditors.  For  the  purpose,  therefore,  of  paying  these  debts,'  and 
of  providing  the  means  to  pay  for  the  completion  of  the  road,  it  was 
determined  to  issue  its  bonds  for  live  millions  of  dollars,  and  to  seenre 
their  x)aynient  by  a  mortgage  upon  the  railroad,  lauds,  and  all  other 
propeih^  of  the  company. 

The  mortgage  was  ex(  ( Titt  d  by  the  company  to  James  Boormaii  John- 
ston and  John  A.  Stewart,  of  the  city  of  Js'ew  York,  as  trustees,  on  the 
Ist  day  of  October,  1867.  Three  million  dollars  of  these  bonds  were 
ti^en  by  citbens  of  Ohio  and  New  York,  and  the  residue  are  held  in 
trust,  to  pay  prior  bondholders  aiul  the  debts  due  to  tb(>  l/iiite<l  States 
and  other  creditors.  With  the  funds  ariaing  from  these  bonds  and.  I^e 
Btoek  iasned  1^  the  company  this  important  line  of  railroad  has  been 
oonstructed  to  the  Btate  line  of  Georgia,  muI  to  the  city  of  Itome  in  the 
latter  State,  and  has  been  in  regular  operation  since  Octol>er  .'JO.  l  s<;S; 
and  the  construction  to  Daltou,  its  terminus  and  point  of  conne<-uon 
with  other  systems  of  railroads  north  and  east,  will  be  completed  within 
a  few  months. 

Your  memorialists  furtlH-r  represent  that  they  have  Imm  ii  informed 
that  the  House  of  RepiesentaLives  did,  duiui^  the  first  session  of  this 
Congress,  pass  a  bill  providing  that  all  the  unsold  lands  granted  by 
Conprresa  to  aid  in  th«'  eonstniction  of  railroads  in  the  StJites  of  Florida, 
Alabama,  Mississipj)!,  and  Jjoiiisiana,  which  railroads  shall  not  have 
been  completed  within  the  time  limited  in  the  acta  granting  the  siune 
for  the  completion  of  such  roads,  shall  be  forfeitetl  and  shall  revert  t-o 
tlic  I'nited  Stiites,  and  shall  be  subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead 
laws  of  the  United  States.  The  eiiect  of  this  bill,  if  it  shoidd  inws  the 
Senate,  will  be  to  depfive  the  Selma,  Bonie  and  Dalton  Bailroad  Com- 
pany of  nearly  all  the  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  Alabama  to  aid  in 
the  eonstriu'tion  of  their  railroad — for  very  few  of  those  lands  havebe^ 
sold,  uidess  the  mortgage  and  contract  operate  as  a  sale  of  them. 

Your  memorialists  further  show  that  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  said 
(•cun]);tny  and  nearly  all  its  bonds  are  held  by  loyaleitizt  Tisof  the  United 
8tat*'s,  residing  in  the  cities  of  isew  York  and  Cincinnati,  and  by  resi- 
dents of  Euro|)e.  That  tlie  president  of  the  C/ompany  and  a  majority  of 
the  boanl  of  directors  rt^side  in  the  State  of  New  York.  That  the  means 
for  the  Impairing  and  completion  of  the  road  Imvc  been  subscrilM'*!  nml 
furnished  by  northern  capitalists  since  the  dose  of  tiie  war^  in  the  belief 
that  the  road  woiUd,  if  finished,  form  a  oonstitaent  part  of  the  most 
•  direct  line  of  niilRMid  communication  between  New  York,  Washington, 
and  New  Orleans,  and  in  the  faith  of  the  graT>ts  inade  by  ( %>n^ress  in 
aid  of  its  construction.  That  the  construction  ut  said  raihu<ui  lias  bi^en 
vigorously  proseented  by  the  eontractor,  who  has  emplo^-ed  a  thousand 
laborers,  a  greater  part  of  whom  are  freedmen,  and  many  <»f  w  horn  but 
for  this  oinployment  would  have  been  a  charge  upon  the  government 
tor  their  support. 

Yonr  memorialists  beg  to  refer  specially  to  the  finct  that  this  road  was 

actually  consfrneted  before  the  war  to  the  extent  of  l.'{5  miles,  and  fully 
eqnipi>ed  within  tive  years  from  the  making  of  the  grant  by  Congress, 
as  the  best  evidence  of  an  (U'iginal  btma  Jide  intention  to  ftilfll  the  con- 
ditions of  the  grant,  and  they  submit  that  the  making  of  the  contract 
for.  the  full  completion  of  the  jxmd  before  the  expiration  of  the  time 
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limited  in  tin*  irrinit.  niul  t1ic  '<iu*cesaful  iu*f?otiatioii  of  it^new  bonds  lor 
the  jmriwse  ot  piovuliug  the  neeesHary  liimls  for  such  eoiiipletion,  and 
the  actual  comi>letion  of  all  that  portion  of  the  road  lying  within  the 
State  of  Ahibania,  in  the  month  of  Au^'iist,  1808^  ftirtiif£e8  evidence 
whicli  Hhouhl  beentirel  y  satisfactory  that  the  terniH  of  the  jrrant  were  fully 
and  fairly  complied  with  iu  the  shortest  possible  space  of  time^  consid- 
ering the  cimimstattoes  of  the  case.  Tliey  t\iTtber  snbmit  that  the 
extension  and  completion  of  the  road  to  Itonie,  in  (Tcorj^ria,  and  the  ener- 
jjetic  work  now  heiiij;  prosecuted  in  constnTcting  the  road  to  Dalton,  its 
termination,  in  .s;iui  t^tate,  in  which  there  are  no  government  lands  to  be 
asked  for  or  gn^ted  in  its  aid,  show  a  commendable  desire  on  the  part 
of  til*  r  inpany  to  make  thia  enterprise  of  the  highest  imblic  Tiilne  and 
convenience^. 

Yonr  memorialists  further  suggest  tliat  if  the  time  during  which  the 
construction  of  the  road  was  prevented  hj  the  war,  and  the  consequent 
innhiliry  of  the  national  ^jovernment  to  protect  the  work  tdrendy  con- 
strueteii,  or  those  who  might  wish  to  prosecute  the  work  to  completion, 
werededaoted  from  the  time  limited  in  the  grant,  there  would  remain 
nearly  three  years  of  the  nnexpired  term,  beyoml  the  time  when  the  road 
wa«  actually  completed  within  the  State  of  Alabainn,  to  ^v]uch  the  grant 
applies.  That  the  construction  of  the  road  greatly  enhaiu-es  the  vtduc  of 
the  public  londs  in  tlie  section  of  oonntry  through  which  it  passefl,  and 
will  open  the  nmrket  for  all  lands  in  the  vicinity,  tlius  c<mtribntiii^^  more 
to  the  government  in  such  increase  of  Yalue  than  is  derived  to  the  com- 
pany by  the  grant  of  the  lands  by  Congress. 

Your  memorialists  farther  show  that  it  would  be  clearly  unjust  to  the 
holders  of  the  stock  and  bonils  of  this  company — of  whom  by  far  the 
greater  part  are  jH'rsons  innocent  of  any  jmrticipation  iu  or  sympathy 
with  rebellion,  or  any  political  ottences  whatever,  and  among  whom  nw* 
many  widows,  oi^ihans,  and  minoi'S — to  defirive  them  of  one  of  the  chief 
sei'urities  and  inducements  wltidi  ^vns  hi  id  out  for  the  investment  of 
their  means  in  the  obligations  oi  this  eompiiny,  and  that  a  legislative 
Ifiorfeitare  of  the  grant  of  lands  to  this  company  wonid  be  an  act  of  bad 
Mth  on  the  part  of  the  government  of  the  TTnite<l  States,  oontraiy  to 
precedent,  and  against  just  principles  of  public  policy. 

Your  memorialists  further  rejireseut  that  the  said  road  ha«  been  well 
and  thoroughly  constructed  as  a  flrst-class  railroad,  and  beg  leave  to 
refer  to  the  nreomi>anying  oltleinl  eertifi<-iites  in  proof  Of  this  and  Other 
statements  in  this  memorial,  to  which  they  refer. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  that  Congress  will  except  from  the 
operation  of  the  bill  now  befon*  the  Senate  (House  bill  No.  207)  the 
said  lands  heretofore  p'antcd  to  the  State  of  Alabama  for  the  Alabama 
and  Tennesse  Kiver  raih'oad,  and  since  transferred  to  the  Seima,  Koine 
andDalton  railroad ;  also  that  Crmgresa  will  recognisse  and  authonse  the 
change  of  location  and  route  of  said  railroad  from  .lacksonville,  in  Ala- 
l>a?nn,  to  the  State  line  of  (leor'_ria.  in  the  dire<'tion  of  iJoine,  inst<'ad  of 
irom  Jacksonville  to  Gadsden;  and  also  that  a  giant  of  lands  be  made 
by  Congress  along  said  snb8titnte<l  line,  within  the  State  of  Alabama, 
equal  iu  quantity  per  mile,  and  with  like  provisions  and  ettVct  to  that 
made  in  aid  of  the  said  road  according  to  the  line  originally  pix)jected 
and  designated;  and  that  the  gi'aut  of  lauds  heretofore  made  by  Con- 
gress in  aid  of  the  said  road  be  renewed  and  conflrmeil.

Your  memorialists  further  i-epreseut  that  they  are  ndvis(Ml  and  believe 
that  under  and  by  virtue  of  ssiid  mortgage  and  of  the  application  and 
negotiation  of  said  bonds,  the  title  to  the  lands  described  in  and  con- 
veyed by  the  Biort^rage  to  your  memorialists  being  derived  by  grants 
heretofore  made  by  (  '(jngress  to  the  State  of  Alabama  in  aid  of  the  con- 
stimtion  of  the  Alabama  and  Tennc^ssee  Biver  railroad,  and  since  trans- 
ferred to  the  said  Seloia^  Borne  and  Balton  Railroad  Company,  is  equit* 
ably  vested  in  your  memorialists  as  moi t«4a^^ees  in  trust  for  the  l>enelit 
of  the  holders  of  said  bonds;  that  such  lands  <*onstitnted  an  import- 
ant part  of  tiie  security  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and  that  such 
bondholders  who  «re,  as  your  memorialists  are  informed  and  l>elieve, 
loyal  citizens  of  tlie  riiit«'d  States,  or  oiti/eiis  or  snl)jerts  of  foreign 
governments,  wlio  have  taken  sm  li  bonds  for  valn<'  and  on  the  faith  of 
such  security,  liave  a  vested  interest  and  right  iu  and  in  re8X)ect  to  said

Your  nieniovialists  further  show  that  in  onler  to  connect  the  line  of 
du-ect  railroad  of  the  Selma,  liomo  and  Daltou  liailroad  Company  with  the 
line  of  railroad  communication  between  the  cities  of  Washington  and 
New  Orleans,  a  change  of  route  Inis  been  necessitated,  so  that  the  pro- 
jected line,  now  completed  from  Selma  in  Alabama  to  Konie  in  Georgia, 
and  iu  course  of  rapid  completion  li'om  the  latter  place  to  Daltou  in 
Georgia,  instead  of  diverging  according  to  the  original  plan  in  a  right 
angle  to  nndsflen  in  Alabama,  an<l  ending-  there.  Avliere  there  is  no  other 
nulroad  made  or  likely  to  l»e  iuade,  has  been  changed  iu  its  location  so 
as  to  pursue  a  general  matlieasterly  coiu'se  from  Jacksonville  to  liome 
and  Dalton,  and  forms  a  link  in  tiie  direct  line  teom  New  Orleans  to 
Selma  and  Wasliineton. 

That  this  change  of  location  of  route  secures  essential  advautiigcs  not 
only  to  the  company  but  to  all  the  great  commercial  interestfi  of  the 
COuidry,  by  furnishing  a  line  by  mesms  of  Avliieh  a  eontinnons  diain  of 
railroad  is  established,  ninninir  sont1i\\(v--t<  il>  tiom  Nt  \\  York,  i*hila- 
(lelphia,  Baltimore,  and  NVashinglon,  to  the  <Ljuh  ol  Mexico. 

That  the  completion  of  Haid  railroad  of  the  Seluin,  Kome  and  Datton 
Railroad  C'tmijiany  is  thus  a  work  of  national  iniportanee  and  benefit. 
Its  construction  has  been  prosecuted  with  vigor  and  iu  good  faith,  and 
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approat  lies  it.s  t  »)jiipietioii.  It  was  fiuiUbed  to  Rome  in  October,  iJitW, 
and  has  since  been  in  operation  in  connection  with  roads  nortii,  west 
and  soutli  of  it.  Tlie  sccuritit  s  of  tlic  coaipaiiy  iiiuler  said  mortage  in 
the  bands  of  hmia  fi<1e  and  loyal  holdors,  rci»r«*Hented  by  your  memorial- 
ists, are  worthy  of  llie  protection  of  your  lionorablc  body. 

Your  memorialists  respectiblly  pray  that  all  the  lands  heretofore 
graiitwl  by  Conj^ess  to  tlie  8tato  of  AlalKiina,  which  had  been  tnms- 
ferriMl  to  the  Selma,  Rome  and  Dalton  Kiiilroad  Company,  may  be 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  House  bill  Xo.  207,  now  before  the

HeHolred,  Tiiar  lor  the  purpose  of  providing  the  means  of  paying  and 
discharging  or  fhnding  the  debts,  obligations,  and  liabilities  of  this  com* 

patiy.  and  of  removing  all  prior  mort^a^M-s,  liens,  and  emnunbrancos 
upon  its  railroads,  lands,  and  iux)i»crty,  and  of  jjaying  for  tlic  constrac- 
tion,  completion,  and  cquiiniicnt  of  the  raihoad  of  this  company,  there 
shall  be  made  and  executetl  a  series  of  r>,o(K)  bonds  of  this  comi>any,  to 
be  numbered  cons<><  titi^ fly  from  1  to  5,000,  and  Tro  more;  each  of  said 
bonds  to  be  dated  on  tlic  lirst  diiy  of  October,  1H07,  and  to  be  of  the 
denomination  of  iti  1,000,  and  the  whole  amounting  to  $5,000,000,  and  no 
more;  the  princii»al  of  said  bonds  to  be  payable  to  Uriel  A.  Munlock, 
or  bfarcr,  at  the  Continental  Xational  llaidc,  in  tho  city  and  Stato  oX 
^ew  York,  ou  the  lirst  day  of  Octolxi-  w  hich  will  Ik*  in  the  year  1687,

1887,  and  fo  bear  int<'n'st  from  the  1st  day  of  October,  1807,  until  the 
prineii)al  thereof  shall  be  paid,  at  tlie  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,

tnre,  and  such  default  sliall  ooiitimir  tor  six  inmiths,  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon,  take  possession  and  eontrol 
of^  all  and  singidar  the  premises  hereby  conveyed  or  intended  to  be  con. 
Teyed,  and  each  and  every  part  thereof,  and  after  public  notioe,  accord-

That  before  the  year  \^Vt]  f  lu'  company  expended  about  two  and  a  half 
million  dollars  in  money  in  t  he  cousti'nction  of  the  road  t<»  liUie  Mountain, 
a  distance  of  135  miles,  and  in  building'  station-lnmses,  machine-shops, 
and  other  proper  stnifitures  for  a  niilroad,  and  in  furnishing  the  flame 
with  the  necessary  rolUug  stock  for  its  convenient  operation. 

That  nearly  one-h^f  of  said  two  and  a  half  million  dollars  had  lieen 
raised  by  subscnptions  t<o  the  capital  stxM^k  of  the  company,  moce  than 
one  million  dollars  on  the  oblij^ation  and  inort^^a;,'t'  bdiids  of  the  company, 
and  the  residue  thereof  had  been  received  from  the  sales  of  the  Siiid  lands 
(vranted  by  Congress. 

That  in  order  to  induce  northern  eaj>italists  t^)  take  an  interest  in  the 
road,  aiitl  to  open  a  din'ct  line  of  travel  and  transportation  to  Washing- 
ton, Kew  York,  and  other  northern  cities,  and  to  connect  with  the  rail- 
roads of  other  St^ites  and  of  the  whole  conntry,  they  contemplated  a 
ehan{:;:e  in  tlie  loration  of  that  portion  of  their  niib^ond  to  be  constmeted 
to  the  northwest  of  Jacksonville,  by  extending  it  from  that  point  in  a 
northeasterly  dire<'tion  to  the  State  line  of  Georgia,  and  thence  in  the 
same  direction  to  Kome  and  Dalton,  in  Georgia:  and  also  contem)>lated 
aunionaTid  consolidation  of  their  rompany  with  the  ( It-oi  i^-ia  and  Aln 
bama  llaiUoad  Company,  chartered  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  to  eonstroct  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Korao,  in  that  State,  to 
the  State  line  of  Alabama,  in  the  direetion  of  Jacksonville,  and  the  Dal- 
ton  and  -lacksdnville  Kailroail  ('oni]>any,  cliartored  to  (x>n  struct  a  railroad 
from  Dalton,  in  (ieorgia,  to  Jacksonville,  in  Alabauui. 

That  about  440,000  acres  of  the  lands  granted  for  the  road  M'ere  eerti- 
tiod  in  isnoto  the  company  by  tlM>  Oonnnissioncr  of  the  (Icnnal  Lainl 
Othc(!  lor  J20  miles  of  road  comjileted;  and  that  the  company,  belorc  tin* 
rebellion,  hatl  completed  lo  additional  miles  and  graded  still  more  ol  tlie 
road. 
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That  the  company  had  a  ^ood  right  to  expect  from  Confess  not  only 
a  eonfirmation  of  the  gnint  for  the  »'xtent  of  road  const  nicttnl  and  to  be 
oonstriicted  Avithin  a  n»nson;ihh'!  time,  on  tho  litu'  contcniphited  at  the 
time  of  making  the  gniiit,  bat  also  uu  approval  oi  the  change  of  locatiou 
from  JackaouviUef  northeasterly,  to  the  8tAte  line  of  Georgia ,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Rome,  in  said  last  inont  iiMUil  Statf.  insttud  oC  from  Jac^ksonvillc  to 
Gadsden,  which  lies  to  the  nortiiwesi  of  .Jacksouvilie,  and  is  a  plac<^  of 
no  importance  in  itself,  and  otfers  no  other  railroad  to  connect  with; 
although  at  the  time  of  the  gi-aiit  by  Congress  it  was  contemplated  that 
another  railroad  wouM  he  inntlc  tVoni  (l.ul^dcii  t  >  ( Snntersville,  on  the 
Teunciisce  river,  which  project  luus  hitherto  failed  to  attract  fuvoruble 
attention. 

The  company  admitt<»d  that  their  road  had  been  nearly  destroyed  by 
the  military  f(n*ces  daring  the  war,  atul  that  tliey  were  indebted  to  the 
Uuited  Stiites  for  the  rolling  stock»  whicii  they  were  using  upon  the  road 
to  great  disadvantage  because  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  track,  and 
Iwcause  it  had  no  eastern  or  northern  connection;  that  it  had  only  a 
westerly  and  southerly  connection  by  railroad  and  steamboat,  and  that 
the  road  could  not  Ix;  successfully  oi)eratetl  uniil  it  should  be  extended 
to  Borne  and  Dalton. 

They  also  projwsed  to  execute  a  morf  trafjfe  upon  their  entire  liu(»  o\'  rail- 
road, constructed  aud  to  be  constructed,  aiul  ujjon  their  lands,  granted 
and  to  be  granted  by  Congress,  to  secuio  an  issue  of  $5,0l)(>,000  of 
bonds  ^ith  ivhicli  to  liqnuhitis  by  exchange,  all  former  issues  of  mort- 
gage bonds,  an<l  to  provide  the  requisite  means  to  pay  their  «lt']iT<  to  the 
Uuiteil  fcitates  and  other  creditors,  iuul  to  rex>air  and  ctiuip  tiu  u  road, 
already  constructed  from  Selma  to  Blue  Moantain,  135  miles,  and  to 
extend  and  complete  and  eqnip  the  road  firom  Blue  Mountain  to  Borne 
aud  Dalton,  101  miles. 

It  was  also  admitted  that  only  about  'u6  miles  of  this  extension,  the 
distonce  to  the  State  Une  of  Oeorgia,  could  lie  aided  by  a  land  grant  nom 
the  United  States,  as  there  are  no  ])nblic  lands  in  Georgia;  but  it  wa« 
agreed  that  the  enter]>rise  was  feasible,  inaiiuiuch  as  there  was  already 
(jertified  to  th(^  comi)any  440,000  acres,  of  which  nearly  400,000  acres 
remained  unsold ;  and  that  there  would  be  of  odd  sections,  within  15  miles 
of  the  road  from  the  point  of  120  miles  al reads  certified  as  completed  and 
entitled  to  laud  under  the  gmut,  a  suQicieut  quantity  of  land  to  make  au 
important  item  of  security  in  the  five-million  mortgage. 

The  com  |>any  with  these  statements  i)i'oposed  that  your  memorialist 
undert^ike,  the  rejvair  niul  equipment  f)f  tlie  road  already  in  operation  to 
aiuc  Mountain,  and  the  extension,  construction,  and  completion  of  their 
road  from  Blue  Mountain  to  Dalton. 

Your  nuMuorialist  accepted  their  proposition,  and  on  the  'Joth  day  of 
May,  l.S(>(>,  entered  into  a  contnict  in  writing  with  8;iid  (*oui])any,  wiiich 
has  since  beeji  aiuended,  as  \\  ill  appear  by  a  copy  thereof  hereto  annexed. 

Under  this  <'<nitract  your  memorialist  has  already  ex]icndei I  toi-  repairs 
of  the  !  raclcs  and  loi'  niaeliine-.shops,  and  other  structur<'s  and  e(piipnionts 
necessary  tor  the  operation  of  the  road  from  Selma  to  iJlue  Mountain, 
and  for  tlie  extension,  gra<ling,  ties,  bridges,  iron,  an«l  other  material 
ue<*essary  for  the  eonstnu'tion  and  completion  of  t lie  road  beyond  that 
point  to  t  he  Stat<>  line  of  t 'ifoj-fria,  and  to  IJtnnc.  in  the  last  named  State, 
and  which  is  now  in  eourscot  rapid  construction  to  Dalton^  its  terminus, 
a  large  amount  of  mouL'y,  chiefly  borrowed  from  aud  cimtribnted  by  citi- 
zens of  the  StattM)f  New  York,  who  relied  upon  tlie  grant  <d' government 
lands,  six  sections  IVu-  every  inile  of  road  in  tlie  State  of  Alabama,  as  a 
large  iwrtion  of  the  si'curity  for  iheir  loans  to  tin^  eompany  aiul  to  your 
memorialist. 
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Your  memorialist,  tborefore,  prays  that  tlie  fbrfeitare  of  laiidB  men- 
tioaexl  in  tlie  hill  (IIouho  bill  No.  2<)7)  l)i'r<)n'  Ooncfress  ninynot  apply  to 
the  lauds  grunted  to  the  Alabama  and  Tciiucssee  Jiivcr  Jiiiilroad  Com- 
]>aay,and  transferred  to  aiid  owned  by  the  Setlma,  Borne,  and  Dalton 

Bailroad  Company,  but  that  Coii^ncss  will  provide  in  said  bill  for  the 
exemption  of  sni<!  I;in<ls,  and  lli;it  Conjrress  will  l>v  net  approve  of  the 
change  of  iocutiou  ot  said  railroad  Irom  Jaeksuiivillc  tA>  tlie  8Uitv  line  of 
Geor^a^  in  the  direction  of  Home,  in  that  State,  instead  of  to  Gadsden ; 
and  tha)  tlio  pant  of  hunl  hitherto  made  may  be  confirmed,  so  lar  as 
the  roadliiUs  already  l>een  eonstrnet<'(l  and  completed  an  the  line  contem- 
plated in  the  act  of  ('on;^m'ss  of  .June  3,  1856;  and  that  the  j^nt  be 
extended  with  the  same  provisions  along  the  substituted  line  of  said  rail- 
road within  the  Htate  of  Alabama,  and  to  the  State  line  of  Georgia. 
And  your  memorialist  will  ever  pmy,  &c.

Memorandum  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  the  i'Oth  day  of 
September,  A.  D.  1867,  by  and  lietween  the  Selma,  liome,  and  Dalton 
Kailroad  Company,  acorporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws 
of  the  States  of  Aiabama  aud  Georgia,  party  of  the  first  ])art,  and 
Abel  D.  Breed,  of  the  titj  of  Cincinnati,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  party  of 
the  secoEnd  pait,  witnesseth ; 

That  on  or  about  the  25th  day  of  May,  A.  1).  1866,  the  Alabamaand  Ten- 

iTt  -^eelilverRailiond  f'ompnnv  mndeandentered  inton  certain  contract  in 
writing,  bearing  the  duto  last  mentioned,  with  the  said  Abel  IK  Breed, 
for  the  repairs  aud  equipment  of  the  railroad,  now  of  the  party  hereto 
of  the  first  part,  from  Bebiui  to  Blue  Mountain,  and  f  or  the  construction, 
com])letiou,  and  erpupment  of  the  said  road  from  Blue  Hoontain  to  Dal* 
ton,  by  way  of  liome. 

The  said  contract  was  made  in  contemplation  of  the  consolidation  and 
anion  of  the  said  Alabama  and  Tennessee  Kiver  Kailroad  Company 
with  the  Georgia  mix!  Alabama  Kailroad  Company  and  the  Dalton  and 
Jacksonville  Kailroad  Company,  and  that  said  contract  sht)uld  be 
assumed  on  Itehalf  of  said  Alabama  aud  Tennessee  Kiver  BailnMid 
('<nij>any  by  the  consolidated  company. 

1  lie  said  three  last-named  companies  have  since  been  united  an<l  con- 
solidated into  one  eomyjany,  under  the  name  and  style  of  Selma,  Kome, 
and  Dalton  Kailroad  Company,  the  party  hereto  oi'  the  first  pjirt;  anil 
till"  said  contract,  mndc  as  aforesaid,  in  the  name  of  the  Alabama  and 
Tennessee  Kiver  Kailroad  Company,  with  the  said  Breed,  so  far  as  the 
same  has  not  been  altered  and  reformed  as  berdnafter  mentioned,- has 
been  and  now  is  (>on tinned,  adopted,  ratified,  and  assumed  by  the  ]»arty 
liei»'to  of  the  first  part,  with  the  assent  and  concun*ence  of  the  pai-ty 
lu  reto  of  the  second  part,  as  thecouti'aet  of  the  Siiid  luirty  of  the  lirst 
part  with  the  said  party  of  the  second  part.  A  printed  copy  of  said 
contract  is  hereto  annexed,  and  nniy  be  identitie<l  by  the  sij^nature  of 
tlir  secretary  and  llu*  c(uporate  seal  of  the  sai<l  inn  ly  of  tin-  lirst  part, 
and  signature  of  the  sai(l  ]»arty  of  tin*  sci  ond  i»ari,  nuide  at  the  end 
thereof. 

r>n  the  ftli  day  of  .Ma\,  ISCT.  said  A.  1>.  Breed  addresse^l  a 
coumumication  to  tin'  board  of  dire<  tors  of  llu'  Sehna,  Kome,  and  Dalton 
Bailroad  Company,  then  in  .ses.sion  at  Selma,  Alabama,  pi-opiising  to 
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purcliase  $3,000,000  of  the  $5,000,000  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  said 
oompany,  on  the  teriuM  and  (conditions  therein  set  forth;  aad  on  the  7th 
f]:n  of  ^!;ty  flic  s  iic!  A.  D.  Breed  addicssc^d  another  eonimunication  to 
tlie  siuue  board  ut  iliroctors,  which  had  contiuued  its  meeting  Ji'Oia  the 
4ih  of  the  same  month,  proposing  to  making  certain  payments  on  cer- 
tain conditions  therein  mentioned,  whiehsaid  several  proi>ositions  hereto 
annexed,  marked  A  and  I>,  wore  accepted  and  agi*eed  to  by  the  said 
board  of  directors,  by  resolution  thereof,  passed  3Iay  7, 1807. 

Now  it  is  hereby  nnitually  coTenanted  and  agreed,  by  and  between  the 
respective  parties  hereto,  as  follows:  That  the  said  contract  of  ]\Iay  25, 
18f)(),  amcndpd  l»v  said  accepted  |)ro]>ositif)ti--.  which  ai*e  hereby  ratified 
ami  coulirmed,  and  as  liuiiicr  aniendcd  ami  idtered  by  this  a^eement, 
is,  and  is  hereby,  declared  to  be  a  contract  between  tlie  pai*ties  hereto. 

First.  The  innrttr  i  L'^c  to  bo  oxecuted  by  the  parties  of  the  first  part  to 
bear  date  tlie  1st  ilay  of  October,  1807,  upon  all  the  railroad  ti'anchises, 
lands,  and  property-  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  to  secure  $5,000,000  of 
the  bonds,  shall  be  a  lien  and  incumbrance  on  all  tlie  proj>erty  therein  con- 
%'eye<1.  f^r  iiitonded  so  to  be,  prior  tothe  lien  of  tlio  said  conti-act  of  the  25th 
May.  1600,  and  of  this  contract ;  and  this  contract  shall  be  subject  to 
all  toe  pronrisions  and  stipulations  contained  in  said  mortgage. 

Second.  There  being  some  doubt  whether,  under  the  agreement  and 
<'onfract  of  May  25,  ISOO,  the  party  of  the  first  part  would  be  authorized 
to  use  any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  $5,000,000  of  bonds  proposed  to 
be  issued  in  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  company,  not  secured  bj 
mortgage  or  other  lien,  the  said  party  of  the  socond  part  hereby  agrees 
tlmt  such  appropriation  may  be  made,  lea^  in;;  the  comi)any  or  its  finan- 
cial agent,  acting  muler  proi)er  authority,  lull  discretion  to  apply  the 
proceeds  of  the  $2,000,000  of  bonds  to  be  set  apart  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  of  the  compan} ,  ms  titc  company  or  its  n^jcnt  may  determine. 

Third.  It  is  hereby  ajfieed  tliut  the  said  lireed,  the  paity  of  the  second 
])art,  shall  not  bo  required  to  pay  for  rent  more  than  at  the  rate  of  $fiOO 
per  mile  annually,  until  tlu^  1st  day  of  October,  1867,  after  which  time 
the  rents  shall  be  at  the  rate  and  the  payments  made  in  the  manner  as 
heretofore  stipulated  in  said  contract  of  May  25, 1800.

Barney,  for  $10,000  |each, 
payable  respectively  on  the  1st  of  iJecember,  18(>7,  and  the  Ist  of  Janu- 
ary and  February,  1808,  at  the  Continental  National  Bank,  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  also  to  pay  $10,000  monthly,  to  commence  March  1, 
18B8.  nntil  the  whole  anionnt  imw  dne^  and  which  shall  grow  due  up  to 
the  1st  October,  1807,  shall  be  paid. 

Fifth.  It  is  jfnrther  agreed  that  U.  A.  Mnrdock,  tbe  financial  agent  of 
the  company,  shall  h.ive  discretionary  powi  i,  wit!i  tI  k  consent  of  the 
said  Breed,  to  di.si>ose  of  '.my  jiortii'n  of  tlu'  said  m.S.000,000  of  bonds  set 
ap;irt  for  construction,  e<iuipnient,  and  repairs  of  the  raiiitjad,  to  parchas*^ 
or  procure  any  material  necessary  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
the  road  from  Blue  Mountain  to  Dalton  ;  ntnl  on  sncli  nintci  ial  the  com- 
pany shall  have  such  ben  as  the  financial  agent  may  deem  necessary  for  its 
protection.  All  bonds  thus  used  shall  be  charged  by  the  company  to 
said  Breed  at  80  cents  on  the  dollar. 

Si\tb,  It  is  also  understood  and  airree<l  that  said  financial  w^i-wX  shall 
be  authorized  to  advance  or  lend  to  said  Breed  such  ivmouut  of  the  afore- 
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HSoA  bondB  as  will  cover  tbe  indebtednesci  of  the  eompany  for  re[)aii*s, 
iinprovemonts,  and  advances  iinule  l>.v  liiin,forwhich,  luider  the  contract  of 
May  2r>,  1H(»(J,  ho  is  or  will  bo  entith'd  to  <'onipons;ition  :  providod  that  if 
any  8iu"li  advance  of  bonds  shall  be  made,  t  lie  interest  act^niing  on  said 
lK)nd8  shall  be       by  bim  so  long  an  he  may  retain  them  as  a  loan. 

The  conii>any  shnll  linvetlie  right  to  reqnire  the  return  of  siicli  Ixtiids 
on  20  days' notice  to  said  Ureed.  if  h«^  fails  to  return  said  homls,  w  any 
portion  thereof,  within  the  20  days,  tln^  comiiauy  shall  charijethe  bonds 
not  retnnietl  at  80  cents  on  the  dollar,  aiul  the  accraed  and  nnpaid  inter- 
(>st  tliereon,  as  a  payment  to  said  Breed  on  aeoount  of  constrnction  and 
etjulpmeut  under  the  contiaet. 

Seventh.  The  said  company,  the  party  hereto  of  the  firnt  jKirt,  hereby 
extrads  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  railroad  to  Dilton.  to  the  lirst 
day  of  Oct  ober,  in  the  year  1870.  But  no  bonus  is  to  In-  alIow<'d  by  the 
said  parry  of  the  tirstpartto  said  Breed,  unless  the  said  railroad  shall  be 
eompleted  to  Dalton  before  the  first  day  of  October,  1809,  as  stipulated 
ill  the  contrnet  of  May  2r»,  JSOO.  AujI  it  is  understood  that  the  said 
railroad  sliall  he  linished  to  liome  ou  or  before  the  iirst  of  December,

And  inither, 
that  I'Yanklin  11.  I>e1nno.  ot  the  city  ot  New  York,  shall  be  didy  elected 
president  of  the  said  comjiany  before  the  date  of  said  bonds  and  rnort^ 
gage ;  and  thjit  this  contract  shall  be  formally  and  legally  agreed  to  by 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  and  its  execntitni  in  behalf  of 
said  company  shall  be  authorial  by  said  directors  on  or  bctbrc  the  day 
of  its  date?  and  that  this  contittct  shall  be  duly  executed  by  this  com- 
pany.

It  is  mntnall:^  agi  eed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that 
all  expenses  incidental  to  and  attending  the  ju-eparation  of  said  resolu- 
tions, bonds,  and  mortgage,  and  of  this  agroenTcnt,  and  the  execution  of 
said  bonds  and  mortgage  and  of  all  other  iiapers  and  doi  utuenl.s  relating 
thereto,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  iuclndingr  revenue  stamps  antl 
certificates,  shall  be  paid  by  said  T'reed,  and  the  same  shall  V»e  charged 
to  aud  credited  by  tli«»  company  (»n  account  of  rents;  aiul  further,  that 
the  funds  arising  from  ivnts  and  a<lvauces,  to  be  made  under  the  con-

A.  Mnrdock,  the  flaid  stock  to  be  ased  and  disposed  of  by  him  in  his 
di  scrct  ion.  And  f'urtli  (»r,  that  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  sa  t  i  <  r\  v  a  rt  ies  taki  n  p 
bonds, tinrc  directors,  to  be  named  byU.  A.  Mmtlock,. shall  be  olectedto 
the  present  board  of  directoru  of  said  conii)any.  Anil  lurther,  that  the

Section  1.  That  whereas  the  party  of  the  first  part  hjis  now  ji  rail- 
n>n<l  existing  and  in  f»p<'T;f<ion,  exteiulinjr  from  the  city  of  8elma,  in  the 
State  of  Alabama,  U>  iiiuc  Mountain,  m  the  same  State,  about  laO  miles,

shall  be  allowe<l  therefor  the  actual  cost,  with  the  addition  of  20  per  cent. 
iui  contractors  prolit  on  the  cost,  whereof  monthly  returns  shall  be  made 
and  credited  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  on  the  books  of  the  company, 
or  a  8i>ecial  book  kcj  t  lor  that  purpose,  and  shall  bear  intercRt  until  paid. 

Sec.  10.  It  is  undcistood  and  afji'eed  that  all  materials  re*piired  in  the 
construction  of  said  railroad  ai'e  includc<l  iu  the  price  stipulated  to  be 
paid  for  the  completcil  road. 

Sec.  11.  The  parties  of  tlic  first  and  second paits ba«e tlieir  agreement 
upon  the  supposition  and  exx>ectation  that  the  railroad  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  will  he  consolidated  or  nnited  with  the  railroad  anthonsed 
to  be  constructed  in  the  State  of  Georgia  by  the  Georgia  and  Alabama 
Railroad  <'oinpany  of  Kome,  Georgia,  and  the  Dalton  and  Jacksonville 
iiailroad  Company  of  DaltoUj  iu  the  same  State,  or  with  one  of  them,  so 
as  to  constitnte  a  continooos  and  consolidated  line  of  railway  flx>m  the 
rity  of  Selma,  in  Alabama,  to  Dalton,  in  Georgia;  and  that  arrnn^^c- 
nient«  will  be  nia<l<'  by  the  i)arty  of  the  tirst  part  whereby  all  the  char- 
tered riglit.s  and  i)iiviieges  of  the  said  Georgia  an<l  Alabama  liailroad 
(Company,  and  the  said  Dalton  and  Jacksonville  Hail  road  Company,  will 
1m!  transferred  to  and  vcstt'd  in  this  company;  or,  that  an  arranjrement 
to  this  c£t'ect  will  be  made  with  one  of  said  Georgia  companies,  so  tliat 
the  plan  for  a  consolidated  line  of  road  from  Selma  to  Dalton  may  be 
<  arrie<l  into  efliect  l)y  the  party  of  the  first  part;  the  siiid  Dalton  and 
Jacksonville  liailn)ad  Company,  which  possesses  the  right  under  it*< 
charter  to  construct  a  railroad  ih)ni  Dalti>u  to  Alabama,  with  x>ower  to 
consolidate  witii  any  railroad  company  of  this  State,  having  signified  to 
the  party  of  the  tirst  part  its  ])erfeet  willin^iuss  to  enter  into  any 
aiTangement  >nth  the  jiarty  of  tlu^  first  i)art,  and  desij-ed  on  the  part  of 
the  latter  to  carry  into  elleetthe  phuisand  wishes  of  the  jmrty  of  t  lie  tirst 
part  for  a  consolidated  and  eontinnons  line  of  railway  from  Selma  to 
Dalton  under  the  ownershii)  and  roiTtrol  of  the  i)arty  of  the  first  part. 

8ec.  12.  It  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  paities  . 
that,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  hia 
iissociates  and  assigns,  tlie  payment  of  all  sums  to  become  due  to  him 
oi  them  under  this  agreement,  tiiat  this  contract  and  agreement  shall  be 
iiiid  constitute  a  lieu  iis  and  in  the  nature  of  a  mortgage  in  favor  of  the 
I  irty  of  the  second  part,  his  associates  and  assigns,  (subject  to  the  con- 
ditions and  stipulations  hereinafter  set  forth,)  on  the  railroad  of  the 
company  of  tho  i>avty  of  the  ftist  part,  as  now  rxisfiii'j.  with  all  its 
.ippurtcnaneesj  and  on  the  raihoad  t4)  be  coustxucted  nndcr  the  terms 
of  tills  agreement,  including  all  the  rights  to  bcncquirpd  by  the  party  of 
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the  first  part,  ou  the  portion  of  the  railroad  as  the  same  may  be  eon* 

stmctcd  in  t}m  State  of  Georgia,  as  well  as  within  theStat<'  f>f  AlnbaTna, 
with  all  the  appurtenances  to  be  therewith  connected;  auti  inchuliug 
the  fi*anclii8e  and  chartered  rights  and  privileges  now  ]>osHessed  by  the 
party  of  the  flrst  i)art,  and  the  franchises  and  privileges  wliicli  may  be 
a04|uired  by  the  i)arty  of  the  first  i)art  from  the  aforesaid  railroad  com- 
pany of  the  State  of  Georgia,  or  either  of  them,  or  fi-om  any  other  source, 
and  on  all  lands,  and  all  real  and  personal  propeity  posw^iRed,  or  whidi 
may  be  hereafter  ac-qnired,  by  the  party  of  tlie  flrst  part. 

And  in  order  to  make  the  lien  hereby  given  and  intended  to  be  given, 
on  the  pn)perty,  t ranch ises,  and  rights  aforesaid,  possessed,  or  to  be 
hereafter  acquired,  complete  and  etfectoal,  sbonld  anything  more  at  any 
tinir  hrrrafter  be  (Iccincd  cssctdial,  the  party  of  thf  tirst  part  covenants 
and  agn^es  with  th«' party  (tt  tlic  second  i)art,  his  associatcjH.  and  assi;;ns, 
to  exc(;ut<^'  such  other  lawful  and  prope  r  iu.striiment  as  may  by  counsel 
learn(>d  in  tlie  law  be  deemed  necessary  for  tlic  full  and  complete  secn- 
rity  (»f  tlio  rights  of  the  party  of  the  stM-ond  jiart,  his  associates  and 
assigns,  in  the  premises,  consistent  with  the  terms  and  stipuJatiomj  of 
this  agreement  j  |>rovided  always,  that  the  liens  given  or  intended  to  be 
given,  and  assured  b>  this  agreement,  or  by  any  instrument  which  may 
hereatter  be  executed  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  i>rovi«lcd,  shall  be 
subject  and  subordinate  to  existing  liens,  and  to  liens  which  may  be 
ereated  for  the  security  of  bonds  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  which 
may  hereafter  be  issued  in  the  extin/xuislunent  of  present  mortgage 
bf)nds  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  to  be  exchanged  therefor  so  far 
as  may  be  done,  or  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  accrued  and  to  accrue 
on  such  mortgage  beads,  or  to  discharge  any  debt  of  the  party  of  the 
first  i»art  havinj;  licm  on  property  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  to 
raise  funds  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  railroad  contracted  to 
be  constructed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or  to  be  used  iu  the 
payment  of  sums  to  become  due  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  his 
associates  and  assigns,  under  this  agreement.  AtitI  it  is  agreed  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  ahaU  have  the  right  to  is.sue  such  amount  of  bonds 
as  may  be  deemea  neoessaiy  for  Hiese  pur][M>ses,  and  to  aeonze  the  same 
by  mortgage  or  deed  of  tttat  on  such  portion  of  its  property,  rights, 
privileges,  and  franchises  possessed  or  to  be  acquired,  as  may  be  deemed 
proi)er  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  which  said  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  shall  constitute  a  lien  superior  to  the  lien  given  or  assnred  by  the 
terms  of  this  agreement,  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  his  associates 
or  assigns. 

It  is  further  understood  und  agreed,  that  the  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  have  the  right  to  sell  or  di^Hwe  of  such  portion  of  its  lands  as  it 

may  deem  proper  and  advantageous,  and  apply  the  proceeds  or  avails 
tiiereof  towards  the  payment  or  satisfaction  of  any  debt  or  obligation 
of  the  party  of  the  flrst  part  having  lien  on  said  lands  or  other  property 
of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  towards  the  payment  of  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  party  of  the  tirst  part  to  tbe  !'nitt>(!  Stntrs  for  Idcdinotives 
and  cars  purchased,  or  towards  the  construction  of  raihoad  prox>oscd  to 
be  constructed,  or  towards  the  payment  of  the  amount  to  become  due  to 
the  party  of  the  second  part  under  this  agreement.  And  in  case  it  shall 
be  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  deemed 
advantageous,  tlie  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  dispose 
of  such  portion  of  its  lands  or  such  interest  therein  as  its  board  of 
directors  may  deem  proper,  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  decided  by 
said  board,  in  order  to  procure  the  constructiou.  of  a  railroad  into  the 
H.  Mis.  Doc.  'Sd  '6 
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ooa!  fields  or  lands  containing  minerals,  and  owned  In  part  by  the  pai  ty 

Of  the  flrat  part. 

Any  lands  wliirli  mny  ho  solfl  or  disj>nsofl  of,  or  niiv  iiitorest  therein, 
by  the  party  ol"  tht;  tirst  i)art,  as  above  authorized,  wball  be  thereby — by 
tb»  dispoBitton  wbieh  may  be  made  as  antborfsed — fireed  fironi  tbe  lien  of 
tile  parity  of  the  fwt^ond  jiart,  his  associate!^  or  assigns. 

Sec.  13.  It  is  understood  and  agr'oed  that  in  case  the  party  of  the 
Urst  part  Hhall  decide  to  issue  its  mortgage  bonds  as  autborized  for  an 
amonnt  beyond  the  sum  that  may  he  reqiuriMl  for  the  satisfaction  of  the 
sums  due  on  existing  mortgage  bonds,  or  tliat  mny  br'  rcjiniu'd  to  pay 
the  amount  of  said  bouds,  or  Ije  given  in  excliauge  therefor,  it  sliall  be 
tbe  right  of  tbe  party  of  tbe  second  part,  his  associates  or  assigns,  to 
have  set  apart  and  hypothe<;ated  such  amonnt  of  said  bonds  which  may 
ho  issued  boyond  the  sums  whicli  may  bo  required  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, as  security  for  the  sums  to  become  due  to  him  or  them,  as  sliall  be 
equal  to  tbe  sums  which  it  may  be  fhlrly  estimated  will  become  due  to 
the  party  of  the  second  part  under  tliis  a^^reemeiit,  and  the  sanM'  shall 
be  set  apart  and  hypothecated  on  th(!  r<'(]uiremeiit  of  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  until  the  same  can  be  sold  or  disposed  of  on  terms  siitis- 
ISftctory  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  proceeds  or  avails  applied 
and  used  as  authorized  by  the  tcnns  of  this  ajrreement. 

!Skc.  14.  It  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  in  e^ise  the  i)arty 
of  the  second  part  shall  desire  to  nse  in  his  negotiations  for  funds,  or 
expedite  the  worlc  of  constmcting  the  railroad,  any  of  the  bonds  of  this 
company  which  may  be  i.ssued  aiul  not  then  required  for  the  purposes 
of  this  agreement,  an  amount  then  of  whicli  may  be  on  hand,  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  which  maybe  due  tbe  party  of  (be  second  part,  shall  be 
loaned  to  him,  with  the  understanding  that  such  part  of  them  a-s  shall 
not  be  returned  to  the  ])arty  of  the  first  part  within  20  days  after  otii<nal 
notice,  by  the  president  or  treasurer  of  the  party  of  the  lii*st  part,  that 
a  return  of  the  bonds  which  may  be  loaned  is  required,  will  be  charged 
for  their  full  amount,  with  the  interest  which  sliall  have  aecrned  tln-reon; 
and  the  same,  when  not  returned  within  20  days  at't(T  such  notice,  with 
the  interest  accmed  thereon,  shall  be  charged  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part  as  a  payment  made  under  tbe  terms  of  tliis  agreement;  in  which 
charge  will  be  included  all  coupons  not  returned  and  due,  or  interest 
that  shiill  have  accrued  on  the  bonds. 

Sbo.  16.  It  is  ftirther  agreed,  that  at  any  time  after  the  completion  of 
the  railroad  to  be  constructed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  party 
of  t  he  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deliver,  in  payment  of  (he  indebt- 
edness to  the  pflrty  of  the  second  part,  his  associates  or  a^tsigns,  under 
this  agreement,  #^,000,  or  any  less  sum  of  the  mortgage  bonds  of  the 
|)arty  of  the  first  part,  which  may  be  issued  as  hereinalwve  pro\nded, 
at  the  rate  of  0(»  cents  in  the  dollar,  at  which  rate  they  sliall  be  credited 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  provided  tluit  sucii  bonds  sliall  bear  a  rate 
<»f  interest  not  less  than  seven  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Skc.  ft  !  till  tliof  agre<'d,  that  the  ]ini  ty  of  the  second  i)art  shall 
aid,  by  his  inlliu  nee  an<l  »)therwise,  as  far  as  praetieal)le,  iu  negotiating 
and  disposing  of,  to  the  best  a<lvantat;e,  the  bonds  of  the  party  of  the 
first  part  which  may  !>e  issue<l,  atid  that  he  will  also  render  the  same 
assistance  i?)  netrotiations  for  the  adjitstment  and  settlenient  of  the  mort- 
ga^'t^  bonds  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  interest  due  and  to 
become  due  thereon,  and  the  debt  due  the  T7nite<l  States  for  h>eomotivea 
and  e^s,  hen-iu  rendering  the  party  of  the  first  part  all  reasonable  and 
pi  oper  assistancf  within  his  power;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  seetion 
sliall  be  s<i  construed  as  to  impose  any  obligation  ou  the  party  of  the 
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aeoond  ]iarl  to  pay  any  iiortion  of  said  Indebtednefls  of  tlie  party  of  tiie 
firat  part. 

Sec.  17.  As  a  part  of  this  agre**ment,  and  connected  with  the  jn-ece- 
•  din^r,  t  lir  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  lease,  and  the  paity  of  the 
second  part  a^rties  to  take  on  lea*»e,  on  the  twins  hereiuatter  set  forth, 
the  niilroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  pin  t  as  now  r  xistiii;^,  and  to  be  con- 
strucUid  under  tliis  agreement,  with  all  its  locumotivei<,  carH,  machinery, 
tools,  and  implements  of  every  kind,  and  depot-houses,  station-houses, 
water  tanks,  machine  shop  and  appurtenances,  engine-house  and  ap]Mir< 
teuances,  and  all  offices  not  refjniT*^!  for  tlw  nsi*  of  the  oflieers  and 
directory  of  the  party  of  the  tlrsi  piirt;  all  ot  which  shall  be  turned 
over  and  deliveited  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or  his  anthorized 
a^jent,  as  soon  as  pr.u-ticaMe  aftrr  tlic  ext'ciition  of  this  agreement  by 
the  parties,  and  from  the  time  of  the  delivery  the  payment  of  rent  under 
this  agreement  shall  ibithwith  commence. 

As  soon  ivs  practicable  after  delivery  of  the  leased  properly,  a  cavefhl 
8(  ]h  iliilc  tlitMvof  shall  \h'  taken  st  ttiii-  tnrfli  a  correct  list  and  de-scrip- 
tiou  of  the  jiroperty  to  [mh^  under  tlic  leus*;,  with  tlie  present  estimated 
value  of  each  locomotive,  car,  and  all  machinery  aud  implements,  with 
description  of  the  railroad  and  all  appiu-tenances  which  go  with  it,  and 
the  valuation  thereof  at  the  date  of  the  schfMlnlr. 

In  case  the  parties  caunot  agree  in  anything  respecting  saul  ^hedule 
or  yaduation,  tiie  difference  shall  be  referred  to  two  competent  and  dia- 
inti^rested  pei'sons,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  the  parties  acting  in  case 
of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  by  it«  president  or  otln  r  authorized  officer 
or  agent;  and  in  case  the  persons  thus  chosen  siiaii  di8agree  in  relation 
to  any  matter  submitted  to  their  deeision  they  shall  choose  an  nmpive; 
and  the  decision  of  said  persons  wlio  rtiay  be  chosen  by  tlie  pjirties  or  by 
one  »»f  them,  and  the  uinjiire  who  may  be  eliosen  by  tliein.  when  <luly 
reduced  to  writiui^'  ai»d  signed  by  the  i)er8ons  making  the  deeinion,  Jihall 
be  binding  and  conclusive  on  the  parties. 

And  in  case  either  party  shall  so  desire,  the  scheduli  atid  valuation 
shall  l>e  made  without  tlm  action  of  the  i>su  ties  by  comx>eteut  and  disin- 
terested i>erson8,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  pai'ty  as  provided,  and  they 
to  cln)ose  an  nnipiie,  in  ease  of  disagreement,  to  decide  any  difterence 
between  tliem.  wliose  action  and  deidsion,  when  dnh  s!;itf  (l  nnd  certified 
in  writing,  as  above  pi-uvided,  shall  be  binding  on  tiie  parties. 

On  the  completion  of  said  schedule  and  valoationf  two  fair  copies  shall 
be  made  and  certified  by  the  president  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or 
other  officer  or  agent  authorized  by  flic  ]r,\riv  of  the  first  part,  and  by 
the  party  of  the  second  part  or  his  autliorized  agent;  aud  one  copy  su 
certified  shall  be  given  to  each  party,  and  shall  be  evidence  of  the  &ct8 
therein  set  forth. 

Sec.  is.  On  the  termination  of  the  lease,  another  schedule  shall  be 
made  in  t  he  .same  manner  as  the  first,  setting  forth  correctly  all  the  leased 
pro|MTty  returned;  except  that  in  lM)tli  st'hednles  no  statement  will  be 
mad*  ill  K  l  itioii  to  tin-  dei)ot  house,  jdatfonns,  statum-houses  and  other 
buddings,  but  only  of  the  railroad,  locomotive,  cars,  machinery  aud  im- 
plements, and  Uke  things. 

And  in  the  second  schedule,  all  property  whi(;h  may  be  retiu-ned  of 
like  kind  with  that  leased  and  set  forth  in  the  first  sehedide  will  b(»  listed 
and  valued,  aud  the  existing  railroad,  which  alone  wdl  be  referred  to  in 
either  schedides,  will  be  descrllied  and  valued^the  valuation  of  the  road 
in  l>oth  sche<lules  to  be  biised  on  the  actual  condition  of  tlM>  road-lnid, 
einbankinents,  and  ditches,  antl  cross-ties,  aixl  bridges,  and  trestles,  and 
ail  parts  of  the  road,  except  the  ii'on  rails,  wliu  ii  will  not  be  valued  in 
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either  schednle,  showing^  the  actnaJ  state  and  oonditioii  thereof,  in  con- 
trast with  the  same  as  set  forth  in  the  tirst  schedule ;  the  rule  and  prin- 
<'ipl(^  of  valuation  to  bo  fiiir  and  equitable,  and  the  same  in  regard  to 
both  the  schedules.  After  the  completion  of  the  second  schedule,  the 
real  difference  in  the  valne  of  tlie  property  m  listed  and  valued  in  the 
two  s(;hedules  shall  l>e  as<'ert<iined.  If  the  valnation  under  the  first 
schedule  shall  be  f^'eater  than  that  under  the  second,  the  difference  shall 
be  charged  against  the  i>art.v  of  the  se<'ond  part  ;  but  if  the  valuation 
nnder  the  second  schedule  shall  be  greater  than  that  nnder  the  first., 
th«Mi  tlic  (litterence  shall  be  due  to  tlu'  pai  t\  dfthe  second  part,  and  con- 
stitute a  debt  against  the  party  of  tlie  hrst  xjart;  to  which  shall  be  added 
interest  on  all  looomotives  and  cars,  or  on  tiie  value  thereof,  finm  the 
time  brought  uihui  the  roa<l,  if  brought  u|>on  the  road  within  six  months 
of  tlie  termination  of  the  l(»ase;  and  the  amimnt  which  may  thus  be  due 
the  paity  of  the  se<*,ond  part  will  bear  interest  until  paid. 

Sec.  19.  The  party  of  the  second  part  promises  and  agrees  to  pay  rent 
for  the  said  railroad  and  leas<'d  appurtnianccs  at  the  following  rates — 
the  saiiic  to  be  dtie  and  ]>;<\  able  m<)?itlil\  th:\t  is  to  say:  for  the  first 
year,  at  tlu'  rate  uf  $500  pi  i  luiU-  oi  laihoad  [n-i  ininum.  For  the  second 
year,  at  the  rate  of  $1,0(HI  iier  mile  of  railroad  per  annum.  For  the  third 
ycai',  and  until  the  conip1(  tioir  of  the  railroad  to  its  northern  tenninns, 
and  trains  commence  ninnni;,^  tor  fi-eight  and  passengers  to  and  from 
that  point,  at  the  rate  of  '?1,L'.>()  per  mile  of  raikoad  per  anmiui ;  and 
thereafter  for  one  year,  at  the  rate  of  $l,r>00  per  mile  of  railroad  per 
annum;. and  in  addition  tlicjcto,  one  half  of  all  the  net  earn iTJfrs  of  the 
road,  over  and  above  JSf3,000  per  mile,  including  the  $1,500  iivv  mile  of 
railroad,  paid  as  rent;  and  thereafter^  that  is,  one  year  after  the  com- 
plction  of  the  roa<l,  &<•..  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  ^1,750  per  mile  of 
railioad  per  annum,  until  the  tennination  of  the  lease.  The  same  rat^ 
of  rent  will  be  charged  and  paiii  on  tlie  road  to  be  constructed  Jis  on  the. 
existing  road,  with  the  following  qnaliAcstions: 

liN'ut  will  he  i  oni])uted  and  i>aid  on  the  roads  to  be  coustnicted,  ti]i  to 
and  from  each  p«uut  which  may  be  fixed  as  a  stiition  for  freight  and 
piUHM'Ugers,  when  the  cars  shall  commence  to  nin  for  fr<'igiit  and  passen- 
gers, until  the  road  shall  rt^ch  the  Jacksonville  deiM)t,  at  or  near  the 
tov.  't  f»f  Jackson\  illc :  and  from  said  JacK^oiiN  illf  depot,  so  sooti  as  cars 
shall  commence  running  for  freight  and  i)a.s.scn^^era  to  and  from  that  i)oint. 

No  rent  shsyil  be  chargeable  on  any  other  portion  of  the  ToiQd  beyond 
tin-  dackson\ille  depot,  until  six  nuuitha  utta  ooostraetion, and  the  cars 
siiall  have  been  run  r<'^ilarly  over  the  same  to  sonie  point  establishwl 
or  lixetl  as  a  freight  and  passenger  <lepot  or  station;  but  every  mile 
beyond  Jaclcsonville  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  rate  of  rent  aforesaid 
from  and  after  the  time  that  the  cars  shall  have  been  run  over  the  same 
rcL^nlarlv  for  freight  aiul  ]>assengcrs  for  a  ]H*riod  of  six  months,  and  not 
before,  ualii  ti»e  road  shall  have  reaclietl  lioiiic,  in  (iforgiu,  or  a  point  on 
or  near  the  river  southward  of  Rome,  where  a  de|>ot  or  stiition  for  fTeig;bt 
(lid  passengers  destined  for  It^nne  shall  be  established;  fi-orii  wliicli  point 
or  stati<m  rent  shall  Ik*  chargeable  on  the  whole  line  of  road  to  tk'lnm, 
IVoni  and  after  the  time  that  cars  shall  commence  to  run  regularly  for 
frei.«xht  and  passengers  to  and  fnnn  l{onu%  or  to  and  from  the  point  or 
station  on  or  near  the  river  southward  of  iNun  wln-n*  a  depot  (»r  station 
.-shall  have  been  e^^tablished  for  freight  and  pas.sengers  destined  for  Kome. 
After  the  road  shall  have  been  eonstmctei!  beyond  Kome,  or  beyond  the 
point  on  or  near  the  river  southwaixl  of  Kome,  wImmc  a  freight  and 
passfuger  depot  or  station  shall  have  iH^  n  established,  as  afon-said,  the 
sujm  rules  shall  be  aj)j)licable  in  the  regulation  of  the  time  from  which 
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rent  for  the  same  diaU  commence  and  be  eomputed,  as  are  applicflible  ta 

the  portion  of  the  mad  Iwtween  JacksoTn  illj'  dejiot  and  Rome,  or  the 
point  oil  or  near  the  river  southward  of  iioinc,  to  be  fixed  for  a  ireight 
and  pa«8enger  depot  or  station,  us  aforessiid,  until  the  lood  shall  kttve 
been  constructed  to  ito  northern  terminus  and  point  of  conneetion  with 
the  V/Ast  Teiinesseo  find  (reorgia  Kailroad,  at  or  near  Dalton,  .uxl  trains 
ahall  commence  to  run  regularly  to  and  ii'om  that  point;  after  wliicli  the 
rates  of  rent  are  fixed  by  another  and  preceding  partof  thifi  agreement, 
to  commence  without  delay. 

Sec.  20,  The  party  of  tho  second  part,  his  associates  and  assigns,  and 
his  or  their  authorized  agent,  shall  have  tiie  right,  pending  said  letise, 
to  make  snch  additions  to  the  locomotives,  cars,  and  machinery,  and  tools 
and  impleinotits  and  a])i)nrtenaji(H'S  as  may  be  necessary  and  required 
from  time  to  time  lor  the  business  of  the  road,  which  will  be  taken  into 
account  in  the  schedule  of  leased  property  provided  for  on  the  termina- 
tion of  the  leum^  and  may  make  such  improvements  in  the  lailroad  aa 
may  be  deemed  iM-rcssary  for  its  ('cnTKiinical  and  eitlcient  operation,  and 
for  its  x)reservation  and  permanent  impruvement  and  value;  and  he  uinda 
himself  to  make  such  improvements  and  repairs  of  the  road  as  shtdl  be 
neceesuy  for  its  preservation,  and  to  prevent  deterioration  beyond  the 
neeessarj-  wear  and  tear  of  tlie  iron  rails;  and  tlx*  s;ime  improvements 
ma^'  be  made  in  the  x>l^tforms,  water  tanks,  depots,  station-houses, 
maeiiine-shops,  engine-house,  &c.,  with  snch  auditions  thereto  as  may 
be  needed  for  the  convenient  performance  of  the  business  and  operationa 
of  the  road  ill  a  projier  manner. 

Skc.  21.  The  party  of  the  second  part,  his  associates  and  assigns,  or  iiis 
or  their  authorised  agents  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  reg^ilate  and 
control  the  mnvements  of  all  trains  u]u>n  the  road,  and  the  rates  of  charges 
for  freights  and  jiassengers,  provided  that  their  sliall  Ix-  no  discrimina- 
tion in  charges  against  either  terminus  of  the  road ;  but  this  provision 
shall  not  he  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  fair  arrangement  for  through 
fniight  and  passengers  over  tlif  cntin^  line  of  r6a<l,  or  from  any  i>oint 
on  the  road  to  either  terminus  j  and  provided  that  all  charges  for 
freights  and  passengers  shall  be  fair  and  reasonable  and  equitable,  with 
proper  provisions  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers  and  shippers, 
and  !t>  flie  ado]>tion  and  maintenance  of  snitabh'  ]>rovision8  for  the 
accommodation  of  ship]>ers  and  i)assengei's  with  iair,  reasonable,  and 
equitable  rates  of  charges,  as  aforesaid,  ^ve  eifbonrageraent  to  the  fhll- 
est  practicable  development  to  the  industrial  sources  of  tho  country  to 
be  tributarj-  and  to  be<'<mie  tributary  to  the  railroad,  with  the  view  to 
the  increase  and  x>crmanent  enlargement  of  the  business  of  the  road. 
It  is  finther  understood  and  agreed  that  no  discrimination  in  regard  to 
charj^es  for  freip^ht  shall  be  made  between  individuals  or  companies;  but 
this  rule  shall  not  prevent  a  ditlerence  in  char^'es  for  tVeiuhts  in  largo 
and  freights  in  small  quantities,  and  betwei'U  regular  and  occasional 
shippers,  it  being  the  puri>ose  of  this  stipulation  to  guard  against  dis- 
criminations in  favor  nf  or  against  individuals  or  companies  sending 
freights  under  like  circumstances. 

Sec.  22.  The  party  of  the  second  part  during  the  continuance  of  said 
lease  shall  have  the  right  to  collect  all  freights  and  pas.sages,  and  to 
appropriate  all  the  emoluments  of  the  roads  and  its  business;  and  to 
appoiut  and  control  officers,  agents,  and  employes  of  every  class  required 
in  the  management  and  workmg  of  the  road  and  in  the  perfbrmance  of 
his  contract,  and  the  right  to  exercise  all  the  corporate  powers  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  full  exertiise 
and  ei\joyment  of  the  rights  and  privileges  conceded  in  and  by  this

agreenivjit;  but  no  employe  of  the  psu'ty  of  tlu'  scioml  part  shall  have 
any  claim  whatever  on  the  party  of  the  tirst  part;  and  the  party  «)f  the 
second  part,  his  associates  and  tussi^ns,  shall  be  solely  and  exciusively 
Vt^le  and  responsible  for  all  their  own  a4;t«  and  omissions,  and  the  acts 
and  omissions  of  his  or  tlicir  ajiTnts  aiid  enijdoyes  in  the  maii;ii:<'Tjiont 
of  the  niilroad  during  the  leasiif  aud  nUall  8av<;  the  i>ai't^  ol  the  tirsfc 
part  hannless  therefrom. 

Sec.  23.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  have  and  retain  the  right  and  power  to  take  iM>sseS8ion 
and  €K>utrol  of  the  railroad  aud  appurUMiances  as  leased,  aud  to  exercise 
all  the  corporate  powers  of  the  company,  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
whenever  aud  to  such  extent  as  may  become  necessary  to  iusure  the 
faithful  ftilfllment  and  i)erformance  of  the  uiidert.ikings  aud  agreements 
of  the  party  of  the  second  pai-t  herein  set  tbrth ;  aud  to  secure  aud  pro- 
tect the  rights  and  interests  of  the  party  of  the  first  port  in  all  respectii, 
in  the  event  that  the  said  i>arty  of  the  second  part,  his  associates  or 
as'«i|jrns,  shall  at  anytime  tail  oi-  refuse  to  carry  out  and  perform  in  good 
iaitii  the  said  uniU  rtakingH  and  agit  ements  oi  tlic  j^arty  of  the  second 
part;  hat  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  bound,  iu  the  exercise  ot 
its  i)owei*s,  in  good  faith  to  render  to  the  ])arty  of  the  seecmd  part,  his 
associates  aud  iussigns,  all  proper  aid,  assistance,  and  ]>rot«ction  in  the 
X)ertbrmauce  of  the  undertakings  and  agreements,  aud  iu  the  eiyoyment  _ 
of  the  rights  of  the  party  of  the  second  port  under  this  agreement,  and 
as  far  as  practicable  to  assist  aud  encourage  the  party  of  the  s(>fond 
part  aud  his  as.sociates  iu  the  rapid  construction  uud  early  completion 
of  the  railroad  to  be  constructed  nnder  this  agreement 

Sec.  24.  It  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  after  the  (;ompletion 
of  said  railroad  as  stii»nlated  iu  this  agreement,  and  when  the  debt  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have 
been  reduced  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500,000,  the  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  surrender  possession  of  said  railroad  and  otlier  leased  i>roperty 
to  the  j>arty  of  the  first  part,  and  receive  the  income  bonds  of  tlw  jtarty 
of  the  hrst  part  for  the  amount  due,  stijudating  lor  the  payment  ol  oae- 
third  of  the  amount  ]>er  annum,  with  inteix'st  thereon,  and  with  the 
agreement  and  stii)n1ation  that  the  lii-n  of  the  party  of  the  second  ]i;irt 
under  this  agreemeitt  shall  coutiuue  in  full  foi*cc  until  the  payment  of 
a^d  income  bonds.  And  iu  e^se  of  failure  of  the  party  of  the  fii'st  jmrt 
to  make  the  ])ayments  sftpulatetl  in  said  income  bonds,  tlie  ])arty  ot  the 
«»eond  part  will  have  the  riglit  to  have  possession  and  control  of  the 
said  railroad  and  ai»piutenances,  and  the  i)arty  of  the  first  pait  agrecii

It  is  fhrther  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  the  party  of  the 
second  ]v.n  t.  dnrin^i  tlic  <'Miitinunnce  of  the  lease  un(b'r  this  agreenu»nt, 
shall  be  responsibh'  lor  and  sludi  pay  all  the  income  tax  of  the  lJnite<l 
States,  which  without  this  agreement  would  be  chargeable  to  the  pju'ty 
of  the  first  part;  and  in  cas<»  the  revenue  laws  of  th(^  Unit<'d  States 
shall  have  b«'en  changed  from  wind  they  were  on  the  1st  day  of  Manuary 
last,  or  shall  hereafter  l»e  changed  diuiug  the  continuance  of  this 

lease,  so  aa  to  shift  to  taxes  to  be  levied  on  the  railroad  of  the  party  of  the

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Btaites;  provided,  that  all  stninpH  which  may  be  required  on  bonds  of 

the  party  of  tlio  ftrat  part/  which  may  be  iic^^otiat^'d  will  he  cliarKt'iiblt^ 
to  the  i>arty  of  the  first  pait :  all  other  taxes  on  business  or  i)ro]H'rty  of 
the  party  of  the  tir«t  j^iit  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  paid  for  by  the 
|»aity  of  the  first  part 

Sec.  It  is  iui'ther  Htii»nlato<l  and  a|»Tced,  for  tho  i)revention  of  all 
canseH  oi'  laisuiiderstanding  between  the  parties,  and  for  the  just,  equit- 
able, and  amieable  at^justment  and  settlement  of  all  disagreements,  if 
any  should  arise  under  this  oontnM  t,  timt  all  differences  between  the 
parties,  should  any  arise,  shall  illiout  UTUH  Cf'ssary  delay  be  submitted 
to  the  arbitrament  of  two  rcsi>cc table,  disinterested,  aud  competent 
persons,  fVee  fW>m  any  just  or  reasonable  cause  for  objection— one  to 
be  chosen  by  each  of  the  parties:  and  in  eas(?  they  fail  to  agree  in 
regard  to  any  matter,  they  shall  cnoose  nn  umpire  to  decide  between 
them;  aud  the  award  of  said  refei-ees,  or  of  any  one  of  them,  with  the 
nmpire  who  may  be  chosen,  in  relation  to  all  matters  referred  to  their 
dt  (  ision,  when  duly  rendered  aiid  certified  in  writing,  sliall  be  binding 
and  conclusive  on  the  parties,  it  hein^  the  understanding  and  intention 
of  this  provision  for  referentt^  that  all  decisions  hIuiU  be  nuide  in  jiccord- 
ance  with  fair,  jnst,  and  equitable  rules  and  principles. 

Se(\  27.  The  party  of  the  first  part  uill  have  the  ri<rlit  to  select  and

Si  r.  js.  It  is  fiirthcr  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  the  party  of  the 
secoiui  part  shall  a<ivance  to  the  paity  of  the  first  part  raontidy,  for 
each  and  every  month  d  the  first  year  of  the  said  lease,  a  snm  to  make 
the  said  monthly  rents  for  the  first  year  $8,(K)() ;  and  the  stuns  so 
advanced,  aud  the  siiid  rentes  for  the  first  year,  and  the  said  rents  after 
the  first  year,  shall  be  applied  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Ist.  To  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  party  of  the  first  iJart. 

2d.  To  pay  the  existing  debts  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  labor 
and  material.

Beo.  2\).  It  is  ftarther  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  the  advances  to  be 
made  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  under  the  last  preceding  section,  and 
all  <>tlier  advances  which  may  be  made  by  the  party  of  the  secouil  part 
to  tln^  party  of  the  first  part,  not  otherwise  stipulated  and  provided,  shall 
be  regarded  as  if  the  same  wen^  c\]iended  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part  in  the  eoTistnu'tion  of  said  railroad,  and  twenty  per  cent,  as  con- 
tracloi's  profits  shidl  be  added  to  the  amounts  to  be  so  advanced,  and 
interest  stmll  be  allowed  on  the  whole  until  paid. 

Sec  30.  It  is  further  understood  and  agrml,  in  relation  to  the  clauses 
of  this  agreement  whicli  i»ro\  ich-  foi'  the  i>aynient  of  rent  for  the  railroad 
as  leased,  and  the  fixing  of  points  or  stations  between  the  .lacksouv  die

be  executed  by  the  party  of  the  flrat  part,  a^!  provideil  in  tliia  agreement, 
tsUall  be,  unci  the  same  is  hereby,  lixed  at  the  pcriwl  of  three  yearn  from 
and  after  the  time  of  which  said  railroad,  to  be  constmcted  by  the  party 
of  the  Koeond  part,  shall  have  been  completed  to  its  northern  terminus 
at  or  near  Dalton ;  and  tlie  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  no  ]>ower 
to  enforce  said  lien  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  i)eriod  of  three 
years  from  the  completion  of  the  roatl  as  above  desigimted.

WMngUmt  D,  0^  Jmmrjf  21, 1809. 

Sm:  I  herewith  hand  you  a  draught  of  a  bill,  which  1  beg  you  will  call 
to  thp  attention  of  Conjrn'ss  and  endeavor  to  et^ect  its  passage,  or  some 
other  luw  jseeuiiug  the  priiuary  object  of  the  biH,  which  is  coutaiued  iu 
tiie  first  Beetion  thereof. 

T?y  rea.son  of  the  present  numerical  composition  of  the  court,  (the 
supreuie  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,)  great  inconvenience  has 
been  occasioned  and  mmh  expense  incnrred  by  parties  litigant  resulting 
from  an  equal  division  in  opinion  of  tlu>  eourti  when  sitting  in  bme;  and 
I,  myself,  as  eonnsiel,  have  experieifci  d  tliis  inconvenience  in  a  recent 
case,  brought  on  appeal  to  the  court  in  general  term,  losing  m^f  appeal 
\fy  a  division  of  tiie  oouit:  and  bntforthe  fact  that  the  amount  involved 
was  sufficient  to  give  appellate  juristlictiont^*  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case,  my  cli^mts  would  l>c  without  remedy.  In  cases,  how- 
ever, where  the  amount  iuvuived  is  under  $1,000,  you  will  perceive  that, 
in  the  instance  spoken  of,  the  appellant  would  be  without  remedy. 

Thr  sie  are,  however,  minor  considerations  in  determining  the  expedi- 
ency or  propriety  of  the  legislation  I  have  presumed  to  suggest. 

I  believe  that  this  measure  is  called  for  by  the  interests  of  the  people 
and  is  neoesaaiy  to  the  despatch  of  the  gieatly  accumulated  business  of 
litigation  growinpr  out  of  a  largely  increased  and  increasinjif  population. 
By  existing  law  there  are  three  terms  of  the  court  held  in  each  year,  by 
one  of  tiie  justices,  for  niH  prhu  trials,  and  the  number  of  cases  to  be 
disposed  of  at  each  term  averages  from  300  to  400. 

There  are  also  three  terms  of  the  crimioal  court  in  each  year,  held  by 
another  of  tlie  justices,  each  term  requiring  about  three  months  to  dis* 
pose  of  its  business. 

There  are  also  1 1  special  terms  of  the  court  held  each  year,  by  one  of 
the  justices.  TIm'  equity  business  alone  that  comes  before  these  terms 
of  tiie  court  requires,  and  usiuilly  consumes,  two  weeks  of  each  teiin  to 
dispose  of  it,  leaving  the  large  number  of  divorce  cases  and  those  arising 
uitflor  the  mechniiics'  lien  law  still  to  be  disposed  of. 

There  are  also  two  terms  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  states, 
held  by  one  of  the  justices  charged  with  hearing  and  detennining  admi* 
ralty  cases  and  cases  arising  under  the  conflHcatton  and  bankrupt  acts. 

There  are  also  three  terms  each  year  of  the  court  in  "preneral  tci  in,'' 
retjiuired  to  be  held  by  three  or  more  justices,  usually  and  necessarily 
occupying  some  three  wedcs  for  the  disposal  of  the  business  of  each  term. 

Besides  all  these  there  is  superadded  the  jurisdi<!tion  t^)  hear  and 
detennine  appeals  in  patent  cases,  brouirlit  from  tlif  f'ntentOflrtce,  involv- 
ing controversies  between  citizens  from  any  and  ali  parts  of  the  Union, 
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and,  as  these  ciiHc«  are  usually  warmly  contestiMl  aud  necessitatt*  the 
ezamination  of  masses  of  m-ords  and  testamony,  they  require  almost 
the  eutiiv  atuntion  of       <  t  the  jnstioeB,  to  the  ezdusioii  of  other 

duties  ]K*rtaiiiiiig  to  the  court. 

While  I  can  bear  testimony  to  the  earnest  zeal  witli  which  our  judges 
devote  themselves  to  this  va^^t  Held  of  labor,  yet  it  will  re^idily  o<Mrur  to 
you  that  properly  to  ilischarge  these multilbrui  and  v;u  i(  f1  hitics  wouM 
overtax  the  energies  ul'  any  ibur  men,  however  heiUthy  they  may  be  in 
mind  or  body,  while  a  great  amonnt  of  the  in)x>ortant  business  of  ih» 
court  mu8t  neeessarily  siiflV  r  from  delay. 

The  business  of  the  orphans'  eourt  of  this  District  is  so  limited  and 
small  as  to  require  only  about  three  hours  in  eiich  week  to  despatch  it : 
and  any  matter  before  that  court  involving  the  disposition  of  the  real 
estate  of  an  orphan  requires  the  confirmation  of  the  supreme  court  of 
this  District  before  8U(;h  e.s(;ite  can  be  sold.  On  the  score  of  economy 
I  have,  therefore,  embodied  i)i  luy  bill  a  pioviiiion  for  the  aboUtion  of 
the  orphans'  coiut  and  the  transfer  of  its  Jurisdiction  to  the  supreme 
eonrt,  as  it  will,  nodoubt^  be  found  u]n^\]  invt  stifration  that  the  expense 
to  the  government  of  maintaining  the  orplians'  ccnirt  is  largely  dispit)- 
poitioued  to  the  amonnt  of  its  business,  and  greater  than  would  attend 
a  law  providing  an  mlditioiuil  justice  for  the  supreme  court. 

In  re«r;ird  to  the  fourth  swtion  of  the  hill  projmsed.  I  would  state  that 
the  compensation  of  both  the  auditor  of  the  supreme  court  and  the  reg- 
ister of  wills  of  this  DiHtrict  is  cbmpom^  of  fees,  fixed  by  law;  the 
fees  of  the  audit<»r  a^;ii<  i4nfing  about  f?l,(KKt  jK-r  annum,  and  those  of 
the  register  aboiit  ^"S.OOO,  wliile  the  duties  of  these  respective  (officers  are 
important  and  responsible,  and  to  be  i)i-operly  discharged  require  uotouly 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  accounts,  but  also  a  knowledge  of  law,  and 
especially  a  knowledge  of  tlie  practice  of  the  courts  of  chaiu'ery  ;  aud 
in  order  to  command  the  requisite  qualifications  for  the  prcqx^r  discharge 
of  these  duties,  1  pn)iK)se  to  unite  thes«»  two  offices  in  one,  under  the 
title  of  "Master  in  ("liaiicery." 

I  have  conferred  with  a  number  of  tlie  most  prominent  members  of 
our  bar  regiu'ding  this  matter  I  have  also  talked  with  our  chief  jus- 
tice on  the  8ubje<rt,  and  all  agree  that  the  measure  I  have  presumed  to 
propose  to  yon  is  (lemande<l  by  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service.

DtPOBTAKGE  OF  ITS  OOrEDIATE  niPROVEarENT — OBJECT10^S  TO  AX 
ARCHED  CULVERT — REASONS  WHY  THK  OAflAL  SHOUIJ>  S£AiAI2i 
UNDER  MUNICIPAL  CONTROL. 

2b  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildinge  and  Grounds: 

Having  heretofore  submitted  for  yonr  fonsideration  a  plan  for  straight- 
ening and  otherwise  improving  the  Washington  cajial,  which  seems  to 
h«V9  met  with  general  favor,  and  is  believed  to  be  the  only  feeble 
plan  of  effecting  a  hi<rlily  desirable  iminrovement*  and  believing  that  its 
early  exwnpletion  woukl  be  :v1\':(ntageous  to  the  geneifil  frovcrnment  ns 
well  as  to  the  eit\',  I  now  le.spectftilly  submit  tor  youi-  consideration 
some  ftirther  8uggesti<m8  in  exposition  of  the  questions  involved,  so  far 
as  they  affect  the  import;inc<'  of  the  canal  to  tin  city  and  to  the  general 
government,  and  in  opiwsition  to  the  culvert  and  to  the  ])nss('ssi(>n  of 
the  canal  by  a  private  company,  as  being  undesirable  ami  inejiiilieiai  to 
the  health  of  the  eommnnity.  I  also  desh*e  to  show,  in  part  by  docu- 
mentary evidcnc*',  what  action  lias  hovn  had  on  this  ]ilan,  as  ucll  as 
indicate^  the  meait.s  by  whicii  t'ongresscuu  iusiu-e  tlie  speedy  comx>ietion 
of  the  much- needed  improvement. 

Hie  proper  improvement  of  the  Washington  canal  is  manifestly  a  duty 
demanding  early  and  earnest  attention  on  the  part  of  Congn  ss  as  w<'ll 
as  of  the  coriwrate  authorities,  as  it  is  a  question  iu  which  the  general 
government  and  the  city  are  both  deeply  interested.  Bvery  citizen, 
sojtmrner,  atid  member  of  Congress  shiiresin  this  Interest  to  tlie  extent 
tliat  their  heiilth  and  the  value  of  their  ]»ro]>erty  may  become  afbH'te<l 
l>y  the  good  or  bad  condition  oi  tiie  canal.  That  the  canal  might  be  so 
improved  as  to  make  it  a  complete  conservator  of  healtli^  and  by  the 
same  nutans  used  for  this  puriH>se  nuike  it  also  highly  imKlnrtive  as  a 
commercial  meastire.  cannot  he  ibmbted.  It  is  <  (|nnlly  certain  rliat 
serious  iiynr^  to  lieaUh  ami  ilaiiiage  to  propeiiy  must  result  from  much 
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longer  neglecting  ita  proper  improyement|  hence,  the  hest  plan  for  pro- 
moting sanitary  and  conuneieial  inteieste  is  the  ilrst  object  to  be  sought 

ibr. 

Of  the  numerous  plans  proposed  at  different  times  there  arc  now  but 
three  claiming  attention,  viz:  That  proposed  in  1804,  the  distinguisbinjif 
feature  nf  wliicli  consists  in  causing  the  tides  to  flow  througli  its  entire 
length  in  but  one  direciion^  and  in  straightening  and  deepening  the  canal 
for  navigation,  which  plan  was  adopted  and  partially  executed  iu  1866; 
that  proposing  to  let  the  canal  to  a  private  company  to  be  narrowed  and 
(h^eponed  for  nnvi-iatioii,  and  to  aViandon  the  present  tide  arrangement  j 
and  that  proposing  to  substitute  an  arched  culvert  for  the  oi>en  canal. 

As  the  latter  plan  exists  only  iu  the  uncertain  form  of  suggestion  of  a 
culvert,  unacc<mipanied  by  a  tU'sci  ii)ti<morestimatt»of  it^^eost,  by  which 
it  s  valtie  and  adaptation  to  the  ends  desired  might  1)0  determined,  it  can 
hardly  be  regarded  as  a  plan.  The  fact  that  not  one  essential  of  a  defi- 
nite plan  has  been  fhmished  may  be  taken  to  indicate  that  all  competent 
cnpri"f'<*i"^  who  have  considered  the  qtiestioTi  liave  tVnind  the  enlvert  to 
be  impracticable.  But  as  some,  without  investigation  and  witlunit  defi- 
nite ideas  as  to  its  cost  or  feasibility,  still  adhere  to  the  bare  idea  of  a 
culvert,  the  following  iluits  and  suggestions  may  aid  in  removing  such 
delusions: 

The  quantity  of  water  flowing  in  from  all  sources  between  Seventeenth 
street  and  Virginia  avenue,  and  with  Telocitfes  dneto  fkUs  ranging  from 
nearly  30  to  *.)(»  tret  to  the  mile,  amounts  in  times  of  floods  to  about>500 
square  fe<'t.  At  siicli  t  iines  tlie  Tiber  culvert  contribntesabout  L*'*.")  squaiv 
leet,  the  lull  capacity  of  its  ^0  leet  arch.  Thisarcli  of  30  feet  span,  having 
cost  full  $100  to  the  lineal  foot,  would,  at  that  rate,  amount  to  $1,584,000 
(or  the  three  miles'  length  of  the  canal.  But  as  the  capai  ity  of  tliat  arch 
is  not  sutticient  to  carry  quite  one-half  of  the  50f>f(  (M  tlow  iuir  in  with  the 
before-indicated  velocities,  it  becomes  plain  that  two  such  arches,  costing 
double  that  of  the  flrst^  vis,  $3,168,000,  ctudd  not  possibly  answer,  pro- 
vided the  same  rate  of  fall  could  be  Tiiaintained  through  the  length  of 
the  canal  from  the  point  where  the  Tiber  enters  it  to  the  river.  But  as 
it  would  become  necessary,  in  order  to  receive  the  contributions  of  the 
numerous  lateral  sewers,  to  plaxre  the  culvert  within  the  canal  on  a  level 
V  ith  and  certainly  as  low  as  the  plane  of  tlie  lowest  tide^5.  which  would 
cause  it  to  till  with  water  to  the  depth  of  seven  feet  at  high  tides,  and 
to  the  depth  of  10  and  11  feet  at  times  of  floods,  it  would  certainly  become 
necessarv  to  give  to  the  canal  culvert  much  more  than  double  the  capacity 
of  that  of  the  Tiber.  Hence,  its  cost  must  necessarilv  become  very  great— 
cAArtaiuIy  $a,50U,000,  and  probably  tidl  $4,0(>U,000.  ^ 

The  annual  cost  of  removing  deposits  nom  the  interior  of  the  culvert 
could  hardly  be  less  than  $10,000;  and  as  this  would  have  to  l>e  i»crformed 
l>y  manual  labor,  many  of  the  hiboi  ers  must  sicken  and  die  f  rom  breathing 
the  noxious  gases  generated  M'itliin  the  culvert  and  sewers.  The  neces- 
sity for  such  labor  all  prudent  and  hnmane  engineers  will,  as  i)ir  as  pos> 
.sible,  avoid. 

liut  the  foregoing  cost  in  money  and  lives  combined  would  not  form 
the  grejfitest  o^ecaon  to  the  snfaatitntion  of  an  arched  culvert  for  the 
open  canal.  A  more  fonnidableoiyection  would  mostassui'cdly  be  found 
in  its  damaging  effects  on  the  general  health  of  the  city,  and  in  the  con- 
sequent depreciation  iu  Uie  value  of  property,  which  would  not  l)e  con- 
flned  to  lines  along  the  culvert,  but  extend  to  the  Capitol,  and  to  all  the 
( levated  parts  of  the  c  ity  reached  by  sewers  connected  with  the  culvert. 
The  reasons  why  it  would  he  so  are,  that  iuf>st  of  the  sewer  ga^es  are 
lighter  than  the  common  air,  and,  tlierefore,  uaiurally  rise  to  the  highest 
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pBirtB  of  the  aewettu  The  aew«n  beins  ecmneeted  with  the  partially  sub- 
merged culvert^  every  inooming  tide  woold  diive  the  p^tilential  gases 
before  it^  forciTi}?  them  inward  and  upward  tlirontjh  every  opening, 
and  through  every  crevice  into  the  open  air  and  into  dwellings,  thus 
malting  the  most  elevated  iiarta  of  the  eity  the  mere  abodes  of  infeotioDt 
fcvi^rs,  and  death,  caused  by  the  constant  pn^sciu  o  of  the  essences  m 
fllth  ill  the  form  of  sewer  gases  fnrrod  iipwai  il  by  tlif  ti<h's. 

ill  Loudon,  where  over  30,()0(),0(K)  poimds  Hterlm^  lias  been  expended 
on  what  has  been  sopposed  to  oe  the  best  system  of  sewerage  m  »tlie 
w'orld,  the  fore^roTiijr  evils  have  prevniled  to  nri  aJarming  extent,  and 
m&inly,  as  is  now  supposed  by  the  most  eminent  sewerage  engineers, 
because  proper  provision  had  not  been  made  for  neutralizing,  by  means 
of  water,  the  noxicms  gases  ;renenited  in  vast  quantities  within  tlieaewers. 
In  view  of  t]u-^o  fiu-ts  Mr,  r.a/.alj^ctt,  one  of  the  most  pnietical  sewerage 
engineers  of  London,  advocates  measiu'es  substantially  the  same  in  prin- 
ei^e  as  that  adopted  and  partiaUy  executed  in  this  dty  in  1866,  tbeoom> 
pletion  of  which  is  now  urged,  which  i^  opposed  only  by  the  advocates 
of  a  culvert  and  h\  those  interested  in  private  canal  schemes,  viz:  that 
the  only  means  for  abating  such  uuisiuices  as  those  which  aMict  Loudon 

wUh  tuek  eopiom  svpplieit  of  water  thtU  the  sewer- 
age matter  slutU  he  more  fully  diluted,  and  the  aides  of  the  xetcers  washed 
clean,  and  the  npeed  of  the  current  become  ho  siri/t  ««  to  prevent,  an 
far  as  possible,  tJie  formation  of  tlie  gases.^  Unfortunately,  hotvever, 
London  cannot  eommaud  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  these  pnrposes. 
ATifl  ris  there  appears  to  be  no  other  way  of  ]ireventing  the  forniiition  or 
the  escape  of  these  pestiferous  gu^^s  which  bring  death  and  dismay 
wbefever  they  come,  the  engineers  have  come  to  the  conclusion  to  let 
the  gase«  out  in  the  middle  of  the  streets,  there  to  be<?ome  diffused  with 
the  largest  possible  quantity  of  air,  rather  than  have  them  concentrate 
in  the  dwellings* 

Dr.  Silliman  says  of  the  London  sewers,  <'that  they  have  become  a 

most  teriil)le  plague  to  its  inhabitants."  Dr.  r>»'lir«"nd,  of  l^crlin,  asserts 
"  that  more  illness  and  deaths  o(;cnr  along  the  lines  of  gre^it  sewers  than 
elsewhere,"  With  such  sad  exam[jles  before  us  of  the  pemi<*!ouH  effects 
of  bad  systems  of  sewerage,  it  surely  becomes  an  imperative  duty  on  our 
part  to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  the  infliction  of  similar  evils  on  th  i  -  rlt  y. 
Fortunately  there  is  no  necessity  for  it.  The  topography  of  WasUini^ton 
is  such  that,  with  judicious  use  of  water  at  command,  the  danger  may 
be  avoided.  Most  of  the  sewers  emptying  into  the  c^inal  have  sufficient 
fall  to  insnro  a  rapid  flow  throujrli  them  into  the  canal.  And  any  <|uan- 
tity  of  Potomac  water  desired  lor  this  purpose  may  be  brought  across 
Booik  CTcek  in  the  manner  described  in  former  communications  to  Gon> 
gress,  and  to  the  city  councils,  for  flushing  the  sewers  to  almost  perfect 
cleanness,  l»y  which  the  generation  of  noxious  erases  within  the  sewci  s 
will  be,  to  a  great  extent,  prevented,  or  most  of  such  as  may  be  formed 
nentralised. 

The  only  serious  danger  lies  alonj?  the  line  of  th<"  rmal,  where  the 
sewers  discluu  ge  their  foul  contents,  1 1  is  there  that  tlie  character  of  our 
svsteiu  of  sewerage,  for  good  or  for  evil,  must  be  formed.  Down  to  that 
Ime  all  the  sewage  can  be  conveyed  through  the  sewers  before  fer- 
mentation, by  whicli  the  gases  are  evolved,  can  take  place.  But  let 
the  sewage  be  there  lodged  within  a  low,  level  arched  culvert,  then  that 
culvert  wID  become  a  source  of  incaleblable  evil.  It  will,  to  a  large 
efztent,  retain  the  sewage  and  act  as  a  great  subterranean  retort,  in 
which  the  pestilential  gases  will  be  generated  with  great  rapidity.  And 
every  incoming  tide  will  force  them  upward  through  every  opening,  iutc 
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the  streets  and  into  the  dwellings  to  an  extent  that  has  not  been  equalled 
in  Ijondt)n.  With  all  the  fenlts  of  the  system  adopted  in  that  eity,  none 
have  equalled  tliis,  in  mrtjfnitude  and  power,  for  evil;  for  there  Tlicy 
have  no  Hewers  nor  culverts  as  large  as  this  would  have  to  be  made,  nor 
any  in  which  the  tides  have  acted  as  iu^fariouslv  as  they  wonld  act  in 
this. 

It  would  l>e  very  natural  to  supiwse  that  the  bnd  effwtj*  of  the  tidqs 
entering  eulveit**  utigbt  be  prevented  by  ineaus  of  tide  gates  at  their 
enter  ends,  so  arrani^  as  to  dose  by  the  action  of  rising  tides.  Bat 
snch  devices  have  been  tTie<l  in  various  places  and  failed  because  tbeir 
action  was  made  uncertain  by  sticks  and  other  hard  sniistances  ollen 
ju-eventing  the  gates  ti'om  closing.  When  closed  jierfectly,  and  keeping 
the  tides  out,  they  have  served  as  dams  to  the  sewage^  often  causing 
that  to  rise  nearly  as  high  as  the  tides  would  have  risen,  and  to  liave 
nearly  the  same  effect  in  forcing  the  gases  upwai-ds  as  the  tides  would 
have  if  permitted  to  enter. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  fa<'ts  tliat  the  first  cost  of  tlie  culvert  cannot 
be  mucli.  if  any,  less  than  ^4^(M)0,(HH»  ;  that  it  would  cont  at  least  $10,000 
annually  cleai*  it  of  deposits,  to  say  nothing  of  the  interest  on  the 
first  cost,  of  the  value  of  health  and  lives  that  would  be  sacrificed  in  the 
oi)eration  of  removing  the  dejiosits;  that  it  would  be  very  injnrions 
to  the  preneral  health,  j>articularly  so  to  the  fai^itol  nnt!  to  <l\\eliing8 
locHtctl  in  oilier  elevated  jwrts  of  the  city,  thereby  cauMiii'  a  depreciation 
in  the  value  of  property  to  an  extent  many  times  greater  tiian  the  cost  of 
the  culvert,  it  would  miem  to  be  highly  inexpedient  to  sanction  soeli  a 
plan  in  the  improvement  of  the  city. 

The  proposition  to  let  the  canal  pass  to  a  private  company  to  be  nar- 
rowed and  deepened  for  navigation,  and  U>  abandon  the  present  tidal 
arrangement,  appeai-s  to  prestnit  l>ut  one  object  of  the  least  \  ahie.  which 
otyect  can  be  moi*e  perfectly  stn  ured  by  completing  the  tidal  plan  akeady 
partially  exeented^  and  by  dtH^peiiing  the  canal  fbr navigation  as  contem- 
plated by  that  plan.  In  considi'i  ing  the  lu-opriety  of  reducing  the  canal 
to  a  uniform  width  of  60  or  70  feet  ,  as  prop(>sed  by  the  company,  it 
should  hi'  borne  in  mind  that  notwithstanding  the  pn»sent  gi-eat  width 
of  some  of  its  parte*  the  quantity  of  water  fiowing  in  from  the  land  alone 
is  sonjetirne'4  so-iifat  and  coines  so  siiddrnlv  as  to  <»vt'iflo\s  the  banks  of 
the  Ciinal  to  the  depth  of  two  and  three  leet.  Tliis  ha,H  Imppeiieil  when 
none  of  the  water  has  come  from  the  river,  when  in  fact  the  surface  of 
the  river  was  much  hiwer  than  the  level  to  which  the  water  rose  at  the 
middle  of  the  length  of  the  canal.  This  was  the  ease  on  tin*  2lth  of 
.Inly,  184i8,  when  the  river  was  very  low.  At  that  time  a  rain  storm 
apinoached  trom  the  north,  the  rain  falling  so  rapidly  as  to  cause  the 
water  in  the  niichlle  part  of  tlie  canal  to  rise  so  high  in  two  hours  as  to 
overtiow  the  banks  and  exten<l  far  up  in  Maine  avenue  before  the  l<»vel 
of  the  river  surface  wiis  at  all  atiected  by  the  rain,  thus  causing  a  ditter- 
euce  at  that  particular  time  of  six  feet  between  the  levels  of  the  snrfhoe 
of  the  river  and  that  of  the  ntid<lle  part  of  the  canal.  A  like  quantity 
of  water  ll«»wiiig  into  a  nan'ower  ciinal,  snch  as  the  I'OTupany  projios^?  to 
make,  would  t>f  eoiust-  cause  the  water  to  rise  still  higher,  anil  would 
produce  proportionally  greater  dfunage  in  flooding  cellars  Hnd  other 
ju'operty.  Ibit  should  ;i  siiullar  lo*  al  tlixKl  occur  at  a  tinu' of  hiirli  water 
in  the  river,  then  a  narrow  cjinal  would  cause  the  water  to  rise  much 
higher  within  the  city  and  luxwluce  much  more  damage. 

The  foregouig  obJe<'tions  to  contracting  th«'  width  of  tlie  canal  are 
equally  applieahlc*  to  a  culvert,  and  to  any  other  device  by  which  the 
outliow  uf  tluods  may  be  retaixLed,  as  all  such  rettirdaliou  must  result  in 
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ttauing  the  water  to  rise  higher  in  the  and  to  inereaae  the  dam- 

age  by  tlcKKlin^f  i>rc>perty  .iloiij;  tU«»ir  liiirs. 

Canals  paHHin;;  tliroufrh,  or  terininatinfj'  within  or  near  cifii  s.  always 
require  basins.  The  wide  pait  of  our  canal,  tliat  between  Seventh  and 
Seventeenth  Htreetii,  was  intended  for  a  basin.  It  is  so  named  in  the 
cli  u  trr,  ;i!u!  it  should  1)0  niiiintiiiHed  as  snch,  for  all  its  Kimre  will  l>e 
rtHjiuml  tor  ba^in  pur|)oseH  hoou  alter  itt»  connect it>n  with  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Canal  shall  have  been  rcoijenecl,  and  that  important 
thoronglifare  put  in  eompieto  order. 

The  private  company  pnipn-ic  nlso  to  ;)Nandon  the  present  basin,  dike, 
lock  and  tide  gates  at  the  toot  ot  ;Se\'euteeutU  8treet|  thus  cutting  oH'  all 
eommnnieation  with  the  river  at  that  pointy  for  both  navigatton  and  for 
the  admiaaion  of  tide- water  for  iHirifyuig  the  eanid;  and  instead  thereof 
to  dejiend  wholly  on  such  water  rts  mny  be  su])p1ied  by  lockape,  and  a« 
may  be  drawn  by  other  means  from  tlie  Chesapeake  aud  Oliio  Canal,  and 
ficom  other  Mmrcea  independent  of  the  tides— enoh  as  Bock  creelc.  It  is 
quite  plain  that  the  ]ir<))»'<  tor«  of  that  scheme  do  not  realize  how  larpc  a 
quantity  of  water  wonl«i  U*  re<niired  t«  keep  a  wholesonje  tlow  of  water 
through  the  ciiuul — rqual  to  that  of  the  prewmt  ti<lal  arrangement 
which  they  pro)H>8e  to  abandon,  and  by  the  partial  operation  of  which 
the  canal  has  been  kei>t  in  a  liealthy  condition  durinjr  tlie  last  twn  md 
a  half  year»,  notwithstantling  its  bml  apiiearanct^  and  all  the  silly  tiiiugs 
said  about  the  ditch.''  By  that  plan  we  shall  have  a  daily  flow  through 
^le  canal  from  all  sources  of  full  15,0(>0,(HM)  cubi(?  feet  of  water  as  mhui 
as  the  eaiiii]  shall  ha^  e  hccn  dre<l|red  to  the  depth  con templat«'d  by  that 
plan,  and  an  deep  as  will  be  re(piii-ed  for  navigation.  To  obtain  an 
equal  quantity  by  lockage  would  i*equire  a  daily  pannage  of  4,9!)8  boats 
—one  in  every  17  se<!on<ls  of  time — a  manifest  imj)osibility. 

To  flraw  so  larije  a  quantity  of  water  from  the  Cl)caspcak«*  and  Ohio 
Cauai  by  kH'kage,  or  by  any  other  meaus,  would  make  navigation  upon 
its  eastern  section  impossible.  Tliat  canal  might,  and  it  is  hoped  will, 
yet  be  so  enlarged  as  to  become  ca|>able  of  furnishing  the  requisite  suj»- 
ply  of  water.  Jiut  to  do  so  will  i-e«piiie  time,  and  more  nuuiey  than  is 
likely  to  he  exi)ended  ui>ou  it  for  many  yeai'S  to  come.  Our  main  dt'pend- 
ence  would  theu  be  on  B<Mrk  creek,  which  might  ftimish  a  sutlicient 
8Ui>ply  <lnrin<;  lii;;li  water;  l)iit  in  dry  weather,  v:hvn  ^v;iter  would  1)6 
must  needed  tor  purityiug  the  canal,  Hock  creek  would  also  fail.  Aud, 
(the  tides  being  shut  out  at  Seventeenth  street,)  without  some  internal 
means  by  which  the  water  through  the  whole  len^^th  of  the  canal  conld  bo 
raised  at  the  rate  of  thi-ee  feet  in  six  hours — the  rate  at  wliich  the  tides 
rise— the  tides  woiUd  euter  at  the  eastern  end  and  wiuse  much  of  the 
fotol  sewage  to  remain  in  the  canal,  there  floating  backward  and<  forward 
within  the  city,  thus  causing  the  condition  of  the  camd  to  become  woi'se 
than  it  has  ever  yet  been.  This  would  result  fi*om  excluding  the  tides 
.from  its  western  cml.  the  only  present  melius  by  which  an  ea^^itward 
flow  can  be  maintained  through  the  canal  of  sufficient  volume  and  force 
to  prevent  the  tides  flowing  in  from  the  east  and  cai  r- in  j^  th<  «  \\a«re 
back  through  the  city  to  its  western  end.  Henc<>,  aband«»iiiug  the  present 
tidal  arrangement,  as  proposed  by  the  company,  would  make  their  plan 
but  little  better,  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  than  the  culvert. 

Another  obji-^'tion  to  disjvositi'^' of  the  caiutl  to  a  private  company  is 
the  terms  ou  which  they  pit)pose  to  take  all  the  gi-ouuds  connected  with 
the  canal,  and  to  take  as  much  more  as  they  may  desire,  by  an  uunsnal 
form  of  <'<uidemnation  by  the  courts  instead  of  a  jury  of  freeholders.  « 
But  in  view  of  the  general  operations  of  most  ))rivate  companies,  always 
striviugtoenricii  themselves  without  regard  for  public  inteif  Hts,  it  woidd 
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Beem  onivlfle  in  every  aenae  to  place  tiie  canal  nnder  the  control  of  a 
private  eompaiiy  on  any  terms ;  for,  by  so  doing,  we  would  place  our 
whole  system  of  sewerage  under  the  coutrol  of  pai  tien  whose  self-inter- 
ests might  cause  the  inmction  of  incalculable  evils  uih)U  the  health  of 
the  dty.  They  propose,  it  is  true,  Co  allow  the  sewera  to  enter  the  canal, 
but  what  would  that  avail,  when,  as  tln'v  jjioposc',  thoy  shall  commence 
by  coustruetiu^  a  bad  canal,  one  not  having  Huthcicnt  ( ;<parity  or  power 
tor  caiTying  off  safely  the  flood  water  aud  the  contribunuiis  ot  t  lie  sewers  f 

With  tito  canal  opened  and  deei>ened,  and  s  large  flow  of  compara- 
tively  pure  tido-wntcr  tlirou^di  it  in  but  one  diret^tion,  as  is  insured  by 
the  plan  adopted  in  1{5U0,  we  shall  be  li*ee  from  danger.  The  large  vol- 
ume of  flowing  water  will  rapidly  absorb  the  noxious  gases  and  bear 
riiem  ofi",  together  with  all  the  contributions  of  the  sewers  that  can  be 
held  in  solution,  far  beyoiifl  Mtt*  bounds  of  Dk-  i  ity.  And  the  volume  of 
water  flowing  down  the  rotomae  is  too  great  to  permit  the  sewerage  l>eiug 
returned  to  the  city  by  the  tides.  Hence,  it  is  only  necessary  to  pnt  the 
present  tide  aiTangement  at  tlio  upper  end  in  good  repair,  straighten 
and  deepen  the  canal  to  the  level  re<piire<l  for  navijr«ition,  thus  in<  iv;isiri!r 
the  flow  of  water  through  it,  to  make  the  canal  c-omple.ti^  and  iiigiiiy 
valuable  in  both  a  solitary  and  eommereial  point  of  view. 

The  capacity  of  flowing  water  for  absorbinjif  and  uoutralizin<;  noxious 
^:^ses,  and  for  i)uriiyin^'the  air,  is  very  gre4it,  as  has  been  pmved  most 
suitislactorily  along  the  liiie  of  the  canal.  That  region,  so  forbiding  in 
its  appearance  on  account  of  its  neglected  condition,  with  the  canal 
jtassin;,^  tliroujrh  it,  into  wliicli  most  of  the  sewers  disclmrpre  their  foul 
tHjntents,  is  very  natural  iy  supposed  by  many  to  be  very  unhealthy,  aud  the 
canal  isoften  spoken  of  as  an  intolerable  nuisance ;  yet  the  truth  is,  no  other 
part  of  the  city  has  suflered  less  from  ockncss  (hiring  the  hist  two  and 
a  half  years  than  that  lM>rdering  on  the  canal.  As  for  the  canal  itself, 
so  far  from  its  being  a  nuisance,  (except  to  the  sight,)  ttiere  are  the  beat 
rv^asons  for  believing  that  but  for  this  much-abused  duct,  and  the  puri- 
i  injrett'ectof  such  water  as  has  flowed  through  it,  its  borders  would 
UtU'^  since  have  become  a  veritiiblc  seat  of  ]M\stilence.  This  Iveing  the 
case,  i>ught  so  ctlicient  a  conaei  \utoi  ol  health  to  be  abandoned  lor  the 
obviously  inadequate  and  defective  plan  proposed  by  the  private  4M>m* 
]>any  ?  (%  i  tainl\  not ;  nor  for  tlie  proi>osed  culvert,  which,  judging  from 
analogy  and  experience  in  older  cities,  would  mo.!«t  assuredly  bei^ome 
fatal  to  health,  besides  being  enormously  expensive,  and  damaging  to 
t  lie  value  of  all  property  coming  nnder  the  baleful  influence  of  its  pes- 
tiferous gases. 

The  foregoing  is  believed  to  be  a  fail'  exposition  of  the  character  of 
the  three  pmna  named ;  and  the  following  a  true  estimate  of  their  vahie: 

FRIVAIE  COMPA2<Y  CANAL. 

By  reducing  the  width  of  the  western  section  of  the  canal,  as  pro])o8ed 

by  the  coin])any,  from  l.~0  feet  to  (50  or  70  feet,  would  so  diminish  its 
ca|)acity  lor  rapidly  conveying  the  water  of  lt>cal  rto<Kls  to  the  river,  as 
ti»  cause  the  water  to  rise  mueli  higher  in  rhe  city  than  it  has  ever  yet 
ri.sen,  thus  causing  i)roportioually  greater  damage  by  flooding  projwrty 
.i]on«i:  the  line  of  the  canal.  It  wtnddalso  de|)riv(^  the  cnnal  of  an  almost 
indi.spensableba8in.  Shutting  ofl' navigable  coiiunnnieation  with  the  river 
at  the  foot  of  Seventeenth  street  would  be  damaging  to  commence;  and  by 
excluding  the  tides  at  that  iM>int  would  deprive  the  canal  of  an  adequate 
flow  of  wat<'i  to  1  its  puriUeation;  thus  greatly  endangering  the  health 
of  the  city.   By  taking  the  eutiie  ciiual,  with  all  the  grouud  cuuuected 
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with  it,  as  tlie  oompany  propose — wortli  millionB  of  dollare— w  ithout 

compensntion,  or  tn  p  iylmt  an  iitsi<;nifirant  snni,  would  be  unjust  to  the. 
city;  aud  it  would  be  huzardouci  to  ^raut  to  the  eomuauy  the  right  it  asks 
to  take  anlimited  quantitieB  of  private  property  inuiveTer.tiLe  cooipany 
may  pleaae,  by  the  unusual  prooeas  of  coodemnatioii  hj  the  court,  instead 
•of  by  a  jniy  of  freeholders. 

OULTBBT. 

A  culvert  of  sufficient  capacity  to  take  the  place  of  the  canal,  placed 
on  the  uncertain  foundation  of  its  soft  bed,  could  not  cost  less  than 
$4,000,000.  As  it  would  cost  fiill  $10,000  a  yeiir  to  clear  it  of  deposits, 
necessarily  by  manual  labor,  of  the  innst  offensive,  sickenin;^,  and  deadly 
kind;  as  the  culvert  would  certainly  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  {jeueral 
health,  thus  greatly  daina|;ing  the  value  of  all  city  property ;  and  as  it 
would  preclude  ua\  igation  along  the  i>resent  line  of  the  canal,  thereby 
f]fr<*:if1v  itHTfa.siiig  the  cost  of  hauliirj  1>.v  eaitaf;e  of  all  fuel,  provisions, 
and  goods  that  might,  by  a  canal,  be  delivered  witliin  the  very  heart  of 
the  city,  the  objections  to  adopting  a  otdvert  appear  to  be  insormoimt- 
able. 

TIDAL  PLAN. 

The  [tlan  for  straip:htoniiifr  and  deepening  the  canal  for  navigation, 
by  which  a  large  tiow  of  tide-water  will  be  made  to  pass  through  the 
canal,  appears  to  be  free  fi*om  all  the  faidts  and  defects  pertaining  to 
the  culvert  and  to  the  private  plan,  and  t^o  meet  so  fully  all  require- 
ments, that  its  completion  Hi>i>earH  to  be  idl  that  is  needc<l  to  meet  the 
commercial  and  sanitary  wants  of  the  city.  Det^eniug  the  canal  as  pro- 
posed by  this  plan  is  the  cheapest  of  lul  the  means  pro]>osed  for  its 
improvement ;  and  it  is  precisely  what  is  Jirst^  eqitaUy,  and  moHt  needed 
for  both  sanitary  and  commcreial  purposes.  The  correctness  of  llie  fore 
going  con(;Iuiiious  may  be  iuferrecl  from  ihe  facts  that  prior  to  the  adop- 
tion of  this  plan  it  had  been  thoroughly  examined  and  approved  by  a 
C-onimission  of  three  of  the  most  eminent  praetieal  eni^iiwers  of  onr 
country  j  that  now,  after  the  j)hin  has  been  before  the  i)ul»lic  over  four 
years  and  severely  criticised,  no  better  substitute  is  otlered  than  tlie 
cnlvcrt,  and  the  before  dcscril>ed  private  plan;  and  that  after  a  psff- 
tial  trial  of  its  working  foi-  over  t v  n  yr;n  s  it  has  received  an  emphatic 
re-endorsement  of  an  able  coiiiinittce  of  tlie  board  of  aldermen,  who,  after 
Jong  and  close  investigation  of  the  whole  question,  reported  as  follows, 
on  the  14th  of  December,  1868: 

HEl  UKT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  ALDi.KMEN  ON  THE  WASHINGTON  CANAL. 

1h»  Committee  on  the  Weahington  Canal,  to  whom  wereief«rred  joint  re«olulion«  for  the 
ImproTementof  the  Washinfton  canil,  and  diTeetiDj;  the  eommittef*  rapreftentinff  theinteresli 

of  the  eorpftmtioD  bcfmo  Cuiipresa  to  urge  tlie  passage  of  a  hil!  tluni'  ju  iiiTmcr,  cotiffrriDg 
certain  aulbority  and  piivilt  gca  upon  this  corporation,  for  the  piirpwMj  »)f  wuiU  caiial  iiiiprovo- 
ment,  after  a  careful  and  dilif^ont  investigation  of  the  wbtilti  sulyect,  with  an  anxious  dosiro 
to  poaeeea  ourwlves  of  the  best  iatbroiation  in  reference  to  it,  in  order  to  be  enabled  to  sub* 
mit  intelligent  leaaoos  for  their  eoacluiions,  and  thereby,  if  posaibla,  settle  this  lonf«pending 
and  troublesomo  question,  ask  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Your  committee  pass  by  aud  leavo  out  of  consideration  the  (jucstion  of  ownership  of  this 
canal  by  the  corporation,  as  iniiicct-ssary  to  tii<  dist  usscd  li< k-.  iiR-rely  asserting  that  tin  v 
believe,  from  their  investigation  into  that  question,  that  tiie  ri^rht  of  prom'rty  in  this  caimi 
is  complete  and  abeolnte,  and  as  raeh  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  delay  longer 
auch  efforts  as  are  wemujt  and  as  are  witUn  the  power  of  the  citj,  towards  loakinji;  this 
canal  a  great  permaoeiit  braefit  instead  of  allowing  it  longer  to  xemw  in  its  present  unsightly 
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aod  unprofitable  condition,  would  be  a  jast  cause  of  rcproacli,  if,  indeed,  it  mifht  not  be 
con8ider«<d  unpardonable  neglect  on  tbe  part  of  the  coiporate  authorities.  Your  committee, 
in  appronchin^  the  consideration  of  this  sttbjeet,  and  in  endeavoring  to  avdl  themselves  ot 

all  the  lijrlit  vritbin  tlu'lr  roach,  have  been  compelled  to  rely  somewhat  upon  infonimtion  fnr- 
uislicd  l>y  [he  several  htatea>tiUts  of  the  present  ^n^neer  of  the  canal,  made  li\mx  time  to 
time  to  llii'>t'  loiarils  (if  couuril  and  to  Coiipross,  they  not  hriiip  tlioinselvi's  engineers,  and 
having  no  means  Ht  hand,  or  nnfhority  toa^ail  tlK'rnsflvfs  of  engineering  skill  elsewhero. 

The  plan  of  improvement  which,  having  commended  itself  so  fully  to  the  judgment  of  yonr 
committee,  and  1^  hich  they  think  most  also  to  the  cAudid  and  unbiased  judgment  of  every 
one  as  the  correct  plan,  yonr  committee  are  gratified  to  find  was  not  adopted  by  a  preceding 
cbuncil  until  it  had  riH-fived  the  .siiliHtantial  cndoi  i  nu  nl  ni  'Iiu  t!  ableanu  eminent  I'lipiiuHTs 
-of  the  Uitited  .Suttes  army,  detailed  for  tbe  puiuuiie  ot  uiiikiug  a  survey  of  the  canal,  and 
recommending  n  plan  for  temporarily  inpioTiog  Uieaane,  •»  per  report  made  hj  thom  on  the 
3Jst  day  of  March,  IHtiti. 

The  plan,  then,  which  yonr  committee  rseomnend  as  the  one  proper  to  be  adopted»  la  that 
of  straightening  and  othorwtse  iniproving  th(>  cnTia!.  referred  to  il^  tlie  joint  rSiOlntiOD  balbva 
US.  and  as  set  forth  in  tht-  bill  now  pending  before  Congress. 

Your  connnittrc  liavf  not  hef-n  nnniiiidful,  in  considcriiij;  this  matter,  of  certain  other  pro- 
positions tor  tbe  disposal  of  this  canal  question,  which  have  casually  come  to  their  notice,  and 
will,  with  yonr  iDdlttgMieo,  proceed  briefly  to  consider  them  in  tbe  following  order : 

First.  The  pfoposinon  bo  unqnentlx  made  to  "  fill  np  the  cwal,"  and  therebj  obiitemto  k 
Ibrever  from  existence. 

Second.  Th«^  re<  nminon(latioii  fo  ftrrh  it  nvor. 

Tbe  first  of  the^«  pTu|><Mitiuus  la  too  Hbaurd  to  be  dwelt  upon,  and  those  who  so  (ltp[>au!ly 
assert  that  it  .should  be  done  have  doubtless  never  reflected  upon  tbe  immensity  of  the  onder- 
tttkiug,  and  tbe  conseaueut  cost,  nor  of  tbe  destroction  of  sewerage  of  the  city  as  necessarilj 
involved.  Conld  tlie  met  liave  occurred  to  tbe  mind  of  any  one  making  this  proposition  that 
the  entire  sewerage  of  this  city  finds  itft  outlet  in  the  canal,  and  to  oldit'-rate  this  great  artery 
of  sewerage,  which  sewerage  Las  so  heavily  taxed  the  property  of  the  l  iiy  for  its  constniclion, 
would  in  tills  e\(  iit  render  the  siiine  iiitt  rly  useless  !  for  «)ruluM,  we  would  ask,  eonlil  their 
course  he  diriicttd,  and  auutlirr  tariitiuus  fuuud  ?  Surely  not  further  towards  and  into  tbo 
Potomac,  whose  level  is  that  of  the  cnnal,  and  with  tli6  SMne  lkk»  thaft  flow  and  abb  in  tbo 
one  flowinn^  and  ebbing  through  tbe  other. 

The  second,  l)eing  the  reoommendatioD  to  transform  tbeeanat  into  an  arebed  enlTert,  while 
not  subject  to  the  same  objection  as  the  first,  fhnt  of  utter  imprticticability  iu  its  exerulion. 
is  nevertheless,  when  subjected  to  the  test  of  reflection,  so  utterly  repulsive  as  that  A  becomes 
more  seriously  objectionable  to  tbo  vlow  of  yonr  committee  becanao  it  la,  porbapa,  poaribla  of 
accompUsbiuent. 

Let  ns  examine  it.   The  cost  to  "areb  over**  tbe  canal  from  end  to  end  wonld,  as  yonr 

committee  are  credibly  informed,  be,  approxinuilely,  $3,I)00,0(J0.  If  this  sum  could  possibly 
he  obtained  for  this  purpose,  the  annual  interest  on  the  same,  at  six  per  cent.,  would  auiouut 
to  $2I(),<M)().  Addeil  to  this  amount  there  would  he  n<|uir>d  an  annual  expenditure  for 
repairs  and  cteaning,  sny  $1U,0U0— if  to  clean  were  possible  without  jeopardy  to  human  life. 

The  committee  therenm  wTfentlj  leeommond  tbe  pawago  of  tba  jofait  naolmtloaa  now 
before  tbe  board.

Kcrvations  is  estimated  to  be  247,;")""^  square  tVct  by  thf;  chivnce  in  the 
course,  that  number  of  square  feet  are  hereby  ceded  to  the  city,  on  the  conditions  hereinafter 
neatieiiied,  and  hmj  be  sold  on  such  terms  as  tbe  mayor,  board  of  aldermen,  and  board  of 
oomBMm  QMmefl  MMT  dinck  Xlie  naervation  betweao  Sixth  street  and  Foar-and-a'-half 
■traek,  and  north  oftae  canal,  aa  dimiufabed  by  the  new  line,  comprising  92,027  feet,  to  be  ft 
part  of  tlie  pround  so  ceded  to  the  l  ity  of  ^^  a,sliiiigton.  and  the  residue  of  the  247, of^-^  sqimrtt 
feet  to  be  (jiktju  from  tho  rewrnilion  south  of  th«>  new  !ine  of  tlie  cniiiil,  and  l>elweuii  SevfUtb 
and  Sixtl)  Hit^ta,  borderinp  on  and  parallel  with  the  new  streets  south  of  said  canal.  Any 
intiiTest  tile  United  States  may  have  in  the  lot  between  Sixth  street  west  and  Seventh  street, 
and  nort^  of  the  new  line  of  tbe  canal,  whidi  ai^d  lot  is  claimed  as  the  property  of  the  cl^, 
ia  also  herebv  ceded  to  the  city  :  Provided,  kottever.  That  the  right  is  reserved  to  Congress, 
at  any  time  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next,  to  pay  an  equivalent  in  money,  in  lien  of 
ceding  any  part  of  the  reservation  ou  the  south  side  ot  the  canal,  and  sonth  of  th«-  ei>,'iit\  :  i  - 
street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streelti,  said  equivalent  to  be  estimated  by  tbe  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  mayor  of  the  city,  aud  a  third  person  to  be  selected  by  thanu 

Sec.  3.  Bt  it  further  uutted^  That  tbe  act  aball  go  into  effect  only  vpon  candltioii  that 
tbe  mayor,  boara  of  aldermen,  and  board  of  common  eonndl  aball  pass  an  ordinance  bindin^^ 
the  eify  rit  ir~  nvi.  xpenfo,  aided  hy  the  cessions  herein  mnde,  to  strit)<:hten  aud  construct 
the  cuiiai  ii>  Uiv,  loanuer  prupus<'d,  of  tiie  width  named,  w  hh  t-ubiitHiiiial  walls  of  maaonry, 
and  to  dredge  the  eaaal  from  .S>vcnteentli  street  to  the  Anacostia,  td  tlie  depth  of  fonr  feet 
below  tbe  lowest  tides,  and  to  erect  firsl-ctas.x  ir^n  bri)l;;es  over  the  canal  at  Sixth  street, 
FeitMmd-A-balf  atreet,  and  at  Maryland  avenue,  and  also  to  pay  for  tbe  land  to  be  obtained 
hj  oonderonation,  or  otherwise,  in  square  C,  viz  :  all  that  portion  between  Maine  aud  Mary- 
land aveones,  and  north  and  east  of  a  line  heginoing  at  a  point  on  tbe  south  aide  of  Maine 
avenue  152  feet  fr.mi  Kour-iind-a-iiaif  stn-i  t.  and  running  tlieiicn  aoutbwaid,  wHli  tih*  linn 
of  the  new  canal  street,  to  Maryland  avuinie. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  city  antborities  to  provide  adequate  means  to 
eompleta  tba  intprovenient,  power  ia  hereby  given  to  tbe  mnyor.  board  of  nidennen,  nnd  board 
of  eommoD  oonndl  to  levr  and  oolleet  a  apecinl  tax  not  aoteeedittf  one-half  of  one  per  cent, 
on  the  valne  of  the  taxable  property  iu  the  rify ;  and  if  satisfactory  term.s  i  n  ik  t  he  agreed 
on  by  the  eor(>oratioii  of  Washitigtou  and  the  private  owners,  or  any  of  tbeui,  ilie  jrrouud 
to  be  (H  I  Mil  l  il  l  y  the  change  of  the  canal  and  opening  of  the  stret-ts  Ixirderinp  therecjii,  anil 
for  the  Hiuall  triaugular-shaped  piece  of  ground  bounded  on  one  Hide  by  Tliud  street  west, 
by  Maine  avenue  on  the  northwest  side,  and  the  line  of  tbi^  ut:w  street  prujiosed,  on  the  canal 
on  the  third  side,  then  it  aball  be  the  duty  of  the  warahal  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to 
impanel  a  jury  of  twelve  fineeholden,  resident  fn  the  efty  or  county  of  Washington,  who 
shall  asceriniii  and  deterinine  the  present  value  of  the  -a  d  lm  i  )i  id  to  the  owners  thereof 
respectively,  aud  to  report  their  decision  to  the  mayor, who  ^hall  caune  tbe  same  to  he  recorded 
in  the  land  records  of  the  county  of  Washington ;  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  award  of  the 
said  jury,  the  property  aforesaid  aball  become,  and  forever  afterwarda  remain,  tho  proMrty 
of  tho  corporation,  ezceptiug  only  tbe  triangle  aforeaaid,  which  aball  lie  tbe  property  or  tm 
United  SUtes. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  ali  acta  aud  uaila  uf  acts  of  Congr^.^,  no  far  as  they 
are  in  conflict  with  thiiael,  be,  and  the  same  are  uereby,  repealed. 


The  K'soliitions  iT|M)rt«'(l  by  tlie  c<iinmittee  of  the  board  of  nldornieii 
on  tlie  Utii  ol  December,  and  KubHei^ueutly  patksed  by  that  board,  tia 
stated  by  a  vote  of  nine  to  fonr,  is  still  pending  in  the  board  of  common 
couneil,  where  every  iM>s8ibIe  out.sidt^  intlmnict'  controhilde  by  tlie  private 
HehenxTH  has  b<*en  eoncentratctl  to  defeat  it ;  but  ;is  Ww  toimciluien  have 
thus  tar  resisted  that  po\vei\  notliiug  worse  than  iintortuuate  delay  is 
apprehended,  and  it  is  eonfldently  believed  that  when  that  board  MiaU 
have  eonsitlercd  the  (]iiostioii  as  thorourrhly  as  liavc  the  i>resent  board 
of  aldermen,  and  tlieir  pivdet-essors,  tht\v  too  will  see  that  there  is,  in 
fact,  but  one  feasible  plan  for  improving  the  canal,  and  that  it  would  bt» 
auicidal  to  let  the  canal  pass  from  mider  muniolpal  eontroL 
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The  object  of -that  piivBte  company  ap[>ean  to  be  not  so  maoh  to 

ac'(iuin'  a  canal  as  to  boroTiie  possessed  of  all  the  ground  coiiiuM'tiMl  with 
the  Wjwhington  canal,  and  to  acquire  authority  to  take  any  <iiv,i!itity  of 
private  propertj\  on  low  tenns^  by  the  before-named  unusual  lorm  of 
oondem nation.  Hence  their  desire  to  reduce  the  canal  to  the  least  po8< 
8ihTr  M  idtli,  tliat  thr>y  may  thereby  acquire  the  largest  area  of  ground 
sur!a<'e.  But  they  ai)pt'ar  to  overlook  the  fact,  or  fail  to  comprehend  it^ 
that  by  so  contracting  the  width  of  the  canal  as  to  cause  the  floods  to 
rise  higher  and  become  more  damaging  to  property  along  the  canal,  their 
pt  njH  ity,  thus  aoquiied'y  would  su&r  most  from  tihe  damaging  effects  of 
Hoods. 

Those  fovoring  a  enlTert  appear  to  labor  under  similar  deludons. 

Exi)C'cting  to  obtain  as  compensation  for  the  constructing  of  the  culvert, 
V.  liii  li  some  of  them  exjiected  would  not  cost  over  $200,000  or  $.'500,000, 
ali  iin^  ground  covered  by  the  canal  and  it^j  basins,  to  be  converted  info 
buildlnj^  lots  vorth  #3,000,000  or  $4,000,000,  they  hoped  to  make  a  "  good 
thin;;  of  it.'^  (Xot  of  the  culvert.)  r>ut  here  the  question  arises,  would 
jrrountl  along  and  over  the  culvert  be  worth  as  much  as  it  would  be 
alon^j  the  canal  f  Certainly  not.  The  volcanic  emissions  of  pestilential 
gas<'s  constantly  issuing  from,  all  the  nec4^ssary  vents  of  the  enormous 
culvert  would  li  i\  r  l)iisiness  so  far  iVoni  it  as  would  inohably  make  the 
uudeitakiug  to  construct  the  culvert  for  the  ground  that  might  be 
reclaimed  or  formed  by  the  operation  a  bad  speculation. 

It  has  also  been  snggested  by  those  opposed  to  a  culvert  and  to  the 
pnjpositioii  for  disposin;::  of  the  canal  to  a  eomj>any,  that  the  city  ought 
to  eowmeuce  the  improvement  of  the  canal  by  reducing  the  width  of 
its  western  section,  or  basin,  from  160  to  '60  or  70  feet,  by  building  a 
lu'w  wall  to  form  one  of  its  sides ;  then,  as  a  measure  of  economy,  to 
dredjic  the  canal  tlins  contracted  an<l  enijity  the  <lei>osits  direct  within 
the  now  formed  land  spmre,  separated  from  the  canai  b^'  the  wall,  thus 
forming  a  strip  of  new  ground  of  some  SO  or  90  feet  m  width.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  tin  ])efore-named  objections  to  contracting  the  width 
of  the  canal  apply  equally,  whether  it  shall  be  done  by  the  city  or  by  a 
company.  But  there  is  another  objection,  not  befoi-e  named,  also  appli- 
cable to  both  cases,  viz:  that  by  reducing  the  surface  area  of  the  basin 
the  (juantity  of  tiile-water  pnssiu;^  through  the  canal  will  be  proportion- 
ally 1  educed.  Thus:  the  present  ai'ca  of  the  basin,  that  isj  all  of  that 
part  west  of  Seventh  street  and  enclosed  by  the  dike  and  tide-gates  at 
the  foot  of  Seventeenth  street,  is  equal  to  about  30  a<'i  t  s  ;  whicTi  ^space 
Avill  become  filled  to  the  height  the  tides  rise,  and  lull  to  the  level  to  • 
wliicii  the  tides  fall,  as  often  as  the  tides  occur,  by  the  water  Muitfing 
throwfh  tA«  canal  m  out  one  tUrecftUm^  eastward,  when  the  canal  shMl  have 
lieeu  so  deepened  that  its  bed  shall  be  lower  than  the  level  t(^  wliich  the 
tides  fall.  And  the  un  erajro  ris(»  and  fall  of  the  tides  being  about  three 
Ivct,  t;he  quantity  of  tide-wattir  tlowiuij;  through  the  uinal  lix)m  the  basin 
with  each  tide  must  be  e(pml  to  an  area  of  30  acres,  and  3  feet  deep; 
e<|ual  to 90  a<'res  of  1  foot  in  dei)th.  Hence,  as  the  tide  ^vnter  ennnot  bo 
made  to  rise  higher  tlian  the  tides  rise,  nor  to  fall  lower  than  the  tides 
fall,  it  is  plain  that  the  quantity  of  tide-water  flowing  through  the  canal 
from  the  basin,  by  nu'ans  of  the  present  tidal  airangement,  must  depend 
oil  the  capacity  of  the  basin,  which  is  nioasured  liy  tlic  extent  of  its  surface 
area.  Thcretbre,  by  reducing  the  width  of  the  west  era  section,  or  basin,  to 
60  or  70  feet,  will  to  that  extent  rednee  it«  capacity,  and  consequently 
the  quantity  of  tide-water  flowing  through  the  canal  with  each  tide.  For 
ibis  reason  the  l)nsjji  shordd  be  enlarged,  as  first  propos«*d  and  is  still 
cuiiu  nqdaled,  as  it  can  be  by  extending  it  out  to  the  river  front  as  soon 
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the  river  shall  be  improved,  rather  than  redaoe  its  present  area.  Hie 
foregoing  does  not  include  lockage  water,  or  such  as  may  come  fixun 

Kock  creek,  or  fwm  other  sources. 

If  the  water  of  the  Tiber  should  by  any  means  be  diverted  from  Uie 
canal,  as  it  might  be,  by  turning  it  in  a  northeast^dy  diieetion  from  a 
I>oint  near  M  or  X  stnu'ts  to  the  EaHtern  Branch,  then,  so  far  as  danger 
£L-om  local  tiuodii  would  be  concerned,  the  width  of  the  western  section 
of  the  canal  miglit  he  reduced:  though  its  frdl  width  would  still  he 
required  for  a  basin.  But  such  diversion  of  the  Tiber  would  not  deepen 
the  canal,  though  it  would  probably  cost  quite  as  much  as  would  be 
required  to  dred^  the  caiial  to  its  full  deptli.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
oontracting  its  widtli  by  oonstruelto^  the  proposed  waU.  That  in  itself 
would  not  deeiifn  the  rniuil,  thouffh  it  would  also  cost  qtiite  as  much. 

A  wall  extendiu<^  tioiii  the  tirst  hvud  in  the  canal  east  ot  Seventh 
street  to  the  dike  southward  trom  the  foot  of  Seventeenth  street,  would 
measure  full  6,000  feet  in  length.  To  build  that  wall  suitable  for  a  city 
canal,  (not  like  the  pre^ut  walls,)  would  cost,  inchidinf*  almtiiu'iits  ft>r 
the  bridges,  lull  $120,000.  That  sum  would  pay  for  dj-eUging  the  cauiJ 
complete,  to  its  entire  present  width,  including  the  basin  part  of  150  feet 
in  width.  Or,  aUowing  $120,000  for  building  the  wall,  and  $100,000  for 
dredging  tlie  ciinal  when  reduced  to  the  width  of  70  feet,  the  eost  wonld 
then  amouut  to  $220,000.  The  last,  costing  the  most,  would  be  subject 
to  all  the  foregoing  objections  urged  against  contracting  and  retarding 
the  outflow  of  local  floods,  and  to  depri\ing  that  part  of  the  canal  of  a 
basin;  while  the  lirst  would  Tiiakc  the  canal  all  that  is  desimi  at  present, 
free  from  all  danger,  and  m  u  condition  to  have  its  lorm,  walls,  uud 
general  finish  improved  at  some  friture  time,  in  such  a  manner  as  may 
be  required,  wlien  such  expenses  might  be  paid  out  of  t!ir  levenue  then 
arising  from  the  canal.  This  is  precisely  what  is  wanted  now,  and  it  is 
all  that  is  proposed  to  be  done  at  this  time  by  carrying  out  the  present 
plan;  hat  with  the  lurther  financial  advantBges,  that  by  Htrai^UeiMng 
the  canal.,  as  propnserl,  irc  shall  acquire  teny  fMorly,  \f  not  quitOf  gromd 
enough  io  pay  the  cont  of  all  tlte  work* 

The  i)ropo8ed  change  in  the  canal  and  the  resulting  change  in  the 
reservations  and  streets  is  represented  on  the  accompanying  plan ;  by 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  by  ailoptin^  a  straight  line  for  the  present 
zigzag  course,  the  length  of  that  part  of  the  cauai  will  be  reduced  Irom 
3,081j  feet  to  2,212  feet^  a  difference  of  860  feet.  Most  of  the  change 
will  come  within  the  <rovernnient  reservations.  All  the  privat<'  ]iro}M»rty 
covered  by  it  is  part  ot  square  (  \  represented  in  red  extlor,  from  which 
it  will  take  75,07^  stjuare  feet  of  gi-ouud,  consisting  of  lots  not  including 

•  public  alleys.  The  effect  of  this  change  will  be,  on  the  whole,  an  enlarg- 
ment  of  the  adjacent  government  reservations  to  tlit<  extent  of  247,588 
square  feet;  7o,67o  feet  of  it  arising  from  the  piivate  ground  to  be 
occupied  by  the  canal  and  streets  on  square  and  171,913  feet  coming 
direct  from  shortening  the  canal  and  its  streets.  It  will  also  be  seen 
that  the  <  aniil,  streets,  and  reservations  wiU  be  greatly  improved  in 
beauty,  form,  and  value,  by  the  change. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  appear  to  be  but  just  and  proi^er 
that  Congi'css  should  at  least  devote  iis  much  gi'ound  as  wouhl  equal 
the  enlargement  of  tlu^  government  reservations,  or  its  etpiivalent, 
towards  defraying  the  cost  of  making  the  change.   Also  to  allow  the 

*  city  to  sell  the  42,457  feet  of  canal  ground  located  at  sixth  aii<l  13  street  s 
to  aid  in  improving  the  other  parts  of  the  canal,  as  provided  in  the 
accompanying 

All  that  ax)pears  to  be  now  required  to  insure  the  speedy  completiou 
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«f  liiA  maek  needed  and  nniveraally  desired  imfntyvement  is  antbofrity 

from  ( 'onjrr<'«s  to  make  the  (*ljnn<,'f  inflicated,  and  to  use  for  tliis  pur- 
l>usi'  tiie  j^'ouud  (or  it«  equivalent)  that  may  be  ac4fum'd  hy  the  change, 
fcjuch  action  on  the  part  of  Congress  will  at  ouce.  relieve  its  members  of 
the  private'  schemen  now  hovering  about  tiie  Capitol  and  the  <  'ity  Hall 
afti^r  cana!  lii  jji|iii)i,'s,  and  who,  for  the  ])iir])iisf  of  deluding  the  ignosr^ 
Biity  ttilk  to  crowds  about  archiag  aud  Mliug  up  the  ciuiiU. 

\»  alreaily  stated,  the  boaird  of  ald^mea  have  done  aJltiiey  can  do 
fyt  6aiTyiii<;  out  thia  plan,  until  CJongneaa  aball  anthoiiae  them  to  do 
more — to  tjike  the  necessary  measures  for  profie<^iit in «?  the  work.  And 
it  believed  that  when  Cougre«ia  shall  have  autliunzed  the  cbauge,  and 
the  work  upon  it,  the  boaid  of  eomnKm  oonneil  will  hesitate  no  longer. 
Tltey  \nll  then  see,  as  all  othei-s  see  now,  that  the  power  that  makes 
coundlmon  onee  a  year  is  beeoiuing  restive.  La bor«»r8  understand  well 
why  some  .JOO  or  500  of  theii'  number  are  not  at  work  on  the  canal  this 
winter.   Most  of  them  prefer  work  to  sonp^houses. 

The  wealthy  capitalists  and  business  nu^n  geneI•.|]]^  are  also  beiM  Tning 
dissatistie<l  with  delay,  and  have  long  since  joined  in  the  most  u.umer- 
ousl »,  signed  i>etitiou  ever  presente<l  to  the  city  councils,  asking  that  the 
canal  should  be  speedily  and  thoroughly  improved  for  navigation  and 
for  sanitary  purposes.  Among  the  signatures  to  that  i)etitiou  are  the 
names  of  many  eminent  citizens,  suck  as  Thomas  Blagdcn,  Siimuel 
liowis,  L.  F.  Clark,  6.

Tlie  amount  that  might  Iw  saved  on  eaitage  hy  «»i»ening  the  canal 
to  navigation  between  the  Eastern  Biiineh  and  (Jeoigetown  has  been 
variously  estimated  at  from  $1U0,0U0  to  ^^OOfUOU.  But  a  gentleman  of 
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Ctoorf^tnwn,  en^fpnd  fn  a  bmiiMSS  that  alRvrds  him  tfaeTsry  best  meaoB 

of  knowiiii^.  assni  t'.'*  mv  tbat  the  saving  on  the  wwt  of  coul  alone  would 
amonnt  to  $i'(M),(KM) ;  that  lie  has  alfso  •  Hlculated  the  savinjj  on  bread- 
stufi^  Seneca  8U>iie,  iind  vaiions  other  knnis  of  material,  but  the  result 
was  so  grmt  and  astoandingr  that  he  was  afraid  of  being  charged  wltll 
lu  ui  visionary  if  ln'  shoiihl  n'm  at  his  convictions."  Yet  schenting  men, 
ai>plii;ant8  for  the  canal  property,  will  talk  about  filling  the  canal  up  and 
of  arching  it  over,  thus  de])riviug  the  city  of  ita  navigation,  by  which 
the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  doUars  might  be  saved  aiiB«ally  to  fhe 
consumerf^  of  (oal,  food,  and  other  nec^ssarie*;. 

The  importauoo  of  opeuiug  canal  communieutiou  betweea  the  Easteni 
Branch  of  the  Botomae  and  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  can  hardly 
be  over  estimated.  Important  as  the  coal  trade  is  to  Baltimore,  it  l)eing 
conduct f'd  l>y  railroad  lietween  that  city  -nn}  tlw  miiiew,  it  is  but  trilling 
in  comparison  with  what  luight  be  assiuvU  to  Lhi»  city  by  caual  ix>mmu- 
nioation  with  the  oool  legknis.  It  is  stated  on  high  authority  that  the 
fipeight  tranu*  Hvtnn  Uw  wvst  over  the  Kvu- 1  anal  to  title  water  is  jrroater 
than  that  of  all  the  tnmk  raili-oiids  k'a*Hnp:  into  New  York  '^that  last 
summer  loO  »iual  l>outs  passed  into  Albany  every  day,  bringing  with 
them  2ti0  tons  each  of  freight,  while  an  entire  train  only  cairied  250 
tons.'"  '*That  it  would  cost  8Tr»  a  Um  to  send  fn'i<;ht  to  8an  Franoisco 
by  rail,  a  distance  of  about  ^j^OUO  miles.^  It  is  19,1U(>  round  the  Horn 
to  the  same  cit^,  and  it  would  eoat  h^t  #20  a  ton  to  ship  it  by  that  route. 
Thug  makmg,  m  ttis  oase^  csnying  by  rail  over  2S  tiraea  as  great  per 
mile  as  by  water. 

Without  attemptiug  to  show  what  the  exact  ditference  would  be  in  the 
oost  of  bringing  coal  to  this  city  by  canal  and  to  Baltimore  by  rail,  it 
may  be  assumed  quite  safely  that  with  the  canal  o])ened  and  iu  good 
coiuHtion,  and  with  the  Potomac  in  front  of  this  city  improved,  this  city 
w  ouid  8oon  m^eive  three  time^!)  as  much  as  now  goes  to  iialtiniore — that 
is  over  3,000,000  tons.  It  wonid  also  so  enlarge  ooauneroe  and  the  gen- 
eral business  as  to  rcriuire  the  entire  fuescTit  width  of  the  canal  and  its 
basins,  and  the  extension  of  a  bniucli  <s»ual  to  the  arsenaU  and  th«'  speedy 
imjirovement  of  the  river,  tor  the  location  of  this  city  is  hi^lily  favorable 
for  trtule  and  commerce. 

Improvin^r  tlu-  \\',isliiii;rton  rnnnl  is  manifestly  the  first  st*  ]).  The 
next  should  Lte  the  i>peuing  of  the  eastern  sectitni  ot  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal;  then  to  deepen  and  turn  the  diannel  of  the  rirer  to  the 
Waahingtm  side  <tf  the  Potomac.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  all 
these  improvements  <jo  oi^  simnltaneouHly.  But  after  the  first  step  shall 
have  been  well  taken  the  scccHid  and  third  mmt  soon  tbllow. 

CoHoftke  improvement. — F<Mr  deepening  the  eanal  to  a  plane  fonr  feet 
below  the  lowest  tides,  throu*;h  it«  entire  width  and  length,  int  liuling  a 
channel  of  150  feet  in  width  tbrougli  the  basin  at  its  western  end  to  the 
outlet  lock,  also  a  (U\ni{ji»,  scows,  and  otlier  necessary  imitlements,  i» 
estimated  at  $120^000^  jiC{0,0(M>  of  which  msi,j  be  saved*^  for  tl»e  itveseut 
and  until  means  n»ay  be  derived  from  the  T«'venin  ni'  tl»e  <tannl,by  dn'dg- 
ing  the  i»art  we«t  <>f  Jrknenth  street  to  the  widtli  only  ».>  feet — that 
iSy  to  only  one-half  of  its  present  width — which  would  reiUice  its  present 
coat  to  $90,000.  Thia would  SM^xanplish  all  for  navigation,  antl  more  for 
sanitary  intqioHes.  than  could  Ihj  iK-complisbed  by  c«»nti*a<*tiii'j  t)t'<  part 
of  the  ciinai  to  the  stime  widih,  as  has  been  suggested,  by  con.>^{i  acting: 
'a  wall  tihnmgh  the  middto  of  ito  width  frooi  SeTonth  to  Seventeenth 
strcH't.  It  won  Id  also  save  the  $120,000  cost  of  the  wall,  and  avoid  the 
danger  from  fl(MMls. 

The  cost  of  dredging  the  present  part  of  the  cimal  lying  b«tweeu 
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Seventh  street  and  Maryland  avenne  and  lietween  tbe  point  to  wliieli 

the  canal  is  proiwsed  to  be  strai^jhtened  is  estimated  at  $18,000. 
This  sum  will  also  be  saved  by  Htraightening  this  section.  Deducting 
this  sum  from  the  foregoing  $90,000  will  leave  only  $72,000,  which  is  all 
tiiat  is  required  to  deepen  tbe  eanal  to  its  fiill  width  from  the  Eastern 
Brandt  up  to  the  section  propo^ied  to  be  strai|^tenedf  and  dovn  to  it 
irom  the  wetst  to  the  witith  of  75  feet. 

The  c<^  of  straightening  the  section  between  Seventh  street  and 
Maryland  avenue  as  proiKMB^,  with  substantial  stone  walls,  well  lai<l  in 
hydraulic  cement,  the  walls  properly  capped  with  cut  stone  of  tnnform 
widths,  with  suitable  ubutments  and  first-class  iron  bridge^^  lor  iiixth 
and  Fonr-and-a-half  streets  and  for  Maryland  avenne,  is  estimated  at 
$217,<")  IS.  Addiii},'  to  this  sum  the  foregoing  $72,000,  the  total  will  be- 
come )!<2<sH,r»4S.  That  is.  the  canal  can  be  iir,i«h'  completely  navigable 
through  its  entire  length  on  its  present  line,  its  western  part  having  a 
width  of  75  feet  and  its  eastern  part  dredged  to  its  full  width,  for  $00,000 ; 
thoufjh  it  is  desirable  to  li  iv*  its  ^vestern  part  dredged  to  its  full  width, 
so  that  no  jjart  of  its  bed  could  become  exposed  to  view  at  any  time.  To 
accomplish  this  object  would  make  its  cost  $120,000. 

In  case  the  stniightening  of  the  middle  part  skould  be  authorized, 
then  the  cost  of  that  part— $217,548,  h.H.s  the  $18,000  that  would  be 
savctl  by  not  dredging  that  section  of  the  preseut  line  of  the  canal,  vizi 
$1(HI,548— would  nave  to  be  added  to  the  one  or  to  the  other  of  the 
iK'fore-named  sums.  Tliat  is,  the  straightened  canal,  with  its  western 
section  dredtred  to  its  full  width,  will  cost  $310,548;  with  a  width  of 
only  75  feet  lor  its  western  end,  $289,548;  a  difterence  of  $30,000.  But 
as  the  coat  in  these  cases  ezceecbng  $90,000  or  $120,00(F  can  arise  only 
from  strai;;htening  the  middle  section,  and  as  that  will  be  undertaken 
only  in  case  the  ground  gained  by  stT-niyhtening  shall  be  api)lied  to  de- 
fraying the  cost  of  making  the  chaa^( ,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of 
the  entire  improvement  of  the  canal  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be 
very  great  tn  the  city,  and  tliat  by  this  arntn^^ement  it  will  not  cost  the 
general  government  anything.  It  is,  in  fact,  believed  that  with  good 
management  the  amount  of  the  entire  cost  may  be  ri'alized  from  the  thus 
acqnired  ground  alone  within  three  years,  as  follow  s : 

With  the  canal  in  its  present  condition,  the  75,075  feet  of  ground  i)ro- 
posed  to  be  taken  from  sqiuire  C  is  not  very  valuable.  Most  of  the 
buildings  upon  it  are  of  the  meanest  kind;  only  the  foundry  and  the 
ga-someter  are  of  much  value.  The  last  has  b<^en  maiidy  built  within  a 
year — since  tlu'  i>lan  for  straightening  the  canal  was  sngprsted;  conse- 
quently, an  earlier  adoption  of  this  plan  might  have  saved  the  cost  of 
that  structure. 

All  of  that  private  fn'<^nnd  would,  of  course,  be  eondenmed  at  its  pre- 
sent value;  and  as  it  would  go  to  enlar^'e  the  government  mservations, 
it  should  be  paid  for  by  the  governiucnt;  or  an  equal  amount  of  ground 
dionld  be  assigned  to  the«ity  from  some  other  part  of  the  reservations, 
on  condition  that  the  city  shall  ])ay  the  present  value  of  tfiut  property 
to  the  owners,  as  provided  in  the  bill.  Then,  without  doubt,  the  value 
of  such  ground  would  so  increase  in  ihe  course  of  three  years,  in  come- 
quence  of  improvinj;  the  canal,  as  would  more  than  pay  the  entire  cost 
of  the  ground  and  of  the  buihiings  upon  it|  together  with  interest  on 
the  sum  paid  for  theuu 

By  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  bill  the  city  would  also  acquire 
171,911  s(iuare  feet  of  ground  forming  the  other  imrt  of  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  resrrvatioiis.  This  quantity  would  arise  directly  from 
shortening  the  length  oi  that  part  of  the  canal  and  it«  sti-eets  by  stmight- 
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eniog  iliein.  The  city  would  also  acquire  the  right  to  soli  the  42,457 
ftH»t  of  Ciinal  gmiiiid  located  at  tho  nn^lc  fr)rnHMl  by  8i\tli  ami  T*  sti-eetR, 
tkas  forming  a  total  (exclusive  of  the  private  ground)  ot  :2UO,U45  square 
feet  as  wholly  due  and  applicable  to  the  iraprovement  of  the  eanal. 

It  is  iMiIieved  that  by  borrowing  the  money  for  doing  this  work,  as 
well  as  for  paying  for  tlie  private  property,  so  as  not  to  be  under  th*» 
uecesaity  of  selliug  any  part  of  the  ground  that  may  be  thus  iicquired 
until  after  the  improremeut  of  the  canal  shall  have  been  completed,  a 
BuflRcient  sum  may  then  be  realized  from  tlu'  groiuKl  alone  to  pay  the 
entire  cost  of  the  improvement  of  the  canal  from,  eud  to  eud,  including 
interest  on  the  money  borrowed. 

The  case  would  then  stand  thus:  Tlie  increase  in  the  valneof  the  75,G75 
fi  i  t  <  !'  -toinul  acqniifHl  fur  tin;  equal  amount  of  imvate  ground  taken 
by  coiuicHiuation  at  its  pR'seiit  value  would  be  suthcient  to  pay  for  all 
the  buildings  upon  the  ground  to  be  thus  taken ;  and  the  LMM),045  feet  of 
ground  acquired  direct  fr<»in  the  canal  would  stand  to  ])ay  for  making 
the  imiHovt  inent,  costing  1 !!,."» }s,  or  ^2H9,r>  l^  tltr-  last  hiuh  lii  iii<,'  the 
estimated  ct>st  of  straightening  the  eauid  antl  deei>ening  a  widtli  of  75 
feet  through  its  western  section,  and  the  first  sum  being  the  cost  of 
straightening  and  deepening  ihf  nitire  prestmt  width  of  the  canal. 

The  object  of  the  provision  in  tlu'  for  levying  a  tax  of  one-half  of 
oue  per  cent,  is  not  actually  to  levy  that  tax,  but  to  use  the  right  to  tax 
as  a  pledge,  together  with  the  ground  so  ceded  by  Congress,  on  which  to 
borrow  the  net cssary  funds  to  do  the  work,  u  hi*  ]i  v.n  (loubt  can  readily 
be  done  so  as  to  avoid  the  levy  of  any  taxj  in  whiidi  case  the  great 
work  will  l>c  accomplished  without  cost  to  the  city,  aud  it  would  not  cost 
the  government  (»ne  dollar,  though  it  would  obtain  desirable  improve- 
ments in  form  and  value  of  the  public  reservations. 

At  present  the  ti<le-gates  are  not  iu  opemtion,  for  the  I'easou  that  the 
dike,  haying  been  ik  glect^d,  needs  some  repair,  which  the  mayor  will 
not  allow  to  b<;  made,  for  the  reason  that  he  professes  to  be  in  favor  of 
closing  the  caiinl  by  nnin-j  it  up,  or  !»y  arching  it  over.  It  is  Ijnped 
Congress  may  be  able  U)  uuluce  the  mayor  to  withdraw  his  opposition 
to  so  plain  a  dniy  before  hot  weather  shall  again  come.  The  question 
as  to  the  best  plan  having  Iwen  thoroughly  considered  during  the  four 
years  past,  and  llic  present  tidal  phnr  being  found  to  be  the  cheapest, 
most  efficient,  ami  in  every  wa^  the  best,  what  is  now  most  wanted  is 
aioHan.

We,  your  iiif uioriiilists,  the  foiiucil  and  house  of  reprcseutiitivcH  of 
the  Territory  of  Moiitnih'i,  in  lej;ishitive  assembly  convened,  ^v((^l(l  most 
resi)eetfully  but  earnestly  represent  to  your  hononible  boily  thai  tluring 
the  last  live  years  this  country  lia,s  produced  and  thrown  into  the  chau- 
iiel8  of  commerce  immense  qaantities  of  the  precious  metals,  gradually 
iDerea,sing  from  year  to  year  until,  in  the  year  1867,  aceor<ling  to  the 
most  reliable  statistit's,  irold  <bist  am!  l>nllioii  to  the  amount  of  twenty- 
four  million  dollars  in  coin  have  been  produced  ;  and  it  is  confidently 
expected  that  tiw^  yield  of  the  present  year,  1868,  will  greatly  exceed  that 
of  1807;  ami  that  the  cost  of  trans} Mutation  of  gohl  dust  and  bullion  in 
bars,  together  with  the  ditl'erence  in  the  cost  of  assaying  between  private 
individuals  and  the  United  States,  amounts  to  s  per  cent,  of  the  ja-oduct

Your  iiiemorinlists  ^vould  also  im»st  i-espectfully  represent  Id  .\onr 
honorable  l>ody  that,  owing  to  the  application  of  capital  and  machinery, 
now  being  resorted  to  by  our  citizens  for  the  working  of  our  placer 
mineSf  the  annual  yield  of  gold  firom  this  source  will  not  decrease  dm  in-: 
the  next  tcTi  years,  hi  addition  to  this,  which  has  been  the  ]>rincipal 
source  of  our  wealth  in  thr  past,  the  development  and  Hii(  <  rsstul  work- 
ing of  our  rich  and  valual>le  gold  and  silver  bearing  lodes  will  in  the 
future  largely  increase  our  ^  ietd  of  the  precious  metals.  There  are  now 
iu  our  Territiii  \  r>o  mills  for  the  reduction  of  ores.  Most  of  them  are  in 
operation ;  the  balance  are  in  course  of  erection,  or  undergoing  repairs. 
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Your  rnomorialists  would  jilso  most  rcsppittfullN  rcpivsLMit  that,  besides 
the  l.ii^;**  aiiiouiit  of  tht»  pivcioiLS  in  [a!-*  oiitaiinHl  iu  our  ioiU's,  ojumm', 
load,  aud  all  tiie  matt^rials  used  in  tH>iamg  mouey  aie  4x>utauied  iu  our 
Territory  in  ^icat  abundance. 

Your  memorialiAts,  therefore,  believing  tliat  it  would  bo  greatly  tAi  the 
advautaj^e  of  the  ju'ople  of  Montana,  as  \vell  as  to  the  interests  of  the 
peo|)l<>  of  the  I'liit^  il  States  generally,  most  respectfully  request  tlrif. 
your  liouurable  bod^  will  take  such  steps  as  will  iusui'u  the  establishment 
of  a  branch  mint  in  tlie  Territory  of  Montana  at  an  early  diiy,  and  your 
memorialists  will,  as  in  duty  bonnd,  ever  feel  grateful.

Your  iiuMiuuiiilists,  the  legislative  asiieiubly  of  the  Territory  ol  -Mon- 
tana, wolild  earnestly  represent,  that  citizens  of  the  Territory  of  Mon* 
tana  in  the  Yellowst4»iie  valley  have  acquired  rights  under  the  laws  of 

the  T'^?iite<l  States  aud  the  Territory  of  IMoiilaim  :is  ]>i()neersof  f  momi- 
tain  rejjion  loiifj:  before  u  ticaty  was  iiiadt;  by  the  govenmieiit  of  the 
Unitiul  States  with  tlie  Crow  nation  of  Indians,  whereby  said  portion  of 
Territory  was  set  apart  as  a  reserration  tbr  those  aborigines,  and  there- 
fore we,  yoilT  petitionei*s,  the  legislativ(»  assembly  of  the  Territory  of

Soute  joint  nt^moridl  No.  2. 

Your  memorialists,  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Oregoi),  would  respect- 
fully, but  earnestly,  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
wliilf  licfiorous  but  liberal  endowments  arc  granted  by  (congress  in  aid 
ol  liw  racitic  ruili'oad  and  its  diliereiit  branches, at  its  eastern  terminus  j 
of  this  we  do  not  coiiipiaiu,  but  simply  to  set  iurtli  ihii  facts  and  appeal 
to  your  sense  of  justice  for  an  equal  share  in  the  benefits  of  a  common 
-  government. 

Placed  as  we  are  upon  tlu!  verge  of  civilization,  instead  of  envy,  we 
congratulate  our  brethren  on  the  Atlantic  slope  in  the  enjoyment  of  a 
system  of  raikoiuls  built  by  the  luuuiticcuce  of  a  generous  governiiient, 
of  which  the  world  finds  no  parallel :  and  while  our  ezhaustless  mines,, 
now  more  AiUy  developing  with  each  succeeding  year,  ftimish  to  the 
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govoniineiit  the  means  to  earr>'  on  thusc  gigantic  improvements,  yet  wo 
caimot  but  feel  a  paiuful  conviction  that,  instead  of  sharing)  like  our 
more  favored  brethren  of  the  east,  the  benefits  of  our  common  goTem- 
ment^  our  dishmce  from  the  national  capital  enables  us  to  share  only  a 
few  niys  of  its  beneficence,  vhich  always  diverge  as  they  radiate  from 

a  coniiiion  centre. 

Iji  jutK)!  ol  these  i)ositions  we  would  respect  luil^  remind  Congress  of 
the  circnmstances  of  our  settlement  here.  From  the  first  advent  of 
American  cniiq^mnts  up  to  the  presMit  iune  our  citizens  are  continually 
1)('S(  t  liy  liostilc  savages,  our  property  (If  strovcd,  and  our  ])r()])lo  mur- 
durcd.  Ahiio.st  every  woolvly  newspaper,  lor  years,  announces  that  the 
dreaded  savage  is  again  at  his  murderous  work.  To  such  an  extent 
n'cre  these  atrocities  carried,  that,  in  1852,  whole  trains  of  emigrants 
coming  to  our  State,  when  in  the  vicinity  of  Klamath  lake,  were  brutally 
nuirdcrrd  ;  and  in  185:1,  and  njrnin  in  1  S.la-'no.  all  the  families  of  sontlicm 
and  easlerji  Oregon  were  comijellcd  to  leave  their  property  to  be  destroyed 
by  our  common  enemy,  and  congregate  in  forts  for  the  iirotection  of  their 
lives.  This  state  of  things  continued  for  nearly  one  year,  and  at  that 
fearful  time  it  seemed  doubtful  whether  the  Indians  or  whites  would  be 
<Irivpn  from  our  vnlloys.  At  one  jioint  north  of  liOirnc  river,  for  a  dis 
tance  of  50  miles  along  the  highway  every  bouse  was  burned,  and  niany 
of  our  women  and  children  killed  or  carried  away  captives ;  and  these 
same  gloomy  tragedies  are  continually  rehearsed  from  week  to  week 
ami  year  to  year. 

f'oidd  tmr  lot  have  been  cast  cast  of  the  Kocky  mountains,  we  feel 
that  the  i>ri»t4'i  ting  a*gis  of  our  goveniment  would  have  been  more  pow- 
erfully Mt.  The  iieeling  of  insecurity  caused  by  these  savage  raids  pre- 
vents the  settlement  of  our  borders^  an<l  seriously  embaiTJUsses  the  set- 
tlers on  our  frontiers.  Tf  is  believed  that,  eoidd  a  railroad  be  built  from 
]*ortland  to  the  southeni  part  of  our  State,  and  from  thence  through  the. 
Klamath  lake  country,  to  intersect  the  Central  I'acilic  railroad  at  some 
convenient  point  on  the  Humboldt  river,  in  the  State  of  Ifevada,  many 
of  these  evils  might  be  mitigated.  Troops  could  then  be  transported 
to  placf's  ^vln  rc  tlieir  presence  is  required,  in  aii  easy  and  ccononiic4»l 
manner ;  and  less  than  one-half  their  present  number  would  be  reipiiitHl, 
on  account  of  the  increasing  facility  for  the  conceutration  of  trooi>s; 
besides,  provisions  and  supplies  to  such  military  posts  as  might  be 
required  could  be  conveyed  for  comparatively  nothing,  in  contrast  with 
its  present  cost.  In  addition  to  this,*  government  pays  about  $200,000 
annnally  for  carrying  the  mail  from  Portland  to  Sacramento  City,  in 
California;  the  railroad  would  reduce  its  cost  to  a  mere  nominal  sum; 
and  what  would  be  of  more  vital  importance  to  our  Atlantic  brethren, 
our  trade  would  be  direct  with  the  Atlantic  States,  and  our  gold  would 
be  exflinnixed  for  the  productions  of  the  older  States.  T'inisli  the  road, 
and  niming  for  the  precious  ore  would  receive  an  ini]><'iiis  undreamed 
of  before,  and  gold  and  silver,  which  lies  hidden  within  oiu-  muuntains, 
would  be  developed,  and  its  vivifying  influence  would  be  felt  from  centre 
to  circumference  of  our  republic  We  might  add  that  the  boundless 
resources  of  Oregon,  as  a  grain  growing  n^gion,  is  not  excelled  within 
the  limits  of  our  Union,  and  at  the  i)re8ent  time  grain  in  Oregon  is 
cheaper  than  in  any  other  place  in  the  United  States.  As  an  example, 
we  might  state  that  the  average  price  of  wheat  is  only  50  cents 
l>er  bushel,  and  the  article  of  flour  $2  per  hundred,  and  oats  25 
eents  per  bushel ;  bacon  10  cents  per  pound ;  and  we  believe  it  is  easy 
of  demonstration  that,  with  a  railroad,  Oregon  coidd  supply  the  numer- 
ous military  jmts  on  the  plains  with  bacon,  flour,  and  beef,  at  less  than 
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ono-lialf  tlio  post  that  is  paiil  lor  tin  <:ime  i^roviaious  iu  thv  Atlantic 
States.  And  the  same  may snid  of  clothinpfforthe  troops, and  woollen 
fabrics  as  annuities  for  the  Judians.  VV<k>1  here  ha^4  an  avci-age  price 
of  only  20  cents  per  pound.  Our  vast  herds  of  sheep  KMjuire  of  feed 
during  winter,  and  consequently  can  be  multiplied  to  an  luilimited 
extent;  and  the  same  riiay  be  said  of  cattle  and  horses,  and  that  fabric 
wool  can  be  manufactured  and  furnished. at  less  rost  than  at  any 
other  place  within  our  borders;  and  without  disparaf^ing  any  of  the 
manuraetories  of  the  Atlantic  States,  we  assert  from  observation  and 
experience  that  our  woollen  fabrics  exceed  theirsZSperoent.  in  durability. 

Compare  these  prices  with  tliose  now  ]Kijd  for  similar  articles  in  the 
older  States,  and  it  is  ai)paicnt  that  millions  of  dollars  would  be  saved 
by  the  construction  of  the  road.  Your  memorialist  is  of  the  opinion 
that^  shonld  Con;?i'ess  ^nt  us  the  same  aid  that  is  now  granted  to  the 
Pacific  railroad  and  its  branches,  within  iive  years  from  its  com- 
pletion government  will  save  the  entire  amount  of  its  loan  in  cuttinj:: 
down  its  present  exxienses  in  the  matter  of  supplies  alone.  If  such  i.s 
the  case  in  time  of  peace,  how  much  greater  the  contrast  in  time  of  war. 
And  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  tact  that  grave  questions  are  now 
pending  with  England  which  nmy  culminate  in  war.  Should  that  con- 
tingency arise,  it  requires  no  strategist  to  mark  the  ])(>int  of  attack. 
Certiiiuiy  not  upon  tlie  Atlantic  coa.st,  where  every  harbor  is  protected 
by  the  most  numerous  and  approved  engines  of  destrnction  known  to 
civilization  and  supported  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  folly  inured 
to  war.  But  onr  isolated  position  wonld  rather  invite  an  attock  than 
otherwise;  and  with  the  British  possessions  immediately  upon  onr  bor- 
der, with  harbors  of  easy  access  to  their  iiowerlul  tieets,  and  within  oue 
day's  sail  of  our  principal  dly,  and  from  thence  to  the  rich  and  fertile 
Willamette  valley,  with  her  already  numerous  towns  and  cities,  they 
might  inflitt  ujion  ns  an  nijnry  whieh  governnu'nt  could  not  lojinir. 
But  with  an  iron  track  connecting  us  with  the  Atlantic  States,  thousamls 
of  veteran  soldiers  could  be  pouied  into  our  Stiitt^,  and  the  tide  of  invasion 
rolled  back  to  the  ocean,  A  nation^s  militar>'  strength  consists  in  its 
abOit^  to  throw  a  sufflciently  powerful  body  of  troops  at  any  desimble 
point  in  the  shortest  space  of  time ;  and  the  iron  track  has  now  b<'eome 
as  necesary  to  a  perfect  military  system  as  gunpowder  and  artillery. 
Nor  would  the  construction  of  this  road  be  cosUy  or  difficult.  Our 
numerous  forests,  supplied  with  an  endless  amount  of  durable  timbfir, 
would  be  ftamished  at  less  cost  than  in  the  Atlantic  States;  aiul  the  face 
of  the  country  is  not  unfavorable  to  its  construction.  The  f'ascade 
range  of  mountains — the  only  apparent  t>bstacle — can  be  overcome,  and 
ill  no  place  one-half  the  altitude  be  attaiued  which  was  required  on  the 
Central  Paciflc  railroad. 

With  these  facts,  then,  we  must  earnestly  memorialize  Congress  for 
the  same  aid  that  has  been  granted  to  the  Central  Pacific,  for  onr  hrafieh 
upon  the  western  end  of  said  road,  commencing  at  or  near  the  north 
bend  of  the  Humboldt  river;  thence  to  cross  the  spurs  of  the  Siskiyou 
mountains,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Klamath  lake,  to  BogueBiver  valley,  at 
or  near  the  town  of  Ashland,  in  Jackson  county,  Oregon;  thence  north- 
easterly through  Kogue  Kiver,  Umpqua  and  Willamette  valleys,  by 
Portland  to  the  Columbia  river. 

Tour  memorialists  fhrtber  recommend  that  the  grant  t>f  laud  in  this 
memorial  asked  for,  so  far  as  it  may  relate  to  that  part  of  the  route 
between  Portland  and  Eugene  City,  may  bo  applied  to  that  side  of  the 
Willamette  river  having  htMi  no  grants  for  a  railroad.  And  if  it  shall  be 
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loiiiid  tli:ii  any  part  of  said  roiwi  conflicts  with  any  prior  pant  for  any 
other  rou(i,  then  thin  gmui  shall  have  no  effect  to  the  exteut  of  such

The  oaee  of  Wred€rkk  Hall,  praifhitf  wnjinnation  of  title  to  certain  laiuh  in 
fh  f  rrffervationof  the  Stcan  Creek  and  Black  Hieer  tribe  of  the  Chippeica 

The  tiRts  ot  tl»e  case  are  as  folhnv.s: 

Frederick  1  lall  purcluisetl  ex>rtain  tracts  of  land  of  two  Indians,  Ohailes 
H.  Bodd  and  Ancfrew  J.  Compeau,  of  tbe  tribe  of  the  Swan  ('reek  and 
Bhick  River  Chipi>e\vas,  whii  Ii  liad  been  re^darly  entered  agre(';i1)ly  to 
t!ie  treaty  stipulations,"  made  by  tlir  tribe  of  whicli  fliey  were  nu  iubers, 
With  the  United  States  on  the  r>th  of  August,  18,V»,  ibr  tlie  term  of  ten 
years. 

The  provisions  of  theiU'tich*,  inidi  r  t\w  treaty  by  which  these*  Indians 
were  permitted  to  make  eiitri*  -  <»t  !;iiid  within  their  reservation,  will  be 
ftmnd  in  the  1  Itli  vol.  U.  fc>.  Stat.,  pages  0:il,  622,  and  61*3,  and  is  in  the 
follow ing  words: 

All  tlif'  lan.lrt  cmbnu'fil  wiUiiii  ttir«  IraHs  berfinbeforo  described,  tliat  shall  not  have  been 
uppri>p:irtU'<l  or  selerto-l  within  live  vftirt,  .slirvll  iv  iiiiiu  the  projicviy  of  tli.'  rniti-l  Sf!itf.«, 
»nd  the  same  shall  thereafter  for  the  t'lmiior  toriu  ul' tivc  yx'tira  be  Hubjt^ct  to  uutrj  iu  the 
nsuttl  manner,  and  at  the  »ame  rate  per  aoro  as  other  adjaceot  pnblic  lauds  are  then  heUI 

Tiidini:^  only,  nii'l  ii'l  ].iu<U  fo  put'cha^eil  hij  Indiuns  sluill  bo  Hold  without  retstrictiou,  and 
certiUcates  and  puteuts  shall  be  issued  fur  the  eamc  iu  the  usual  form  as  ia  ordiuarj  coses. 
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And  by  a  subiiiHiueut  article  in  said  treaty  it  was  i»i*ovided  that  the 
tribal  relations  of  said  Indiaus,  (the  Cbippe was  of  Saginaw,  Swan  Creek 
and  Black  Kiver^  exce)>t  »o  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
this  tronty,  bf»  dissolved. 

Under  the  ])rovisi(>iis  of  the  former  article  of  the  ti'eaty,  these  Indians 
made  application  to  the  local  laud  othce  to  enter  certain  lands  in  their 
reservation,  but  before  the  locations  would  be  permitted,  the  register  of 
the  land  oflice  at  Ionia  wrote  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  on  theGtli  of  September,  1804,  for  information  on  the  subject,  and 
whether  entries  within  tlie  Indian  reservation  coidd  be  made«

In  ol>edience  to  these  instructions  tbe  a)>p1icant8  were  ])erinittedto 

mnlic  I'litries  within  sMid  reservation,  and  p;iid  the  nione.v  for  the  same 
as  ill  tmiiiiury  cases"  to  the  regfister,  who  issued  his  certiticates  for  the 
laud  in  question,  and  the  amount  so  realized  iri>ni  the  Indians  from  the 
Btde  of  the  land  was  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  where 
it  now  remains. 

After  these  entries  had  been  reunlarly  and  le^Mllv  made,  mid  tlie 
money  paiil  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  i)ri<)r  to  the  issue 
of  patents,  FriHlerick  Hall,  to  wlioni  the  locators  sold  tlie  land  in  good 
faith  for  a  fiill  and  valuable  consideration,  a])plled  for  tbe  same  to 
the  General  LandOffice,and  surrendered  the  tliiplic^ite  certificates  of  loe^i- 
tion  which  had  been  tissifcned  to  him;  hnt  notwifhstan(lin«;  tlie  fact  that 
tlie  Commissioner  had  ordered  the  rejyister  and  reeei  ver  at  louia  to  " allow 
these  entries,''  he  now  refuses  to  issue  the  patents. 

Affreeably  to  the  instructions  from  tbe  General  Land  Office  to  the 
register  and  receiver  at  Ionia,  viz:  to  pertnit  the  location  of  these  landSi 
and  when  the  parties  made  the  entries  in  goo<l  taitlt.  tlieir  ri<jhts  under 
the  treaty  became  absolute  and  without  restriction,  and  which  gave  them 
fidl  power  and  authority  to  sell  and  convey  the  land  to  others.  Mr.  Hall 
became  the  purchaser,  and  there  is  no  authority  of  law  to  ignore  his 
rights  thus  legally  acquired. 
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Upou  api>eal  to  tlie  Seci'etar>^  of  the  Interior,  that  otticer  KUHtained 
the  a(*tioii  of  tbo  GeDeral  Laud  Oflici^,  and  instnicted  the  ConiniiHsioner 
to  cancel  the  entries,  and  ordeted  a  return  of  the  money  t<»  the  Indiansr 
assij^ning  as  a  reason  that  a  new  treaty  had  been  made  with  them  on 
the  18th  of  ()('tolM*r,  1H(M,  in  wliirli  they  had  it»lin(inished  the  ri^'lit  of 
entxy  imdei*  tiie  tre^ity  of  IHTt.^  and  iiad  taken  other  hvndH  in  a  new  res- 
ervation in  lien  thereof,  and  that  the  new  treaty  related  back  to  the  date 
of  its  execution. 

The  entries  in  question  weiv  made  on  the  lOtli,  2(lth,  and  31.st  of  Octo- 
ber, iiiul  of  November,  I8r»l,  under  tlic  letter  of  instructions  of  the 
General  l^ind  Oliice  of  the  (»th  of  OcUiber,  1804,  to  tlic  registt^r  and 
reoeivei*  at  Ionia,  Michigan,  above  referred  to. 

The  letter  of  instructions  to  the  register  ami  nM^eiver,  eountermanding 
the  iiistrnctions  of  the  (lencral  I.and  Office  of  tlie  (ith  of  October,  is 
(lat<'(l  l)ccenib<'r  (>,  more  than  a  month  after  the  entries  had  beiMi  made 
aj^reeably  to  instructions,  and  after  tlie  ri^ht.s  uf  innocent  i)nrcha.sers 
mthout  notice  had  attached  to  the  land,  notifying  them  tliat  '*no  ftirther 
sales  be  allowed  to  the  Indians,  &c.,  &e. :

The  ludian.s  having  entered  these  hinds  agiTcable  to  the  treaty  stipida- 
tions,  and  under  the  instructions  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  (  General 
Land  Otliee,  pursuant  thereto,  of  the  Cth  October,  antl  having  paid  the 
government  prii-e  for  them,  there  is  no  aiitliority  of  law  to  justily  the 
cancellation  of  tlie  entries. 

The  latter  treaty  was  not  ratified  until  June,  1866,  and  not  then  until 
it  had  undergone  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  various  matn-ial 
alterations  and  amendmenU^  ho  much  ko  as  to  reqiiin^  a  re-executiou  of  it 
on  the  j)art  of  the  Indians,  after  its  ratilication. 

There-execution  and  acknowh  dgment  was  not  nuulc  until  June,  l.HO(>, 
more  than  18  months  after  the  riglit^^  of  the  |)arties  had  Iteen  acquired 
to  the  land  in  (|uesti(  n. 

If  it  be  admitted  that  the  true  rule  of  law  is  that  a  treaty  relates  back 
to  the  (late  of  its  exjM  utioit,  fhis  case  is  embraced  witiiiii  it.  This  treaty 
had  to  be  cxtcatcd  aneiCy  mu\  it  was,  therefore,  not  a  treaty  that  could 
bind  the  Indians  until  its  re-execution,  hence  no  one  will  question  when 
this  treaty  was  made  binding  on  their  part,  {if  its  exec  ution  be  essential 
to  its  valiility,)  so  that  tlie  principle  of  relating  back  to  its  oxccuticm 
makes  tiie  treaty  eti'ective  fidin  .Iiiiie,  l.SfMJ,  instead  of  ( )j-toltei-,  Ism. 

It  may  be  also  worthy  ol  remark  that  the  treaty  of  was  consid- 
ered operative  for  (dl  its  punH>ses,  to  wit,  the  xmyment  of  annuities,  and 
all  other  subjects  embnu^  within  its  provisions,  nntil  the  new  treaty 
became  effective. 

It  will  searrely  lie  comi'iiiled  that  there  \\<M'e  two  treaties  (>]»erative  at 
one  and  the  same  tiiiie,  and  especially  as  there  were  provisions  in  each 
antiigonistic  to  the  other;  therefore,  the  onl.\  pnictical  conclusion  must 
be,  that  if  the  execution  or  re-execntion  of  the  treaty  was  essential  to  its 
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validity  ,  the  validity  of  the  new  ti*eaty  must  commeuce  theu,  and  tliere- 
f6re  relates  bock  to  the  time  of  its  fnal  exeeuHon  and  no/Hrther^  as  with- 
out tliis  last  act  of  execution  there  Wiis  no  new  treaty  for  any  purpose. 

There  is  nnotlier  conHidrration  in  connection  with  this  sul)ie('t,  wliicli 
shouhl  not  b<»  omitted.  xVrticle  VI  of  the  treaty  ot  1850  is  in  the  lollow- 
ing  words : 

The  tribal  orjjanintioDi  of  mid  Indlftnt,  except  ao  (Wr  as  miiy  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 

of  carry  ing  into  effect  i\w  provisious  of  this  agreement,  is  hereby  dissolved. 

Under  th<'  provisicms  of  this  "nrtieU'"  it  may  be  seriously  (jnestioiied 
wliether  any  new  treaty  utiecting  their  riglit«,  or  the  rights  of  others 
aeqiui-ed  under  it,  could  be  made  legally,  consistently  with  the  enlight- 
ened condition  of  these  Indians,  and  their  status  iis  to  citizenship. 

They  Inwl  become  so  far  advanced  in  cix  ilizatiou  and  education  as  to 
have  acfpiired  a  knowledge  of,  and  i^-acticcd  all  the  nrts  of  civilized  life, 
voting  and  assuming  the  usual  duties  of  citizenship  until  completely 
aaBimilnted  and  identified  with  tlie  white  raee. 

They  no  longer  needed  treaty  stipulatitms  for  t]ieirguidanc(>,  nor  to  l>e 
protected  frmn  iinscnipnlons  whites,  liavinfj;  so  eomi)letely  lost  their  tri- 
bal character,  nnd  hccome  merged  into  the  coininnnif  v  of  whites  as  to 
form  a  part  ami  parcel  of  the  citizens  of  the  8tate,  and  by  the  above 
treaty  stipulations  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

This  tribal  relation  once  being  dissolved,  and  they  recognized  as  citi- 
zens, both  State  and  national,  theiv  is  no  form  known  to  our  laws  by 
which  a  person  once  a  citizt'n,  who  retains  his  domicil  with  us,  can  be. 
treated  w  itli  tis  an  alien ;  then,  as  citizens,  liow  can  the  government  treat 
with  them  as  aliens  and  citizens  at  one  and  the  same  timet  A  waiver 
on  the  part  of  one  or  both  will  scarcely  be  constnied  into  such  a  right  in 
their  ease  as  difVci  s  iVom  that  of  any  other  citizens  of  the  republic. 

ButsiU'h  tecluucalitics  need  not  he  applied,  even  if  strictly  correct,  in 
a  case  like  the  present.  Whatever  of  lauds  within  this  leserv  ation  the 
Indians  ac^iuired  by  virtne  of  the  treaty  of  1855,  under  tlie  instructions 
from  the  Interior  l)c|>artment,  it  left  only  so  much  the  less  land  in  the 
rrsfi'vation  unch-r  thr  ticw  treaty;  and  as  this  is  a  mere  question  of  tlie 
sc\  crairc(»  of  the  title  tioin  the  government  for  lands  iMnight  and  paid 
for  id  tlte  ujsual  government  price,  for  the  "at\jaceid  lantls,"no  iiyustico 
can  be  done  the  government  by  permitting  the  patents  to  issue  to  the 
boiui-fide  ]>urchaser,  who  accpiired  thus  a  legjd  title  to  the  land  in  ques- 
tion; amlifhe.  bc»  deiued  this  plain  and  j)ali)ab1e  ri^^bt  by  the  govern- 
ment, whose  agents  have  misled  him,  he  is  withtmt  remedy  so  far  as 
being  reimbursed  by  thesi'  Indians.  But  even  su[>posiug  them  capable 
of  restitution  in  money,  this  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  an  equivalent^ 
and  whether  so  or  not  it  should  not  deprive  Mr.  Hall  of  a  right,  lepilly 
and  equitably  acquired,  under  com]>otent  aiithoi'ity  from  the  government, 
and  the  enforcement  oi  \\  nu  h  inlliets  wrong  upon  no  one. 

If  it  had  been  the  intention  of  the  Interior  Depaitment  to  refuse  the 
issue  of  patents  for  any  lands  sold  after  the  first  signing  (»f  the  ti-eaty,  it 
should  have  withdrawn  them  from  sale  at  once:  but  this  it  did  not  do 
until  the  (»th  of  I)ecend)er  after. 

Failing  to  do  this,  and  innocent  persons  having  made  pnrchiises  in 
good  faith  previonsly  thereto,  the  department  cannot  now  set  up  its  own 
wrong  to  defeat  a  vested  light^  thus  acquired  by  them. 

The  following  concliwions  are  clearly*  deducible  IVom  the  facts  in  the 
ease : 

1.  That  even  under  the  most  rigid  coustnietiou,  tliest!!  lands  were  not 
withdrawn  ftom  sale  to  the  Indians  until  the  instructions  of  the  Interior 
Department  of  December  6th  had  been  issued,  superseding  those  of  the 
6th  of  October  previous. 
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2.  Tliiit  the  entry  of  these  lands  by  the  hnHaiis  on  the  lOth^  UOth,  and 
31st  October,  and  ikl  November,  1804,  was  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
Yi8ioD8  of  the  tveatiy  of  1855,  and  the  Jnstruetions  d  tlie  General  Laad 
Office  of  the  6th  of  October,  1864,  to  the  register  and  receiver  at  Ionia, 
Michigan. 

3.  That  tlie  {joveniment  havinjr  m-rivcd  tin*  iiioncy  Innn  the  Indiann 
foit  these  lands,  and  they  having  oonveye<l  tlieni  to  Fix'<ieiick  Hall,  in 
fSood  &ith,  for  a  Talnable  consideration,  there  can  be  no  qnestion  as  to 
bis  legal  and  equitable  title  to  the  same,  the  land  having  been  regularly 
acquired  by  him,  nnrl  the  entries  made  n'jrrconbly  to  an  existiiiu  jnovision 
of  law,  and  tlie  8i)ecific  instnictions  of  the  Ccnninissiouer  of  the  Geueml 
Laud  Office  autlioriziug  them  to  be  made,  and  to  rule  that  he  is  not 
entitled  to  the  patents  after  bis  right  to  the  same  has  absolutely  vested 
is  ex  jwftt  facto  in  its  effect,  and  repugnant  to  every  rule  of  law  and  prin- 
ciple of  justice. 

Kefcrj'Ttfc  is  also  resi)ertfiilly  asked  by  your  petitioiHM-  to  (•o])ios  of  the 
correspuntience  relating  to  the  land  in  question,  appeutUui  to  the  petition 
herewith.

offi('<'  for  the  purpose  of  invostijjatinf;:  as  to  tho  locations  allowinl  last 
month  in  ls;ibclhi  connty,  by  (.'liarlcs  II.  liodd  and  Andrew  Y.  Com 
peauj  (being  a  portiou  of  these  lands  within  the  Indiau  n»scrvation  on 
which  the  Indians  are  allowed  to  locate  by  paying  for  the  same.)  After 
the  investigation  Mr.  Leach  said  that  he  was  satisfied  that  they  had  tiie 
privil<'<X('  urioratinjr  the  lan<ls,  and  that  nnderthclaw  the  lorarums  were 
valid,  and  that  the  iialance  ot  tlie  vacant  lands  witliin  the  said  Indian 
reservation  can  at  any  time  be  located  l)y  any  oi  the  Indians  belonging 
to  said  tribes. 

Mr.  Leach  requested  ns  to  write  to  you  on  the  subject,  an<l  it  is  his 
wish,  if  it  can  be  done,  that  the  balance  of  the  vacaTit  lands  within  the 
said  Indiaji  reservation  be  witlrlield  from  nuirket,  or  from  sale  to  Indians, 
until  Congress  meets  again.  He  liirther  st;itcs  that  there  has  been  a 
treaty  made  with  other  Indians,  with  a  view  of  giving  them  some  of  tlie 
vacant  lands  within  tlic  Indian  reservation  in  Isabella  county,  for  other 
land  that  they  now  hold  :  In-ncc  the  r«;ason  of  askinjjf  that  no  njore  luTtds 
be  sold  within  thci  said  reservation  in  Isabella  county.  It  was  the  request 
of  Mr.  Leach  that  wc  should  not  allow  any  more  locations  by  tlie  Indians 
on  the  reservation.  We  informed  him  that  we  could  not  refuse  any 
applications  unh'ss  so  directed  by  the  Connnissioner  of  the  General  Lniul 
Otlice.  We  shall  exiutiuuc  allowing  locations  when  callctl  for  until  we 
hear  from  you.

You  ;ire  f1f»ni>tlcss  aware  tliat  a  treaty  was  made  the  ISth  of  October 
last,  at  isai»ella.  with  the  Indians  entith'd  under  said  treaty  of  1S,V),  by 
II.  tJ.  Alvord  an«l  I).  ('.  Insurh,  conunissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  inider  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  by  the 
terms  of  which  they,  the  Indians,  relintiuish  all  right  to  enter  land  in 
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Rflid  restTvation  iiiMlcr  thv  treaty  of  1^55,  and  the  United  States  tmns 
lei's  to  them  lUI  the  uuapiii-upriated  xHd)lie  lands  within  said  reservation.

I  also  enclose  u  letter  trom  George  Rradley,  esq.,  of  Isal)ella,  and 
accompanying  minutes  of  a  council  %vith  the  Bwan  Creek  and  Blaclc 
River  Chipi>ewas,  to  which  he  was  invited,  upon  the  same  subject. 

In  view  of  the  facts  presented  in  tlie  j)apers  rcfen'cd  to,  you  are  hereby 
instructed  to  direct  the  local  laiid  otlicers  in  tlie  Stiitc  of  Michigan  to 
deny  all  applications  tnv  the  purchase  of  any  of  the  lands  emlin^d  in 
the  reservation  of  the  Ohippewas,  and  you  will  suspend  the  issuing  of 
patents  for  any  of  said  lands  that  may  have  been  sold,  as  is  alleged,  or 
cancel  the  sales. 

In  view  of  the  contemplated  treaty  with  tiie  Chippewas  of  Michigan, 
having  i<ye  its  object  tiieir  removal  to  the  Grand  and  Little  Trai'erse 
reservations  in  that  State,  it  is  important  that  none  of  the  suri)lus  lands 
within  those  reservations  be  disposed  of,  and  you  are  therefore  instructed 
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to  notify  the  proper  local  land  dBcm  to  withhold  from  sale  all  aiioii 
laads,  either  to  Indians  or  other  parties.

Sm:  I  am  here  on  iny  way  to  Oceaua  county  to  pay  to  the  Graiul  river 
Ottawas  theii*  cii^h  annuities  for  the  present  ye^vr,  and  since  I  left  De- 
facoit  I  have  learned  of  the  sale  of  certain  pine  lands  embraced  in  the 
reservation  set  apart  f  or  the  Cliii)pewas  of  Saginaw,  Isabella  county,  in 
this  Stnf<\  T  cmIUmI  at  the  Ionia  laud  office  on  my  way  here,  and  found 
that  some  10,000  acres  had  bccu  purchased  by  two  Indians  under  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty  of  August  2, 1855,  for  the  use  and  benefit,  I 
think,  of  vhite  persons. 

As  those  lauds  arc  embracv'd  in  the  recent  treaty  made  by  Doctor 
Ah  onl  and  inysell"  with  the  Chipiiewas  of  iSaginaw,  I  have  respectfully 
to  ask  tliat  you  will  request  the  Commissiouei*  of  the  General  Land 
Office  to  suspend  ihrther  sales  of  the  lands  referred  to,  tmtil  I  am  thither

PREFATORY. 

Ill  j>r(  st'iitiii}j  to  Oonp'es.s  HUiidry  claims  tor  lossos  sustained  In  tlio 
♦>;ul_v  settlers  of  Kansu.s,  and  nskinjj  iinlemnity  therefor,  as  set  fortli  in 
liou.se  bill  Xo.  1727  and  the  accompan.vinj^  memorialj  it  is  not  propo.sed 
to  add  any  h  ugtliy  argument  showinf?  the  rights  of  the  claimants  or  the 
Justice  of  theii*  request.  It  is  belii'ved  when  tlie  facts  are  fully  compre- 
hended a.s  they  then  existed,  and  the  history  of  that  i)eriod  is  fully  learne<l, 
tlierc  will  lu*  no  ii.se  for  furtlicr  cmhcllislnneTits  or  nr^ruTiients,  and  that 
ao  advocate  can  exceed  the  living  realities  of  those  days. 

Xiie  eoinmissiouers  refeiTed  to  in  said  bill  and  jnemoriHl,  who  made 
•A\  tbe  awarda  as  now  presented,  had  the  same  ^iew  of  tlie  case  at  tlie 
rime  they  were  engaged  in  .said  labors.  It  wa.s  therefore  then  i)ro])osed 
hy  Wwm  tluit  a  clear  and  concise  history  of  that  period,  comprising 
the  yeais  1<s5.V.jO,  so  far  as  it  related  to  events  out  of  which  the.se  claium 
liad  arisen,  should  be  uTitteu,  to  become  an  essential  part  of  their  work. 
Indeed,  that  the  merits  of  said  claims  could  only  be  determined  by  first 
understanding  all  the  pretexts  and  jirovocation.s.  pro  and  co«,  that  fonned 
the  chain  of  <-ircum.staiic<'s  in  whicli  tlics*'  dnints  became,  as  it  were,  a 
.series  of  links.  Tiie  commissioners  tlicn  ioic  directed  that  such  a  brief 
lustory  should  then  be  written,  and  the^  designated  a  gentleman  in  Kan- 
nas,  of  eonsiderable  jounialistic  experience,  to  prepare  such  a  paper  to 
accompany  tlieir  reiMu  t. 

It  was  under  tlies(»  circumstani  cs  that  the  following  pages  were  written 
iu  1850,  or  about  10  years  agt>,  and  <iirect  reference  is  made  to  them  in 
6ome  of  the  testimony  then  taken  before  the  eommissioners.  At  that 
date  most  of  the  events  were  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  every-  one ;  there- 
fore a  minv  imi);issi(»i!(Ml  style  may  have  been  justifiable  then  than  would 
be  choi^it  if  the  .s;uu»'  weit;  to  be  rewritten  under  the  cooler  impulses  of 
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to-day.  But  it  i.s  iin>ught  proper  to  presMiiit  it  as  theu  pivpureil,  aijil  lliiJi 
explanation  may  soften  some  of  its  imperfections.  It  is  espeeiully 
neoessiiry  now,  after  a  lapse  of  U)  years,  more  than  then,  that  these 
clnims  should  he  accrunpanicd  with  such  n  i)aper,  for  all  the  volumes  of 
Kansiis  history  ever  written  «ht  not  eoiitiiin  the  saTue  evidence  touching 
the  merits  of  tiiese  claini.s  tinil  us  here  giveii  iu  au  aiitiieutie  form  in  h'ss 
than  100  maunseript  pages.  As  an  evidence  of  its  antheuticitj,  it  ind\ 
be  stated  that  the  leading  fa(>ts  are  drawn  from  otticial  papers,  and  others 
w<MY'  confirmed  by  pi  rsoual  observations,  niid  wln'ii  written  it  w;is  fully 
approved  l»y  tite  coniniissioners.  It  was  only  witldield  from  being  pub 
lished  with  the  testimony  in  the  large  volume  printed  by  the  3Uth  Cou- 
jvress  for  pradeiitial  reasons. 

For  the  purposes  here  intended,  it  has  not. seemed  necessaiy  to  refer 
to  nmny  ineidents  )»<  yond  Douglas  <'ounty,  of  wliich  Lawreuee  was  the 
eounty  seat.  There  was  the  hottest  of  the  ejuitliet;  there  the  «ii>iM>sing 
elements  were  brought  out  in  their  most  distinetivc  formj  and  there 
were  es:]>erienced  the  greatest  suft'erings  and  losses  by  the  people.  There- 
fore a  history  of  the  events  in  that  county  is  a  Icey  to  all  the  dilHeulties 
tbrougluHit  the  Territory.  I^othing  remains  now  but  to  ask  tor  it  au 
im])artial  penisal.

Kaiutu  difficuUiett  and  (kdr  ortgin. 
Chapter  I.— The  Wakabusa  War. 

There  has  been  no  period  siiiee  the  fiivt  settlement  in  Kansas  Terri- 
tory under  the  Kansas  Nebraska  aet  of  1854,  so  full  of  historie  eveuts  iu 
which  aU  the  pleasantry  has  been  mixed  with  gloom,  and  so  replete 
with  those  feets  that  we  sometimes  term  stranger  than  fiction,  as  the 
interval  fnmi  NovenilM  !-  1.  1855,  to  December  1,  185t).  Within  that  time 
Ivausiis  was  changed  Irom  its  wild  estate,  and  be^^une,  by  passing 
through  all  the  trials  of  two  distinct  civil  wars,  a  thickly  settled  Terri- 
tory with  an  organized  government.  To  this  honr  have  been  confined 
to  the  humble  circles  where  they  were  seen  and  felt  in  all  their  keen 
realities,  the  iir^  ntcr  measure  of  sufterings  and  annunciations  consequent 
to  that  struggle;  still  the  public  has  heard  and  read  enough  of  what 
transpired  diuing  those  eventful  months  to  give  Kansas  the  first  posi- 
tion in  tlie  annals  of  our  local  history. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a  clear  and  impartial  repn'sentntion  of  the 
8<M'nes  embraced  in  what  is  generally  tei  lued  the  Kansas  war,  without 
prefacing,  by  briefly  sketching  some  of  the  correlative  facts  that  pre- 
ceded the  earliest  date  given  above.  It  was  after  a  fierce  and  memora- 
ble strtiggle  in  Congress  that  the  organic  act  passed  both  houses,  with 
a  clause  declaring  that  when  admitt^nl  as  a  State  or  States,  the  said 
Territory,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  be  reet»i\-ed  into  the  Union  with 
or  without  slavery,  as  their  constitutions  may  prescribe  at  the  time  of 
their  admission.*'  Under  such  auspicious  conditions,  an  early  issue  was 
inevitable.  Freedom  and  slavery  had  drawn  the  sword,  and  tlie  repre- 
sentatives of  each  had  resolved^  by  foid  means  or  fair,  to  possess  Kansas 
iis  their  happy  lu)in<'. 

The  committee  api)ointed  by  Cougrciss  to  investigate  and  report  upon 
the  early  troubles  in  Kansas,  after  a  Ml  examination  of  the  testimony, 
have  said :  ^<  Within  a  few  days  after  the  organic  law  passed,  and  as  soon- 
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as  its  paswa^fc  couhl  be  known  on  the  border,  leadinjr  citizens  ot  Missouri 
crossed  into  tlie  Territory,  lield  H^uatter  meetiugSf  an«l  tUeu  retui'iied  t-o 
their  homes.  Among  the  molntious  there  passed  are  the  foUowing : 

That  we  will  Aflbrd  protection  to  no  abolitionitt  M  n  Mttkr  in  this  territory. 
That  we  recognize  tlii'  institution  of  slavcrv  hs  already  existing  in  Ibia  TeiritorjTt  Mid 
Bdvi«e  slaveholUtiiti  to  iutkuUdcv  (heir  pruperty  as  early  as  posaible. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  Wei>tport,  Missouri,  a  month  later,  the  dominant 
feeling  towaitki  eastern  emigration  to  Kansas  was  expressed  as  follows: 

f\fsiiUf<l,  Tlutt  this  association  will,  whenever  calUil  upon  by  any  of  tlif  eitizons  of 
Kaui»a8  Territory,  Uold  it««U'  iu  rendiiie^  together  to  reeist  and  remove  any  aud  all  eiuigmut* 
who  go  there  nnder  the  auspices  of  the  Northern  Emigrant  Aid  Societies. 

Rrs'ilrnf.  Th'it  we  rrroiii;ni  ii<l  Ui  tlu'  citi/.PT!^  ot  oflifr  Counties,  purticularly  tlio^i'  )>  >r- 
deriug  on  Kaustu  Territory,  to  adopt  rcgulutions  »iuiilar  tu  those  of  thU  associatioD,  and  to 
taidicste  their  readlnem  to  co-opeiale  in  the  object:!  of  this  first  reeolntion. 

The  above  shows  that  an  orfjanizatUm  existed  in  Missouri  at  tliat  early 
<late  to  Ibreibly  inteiiei*e  with  the  freedom  of  enii^ifr.itiou  to  Kansas. 
Hometliinj^  nioix^tlian  these  n  sohu  ions  exjvose  netiially  did  exist.  Seeret 
swnj'ties  were  soon  formed  in  all  tiie  Ixutler  eoiinties  in  Missouri,  with 
si<cns,  tokens,  grips,  passwords  and  Imdj^res;  and  necret  oaths,  withliorrid 
penalties,  were  administeml  to  tht^  members.  The  congressional  com* 
inittee  above  referml  to  tlius  s[H.uiiv  of  th«*s<'  ])Mblie  institutions: 

It  was  iraown  by  different  niuneii,  each  as  "Social  Baud,"  "Friends'  Society,'*  **Bhie 
Lodge,"  the  "Sons  of  the  South."  Its  members  wore  bonnd  by  vecret  oaths.  *  * 
Penalties  wen-  imposed  for  violating  tlic  mlos  and  secrets  of  the  order. 

Its  avowed  purpose  was  not  ooiy  to  exteud  slavery  into  Kansas,  but  also  into  other 
Territories.  *  *  Its  plan  of  operating  was  to  orgauixe  and  send  men  to  vote  at  the 
election'?  in  thr  Tcrriiory,  to  collect  moin  v  to  pay  tiipir  f'Xp('n';r"j,  nnd,  if  tu-ccs.'jary,  to  iirot^^of 
them  in  voting.  Ihis  iliiiigerous  society  «tt.s  ctmtroUt'd  liy  men  who  avowed  their  purpose 
to  extend  slavery  into  the  Territory  at  all  hazards,  and  was  altogether  the  meet  effective  instm* 
inent  in  organir.ing  the  subseqncnt  itrnnil  invasions  niul  forays. 

IIow  imich  or  how  littlo  thi'se  as.soeiations  aecompli.slied,  the  public 
j*houl(i  now  be  permittee!  to  juilge.  It  hi  uotorious,  howevei*,  that  the 
character  of  their  meetings  was  somewhat  exposed  to  the  public  eye, 
and  promiscuous  gatherings  were  frequent,  at  whieh  couUl  be  heard  as 
a  common  lanjjtia^re  such  remarks  as  '■Mnill  to  the  muzzle,"  "knife  to 
the  hiltr  *'damn  the  abolitionists,^  ^^puy  tliem  iu  tUeir  own  coin,"  '*no 
quarters,"  «Sic.,  &c. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  General  Atchison  in 
reply  to  an  invitation  to  attend  a  eelebratiou  of  the  battle  of  Kind's 
Mountain,  in  North  Carol i  it  t.  ill  give  fiu'ther  evidence  of  the  prevail- 
ing sentiment  in  Missoiui  at  that  time : 

PL.\TTB  City,  MissoiRI.  Sip'embtr  II,  1H55. 

Gentlemen  :  Your  letter  of  invitation  requesting  iny  attendance  at  the  celebration  of 
King's  Mountain  lias  been  received.  It  will  be  altogeth«-r  inconvenient  for  me  to  be  present 
on  tiiat  occasion.  I  lutve  certain  dnfirs.  both  private  and  pul»lii-,  to  (ii^rlmr^ft  at  home.  The 
hatlle  of  King's  Mountain  was  fought  by  the  whigs  under  the  lead  of  Campbell,  McDowell, 
Shelby,  fievier  and  Williams,  ap^inst  the  torfes,  nnder  the  gallant  Furgerson.  We  hare  a 
similar  foe  to  encounter  in  Kansas  on  tlit-  first  ^lunJay  in  OctDlRr  next  —  tlic  burili-r  '*  ruf- 
fians,*'Sttch  as  fought  with  McDowell  and  .Shelby  on  tii>'  uuti  hand,  and  the  abolitionists, 
rach  men  as  ibnght  with  Fnrgeraon,  on  the  other  \Vi>  (i)i(»  border  ruffians)  have  the  whole 
power  of  the  northern  .^r  i'f  >;  to  conten«l  with,  sint^U'-handed  and  alone,  without  as^iifitttnce 
and  uliiiuiit  without  sympathy  from  any  quarter,  yet  we  are  undismayed.  Thus  iui  we 
htivi'  iM-en  victorit>us,  and  with  the  help  of  Qod  we  will  still  continue  to  con<juer.  *  * 
The  static  the  border  ruffians  are  playing  for  is  a  mighty  one.  If  Kansas  is  abolitionised, 
Missnnri  ceases  to  be  a  slave  State;  New  Mexico  becomes  a  free  Slate;  California  remains 
a  fn-e  State.  But  if  we  secnro  Kansjw  as  u  slave  State,  .Mi^isoiiri  is  securt-:  Xt-w  Mexico  and 
southern  California,  it  not  all  of  it,  becomes  a  slave  State;  iu  a  word,  the  prosperity  or  the 
mln  of  the  whole  loath  dependi  on  the  Ransaa  struggle.

Tlicy  saw  this  fVoJii  its  ;iro^r!i]>liic;il  ]>osi- 
lu)u  inoiv  tiuiu  from  any  olluT  caiist*;  an<l,  ostensihiy  lor  tin*  puriKKs*'  of 
aiding  large  companieR  of  euiigmnts  to  perform  the  .ionmey  at  a  cheaper 
rate  than  tlie  usual  coftttoasinglepasscn  ut  i  ,  an  organization  or  associa- 
tion wa«  f<«"mwl  in  Massachusetts,  <'all«'<l  ilu'  Massaclmsrtts  iMniirniitt 
Aid  Society.*'  Kenlly  tlmre  was  anotlin  iMni)ose,  nnm*  ]M»\v<'itnl  tli  ni 
the  avowed  one,  and  tliat  was  t^)  niakf  niont-y  themselv«vs,  and  render 
the  association  reinnnerative  to  t1>e  contributin*;  parties  It  waR  organ- 
iised,  like  all  stock  com  panics,  to  nnike  nnmey;  and  those  who  hou/;ht 
shares  usually  acted  inoie  for  jHivatc  tliaii  t'l-oni  a  ^lesire  to  assist 

t'Miij^rants  to  seltle  in  the  west.  Theii-  aj^ents  were  ordered  to  purehaso 
largely  in  all  the  most  promising  towns  iu  Ivausas,  and  there  to  erect 
mills  and  other  improvements  where  it  was  most  lik<'ly  to  pay  the  stock- 
holders. In  February,  18^,  wven  montliH  after  the  tirst  voluntary  asso- 
ciation Avas  formed  ;is  above  state<l,  an  net  was  ])assed  by  the  Massaehu- 
i;<"tts  legislatnie  incorjtoratin.ir  tlie  N<'W  Kugland  Kini<;rant  ('om]>any," 
and  instead  ot  being  conlined  to  one  State  it  extended  to  all  the  New 
Kngland  States,  and  they  severally  contribnted  to  ita  success,  as  they 
would  to  a  banking  or  manufacturin  <r  stock  company. 

Praeti*  rlieii  connection  with  the  emigrant  cease<l  when  they 
landiid  iiim  m  the  Territory,  or  at  the  Missouri  State  !iiH\  lie  liad  save<i 
*10  to  iSliO  in  the  pnri  hase  oi  his  through  tickt'l,  and  beyond  that  all 
the  flaunting  representations  about  northern  panpers  l)eing  sent  to  Kan- 
sas by  the  thoiiaand  nnder  the  auapioes  of  ai4l  societies  are  ri<b*culon8ly 
false.  Tt  was  especially  so  in  the  case  of  the  New  l'^n;.iland  eompany; 
nevertheless  large  parties,  counted  by  hundreds,  eame  troni  Ijoth  the 
north  and  the  south.  These  conjpanies  were  sonu'times  .so  nnnuM'ous  as 
to  be  styled  armien^  even  when  they  bore  along  with  them  eniire  families 
and  all  the  implements  of  huslunnlry  and  honest  t<al. 

While  such  was  the  ]M)sitioTi  of  afl'airs  out.side  of  the  Ti'rritory,  several 
secret  organizations  were  attempted  by  the  free  state  men  within  the 
Tenitorj',  in  imitation  of,  or  ratlier  t<»  <-ount«'ract  tin*  iutiuj'uce  of,  the 
Blue  liodge  of  Misflonri ;  but,  fortunately  or  nnfortnnately,  as  it  may  be, 
nom*  of  these  s(M*ieties  wei-e  long  adhen'd  to,  and  no  g<»m'ral  rally  was 
ever  m;nle  nndc'i-  tlnMr  auspices.  'Hie  Kansas  Legion  was  the  name  of 
one  of  these  orders,  but  it  only  had  an  «'\istence  in  name;  and  the  only 
results  growing  out  of  it  worthy  of  public  notice  have  been  the  tendency 
to  excite  and  irritate  the  pro-slavery  party,  who  were  evt^r  ready  to  make 
it  the  pack-hors<'  of  inmginary  deeds  o\'  violence  that  were  never  com- 
mitted. As  was  natural,  tlierefore.  this  and  other  like  s<M-ieties  soon  fell 
into  disrepute,  and  nothing  that  they  ever  accomplishetl  should  entitle 
them  to  a  place  in  the  history  of  that  period. 

'  The  settlement  of  Kansas  Uiuh  went  on,  party  an'ayed  against  t>arty, 

pro-.slavery  against  five  8tat<',  ami  all  tin*  chMuents  of  disscnsTnii  and 
fanaticism  that  ever  rankled  m  the  human  breast  w<*re  fanned  into  a 
bright<'r  tlanie  l>y  every  arrival  iu  the  Territory.  As  the  issues  were 
mostly  political,  the  Territorial  elections  br«)ught  a  fresh  storm  when 
steel  was  made  to  meet  steel.  The  record  of  the  .'{t»th  of  March,  1855, 
has  already  l»een  written.  Tin-  Ici^Mshitnre  elected  on  that  day  brought 
forth  tlu'  one  thousand  jtai^esuf  Kansas  statutes,  (ever  afterwanls  termed 
the  "Bogus  Laws,")  that  inive  been  so  often  regarded  as  the  origin  of 
the  first  war.  Tliat  co<le  was  enacted  in  defiant  opponition  to  the  ac- 
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kiiowif  l^T'- 1  Nvill  of  t!i:'  iiisijonty  of  iejfiil  voter.<.    Srill.  \v(K'  was  \m> 
nouiiutHl  ii|>(Ui  hiiii  \vii«»  «ku'e(l  to  violaU^  it:  tmisoii  was  ilie  c'riiui:  and 
ileath  the  penalty. 

That  ecNto  provided  for  the  puniHhoieiit  of  offenceti  aguiuHt  Mlave  prop* 
<*rt y  r  thnt  ovorv  person  -nilty  of  'T.tisin*;'  nn  itisnrm'tion  of  slav<'s  ni- 
tii*e  jn'fxrors  shall  siitlV-i'  tieatli/  T'*  |)riiit  aiiytliiiinr  for  tlu*  purpost' <>! 
exciting  ivU'llioii  or  revolt  was  iltH  iaivil  Icluiiy,  aiul  iiiude  punishabh- 
with  deatli.  The  test  oaths**  in  the  act  to  rebate  elections,  and  also 
in  the  act  (x>neeniiiig  attorneys  at  law,  required  all  w  ho  were  challenf^d 
to  swear  to  siijiport  the  ftitifitiv  *'  slave  law.  Tin*  aet  e<»Ti<'(Mniiity  jfraiid 
Jurors  made  a  belief  in  tlic  di\  iiiity  of  slavery  tlicotily  trst  oi  his  qiiali- 
ticutiuus  iu  ueitaiii  casfs.  Another  a<*t  .siuspended  tlie  writ  ol  iuibtaH 
corpwt^  in  violation  of  both  the  Kansas-Nebraska  fwt  and  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Tuiteil  States.  Tiiose  and  many  like  pnivisions  were  ex- 
tremely (Kli<»iis  to  tin-  tV(M'  statr  men.  an«l  coiiijjiil.sory  snbinissitni  to 
them  was  ix*«^anbHl  as  the  imtsi  tla^rant  opinvssion,  itt  view  ul  tin-  taet 
that  the  body  who  uuide  them  was  but  little  better  than  a  nmb.  The 
masses  did  not  obMt»r%'e  them,  and  they  were  enfoFce<l  only  in  siMirsely 
settled  ilistriets. 

I5esid(\N  the  work  of  makiii;;  laws,  for  whieh  legislators  are  usually 
elwted,  this  iMxly.  ealU'd  the  *'Shawne(^  leyfislature,"  showed  a  bolrU 
open  hand  as  political  conspirators  against  tlie  liberties  of  freemen  and 
the  dearest  ri^t«  of  the  x\nie,riean  citissen.  To  show  that  the  great 
work  of  subjiiixiitiiig  Kansas  was  the  early  intent  of  every  member  of 
that  body,  tliat  tliis  legislatnn-  was  the  very  !Mn*s<*i-v  of  treas4in,  civil 
war,  and  disunion,  and  that  they  then  and  tiiere  <leelaivil  fealty  to  the 
one  god,  slavery,  the  following  i-esolutions  are  copied  fvom  the  jonmals 
of  that  session.  On  the  :)Oth  of  August,  1^55,  the  day  of  their  linal 
adjournment,  they  enacted  that-,

the  reitult  will  bo  to  <rivM.-  [nu-slavory  whigs  from  tlt'iiit>cr»its,  thus  weakening'  our  pait  v  one 
half:  aiii]  wheieus  mu  beiu:vc  upuii  the  8ucce.«s  of  our  party  depeuds  the  poi^eiuity  ni  th.* 
I'nion:  Therefore  Ik?  it 

ftrsulriit  I'll  llir  li.msv  of  rfprfseiilntires,  (the  connct!  roncurring, )  That  il  in  tin'  lUity 
of  the  pru-i>hivt'ry  |Kiily,  the  Union-iovinp  men  of  Kaiiiuui  Territory,  to  know  but  one  i^»lle  — 
Hla%'ery;  and  that  auy  party  maUinc  or  attempting  to  make  aay  Other  te,  and  ihould  be, 
held  Hs  ail  ully  of  abolitiouiKui  aud  ui>'itTiion. 

The  same  day  also  brought  Ibrth  the  foUowiug,  lus  the  counterpait  of 
the  abov<* : 

Bff  it  rfsalped  btf  liuusr.  of  rrprmf  tilniicci,  (the  council  l  uiu  uning.)  Tliat  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  Territory  of  Kansas  be,  Htjti  he  in  herc-ljy,  iustructnl  to  rail  upou  the  ireuerui 
flovKrtiutent,  or  the  proper  dopartment,  fur  the  military  arms  lmret«»f,fre  appropriated  by  tbo 
Oonf;mi«  of  the  United  States,  for  the  u>o  of  this  Territory ;  an*!  that  the  governor  of  thin 
TtMiitn'  v  l,f  instructed  to  niemorialijio  (.'i.iipres-^  Inr  an  appropriation  of  I.OoO  liHes  siiitahf 
for  muuuled  rifleaien,  toother  with  the  putent-rigbt  to  the  Miuie  ball  for  the  U4e  of  thi.s 
Territory. 

Here  waa  lant  the  (xirner  stone  of  their  edlftce.  It  wan  the  key  to  that 
crimson  era  that  soon  followed,  when  nearly  2(K)  brave  spirit,s  were 
entond»ed  in  the  uniityr's  grn^•e.  Fearless  ami  undismayetl,  that  pro- 
8lavery  legislature,  representing  that  party  iu  Kansiws  and  Missouri, 
have  shown  to  the  world,  by  tliene  leHolutionay  that  to  enslave  KanHUs 
was  the  (icreat  end  of  their  ambition  and  exintenee,  and  to  fix  the  re.<tidt 
beyond  a  penttlventure,  even  its  t)wn  archetype,  the  national  demo 
(rratic  party,  could  not  b<-  fnisti  d:  tlu'refore  a  spe<*ial  icgis  must  Ih* 
created — a  new  party  tliat  u»mld  know  but  one  issue — slavery.  Neces- 
aity  Iteinfi;,  tnie  tt>  nature,  the  mother  of  invention,  the  party  was  at 
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hand.  As  in  Eden  it  was  proclainuil  "liet  there  be  li^rht,  and  tlierewasi 
light,"  ex-Senator  Atchison  said,  let  there  be  a  slavery-extension  party, 
and  there  was  such  a  party. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  tlie  lef^islature  at  the  Shawnee  Mission, 
enouj;]!  heeanie  known  to  tlie  people  of  the  Terntory  of  the  general 
nature  of  the  legislation  adopted  to  arouse  them  to  a  movement  in 
defence  of  tl^eir  individual  and  political  rights,  for  not  one  in  ten  of  the 
masses  favored  the  action  of  that  body.  The  pro-alav«ry  papers  speed- 
ily revealed  the  eharaeter  of  some  of  the  acts  their  party  had  thus  so 
atroeioHsly  enaetfd  for  the  complete  snbjngation  of  every  northern  emi- 
grant. A  general  feeling  of  indignation  and  resentment  on  the  part  of 
settlers,  especially  those  from  the  free  States,  was  aroused,  and  the  same 
went  on  increasitijf  until  the  troubled  elements  of  o])))osition  seemed  to 
culminate  in  a  convcnition  of  free-state  men,  held  at  Tiig  Springs  in  the 
fall  of  18.>r).  The  eoudition  of  affairs  was  there  fully  canvassed,  and  the 
policy  of  the  party  there  organized  was  set  forth  in  a  series  of  resolu- 
tions, sanctioned  and  cordially  a])i)roTfd  by  a  large  repiesentation  of 
the  citizens  of  the  Territorj-  who  were  in  fevor  of  making  it  a  fnc  State. 
Thosr  resolutions  wore  liln'ial  yot  cnnservatiN  e  in  their  general  charac- 
ter, such  as  coniportetl  with  the  spirit  of  tlic  Kansiis-Nebraska  bill  under 
which  the  Territory  had  been  oriraiiized,  but  they  wei-e  also  strongly 
dennnciatory  of  the  oppressive  and  ])artizan  enactments  that  the  legis- 
latnr(  had  ho]ied  to  enforce  for  the  protection  of  slavery. 

'riic  Springs  convention  was  an  authoritativ«"  recofrnition  of  the 
ehall(M)^<'.  accompanied  by  overt  acts,  put  forth  by  the  late  Ic^iislature, 
and  <nie  of  these  resolutiiuis  declared  that  such  usurx)atious  should  b© 
i-esisted  to  a  bloody  issue."  The  boldness  of  the  position  assumed  by 
the  fr»H»- state  men  at  this  juncture  aronsed  tin*  fears  of  the  i)ro-8lavery 
men  of  the  Territory  and  the  niembri  s  nf  the  IJlue  Ivodgcs  of  ^lissonri. 
It  was  at  onc4'  ])('rc(M\ (mI  that  the  sclicinc  coneoeted  by  di.sunionists, 
secessionists,  renegade  whigs,  and  those  who  sought  aggniudisiMueut 
and  popularity  from  excitements  and  new  issues,  was  unmasked  and 
fully  understood  by  the  free  state  men.  The  challenge  luul  been  aecei»ted. 
The  pro-slavery  ineTi  took  the  initiative  h\  immediate  nr^aiiisation, 
aware  of  the  iinixatanee  ot  retaiiiin*^  the  support  of  tl)e  federal  admin- 
istration, anil  of  eoneealing  their  leal  purposes  and  political  animus  from 
northern  democrats,  and  especially  that  class  of  them  who  were  then 
under  the  lead  of  Daniel  S.  Diekinson.  Lewis  Cass,  and  Stephen  A. 
Douglas,  the  str'M)<_!»  st  friends  of  southern  interests.  Ilenre  it  M  as  that 
the  resolutions  adojjled  by  the  territorial  legislature  above  eojju'd  were 
suppresst'd  as  far  as  jmssible,  or  oidy  permitted  to  be  jmblished  for 
secret  use,  in  news))a])ers  of  a  limited  circulation  among  their  constit- 
ueney  in  ^lissonri. 

Tin?  neei'ssity  for  meeting  tlu' p  >-^iti  »n  as«;uaiiNl  Hiir  Springs  orig- 
inated the  call  for  a  lawantl  order  eonveiition,  t^)  be  heiil  at  Leavenworth 
city  on  the  1 1th  day  of  November,  18.V).  That  call  was  addressed  to 
the  law-abiding  citizens  of  Kansas  Territory,  without  distinction  of 
party,  and  invited  a  grand  rally  of  all  sueh  citizens.  That  convention 
was  numerously  :!tf<MMl*'(l  by  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the  Territory, 
the  majority  of  svlioni  went  there  sim-erely  liesiriii;;  to  aitl  in  the  adop- 
tion of  some  policy  that  would  allay  the  existing  exeitement,  restore 
publii'  e(mfideii(  e,  and  avert  what  was  regarded  by  all  as  an  impending 
ealamity.  When  the  nn*eting  assendded,  it  was  as  a  nuiss  meeting  and 
not  as  a  eonvention.  (iovenuu*  Shannon  was  ehosen  chairman,  but  tv 
large  nngority  of  those  eom]>osing  the  meeting  at  that  time,  as  well  as 
during  the  whole  proceedings,  were  pro-slavery  men,  mostly  from  Mis- 
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^uri.  Thus  iiiajority  coiiti'olled  the  i>iiK'wdiiig«  Mild  gave  tlieoi  t^hai)e, 
and  prevented  8i)eiikei-s  of  opposite  yiews  from  sbarini^  in  the  disena- 
aionn,  as  they  had  a  right  to  expect  wah  theif  privilege  in  a  convention 
<*rtIl(Ml  "without  flistinetion  of  i^nrty.""  To  pi-event  their  true  i)nri><>se 
from  b(;iug  generally  known  tlinnifrli  the  States  (»r  tlie  north,  it  was 
reeolved  that  the  convention  and  tiie  meeting  there  organ ix/eil  Hhuuld  be 
known  as  that  of  the  lew  and  onier  j>arf^,  w  hose  design  it  was  to  enforce 
the  existing  laws  of  the  Tmitory.  llie  tenor  of  the  speeches  there 
made,  and  the  lanpfiiage  of  tli<  ;:nvorn<ir  on  the  occasion,  as  will  he  seen 
by  reference  tin*  published  pi (XM  edings.  evineed  a  desire  to  bring 
affairs  to  a  speedy  crisis.  An  t)pportuuity  to  test  the  physical  strength 
aad  courage  of  the  free-state  men  was  resolved  upon.  To  select  that 
•opportunity  was  left  to  the  management  of  certoin  indiNiduals  who 
nndorstooil  the  real  jmlicy  of  parties  in  AVnsliiTigton  ami  the  scmthem 
Htntes,  who  had  adviscMl  or  dictated  tin*  jir (  Mli;ir  le^ri^^lation  just  ended 
at  the  8hawnee  Mission.  An  unexpected  occurrence — the  muider  of 
Dow — resnlted  in  aifording  the  law  and  order  party  an  opportunity 
h)n^  sought,  to  undertake  the  enforcement  of  their  ^^existing  laws^  by 
alleged  legal  prix  ess.  Tlic  rescue  of  BransoUi  with  its  consequences^ 
tollowetl.    The  \N  akarusa  war  then  began. 

The  turcgoiiig  preface  seems  indispensiible  to  render  more  obvious 
and  significant  the  events  of  that  period  in  Kansas  history,  better  Icnown 
as  the  Wakarusa  or  Shannon  war,  and  by  this  ])r(>liminaiy  it  is  clearly 
proved  that  the  political  feeling  arisirig  from  a  dilTcrence  of  opini<m  on 
the  slavery  question  has  been  the  begetting  cause  ot  the  protracted 
troid)les  in  the  Territory.  While  tlie  cohntry  Avas  rapidly  settling,  emi- 
grants from  Oliio  and  Virginia,  Indiana  and  Kentucky,  Massachusetts 
and  South  Carolina,  would  be  mixed  )>romiscuou8ly  in  the  Same  neigh- 
borhoo(i.s,  and  in  many  instances  they  would  be  fouud  ]T]>on  adjoiiiiiig 
claims.  With  this  sectiorud  feeling  of  rivalry  ever  active,  it  was  almost 
inevitable  that  neighborhood  contentious  and  claim  ditticulties  would 
follow.  A  free>8tate  settler  would  enter  a  claim  first,  and  a  pro-slavery 
settler,  by  request  of  a  neighbor,  v v  il  l  juni]>  his  claim,  and  r'xee  rerm. 
It  was  a  contest  of  this  character  that  oi>ened  the  ball  for  the  bloody 
siege  of  the  fall  of  l^>.■^.>. 

What  is  now  the  southern  i>art  of  Douglas  county  (w  e  had  no  counties 
then)  was  first  settled  along  what  is  known  as  the  Santa  road,  mostly 
by  free-state  men  from  Indiana  and  other  western  States.  Near  the 
iShawuw^  i-eservation  they  laid  otf  the  town  of  Palmyra,  in  the  summer 
of  l.S,"ir».  Afterwards  a  company  of  men  from  Mis.souri  vnmc  into  the 
neighborhood  and  ordered  some  of  the  settlers  to  leave,  and  several 
Jumped  the  claims  already  oct^ipied  by  the  fbae-state  men.  A  young 
man  from  Ohio,  named  Cliarles  W.  Dow,  ab<uit  22  yejus  of  age,  had 
occupied  a  claim  near  Palmyra  ff>r  some  nionth.s,  when  a  difticnlty  arose 
between  lam  and  a  neighlMjr,  named  Franklin  N.  Coleman,  from  Mis- 
souri, which  unhap[>ily  resulted  In  the  murder  of  Dow,  on  the  2l8t  of 
November.  Mr*  Dow  had  been  tin;  only  occupant  of  the  claim,  while 
his  pretnifk'd  coute.stant,  named  White,  was  a  resident  of  Westjiort, 
Mis.souri.  Mr.  Ooleman,  in  company  with  his  pro  slax  ery  neighbois, 
,  had  burnt  a  linu'  kiln,  cut  timber,  and  committed  other  depredations  on 
the  claim  of  Mr.  Dow.  Against  this  Dow  remonstrated,  and  gave  them 
notice  that  he  should  permit  no  flirther  tn>spass  upon  his  ])Femises. 
♦Taco!>  l^ranson  was  the  owner  of  an  adjoinijig  claim,  and  Mr.  Dow  gene- 
rallv  l)i),ir.led  with  Inm.  About  this  time  Mr.  Branson  received  an 
anonymous  letter  ordering  him  to  leave  the  country. 
•  On  the  morning  of  the  21st  of  November  Mr.  Dow  left  his  boarding

place  to  get  a  tun  all  job  of  repairing  doue  at  a  lilacksmith's  shop  near 
by  ou  the  Sauta  road,  and  in  going  to  the  shop  he  pa^.sed  iu  sight  of 
th«  houws  of  Coleman  an<l  sonn'  of  liis  pr<>-slav<'iy  neijjflibors.  Soon 
ai'ter  Dow  aiiiViHl  at  tlie  8lioi»  he  was  followed  by  Coleman,  and  his 
neighbors  Uargini  and  Buckley,  who  severally  had  their  guns  with  theui. 
Dow  was  anxious  to  avoid  any  difficulty  with  them,  if  possible,  and 
evaded  all  oonvereaiion  as  miu-li  as  ei\  ility  wouhl  allow.  But  these 
three  men  soon  hei^aii  to  threaten  and  abuse  him,  and  declared  that 
they  would  use  the  elaiiu  ^i)ow's)  as  they  Siiw  lit.  Ai'tei"  their  threats 
became  very  waim  and  Buckley  had  clocked  hiis  guu,  the  latter,  to 
prevent  all  violence  if  possible,  left  the  slioi^  and  started  to  his  home. 
He  was  followed  and  soon  overtaken  V»y  ( 'olenian,  and  the  two  walke4l 
on  together  until  they  came  opposite  to  ( 'olenian*s  house,  when  (\»lemau 
entered  and  stood  in  his  door.  He  unmediately  raiised  his  gun  towards^ 
Dow  iuid  attempted  to  tire,  but  the  caj)  burst  without  dischargiug  the 
gun.  The  report  of  the  eap  admonished  I)i>w  of  his  danger,  and  he 
turned  around  to  look  at  C<>leman,  who  had  put  on  a  new  eap,  (.'olejuan 
instantly  tired  again,  shooting  Dow  through  the  heart.  He  died  the 
seeontl  Kansas  nuirtyr. 

From  that  hour  the  torch  of  revolution  was  lighted,  and  what  was  at 
first  a  neighborhood  feud  soon  widened  into  a  bloody  contest  that 
threatened  to  involve  the  whole  eonntrv.  So<  i<'ly  was  then  iniaeeus- 
tomed  to  suniinary  <h'eds  that  startle  the  nerve  and  hre  the  heart ;  man's 
liner  sensibilities  were  not  paralyzed,  nor  his  tender  symjiathies  hard- 
ened by  frequent  scenes  of  carnage  and  blood. 

Dow  had  been  munlered  at  noonday,  and  the  aggn^sors,  feeling  that 
retri1inti<>n  was  merited,  immediately  Ih'd  to  WestiMU't,  Missonri.  The 
news  was  rapitlly  circulated  over  Douglas  eounty,  and  then  over  the 
whole  country.  What  but  retaliation  could  be  expected  of  a  people  m 
exasperated  by  so  cowardly  an  outrage. 

But  they  were  slow  to  obey  their  tirst  instincts,  and  days  {»assed  on 
witliont  any  concerted  action.  ^Meanwhile  Coleman  liad  taken  refuge 
in  Missouri,  ami  tlirnwu  hiuiseif  U[»oii  the  protecting  iticrcN  of  Sheriff 
Jouea,  who  soon  ijeeame  a  noted  chai'iicter  in  the  <haiiuu  iiiis  tSherill 
Jones  was  one  of  the  most  zealous  of  pro*8la\  ery  men,  who  had  already 
figured  prominently  in  the  Kansas  elections.  Jones  and  Coleman  saw 
at  a  glance  that  it  wcmld  be  neeessjiry  to  go  thi*on<ili  the  forms  of  an 
examination;  so  they  started  (mt  tt>«rether  fnmi  Wistport  and  rode  to 
Shawnee  Mission,  where  Coleman  ga\  «•  him.si'lf  up  to  Governor  Shannon, 
and  then  accompanied  Jones  towa^s  Lecompton  to  be  examined.  When 
on  tlie  way  they  stopped  at  Franklin,  where  they  were  Joined  by  Hargiis 
and  Buckley,  and  it  was  here  that  they  first  conceived  the  2>lan  of  arrest- 
ing Jacob  Hranson. 

Buckley  swore  that  his  lite  had  been  iJueatened  by  Branson,  and 
upon  his  making  complaint  of  the  same,  or  pretending  to,  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  a  waiTaut  was  issuetl  for  Branson,  with  which  Jones  pro- 
ceeded to  arrest  him. 

The  facts,  together  with  the  a]>j»arent  farce  eonn<'et»Ml  with  thi^  arrest 
of  Branson,  have  already  become  historic  and  need  no  repelititm.  It 
was  about  midnight  of  the  26th  of  November  that  Jones  and  about  14 
otlu^rs,  including  two  of  the  murderers  of  Dow,  arrested  Mr.  Branaou 
while  he  was  in  bed.  He  made  no  r(-<istanc(%  but  followed  the  ]tarty  on 
their  way  towards  Tvecompton.  TIk*  tref-siale  settlers  had  learned  of 
the  movement,  and  a  company  of  about  10  men  stationed  themselves 
near  Blanton-s  bridge,  where  it  was  certain  that  Jones  and  his  party 
would  pass.  They  esnie  about  2  o'clock  s.  m.,  and  the  i>arties  met- 
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The  free-8tat*f  luktu  told  Bnuisou  to  maixJi  out  aud  j<nn  tb**ir  ranks. 
Jones  thieateucKl  to  shoot  him  if  he  left.  Both  parties  showtnl  sigfus  of 
radical  intentions;  but  Jiranson  walkinl  away  aud  nobody  tired.  Jones 
was  oli;)«4!  in<'d,  but  thv  tree-state  nion  rejoiced.  Branson  was  tak<  ii  into 
Lawreuee — some  live  miles  distiint — and  a  public  nieetinij:  was  ht!ld  iii 
the  morning  at  which  it  w  as  revived  to  form  a  military  orgauizatiou  for 
the  defence  of  the  town  against  the  erpeuted  assault  by  HheriitMones,  as 
he  had  long  uttere^l  fierce  threats  against  the  people  (  f*  Lawrence. 

Tbe  arrest  and  rescue  of  Branson  seemed  to  o])rrate  anew  as  an  enter- 
ing; wetlge  to  inme  serious  ditlicultiei^.  The  iree-statc  settlers  iuiuiedi- 
ately  cho^  Dr.  Charles  Robinson  commander-in-chief  of  the  volunteer 
forceH,  and  Colonel  J.  H.  Lant  was  electe<i  brigadier  general^  to  be 
second  in  command.  The  people  ininwdiately  c(»ninienc^'d  fortifying  the 
principal  towns,  an<l  in  sonu*  cases  along  the  road-si<les  of  the  river 
crosfiiugH.  Thi8  preparation  was  only  the  result  of  the  raving  aud 
threatening  of  Sheriff  Jones,  who  publicly  declared  that  he  would  have 
revenge.  To  this  end  he  hastened  to  inform  Wilson  Hhannon,  who  wa» 
tlu  n  the  territorial  governor,  of  hisstMl  discomtiture,  in  the  following 
laugmigt! :

teeth  with  Sharp's  rifles.  You  may  coDsMeran  o]:w>n  rebellion  as  h  »ving  already  coinroenceO* 
ariti  I  call  upon  yuu  for  3,(M^')  nii>u  to  cany  out  tli*'  1u\vs.  Jlr.  Har^s  (the  Dearer  of  tbiti 
letter)  eive  you  more  particularly  the  circumstHno'^.

In  Kpcakinj^  of  this  eirennistanee,  Juhn  II.  Gihon,  in  his  work  on 
Gemy  aud  Kansas,  uses  the  I'ollowiug  language :  This  requisition  lor 
3.0(K^  men  might  excite  ridicule  were  it  not  Icnown  that  Jones  had 
already  laid  his  plans  to  obtain  them  from  Misnouri,  and  <>t  such  a  ctaaa 
as  lie  knew  would  lu-  wilHiifr  to  do  his  bithliiij^-.  At  this  time  the  gov- 
ernor iiad  no  Ivansits  militia  to  furnish  the  sheritf,  no  urbanization 
having  been  eflected,  and  the  entire  territorial  military  force  consisted 
of  a  fe\\  generals  aiid  other  commiBsioned  officers."  The  governor,  how- 
ever,  desirous  of  gratifying  the  sheritt' to  the  full  extent  of  his  meaus^ 
issued  the  following;  d.  ^pateli.  (Desjuitcli  to  Williiim  I*.  Kicliardsoti,  a 
citizen  of  Missouri,  but  a  nn-ndn-r  of  the  Kansas  coimcil  and  major  ;4t'U- 
eral  of  tlie  territorial  inilitisi-j  The  governor  dates  in  true  miUtaiy  style 
fcom  headquarters:

his  custody  and  bid  open  detiaace  to  the  law.  I  am  also  infiirmcd  (hat  n  band  of  armed  men 
have  burued  a  number  of  houses,  destroyed  personal  property  aud  turned  whole  families  out 
of  doors.  This  1ms  ocriirit  d  in  Duui'las  county.  \V,in;\iits  w;;l  hr  is-uf<i  n;;aiiist  tln'se 
men  and  placed  iuthe  bauds  of  Mr.  Jouea,  the  sberiff  of  that  oouuty,  fur  execution,  who  haa 
written  to  tne  demandlnff  S,000  men  to  aidbfm  in  preserving  tbe  peaee  and  earryinf?  out  tli» 
process  of  t}i«  law. 

Yuu  aie  h«>reby  ordered  to  collect  together  as  large  a  force  as  you  can  io  your  divisioik 
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&Q<1  repair  withoat  delajto  Lecoiiipluu  ami  repuri  youriMiU  lu  H.  J.  Jones,  sheriff  of  Douglas 
«oaDt7. 

YoTi  will  inform  liim  of  the  iititiiUi'r  of  men  unOer  your  cootrol  and  render  him  all  the 
assifituucv  in  your  power  shuuld  hu  require  your  aid  in  the  execution  of  any  proceas  in  bis 
hand8.  The  forces  under  your  command  are  to  be  used  for  the  sole  pmpoee  of  sidiiig  tbe 
•berilf  in  execatlog  the  laws  and  for  none  other.

On  tlio  Rjuiip  day  tin*  f!:c)vmior  wr<>t<^  similar  orders  to  other  oommand- 
inji  oflifcis.  Slioriff  Joiie«  also  wrote  Irtters  to  Missouri  calling  for  im- 
mt'diate  helji,  in  which  stci»  he  excee<led  the  authority  of  his  sni)erior 
territorial  officials.  On  the  20th  day  of  November,  two  days  later,  Gov- 
ernor ShanDon  issued  a  proclamation  to  the  people  of  Kansa^s,  in  Ian* 
prnage  similar  to  that  containe<l  in  the  letter  to  (teneral  Ili<  liar(lsnTi. 
He  charjrcd  the  citizons  of  Donjjlas  county  wifli  being  a  "  ronicdcntte 
baud  of  hiwh'ss  nien,'^  <'ombineiI  with  the  avowed  jiuriiose  of  opjwsing 
by  force  and  violence  the  execution  of  all  laws.  He  fkirtber  declared 
that  the  citizens  of  said  county  had  proclaimed  their  detcrminatiim  to 
attack  JSheritf  Jones,  and  thrcMtctuMl  the  lives  nf  other  citizens ;  there- 
fore, to  ]>rotert  the  sjiid  shei  itl.  the  goveriK  T-  cnlU'd  on  all  \vell-dis])osed 
citizens  of  tiiisTerritui^'to  rally  to  the  support  of  the  laws  of  their  coun- 
tr>%  and  requiring  and  commanding  all  oifieerSf  dvil  and  militai^,  and 
all  other  citizens  of  thisTen  itory  who  shall  be  found  within  the  vicinii^ 
of  those  oiitrnjros,  to  be  aiding:  and  assising  by  nil  means  in  their  power 
in  (pu'llin^i- tills  armed  organizatioji.  arid  assistiny-  tin-  slierifT  and  his 
deputies  in  recapturing  the  al)4)ve -nanicd  piis4uu  rj  ami  aiding  and  assist- 
ing him  in  tbe  execution  of  all  legal  pi*oee8siii  his  hands.**  This  extract 
shows  the  spirit  of  the  proclamation.  The  free-state  men  of  Doughis 
county  and  of  the  whole  Territory  saw  at  once  that  the  governor  had 
been  sadly  nnsled,  and  was  lal>oring  nnder  a  delnsion.  A  incj'tiii;^  was 
inmtediately  called  at  Lawrence,  wiieii  tiie  said  prochnnation  was  i*e-  . 
ceived  and  read  aloud.  A  committee  on  resolutions  was  api)ointed,  con* 
sisting  of  C.  Robinson,  O.  W.  Smith,  (1.  P.  Lowery,  Morris  Hunt,  and 
J.  11.  Lane,  who  soon  made  a  reimil  that  was  adopt^^l  l>y  acclamation  as 

follows :

formed  hi  ibis  community  for  the  purpuse  of  resistinir  tbe  lnw«  of  tbe  country,  trnmpling 
flic  untluirily  nf  its  ufficers,  destroy  in;::  tht-  prop«*rty  of  ik-hi'i;iU!i'  rltizons  or  moketing 
anr  person  in  this  Tenitory  or  elsewhere  iu  the  enjoy inent  of  their  rif^hts.

It  was  now  evidt^nt  that  there  was  a  malicious  effort  being  made  to 
connect  the  iieople  of  Liiwrnice  with  the  rescue  of  Branson,  some 

miles  away,  when  in  fart  only  one  citizen  of  Lawrence  was  in  the])!irty, 
and  he  was  only  accidentally  aTuong  them,  on  aceonnt  of  beinu  the 
eoiintry  that  afternoon  on  business,  when  he  first  heaid  ot  the  propos«*<l 
adventure.  Tliei^e  seemed  to  be  a  concei'ted  plan  to  make  Lawrence 
bear  the  odinm  uf  every  crime  oomnnttcd  in  the  county  or  it^  vicinity, 
as  well  as  of  every  fal^e  nnnor  nuinufactun*d  for  tlio  same  e\  il  dt  sii^n. 
It  was  ttnder  tlu'se  eirennhstanccs  only  that  the  eilizetisot  iheeounty 
lhouj;lit  it  advisjible  to  organize,  with  a  view  strictly  of  sell  tletcn<;e,  as 
rumors  were  constantly  rife  that  they  were  to  be  visited  by  an  armed 
mob  from  a  neighboring  State,  for  the  purpose  of  pillage  and  extermini»- 
tion. 
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At  M  })iil>li('  iiMM'tinjr^  a  cominithH'  <>f  t^'Ti  persons  was  appointed  failed 
the  "eominittti'  of  safety,^  with  fiill  pow<  i\s  in  the  i)iT*mi.ses,  Iwit  with  the 
express  nnderstaitdiiigr  that  H  was  not  fonned  for  the  puri)o«e  of  a  jrgres* 
aion,  or  to  shield  any  person  from  merited  punishment,  or  to  resist  any 
If'frally  ('mistitnt<Mi  authorities,  but  to  i>»sisr  the  nctioii  of  n  mob  from 
MiwHouri,  or  rlscwhei-e,  sliould  one  att<'iii]tt  to  devastate  the  eity  of  Ljiw- 
rence.  For  dayn  the  rumors  multiphe<l,  of  the  movements  of  sheriff 
Jones  and  his  poitse^  which  was  now  gfttherin<^  at  or  near  the  month  of 
the  Wakamsa  river,  some  six  miles  east  of  liawrencet  and  also  another 
party  was  forming  at  I^eoinptoii  abont  IL*  niiles  west  of  Lawrenee. 
Both  parties  were  eomivosed  niostly  of  la  wless  bi  i«j:amls  from  M issouri  and 
elsewhere,  that  were  now  feathering  uii<ler  the  slierili'^s  wings  to  obtain 
thereby  the  accreditea  name  of  a  ponne^  instead  of  bearing^  their  tme 
name,  tliat  of  a  mob.  A  whole  week  of  anxious,  painfhl  snsix  iise  was 
cmdured  by  the  inhabitants,  while  these  foieii^ii  f»Mf  r<i  weiv  Liatberinp:. 
Even  Snnclny,  the  2d  day  of  December,  was  tieated  as  liad  i)(>eii  the 
preceding  (lays.  There  were  no  religious  exercises;-  nevertheless,  the 
popular  heart  was  warm  and  active.  Two  large  ineetinj?»  were  held 
during  the  day,  in  the  hall  fonnerly  nsed  for  Sabbath  sei  \  !(  <•«,  and  the 
eitizens  assembled  with  their  jjuns  and  swords  m  liaud.  to  (h»vise  ways 
and  means  of  defence,  as  if  their  labor  in  so  humane  a  <*ause  was  all-wor- 
thy of  the  dtiy  so  long  consecrated  to  the  purCvSt  devotions. 

Dnring  the' following  week,  the  moRt  infiamranble  despatches  and  eir* 
<mlars  were  being  sent  over  Missouri.  The  following,  written  on  Mon» 
day,  December  3,  Ih  characteriKtir  of  them  all.

Thest;  recruiting  orders  \\  eie  not  confined  to  the  Mis^mi  border,  but 
the  excitement  spi'ead  to  the  central  and  eaftteni  portion  of  that  State, 
and  long  trains,  with  banners  Hyin^i;  abovi  ilic  wa^oii  tojis,  c<mld  then 
be  seen  moviii<;  Kansasward  ahm;:  tlie  pi*incii>al  roiids  in  tlit  Stati  ,  100 
miles  from  the  border.  fJovj'riior  Slunnion.  jit'ter  tintlinf;  liiiiiselt  tin* 
victim  of  an  insidious  ciinspiracy,  used  liie  luilowing  language  concern- 
ing the  invading  army,  that  was  in  a  great  degree  the  creature  of  his 
own  folly :

Certainly  lliw,  to  niitipate  an  evil  which  it  wn.s  impossible  tn  RUpprt-ss.  by 
brinjfinjr  TiiHl>  r  rnilitHry  control  il  t  f  irregular  and  excited  forces.  Tliis  was  only  to  be 
uec(tmpli^lu'd  by  peiiiiiliicg  the  euni  fijuaiiee  of  the  eour^e  which  had  already  been  adopted 
without  my  knowledge  by  Qenerah  Richardson  ftnd  Stricklcr;  that  is,  to  have  the  volun- 
teeiv-i  incorporittrd  ns  they  come  ib  into  the  already  orgaiitzcd  commands.  A  portion  of  these 
men.  who  weie  mostly  from  Jack8«»n  county,  Missouri,  reported  llieinselve.s  to  Sheriff  Jones 
by  pivinrr  in  a  list  of  their  natncH  as  willin^r  fo  sen'e  in  his  posse :  and  be.  after  taking  legal 
advico  upon  tbo  cjnestion,  determined  tonM  i  i\  ('  ili<<t»i.    They  were  accordingly  enrolled. 

The  fact  s€»ems  to  he  here  estttldislied  beyoutl  denial  that  these  foitres 
firom  a  foreign  State  were  immediately  enrolled  and  made  a  jiaTt  of  the 
legalized  pane  employed  by  the  governor,  a  federal  oftic(M%  for  a  B])ecif1c 

pnrnoso:  consequently  the  fcdei  iil  irovernment  nnist  ])v  fully  tmswerabie 
for  nil  the  pfood  or  ill  that  w;is  the  direct  result      their  niovetnents. 

iiy  the  4th  or  .Ith  of  Deeembei  it  large  force  had  gathered  at  the 
Wakanisa  eamp  and  at  Lecom])ton,  who  were  thirsty  tbr  the  blood  of 
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their  suppoM  il  euemiet).  They  wen*,  growiug  wtntiy  with  x*nH5ra«tiuati<m. 
The  secrets  of  the  officers  inrere  not  made  known  to  them  and  they  feared 
Homethiii^  might  interpose  to  prevent  a  fight.  At  tliis  stage  of  affairs 
Colonel  J.  (3.  Amlei'8*>ii.  oi'  Iv{*xiii^t<>ii.  Missouri,  who  was  also  a  member 
of  tlM*  territorial  lej^dslature  at  tii<'  time,  indicated  the  teelitig  then  per- 
viuimg  the  \\  alvani.sii  euiop  in  tlie  follow  in;;,  hmguage:

As  a  matter  of  eoiuse  ail  the  niiuors  would  get  abruail,  and  oiLi  u 
greatly  magnified  they  wotdd  work  their  inevitable  result*  upon  the 
public.  Theoiily  alt«niativi?  presented  was  between  ( (»\vardl.\  subudn- 
sion  toapower  without  a  seinl>lan(*(M»f  justice,  and  a  manly,  b  'M  dctt'Ttfi . 
Tho  people  thv  latter,  in  stri<  t  accord  with  their  education  and 

early  impul«es.  livery  day  alter  the  issue  of  Governor  rthannon's  pirn- 
lainatiou  companies  of  armed  men  were  maruhing  aei'oss  the  country 
IVom  all  the  surrounding  settlements  towards  I  iawrence.  That  doomed 
city"  was  soon  thronged  with  si^vcral  hundred  nu'Ti,  resolute  and  Hrm, 
buoyant  with  hope,  aetive  with  /.est,  proud  to  enlist  in  the  cause  of  a 
coinuum  dcfenee,  the  ycmug  army  of  fieetloui.  They  hail  *laily  diills  in 
the  streets,  and  the  war  council  or  the  above  named  committee  of  safety 
held  a  continuous  session  both  night  and  day.  The  beat  of  the  drum  day 
after  day  (a  music  t(»  wliich  their  ears  were  tlien  unused)  ealled  the  citi- 
zen soldiery  from  tlieii-  (juii-t  ipiarters  to  attend  the  new  rituals  of  their 
military  school.  \\  omen  and  ehildmi  were  eidisted  iu  the  workj  somtt 
besuring  me^sa^^es,  others  [ircparing  cartridges,  others  feeding  and  cloth- 
ing the  destitute.  It  was  a  common  cause  from  which  no  one  felt  an 
inclimition  To  withhold  support.  Th<^  scanty  supplies  <»!i  hand  in  the 
town  were  rapidly  exhausted,  as  nearly  one  thou.sand  men  besides  the  usiwl 
popiilatiou  were  then  (piart<'ieii  in  the  bunac'ks.  Teams  were  soon  sent 
away  for  proxisions  to  the  nearest  towns,  but  the  roads  were  soon  guarded 
by  delegations  firom  Jones's  army,  and  all  eommunication  with  the  sur- 
minding  eoiuitry  w  as  renderedeither  extn  inely  hazardous  or  impassabh'. 
Teamsters  were  sto])ped,  their  goods  and  teams  were  taken,  and  their 
own  lives  threat<'ned,  or  they  were  detained  as  i>risoners  by  hoards  from 
theMissouri  camps.  Travellers  who  were  pursuingtheir  journey  through 
the  Territory,  without  taking  sides  w  ith  either  ]nirty  in  the  diffieulties, 
w  ere  aetually  taken  prisoners  and  robbed,  and  often  treated  in  the  most 
shanu'tul  ami  in.scdent  matiner.  "  Might  makes  rigid/"  beeanie  tluMuotto, 
and  property  and  provisions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  eami)s  was  taken 
without  remorse  for  the  pasae. 

Such  grievances  were  becoming  intolerable,  w  lu-n  it  was  re.solved  by 
the  committee  of  safety  to  lay  the  whole  matter  before  the  countrx .  ;nid 
if  the  difficulties  could  have  no  other  solution  l)ut  by  an  appeal  to  the 
arbitriuuent  of  the  sword,  it  was  believed  that  the  whole  nation  wonld 
be  involved  in  the  result.  It  was  resolved  that  the  Spartan  band  w  lio 
were  defending  the  Thenuopylfe  of  their  honn*s  .should  not  fall  single- 
handed  when  a  ]>roper  watchword  wouhl  brin^  nu^n  and  treasures  to 
tiu'ir  relit^f.  Me.s.sengers  were  sent  t^>  ( Jovernor  Shannon  with  a  memorial 
detiiiling  their  grievances,  setting  forth  their  policy  and  |N)8ition,  and 
asking  his  interposition  to  remove  the  mob  which  were  menacing  them 
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hourly  from thpirtwot'iu  aiiiiHiuMit^.rlsi'  riir  pi'opic  would  m)t  be  n'spoiisi 
iile  for  the  eoiistHnu»iu'e».  ( 'ouiiers  weit*  alst)  (lc.si>jit<^luHl  through  the  Ter- 
ritory aakiufT  every  inaii  who  could  bear  arms  to  come  to  tbeir  relief.  A 
memorial  >v:is  also  prepared  to  he  sent  to  CongresA  nn^iiig  that  body  to 
•nqtiin*  ititM  the  faets  aiul  s(»ih1  for  perMons  anu  pai>ei**5.  It  was  miuier- 
ouMly  sijjiuMl  ami  forwanh'<i  by  a  spei'ial  messenp^er.  Meanwhile,  eiieular 
rtnloubts  were  thrown  nj»  for  fortiticatious  in  dittereut  parts  of  the  town, 
and  earthworkM  wen«  erec^ted  the  whole  extent  of  some  of  the  principal 
Atri'ets  of  I«}iwi*enee.  A  national  fla^  was  placed  tiiwn  a  high,  staff 
ere<'ted  in  otm'  nl" t brif? .  n  hile  other  national  tiajrx  weiv  floating;  over  some  of 
die  principal  lmildin<is.  Tlie  Free  State  Hotel  was  made  the  liejulquarters 
for  the  council,  the  genenil  and  his  staffs,  as  well  an  of  the  .soldiers  ireuer- 
ally;  bnt  for  no  other  reason  than  the  fact  that  it  furnished  the  only 
aecommodatii>ns  then  in  the  town. 

On  the  other  hand,  thecami>  nt  Wakarusa  wivs  not  so  utittnn'i!  in  <"very 
reKi)ect.  They  had  several  banners  flying  of  diffenmt  niystenoiis  devieej?, 
hut  the  largest  one  with  the  "  lone  star^  on  it  was  over  the  center  of  the 
iranip,  and  it  was  the  recognized  symbol  of  the  IHne  Ijodge  of  Miasonri. 
The  Tieeomi>ton  eamp  was  also  favored  with  similar  decorations:  but 
after  protracted  etforts  to  know  the  truth  there  is  no  authentic  inturma- 
tion  that  there  wait  ever  a  national  flag  in  cither  camp. 

Abont  4  (^elock  on  the  afbemoon  of  the  6th  of  December,  the  news 
••eaeheil  town  ot  the  horrid  murder  of  Thomas  W.  Barber,  formerly  a 
vesirlent  of  Preble  county,  Ohio,  but  for  a  year  previous  a  r<"!sident  of 
Bloomiu'rto!),  sonic  ten  miles  from  Lawrence.  He  was  on  his  way  liome 
from  Lawrence,  on  horseback,  in  conii>auy  with  his  brother  and  his  brother- 
in-law,  and  when  abont  fonr  miles  Irom  the  town,  near  the  California 
road,  they  njet  a  i>arty  of  horsemen,  twelve  in  unmber,  who  appeared  to 
be  travclin;:^  from  IiCCf)Tn])toti  to  tlie  Wakarnsu  <'am]).  Harbor  was 
inianned,  and  l»einy;  ordered  to  surrender  he  refused,  when  In*  was  lired 
upon,  one  ball  pasijiug  through  his  body  also  tiirough  the  horse  of  his 
brother.  Mr.  Barber  rode  abont  100  rods  with  assistance  from  his 
biotlicr,  when  h(>  fell  and  soon  afterwards  expired. 

Mr.  Ihn1>i  1  )h  iisir  a  nniii  widely  known  as  one  of  most  estimable  j>er- 
sonal  char;i(  I  rr.  ins  murder  created  a  deej>seusati(maniongthelargearnMMl 
force  at  Lawrence,  and  tor  a  time  it  s<*enied  hanlly  possible  to  restrain 
them  fi-om  violently  marehing  to  the  Wakamsa  camp  in  disregard  of 
onlers,  and  taking  sumnmry  revenge  for  his  blood,  .hist  at  night  the 
eitizens,  as  well  as  the  soldiers,  were  called  together  in  an  oi)en  held 
adjoTUTUg  town  ;nid  formed  into  a  hollow  sfjuarc,  wlicu  tlicv  wer«' 
addressed  by  (icncrals  Kobinson  and  Lan«*,  and  «ulier  gentlemen.  The 
details  of  tlieir  manifir>ld  greivanoes  were  vividly  presented,  bat  all  of 
the  sjM'akers  connselled  foi*  nnxleration.  They  urgetl  every  man  to  use 
all  Ins  influence  to  prevent  ;i  retort  irptni  tlose  who  m  rrc  lu'acticing  their 
barbarities  towards  them.  The  pcopli'  seemed  clamcn ous  lor  martial  law. 
Tlrey  claimed  that  tlieir  was  noother  .safety;  that  they  were  continually 
subject  to  asHsssinations,  like  the  one  that  had  so  lately  oc^ntned;  bnt 
the  officers  w  ere  more  intent  on  iieace,  and  prefen-ed  to  d(»lay  the  insti- 
fution  of  further  warlike  iiH-Msim-s  until  th(»ycojdd  hear  a^^•ain  fnmi  (Jov- 
ernor  Shannon,  who  was  siopi)ing  at  Lecompttm,  where  he  WH>i  appa- 
rently  in  the  constjint  society  of  Sheriff  Jones  and  his  party.  The  gov- 
ernor had  alrewly  opened  negotiations,  and  stated  by  letter  thathedesued 
an  interview.    He  ha<l  ju-omLsed  to  be  in  town  the  following  morning. 

Friday  morinng.  the  7th  of  T)e<  «*mber,  a  dejuitation  was  sent  to  wait 
upon  the  governor  and  escort  iiim  into  town,  and  they  returned  witii  him 
2il>out  2  o^cloek  in  the  afternoon.  Meanwhile  the  body  of  Barber  was 
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brought  into  towa  and  i>liu«(l  iu  the  Free  State  Hotel,  The  governor 
stated  that  the  opposing  forces  would  then  nnmber  about  men, 

well  anneal  aud  amply  )no\  idetl  with  ainmuiiitioii.  He  spent  the  day 
witli  tlic  (Nuiunitfcc  of  Satety,  l«Miniii»«r  the  faets  in  their  pnK'etHlings 
from  the-  iM'^iiiimi^,  us  well  aH  tlit  ir  iiit«'iitiot>s  for  the  futum  There 
Wii8  a  soleriiiiiLy  and  earuestuess  pervadiiig  the  interview  that  impressed 
hiin  at  once  with  realities  he  had  before  disbelieved.  A  new  vision  had 
opeued  to  him.  lie  fouud  the  people  of  Douglas  eount.v  aud  vieiuity, 
then  ass<'i!il)led  at  Liiwrcncc,  to  Uv  oidy  aeting  on  the  delensive.  niid  the 
ftUle.st  assurances  were  gi\  t'ji  the  governor  tlmt  they  only  elainied  llieir 
simplest  rights  The  night  [lassinl  as  did  the  day,  in  earueiit  couucil, 
with  an  apparent  desire  on  both  sides  to  know  the  right  and  to  atone 
for  past  wrongs.  The  bodings  of  a  bloo<ly  I'ontest  appeared  to  hover 
nearer  all  the  wiiih*,  as  the  negotiations  for  a  settlement  were  delayed 
hour  idler  hour.  The  enemy  in  full  fonre  were  expected  every  moment. 
A  large  picket  force  hiid  already  posteil  themselves  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Kansas  river,  in  full  view  of  the  town.  The  peo])le  wei-e  growing 
restless  for  an  answer.  Under  the  heavy  pressure  of  such  impending 
dangers  from  without,  the  negotiations  werelmmght  to  a  close  on  Satur- 
day night,  the  8th  of  December,  and  the  impatient  peoi^le  were  eager  to 
know  the  result.  They  were  told  by  the  gi»vernor,  standing  iu  the  door  - 
of  the  hotel,  that  he  was  hap))y  t4)  announce  that  the  difficulties  were 
setth'd,  and  that  they  had  all  arisen  fnmi  a  misunderstaiiding.  lie 
IHciuised  to  iiiiinediateiy  dishaiid  the  sheritt's  ])oss«*.  and  to  dismiss  the 
oliii'A'is  of  the  territoriai  militia,  lie  urged  the  peopleof  Lawixjuce  to  be 
moderate.  He  wanted  they  should  consult  their  Jiulgment  and  reason, 
not  their  passions.  One  iidvantage  they  would  have  now,  he  said:  in 
case  (»f  a  fight,  it  would  Iw  Ix  tweoii  them  and  a  mob.  Of  course  he 
should  rxpeet  they  would  defi  iifl  t  lu'iiisel  ves.  They  were  right,  and  had 
done  only  rigiit,  and  he  should  do  all  iti  his  power  to  sustain  them.  He 
hope<l  and  believed  the  i)eoi)l6  of  Iiawrence  were  a  law*abidiug  peo[>le. 
Indeed  he  learned  that  he  had  misnnderstood  them,  and  that  they  were 
au  estimable  and  orderly  ])<»(iple. 

Tlie  artielesof  negotiation  and  adjustmeiit,  signed  on  that  iiiulit  by 
Wilson  iShauuou  on  the  one  part,  and('.  liobinsoii  andJ.  11.  i.aue  on  the 
other,  have  become  familiar  to  every  reader,  and  need  no  repetition  here. 
The  agi*eement  was  intend<'<l  by  both  parties  to  be  capable  of  a  variety 
of  interjuvtations,  and  thus  tar,  at  least,  its  objfct  was  most  Mdinirably 
fultilled.  The  people  denianihMl  that  nothing  should  be  agreed  \  o  iiidiea- 
tiug  the  slightest  concessions  of  honor  on  their  part,  or  that  iiie^\  had, 
in  any  instance,  been  the  aggressors,  and  in  those  particulars  they  were 
not  betrayed,  although  there  were  individuals  in  both  parties  who  never 
couhl  endorse  or  j'ustitV  the  s(  ttlement.  'I'lic  eompaet  was  adhered  to, 
and  on  the  day  folh»wing  the  governor  wrote  orders  to  (lenerals  Richard- 
son and  Strickler,  and  iSlierilt  Jones,  ortlering  tiiem  to  disbaitd  their 
respecUve  commands. 

On  Tuesday  foUowing,  tlie  lltli  of  Deoi'mber,  the  soldiers  in  Lawi-enee 
were  reviewed,  and  after  apin-opriat^*  addresses  by  Generals  Ifobinsou 
an<l  I^ne,  the  flrst  brigatle  ot  Kansiis  volunteers  were  disbanded.  Thus 
ended  the  Wakarusa  war.  1 1  ended  as  it  began,  w  ith  abundant  evidence 
on  all  sides  that  the  ofHcers  of  the  general  government,  then  in  Kansas, 
were  alone  responsible  lor  its  existence,  ami  the  tact  that  it  closed  only 
by  their  otiicial  ])r(»ela)nation  to  tlntt  ctViMt  is  the  best  proof  that  the  same 
agejH;ies  e^uld  have  entled  it  any  iioiir  belbre. 

liy  this  time  the  settlers  generally  had  exhausted  their  ready  means 
in  providing  for  the  common  defence  while  in  the  senioe,  and  those  who 
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putwe88ed  most  [)ruperty  hud  geuei^ally  be^itoweU  luoiit.  An  the  couutry 
was  newly  settled,  and  it  l^ng  iieoessary  to  import  nearly  all  their 
SupplieK,  tlies(>  lai  ^c  t'orf^8  bad  been  siiHtaiued  only  at  an  exorbitant  cost. 
Kot  only  had  tl  *  lioti  l  beeu  occupied  by  tlio  soldiers,  Imt  <'\  <'iy  house 
and  shop  iu  tow u  was  converted  intotemiM)rur.v  hurrarks,  an<i  tiu' expense 
iuciu'red  by  the  generous  occupiuitj*  dining  the  si**ge  would  seeui  ahuost 
incredible  to  thoise  nnaeqnainted  with  the  cost  of  firontier  warfieure.  Still, 
hail  the  dillit  ulties  ended  here,  there  would  have  been  eoui])arativel>  but 
llttli'  sutteriufT  by  the  aetiud  settlers.  liiit  a  l<»ijg,  cold  winter  was  before 
th«Mu,  and  it  was  smm  proved  that  thfic  was  lu'ither  ]Mnu*e  nor  secui'ity 
tor  tl»e  citizens  ot  Douglas  C4>unty,  uor  Ivansiis  generally. 

President  Pierce  nest  ordered  ^^the  iiomediate  trausierof  troops,  from 
the  nearest  iM>int,'^  into  the  territory  to  put  down  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet  whatever  lie  nn;>ht  reLriird  as  tlireatfninLi' or  hi<iirreetionary.  It 
seemed,  era  anolln-r  month  lia«i  passed,  tliat  tlu'  husUlily  between  free- 
dom and  slavery  was  about  to  be  re-iiiaugurated,  and  every  well-wislier  of 
his  oouutry  etnUd  but  invoke  the  wisdom  and  the  courage  of  the  peo[)le 
to  det4»rtnine  and  demand  what  was  just.  Prayers  were  again  otlered, 
that  the  arbitrament  of  war  ini*2:ht  be  averted,  and  the  benign  reii»n  of 
|H'ace  and  justice  prevail,  in  Leaveuworth,  on  the  15th  of  December, 
1855,  the  day  of  voting  ou  the  8tate  constitution,  a  party  of  men  crossed 
the  river  £roai  Missoui*!,  about  noon,  and  when  the  oilicers  of  the  election  % 
were  all  absent  at  dinner  but  one,  they  seized  the  ballot-lwx  and  boi-e 
it  triumphantly  away  from  the  city  ami  back  to  Missouri.  On  the  li'2d 
of  the  siune  month  a  party  ol*  well-organize<l  desperadoes,  nu)Stly  from 
Missouri,  numbering  about  50,  marched  down  frt)m  Kickapoo  to  Leaven- 
worth In  the  night  time,  and  destroyed  the  printing  press  with  all  the 
material  belonging  to  the  ofl1(H'  of  the  Territorial  Kegister,  by  throwing 
them  into  the  ."^lissouri  river.  This  party  was  led  by  Messrs.  I'oyall, 
Lyle,  an<l  Diuin,  w  ho  were  all  otlicers  in  the  Missouri  army  that  marelied 
oji  LiiwTence  a  few  weeks  before.  The  troubles  continned  to  grow 
more  serious  in  that  quarter  until  about  the  middle  of  January,  1856, 
when  K.  1*.  Brown  was  nuii-dered  by  a  mob  while  on  his  way  home  from 
Leavenworth  tu  bis  residence  near  Easton. 

Another  crisis  was  evidently  approaching.  M ilitary  prepaiations  were 
being  made  along  the  MisBOori  border  and  messengers  wrived  ahnost 
daily  in  Ijawrence,  who  stated  with  the  utmost  assurance  tliateom])anie8 
were  organizing  in  that  direction  and  that  commissary  stoms  were  l)eing 
colle<rted.  Lawrence  had  now  become  rather  t!ie  bulwark  of  eastei  ti 
emigration ;  thei*efore  this  general  sally  upon  her  was  ti'om  a  uuUicious 
motive.  Leoompton,  ou  the  other  hand,  was  the  recognised  child  of  the 
sotttb— the  garden  of  their  chivalry.  Tliesi'  towns  were  but  10  miles 
apart,  both  on  tlie  s(nith  side  of  the  Kansas  river.  It  was  natural, 
therefore,  for  a  rivalry  to  arise  between  Law  renee  and  Leeoiiipton,  and 
this  view  presents  one  of  the  inciting  causes  of  the  AVakarusa  war. 
There  came  a  sort  of  rencontre  for  supremacy ;  the  result  fumidies  to 
the  wuntry  another  evidence  of  the  value  of  steiwlfastness  in  business, 
of  habits  of  industry  a«  well  as  of  sui>erior  moral  and  intellectual  cultui'e, 
when  ]utted  a{rainst  the  empty  assumptions  of  chi\  ahy  and  caste.  The 
satisiiiction  is  as  universal  in  the  one  case  as  the  retribution  is  just  in  the 
other.  Miaaouri  and  her  allies  will  some  day  bitterly  regi*et  the  course 
they  have  taken;  but  while  the  <mp  was  passing  the  end  wa.s  not  so 
plaiu.  Art  army  of  inviision  c^idd  not  then  enter  the  Territory  without 
begetting  more  or  less  of  terror. 

iSuch  a  stiiteof  aiiairs  could  but  tever  the  pulse  of  a  i)eople  m  recently 
'snbjeetod  to  a  protracted  siege.  Generals  Bobinson  and  Lane  therefore 
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took  i»nH  autioiiar,v  stt'ps  by  organizing  n  regiimnit  ot  voIuiiUhts,  jhkI 
placing  the  fortHfcationR  in  charge  of  snitable  roinmatiilerH.  For 

motithfi  iifterwardR  were  tlu»se  sentioelH  at  their  posts,  to  ])i«veiit  a  9m- 
prisc:  tlipyiiot  only  giiardeil  the  town  l»y  <lay,  hut  they  Invanie  as  night 
vigils  walkiii.Li  inccssniitly  their  beatH  iii>on  the  watch-towers^  for  the 
protection  of  the  siuiubering  i>eopl©.  The  tedious  winter  thiw  wore  on, 
and  during  thew  defensive  movements  thousaudH  of  do11nr«  were 
exj)cnde(l  again,  in  fbmiHhing  necessary  HU)ipliea. 

At  the  time  it  was  expected  that  funds  wjtc  coining  on  fnuu  the  east, 
to  reiuilnirse  those  who  nnuh*  advaiM  cs  to  suppoi  t  tlir  coininon  <l»'f«'n<'e. 
Diu'ing  the  winter  <ieneial  V.  i%nueroy,  G.  W.  8n»itli,  1*.  C'.  Schuyler, 
J.  S.  Emory,  M.  F.  Conway,  0.  Binith^  Judge  Shanklin,  and  fftfiera, 
had  been  sent  to  the  States  t<»  inform  tlie  iXK>ple  as  to  Kansas  rn  itteni, 
and  r  ollect  funds  for  the  su]>port  of  the  war.  provided  it  should  he  con 
tinned.  Several  of  tln'se  lientleinen  wrote  hack  to  the  eo?umittee  nnder 
whose  auspi<-es  thfy  were  acting,  that  tliey  helievrd  thousantls  of  dollars 
wonid  be  ready  at  any  time,  and  in  aeveral  infvtaneeR  it  wan  reported  as 
on  dejMjsit,  subject  to  the  order  of  said  connuittee,  calK*<l  at  the  time  tho 
Pmtection  Fuinl  <  Vuninirtt  e."  To  provi<h'  for  th<*  contingen<'.y,  as  the 
war  expenses  were  over  >«I(H»  eaeh  day.  and  as  all  available  money  was 
exhausted,  as  well  iu*  iM'i*s4und  liberality  ami  all  contributions  ever 
received  fh>m  the  Statea,  thin  committe<>  proposed  to  isaue  to  the  parties 
remlering  service  in  camp  or  furnishing  su])pliea  for  them,  a  certifioahl 
of  in<lebtedTie^<,  wliicli  was  termed  *' proterti(»n  fund  si-rij)"'  or  "war 
scrip,''  for  the  amount  due  the  party  holding  the  same.  This  was  issued 
with  the  hope  that  siuuebody  would  consent  to  take  it,  furnish  the  neces- 
sary rations,  and  wait  for  it4«  redemption  by  the  i^mmittee  nntil  the 
promised  funds  might  arrive  ti-om  the  east.  The  ]>roject  was  successfhl. 
The  several  merchants  in  town  had  a  fail-  stock  of  grocenes.  rh>thing, 
iK:c.,  on  hand,  and  this  military  forc«'  could  not  possibly  have  been  sns 
tained  without  their  aid.  .Mes.srs.  (i.  W.  &  W.  Hutchinson  &  IumI 
mucit  the  largest  stoelc  of  jj^oods  on  hand,  at  that  time,  of  any  merchants 
in  that  ]>ortion  of  the  Territory,  and  tliey  proved  to  f^e  the  ordy  ones  who 
were  willing  to  flis1>nrse  any  considerable  poi-fion  of  their  goods  to  the 
army  and  take  scrijj  for  seeurity.  Messrs.  Hornsby  <Jc  Terrill  and  W. 
C.&  ( H.  Duncan  t<K>k  very  snudl  <juantities.  but  soon  retiised  it.  From 
the  last  of  Jannary  thronfvii  Febrnarj*  and  March  this  state  of  things 
coutinue<l.  dtulng  which  tinu'  then»  were  used  foi"  the  above  purimse, 
from  the  sttn-e  of  ^lessrs.  Ilutchiiisoii  »Xr  f'f),,  n]>\vards  of  *lf).0(»U  worth 
of  goixls.  In  some  cases  war  serij*  was  given  them,  and  in  others  they 
refH*!ved  no  security  whatever,  and  in  this  manner  the  whole  ma«dil!H»ry 
of  defence  seemed  for  tlie  time  snstainwi.  Others  nm<le  great  sacritices 
by  furnishing  luovisious  or  whatever  they  cttHld  part  n  itli :  indeed,  the 
whole  eniitest  lu'caiue  a  series  of  sacritices  and  ha]'dshi]»s,  such  as  would 
have  dislioarteneil  and  overcome  any  onlinary  people,  struggling  for  any 
onlinary  cause.  TSvery  iirivate  house  bp<;ame  a  1)oanling-hmise ;  every 
man  who  had  an  ox  or  a  Uiad  of  corn  was  foree<l  to  liring  it  forward  as 
a  fr»'e  offering,  for  the  argument  used  with  fanners,  merchants,  and  all, 
"was:  I'liless  yon  give  tis  these  sn^iplies  for  our  sijp]>nrt  wldle  we  stand 
in  the  barracks  a  foreign  foe  will  invade  ycmrhonu's  ami  sack  yom  town; 
yon  may,  therefore,  as  well  give  them  to  ns  ns  to  snlimit  to  a  worse 
ali^'niative.** 

There  v.;is  lo^"ie  in  sueli  reasoning  tlnit  was  at  tlu»  tirue  esp«M'ially 
<*onvim  ing.  The  soldieis  and  their  families  wen^  thus  fed  an»l  <'lothe<l; 
the  town  was  preserved,  ami  the  i)ei>ple's  cause — that  of  justice  alone — 
most  nobly  sustained.   It  was  not  npheUI,  however,  as  many  sujiposed, 
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by  eastern  aid,  but  mainly  by  their  own  unflinching  puipoMes  of  will  and 
sacrifices  of  life  and  treasure;  for  the  large  sums  of  money  promised 
fioni  the  east  never  came — not  one  dollar  in  twenty;  consequently  that 
ex|>ected  indemnity  never  came,  and  the  war  scii])  waa  never  redeemed. 
DisappointnuMit  in  the  pa.st,  and  no  bow  ot  pioujise  tor  the  future,  esix?- 
cially  in  regard  to  any  general  aid  from  the  east,  has  been  the  lot  of 
those  in  Kansas  who  most  merit  the  esteem  and  gratitude  of  their 
couiitrynu'ii. 

At  this  time,  in  the  winter  of  18.j.>-'5(*,  the  entin'  ]K)})nlatio!i  of  Law- 
rence coidd  not  luive  been  over  seven  or  eight  hundred.  The  most  of 
them  had  arrived  there  the  preceding  summer,  and  but  little  time  had 
been  afforded  to  provide  themselves  with  the  necessaries  of  life.  Kot 
one  in  ten  were  able  to  any  more  than  supiwit  their  own  families  while 
t)ie  sioge  continued.  There  were  five  or  six  stores  or  places  of  trade  in 
town,  but  some  of  them  only  kept  a  few  groceries,  and  probably  oue-half 
iit  the  aggregate  stock  on  hand  vem  in  tlie  store  of  Messfs.  Hutchinson 
&  Co. 

During  this  tiiiu-  (vf  tlic  sit'gc  there  wei'e,  probably,  70(»  m-  1,000  men 
in  liawreud^  above  the  regular  ])0]mlation,  ainl  ;it  just  tlni!  iirne  all  sn]!- 
plies  w  ere  cut  oil  from  the  States,  as  well  as  from  t  he  sui  i  ouadii»g  country . 
Tlie  support  of  snch  an  army  necessarily  fell  heavily  ui>on  a  few.  Now, 
it  is  quite  immaterial  what  the  motive  of  that  few  might  have  been  in 
dispensing  their  worldly  goods  among  those  who  couldnot  exist  without 
them.  The  (loman<l  was  so  imjxMative,  tlie  convulsion  so  univernal  and 
complete,  when  on  ever^  (oiuiteuance  were  written  in  deep  lines  the 
intensity  of  their  mental  as  well  as  physical  suifering,  that  every  heart 
was  opened.  The  noblest  dictates  of  enlightened  nmnliood,  the  purest 
impulse's  of  the  sonl,  sterling  patriotism,  cnuhl  never  resist  for  a  moment 
so  potent  an  appeal  from  the  citizen  soltiiery,  \\  hen  hunger  and  cold 
weie  uijlifting  theii"  phuuling  hands  in  full  view,  and  while  aU  wexe  living 
in  constant  expectation  of  an  attack  from  the  armed  foe  without. 
Every  de<Ml  and  action  at  that  time  displayed  the  feverish  tinge  of  aixlor 
and  zeal  in  the  civil  struggle  in  which  every  hand  Keeniwl  joineil,  and 
their  emotions  can  never  l>e  appreciiited  except  by  those  who  have  been 
actors  t  hemselves  in  great  struggles  Ibr  pei*s»onal  Ireedom,  invoh  ing  their 
own  rights,  and  the  sanctity  of  their  own  homes.  In  this  view  all  must 
concede  timt  the  tide  was  irresistible.  Food  and  dothing  for  the  men 
thus  in  arms,  an*?  foragj*  for  their  lM>rse.s,  became  elementary  with  their 
associate  or  common  existence.  parties  acted  upon  this  i  nle,  and 

a  species  of  personal  agnirianism  was  the  result,  it  wasevideiitly,  then, 
of  no  avail  whether  the  holder  of  pro])erty  surrendered  it  vohiutarily  or 
not,  for  to  resist  so  invincible  atorce  would  have  been  the  sheerest  folly. 
£ach  individual  interest  became  blended  in  the  commuiuty  of  interests, 
and  nothing  was  too  choice  or  tianscendaut  to  lay  uim)U  their  coimtry's 
altar. 


CnAPTHR  11. — EVILXTS  nl'  lSr»0. 

The  ettbrts  for  a  new  invasion  ol'  Kansas  w<'re  becoming  more  and 
moi-e  obviiuis  during  the  month  of  April,  1850  j  and,  as  the  h)veliness  of 
spring  i-endered  the  pioneer's  home  more  enchanting,  they  severally 
renewed  their  re»olution  to  defend  that  which  had  become  to  them,  by 
if-<  Ticw  attractions,  as  sacred  as  life.  The  experience  of  the  past  ye.ir 
had  infnse<l  a  te<'ling  of  indignation  among  the  free-state  settlers 
towards  the  whole  chiss  of  slavery  extensioidsts  j  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
an  equal  hatred  was  begotten  by  the  latter  class  towuxls  every  one  who 
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HI  soiitliern  parlance,  could  be  called  an  "abolitionist."  Their  foelinj^s 
Jiad  become  acute  by  the  constant  contemplation  of  deeds  of  brutality 
or  violence,  until  neither  party  eoold  brook  an  insult  or  any  aj^greafdve 
act  without  an  effort  for  mbess.  The  bloody  era  in  Kansas  was  about 
to  be  a^ain  inaugurated,  and  the  trial  of  ner\'e  aa  well  as  forbearance 
was  at  hand. 

The  national  House  of  Bepreseutiitives  had  sent  three  of  ita  members 
as  an  investigating  ix>mn]i88ion  to  Kansas,  to  collect  testimony  rehitive 
to  the  election  frauds  and  outrages  on  the  people.  They  <*anu*  to  Kan- 
sas ill  April,  at  a  time  when  the  politicnl  liorizdTi  was  dark  and  tlimit- 
cning.  Tliere  seennul  to  be  a  determination  with  the  pro-slavery  party 
to  cause  as  much  trouble  as  possible  to  this  couuuittee  while  x>ms(H;uting 
their  duties,  and  no  efforts  were  spared  to  bring  on  a  general  war  while 
they  wore  in  the  Tenitory.  Sheriff  Jones  took  a  step  in  the  same  dire<  - 
tion  by  inimediatoly  renewing  his  legal  pei*secution  in  the  torn?  of 
arrests  and  imprisonment  of  free-state  men.  Jones  came  to  Lawrence 
several  times  with  his  pockets  ftall  of  warrants  for  the  older  settlers,  but 
his  plans  were  generally  babied  rather  than  openly  resistml.  Tlien,  as 
before,  there  was  no  re.st  for  Kansas.  He  eanie  there  n])on  tho  Sabbath 
with  his  militia  as  upon  other  days,  and  made  mueh  mUt  about  liis 

power  and  determination  to  arresi  wlKnner  be  saw  tit.  He  always 
stated  to  them  freely,  and  manifested  some  pride  in  making  it  emphatic^ 
^at  he  acted  under  the  authority  given  him  by  territorial  laws,  with  war- 
rants issued  by  a  territorial  justice,  when  he  well  knew  that  the  majorty 
of  the  people  of  Kansas  had  sworn  to  not  re('o<;iiiz('  those  laws,  or 
agents  acting  ufider  them.  At  the  same  time  they  avitwed  their  readiness 
upon  all  occasions  to  obey  any  summons  ftom  the  fedend  court  when 
presented  by  a  United  States  marshal.  Jones  had  already-  Ixhmi  sworn 
as  deputy  marshal,  Imt  in  all  his  forays  u])oii  Lawrence  lie  i^-etorrcd  to 
lay  oiX  that  more  comely  i)anoply,  and  act  only  in  the  ca])aeity  ot  sherift 
of  Douglas  county,  apparently  because  it  serve<l  his  olyect  better  to  take 
such  a  course  as  would  precipitate  a  crisis. 

OnthelSth  of  April  the  congressional  committee  aiTived  in  Law 
reTH  c.  where  both  General  Whitfi<'M  and  ex  ( Jovernor  l^eeder  soon  joine<l 
them.  The  week  befort*,  whr'o  Cleneral  \\  liittiehl  was  in  I^'nvenworth, 
he  remarked,  when  in  conversation  with  a  prt)-slavery  friend :  "  W'e  statul 
d— -d  bad  before  the  country  now^  es]iecially  at  Washington,  and  I  would 
like  to  bring  about  something,  if  iiossible,  to  pi-ejudice  the  committee 
ngaini^t  tin',  free-state  movemenf."^  Wliat  soon  foIlowe<l  confirmed  the 
sincerity  of  that  desire.  Military  comimnies  were  enrolled  and  ivgularly 
drilled  every  day  in  Westport,  Platte  C'ity,  and  other  places  near  tlie 
border  of  Missouri,  and  their  threats  against  Lawrence  and  other  free- 
state  towns  were  current  in  every  circle. 

Jones  wjus  in  eorfstant  eommnnieatiou  with  fSovernor  Shannon,  Oen 
era!  Whitfield,  Colonel  Titns.  and  their  associates,  and  he  soon  made  a 
demand  on  (jovernor  Shannon  for  the  fe<leral  tro«»ps  for  the  purpose  of 
sustaining  him  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  that  were  so  obnoxious  to 
the  people.  The  governor  soon  obeyed  the  demand  of  Jones,  and  at 
tire  san»(»  time  (Jolonel  Sumner,  who  was  in  command  at  Fort'  l-ieaveu^ 
worth,  sent  over  the  i'oUowing  letter  to  LawixMice:

Sir  :  A  small  detacliniPnt  proceeda  to  Lecompton  this  rnorninp.  <»n  tlio  ri'(|uisitJou  of  tlift 
governor,  undi  r  tiir  orili  rs  of  the  PresifJcnt,  to  Jissist  tbf  sheriff  tt(  DoupliiH  connt.v  in  cxc.  r,- 
ling  sevcrul  writs,  io  which  h«  says  he  ha»  been  resiHted.  I  kuuw  nothinpr  of  the  merits  of 
lh«  case,  and  bavo  notltiDj^  to  do  with  them  s  bat  I  would  respectfully  impre.'<s  upon  yon  and 
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others  ill  uutUority  the  ueceissity  of  jieldiog  obedieuce  to  the  proclamtitioa  uad  orders  of  Uie 
general  goveratuent.  Oar»  is,  emphntieMly,  a  governinetit  of  laws,  and  If  they  are  set  «t 
iiniiixht  there  h  an  end  to  all  oi  Jor.     I  fvel  itssured  that,  on  reflection,  yon  will  not  compel 
ni(>  to  resort  to  violeuco  in  carrvtng  out  the  orders  of  the  governnient.

Ah  all  their  action  provcs^therewasuoothertlimi  a  .sentiinoiit  of  loyalty 
to  ftMleral  authority  at  that  time  amoii^  the  people  of  Kansas;  and 
e;jpiM;ially  Itnd  tlie  ikh>i)U»  of  Lawrence  (leteriiiin<Ml  to  make  no  resistance 
tosQch  aiitiiority,  however  despotic  or  arbitraiy.  »Such  was  the  state  of 
the  public  mind  when  an  unlooked-for  event  occurred  in  Kansas  tur- 
moils. 

On  tlio  mornin<j  of*  the  2'M  (»f  April,  it  was  it'portcd  in  LaAvrence  that 
a  tlctacliinent  of  I'niteil  Htatcs  tiXKips  from  the  fort  would  be  there  during 
the  day  for  the  jiurpose  of  ai<Ung  the  sheritt  in  making  arrests.  To  avoid 
any  difficidty  as  far  as  possible,  about  a  dozen  of  tbe  citizens  who  con- 
siderwl  themflelTes  the  most  liable  to  be  arrested,  voluntarily  left  town. 
This  was  done  merely  as  an  act  of  policy.  Abont  4  o'clock  p,  t!i.  Jones 
rode  into  town  at  tlie  head  of  a  C()m])any  of  VI  fully  mounted  dra^j:oou8. 
After  some  vain  etfoits  to  tind  c**rtain  "  marked  nieu"  they  proceeded  to 
anest  six  other  citissens  of  the  town.  They  were  arrested  without  any 
show  of  oppositi<m.  One  representatives  of  the  federal  anny  would  have 
been  equally  successfnl.  Tiliat  night  they  i  cniniiK d  in  town  and  camped 
in  a  tent  belon«^:ing  to  tiieir  own  outtit,  which  they  erected  iti  a  central 
locality.  About  1(»  o'clock  that  night  Jones  was  shot  by  an  unknown 
assassin  while  sitting  iu  his  tent  It  was  a  dangerous  wound,  and  for  a 
time  was  considered  fat^.  The  l>©ople  seemed  to  nniversidly  dejn  ecate 
the  high-haftded  crime,  andeven  fflbrt  was  used  to  ferret  onX  th*  ottender 
and  brill;!,'-  liim  to  punishment.  The  next  day  an  indij^iiatiun  meeting'  ^vjis 
held,  at  whicii  Governor  liobinson,  ex-Govcruor  iieeder  and  others  made 
Hpeeches  condemning  the  act,  and  resolutions  of  the  same  character  weve 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  large  nieetin g.  One  step  further  was  taken : 
<iovernor  Kobinson  oft'ered  a  reward  of  $54M)  foi*  the  apprehension  tind 
C(»n\  iction  before  the  United  States  court,  of  the  criminal  who  com- 
luitlcd  the  cowaidly  asstinlt.  Whether  the  act  was  committed  by  any 
dtisen  of  liawrence,  or  by  some  stranger,  or  by  a  pro-^very  man,  who 
believetl  that  Jones  must  lay  down  his  litis  in  order  to  secuiD  tihis  Terri- 
tory t*>  the  slave  jwwer,  is  to  this  hour  a  cpierj'. 

Abont  this  time  the  United  States  district  court,  over  which  ,?ndge 
Lecompte  presided,  was  convened  at  Lecompton.  On  the  oth  t>f  May, 
the  judge,  in  delivering  his  charge  to  the  jury,  used  tbe  following  partisan 
language : 

This  Territory  was  orgaiii/ed  hy  uii  act  of  Congress,  and  ho  far  iU  authority  is  from  the 
United  States.  It  has  a  legislature  elected  in  purHuaiice  of  that  organie  act.  This  lentisla- 
tnr«  bein^  an  Itistrument  uf  Con^M,  by  which  it  f^voms  the  Territory,  has  passed  laws: 

tlieiJe  laws,  tlificfon',  arc  of'  I'liiicM  Stales  nullimity  (iinl  nialiiiip-,  uiiJ  all  that  rc>;ist  tliPHC 
laws  resist  the  power  aiul  authority  uf  the  United  States,  and  arc,  therefore,  guilty  of  high 
treason.  Now,  i^entlemt  n,  it  yon  find  that  any  persons  hact  resisted  these  laws,  then  you 
most,  ander  yotir'oathM,  tind  hills  against  !$uch  persons  for  high  treason. 

In  accordancj'  with  tlie  alutN*-  cliar^^e,  after  due  examinatlDn,  tlie  fol 
lowiu;^  pH'sent  iiit'iit  was  made  by  the  ^rand  jiuyat  a  time  when  Lawrence 
w  as  besieged,  aiul  all  eastern  Kansas  overrun  by  Buford's  men  antl  their 
allies :

Freedom,  publiHhodat  the  lowuof  Lawreuc**,  hat*  from  time  tu  uim-  i.s-^ued  publications  of  the 
most  iiiflaininatory  and  si  ilititni.i  character,  donyinff  the  legality  of  tho  territorial  nuthoritic8, 
addressiug  and  C4>nimending  forcible  resistance  to  the  samet  demoraltaing  the  popular  mind, 
uid  rendering  life  and  property  uDitafp,  even  to  tbe  extent  of  advising  aswusfnatnm  as  a  last 
resort. 

Also,  that  the  paper  kuuwa  the  Kaiuias  Free  State  h»;i  been  siaiilarlv  engaged,  and 
baa  recently  reported  resolntious  of  a  pnblio  meeting  in  Jolinxon  connty,  in  this  Territory,  In 
which  rc**it^tanc«  to  the  trr-'tni'ii!  luws  even  unto  blood  has  been  agreed  upon;  and  that  we 
respectfully  recommend  tiicu  uhatemeut  ah  a  nuisance. 

Also,  thai  we  are  satisfied  that  the  building  known  m  the  Froe  State  Hotel,  in  Lawrence, 
has  been  constructed  with  the  view  to  military  occupation  and  defence,  regularly  parapeted 
and  port-boled  for  the  use  of  cannon  and  snmll-unns,  and  could  only  have  been  designed  as 
a  .stronpliold  of  resistance  to  luw,  theri'by  endangering  tli<'  public  safety  and  euconragiiig 
rebellion  and  sedition  in  this  couutrr,  aud  respecti'ully  rooommend  that  steps  be  ta.keu 
whereby  this  nuisance  niey  be  remoTeo.

Without  (lisjifiiiw,  here  was  a  viiidk'tivc  declaration  of  war  agauist 
LiiwroiM'o  l>.v  the  terntorial  authorities.  Cmler  a  <lee]»  s^  ns**  of  tho 
iiii]ieti(Ui);^  <laiiffer,  and  by  the  expeeial  reijiiest  of  Colonel  Saianer,  then 
in  Lawreuet>,  the  citizens  addrestsed  Governor  Slmnuon  a  letter  on  the 
11th  of  May,  stating  that  tliey  had  reliable  information  that  orjiranized 
guerilla  bands  were  thmitenin.f;  the  destruetion  of  tin*  town  an<l  it« 
inhabitants,  and  ealling  npon  him  for  ])n»t»'(  ti(>ii  ajjfainst  such  bauds  b,v 
tho  Unitetl  States  trooju*.   The  foilowuiji  was  Sliaiiuojrs  reply  :

Oekti.emf.X:  Your  note  of  the  I  Ith  is  received,  aud  in  reply  I  have  to  nay  that  there  is 
no  force  around  or  approaching  Lawrence,  except  the  legHlly  constituted  posse  of  tho  United 
States  marahal  and  snerifF  of  Douglas  eonnty,  each  of  whom,  I  am  informed,  have  a  tinmber 

(if  writs  iti  l1i<  ir  Imnds  fur  rxi-cution  ripaiiist  jicrstms  honv  iti  T,;i\vrfiu'e.  I  shull  in  ur»  way 
interfere  with  cither  of  thesr;  officers'  in  the  disiliurgc  of  their  ofticiul  dutiers.  It  the  citizen* 
of  Lawrence  snliniit  themselves  to  the  territorial  laws  and  aid  and  assist  naid  nmrshal  and 
sheriff"  in  tin-  cxcontioti  of  protT  ssos  in  ttirir  lmiiJ-<.  as  all  good  citizeiiM  an*  bunntl  to  do  when 
called  un,  iliey,  «ir  uU  sm;h,  will  » jatith'  tlu  iustilveh  to  the  protection  of  tiie  law.  Dutsolong 
as  they  keep  up  n  military  ur  armed  t'orcf  to  re.'^ist  the  territorial  laws,  aud  the olKceai dwrged 
with  tlicir  execution,  1  shall  not  interfere  to  save  them  from  the  legitimate  conseqneuoes  of 
their  iilegal  acts.

Also  on  the  aame  day  the  follo^iji^  proclHination  to  the  iK'ople  of 
Kansas  Territory'  was  brought  to  liffht  in  liawiviiee: 

Whereas  certain  judicial  writs  of  arrest  imvc  been  directed  to  me  by  the  fir^t  district  court 
of  the  T'lilted  States,  Ac,  to  he  exeeutcil  w  ithin  the  county  of  lUmpflMs;  ami  wlicrea'^  an 
attempt  t«.»  execute  them  by  the  United  States  deputy  marshal  was  violeiuly  rosihJed  by  a 
large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Lawrence;  and  m  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  any 
attempt  to  execute  thc^o  writs  will  be  reaisted  by  a  large  body  of  armed  men:  How,  there- 
fore, the  law-abiding  citizens  of  the  Territory  are  eommaadeatobeandeppear  atLeoompton 
as  floiin  a.s  practicable,  and  in  numbers  sufKcient  for  the  proper  execution  of  the  law.

Still  desirous  of  siivinjr  their  liontes  and  the  lives  of  their  eitizens,  as 
wril  ;is  (o  j'xpressauew  their  hn  alty  to  the  re<'Ognized  government  of  the

■aid  writs  will  be  resisted  hj  a  largfo  body  of  armed  men  t  Therefore^ 

Rrsolred,  V>y  this  public  meeting  of  the  cilizi-iis  of  Lawreuce.  tliis  IJ^tli  ilay  of  May,  IH'>C. 
that  thu  alUigntioiis  iuitl  charges  against  us,  contained  in  the  aforoaaid  piuclaiitation,  are 
wholly  untrue  in  tact  and  the  eonclasion  whleh  i«  drown  ftom  them.  Th«^  aforesaid  deputy 
marshal  was  rcsistcj  in  no  manner  wlifitr^ver,  nor  by  any  person  whatevpr,  in  tho  *  xr  rntion 
of  said  writs,  except  by  him  whose  arrest  the  said  dejputy  was  seelcing  to  make  Aiul  that 
we  now,  as  we  have  done  heretofore,  declare  our  willingness  and  determination,  without  re- 
•istance,  to  acqnieece  in  the  service  upon  us  of  any  judicial  writ*  agatnat  us  by  the  United 
States  deputy  roanhal  for  Kansas  Territory,  and  will  furnish  him  with  «  posse  §ot  tliat  piir> 

Sose  if  so  requested ;  but  that  we  are  ready  to  resist,  if  need  be  unto  deau,  the  mvages  and 
esolatiou  of  an  invading  mob.

The  iHjpular  fet'liiii^  at  that  liom-  Ls  well  expressed  ia  the  uuuiber  of 
the  Herald  of  Freedom  of  ]lilay  16,  being  the  last  that  was  issued  before 

the  destractioii  of  the  office  In  an  armed  force.  Thouglits  written  at 
that  time  fire  more  vivid  and  lifelike  than  any  deserii)tioii  that  coiild 
Ih'  drawn  now  .    The  followin;;  is  the  lanjUfuajje  of  tlie  Hei  aUl: 

Outrage  luUow.s  outrage  with  fvij^iittul  rapidity.  The  list  in  swelling.  Every  day  some 
new  crinio  is  broucrht  to  light  which  equals  in  enormity  its  predecessow.  The  reign  of  ter- 
ror has  commenceil.  The  itowie-kQife  and  revolver,  the  hatchet  and  hempen  rope  are  the 
instmments  bronght  into  requisition  to  awe.  intimidate,  and  cmsh  out  the  liberty-loving 
portion  of  our  fellow-citizi'ns.  Stenltliily  assasMins  roam  over  the  country,  nnder  cover  of 
Uie  night,  dogging  tho  footsteps  of  unsuspecting  citizens,  and  watchiW  thu  opportune 
moment  to  smke  iIm  cowardly  blow.  Men,  known  of  men  to  be  mnrdereni.  walk  una- 
liashcd,  iinwhipprd  of  justice,  in  the  very  prespnce  of  tlie  shameless  oflieers  of  nitsnnmed 
law,  boldly  and  botistiugly  proclaiming  their  complicity  in  crime.  No  man's  lite  is  safe 
from  one  day  to  another  if  be  has  declared,  never  so  mildly,  his  opposition  to  tlio  aggre.ssioa 
of  slavery.  And  if  ho  lin~  <'nni(>  out  openly  and  manfully  in  tli(^  (lefence  of  his  inalienable 
rights  he  is  hunted  down  Viku  u  wild  beast.  He  must  flee  the  land.  Xo  place  here  is  safe 
from  tho  intrusion  of  tlie  blooddioimds.  He  must  run  the  ^anntiet  in  Missouri  before  ho 
can  resell  a  place  of  safety  on  soil  free  from  the  curse  and  unsubdued  by  the  blighting  role 
of  opprtiSMOn. 

The  hue  and  cry  is  now  raised  ag:ain.st  Governor  Robinson  and  Senator  Iteoder.  "Kill 
them  !  kill  Uiem  is  iu  the  throats  of  every  brawler  who  goes  unhung  iu  Kansas.  Their 
movements  are  watched,  their  goings  out  and  wminpi  in  carefully  noted,  and  they  are 
forced  to  seek  a  ]»laee  of  safety  In  tlie  free  Stales.  Tims  if  is  fli.  p-  h  V  of  Kan.sas  are  envi- 
roned by  blood thirstv  fueii  auJ  hostile  bands.  As  ail'airs  ure  wurkuig  now,  no  earthly 
power  can  prevent  a  bloody  collision.  If  it  must  come,  the  sooner  we  nave  whipped  out 
our  enemicH  the  sooner  will  quiet  be  restoi'ed  to  the  country.  Human  patience  canuot  long 
endure  this  sy.stem  of  terrorism  and  persecution.  If  we  can  secure  quietude  iu  no  other  way 
thau  by  ti(irhtin$i^  for  it.  surely  it  were  inflnttetjr  better  that  we  pa»  thron|^  a  sangoiuaix 
struggle  than  be  made  slave?^. 

At  the  time  the  almve  was  written,  larjfe  eompanies  were  last  feather- 
lug  at  l.*eeomi>ton  in  answer  to  the  marshal's  ])roeiamatlon)  and  they 
were  pillagiu^^  and  pinndering  from  tlie  free-state  men  wherever  they 
eould  find  tliem.  Jioth  Hobinson  and  Ileeder  had  left  for  safer  quarters 
in  tlie  Stute.H,  not  fiom  ;i  spirit  of  cowardice,  but  Kobinsoii  in  ])artifnlar 
was  requested  hi.s  frien<ls  to  '^o  aud  sound  the  alarm  to  our  sympa- 
thizers in  the  Htates.  lint,  as  the  (sequel  proved,  he  was  afterwards 
taken  at  Lexington,  Missouri^  wliile  paaaing  down  the  river,  and  brought 
to  sntt'er  and  swelter  diirin<e  a  long:  summer  as  a  prisoner  of  the  south. 

While  this  sliows  the  condition  of  thinjjs  in  Kansas,  it  may  be  etpially 
proi)er  to  refer  to  the  character  of  the  times  across  the  border.  This 
cannot  be  done  better  than  by  uhIu^  the  following  extract  from  the  St. 
Louia  Intelligencer,  which  pabliahed  a  letter  about  tiiis  time,  dated

Prepare  for  an  awful  shock !  Hold  a  fteaily  liclm  or  the  oM  ship  will  be  wrecked  ! 
Armed  u>en  are  ruHhinp  into  the  Terriinry.  The  destruction  of  Lawrence  is  meditated. 
Civil  war  is  just  before  us.  Couriers  just  iVum  Lawreuce  8»y  they  have  from  1.000  to  L:")()() 
men.  while  there  are  from  860  to  l,iiUU  around  the  place,  but  inereasing  fa«t.  It  is  thought 
the  deetmction  of  the  eommUtea  and  evidence  is  the  canae  of  the  ontbrettk,  ar  at  the  bottom 
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of  it.  Wo  pray  tho  Almig'hty  God  to  avert  thene  dreadfal  evils.  The  secret  border  Uagut  is 
nt  tht  htnd  of  this  affttir.  It  is  expected  to  result  in  disunion.  The  ultras  ou  both  sidt-.n 
are  dangerous  men.  Strike  boldly  for  the  Union  of  this  great  couotry,  and  niay  God  bless 
jon.  It »  said  the  ladies  of  Lawrence  a»  amfnuf.  Tm  Platte  City  cttoiion  and  many 
men  have  gonr  nvt  r.  None  liavr  yet  gone  from  Parkrille.  It  is  not  advised  by  tho  masses; 
most  good  citi/,eu8  ure  agaiuiiC  it. 

Among  the  stuitliug  eveuts  that  tbllowod  was  the  killiug  of  a  .voiui«i 
man  nnmed  JoiieH,  near  Blnnton't)  Bridge,  by  two  of  the  marshal's  itosse, 
(ML  the  10th  of  May,  imd  the  day  following  a  Mr.  Stewart  was  shot,  about 
one  milt'  IVoiii  T/inreiice,  by  a  seouting  party  from  the  marshal's  enin]*. 
The  ii;itm;jl  coiu  hi.sioii  wouhl  bf,  under  sueh  eireumstnnees,  tliai  no 
argument  or  entreaty  coulil  curb  Uie  iieuted  and  imbittered  temper  of 
the  free-state  men.  There  was  an  avalanche  of  pent  up  passion,  jnst 
ready  to  expkKh>  whenever  tlie  toreli  sliouhl  be  li;ilited.  Xonebntthe 
most  stoicsil  theorists  M  Muld  rxjieet  the  multitude  to  listen  to  a  sermon 
ou  forbearance  ami  modt  laliou,  witli  sueh  a  sceptre  overshadowing  them. 
The  great  experiment  was  at  hand.  Human  natuie  was  about  to  undergo 
its  severest  test.  Horses  had  been  stolen  within  a  few  days  around 
Lawrenee  to  the  number  of  50  or  60.  The  eamp  of  the  marshal  at 
Lecomptoii,  nnmberitij:  about  HIM)  men,  -were  tlici  t  lty  well  Supplied  with 
horse.H,  and  the  nmreh  towards  Lawrenee  commenced. 

Ou  the  morning  of  tlio  Jist  of  May — ii  day  forever  memorable  in  the 
annals  of  Kansas  outrages— -the  sun  arose  with  nnnsnal  loveliness,  bnt 
clouds  of  doubt  and  fearful  boding  hung  dark  and  heavily  uixni  tho 
people  of  that  doomed  city.  Still,  the  twili^^lit  eurtain  was  withdrawn 
that  morning  with  its  usual  rpiiet,  and  wIh'u  the  inhabitants  tdowly  eanu^ 
forth  from  tlicir  slumbers,  the  battlements  of  war  and  death  were  glis- 
tening in  the  sunlight  npon  Mount  Oread.  There  stood  800 men,  ready  to 
strike  teiTor  and  destruction  to  the  nu>ving  mass  of  men,  women  and 
children  l)elow,  in  the  T):nne  of  tin*  Tiatituml  government.  What  w*a8 
tlu  n  tile  tluty  ot  the  citizens  periiaps  eould  l>e  Judged  better  at  that  time 
than  now.  The  committee  had  already  decided  that  there  should  bo  no 
resistance,  and  that  the  last  grand  nacriftce  should  be  made,  if  they 
were  compelled  to  the  alternative.  To  silence  forever  the  charge  that 
the  j>eoph»  of  T.nwiuMM  c  were  outlaws,  who  defied  all  autho?'ity  but  their 
own,  they  reluctantly  submitted  to  the  himiiliation  of  permitting  an 
armed  force  to  enter  their  streets,  on  the  pretence  that  they  (the  i>osse) 
were  only  discharging  their  legal  duties,  under  the  authority  of  national 
functionaries.  To  vindicate  their  own  history,  and  silence  for  all  time 
their  traducers,  they  cast  tlie  last  lamb  upon  tlir  altar. 

The  deeds  of  that  day  have  become  i»n)verbial.  The  most  of  the  citi- 
zens, esptH-ially  the  women  and  children,  left  the  central  portion  of  the 
town  early  in  the  day,  for  safer  quarters  upon  the  suburbs.  Dejiuty 
Marshal  Tmin  first  ciime  into  town  with  ten  men.  and  summoiuMl  a  small 
posse  from  the  citizens,  who  readily  followed  him.  He  then  aiivsted  (1. 
W.  Beitzler,  Gains  Jenkins  and  Cl.  W.  Smith.  Tiiey  ne.xt  partook  of  a 
firee  dinner  in  the  Ftee  State  Hotel,  a  large  and  commodious  building, 
that  was  o]>ened  for  the  first  time  to  the  public  on  that  day,  by  Eldridge 
Brothers,  who  had  titled  it  up  at  a  heavy  c()st.  in  the  !n(»st  n]>proved  mod- 
em style.  The  marshal  tlieu  dismissed  tlie  posse  by  telling  tlieiiithat 
Sheritt  Jones  had  .some  lU'ocesses  t4)  serve  and  tinit  tlu'y  «fre  re<pnre<l 
to  be  in  readiness  to  go  with  him.  *lones  immedintely  came  forwanl  and 
took  the  command.  At  their  head  he'marclied  th<*m  into  town,  bringing 
with  hini  fotir])i«'ces  of  artillery.  He  lirsl  crtlh-d  af  the  iiotel  and  address- 
ing a  nuMnber  of  tlie  eonindttee  of  safety,  iU'inanded  the  stn'remler  of  all 
the  public  anas  there  were  in  town  and  all  the  <annon  and  Shari»*s 
rifles.   He  was  auKwered  that  no  public  anus  weiv  known  to  them,  but 
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that  the  cannon  wonld  bt^  ^veu  up.  Jones  then  gave  them  about  an 
lioui  and  a  half  to  Hav(>  thcii  property,  when  he  notified  them  that  he 
should  hum  the  liotel  nud  perliapa  other  buildiuj^H. 

Tliis  threat  was  carried  out.  About  .'J  o'eloek  tlie  boom  ot  their 
Ciiuuou  was  heard  auil  the  walls  oi  the  liotel  begau  to  crumble.  It  wajsj 
afterwards  fired  by  phicin^  ke<,^s  of  powder  in  the  baaement,  and  lif^hting 
the  beds  with  torches.  Het'ore  rundown  the  hotel,  \dth  nearly  all  the 
contents,  was  a  mass  oK  ruins.  The  manijtc  ^  as  unehained,  riot  and  wild 
dismay  borr  rule  Manhood  was  buried  and  the  demon  enthromd.  The 
grantl  arn»y  ot  Kansas  hail  been  suddenly  changed  to  the  reil  liost  of  sla- 
very. The  red  ilag,  the  lone  star  of  South  Carolina,  wa8  hoisted  upon 
the  blazing  hotel,  as  the  ensign  of  the  new  era .  Notl i  i  n ^  that  they  coidd 
make  available  escaped  tlieir  searching  hands.  First,  the  oftircs  of  the 
Herald  of  Fif^edom  and  Kansas  Free  State,  two  very  ably  conducted 
papers,  were  destroyed,  the  presses  broken  in  pieces  and  the  type  thrown 
into  the  Kansas  river.  This  was  the  peiudty  for  their  freedom  of  the 
press — the  price  of  independence  and  manly  resistunci^  to  a  great- publie 
f«vil.  7\v<M  v  ]n>nsf'  was  broken  into,  every  trunk  toni  ojmmk  money, 
clothes,  l)0(»ks,  keepsakes,  pmvisions,  all  .seize*!,  carried  away,  or  scat- 
tered through  the  sti*e«t*s.  Several  valuable  stores  of  goods  were  greatly 
damaged,  and  the  entire  loss  by  the  general  sacking  could  not  be  less 
than  $150,000.  llornsby  &  Terrill,  W.  &  C.  Duncan,  T.  Conant,  G.  W. 
<K:  W,  Tlntchinsnn  v^-;  Co.,  J.  W,  Penoyer,  and  Panl  T^iooks  wcn^  ainnnuf 
ihiisv  whose  stores  were  thus  broken  open.  This  was  all  done  in  the 
name  of  the  general  government,  under  the  pretext  tliat  they  were 
searching  for  Sbarp^s  rifles.  The  Greytowu  affair,  with  all  its  cmelty 
'and  insist,  is  (|uit«  outdone  by  this  ;iruiy  of  800  chivalry,  ransacking 
trunks,  pri\  ate  drawers  anjl  ladies'  toih'ts,  for  nondescript  SliariAs  rifles. 
And  what  is  equally  barbarous  and  unchristian,  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court,  under  tlie  instructions  of  Judge  Jjeeoni])te,  had  lirst  declared 
the  hotel  and  printing  presses  nuisances,  and  thereupon  the  marshal 
orderwi  theii'  destmetion.  Prominent  and  active  in  this  work  of  legal 
carnage  was  (ieneral  Atchison,  the  ex  senator  of  Platte  City,  Mo. 

The  closing  ac;t  in  that  day  of  glory  to  Jones,  Tjiusaud  Atchi.son  was 
the  biu'uing  of  Governor  Bobinson's  house,  which  stooil  a  little  out  of 
town  on  Mount  Oread,  and  hacl  been  used  dm  in;^  the  day  as  a  lendesvous 
ibr  the  rjovernment  enii)loYes.  After  ]ilnnderino-  it  of  evervthin/x  valu- 
able, down  to  the  private  correspond^-nee  the  governor  had  lain  by  as 

iileasing  niemeutoes  when  age  and  cure  should  call  him  away  from  imh- 
ie  life,  they  set  it  on  fire  in  the  evening,  and,  as  if  the  heavens  were 
moved  by  the  deeds  of  that  day,  for  hours  were  the  midnight  skies 
illnmined,  eastinjr  a  solemn  gloom  around  n])on  the  smoking  town  below, 
while  it  served  iis  the  lone  beacon  to  the  retreating  army  in  the  <listance. 

The  following  picture  of  this  oceui-rence,  given  by  the  l.<ecouipton 
Union,  a  violent  pro-slavery  paper,  in  their  next  issue,  is  too  tnitiifhl  to 
be  lost: 

Duriug  ihis  time  appeals  wero  nimle  to  SlierifT  Jones  to  save  the  aid  .society's  hotel.  This 
news  r«*ttcbed  the  company 'a  ears  and  was  rcceivt-d  with  one  iioiversal  crjr  of  "  No,  uo ;  hlow 
it  up,  blow  it  up !"  • 

About  this  time  r  bnnnrr  wns  Pt^ii  fltittcriiifj  in  tin-  Incpzo  nrcr  flie  office  of  the  IIcruM 
of  Freedom.  lu  color  was  u  blood  red,  wiih  »  Iuik!  star  iu  the  ceutre,  »ind  South  Carolina 
ftboTO.  Thii  iMDiMr  waft  placed  there  by  the  Caroliuiaus.  The  effect  was  prodigious.  One 
tremendous  and  long-contiuucMl  shout  burst  from  the  ranks.  Thus  floated  in  triumph  the 
banner  of  South  Carolina — that  single  white  xtar,  so  emblematic  of  her  course  in  the  early 
history  of  our  sectional  disturbances. 

Thus  floated  victoriouRljr  the  first  banner  of  southern  rights  over  the  abolition  town  of 
lAwrenee,  unfurled  by  the  noble  sons  of  CaroUns,  aud  wwty  whip  of  iU  folds  seemod  a 
df^ath-stroke  to  H<-(-clii-r  itrojui^mitdism  and  the  fauaticB  of  tbo  east.  O  Ibat  its  nd  fold* 
could  have  been  seen  by  every  southern  eye ! 
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Mr.  Jonefl  listened  to  many  entreaties,  and  finally  replied  that  it  was  bejond  his  power 
to  do  anything::,  and  pavii  the  occupants  so  long  to  remove  all  priyate  property  from  it.  lie 
ordered  two  coaipaaiea  into  each  prluting  office  to  deatro/  the  piMi.  Boto  pceMoa  were 
broken  op  and  tniown  into  the  atnet,  the  trpe  tbrows  Into  tb«  liver,  and  all  the  nwlerial 
beloDf^infir  to  each  office  destroyed.  After  tn:>  ^vas  accomplished,  and  the  private  property 
xemoyed  from  the  hotel  by  the  dilVereut  companies,  the  cannon  were  broag^ht  in  front  of  the 
lioiise  and  direeted  Iheir  daatractive  blows  upon  the  walls.  The  building  caught  on  fire,  and 
soon  itn  wallfl  cftmn  with  a  crash  to  the  ground.  Thus  fell  the  abolitwn  foTtrw,  and  we 
hope  this  will  teacii  the  aid  society  a  good  lesDon  tor  the  future.  »  •  «  ^^j 
shjrts"  raised  the  first  flag  upon  we  Free  Stale  HoM.  Tbpy  Iwve  in  pos^^est^ion  the  12-pound 
howitzer  taken  from  the  enemr,  and  whenever  neoessaiy  can  use  it  effiectoallj.  Captain 
Donaldson  mmj  feel  proud  of  bis  "  red  shirts." 

Thus  ended  the  second  siege  of  Lawrence,  and  by  it  the  people  had 
suffered  immensely  in  their  i>ecnniaTy  means..  The  next  day  the  most 

of  tlio  min]>aTnes  of  the  invaders  were  disbanded  and  eminiieiieed  movinjj 
back  to  tlit*ir  liouie.s  in  Missouri;  others  lingered  by  the  \v;iy  and  stoh' 
rtud  plundered  from  the  free-state  un  a  until  it  was  eslimattnl  that  200 
horses  were  stolen  from  Donglas  county  alone.  Here  was  the  beginning 
of  the  art  so  prevalent  during  the  war  known  by  the  euphonious  term  of 
"  ]>rt\«<sin<jf.''  After  La^TenfM*  was  dcstroyoil  and  the  invadrrs 
.siilely  out  of  the  way,  (ioveruor  Skaunou  again  ordered  the  trot)x»s  there 
to  preserve  the  i)eace. 

A  party  belonging  to  Buford's  sontliem  diviKiou  encamped  between 
WestiHjrt  and  Kansas  City,  while  other  i)arties  encamped  in  the  Terri- 
tory' near  the  Bai)tist  Shawne<*  Mission,  win  they  robbeil  all  the  teams 
that  i)a**8ed,  stopped  all  tnivellers,  autl  t  ven  tiie  United  States  nuiil  was 
not  exemi)t  flrom  these  bandits.  Even  parties  living  in  Missouri  e(mld 
not  eontrol  them  at  times,  and  when  the  excitement  run  highest  they 
robbetl  from  all  parties  indiscriminately.  Th<»  times  ccmtinued  thus 
through  the  sinnnicr  months,  and  all  eastei-n  Kansas  was  a  scene  of 
civil  strife  unknown  since  the  days  of  our  Kevolution.  Tlie  roads  to 
Leavfenworth  and  other  river  towns  were  also  infested  by  bands  of 
highwaymen  who  would  not  permit  a  roan  of  northern  birth  and  habits^ 
whatever  he  might  profess  to  believe  on  the  subject  of  slaverj' — to  pass 
uiunolested.  All  were  stopped,  many  were  insulted  and  robbed,  and 
some  were  mui'dered  in  cold  blood.  Civil  war  rago<l  in  all  [)opuIous 
portions  of  Kansas.  Women  and  children  ha<]  fle<l  from  the  Territory 
l»y  hundreds.  No  man's  life  or  juoi^erty  was  safe,  and  eveiy  person  on 
lying  down  to  wst  at  night  bolted  his  door,  place<l  his  weapons  aix)und 
his  1)4  (1.  arul  in  many  instances  lights  \v«  re  burned  all  nijrht  to  keep  up 
the  ai)p('arance  of  watchfulness  and  i>ret  aution.  It  was  a  life  of  painful 
suspense,  such  as  none  ever  know  excei)t  those  who  are  called  to  endure 
it.  Governor  Shannon  had  cautiously  slip]K>d  his  n(>ck  from  the  guber- 
natorial noose  and  tied  in  terror  from  th<*  Territory  for  personal  safety. 
In  his  own  description  of  the  scene  lie  says  the  condition  of  things  wa6 
deplorable  in  the  extreme  : 

The  Territory  whs  in  a  state  of  iusurrrectiou,  and  a  destructive  civil  war  wss  devastat- 
in^r  the  country.    Murde  r  liiii  raiDpaiit»  aod  tbe  roads  were  everywhere  strewn  with  the 

the  bodit'S  of  nlaughtered  men. 

This  was  his  laugiuige  to  Governor  tieary.  iSee  (iibson's  Uistiorj'. 
p.  104.) 

Daniel  Woodson,  who  had  been  acting  a.s  sccrctai  N  of  the  Tenitoiy, 
now  became  ex  oflicio  governor.  After  J.  W.  (Icary  liad  been  api>ointed 
governor  of  the  Territory.  h\\\  before  his  arrival,  the  acting  governor, 
\\  (lod^Hui,  as  if  iletcnnineil  to  distinguish  himself  as  umch  as  possible 
in  his  brief  remaining  ]>eriod,  wrote  tmnx  Lecompton,  on  the  23th.  of 
AugUvSt.  a  )>roclamation  to  the  people  of  Kansas,  lie  therein  recites  a 
long  list  of  deeds  of  toblM  ly.  Imiisc  liimiing,  munler,  and  the  subver- 
sion of  government,  and  then  luibosoms  himself  as  follows: 
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Now,  therefore,  I,  Daniel  Woodson,  acting  governor  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  do  issue 
my  proclamation  declaring  the  said  Territory  to  be  in  a  state  of  open  intumction  and  rebel- 
lion ;  and  I  do  call  upon  iill  Inw-ahidiiip:  citizens  of  the  Territory  to  rally  to  the  support  of 
their  country  and  its  lawB,  and  require  and  command  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  und  all 
otimreiliMDs  of  tbe  Territoiy,  to  aii  and  asaiatb^  all  means  in  their  power  in  patting  down 
the  insurrectionists,  and  bringing  to  condign  ponlshment  all  persons  engaged  in  them,  to 
the  end  of  aasnring  immnnitT  from  violence,  and  fall  proteenon  to  tbe  penons,  property, 
and  «tU  xiriits  to  all  peaceable  and  law-abidiag  inhabitants  of  tho  Territory.

Beaides  this  proelamatioti,  it  is  reported  that  he  also  wrote  private 
letters  to  Missoui  i,  calling  for  men  and  means  to  proKeciite  his  warlike 
purposes.  As  would  be  expected,  this  proclamation  called  thousands  of 
uuMJ,  mostly  from  Missouri,  into  liis  sei  \  ice.  They  were  ^xenerally  men 
of  the  worst  passious,  aud  their  i>ath  through  the  Territory  wa.s  luarketl 
with  cmelty  and  blood.  The  battle  of  Black  Jack,  where  31  prisoners, 
mtluding  H.  Clay  Pate,  were  taken  by  Captain  John  Brown ;  the  battle 
of  Franklin,  where  Fishmaker  was  shot ;  the  repulse  of  (Jeneral  Whit- 
field's forces  by  Colonel  vSunnu'r  of  the  United  States  army;  the  attack 
and  sacking  of  Ossawattouiie  j  the  dii^ai-mmg  and  seudmg  ba<'k  of  three 
large  companies  whOe  en  ronte  to  Kansas,  on  the  Missoim  river  before 
they  rea<'hed  tlie  Territory- ;  the  dispersion  of  the  free-state  lefjislature 
at  Topcka,  by  order  of  acting?  (lovernor  Woodson;  the  murder  of  Can- 
tral  by  ])ro-slavery  men  near  Palmyra;  tlu^  attack  upon  a  ibrtified eani]> 
of  Georgians  near  Ossawattomie  j  the  murder  of  Major  Hoyt ;  the  second 
battle  of  Franklin ;  the  attack  npon  Fort  Sanders  and  Fort  Titns ;  tbe 
march  against  Lecompton  ^  the  muixler  of  J  lopps  andBeimerly ;  the  sec- 
ond atta<'k  on  Ossawattoune ;  the  skirmish  of  Prairie  City  and  Bull  ( 'reek 
bctwccH  th<^  settlers  under  (leneral  Lane,  and  the  invaders  undi-r  (ien- 
eral  Iteid ;  the  shooting  of  Golden,  Bishoi*  and  lioberts,  were  severally 
among  the  prominent  events  tiiat  oocnrred  in  thick  snccession  between 
the  first  of  Jnne  and  the  first  of  S^tember,  1856. 

The  special  correspondent  of  the  !New  York  Times,  dating  at  Law- 
rence, August  22,  isr>(»,  wrote  of  tin*  pending  strife  as  IbUow  s: 

In  the  few  Bkirmisbee  we  hare  had  during  tbe  last  two  weeks,  we  have  ouhr  cleaned 
eat  five  or  six  dens  of  thieves,  robbers  and  mnrderan,  sveh  as  wonld  be  plidnly  oecliired  so 

by  any  cmirt  in  tlio  civilized  world,  and  we  Imvc  in  all  instances  avoided  any  dcpmlatious 
upon  peaceable  citizens.  Wo  have  molested  uo  ^>wus,  but  only  destroyed  fortitied  camps 
or  forts  in  which  some  of  the  Geori^a  miflcreauts  hare  l>eon  quartered.  For  Mng^  this,  all 
Missmiri  is  upon  m,  and  tlicv  say  by  next  Monday  there  will  be  over  2,000  men  under  arms, 
ready  to  march  upon  us  and  exterminate  tho  last  root  of  abolitionism.  A  thousand  are 
said  to  be  at  Westport  now,  and  every  town  along  tbe  bolder  is  guarded,  so  that  all  our  com* 
mimicatioii  with  the  States  is  cut  off,  conseqnently  all  our  supplies.  Tbis  will  drive  us  in  a 
dtcy  or  two  to  green  com,  new  potatoes,  a  little  cora>meal  and  beef.  On  these  we  shall  not 
starve,  but  WO  lutTe  ao  money  to  psj  for  srren  that,  and  shall  be  compelled  to  take  what  we 
find. 

CiTil  war  exists.  We  have  to-dar,  on  learning  of  the  great  forces  in  the  field  to  slaughter 

us,  sent  word  to  every  jtart  of  tho  Territory,  callinp:  our  available  forces  top'tber  at  this 
place  as  soon  as  possible;  and  we  must  provide  tor  feedinjj  tliem  when  they  conio. 

These  are  times  fertile  heroes  and  not  tho  rebels — times  that  excite  the  Spartan  blood  till 
ita  tinpe  has  become  a  passport  for  citizenship.  The  jnoplo  of  Kansas  arc  ready  to  tight  for 
tbeir  ail,  but  still  they  arc  stripped  of  their  last  dollar — last  team  almost.  They  are  denied 
any  intercourse  with  the  States,  and  all  their  supplies  arc  cut  off.  This  is  literally  true.  The 
next  10  days  will  seal  oar  doom,  and  if  we  are  spared  to  tell  the  tato  its  history  will  startle 
the  imiverse. 

At  this  time  tbe  ackuowledgeil  head  of  the  free-.state  settlers  was  in 
a  State  central  oommittee,  choaen  in  July  previous,  consisting  of  13 

members.  This  committee  was  autliorized  to  issue  orders,  hold  eori-e- 
spoudeiiee,  and  oflieinte  as  tlie  fjeiieral  <li])loinatie  head  in  the  name  of 
tiie  x>eople,  thus  becoiuiug  a  counterpart  with  tlie  uulitary  or;;anizatioii. 
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It  was  dui'iug  this  gcueral  couvulsioii  of  the  social  elemeuts  that  the 
following  coirespondeiice  took  place:

Gf.NTI.kmkn:  TliP  rnmis  leajinp  to  r.eftvouworth  and  Wc.stport  are  beset  by  baii<ls  of 
armed  men,  who  iieizo  our  citizeDa  and  arrest  all  traiiu  of  wagons  going  to  either  point 
These  thoreughfiitM  furnish  (he  only  nTenaes  hj  which  provlnoog  can  be  introdaoed  into 

Kuri.sns. 

Our  people  aro  sufterinp  lor  provisions.  We  have  our  trains  prepared  to  stipply  our- 
Ft'lves.  We  respectfully,  tor  our  suffering  people,  now  request  that  these  roads  !)<•  opened 
by  the  trooi»s,  subject  to  your  order,  or,  at  least,  escorts  furnished  to  the  trains.  We  trust 
tbftt  not  ft  BMunenl  will  be  lost  in  responding  to  this  call.    Our  people  will  submit  no  longer.

Ofah  KMKN:  Your  conmmnicatioD  of  yesterday,  addressed  to  Colonel  Cook  and  myself, 
asking  limt  the  roads  from  Lawrence  to  Leavenworth  and  from  Lawrence  to  Westport 
should  be  opened  so  that  you  can  get  provisions  for  your  people,  was  reoeiTed  to-day,  al)ont 
noon. 

If  the  roads  in  question  are  closed  at  this  time,  (and  I  do  not  doubt  it,  crentlemen, )  to 
the  ciiiiv<'ni('ru-t!  and  necessities  of  your  people,  you  must  be  awart-  that  it  is  tiio  natiirHi  and 
inevitable  result  of  thepreaenllawlessaudinsurrectionaiypoaitiouin  which  you  have,  of  your 
own  accord,  placed  yourselves.  So  long  as  yon  continue  to  hold  yourselves  in  such  a  posi- 
tion it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  sny'to  yon  tlic  povornmeut  cannot  eom])ly  witb  your  reijuest. 
If  you  really  desire  the  protci  tion  of  the  government,  it  is  your  obvious  duty  to  respect  and 
submit  to  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  established  hv  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  ceajJO  Mt  onre  aud  forever  nil  etforts  to  subvert  by  forro  and  violence  that  government  and 
estublish  upon  its  ruiua  your  ho-called  Statu  govejumeut.  But  ffivo  a  sufficient  guarantee 
to  this  effect,  gentlemen,  that  you  will  ouietly  submit  to  the  enforcement  of  the  territorial 
laws  by  the  territorial  officers,  until  said  laws  are  modified  or  repealed,  or  di  olared  invalid 
by  the  courts,  and  I  asstiro  you  and  your  people  that  your  request  shall  not  only  be  promptly 
comj  'ii  !  witb,  but  that  tbo  whole  civil  and  military  power  of  tlic  govi-rnnient  will  be  exerted 
to  prult;ct  ^oa  fully  in  all  your  htwful  rights  of  persons  and  property;  and  I  would  take  the 
liberty  of  invoicing  yon,  in  the  name  of  our  common  country,  and  for  the  sake  of  all  that  is 
near  and  dear  to  American  eitlsens,  to  do  so  at  once,  thnt  peace  and  harmony  may  once  more 
prevail.

This  reply  of  Go\ cmor  Woodson's  was  very  unfavorably  received,  and 

tbe  peojile  felt  tliat  all  further  efforts  for  (roiieilititioii  betM  e^ii  them  and 
the  federal  offieials  were  beeomiuj;^  less  hopeful.  The  iirovailiTif*"  Reiiti- 
meiit  eau  he  best  uiiih»i'stood,  however,  by  the  following  rejoinder  by 
the  central  committee  that  was  Wiitt<»Ti  the  next  day : 

Lawrenc  e,  KAXiiAS,  Stptemi/er  1«56. 

Dear  8m :  Your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  in  reply  to  ours  of  the  6Ui  relating  to  thehlodc- 

ading  of  tlie  roads  towards  Leavenworth  and  Weslport,  is  received. 

Had  we  not  been  alrcadv  familiar  with  the  style  of  your  ofHcial  correspondence,  we  might 
have  been  surprised  at  such  an  answer ;  but,  as  we  claim  to  know  something  of  tbe  elmr- 

acter  of  that  clan  you  bjr  accident  now  reprcf;ent,  yon  will  pardon  n?ir  apparent  plainness  in 
the  statement  of  a  few  facts  touching  the  difficultii-s  ilmt  now  divide  you  from  tho  free  peo> 
pie  of  this  Territory. 

You  sny  those  breaches  of  ju.stice  and  civil  decorum  of  which  wc  complain  "are  the  nat- 
ural and  inevitable  re.sult  of  the  pre.seut  lawless  and  revolutionary  position  in  which  we 
have,  of  our  own  accord,  placed  ourselves."  Now,  sir,  permit  us  to  take  issue  upon  that 
assertion.  We  dcty  you  before  tbe  world  to  sustain  the  charge,  and  believe  that  your 
cohorts  represent  the  lawless  mobs  that  now  overrun  this  country,  subverting  all  order,  and 
endangering  the  lives  and  proprrly  nf  our  entire  people.  Wo  have  violated  no  law,  federal 
or  territorial,  nor  by  force  or  violence  "  resisted  any  process  that  would  be  sustained  in  the 
hijther  conrtf. 
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It  is  Qselnf  for  us  to  U'W  you  thst  what  you  tern  the  territorial  laws  were  nevw  enacted 

by  citizons  of  Kiiiisas ;  that  ilioy  hic  iuok-  despotic  and  barbarous  than  nny  civiUsed  CoAe 
iu  the  world,  and  wouUl  db^riace  even  a  Hutteutot  coancil ;  that  more  than  foiir>iiflb8  of 
t}M  bona  fide  aettleis  of  Kansas  ate  bitterly  opposed  to  them  in  sentiment;  that  the  popular 
branch  of  the  national  iegishituvf  lias,  hy  a  majority  vote,  declared  thorn  invalid;  and  tlmt 
all  government  must  derive  ita  torce  and  authority  from  the  consent  of  tiie  governed.  This 
bastard  system  of  government,  called  tonitorial,  has  drawn  down  upon  us  a  series  of  suffer* 
img  and  crime  nnkuown  before  in  this  republic.  You  have,  by  proclamation,  invited  bordes 
or  the  most  corrupt  sons  of  Missouri  and  other  foreipu  States  to  come  among  us.  You 
have  (or  your  |)ro<leces3or)  eiuullod  ibcm  as  the  territorial  militia,  thus  giving  i'urco  and 
dignity  to  their  position,  while  they  arc  here  for  uo  other  purpose  thau  to  steal  and  rob, 
bora  and  plunder,  imprison  and  torture,  scalp  and  murder,  wbeneTer  they  find  our  people 
exposed  and  unprot<'(  ted  by  a  large  (onw 

We  should  bo  recreant  to  every  relation  we  bear  our  heroic  ancestors,  and  to  every  allegi- 
ance dne  an  elfMStivo  government,  did  we  not,  in  the  name  of  American  citizens,  protest 
HfTxinst  snrli  iisnrp.itioii  and  tyranny,  and  demand  tho  free  oxfrcisc  of  the  righti^aud  immu- 
nities wi-  aie  entitled  to  by  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  our  country.  In  that  name  wo 
have  sent  you  our  petitiooers,  aud  you  have  permitted  them  to  be  seized  as  culprits  by  a  mob. 
before  your  own  ejeeand  in'jrour  own  office,  without  intorposing  the  slightest  rebuke,  or  ren> 
dering  that  protection  due  from  you  as  the  public  arbiter  of  justice.  lOu  have  in  various 
ways  insulted  us  nu  1  urui  d  our  petitions,  until  no  otlicr  alteniativo  is  left  us  but  to  perish 
by  the  hand  of  your  mtlUia  or  tight.  Prompted  by  this  duty,  we  have  taken  up  arms,  and, 
in  some  instances,  destroyed  the  fertifled  oens  of  these  invaders  We  have  attacked  no 
party  or  i-omrmmity  except  for  self-dpfonrp.  You  have  said  yon  couM  restore  pcncr  to  thr 
entire  Territory  iu  rive  hours.  You  surely  have  power  to  give  the  protection  our  citizens 
ask,  and  open  the  highw  ays  by  a  single  word ;  but  you  have  refused,  and  then  coldly  tdl  us 
our  position  la  "l;n\  less,"  Ac. 

your  position,  while  you  wink  .it  highway  robbery  and  other  crimes  ui"  the  darkest  hue, 
reminds  us  of  the  edict  of  the  ancient  Governor  Berkley  of  Virginia,  in  the  17th  century, 
who  thanked  God  that  Virginia  had  no  free  schools  nor  printing,  and  he  hoped  she  might 
not  liave  for  a  century,  since  "leamtnpris  highly  inflammatory  and  dangerous,  tending  to 
discontent,  sedition,  and  n  volution,  and  Iia.^  brought  disobf  dietice  aud  sects  into  the  world, 
and  has  divulged  libels  against  the  best  goveruntent.  God  keep  us  from  both."  His 
pfayer  Ium  been  too  fully  answered 'in  the  Old  Dominion,  and  we  regard  your  prayers 
as  pqTially  blastinp  to  tlic'  {roldcii  futur«  nature  has  unveiled  for  Kansas. 

You  Hay  "  the  guvernnieut  cannot  comply  with  your  request."  Wo  have  now  learned  for 
the  first  time  that  the  government  may  bo  one  of  msn  and  not  of  Isies;  that  man-makiHg  is 
one  of  its  first  admini.<4tiative  duties.  Hut  permit  us  once  for  all  to  aver  that,  as  American 
citizens,  we  bow  to  no  such  arbitrary  creation  of  government.  Such  is  your  position  before 
the  country.    Snch  is  out.^. 

We  shall  still  labor  as  tbo  conservators  of  our  own  rights  and  liberties  to  establish  a  gen> 
erotts  and  humane  system  of  internal  policy,  founded  upon  natunl  justice.  Meanwhile,  to 
the  sHine  .Tud  j'  <•(  ill  l  eart^,  and  an  impartial  pttblic,  we  are  both  alike  responsible.

On  the  morning  of  the  day  that  the  above  was  -wntteii  Govci  luu- 
Geary  arrived  in  Leavenworth,  and  the  whole  Territory  whh  sn(l(h'iily 
fraf^T'-nit  with  tlio  plt'd;^es  of  aid  ;nid  iproteetion  from  the  new  irovornor. 
lie  had  Ixjriic  the  olive  braneh  of  ijeaee,  it  wa«  stated,  aud  woaid  forth- 
with put  tin  end  to  the  awful  reign  of  terror  against  which  the  jKiople 
were  so  nobly  stroiBficUiig.  For  this  cause  the  above  letter  was  never 
Hcnt  to  riovernor  Wood£>n,  but  has  been  safely  preserved  iu  the  deposi- 
tary of  the  committee. 

About  this  time  a  letter  was  prepared  by  the  same  central  committee, 
netting  forth  the  lu'geut  necessities  of  the  time8»  and  addressed  to  the 
National  Kansas  Committee,  the  head  office  of  which  was  at  Chicago. 
The  following  extracts  are  from  the  ohginal  letter: 

GeNTI.EMKS:  The  ciniprant  train  wliicli  li-f(  Tou  ;i  a  few  weeks  sincf  liu.s.  we  lUKkTstiind , 
arrired  iu  safety  at  Topeka.  The  presence  of  so  largo  a  body  of  niea,  and  the  prospect  of 
bUII  more  following  in  their  footsteps.  Is  highly  encouraging  to  our  people.  A  pressing 
emergency  n  ;  ,  ^  us  to  appeal  by  a  special  messenger  to  you  for  more  prompt  and  effioient 
aid  iu  men,  arm^,  uud  provisions. 

The  contest  is  npon  tis,  and  Instant  aetion  alone  can  sBTe  our  people  from  de- 
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struction.  The  detuilH  we  will  leave  to  be  cxplaiaed  by  tlie  bearer,  Robert  Morrow, 
<^q.,  who  is  fnlly  acquainted  with  all  the  faeta,  atio  upon  whoae  statemeDto  T<m 
may  fully  rrly  The  leadinfr  facts  in  the  case  we  will  briefly  state.  We  base  thoae 
Btatemeuts  upuii  the  most  reliable  aathority,  aud  ou  no  hearsay  reports.  During  the 
BQinmer  matters  have  remained  in  comparative  quiet,  exoep^g  a  few  skirmishes.  The 
pireeenco  of  government  troops,  while  it  seemed  to  impose  ft  clicck  upon  the  dpsipns 
of  our  enemies,  has  served  them  with  the  opportunity  to  nuiktj  more  cxteiinivc  preparations. 
Provisions,  ftrtns.  both  gnna  nin\  rannons.and  ammunition  have  boon  st-crotlyintrod need  into 
and  stored  in  different  parts  of  the  Territory.  Bandi  of  from  50  to  2UU  men  from  Missouri 
and  the  eoaCh  are  fortifying  themeeWee  in«  emrtintioiii  line  tfaroogfa  tbeiettlcdpoition  of  the 
Territory,  in  XMdineas  for  a  irimaltaaeoQedeMenthy  night  upon  our  leattered  and  deftneeloM 
people. 

FuUy  satisfied  that  this  extreme  danger  impended  over  us,  we  appealed  to  t  he  military  toaflbffd 
ne  protection  by  the  dispersion  of  these  armed  bands,  but  this  has  been  refusal.  The  conse* 
qnence  is,  our  freo*8tate  settlers  suffer  constantly  by  horse  thiev  a,  n'bbers,  ami  niur  *<irer  4 
who  make  these  crimes  »  ttade.  We  hr  <■  e  thus  lost  many  tons  Oi  provisions,  more  th  on  100 
bones,  all  of  which  has  generally  Ix^en  taken  to  some  of  their  camps  in  the  vicinity.  In  some 
instanoM  they  have  filled  log-houses  with  their  plunder,  and  also  used  other  similar  houses 
for  fort<^.  All  this  time  they  claim  to  be  peaeeable  emig;nints,  and,  if  interfered  with,  declare 
thy  aie  here  merely  as  eettleie.  #***•♦• 

To  the  neighboring^  five  States  and  to  the  national  committee  we  look  for  relief.  Shall  we 
not  have  it  f  The  batfk',  fin  you  iir*-  .'ilrcn<ly  uwaro,  is  not  for  Kansiis  ulonc,  but  for  the  free- 
dom of  the  entire  north.  Suffer  us  uot  then,  we  entreat  you,  tu  be  overwhelmed  for  want  of 
timely  aid.    We  will  do  onr  dtlty.  *  *        ' '  *  *  *  • 

Commending  our  cause  to  yonr  immedinte  attention  and  to  the  Almighty,  we  remain.

As  ab'eady  stated,  it  was  o?»  tlu'  llth  of  Sept(MulK»r  tliat  (rovoninr  f  Jeary 
arrived  in  tlicATerritory.  Upmi  his  landiii;;  at  Leaveuwurth  he  hastily 
Hketched  a  letter  to  Secretary  Marcy,  which  clearly  gives  his  first  iiiipres- 
Mions  of  this  turbulent  Tenitoiy.  In  some  of  his  statements  be  was, 
doubtless,  too  hasty,  in  others,  he  paints  with  none  too  high  colors.  He 
says : 

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  existing  diflicuities  are  of  a  far  more  complicated 
character  tlian  I  had  anticipated.   «   •  •  I  \Myn  barely  time  to  give  you  a  brief  statement 

offsets  us  I  find  them.  Tuo  town  of  Len  1  ;  u  rf Ii  i.s  uow  in  tho  hands  of  tirinod  IwdioiS  of 
men,  who,  having  enrolled  as  militia,  perpetrate  outrsges  of  the  most  atrocious  character, 
nnder  shadow  of  aathority  from  the  temtorial  gorerament.  Within  a  few  days  these  men 
iiave  robbed  and  driven  from  their  homes  unoffeiidinp- riti/ens  ;  have  fired  upon  and  killed 
others  in  their  own  dweUiugt»,  and  stolen  horiieti  and  property  under  the  pretence  of  employ- 
ing them  in  the  public  service.  They  have  seized  persona  who  luid  committed  no  offence, 
and  after  stripping  them  of  all  their  valuables  placed  them  on  steamers  and  sent  them  out  of 
the  Territory.  Some  of  these  bands  who  have  thus  violated  their  rights  aud  privileges,  and 
shamefully  and  shockingly  misused  and  abused  the  oldest  inliHbitiuius  of  the  Ti-rritory.  who 
had  settled  here  with  their  wives  and  children, are  strangers  from  distant  States,  who  have 
no  fnterast  in  nor  care  for  the  welfiueof  Kansas,  and  contemplate  remaining  here  only  so 
long  a.s  opportunities  for  mischief  aud  plunder  exist.  '  •  «  . 

lu  iiioiated  or  country  places  no  man's  lite  is  8atu.  The  roads  aie  filled  with  armed  robbers, 
Hiid  murders  for  mere  plunder  are  of  daily  oecnrrence.  Almost  every  fann^honse  it  deserted, 
and  no  traveller  has  the  temerity  to  ventu*- •  upon  hip^hwayR  without  iin  escort. 

8uch  is  the  condition  of  Kansas,  faintly  pictured.  U  can  be  no  worse.  Yet  I  feel  assured 
that  I  Aail  be  nble  ere  long  to  restore  it  to  pence  and  quiet.  *  «  * 

Just  upon  the  heels  <>t  Ciovcmor  Geary  came  au  army  of  2,700  men 
from  3riKsonri,  to  invade  tlit'  Territory  and  scatter  wid<»  the  elenieutu  of 
terror  and  dcstnictiotj.  Uiwreuee  was  the  ]»T  i?;«'  they  .^^oujjht,  and  all 
their  efforts  were  iliieded  to  make  her  eai>tivity  sure.  The  13th  of 
September  was  the  day  lon^  before  selected  for  the  onslau^lit  Then 
and  there  the  stnnn  was  ej:i)eeted  to  culminate,  as  Missouri  was  nppar 
ently  iiiakin*^  her  last  i^ic:)?  strn^'';;l('.  On  the  aftenxv**])  of  (lie  ILMli. 
nearly  .'},(K)0  southern  l)l()utl.>^,  uniler  (Generals  Kie<',  Atkui.smi,  antl  String- 
fellow,  came  acro.ss  the  Wakarusii  and  eueamped  below  Franklin.  Under 
the  impression  that  the  abolitionists  around  Lawrence  were  a  league  of 
outlaws,  this  army  had  volunteered  to  cnfor<Mi  the  bo|^s  laws  npon 
them  at  the  ^loint  of  the  bayonet. 
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Governor  G€«ury  wan  at  oiiee  sent  for  by  the  citizens  of  Imwreuce)  who 
urged  him  to  spare  them  the  Christiaii  U'.s8i)iiH  of  this  uondescript  mis- 
sion of  ol)edipiiro.  ]iromptly  sont  all  tho  force  at  liis  rommaiid  to 
the  proteetioii  of  tlic  i>coi)l<',  while  hv  went  in  jiorson,  toftftlicr  with  other 
territorial  olUeers,  to  the  eaiui>  of  the  invaders  at  Franlvliu.  He  was 
very  severe  with  them,  stating  that  he  should  govern  while  he  was  gov- 
ernor;  that  they  mu.st  dishaml  and  go  home  to  Missouri,  and  tliat  he 
Hhoidd  i)reveiit  any  hliwxlshed  if  possiblr.  His  course  was  by  no  means 
satisfactory  to  the  martial  crew,  and  some  threatened  to  shoot  him.  and 
burn  Lawrence  in  sx)ite  of  Governors  or  the  tm»ps.  Tlie  ottic  ers  were 
generally  more  considenite,  and  after  much  entreaty  they  agn*ed  to  dis- 
band. That  very  night,  however,  the  saw-mill  and  several  other  build- 
in  f::s  were  bnrnt  h\  them  in  Franklin.  They  also  collected  all  the  cattle 
in  the  snrroundin^  conntry,  to  tin*  number  of  several  hundreds,  a!»d  drove 
them  away  with  them,  leaving  the  inhabitants  without  <*ows  cnongii  to 
ftunish  milk  for  the  invalids.  This  swarm  of  Missouri  law-teachers 
gradually  broke u]).  some  going  direi  tly  towards  the  States, others  moved 
west,  nmnlering  and  st«"aling  on  the  way.  One  of  the.st^  jmrties  .shot 
David  8.  Butfum  tlie  next  day,  but  a  few  miles  from  Lawrence,  whilr 
the  governor  was  in  sight  a  short  distance  behind,  but  to  this  day  the 
mnrderers  have  not  been  brought  to  justice. 

As  to  the*  actual  benefit  or  ]>rotection  that  Governor  Getirj'  gave  in 
that  instance  fn  the  ])eo])le  of  KaTisas,  there  have  always  been  some  dif- 
ferences of  oi)inion.  It  may  truly  be  .said  that  he  .save<l  Lawrence  from 
an  attack — jierhaps  from  a  defeat;  but  still,  had  not  Geary  been  in  the 
Territory,  and  ha<l  not  the  people  relied  niwn  him  in  advance  some- 
what  ft)r  protection,  the  city  would  not  have  been  foun<l  so  defeiu'cless 
on  that  day.  As  it  was,  the  best  fighting  men  had  lie<'n  sent  away  to 
iHher  ilistricts,  until  not  over  4(M)  men  and  women,  for  tlie  ladies  bore 
arms,  could  bo  mustered  for  a  tight  on  that  day  in  liawrenee.  The  storm 
ftnally  passed  and  the  doomed  city  was  simred. 

During  the  fall,  nH'n  of  both  parties,  or  in  sonu»  cases  it  might  more 
])roperly  besaidof  Tio  ]>arty,  were  r;ni-::M'kin<r  the  Territory,  and  filibuster 
iug  became  one  of  the  lixed  iuistitutions  of  Kansas,  llor.s^*  stealing  ajal 
highway  rol)l)ery,  that  was  at  first  confined  entii'cly  to  the  pro-shn  erj' 
men,  gradually  invaded  npon  the  easy  virtue  of  some  of  the  moneyless 
and  homeless  free-state  men,  who  had  become  destitute  by  taking  an 
active  ]tart  in  tin*  ]irotra(  t«Ml  ditticnities,  and  thereby,  from  sins  of  omis- 
Hiou  they  .soon  had  the  heart  for  degenerating  to  thone  of  commission. 
While  there  is  no  justification  to  1>e  foimd  for  these  acts,  there  may  be 
some  palliation  admitted  by  those  who  have  seen,  eye  to  eye,  the  work- 
ings of  the  minions  of  slavery  in  Kansas. 

The.se  were  times  of  i)eril  and  threat  sacrifice  to  the  pioneers  of  the 
Territory,  su«*li  as  ciui  be  known  inily  when  they  ai'c  felt.  The  day  of 
conflict  is  over.  Kansas  is  free,  and  the  ])rophe(  y  is  fidfilled.  Enlight- 
ened moral  sentinu'nt  has  been  victorious  over  brute  force,  and  liberal 
Christianity, devotum  to  the  uri'<'at  duty  of  »  iifi  :inrhisin«- a  libei*ty-loving 
jM'ople.  has  here  its  most  deser\<'d  ixnvanl  in  ilie  conscioUHUess  of  well* 
d(Miig,  which  ixMuains  till  now  tii<>ir  only  indcuiuity.

Wlierciis  riidian  n\sr'rvr\tif>?)s  innl  trust  lands  coiistitnto,  in  an  iinport- 
aiit  Sonne,  u  |)art  of  tlio  public  domains;  and  wht nas  it  is  eminently  in 
accordance  with  the  spirit  of  republican  institutions,  as  well  aB  conducive 
to  the  permanent  well-heing  of  our  State,  that  in  the  final  disposition  of 
these  domains  by  the  4ceneral  government  the  tendency  to  extensive

Jirownlow,  j^ovenior,  ami  who 
is  mitlioriziMl  to  ju-oceed  to  VVasliin^yton  antl  to  present,  .'ulinst,  and 
settle  the  claim  ol'  said  State  against  the  United  States"  tor  the  value 
ot'tbe  iron  rails,  chairvS,  spikes,  «S:e..  removed  from  tho  track  of  the  Win- 
chester and  Alabama  railroad,  ill  said  State,  ill  tin  year  ISO  ,  and  ap- 
jmipriatod  io  the  nse  (d'  the  United  States  hy  the  miliinry  tlicicot'.  re- 
spectl'iillv  siibiiiils  the  following  stat<Mnent  of  faets  in  support  of  tuiid  . 
elaint,  to  w iii<'h  tlie  attention  of  Congress  is  invited. 

The  act  of  the  legislature  of  Tennessee  of  the  11th  of  Febniary,  IS52, 
established  a  system  of  internal  improvements  in  said  State.  Under  this 
art  w  ;?s  extended  to  various  railroads, aiul  by  subsequent  aets  to  all 
other  roads  in  the  Stnte. 

By  reference  to  Ihc  3d  and  -ith  sections  of  tlie  act  of  18r»»',  th(»  State 
cre-ates  and  reserves  a  tieu  upon  each  road  for  the  amount  of  bonds  of 
the  Stnic  issned  to  each  road,  and  for  all  interest  which  may  aeerue  on 
said  bonds,  in  tin-  lollow  in^r  words.  \  :  *'And  when  the  whole  of  said 
rond  sl»nl!  b«»  (•(oiiiticltMl.  ilic  Stiitr  ot  'i'mnessee  shall  be  inves1<Ml  with  a 
lic-n,  wiiliout  a  deed  from  iho  coiupaiiy,  u]Hm  the  entire  road,  including 
•  the  sto*»k,  rij^ht  of  way,  iron  rails,  spikes,  chairH,  and  the  whole  super- 
stnietiin'  and  equipments,  and  all  the  property  owned  by  the  company 
as  incident  to  or  necessary  for  its  business,  and  all  dejjots  aixl  stntions, 
for  I  lie  p;iy?nent  of  all  of  said  bonds  issued  ti>  tlie  company  as  provided 
in  llii.s  act,  ait<l  lor  the  interest  aecruinj;  on  said  bonds." 

The  coneludinfT  clause  of  said  4th  section  provides  that  the  State  lien 
^  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  claims  existing  or  to  exist  against  said 
company." 

When  the  United  States  armies  took  possession  of  the  Tennessee 
roads,  they  nught  be  divided  into  two  cliusses:  lirsl,  liiose  that  had  com* 
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plied  witl»  tht*  law  February  11,  1852,  by  laying  ilie  iiiteivst  btmrls 
of  the  Btatc  iesiied  to  tlio  roads ;  and  second,  the  roads  that  had  fafled 

to  \my  the  interest,  and  wliicli  rojuls  passed  iiitd  the  possession  and  eou- 
trol  of  the  Stntr.  Tinder  ."itli  section  ofthr-  :i(  (  oIIIk  lltli  I\bin:ny,  isr.2. 

Only  two  roads  in  Tt'inu'ssce  nt  tli;it  time  ht'lniij;oil  lo  I  lie  mh'oiuI  rlass, 
to  wit:  Winchester  auil  Alabuiita,  and  tht*  Kdj;elield  and  Kentucky 
railroad,  all  other  roads  havinnf  paid  all  interest  due  on  the  State  bonds 
loaned. 

Prior  to  the  ofciijiMtion  of  Tennessee  by  Cnited  St  ;it<'s  troops,  in  f'nct, 
prior  to  tin*  war,  said  \\  ineliester and  Alabama  rsulroad  hiid  bt en  taken 
posHessiou  of  by  the  said  iState,  and  was  under  the  eoutroi  and  manage- 
ment of  the  State,  or  of  the  receiver  as  the  agent  of  the  State. 

As  before  stated,  tlu^  military  authority  of  the  United  Stat<'s  took 
possession  of  this  road,  and  the  entire  property,  of  th«*  roa<].  inebnlinir 
the  iron  rails,  chairs,  and  spikes  on  3l>  miles  of  that  track,  all  of  which 
was  removed  by,  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of,  the  United  States  gov- 
ernnient,  at  the  date  of  said  appropriation;  by  the  Ikl  seetion  of  the  act 
of  the  11th  J'Vbruary,  bSo^,  in)t  oidy  the  cjipital  stock,  but  the  (entire 
])roperty  of  sai<l  comp  ntv  b  ul  vest«Ml  in  and  belonged  U)  said  iStutc. 
Said  road  is  still  in  tla-  p»>ssc.s.sion  of  tlu^  State, 

It  most  be  remerabeFed  that,  by  tlie  provisions  of  said  act  of  18<>2,  the 
absolute  legal  title  to  the  w  hole  of  said  nmd  passed  to  the  State,  subject, 
however,  to  redemption,  whidi  is  not  possible. 

!?t  order  to  enable  the  company  (<>  const  l  ucl  said  road  ori^^inally,  tlie 
State  advanced  uu  umuuut  of  her  hon<ls  necessary  to  puiutJijise  tint  iron 
railsy  chairs,  and  spikes ;  and  to  reconstruct  and  place  said  road  in  run- 
ning orfler,  said  Stiite  has  agahi  a))pi'o]n  iated  the  necessary  amount  of 
bonds  to  purchase  tlu»  iron  rails  alreadx  laid  down,  as  well  as  that  which 
is  required  to  conij)l«»te  the  entire  road.  The  State  has  not  only  <loiu' 
this,  but  has  also  inciu'red  tlu'  e\[>ense  of  rc«;radiiig  the  traiik,  and  of 
pitrchasing  the  cross-ties,  ecpdpments,  &c. 

Although  said  road  wusforteited  land  and  belon«;ed  to  tlie  State  before 
the  war,  and  was  in  tln^  ncttial  jNis-osion  of  the  Statf.  in  order  ti»  show 
more  clearly,  if  iu*;mI  bti,  t!iat  sanl  roaiiiany  has  no  inl  ar^r  in  the  claim 
herein  set  up,  atteutiou  is  in\  iicd  to  ihc  annexed  resolution,  adoptt-il  at  a 
meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Winchester  and  Alabama  Bail- 
road  Company  on  the  lltli  of  January,  isos.

Provisional  Governor  BuLl-oCK,  of  Georgia,  apppared  botore  the  com 
mittee,  and  made  a  statement     to  the  condition  ot  affairs  iu  that  State

Question.  What  oath,  if  iuiy,  was  tukeu  by  the  membei's  elect  of  the 
legishiture  ot  Georgia  ¥ 

Answer.  An  oath  which  was  prescribed  in  the  new  conatitntion,  and 
that  was  tti  take  effeet  after  the  coustitation  came  in  force. 

Q.  What  was  youi"  iiTiderstandinpf  as  to  the  oath  which  should  have 
been  taken!   Did  yon  h  ivc  any  ilitterent  opinion! 

A.  Yes.  sir  J  my  opiuiou  was,  and  is,  that  the  recoustructiou  acts  were 
the  only  lonndation  for  the  provisional  government,  and  that  the  oath 
preacribeil  in  the  reconstruction  a^!t8  wa^  that  which  should  have  been 
taken  by  tlif  members  of  the  N'^^islature.  The  roconstnirtion  acts  were 
the  only  authority  we  liad  tor  any  organization  of  the  .State  at  tliat  time; 
and  thus  it  luiiowcd  that  tlie  oath  prescribetl  in  those  acts  was  the  one 
which  shonld  have  been  taken.  In  the  organization  of  the  legislature, 
however,  all  the  iKirsons  who  had  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
were  admitted,  without  any  regard  at  all  to  their  eligibility  iin<ler  tlie 
rcconBtmetion  law.  The  object  of  those  who  opposed  us  in  the  election 
wdn  to  defeat  the  constitution.  They  therefore  selected  jiersous  as  can- 
didates without  regard  to  their  eligibility  under  the  law,  but  with  regaid 
only  to  their  personal  strength  and  popularity.  And  the  result  was  that 
in  quite  a  numbet  n\'  comities  tlie  vote  wjis  ai^  uTLst  the  coustittifion,  and 
the  persons  ruiiimi<i  on  that  line  reeeived  the  liiLrhesf  number  ol  votes. 
Thetio  persons  l)e.ing  ^>erniitt<*d  to  go  into  the  legi^siature  without  the  test 
oath,  were  able  to  aecomplish  what  they  had  proposed  to  do. 

Q.  Whose  duty,  as  yon  interi>ret  the  law,  was  it  to  administer  Uie  oath 
to  the  members  of  the  legislature  f 
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In  Tlie  House  of  Rkpresektativcs,  J<t«ii«ry  6, 
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A.  The  law  made  it  the  duty  of  tlie  pcrsous  appointed  by  the  President, 
iiH  commanders  in  the  several  military  districts,  to  execute  the  rocon* 

stnu  tion  acts. 

Q.  Have  you  any  menus  of  knowing  how  mniiy  men  took  their  seats 
in  the  legUlatiue  who  coidd  not  have  taken  the  test  oath? 
A,  There  were  not  less  than  40  in  the  house  and  15  or  18  in  the  senate. 
By  Mr.  S'abnswobth: 

Q.  What  oath  did  your  constitution  requiret  ■ 
A.  Sinij)ly  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  State  and  the 
4.-onstitution  ot  the  United  States. 

By  Mr.  Beaman: 

<^  Tliere  was  a  <piortiin  of  members  of  both  houses,  I  supiKNie,  who 
eonhl  take  tlio  test  oathf 

A.  Ves,  inchuliug  those  who  had  been  reheved  fioiu  political  disa- 
bilities. 

When  you  say  there  were  about  40  in  the  liouse  who  could  not  take 
the  test  oatli,\lo  you*  i  ndude  those  from  whom  disabilitieshad  been  removed 

by  act  of  Conjrress? 
A.  Excluding  thost*. 

By  tlip  riiAiHM  VN  : 

(\).  How  many  members  were  expelled  by  the  house f 
A.  Twenty-niuf. 

Q.  Were  any  of  them  men  who  could  not  have  taken  tho  tost  oathf 
A.  No,  sir. 

(}.  HoM-  mnny  remained  in  tlie  legislature,  not  counting  tliose  who 
could  not  take  the  test  oath,  and  not  counting  those  who  had  been 
expelled! 

A.  The  house  is  composed  of  175  members;  29  were  expelled^  and  about 
40  <>otddnot  tak(?  tho  test  oath,  making  60;  which  would  leave  about  106 

nuMubers  of  tin*  house. 

i).  What  was  the  vote  of  the  house  on  the  ratification  of  the  t4th 
amendment  of  the  Constitution? 

A.  The  majority  was  ten. 

(^  Do  you  know  how  those  40  who  could  not  take  the  test  oath  voted 

on  that  question  ? 

A.  They  voted  against  it;  sonu^  of  them  were  absent. 

Q.  How  many  were  present  and  voted  on  the  ratification  f 

A.  I  cannot  state  the  exact  number,  but  I  should  say  tl^at  there  were 
150  votes  on  tlie  question  in  the  house,  antl  i>erhaps  3S  m  the  senate. 
The  iiiMjority  was  15  in  the  house,  and  10  in  the  senate. 

Q.  ilow  did  those  nien  vote  who  weii*  expelled  I 

A.  They  voted  for  the  amendment. 

Q.  What  would  have  been  the  result  if  the  men  who  were  exjielled 

had  not  been  ])resent  af  tliat  time  and  voted  f 
A.  The  amendment  would  have  boon  dofoatorl. 

Q.  Have  you  any  suggestion  to  make  to  the  committee  as  to  what 
should  be  done  with  reference  to  Georgia,  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment? 

A.  ^Tv  recommendation  is  indicated  in  the  communication  which  I 
have  made  to  Conirross.  It  is  to  carry  out  tho  laws  litorallv,  and  to 
admit  to  the  legislatme  ordy  those  who  could  take  the  oath  required  by 
the  law.  By  these  means  the  eolorefl  members  who  were  ex]ielled  will 
be  ivinstated,  and  from  that  the  h  Lrislature  can  go  on  and  adopt  legally 
the  fundamental  conditions  required  to  make  Georgia  a  State. 
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Q.  Bj  that  yoamean  that  the  commanding  general  should  reassemble 
the  lejirislatiiie  as  it  was  deetedt 

A,  Yos,  sir. 

Q.  And  then  to  have  the  test  oath  lul ministered? 

A.  Tes,  sii*;  to  have  the  law  executed.  I  do  not  ai»k  any  new  legiala- 
t!on  on  this  matter,  but  rather  opposed  to  any  additional  lemHlation 
tu  bring  aliout  results  which  would  luiive  been  accomplished  by  me  legis- 
lation already  had. 

By  Mr.  Bbookb: 

Q.  WJiat  effect  would  that  have  upon  existing  laws^  upon  money  appro- 
priatious,  the  jiuliciary  of  the  State,  and  {general  State  legislation? 

A.  The  same  tjtlect  as  the  net  of  (JongrestJ  ha<l  ^loclMretl  the 

government  of  18G5  altogether  illegaL  5?here  has  been  nothing  done 
by  the  legislatiire  which  assembled  there  except  the  expulsion  of  the 
colored  men,  bat  what  can  be  readopted  and  reaffirmed  by  the  loyal 
legislature. 

(}.  There  liavo  been  appropriations  by  the  legislature,  and  expenditurea 
under  them  ! 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  There  have  been  penal  acts  passed  and  punishment  infficted  under 
them! 

A.  There  has  been  no  act  passed  nu  reasing  punislnnent.  Tlie  only 
i)eual  act  was  one  reducing  the  peiialty  lor  burglary  in  the  night-time 
from  a  capital  penalty  to  ttve  years  in  the  penitentiary.  The  laws  and 
all  the  system  of  government  are  the  same  as  have  been  in  force  for  a 
long  while. 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  How  many  members  of  the  (leorgia  legislature  were  disqualified 
from  holding  their  scats  by  the  14th  amendment  of  the  (^onstitiition? 

A.  I  can  only  give  it  to  you  by  recolleetioii  and  by  estimate.  1  sliould 
aay  that  in  the  house  there  were  made  ineligible  by  the  14th  amcudmeut 
25  or  30  persons.  The  great  majority  of  those  who  would  be  ineligible 
under  the  test  oath  are  eligible  under  the  14th  amendment. 

Q.  And  .\  (>m  coustitution  of  Georgia  did  not  require  any  of  the  State 
ofhcers  to  take  the  test  oath  ! 

A.  ^o,  sir. 

(j.  Did  not  General  Meade,  who  commanded  in  Georgia,  issue  an  order 
of  some  sort,  saying  that  it  wiis  not  necessary  for  members  of  the  State 
legislature  to  take  the  test  oath  1 

A.  Ho,  sir.   He  did  not  issue  any  order  to  that  efifect. 

Q.  Was  not  this  order  issued: 

tJBxtmci  fimm  tin  npori  of  Mi^(Mr  Gtonma  Qemgi  O.  Meiule,  dated  October  31, 1888.] 

There  is  ono  point  in  regard  to  tha  admission  of  thr-  S't  ute  of  nenrpria  to  wlilch  I  feel  called 
upon  to  make  special  allUHiou.  Wiien  tbt>  legislature  wh.s  coiivi-iieU  by  tiie  provisioDal  gov- 
«rnor  and  governor  elect,  the  question  arose  whether,  aa  militHry  commander,  I  WM  called  to 
inquire  into  tho  eligibility  of  tlie  members,  either  under  the  ruIioJ  States  laws  or  the  con- 
stitution of  Georgia.  The  convention  of  Georgia  has,  in  its  ordinance  calling  an  olci  tion, 
directed  that  all  returns  should  be  sent  to  the  military  commander  of  the  district,  who  was 
nqiiested  to  iaane  the  necessary  certificates  of  election.  In  carrying  ont  this  request  of  the 
conTentioD,  I  deemed  my  duty  simply  reqnfred  that  t  sbonid  give  the  member  naving  tbo 
■greatest  number  of  votes  the  onlinury  oertifi  ■  r>f  eleelion,  find  that  it  would  Le  for  each 
uoose  to  decide  on  the  elegibility  of  those  uieuibers  whose  seats  were  on  an;  grounds  con- 
tested; while  I  ndmitted,  as  district  commandcr*exeenting  the  law.  I  was  to  see  thai  no  one 
ineligible  to  office  niuler  the  l  itli  nrticlp  of  flin  cnnstitiiHonftl  Rmeitdment  should  be  allowed 
t)  tako  ntfice,  I  did  not  see  that  in  the  case  of  a  parliamentary  body  that  I, was  called  on  to 
dedde  the  qualifications  of  the  memben.  In  this  view  I  was  snstained  by  a  telegram  scat 
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to  me  for  my  iaforonatioD  by  the  War  Department,  which  had  beeu  seat  tu  the  guvciuor 
Loaisiftiia  and  the  mtlitaiy  comnaiider  of  the  fifth  dwiriet,  froin  whieh  I  qaola: 

"  WASHiiiCTOir,  Aim  30,  ]86fj. 

"To  Govemov  Warmoixth,  y«w  Orlum  : 

"We  think  tlmt  persons  ilis(Hialifi('d  uiidt  r  tlie  J4tli  niticlo  of  tlx'  amenduiuiit  to  the  Con- 
stitntion  of  the  Uuiicd  ^Suites  are  not  eligible  to  your  legislature.  This  is  to  be  deteriuiued 
by  the  respectire  houses,  and  no  oath  can  be  iinpoMd  except  the  oafb  prescribed  by  tb«  8t^ 
eonatitaiioB.

"  Htatnttructiou  CommMei." 

A.  That  deiipateh  is  only  one  sent  from  the  War  Department  at  Wash- 
ingtou  to  General  Meade  for  bis  information.   It  was  never  issued  by 

(Jeneral  Mead<*  in  any  oflieial  way. 

Q.  It  was  aetetl  upon  jis  the  true  eoiisti  uetiou  of  the  law. 

A.  It  was  seut  to  him  for  his  information.  There  was  no  person 
authorized  to  give  an  opinion.  The  reconstniction  laws  expreasly  relieve 
the  military  commander  from  being  governed  by  the  opinion  of  any  civil 
officer.  This  despatch  was  shown  to  me  by  C 'oneral  Meade,  and  the  view 
1  took  of  it  was  that  the  h^gislature  of  l^uuisiana  liad  been  organized  a« 
the  law  required,  and  had  wlopted  the  fundamental  conditions,  and  there- 
after the  legislature  was  the  proper  judge  of  the  eligibility  of  its  own 
members.  But  that  was  not  the  ease  in  Georgia^  wheie  the  fiindamental 
conditions  have  not  been  adopted. 

Q.  Bat  your  legislature  was  orgauized  iu  uccurciaucc  with  the  views 
expressed  in  tiiat  despatch,  that  no  oath  was  required  except  that  pre- 
scribed by  die  State  constitution.  The  despatch  came  after  the  whole 
niinibcr  of  persons  who  had  rc<*civcd  the  lii^^licst  number  of  votes  had 
fonne<i  an  orj^anization.  Then  the  (piestion  was  presented  as  to  their 
eligibility  under  the  14th  article  of  iunendment,  and  then  it  was  that 
the  subsequent  action  was  taken.  In  that  same  pamphlet  yon  will  find 
General  Meade*s  order  of  the  15th  of  April,  whieh  I  will  here  read  to  the 
committee: 

HciDOrAiiTRRs  TiiiRi»  Military  Distrh  t, 

Dbpartmeut  Gcoruu,  Alabama,  and  Florida, 

iltlcate,  Georgia,  April  15,  1866. 

The  sixth  Kciiiun  of  the  dn^t  locoii'^trtiction  act  of  Cuugress  declares,  "That  until  the  peo' 
pie  of  said  rebel  States  ehall  be,  by  law,  adaiitted  to  reprosentation  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  any  civil  govemmont  which  may  exint  therein  shall  be  deemed  provisional 
only,"  .v.  . 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Hflh  section  of  the  same  uct,  "  the  people  of  smd  State  cannot 
be  admitted  to  ropresetttaUon  in  Congress  until  they  shall  haye  faUfiwI  the  eonstilntion,  sab- 

mittod  to  tlipin  midor  the  roconstmction  acts,  and  Conjjross  shall  have  approved  the  same; 
and  until  siiid  8{ate  Khali  have  adopted  the  antetiUmeiit  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  proposed  by  Cougreas,  known  as  article  14,  and  said  article  shall  have  become  a 
part  of  iln'  Constitutitm  of  tlio  Uiilt«'d  States."  riu  sf-  and  other  pruvi^ioiis  of  tlio  rei'0!i^trMf  - 
liuu  ttct.s  clearly  show  that  whatever  govcrnuieut  may  exist  in  lieur^ia,  befoje  the  fuUilmfut 
of  the  above  conditions,  must  "  be  deemed  provisional  only."  The  ninth  section  of  the  sup- 
plemantary  noonstruclion  act,  passed  Jnbr  16,  lMi7,  "requires  all  officers  elected  or  appointed 
under  the  provisional  government  of  a  State  to  take  and  snbscribe  tbe  oath  of  office  pre- 
scrihcd  hy  law  fur  offiei  is  u\  tin  rnlfed  States."  This  mahes  a  cundition  of  eli^^ibility  to 
oUice  under  a  provisional  goveruuient  very  materially  different  from  either  eligibility  to  refris- 
tration  as  a  voter,  or  elif^bility  to  office  under  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  constitutional 
•mend  men  t. 

Before  eiiteriiig  upon  his  duties,  a  provisional  uibccr  'i»  re<|uired,  amon{;^  other  thingi^,  to 
Rwear  that  ho  has  neither  MNIKbt,  nor  accepted,  nor  attempted  to  exercise  the  functions  of 
any  office  whatever,  under  any  authority,  orpracended  anthoritj,  is  hostility  to  the  United 
Blatet. 
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Mr.  ■  held  otfic*'  luultr  tbe  ftuthoriiy  of  the  State  ot  tioorgm  while  that  StHte  wus  lu 

kqfrtlUtj  to  the  Ignited  Statas.   He  Is  oonaequeDtlr  ineligible  to  office  nnder  the  proTiaional 

fovernment.    It  is  not  deemed  necessary  here  to  diticusa  tbe  effect  this  view  of  tbe  law  maj 
ave  as  to  other  officers.    Bat  lesblation  has  to  be  taken  while  the  State  is  yet  under  proTui> 
ional  )r()vernment :  aud  the  ■MoiMfs  of  the  leKi«l«tun»  QNiel  1^  qualified  to  DoU  oflkoe  uder 
that  provisional  government.

Q.  The  members  of  the  leginlHttire  were  sworn  in  aooordanee  with  tbe 

6tat<'  const ituticHt. 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  took  the  oath  which  that  iH>nHtitutioii  require<l  of  oihcera 
■elected  under  it. 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  theCHAiBHAN: 

Q»  Yon  say  there  axe  about  25  men  in  the  house  of  representatives 
disqualified  by  the  14th  amendment. 

A.  Ye«,  Hir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  iiow  nianyof  theui  voted  on  the  question  oi  mtif^ing 
the  I4th  amendment? 

A.  No,  sir;  it  is  not  probable  that  many  of  them  did. 

Q.  If  the  2'!  voted  afjain.st  the  amendment,  and  t]u>  12^  who  were  ex- 
peUe4  voted  for  it,  th(>  amondment  would  still  he  ratified  i 

A.  Takiug  one  from  tiie  other  woidd  of  course  leave  a  majority  of  lour. 
I  cannot  state  whether  the  wiiole  number  of  the  Kupponed  25  who  were 
ineligible  nnder  the  Uth  amendment  voted  on  the  subject  at  all. 

Q.  llavo  you  the  moans  of  ascertaining:  who  voted  on  the  amendinctit, 
and  how  they  voted,  and  whoof  those  who  did  vote  were  disqoalifieil  by 
the  14th  amendment  f 

A.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  as  to  who  voted  for  or  against  the  amend- 
ment.  As  to  their  eligibility  or  ineligibility  under  the  amendment,  I 
<'.onld  only  havo  my  own  jud^^iacnt.    There  is  :t  jT  iMit  diversity  of  opin- 
ion as  to  wlio  is  made  ineligible  by  that  amendment, 
l^y  Mr.  Beaman  : 

What  is  your  view  as  to  whether  the  14th  amendment  JuiH  been 
adopt ctl  \i}  tlie  U^gishituw  of  (ieorgia? 

A.  I  do  not  tliink  it  has  been  legally  adopted;  njv  view  is  that  tlieie 
has  not  been  yet  any  legal  organization  of  the  legislature  in  Georgia 
authorized  to  do  any  legislative  act,  from  the  fact  tliat  the  original  pro- 
visional body  was  not  correctly  organizetl. 

Q.  So  that  you  think  the  14th  amenduu'nt  lias  not  yet  been  adopted 
at  all  f 

A.  The  amendment  was  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
United  States  as  being  a  i»art  of  the  Constitution  on  the  20th  of  .Inly, 
the  <lay  prior  to  the  voting  of  the  (frorjina  orjranization  ui>on  the  cpu'stion ; 
Georgia  jwted  on  tlie  2l8t,  the  day  after  the  aununncemcnt  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  90  that  the  adoption  or  non-adoptioa  of  the  amendment 
by  Georgia  does  not  affect  the  question  of  ratification  at  all. 

By  Mr.  Korris: 

Q,  What  was  the  aggregate  vote  cast  in  f Ieorgia  jit  the  late  deetiont 
A.  Over  15S,0(K);  at  th<'  election  in  April,  held  under  the  reconstrnc- 
tion  acts,  and  under  the  rei^istry,  there  were  in  round  numbers  ir>!»,(HH> 
votes  cast  on  the  question  for  or  against  the  constitution.  The  estunale 
of  the  opposition  is  that,  by  the  reboustmction  acts,  no  less  than  30,000 
voters  in  (ieorgia  were  disfranchised;  but  the  last  election  was  held 
under,  the  State  laws,  without  registration,  and  as  no  person  was  dis- 
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franchiscd  tlu  i  r  slioiild  have  been  an  ap:p:rogatc  vote  of  225,000,  while 
the  Ikct  waa  thai  there  was  only  an  aggregate  vote  of  158,000,  which  wa* 
1,000  less  than  at  the  election  in  April. 

Q.  Were  any  voters  kept  away  by  intimidation  f 

A.  It  is  hard  to  say  how  they  wctc  kept  away. 

Q.  The  constitution  of  Geor^^ia  does  not  require  regi.sti  aU<>n  f 

A.  No,  it  iiermitii  regiatniLion;  the  constitution,  however,  did  abso- 
lutely re(iaire  a  free  school  i^stem  to  be  organized  at  the  first  session  of 
the  legislature,  bat  there  vas  nothing  done  on  that  subject  at  alL 

By  the  Ghahuian: 

Q.  What  was  the  ground  ou  which  the  29  colored  men  were  cxpeUed 
from  the  h'gislntinc  ? 

A.  It  was  lu'lil  by  I  lie  opposition  that  it  was  necessary,  in  older  to 
make  th(^ui  eligible  to  oflice,  that  there  should  be  a  specitic  enactment 
making  black  men  eligible  to  office;  as  there  was  nothing  in  the  consti- 
tution that  spoke  of  any  person  by  color,  it  was  held  that  black  men 
wer<',  tlierefore,  not  clothed  with  the  pri^'ilege  of  iiolding  otiice.  ' 

By  Mr.  Faunswoktii: 

Q.  Because  it  was  not  affirmatively  stilted  in  the  constitution  I 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  BuoukS: 

Q.  1  believe  it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  it  was  not  a  party  vote  whicii 
excluded  those  colored  men  from  the  legislaturef 
A.  The  Tote  ni>on  the  question  was  a  party  vote  with  the  exception  of 

three  or  four  republicans;  tliere  were  a  good  many  rejmblicans.  liowev<'r, 
who  did  not  sotc  on  (lie  <iiiestion  at  all,  from  the  fuel  that  the  result  was 
a  foregone  conclusion  by  the  exclusion  of  those  29  tioia  the  right  to  vote. 
Many  republican  members  received  letters  advising  them  to  prepare  to 
meet  their  3Iaker,  &c.,  if  they  dared  to  vote  to  keej)  negroes  in  their 
scats;  1  Iciiow  that  a  gotul  Ttuniy  republicans  avoided  voting  oti  the 
question  at  all;  but  their  votes,  it  east,  would  not  have  atVected  the 
result. 

By  the  CimRMA:^ : 

Q.  You  mean  to  say  that  thei*e  were  tliree  or  four  republicatiR  who 
voted  to  exclude  themf 

A.  Yes,  sir;  they  wen^  what  is  known  as  north  Georgia  rei>ublicans ; 
they  cani<*  IVtnii  a  section  of  the  State  win  re  tliere  are  very  few  tailored 
men,  and  where  the  prejudice  against  colored  men  is  as  stiong  as  in  i^mo 
of  the  northern  States, 

Q.  Can  you  furnish  the  committee,  by  letter  or  otherw  ise,  with  a  list 
t>r  the  inernbers  of  eaeli  house  of  tin'  Ic^^islatnre  and  of  tin'  votes  on  the 
ratification  of  the  Mtli  aiti<'l(';  with  any  facts  which  yon  may  havo  ID 
referemte  to  i>ai'ticular  niemb<?rs.  showing  their  iueligibiuy  / 

A.  If  the  committee  requires  it  to  be  done,  I  will  do  it  of  course. 

The  chairman  directed  tlie  witness  to  furnish  the  extracts  and  infor- 
mation asked  lor.

•lAikiE8  M.  Sims  sworn  and  examined. 

By  Mr.  BOUTWELL: 

Question.  State  your  residence  and  occu]iation. 

Answer.  I  reside  in  Savannah,  Georgia.  I  am  a  native  of  the  State; 

have  lived  then*  all  in\  life, 

Q.  Since  the  close  ot  tiie  w  ai"  have  ytui  any  means  of  knowing,  ajid  if 
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80,  what,  about  the  condition  of  aftaii^  iu  Guorgiai  and  e^^iiecially  ass  to 
the  coiiditiou  of  the  colored  i)eople  ! 

.  A.  I  have  travelled  about  the  State  extensively  fainee  the  war,  and 
mingled  with  the  (^ohn  ed  people  in  various  parts  of  the  State,  addrestnng 
them  npon  political  questions  and  upon  their  general  interests. 

Q.  Did  >  on  ha\  e  any  coiiuectiou  witli  the  coustitutioual  couveutiou, 
or  with  the  legislature  f 

A.  I  was  not  a  member  of  the  convention.  I  was  a  member  of  the 
legislature,  in  the  lower  honse,  flrom  which  I  was  expelled  witli  27 
otliers. 

Q.  Was  there  a  debate  in  tiu'  house  on  the  cpicst  ion  of  that  expulsion  f 

A.  There  was  j  iu  wliich,  w  ith  several  others,  1  took  ])art. 

Q.  State  briefly  the  groniuls  on  which  the  expnlfuon  of  those  meinberK 
was  supported  in  debat<». 

A.  The  gmunds  assfimed  ])y  the  democratic  side,  as  we  term  Tt,  were 
that  the  constitution  tlid  not  give  us  the  right  to  hold  oflice  according  to 
the  consti'uctioii  they  put  npon  it ;  and  the  strangest  argument  I  he^ird 
was  that  Governor  Brown  had  given  the  weight  ut'  his  opinion  to  the  ^ 
view  that  the  constitution  did  not  give  us  the  right  to  hold  ofiici*.  Tin- 
most  law  1  iieard  quoted  was  from  the  Died  iScott  decision — United  2:>tates 
law. 

.  Q.  Did  you  hear  the  statement  of  Mr.  Akerman  here,  this  morning:, 
that  the  argunuMit  ustnl  was  tluit  the  colored  people,  tmder  the  common 
law,  had  not  flic  right  to  hold  oflice  unless  expiessly  given  them  by  the 
.constitution  of  the  State  t 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  I  think  thai  was  about  the  view  taken.  I  have  never 
held  a  doubt,  my  sell;  of  our  right  to  hold  office.  I  think  I  was  the  first 
to  quote  from  the  code  of  Geor^  conferring  the  right  to  hold  oillce  iii>on 
all  citizens,  which  code  was  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  constitution  by  the 
convention. 

Q.  Did  you  make  that  statement  in  the  legishiture  and  <piote  that  sec- 
tion from  the  code  ! 
A.  I  did. 

Q.  TTave  you  any  means  of  knowing  whether  there  was  a  full  and  free 
vote,  especially  among  the  colored  people  of  Georgia,  at,  the  recent 
election  f 

A.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  there  was  not.  Acts  of  violence  were 

committed,  and  I  myself  advised  the  colored  people  to  leave  the  polls  after 
they  had  been  ddilM  rately  fii  ed  into  by  the  police  and  white  citi/ens. 
.There  were  two  ]»eisoiis  kilhd  on  the  spot  and  three  died  nfterwards, 
and  10  or  17  w  ounded  at  the  jjolls  in  Savannah.  After  wliich,  in  accord- 
ant with  my  advice^  the  colored  people  generally  retired  from  the  polls. 
There  were  fonr  voting  precincts  in  the  count^^-,  one  of  which  was  for  the 
•  whole  vify  of  Savannah,  and  tlie  election  was  held  at  the  cfyiirt-house. 
On  opening  tlu*  polls,  about  seven  o'<'lock  in  the  morning,  tin  re  were 
three  boxes  for  depositing  votes,  but  all  iu  one  room.  1  went  there  to 
see  how  the  election  progressed,  iind  noticed  that  as  colored  men  came 
up,  tJiey  were  challenged  by  white  persons  for  not  having  paid  their 
tiixes  for  IHMT.  T  jvmtested  that.  1>\  the  proelanuition  of  the  governor, 
the  collertioii  of  that  tax  war*  suspciMird,  and  that  1  did  not  think  they 
had  a  rigid  to  challenge  them  on  that  account.  The  magistrate  who . 
controlled  the  election  referred  me  to  the  onlinary  of  the  city,  stating  that 
the  ordinary  Inul  instructed  him  not  to  receive  the  votes  of  those  who 
•had  not  paid  tlieir  taxes.  I  w«Mit  out  and  tbnnd  the  ordinary,  and  asked 
him  if  it  was  by  his  order  that  colored  men  were  turned  otl"  on  account 
of  non-payment  of  the  ttixes  of  1807.  He  stated  to  me  that  it  was  not; 
that  he  had  not  |d  ven  any  orders  of  the  kind,  bnt  that  it  was  an  arrange- 
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meat  aiuoug  the  magistrates,  who  had  met  together  and  decided  how  to 
ooDduct  tlie  election  in  tbeir  own  way.  I  returned  and  told  the  magia- 
trate  that  tho  ordinary'  said  this  was  not  done  by  his  order,  and  protested 
against  it.  Tlie  m^^ri^^trat('  replied  that  it  did  not  matter;  it  wa.s  his  ran 
strnction.  and  lie  proceeded  on  it.  Not  more  than  every  ti'iith  colored 
man  coming  up  to  the  polls  was  allowed  to  vote.  The  taxes  of  many  of 
the  colored  men  had  been  ])aid,  but  they  eonld  not  take  the  oath  that 
they  had  been,  l>ecau8c  the  tax  was  paid  by  their  emi)loyer8.  The  legis- 
lature of  1860  provided  th:it  tliis  tnx  f^hould  be  paid  by  tin-  employers  if 
not  paid  by  the  person  liiiii^elt,  and  therefore  many  i)ei  sons  took  fi*oni 
thtt  wages  of  the  colored  men  the  amount  of  their  taxes.  Some  of  them 
had  not  been  informed  whether  their  tax  had  been  paid  or  not^  and  coold 
not  take  the  oath.  Others,  t  h  rou^^h  fear  of  being  punished  if  they  took  a 
false  oath,  were  afraid  to  take  it.  Tliis  sfnte  of  things  went  on  until  a 
quarter  past  eight  o'ekM-k.  There  was  a  g<K)d  deal  of  exeitenieut  outside 
of  the  i»olls  by  jiersous  who  hail  been  tiu-ned  ott  without  being  allowed 
to  vote.  They  came  to  me  in  large  nnmbers  and  inquired  what  was  to 
be  done.  They  8upp«>8ed  that  all  had  a  right  to  vote;  that  after  the 
governor's  proelamation  they  would  not  be  elmllenged  on  that  score; 
and  the  excitement  had  IxH'ome  iiiti  n.Hc.  About  a  quarter  jiast  eight 
some  of  the  hands  on  the  railroad  came  up  to  vote  iu  a  body — white 
men — suppose  some  50  of  them.  The  policemen  and  sheriff  attending 
at  the  polls  (»pened  a  passage-way  for  them  through  crowil.  The 
colorcnl  men  siipj)osed  they  would  be  allowed  to  ]>ass  in  as  well  as  the 
whites,  but  as  soon  as  the  white  men  had  )»assed  in  the  colored  men 
found  they  were  kept  back  and  not  allowed  to  goiu  through  the  passage 
that  had  been  opened  and  was  closed  np  again.  Just  at  this  time  the 
tiring  (;onimenced.  1  was  not  on  the  sjiot  when  it  commcsnced.  I  had 
gone  to  proj'inc  s<Mn('  !>allots  from  my  office,  and  hearinjr  the  firing  1 
returned  a>  ^oou  as  po.ssible,  and  Si*eiiig  tiie  state  of  things  I  thought  the 
best  thiii^  lor  me  to  do  was  to  exert  my  ijitlueuce  to  i^estore  peace*  I 
went  around  among  tho  crowd  advising  the  colored  people  everywhere, 
as  I  found  them  in  group.s,  to  go  away  from  tlu^  ik>11s  and  assemble  at 
our  Tvlace  of  meetin;*',  at  the  place  whciv  we  had  a  clnb  Tn^M'fino-,  15y  10 
o'clock  pretty  mucli  all  the  colored  i>eople  had  gone  away  from  the  court- 
bouso.  I  advised  them  to  return  to  their  homes  and  not  attempt  to  vote, 
seeing'  it  was  the  determination  of  the  whites  that  tin  y  shouhl  not  vote, 
and  1  did  not  think  it  was  best  to  risk  any  njore  blocMl^hed. 

Q.  Was  there  any  investigation  as  to  this  tiring? 

A.  There  was  no  investigation  made,  except  that  by  the  coroner's 
inquest  over  the  persons  who  wore  killetl,  that  1  know  of.  * 

Q.  What  was  the  verdict  in  the  easel 

A.  The  \  ('rdiet  was  that  those  persons  ennn'  to  their  death  frinn  i^m- 
shot  wounds,  hv  ]>ers(ms  unknown,  in  that  collision  at  the  coiut  lion.Ht*. 
I»io  indi\  i(iuai  was  pointed  out  or  implicated,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
yonng  man  by  the  name  of  Laws,  who  was  Idlled  that  night  on  the 
Oii^ee<  liee  i-oa<l,  in  a  collision  with  another  party  returning  m>m  a  pre- 
cinct ahont  11  miles  out  from  tin*  <  ity.  A  ]>arty  of  wliifr*  nicii  w«Mit  ont 
there  a]id  interrupted  them^  and  on  returning  there  was  liriug,  and  thx» 
gentleman  got  killed. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  vote  of  Savannah  was  in  the  presidential 
election  ? 

A.  The  vote  in  the  eonnty,  as  reiMiited,  was  lu-twcrTi  '^OOO  and  7,0()0; 
out  of  which  about  200  votes  were  for  the  republicau  candidate,  ami  Um^ 
rest  democmtic. 

Q.  How  man3'  republican  voters  were  there  in  the  d^f 

A.  About  2,600;  and  about  2,300  democratic. 
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Bv  Mr,  NouKis: 

Q.  Do  I  uiHlei-8tuud  you  that  a  great  many  Goiored  iiersons  voted  the 

democratic  ticket! 

.  A.  It  is  to  be  presumed  .soj  though  a»  a  matter  ot  tact  I  have  rcadou  to 
Mieve  that  men  voted  fonr  or  five  timeB  nnder  different  niiiiieB.  I  did 

not  Bce  persons  more  than  once,  that  I  recognized  personally;  indeed,  I 

was  at  the  i)()lls  very  seldom  (Inriiip:  the  dny,  attMr  the  votiiitr  cnTumonced, 
or  iit'tvv  the  tiaie  the  ilitticulty  o<ciurtMl,  between  8  and  U  u clock.  But 
persona  who  stood  bv  anil  wat<*heil,  informed  me  afterwards  that  the 
same  persons  came  up,  changed  their  immbera,  and  voted  over  and  over 
again. 

By  Mr.  Boutwbll.: 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  in  reganl  to  other  parts  of  the  State^  as 

to  whether  there  was  a  fair  vote  f 

A.  1  do  not  know  myself;  but  1  lia\  e  b«'en  in  other  ]»arts  of  the  State, 
and  mingled  with  uiu  people,  and  the  iuioramtion  1  have  is  that  they 
were  intimidated,  and  in  many  instances  driven  away  from  the  polls;  hi 
some  instances  killed* 

Q.  What  is  yoiu-  puisiiit  or  professhmf 

A.  I  am  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  church. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  instances  in  which  whiii  repubiieaus  were  driven 
away  from  the  polls,  or  co1on>d  persons  compelleti  to  vot4>  tlie  demo- 
CRttic  ticket  f 

A.  1  have  heard  of  su<'h  iiisrimees  ;  I  do  not  know  of  them  of  my  own 
liFiowledjrc.  I  think  that  was  the  Ciuse  in  dittei'ent  paits  t>f  the  HtnXe  in 
a  great  many  instances. 

Q.  Did  yoar  dntie«,  in  connection  with  your  chnrch,  take  yon  into 
dift'erent  parts  of  the  State f 

A.  Yes.  sir;  I  was  a  missioniirv:  and  1  also  went  about  the  t^tate  tor 
political  purposes,  a<  tin!;  in  a  political  capacity  to  a  very  great  extent. 
The  ministei-s  were  almost  the  only  ones  capable  of  looking  after  oui- 
peo]>le,  and  we  interested  ourselves  in  them  politically.  And  my  pro- 
fession as  a  minister  inis.sionary  was  the  only  one  in  which  1  could  go  to 
our  peo2)le  and  freely  advise  tliem. 

By  Mr.  NoBRis : 

Q.  Have  yon  any  idea  that  tlie  ( oloreil  men,  to  any  cousid€»rable extent, 
volnntarily  voted  tlie  democratic  tickr*t  f 

A.  1  do  not  think  you  woidd  tind  a  corporal's  guaul  in  any  county,  of 
colored  men  who  would  vote  that  ticket  if  they  had  a' free  exi»ression. 
I  am  sure  of  that.  I  never  met  a  single  man  in  the  whole  State,  oi'  any 
intelligence,  wlio  ex]>ressed  himself  openly  to  me  as  a  democrat.  Those 
who  <1i«l  so  I'xpress  themselves  were  either  acting  nnder  the  degi*adiiig 
intim  nee  ol  pay,  or  else  were  driven  to  it  from  ciicumstauees  of  home 
and  family.  I  am  sure  about  that.  I  was  very  careftil  to  note  if  I  fonnd 
any  colored  man  who  was  voluntarily  going  to  vote  the  democratic 
ticket,  ami  I  liave  yet  to  meet  the  first  one  in  the  State.  And,  as  I  siiid, 
I  know  my  State  tlioroughly,  having travelletl  over  it  fmm  my  boyhood; 
haviug  gone  for  1.3  years  to  the  legislature  to  wait  upon  the  best  reprc- 
aentatives  there,  and  in  various  ouier  capacities. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  whether  colored  men  have 
been  threat<'ned  or  turned  away  from  their  empIoym«it  for  having  voted 
the  republi<'an  ticket  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  J  1  kept  a  record  in  my  own  office  of  some  50  cases  of  that 
sort.  I  publish  a  little  paper  in  Savannah,  and  I  keep  a  record  of  these 
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cases  ol  irteu  wlit»  wviv,  turned  away  for  no  other  reason  ^^\(^eilt  because 
they  voted  the  republican  ticket — voted  as  they  desired  to. 

Q.  Have  you  any  donbt  in  your  own  mind  that  this  terroTism  existed, 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent  all  over  the  State  t 

A.  T  have  not;  and  T  Iniow  the  fact  that  ??(:niy  of  the  best  eiti/cus  of 
the  State,  such  avS  tiios**  I  have  heai'd  uientioncMl  to-day.  in  tlie  conimit- 
tee,  as  representing  tlie  best  sentiment  in  tlie  State,  who  could  hare  pre- 
vented these  things,  have  by  their  silence  allowed  them  to  be  done. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  instances  of  the  deuKwratic  press  of  the  State 
protesting  or  rtdvising  against  this  condition  of  teri'orisni  ? 

A,  2i»o,  sir.    Theri-!  was  a  general  cry  that  they  were  ourbe^t  fi'iendsj 
but  in  the  next  x>tti'agniph  below  yon  will  see  ns  abused  as  badly 
any  people  can  be. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  convention  of  colored  people  wbieh 
ri'cently  a.ss<*mbled  afr  Ma<  (>ii  f 

A.  1  was.    It  was  coiiipi»st  d  ofcolorc<l  people  IVoui  all  piut^s  ol  tlie 
State. 

Q.  Was  your  own  observation  in  regard  to  the  treiitnient  of  the  coloretl 
people  ill  various  ])art.s  of  the  State  roiifirnuul  by  the  statements  of 
others  from  (»tiier  parts  of  tho  State,  in  that  coiivi'iitiou  f 

A.  Unanimously;  witliout  a  ningle  exception.    Tiu^re  was  no  dill«  r- 
enoe  in  the  accounts  ?iveii  in  that  cottvetition. 

l\y  Mr.  15oi:  1  \v  ki.l,  : 
Q.  What  was  the  object  of  this  convention  t 

A.  It  wan  to  take  under  consideration  oar  condition     a  iM3ople ;  the 

outrages  ixTpetrated  upon  us ;  the  exi)ulsion  of  our  members  from  the  . 
lejjrislature ;  and  the  killing  t!i<'n  i^oin^- on  in  several  of  tiie  comities^ 
wiiich  had  very  niucli  alarmed  the  colored  people. 

Q.  Was  there  any  r«*port  made  of  the  conclusions  miched  by  that  con- 
vention T 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  will  furnish  the  comiiuttee  with  it. 
By  Mr.  Norbis  : 

Q.  Were  you  om^  of  the  delegates  to  that  convention  who  were  chosen 

to  represent  thein  In k  * 

A.  Yes.  sir :  1  am  t  liainiiau  ol  the  ecmimiticr  of  three,  appoiiit<'(l  Ity 
the  convention,  to  lueseut  their  mcniorial  and  e»»pies  of  tlie  res(»hitioiis 
passed  by  them  to  Congress.

By  Mr.  BOUTWEIX : 

Question.  Please  state  your  i^sidence  and  (xcupation  i 

Aaswer.  I  resi<lf  at  Macon.  (tfovL-i;!  I  lia\  t'  lu  retofore  been  aniinis- 
Ler,  and  am  yet.  1  am  now  a  missiouury  of  the  Atrican  Methodist  Kpis- 
copal  church,  and  was  lately  a  member  of  the  Georgia  legislature. 

Q.  You  are  one  of  the  iN*rson8  (>x|ieIltHl  ft-oni  that  legislature! 

A.  1  am. 

(}.  Did  you  licar  Mr.  SIih^'n  stat<'ment  this  !noriiiii<r  as  to  the  reasons 
for  his  expulsi<.»u  j  and  if  so,  are  those  reasons  .>iu  li  iis  you  would  ^ivel 

A.  YeSj  sir  j  1  agree  in  them.  1  heg  leave,  however,  to  explain  the 
reasons  given  by  him,  with  a  few  remarks.  The  strongest  argument  that 
was  urged  by  the  democrati<'  party  in  favor  of  our  j'xpulsion  was  that 
no  specifif*  rights  W4*re  given  in  f)it'  constitution  allowing  the  negro  to 
hold  ottice  ;  whiU'  we,  on  the  opp<>site,  look  the  ground  that  if  the  negro 
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had  110  right  by  \  irtiu*  of  tlie  coiistitiition,  aii.v  rijjlits  tlioy  had  them- 
Belvcs  were  lorlcitcd  by  the  rebelliun,  aud  that  Cougiess  gave  rights 
alike  to  the  white  man  and  the  black.  And  we  elahned  that  under  the 
Wonstriictioin  acts  we  had  the  same  ri^^hts  that  white  citisens  had. 

Q.  Wviv  you  II  TTKMnlKT  and  the  president  of  the  convention  of  colored 
peoi>le  re<feiitly  hehl  at  Macon  f 

A.  Yes,  sir  j  I  was  president  of  that  couvi  i»tit>ii. 

Q.  Did  that  oonyeiition  represent  the  ne^n-o  popidation  of  tlte  State 
pretty  extensively  ? 

A.  Very  exten.si\  .  Tlioro  vrvro  not  nu  iid>ers  from  all  the  counties. 
The  poverty  of  our  jicoplc  was  s(>  ^ivat  that  in  .some  instances  two  <'ouu- 
ties  joined  together  aud  sent  one  man  to  repieseut  tliem  both.  One 
bundled  and  eighty  delegates  were  present  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 
What  is  known  in  (it'orgiu  as  "the  negro  belt"  was  well  i-epreseuted  ;  I 
mean  the  middle  and  soutliern  parts  of  tin*  Stafc.*  Several  our  dele- 
gates had  to  walk  50or  (iO  niilrs  ;  ami  one  man,  I  think,  walked  JOo  miles 
to  get  to  the  convention,  owing  to  the  I'aet  tiiat  neither  he  nor  his  eou- 
stitnents  were  able  to  pay  his  fare  there  by  railroad. 

Q.  Was  the  manner  of  conducting  the  pmsidential  election  a  subject 
of  special  discussion  in  that  convention,  as  to  Uie  exercise  oftheriglitof 
voting  by  the  negroes  f 

A.  Yes,  sir.  This  convention  was  held  jusl  beloie  Uie  presidential 
election,  and  there  has  been  no  general  convention  of  the  colored  [>eople 
of  the  State  held  since.  A  committee  was  apiiointed  <^on  murders  and 
out r;i 'j^f's,'' nud  every  man  made  Ills  report  to  that  eommittee.  A  syn 
opsis  ui"  the  i-e]»orts  was  Jiiadc  l»v  the  committee.  \vlii<  li  1  woulil  be  ulad 
•  to  jdiice  in  the  hands  of  this  uijumdttee  il"  the/y  wiii  allow  me.  11  1  had 
known  that  I  would  be  called  upon  by  the  committee  to  make  a  statement 
in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  colored  ]>cople,  being  president  of  the 
Civil  Hights  Association,  and  receiving  letters  ami  re^vorfs  from  all  parts 
of  the  8tate,  1  <'ould  have  laitl  before  you  an  iiiiiaense  mass  of  documents 
on  that  subject. 

Q.  Have  yon  information  firom  different  parts  of  the  State,  since  the 

presidential  election,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  that  election  was  con- 
ducted, and  esiM'cially  as  to  the  exercise  of  ihr  i  iglif  of  snftVage  by  the 
colored  people?    If  so,  state  that  iidbrmation  to  the  committee. 

A.  I  have.  1  may  state  that  in  the  city  of  Macon,  where  I  live,  1  sup- 
[M>se  the  best  moral  sentiment  prevails  among  all  the  citizens,  aiiy\vhere 
in  (leorgia.  hav(^  a  splendid  mayor  tliei-e.  He  is  a  democrat,  but  is 
an  honest,  ni)right  gentleman;  and  our  municip<al  oflBcers  generally  are 
digniried,  intelligent  and  faithful  officers.  They  have  always  kei)t  good 
Older  in  Macon,  it  is  true  we  have  found  grave  objections  in  the  courts; 
but  we  had  a  fair  election  in  Macon,  and  the  result  was  that  we  polled  a 
heavier  vote,  1  believe,  than  wt^  have  heretofore  given,  amt)unting  to 
sometliing  like  SOO  republican  nuijoritv  in  the  city  of  .Macon  and  connty 
of  J3ibb.  No  outrages  were  peq>etrated  there  at  tin^  election,  ex«-ept  that 
one  colored  man  was  arrested  on  the  charge,  by  a  white  nnin,  that  he 
had  been  convicted  and  served  in  the  penit<*ntiary.  It  creatrd  gi cat 
excitement  at  the  time;  but  as  soon  as  the  slieritf  was  promi)tIy  infornu'd 
that  the  man  had  mn  er  seen  a  penitentiary,  mm'h  less  convicted  of  any 
crime  aud  sent  there,  he  let  liim  out  about  0  o'clock  that  uight.  But 
1  must  say  that  in  southern  Georgia,  so  far  as  I  have  learned  fh)m  letters 
received  and  from  [>ersons  I  have  kim  ii  coming  to  Macon  with  bullets  in 
their  legs,  bullets  in  their  sides,  and  bullets  in  their  heads,  the  evidence 
is  A  cry  strong  that  the  election  did  not  pass  witliout  gieat  outrages  being 
committed. 
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Q.  What  lia«  bnvn  your  ol>>iervatiou  in  reganl  to  the  conduct  of  the 
<!olored  men  generaJly,  in  their  attendance  at  the  political  meeting  at 
the  polls,  and  eA^ei^rwIiere  f  Have  any  oatrages  been  institated  tnr  tnemf 
In  other  words^  are  they  lesponsible  for  any  of  the  broils  and  dtfflcnlties 

tlmt  ocfuiTed? 

A.  Ik'lure  anawerin;?  that  question  i  would  like  to  s;i>  tliMt  I  Imve 
travelled  and  lectured  as  much  and  probably  more  than  any  other  uum 
in  GeoTjnay  and  I  say  this  with  the  highest  respect  for  others  wholiave 
worked  faithfully;  and  there  have  been  a  great  many  heroes  there  in 
the  ri«rht  pause,  as  well  as  in  the  wrong  cause.  1  say  that  I  have  spol«»n 
in  as  nuiny  places  and  to  as  m^iny  people  in  our  Stati',  and  1  know  as 
much  about  the  condition  of  our  jieoph^  as  any  other  man  in  the  State^ 
and  I  can  say  before  God,  and  in  view  of  the  judgment,  that  I  liave  yet 
the  first  time  to  see  the  first  (colored  man  in  any  meeting — though  1  have 
seen  them  in  meetings  of  from  a  hundred  to  foiir  or  five  thousand — who 
has  ever  inauguratetl  strife  with  the  whittii.  And  1  want  to  say  further, 
tliat  in  all  these  assemblages  I  have  rai*ely  ever  seen  a  drunken  bhick 
man.  Tliey  will  hurrah  and  cheer  for  Grant,  or  Bullock,  or  whoever  is 
the  candidate,  and  sing,  as  the  i)eople  always  do  at  such  meetings;  but  I 
have  never  known  thcni  to  create  a  disturban<  «'.  And  I  wiy,  further- 
more— and  1  challenge  aliy  white  man  in  the  State  ol  Georgia  to  contra- 
dict it— that  at  no  meeting  did  the  colored  people  ever  inaugurate  strifip 
or  collision  with  the  whit^ 

Q.  In  these  meetings  you  have  seen  a  gocnl  many  wliire  rcjmblicanH, 
both  southern  and  northern  people.  Have  they  generally  iuitiiited  these 
•flisturbances? 

A.  Never^  exceiit  by  the  vindication  of  their  own  ^iews.  These  are 
the  only  things  they  have  ever  done  to  disturb  anybody  that  I  know  of; 
simply  to  (  oinmend  their  views  to  the  people,  and  to  advise  the  people 

to  go  tiiat  way. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  known  black  men  at  these  meetings  to  be  disturbed 
by  those  known  as  the  conservatives  or  democrats? 
A.  I  have  heard  of  a  good  many  such  disturbances.   I  do  not  know 

that  any  of  my  meetings  wore  ever  (listinbt'd.  As  an  individnal  J  must 
sav  that  the  whil»*s  have  listened  to  me  very  attentively,  and  none  of  my 
meetings  have  ever  been  <listurbed.  Of  <*ourse  there  have  been  ques- 
tions asked  at  me,  which  I  have  answered.  But  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  a  great  nuiny  meetings  in  the  State  have  been  distui'l)ed. 

(}.  What  was  th<>  republican  majority  in  IMhh  eonnty  at  the  hist 
election,  in  comi»arison  with  the  majority  for  the  constitution  when 
the  vote  was  taken  ui>on  its  nititicatiou? 

A.  It  was  larger. 

Q.  And  you  say  you  had  a  fair  Section  i 

A.  We  had  a  fair  election  at  the  presidential  election.

By  Mr.  Hoi  rwKLl. : 
Question.  State  your  residence  and  oeenpatioii. 

Answer.  My  residence  is  Elverton,  Georgia;  1  am  an  aito>  iiey  at  law. 
Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Georgiat 

A.  I  have  resided  in  Georgia  tw  enty-five  years;  all  my  mature  life  baf 
been  spent  there;  I  am  a  native  of  the  Btate  of  New  Uampshire. 
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Q.  What  have  hven  your  means  of  acquaiuUuice  witli  the  people  of 
Georgia  i-ecently  within  the  last  two  or  tbiee  yearot 

A.  My  profesaion  carrieK  me  twice  a  year,  and  often  more  fre<iuently^ 
into  some  eight  counties  of  the  State.  Since  flic  coiigressioual  plan  of 
rccoTistnurtion  has  been  ji.ritiit(»<l  1  have  ix'cii  somewhat  active  as  a 
speaker,  and  otherwise,  in  suppi^rt  of  it.  1  was  a  member  of  the  c<iiiv  cu- 
tioa  whieh  framed  the  present  constitution  of  Geor^^ia,  and  was  one  of 
the  candidates  for  ele<*tor  for  President  and  Vice  PrcHitlcnt  in  the  i*ecent 
election,  and  caiivasisrd  the  State  s(>in<>wlint  in  that  charactor.  In  tlicse 
ways  I  have  been  lnon^^iit  pretty  extensively  into  contact  witli  tin'  pcoj)!*' 
of  tlittt  State,  and  have  taken  an  iutere^iit  in  anrcrtaining  their  views 
Bpon  the  varions  queRtions  of  politics. 

Q.  Please  state  to  the  (committee  any  information  ydu  may  have  as  to 
the  cause  or  origin  of  the  existing?  political  difficnlties  in  Georgia,  and 
any  views  you  have  m  to  the  mode  of  reuiovinjjj;  or  overcoming  these 
dilliculties. 

A,- 1  tliink  the  difRculties  arise  mainly  from  the  disturbances  in  the 
minds  of  tlie  people  on  account  of  the  war  and  its  results,  of  wliich  the 
prime  was  emancipation,  and  the  changes  wrought  in  s(M*iety  Uy  th<'S<' 
causes,  as  well  ius  the  very  active  agitation  whi<'h  some  political  leaders 
who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  existing  state  of  things  have  creati-d.  1 
think  there  are  two  and  only  two  very  disturbing  element  in  onr  south- 
ern society ;  and  when  I  speiik  of  soutfaeni  society  I  refier  to  the  rural 
{lortion,  which  comprises  tlio  greater  i>ortion  of  the  ]>eople  of  Georgia — 
only  a  small  portion  residing  in  the  towns  and  cities.  J  tiiink  tltere  are  * 
some  men  of  talent,  whose  i>olitical  opinions  have  weight  in  the  State, 
who  are  very  much  opposed  to  the  legislation  of  Congress,  and  whose 
opposition  to  the  party  in  power  at  Washington  in  Congress  is  intensely 
bitter,  and  they  com]>Hse  one  ot' the  classes  wliich  1  refer  to.  Theotiier 
disturbing  element  is  conij)oscd  mainly  of  young  men,  the  sons  ol  parents 
who  were  wealthy  before  the  receuL  changes  were  WTOught,  and  who 
looked  forward  to  easy  lives  through  their  parents'  wealth,  and  are  dis- 
appointed by  the  loss  of  that  prospect.  Many  i)er8on8  of  that  class  an^ 
restless,  turbulent,  and  violent,  and  1  think  the  greater  part  of  the  out- 
rages that  are  perpetrated  in  that  State  are  only  peri>etrati'd  l>y  uicn  of 
that  sort,  and  their  friends  and  adherents.  I  believe  a  large  majority  of 
the  white  people  of  the  State  are  inclined  to  order  and  to  obey  the  laws^ 
bat  that  their  party  feeling  has  to  some  extent  blinded  them  to  the  mis- 
chief wron^'ht  by  these  other  classes,  and  they  have  been  disposed  some- 
what to  wink  at  the  outrages  done  by  these  othtu*  (!lasses  to  those  whom 
they  eormidered  as  their  political  foes.  As  to  the  extent  of  lawlessneaa 
in  Georgia,  from  my  best  information  and  from  ]>ersonal  observation^ 
I  believe  that  during  the  pendency  of  the  presidential  canvass,  at  the 
t'lmv  of  the  election,  and  for  some  time  afterwards,  there  were  ntany 
instances  of  lawlessness  iji  the  State,  the  sutterers  Irom  which  were 
republicans,  (either  colored  or  white,)  and  on  account  of  their  politics. 
I  uiiuk,  however,  that  since  the  election  there  has  been  a  partial  subsi- 
dence of  that  animosity ;  that  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  men 
who  have  jicted  with  tiie  <leniocratic  pai-ty,  and  vote<l  that  ticket  in  tlie 
presidential  election,  disapi»roved  of  the  violence  of  their  leaders  and  of 
this  lawlessness  of  which  I  have  spoken,  and  that  this  feeling  of  disap- 
probation is  increasing.  I  think  the  cx)Iored  citiKCUSOf  the  State  have 
not  ]»ractically  enjovt  fl  their  full  civil  rights  in  many  neighborhoods. 
There  arc  iimny  people  m  the  State  (employers)  who  are  not  disposed  to 
do  them  full  justice  in  mailers  of  contract,  but  1  am  inclined  to  think 
the  number  so  disposed  is  decreasing,  and  that  a  disposition  to  do  them 
justice  is  inereasiog. 
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Q.  What  forui  does  tbe  lawlessness  of  which  you  8i>eak  take  ? 

A.  Before  election  it  manifesteditself  in  efforts  to  prevent  republicans 
from  meeting,  ami  in  disturbances  of  such  meetings  by  insults,  and  in 
some  instances  violence  to  the  speakers  for  the  republican  ticket.  In 
many  piu-ts  of  the  State  actual  violence  and  intimidation  was  used  to 
prevent  men  firom  voting  that  ticket  When  I  speak  in  answer  to  your  , 
qnestion  on  the  anbject  of  violence  at  the  polls,  1  only  speak  from 
report.  Jn  my  own  connty  I  was  the  personal  witness  of  only  a  single 
act  of  violence,  which,  it  desired,  I  will  state.  The  voting  at  Ela  was 
in  the  conrt-liouse.  The  managers  of  the  election  sat  in  one  of 
the  rooms  of  tJie  court-house,  and  yotere  went  up  to  a  window  of 
that  room  and  deposited  their  votes,  l^ach  voter  gave  his  name 
according  to  usage  in  G('or;;ia,  a  list  bciii;^'  kept  of  tlie  names  of 
voters  with  a  numl^er  i>laced  a^niinst  c;h1i  niiiiu'.  and  the  same  num- 
ber is  put  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  so  as  to  identity  the  ballot  of  any 
of  the  voters  in  the  case  of  a  contested  election.  The  tmllot  is  then  pat 
in  the  I30X.  A  greater  part  of  the  white  citizens  who  were  to  vote  at 
that  place  were  democrats ;  a  lar;rc  i)ortion  of  the  colored  citizens  are 
republicans.  1  was  known  to  be  somewhat  i)romincnt  in  the  rc]>ublican 
pai'ty  2  aiul  I  had  desired  those  coloi'cil  men  who  weit^  disposed  to  vote 
that  ticket  to  meet  at  a  certain  place  the  morning  of  that  day.  They 
did  so.  They  met  in  the  strei't,  not  in  sight  of  the  voting  place,  which 
was  at  the  conrt-lionse,  in  the  midst  of  a  large  open  sqn:ne.  I  made 
them  a  short  addiess,  not  having  had  the  opportunity  durini,^  the  can- 
vass to  si)cak  in  my  own  county,  giviiig  reasons  why  1  thought  they 
would  act  wisely  to  vote  the  repnblican  ticket,  ending  by  telling  them 
they  were  entirely  free  to  vote  as  they  pleased.  If  they  <?lioRe  vote 
tin*  denuxMatie  ticket,  they  <*onld  find  dcnioci Mtic  ballots  :it  the  court- 
h<ms4' ;  Imt  it  tliey  chose  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  1  wouhl  S!ii>ply 
them  with  ballots.  Wldlc  1  was  speaking  in  this  way  a  number  of  wliite 
people^  who  were  democrats,  came  up  and  stood  behind  me,  or  near  me^ 
4ind  begun  to  interrupt  me  and  dispute  my  a.ssertions,  &c.  Some  of  them 
were  civil  and  respectful  in  manner;  others  nsed  very  violent,  profane 
and  threatening  language  against  those  who  siiuuld  vote  the  i^publicau 
ticket,  or,  as  they  termed  it,  the  nulical  ticket.  The  effect  of  the  dem- 
onstration npon  the  <M>lored  people,  several  hutulred  of  whom  had 
tusscmbled,  was  sonu'what  to  alarm  them.  When  1  had  concluded, 
howover,  they  came  to  me  for  repnldican  tickets;  and  1  sn]»])ose at  least 
;iOl>  men  rctu  ivcd  them,  umuy  taking  more  than  one  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  them  to  their  fiiends  as  they  came  in.  I  suggested  to  them  tiiat 
as  the  voting  was  then  going  on  rapidly  by  the  white  people  tlu\y  had 
better  not  come  up  until  there  was  a  lull  in  the  voting,  as  it  might  be 
considere<l  an  intrusion  upon  the  white  ])eoi)le  to  crowd  upon  tlnnn. 
They  waited  an  hour  or  two,  until  1  ascertained  there  were  but  lew 
aroand  the  window  voting.  I  then  went  myself  towards  the  i>oll8, 
and  they  followed  me ;  1  suppose  300  or  400,  and  perhaps  more.  As 
soon  as  wc  came  around  the  corner,  so  as  to  bo  visible  to  tlie  large 
crowd  ot  peo]>ie  who  were  in  sif^lit  in  front  of  the  <'ourt  house,  the  cry 
was  raised  among  them  clo.sc  up,  close  upj"  and  there  was  a  nisli  to 
the  conrt-house,  around  the  window,  making  it  impossible,  for  us  to 
approach  the  window.  We  stood  waiting,  on  the  verge  of  the  crowd,  for 
them  to  dis]><'rso.  Occasionally  a  ])erson  would  approach  the  window 
and  Mite,  i)ut  very  lew  t»f  tlie  crowd  about  the  window  were  voting; 
most  ot  them  were  there  merely  blocking  up  the  way.  JJy  many  persons 
in  this  crowd  profane,  abusive,  and  threatening  language  was  used 
towards  myself  and  to  the  colored  iieople  who  were  beluiid  me.  In  a  short 
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time  1  heaicl  confihsioii  Ueliiiitl  me,  persons  i  immng  ami  tli*^*  rex»oi  t  ot  a 
pistol ;  it  was  imposaible  for  me  to  se^  by  whom  it  was  fired.  In  tliat 
excitement  tbe  window  was  elearcd,  tlie  people  having  run  down  to  see 

what  was  ^oiriff  on.  I  then  wtMit  into  the  m^in  wlirro  tbo  oflRcers  and 
<'l(Mk.s  of  electiou  were  and  tokl  tln'in  that,  as  a  citizen  and  as  a  eandi- 
date,  1  protested  aj^aiust  ihe  coutinuauec  of  the  election  at  that  place, 
because  people  were  not  allowed  to  approach  the  polls  or  vote  freely,  ana 
I  desired,  if  they  did  not  feel  at  liberty,,  to  stop  the  election,  to  malce 
a  iiir'nioi  ;ni(him,  statin*?  the  period  at  which  1  had  made  this  protest,  snp- 
po;>iii;4  It  might  be  importiuit  in  case  of  a  contested  election  to  know  at 
Avhat  point  the  disturbances  began.  They  did  make  the  memorandum 
at  my  reqaest,  bnt  declined  to  stop  the  Section.  I  then  went  out  and 
found  most  of  the  colored  voters  had  gone  back  to  the  place  where  th'ey 
had  first  jissendiled,  near  the  (junrtprs  of  a  squad  of  United  State  s  cav 
airy,  which  Inul  been  sent  there  by  General  Meade  to  be  nsetl  if  called 
ui>ou  by  the  civil  authorities  to  quell  any  disturbances.  I  learned  from 
an  immediate  witness  the  cause  of  the  uproar  which  had  occurred;  that 
two  white  men  had  gone  into  this  crowd  of  colored  men,  the  former 
master  and  eiiii)loyer  of  one  of  the  (M^loTrd  mvn  and  his  son,  who 
deuounced  this  colored  man  as  one  of  the  worst  ra^licals  in  the  cx)untry, 
the  Mher  pronouncing  him  a  mean  nigger,  and  that  he  had  been  one 
ever  since  his  freedom.  Very  threatenmg  and  abnsive  language  was 
used  toward  him,  and  other  white  peojile  p:atliered  around,  when  one  of 
them  began  to  strike  him  under  the  chin  ;  he  begiyred  thenr  to  let  liini 
aloue;  said  he  was  not  pestering  them,  and  hoped  they  would  not 
pester  him.  They  )>ersi8ted  in  beating  him  and  he  started  to  retreat ; 
one  person  struek  him  on  the  head  witli  a  stick;  then  he  began  to 
run  ;nid  the  colored  pin)])le  nronTid  liim  to  run  ;  a  wliit(»  innii,  ondoav- 
orin;^  to  intercept  iiim  in  his  retreat,  raised  in  his  Innul  a  very  large 
stone  as  if  to  throw  at  him,  but  the  nigger  cau^rlit  the  stone,  threw 
it  down,  and  then  ran  on.  About  that  sta^(^  of  ]m>ceedings  a  pistol 
was  fired  at  him,  but  did  not  hit  him ;  he  ran  and  was  caught  by  a 
white  person,  who  struck  him  upon  the  forehead  wifli  i  ])istol.  cutting 
a  very  <let'i>  gash  in  his  forehead  ;  lie  ran  around  to  the  soldiers,  and 
when  1  found  him,  was  bleeding  v«'ry  luofusely  from  this  gash.  The 
colored  people  had  generally  retreated  to  the  same  place,  where  they  felt 
safe  un«ler  the  protection  of  the  soldiers.  Up  to  that  time  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  was  n(»t  i^resent,  but  arrived  perhaps  half  an  hour  after.  He 
.said  he  thought  he  could  protef't  the  voters  if  tlu'.v  should  uiake  the  effort 
to  vote  again.  I  urged  the  colored  men  to  make  another  eft'ort  j  went  up 
myself,  and  many  of  them  followed  me.  As  soon  as  we  reached  the  cor- 
ner in  sight  of  the  voting  place,  the  .same  cry  of  dose  up  was  hcard,and 
peo]ile  crowded  almnt  the  window.  T  waitedfor  some  time  on  the  verge 
of  tlie  erowd.  The  siieriff  urged  the  people  to  let  myself  and  othei's  vot«. 
They  replied  tluit  they  were  voting  themselves,  but  the  greater  portion 
of  them  did  not  seem  to  be  making  any  effort  to  vote.  At  length  I  saw 
a  conversation  between  some  gentlemen  who  were  active  members  of  the 
democratic  party,  and  there  was  a  cry,  stand  back  and  let  Mr.  Ackennan 
vote ;  they  opened  si  space,  through  which  1  approached  and  de])ositcd 
my  vote,  although  assiiiled  by  scurrilous  and  abusive  language  in  refer- 
ence to  myself  and  tbe  political  party  to  which  I  belonged.  I  then  told 
some  colored  persons,"  who  were  near  me,  if  they  <lesired  to  vote  the 
sheriff  would  ermblc  them  to  do  so,  and  a  few  of  them  did  vote.  But  as 
they  went  up  there  were  such  cries  in  the  crowd  as,  take  his  nan>e, 
nemember  Iiiiii,  mark  him,  see  what  kind  of  a  ticket  he  vote.s,  if  he  is  a 
radical  remember  him,  and  cries  of  that  kind.  The  greater  x>art  of  the 
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colored  i>eople  did  not  vote.  I  remained  there  several  hours,  n^i  ved  no 
per8onal  iignry,  but  lieiiijc  subjec^ted  to  a  {jjfat  deal  of  insulting  and  abu- 
Hive  Ijm  Lnisipre.  Many  of  the  t^oloml  ]>oo]>lr  told  mp  they  feared  to  vote  j 
that  jt  not  subjected  to  immediate  injury,  they  would  tind  it  difficult  to 
get  employment  and  homes  for  another  year.  The  re-sidt  at  tliat  voting 
place  was  798  for  the  democratic  tii^ket,  and  21  for  the  republican  ticket, 
f  am  satisfied  there  would  have  been  from  ;{()0  to  ."MM)  rei)nblican  votes 
cast  if  tlu'ic  had  been  a  free  election,  and  1  think  inauyof  tlio  ])cop1o  of 
the  ctKinty  were  kept  from  going  to  the  imll.s  on  account  of  aiiprehension 
of  violence.  If  there  had  not  been  any  aiiiirehension  of  violence,  my 
opinion  is  there  would  have  been  abont  1^800  votes  east  in  the  county, 
there  bein^^  above  2.000  voters  in  the  comity;  mid  of  these,  my  belief  is 
that  1,0(K)  or  1,050  wonld  have  been  <  ast  tor  the  republi<  ;nf  ticket,  and 
760  or  800  for  the  democnitic  ticket.  There  were  12  republican  vote« 
thrown  in  anoUier  precinct  in  the  county,  but  I  think  all  by  white  men, 
making  a  total  republiwm  vote  in  the  county  of  33.  Of  the  votes  cast 
for  the  democratic  ticket,  I  think  several  hundred  voted  reluctantly, 
through  fear,  and  njrainst  their  own  preference  in  rej^ard  to  the  candi- 
dates. Outside  of  niy  own,  being  only  able  to  form  an  outside  opinion, 
I  Bhould  say  that  in  one^third  of  the  countieaof  the  State,  having  a  large 
voting  i)oi>ulation,  the  same  influences  were  extensively  used.  Aly  opin- 
ion, if  it  is  proper  that  I  should  give  an  opinion,  is,  th  it  it  th(  ic  had 
been  entire  freedom  in  the electioii,  sneli  ;i>  vy  ;is  tlie  fact  in  the  elections 
before  the  wiir,  about  -00,000  votes  would  iia\c  been  ca*»t  in  the  StAtc^ 
and  of  these  about  110,000  wonld  have  been  for  the  republican  ticket, 
and  about  00,000  for  the  democratic  ticket.  As  it  was,  the  republican 
ticket  received  ^7,000,  and  the  democrats  over  101,000. 

By  Mr.  NOEIUS: 
Q.  Was  there  a  newspaper  published  in  your  county  f 

A.  There  is  a  democratic  paper  published  in  the  village  in  which  1  live. 
I  have  not  seen  the  paper,  however,  since  the  election. 

Q.  What  is  the  couiUtiou  of  the  8tate  in  I'efei-euce  to  the  administra- 
tion of  justice  in  the  courts  t 

A.  I  think  tSiat  in  all  ca.ses,  except  where  political  feeling  exists  or 
where  negroes  are  parties,  the  law  is  as  well  iwhninistered  as  it  ever  was 
in  Georgia;  and  that  in  a  majority  ol  the  counties  of  th(»  State,  substan- 
tial justice  will  be  done  without  regard  to  politics,  and  without  regard  to 
color.  I  think  the  judiciary,  especially  the  su]ierior  court,  which  until 
the  recent  legislation  of  the  State  had  the  criminal  jurisdiction,  are  dis- 
posed to  do  justice;  that  thev  are  npri^iht  men  and  le;irnfMl  lawyers.  I 
will  al.so  say  that  tlie  judges  in  iliat  8Li4tc  have  been  disjioscd,  ever  since 
the  war,  and  since  civil  law  has  been  estiiblished,  to  do  entire  justice,  but 
that  they  have  not  always  been  seconded  by  juries. 

Q.  How  do  you  think  it  would  be  now  in  case  of  a  jury  composed  of 
democrat.s,  in  a  suit  in  which  a  republican,  and  especially  a  negro,  is 
concerned  f 

A.  1  think  in  a  majority  of  eouutieji  justice  would  substantially  be 
done.  There  are  other  counties  where  it  would  not  be.  I  coiUd  state  a 

case  in  my  own  county,  showing  that  in  the  administration  of  justice, 
where  a  colored  nuui  is  eoneerned,  jurors  juv  <o?iietimes  pivjudiced.  The 
case  to  which  Ireter  (k-ciut(mI  in  a  family,  wealthy  before  the  wai\  the 
head  of  which,  Dr.  Baker,  is  dead,  and  the  plantation  in  charge  of  a  lady. 
In  August  last,  one  Sunday,  the  overseer  was  drunk,  and  the  lady  having 
the  ]ilace  in  charge,  thinking  it  would  not  \h'  ])roperly  attended  to, 
directed  two  negro  boys  on  the  place  to  water  the  mules.  While  engaged 
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in  doing  so  this  overseer,  boist(Tous  in  his  intoxicated  stat<\  cnllod  tliein. 
They  either  did  not  hear  him,  or  did  not  think  it  worth  while  to  notice 
him  in  that  state.  He  raifled  his  pistol  and  shot  one  of  them,  who 
lemained  in  a  critical  condition  for  a  \oi\g  time,  but  finally,  under  skilful 

treatment,  got  well.  The  fatlier  of  that  boy  went  Ix'Tori'  tlie  ^jrand  jnry 
of  the  superior  eonrt.  in  Scptcinher,  and  ])i<)V(mI  tUvsv  faets.  The  solici- 
tor general  drew  up  a  bill  lor  assault  with  intent  to  murder.  This  bill 
the  grand  jury  ignored,  on  the  ground  that  the  offence  charged  was  too 
high. 

Q.  Have  you  known  an  instance  in  your  State  of  white  men  having 
been  convicted  and  punished  for  assaults  upon  colored  men  ? 

A.  I  cauuot  recollect  such  an  instance.  I  think  there  have  been  but 
few  prosecutions  in  these  cases.  I  think  the  negroes  have  few  indnce- 
ments  to  commence  prosecutions  against  the  whites. 

Q.  Does  not  thatar?^''  from  the  impossibility  of  i^i't tin;.!  justice  before 
the  coui  ts,  and  have  uot  liuudreds  of  efforts  been  made  to  do  &o  without 
success  ! 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  hundreds  of  efforts  have  heen  made  to  do  so 

without  success.  I  tliink  it  arises  from  two  causes.  Tlie  ncfrioes  are 
disinclined  to  start  prosecutions,  which  require  time  and  attention,  and 
a  (lc;4^rt*e  of  kuowlcd^^c  on  the  subject  whi<  li  they  do  not  jmssess  ;  and  I 
will  also  state  that  iii  a  great  man^  instances  white  men,  who  have 
broken  the  law  by  beating  the  negro  m  a  moment  of  passion,  have  com- 
promised the  matter  by  some  satisfactory  compensation.  I  have  been 
called  upon  fi'om  time  to  time  by  eolore«l  nn'n,  since  the  war,  who 
complained  of  injury  of  that  kind.  1  have  told  them  what  their  remedy 
was,  but  have  afterwards  learned  that  the  paitv  who  had  done  the 
injury  had  repented,  gone  to  the  negro  and  made  him  a  satisfactory 
compensation,  and  he  had  forborne  to  pi-osecute.  I  may  also  state 
that  although  the  law.  as  I  have  said,  is  perhaps  as  well  executed  in  a 
majority  of  the  counties  as  it  ever  was  in  Georgia,  yet  the  criniiual  law 
in  Georgia  1ms  never  bwn  very  rigidly  enforced.  In  a  very  largt;  namber 
of  instiUH'cs  the  crimes  of  whites  against  whites  have  gone  unpunished, 
and  still  do,  i>ai  tly  from  slackness  in  administeritig  justice,  and  partly 
Iromthedittteully  in  procurinjr conviction  au<I  |)unishmentin  consequence 
of  sparseness  of  the  population  in  some  piu  tJS  of  the  State,  and  of  the 
insecurity  of  the  jails,  making  it  an  easy  matter  at  any  time  for  twenty 
men,  at  night,  to  rescue  a  ))er8on  from  jail,  unless  the  civil  authorities  had 
noticeof  their  intention  beforehand,  and  had  made  preparations  toi)r(n-ent 
it.  I  do  not  think  tiie  law  can  ever  be  administered  with  ctticicnc.v  and 
impartiality  unless  the  greider  part  of  our  j)opidation  are  well  <lisposcd 
to  the  administration  of  it ;  and,  as  I  have  stated,  I  think  that  disposition  is . 
increasing  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  that  the  hiwlessness  thus  lar 
display  eel  towards  the  members  of  the  repiddican  jtarty  has  been- by  a 
class  of  people  who,  at  a  time  when  there  is  no  election  or  political 
excitement,  are  equally  lawless  toward  i)eople  of  their  own  i>olities.  I 
think  the  disposition  to  suppress  disorder  is  increasing,  and  my  impres- 
sion  is  that  any  action  of  Congress  restoring  military  government  and 
overthrowing  the  reconstruction  whi(  li  li  [s  been  sup}K)se<l  to  be  perfected 
in  Georgia  would  be  most  pernicious;  I  think,  however,  that  some 
action  by  Congress  is  desirable,  and  that  action  should  be  founded  upou 
the  power  which  Congress  ixNssesses  tinder  the  14th  amendment  of  the 
Constitution,  whteh  Ibrbids  any  State  firom  denying  to  any  class  of 
citizeDs  the  equal  protection  of  its  laws. 

H.  Mis.  Doc  52  2 
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By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  In  other  words,  you  think  that  carryinjj  out  tho  14th  amendment  by 
cougresiiioual  lejy;:islatioii,  applicable  to  all  the  iStatei^  would  be  a  sufficieiit 
protection  to  the  people  of  Georgia  I 

A.  I  think  there  should  be  some  special  legislation  for  the  people  of 

Georjria. 

Q.  Would  there  not  ho  a  diffieiiUy  in  ronirress  pnvsin},^  iiiider  thnt 
aaa^ndiiient,  lor  a  parliculai  btate,  lejj;iislHtiou  which  did  not  bear  U|)ou 
all  9 

A.  With  all  due  deference,!  til  ink  not.  The  anu^ndment  provides  that 
noStati'slialhleny  to  any  person  witliin  itsjin  isdiction  the  efpial  piofectiou 
of  the  law,  and  I  think  when  any  State  (Iocs  dony  that  proti't  tion,  (  on- 
givss  amy  enat-t  a  law  bearini;^  pai  ticidarly  u\u  m  that  State.  For  instance, 
tlie  composition  of  onr  general  assembly  is  supposed,  and  I  think  correctly, 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  enactment  of  nuch  laws  as  will  do  justice  to  all 
classes  of  i)eoi>le.  The  composition  of  that  lej;islature  has  been  changed, 
ill  violation  of  what  1  understand  to  he  tlic  constitution  of  Georgin.  1 
liiink  there  is  machinery,  which  is  still  i>otcntial,  that  Congress  can  put 
in  motion  and  correct  the  defects  in  the  comi>osition  of  the  State  legisla- 
ture. All  this  (liHiculty  in  the  composition  of  our  legislature,  if  I  may 
be  penuitted  to  refer  to  a  matter  of  histui  \ .  is  perhaps  r!  oni  an  error,  in 
my  Judgment,  on  the  part  of  tliccunveuiiun  that  framed  the  constitution, 
which  refused  to  deny  the  colortnl  man  the  right  to  Iu>ld  office  by  two 
formal  votes,  but  also  refused  to  establish  distinctly,  by  a  formal  Vote, 
their  right  to  hold  oflice.  TIh'  (  (mnnittee  on  franchise  reported  an 
arti<'le  in  langimge  like  this:  *'A11  qualified  voti  is,  and  none  other,  shall 
be  eligible  to  any  ollice  in  this  State,  except  such  as  are  disqualified  by 
this  constitution,  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States."  If  that  pro- 
vision had  been  adopted,  there  would  not  have  been  the  slightest  d<rabt 
upon  the  subject,  and  no  ingenuity  could  have  suggested  a  doubt  as  to 
the  right  of  the  colored  mendxTs  to  seats  in  the  legislMtnre;  but  that 
clause  was  struck  out  of  the  report  by  the  conventitm  against  my  ejirnest 
protest,  and  by  a  vote  of  12tj  ayes  to  12  noes,  only  three  colored  members 
voting  no,  out  of  more  than  3I>  in  the  convention. 

By  Mr.  Bout  well: 

Q.  Was  that  vote  upon  the  understanding  that  thei«  were  other  pro- 
visions in  the  constitution  giving  to  the  c4)Iored  people  this  right f 

A.  I  think  some  who  vot<'d  against  it  did  so  for  the  pun>'>;«' of  exdnd 
ing  colored  men  from  hoUliiig  otliee;  I  think  the  majority  did  so  because 
they  believed  they  had  tlie  right  without  it.  I  am  bound  also  to  say,  in 
all  candor,  that  one  motive  which  led  to  striking  out  that  provision  was 
to  enable  the  const  itution  to  be  differently  interpreted  upon  that  sul^ect 
in  diiterent  parts  of  the  State. 

By  Mr.^OBBiS: 

Q.  What,  in  your  judgment,  is  the  correct  interpretation  of  the  eon* 

stitution  in  that  regard  ! 

A.  I  think  the  wmstitution  does  not  in  iviius  eonler  that  right;  but 
tiiiit,  in  connection  with  the  law,  the  right  is  conferred,  unless  tliere  is  a 
si^eclal  disqualification.  The  argument  useil  was  that  under  the  law  the 
Georgia  negro  had  iu>  political  privileges,  before  that  time,  whatever, 
and  therefore  they  had  no  privileges  now.  e\c(>pt  such  as  would  be  posi- 
tively ctailerred  uimn  them.  The  right  ol  sutirage,  it  was  sai«l,  was 
c'oiiferre«l  by  the  reconstruction  acts  and  by  the  constitution,  but  the 
right  to  hold  office  not  having  been  so  expivssly  conferrecl,  the  want  of 
allinnative  action  in  that  regaid  lett  the  disability  still  remaining. 
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By  Mr.  Boutwbll  ^ 

Q.  Then,  practically  under  tbe^  constitution  of  Georgia,  the  rij^bt  of 

snftrapc  having,'  been  practically  annulled  1)y  violonco,  and  tlio  rij^ht  to 
hold  ottice  by  a  construction  of  the  roiistitution  given  by  tke  iegu^lature, 
the  uegi'oes  have  practically  ueitlier  one  uor  the  other  f 

A.  I  could  not  say ;  substantially,  they  were  not  allowed  to  votej  my 
impressiou  is  that  more  than  lialf  the  negroes  voted,  although  I  think  a 
portion  of  them  voted  apiiiist  their  will;  perhaps  T  speak  too  strongly 
in  sayiujr  tluit  more  than  half  voted  ;  1  think  that  nearly  half  did  so; 
I  think  tlittt  the  people  of  the  {State,  of  all  classes  of  politics,  are  becom- 
ing more  and  more  reconciled  to  their  right  of  sulTrage ;  I  do  not  think, 
in  the  future,  the  colored  voters  will  be  subjected  to  the  same  violence 
as  in  the  past;  I  think  the  effect  of  the  late  election,  and  of  the  efforts 
niu(i<^  by  our  democratic  citizens  to  get  the  votes  of  the  negroes,  has 
habituated  them  to  seeing  the  negroes  vote  and  exercise  these  political 
privileges,  and  that  they  will  obtain  greater  Aeedom  in  their  exercise 
hereafter.  My  impression  is  that  the  best  course  for  Congress  to  pursue 
•would  be  to  jeassenible  that  convention  and  mpiire  it  to  state  expli- 
citly, in  an  anuMidinent  to  the  const itntion  of  the  State,  what  classes  of 
persons  shall  have  the  right  to  hold  olhce.  I  have  no  (hnibt  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  members  of  that  convention  believe  that  the  colored 
people  should  have  that  right,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that^  they  having 
seen  by  past  ex|>erience  how  iinpcn  tant  it  is  that  they  shonld  be  explicit, 
a  large  majority  of  them  would  vote  to  insert  an  ameudmeut  giving  that 
right. 

liy  Mr.  IJeaman: 

Q.  You  think,  then,  the  reconstruction  laws  have  not  been  executed 
in  Georgiat 

A.  I  think  they  have  been  executed,  but  that  Congress  may  resort  to 
this  1e;::islation  under  the  powers  given  by  the  14th  amendment  to  the 

Constitution. 

Q.  Then  you  think  the  present  government  of  Georgia  is  provisional  t 

A.  Ko,  sir,  I  think  not ;  I  think  that  question  has  already  been  aiyudi- 
cated  by  Congress. 

Q.  I>o  yon  think  Congress  could  pass  a  law  to  assemble  a  convention 
in  the  Stiitc  of  Massaehnsetts  and  correct  any  wrong  existing  there  ? 

A.  L  udouijtciiiy.  1  think  Congress  has  tixed  up  the  very  machinery 
in  that  amendment  to  enable  you  to  do  that ;  I  do  not  see  of  what  use 
^  the  first  section  of  this  last  amendment  is,  unless  it  is  applicable  to  just 
such  a  case. 

Q.  Then  could  not  Congress  dii'ectly  reinstate  these  men  who  are 
excluded  T 

A.  Perhaps  Congress  might.  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  use  the 

machinery  of  the  State ;  1  think  the  5th  section  of  that  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  gives  Congress  fhll  power  over  the 
legislation  of  any  State. 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  The  judges  of  your  supreme  court,  as  I  understand,  are  rejmblican. 
What  chance  would  the  rights  of  these  colored  men  to  hold  othce  have 
if  the  question  was  brought  before  the  court ! 

A.  It  would  not  reach  the  cases  of  the  men  who  have  been  expelled 

from  the  legislature,  because  the  legislature  itself,  by  the  eonstitntion  of 
the  State,  ai  e  Jndges  of  the  election  of  their  own  mendiers,  an<l  there  is 
no  constitutional  obligation  ux>ou  them  to  obey  the  mandate  of  the 
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supremo  court  upon  siu  li  a  (jnestion,  althoufj^h  such  a  decision  would,  no 
doubt,  have  great  luond  lorce.  I  uudcrstaud  that  such  au  istiue  h&H 
been  made  up  in  the  city  af  Savannah,  which  will  test  the  general  qnes- 
tioii  of  the  light  of  the  negroes  to  hold  otticc,  and  in  regard  to  the  com- 
position of  the  su])renie  court  ot*Geor<;ia,  I  niny  say  that  while  it  is  niy 
opinion  a  majority  of  that  court  wciuhl  decide  tliat  colore<l  men  are 
eligible  to  office  iu  that  8tate,  ll»e  chief  justice  of*  that  State,  Mr.  Brown, 
formerly  governor  of  the  State,  in  advocating  the  adoption  of  this  con- 
stitution  before  the  people,  did  it,  amonjj  other  things,  on  the  ground 
that  it  <lid  not  confer  on  colored  people  the  right  to  hold  oflice.  It  is 
l>r<»iH'i-,  however,  to  say  that  in  makin;,^  that  ar«rmiH'iit  he  stated  that 
his  construction  of  the  constitution  in  that  regard  was  iu  ox)positiou  to 
a  large  number  of  his  own  political  party.  That^  however,  was  his  polit- 
ical  o]»inion,  and  I  cannot  jnesume  that  his  judicial  opinion  would  be 
<litlV'rent,  but  I  shoul<l  state,  ui  justice  to  him,  that  T  am  informed  his 
att4'iition  has  since  been  called  to  a  clause  in  the  code  or  statutes  of 
Cicoigia,  wliich  was  recognized  as  the  law  of  the  State  and  a  part  of  the 
constitution,  which  would  give  the  right  to  hold  office  to  the  colored  peo- 
ple, and  up<m  that  view  his  judicial  oi)inion  may  be  different  now.  I 
have  no  <loubt  that  the  opinion  of  the  Su]>rcme  Court  would  recognize 
the  right  of  uegrtK'S  to  hold  othee,  but  the  opinion  of  thai  court  would 
not  be  binding  upon  the  legislature,  and  that  clause  of  the  constitution, 
if  so  ooustm^,  would  be  ino))erative  unless  Congress  has  power  to 
remodel  the  work  of  the  couvention  and  t6  break  down  or  set  up  the 
governm<>tit  of  any  State  wluch  lias  nut  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
that  14th  article.  ^ 

I'.y  Mr.  Be  AM  an: 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  be  understood  that  Congress  has  ]>o\ver  by  lawto 
require  a  convention  to  modifv  the  constitution  of  your  State? 

A.  It  has  iM>wer  to  reassemble  the  convention,  in  my  ju<lgmeDt ;  and 
I  will  8tate  why  I  believe  the  niachineiy  provided  is  i)erfeetly  applicable 
to  this  case.  In  my  judgment,  ('ongress,  inider  that  amendnuMit  of  the 
ConstitntiiHi,  has  the  li^^lit  to  remodel  the  government  of  any  State  which 
liails  to<h>jnsticeas  rc»iuired  under  that  article  of  liie  Constitution.  Still, 
howevei',  by  another  iwrt  of  the  Constitution  Congress  is  bound  to  do  it 
in  a  way  that  such  State  government  will  still  be  republican  inform: 
and  the  nmnner  I  have  ]>oiTit*Ml  out,  by  convening  the  convention,  would 
carry  out  tinit  juovisiou,  the  convention  having  so  recently  been  elected 
by  the  iieople,  and  not  having  tinally  adjourned. 

Q.  Are  not  its  powers  gone  f 

A.  AVhen  the  convention  adjourned  it  was  with  the  provision  that  it 
Bhonhl  be  reassembled  in  a  certain  contiugencyi  if  necessary  to  complete 
the  reconstruction  of  the  State. 

Q.  It  wa8  then  a  provisional  government  t 

A.  There  was  a  provisional  government  in  the  State,  but  that  conven- 
tion was  not  a  provisiiuud  government. 

Q.  Did  not  the  act  ot  < 'ongress  State  expressly  that  these  governments 
8h(»uld  renuiin  provisional  I 

A.  That  I  think  did  not  mean  a  government  which  the  convention 
might  set  np,  because  that  was  a  government  which  should  supersede 
the  provisional  governinent. 

Q.  The  action  of  the  conventi«ni  was  under  the  reeonstrnetitui  laws. 
Kow  1  understand  you  to  say  that  in  ymir  opinion  tliese  reconstruction 
laws  have  l>een  executed;  tlieu  how  can  that  convention  have  any 
further  existeiu  e  for  the  purpose  of  reconstruction  f 

A.  1  do  not  think  it  has. 
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Q.  Then  would  it  not  be  ignoring:  the  people  of  tho  State  to  call  that 
eouveution  together  by  act  of  Cougress  ! 
A.  I  think  Congress  would  have  the  same  right  to  teconvene  the  con- 

vention  as  it  would  to  iiiiike  the  amendment  by  its  own  act. 

Q.  Then  it  eomes  to  this,  that  Congress  may  eall  a  eonvention  in  ttoy 
dtate  iu  the  Union  to  review  and  amend  their  constitution  I 

A.  I  tliink  so ;  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  Congress  possesses 
such  power  under  that  amendment  of  the  Oonstitation. 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  Ton  state  that  there  was  a  provisional  gOTOroment  in  Georgia,  of 
which  General  Meade  was  tlu-  liead  ;  that  the  eonstitutioti  submitted  by 
the  convention  under  which  members  of  this  legislatiir**  were  elorted 
was  for  a  permanent  State  organization  discouuectcil  hum  the  provi- 
sional government,  and  that  the  men  who  took  seats  in  that  legislature, 
if  competent  to  take  the  oaths  requiivd  by  the  constitution  itself,  were 
the  legal  members  of  that  legislature  f 

A.  T  think  so, 

Q.  1  suppose  the  fact  that  the  legislature  was  required  to  ratify  the 
14th  amendment  under  that  provision  of  the  constitution  which  requires 
it  to  be  done  by  the  legislature  shows  that  it  was  a  permanent  form 

of  govern m on t  ? 

A.  Certainly  tho  legislature  was  in  sossion  while  the  i>rovisional  gov- 
ernment was  in  operation,  but  was  not  a  part  of  the  provisional  govern- 
ment. It  was  initiatory  to  a  permanent  government. 

By  Mr.  Boutwell: 

Q.  Suppose  the  convention  should  assemble  and  adopt  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  securing  in  plain  terms  to  the  negroes  the  right 
fo  liold  ofTloo;  vour  suggestion  farther  would  be  to  submit  that  amend- 
ment to  tlie  people  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  1  think  that  in  the  present  state  of  society  in  Georgia 
another  general  election  is  greatly  to  be  deprecated;  that  it  would  aggra- 
vate the  excitement  and  disonh  r  among  the  people. 

Q.  How  would  the  action  of  that  convention  become  a  part  of  tho 
constitution  m  such  a  case,  and  how  could  you  treat  it  as  rex^ublican  iu 
its  origin!  • 

A.  It  would  simply  be  upon  the  Idea  that  these  men  were  chosen  by 
the  iH'oi)le  to  make  a  constitution,  and  chosen  so  recently'  that  they 
might  be  fairly  understood  to  i*oprosont  the  poopi*'  upon  that  siibji'ct. 

Q.  Then  nught  not  the  convention  have  lornuid  and  deelan?4l  that 
which  you  now  understand  to  be  the  constitution  of  Georgia  without 
having  submitted  any  portion  of  it  to  the  people  f 

A.  No:  because  the  reconstruction  acts  rcfpiired  it  to  be  submittod  to 
the  pooplo.  We  have  had  oonstitntions  of  (  lo(>r«;'ia  proviously  that  have 
never  been  submitted  to  the  people,  and  1  think  it  is  in  the  discretion  of 
Congress  to  recognize  the  action  of  the  convention,  whether  aulmiitted 
to  the  p<'oi>1o  or  not  ',  and  that  Congress,  under  these  general  powers, 
nuiy  avail  itself  of  machinory  wliit  li  has  sprnn;^  from  tho  ])ooivlo  so 
recently  that  it  may  bo  oonsi(l«*i'<Ml  as  fairly  n  prcsi'iitiu^^  tlu-ni  upon  that 
subject;  and  such  an  amendment  to  oui"  constitution  of  Georgia  would 
be  good  whenever  it  should  be  ratified  by  Congress.  My  idea  would  be 
that  the  convention  should  meet,  having  the  time  fixed  at  which  it 
should  adjourn,  or  at  least  at  wliicli  the  pay  of  its  nieu»l)f'rs  slionld 
cease,  so  as  to  protect  the  people  from  the  burden  of  uinu'ccssaiy 
expense.  Let  it  pass  by  utUrmutive  action  a  provision  that  coloi  ed  per- 
sons may  have  the  right  to  hold  oflQce,  aud  let  that  action  be  approved 
by  Congress.  This  is  merely  a  suggestlou  which  occurs  to  me  as  the 
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easiest  way  oat  of  the  difficulties  in  Georgiar— to  give  tiiat  oonventioii 
au  o]jiiortiiiiity  to  correct  what  1  am  boanci  to  consider  it8  own  luistakc. 

If  the  cdininittcc  will  ntlow  me,  in  justice  to  myself,  T  will  smv  that  in 
my  iud^^iiicnt  auytliiiifi^  like  a  j>ro  conmilar  j;()venimeiit.  liaviii<;  it.s  root 
Jieie  in  VVashin^^ton,  will  only  posti)one  to  a  fiitui'e  day  the  ti"oul>les 
which  we  now  have  in  Georgia.  My  impression  is  that  this  lawlessness 
in  the  StiUc  is  the  inevitable  reniilt  of  the  transformation  of  govern- 
ment) and  that  .shonUl  the  United  States  again  control,  no  Tnnttcr  how 
rigorously  or  for  how  long,  whenever  it  chooses  to  let  go  there  will  be 
outbreaks  aud  violence  agaiu  in  the  State — the  only  cure  lor  which  is  to 
allow  it  to  exhaust  itself  or  be  repressed  by  the  local  law,  and  I  think 
the  local  law  will  have  ultimately  to  be  resorted  to;  that  it  may  be 
resorted  to  with  tolerable  efficiency  to  suppress  it  frofn  the  very  m»cos- 
fiity  of  the  people,  and  now  that  we  have  already  K">t  i)artially  through 
thin  process  iu  the  resumption  of  political  privileges  by  the  people,  now 
that  the  disorder  has  partially  exhausted  itself,  I  think  if  we  are 
remanded  to  anything  like  a  military  government,  that,  whenever  that 
niilitin  y  i^ovennnont  is  rehixed,  this  ferliiiij  M  ill  break  ont  atrain,  perhaps 
Willi  greater  violence  for  being  .so  long  res}iatne<l.  There  never  caii  lie 
pernmncnt  tranquillity  iu  the  State  without  going  through  that  process 
we  are  now  nndergoing.  It  is  very  important  that  the  attention  of  the 
people  should  be  called  away  from  politics  as  much  as  possible,  and 
turned  to  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  life — to  tlie  business  of  gaining  a  living. 
By  Mr.  Kokkis: 

Q.  ^Vhat  lias  been  the  intiuence  of  the  federal  officials  in  Georgiat 
Das  it  been  against  the  Union  men  in  the  State  or  otherwise! 

A.  It  is  not  so  great  in  Georgia  as  in  States  where  the  pox>nhition  is 
more  dense.  A  minority  of  the  ]ieople  of  Georgia,  living  in  the  rural 
districts,  seldom  come  in  contact  with  these  officials. 

Q.  Do  you  not  think  that  the  nior.d  effect  of  the  incoming  admiuis* 
tration  vvillhuve  a  good  result  upon  tlie  i)Cople  of  that  State? 

A.  I  think  so,  and  I  think  it  is  already  visible.  A  good  many  of  those 
who  voted  the  democratic  ticket  in  the  late  presidential  election  have 
ex]>ressed  themselves  to  me  as  liaving  regarded  onr  new  State  govern- 
ment in  litigation  until  the  result  of  the  election,  and  they  ha\ c  regarded 
that  result  as  a  decision  iu  favor  of  the  new  governments;  that  they  ai-e 
to  stand.  One  of  the  best  indications  of  an  Increasing  confidence  in 
the  condition  of  things  in  the  State  of  (tcorgia  is  that  there  has  been 
a  decided  rise  in  re;il  entate.  Thousaiuls  of  acres  were  soM  at  various 
county  seats  on  the  hrst  Tuesday  in  DeceinbiT,  and  I  think  1  may  safely 
say  thai  the  prices  are  double  what  the  same  lands  would  have  brought 
six  months  before.  I  would  like  to  make  one  other  suggestion.  If  Con- 
gress has  power  under  the  constitution  to  legislate  directly  for  the  i)ro- 
tectioTi  of  ])erson  and  property  in  :i  State,  eiiher  through  its  criminal  or 
civil  jurisdiction,  1  would  like  to  suggest  that  jurisdiction  be  given  to 
the  United  Stati's  courts  in  (;ases  where  it  is  shown  by  atlidavit  or  any 
other  satisfactory  way  that  on  account  of  the  race  or  color  of  the  injured 
party,  whether  living  or  dead,  or  on  account  of  his  political  sentiments, 
such  a  jiarty  cannot  go  into  the  State  tMmrts  and  ol»tain  impartial  jus- 
tice, the  case  may  be  removed  to  the  United  States  courts.  In  the 
XTnited  States  courts,  although  the  eff  ect  of  the  rule  has  been  somewhat 
impaired  by  the  decision  of  the  (.'hief  Justice  at  Richmond,  yet  so  long 
as  the  ii  Ml  clad  oath  is  rcfjuircd  in  the  constitution  of  juru's  in  the 
riiit«Ml  Stales  courts  you  mjiy  obtain  a  jury  whose  symj>athies  are  not 
with  the  perpetrators  of  these  outragcij.  Tlicre  is  another  remedy  which 
I  have  thought  might  be  brought  to  bear,  by  means  of  congressional 
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legislation,  until  the  eondition  of  things  shall  have  become  settled  in 
these  States,  by  falling  ])a('k  u(>uu  the  old  Saxon  doctrine  of  making  the 
neighborhood  resiwnsible  for  the  crimes  i>eri>etrated  in  it.  If  some- 
thing like  tliis  could  be  doiif,  if  a  peiinlty  of  $500  or  81,000  eouhl  be 
imposed  upon  oxpvy  neighborhood  in  which  a  homicide  is  committed,  I 
believe  it  would  do  moi'e  for  the  protection  of  life  than  anything  that 
ooqM  be  devised.  Our  people  are  poor,  and  a  taxation  that  would 
become  exceedingly  burdensome,  if  such  crimes  became  numerous,  would 
induce  them  to  biin;;  to  justice  the  oflendcrs,  and  to  do  whatever  m  :is 
in  their  power  t>o  prevent  the  commission  of  sueli  ontrngcs ;  it  would 
interest  the  most  iudueutiul  portion  of  the  population  in  the  x)re\  eution 
of  outrages  of  tiiat  sort.  I  do  not  suggest  that  as  a  permanent  pro- 
Tision,  but  as  one  that  would  apiieal  to  the  pecuniary  interests  of  oiu- 
people  during  this  transition  through  which  we  arc  passing,  for  the 
prevention  of  crimi*.  1  do  not  recollect  but  a  single  instance  coming 
withiu  my  knowledge  or  observation  in  which  a  white  man  has  been 
punished  for  an  outrage  coi^mitte^  upon  a  colored  person.  I  remember 
aa  instance  in  which  a  white  man  and  a  woman  were  sentenced  to  prison 
for  a  couple  of  months  by  a  sn[>enor  jnd^^e  for  stealing  fi-om  a  colored 
person.  I  make  this  statement  in  further  answer  to  the  question  asked 
me  in  a  former  part  of  my  exami nation.    1  do  recollect  this  one  instance.

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Question.  State  your  residence. 
Answer.  I  live  at  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

B.  Please  state  jour  status  poetically  in  the  State;  how  long  you 

have  resided  there;  yoiu*  views  of  the  working  of  the  present  constitu 
tio??  of  that  State,  and  what  would  be  the  elKect  now  were  Congress  to 
set  aside  the  legislature  in  any  form. 

A.  As  to  my  status  in  Georgia,  I  went  to  that  State  when  a  young 
man,  in  1840,  and  have  been  there  ever  since.  I  was  born  in  Xew  Eug- 
lainl.  I  went  there  to  teach  sehool,  and  like  most  other  Yankee  boys, 
found  a  girl  1  like<l  and  staid  witii  her.  Up  to  the  Charleston  conven- 
tion I  was  acting  with  the  State- rights  democracy  of  the  south.  At 
that  convention  I  was  in  favor  of  Douglas  as  President.  As  soon  as 
the  south  surrendered,  I  was  in  favor  of  adopting  the  14th  article  to  the 
Constitution,  which  was  tlu'n  submitted  by  itself.  I  accepted  the  posi- 
tion as  a  co?iquered  people,  and  stated  freely  that  my  observation  was, 
when  a  man  went  into  a  tight  and.  got  whipped  he  always  got  out  Insist 
by  taking  the  first  terms  submitted.  I  advocated  the  adoption  of  the 
first  proposition  of  the  Shennau  bill.  After  General  ri>pe  came  in 
charge  of  the  military  district  composed  of  fleorgia,  Alabama,  and 
Florida,  I  went,  w  ith  others,  jironiptly  to  (^hnttanooga  to  weleoTn(»  him 
to  the  State.  1  got  a  friend  of  mine  appointed  chief  of  the  registration, 
not  being  able  to  take  the  test  oath  myself,  although  I  am  not  disquali- 
fied to  hold  office  in  the  State.  1  was  appointed  as  clerk  under  the  reg- 
istration officer.  ()i)»'rate<l  in  the  reconstruetion  of  Geor^^ia  ii]t  to  the 
time  of  the  Chicago  convention,  liavin;;  n]>  to  tiiat  time  urged  tlie  people 
to  accept  the  reconstruction  plan,  which  had  been  proposed  after  the 
adoption  of  the  Chicago  platform.  I  occupied  the  somewhat  anomalous 
posftionof  being  called  a  reconstruction  democrat^"  and  was  abused  by 
the  people  on  both  sides.  I  tliink  there  is  am[)le  machinerv  in  the  C(Ui- 
stitution  t)f  Ge<ngia  to  rectify  every  difficulty  tliat  has  or  may  occur,  and 
that  it  would  be  much  better  done  by  the  body  politic,  both  for  the  peo 
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pl«  of  the  State  and  for  the  whole  country,  than  by  any  congressional 
intt'rfei*en(;e.  And  when  I  speak  of  the  iSeople  of  the  State  I  meao 
blacks  and  whites.  (v.vn  judgment  is,  that  under  the  .5th  section  of 
tlie  1st  act  of  tlie  'SShciJimii  reconstrnetion  act,''  the  State  has  fully 
complied  witli  every  demuiid  Congress  has  made  on  her;  has  come  up 
to  the  fUl  measnre  nominated  in  the  bond,  and  that  she  is  entitled  to 
lier  representation  under  that  bill.  I  believe  that  under  the  Sherman 
bill  the  convention  which  framed  tlie  constitution  and  the  ])rovisional 
government  are  functuH  ojfirio.  The  convention  has  formed  the  eonsti- 
tutiou;  the  i)eoplo  have  approved  it;  Congress  has  ratified  it.  The 
terms  of  the  bill  have  been  followed  in  every  respect  That  legislatnie 
which  assembled  and  approved  the  Hth  article  is  the  only  legishiture 
that  could  have  been  assembled  for  that  purpose.  Under  the  law,  if 
ex  ery  mau  in  that  legislature  had  been  in<*ligible  to  vote,  tlie  ratification 
of  that  amendment  to  the  Constitution  woiUd  still  have  been  legal,  and 
the  members  legally  there  until  turned  out  by  the  body  itael£ 

By  Mr.  Beajcan: 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  eligibility  of  the  members  of  that 

legislature  ? 

A.  I  will  tell  the  comraitteo  what  is  my  candid  opinion.  I  went  before 
the  people  during  the  canvass,  and,  acting  u|)ou  the  better  judgment  of 
Governor  Browu  on  that  subject,  on  whose  staff  1  was  during  the  entire 
war,  I  made  three  speeches  in  northern  Oeorgia,  taking  the  ]M>sition  that 
suftrage  was  guaranteed  by  the  constitution,  but  that  office-holding  was 
not.  While  up  in  Kinggohl,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  a  democnit 
came  along,  took  me  up,  and  injected  a  speech  into  my  own,  and  siiid  I 
.  was  mistaken,  and  he  would  prove  it.  He  then  referred  to  a  clause  in 
the  code  adopted  by  the  constitution  that  had  escaped  my  observation; 
T  now  believe  that,  while  the  (•onstitution  by  itself  does  not  make  negn>os 
eligible  to  otlice.  yet,  takiug  the  coustitutiou  aud  the  code  together,  they 
are  made  eligible. 

Q.  Bo  you  think  they  were  properly  exiielled  under  the  reconstniotion 
acts  > 

A.  I  think  when  they  were  exi)elle(l  the  State  had  j)asscd  beyrwid  the 
purview  »)f'the  rccoustrui  tiou  laws;  1  may  say  that  1  shouM  to  day  have 
been  working  with  the  republican  party  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  first 
and  second  clauses  of  the  republican  platform ;  we  had  moved  with  the 
republican  pai-ty  up  to  that  point ;  I  did  not  ctmcur  in  going  beyond ;  I 
say  that  I  made  three  speeches  in  (Icorgia;  but,  as  soon  as  I  examined 
tlu'  code,  I  changed  my  jjosition,  and  have  ever  since  announced  that  I 
believed  negroes  were  eligible  to  olUce,  and  1  believe  it  now;  the  consti- 
tution is  silent,  but  my  judgment  was  settled  upon  that  question  by  the 
decision  of  ^fr.  Justice  Swayne,  in  Kentucky,  that  there  was  no  necessary 
connection  between  the  I'ight  of  the  citizen  to  use  the  balhtt  and  to  hi»ld 
office;  that  all  these  civil  rights  have  to  be  bestow  ed  upon  the  individual 
by  positive  law;  the  constitution  gave  the  negro  sutlrage;  it  saitl  nothing 
as  to  holding  office;  bnt  the  constitution  adopted  the  code,  aud  the  code 
recognizes  the  right  to  hold  office;  that  is  my  view. 

By  Mr.  Beok: 

Q.  You  heard  a  statement  nmde  by  Mr.  Akernuiu  as  to  tlie  eligibility 
of  that  legislature;  aie  you  of  the  same  o]»inion  that  the  jnend)«M's  of  that 
legislature  had  the  right  to  take  their  seats  on  taking  simply  the  oath 
prescribed  by  the  constitutiou  t 

A.  My  view  about  that  is  this:  The  section  of  the  law  that  goes  on  to 
speak  about  the  government  being  jn  ovisional  refers  to  the  government 
theu  e:i^istiug  under  Governor  Joliusou;  that  was  the  de  facto  govern- 
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mf'Tit,  nntil  set  aside  under  the  antliority  of  ('oTi  tri  oas  by  a  new  govem- 
lucntj  this  coustitutiou  hsuing  been  adopted  until  rutifled  by  Congress, 
was  a  goYenunent  in  embryo,  moving  into  existence  under  the  powers  of 
Congress,  but  was  no  part  of  the  provisional  govornniont  at  all;  every 
m-f  (lone  by  Governor  Bullock,  and  tlie  legislature  elected  under  the  new 
govcrmnent,  was  a  nullity,  xuitil  the  proWsional  government  ceased  to 
existj  the  new  government  and  the  old  could  not  work  togethei  j  tiiey 
were  antaffonistic;  whenever  the  provisional  ceased  to  exist  the  new 
goverinnent  formed,  and  the  constitution  was  the  only  legal  government, 
and  I  do  not  consider  myself  that  tlmt  legislature  w<Mikl  have  been 
C4>mpetent  to  adopt  the  14th  article  hinl  ihe  test  oath  been  applied  to  it, 
because  the  requiiements  of  the  "'Slienuan  law"  is  that  tlial  legislatui'e 
must  be  organized  under  the  oonstitntion,  and  the  constitution  did  not 
l)i"ovide  for  any  such  test  oath ;  the  14th  constitutional  ameiulment  was 
not  derhinnl  adopted  by  Coiv^ncss  Tuitil  after  the  organization  of  the 
Georgia  legislature,  but  it  was  belore  this  that  the  negi'oe.s  were  exi)elled 
from  the  legislature ;  and  whether  they  were  eligible  or  ineligible  they 
'  were  legal  members  until  decided  otherwise  by  the  body  itself;  it  is 
equally  tnie  that  every  member  of  the  Georgia  legislature,  as  now 
orjjanized,  who  shall  prove  to  be  obnoxious  to  this  14th  article,  is  liable 
to  be  and  must  be  expelled,  and  the  man  receiving  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes  may  take  the  seat  so  vacated. 

By  Mr.  BeAKANj 

Q.  There  is  no  danger  of  such  an  event  happening  under  the  existing 
state  of  uft'iiirs,  h  thei*ef 

A.  I  tliiiil:  (111'  people  of  Georgia,  from  the  governor  down,  desire  to 
obey  the  law,  an<l  if  they  find  tlie  le^ishituro  ofgauized  in  viohltiou  of 
the  law  they  desire  to  make  it  conform  to  law. 

By  31 1.  ^.Okris: 

Q.  Do  you  think  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  State  of  Georgia 
would  be  m  favor  of  that  constitution,  with  the  full  understanding  that 

it  guaranteed  the  right  of  colored  men  to  hold  office! 

A.  My  o]M?tion  is  that  a  nuijority  of  the  vot^M  s  of  Georgia,  irrespective 
of  race  or  color,  ave  opposed  to  tlie  negro  holding  ofiice  at  present^  I 
believe  there  are  a  great  many  negroes  who  are  opposed  to  it, 

Q.  And  yon  say  yon  <are  in  favor  of  reconstruction  f 

A.  I  was  in  favor  of  the  congit'ssional  plan  of  reconstniction  until 
the  Chienjro  eonvention  ndvnneed  beyond  that  plan  as  laid  down;  I  was 
not  in  favor  of  the  riglit  of  the  negro  to  hold  otfice. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  convention  which  nominated  Mr.  &ey- 
mourt 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  secretaries  of  that  convention. 
Q.  Y(m  sustained  the  platform  they  adopted! 

A.  1  did  not  vote  for  it;  1  was  not  a  delegate;  1  distinctly  announced 
that  I  accented  the  reconstruction  acts  as  they  should  be  constmedy  con> 
firmed,  or  aeclared  imeonstitutiimal  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

Q.  Were  you  on  the  electorial  tieket  in  Georgia  for  Seyjuour! 

A.  1  was  an  alternate,  and  in  tlie  canvass  I  distuictly  stated  the  same 
thing,  that  1  was  in  tavor  of  letting  the  preseut  law  stand,  and  making 
no  fight  upon  it,  leaving  it  for  the  Supreme  Oonrt  to  eonstrue  and  decide, 

Q.  Then  you  did  not  approve  the  democratic  platform  ! 

A.  T  a]>prove(l  it  with  my  int<-r]iretation;  1  held,  and  hold  no\v.  tlmf 
that  clause  of  ilie  New  York  i>Uitfonn  which  declares  the  reconstruction 
luws  revolutionary,  unconstitutional,  null  and  void,  was  nothing  more 
than  whigs  and  democracts  were  in  the  habit  of  inserting  into  their  plat- 
forms with  regard  to  measures  then  specified. 
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Q,  Ton  did  not  Btaad  npoD  the  constniction  placed  upon  it  by  the 

republican  psirtyf 

A.  Xo,  sir;  T  siiii  against  the  next  war  decicltMll\ . 

Q.  Do  you  think  there  are  luauy  democrats  iii  Georgia  who  are  in 
flavor  of  the  riglit  of  the  negro  to  votet 

A.  I  do;  I  think  a  miyoritj  of  them  have  foand  out  that  the  negroes 
are  to  be  deinornits,  and  they  nrv  willing  to  run  with  thorn. 

Q.  Suppose  the  question  were  before  the  people  to-day  as  an  original 
question,  do  you  think  a  majority  of  the  demociats  would  vote  to  estab- 
lish negro  snflhigef  and  give  to  the  colored  race  the  right  of  citizenshipf 

A.  I  believe  a  minority  of  the  democratic  party  in  Georgia  uow,  if 
they  had  the  power,  would  let  the  question  of  the  iio^xro  siiftV-.ijro  staiid, 
althon^:li  they  woiUd  not  have  inaugurated  it.  i  do  not  think  tlic  (h  nio- 
cratic  party  would  take  the  ballot  away  from  the  uegro  to  morrow  if  they 
had  the  power,  and  I  will  give  you  my  reason  for  it.  At  the  first  election 
in  Georgia  aftor  the  war,  under  the  iufluenee  of  B.  H.  Hill,  the  white 
jH'opk'  of  flu'  Htate  kept  out  of  politi<-s  and  awny  from  tlie  ballot-box, 
under  the  theory  that  it  was  (li.s^^rai'.eful  lor  white  people  to  mingle  with 
the  negro  in  tlie  election.  That  threw  the  State  into  the  hands  of  the 
opposition  element.  Before  the  last  election  they  got  over  that  idea. 
If  they  had  gone  into  the  canvass  in  the  first  el(^etion,  fu*  they  did  in  the 
pi*ei?idential  election,  they  would  have  carriexl  the  State. 

Q.  l>o  you  know  any  of  the  prominent  democratic  speakers  who  advo- 
cated negro  suffrage  t 

A.  Yes,  sir;  one  of  the  most  violent  democrats  in  the  State  announced 
that  he  woidd  rather  trust  the  negroes  of  southern  Georgia  than  the 

poor  whiti's. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  democratic  pai)er  whitth  advocates  the  right 
of  negroes  to  vote  as  an  abstract  principle,  independent  of  the  existence 
of  the  lawf 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  ki)o\v  a  single  x>rominent  democrat  in  Georgia  who  has 
done  it  upon  the  stump  anywhere! 
A.  As  an  abstract  right,  I  do  not. 

Q.  Then  how  can  you  say,  with  all  the  democratic  orators  and  all  the 
democratic  ])apers  against  you,  that  a  minority  of  the  democrats  of 
Georgia  are  in  favor  of  negro  sutlrage  ? 

A.  That  wjis  not  the  question  you  asked  me.  1  said  that  negro  suf- 
frage in  my  judgment  having  been  established,  the  democrats  would  not 
revoke  it* 

Q.  Suppose  they  had  tlie  power  to-day  to  overthrow  it,  do  you  believe 
the  dei7io<  rats  of  Georgia  would  vote  to  establish  it! 

A.  1  do  not  think  the  democratic  i)arty  of  Georgia  w  uuid  inaugurate 
negro  suffirage  as  an  original  (pu^stion.  They  a<'cept  it  because  it  is 
forced  upon  them.  But  I  believe  they  will  stand  to  it  flnnly,  now  that 
it  is  rb«'  1;!\v,  as  though  they  believed  it  to  be  rij^bt.  Tiie  democratic 
executive  committee  of  tbe  State  of  Georgia,  during  the  canvass,  pul>- 
lishe*!  ii  card  to  the  \\  oi  l»l,  under  the  signature  of  their  chairman,  Mr. 
Cabanus,  Announcing  that  the  democratic  party  woud  protect  and 
defend  the  negro  in  the  exercise  of  the  ballot.^ 

Q.  Did  not  the  democratic  papers  of  the  State  denounce  that  state- 
ment f 

A.  Some  did  and  some  tU<l  n4it:  they  were  divided. 

Q.  Did  they  protect  the  colorea  man  in  the  exercise  of  the  ballot  in 

the  last  election  f 

A.  X  live  iu  the  white  section  of  the  State.  There  are  about  1,700 
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negroes  in  the  county  I  reside  iu,  and  I  uever  heaid  any  difficulty  there 
about  their  votiug.

John  E.  Bbyant,  of  Augusta,  Georgia,  sworn  aud  exauuued. 

By  Mr.  BoTTT^^^^L^: 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Augusta,  and  how  have  you 
been  employed! 

Answer.  I  came  to  Georgia  from  Muiii<%  in  May,  1865,  immediately 
nftff  the  State  was  (M'cnjjicd  by  the  I'liitcd  States  trooj)S.  Dnriiijr  the 
year  18(>5  1  was  an  otticer  of  the  Freedmen*8  Bureau.  ]  am  a  lawyer  by 
profession.  Since  that  time  1  have  been  employed  mostly  in  assisting 
in  fbe  reccmstnietlon  of  the  State  fts  a  member  of  the  eonstitnttonal  coiir 
Tention,  as  secretary  of  tho  republican  central  committee,  a  member  of 
the  peueral  asseiii>)ly,  and  eliainnan  of  the  republieau  executive  com- 
Tiiittee  of  the  iStiite.  Duriiiir  the  war  I  was  an  officer  oi*  the  8th  Maine 
iiituntry — brevet  lieutenant  coionei. 

Q.  Have  yon  made  any  inquiries  or  had  the  means  of  obt^ing  inform- 
ation as  to  the  condition  of  political  aflkirs  in  Oeorgial 

A.  Beinj;  actively  engaged  in  the  ]>resi<!eTiti'al  caTnpai<rn  as  (  ]i;iirman 
of  th<'  executive  committee,  aud  beinjx  tearful  that  fraud,  intiniitlatiou 
and  violern^  would  be  used,  I  made  systematic  etiorts  to  liud  out;  and 
baving  a  general  knowledge  of  the  met  that  there  was  intimidation, 
ftand  and  violence  nsed  duruig  the  Section,  I  issued  a  drcnlar  which 
was  sent  by  the  secretary  of  the  committee  into  all  the  counties  of  the 
State,  \m  the  leading  republicans,  asking  them  to  make  affidavits  of  any 
irregularities  there  might  have  been  before,  duruig,  aud  subsetiueut  to 
the  election,  in  veference  thereto.  They  forwarded  me  a  large  number 
of  statements  and  some  affidavits ;  but,  as  a  nde,  it  waa  difficult  to  get 
aflidavits.  These  statements  and  affidavits  I  have  arranged,  and  have 
them  here  with  me.  I  have  also  a  leltej- directed  to  tlu'  chairman  of  this 
committee,  which,  if  I  read,  will  give  the  iufoiiuutiou  I  have  iu  a  more 
condensed  form. 

Q.  In  the  county  of  Lincoln  it  appears  that  the  aggregate  vote  for 
President  was  about  the  same  as  the  aggregate  TOte  lor  govemort 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  If  they  were  all  given  for  the  Seymour  electore,  how  do  you  explain 
that  circumstance  f 

A.  I  have  no  means  of  knowing  why  it  was ;  but  my  opinion  is,  and 
I  have  every  reason  to  believe  and  almost  to  know,  that  if  there  had 
been  a  lair  chance  to  vote,  the  vote  would  have  stood  about  as  it  stood 
for  governor.  There  would  have  been  no  material  changes  in  the  roteof 
the  county.  But  in  i*egard  to  the  vote  for  President,  wis  fact  must  be 
remembered:  under  the  reconstruction  acts  there  was  a  certain  class  of 
persons  disfranchised,  I  suppose  in  the  State  there  were  from  15.noo  to 
2o,()0<>  wiiue  persons  thus  distranchised  at  the  election  for  governor  who 
voted  in  the  election  for  President;  and  while  some  of  them  would 
undoubtedly  vote  the  republican  ticket,  yet  the  majority  of  them,  and 
a  pretty  large  ninjority,  would  vot*'  the  deuiocrafic  ticket.  This  is  the 
only  explanation  I  can  give  as  to  that.  TTow  hir^e  that  number  was  in 
Lincoln  county  I  am  not  able  to  say.  There  is  no  daui  i)y  which  we  can 
get  at  it  I  make  my  estimate  npon  Oeneral  Pope's  estimate,  and  he 
had  some  data  firom  which  be  was  able  to  make  it  out* 

().  Within  your  own  knowliMlm'.  c  there  been  any  particular  acts 
of  intimidation  or  violence  that  have  operated  upon  the  elections  f 

A.  Dmiiiij  the  election  X  wus  iu  Aliuuu,   1  voted  ia  Atlanta.  lUer©  . 
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oonld  not  have  been*  a  fiiirer  eleotioii  than  tbere  was  there.  Bat  in 

Augusta,  all  I  know  about  it  la  what  t  heard  fromotbeia* 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  the  statoments  you  heartlf 

A.  I  wiU  give  you  a  Muuiuiury  of  what  I  heard.  Up  to  about  three 
O^eloek  of  the  day  of  the  election  in  Augusta,  everything  passed  along 
▼ery  fairly  $  then  a  difficulty  arose,  and  a  white  man  shot  at  a  negro* 
About  the  8ani<»  time  a  negro  was  kiUed,  not  the  one  that  was  first  shot 
at  Soon  at  (<M' that  the  sherift'of  the  county  was  killod.  From  l>pst  • 
inloriiiaiion  we  could  obtain — and  we  tiied  to  tlnd  out  the  tiiitli  oi  the 
matter— it  would  seem  that  the  man  wag  shot  from  a  pistol,  through  his 
coat*  in  his  pocket^athe  was  standing'  surrounded  by  a  company  of  white 
men,  all  democrats,  and  he  was  sliot  by  some  one  in  that  circle  ;  but 
nobody  could  tell  who  it  whs,  nlthoughxiersous  were  standing  very  iie;«r 
It  was  a  mulled  sound  wheu  he  was  shot,  showing  couclusivelyi  as  we 
8ui)|>osed,  that  he  waa  shot  through  his  coat.  After  that  there  were 
hardly  any  republican  votes  ]>olled.  The  democrats,  it  was  supposed, 
had  voted  previously  to  that,  and  the  republicans  were  then  cominf;  in 
to  vote  rapidly ;  but  after  that  there  was  scarcely  ;i  vote  polled,  so  that 
the  republican  vote  fell  off  iu  the  county  on  that  account.  There  was 
fioaicely  a  vote  polled  on  either  side  after  that. 

Q.  What  wa«  the  vote  in  Augusta  f 

A.  The  vote  tor  !*resident  \vas.i,lJS  for  Grant,  and 2,753 for  Seymour. 
The  vote  for  govei  noi:  wus  3,076  lor  liuUock,  (republican,)  and  1,749  ibr 
Oordou,  (democrat.) 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  The  vote  for  Grant  was  larger  than  the  vote  for  Bullock  t 

A.  Yes,  sir,  about  a  hundred  more.   I  am  told  that  Mr.  Prince  was 

there  during  the  election,  and  that  he  said  that  up  to  the  time  of  the 
fitrlit  there  was  a  very  fair  election ;  but  that  difficulty  intimidated  voters, 
so  til  at  they  did  not  votes.  Besides,  tlie  Ku-Klux  Klan  were  regularl^j' 
organized,  and  had  been  ridin^^:  about  the  county  weariii^^^  masks,  their 
horses  coverwl  with  white  robes,  intimida^g  voters,  whipping  men, 
and  threatening  tlu  ni  with  dcatli  if  they  voted  the  republican  ticket. 
In  Columbia  county,  which  joins  Kichmoud  county,  I  have  every  n^ason 
to  believe,  if  there  had  been  no  intimidation  before  the  election,  and  no 
▼iolenoe  during  the  election,  and  everything  had  bf*en  as  A«e  as  during 
the  election  for  governor,  the  vote  would  ha\ c  been  as  large  as  it  was  for 
govenM)r.  Then  we  had  1,1*1*2  for  Bullock,  and  457  for  Gordon.  At  the 
ju'esidciitial  election  there  was  one  for  Grant  and  l,lLM>  for  Seymour. 
My  inioruiatiou  iu  regard  to  Columbia  county  is  such  as  to  lead  mo  to 
believe  that  the  democrats  had  made  no'great  gains,  and  I  cannot  account 
for  their  increased  vote ;  but  I  believe  an  examination  would  ac(;ount 
for  it.  I  should  not  care  to  expifss  an  opinion  why  T  think  tlic  denio- 
ci"atic  vote  was  so  much  larijer  tlian  we  expected.  And  this  is  true  of 
what  we  call  the  *'  black  beU'^  iu  the  main.  Of  couim*  tliere  were 
counties  where  we  had  a  comparatively  fair  vote;  but  in  the  main  we 
did  not.  Tliere  were  <lift'eient  means  by  which  they  prevent«Hl  it.  In 
file  first  i)lacc  this  Ku-Klux  Klan  was  organized.  They  rode  thnmgh 
the  countie  s  niasked,  dressed  in  white  robes,  a ud  their  I lorses  covered 
with  white  robes.  In  one  county — AVarren  county — they  went  to  the 
house  of  a  negro  man,  and  tried  to  break  into  the  house.  He  resisted, 
and  they  shot  through  the  door,  and  some  of  his  friends,  who  were  out  in 
the  rear  of  tliein,  shot,  killin;;  one  of  the  Ku-Klux.  They  ^lot  his  mask, 
which  has  been  sent  to  the  goverucu'  at  Atlanta.  Tliey  wounded  another 
man  m)  that  he  died,  and  wounded  some  nnne.  in  a  few  nights  after 
that  they  came  up  with  about  100 men,  and  the  old  man  had  found  they 
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vroTO  coiiiiii  j,,  ;ind  lie  iitid  liis \mys  loft.  The  Kii-Klux:  came  to  the  house, 
aud  w  eut  111  aud  found  a  wick  boy  there,  took  him  out  of  doors,  took  all 
fhe  foniitare  in  the  honse  aQd  made  a  pile  of  it,  and  tmnied  him  and 
eveiythin^  else  up.  Wc  have  an  abundance  of  testimony  to  proTo  this, 
by  men  >vTio  saw  the  affair. 

Q.  How  large  are  theae  bauds  of  men — what  number  generally  go 
together  T 

A.  In  this  case  there  were  about  100  who  came  the  last  time.  UsnaUy 
about  8  or  10. 
Q.  Do  you  know  any  of  these  facts  personally  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  theiti  personally.    1  have  affidavits  of  the  Columbia 
and  Lincoln  t'A>ui)ty  alfaii-  here  on  iile,  or  Mr.  Prince  has. 
Q.  Is  there  any  affidavit  of  this  last  aflhhrf 

A.  I  am  not  certain.  I  think  there  is,  in  the  bundle  of  papers  relating 
to  AViirren  county,  but  I  am  not  jiositive  ;i1>ont  that.  My  cU>rk  \mt  all 
these  things  up,  and  I  have  not  exanuiietl  them  i)ei*sonally,  myself.  But 
if  not  here  I  have  it  in  my  office  in  Atlanta  and  will  forward  it  to  the 
committee.  I  wiU  state,  in  tihis  connection,  that  General  Howard  has  a 
full  report  of  all  these  occurrences  in  Georffia,  sent  to  him  by  General 
Ii<'vvis,  the  assistant  commissioner  of  the  bui*ean,  and  lu'  would,  no  doiiht, 
fiuiiLsh  them  to  the  committee  if  called  upon.  They  will  siiow  thai  Tu^^mUI 
mnrders  have  been  committed  in  the  State,  and  a  much  larger  number 
of  outrages.  I  went  to  Warren  county  and  spoke,  just  before  the  elec- 
tion, having  asked  General  Sibley  to  send  troops  thei-e,  stating  the  diffi- 
culties tliere  were  in  the  way.  Tlie  editor  of  a  paper  there — a  democrat, 
uamed  Wallace — told  me  that  if  1  had  come  there  to  speak  when  there 
were  no  troops  there,  there  would  have  been  bloodshed;  and  I  interred 
from  what  he  said  that  I  would  have  been  killed.  There  were  two  col- 
ored men  wlio  went  to  this  comity  to  K]»eak— one  of  them  an  expelled 
member  of  the  senate,  and  the  otlier  an  expelled  iiiember  of  the  house. 
This  was  after  the  Camilla  aflair.  They  went  to  the  court-house,  where 
public  meetings  were  usually  held,  to  speak  ^  but  they  were  told  they 
should  not  remain  there.  They  then  went  to  the  outskirts  of  the  town 
and  Ix'gan  their  meeting.  One  of  them  had  spoken,  when  the  nheriff 
and  bureau  ap:eiit  canu'  and  told  them  they  had  better  disperse  as  soon 
as  possible,  as  they  could  not  keei)  the  crowd  Irom  coming  there  and 
breaking  up  the  meetingf  and  so,  with  the  fear  of  t&e  Camilla  aiDdr 
before  tlieir  eyes,  they  left  immediately.  It  was  reported  that  I  was  to 
speak  there  also,  and  the  minor  wa**  that  this  <  xt  itement  wa^  on  nccount 
ot  my  being  there  as  a  speaker.  I  have  ailidiivits  to  prove  all  these 
statements. 

By  Mr.  NoKiiis: 

Q.  Were  these  outrages  by  the  Ku-Klux  Klan  uoticed,  and  were  there 
uny  efforts  made  by  the  respectable  classes  of  citizens  to  prevent  themt 

A.  No;  but  my  impres.sion  is  that  the  best  classes  of  white  men — 
democrats — dei)recate  these  difficidties  and  would,  if  they  couM,  \n\t  a 
stop  to  them;  but  in  those  counties  they  cannot  do  it  at  present,  it  is 
the  lawless,  i*ougli  class  of  men  that  do  these  things. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  democratic  paper  that  has  denounced  thia 
state  of  atfairs  t 

A.  I  do  not  know  (if  any.  I  lH»lieve  none  have.  These  affairs  oeenr 
mostly  lu  what  is  called  the  "black  belt^  of  country.  These  facts  1  have 
m<mtionedaie  the  worst  ones  that  have  come  to  my  notice;  but  in  south- 
western Georgia,  where  the  ('umilla  allia.ir  occurred,  it  is  reported  to  me 
that  affairs  are  still  worse  than  in  our  section. 

Q.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  legislature  t 
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A.  lam. 

Q.  Were  you  present  during  the  diBCUsnons  relative  to  the  expldfiiOE 

of  the  colored  members  f 
A.  I  wa8. 

Q.  llave  you  beard  the  statements  made  here  by  other  witnesses  as 
to  the  arguments  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  tliosf"  statt'iiUMits  conform  to  yonr  m'ollectioii  ? 

A.  1  believe  this  to  bt'  ihv  )>itli  of  the  arf^unient.  The  j^nuuid  taken 
was  that  colored  men  haviiig  been  de)>iived  of  all  lights,  political 
and  civil,  being  slaves,  they  conld  only  have  the  rights  which  were 
expressly  conferretl  ujwn  them  by  statute  and  by  the  constitution.  And 
as  the  right  t<»  b<>M  oftic*-  had  not  been  expressly  coTifcrrcMl  upon  them, 
they  therefore  could  not  hold  ofBce.  Previous  to  the  election,  however, 
the  democrats  had  taken  different  grounds.  Nearly  the  entire  demo- 
cratic party,  previous  to  the  election  on  the  adoption  of  the  constitution, 
took  the  grounil  that  coloi'ed  nuni,  under  that  constitution,  hiul  the 
rijrht  to  hold  ottice.  Benjamin  J I  ill,  one  of  the  letwlers  of  the  party  in 
the  8tate,  made  a  speech  in  which  he  expressly  stated  that  the  consti- 
tution conferreil  upon  colored  men  the  same  right  to  hold  office  as  upon 
white  men.  Nearly  every  democrat  took  that  ground  during  the  canvass. 
One  of  the  h  :nlin<j:  doinocratic  members  of  the  senate  told  mo,  dnrinpf 
the  debate,  tli.tt,  m  liisjudgiiu  iit,  colored  men  had  just  the  same  right 
to  be  members  of  the  general  assembly  as  white  men. 

By  Mr.  Norris  : 
Q.  Did  he  vote  to  expel  them! 
A.  He  did. 

By  the  Chaibxan  : 

Q.  Havb  you  any  opinion  as  to  what  ought  to  be  done  by  Congress,  if 

anything,  in  regiml  to  affairs  in  (it'or^iia  ? 

A.  I  believe  that  the  eolorid  men  have  been  illegidly  expelled  from 
the  general  assembly.  1  l)elieve  that  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Georgia 
give  the  colored  man  just  as  dear  a  right  to  holdoffieeastiie  white  man. 
The  constitution  nmkes  a  colored  man  a  citizen  as  clearly  as  it  pr>ssibly 
can  bo,  and  the.  only  nooossary  qualification  for  a  man  to  hold  office 
uudor  our  constitution  is  ritizonship — a  certain  term  of  riti/friship.  I 
believe  tliat  the  expelled  colored  mom  i>ers  ought  to  be  put  Uick  nito  the 
general  assembly  in  some  way  by  Congress;  of  course,  how  it  should  be 
<lone,  the  manner  of  doing  it,  Congress  must  decide  for  themselves. 
There  are  rortain  men  who  are  disfiuaHfuMl  undor  tho  14th  amendment. 
1  boliove  that  either  evory  man  slioiild  be  pardoneil,  or  the  men  who  are 
there  in  violation  of  the  14Lli  umciulmeut  ought  to  be  cxi>elled.  1  was  a 
member  of  the  committee  in  the  house  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
eligibQity  of  mendiers  under  the  14th  amendment.  We  examined  every 
member  of  the  honso.  Wo  ropoit4Ml  throe  ineligible,  and  tlio  Iiomso 
doclared  they  were  eligible.  In  our  o])inioii  thes<»  men  wore  ineligible 
under  the  14th  amendment,  but  the  house  thought  otherwise. 
Q.  Were  those  all  that  were  ineligible  in  the  house  f 
A.  Those  were  all  we  found  ineligible.  Possibly  there  were  twenty  or 
thirty,  but  from  tho  «'\  i<lence  before  us  we  found  but  thn-c,  oi  four  at  the 
most.  I  am  told,  however,  that  evidence  can  be  i>ro(iucod  to  show  thei*e 
were  twenty  or  thirty.  1  do  not  know  how  that  is,  but  our  evidence 
shows  that  this  number  were  disqualified. 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  l>id  the  house  exclude  snyf 
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A.  Yes;  tlioy  dcridf  d  against  the  report  of  the  coaimittee,  bat  lioimd 

against  tliom  as  U)  Iruud. 

Q.  W  hilt*  on  this  subject  let  me  ask  you  whether  in  your  judgment  the 
legislature  itself  was  legally  organised  t 

A.  I  think  so.  My  idea  was  that  tfie  general  assembly  was  organized 
lei^idl  v  so  fftr  as  its  ornfanizntion  was  conconied.  Tl>os<'  men  who  were 
iiiLii|;ii)U'  were  there,  but  they  were  de  facto  officers,  and  by  the  laws  of 
Georgia  the  acts  of  de  facUf  ohicers  are  binding. 

Q.  Had  the  14th  couetitutional  amendment  been  declared  adopted  at 
the  time  of  the  orgj»nization  ? 

A.  1  beli<'v<'  iHif.    WhatevtM  may  be  dour'  by  Congress,  we  regard  it 
as  of  vital  importance  to  tiie  interests  ot  all  the  citizens  of  Georgia. that 
we  should  Hot  have  again  anything  like  a  despotic  government.  I  use 
that  word  in  (contradistinction  to  a  republican  form  of  government — ^the 
government  which  Conposs  has  established  in  reorgani/.iiij^  these  State 
^nv^rnments.    We  luive  a  goml  8tate  <,M)ver?HrH'nt  if  the  ;^eiieral  .assem- 
hty  can  be  put  right  again.    It  seems  to  mv.  what  is  necessary  is  to  put 
out  the  men  who  are  dkqtuUifled  and  put  in  the  men  who  are  qnalifled, 
and  then  I  believe  the  State  government  is  as  good  a  government  as  we 
can  have  in  Gedrf^a  now,  imdrr  the  cinMniistances  surroniidinfj  ns.  My 
idea  would  be  to  '*strai{jiiteii  out,"  it  J  may  use  the  expression,  the  t^i^u- 
eral  assembly,  and  then  allow  the  government  to  proceed  precisely  as  it 
does  now.  We  have  good  judges  in  the  main— ^  good,  I  presnine,  as 
we  should  get  if  we  were  to  try  again.   All  onr  State  officers  are  good 
in  the  main.    The  general  assembly  is  composed  in  the  main,  when  it  is 
"straightened  out,"  of  guuil  men,  who  are  disiKit^il  to  do  rij;ht.  The 
expulsion  of  these  colored  members  was  done,  as  we  suppose,  under  the 
lead  of  the  violent  men  of  the  demoeratio  party,  believing  that  Mr.  Blair's 
policy  would  be  carried  out  and  that  it  was  the  beginning  of  the  end. 
Since  the  presidential  election  T  h.ive  rejison  to  believe  that  af»  <'ntire 
change  has  come  over  the  minils  of  these  men,  and  instead  of  jittemptiug 
to  overthrow  the  present  government  of  the  State,  they  desire  it  shall  be 
sustained.  I  thinlc  they  have  given  up  all  idea  of  attempting  to  over- 
throw it.   Hence  I  say  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  we  shall  not  again 
have  a  desjyotir      eminent,  but  a  government  of  the  people.    So  far  as 
violence  is  cuueeriied,  i  do  not  believe  that  any  State  government  can 
entirely  protect  alj  the  citizens  of  the  State.    It  seems  to  me  that  we 
must  have  a  law  of  Congress  giving  to  the  United  States  district  and 
circuit  courts  concurrent  Jurisdiction  with  the  State  courts,  so  that  if  a 
man  in  any  county  is  unable  to  obtain  justice  in  the  State  court,  he  may, 
b^'  making  an  affidavit  that  he  cannot  get  justice  in  the  State  court,  bring 
his  case  into  the  (Tnited  States  court  I  believe  if  that  were  done,  in  a 
few  months  we  would  be  able  to  give  justice*  to  the  citizens  of  the  State 
in  the  United  States  courts,  and  in  the  immediate  future  in  the  State 
courts.    I  believe  tiiere  is  a  very  large  class  of  white  citizens  in  the  State 
who  desire  peace  and  pi-otection  of  all  citizens.  Thei*e  are  many  counties 
where  this  class  of  men  are  at  present  entirely  overcome  by  the  violent 
men,  and  are  not  able  to  give  pi*otection  to  either  white  or  colored  clti' 
aens.    In  those  counties  the  United  States  coiirts  could  be  held,  and 
there  wouhl  be  ^dod  citizens,  demwrats  af»d  repul)licans,  white  and  col- 
ored, who  cuiUd  act  Upon  the  jury  antl  do  justice  and  give  protection  to 
life  and  proi)erty.  When  the  general  assembly  is  straightened  out^'^  I 
believe  the  present  State  government  can  and  will  protect  all tiie citizens. 
I  have  had  considerable  means  of  knowing  the  feeling  of  the  i)€ople,  and 
have  tried  to  tind  out  their  views,  and  1  know  that  the  views  I  have 
expressed  ai*e  those  of  a  very  large  number  of  the  most  prominent  repub- 
licans of  the  State. 
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By  Mr.  KoBBis: 

Q.  Ton  spoke  of  the  eleetion  at  Atlanta  as  being  entirely  £edr.  Wbat 
"was  the  vote  there  as  compared  with  the  vote  on  the  question  of  the 

ratification? 

A.  We  made  a  very  cMjnsiderable  gain.   The  vote  for  Bullock  was 
1,944,  and  for  Qordon  2,257.   The  vote  for  Grant  was  2,474,  and  the  vote 
for  Seymoiir  2^12.  I  apeak  ftom  figures  befbire  me. 
By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  Look  at  tlic  returns  from  Dougherty  rouiity;  wbat  are  tliev? 

A.  Bullock  iuul  1,G68,  and  Gordon  l,lVil;  (hnnt  had  1,007,  and  Sey- 
mour 1  ,sr)7.  Tlie  it'publicaus  made  <iuite  a  gain  in  Fulton  county,  but 
the  di.sii  .iiirliiscd  men  aU,  voted. 

By  Mr.  jS^oheis  ; 

Q.  So  far  as  you  know,  did  the  republicans  bold  their  own  in  those 
eounties  where  fair  elections  were  held  in  Kovembert 

A.  My  impression  is  that  where  fair  elections  were  held  they  gained. 
The  disfranchised  men  accounted  for  part  of  the  gain  of  the  democrats; 
perhaps  all  of  it.  Home  of  the  best  and  wealthiest  citizens  of  Augusta 
said  to  me  before  I  left  that  they  were  determined  there  should  be  pro- 
tection to  life  and  property ;  they  were  democrats.  But  they  said  if. 
Oongi'ess  should  a^^ain  phu'c  the  ^^ovcrnmcnt  under  military  jurisdiction, 
so  tluit  tlicrc  wouhl  be  removals  aiitl  appointments  in  otlicc,  the  violent 
men  lu  tlie  ilcmocratic  party  would  stir  up  the  peoijle  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  counsels  of  the  moderate  men  would  not  be  heard.  But  if  they 
could  be  al]owe<l  to  go  on  quietly,  they  thought  they  oould  oontiol  the 
violent  men  and  ^ive  protection  to  life  and  property. 

Q.  Have  they  not  had  this  opportunity  during  the  last  five  or  six 
months ! 

A.  Well,  we  have  been  constantly  in  a  state  of  political  ezcitement^ 
and  under  such  circumstances  the  violent  men  always  control  the  mod* 

erate  meii. 

Q.  Have  they  made  any  effort  t'>  In  Ip  tlieuiselves? 

A.  In  liichiuoud  county  1  think  their  iuduence  has  been  felt  for  a 
long  time.  Thej  have  had  a  republican  government  in  the  city,  but  I 
think  the  best  citizens  thei-e  have  been  in  favor  of  ])rotecting  repubUcans 
as  well  asi  demoenff  s.  Tfow  mnelj  of  this  is  due  to  the  republican  gov- 
ernment I  do  nut  know,  in  other  counties  it  is  not  so;  in  Fulton 
county  they  have  had  a  democrat  in  olhce. 

Q.  What  is  the  influence  of  the  press  in  Augusta;  is  it  calculated  to 
indamc  the  [mblic  miudf 

A.  One  of  the  papers  is;  the  otliei  is  not.  The  democratic  party  is 
dividi^d  into  the  violent  and  the  moderate  wing.  My  idea  is,  that  if 
Congn^ss  should  pass  a  law  giving  to  any  man  the  jwwer  to  remove  md 
appoint  to  ofli(;e,  the  violent  wing  of  the  democratic  party  will  control 
that  psu'ty,  and  the  moderate  men  will  yield.  lUit  if  the  people  shall  be 
allowed  to  "straighten  rmt'^  the  p»neral  assembly  so  that  we  have  that 
all  right,  and  then  allow  the  government  to  i)roceed,  1  believe  the  mod- 
erate men  will  control  the  party.

Question.  Where  do  you  reside! 

Answer.  In  Waynesboro^  Burke  conntyj  Georgia* 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Ckorgiat 
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A.  Siuce  March,  1806. 

Q.  Where  was  your  residence  prerioas  theretot 
A.  At  Lancaster,  Peunsylvania. 

Q.  v>'v]v  Tou  in  the  United  St4ites  amy;  if  so,  in  what  capacity,  and 
for  how  lou^4  ii  timof 

A.  I  was  iu  the  aimy  from  AprU,  18G1,  to  May,  18G5.  I  entered  as  a 
private  and  left  as  a  captain  of  a  company. 

Q.  At  what  time  during  the  war  did  you  h>8e  your  arm! 

A.  At  BentouviUe,  the  19th  of  March,  180d;  the  last  fight  General 
Shei man  had. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  connection  with  public  affaii's  in  Georgia  offi- 
cially; if  so,  wliatf 

A.  I  was  a  long  while  in  the  revenue  department — about  two  years — as 
assistant  a?«^<essor.  I  resignt'd  in  Oetober,  1807,  because  of  my  nomiiia- 
tiou  to  the  constitutional  eouventiou.  1  served  duiiug  the  couventiuu 
as  delegate  for  m^'  county,  and  was  afterwards  elected  to  the  legislature, 
and  am  now  a  member  of  the  lower  house. 

(}.  Were  you  present  in  the  legislature  during  the  debates  on  the 
expulsiDu  of  tbo  colored  members  I 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  the  statements  made  by  other  witnesses  before 
t^iis  committee  of  the  reasons  assigned  by  those  who  &vored  the  expul- 
sion! 

A.  I  heard  on  Saturday  Mr.  Simms's  and  Mr.  Turner's  statements. 

Q.  Jiow  do  their  statements  compaie  with  your  recollection  ! 

A.  They  are  the  truth.  Their  statements  are  the  same  as  mine  woidd 
be ;  and  I  woidd  also  say  that  the  whole  ground  of  expulsion  was  on 
a<'<'onnt  of  color  rather  tnan  from  any  objection  to  the  members  them- 
selves. 

Q,  AVhen  did  you  leave  Georgia  f 

A.  I  left  my  home  on  the  night  of  the  7th  of  December,  and  left 

Augusta  on  the  9th. 

Q.  Did  you  leave  foi-  t1io  purpose  of  attending  before  this  committee? 

A.  I  was  iselect(;cl  us  onti  of  the  men  in  the  republican  party  of  my 
county  who  would  have  to  leave. 

Q.  What  were  the  circumstances ! 

A.  1  was  ordered,  in  a  letter  1  received  that  day,  to  leave  within  48 
houi-^.  T  answered  the  letter  hopiuLr  T  would  not  have  to  come.  I  liad 
nmde  arrangemeuts  for  2o  men  to  w  ith  me  that  night,  but  the^  did 
not  come ;  so  I  went  to  bed  about  11  o^clock,  and  soon  after  a  friend  of 
mine  came  and  told  me  there  was  a  body  of  men  in  town — naming  some 
of  tliein — who  lived  10  or  1-  miles;  out  of  town,  and  judging  from  their 
conduct  and  behavior  he  thought  they  were  c*)ming  after  me.  lie  said 
I  had  better  leave.  1  dressed  and  left  that  night  by  the  tiaiu.  1  was 
not  more  than  a  square  and  a  half  tcom  the  house  when  I  heard  a  noise^ 
and  I  have  since  received  a  letter  from  my  wife  who  was  stoi)ping  with 
a  friend  of  my  finnily,  and  she  says  30  men  came  there  and  searched  for 
me,  and  that  theyliave  since  been  in  town  several  times,  supposing  I  wan 
still  a  hide-out,"  as  they  say  tliere.  Mr.  llungerford,  from  my  county, 
left  about  two  weeks  before  I  did.  He  is  a  leading  man  in  the  republi* 
can  party;  is  a  white  man. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  which  compelled 
him  to  leave  f 

A.  On  the  day  that  Mr.  Hungerford  was  mobbed  there,  I  was  going  to 
thA  train  to  put  a  letter  aboard,  and  I  saw  a  colored  man  there  turning 
around  with  his  load  of  cotton  and  driving  back  to  the  town,  together 
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with  a  man  named  S<;ales,  who  had  him  arrested  for  stealing  cotton.  I 
(lid  not  know  what  the  case  was  at  the  time,  and  I  went  up  to  the  court- 
honse  to  see  how  the  case  went  on.  AVlien  I  got  there  a  witness  wa«  on 
the  stand.  1  t(Ktk  a  scat  at  the  window  and  watclicd  how  thiiijrs  were 
going.  I  saw  ri^ht  oti*  that  they  were  disposed  to  intimidate  the  judge. 
There  were  two  judges,  however;  one  was  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  the 
other  was  a  notary  public  and  ex  officio  justice  of  the  peace,  made  so  by 
a  hiw  passed  at  the  last  legislature.  The  witness  on  the  stand,  when 
questioned  by  the  jml^ro,  would  sny,  "Nn,  nid  I  don't  want  you  to  tell 
me  so,"  at  the  same  time  shakingliis  fist  at  liiiii ;  aixl  when  Ijc  was  asked 
a  question,  the  coimsel  of  the  witness  or  plaiiitill  wuuki  answer  lor  him. 

I  also  took  notice  of  several  canes  in  the  crowd  when  I  first  went  in,  and 
afterwards  saw  them  slip  out  and  come  back  with  clubs.  I  heard  the 
witnesses  •^ive  their  statements,  and  I  then  eoninieneod  to  talk  wirli  the 
prisoner.  1  asked  him  if  lie  had  any  witness,  and  he  said,  No,  lie  tlid  not 
need  any.''  He  said  tiie  cotton  was  his;  he  had  raised  it,  and  acii)rd- 
ing  to  the  contract  he  bad  only  taken  his  share:  that  he  owed  the  man 
he  contracted  with  for  nothing  except  300  pounds  of  bacon  ;  that  lie  had 
nnsed  tive  bales,  and  he  had  only  taken  two  of  them,  which  would  leave 
enough  back  to  pay  for  the  bacon.  He  said  also,  he  had  letters 
showing  that  the  cotton  belonged  to  him,  and  feeling  perfectly  innocent 
he  did  not  want  any  witnesses  except  the  letters  he  had.  He  was  a 
very  intelligent  black  man.  I  saw,  Invwever,  that  it  was  a  foregone  con 
elusion  that  he  was  goin^rto  jail  if  lu>  did  not  know  enough  to  take 
advantage  of  the  law  w  hich  created  the  court,  and  which  idlows  the 
accused  to  choose  his  j udge  in  case  the  j  ud ges  do  not  agree.  One  of  the 
judges  got  up  and  the  crowd  got  around  Inm  and  consulted  with  him, 
and  Mr.  Hujigerford  was  left  alone  on  the  l>eneh.  1  ha<l  a  few  woids 
with  him  in  revrai<i  to  the  law.  I  tohl  him  to  read  tlie  hiw  to  tliein, 
whiel*  he  tlidj  and  then  the  prisoner  said  to  Mr.  Hungerlbrd,  choose 
you.**  "Well,"  said  he,  "llien  I  pronounce  you  not  guilty."  Imme* 
diately  there  was  a  great  uproar  in  the  room,  and  the  door  was  locked. 
The  crowd  said  that  decision  would  not  do,  and  carried  on  verj*  riotously. 
I  got  up  then  and  left.  As  I  w-ent  out  of  tlie  do<)r  they  commenced 
cui'sing  me,  and  1  appealed  to  the  deputy  sheriti  for  protection,  loi  the 
crowd  were  all  around  with  clubs  and  pistols.  In  about  half  or  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  I  returned,  fearing  Mr.  Hungerford  might  get  into 
trouble  and  need  my  assistance.  I  found  a  colored  man  standinfr  at  the 
door  of  the  court  room,  and  he  said  they  liad  been  slapi>ing  and  beating 
Mr.  Hungerford,  and  were  going  to  kill  liim  unless  he  reversed  his  deci- 
sion. Soon  after  the  door  was  opened  and  they  all  came  out  together. 
Tlie  party  took  Mr.  Hungerford  over  to  a  store  and  there  made  him  sign 
a  verdict  r)f  guilfs*  airainst  the  prisoner,  and  sentenced  him  to  jail  for  three 
montljs,  thus  comi»elliiig  him  to  reverse  his  decision.  1  do  not  know 
what  else  happened,  except  that  3Ir.  Hungerford  told  me  he  had  to  leave 
town — ^that  was  one  of  the  conditions  on  which  he  was  released.  I  tried 
to  get  a  i>arty  of  men  to  come  and  rescue  Mr.  Hungerford,  but  f  onld  not, 
as  everybody  who  was  a  republican  was  fri-jhteued  out  of  town.  I 
remained  there  about  two  weeks  after  this  occurred,  and  found  matters 
getting  worse  and  worse.  I  could  not  go  for  my  mail  without  being 
assaulted  in  the  street,  civsed,  and  having  the  crowd  cry  "  Draw  ycmr  pis* 
tols,''  and  all  sorts  of  things.  I  passed  along,  not  nf)l  iciiiu  them,  thinking 
they  wouhl  get  tire<l  of  it  after  a  while:  but  the  tirst  tiiini:  I  kTtew  1  got 
this  notice  to  leave.  1  have  since  received  a  letter  from  my  wife,  who 
says  that  seven  or  eight  of  these  men  passed  my  house  the  other  day 
and  fired  several  shots  into  the  house.  They  say  whenever  I  put  my 
foot  back  there  they  are  bound  to  kill  me* 
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Q.  Have  yon  any  information  as  to  tlie  couditiou  of  this  black  mau 
who  was  sent  to  prison ! 

A.  Ko,  sir ;  only  that  he  was  sent  there,  and  that  the  prison  is  unfit 
for  a  dog,  let  alone  a  hnnuw  being. 

ByMr.  Bbok: 

Q.  Df)  you  know  any  other  reason  why  yon  were  warned  off  except 

the  one  you  have  stated  ? 
A.  Xothiuc  but  my  politics. 

Q.  Yon  didn't  interfere  in  that  trial,  you  thmk,  in  any  way  to  bring 

down  tlu'ir  censure f 
A.  Ko,  sir;  I  never  interfered  in  any  way. 

By  the  Chaibmaij: 

Q.  Did  you  tell  the  prisoner  whieh  judirr  to  choose  t 
A.  While  the  ease  was  going  on  I  said  to  tiie  prist^uer,  if  the  judges  do 
not  agree  you  can  choose  the  judge.   I  did  not  tell  him  who  to  choose, 
and  even  after  I  npokB  to  Mr.  Hnngerford,  and  showed  him  the  law  that 
covered  the  case,  I  nev«r  i^ke  to  the  prisoner. 

Tuesday,  Jammry  12, 1860. 

Doctor  8.  P.  Powell,  of  Angnsta.  Georgia,  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee, was  duly  sworn,  and  testifiea  as  follows,  viz: 

My  a^e  is  65;  I  have  not  hcou  a  .crreat  while  in  Angnsta;  I  have  lived 
in  (lilVcKMit  parts  of  the  State  of  Geor^na  siiu  e  1S4!).  IM-evions  to  that 
time,  for  LM)  years,  I  resided  upon  the  Carolina  side  of  the  Savannah 
river.  I  was  born  in  the  northern  part  of  North  Caioliua,  wa^  educated 
in  Oeorgia,  at  Old  Salem,  in  Clark  connty. 

By  Mr.  Boutwell: 

Question.  Were  you  at  Angnsta  at  the  time  of  the  recent  election  f 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  T>ifl  you  have  an  opportunity  to  observe  how  the  election  was 
man  aged  t 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  yon  observe  any  circumstances  or  things  that  were  peculiar  at 
that  election  ? 

A-  At  tlie  presidential  election  tlint  premled  the  iininieipal  election, 
the  colored  people  had  become  exceedingly  intimidated  from  the  assaults 
which  had  taken  place,  and  many  of  them  avowed  to  me  that  they  would 
not  risk  to  attend  the  election.  At  the  polls,  which  were  opened  in  four 
different  wards  of  tln^  eify,  tliev  wore  packed  by  thf  dt  niocmtic  party. 
Kothinjr  was  said,  l»ut  tlu'  reiniitlicans  were,  as  they  eonehuled,  shut  out, 
and  at  the  4th  ward  the  pack  joined  hands:  at  the  latter  part  of  the  day, 
however,  they  allowed  some  to  come  in.  There  were  some  persons  who 
said  they  would  vote  the  republican  ticket  challenged;  and  a  pistol  was 
shown  then,  although  nothitig  was  said.  The  election  passed  ott'  without 
any  material  outrage,  bnt  it  was  owing  to  the  utter  fiiihire  of  nny  opx>o- 
sition  upon  the  part  of  any  of  the  republicans.  1  was  in  communication 
with  the  leading  democrats,  and  they  informed  me  that  they  had  upwards 
of  2,(K)0  men  nuushalled,  with  arms  stacked;  that  they  had  two  cannons 
placed,  at  what  hx  ality  T  did  not  learn,  and  that  when  those  cannon 
should  be  tired  it  would  be  the  signal  for  a  general  row.  They  said  they 
intended  to  carry  the  election  at  all  hazartls.  They  were  some  gentlemen 
who  were  in  prominent  positions  at  the  railroads. 

Q.  Did  you  see  what  you  state  as  having  taken  place  at  the  1th  ward? 

A.  1  did  not  see  it;  I  did  not  go  there,  but  T  walked  around  and  saw 
the  pack  at  the  di£fereut  wards.  At  the  1st  ward  the  man  who  was  to 
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open  tilt'  i>oll8  would  not  appear;  lie  wanted  to  make  his  will  before  be 
would  a]>pear,  and  he  did  not  appear  until  eight  or  nine  o'clook.  The 
election  was  a  fiulure  entiielj.  At  the  presidential  election  I  was  in  the 
court-bouse. 

By  Mr.  !!!s'OKRis: 

Q.  Was  it  at  the  presidential  election  or  at  the  municipal  election  that 
tbeise  guns  were  to  be  Hred  ? 

A*  It  was  said  to  me  l^at  they  were  in  prex>axatioa  upon  both  occasions, 
and  that  they  would  he  used,  at  a  given  signaly  at  any  moment  it  became 
necessary. 

Bv  Mr.  Boutwbll: 

Q.  But  the  particulars  which  you  have  gone  into— do  they  relate  to  the 

muiii(  ii»al  electioill 
A.  Yt's,  sir. 

By  Mr.  J»eck: 

Q.  When  was  the  municipal  election  held! 
A.  It  was  held  early  in  November;  I  do  not  recoUeet  the  day. 
By  Mr.  Boittwell: 

Q.  I  iave  you  any  infonnation  as  to  what  took  plaee  in  Augusta  at  the 

presidential  election  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  was  there. 
Q.  StuUi  what  you  know  of  that  election  f 

A.  The  presidential  election  went  on  and  made  some  process,  until  a 
row  commenced  bofoi-e  the  court-house.  I  do  not  recollect  the  time; 
p{Mliii]>s  it  was  :il>f)nt  1'-*  oVlock.  There  was  an  attempt  to  shoot  a  ne^j^ro. 
llw  mail  who  cuiumenced  this  row  was  arrested  alterwaitls  by  warrant, 
ami  i  was  the  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case.  He  attempted  to  fiie 
twice,  but  without  effects  The  third  time  his  pistol  went  oif.  The  evi- 
dence was  that  the  negro  would  have  been  killed  if  Ids  pistol  had  gone 
off  at  the  fir-t  fn  e.  Iiimiediately  upon  this,  tlie  men  at  a  little  distance 
ill  the  street,  pn  liai)s  100  yards  off,  commenced  iirin^r,  nnd  an  innocent 
man  was  killed.  The  sheriff  went  into  the  crowd  with  a  determination 
of  taking  a  pistol  fiom  some  man,  who,  he  thought,  ought  not  to  be  in 
possession  of  it.  He  went,  as  I  was  inf(»i  iiied,  and  got  a  soldier  to  {irrest 
the  man.  The  soldier  raiue,  but  refused  to  <h)  nnythin<]f  with  him  without 
an  order  from  his  sui»erior,  and  while  the  slieritf  was  standing  in  the 
crowd,  a  gent^who  was  standing  .as  near  him  as  I  am  to  you,  told  me  be 
saw  the  sheiin  shot  Xobody  knew  who  did  it.  He  was  shot  by  a  per- 
son  who  did  not  draw  his  pistol,  but  discharged  it  through  his  coat-pocket. 

Q.  Have  you  the  means  of  knowing,  from  any  canvass,  the  strength 
of  the  two  paities  in  Augusta,  upon  a  full  vote  of  the  people  I 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  the  precise  number  of  the  votes  of  the  respective 
parties.  The  republican  party  is  in  a  very  strong  nuucrity,  4>r  had  been 
previously  to  the  presidential  election,  so  loTip:  a:s  the  ])eopIe  had  anythin;^ 
like  the  free  right  of  friinchise.  I  am  familiar  with  the  history  of  polit- 
ical affairs  in  the  Stute.  I  have  two  xilantations  in  southwestern  Georgia., 
where  my  fasmXy  have  resided,  and  where  I  was  myself. 

Q.  Have  you  been  there  of  latef 

A.  No,  sir;  for  my  life  would  have  been  forieited  ia  48  hours  if  I  had 

gone  near  there. 
Q.  Have  you  hatl  trustworthy  iuiormiUion  liom  there! 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  the  nature  of  that  informationf 

A.  B«'h)W  Americus  there  arc  hardly  any  white  men  who  maintain 
the  supremacy  of  the  government  or  of  Congress.  The  colored  people  in

tliosr  counties  liavt'  Ikm-ii  iit'iverU'il  and  be(m  coinin  Ucd  to  vote  the  iloiiio- 
ciatie  ticket,  even  uik>u  the  que^stiou  of  the  ratiiioatitiu  ut  the  eoustitu- 
tion.  Thioughout  10  counties  vith  which  I  am  perfectly  familiar,  viz: 
Early,  Clay,  Randolph,  Baker,  Calhoun^  Stewtirt,  Dougherty,  and  some 
other  adjoining  roiintics,  they  disapprove  of  iho  enfranchiscrjiciit  of  the 
negro,  and  have  tletei  mined  to  opiK>6e  it.  The  objeet  and  sjHrit  ot  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  is  to  put  the  negro  in  a  semi-serf  condition.  They  will  not 
consent  that  he  shall  occupy  any  other.  I  haire  travelled  extensively  in 
southwestern  Georgia  and  southeastern  Georgia  for  the  last  12  months, 
and  have  been  familiar  with  the  condition  of  the  negro  race  througli  all 
that  country.  Tlieir  condition  is  horrible  l)eyond  description.  1  was  at 
Savannah  at  the  time  of  tlie  ratificatiou  of  the  constitution.  There  are 
large  plantations  belonging  to  the  Middletons  about  five  miles  from 
Savannah.  The  negroes  in  that  county  nre  almost  universally  repnbli- 
t'a!i,  and  voted  for  tlie  ratification  of  the  conHtitution.  About  the  1st  of 
jSlay  the  owners  of  these  plantations  ordered  the  colored  men  upon  them 
to  leave  because  they  voted  the  republican  ticket.  They  refhsed  to  go. 
They  held  some  imperfect  contracts  with  the  owniers  and  the  latter  called 
U]>on  the  rolonrl  <'oinnmnding  the  post,  and,  as  I  was  inlunricd  by  an 
Ei)is<'0]K'i!i:ni  minister,  the  colonel  sent  a  military  Uma  and  (lio\  (  iho 
negroes  oti  these  places.  They  wandered  about  the  country,  not  knowing 
what  to  do.  Yon  swore  me  to  tell  the  truth ;  I  must  do  it.  The  negroes, 
to  a  Ifurge  extent,  can  h&ye  no  redress  ironi  the  civil  authorities  of  the 
State.  They  have  mndo  contracts  which  have  been  annnllcd,  and  they 
have  come  to  mh-  in  muliitiides  tor  redress,  as  I  have  been  practicing  law 
in  AugustA.  The  cotton  is  sent  otl  to  market  and  sold  by  the  owners  of 
the  plantations,  and  the  laborers  are  refused  their  pay.  I  have  tried 
suits  in  their  behalf  in  several  cases,  but  have  been  compelled  to  quit. 
The  opposition  was  so  strong  that  a  motion  was  fded  against  me  in  conrt 
to  show  cause  why  I  ajipeanMl  as  counsel  for  these  clainnints.  'So  lan- 
guage of  mine  can  adeipiately  describe  the  contUtion  of  the  negro  race 
in  that  country;  they  are  so  poor;  their  rights  are  so  disregai^ed  and 
trampled  upon;  and  there  is  no  redress. 

The  witness  referred  to  a  case  of  a  n(  uto  who  was  recently  shot  at  and 
severely  wound(*d  in  the  streets  Ibr  no  other  alleged  reas(m  than  that  the 
negio  struck  against  his  assailant  upon  the  sidewalk;  and  said  that  he 
himself,  affcer  making  a  speech  in  southwestern  Georgia,  advising  and 
urging  his  countrymen  (himself  being  a  southern  man)  t(»  conform  to  the 
provision.'?  of  Conirrcss  atrd  of  the  government  of  the  United  Stati's — 
although  he  had  said  no  word  that  ought  to  be  olVcnsive  to  auybotly — 
luul  barely  saved  his  life  and  escaped  from  a  youn;;  man  who  rushed  at 
him  with  pistol  in  hand,  by  the  intervention  of  other  parties.  lie  stated 
also  that  having  been  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Methodist  Ki>isc»)- 
pal  chni  cli  since  1S.)(»,  he  was.  nevertlieh'ss,  not  allowed  to  exercise  his 
ministeLiuL  vocation  to  any  but  the  coloretl  people. 
By  Mr.  Kokkis: 

Q.  Do  you  really  tluiik  that  the  statements  of  these  men  in  reference 
to  the  cannon,  Ac.,  are  to  be  relied  on,  and  that  they  would  themselves 

now  admit  that  they  made  these  statements  to  yon  ? 

Witness  replied  that  lie  tlion^lit  they  would;  tliat  in  his  o]iTTnon  tliey 
were  true  statements;  that  they  had  been  repeateiy  made  to  him iu sub- 
stance, and  the  siime  tacts  detailed  by  various  dilferent  parties*. 

He  further  stated,  in  reply  to  questions  by  Mr.  Bontwell,  that  in  his 
opinion  the  motion  made  re(iniring  him  to  show  his  authority  for  acting 
as  attorney  when  defending  the  case  of  colored  peojde,  was  made  simply 
to  cut  otf  their  rights  as  litigants;  and  he  fuither  referred  to  the  history 
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of  the  delays  and  obstructions  wiiicli  had  Ix  eii  us(m1  tti  ])rt»vent  the  oott* 
sideration  and  settlement  of  a  case  at  law  on  behalf  of  tlie  negroes. 

In  reply  to  inquiries  of  Mr.  Beck,  he  stated  that  be  had  practiced  law 
for  8('\  4  ral  years,  before  the  war,  in  Gi'orgia;  that  he  was  also  a  meml^er 
of  the  T<  Ti!i»^8soe  bar;  that  he  had  praetic«Ml  in  south U(*>;tcrn  Gfor^a,  in 
U])jH*r  (icorijfia,  in  Augusta,  and  Savannah,  and  liad  icsi(h'd  at  (Jiis)M)it  ; 
that  in  his  capacity  as  a  Methoilist  niinister  he  had  not  been  spet  ialiy 
located  by  the  conference  to  which  he  belonged,  but  bad  worked  at  his 
own  discretion  as  a  local  preacher.  He  hesitated  to  give  the  names  of 
the  men  who  told  him  tliat  there  were  2,(H>0  men,  with  arms  and  cannon, 
ready  at  a  given  signal  to  make  war  upon  voters  who  might  otter  i-epub- 
licau  tickets,  stating  that  he  thought  such  a  statement  w  ould  expose  him 
to  their  hatred  and  vengeance,  and  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  loyal 
men  there;  and  thereupon  Mr.  Beck  waived  the  latter  question. 

Isaac!  Seeley  was  swoni,  and  testified  that  he  was  a  citizen  of  Savan- 
nah, Georgia ;  that  he  was  a  farmer  by  profession ;  that  he  had  resided 
for  the  last  two  or  three  yi^ars  in  G^rgia ;  that  previous  to  that  time  he 
has  resided  in  western  New  York;  that  he  was  in  Savannah  on  the  day 
of  the  last  presidential  eh'etion ;  that  he  was  not  present  at  the  poll- 
much  of  the  time,  having  been  away  on  a  eaini>nii^T!ing  tour,  and  only 
arrived  at  the  time  of  the  riotj  that  fiom  information  which  he  consid- 
ered entirely  trostwoi-thy,  in  reference  to  the  election  at  Savannah,  none, 
or  but  very  few,  of  the  republicans  voted;  that  they  were  deterred  ftrom 
votinir,  some  from  fear  of  their  lives,  and  others  from  motives  of  pnliey ; 
thnt  tliree  eolorcd  men  were  killed  by  8  o'clock  in  the  morning :  that  they 
had  come  to  the  polls  without  arms,  as  advised  by  tiieir  icatlei-s ;  that 
upon  a  subsequent  meeting  for  consultation  at  New-street  church,  they 
hatl  decided  not  to  take  any  part  in  the  election,  for  fear  if  they  did  that 
they  should  b<^  driven  away  and  more  of  their  number  killc<l  He  I'ead 
the  aifldnvit  of  James  Dooner,  the  sheriff",  jjiven  before  tlie  coroner's 
inquest  in  tiie  case  of  the  policenmu,  Reed,  whojwas  shot  and  killed.  The 
affidavit  is  as  follows,  viz: 

Jumvs  DoAner,  shwiff  of  ChAtham  county,  twoni,  myn '  On  the  morninfi^  of  Hi*  3d  of 
November,  1866,  I  WM  on  duty  at  the  court-honse  as  sberiflf  of  said  county ;  I  was  ealled 
upon  by  several  citizens  to  c!oar  the  principal  entrance  1o  the  court-house  ;  I  went  to  the  front 

dnnr  to  <ip»Mi  a  piixsaeeRO  as  fi>  ullow  otlu-rs  to  ruiiu-  in,  but  cuuM  not  ilo  it  :  I  \v«-nt  ixit  »iud 
made  ajpplicatiun  to  Lieutenant  Howard,  commanding  a  detachment  of  the  city  police  force, 
and  telnnft  htm  that  me  and  tny  deputies  were  anable  to  clear  a  passagre  way,  and  wheti  he 
fonnd  T  could  not  .in  so,  he.  witli  his  fore*,  came  witlj  ine  for  tliat  pui  jmse  ;  \vr  camp  to  the 
front  of  the  court-house  and  made  the  clearing;  I  stood  ou  the  front  »t«p  about  om-  mmute  : 
I  went  from  there  to  the  north  side  of  the  eourt-house,  and  when  I  p)t  there  I  h<  hkI  tiif>  report 
of  fire-arms  in  front  of  the  court-boif^e :  rt  yonnfr  niitn  mi  the  nortli  sidi'  r<Mnarltfd  that  I  sliould 
Imj  at  tlie  front  of  the  house  wheru  the  iiiiii^  vvus  going  ou;  1  tuint-J  to  go  to  the  froul,  when 
Home  parties  brought  the  deceased  around  to  the  north  side  of  the  court-house,  to  where  I 
was ;  I  was  tinked  bjr  one  of  the  partj  if  I  could  get  him  some  water;  1  went  into  my  ottice 
for  that  purpose,  bat  when  I  throw  open  the  window  I  found  he  bad  been  removed ;  while  he 
was  Ij  lnir  i>n  iHc  pnverncnt  .'^oino  mu-  iislicil  tfio  d('t'ca>ci1  wlicrc  lie  was  .-.lint,  (ind  lie  iciiltrd 
by  nomttuj^  to  bis  aboduien;  I  asked  his  name,  and  was  told  hi'<  name  wn-t  Keed  ;  1  m\\  a, 
white  man  with  a  pistol,  bat  when  I  told  him  to  put  it  up  he  did  ho  ;  I  saw  a  colored  man 
v.itb  ii  aword  iu  bis  baud;  I  \Y;t«  rrsi-fi  l  <»nly  by  colored  men  :  iln-  wliitc  citizens  rriul.-ifj 
prompt  asslHtunce ;  one  negro  tried  to  strike  me  twice  with  a  sTu  k  ;  1  .saw  two  bricks  throw u 
by  n«groes  from  the  «outh  wide  of  the  oonrt-hoiie;  i\m  was  b^for^  the  ahootinf?  comineuced  : 
therp  were  at  lea.><i  loij  np(^riK!.4  to  one  white  man;  I  did  not  know  the  name  of  the  deceased 
nntil  told  by  the  partie^i  theiu;  the  reason  why  we  tried  to  clear  the  pa»aage  was  because 
some  of  the  Central  rMlioad  employes  wished  to  obtain  an  enttanee  to  the  courtFbonsOt  and 

could  not  ihi  St). 

He  also  iciid  hoiu  an  editorial  article  in  reference  to  the  same  subject, 
as  follows : 

It  appears  from  the  above  testimony  that  the  five  citisens  of  Savannah  who  were  killed  in 
tbf  lisrlit  on  el'  ct'uii  Any  ttictr  lives  front  au  attempt  made  by  the  sberitT  and  his  deputies*, 
the  lieutenant  of  police  and  bis  detachment,  and  other  citizens,  to  clear  the  entrance  uf  colored 
Tuters  and  obtiun  an  entrance  to  the  polls  for  the  whitea. 
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Tlierc  are  other  fticta  coanecteii  nuh  tliis  md  result,  which  ought  uot  to  be  forgotteu  or 

Then  won  but  three  poUii  or  boxM  provided  for  nearly  7,000  voters. 
9A,  TImw  boxes  were  all  Iniddled  in  one  little  room. 

3d.  Tht>  three  preciocy  pn)vi<1e<]  for  hy  the  code  In  tbo  three  other  mlKtia  dbtricte  won 

abolhhei)  hy  the  ordinary,  or  not  establiithed. 

The  obvions  and  natural  conclusion  from  the  above  facta  » this :  Hail  there  been  six  or 
eight  precincts — three  or  four  for  whitc^,  and  tbne  or  four  foroolond,to  Tote  seiMurateliy — no 
such  result  would  have  afllicted  the  city. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  responsible  authnrities  will  be  admonished  hy  this  sad  lesson,  and  tako 
ateps  to  prevent  the  recurrettce  of  such  a  bloody  scene. 

He  said  he  wished  to  swear  to  the  facts  stnti-d  in  flie  affidavit  and 
editorial,  as  he  kuew  them  to  be  true,  and  he  iiad  hiiii:>eU  iuiuished  the 
infonnation  npon  which  the  editorial  was  baaed. 

He  also  stated  that  there  were  in  Savannah  near  7,000  voters,  about 
3,000  white  and  about  4,000  cx)lored;  that  at  the  htst  election  General 
Grant  received  about  400  votes ;  that  Mr.  Seymour  received  4,042;  that 
Governor  BuUock  received  2,854  votes  j  so  tliat  of  about  4,000  colored 
Toters,  almost  all  of  whom  were  repablicans,  General  Grant  received  the 
votes  of  less  than  400,  and  probably  2,000  or  3,000  were  deterred  from 
going  to  the  polls  by  this  violence  and  intimidation  to  which  he  had 
referred. 

Witness  sobmitted  the  following  tables,  which,  he  had  prepared  from 
the  official  ietiini%  having  lefeience  to  tiie  election  tfarottghont  the 
State^  viz:

Tlir  W  T TXKPS.  The  vot<^  for  Seymour  is  almost  exactly  the  iiiimbcr  of 
whites  regi.steieU;  while  Grant's  vote  is  but  little  more  than  half  the 
number  of  colored  registenul ;  while  Bullock  gets  2G,000  Totes  in  66 
conutles,  Grant  gets  but  5,000. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  of  tin'  100,nf)0  cnTon  d  votes  in  the  Sfato  at  least 
JK),OiH>  are  republicans.  Tliat  ol  the  .><J.<K)U  votes  Grant  i-eeeived  20,000 
were  white,  and  30,000  were  colored.  This  gives  54,000  colored  voters 
prevented  from  voting,  or  coerced  to  rote  contrary  to  their  preference* 

I  have  no  donbt  but  tbat  10,000  whites  were  also  prevoiited  from  vot- 
injJT.  This  gives  00,000  voters  denied  the  right  to  vote,  which  is  a  viola- 
tion ot  one  of  the  tundameiitul  couditioiis  of  the  act  of  June  20,  for  the 
admissiou  of  Georgia*

lie  attributed  the  ialling  off  iii  the  vote  for  General  Grant  from  the 
vote  given  for  Governor  Bullock  to  the  violence,  threats,  intimidation, 

and  cindlenging  voters  upon  the  x^siyient  of  the  tax;  and  he  stated 
that,  sn  far  as  his  knowledjre  (»xtended,  in  tlioseeimnties  wliere  a  fair  elec- 
tion was  held,  the  republiean  vote  was  d»  huge  or  larger  at  the  presiden- 
tial than  it  was  at  the  spring  election.  He  Siao  expressed  the  opinion 
with  reference  to  the  60,0(^0  voters  who  had  either  lu'cn  prevented  firom 
voting  or  had  been  eo(>rced  to  yntf  the  democratie  ticket  contrary  to 
their  in-eferences,  that  tin's  result  was  caused  by  a  combinutiou  of  the 
democratic  party  in  the  8iaie  of  Georgia. 

In  answer  to  the  (juestion  by  Mr.  Norris,  whether  he  thought  any 
respectable  deiuocrat  had  anythintr  to  do  with  the  niattei-  just  referred 
to,  lie  rei)lied  that  it  was  his  im]H''>sioii  that  what  were  called  ^^respecta* 
bh'''  dciiu>cratH  had  the  management  of  it. 

IJe  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  ijrevcntiug  of  republicans  voting 
iu  Georgia  was  a  most  signal  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  omnibus 
bill,  by  wlii(  li  TJeorgia  had  been  restore<i  to  her  position  as  a  State  in  tlie 
Union;  tliat  ilic  liglit  of  snlFraire  sliould  be  maintained,  and  no  individ- 
nal  dejirived  ot  it.  Georgia,  therelbre,  had  m)t  c<mi]»lied  with  that  fun- 
damental condition  prescribed  iu  the  omnibus  bill  for  her  admission 
into  the  Union. 

In  rurtlier  exidaimtion  of  the  means  rcsoi'ted  to  to  prevent  the  colored 
voters  of  Georgia  from  voting  at  the  presidential  eler'tion,  hr  stated  the 
fael  that  while  tin'  coustilution  ot'  Georgia  imposed  the  resiiietion  that 
each  voter  shall  have  paid  all  the  taxi's  imposed  upon  him  for  the  year 
next  prece<ling  the  election,  no  ])oH  tax  had  bceu  imposed  u|K>n  any 
citizen  oftieorgia  f(n'  the  year  ending  the. "id  of  November  last:  but  that, 
so  far  as  ho  had  been  able  to  h*arn,  ci»lored  voters  tlironghouf  thr-  State 
had  Ijccn  ehaUcngeil  for  the  non-payment  of  the  poll-tax,  not  oi  the  year 
next  preceding  the  election,  but  oi'the  year  previous. 
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Tn  his  opinion  that  was  the  platfonn  of  the  democratic  party,  and  was 
quite  extensively  carried  out  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  to  prevent 
colored  men  from  votiiiji^  by  challengin;,^  them  npon  the  gromid  of  non- 
payment of  taxes,  wheTi  it  was  known  at  the  same  time  that  the  taxes 
for  whicli  tin  V  were  cliallenged  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of 
the  constitution.  There  wei-c  imdonbtedly  jnany  wlio  made  this  chal- 
lenjje  who  did  not  know  the  law,  bnt  he  was  confident  that  the  leaders 
of  the  democratic  party  did  know  and  understand  that  there  was  no  legal 
poll  t;i\'  required  of  any  citizen  of  Georfria  at  that  election,  lie  also 
said  tliat  in  Tn:iny  instiinces  the  ncfrroes  were  told  that  if  they  would 
Tote  for  Seymoui  they  could  vote,  notwithstanding  they  had  uot  paid 
their  taxes. 

From  the  official  report  (saM  the  witness)  of  General  Lewis,  (of  the 
FiT'odmon's  Burean,  of  Georjna^)  of  ontrn;^cs  njrninst  freednu  n.  from 
Januarj'-  1  to  November  1,  1808,  a  period  of  ten  months,  we  deduce  the 
following  summary  of  200  cases,  which  are  dated:  Duriug  seven  months, 
from  Jannary  to  Jnly,  inclnsire,  nnder  miiitar}-  government,  118  ont- 
raj^es  were  committed — 17  per  month.  During  three  months,  August, 
September,  and  October,  without  military  government,  nnd  nnder  tlie 
so  called  now  State  govemmeuti  142  outrages  were  conimitted — per 
month. 
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Which  exhibits  an  increase  of  nearly  300  per  cent,  of  crimes  against 
freed  men,  nnder  the  so  called  State  govenunent  of  Georgia. 

Said  rei)ort  also  shows  that  not  one  in  six  of  the  per|>etr<ltOr8  were 6Teil 
arrested,  and  few,  it  any,  brought  to  punishment. 

By  Mr.  BEfK : 

Q.  ITave  you  exauuued  the  Tolice  Gazette  of  JNew  York  city! 
A.  iSo,  sir. 

Q.  Ton  lived  in  New  York  fSor  a  long  timet 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  T)o  YOU  know  that  there  are  more  crimes  committed  i'l  rlnit  city 
witliin  tliree  months  than  you  have  enumerated  in  the  above  paper! 
A.  I  presume  so. 

Q.  Yon  say  that  many  men  were  told  that  if  they  would  vote  for  Sey- 
mour they  wonld  not  be  required  to  pay  their  tax;  do  you  know  that  to 

be  true! 

A.  1  have  the  information  liom  men  whom  1  never  knew  tii  misstate, 
that  it  was  a  piu  t  of  the  democratic  platform.  I  do  not  know  the  liictj  1 
state  it  as  my  opinion,  based  nftou  my  best  information. 

Q.  Do  you  state  that  it  is  your  opinion,  fnnn  any  information  yon  have, 
that,  to  any  considt>rable  extent,  men  were  allowed  to  vote  lor  iSeymonr 
without  paying  tlieir  taxf 

A.  I  state,  not  that  this  was  a  iioral  thing,  bnt  that  in  some  instances 
men  were  allowed  to  vote  for  Seymour  who  had  not  paid  their  taxes. 

Q.  You  know  of  none  yourself? 

A.  1  (lid  nut  attend  the  pf»lls,  and  tlierefore  1  do  not  Jmow  of  any  case, 
but  1  ha\  e  tiie  iutormatiou  liom  rehable  meu. 
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WitnesSi  in  reply  to  fbrtlier  inquiries  by  Mr.  Bedc,  stated  tbat  he  liad 
resided  in  Geoi ^nii  less  than  three  years;  that  he  was  a  fiunuer;  that  he 

was  not  a  candidate  for  niiv  office;  that  be  bad  been  a  member  of  tbo 
Goor^na  convention;  tbat  he  was  chairman  of  tbo  republican  congres- 
sioual  coiniiiitt«e  in  his  district,  and  had  been  travelling  over  that  district, 
associated  vitJi  the  men  who  had  charge  of  the  elections,  and  with  the 
registers  who  managed  them.  He  had  a  letter  from  a  United  States 
official,  who  was  a.ssistant  as-^fssor  <»f  internal  revenue  foT- tin'  4U8trict, 

with  its  lieadquarters  at  ;  he  wa^  driven  out  of  since  the 

election  by  violence.  He  was  assaulted  in  the  street  by  some  young 
men. 

Q.  Do  you  know  this  as  a  fact,  or  merely  as  information! 

A.  I  give  it  as  information,  from  a  letter  from  a  government  official. 
L.  C.  Bice,  assistant  a^isessor  of  internal  revenue  of  the  1st  congressional 
district  of  Georgia.  The  dozens  waited  upon  his  host  and  ordered  him 
not  to  keep  the  assistant  assessor  any  longer;  and  that  day  he  wa^ 
assaulted  in  the  streets  by  two  men  with  pistols  drawn;  and  was  struck 
in  the  face. 

By  Mr.  BR,i:MAN: 

Q.  \Vlicre  is  this  man  now? 

A.  lie  is  mail  agent  on  the  road  fiom  Lawtou  to  Bainbridge.  He  has 
been  assaulted  since;  a  billet  of  wood  was  thrown  through  the  car  win- 
dow, and  struck  him  upon  the  bead. 

[Mr.  Beaman  olyj*  ( tril  to  this  kind  of  evidence,  as  second  hand,  and 
he  exjiressed  the  ojnuiou  that  it  would  be  much  better  t4>  have  the  direct 
testimony  of  the  witnesses  themselves,  which  was  concurred  in  by  the 
committee.] 

WiTXKsH  resumed.  Mr.  Bice  says  he  will  send  an  affidavit  to  this  effect^ 

if  you  wish  it. 

By  Mr.  Bo  it  well: 
Q.  Please  jjive  us  your  own  exi)erience. 

The  witness  stated  that  he  had  not  been  treated  with  such  violence 
as  to  prevent  him  from  discharging  bis  duties  in  a  political  canvass ;  but, 
in  order  to  hold  meetings  and  not  have  them  broken  up,  it  had  become 

neccss  nrv  to  admit  democratic  sj>eakers,  on  condition  that  they  would 
keei»  <u<lcr  in  the  streets  and  at  the  meetings,  and  it  was  only  by  making 
that,  bargain  that  their  meetings  had  been  held  without  any  outbreak. 
Others  who  had  held  meetings  had  been  maltreated  in  various  ways.  It 
'wiui  his  o])imon  that  there  is  not  free  speech  in  Georgia. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  any  men  who  have  been  boldinj?  office 
in  the  State  of  tieorgia  have  been  <hiven  out  of  the  county  in  which 
they  were  located  before  they  were  ordered  out  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  t 

Witness  stated  that  he  had  been  informed,  and  believed  that  such  was 
the  fact:  that  he  had  been  pres^iut  at  a  meeting  at  Quitman,  ricor*rin; 
that  at  that  meeting  there  had  been  noise  and  little  iuterruplions,  but 
no  violence  offci'cd  to  him,  but  his  i-epresentative  had  been  struck  in  the 
&ce,  and  he  himself  had  narrowly  escaped  violence;  that  upon  their 
return  they  were  advised  that  some  of  the  people  at  tbo  same  i)laoe  were 
nu'ditatin;:  active  violence;  that  certain  |>ersous  came  into  the  cars 
hunting  for  them,  but  did  uot  tiud  them.  lie  had  been  told  that  it  was 
not  sate  for  them  to  hold  meetings  at  — •  or  (Quitman ;  that  if  they 
did  they  would  be  surely  killed;  but  they  were  not  di  tV  atcd  in  carrying 
out  their  plans;  they  made  their  appointments  and  held  their  meetings. 
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By  Mr.  Beaman: 
Q.  Wlio  told  you  that! 

A.  Doctor  {{{}]]  "Rico,  vrho  had  been  dowu  to  both  these  places  and  hehl 
meetings,  and  who  had  been  violently  treated.  He  is  a  lawyer,  and  was, 
at  the  Umt,  the  law  partner  af  the  district  attorney  of  Georgia.

Colonel  A.  W.  Sto^te^  having  been  duly  sworn,  testihed  an  follows : 

By  Mr.  Faensworth  : 

Question.  Where  do  you  reside  f 
Answer.  In  Savannub. 

Q.  Wliat  i>osition  do  you  holdt 
A.  I  practice  law,  sir. 
Q.  Holding  any  office! 

A.  1^0 J       except  United  States  commissioner. 
The  committee  here  a^oumed. 

Satueday,  January  9, 1869. 

By  Mr.  Bingham: 

Question.  Colonel  Stone,  proceed  to  make  any  statement  yon  have  to 
make,  briefly. 

Answer.  Of  my  own  personal  knowledge  I  can  only  six  ;ik  of  Savannah 
and  counties  around  there,  where  1  have  lived  siuee  A])nl,  ISO.").  T  have 
resided  in  Georgia  for  20  years  past.  The  condition  of  things  in  Savan- 
nah for  the  last  year  is  what  I  call  bad,  so  feir  as  security  to  peison  and 
property  is  concerned,  to  men  who  are  open  republicans  and  to  the  col- 
ored people.  So  far  as  the  judges  of  the  superior  ronrts  nw  coTtf  crned, 
I  think  they  administer  jurstiee  impartially  in  all  then  eliarges  to  juries 
in  the  t  rial  of  cases.  1  liave  not  discovered  any  partiality  in  the  judges 
with  whom  I  am  acquainted.  I  cannot  say  as  much  for  the  juries.  I 
think  their  verdicts  are  more  or  less  governed  by  prejudice.  Colored 
l>eople,  large  numbers  of  them,  accused  of  crime,  are  arrested  by  the 
magistrates  upon  a  warrant,  (affidavit  and  warrant,  as  required  by  law,) 
and  without  hearing,  or  any  pains  being  taken  to  give  them  an  immedi- 
ate examination,  they  are  firequently  lodged  in  j&  and  stay  there  for 
months  without  any  examination  at  all,  and  then  are  often,  when  they 
can  get  nobody  to  t■.\^u'  up  their  case  and  demand  an  examimttiou  for 
them,  discharircd  wiihout  a  single  witness  appearing  against  them. 
By  Mr.  1  :kaman: 

Q.  Is  that  a  common  thing  ! 

A.  Qnite  common,  sir.  I  have  done  a  good  deal  of  business  for  the 
colored  people  8in<;e  I  have  been  in  Savannah,  most  of  it  without  pay. 
They  are  ])oorly  able  to  pay.    I  can  give  yon  one  instance  \u  point.  A 

colored  man  had  rented  a  |m«'(im'  of  land  about  four  miles  irom  tlie  city; 
he  was  arrested  immediately  alter  the  X)residential  election  in  Savanna li, 
Upon  the  charge  of  being  one  of  the  parties  engaged  in  the  murder  of 
young  Law,  (f)  who  was  shot  out  on  uie  Ogeechee.  He  was  detained  in 
jail  un<Ier  that  charj^e  some  little  time — over  a  week.  They  sent  for  me; 
his  wile  came  to  sec  me;  i  went  to  see  the  magistrate;  he  could  not  get 
him  examined  then;  I  demanded  an  examination;  oh,  he  would  give  it 
to  him  the  next  day;  he  wanted  to  see  the  prosecutor  about  getting  wit- 
nesses. 1  called  the  next  day,  he  was  atill  in  jail ;  I  called  the  third  day 
and  demanded  an  examinati(m  or  I  would  bring  him  out  under  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus;  he  promised  me  I  should  have  it;  on  the  day  after  that 
he  was  brought  before  the  magistrate  and  discharged  without  a  single 
witness  appearing  against  him  *,  none  could  be  found,  I  know  of  other

cases  of  a  siiuilar  character.  If  the  colored  men  could  employ  counsel, 
If  they  had  the  means  of  getting  connsd  who  woidd  take  hold  of  thdr 
oases  and  push  them  along,  they  mi;^ht  be  discharged  sooner;  but  they 
are  generally  without  mcfiDs  to  do  that. 

Q.  FTave  you  any  sugge.Htions  as  to  what  oupht  to  he  done  llicn  ? 

A.  1  do  not  know  that  I  have,  sir.  •  Well,  I  will  state  bulVn  e  1  <M)jiie  to 
that»>rwi]l  make  a  su^^estion  before  1  get  through  if  you  will  allow 
me  to  go  on  a  little  further  with  this  statement.  It  is  sometimes  said 
that  northeni  men,  what  we  call  carpet  baggers,  who  havo  coinc  tlnTo 
since  the  war,  and  Hoallawafrs,  wlio  arc  incii  who  have  lived  there  for  a  lou^ 
time,  but  did  not  participate  in  the  rebellion — I  have  heard  a  good  deal 
said  since  I  have  been  north  that  the  life  Qf  a  northern  man  is  not  safe 
in  the  south,  to  live  there,  or  t<»  travel  through  the  country.  Tliat  I 
t1ii?il<  is  sMbjcf't  to  some  qualification.  If  a  northern  man  goes  out  there 
oii  ijusiucss  lie  can  travel  through  the  country  safely  if  lie  will  say  notliiiig 
on  polities,  or  represent  himself  to  be  a  good  Andrew  Johnson  democrat. 
He  is  perfectly  safe  then,  I  think.  But  you  let  a  man  go  out  there 
aiul  advoi'ate  repubhcan  principles — and  they  .are  perfectly  repugnant 
to  the  native  southernc7« — and  he  may  get  alonjr  safely  and  he  may  not. 
Imuiediately  after  the  i)ro.sidential  election  in  Savanuali  a  man  that  was 
known  as  a  republican,  and  was  recognized  as  a  leader  of  the  republican 
jmtyi  was  liable  to  be  and  was  insulted  in  the  streets,  and  in  such  a 
inauner  as  lie  could  not  resent  it,  because  the  parties  wlio  would  insult 
]\\m  would  be  four  or  live  together.  They  would  call  him  all  sorts  of 
naau-s.  L  have  met  with  that  two  or  tliree  tiuies.  I  have  known  others 
of  my  Mends  who  haye  met  with  the  same^  and  some  whose  lives  have 
been  threat(>ned.  Now  I  do  not  make  this  applicable  to  all  the  soutliern 
peojvle;  there  is  a  class  of  old  citizens  who  disapprove  of  that  kind  of 
conduct.  You  talk  with  them  and  they  disajiprove  of  it  very  stion.uly ; 
but  they  hav*;  none  of  them  got  the  moral  courage  to  come  out  and  meet 
and  iKis»  resolutions,  or  take  any  decided  action  to  put  it  down.  The 
class  I  spoke  of  flrst  is  confined  mostly  to  the  young  men,  wild  boys  who 
many  of  them  were  in  the  army,  ami  some  who  have  grown  u]>  since, 
and  while  they  are  many  of  them  of  resjKM  talih'  and  st»nie  ol  weahliy 
parents,  are  wild  aud  retikless;  and  then  auollier  class  of  men  connected 
with  them  who  care  for  nothing. 

Q.  Right  there  I  want  to  ask  you  if  you  know  anything  of  this  Ku- 
KluxKlan? 

A.  Nothing,  only  from  genend  report.  I  know  U(»thing  i>cr.MUia]ly  of 
it.  There  arc  indications,  1  think,  that  such  an  organization  undoubt- 
edly exists,  and  that  there  is  some  organization  of  that  kind  in  Savannah ; 
but  positi  \  ely  I  know  nothing  of  it. 

By  Mr.  BINOHA31: 

Q.  Have  these  manifestations  been  less  frequent  since  the  November 

election? 

A.  I  left  there  on  the  ITtli  of  December.  For  three  or  four  days  after 
the  election  the  excitement  was  much  greater  than  it  bad  been  at  any 
time,  perhaps;  but  after  that,  and  the  result  of  the  election  became 
known,  tlu've  seemed  to  be  uuu'c  (juiet,  and  i)eople  sitting  (h)\vn.  recog- 
nizing the  elect  ion  as  a  lixed  fact;  and  (Uir  press,  as  yon  iirui>;il»ly  all 
know,  connucnced  claiudng  lleneral  (trant,  perhaps  lor  tiieir  own  man, 
and  telling  tlu  people  that  he  was  a  good  man,  undoubtcflly,  calculating 
to  create  an  impression  that  they  could  use  him  as  they  had  the  last 
President. 

IJy  Mr.  NoiJKis: 

Q.  Was  the  election  in  Savannah  a  iair  ouet 
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A.  No,  sir;  it  was  a  perfwt  farce. 

Q.  Did  the  colored  men  make  any  trouble! 

A.  Welly  sir,  I  will  tell  you  aU  I  know  aboat  it  Thefe  were  three 
Imllot-bozes  opcnrd  in  Savannah,  in  the  dty,  all  at  the  court-house. 

There  ni<*  Iavh  doors  to  the  eonrt-house  by  wh'u  h  juto.^s  was  had  to 
these  l»alU)t  l>uxe8,  and  then  they  had  to  pass  thioui;h  the  eourt-huuiie 
at  auotlier  door.  Going  in  at  one  door  you  had  a  ballot-box  on  the  left 
hand  and  one  on  the  right  hand.  At  the  other  door  there  was  but  one 
ballot-box.  One  of  the  ballot-boxes  was  controlled  by  one  good  repub- 
lican and  two  stronjr  democrats,  pretty  violent  men.  One  of  the  other 
boxes  was  managed  by  one  mun  who  was  recognized  as  a  republican  and 
two  democrats ;  the  third  ballot-box  was  controlled  by  three  democrats. 
When  I  nsed  the  word  democrat  there,  I  meant  labels.  In  the  country 
there  were  two  ballot-boxes  opened,  one  on  the  Ogeechee,  and  tbe  other 
on  Chatham's  ilill,  for  the  county  of  Chatham.  Then'  was  no  trouble  at 
these  two  polls.  On  the  day  of  the  election  I  went  down  to  the  polls  at 
^  oV^lock  in  the  morning.  The  managers  were  there  at  that  tiine.  and 
the  polls  were  opened,  I  think,  at  half  past  6  or  7.  When  I  went  down 
there  the  negroes  liad  formed  in  a  line  to  each  of  these  ballot-boxes 
and  hiul  possession  of  all  the  ballot  boxes.  There  were  thons;iuds  of 
them  there.  Over  a  thousand,  1  should  think,  iu  line  reguiariy,  and 
others  standing  ontside  ready  to  step  right  in ;  and  a  few  white  men 
were  mixed  in  with  tliem  to  get  in  to  vote.  They  commmced  voting,  , 
and  20  votes  were  ]H>lU  d  without  a  challenge  being  made.  They 
then  commenced  challeugin;^:  on  the  ground  that  the  ne^Toes  had  not 
paid  their  poll-taxes,  it  wa.s  necessary  that  a  tax  ^ixuuid  be  i)aid,  and 
Governor  Bollock's  order  was  read  in  reference  to  this  tax  to  the  repub- 
lican managers.  The  two  who  were  thei*e  were  iu  favor  of  allowing  them 
to  vote  witliout  making  thorn  swear  in  their  vofv  thitt  they  had  paid  their 
tux.  That  was  overrnled  and  t  lir  iie*;n>es  were  reqiuied  to  swear  in 
their  votes  every  one  of  tlieiu  liiiiL  they  had  i)aid  their  t^ix ;  and  every 
one  of  them  who  bad  not  were  lefhsed  a  vote.  After  that  had  gone  on 
for  a  few  minutes,  then  there  came  a  white  man,  and  the  reimblican 
manag(»r  who  was  at  the  box  said  if  they  were  going  to  challenge  all 
the  ciilored  voters  he  would  challenge  the  white  ones,  and  they  did  chal- 
lenge some  of  tlie  first  citizens  of  Savannah,  even  the  mayor  himself 
when  he  came  later  in  the  day.  This  mode  took  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  votes  came  in  slowly.  Tiiey  would  not  have  balloted  over  1,000 
votes  all  day,  if  they  had  ean  icd  out  thatprognnnmr,  Wliile  that  wuiS 
going  on  some  railroad  employes  liom  the  Central  railroad  came  there 
a  little  before  8  o^clock.  I  saw  them.  They  sent  the  former  sheriff 
in  to  me  to  ask  me  to  see  the  managers  and  ask  them  if  they  could  not 
come  in  the  back  way  and  vote.  I  told  them  I  did  not  think  it  could  bo 
done,  l>iit  I  would  see  the  managers,  which  I  did,  and  the  managers  said 
all  must  t^ke  their  turns.  AlH)ut  that  time  I  went  to  my  breukfast| 
abont  8  o'clock,  and  while  I  was  gone  the  riot  commenced.  I  was 
not  there  when  the  riot  was  going  on,  and  can  therefore  only  speak  from 
hearsay,  and  from  the  testimony  I  heard  at  the  coroner's  Inqoest  by  the 
sheritt  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

By  Mr.  Bingham  : 

Q.  I  want  to  know,  colonel,  whether,  since  tiie  result  of  the  iHesiden 
tial  election  was  ascertained,  there  has  or  has  not  been  a  growiug  man- 
ifestation in  the  State  of  Georgia,  among  all  classes,  I  mean,  to  submit 
quietly  to  the  authority  of  law  f 

A.  1  have  seen  btit  very  little  evidence  of  that  feeling.  It  may  be  so. 
I  liave  seen  some  iiidicatioi^  of  it,  but  vei;}'  few.  That  class  of  people 
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of  "which  X  spoke  a  Utfle  whOe  ago,  I  dont  think  can  evet  have  any 

respect  for  the  United  Staters  government  unless  by  \yemg  punished. 

().  I  will  ask  yon  another  question,  because  it  is  a  pretty  hazardous 
business  to  condemn  a  whole  class  of  men  by  treneralities.  Have  you 
ever  seen  any  inanifestatiou  of  a  dinpositiou  among  the  i)eoi)le  at  large 
in  Georgia,  since  the  first  day  of  December  last,  to  resist  the  authority 
of  lavf 

A.  T  have  not,  sir,  since  that  time. 

Mr.  Bingham.  The  tact  about  it  i.s,  colonel,  it  is  not  imi>ropor  that  I 
should  say,  inasmuch  as  I  have  asked  you  thetse  questions,  tliat  if  anybody 
should  {Nit  me  upon  my  oath,  I  would  say  tiiat  in  my  own  State,  before 
tlie  presidential  election,  there  were  manifestations  among  a  certain 
class  of  men,  ana  by  no  me^ns  a  small  rlaiw  of  men,  to  show  an  utter 
contempt  and  disre^^rd  for  law  imd  lite  too,  but  they  changed  their  tone 
considerably  after  tlie  election. 

By  Mr,  liTOBBiS : 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion,  colonel,  as  to  the  treatment  of  men  in  the 

conrts  by  Juries  as  a  general  thing  ?  Do  you  think  a  colored  man  can 
get  justice  in  the  oonrts  there  T)y  jui  ios  p^oncrally  ?  Ilnvo  you  known 
■white  men  to  be  punished  for  inflicting  crimes  upon  colored  men!  Is  it 
not  a  fact  that  white  men  generally  go  unpunished  when  colored  men 
are  outraged,  or  when  white  Union  men  are  outraged  1 

A.  So  far  as  white  Union  men  are  concerned,  I  dont  recollect  of  any 
instance  that  has  come  under  my  observation,  whore  a  case  has  come 
before  the  courf  s  for  an  alk'^'^ed  oiieuee  against  a  Unionist. 

Q.  Do  you  think  there  woidd  be  any  chance  for  a  white  Union  man  to 
get  justice,  as  a  general  thing,  or  a  colored  man  either! 

A.  Before  the  juries  of  the  coinitry  f 

Q,  Yes,  in  the  eoiuts  thei  r,  nr  Ix  fore  a  justice  of  the  peace,  for  instnnce, 
who  sympathizes  with  the  rcbcliion,  or  whose  symi)athies  are  with  those 
who  were  rebels.  You  have  some  general  opinions  in  regard  to  that 
matterl 

A.  Yes,  sir  j  I  have.  That  is  a  pretty  hard  qnestion  to  answer  with- 
out beinp:  misunderstood.  I  do  not  think  you  would  find  a  jury  there 
that  woidd  convuct  a  rebel  for  the  murder  of  a  Union  man. 

3Ir.  Bingham.  Xor  could  you  in  this  city  under  the  existing  law. 

By  Mr.  NOBBiB: 
Q.  The  judge  would  do  his  duty  I 

A.  Yes;  he  would  do  his  duty,  no  doubt.    I  will  give  yon  one 

instance:  A  nejri'o  nbonf  18  years  old  was  indieled  for  stealing?  some 
nioTjey  ;  the  iiroseeutin^'^  ollicer  had  neglected  to  prove,  in  makiiig  out  his 
case,  that  it  was  a  given  back,  or  to  prove  any  value  to  it,  or  to  prove  that 
it  was  a  genuine  bill ;  and  these  points  were  taken  by  the  counsel  appointed 
by  the  judge  to  represent  this  colored  boy.  The  judge  charged  the  jury 
]»!;ii!i1y  and  distinctly  that  it  was  necessary  that  the  Stat(»  should  i)rove 
that  the  mcmey  wiUi  genuine,  and  of  a  value,  before  they  could  find  liiiu 
guilty ;  but  the  jury  went  right  out  and  found  him  guilty  iu  the  lace  of 
the  charge  of  the  judge.  That  came  within  my  own  observation. 

Q.  Is  it  not  your  opinion  that  any  sort  of  outrages  can  be  committed 
npon  colon'd  men  in  most  parts  of  your  State  with  perfect  impunity  f 

A.  I  caniKtt  go  quite  as  far  as  that. 

Q.  AVell  iu  many  piuts  of  the  State  f 

A.  There  are  outrages  perpetrated  upon  colored  men ;  they  are  arrested 

on  false  charges;  but  I  think  if  the  i>roper  jmrty  should  go  ami  enter  a 
complaint  ajijainst  the  man,  iiotiee  would  be  taken  of  it  by  tlie  law 
officers,  and  he  might  be  bouud  over  to  court  j  but  if  tried  under  the 
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existing  juries  that  we  have  there,  and  the  feeling  we  have,  I  don't  think 
he  could  be  convicted.  1  will  say  tlua  mueb.  The  trouble  is  that  no- 
body takes  any  notice  of  tbeee  things. 

Q.  Does  not  that  grow  out  of  a  general  impression  among  Union  men 
that  it  would  be  an  utterly  useless  undertakiufr? 

A.  1  eaimot  say  that,  Mr.  2forris ;  I  don't  know  what  the  feelings  of 
other  men  sure. 

Q.  Is  it  yonr  opinion  that  the  electoral  vote  of  Georgia  wonld  have 
been  giren  to  Orant  if  there  had  been  a  perfectly  fair  ejection  ! 

A.  It  is  my  opinion  that  it  wonld  have  heeu  carried  for  Gj  :nit  hv  a 
very  large  m.ajority,  sir.  I  will  give  it  as  my  opinion,  and  the  opinion 
of  others  with  whom  I  have  conversed,  that  there  was  over  30,000 
negroes  that  did  not  vote  at  all  in  the  State,  who  wonld  have  voted  the 
republican  ticket,  every  one  of  them.  Well,  I  might  have  added  a  little 
more  ill  regard  to  that  e1e<  tion.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  down  at  the 
jmlls  a  secouil  time,  and  stood  there  at  one  of  the  manager's  boxes  some 
little  time,  looking  on.  The  negroes  had  all  retired  fi-om  the  polls  after 
this  riot,  and  gone  down  to  their  church  and  held  a  meeting,  and 
resolved  that  their  going  haek  would  probably  lead  to  further  blood- 
shed, and  that  they  would  not  try  to  vote,  hut  wonld  go  peaceably  home, 
which  they  did  with  the  exception  of  a  few  straggling  negroes.  In  the 
afternoon  they  quit  the  challenging  pretty  mneh.  At  two  of  the  polls 
they  did  not  challenge  at  all.  There  were  about  20  negioes  who  were 
drank,  and  they  voted  tliose  negroes  ri;^lit  aronnd  the  three  polls  time 
and  again:  and  one  negro  told  me  he  \oted  1(>  times  and  got  $5  for 
it.  I  saw  one  negro  vote  twice,  to  mv  own  knowledge,  at  the  poll  where 
I  was  standing,  and  then  he  went  right  around  to  vote  at  the  other  polls. 
These  dninken  negroes  voted  the  denioeratio  ticket,  all  of  theoL  A 
white  man  tooli  thein  by  the  arm  and  led  them  up  to  one  poll,  and 
anotlnn  white  man  took  charge  of  them,  and  took  them  to  another  poll 
and  voted  them  thei^e. 

By  Mr.  Blngham: 

Q.  I  hope  that  not  many  of  those  freedmcn  did  that. 
A.  Quite  a  number  said  they  voted  a  number  of  times. 

ByMr.KoBBis: 

Q.  ^liat  are  the  colored  men  generally  in  the  State;  any  of  them  dis- 
posed to  be  demoeraticf 
A.  Tn  Savannah! 
Q.  Anywhere! 

A.  I  can  speak  of  my  own  knowledge  only  of  Savannah  and  vicinity, 
sir.   In  Savannah  they  did  not  number  a  corporal's  guard.  There  are 

not  in  (he  city  of  Savannah,  all  told,  among  the  whole  negro  population, 
100  that  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  and  they  have  used  all  the  eftbrts 
they  could  to  get  the  negioes  to  vote  that  ticket.  They  got  up  a  Sey- 
mour and  Blair  negro  club  of  white  men  for  the  negroes.  There  was  a 
Grant  and  Colfax  banner  there  that  was  hung  up  in  the  morning  of  the 
eleetion  which  belonged  to  a  repiiblican  club  of  white  men  in  Savannah. 
Atter  the  j)olls  closed  the  banner  was  taken  down.  It  was  quite  a  large 
biuiiier.  It  was  put  in  a  cart  in  charge  of  u  negro  to  be  taken  away  3 
but  it  was  seized  by  a  lot  of  white  men  on  horseback,  some  of  the  best, 
what  we  call  best,  families  in  Savannah.  They  seised  the  negro  and  took 
it  away  and  tore  it  into  pieces  not  bigger  than  your  hand. 
Bv  Mr.  liKCTr: 

Q.  Was  there  not  a  i»rovision  in  ti)e  eonstitntion  of  Georgia  impera- 
tively requiring  Uie  payment  of  all  tuxes  which  have  been  required  and 
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wbich  they  have  had  iin  opportanity  of  paying  before  a  penon  oau  exer- 
cise the  elective  franchise? 

A.  TiifTo  is  eitlMT  :i  eoTistitntional  provisioii  or  a  law  tO  that  effect* 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  constitutional  jnovisionf

Q.  Did  he  in>t  make  a  speech  that  night  at  a  republican  meeting,  and 
did  not  one  of  his  rei)ii1>lican  friends  thi*eaten  to  kill  him  that  night  if 
he  did  not  pay  up  the  money  he  was  owing  him!

Q.  ^^  ere  not  all  the  young  men  who  were  arreste<l  ior  his  miirder. 
afterbeing  kept  inconihiementa  long  time,  discharged  by  Qeneral  Meadei 

A.  I  have  heard  so.  I  know  nothing  of  those  facts.  My  attention 
lias  hvon  called  to  (i moral  ^lead's  disclmrging  them.  He  did  not  dis- 
char.u*'  tiiem.  lie  turned  them  over  to  the  civil  authorities.  He  issued 
a  proclamation  to  that  effect  about  the  time  the  Iegislatiu*c  met  Ue 
turned  them  over  to  the  civil  authorities  of  GolumbuSy  and  they  were 
required  to  give  bail  to  the  civil  authorities.

P.  M.  Russel,  jr.,  notaty  pabUe,  states  that  many  citizens  were  denied 
tlie  privilege  of  voting  on  account  of  not  having  paid  their  poll-taxes. 

After  the  ditflcnlt>  the  court  house  the  colored  people  voted  very 
little,  having  been  advised  {as  I  am  reliably  informed)  that  it  was  useless 
for  them  to  do  so,  as  it  might  occasion  more  difficulty.  €k>naiderable 
excitement  prevailed.  Colored  voters  generally  challenged,  and  white 
voters,  if  any  at  all,  one  or  two. 


Statement  of  8,  D.  Diekaon  of  events  during  presidential  election  held  in 

liavaniuthy  €f€(nrffiaf  November  3, 1868. 

Several  days  previous  to  the  election  I  called  on  H.  S.  Wetmore,  ord- 
inary, with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  pn)gramme  for  the  election  xhiIIs. 

As  1  liad  repstered  the  district  ;nid  lind  the  appointing  po\^  rT  tor  the 
<tonvention  and  Stnte  elections  in  threti  counties  and  everythiii';  went 
ofl'  quietly,  I  thougiit  1  could  assist.  He  replied,  "1  will  lix  things  up 
and  you  shall  he  one  of  ^  mamujcm,^  I  then  urged  that  the  military 
was  best  to  preserve  order;  that  1  reftued  having  the  police  ;d  State 
election,  and  (leneral  Meade  ^rnTited  my  request.  I  also  sntrirt  stcd  the 
managers  and  clerks  should  be  composed  of  men  of  both  parties  to  prevent 
charges  of  fraud.  The  result  was,  eight  out  of  nine  were  democratic 
managers ;  the  police  was  put  on  dnl^,  and  the  loss  of  life  proves  I  was 
right.  The  passage  of  the  court-house  was  used  for  bribery  and  corrup- 
tion, and  the  police,  fon'inpr  a  passage-way  from  the  west  door  through 
the  dense  crowd,  brought  on  tlie  shedding  of  blood.  On  the  oi)ening  of 
the  polls  several  democrats  without  challenge  voted  at  our  polls,  and  as 
the  republicans  came  up  they  were  challenged  on  account  of  poll-tax. 
I  protested  at  this,  and  stated  it  was  partisan,  ainl  if  they  did  not  desist 
1  would  make  a  peremptory  challenge.  They  declined,  and  I  did  so, 
cliallenginj^  white  and  colored  for  over  two  hours.  During  that  time 
H.  Mis.  Doc.  52  i 
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some  of  our  higii-totied  dtizeiis  bad  to  snbrnit.  They  asked  me  to  stop 

^  I  did  8o  on  their  afrreeiii|i:  to  do  so.  We  went  on  about  two  hours,  when 
Hon.  J,  W.  C.ift,  M.  C,  (inme  nj>;  he  was  rhalleiipofl  uiid  swore  in  his 
vote — cause,  not  a  citizen  j  has  been  living  in  W  ashirig^ton  within  the  \mt 
tnx  months.  I  then  renewed  my  mdiscriminnte  cliallenge  for  over  an 
hour,  when  they  asked  me  to  stop,  which  I  did. 

"Wlieii  tlu'  ri(>t  cornTnonced  I  wa«  enf^nficd  in  ('U»sin^  iho  door  behind 
U8  to  protect  Tlic  ballot-boxes.  I  then  went  to  tlit»  Uout  and  saw  the 
crowd  was  di.si>er8ed,  except  a  few  colored  men  wlio  were  nmuiug  out 
through  the  sqnare  and  four  or  five  police  mnning  after  tbem  and  firing 
revolvers  at  tliem.  We  were  fully  supplied  with  voters  np  to  the  time 
of  the  riot,  and  I  think  there  wei*e  3,(M)0  voters  massed  in  n  <  iide  at  the 
west  end  of  the  court-honse  at  the  time.  I  (Mx  lose  a  dia-i  nii  of  the 
court-house,  &c.,  that  you  van  see  our  position,  iieing  the  oui^  republi- 
can at  our  board  I  was  confined  the  entire  day,  and  could  not  see  what 
was  doing  outside.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  snhinif  the  following  statements  in  regard 
to  my  treatment  at  Valdosta,  (reorgia: 

1  am  assistant  assessor  for  the  0th  division  1st  district  o(  Georgia. 
On  the  5th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1868, 1  went  to  Valdosta,  an  incor- 
porated town  in  my  division,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  my  official 
dntios,  whi<'h  I  proceeded  quietly  to  do.  On  my  retmii  to  the  hotel 
through  the  village  I  was  followed  Uy  a  number  of  boy.s,  liom  1,>  to  20, 
ringing  cow-bells,  hooting,  &c.;  a  number  of  the  older  citizens  coming  to- 
look  on,  and,  a.s  I  have  been  informed,  assisting,  by  lending  bells  fh>m  their 
stores,  knowing  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  to  be  used.  I>uring  the 
next  day  and  the  day  following,  these  prof'pcdiiijr?^  were  continue<l,  not- 
withstanding the  mayor  and  town  marshid  were  cognizant  of  these  facts, 
and  much  of  the  time  lookei'S  on.  On  the  6th  I  was  informed  by  the  hotel- 
keepers,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith,  that  We  have  been  notified,  by  some  of 
the  best  citizens  of  llio  town,  that  w-(^  must  not  kee^p  you,  or  they  will 
tJike  away  our  hoanlers  aiul  l»reak  up  onr  business."  The  names  of 
these  parties  are  not  known  by  me,  my  request  for  tliem  being  met  by 
reftisal.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  7th,  three  men  made  an  assault  uj^on 
me  in  the  st  reet,  with  arms  in  their  hamls,  one  of  these  parties  striking 
me,  for  ihe  purpose,  as  I  believe,  of  obtaining  a  ])rrt('xt  to  slnxit  ine. 
I'Yoin  tilt'  action  of  others  near  to^iftluT,  witli  intbnuuti«>n  sin<-«'  fur- 
nished me,  i  believe  that  the^e  were  only  part  of  tlio.se  intending  vio* 
lenoe  should  an  excuse  be  afforded.  I  was  assured  l>y  a  number  of  the 
best  citizens  of  the  town,  on  tho  day  in  question,  that  tliey  knew  of  no 
oljjcetion  t<»  TnysclC  existing  of  a  personal  or  official  (•haructcr,  but  only 
that  of  a  polilit  al  oi  iirin.

Colonel:  T  have  the  honor  to  report  the  killing  of  James  Parsons 
and  Peter  lloj>kiiis  at  the  on  the  morning  of  the  'M  iiisraiit.  I 

knew  nothing  of  the  affray  till  it  wa**  over,  but  trom  the  t^itiiiiuoiiy  of 
many  jiresent,  and  opposed  in  principle,  1  am  satisfied  that  the  following 
statement  is  eorrect:  In  their  eagerness  to  vote,  the  fr<»ednien  on  said 
day  aRseiMl>ied  early  at  the  polls,  wliere  order  rei;,nied  till  alwut  eight 
o'eloek  a.  m.,  when  the  employes  of  tlie  Central  riiilroad  a]>]>e;ned  in  a 
body  and  claimed  as  a  right  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  \  otc  uu me- 
diately and  letiim  to  their  work.  The  freedmen,  as  was  their  right, 
claimed  the  privilege  of  votuig  in  the  order  of  precedence,  being  first  at 
the  polls.  The  autlmrities  volunteered  t»)  make  a  way  to  the  polls  for 
said  employes,  whieli  rcsnlte*!  in  the  killing  of  the  above-named  men  and 

the  serioiLsiy  wounding  of  8ani  Norman,  Green,  July,  Cray, 

and  Edward  Graham.  Two  policemen  have  died  i¥om  wounds  received  on 
said  occasion.  It  is  impossible  to  state  who  find  the  first  shot  The  fol- 
lowing conclusions  are  obAious  and  indis])i!t;d»le:  Not  one  in  50  were 
armed^  while  the  dennxMacy  had  one  or  more  revolvers  each.  Not  more 
tlian  one  in  ten  carried  sticks  or  canes.  Immediately  after  the  affray  the 
freedmen  acUonmed  to  New  street  chnich,  and  unanimonsly  resolved  to  go 
to  their  respec  tive  homes  rather  than  risk  their  lives  or  bring  on  a  riot,  as 
tliey  unquestionably  would  ha<l  they  again  went  to  vote.  This  conduct 
pioved  conclusively  their  desire  to  avoid  all  distiu-bances;  while  from 
mingling  with  the  masses  at  the  polls  it  was  evident  that  they  deaiied 
notlung  more  than  a  repetition  of  the  morning  scenes.  The  crowning 
I)oint  of  their  chivalrous  ron<luet  was  at  dark,  when  n  man  with  a  cart 
was  moving;  from  tlie  square  iu  front  of  the  eoin  t  liouse  a  campaign 
banner  bearing  portraits  of  Grant  and  Colfax;  a  crowd  of  men  and  boys 
charged  after  this  man,  captured  and  tore  up  the  banner,  which  was 
then  taken  by  mounted  men  and  displayed  through  the  streets  as 
trophies  of  their  gallantry.  I  wonld  add,  in  conclosion,  that  to  deceive 
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the  ignorant  freedmen  the  democratio  ticket,  headed  with  piGtnres  of 
GnuLt  and  Colfax^  was  freely  used.

Joseph  Youngblood,  N.  P.,  states  that  citizens  were  denied  the  privi- 
lege of  voting  on  account  of  not  having  paid  their  poll-tax  for  1867. 

He  is  informed  by  Green  Robinson  (white)  that  on  the  3d  of  November, 
the  day  of  the  ]irosidontial  election,  oiio  Charles  Snllivan  walked  up  to 
him  in  the  streets  oi  Zebulon  and  asked  him  if  he  had  voted ;  Kobiuson 
asked  him  if  that  was  any  of  his  business ;  Sullivan  replied  yes,  and 
commenced  pulling  him  towards  a  crowd  of  12  to  15  men  armed  with 
clubs;  the  crowd  bepin  to  surround  him,  ainl  when  he  siiw  what  they 
were  after  be  jerked  loose  to  leave,  and  Sullivan  bepin  to  strike  him  with 
a  club,  and  gave  him  several  blows  before  he  could  get  out  of  his  reach, 
cutting  one  place  on  his  left  arm  to  tiie  bone — ^his  arm  is  not  well  yet. 
Stephen  Itueker,  a  colored  man  who  is  in  my  employ,  says  that  the  same 
Charles  Sullivan  j^ave  him  several  blows  witli  a  elnband  ordered  him  to 
le;n  «•  Zcbiiloii  before  he  had  a  chance  to  vote,  with  a  threat  that  if  he 
nituiiied  that  he  would  shoot  a  ball  through  his  head  jthe  olfeuce  was 
distributing  Grant  tickets  to  his  color^  IHends.  William  Bowers 
informs,  that  he  was  in  liarnesvilh^  at  the  election^  and  when  a  colored 
voter  offrr<'(l  to  vote,  and  his  ticket  was  folded,  it  was  opened,  and  if  for 
Si'vnionr,  it  was  [)ut  in  tlie  ballot  box  and  no  (iiiest  ions  aske<l ;  il'lVmnd  to 
be  a  Grant  ticket,  his  tax  receipt  was  called  for,  and  if  voter  could  not 
show  a  tax  receipt  his  vote  was  reihsed.  If  something  is  not  done  for 
the  protect io!t  of  loyal  men  they  ^^'iU  be  f<»ced  to  abandon  the  ballot- 
box.  Loyid  men  in  this  county  dare  not  express  their  views  in  this 
county — tliey  are  insulted  and  abused.  The  civil  otfices  are  filled  with 
rebels  of  the  tleei)est  dye,  and  a  majority  of  whites  aie  of  the  same  stripe.

While  in  the  town  of  Zebulon  yester- 
day, he  says,  :i  liandful  of  tickets  was  handed  him  to  distribute;  he  was 
handing  tliem  to  his  friends,  and  a  white  man  by  tlie  name  of  Charles 
Sullivan  walked  up  to  hiui  an<l  saw  they  were  republican  tickets,  snatched 
them  ont  of  his  hand,  tore  them  to  pieces,  cursed  and  swore  a  gieat 
deal,  struck  him  across  the  arm  two  blows  with  a  stick,  then  run  his 
hand  in  his  po(  ker  ;nid  told  him  to  go  home,  if  he  did  not  he  would  blow 
his  damned  iuaui.s  out ;  he  did  not  draw  a  pistol,  but  the  xuiut  of  one 
could  be  seen  in  his  pocket.

A.  J.  Snyder,  a  colored  voti»r  of  the  county  of  Pike,  State  of  Georgia, 
makes  the  followmg  statement  iu  relation  to  frauds  pfrjietrated  in  the 
election  for  President  and  Vice-President,  held  at  Barnesyille  on  the  3d 
of  the  present  month : 

T  went  to  the  polls.  to<_:other  with  some  200  voters,  menilx  i  s  of  a  Grant 
club,  of  wliicli  I  am  i»n'si<lcnt,  I  offered  my  vote.  I  was  asked  if  I  had 
paid  my  last  year's  (1867)  i)oll-tax.  I  stated  that  I  had,  and  was  allowed 
to  vote.  Then  sevaral  memlK  rs  of  the  club  presented  their  votes,  among 
whom  were  Gabriel  ^r^ys,  Jacob  Mays,  Jolin  McDay,  ( 'raMionl  High- 
tower,  fviley  Siiiar,  Keiibcii  Moore,  Allen  H-iy,  Jnek  Thornton,  niid  many 
others,  wiio  were  asked  the  same  question — if  they  had  paid  x>oU-tax  for 
1867— and  answerinff  in  the  negative,  was  not  allowed  to  vote.  I  handed 
the  bailift'  the  governor's  prm^lamation  saspendinfc  the  c(>llection  of  poll- 
tax  and  requested  that  he  show  it  to  the  mannijers  of  the  clertion,  Avliich 
he  did  in  my  presence,  and  they  paid  no  nftfiition  to  the  i>rochunation 
and  still  refus<*d  to  allow  them  to  vote.  I  remained  at  (lie  ]m)1Ls  till  late 
in  the  evening  of  the  day,  and  every  one  who  stated  that  they  had  not 
paid  their  taxes  for  1867  (poll-tax)  waa  not  allowed  to  v(»t( .

Sir:  Jesse  VValley  called  at  this  otlice  this  (Sunday)  morning  to 
rejiort  that  he  had  just  arrived  firom  Lincoln  county,  Georgia,  with  a 
badly  wounded  man,  (Humphrey  Curtis.)  The  wounded  nian  was  got  into 
the  freedinen's  hospital  here,  and  I  went  to  the  hospital  and  t(M)k  his 
statenieiit.  whieh  is  i-iHlorse<l.  Jesse  Walley  fiirtlier  reports  a  horrible 
State  of  atlairs  in  Limolu  (bounty.  He  says  he  knows  of  live  freedmeu 
who  have  been  murdered  for  polideal  opinion  in  that  county  within  the 
laattwo  weeks,  lie  refers  to  the  two  mentioned  in  the  ne<  oinpanying 
statement,  ami  to  three  others,  Jolin  Siniuioiis,  John  Sal*  >.  and  Lewis 
Simmons.  Jesse  left  Lincoln  ctmntv  in  the  night  time,  and  start e«l  back 
immediatel^v  alter  his  arrival  here  so  as  to  rea<  li  home  iu  the  night-time, 
and  thus  eseafie  injury  to  himself  for  the  worthy  deetl  of  getting  his 
fellow-man  out  of  danger.  I  had  a  long  talk  with  him  and  i|uestioned 
him  closely,  and  feel  satisfied  that  these  murders  have  been  committed 
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witii  no  other  motive  than  apolitical  one — of  keepiug  the  fit^duien firom 
the  polls,  or  making  them  vote  as  the  cowardly  villains  dictate.  I  am 
powerlesfi,  and  am  satisfied  it  would  not  be  safe  for  one  mm  to  attempt 
to  go  up  there  to  investigate  these  outrages.

LINCOLN  OOTTNTT. 

Statement  of  Humphrey  Curtis, 

I  ri^side  in  Li  n<  oln  county,  at  Tucker's  Mills,  about  eight  miles  from  Lin- 
tx>iuton.  My  name  is  Humphrey  Curtis.  Last  Friday  night,  October  30, 
1868,  about  midnight,  some  live  or  six  persons  disguised,  lour  of  whom  I 

recognheedas  and  — ; — ^  afifOi,  I  thought  was  ,  came  to  my 

house  and  forcibly  searched  it,  saying  they  were  looking  for  my  pistol.  One 
of  ti  n  111  stniek  me  with  his  pi.stol  on  tlio  forehead.  Thoy  said  there  shouldn't 
a  damned  radieal  stay  in  the  county.  They  took  me  from  my  house  j 
and  they  had  with  them  also  two  other  men,  named  Abraham  Brigsby 
and  William  Omtis.  TheVmade  us  take  hold  of  one  another  and  walk  like 
soldiers,  in  single  file.  They  marched  us  down  to  the  mill,  about  half 
a  mUe  tV<>n\  my  liouse.  They  went  into  the  mdl  and  broke  open  my 
father's  [  \\  illiam  Curtis)  box.  My  father  is  the  miller,  and  had  his  things 
in  the  mill ;  they  took  out  all  his  papers.  They  separated  ns,  taking  my 
&tiier  np  the  fence,  Abraham  over  the  fence,  and  leaving  me  where  I 
was.  1  tluuk  we  were  about  15  paces  a]>art ;  some  of  the  (lis^j;nised  men 
going  with  each ;  two  remained  with  nie.  1  could  not  liear  what  wassaid 
by  the  others.  They  accused  me  of  lying  in  wait  to  kill  John  Tuipiii  and 
John  Bufisy ;  I  denied  it.  They  told  me  uiat  I  was  not  in  as  machdangor 
as  the  others,  to  sit  down  by  the  null ;  and  they  took  Abraham  and  put  a 
rope  arouiu!  his  body  and  drap^g'ed  hiTn  np  and  dowti  Die  rnill -pond,  and 
they  served  my  father  in  tlie  same  niannn  ;  then  they  look  Abraham 
and  my  father  on  ahead,  and  told  me  to  ioliow.  They  made  me  lie  down 
in  the  mud  with  my  faee  over  the  water,  as  though  I  was  drinking ;  they 
let  me  ^('t  up.  Then  they  made  us  all  crawl  upon  the  mill-dam  on  a  log ; 
they  then  told  ns  all  to  j^-et  down  into  the  water.  Abraham  made  a 
plunge  as  though  he  was  swinuninjj:  or  tryin<i  to  swim  oil",  and  they  all 
fired  at  him  together.  They  thought  that  Abraham  had  escaped;  they 
then  commenced  to  coax  him  to  come  back,  saying,  Come  back  and  go 
home but  Abraham  did  not  come  back.  I  saw  Abraham  try  to  climb 
up  tlie  bank,  and  then  fall  back  dead.  They  then  said  to  my  father,  Old 
man,  what  can  you  x<dl  us  *"  He  said, "  I  cannot  teU  you  anything."  Then 
they  said,  "  Fannvell,  old  man,"  and  fired  upon  him — I  should  think  five 
or  six  shots,  altogether.  My  father  was  killed  instantly,  and  fell  into  the 
water.  When  1  rose  they  tired  on  me ;  this  was  repeated  three  or  four 
times.  I  got  behind  a  rock,  and  they  kept  firing  at  me;  then  1  crawled 
half  in  suid  half  out  of  water,  to  a  little  island  in  the  pond.  1  heard  them 
say,   God  damn  him,  he^s  gone."  I  must  have  fiunted  fiom  bleeding,  for

1  oonld  not  aee  ftnytbiBir  then,  and  it  was  a  bright  moonligbt  night. 
When  I  came  to  I  listened,  and  I  eould  not  hear  anybody.  1  laid  there 

about  one  hour,  and  then  I  manajjed  tn  get  home,  and  in  tlie  night-time 
(Saturday  night,  October  31)  mnw  of  my  fi  iends  brought  me  down  the 
river  to  Augusta.   1  have  done  nothing  wrong  that  1  know  ol',  except  I 
am  a  radical.

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  numerons  complaints  are 

being  made  at  these  liciidquarters  by  freedmen,  who  have  been  laboring 
on  plantations  oatikmI  by  whit<;s  the  past  j'ear,  that  they  cannot  get  pqui- 
table  settlements  or  divisions  of  their  joint  <'rops.  1  have  endeavored  to 
assist  tlieiui  through  the  ci\il  coiu'tsj  but  in  this  county  (Wilkinson)  it 
has  been  impossible  to  procnre  anything  like  justice  to  the  oreedmen,  and 
their  cases  liave  beci)  j[ronoriill y  dismissed  by  the  courts  with  cost  to  tliem. 
In  fact,  hardly  n  wliite  man  in  the  foiuity  who  is  employing  freedmen 
has  dealt  fairly  to  them,  unless  the  freetlmeu  would  ]>!  omise  to  vote  the 
rebel  ticket  at  the  coming  election ;  and  under  existiiig  regulations,  with 
the  authority  of  the  bureau  so  materially  curtailed,  it  is  impossible  that 
they  should  be  protected.  The  wliites  here  are  all  armed,  and  at  the  first 
exhibition  of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  their  em])l<>v(^^^,  threats  of 
violence  are  used  to  intimidate,  and  not  unfrequently  the  grossest  outrages 
are  committed  upon  them.  I  attemi)ted  to  ])roenTe  bills  of  indictment 
against  several  parties  for  wrongs  inflicted  upon  freedmen,  but  the  grand 
jnrifw  in\  ;iT  i;tMy  refused  to  sustain  me  :  and  this  result  has  caused  -jn  at 
rejoicing  ainuiig  tliat  element  of  society  here  that  believe  "  the  negro  has 
no  rights  that  the  white  man  is  Ijouud  to  respect."  I  therefore  make  this 
report,  not  e3q[>eeting  that  immediate  assistance  can  be  granted  by  this 
bure.m,  but  that  this  state  of  things  maybe  recorded,  the  better  to  enable 
the  authoritit'S  to  make  their  futim?  action.  Thv  feeling  against  the 
bureau  is  int«'iise.  and  I  have  y>een  compelled  to  a  distance  of  three 
miles  from  tliis  village  to  prociue  a  place  to  stay  at.  A  suitable  military 
force  will  be  absolutely  necessary  at  the  election,  in  order  that  anything 
lik(^  Justice  should  be  done  the  freeilmen.  In  fact,  they  will  have  to  be 
protected  in  tlieir  rights  or  they  cannot  vote.

J>£AU  Sir  :  There  was  but  one  ballot-box  open  at  this  place^  and  that 
one  ap  stairs.  The  steps  leading  to  that  were  guarded  by  two  men  who 
stood  at  the  foot  of  the  steps,  only  permitting  those  to  go  up  that  they 
wanted  to  go  up ;  a  republican  was  hardly  allowed  to  go  up  or  have 
any  show  big  whatever.  Mauy  were  turned  off  because  they  had  not 
paid  their  taxes — too  many  for  me  to  name.  My  son  James  was  called 
into  the  court-house,  and  before  he  had  been  in  the  court-house  16 
minutf'S  was  accused  of  taking  democratic  tickets  away  from  others  and 
giving  or  sui>[)lying  radical  ones  in  their  places.  There  were  knives 
drawn  upon  him  because  he  was  a  radical,  and  they  did  not  want  him 
thwe.  Henry  Dotson,  Isaac  Bowlin,  Samuel  Casey,  and  myself  are 
witnesses.  They  colku^d  but  did  not  hurt  him.  BepublicauB  liave  no 
showing  in  this  part  of  the  country.  A  row  was  raised  with  Jerry 
Minton,  and  he  was  beat  .with  a  stick ;  he  escaped  and  was  shot  at 
twice.  There  was  a  white  gentleman  that  spoke  in  Jerry's  favor,  and 
they  jumped  on  him  and  beat  him  badly.  Burrel  Hyrack  was  threat- 
ened on  the  streets  because  he  h^Ml  a  radical  tii  ket,  and  many  others  I 
cannot  name.  Late  in  the  evening  they  called  out "  come  and  vote," 
and  T  went  and  voted;  this  was  between  3  and  4  o'clock,  and  1  know 
that  there  wa**  but  one  ballot-box  opened.  Samuel  Cajsey,  JautesCa^ey, 
Jr«y  BCoaes  Hart»  and  Henry  Crozton  are  witnesses.

Bnitb  :  1  nm  a  resident  of  the  eonnty  of  JasiJcr.  State  of  Georgia,  and  the 
representative  of  said  county  in  the  general  assembly  ol  the  State. 
On  the  night  of  the  16  th  of  October,  instant,  about  2  o'clock  a.  m..u  number 
of  white  men  came  to  my  house  and  requested  a  liffht.  I  asked  them 
who  they  were,  and  they  answered  that  they  were  mends  of  mine,  and 
mentioned  the  name  of  a  neighbor  and  friend,  Andy  ^ftnto.  I  then  asked 
them  what  they  wanted  a  liglit  at  that  late  hour  for,  when  they  answered 
that  they  were  opossum-liunting,  and  that  their  dogs  "  treed''  and  they 
wanted  a  light^  the  one  they  had  having  gone  oat.  My  wife  said  it  was 
not  Minto's  voice,  but  white  men,  and  advised  ine  not  to  get  up;  but  to 
oblige  them  1  arose  and  looked  tor  a  light,  but  tbund  my  tire  extinguished, 
and  so  informed  them.  They  then  asked  me  for  matches,  but  not  hav- 
ing any  I  called  to  my  brotiier-in-)aw,  Emanuel  Tripp,  who  occupied tiie 
adjoining  room,  to  give  them  some  matches,  and  informed  them  that  he 
would  do  so.  HTid  tlu  u  retired  to  bed.  ^ly  brother-in-law  then  arose, 
kindled  a  liglit,  and  oi»ened  the  door,  when  they  immediately  fired  upon 
him,  wounding  him  in  the  gi'oiu  and  breast,  irom  the  effects  of  wliich  he 
died  in  fifteen  minutes.  Ko  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  civil  author- 
ities to  arrest  or  apprehend  the  murderers  up  to  date.

Personally  came  before  me,  A.  A.  Gaulding,  an  acting  justice  of  the 
peace  in  ana  for  said  county,  Jerry  W.  May,  (colored,)  citizen  of  Monroe 
county  and  of  said  State,  and  makes  the  following  statement  on  oath,  to 
wit:  That  ho  was  president  of  a  (irant  clid>  at  a  station  on  the  Macon 
and  Wti.sti^ru  road  iiuown  as  Calapouchee  ;  that  lie  was  procee(ling  with 
his  club  to  the  county-  site,  Fors^-th,  of  Monroe  county,  on  the  morning 
of  the  3d  instant,  to  cast  liis  vote,  together  withthat  of  his  clnb;  tliat  he 
was  met  out  of  the  town  of  Foi.syth  by  the  deputy  sherifl'  of  said  county 
and  a  bailitt'.  They  halted  the  clul),  showing  tire  arms,  cursed  us,  and 
ordered  each  member  to  take  oil' his  badge  (Grant)  and  di«]H*rse;  liiat 
we  should  not  proceed  to  the  poUs  together.  We  did  so.  1  then  pro- 
ceeded to  the  polls,  and  was  met  by  Thomas  Cabiness,  who  challenged 
my  vote  u])on  the  ground  that  I  was  not  old  enough  to  vote.  I  claimed 
the  right  to  make  oath  that  I  was,  aud  this  right  was  refused  me.  I 
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tlien  brought  my  cousin,  with  whom  I  was  raised,  aud  ho  was  refused 
his  oath  to  prove  my  age.

I  started  out  with  tli.nt  inten- 
tion; the  deputy  slieriti"  ieque.ste<l  me  to  go  back  with  him  into  tlie 
court>house  to  8ee  tlie  shcrik.  i  went  back  to  Mr.  Sykes,  the  shen£^ 
.who  ardeied  the  deputy  sheriif  to  uiest  me,  which  he  did,  and  tnmed 
me  over  to  tlie  bailiff,  Mi*  ,  who  carried  me  up  into  one  of  the 

upper  rooms  of  tlie  eourt-liouse.    lie  there  chained  me  by  the  h"^  to  the  ■ 
floor  of  the  room,  aiul  kept  me  there  eliaiiie«l  till  the  train  for  Macon  had 
passed,  so  that  1  could  not  go  to  Macon  to  ca*jl  my  vote,  which  was,  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge,  one  hour  and  a  half;  and  after  the  passage 
of  the  train  I  was  then  released  from  my  imprisonment  and  irons.

J.  A.  Bowers,  notary  iniblic,  says:  I  learn  that  at  some  i>recincts 
there  were  objections  on  tiie  grounds  of  not  having  paid  i>o11-tax.  ^e 
voice  of  the  jieople  here  is  republican,  and  so  woidd  have  ^(>n(>  had  it  not 
been  for  tlif  r  'ncats,  nieiinnces,  and  intimidation  of  the  democrats.  Many 
republicans  were  so  much  disgusted  that  they  left  the  polls  mthout 
voting. 

Hon.  W.  F.  Bowers,  senator  and  citizen  of  the  county  of  Hart,  states 

that  for  soiae  w  <  t'ks  i>reviou8  to  the  election  the  leading  njcmbers  of  the 
democratic  party  of  our  eomity  resorted  to  every  imaginable  means  to 
intimidate  the  poor  white  men,  as  well  as  the  colored  men,  of  the  county. 
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The  colored  men  were  t<)id  that  if  tliey  voted  tlie  republican  ticket  they 
and  their  families  would  be  immediately  tuined  out  of  their  houses. 
These  threats  so  maeh  intimidated  both  white  and  colored  that  many 
republicans  did  not  go  out  to  the  election.  In  some  instances  colored 
voters  were  forced  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket,  under  threats,  onTitrarv 
to  their  wishes.  1  have  no  other  idea,  if  the  people  could  have  had  a 
foir  expressiou  of  their  wishes  through  the  ballot-box,  but  this  county 
would  have  given  a  respectable  mijjoilty  for  G«i«»l  Grant.  I  am  satis- 
fied that  the  county  is  lepublicaiL

No  republican  approaciiing  the  {lolls  with  a  republican  ticket 
was  allowed  to  deposit  !iis  ticket  unless  Im'  1i;h1  n  tax  receipt  fur  the 
pa^\nnent  of  his  tax  for  ls(;7,  or  could  swear  that  he  had  paid  it.

My  house  was 
stoned  on  Wednesday  inght  after  tlu'  eleetion,  and  my  little  daughter  nnr- 
rowly  escaped  being  hit  by  a  stom-  tlirmvn  t)trou;ih  a  glass  \vind<>w,  for 
illumiuating  my  house  on  re<'eii>t  of  the  iiiieiiigenee  of  (ieneral  Grant^s 
election ;  and  am  now  a  refugee  from  my  home  and  family ;  my  life  is  in 
danger,  as  I  was  the  oidy  white  man  in  the  town  of  Hawkinsville  that 
dare  vote  the  republican  tickets  My  address  at  present  is  Macon, 
Georgia;

Hon.  J.  B.  Bryant: 

There  were  between  500  and  000  votes  reluse^l  here  yester<hiy,  on  the 
ground  that  the  colored  voters  had  not  paid  their  tax.  Many  were  pre- 
vented  from  voting  who  had  paid  their  tax,  but  they  did  not  have  their 
reeeipts.  Many  of  them,  in  fact  nearly  all,  had  paid.  Yon  remember 
under  rebel  legislation  the  euiploycr  had  to  p.iy  for  the?it,  and  they 
weie  told  if  they  swore  it  was  paid  and  it  was  not  they  should  go  (o 
the  penitentiary.  I  done  all  in  my  power,  and  would  have  carried  the 
county  by  .'500  or  .%")0  but  for  this.  Where  they  would  agree  to  vote  the 
democratic  ticket  some  i>arties  wtmld  preten«!  to  ]>uv  thvir  tax  lor  them, 
but  if  a  rei)ubliean  ottered  his  two  dollars  tiiey  would  not  let  him 
vote.  Men  were  refused  their  vote  because  they  had  not  paid  this  years 
town  poll  tax.  A  man— a  friend  of  mine — who  has  paid  no  tax  in  two 
years,  vot^'d  the  democrati<r  ticrket  without  a  challeng( .  1  am  notary 
l)ubli<'  and  f.r  of^r?V>  justice  of  the  jK^ace,  but  was  ruleti  out  o!"  the  man- 
agement on  account  of  being  alternate  on  the  electoral  ticket.  Where 
was  the  authority  for  that!  Threats  were  made  if  1  went  out  of  my 
office  1  should  be  shot.  One  M.  I).  McDuflfee  came  into  my  office  and 
fHirsed  me  for  lH*ing  a  damned  radical.  He  also  beat  two  colored  repub- 
licans in  front  of  my  oflice  because  they  were  <*onnng  after  rejuddican 
ticketH.  I  would  have  shot  the  scamp,  but  he  had  20  Ku-Klux  demo- 
crats in  supporting  distance.  Names  can  be  given.  I  was  afraid  to  go 
to  the  polls,  as  threats  were  rife  against  me.  'rti(>  managers  fearing  for 
me  to  report  came  anmnd  and  escoitod  me  to  tlj<'  ]»olls  and  back,  and  I 
(the  only  white  man,  tlie.v  say)  voted  for  ( 1  rant  and  Colfax.  Afterabout 
•iOO  had  attempted  to  vote  1  advised  republicans  to  go  htnne  in  peace, 
assuring  them  we  would  throw  it  overboaid.

In  vv\Ay  to  your  cin  ular  of  Noveud)er  17  (which  lias  just  reached  me) 
I  have  to  say  1  iuuided  a  detailed  report  to  Mr.  J.  S.  l*eters<ui  a  (la>  or 
two  after  the  eUn^tiou,  intendeil  for  y<mr  committee,  which  he  i>romi}sed 
to  deliver.  On  Wednesday  nigh  t,  after  get  ting  the  news  of  Grant's  elee- 
tion,  I  ilhiminateil  my  windows  fronting  the  publie  street.  Two  honrs 
afterwards  my  lumse  was  attacked  by  a  party  of  tliree  iiidivi<hiai8,  with 
rocks,  one  of  wliicli  entered  the  room  wlirreniy  laiiii!\  'vere  sitting,  and 
Ciime  very  near  .sJiikiii;^  it)y  little  dauj^liter,  which  must  have  pi*oved 
.  fatal  if  it  bad.  This  was  purely  on  political  grounds.  And  to  show  up 
the  eommniiity,  when  my  wife  and  children  cried  out,  one  man,  and  only 
one,Crtme.  ;il  i  Ik  m  uli  plenty  of  others  were  in  hearing.  Immediately  after, 
or  nevt  morning,  1  lel't  h«)Hie,  and  Just  returned  last  night,  as  1  consid- 
eretl  my  life  in  danger  while  here,  and  but  for  severe  sickness  of 
my  wife  1  would  not  have  braved  these  midnig^ht  assassins  yet,  bnt 
have  done  so,  invoking  the  ju-oteciion  of  tin*  (Jreat  Kuler,  as  I  feel  my 
cause  is  rigiit.  1  shonl<l  learned  iikhc  hadl  beeti  at  home  since  the 
ele<*tion.  Suthee  it  to  say,  no  republican  was  allowc*d  to  vote  who  had 
not  a  tax-receii)t  iu  his  pocket.  Democrats,  however,  w  ere  not  challenged 
on  that  ground.  Uepublieans  were  told  if  they  would  vote  the  demo- 
cratic ticket  their  tax  w ouhl  be  pai<l,  but  when  they  ottered  to  pay  and 
vote  as  they  ])le;i^<M!  tin  y  were  told  tlit  x  eotild  not  pay.  There  wa^  a 
number  of  them  eaised  ami  abustul,  ami  my  life  was  threatened  by  one

man  that  <lared  do  it  In-re.  It  would  seenj  entirely  useless  toattt'Uipt  t(» 
j>art  it  lUarize.  Over  hait  the  voters  of  the  county  were  not  permitted  to 
vote  thrmigh  intimidution  and  the  tax  question.  They  pretended  to  have 
three  boxes  when  I  went  to  the  polls,  but  they  were  late  in  gettingthree 
in  W(uking  order.  If  we  had  had  a  fair  election  (Irant  W(udd  have  carried 
tlu'  county  by  300  or  400  majority.  1  would  swear  to  all  i  Lave  written 
if  necessary.

C.  W.  Chapman,  notary  public,  states  that  he  has  been  informed 
tliat  i'iti/.eu8  were  denied  the  privilege  of  voting  on  am)unt  of  not  hav- 
ing paid  their  poll-taxes.  I  was  at  the  oourt-hoiise  during  the  day  of 
electioii,  but  did  not  watch  the  polls,  for  no  one  could  get  to  them  on 
account  of  obstructions  placed  before  them,  leaving  a  Rp:t( c  of  jx  i  lmps 
two  feet  between  the  ohstnictionR  and  the  walls  of  the  couit-liouse, 
where  the  voters  pa^^d  in  at  one  end  and  out  of  the  other. 

I  believe  that  from  600  to  800  more  votes  were  poUed  than  we  have 
voters  in  the  county.  At  poll  No.  3  (I  think)  any  person  presenting  a 
democratic  tirkct  could  vote,  whether  :i  (  itizcn  or  not.  Instances 
0(H  nrrcd  where  repaid irans  ottered  their  ballots  from  other  counties  and 
were  ri^jected,  wliile  democratic  ballots  from  the  same  counties  were 
received.

Major:  In  regard  to  circumstances connc(  f<'<l  witli  tlic  recent  election 
in  my  district,  so  far  as  tm  ts  have  cxmie  to  my  knowledge,  1  have  the  Ijonor 
to  report  that  iu  Muscogee  county  there  was  much  unfairness  and  viola^ 
tion  of  law  at  the  ballot-boxes.  It  may  be  out  of  place  to  remark  here 
that  the  ordinary  of  our  county  so  arranged  the  managers  of  tUe  election 
as  to  give  ahiiost  the  entire  control  to  the  demo<  r;!l  <.  and  of  IS  nuuiagers 
the  republicans  had  but  thiee.  Many  pei'sous  who  were  cleaiiy  entitled 
to  vote  were  xefhsed  permission  to  do  so  by  the  managers.  A  large  por- 
tion of  the  republican  voters  were  challenged  and  compelled  to  swear  in 
their  votes.  At  two  of  the  ])olls:  in  llie  city  of  ('olumbus  jwrsons  from  t 
other  eouiitics  of  tiie  Slate  were  not  allowed  to  vote  for  presidential 
electors;  but  at  the  other,  the  iliird  x>«llj  «11  j>ersons  were  allowed  to 
vote,  pitivided  they  voted  the  democratic  ticket.  It  is  believed  that 
many  persons  from  Alabama  voted  in  this  city.  Minors  were  permitted 
to  vote,  and  they  and  others  repeated  their  votes,  no  questions  beinp: 
asked  when  a  dennwratic  ticket  was  presented.  Money  was  lieely  use<l 
tor  the  purchase  of  votes.  The  democratic  candidati*  nmde  ox»en  and 
public  proclamations  to  the  voters,  inviting  them  to  come  up  and  get 
their  money,  the  money  in  one  haml  and  the  votes  in  the  other.  ^Inscogee 
county  has  about  three  thousand  voters.  The  republicans  polled  less 
than  in  April  last,  when  tin  y  carried  the  county  by  400  majority.  About 
3,000  votes  were  polled  al  tlie  JS'ovember  election,  about  800  more  than 
in  April.  In  Chattahoochee  county  but  three  republican  votes  were 
cast.  There  are  700  reiiublicaii  voters  in  that  county.  Feisons  report 
that  they  were  not  allowe<l  to  vote  unless  they  liad  i)reviously  paid  their 
taxes.  It  has  been  stated  there  were  no  votes  sent  hi>  this  county,  ex(?ept 
a  few  from  this  city.  Chattahoochee  county  has  about*  1,400  registered 
voters,  a  minority  of  them  being  repub]i(uiu.  The  returns  show  a  vote 
of  about  000  at  the  late  election.  Many  oi'  the  colored  men  walked  from 
10  to  -0  miles  to  vote  iu  this  ]>laee,  hut  were  refusi'd,  on  their  arrival 
here,  miles^s  tlM\v  voted  the  democratic  ticket.  Citizens  of  Marion  eounty 
report  that  all  colored  persons  were  refhsed  the  right  to  vote  unless  they 
had  paid  their  taxes.  One  individual  estimates  that  three  hundred 
pcrs(  HIS  were  excluded  on  that  acooont.  There  are  about  1,100  in  Marion 
county.

Sir:  I  would  be  willing  to  testif>-,  to  the  beat  of  my  knowledge  and 
bcliff,  tlK'io  is  not  over  :?,(MMn«'<^al  voters  in  tlie  coiiiity.  At  the  late 
election,  the  repnlilieans  polled  IjJi'l  votes,  and  we  were  beaten  .":{(».  In 
the  April  eleelion  \v«'  polled  votes,  and  defeated  the  deuioerats  by 

470  majority.  A  great  many  voters,  have,  since  April,  left  the  county, 
80  yon  see  tiie  enormous  frauds  which  have  been  ])ra<;ticed.  No  repubU' 
cans  from  other  counties  have  been  pernutted  to  vote  here,  hut  democrats 
from  Chattahoochee,  also  from  the  btate  of  Alabama,  were  permitted  to 
vote,  and  no  questions  asked,  according  to  the  ruling  of  the  managers, 
who  numbered  13  democrats  and  three  republicans.  The  three  republi- 
cans became  so  disgusted  they  left  the  jmlls  from  insult  heaped  upon 
them.  There  was  at  legist  8(H)  illegid  votes  in  the  county.  The  demo- 
crats alH<»  vot«Ml  nunors,  and  some  democrats  voted  as  often  as  2i)  times. 
Parties  voting  the  democratic  ticket  were  permitted  to  voto  as  often 
M  they  pleaseid.  Ko  democrat  was  challenged  during  the  day.  The 
ropnblicans  were  afraid  to  challenge  for  fear  of  being  murdered.  The 
rei»nblican  pnrty  is  as  strong  as  ever  in  this  county,  and  if  we  can  -^ef  a 
registration  law  we  can  carry  the  county  at  any  time  by  .500  nmjonty, 
but  witliout  it  we  cannot  prevent  fraud.  We  hope,  by  the  congressional 
election,  we  shall  have  a  registration  law.

Colonel:  T  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  reports  of  Agents 
Cliai>fn!in  and  Pokorny  in  reference  to  the  elections  held  on  the  ."Id  instant. 
Von  will  iK'reeive  from  their  statements  that  the  govermu's  proclama- 
tion about  the  |)ayment  of  taxes  was  entirely  ignoreil  in  some  counties, 
and  tlu>  vote  of  colored  men  refused  who  had  failed  to  pay  their  t^ixes  for. 
l.SOT.  With  the  exception  of  this  county  1  have  heard  of  but  one  !>allot- 
box  being  opened  at  the  several  comity  seats  in  my  sub-district,  n(»twith- 
staudiug  orders  were  given  to  have  three  at  each  couit  house.  In  Talbot 
county  the  polls  were  not  opened  until  9  o'clock.  The  managers  of  elec- 
tion who  were  first  appointeld  were  set  aside,  and  others  took  Sieir  places, 
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who  refused  to  take  the  votes  of  colored  men  unless  they  were  for  Sey- 
mour and  Blair.  In  Marion  and  Ohattahooehee  conntieB  bnt  few  colored 
men  voted,  their  taxes  bein^'^  unpaid,  and  the  manaj^rers  refusing  to  take 

their  votes  imlrss  thoy  wore  for  tin*  rtomocratic  caT!fli'l;ite8,  in  which  case 
no  (juestiniis  were  asketl.  in  M iiscouee  county  tlic  jnoclaniation  of  the 
governor  was  ctrnqilie*!  ^ith,  and  all  permitted  to  deposit  their  votes  who 
were  entitled  to  do  so.  The  republicans  charge  that  the  votes  of  non> 
residents  and  minors  were  received  by  the  managers,  and  tliat  many 
voted  twice  and  evf*Ti  three  times  at  (lie  different  ballot-lwxes.  Intimidar 
tion  was  used  to  prevent  the  freetlmen  from  voting  the  i'ei)ub]ican  ticket^ 
threatK  being  made  that  unless  voting  as  directed  by  their  employers 
they  would  be  driven  off.  In  many  instances  violence  was  nsed  to  com- 
pel them  to  vote  for  the  democratic  electors  if  tiiey  voted  at  alL

Smith,  a  person  of  color,  who,  bein^r  dnly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  tliat 
he  18  a  resident  of  To  van  county,  8tate  of  Georgia;  that  he  was  tlie 
former  slave  of  Major  A.  1>.  Smith,  the  pres^^'ut  solieitor  geueml  of  the 
eastern  j  tulicial  district  of  the  State  of  Georgia.  Deponent  ftirtber  avers 
that  he  lias  attaineil  the  age  of  55  years,  atid  that  on  or  about  the  lOth 
day  of  Srpteinber,  1S(>8,  in  the  ni^iht  time,  and  at  his  home  in  T^ryan 
county  with  his  family,  depiment  was  visited  by  Arch  Thompson,  Charles 
Ulmer,  Cyrus  lleyiuaus,  John  ileymans,  and  Joseph  McKella^  all  white 
men,  residents  of  Bryan  county,  who  fired  on  the  premises  of  deponent 
to  the  extreme  peril  of  the  lives  of  deponent  and  his  family.  Fuither, 
the  said  white  men  meT»tion(»d  as  above  did  cruelly  beat  d<^ponent  and 
his  laiuily  with  sticks,  eluUs,  and  other  deadly  instruments,  trom  which 
ill  and  cruel  treatineiit  deponent  was  laid  up  in  his  bed  for  three  weeks. 
Deponent  further  avers  that<,  upon  his  recovery,  he  sought  and  craved 
the  protection  of  the  ci\nl  law,  and  for  this  purpose  had  warrants  issued 
by  Justice  Daniel  ^.  Lain;  and  when  the  parties  named  as  above  were 
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arrested  and  brought  before  London  Cox,  a  Justice  of  the  peace  in  and 

for  T^rvan  county,  h^,  without  investigating'  said  violations  of  peace,  did 
<lis('liar^'('  the  nccnsod,  and  levied  iipou  the  following  propoi  fy,  which  was 
sohl  as  allegeil  to  pay  co.sfc  of  court,  viz:  1  sorrel  mare,  of  tlx*  vnlne  of 
$130;  3  hogs,  of  the  value  of  each;  1  cart,  of  the  value  ot  j^30;  1 
set  of  harness  and  a  saddle,  of  the  valne  of  $30.  Deponent  fiuther 
avers  that  when  the  defendants  were  arrested  by  tlif  sheritf  of  Bryan 
county  threats  were  made  that  ''no  damned  slmnlfl  hnvo  a  whit« 

arrested  in  Bryan  county;"  deponent's  life  wa.s  alsu  threaiencil  by  Wm. 
Heymans,  a  white  man,  who  drew  a  bowie  knife  on  him,  and  would  have 
killed  deponent.  Deponent  further  avers  that  he  has  been  driven  from 
his  home,  and  should  he  return  he  will  be  murdered ;  that  there  is  no 
protection  whatever  in  Bryan  county  of  life  or  j>roperty  from  the  civil 
authorities.  Deponent  therefore  prays  that  tlie  military  authorities  of 
the  United  States  will  take  cognizance  of  this  information  and  com- 
plaints

Griffin,  Georgia,  November  9,  1868. 

The  undersigned,  Daniel  A.  Johnson,  who  was  one  of  the  maiinncrs  at 
box  No.  1 ;  Alexander  G.  Mun-ay,  who  was  one  of  the  managers  at  box 
Ko.  2;  Thomas  VV.  Thurman,  who  was  one  of  the  clerks  at  boxIJo.  3;  and 
Bobert  T.  Millner,  who  was  one  of  the  clerks  at  box  No.  2,  in  the  late 
election  for  presidential  electors,  held  at  Griffin,  in  the  county  of  Spal- 
ding, feel  it  a  duty  we  owe  tp  tiie  cause  of  justice  to  inform  you  of  the 
uutairuess  and  ii\|ustice  tliat  were  perpetrated  uikiu  the  colored  voters 
at  the  said  eleetion.  We  do  not  wish  yon  to  understand  that  all  the 
members  of  the  democratic  party  were  implicated  in  the  wrong  that 
was  done,  for  many  of  tliem,  we  may  with  justi<'e  say  a  majoiity  of 
them,  acted  like  gentlemen,  and  seemed  willing  to  U-i  every  man,  black 
and  white,  eiyoy  with  full  freedom  the  elective  franchise.  lUit  about  the 
middle  of  the  day,  and  fiom  thence  to  the  closing  of  the  polls,  a  crowd 
of  what  we  may  call  "roughs'*  formed  at  the  doors  of  the  court  house, 
and  when(;ver  a  colored  voter  came  he  was  snrninnded,  and  if  found  to 
have  a  republican  tieket,  whi<*h  was  nrnuly  always  the  case,  he  was  set 
upon  by  these  roughs  with  all  the  persuasive  arguments  they  could  com- 
mand, and  if  persnaslon  failed  threats  were  and  in  this  way  the 
nef^roes  were  either  induced  to  change  their  tickets  or  abandoned  alto- 
gether thp  atrein|»t  t<»  \  (>t<».  Many  negi'oes  were  arined  by  these  roughs 
ami  fairly  <lra^;:e(l  to  the  polls  to  vote  a  democratic  ticket,  when  it  was 
plain  to  be  seen  IVom  their  looks  and  actions  that  they  so  vot<'d  unwil- 
lingly. In  this  way  we  are  confident  that  at  least  50  democratic  votes 
were  obtained.  Negroes  that  would  not  take  <lemocratic  tickets  were 
crowded  off  and  not  pei  ?!iitted  to  a])proach  the  door.  aiMl  w<'are  assured 
by  men  outside  that  fully  1(K),  rather  than  s<pu'«»ze  through  tlie  crowd, 
went  olf  and  did  not  vote  at  all.  The  i)ressiue  on  negroes  to  vote  the 
democratic  ticket  was  so  strong  and  urgent  that  none  but  the  most  deter- 
mined  will  could  resist  it.  Negroes  have  been  taught  from  their  infanc^y 
to  yield  to  the  white  man  and  but  few  have  now  the  hrmuess  and  deter- 
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mmatioii  of  will  to  refuse  to  yield  to  him  yet,  and  without  law  to  protect 
the  negroes  against  presanre  made  upon  them  by  those  un]>rincipled 

white  men  no  fairness  can  ever  be  had  in  elections.  Some  live  or  six 
colored  men,  whose  vot<*s  were  reliised  at  Barnesv!ll(»  on  the  «rroii!Hls 
that  they  had  not  paid  their  taxes,  came  up  to  Gritiin  on  the  cars  and 
got  olDT.  Some  one  suggested  that  they  had  voted  at  Bamesvllle  and 
had  come  to  Griffin  to  vote  again.  This  was  sufQcient  for  the  roughs, 
some  of  whom  were  on  police  duty  that  day,  and  took  advanta^re  ofthat 
position  to  arrest  the  men  and  pat  th<'iii  in  tlie  gtiard  liousr.  without 
judge  or  jury,  in  doing  wliich  they  beat  one  of  the  men  ses  erely.  So 
soon  08  the  mayor  heard  of  their  imprisonment  he  ordered  their  release, 
bat  so  soon  m  they  w  ere  turned  loose  these  rough  policemen  set  upon 
tln^m  and  i  :in  tlirni  out  of  town.  Kobort  F.  Millrn'v  heard  one  of  the 
county  uliiti  rs  iMiastiii;;  aticrwiirds  that  he  kept  thiec  colored  uieu  li'um 
voting  on  the  day  <»1  electiou. 

This  is  the  way  that  the  Seymoor  ticket  carried  Spalding  county. 
Ours  was  said  to  be  a  peaceibl  election,  and  in  the  main  was  so,  but  it 
was  only  b4'caiise  the  negroes  yielded  and  made  Tn>  n^sistance  to  the 
wi-ongs  tliiit  were  perpctratrd  upon  their  just  ri;:lits.  In  one  instance 
pistols  were  drawn  upon  a  uegio  who  made  an  elloi  t  to  push  his  way 
through  the  crowd  to  the  polls.

The  oriUnary  states  that  citizens  were  deuied  the  privilege  oi  voting  on 
aecxHint  of  luit  having  i»aid  poll-taxes, and noevideuceadmitted  except  the 
tax  reo(-ii>t  or  the  legid  oath.   The  most  stupendous  traud  was  employed 

here  to  carry  the  election.  Perscnis  boldly  tlir<'atetied  vinlcin-e  to  the 
managers  it  tlu'v  attt'nipli'd  t<»  comply  with  and  <  ;n  iy  out  the  instrnc- 
tious  of  the  governor  concerning  the  election.  A  cenaiu  little  (lerman 
came  here  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  county,  and  a  stranger  to  the  col- 
ored people;  he  went  out  among  them  and  said  he  was  for  (ji-ant  and 
Colfax,  holding  in  one  h;iud  rrpnblican  tickets,  bnt  (  raltil>  slipping 
demo«-ratic  tickets  in  their  iiands  inst»'ad  of  rejmldican,  which  they 
voted  believing  they  were  voting  ibr  tjrunt  and  Colfax.  This  was  done 
at  various  precincts,  and  about  5()0  colored  voters  came  here  trying  to 
vote  who  were  frightened  from  tlie  precincts.  The  managers  in  some 
cases  were  for<M'd  to  act  as  they  did.  Many  wirite  men  did  not  vote,  or 
attempt  to  \<)le,  on  account  of  thi<'ats  Ix'tbre  the  election. 

II.  i).  Sharpe,  notary  public,  state's  that  nntuy  colored  citizens  were 
denied  the  privilege  of  voting  on  aeeoimt  of  not  having  paid  poll-tax. 
Receipts  were  exacted  or  the  oath  administered.  A  great  excitt»ment 
prevailed  here  prior  to  and  during  the  election.  Threats  were  made  to 
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l)ievent  men  from  voting.  Objections  were  made  to  all  wlio  were  sus- 
pected of  intentions  to  vote  the  repnbliean  ticket,  and  tlie  objecttous 
witlidrawii  if  the  voter  would  consent  to  vote  the  denim  ratic  ticket. 
Everv  means  was  used  that  thoii  iiiL* miitv  could  invent  to  defraud  the 
colored  voters  of  tln^ir  votes  or  imliic*'  them  to  vote  for  the  democratic 
nominees.  I'leasv  keep  this  secret,  jaufoiuully  so,  as  it  is  with  difliculty 
I  can  remain  here  nov,  and  it  would  be  worse  if  known. 

The  sheriff  st;ites  that  many  citizens  were  prohibited  from  votinp:  on 
account  nf  not  havin«^r  paid  their  poll-taxes.  Many  went  away  without 
voting,  mostly  negroes.

;)n<T  no  ni(>v<Mnent  ni;»(le  until  nUoiit  10  (u  ldck,  when  1  went  to  tbe  eonrt- 
bouse  at  the  request  of  freeholders  who  had,  in  my  (►lliee,  i>reviously 
qualified,  and  re^piested  the  ordinary  that  <i  phute  he  furnislicd  to  uyn^n 
the  polls,  and  that  three  freeholders  had  taken  the  oaths  and  were  ready 
to  commence  the  voting  in  accordance  with  law.  The  ordinary  replied 
that  he  had  given  necessary  instructions  t«  citizens  who  had  announced 
the!.-  intention  to  oi>en  the  polls.  At  that  time  C!7aptain  Shiver,  si)e<^ial 
l)olicc,  wanted  to  know  if  tlu^  niggers  were  going  to  opim  the  polls.  I 
I'eplied  that  was  their  intention,  when  they  swore  they  fthe  freedmen) 
should  not,  Foster  saying  if  they  attempted  it  they  would  '*get  th(^  am 
tents  of  this."'  o])enin«^  his  coat  and  touching  a  lar^c  cavalry  pistol.  At 
this  time  others  came  up  and  said  it  should  not  Ucddne,  and  if  1  wanted 
troable  that  was  the  way  to  begin  it.  In  the  mean  tinre  citizens  began 
to  crowd  around,  and  the  most  moderate  told  me  they  would  see  the 
polls  were  opened,  and  1  desisted  from  any  nnther  attenij>t.  After 
this  there  seemed  to  be  sonu'  attempt  Ui  open  a  votin;:  pl  tce,  and  at  a 
quarter  past  12  the  voting  commenced,  the  whites  at  oui' window  and 
the  freeduien  at  another.  It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  attempt  to 
describe  the  voting.  Eveiy  freeduien  was  a^ked  <pn\stioiis  by  the 
mana^iers  not  pertinent  to  the  case,  sneh  as  '•win  re  do  you  live*" 
"win  re  did  yon  woi  k  last  year?*"  then  hold  a  eoiisultation  ;  tln-n  ask  if 
he  had  pai«l  ids  tiivesj  and  if  not,  was  immediately  rtyected  and  not 
allowed  t4i  vote.  Out  of  1,500  freedmen  that  were  here  to  vote  only  137 
could  vote,  except  those  they  could  bribe  to  vote  a  democrcitic  ticket, 
who  voted  without  a  challenge  or  tax  being  ])ind  or  any  other  delay,  so  • 
tlie  vote  stood  1K»7  maioritv  for  the  denujcrats.  The  whole  allair  was 
such  a  far<'<*  and  everything  connected  with  it  so  illegal,  i  dou  not  see 
how  it  is  po.ssib1e  it  could  stand  as  a  legal  vote  or  showing  the  senti< 
ments  of  this  county.

Hut  1  lind  to-day  a 
letter  to  Mrs.  Tweedy,  of  Augusta,  from  my  wife,  in  which  she  says  that 
Mr.  E.  G.  \V^ide,  of  Quitman,  called  to  pay  her  a  fineudly  visit,  and 
advised  tjiat  it  wouhl  not  be  prudent  for  me  to  return  t(v  Quitman,  as  1 
wouhl  be  killed.  1  hjiv«*  rcmniiied  quiet,  lio|tintj  that  the  day  would 
soon  come  when  this  bittcrnes.s  of  teeUug  would  ce4UM3.  Jiut  1  see  no 
way  unless  Con^rress  wiU  take  some  action;  and  let  it  be  a  rigid  one,  for 
the  protection  of  goo<l  Union  men  of  Uie  south.  It  is  hard  to  be  driven  ' 
away  from  Ikmih  .  \\  ife,  and  the  little  ones  simply  on  arcouiit  »)f  jtoliTit  il 
opinion.  Aful  turtli«»r.  I  st'i»  that  unless  protection  is  ^ivj  u  the  future 
will  still  iuesent  a  blank  to  the  Uuiou  men  of  the  south.  Is  it  possible  that 
the  Gongiess  of  the  UnitM  States  will  permit  ufi  to  be  passed  without 
notice f  I  hope  n«»t.  A  ^  f  i  my.self,  I  have  a  strong  and  confiding  hope 
iu  Gougress,  and  shall  be  dect  ivcd  unless  some  a<'tion  is  taken  to  i-n;ible 
our  noble  (iovernor  IJuHock  to  have  the  laws  of  th«*  Fnitfd  States,  as 
well  as  the  iitate  of  Gecugia,  respected.  You  have  undergone,  to  my 
knowledge,  some  of  the  insults  and  risk  of  Ufe,  therefore  I  hope  you  see 
the  iniportimce  of  immediate  action.  I  will  be  phrased  to  hear  from  yon, 
hopin^r  that  you  will  have  a  harmonious  time,  and  things  work  tor  the 
good  of  (icor^ia'S  irnitui  men.

We  lost,  perhaps,  75  votes  from  the  following  cause: 

The  colored  people  had  deemed  it  the  better  policy,  aa  far  as  possible, 

to  all  mvvt  and  vote  at  the  eourt-hoiisc:  so  on  the  nrorninj;  of  the  3d 
somewhere  between  too  and  5(MJ  had  assembled  and  were  ready  to  vote. 
I  was  there,  ready  and  anxious  to  open  the  polls.  But,  without  doubt, 
fhe  democrats  had  previously  arranged  among  themselves  to  get  all  the. 
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blacks  acrcs.s  tiie  Satilla,  prevent  the  polls  from  being  opened  by  le- 
ftisiug  to  act  as  superiuteudeuts  of  election,  thereby  throwing  out  the 
ooloreid  vote,  and  tbey  slip  over  to  Ward^s  store  or  Horse  Stump,  open 
tho  ]m\U  on  the  sly,  and  cast  their  votes  in  the  same  way  mihout  being 
degmiU'd.  Those  colortMl  p<M>])l<»  waited  very  patiently  until  11.40  a.  m., 
up  to  which  time  i  had  been  promised  that  Home  pei  Hous  would  l)e  along 
in  a  few  minutes  to  assist  in  opening  the  polls,  all  those  freeholdeia 
having  come  in  trom  early  morning  Ull  this  late  hour  refusing  to  act, 
and  offering  frivolous  exruscs.  They  licfraii  to  frft  impatient,  and  wliat 
to  do  I  hardly  knew  under  tin-  circumstantes.  Tlu're  were  no  colored 
persons  present  thaX  couid  write,  either  that  were  or  weiti  iu)t  freehold- 
ers, and  consequently  oould  not  get  any  assistance  from  that  quarter; 
ana  as  I  had  e.stablishe<l,  as  ordinary,  a  polling  plac^  at  Satilla  Mills, 
in  the  eonnty  site  militia  distiict,  for  the  accommodatioTi  of  parties  there 
and  to  prevent,  if  jKissible,  the  closing  of  the  mills  at  that  pla(;e,  I  con- 
cluded that  1  would  discontinue  the  polling  x)lacc  at  the  court-house 
and  all  go  to  Satilla  and  vote,  and  order  the  consolidation  of  the  vote 
there.  1  may  possibly  have  overste]>ped  the  bounds  of  the  office,  bat 
un<ler  tfie  eircumstan<'ea  I  eoidd  ni)t  well  do  differcTitly.  Well,  as  soon 
as  r  /^av*'  out  the  above  information  there  was  a  ^icncral  break  for  the 
ntill,  a  distance  of  alK)Ul  VI  or  14  miles,  and  in  good  time,  you  can  rest 
assured— <»ld  and  young,  lame,  halt,  and  well,  all  on  a  double-quick. 
We  succeeded  in  getting  t<»  the  mill  and  )>olling  the  vote,  but  lost  Some- 
where between  50  and  IT^  that  could  not  get  to  the  destination  in  time. 
At  8t.  Mary's  quite  a  nuniber  weit?  refused  the  privilege  of  voting 
because  they  had  not  i>aid  the  city  tax.  8ome  13  weie  collected  at  the 
first  opportunity  of  Hon.  Virgil  Hillyer,  who  was  assisting  in  the  elec- 
tion  at  St.  Mary's,  and  their  votes  taken,  and  protest  made  agtunst  his 
associate  supcrintend{>Tit  for  not  rf»eeiving  them,  and  sent  in  a  sepamte 
package  with  the  regular  vote.  Mr,  Hillyer  informed  me  that  in  St. 
Mary's  some  four  or  five  colored  men  were  foived  to  vot<?  for  Seymour 
or  lose  their  situations.  At  People's  precinct  one  man  (Thomas  An> 
dnnvs,  colored)  was  refused  a  vote  because  he  had  not  paid  his  taxes, 
aiMl  a  white  man  that  had  resided  in  tii«'  State  six  months,  as  reqnired 
by  the  constitutiou  of  this  State.  The  accompany  ing  letter  will  explain 
that  matter  and  bring  up  the  name  of  an  illegal  voter  if  12  months  was 
to  l>e  applied.  Well,  on  the  4th  the  returns  were  iiiadCj  in  compliance 
with  the  order  of  the  conrt  of  ordinary,  to  Satella  Mills  troin  St.  Mary's 
and  People's  precinct.

&c.,  So  you  see  we  have  some  difficulties  t/o  overcome  here  yet. 
Mr.  iiillyer  and  I  have  to  utand  the  whole  bmnt,  and  we  find  it  a  hard 
matter.  I  have  been  and  am  constantly  being  threatened  for  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  canvass.  This  is  the  first  opportunity  to  mail  we 
have  liad.  We  have  Iieard  the  State  has  gone  5,000  foF  SeymooT,  but 
hope  the  tnial  result  will  change  it.

against  tV<  i-tlmcii  who  proposed  a  meeting  lor  the  L'Sth  of  September. 
This  slioiiUl  h[\\  v  been  (Ume  before  this  time,  but  sickliness  at  and  most 
of  the  time  siiic^^  may  be  a  partial  excuse.  The  26th.  of  JSeptember 
was  set  apart  for  a  meeting  of  republ  cans,  with  assurance  that  speakers 
wei^^  ta  meet  and  address  the  frci'diiien  of  this  section.  The  citijsens  of 
the  town,  beingopposed  to  tliis.  culled  a  rejifnlar  meetiii^M>r  the  dcmcuTatic- 
club;  8<Mii  a  conuiiittee  t**  the  sheriff  t(>  meet  with  tliein  mid  ;::iv<' his 
views  on  the  jnoposed  meeting.  The  sheriil  stated  bflure  tlie  club  that 
it  was  his  duty  as  a  peace  ofii^  to  prevent  any  gathering  of  any  armed 
force, and  that  should  the  gathering  to  take  place  on  the  28th  sliow  any 

diS|M)sition  to  bn'ak  the  jtenee.  lie  wnuld   n^e  eve)\  <'?MU'MVor  (.>  snst;iiTl 

order,  and  he  guaranteed  tlic  meeting  should  be  (piiet  and  1  iiere  slioulil  l)e 
no  arms  at  the  said  meeting.  The  club  then  pledged  their  laiih  to  assist 
him  to  keep  order,  and  that  the  meeting  could  take  phuse.  Committees 
were  app<nnted  to  visit  the  different  roads  to  advise  all  to  conu'  witlnrnt 
arms.  The  meeting  took  place  quiet  and  orderly,  and.  not  beinir  allowed 
the  court-house,  went  to  their  own  cliuich.  1  had  been  to  Hancock 
county  a  few  tlays  previous  to  advise  onler,  and  on  the  morning  of  the 
28th  visited  Oamak,  understanding  that  many  were  coming  from  that 
direction.  On  my  return  1  met  the  sheritt'  at  the  cars,  lie  intormed 
me  that  the  town  was  full  ol*  anned  !iien,  (while, ^  many  of  these 
mounted.  On  this  inlormation  wc  repaired  to  tin*  chun-ii  and  advise<l 
the  frcedmen  to  break  up  and  leave  for  their  homes,  which  \\'n»  done, 
although  they  all  felt  as  if  their  rights  were  infringed  upon.  On  my 
return  to  town  I  saw  2.>  or  'M)  mounted  men  with  doubled-barrelh'd  shot- 
guns and  re\«»l\eis.  These  were  from  (ilasciKtk  county,  an<l  1  learned 
that  they  had  iK-en  sent  for  to  keep  the  iH'ace.  They  were  wclcomeii 
by  spee<rhes  at  the  court-house.  One  siKHiker,  swinging  his  revolver 
over  his  head,  said:  "This  is  the  law,  ami  this  shall  rule  the  count  ly.** 
The  Ireedmen  were  quiet,  orderly,  and  well*  behaved.  The  whites  betbre 
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leaving  got  into  a  little  skimiish  of  their  own,  in  which  two  or  tliree 
were  iiijui'eil.  The  town  of  Waixeuton  was  a  periect  arsenal  for  that 
day,  and  a  niiite  vpenker  would  not  have  been  allowed  to  speak  withont 
a  strong  force  tp  protect  Lim.  The  sheriff  is  a  detemiiued  fellow,  but 
hus  IK)  ;is!>istniH>(\  Uis  Mends  do  not  dare  to  render  any  foi  fear  of  the 
miduiglil  a*i.sassin,

Porry  s:iys  he  saw  six  men;  one  he  tiiouglit  to  be 
Clem  Gunn.  l*eiTy  shot  at  them  to  leave,  and  dropping  one  of  their 
hats,  (which  I  will  forward  to  yon ;  it  may  be  needed  again  in  case  of 
trial.)  Peny  and  flu>  whole  connty  about  him  are  much  frightened. 
Poiry  lins  a  iroixl  ciop,  but  sconis  to  think  lie  will  not  be  jillowed  to 
gather  it.  Tlic  same  night  an  attack  wasnuidc  on  Cohjuitt  Kliens,  living 
at  Thomas  Brown's,  In  getting  away  from  them  he  was  shot  in  the 
leg,  and  was  in  town  to-day  to  have  the  baU  extracted.  A  iHend 

(Bunele)  c/)uuted  26  of  the  klan.  Among  them  were  ,  . 

Tlicso  freedmen  hnvc  iinod  crops  ;ind  fear  to  go  back  to  gather  them. 
Someil»ing  must  lie  done  to  protect  tliese  haixl-woikin^  freedmen.  The 
better  the  frecdmen  behave  the  more  tiiey  are  piiuislied  and  abused.  1 
will  make  a  report  of  this  on  blank  form  as  instructed  by  Lieutenant 
Catley.

Mr.  Mack 
Lazcid)y  seid  lor  IVrry  and  ttild  him  that  the  same  pai  t.v  of  men  intended 
to  kill  biiii  tor  a  radical.  (>fi  this  information  IN-n  v  sle|it  in  the  woods. 
Oil  the  niglit  <»f  the  r^th  instant  ainntt  KH)  men  vi.sited  lits  itonsc,  and  not 
Hudiug  him  tliere  t  hey  killed  his  son,  a  sick  boy  not  able  to  get  off  his  bed. 
After  killing,  they  put  him  into  a  feather-bed  and  another  on  the  top  of 
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thatj  piled  all  the  farnitare  and  elothin^?  of  tbe  house,  aud  burned  the 
whole.  The  coronex  is  investigating  tiie  matter  now.  iNn  y  lias  a 
good  crop,  some  25  bags  of  cotton,  but  dare  not  sto]>  to  jratlicr  it.  He 
aud  his  taiiiily  leave  for  Augusta  to-day.  He  has  made  the  sberift'  his 
ageut  to  sell  his  crop. 

Perry  is  a  good  old  man,  industrious,  and  has  a  good  character  IVom 
his  old  master.   I  sent  the  hat  captured  at  his  house  by  Major  Attwood 
to  yon.    I  would  like  if  a  troo]»  of  cavalry  coulil  be  stationed  in  thisdis- 
trict,  for  tliin  18  only  the  bcuiiiuiiii^  <>t"  tlie?>i!  murders.

Personally  came  before  me  I'eny  Jclicrs,  jr.,  ot'  W  ;uTen  county,  Geor- 
^n  a,  who,  being  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  that  he,  with  his  father,  mother, 
sister,  and  four  broth^»,are  residents  on  the  plantation  of  Joseph  Brinkly, 
iu  Warren  <M)nnty,  cultivating  a  part  of  tlic  ]tlanta{ion  of  said  Jb  iukly, 
an<l  that  while  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  ot  our  lionie  we  were  suri>rised 
by  a  band  ot  men  called  Kn-Klux,  ou  iSuuduy  uight  the  17th  nltimo,  six 
in  number,  who  burst  open  my  door  and^  after  entering,  collared  me  and 
led  me  out  of  my  house,  saying  **lam  going  to  kill  you,*'au<l.  lookinginto 
my  face,  discoveriiif]:  I  was  not  tin-  jici  soii  they  wanted.  iiu|uii-e(l  for  old 
l*erry.  I  ixiintcd  out  the  house  ot  my  lather.  The  y  then  eouiuipnccd 
tiring  in  on  my  tatlier,  and,  being  repulst?d,  went  away.  i>n  Tliursday 
night,  the  5th  instant,  about  150  in  number  returned  to  attacic  the  family, 
and  all  were  abseutezceptmy  mother  aud  a  si(;k  brother,  so  much  afflicted 
he  could  not  walk  or  move  in  consctjuence  of  his  aftHetioii.  He  be<*ame 
ii  victim  to  their  savage  brntality,  aud  they  then  threw  lii-^  hotly  into  the 
yard  and,  with  the  bed  clothes,  burned  him  up.  Wliilc  tins  was  being 
transacted,  my  father,  my  brothers,  and  myself  were  a  few  hundred  yards 
off,  in  a  pine  thicket,  viewing  the  scene.  After  their  depart un'  aud  the 
burial  of  uiy  brother,  Mr.  Brinkly  told  my  father  tl»;>t  it  would  be  best  t4» 
leavi',  and  according  to  his  a<lvice  went  to  Warrcutou  lojilaee  ourselves 
under  the  protection  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  accouijianied  lujon 
the  train  to  Camak,  advising  us  to  go  on  to  Augusta.  We  got  on  the 
freight  train  Ibr  Augusta.  On  our  arrival  at  Thompst  »u,  ( 'ob  i  m  1  )ia  conn  t  y , 
wc  were  aj^'aiti  att;((  k(»d  by  about  seven  men  armed  with  donlde-barrelied 
shot-guns  aud  pistols,  who  ordered  us  to  get  oil*  the  train,  threaUmingto 
kill  m  if  we  did  not.  We  complied  with  their  demand,  and  1  made  my 
escape  on  to  Augusta.   Two  persons  of  those  seven  at  Thompson  with 

this  band  I  recogjdzed  as  one  of  ^Ir.  's  sons,  and  the  other  as  a  son 

of  Mr.  ,  who  were  in  the  number  of  ITiO  at  our  lious^-  iu  Warren 

county,  and  who  niurdercul  antl  burned  the  body  oi  my  brother.  My 
father  and  tluee  brothers  I  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Ku-Klux,  The 
above  statement  is  strictly  true.

Sir  :  In  answer  to  vonr  inquiries,  allow  me  to  state  there  wa8  but  one 
box  opened  at  the  t  uuiity  seat,  i  asked  if  there  was  but  one  poll  to  be 
opened ;  the  answer  was  ^'No."  I  thea  asked  if  the  gOTemor  in  his  pro" 
clamation  did  authorize  ttafee  boxes  to  be  opened  at  this  voting  phu-e, 
th(>  court-house ;  tb'>  n  nswer  was,  *<we  care  nothing  for  the  proclamation 
of  tin*  jrovernor  so  ciil^Ml." 

Wlieu  a  white  voter  eauie  up  to  vote  he  was  permitted  to  vote,  and  no 
questions  asked.  When  a  freedroan  came  up  to  vote  he  was  askeo,  ^  have 
yon  paid  yonr  taxes!"  (This  was  not  asked  by  the  tax  collector. )  Some 
would  nn'iu-er,  "Yes.  T  h;n-o  \r.\\i\  my  taxes."  He  wsis  then  asked  if  he 
would  .swear  to  it.  "I  will,"  some  would  ay.  "Where  is  your  receipt?" 
would  be  asked.  The  voter  would  say,  "  I  left  it  at  home."  Then  it  would 
be  said  by  the  manafrers,  "Yon  cannot  vote  at  this  box:.'*  Men  over  60 
were  refused  to  vote  because  they  had  failed  to  pay  taxes  for  1867 ;  but 
if  a  man  came  up  and  offered  a  Spyin»Mir  and  Blair  ticket,  no  questions 
were  asked  him;  he  voted.  lu  many  instances  where  a  man  cauie  up 
and  offenMl  his  vote  it  was  received  and  opened,  and  when  found  to  l)e  a 
Grant  and  Colfax  ticket  was  handed  back  to  the  voter  with  the  remark, 
♦'Von  can't  vote  here.*'    All  of  this  eanic  under  my  observation. 

Just  before  the  elcM  tioii  and  since  the  election  a  band  of  K,  K.  K.'f^  have 
been  doing  a  good  deal  of  lawless  deeds  in  this  county.  I  am  not  able 
.  to  say  why  the  deeds  were  done,  or  who  it  was  that  did  them.  Vt  the 
freedmen  know,  they  are  afraid  to  tell  who  it  was  that  did  them.  Tf  there 
was  an  officer  the  ficcdinen  had  confidence  in,  a  jxreat  many  affidavits 
could  be  had,  but  the  teriorisui  that  ])re vails  in  the  county  keeps  them 
from  attempting  to  make  atlidaN'its  to  the  treatment  received  betbre,  at, 
and  since  the  election. 

Yon  will  please  not  expose  this  conimunloation.  I  have  been  notified 
that  if  I  made  any  re])ort  of  the  election  it  would  lie  danjrerous.  I  do 
not  want  anything  that  1  niay  WTite  or  say  j;<'t  into  the  Irands  of  the 
Ku  ivhix,  for  I  am  satisfied  that  they  would  tlo  me  harm.   It  wa^  a  ktu  r 

gublished  by  K.  G.  Anthony  that  caused  him  to  have  to  leave  here;  if 
e  had  remained  the  K.  £.'s  wonld  have  murdered  him.

Wlieu  I  found 
that  there  oonld  be  no  election  here,  I  instmcted  the  sheriff  to  inform 
the  ^loml  men  of  the  fact  (hat  they  could  go  to  the  precincts  and  vote. 
They  refused  to  do  so.

Bear  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  recpiest,  we,  the  republican  citi- 
zens of  Hancock  county,  address  you  in  regard  to  the  action  of  the  authori- 
ties here  at  the  lat€  election,  on  the  3d  of  Kerember,  to  wit: 

1.  There  in  but  one  box  for  voting  here. 

2.  Every  republican  that  went  to  the  polls  was  re<iuestcd  to  pay  his 
tax  for  1867  before  voting,  while  democrats,  Avhether  white  or  colored, 
had  to  undergo  no  such  restrictions. 

3.  !M;niyof  those  who  voted  tlic  republican  ticket  bad  tbcir  votes  torn 
up  and  democratic  tickets  substituted  in  their  stead;  and  if  necessary 
this  can  be  proven :  and  us  for  threats  and  intimidation,  tliey  are  so 
numerous  and  complicated  that  it  is  impossible  to  mention  them  here; 
they  are  common  with  all  planters  and  employers  in  this  county. 

Ami  further,  to  corroborate  this  statomont  wo  hnv(»  only  to  compare 
the  v<»tc  for  Bnllock  and  that  for  Grant  in  this  county.  The  republican 
majority  here  ibr  Bidlock  was  8G7,  and  Seymour  over  Grant  *JJ8;  and 
besides,  at  the  election  for  governor  all  of  our  registered  voters  did  not 
vote;  but  at  the  late  election  all  of  these  men  came  in  and  were  not 
allowed  to  vote  because  they  did  not  i);iy  the  tax  for  1SG7,  which  was 
demanded  here  in  defiance  of  the  lioveruor's  prochuualion.

When  I  offered 
lay  vote  tljc  rnannrctrs  .stated  that  1  liad  been  returned  to  them  as  a  tax 
defaulter  lui  1^>07,  and  tiiat  1  could  not  vote  unless  Ixmid  my  tax,  wliich 
was  only  a  i)oll'tax.  I  protested  that  the  governoi's  proclamntion  imo* 
pending  the  collection  of  poll-tax  would  allow  me  to  \ ote,  and  they  per- 
sistcfl  in  their  refusal  to  allow  me  to  vote.  I  then  offered  to  pay  the  tax 
deni  iiHied  by  them,  which  they  reeeive<l  before  I  could  vote.  I  left 
8parta,  where  the  election  for  said  ccnmty  was  being  held,  at  half-past 
8  o^eloek  in  the  morning,  and  up  to  that  time  the  managers  of  the  other 
two  boxes  which  had  been  ordered  by  the  ordinary  to  be  opened  had 
refused  to  do  so.

T>r\n  f^iii:  Your  letter  is  at  hand;  being  absent,  this  is  my  earliest 

opportunity  of  answering  it. 

We  had  no  election  here,  (Clinton,  .Tones  county.)  We  called  the  col- 
ored voters  to  the  court-hoose  to  vote,  and  nearly  every  colored  voter  in 

the  county  came  to  the  county  site.  In  one  district  there  were  a  few  that 
were  scared  off  by  the  K.  K.  K.'s  on  the  night  before  the  election,  lint 
the  dcnio(;nits  were  determined  to  defeat  us.  After  finding  that  all  the 
colored  voters  of  the  county  had  met  at  the  county  site,  and  seeing  the 
Grunt  club  so  well  or<ianized  and  so  strong,  they  would  not  open  the 
)>olls.  We  waited  till  about  S  o'clock  i'ov  the  ]k)11s  to  be  o]>eiie<1,  and  my 
club  marched  into  the  court  house  yard.  They  saw  that  I  had  in  my 
elub  about  9Ut>  voters,  and  no  chance  to  break  our  ranks;  they  wei-e  then 
determineil  to  prevent  onr  voting  by  not  opeinng  the  election  at  the 
county  site.  The  clerk  of  the  court  pretended  he  eonld not  get  managers 
to  sit  on  the  election,  lie  said  lie  had  no  authority  nor  i>u\ver  to  force 
men  to  serve  urdess  they  chose  to  do  so,  and  he  naid  accordin^f  to  law  no 
man  could  serve  unless  he  was  a  freclu)kicr.  B.  llademan  and  myself 
promised  to  serve,  and  took  the  oath  as  freeholders.  He  then  pretended 
that  he  was  trying  to  get  white  men  to  serve,  but  the  democrats  decided 
among  themselves  not  to  open  tlie  p(dls  here  on  the  day  of  election.  We 
waited  tUl  12  o'clock.  I  then  ordered  the  men  to  go  to  iMac«)n,  al>ont  12 
miles  distant,  to  vote,  and  accordingly  about  300  went  to  the  city  of 
Macon  and  voted.  So  yon  see  from  this  that  there  was  not  a  republican 
vote  cast  in  the  county.  I  had  not  distributed  any  tickets  t4)  any  other 
pi-<M*incts,  believinjj:  it  to  be  best  to  go  to  the  court-house  to  V(de,  and  so 
advised  all  ot  the  colored  voters  in  tlie  county.  We  have  no  white  repub 
Ilcans  in  the  county,  and  I  have  had  a  hard  time  in  all  of  the  campaigns. 
I  am,  very  respectfhlly.

Sib:  I  have  i\\o  honor  to  report  that  yesterday  moniing  at  9^  o^clock 
the  election  polls  were  oj>eiied  at  Butler,  Taylor  conTit\-,  noorjria.  It 
seemed  to  me  the  cause  of  this  delay  here  w  m  that  ncb(Ml,>  here  had  the 
experience  or  right  knowledge  in  such  case.  The  colored  peo])le  api)eared 
in  strong  force,  and  even  at  daybreak  many  of  them  gathered  before  the 
court- li  oil  sc.  A  few  nnimtcs  after  the  eonimenrement  of  the  election  a 
great  exeit<'meiit  prevailed  between  the  freedinen,  on  the  irrouiid  that 
the  voters  had  not  paid  their  poll-tax,  I  have  done  what  I  could  to  secure 
the  peace,  and  to  calm  those  who  were  touched  by  this  nn  just  proceeding 
or  mode  of  action,  (^uiet  was  restored,  although  the  ft^edinen  through 
the  continuance  of  the  election  bitterly  conqilairH  fi  about  unjust  and 
unfair  treatment.  Many  of  them  a;,M'ee(l.  or  had  the  pruniiHe  from  tli*  ir 
employers,  that  their  poll-tax  should  l>e  paid  from  their  wages,  but  had 
no  leceiptA  in  thehr  hands,  and  many  votes  were  reflosed,  notwithstanding 
that  the  voters  were  ready  to  tiike  the  oath  to  the  above  facts.  Gonft* 
dentially  I  was  informed  that  between  17">  .iitd  L'OO  eolored  votes  were 
refused.  The  whole  ci*owd  inside  of  the  election  room — the  cauva^^rs, 
the  challengers,  or  what  their  names  may  be^ — was  composed  of  real 
sontheni  democrats,  and  their  action  a  mere  fhrce.  In  consideration  that 
the  result  of  this  election  at  Butler,  Georgia,  is  anyhow  of  no  influence 
at  sdl,  I  will  not  molest  you  at  all  with  further  particulars.  The  iwlitieid 
terrorism  oppressed  on  the  people  during  the  time  between  the  last  elec- 
tion and  this  was  so  far  successful  that  only  two  votes  were  given  by 
white  republicans*

There  was  but  one  t>aUot-boz  operf  at  the  county  seat  of  G-lynn  county 

on  the  .'^(1  day  of  November,  1808,  the  sheriff  prohibiting.  Many  votes 
were  rejected  on  account  of  not  bavin;^  paid  poll  tax.  It  would  be  unsafe 
to  hold  another  election  here  without  some  pi-otection.  The  lives  of  the 
manajj:ers  were  threatened,  and  the  greatest  efibrt  made  to  stop  the 
eleetion.  The  governor's  prochimation  was  entirely  ignored  in  every 
respect.  The  lives  of  the  reiHiblican  mana^'ers  were  saved  by  the  mass 
of  colored  people  gathering  around  the  polls.  I  heard  one  Thomas  say 
that  if  Coh'iuan  would  come  down  from  the  court-house  he  would  cut 
his  guts  out.

Atlanta,  tiEOEtfiA,  iSeptember  IS,  1868, 
To  the  Congress  of  tJw  United  States: 

The  uudersi^H'il,  republican  members  of  the  legislature  of  Georgia, 
duly  elected  by  the  sulQ&'ageB  of  the  legal  Toters  of  the  Stat^?,  beg  leave 
to  invoke  the  attention  of  the  OongreBS  to  the  state  of  things  in  Georgia 
and  to  the  unwarrantable  nsuipation  of  the  democratic  members  of  the 
legislature  of  Xhv  State. 

Your  nieniorialists  rexu'esent  that  the  legiiiluture  was  organized  by 
IVIajor  Qeneral  G.  O.  Meade,  as  military  commander  of  the  th^  military 
district,  aad  all  persons  who  had  ohtamed  the  highest  number  of  votes, 
and  who  apin^ared  to  be  electtMl,  were  smoth  in  and  ]K»nnitt('d  to  take 
their  seats.  In  the  number  were  three  persons  of  color  in  the  senate,  and 
2!)  in  the  house  of  representatives.  General  Mcude,  at  tei  the  organization 
in  .the  manner  above  specified,  ordered  the  two  houses  to  purge  them- 
selves  by  the  exclusion  of  all  ix'rsons  ineligible  under  the  constitutional 
amendment,  known  as  tlie  14tli  irtiele  (►f  the  amendment.  After  the 
appointment  and  report  of  committees,  both  houses  passed  resolutions 
declaring  all  sitting  members  eligible,  when,  in  fact,  thei'e  were  a  number 
of  persons  holding  si^at^  in  both  bhinches  of  the  legislature  that  were 
an(l  are  not  eligible  under  said  constitutional  amendment.  U\Mn  the 
aetion  of  both  houses  being  certitied  to  Gejieral  Afende,  ho  recognized 
tiiem  as  finally  and  fuU^'  organized,  and  i>ermilt4Hi  liieni  to  jiroceed  to 
business.  For  a  time  no  assaults  were  made  upon  the  rights  of  mem- 
bers who  held  seats.  It  was,  however,  soon  disooviared  that  the  pro- 
fessions of  kindness  expressed  by  democratic  members,  when  they  were 
(»n  trial,  were  insincere  and  made  only  for  etteet,  as  resolutions  were 
introduced  and  have  be«n  passed  in  both  houses  declaring  all  thecolonnl 
members  ineligible  for  no  other  reaeon  OMo^t  their  eohr.  But  the  wrong 
did  not  sto[)  here.  Not  only  were  the  coKMfied. representatives  and  sen- 
.  ators  e\p(>llr(!.  but  their  deniocrjitic  opiioncTits  in  the  ''race,''  who 
received  tiie  next  highest  vote,  many  of  tiiem  having  received  u  very 
small  vok',  some  less  than  ItK),  and  part  of  them  clearly  ii»eligible  on 
account  of  participation,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  rebellion,  have 
been  seated  in  place  of  the  colored  members  exi>elled.  Not  only  has  no 
investigation  l>een  mode  into  their  eligibility,  but  one  of  the  houses 
expn'ssly  refuse*!  to  invest igat4*  the  matter. 

Now  your  memorialists  submit  to  your  honorable  body  that  in  case 
the  colored  members  are  and  were  ineligible,  and  all  who  Ml  within  the 
scope  of  the  prohibition  of  t^e  constitutional  amendment  were  excluded, 
no  legal  action  has  been  taken  upon  the  constitutional  amendment,  or 
any  other  question. 

In  view  of  the  facts,  your  memorialiBts  resx^ectfully  ask  that  a  court 
or  commission  be  established  by  Congress  in  accordance  with  the  ple- 
nary jHiwers  given  to  Congress  by  said  amendment,  to  inquire  into  and 
pass  upon  the  eligibility  of  such  members  of  the  general  assembly,  ns 
well  as  each  other  otiicer  whose  rights  nmy  be  questioned  on  account  of 
his  partieipntion  in  the  rebellion ;  and  that  the  judgment  of  said  court 
or  commission,  when  rendeivd  in  each  ease,  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to 
the  rights  of  siu-li  jx'i-sons  to  hold  othce. 

Atter  tlic  jairgarion  of  the  house  has  l>een  had,  your  nieMioriidists  ask 
that  all  persons  duly  elected  to  the  legislature,  and  not  eligible  under 
the  cotiHtitutioiMtl  amendment,  be  allowed  to  resume  their  seats  and 
retain  them  till  they  are  ejected  by  a  fair  decision  of  legal  legialatiott.

Messrs.  Editors:  I  beg  to  bring  to  your  notice  a  uovel  and  interesting 
lawsnit  which  will  be  tri^  at  the  coming  term  of  the  superior  court  for 
Chatham  county,  in  which  Dr.  James  J.  Wai  in  a  )>ract  it  loner  of  Savau- 
liah,ap)»cars  as  plaintiff,  and  the  Georgia  Me  dical  Society  as  defemi  nit. 

Dr.  Waring  claims  in  this  suit  that  on  tlic  iii^lit  of  ti»e  ^ith  of  Sep- 
tember, 1808,  he  wius  tried  for  political  aets  and  opinious  by  the  Georgia 
Medical  Society,  which  was  incorporated  in  1804  by  a  public  law  for 
exelusiM'ly  humanitarian  and  scientitic  ]nirposeft,  and  by  a  secret  ballot 
a  gross  insult  iutiicted  upon  him.  Dr.  Waring  claims  that,  emboldened 
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by  this,  the  .society  at  a  subsequent  meeting;'  deprived  him  by  i-esohitiou 
ot  his  lijfhLs  and  tiauehi.se  as  a  tjoiiioiator.  Dr.  Wariug  claims  that  this 
society  is  a  {Hirely  businesB  body,  membership  to  which  is  essential  to 
hi8  success  as  a  practitioner,  and  prays  the  court  to  issue  a  mandamus 
restoring:  him  to  his  rights  and  frain  hise  ns  a  cor[>orator. 

If  Dr.  Wnriuff  is  successful  he  coniin  ls  iliis  sm  iety  to  restore  him  and 
withdraw  the  iusult.  Kumor  has  it  that  very  grave  lawsuits  may  Ixi 
bronght  against  the  members  of  this  society  for  their  statements  in  this 
proceeding,  and  t'uither,  that  this  matter  will  be  brought  before  the 
National  Medical  Association,  whicli  meets  on  the  first  Tnes<lay  in  'May 
next  at  New  Orleans.  In  this  connection  the  public  will  be  interested 
with  the  following  piece  of  history:  During  the  late  war  Dr.  Montrose 
A.  Fallen,  of  St.  Lonis,  was  accused  by  the  government  of  attempting 
to  poison  the  water  of  the  Croton  aqueduct.  At  the  next  meeting  of 
the  N;<ti(>!ial  IVIedical  Asswiation,  held  in  Baltimore,  Dr.  Tallen  was 
e.\[>eiit;d  upon  this  suspicion  or  accusation.  Before  this  gieat  dignitied 
body  of  doctxirs  again  met  memorials  and  petitions  were  dtculated 
thnnighout  the  country  condemning  the  action  of  this  association  as 
political  and  not  professional,  and  praying  Ids  immediate  restoration; 
and  at  the  next  meeting- of  tlie  association  Dr.  Fallen  was  restoml  to  his 
membership,  the  association  declaring  that  it  recognized  jirotessioual, 
not  political  offences,  and  that  before  any  accused  could  be  arraigned 
befioire  it  he  must  have  been  fint  tried  <md  aetmUg  eonvicted  brfore  iha  totr.

Bbab  Sib:  At  a  mass  meeting,  of  this  date,  of  the  republican  party^ 

when  the  enthe  colored  vote  of  said  party  in  the  city  of  Savannah  was 
reim'sented,  called  to  give  expression  of  o|Mnion  in  I'egard  to  tlie  ]>reseiit 
status  of  political  aU'airs  in  the  State  ol  Georgia,  and  at  the  same  time 
urge  upon  the  Congress  of  the  Uniteil  States  the  absolute  necessity  of 
further  legislation,  in  order  to  secure  to  every  citizen  ot  tliis  State  the 
rights  ot  citizens  of  the  United  States,  as  oont<>mplated  under  the  recon- 
struction acts  of  Congress,  it  was  unanimously 

Hetfolvedy  1st.  That  the  action  of  the  Georgia  legislature,  in  expelling 
the  dnly  elected  colored  representatives  ftom  that  bo<ly,  was  an  ui^ust 
deprivation  of  our  most  sacred  rights  as  citizens,  a  high-handed  outrage 
on  a  large  ])olitieal  element  in  this  comnainity,  in  direct  contravention 
of  the  voiee  of  a  IM:lio^it^  of  the  U'gal  M)ters  of  (lie  vState  as  expi^es-sed 
at  the  ballot  box,  and  contrary  to  the  plain  letter  and  spirit  ol  the  recon- 
struction acts,  under  which  the  constitution  of  Georgia  was  framed, 
udoi)ted,  and  presented  for  congressional  ai^ceptance.

.  Memorieil  of  the  colored  vien  of  the  eeeond  congress ioml  distru^  of  €feorgiaf 
eetting  forth  their' grievaneee  and  aeking  j^teetion. 

Albany,  Ga.,  December  4, 1868. 

To  the  /Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  in  Congress  assembledy 

Waekingtonj  D.  0.: 

l*ursuaut  to  the  following  resolution  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Civil 
and  Political  Righfb  Association,  (an  organization  exdnsivMy  of  colored 

people,)  assembled  in  convention  at  this  place  on  the  1st  instant,  to  witt 
Whereas  the  colored  people  of  this  confyressional  district  huxc  been 
afflicted  m  itii  fxrievances  as  a  ])eoi)le,  unprecedented  in  this  country, 
simply  bec^iuse  they  have  attempted  to  exercise  their  i)olitical  rights  as 
American  citizens  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  j  ud  gment :  Therefore, 

<«B»  it  resolved,  That  the  Bev.  Robert  Orondey  and  the  Hon.  Philip 
Joiner  be.  and  arehcr<'by.  n])point('(l  a  committee  to  memorialize  theCon- 
jrress  of  the  United  States,  settinj;  lortli  our  grievances  and  praying  for 
such  protection  as  Congress  in  its  wisdom  and  justness  will  devise;  but 
at  the  same  time  suggcasting  to  Congress  the  propriety  of  allotting  to  us  , 
some  |>ortion  of  the  United  States  territiny,  and  ])roviding  us  with  trans- 
])ortation  thereto,  as  a  means  of  avoiding  the  difliculties  and  sufferings 
whi<*h  beset  us  here" — 

"We  have  the  honor  to  present,  for  the  consideration  of  your  honorable 
bodies,  the  following  memorial : 

On  or  about  the  1st  <lay  of  ^Fay,  1805,  the  colored  people  of  this  the 
2d  congressional  distiict  of  Georgia  were  practically  set  free  by  the 
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utpearanoe  of  the  federal  troops.  At  first  all  was  disorder  and  conftir 
sfon — the  late  masters  too  much  discouniged,  and  the  hito  slaves  too 

overjoviMl.  foi-  s(4tle(l  business;  but  soon  contracts  for  labor  were  made 
and  entered  ujion  by  the  treed  people.  The  country  then  bein^;  undei 
the  salutary  iutlueucc  oi  a  volunteer  aruiy,  these  cuutracti  were  abided 
in  goodfoith. 

The  ci-op  of  1865  was  most  altogether  of  cereals,  and  the  freed  people 
worked  for  i>art  of  the  crop;  hence,  tlie  1st  J  an  unrv,  1800,  found  very 
many  of  them  with  a  year's  provision  on  ]ian<l.  Eneouni^^ed  by  their 
success  they  were  buoyant  and  hoiHiful,  readily  employmg  themselves 
as  laborers  for  1866,  ana  entering  upon  tbeir  work  witii  an  avidity  unpre- 
cedented in  their  lives;  but  their  ho{)es  were  soon  blighted  by  the  trans- 
fer of  the  i»owers  of  the  Freed  men's  Bureau  from  military  to  civil  ajjents. 

These  civil  af^ents  throughout  the  district  were  selected  from  among  the 
native  residents ;  they  were  advocates  of  the  doctrine  that  the  negro  has 
no  right  the  white  nnm  is  bound  to  re8i>ect.''  Tliis,  together  with  expected 
success  of  the  '*  President's  policy,"  then  being  inaugiu-ated,  induced  the 
lat^ slave  owners  to  be  themselves  apun."  The  same  eronehing  st*r- 
vility  required  of  us  as  slaves  wsis  now  exacted  of  us  as  lice  people,  and 
a  deviation  from  this  requirement  subjected  them  to  the  overseei^s  cudgel 
or  the   bureau's^  ball  and  chain. 

It  is  true,  after  the  act  cnlifh'd  ''An  act  to  amend  *An  act  to  establish 
a  bureau  for  the  relief  of  t  iccdmen  and  refugees,'  and  for  other  purposes,'' 
became  a  law,  this  cruel  mode  of  punishment  was  discontinued:  but  these 
identical  civil  agents  were  continued  in  office,  and  tibey  used  their  extended 
]>ower  to  the  injury  instead  of  to  the  benefit  of  the  freed  i)eopU'.  If  they 
hiid  the  desire  they  had  not  the  moral  courage  to  do  right.  They  pan- 
dered to  the  exaetin^^  whims  of  our  employers,  conceding  to  them,  prac- 
tically at  least,  the  right  to  discharge  and  drive  us  away  without  pay 
whenever  they  choose  to  consider  the  contract  violated,  though  often  no 
violation  had  occurred,  or  if  it  had  it  was  not  intentional.  We  have  no 
data  by  which  t^)  estimate  the  nnml>er  of  murders  committed  (m  colored 
peoi)le  during  this  year;  but  from  our  own  personal  knowledge,  which 
is  quite  thorough,  we  believe  thel:e  were  several  handi'ed,  and  for  which 
no  one  was  ever  punished. 

Thus  nmtters  went  on  from  bad  to  worse  throughout  1866,  and  thelst 
day  of  January,  l.S(;7,  found  the  (•(»h)r(Ml  people  of  the  district  in  a  eon- 
dilion  as  similar  to  if  not  worse  than  that  of  slavery.  lb)\vever,  thvy 
made  contracts  and  entered  upon  the  work  of  1867,  but  with  nothing 
lilce  the  zeal  they  had  the  year  before.  * 

It  was  about  this  time,  however,  that  three  resident  agents  were  dis- 
clun  ged,  an<l  better  nu*n  substituted ;  this  benelieial  change  was  foll«>wed 
by  the  reconstruction  and  supplementary  act,  which  at  once  brightened 
the  hopes  of  our  people,  and  emboldened  them  to  be  more  manly  and 
8tri\  e  to  merit  the  new  rights  confeiTed  u]>on  them. 

They  were  fully  sustained  in  this  laudable  eftbrt  by  the  wise  and  ));itri- 
otic  adniinistrnt ion  of  (Jenend  Tope,  (leneral  Pojm*  st<M)d  not  back  on 
account  of  far-fetched  technicalities  of  law,  but  all  cases  brought  to  his 
notice  received  quick  and  oonsnmmate  justice.  It  Is  true  crime  alter  crime 
was  )>er|»etrated  against  us,  which,  amid  the  passions  and  prejudices  of 
our  whitj'  neighbors,  were  smothered  aiul  never  brought  to  light.  liut 
no  Ku-Klux  <lefis  could  exist,  no  Ashburn  or  Cannlia  atVairs  could  occur. 

"While  to  a  certain  extent,  during  his  admiuistnition,  our  iH*ople  wci"e 
overawed,  yet  they  felt  his  protecting  imwer,  and  others  feared  it ;  and 
hence  thr<mghout  his  administration  there  was  no  pait  of  this  congres- 
sional district  where  our  people  could  not  preach  loyalty  to  the  govern* 
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moTit  that  sot  them  freo,  with  "  none  to  molest  or  make  fhi'm  nfrnid.** 
Therti  were  fewer  crimes  coniiiiitted  ii^iuiust  our  people  in  this  district 
during  the  administration  of  General  Pope,  including  the  greater  pai t 
of  1867,  tban  have  been  committed  againnt  ns  during  any  period  of  the 
same  length  of  time  since  our  ('mancipation. 

The  tirat  day  of  .laiiuary,  ISGH,  found  ns  hopeful  and  enronrn{jed,  and 
though,  on  account  of  the  low  iirice  of  cotton,  oui-  labor  commanded  but 
small  wages,  yet  all  were  indutjitrioiis  and  contented. 

On  the  6th  day  of  Jannaty,  186S,  Major  Genend  Meade  8ui)eraeded 
Major  General  Pope  in  command  of  this  tln^  third  military  district. 
Cknerfd  Meade,  who  was  doubtless  honest  in  liis  views  and  purposes,  hut 
delude^i  m  his  judgment,  pursued  a  course  entirely  dilferent  to  that  pui- 
sned  by  Oeneral  Pope.  He  at  once  assumed  arbitrary'  power  over  the 
Bureau  of  Refugees,  Freedmen  and  Abandoned  Lands,  which  General 
Pope  had  left  to  attftHl  to  its  own  business,  only  famishing  sufficient 
military  for  the  entorcement  of  its  decrees. 

At  this  time  the  agents  of  this  bureau  were  despatciiuig  business  rap- 
idly and  equitably.  When  neoessi^  required  the  seizure  and  sale  of 
properly  tliey  seised  it,  investigated  the  case,  reported  the  facts  thereof 
to  the  assistant  oo?nniissioTior.  and.  upon  his  orders,  sold  the  property 
and  paid  the  freed  people,  liar  General  Meade  would  allow  no  property 
sold  only  by  hu  order,  and  /*w  order  was  rarely  ever  obtained.  Tlie 
papers  in  nearly  all  the  cases  forwarded  to  him  were  turned  over  to 
the  civil  court*,  where  most  of  them  still  renmin. 

The  same  line  of  policy  was  ])ursued  by  General  Meade  relative  to 
criminal  cases.  He  appeared  to  consider  that  the  duty  of  agents  of  the 
bureau  was  to  prosecute  claims  for  ii*eedmeu  in  the  civil  courts,  and  not 
themselves  toa^iudicate  these  claims. 

This  ])oliey  was  very  nnjust  to  the  freed  people^  for,  aside  from  the 
long,  tedious,  and  exi)ensive  formalities  of  the  civil  law,  the  colored 
people  could  not  get  justice  in  the  civil  courts  j  hence  crime  against 
freed  people  at  once  became  more  frequent  and  more  aggravated. 

We  have  information  of  46  cases  of  murder  or  attempted  murder 
against  freed  people  from  the  1st  of  January,  1868,  to  21  rh  nf  Martdi, 
1868,  in  the  15  counties  of  tliis  sub-district,  all  of  which  were  bron;2:ht  to 
the  notice  of  bureau  agent.s,  and  in  no  case  was  the  white  criuunul 
subjected  to  any  punishment  either  by  civil  or  military  authority.  We 
do  not  reflect  upon  any  of  tiie  bureau  officials,  high  or  low,  for  this  lack  of 
justice,  but  upon  iJeneral  >t<  ade,  for  his  credulity  in  trusting  the  civil 
courts,  and  upon  the  civil  courts  for  wilful  apathy.  Then,  as  now,  it  was 
impossible  to  convict  and  punish  a  white  man  in  the  couits  of  southwest 
Georgia  for  the  murder  of  a  negro. 

We  have  been  denied  access  to  the  reports  of  bureau  agents  covering 
this  period  from  Avhich  to  quote  in  substantiation  of  the  ;ihove;  but  they 
are  on  file  either  in  the  sub-assistant  or  a^^sistant  commissioner's  office, 
and  doubtless  will  more  than  prove  what  w^  say. 

These  crimes  against  freed  people  oontinned  to  increase  in  frequenoy 
and  raajrTiitude,  becoming  much  more  g(?neral  and  open  ui)on  the  nitili- 
catioTi  of  tlie  14tli  constitutional  fimendment  by  the  Georgia  legislature, 
an  act  whicli  placed,  as  was  supposed,  crimiimls  beyond  the  reach  of 
the  military  authority,  should  this  authority  arouse  from  its  wonted 
lethargy  in  the  administration  of  justice,  thereby  emboldening  such  of  our 
white  neijjhbors  so  disi>osed  to  j,nve  full  vent  tO  their  evil  passions 
against  ns,  ihr  they  did  not  fear  tlic  civil  couits. 

Many  of  the  evil  results  of  this  tnuisit  from  military  to  civil  rule  might 
have  been  obviated)  and  made  the  cihauge  a  blessing  instead  of  a  enise 
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had  General  Meade  displaced  from  the  lejafinlature  a  chiss  of  men  who 
were  there  in  direct  violation  of  the  very  reconstruction  laws  he  was 
charged  to  maintain  inviolate.  The  prasenee  of  these  men  in  the  legis* 
lature,  howevcu*,  pteolnded  the  possibility  of  enacting|nst  and  eqnitaUe 

laws  adapted  to  the  neccssitio**  of  the  country, 

The  bureau  wa.s  now  ;i  mere  nothing,  cuiuibk;  of  inv'estijjatin'j  caKo?* 
only  by  consent  of  all  parties  concerned,  and  even  then  of  no  binding 
foroe.  And  as  a  eonseqnenoe  of  its  exceedingly  narrow  Aitietions,  fully 
known  and  boasted  over  by  its  enemies,  action  in  not  more  than  one- 
third  the  casofl  usually  taken  by  bureau  agents  was  taken  in  August, 
the  tirst  mouth  after  reconstruction.  Yet  the  agent  at  tliis  place,  in  his 
report  to  the  sub-assistant  commissioner  for  this  month,  reports  72  cases 
of  diflTerent  classes,  16  of  which  were,  he  says,  (Uscharges  of  laborers 
witliout  pay  of  wages  and  without  just  and  sufficient  cause."  And  states 
that  ''of  the  l(i  cases  of  this  nature  rejwrtcd  by  hini,  ciirht  were 
thoroughly  investigated  byhim,  and  with  the  most  scrupulous  regard  and 
accuracy  of  statement  f  he  alleges  <*that  in  no  one  instance  was  there 
such  a  neglect  of  dnty  as  would  be  consi<l4>red  by  a  reasonable  man  a 
vinlatinn  of  contract  suflicicnt  to  instify  a  discharge,  with  entire  loss  of 
wages  or  interest  in  the  crop,  or  which  would  have  been  deemed  worthy 
of  consideration  had  the  difference  been  between  white  men  instead  of 
between  the  employer  and  his  former  slave.'* 

This  report  farther  reads,  <<that  a  majority  of  the  white  employets 
very  sf'1<lnm  exercise  any  patience  or  forhein  inice  or  kindness  to  these 
freed  people,  but  retiirire  unconditional  obedience,  and  claim  the  right  to 
discharge  them  and  drive  them  a\vay  witliout  pay  whenever  they  con- 
sider the  contract  violated,  whether  this  violation  were  realor  hnaginary.'' 

On  the  lOtli  da>;of  November  last  the  same  agent,  in  a  very  elaborate 
report  to  the  sub  asaistjint  c^immissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  ]?efu;j;<M's, 
Freedmen  and  Abandoned  Lauds  upon  tlie  condition  of  affairs  in  his 
division,  represents  our  situation  so  truthfully  and  fully  that  we  substi- 
tute his  version  for  our  own.  He  says:  I  have  endeavored  to  apply 
the  proper  legal  remedy  to  the  different  cases  and  have  succeeded  well 
in  some  exccjitional  cases,  while  in  general  T  can  otdy  dejdore  the  ineffi- 
ciency oi  the  present  law  and  present  judiciary  system  of  the  Stote  in 
enabling  the  laborer  to  collect  his  wages  by  a  summary  process  of  law 
in  such  a  length  of  time  and  at  such  expense  as  correspond  with  his 
necessities  and  his  i>ocuniary  abilities. 

"  In  cases  of  arbitrary  discli a rge,  the  most  frequent  cause  of  complaint 
of  freedmen,  he  hivs  very  nearly  no  remetly.  His  wages  or  his  share  of 
the  crops  almost  invariably  amount  to  more  than  $100,  and  he  therefore 
must,  in  a  majority  of  inst^mces,  sue  in  the  superior  court  Before  he 
can  obtahi  tlie  services  of  a  lawyer  he  must  pay  a  fee  of  from  $25  to  S.jO, 
or  must  seciue  payment  of  it  by  giving  a  lien  on  his  share  of  tlie  crop, 
when  iu  a  imijority  of  instances  the  same  man  who  thus  seeks  to  obtain 
payment  for  his  labor,  after  having  worked  perliaps  nearly  the  whole 
year,  is  driven  off,  often  with  a  family,  without  one  cent  of  money 
or  one  mouthful  of  provisions,  M  liile  tlie  employer  for  whom  he  worked 
holds  the  entire  proceeds  of  li is  labor,  claims  the  right  to  drive  liiiu 
off  any  time,  but  refuses  to  s<^ttle  with  liuu  until  Christmas,  when 
rent  is  brought  Six  or  12  months  will  eJapse  until  trial  term, 
12  or  18  months  until  judgment  term;  the  colored  plaintiff  has  since 
had  to  change  liomes  once  or  twice;  his  patience  iu  waiting  for  his 
money  is  near  worn  out,  and  he  has  given  up  all  hopes  of  getting  it, 
and  hiis  jierhaps,  from  carelessness  or  want  of  proxier  information,  or 
want  of  means  to  travel  and  live  on  while  at  conrt,  or  from  fear  that  lie 
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will  lose  the  present  year's  labor  if  he  stays  -nrin-  at  conrt  spvoral  dayS; 
failed  to  iruike  his  appearance  at  the  proper  tinn  ;  ur  his  principal  wit- 
nesses, being  colored  people,  have  become  so  scattered  that  tliey  cannot 
1)6  fonnd  andnukle  appear  at  the  proper  time.  So  the  case  grows  old, 
wears  out,  and  with  a  little  skilful  management  on  the  part  of  the 
■e!ni)loyei-'s  attonipv  goes  by  default,  or  is  thrown  out  of  court,  or  dies 
some  other  technical  death  in  due  form  of  law,  while  the  freedman  at 
home  corses  the  law  and  the  white  man  who  cheated  him  ont  of  his 
honest  earnings,  and  instead  of  improving  In  industry  and  diligence  as 
a  laborer,  and  in  Ikhk  sty  and  reliability  as  a  man,  he,  true  to  old  habits 
and  old  modes  of  i  hiiikiiifr,  arrives  again  at  the  eonrlnsion  that  he  might 
as  well  be  lazy  uud  take  life  easy ;  that  he  will  make  about  m  much  as 
if  he  worths  hard  I  and  that  it  is  no  harm  to  practice  lying  and  stalling 
on  people  who,  according  to  his  views,  take  so  much  advantage  of 
him,  onl  v  in  nii  iipparcntly  le^ral  manner.  Or,  even  if  the  case  is  tried, 
the  wliite  man  brin^.s  up  a  contract  in  wliich  the  frmbnen,  as  fre- 
quently has  been  uiul  frequently  will  be  the  case,  give  him  all  iK)ssible 
advantages.  The  jury  does  not  take  the  iniquity  of  the  contract  into 
consideration,  but  says,  he  is  free— let  him  look  out  for  himself;  if  he 
in;ik('s  a  bad  contract  it  is  not  our  fault;  and  decides  according  to  the 
('(  I  t  I  ;i(  t ;  and  the  treedman  has  the  cost  to  pay  iu  two-thirds  of  the  case» 
that  arc  tried.  #  •  •  •  • 

*<A  large  number  of  assaults,  generaOy  with  intent  to  kill,  committed 
on  freed  people,  cannot  be  brought  before  the  civil  courts  for  trial,  as 
each  crime  lias  to  be  tried  in  the  county,  where  it  has  bt^  Ti  committed, 
and  as  a  lar^^e  number  of  tliese  assaulted  i)eoi)le  have  just  escaped  with, 
their  lives  tliey  aie  generally  not  willing  to  risk  them  again  by  going 
hack  to  the  county  from  which  they  were  driven  to  swear  out  a  warrant 
before  a  magistrate ;  hence,  no  warrants  are  issued  and  no  commitment 
trial  instituted,  and  the  sovereign  perjx^trators  of  these  crimes  remain 
nuchecked  in  the  exhibition  of  their  chivalric  prowess  upon  the  persons 
of  their  former  slaves. 

When  I  consider,  in  addition  to  these  deficiences  of  law  and  judiciary 
system,  that  it  is  jdainly  the  aim  and  object  of  a  majority  of  the  employ- 
ers to  take  advanta«^<»  of  the  i^jnoranee  of  the  colored  ])»*«>nle  and  to 
alhire  them^  by  fair  promises  and  libenil  x>otations  of  whiskey  about 
Christmas  times,  into  foolish  and  inequitable  contracts,  work  them  as 
hard  as  possible  all  the  year,  and  pay  them  to  their  liking  at  the  end, 
and  rliat  very  few„if  any,  of  the  lawyers  will  take  hold  of  the  cases  of 
colored  people  without  fear  and  prejudice  and  apply  the  i)roper  legal  rem- 
edy to  them  with  the  alacrity  with  which  they  serve  tlie  white  men,  I 
cannot  fail  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  their  chances  for  obtaining 
justice  hereafter  in  the  civil  or  ordinaty  courts  of  this  section  of  conntry 
will  be  deplorably  i)oor.'' 

We  have  undoubted  authority  for  S4vyin^^  that  130  cases  of  assaiUt 
with  intent  to  kill  have  been  brought  to  the  liotice  of  agents  of  the  Bureau 
of  Freedmen,  Befugees  and  Abandoned  Lands  in  this  sub-district  within 
the  last  11  months,  and  in  not  one  single  instance  has  the  guilty  party 
been  i^inislK^l  for  his  crime.  We  feel  confident  that  this  numbcT'  ddcs 
not  include  more  than  one-third  of  the  eases  wliicli  have  actually  oceuned. 
Hundreds  of  cases  have  occurred  w  liich  never  reached  the  knowledge  of 
a  burean  agent,  owing  to  the  ineificiency  of  the  bureau  from  hick  of 
power  to  administer  justice,  but  more  frequently  owingto  f^ar  of  simi- 
far  assaults  on  the  part  of  freed  people  to  make  the  report  or  comi)la!nt 
to  the  agent.  We  are  ttrmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  In  es  ot  at  least  (MX) 
treed  people  have  been  attempted  in  this  congressional  district  wiiiuu

the  last  11  monthe;  and  yet  not  one  of  aU  the  criminals  has  been  con- 
victed and  punished  either  by  civil  or  military  authority.  Certainly 

amoii|uf  nl!  thest*  chsos  f?f>ii(M;il  conld  have  found  some  ueod 

and  law  fur  ii  military  LMumiussion,  yet  not  oue  .siii^dt*  mun  in  tlii«  dis- 
trict wa6  ever  tried  by  u  military  coinmission,  ami  the  tide  ot  public 
sentiment  is  too  great  taadmit  of  the  civil  courts  punishing  any  one  for. 
crime  againnt  acoloriHl  person.  As  evidence  of  this  public  sentiment 
we  will  state  what  we  know  to  b{»  an  undoubted  truth,  and  as  yet  not 
{gainsaid  :  On  the  cveninjj^  of  the  nmssacre  at  Camilla,  Mitchell  county, 
a  white  man  by  the  name  of  Johu  Gaines  attacked  a  little  colored  giil, 
about  12  years  old,  and  cut  her  seveiely  with  a  knife  over  the  back  of 
the  head  and  neck  and  on  the  arm,  and  then  deliberately  took  her  hand 
and  split  each  tinpT  from  its  end  to  tlic  centre  of  the  hand,  and  then 
cut  her  several  times  across  the  baud,  and  all  this  simply  because  she 
had  gone  to  Camilla  with  her  annt  on  that  day  to  hear  a  lepublican 
speech.  Gaines  publicly  boasts  over  this  act  of  chivalry,''  and  receives 
the  i)laudits  of  the  ]Hil»li('. 

in  a  late  report  of  General  ^Icnfle  to  General  Gniiit,  reviewinjr  his 
administration,  wo  uoticc  the  foiiowing :  "  That  duiing  tlie  whole  period 
of  my  civil  administration,  extending  over  a  space  of  eight  months, 
there  were  tried  by  military  commission  in  thi-ee  States  of  Gtor^ia,  Ala- 
bama, !urd  riorida,  only32per.s<>Tis.'^  And  further,  lie  says.  This  simple 
Statement  of  facts  I  deem  a  complete  refutation  <>f  the  cliarfifs  that  mili- 
tary power  wa«  s«>  despotically  and  aibitrariiy  exercised."  This  explains 
it.  General  Meade  was  afhdd  of  being  called  a  despof  If  such  charge 
.  was  ever  made  a;^'alnst  him  he  ha.s  refuted  it,  hut  tlie  refntation  has  cost 
the  lives  of  hundreds  of  colored  and  loyal  whit<'  people. 

At  this  time  the  colored  peoi)Ie  throughout  this  ron^ressionid  dibtru  t 
stand  in  constant  dread  of  being  murdered  by  Ku-Klux,'*  because  the 
most  of  them  have  committed  the  unpardonable  sin^  of  having  voted 
or  attempted  to  vote  according  to  the  dictates  of  tht  ir  Jud^inicnt.  With 
the  exee])tion  «»r  l>ougherty,  Lee,  and  possibly  part  of  sonic  lew  other 
cx)unties,  it  would  be  exceedingly  dangerous  for  the  colored  i>eople  to 
attempt  the  exercise  of  their  right  to  peaceably  assemble  and  consider 
the  best  mode  of  government."  But  in  truth  it  is  folly  for  colored  people 
under  tlu  ])resent  regime  td  have  anytliin*i'  to  do  with  politics  in  this 
district,  tor  let  them  vote  as  they  may,  their  vote  will  oidy  be  counted 
as  suits  the  politics  of  the  eleetiou  managers.  At  the  late  election  this 
district  was  declared  to  have  gone  over  7,000  democratic  ms^jority,  when 
the  colored  vote  is  in  a  majority  of  over  8,000,  and  Nvhen  we  know  fbll 
well  that  at  least  ninety-nine  out  of  every  tme  hundred  cohu  ed  nu*n  voted 
or  wanted  to  vote  the  repnlilican  ticket.  In  this  ( Don^rherty)  county 
the  whit«  vote  cast  was  about  oOO  orbUO,  and  the  eokaed  vote  ca^it  was 
alx>ut  3,000 ;  out  of  this  colored  vote  we  know  to  the  most  positive 
eertainty  that  not  50  were  democratic;.  It  was  plain  to  the  eyes  of 
ev<»rybody  that  00  out  of  ev(»ry  100  colored  men  vote  the  rei>ublican 
ticket,  and  of  whieli  the  most  undoubted  jiroof  ean  be  furnished;  yet 
the  election  managers  lieeiared  the  county  went  over  liOO  democratic 
majority. 

These  election  maimgers  wereof  the  *^best  citisens^  of  the  county,  but 

who  did  not  hesitnf  (•  m  for^^wfviv  themselves,  so  subservient  were  they 
to  the  behest  of  iMiblu'  opinion,  winch  is  here  more  potent  than  all  writ- 
ten law,  ami  whieh  allows  to  colored  people  no  other  rij;hts  than  those 
allowed  to  slaves.  fXhis  is  not  meant  to  apply  to  poll  No.  1,  at  Albany, 
or  to  the  country  polls,  where  about  200  votes  were  east.) 
At  this  time  the  colored  people  are  under  a  species  of  oppression  before

unknown  to  any  country  profesijmg  to  be  civilized.  This  oppression  is 
atlecting  their  hubits  and  morals  preeisely  as  the  a^nt  of  the  Bureau  of  • 
Befugiees,  Fi oilmen  and  Abandoned  Lands  of  this  division  states  iu 
the  report  before  quoted  from.  How  eouM  it  be  otlierwisf  *  Can  you 
expeet  men  to  be  iiuhistiions  when  only  those  w  ho  oppress  tlieni  receive 
the  proceeds  of  tlieir  industry  i  Can  you  expeet  them  to  be  peaeelul 
andlavr-ftlndin  ^  citizens  when  the  law  is  administered  to  their  oppression  t 

"We  aie  no  revoUitionists,  but  when  we  say  that  the  present  State gov- 
ernment of  (leorjjfia  (hx  .<  not  nnswer  tlie  ]>nrpose  for  whieli  it  wiisestab< 
lished,  protection  and  justice  to  all,  we  but  spesik  a  notorious  truth. 

We  have  contidence  iu  the  officials  of  the  State  governnu'Ut,  but  these 
officials  have  too  litth>  power  and  too  grreat  opposition  to  protect  tis  in 
the  enjoyment  of  oar  rights,  and  to  this  end  the  present  military  is  of 
but  little  or  no  nssistnnee  to  them;  for  br  U  kiH>wii  that  while  (lineral 
Meade  admits  the  civil  iiutliorities  ol  3iit«'hell  county  were  the  authors 
of  the  outrage  of  Camilla^  and  w  hile  ht*  must  needs  know  that  the  civil 
autiioiities  of  other  counties  would,  under  the  guise  of  enforcing  the  law 
and  suppressing  disimler,"  act  pre<  isely  as  the  civil  officials  of  Mitchell 
county  acted,  yet  in  (h  taching  his  troo])s  into  thes<?  counties  h«*  snvs, 
"I  was  particularly  careful  to  require  till  intervention  of  the  troops  to 
be  subordinate  to.  and  in  aid  of,  and  in  co  operation  with,  the  civil 
authorities.''  Uoaer  similar  instructions  at  ^e  election  last  April  in 
Camilla  the  troops  stood  nu»ti(mless,  th<mgh  seeing  colored  men  shot 
at  and  run  from  town.  Ibit  at  tlie  same  time  the  jreneral  admits,  in  his 
report  above  alluded  to,  that  he  decliiuHl  the  use  of  his  troops  to  the 
loyal  goremor  of  this  St^^te  to  protect  the  State  government  and  loyal 
X>eo]>le  agnin.st  armed  and  organiased  bodies  of  cut-throats. 

Under  tlK  se  circumstances  we  are  necessitatetl  t<»  look  to  your  august 
bodies  for  jnoteetion.  We  do  this  the  more  readily  because  av(»  belitive 
it  to  be  within  the  scope  of  your  duty.  Certainly  the  tirst  st  ction  of  the 
13th  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  needs  to  be 
enforced  by  "  ajtpropriate  legislation.'^  Webster  defines  slavery  the 
state  of  entire  snhjectifui  to  another,"  If  this  is  not  now  tlie  condition 
of  colored  ])eople  in  some  ]>arts  »»f  this  distri<'t,  such  w  as  never  their  e(m- 
dition.    They  are  nominally    freed  jK'ople,''  but  now,  as  when  they  were 

slaves,"  they  receive  nothing  for  their  labor. 

Of  coiu^e  the  foregoing  is  not  nu'ant  to  apply  to  all  the  white  people 
iTifliscriminately  ;  there  are  many  Inmoralde  exceptions;  l)nt,  upon  the 
whole,  '*  there  is  not  «'in>n;;h  of  these  men  to  stay  the  lawh»ssn<'ss  of  the 
others.'"  Still  we  seek  not  their  injury  j  wcsei'k  only  our  own  pnHei  tion. 
If  this  can  be  affiirded  us  in  southwest  Georgia,  then  we  are  content  to 
remain  here  and  contribute  onr  lal>or  to  theclcvelo]>mentofthisi'ouiitry. 
T^nt  judging  from  the  past  aTnl  the  present,  protection  cannot  be  5ilV(»rde<l 
to  us  here  ;  and  with  feelings  .siiuilar  to  those  of  the  Indian  as  he  turns 
westward  from  the  bones  and  hunting-grounds  of  his  fathers,  we  ask  to 
be  removed  to  some  other  land. 

We  earnestly  implore  your  honorable  bodies  to  set  apart  some  of  the 
unoccupied  )»nblic  land  in  the  west  for  the  use  of  such  of  us  as  ehod-^e 
to  remove  thereto,  upon  such  conditions  as  artt  prescribed  in  section  lour 
of  the  act  amendatory  of  the  act  establishing  tlie  Freedmen's  Biu  eau, 
and  also  provide  us  with  means  of  transpoi  tation  thereto. 

There  were  no  colored  jx-rsons  of  this  district  ever  re<-eived  the  bene- 
lits  of  this  section  of  the  bureau"  bill,  nor  of  the  homestead  nets  of 
1802  and  1800,  because  tjiey  had  not  the  means  of  transportation  to  the 
lands  embraced  in  these  acts.  But  now  some  few  of  us  have  enough 
money  to  take  us  there,  and  a  levival  of  the  homestead  or  similar  laws 
H.  Mis.  0oe.  52  7 
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wDl  induce  U8  to  go.  But  we  greatly  prefer  public  tranHportatioD,  siuce 
tliose  of  ns  wbo  sufifer  the  most  here  are  not  able  to  pay  their  way. 

We  knoNv  it  is  the  desire  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  protect  us  in  the 
enjoynn'iit  of  nil  the  rights  to  whieli  we  nw  entitled,  and  with  this  mg- 
gestiou  we  Iravr  the  matter  to  your  supciicu-  power  and  wisdom. 

While  our  people  will  ever  uphold  and  patriotically  sujiport  the  great 
governineut  of  the  United  States,  while  her  great  doctrines  of  freedom 
and  <'(iual  rights  have  indelibly  inipi*essed  us  with  feelings  of  love  and 
devotion,  we  ask  of  her  protection  in  those  inherent  rights  to  which 
she  has  (U'dared  us  entitled. 

With  leelings  of  the  deepest  gratitude,  we  reuiaiu  your  humble

Mike  Kamsay  was  at  Dr.  Smith's  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  election  day, 
and  six  colored  men  (democrats)  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  and  then  I 
went  on  to  Augusta.  Kichard  Johnson  was  there,  and  says  Mrs.  Smith 
gave  him  a  democratic  ticket  and  said  if  lie  <lid  not  vote  tliat  she  would 
never  want  to  si»c  him  any  moie.  There  w  as  no  rnion  w  hite  mantheie, 
and  no  Union  tickets.  She  said  something  wouhl  be  done  to  those  who 
did  not  vote  the  democratic  ticket.  William  Jones  said  they  wonld 
make  np  a  company  of  white  men  and  go  down  on  the  road  and  stop 
them  (the  radicals)  as  tliev  came  hack  Irom  An^jii.sta.  Johnson  said 
they  would  not  allow  any  <me  to  vote  the  n»iiublicau  ticket.  He  did  not 
vote,  thinking  it  he  tlid  they  would  »*haiige  the  vote  to  a  <leun)enaic. 

Brannon  Gordon  and  George  Parks  says:  <^  We  started  at  two  in  the 
morning,  to  avoid  meeting  the  rebels,  as  tin  y  a\  (udd  stJ>p  us,  we  thought-. 
William  Jones  said  thei  p  would  be  bones  brokei»aud  blood  spilt  on  the 
road.    He  told  Laura  ^fackie  this.-' 

Frank  ( -umming.s  says :  ^^Vbout  ^^O  of  us  were  at  ilay's  creek,  two  miles 
from  Augusta,  on  our"  way  back^  about  3  o'clock  p.  m.  We  were  on  the 
Augusta  side  of  the  creek.  William  Jones.  Henry  and  Josh.  Evans,  Ben. 
Berry,  John  Smith,  (leorge  Hagan,  and  iMl.IIawes,  (w  hite  itjen,)  w ere  in 
the  ( iiM'k.  They  rode  toward  Augusta,  as  far  as  the  top  of  the  hill. 
Tin  y  lired  mw  sliot  at  us.  We  had  by  this  time  crossed  the  creek.  Wil- 
liam Jones  then  turned  and  came  back  to  us;  Heniy  Evans  followed  him, 
and  told  him  to  fire  on  ns.  He  told  Jones  he  was  no  friend  to  his  coun- 
try if  he  w«>nld  imt  stntul  by  luTn.  Jones  said  ;  Mbv  to  hell ;  1  will  have 
nothing  lo  do  w  ith  this.'  William  Jones  rode  on  home  as  fa^t  as  he  could, 
and  Henry  Evans  returned  to  his  company.'* 

John  Williams  says:  "Jones  told  me  that  the.«*e  nuMi  came  on  purpose 
to  shoot  the  black  radicals,  but  he  tried  to  persuade  them  not  to  do  it. 
He  thinks  there  were  about  1(M>  ot  the  black  pet>ple  toLrcther.  l^etbre 
they  got  to  the  top  of  the  hill  Evans  said,  *1  want  to  kill  some  ol  these 
damned  niggers,'  and  attempte<l  again  to  fire  at  the  blacks,  but  the 
other  prev«Mited  him.    He  ain>ed  his  revolver  at  me.*' 

Aunt  I'inali  says:  'Mohn  Smith  left  the  crowd.*' 

Isaac  Walker  says:  'sTont's  ofteti  t(^ld  nu'  if  we  did  not  vote  tlu'  dejn- 
ocratic  ticket  wt-  would  have  no  liomt's  next  year.  He  said  he  would 
not  hire  anybotly  but  those  who  voted  tlio  democi'atic  ticket." 

Aunt  Biuali  says  her  nephews,  named  Ohai'les  and  Lewis,  (she  forgot 
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"the  trimminfjs')  tnriuMl  off  by  Ilnll  Rvcki  rson,  living  ou  the 

August;)  road,  for  votiii};  tlu*  dotnofratic  ticket  last  Nov(»iiil>er. 

^Villis  JackMou  and  Stephen  ililt  state  that  William  Davis  told  them 
he  left  employ  without  his  pay  because  Bvans  said  if  be  staid 

there  he  "would  be  shot  There  is  no  justice  of  the  peace  in  this  vicinity.

Deat?  Sik  :  In  aeeordan<*e  with  your  reipTOst,  tniiismitted  to  me  by 
Mr.  J.  W.  Jjuvniji^,  1  proceed  to  transmit  a  sueeinet  aeeountof  mv  adven- 
tuies  a  few  days  ajju,  at  Appling,  our  county  seat.  It  will  be  my  endeavor 
not  to  extenuate,^  or  set  down  aught  iu  malice,"  but  to  present  to  you 
a  *'  plain,  unvarnished  tale,*'  confining  myself  strictly  to  the  facts  in  the 
case.  It  is  true  that  I  liavc  been  a(bii()iii.slH'il  a^^aiiist  attemptinjj  to 
**  make  capital  nut  of  this  ca.sc."  and  have  hrrn  nssunMl  that  by  sayinji: 
nothing  about  it,  but  contining  my  sell  to  laiin,  1  might,  eventually, 
secure  troops  of  friends  among  my  rebel  neighbors.  Thtit  is,  if  I  would 
disobey  Qod,  I  might  yet  have  Mends  at  the  south.  This  I  do  not  pro- 
pose doiusf. 

It  is  true  that  1  accepted  lite  at  the  hands  of  the  in«»b  by  surrender- 
lug  one  of  my  rights;  but  that  is  the  only  one  I  sunvndeml,  and  that 
not  because  1  feared  to  die,  as  they  very  well  know,  but  iu  obedience  to 
the  same  heavenly  injunction  that  now  leads  me  to  "  cry  aloud  and  spare 
not.'' 

When  I  promised  what  i  did  to  the  mob,  1  did  it  lucause  i  felt  by  liv- 
ing, and  presenting  these  facts  to  the  publit;,  1  could  do  more  good  than 
by  dying  at  that  time,  alone,  with  no  witness  to  record  the  manner  and 
reason  of  niy  death.    Cut  to  the  facts  in  the  case. 

As  is  well  known  to  you  ami  the  public,  last  April,  by  a  very  large 
ms^lority  oftlie  vote."*  of  this  county  (three  to  <uie)  I  was  elei^ted  to  the 
olHce of  ju<i^«  of  thecourtof  ordinary  forthecouuty.  This oilice embraces 
the  duties  of  an  etuitern  Judge  of  probate,  board  of  county  commission- 
ers,  and  school  commissioner,  and  is,  of  course,  one  that  materially 
att'ccts  the  iiiti  n  sts  of  the  I'ounty,  as  the  "ordinary''  possesses  the 
powers  formerly  exercised  by  six  dilferent  men,  live  of  whom  comjiosed 
the  jitsticea  of  the  inferior  co.urt,  which  court  is  abolished  by  our  cousti- 
1 1 1 1 1  a  and  its  duties  transferred  to  1 1  uMour  t  of  ordinary. 

it  is  true  that  a  very  large  maJruMty  of  the  votes  cast  f(U'  me  were  cast 
by  loyal  black  www  ;  but  a  vote  is  a  vote,  h  t  it  lu'  cast  by  wh»nii  it  may, 
and  the  color  of  an  elector  cannot  alfect  the  validity  of  his  vole. 

Our  democratic  friends  fully  admit  this,  for  at  this  same  election  they 
resorted  to  every  expedient  to  obtain  the  votes  of  these  sanu'  desj)ised 
blacks;  and  in  our  county,  out  of  a  registered  bhick  \  olr  of  1.780,  they 
a<"tually  received  some  L'.")  hhick  Notes,  as  1  am  iiifoi  inrd.  This  was  the 
April  electitm.  K\  er  since  my  eU  i  iion  it  has  been  ruuuucil  all  over  the 
connty  that  I  would  not  be  allowed  to  take  my  seat,  or  if  I  did  take  it 
1  would  not  live  three  months.  It  was  well  understoo<l  that  in  attempt- 
in;;  to  take  my  seat  I  <lid  it  at  the  risk  of  my  life.  Still  1  believe<l  it  to 
l)e  m_\  duty  to  jnake  the  attempt,  althon^^li  urged  by  my  friends  at  the 
north  not  to  dt)  so.  1  nmst  own  that,  in  spite  of  my  kutiwledge  of  their 
threats,  I  could  not  believe  that  the  southiirn  rebels  would  dare  to  <»irry 
them  out,  and  thus  place  themselves  in  opposition  to  the  gorcmment  to 
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which  thpy  had  promised  to  snbmit.  lUit  I  did  not  realize  the  eflTeot  of 
such  a|»iK'al8  as  those  of  Ben  Hill,  Bob  Toombs,  &e.,  upon  the  iuipn\ssi- 
ble  natnres  of  the  tioutbern  people.  If  left  to  themselves  I  do  not  believe 
the  southern  i>eople  would  venture  into  another  rebellion,  but  stined  up 
by  sueli  speeehes  as  we  have  had  lately.  fluMe  is  no  tellinp:  what  they 
may  be  led  to  do.  It  is  fair,  therefore,  to  slate  that  Kobert  Toombs  had 
been  at  Applinjf  a  day  or  two  before  my  arrival  there,  and  I  think  he 
wan  there  durinj^  the  whole  of  these  procceilings. 

On  Tuesday,  S**ptember  8,  1808,  I  started  for  Applinj;,  with  "baj;:  and 
baggage,^  intendinj;:  nftc  r  a  few  days  to  make  it  my  home.  Many  ot  juy 
colored  hands  wished  to  accompany  me  as  a  guard,  but  I  declinctl  the 
offer,  merely  taking  one,  as  a  driver,  who  was  to  take  iny  cajrriage  back. 
Ou  inn  journey  thither,  (some  12  miles,)  the  only  incident  of  a  belliger- 
ent chanieter  that  oi-cuvrcd  was  on  stoi»]»iii;r  at  a  ficiitleman's  house 
and  rc(i!i('stiiiL;  ;i  cH]*  to  drink  out  i»f,  at  ;in  tulioiniiig  well ;  1  >vaH  told 
*'^*o,  and  if  you  don't  leave  the  place  iinim  diately  1  will  bring  out  my 
doable-barrelled  shot-gun.'^  On  my  arrival  in  firont  of  the  conrt-hoase  I 
was  greeted  with  hisses  and  exclamations  of  '*Tli<'n  's  Stearns,**  firom 
crowds  at  thenpper  windows  of  the  buililiii;^.  I  wiilkcd  I»m>t!t clyhy  tliom 
to  tlic  post  ortici'  and  obtained  my  mail,  and  wliilc  hN>kiti^'  over  my  let 
tcrs  ;i  crowd  came  into  the  room  and  iiuide  vai  ious  remarks  about  me  of 
a  not  very  flattering  nature.  I  turned  to  them  and  bowing,  said,  6en- 
tiemen,  I  am  glad  to  see  you  f  to  which  they  replied,  We  are  not  glad 
to  sec  you.*'  I  then  walked  back  to  the  court  house,  my  exit  being  fol- 
lowt'd  with  jeers  and  one  exclancitiun,  Drag  him  out."  f  took  my  seat 
iu  the  office  of  the  ordijiary,  on  the  lower  floor,  and  coumienced  roading. 
Soon  the  crowd  came  where  I  was,  and  one  by  one  began  to  look  into 
the  room,  saying,  "There  he  is;  25  cents  for  a  sight." 

1  said  to  tliem,  "  Walk  in,  frcntlcmen,  I  would  liketo  see  yon  nnd  talk 
with  you.'-  One  man  entered  and  seated  himself  at  niy  side,  and 
behaved  very  gentleumnly  durhig  the  liery  ordeal  that  followed.  It  is 
but  fair  to  state  that  he  was  a  northern  man,  who  had  lived  20  years  at 
the  south.  Soon  the  crowd  entered  to  the  nund)er  of  50  or  more,  and 
I  comriKMiced  talking  witli  tluMu,  and  reidying  to  the  clnnvscs  they 
brought  against  me,  such  as  beinga  ••'damn  Yankee  scoundrel,' "stirring 
np  sedition  among  the  blacks,**  tolling  them  not  to  work,**  &c.,  and 
oth<*r  e(iually  sensible  charges.  They  at  length  demanded  of  me  whether 
1  intended  to  take  my  office,  to  which  I  replied,  "  I  do  m>t  know,  posi- 
tively." They  then  said,  '*  Well,  by  (lod,  we  know,  and  we  are  det<'rniined 
you  shall  not."  They  then  tried  to  persuade  me  of  the  folly  of  the 
attempt,  ^<for  the  white  p(>o])le  of  the  county  were  determined  I  should 
not  at  all  hazards,**  because  I  had  been  *'  elei:t<'d  by  the  niggers,  and  they 
ha<l  iH)  ri<ibt  to  vote."'  One  nnin  vei>  blandly  intorm«Ml  m«»  that  my 
bein^  a  Yankee  \vonl<i  liave  made  no  <lil\erem-e,  if  the  whites  had  elected 
me.  "  This,"  they  said,  '*  was  so  important  an  oili<e,  and  plact-d  their 
property  in  my  hands,  and  they  were'stu^  I  would  steal  it  all,**  &c. 

That  same  day,  however,  the  grand  jury  of  the  county  had  sent  in  the 
nam.'S  (jf  tive  others  elected  on  the  same  ticket,  and  advised  tin-  citizens 
to  allow  theiu  to  be  <malilied,  as  I  hey  were  sunt  liernei-s  :  altlmnuh  usu« 
ally  they  hate  worse  that  class  than  ihey  »lo  the  "eaipet-bag  Vsinkees,** 
calliug  the  southern  Union  men  scalawags.**  The  true  reason  of  my 
exclusion  was  my  sup|)osed  inflnen(*e  over  the  blacks.  They  said, 
"  Before  you  came  here  we  <MMdd  d«)  as  we  ]>leased  with  the  blacks;  now 
they  are  all  lurnin;;  a^rainsl  us."  Kvi'ry  <TinH'  conuiutted  by  a  black 
they  laid  at  my  d(Mn,  although  I  had  luit  lorth  every  etfort  to  restrain 
the  blacks  from  all  outrages  ai>on  the  whites,  and  had  constantly  taught 
them  that  Christ  reciuired  them  to  love  and  forgive  their  enemies. 
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Tliin  kind  of  warfan'  was  contiiinc'l  over  ;ni  lioiir,  and  most  of  those 
present  seemed  pacified  cousiderabl^,aiid  i  liiiiik  were  not  dinpcKsed  tlieu 
to  ooHkmit  any  more  violence.  So,  alter  polling  my  noae  a  few  tim^  and 
making  other  demonstrations  tovrards  me,  they  Anally  left  me,  as  it  was 
getting  to  he  iiijjht. 

1  puHsi'd  a  sleepless  iii;^ht  in  tiiiavdin;?  my  eai  riajjje,  with  revulver  in 
hand,  all  night,  and  t)ur  ^nns  pointed  to  tlie  entranee  of  the  yardj  but 
we  were  not  molested,  except  by  howlings  in  the  far  distance,  the  result 
of  winch  appeared  at  about  11  o'cloek  the  next  day.  I  was  sitting  up 
stairs  in  t!»e  court  rojiin  wIhmi  a  tiercedooking  mob  m:ule  its  appennuice, 
and,  numbering  about  50,  ranged  theniiHilves  on  the  seats  around  me  ana 
began  to  stare  at  me  as  only  rebels  know  how  to  stare.  I  soon  saw  soft 
words  wonld  avail  nothing  with  them,  and  kept  silent,  tilll  was  approached 
by  a  tiercedooking,  stalwart  man,  who  proved  to  be  Dr.  Cas<\v,  and  ques- 
tioned as  f<dlows:  "Are  you  ;roing  to  take  the  office  of  nrdinnry?"  1 
r«'j)lied,  "Why  do  you  wish  to  knowf^  "Because,"  said  lie,  "we  ai*e 
goiii;^  to  prevent  you.**  "In  what  way  are  you  going  to  do  sot**  said  I. 

Vou  shall  soon  see,"  said  he,  and  crying  out,  "Oome  on,  boys,  let's  put 
Idm  into  the  pimd."  he  rushed  ujwn  me.  A  true  southern  r:entleinan, 
l>r,  Oakman,  of  lierzilia,  liei  e  interposed,  and  sai«l  I  should  be  heard  in 
delenee  ol  myself,  and  they  all  took  their  seats  again,  giving  me  live 
minutes  to  talk  in.  The  xed-foced  hnlly  also  partially  subsided  after 
damning  me  to  his  heart's  content.  Dr.  Oakman  said,  "  Wliy  do  you 
persist  in  takiii<i-  this  oiVico  npiiust  the  will  of  the  white  jH'o]i1ef"  To 
whieli  I  replied,  he  listening  att*'n1  ively,  and  all  the  i*est  with  <,neat  T*est- 
lessness,  "Did  you  not  engage  in  war  against  the  northern  people  i  And 
were  you  not  beaten  in  that  wart  And  after  you  were  beaten,  did  yon 
not  agree  to  subndt  to  the  United  States  government  To  each  of  these 
interrogjitories  they  answered  a ftlriua lively.  8;dd  I,  ''Then  r<vn'_'r("<'^ 
gave  the.se  negroes  the  ri;;1it  to  vot*'  on  aeeount  of  their  services  to  tlie 
Uniou  cause,  and,  as  well  ineaiujig  iintl  sincere  men,  ought  you  not  to 
submit  to  its  will  f  "  "  Xo,  they  would  be  d— d  if  they  did  any  such  thing. 
It  was  a  rump  Congress,  and  had  no  right  to  allow  i)i^'<^ers  to  vote,  and 
tl)e\  did  not  care  a  d — n  for  Congrc'^s;"  and  they  eea.sed  hearkening  unto 
mv  and  began  to  elainor  again.  A  few  of  tlu*m  left  about  this  tinu»,  but 
soon  returned  with  a  crowd  of  infuriated  men,  who  rushed  upon  me— 
their  leader  saying,  "G— d  d — n  you,  get  out  of  this  cour(;-hottse ;  you 
have  been  here  long  enough;  it  was  built  with  our  money  and  you  sliall 
not  stay  in  it  any  loTi^^er;"  and,  suitin-i  the  action  to  the  word,  they  col 
lared  nM>  anil  dragged  and  kieked  nte  down  a  long  tlijrht  of  stairs.  Dr. 
Ca.s<'y  crying  out,  in  the  meantime,  "Throw  him  out  at  the  ^nndow." 

Alter  1  had  reached  the  area  in  front  of  the  Imildhig  I  hardly  knew 
which  way  to  turn.  A  crowd  behind,  a  crowd  before,  the  heavens  above, 
and  the  earth  beneath.  I  hastily  buttoned  up  my  eont,  so  as  not  to  l)e 
tempted  to  iLse  my  revolver,  as  that  would  have  been  the  signal  for  hfty 
shots  to  have  been  aimed  at  me.  *It  seemed  desolate  for  a  moment,  but  * 
the  crowd  behind  urged  me  forward,  and  1  moved  towards  the  crowd 
before,  who  in  angry  tones  cried  out,  "Don't  come*  here  for  jn'oteetion, 
fi — tl  d — 11  you.*'  Sonu*,  of  them  then  seized  nu'  and  ordt'red  me  to  march 
oil  on  a  certain  road,  which  would  have  enabled  them  to  ftre  at  nu^  with- 
out hitting  any  one  else.  I  peremptorily  reinsed,  and  told  them  I  should 
not  go  without  my  carriage.  After  .some  jmrleying  they  agreed  tlmtl 
might  sta!id  in  the  n)ad  under  the  hot  burning  sun,  until  tliev  could  send 
tV)r  my  carriage,  and  I  remained  there  over  half  an  hour.  They  amuM'd 
themselves  by  otrcasionall^  ru.shing  upon  me  with  their  revolvers,  and 
yelling  and  hooting  at  me^  but  in  eveiy  instance  wero  kept  back  by  Dr. 
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Oakmnn,  but  for  whose  friendly  eflforts  I  sbould  liave  been  mm*dered  ou 
tbe  8i)ot,  as  they  rejfieatedly  declared  it  was  tlieir  iiitontioii  to  do.  One 
man  assailed  me  with  a  larj^e  roek,  and  atU^npted  to  throw  it  at  my 
head,  but  was  prevented  by  Dr.  OakniaTi  and  a  Mr.  Green,  who  now  came 
to  niy  resijue.  This  Mr.  Green  is  surveyor  of  the  county,  and  sin^ruUirly 
euough  was  one  of  the  most  lurions  of  the  mobocrats  the  evening  befoi-e. 
A  Mr.  Fleming  also  protected  me  somewhat  The  mob  were  thoroughly 
armed  with  both  whiskey  aud  revolvers,  although  none  of  them  but  one 
seemed  to  hp  intoxicated. 

While  standing  there  the  mob  demanded  of  me  thi'ee  things:  to 
'^abdicate  my  oflBce,'*  "never  accept  of  any  office  to  which  the  niggers 
elected  me,"  and  "never  to  come  to  Appling  ngain.^  Under  the  s<>iici- 
tation  of  Messrs.  Oakman  and  Greoii,  they  finally  niodificd  their  demands 
to  abdication  of  iny  oflficc;  and  wIhmi  I  rt'luscd  to  do  that  Oakmafi  and 
Green  left  me  and  wenttowaixls  tlie  m<)b,siiying  they  could  ''do  no  more 
for  me.**  At  this  moment  my  carriage  appeared,  and  Frank,  my  (h  iver, 
waii  immediately  lussailed  and  s<'v<n'ly  beaten.  1  then  concludml  it  wss 
till'  last  cljancc  for  me,and  calling  ( )aknian  to  me  I  promised  to  iiivc  n]» 
the  olli(M',  j)rovided  1  and  my  driver  could  be  allowed  to  l<'a\i'  m  peace 
with  all  my  projierty,  to  which  they  assented,  and  proclaimed  mv  deter- 
mination to  the  crowd;  and  strange  to  say  we  were  allowed  to  depai-t  in 
jwace,  except  the  hearing  of  a  deafening  shont  of  my  would-be  murderers. 
We  expected  a  shower  of  pistol  balls,  bnt  were  agreeably  disa]>])ointed. 
Oakman  aud  (ireen  came  alter  us  in  a  i)nggy,  and  rode  several  miles 
with  us.  The  sherifl'  also  come  after  a  while,  aud  forced  me  to  deliver 
up  the  commissions  of  the  county  ollloers,  which  were  in  my  possession. 
I  asked  him  why  he  was  not  there  to  protect  me  from  the  mob,  and  he 
said  *'he  could  do  nothing  with  .sneh  n  cmwd  as  that;  they  would  have 
killed  him  it  he  hatl  iutertered."  Thus  ciuled  my  attemjit,  after  thix^e 
mouths^  delay,  to  occupy  the  office  to  which  thepeoide  of  the  county  had 
electefi  me. 

I  will  now  add,  November  25, 1808,  that  two  days  after  my  return  I  was 
taken  violent  1>  sirk  aud  conlined  to  my  house  eight  weekn,  aud  now,  more 
than  ten  weeks  .since,  I  am  not  able  to  atteuil  to  the  work  of  my  fsirm. 
My  disease  went  into  a  high  bilious  fever,  and  my  life  was  almost  de- 
spautHl  of  for  .some  time,  so  much  so  that  I  bid  adieu  to  my  friends  and 
gave  directions  for  my  funeral.  I  subjoin  the  statement  of  my  driver, 
Fnink 

"I  hereby  certifv  that  all  of  the  foregoing  uaii  arive  is  true  to  the  best 
of  uiy  belief  iind  knowledge,  from  what  1  saw  my.seli  aud  from  what 
others  told  me.  Also,  that  I  think  they  wanted  to  kill  me  at  the  stable. 
They  told  me  if  it  ha<l  not  been  court  week  they  would  have  .staid  all 
night  and  taken  the  d — d  old  son  of  a  bitch  an<l  drowned  him,  aud  if  I 
raised  my  arm  to  protect  him  tliey  would  have  killed  me.  They  .said  if 
Stearns  staid  they  would  kill  him  before  JSatuiday  night.  This  was 
some  time  before  the  Inst  mob  came  on.  They  set  all  the  dogs  in  town 
on  him,  but  they  did^ot  touch  him.  As  soon  as  I  told  them  I  was  a 
radical  they  struck  me.

Reply  to  quentions  put  hy  CoUmel  O^Bmrle^  agent «/  tke  Freedmen^s  Bureau, 

by  V,  IStearm,  of  Columbia  county^  Georgia^  elected  judge  of  ordinary  for 
that  county  in  April,  18(>{S,  and  for  about  <tw>  and  a  half  years  aplauter 
in  that  amnty — Xocember^  1808. 

1st.  In  wliat  iiinnnor  was  the  late  election  conducted? 

It  i8  iin])()88ible  to  reply  satisfuetorily  to  that  <|U(.'stion,  for  the  r<>;)s<m 
that  no  election,  strictly  siieaking,  was  held  in  our  county.  The  reU'la 
had  everything  their  own  way,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  not  a  single 
Union  man  was  appointed  .jnd>^<>  of  election  at  any  of  the  10  or  12  voting 
places  in  our  county.  For  this  reason  all  intelligent  rei)ublican8  staid 
away  from  the  polls,  or  went  to  Augusta  to  vote,  considering  the  whole 
thing  a  complete  farce.  At  the  election  in  April,  the  republican  imu  ty 
east  1,660 votes,  400  of  wbich  were  cast  out  as  imperfectly  registered,  and 
tbe  democrati(;  paity  475.  The  rebels  in  this  county  have  iibout  600 
registered  votes ;  th(»  rcpuM!<'ans  over  1,8(K).  The  rebels  claim  at  the 
Kovemhcr  election  sonic  1,10(1  uuijority;  where  they  got  it  no  (uie  can 
tell,  as  it  is  generally  conceded  that  very  few  negroes  votetl,  the  gi'eat 
body  staying  away  firom  the  ]K>ll8,  or  going  away  as  soon  as  they  f'onnd 
no  friends  there,  and  none  who  had  the  republican  tickets.  I'rom  diligent 
in<iuiri(>s  which  I  have  made,  I  should  think  .'5(M)  a  large  estimate  to  put 
the  colored  vote  at  in  this  county.  I  live  in  the  southeasteni  part  of  the 
county,  10  miles  from  Augusta,  iiichmond  county.  About  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  from  my  house  is  a  voting  place,  in  district  Ko.  1.  Kotwith- 
Btanding  our  close  iiroximity  to  this,  very  few  blacks  that  I  can  learn  of 
voted  there.  All  those  living  at  the  farm  there,  ami  my  hands,  and  all 
in  the  vicinity,  nund)ering  over  100,  went  to  Augusta  and  voted,  for  two 
reasons — first,  they  feaml  a  fight  at  the  i>olls,  unless  they  voted  the 
democratic  ticket,  which  they  would  not  do  at  any  rate;  and  they  did 
not  believe  the  rebel  Judges  would  count  their  votes  if  they  cast  them. 
1  w;is  si<-k  abed,  and  could  not  vote  anywhere.  When  questioned  as  to 
why  they  did  not  vote  at  these  precincts,  the  blacks  invariably  answer, 
"1  thought  they  would  change  my  vote  intp  a  democratic  one,''  which  is 
their  rude  way  of  e.\i>laining  what  we  know  would  have  been  doiu-  by 
the  rebel  judges,  viz,  altering  the  i-eturns  to  suit  themselves.  1  give  in 
pajter  A  tlie  ti'stiinouv  of  u  tew  colored  men  on  the  sultject.  taken  in  the 
presence  of  Colonel  (>  iiourke,  bureau  agent,  at  whose  reipiest  meetings 
of  some  of  our  colored  friends  were  held  in  my  house  on  the  evenings  of 
the  17th  and  18(h  of  Noveniber,  18(;8.  Also  in  the  same  paiier  will  be 
found  other  testimony  on  the  subject  of  elcctintis.  In  addifioit  U\  their 
testiinouv,  T  would  state  that  .Mr.  Skinner,  a  staunch  re])nhliean,  Ining 
in  Richmond  county,  six  or  seven  miles  from  here,  oii  hi.s  way  honie  from 
Augusta,  where  he  had  been  to  vote,  was  assaultnl  and  brutally  timted. 
by  this  same  mob  that  uu't  our  colored  friends,  it  being  safer  to  attack 
a  single  man  thafi  a  crowd  of  100.  The  mei»  ]e:idiii<^  this  gang  weiX'  some 
of  them  my  neighbors,  viz.  Hen.  Heny  and  lleuiy  Evans.  Etl'urts  have, 
been  made  to  bring  them  to  justice. 

From  the  most  reliable  information  I  can  obtain  I  am  satisfied  that  if

I  liail  shown  my  head  anj^ivhree  m  this  county  on  election  day  I  should 
have  been  assaulted  and  perhaps  killed,  aa  they  lay  to  my  charge  the 

obstinacy  of  the  bhicks  in  refusing  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket^  and  it 
is  tiuf  tli;it  I  have  lalxmnl  incessantly  to  that  eiui.  We  hold  :it  onr 
hou.si'  lelijjrious  meeting's  every  Sunday,  in  connection  with  a  Sunday 
school^  and  to  this  meeting  the  blacks  come  from  lou^  distances,  to  hear 
of  their  ri^dits  and  duties.  Numerous  threats  have  been  made  by  the 
rebels  to  break  up  this  nieetinp;,  but  we  are  too  stron;?  at  sndi  tiiiH  S  for 
them  to  dare  to  attack  u.^,  and  tney  conti  iit  tlicmsclves  \\  ith  trying  to 
prevent  the  blacks  froui  atteudiug,  sometimes  by  threatening  to  kill  tliciu 
if  they  come. 

On  this  subject  of  political  action  I  trust  I  may  be  pardoned  for 

ox]»n'ssiTij^  my  opinion  lively,  as  I  tliirdi  I  have  licttcr  opi)ortunities  for 
jud^iii^-  of  "the  situation,"  as  far  as  the  countri/  is  concciiu'd,  than  those 
politicians  who  visit  AVashingtou,  hailing  as  they  do  generally  lron»  the 
cities  and  large  towns,  which  are  no  criterion  whatever  by  which  to  judge 
of  the  "  rural  districts.'*  In  some  cases,  talented  and  noble  gentiemen 
from  the  lo.th  have  visited  Georgia  expressly  to  obtain  in  formation 
respecting  political  matters;  but  in  all  casi  s  that  have  rouw  to  my 
knowledge  they  have  not  visited  tlic  couiui.y  at  all,  and  therdbre  know 
nothing  of  the  actual  state  of  alfiiirs  outside  the  commercial  centres. 
Most  of  our  publie  men  here  are  bat  little  acquainted  with  the  countiy 
negroes,  or  with  thrir  aflairs.  It  is  not  Immc  as  it  is  at  the  nortli,  vi/, 
the  cities  democratic  and  the  eoiuiiiy  i'e]ml>li(  an.  Great  etlorts  have 
been  made  at  the  south  to  enlighten  the  cUy  negroes,  and  constant  travel 
and  intercourse  with  northern  people  have  softened  rebel  asperity  in  the 
large  towns,  in  a  uieasnre;  but  in  the  country  the  darkness  is  so  great  it 
may  be  felt.  Tlie  negroes,  when  1  came  here,  knew  nothing  whatever  of 
lK>litici4l  matters;  indeed,  did  not  know  what  countiy  they  lived  in,  or 
how  it  was  governed,  or  who  was,  or  had  been,  its  rulers.  No  one  could 
teil  what  the  4th  of  July  was ;  and  as  to  voting,  the  whole  thing  was  a 
perfeet  enigma  to  them  until  it  was  explained.  I  may  safely  say  that  a 
northeni  eliild  of  six  or  eight  years  of  ai^e  knows  much  moi*e  of  I'olitirs 
than  did  the  negroes  of  this  county  two  and  a  half  years  ago;  an<l  no 
longer  ago  than  last  spring,  when  1  asked,  in  a  public  meeting,  who  was 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  answer  I  got  from  a  preacher 
])res<  nt  uas.  '*  K.  11.  llnllock.*' 

I)iit  I  am  liappy  to  Im*  able  to  state  tliat,  linviii;;-  no  political  prejudices 
to  overetjujc,  the  negroes  drink  in  poiitical  kiu»\vledge  with  gi'eat  avidity, 
and  are  more  anxious  to  be  informal  on  this  point  than  they  are  to  learn 
to  read.  T.iit  win*  ever  heard  of  vot<*rs  risking  life  to  be  able  to  vote  as 
tlu'y  pleased ?  I  feel  myself  ])erft  (  tl\  jiistifictl  in  assertiii^i  that  every 
negro  who  voted  tor  (o  'K'ial  (iiant  in  tliiscdunty  (Columbia)  did  so  at 
the  risk  of  his  lile.  i  shtjuld  no  more  have  dared  to  go  to  Ap[»ling,  our 
county  seat,  and  influence  the  negroes  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  than 
I  siiould  have  dared  to  enter  a  den  of  rattlesnakes.  Sure  and  certain 
death  would  liax  r  ]» en  my  ])oftion.  I  do  not  third;  a  sin^•h•  re]>n^lienn 
vote  was  east  in  oureoiinly  at  the  Mo\  ember  eleelion,  and  we  have  l.',tH,M) 
republican  voters,  l,<i7r>  of  wht>ni  voted  in  April.  Vou  will  e.\cu.se 
nie,  therefore,  for  sav  ing  that  Georgia  is  not  in  a  fit  condition  to  be 
ivceivcd  into  the  Union  again.  From  close  observation  of  the  animus  of 
the  country  i«  Ix  ls,  1  am  obliji<  <l  t(»  (  onit  ss  that  they  are  no  more  h>yal 
to  day,  not  one  whit,  than  w  hen  they  iiist  took  u])  anus  against  the  gen- 
eral governujent.  All  their  conversation  and  their  acts  are  indicative 
ot  thi'  deep-seated  hatred  of  the  United  States  government  that  lies  in 
their  hearts.   1  unhesitatingly  asseit  that,  if  a  ftur  prosxiect  of  success 
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appe.iml  befoic  tliem,  tiio  lebels  of  this  comity  rinil  Liucoln  would  again 
flhonlder  the  iiui^ket  in  oxipositioii  to  Uncle  iSaui.  Let  me  refer  yoa  to 
tile  papers  marked  B  for  a  sliglit  ooDflrmation  of  my  statement.  Those 
papers  are  a  copy  of  the  same  famished  to  Colonel  Prince,  our  represent- 
ative, two  (l;iys  lifter  tliM  (Mctirrenee,  which  will  account  for  many  things, 
perhnps  ii  rt  h  \  aiit  to  tlic  (h)iu<is  of  the  mol);  and  a  severe  fit  of  sickness 
that  iiuiueiaately  followed,  and  which  brought  me  to  the  borders  of  the 
grave,  and  from  which  I  have  not  yet  wholly  recovered,  has  prevented  me 
from  preparing  a  more  condensed  aoconnt.  Yon  can  select  from  it  the 
facts  necessary  to  substantiate  in  v  ns^crtion  respecting  the  fcelinnfs;  of  the 
rebels.  This  mob  was  led  on  by  one  of  the  wealtliiest  citizens  of  this 
county,  Dr.  Casey  by  name,  an  1  am  informed  by  the  blacks — a  man  w^ho 
took  an  active  part  in  stirring  up  in  this  county  opposition  to  the  United 
States  government  during  the  war.  It  was  no  sudden  ebullition  of  feel- 
ing, l)iit  it  had  all  been  cut  and  dried  beforehand.  11i<'  second  mob 
came  to  town  from  the  country  all  around  expressly  to  mob  me,  and  theii* 
action  has  not  been  condemned  by  any  number  of  white  citizens  of  this 
eonnty.  On  the  contrary  manj^,  if  not  the  most  of  them,  applaud  the 
doings  of  the  mob,  and  no  one  has  taken  any  steps  to  bring  the  offrnders 
to  justice.  Tt  was  an  ai  rnrd  mob,  i*esistingthe  laws  of  the  United  States 
anil  of  Georgia,  and  yet  i  lio  not  suppose  it  would  be  j>ossible  to  convict 
a  single  man  engaged  in  it  by  a  rebel  jury.  Oolnmbia  eonnty,  except  this 
little  corner  occupied  by  me  and  my  Hock,  is  as  completely  in  the  hands 
of  the  rebels  a.-*  at  any  time  during  tlie  war.  They  boldly  say,  "No  men 
elected  by  niggers  shall  hold  office  in  this  county,  unless  we  are  willing." 
I  have  business  in  Appling  at  the  courts,  but  siiuuiil  not  dare  to  go  there 
without  a  gimrd  to  protect  me. 

Ifow  all  this  being  the  ctiae,  is  it  feir  to  allow  Georgia  again  to  resume 
her  ]>lace  in  the  galaxy  of  States!  Onglit  slie  not  to  be  kept  "out  in  the 
cold"  until  her  rebel  fever  h;is  subsided  sutlieu'Utly  to  allow  all  citizens 
their  rights,  unmolested  b^  a  uiobf  1  am  aware  that  it  will  be^  assen  ted 
that  **if  the  legislature  is  purged  and  reconstructed  all  will  be  right." 
To  perform  this  act  would  be  n  good  deed;  but  the  disease  lives  much 
deeper  tlnm  ()n  tl»e  surface  of  a  legislative  body.  Tt  extends  far  into  the 
heart  of  the  j^eople,  and  cannot  In*  (»radicated  by  simply  correcting  its 
symiJtoms  as  manifested  in  U*gish»tive  action.  The  "whole  head  is  sick 
and  the  whole  heart  faint."  Bebeldom  is  in  arms  against  the  United 
States  because  its  heait  is  full  of  bitter  enmity  toward  it.  Altering  the 
eom]»le\ion  of  the  legislature  will  by  no  means  "regenerate"  its  lieart. 
You  will  ask  me,  then,  what  I  would  have  done.  1  w  ill  replj':  Remand 
Georgia  back  to  where  she  was  previous  to  tiie  ado))tion  of  her  constitu- 
tion, and  there  kee[>  her  until  she  repents,  if  it  is  20  years.  Dei>end  up<m 
it,  nothing  short  of  tiiis  will  proiluce  ]»eace.  ])uring  General  Meade's 
and  (leneral  Pope's  administration  we  had  perfect  i>cace;  but  as  soon  as 
Meade  surrendered  his  powers  to  the  civil  authorities  these  outrages 
were  resumed.  When  I  first  came  here,  in  June,  1866,  these  outrages 
were  iireqnent.  Tin  y  almost  wholly  c(  ascd  the  moment  a  military  gov- 
(Tunient  was  established;  and  in  my  opinion  they  will  ceasi'  agnin  wlu-n 
niiliraiy  ]M)\ver  is  re-established,  and  not  until  then.  Even  since  the 
elect iiui  of  Cirant  have  outrages  been  committed.  Only  a  few  days  ago 
a  party  of  rebels  rode  by  my  bouse,  and  hooted  and  yelled  and  damned 
me  at  the  top  of  their  voices,  and  finally  filed  several  shots  at  my  build- 
ings. T  do  not  feel  sntr  at  any  tiuu-,  always  shM'p  with  fire-aims  at  the 
liead  of  njy  bed,  and  junip  out  of  bed  at  tin-  least  alarm. 

One  great  reason  wh^-  nothing  short  <»f  military  power  will  protect  us 
is  that  no  ofl'ender  against  a  black  man  or  a  Yankee  can  be  brought  to 
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justice  In  a  rebel  court  In  tliis  connty  we  have  very  few  jastices  of  the 
peace.  I  can  learn  of  none  nearer  here  than  Thompson,  25  miles  distant. 

Tliere  is  not  one  at  tlio  connty  seat  even.  If  a  man  assails  any  <if  ns, 
l)('fon'  we  coulci  get  him  to  a  justiee  tlie  whole  eonnty  nearly  would  be 
;irine<l  to  juotect  the  rebel  and  punish  us;  at  least  they  woulii  be  able  to  do 
this.  There  is  no  officer  to  arrest  a  man  within  10  or  12  miles  from  here, 
and  no  republican  assaulted  would  dare  t^)  go  after  «ther  the  sh^ilf  or 
to  the  justiee.  "Mv  life  wnuM  Tiot  be  safe  at  Tliompson  oti  Mtty  such 
errand.  And  thin  il  wv  smcciMied  in  bringing? tlie  eiiiuiiial  before  a  Jus- 
tiee, and  he  bound  him  over,  a  rebel  gi*and  jury  wouUl  reluse  to  liud  a 
bill,  and  a  petit  jury  to  convict  a  rebel  for  any  offence  against  a  sonthern 
Union  man,  a  Yankee,  or  a  negro.  That  is  sure  and  eertain.  Daring  .niy 
resideriee  of  two  and  a  half  years  here  I  leave  heard  of  iiiimnierable  out- 
rages haviug  been  committtnl  against  the  property  and  i>er.si»n8  of  negroes, 
and  have  never  heard  of  a  single  instance  of  any  one  being  punished  for 
it,  in  this  and  Lincoln  counties,  by  the  civil  anthorities.  The  governor 
might  appoint  notaries  publie,  and  would  do  so  if  miuested:  but  if  he 
shouhl,  the  man  appointrd  would  not  (f.ire  to  nrrest  a  rel>el  ibr  ottences 
against  a  negro,  and  it  he  did  it  would  do  no  good. 

Under  a  militar>'  govenuneut,  Avith  soldiers  stationed  as  they  vf€re>  at 
Augusta,  all  we  luul  to  do,  if  an  outrage  was  committed,  was  to  send  to 
Augusta  aud  th<'  ntfruder  could  be  arrested  and  trie<l,  not  by  ii  rebel 
jury,  but  by  a  uubtary  <  (miiiiiss!ou,  aiul  Justice  woubl  be  don©}  audy  I 
repeat  it,  theix?  is  no  piiileetion  tor  us  in  any  other  ct)uise. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  dictate  to  sb  honorable  a  body  as  yonr  committee, 
but  as  a  man  who  is  heartrsick  of  living  in  the  midst  of  crimes  he  has  no 
])Ower  to  prevent  or  lia\  c  i>Muished,  I  do  eutn  nt  cf  you  to  take  some  steps 
eommensurnte  with  the  diilicnlties  of  oui-  coudiiiim.  Do  not,  1  beseech 
of  you,  essay  to  heal  t)ur  disordered  condition  by  tpuick  remedies.  J>o 
not  hearken  entirely  to  politicians  who  are  personally  interested  in  our 
admission  aa  a  State;  but  if  you  doubt  luy  stat<  luents,  or  do  not  see  the 
foT'ce  of  my  api)eal,  please  appoint  three  tried  uien  to  come  down  her« 
and  sec  for  themselves.  Let  them  travel  incog,  in  this  atid  the  a<lj(>ining 
counties,  and  see  an<l  hear  for  themselves,  and  my  word  lor  it  they  will 
say  the  half  had  not  been  told  them. 

Tlien  there  are  tlie  civil  claims  of  the  blacks  for  labor.  Then*  is  uo 
more  lustier  for  them  in  this  resju  ct  than  there  is  iu  the  others;  but  of 
this  subject  1  will  say  more  heivafter. 

I  now  subjoin  papers,  marked  C,  containing  statements  of  a  few  blacks 
in  reference  to  assaults,  premising  that  they  are  afraid  to  state  these 
things  in  public,  and  I  will  add  a  few  myself.  If  I  had  known  six  months 
ago  that  these  facts  were  necdetl,  I  w«nild  have  kejit  a  record  of  those 
that  <  ame  to  my  knowiedgi'.  lJut  as  they  had  become  so  common,  and 
northern  papers  were  ti-eming  with  accounts  of  similar  outrages  all  over 
the  south,  I  did  not  deem  it  necessary,  and  therefore  kept  no  record. 
ln<Ieed,  as  I  eoiUd  do  nothin<i,  T  tried  to  forget  these  outrages,  as  I  did 
not  wish  to  speud  every  mo!n(  lit  in  misery  on  account  of  the  remembrance 
of  them.  These  stiitcments  will  be  a  reply  to  the  fourth  questiiui  I  am 
desired  to  answer,  viz: 

Do  you  know  of  any  fieedmen  murdered  or  assaulted  in  your  county 
siiH  (•  May.  ISfiT  ?  Ciivc  their  lutmes,  whereabouts  of  ott'eiiders, action  of 
civil  courts,  (  iinsc  of  assault,  wSic. 

The  reply,  jis  fjiras  the  action  of  courts  is  com  erncd,  has  been  already 
given  in  my  remarks  upon  the  necessity  of  a  militar\  government  on 
page  12,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  repent  them.  In  this  aud  Lincoln  coun- 
ties, the  ordiuaries  are  I'ebcls;  the  loyal  men  elected  to  these  offices 
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not  beinrr  allowed  to  act  by  the  triumpbaTit  rebel  mob  thnt  holds  the 
power  in  thevse  well  as  inuuy  otber  purt^  ot  the  »outU.  11  ioyui  ineii  were 
ordiiiarie^  there  might  be  some  chanee  for  the  piiiiialiment  of  rebels, 
as  these  otUeiak  coolditee  that  blacks  were  put  upon  thejnries ;  bnt  even 
tlien  TH)  rebel  eoiild  be  couvirted  if  a  sirifjle  rebel  wns  njxm  tbe  jiiry  ;  so 
that  I  eaii  see  no  possible  way  ill  which  rebels  can  be  ]Hinislie(l  for  ei  imes 
against  Uuiou  meQ|  white  or  black,  under  the  civil  law.  Then  again,  no 
loyal  ordinary  can  exensise  the  functions  of  that  office  in  these  two  coun- 
ties without  atleastthreesquadsof  soldiers — onentthe  courthoueeof  not 
less  than  25  men,  one  of  six  or  cijrbt  to  ^uard  thejudge  to  and  from  the 
county  seat,  andoneoflOor  12  to  protect  liisresidenee  while  absentfromit. 
It  iyu^\  be  well  enough  to  st«itc,  that  in  our«ouuty  social  ostracism  is  car- 
ried so  far  that  neither  vhitenor black  people  were  wiUiug  to  provide  food 
tor  the  ordinary  elected  there ;  and  that  when  I  went  to  Appling  to  take 
the  office  I  carried  provisions,  cftnk in l:  utensils,  and  dishes  w  ith  me, 
intendin^r  to  board  myself  in  tlie  toiut  liouse.  Even  colored  men  were 
unwilling  t<>  cook  at  their  houses  lur  uie,  and  one  rebel  lady  refused  to 
keep  me  a  single  night,  because,  as  she  said,  many  of  her  own  friends 
would  not  spciiU  to  her  if  she  shonlfi  Judge  Gibson  umde  application 
to  her  in  my  behalf,  and  tbis  was  her  answer.  The  rebels  all  anmnd 
here  oi»enly  boasted  that  1  could  not  get  board  in  Appling,  so  that  if  I 
occui)ied  the  office  1  slumltl  be  under  the  necessity  of  residing  at  home, 
and  of  going  there  only  at  intervals,  through  forests  part  of  the  way, 
and  on  a  road  passing  through  a  strong  rebel  country,  there  being  no 
white  Union  man  in  t!i;it  wliol**  vci^ion.  I  know  of  but  two  within  2<» 
miles  of  here,  and  the  ueaiest  oi  those  is  live  miles  distant,  aud  not  ou 
that  road. 

I  state  these  fects  that  you  may  know  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of 

enforcing  civil  law  in  this  county. 

The  woman  mentioned  in  Jso.  1  C  died  in  a  few  weeks  from  the 
wounds  then  received,  and  of  course  nothing  was  done  about  it.  The 
facts  in  reference  to  the  killing  of  Aleck  (No.  2  G)  are  all  trae.  I 
reported  the  case  at  the  time  to  the  Freedmen^s  Bureau,  but  no  action 
was  taken,  as  I  feared  to  have  it  known  that  T  had  entered  the  complaint. 

General  lilvans,  who  assaulted  the  woman  described  by  Willis  Jack- 
sou,  lives  about  three  and  a  half  miles  trom  me,  and  is  considered  one  of 
the  lirst  citizens  of  Colombia  county.  He  lives  in  a  very  large  and  hand- 
some house,  and  was  before  the  war  very  wealthy.  Lavonia  Jackson's 
statement  was  reported  to  mo  at  the  time.  Frank  Cummings\H  attair 
with  Stringer  occurred  a  few  weeks  a^o,  when  1  was  very  si(rk.  He 
live.**  on  my  place.  Nancy  Blake  is  ou  my  place  now.  John  Culver  ciime 
to  me  himself,  twice  last  August,  and  showed  me  the  wounds  he  had 
received  in  his  bac^k  and  shoulder  by  the  overseer  en  Jim  Hamilton's 
plae<».  near  Ajipliiifr,  for  refusitiji^,  as  he  said,  to  assent  to  what  the  over- 
seer had  said— tlic  ijverseer  accusiu^i  liini  of  saying  that  he  lied.  I 
advisetl  him  to  go  back  and  stay  until  fall,  so  as  in  «ecure  his  wages,  but 
he  said  the  overseer  had  threatened  to  kill  bim  if  he  returned.  Conse- 
quently he  will  not  be  able  to  recover  a  cent  for  his  wa^cs.  Jerry  Kaver 
cam<»  to  n»e  several  times  last  Au<iust,  with  the  comiilaint  that  Charles 
lieeves,  on  ii»)b  Lambkin's  place,  six  or  st*ven  miles  fi^om  here,  had 
threatene«l  to  kill  hiui  if  he  did  not  leave  the  place.  About  the  siime 
time  another  colored  man  came  to  me  with  the  same  complaint  against 
Iteeves.  This  second  man  lived  on  another  plantation,  and  Keeves 
tlireatciii'd  to  kill  bim  if  lie  came  on  to  his  place.  The  ease  of  Titu'v 
liamsey,  stated  by  Henry  lioss,  1  liuew  of  at  the  time.  The  case  rejHu  tcil 
by  John  Tucker  was  stated  to  tne  also  at  my  house  a  few  weeks  ago  by 
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Mrs.  Croley,  a  white  woman  owninp:  a  farm  m  Lincoln  ootinty,  who  also 
says  that  a  few  days  ^^rovious  to  this  she  was  at  Lincobiton,  county  seat 
of  Lintioln  comity,  and  was  grossly  insiiltrd  hy  various  ])iirties  of  mow  in 
the  street,  some  oi  whom  threw  rocks  at  her  iiorsi',  and  into  lier  bugg^^, 
in  whicli  her  little  son  was  sitting,  and  when  she  expressed  her  fears 
that  he  would  be  killed,  they  said,  <*A11  the  better  for  that,  there  ^^  ill  be 
one  less  radical."  She  was  on  her  way  to  Augusta,  in  soairli  of  Mr. 
Madison,  Union  member  of  the  legislature  from  Lincoln,  who  had  not 
dared  to  return  home  since  the  legislature  adJourQed,  October  0.  He 
rented  some  land  of  her,  and  radicals  had  stopped  at  her  house.  She  is 
a  southern  lady,  in  spite  of  which  she  was  ordered  ontof  tlie  parlor  by  ' 
the  tavern-koepoi's  \vif('  at  Lincolnton.  This  same  tavern  k(M'prr.  ]ast 
April,  ordered  Mr.  Sherman,  a  radical  politician,  to  leave  his  house, 
*'  because,"  as  he  said,  it  lie  stayed  there  everybody  else  would  leave." 
This  Mr.  Sherman  was  afterwards  elected  senator  from  the  three  eonn- 
ties  of  Lincoln,  Wilkes  and  Columbia,  of  oonrse  by  the  negroes,  and 
was  subject  to  many  indignities  while  on  an  electiomMM 'm'^  t<mv  hist 
April.  Indeed  it  is  a  wonder  that  he  escaped  with  his  lift;.  He  coiild 
not  have  done  so  this  fait  His  horse's  laaue  and  tail  were  shorn  and 
part  of  one  ear  ent  oft.  He  was  followed  one  time  for  miles  by  a  large 
crowd  from  Lincolnton,  who  abused  him  in  every  way,  and  was  saved 
from  death  only  by  the  presence  of  negroes,  wVio  neeoinpanied  him  also. 
He  was  not  allowed  tx)  speak  at  a  colored  peuple'.s  nieetuig,  and  a  meet- 
ing of  his  own  was  broken  up  by  a  mob  and  the  negroes  made  to  Hy. 
Two  ne^  speakers  ran  precipitately,  but  Mr.  Sherman  stood  his  groaiid 
but  could  not  speak.  At  another  time  he  was  rotten-egged.  In  the 
month  of  July  last,  or  early  in  August,  Xace  Butler,  a  negro,  was  taken 
from  the  jail  at  Appling  by  a  mob,  and  hung  at  a  bridge  atyoining  the 
town.  I  had  the  fiictsfrom  Judge  Shields,  of  Appling,  tbrmerly  judge  of 
the  coanty  court,  and  now  acting  ordinary  of  the  county.  He  had  the 
keys  of  the  jail,  which  were  taken  fn^in  him  by  force,  tind  he  sat  as 
iiHiuest  upon  tlie  dead  body.  The  iiieii.  numbering  30  or  40,  were  dis- 
guised auil  he  could  not  tell  who  they  were.  The  negro  was  charged 
with  committing  a  rape  npon  Mrs.  Wright,  at  CKKeal's  place,  sevenil 
miles  from  Appling,  but  there  wtis  no  proof  of  the  fact  whatever,  only 
that  the  woman  thought  his  voice  soniuleil  like  that  of  the  oiu'  who  vio- 
lated her  person.  James  Wright,  her  husband,  is  lu'lieved  to  have  been 
the  leader  of  the  gang  of  murderers..  Nothing  lias  ever  been  done  iu 
reference  to  this  matter— the  rebels  r^foicing  over  it,  and  the  few  Union 
men  afraid  to  a<*t,  h»st  they  should  share  tlu^  same  fate.  1 1  is  ahuost  iinpos- 
sihh'  tt^  obtain  testimony  in  the  ease.  ]>nt  th(*  arrest  of  Wriuiil  miiiht  lead 
to  SOUK'  oilier  developments.  Not  hmgafU'r  this,  Kdinund  Ivy,  <m  Wat- 
son, a  negio,  stated  t4)  me  that  Johnny  Stoval,  a  rebel,  i'nvi\  al  iiini  at 
his  own  house  near  Thonii>son,  and  that  he  had  fled  for  his  lifb.  About 
the  same  time,  five  colon'd  men  from  Thomi)son,  in  this  county,  were 
arrested  by  a  gang  of  rebels,  taken  beforr  i  justice  there,  and  on  their 
aflida  vits  and  testimony  eomniitted  to  Apjihn;;  jail  on  a  charge  of  unhiwlul  *  ^ 
assemblage.  Three  of  them  were  afterwarils  released  by  their  employers, 
who  nee<led  their  work,  and  the  other  two  remained  several  weeks  in 
jail,  where  I  saw  them,  but  September  S  or  9  were  released  by  orih'r  of 
Judge  (libson,  a  republican  judge,  then  hoMinir  a  term  of  the  superior 
court  at  Api>lii»g.  These  men  signed  a  jiaper  ini[»lieating  themselves,  not 
knowing  its  contents,  on  the  promise  that  if  they  signed  it  they  should 
be  releiu^ed,  which  promise  was  not  kept  About  two  weeks  ago,  a  col* 
ored  man  named  I.saac  Davies  gave  nu' tlie  ])artieulars  of  an  assault  upon 
him  a  few  weeks  ago  by  Ben.  Berry,  a  ifeighbor  of  mine,  the  same  one 
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who  asHiiuIted  Mr.  Rkinnor  (  ItM  tioii  (iay.  Berry  cjimr  l<>  his  liouso, 
four  mil^  irom  liere ,  and  itred  upon  iiiio,  and  he  rail  Iroui  hiiu  aud  entered 
a  hottse^  into  which  Berry  came  and  bmtally  stabbed  him  in  several  places. 
Berrj  \s  excuse  was  that  some  one  had  told  him  that  Davies  had  tired  at 
him,  whicli  Davies  totally  denies.  Davies  lives  on  some  poor  land  of  his 
ovvn^  and  is  a  quiet  and  orderly  man,  but  a  8tn>njr  nulical. 

To  day,  November  24,  1808,  at  about  11  o'cloik  a.  lu.,  while  wntiug 
these  particidais,  I  heard  the  sound  of  a  gan  or  pistol  in  the  road  in 
front  of  my  house  j  I  ran  to  the  window  and  inquired  of  one  of  my  hands 
what  it  Mus.  Tic  said  it  was  a  re!>el.  We  went  to  the  road  to  see  what 
he  was  dom^  ami  hv  \mt  spurs  to  his  horse  and  lied  i)reeipitately.  Two 
colored  men,  belonging  elsewhere,  were  in  the  road  when  he  lired,  and  say 
that  he  cried  out,  am  a  Lincoln  county  Ku-Klux  man,"  and  then  fired 
at  onr  eorn-crib. 

It  may  be  asked,  why  do  1  not  <lo  something  abont  these  outrages! 
My  answer  is,  1  dare  not.  if  I  should  have  any  of  these  ottendcrs  arrested, 
my  own  Ufe  would  probably  be  the  forfeit. 

]  (an  see  no  way  to  escaim  from  our  dilemma  but  the  foUowin^ir,  to 
will  li  I  would  rospoctfully  call  your  attention,  viz:  Li»t  Congress  closely 
scrutinize  our  constitutiim,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  reconstrnctioii 
act,  make  such  altenitions  they  shall  deem  iiecessai'y  to  secure  pro- 
tection to  loyal  men,  and  then  submit  the  same  to  the  le-gislature,  re-es- 
tablished upon  a  loyal  basis.  Among  these  alterations  I  would  sn-ut  st 
the  following,  viz:  Inste  ad  of  justices  being  elected  by  the  people,  let 
them  be  ai>iH)int<'(l  by  the  goveruor.  if  elected  by  the  people,  none  but 
rebels  will  be  chosen  in  this  section.  Let  theii' jurisdiction  be  extended 
to  all  criminal  cases  now  tried  by  the  district  coart,  which  is  practically 
abolished,  and  in  petty  ciises  let  tiiere  be  no  appeal  toa  jurj'.  Let  their 
civil  jurisdiction  extend  to  eases  not  over  $100,  m  if  bout  ai)peal,  instead 
of  only  to  8oO,  as  at  present,  wliieh  would  enable  tiieiu  to  decide  upou 
cases  between  blacks  and  whites  lor  wages  due.  Then  let  provision  be 
made  for  a  strong  militaiy  force  to  prot^t  the  justice  and  to  ^force  hi» 
de<'isions.  They  would  all  be  rendered  uugat4)iy  witliout  such  efficient 
protection.  Let  i)arties  dissatisfied  with  the  justice  in  their  district  be 
allowed  to  commence  suit  belbre  one  in  any  other  district  in  the  county. 

Today  I  have  learned  from  Jo.  Ilanis,  who  was  present,  the  follow 
ing  facts  respectiniir  the  election  there  on  the  3d  of  November:  He  says 
there  was  a  large  crowd  of  negroes  there  who  would  not  vote  because 
they  could  not  vot<'  the  republican  ticket ;  that  there  were  no  such  tickets 
on  the  ground,  antl  no  Unicm  men  therej  a  good  many  of  the  blacks, 
from  feai\  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  but  the  bulk  came  away  without 
'  TOtiDg.  In  one  instance  a  colored  man  was  beaten  over  the  head  bce^i  use 
he  would  not  vote  the  democratic  ticket.  One  man  asked  a  Tiegro  what 
he  caine  there  for,  if  he  was  not  going  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket. 

About  eight  or  ten  soldiers  were  some  distance  from  the  place  of  voting  j 
and  on  a  black  man  applying  to  tbem,  they  gave  him  a  bundle  of  repub- 
*•  lican  votes,  which  he  carried  to  the  court-house  and  commenced  dis- 
tributing among  the  crowd.  As  soon  as  the  reVtels  saw  him  they  Ibrtted 
him  to  (iesist,  and  di*ove  him  from  the  ground.  Tlie  sheriff"  of  the  county 
afterwards  went  to  the  sohliers  and  took  from  them  the  black  man  and 
carried  him  up  to  the  court-house.  He  does  not  know  what  was  done 
with  him,  as  he  came  away  about  that  time. 

In  reference  to  schools,  my  answer  is,  that  there  are  no  day-schools  in 
Cobnnbia  county  tor  the  bhu'ks.  1  think  there  isn  small  white  s(;hool  at 
Api»iing  of  .some  10  or  12  scholars,  kept  by  a  lady  who  said  *'she  was  nut 
a  politicianer."  On  our  place  there  is  a  Sunday-school  of  about  200 
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scholars^  not  very  regular  iu  their  attendance,  where  reading:,  geograjihy, 
arithmetic,  and  many  other  things  are  tanj^ht,  as  far  as  they  vjmi  be  in  a 
session  of  about  one  and  one-half  hours  devoted  to  thewc  tliiii*?s.  The 
i*enniinder  of  the  time  is  spent  in  religious  instruction.  La^^t  w  inter  for 
a  few  months  we  had  a  day  school  Uiught  by  Mivss  11.  W,  Steams,  who 
was  on  a  visit  at  my  plantation.  In  the  flummer  of  1867  Xiizsie  Sherman, 
a  girl  of  12  years,  daughter  of  my  finrm  superintendent,  tanght  school 
for  a  f(»w  months.  These  schools  contained  about  20  juipils,  and  were 
taught  gratuitously.  In  the  summer  of  1807  1  taught  <  veiling  school 
of  adults  three  or  four  eveniiigs  iu  the  week;  only  lo  or  12  usuuily 
attended.  The  instraction  was'gratnitona. 

We  are  now  trying  to  establish  a  day  school  with  teachers  from  the 
nortli.  if  menus  can  be  obtained  from  tht-  north.  The  most  bitter 
opposition  wjis  manil'estt'd  towards  onr  Sundiiy  school  when  first  started, 
some  two  and  oue-half  years  ago,  and  1  do  not  think  that  opposition  has 
•abated  one  whit.  Some  of  the  nlanters  threatened  very  severely  those 
who  attended,  in  one  case  with  death. 

If  ihv  rebels  dared,  I  have  no  doubt  they  would  l)reak  up  my  school 
to-day.  Sdtne  ol"  them  express  themselves  in  favor  of  teiR'hing  the 
blacks,  but  they  do  not  want  it  done  by  Yankees.  As  to  the  "behavior 
of  freedmen,  idleness,  desire  for  edncation,"  &o.,  much  might  be  said, 
but  eaiinot  now,  as  the  colonel  is  waiting  for  the  documents. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  they  behave  ;<s  well  as  could  be 
expe<'te<l.  The  blacks  are  not  saints  by  any  means,  nor  are  they  so  bad 
as  the  whites,  but  there  is  gi*eat  room  for  imjirovement.  They  are  not 
idle,  as  they  know  they  must  work  or  starve,  but  I  do  not  think  they 
love  to  work  particularly,  any  more  than  the  whites.  All  southerners 
are  more  indolent  than  the  nju'therners;  the  climate  forces  them  to  be  so. 

As  a  general  rule  the  blacks  are  not  intemperate.  During  the  two  and 
onedialf  years  I  have  carried  on  my  farm,  I  have  hardly  ever  known  a 
single  black  to  get  drunk,  and  I  think  those  on  my  place  now  seldom 
taste  of  liquor. 

They  dn  not  desire  education  so  much  as  T  would  wish,  but  enonj^Hi  to 
induce  them  to  do  all  iu  tlieir  power  lor  a  school.  1  think  they  desiixj  it 
for  their  children  more  than  for  themselves.

Nathan  Fleming  this  day  appeared  before  me,  the  ordinaiy  elect  of 
Columbia  county,  €k$orgia,  and  under  oath  made  the  following  state- 
ment, viz: 

On  the  night  of  tlie  ;»t)tli  of  August,  as  I  was  prepiU'ing  to  go  to  bed, 
I  saw  three  men  approaching  my  house,  in  Lincoln  county,  each  of  whom 
had  a  pistol  ))uckled  on  behind  him;  and  as  they  drew  near  the  house 
they  took  them  otf  and  held  them  in  tlieir  hands;,  but  finally  passed 
by  my  house  and  went  to  my  brother-in-law's  house  and  asked  f>iin  where 
I  wius.  lie  told  them  I  was  at  home,  and  then  they  retiuucd  in  lull 
siteed  to  my  house.  They  asked  my  wife,  who  was  iu  bed,  where  I  was 
and  when  she  told  them  she  did  not  know  they  commenced  beating  her 
over  the  head  with  a  pistol.   She  cried  for  help,  and  ftually  escaped 
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ft*om  tlieni,  when  they  soarclieil  the  house  all  ovor  for  nie.  They  waited 
at  my  house  several  houis;  aud  at  last  I  uuiuagiil  to  got  Into  the  house 
without  their  seeing  me,  and  took  my  clothes  aud  started  for  Oolnnibia 

county. 

I  solemnly  swear  that  1  do  not  know  of  any  reason  Avliy  they  came 
after  nie,  except  that  I  have  always  refused  to  join  the  deiiitKTatic  party 
when  they  have  >irged  me  to  do  it,  and  that  I  left  working  for  Edmund 
LjjTons  la^t  June  wlien  he  ordered  nie  to  on  account  of  a  (lispnte  about 
a  shoat.  I  solemnly  swenr  that  1  believe  that  my  life  would  hv  in  dnn^rer 
if  1  8hould  return  to  iif>  Ikhiio.  Great  nuiulx  is  of  colored  inon  in  Lin- 
coln couuty  I  know  to  be  iu  dangler  of  their  live.s,  and  they  have  been 
ever  since  the  election  last  April,  when  the  whites  told  them  they  shonid 
suffer  for  votiii*?  the  radical  ticket.  They  mvc  how  waiting  for  Mr.  Madi- 
son to  tell  tluMii  tliat  ;i  law  li:is  bcoii  pMsscd  to  [»rotcct  tbctn.  If  tlicr*'  is 
Hot  «  law  i)asvsed  .soon  to  ])rot<'('t  tiu ni.  they  will  not  dare  8tay  tlicre 
mucii  longer.  1  am  atiaid  to  go  back  to  iiiiicoln  county  after  my  wife 
and  child^n.  We  travelled  in  the  night  tarn  fear  of  the  whites.

I,  Dempse  Lyons,  hereby  certify,  under  oath,  that  the  fon  -oin;,'  state- 
ment is  true,  to  the  best  of  my  belief  and  ktiowN-di^e;  niid,  hIso.  tliat 
these  three  men,  when  they  eauie  to  my  house,  jii)i»eared  very  violent, 
aud  said  they  wanted  my  brother-in-law,  Fleming.  Tliey  afterwards 
came  again  to  loy  honm  and  told  my  wife  I  shonld  suffer  for  going 
away;  and,  ailer  nsin^  al>iisive  language  to  her,  they  left.  1  then  went 
back  to  my  house  and  took  1113  tliiims  ;tnd  left  in  the  niyht  for  Augusta. 
I  am  afraid  to  ♦jo  back  there  and  live,  l)e<  anse  I  reported  to  the  Freed- 
men's  Bureau  Mrs.  J^yons's  abuse  of  my  cltild,  and  Mr.  Lyons  thiealened 
me  in  consequence. 

I  consider  the  (Condition  of  the  colored  [people  very  had,  because; 
the  whites  say  death  helongs  to  every  radical;  and  they  would  be  killed 
without  knowing  wli<>  did  it.  Not  long  since,  n  gun  was  taken  out  of 
my  house  by  a  winlt^  ntan^  in  the  presence  of  iny  wife.  1  wish  to  kimw 
if  about  a  half  dozen  soldiers  cannot  be  sent  there  f  I  think  with  them 
and  guns  we  can  protect  ourselves*

CONDITION  OF  AITAIRS  IN  GEORGIA.

Kicliard  Johnson  states:  "Aleck  was  killed  in  the  fall  of  18G7,  at  Dr. 
Smitli's  plantation,  by  John  Oulbroth,  the  white  overseer.  Aleck  was 
in  his  own  house.  Ciilbroth  told  hiin  to  open  the  door,  which  Aleck  did. 
Cnlbroth. entered  and  sai«l:  '^T  lold  y<m  not  to  burn  any  i>ieces  of  rail.^ 
Aleck  snid  lie  had  no  wood  and  w  as  ubii^ed  to  barn  soniethinjr.  <'nl- 
broth  t^ikl  him  to  go  out  of  doors  and  get  out.  Aleck  went  out  of  doors. 
Culbroth  took  a  piece  of  rail  and  knocked  Aleck  down  with  it  twice. 
Aleek  started  for  Aujccusta  next  morning.  Dr.  Smith  met  him  and  jK^r- 
snnded  him  to  return,  tellin;;  him  he  would  do(*tor  him.  Aleck  died  a 
short  time  alter  this.    lie  inn  er  got  over  it;  never  was  well  after  it." 

Nancy  Black  sa^Ns:  "'Aleck  died  on  Sunday  a  few  weeks  after  this." 

Richard  Johnson  says:  Aleck  lived  three  weeks  after  he  waA  beaten, 
but  he  was  sick  all  tlu?  time.  When  he  g(»t  back  that  morning  ( "ullsroth 
kicked  him  out  of  the  giu-honse.  Alter  Aleck  died  Culbroth  left  for 
Florida." 

Tom  Culbroth  is  brother  to  John  Culbroth,  and  lives  neai*  here,  viz., 
Mr.  Stearns's. 

Willis  Jackson  lived  at  General  Evans's  last  summer. 

IKc  (^nitis's  wife  was  assaulted  by  Henry  Evans,  who  struck  heron  the 
head  witli  a  piece  of  jihink  three  feet  long.  General  Evans  also  struck 
her  on  her  legs  with  a  large  pine  stick.   Nothing  was  (»ver  done  about  it. 

Lavoina  Jackson  says:  ^^I  hired  at  Harvey's  mills,  four  miles  irtim 
hercj  last  summer.  Dinah  Sanders  was  shot  through  the  head  by  Wil- 
liam TIngar,  a  ytamg  man  who  accused  her  of  stealing  clothes  from  Mrs. 
Harvey,  which  she  denied.  She  was  sick  a  lou^  time,  but  did  not  die. 
The  young  man  still  lives  there.  Mr.  Harv  ey  paid  the  woman's  husband 
to  let  the  nijitter  drop." 

Isaac  Walker  says:  Willia)ii  Jones  set  his  dog  on  to  a  boy  of  his  for 
coining  to  meeting  to  hear  that  d — d  old  hypocrite  preach,"  meaniug  Air. 
Stearns. 

Fnink  Cnmmings  says:  Frank  Stringer  and  Simpkins  came  to  the 
gate  leading  to  our  (inarters,  November  iM),  and  said  he  heard  one  of  his 

cows  jrot  killed;  and  Tliiirsday  Tnoniiiip:,  as  I  was  going  t<»  iinll,  about 
a  mile  from  here,  Stringer  and  .lones  waylai<l  me,  and  stopped  my 
oxen^  an<l  said:  'To-day  is  the  day  when  I  am  to  kill  you.^  But  1  sat 
still  m  the  cart.  Ue  had  his  gun  in  his  hand;  and  then  Jones  said  if 
any  d — n  nmn  would  do  him  as  1  had  done  String(>r  he  would  kill  him.  I 
told  him  I  had  done  notiung:  and  Jones  said:  'AH  the  way  y on  can 
;:i\e  me  satislactiou  is  to  vote  tlie  (h-moeratie  ticket.'  Ingndiam,  a 
hltk*  l>oy,  then  slipi)ed  oil  and  went  back  to  Mr.  iSti  arns's,  aud  in  a  short 
time  six  or  ei^htof  his  hands  came  on;  and  Stxinger  then  suddenly 
left,  and  I  went  on  to  the  null.  On  our  way  back  Jones  came  aft«r  us 
with  a  h>aded  i»isttil.  aiid  sent  word  to  ^Ir.  Stearns  never  to  send  any 
more  corn  to  his  mdl,  m-  any  of  us  to  set  otu*  feet  on  his  j)lantation, 
which  joins  Mr.  Stearns's.  3lr.  Stearns  was  lying  ahuost  at  the  point  of 
death  at  the  time.  Jones  afterwards  tsaid:  'Tell  Steams  he  might  send 
his  corn,  if  he  wanted.'" 

Xancy  Blake  lived  this  hist  summer  in  Burke  county,  near  T^iehmond 
and  a  colored  man  named  l-'red  Mitchell  was  killed  by  a  whiit^  nuin 
named  Martin  Paine.  Last  winter,  in  January  or  Fel»rnary,  >titchell 
fired  off  his  i)istol  in  the  quarters,  in  onler  to  get  the  load  out,  and 
Paine  accusecl  him  of  shooting  at  him,  and  brought  the  ball,  as  he  said, 
whieli,  oji  trial,  would  not  tit  Mitcludl's  pistoh  PaiTie  then  struck 
Mitchell  with  a  slickj  and  ^litchell  stepped  into  the  house  and  got 
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boliiiul  the  door.  He  then  \mt  his  head  out  to  sec  if  Paiiu;  was  {40110, 
and  Taiue  fired  at  him  twice  and  hit  him  in  the  hea<l  aud  in  his  jaw. 
Mitchell  died  in  10  days  after  this  from  the  wound.  Nothing  has  ever 
bc^en  done  to  Paine,  to  my  knowledjje. 

On  Dr.  Jim  Hamilton's  pinre,  John  Oolver  was  stabbed  in  his 
shoulder  by  the  overseer.    Nothitio:  (h)n(\ 

Jerry  Kaver  was  threatened  to  be  killed  by  Charles  Reeves,  on  Bob 
Lambkius's  place. 

liiu-y  Rani.sov  was  beaten  on  th(»  liead  severely  with  a  board  by  Nute 
Hapfy,  and  struck  on  the  head  with  a  hoe  by  his  son  for  not  eookinj^  to 
suit  them;  and  nothing  was  ever  done.  The  woman  left  Hagy  aud  went 
to  Walton's.'— G't wit  bp  Henry  Rom, 

John  Tucker  reiM>rted  a  case  at  Tucker's  mill,  in  Lincoln  county,  of 
two  coioK'd  men  who  were  shot  and  thrown  into  the  river  the  week 
before  rlorfion. 

Joliu  Juinisou  saw  a  man  who  was  shot  at  the  same  time,  in  the 
shoulder-blade  and  in  his  back ;  and  he  said  the  other  two  men  were 
killed  and  thrown  into  a  river.   Mrs.  Croly,  a  wliit^  woman,  states  the 

same.    He  is  now  workin*^  at  the  widow  Lambkins's. 

Mi*s.  {-roly  says  that  a  few  days  aofo  she  was  at  Liiicolnton,  county 
Meat  of  Lincoln  county,  and  was  grossly  insulted  by  vaiious  parties 
l>eeau8e  she  had  entertained,  in  the  spring,  the  radicals.  The  tavern* 
keeper's  wife  ordered  her  out  of  the  parlor  info  the  kitchen;  and  people 
in  the  street  threw  stones  into  her  wajron  and  at  her  horse,  and  onme 
very  near  frightening  it.  She  said:  Don't  do  that;  it  may  kill  the 
child."  They  said:  "All  the  better  for  thatj  there  will  be  one  less 
rodicaL*'

Sib:  We.  white  republicans,  officers  of  Muscogee  county,  (Jeorgia, 
officials  of  tne  United  States  government,  beg  leave  to  enter  our  i)rotest  • 
against  the  reception,  by  yonr  coininittcM*,  of  the  testimony  of  John  W. 
Dner,  ordinary  of  this  county,  in  relation  to  affairs  in  this  State.  Knch)s(>d 
you  will  find  a  printed  copy  of  said  ti  snuuHiy,  which  you  will  observe 
was  made  in  reply  to  interrogations  prox)ounde<l  by  Hon.  Nelson  Tift, 
democratic  member  of  Congress  from  this  State,  to  different  officers  of 
the  same.  Yon  would  con<*lu(le  from  the  first  jKirt  of  his  answers,  and 
no  doubt  he  wishes  to  convey  th»'  idea,  that  he  is  a  reitnhlican.  it  is  true 
that  the  republicans  electeil  him  to  llic  oflit-e  whiih  he  disgracefully  tills; 
but  the  moment  he  was  installed  in  office  he  went  over  to  the  democracy, 
and  from  the  importance  of  his  ()tlice  he  became  a  great  tool  in  the  haii^s 
of  the  democracy,  to  the  detriment  of  tlie  ropnldiean  i)arty  of  this  c(mnty. 

By  virtue  of  his  otlice  lie  controlled  the  ])olls,  and  in  the  ]tresidt'utial 
election  by  ai>pointing  democrats  to  manage  them^  in  a  county  that  was 
4(iO  republican  mf^rity  in  the  ^bematonal  election,  the  boxes  were  so 
staffed  as  to  give  500  democratic  majority,  making  a  gain  of  over  1,000 
demo('iat!<'  \  «»t<'s.

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negative.  In  refutation  of  Ms  answers,  we  now  beg  leave  to  answer 

the  queeition.s  pii>pouiukMl  in  the  cutjuliir  of  the  honorable  member  of 
(  niJi^i  oss,  althouffh  not  a(lfln»ss(Ml  to  us,  and  nve  ask  of  jrour  honorable 
CiHimiittee  a  hearin^j  iu  repird  to  the  same. 

To  his  flixt  question,  viz:  Are  the  hiws  of  Georgia  faithfully  and 
impartially  exec»t<?df we  would  reply,  no.  Why,  on  the  night  previ- 
ous to  the  presidential  election,  at  a  republican  meeting;  in  this  city,  two 
n(»*ri'(>es  were  shot  <lown,  by  doniocrats,  for  no  cause  other  than  that,  a» 
We  know  of,  of  hurrahing  tor  (inmt  and  Colfax.  The  murderers  of  the 
uegroes  have  not  been  aiTestedj  no  efibrts  have  been  made  to  fen-et  ont 
the  criminals,  that  we  know  of;  nothing  has  been  done,  with  the  exoep-. 
tion  of  holding  an  inquest  over  the  bodies  of  the  ilccrased.  A  iiogro 
Wiis  nssnnlted  not  long  since,  in  this  city,  by  a  desiKTado  and  ^<  ateii 
badly  witli  a  pistol.  A  magistrate  was  present  ajid  did  uot  com  maud 
the  peiice,  and  afterwards,  uiHjn  application  for  a  warrant  for  the  arrest 
of  the  offender,  he  advised  the  non-issuance  of  a  warrant,  and  did  not 
nor  ever  has  issued  oru":  liis  plea  being  that  tlu'  desperado  lia<l  threat- 
ened to  shoot  any  man  fliat  attempted  toarrest  him  for  a  damned  negro, 
Thirilly,  a  republican,  not  long  siuce,  in  tiiis  county,  wiw  convicted  by  a 
jury  of  an  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  to  four  years' 
imprisonment  iu  the  i>enitentiary.  From  the  testimony  adduced  it  was 
deal-  to  evcrv  unbiased  mind  that  he  was  innocent  of  the  charge,  and 
wc  believe  tliat  he  was  c<nivictetl  solely  on  political  grounds.  Tliis  man 
had  the  reputation  among  the  iK'ople  as  doorkeejier  lor  tlic  L  nioii  League. 
We  would  state  that  he  is  a  white  man.  So  shocking  was  the  venlict  to 
the  feeling  of  all  that  nearly  all  the  democrats  of  the  eommnnity  have 
signed  a  petition  for  his  pardon.  We  could  mention  nnni^Tons  other 
instances  iu  the  iState,  but  thiuk  these  will  sufiiee  iu  siippoit  of  our 
allegations. 

As  to  the  second  question,  viz:  *<Is  there  any  organized  or  unorgan- 
ized r^dstanoe  to  lawf"^  we  state  that  we  know  of  none,  Imt  from 
iin!rjeron<  instances  of  violation  of  law  with  im])unity  we  believe  that 
then*  must  be  some  mutual  understanding.  The  laws  are  faithfully  exe- 
cuted against  re])ublicans,  but  not  against  democrats. 

As  to  the  thihl  question,  viz:  Are  the  officers  of  the  law  fitithfnl  to 
their  duties?''  we  w»)uld  reply  that  generally  they  are  not,  in  proof  of 
which  we  refer  yon  fi»  <»nr  ;ins\vcrs  to  question  first. 

In  ixjgard  to  quesiiou  l.mr,  viz:  "What  is  the  disposition,  feeling  and 
treatment  of  the  white  people  towards  the  black  we  would  state  that, 
as  long  as  they  succumb  to  the  whites,  as  when  slaves,  th(>y  <'au  perhaps 
live  peaceably,  but  the  nmment  that  they  exercise  the  right  of  an  Amer- 
ican citizen  they  are  persecuted,  driven  in  niaii\  instances  tioiii  plan- 
tations unpaid  lor  theii'  work.  This  merely  lor  liaviug  the  audacity  of 
voting  the  republican  ticket. 

Question  five,  \iz:  '*What  is  the  disposition,  feeling  and  treatment 
ot  the  white  jieople  towards  rejniMicans  f*^  we  state  tlnit  the  white 
people  ai*e  evilly  dispos<*d  toward  all  white  republicans;  tli«'ir  feel- 
ings are  of  a  viudi<'tive  irharacter,  and  ju»  to  treatment  ihc.v  are  socially 
ostRieizeil,  publicly  stigmatized,  and  miiny  liecretly  murdered,  for  no 
other  cause  than  that  of  being  republicans;  an  instance  of  which  oc- 
<*urr<'d  in  this  ( itv  in  the  murder  of  G.  W.  Asldjurn.  Tliev  are  denounced 
publicly  and  privately  as  ne^-ro  worshi|>pei s,  tradnej'd  in  ail  nmnm*rs 
imayiuable,  it  iieing  a  matt<*r  of  impossilaliiy  lor  an\  man  tt»  transact 
bu.«iiness  su<H*(*ssfldIy  who  publiidy  advocateK  n«pnb1ienn  principles. 

Question  six:  "What  is  the  disposititm,  feeling  ami  treatment  of  the 
white  peo*'le  toward  northern  men  visitingordesiringto settle  InGeorgiu 
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We  reply,  that  as  long  as  uortheru  men  come  heif  and  advcx^ti'  demo- 
cratic principles,  and  cater  to  the  opiuions  of  tbe  white  people,  no  doubt 
they  will  be  well  receivetl;  but  tiie  moment  that  a  northern  man  eonien 
here  and  a*lv<»ci»t<*s  n-pnlfliran  seiitinHMiis.  rliitf  moment  his  family  is 
ostraeizpfl,  he  is  sti^mutiztMl,  hin  bu.siiR\>'S  injured,  and  for  self  preserva- 
tion 18  *u»mi>elletl  to  retrat  e  his  steps.  There  is  no  chance  for  northern 
men  with  repabUcan  sentiments  tfettliug  in  this  State  and  living  in 
peace,  other  tli.ni  that  of  settling  in  colonies,  whereby  they  are  independ- 
ent. It  is  tnu'  th-At  the  white  i)eop!o  desire  iiortheni  capital  and  skill 
to  develop  their  resources;  but  if  it  has  to  couiti  in  conuectiou  with 
republican  sentiment^  they  bid  it  stay  away. 

Question  seven:  **Do  the  people destie  peace  and  a  restoiation  of  their 
proper  rehations  to  the  States  and  governiiient  of  the  Union?" 

Answer.  Tliev  provided  the  country  is  to  be  nded  Jicconlin^r  to 
their  views,  uud  in  tieiiiucratic  interest;  but  if  it  has  to  be  ruled  by  thtt 
republican  party — negro- wor8hii)ping-party,  iis  they  callit— *they  want  no 
peace. 

Question  eight:  "Is  there,  in  your  oi)ini(Mi,  any  necessity  or  justifica- 
tion for  the  propnsefl  destruction  of  the  present  irovennneiit  of  Georgia, 
and  tlie  esUiblishuieut  of  a  military  or  provisional  government  J'' 

Answer.  There  is,  for  without  it  the  (Tnloa  men  of  the  State  will  be 
compelled  t  • » leave  the  same.  Government  will  go  into  the  luinds  of  the 
late  rel)el  lemlers,  and  annrehy  rule  supreme.  In  conclusion',  we  would 
state  that  the  answers  of  the  onlinary,  enclosed,  are  made  in  demo<  i;ttie 
interest,  at  the  tUctation  of  democrats.  We  are  sorry  that  we  have  to 
trouble  yon  with  the'length  of  this  commnnication,  but  the  proeeedhiga 
of  your  committee  in  relation  to  Georgia  are  of  such  vital  inteR>st  to  her 
loyni  ( iti/eiiH^  if  we  do  Hot  do  80  we  would  feel  that  oar  duty  had  not 
iHjeu  discharged.

brief  remarks  statetl  the  object  of  the  meeting  to  b<^  the  endorsement  of 
tlio  policy  of  Governor  Bullock  In  regard  to  tbe  recoufttmction  of  the 
State.  On  motion,  tbe  Hecretary,  Colonel  Chapman,  and  J.  E.  Webster, 
w(»n'  nppoiiited  a  eominittee  to  prepare  business  for  the  meeting,  Aiter 
consultiitioM,  tlie  committee  reported  tiie  following:  resohition^: 

W  liereas  there  appears  to  exist,  at  tbe  present  time,  a  discordant  ele- 
ment ID  the  republican  party  in  this  State,  in  regard  to  the  propriety  of 
Congress  reeonstrneting  tbe  reeonstruetion  of  the  State;  and  whereas  it 
mny  snbserve  the  inr^Tcsts  of  tlie  loynl  men  of  the  State,  niid  nMloniid  to 
tlieir  fnture  prote<*iion,  that  a  public  expression  of  their  opinions  and 
feelings  in  regard  to  Congress  changing  tbe  statns  of  amrs  in  this 
State  shonld  be  made,  we,  the  loyal  eitizens  of  Mnseogee  ('onnty  in  eon- 
vention  as.seml)led,  ju'tunted  hy  no  motives  other  tliaii  tbosi»  of  seenring 
jnstiee  to  all  men,  ecpuility  brt«)r<'  \}\v  law,  and  tlie  pr<>t4M*tion  of  repnbli- 
cans  in  tiie  fnture  in  tlie  Ireedom  of  siH^eth,  and  all  the  rights  apper- 
taining to  men,  do  resolve : 

lat.  That  we  have  received  with  pleasure  the  position  taken  by  his 
excellency  Govei  iinr  Bnllock,  in  his  late  memorial  to  Conofress,  for  the 
secnrity  of  the  pi  iiu  iplcs  set  ft>rtli  in  this  preamble,  aixl  we  hereby  jiledge 
ourselves  to  stand  by  and  support  our  noble  governor  in  In's  endeavors  to 
establiah  law,  juatice,  and  protection  for  the  citizens  in  this  State. 

2d.  That  we  view  the  policy  advwrated  by  Governor  Bnllr>ck,  and  ennn^ 
ciated  in  tlTe  bills  of  Flon.  B.  F.  Hutlerand  Hon.  rit;n  li-^  S  nnner,  as  tbe 
only  a\  ailable  nn<»  whereby  peace  can  be  seenml  to  our  8tate,  i>rosjH^rity 
established,  and  the  loyal  men  pix>tected;  and  in  fuitherance  of  these 
views  we  cordially  invite  all  republicans  throughout  tlie  State  to  unite 
with  US  in  the  supjwrt  of  the  governor. 

:U\.  That  iccogidzing  the  Divine  ban<l  in  the  giddanceof  tbe  destinies 
of  nations,  we  ai*e  thankful  that  in  His  wise  dispensjition  he  ha**  placed 
in  the  exetMit  ive  chair  of  our  State  such  a  man  tus  Kufns  B.  Bullo<;k;  one 
worthy  to  be  honored  and  revered  by  all  true  law-abiding  citisens. 

4tb.  That  we  spurn,  with  utter  contempt,  the  malicious  charge  tele- 
gra]died  over  tbe  countiy,  tli;it  the  republieans  of  Geor«!:ia  an*  op]>o8ed 
to  the  policy  of  llovenHU'  Hniioek,  and  venture  the  as.sertion  that  nine- 
teijths  of  the  republicans  of  the  Stsde  favor  that  policy,  and  those  only 
opfiose  it  who  have  secured  lucrative  positions,  and  tremble  lest  they 
lose  them  in  the  event  of  the  adoption  of  that  policy. 

r»th.  That  we  believe  that  all  ivpublicans  opposing  Governor  Bullock 
are  a<*tuate<l  by  other  than  patriotic  motiv4*s. 

0th.  We  resiiectftilly  memorialise  Congress,  on  its  reassembling,  to 
adopt  the  g(>vernor's  policy  as  set  forth  in  his  mennirinl  and  the  bills  of 
Ibm.  B.  F.  Butler  and  the  ITmi.  Oharles  Sunnier,  believing  that  unless 
that  policy  is  adopted  the  I'nion  men  will  he  ei>ni]><»lled  to  leave  the 
State,  and  the  tide  of  imnugration  of  loyal  men  from  the  north  effectually 
st<»|M><'<^  ii^  support  of  that  we  earnestly  request  our  repretientatives 
in  ( 'ongrc^  to  give  their  support  to  a  bill  effectually  securing  the  object 
desired. 

7th.  That  in  tiie  expression  of  our  views  we  believe  we  ai*e  in  accord 
with  tbe  sentiment  of  the  Ljiioti  nicn  througlMUit  western  and  S(Mitbwest- 
ern  Georgia,  an<l  we  hereby  request  the  repnblii'nns  throughout  the  State 
to  hold  nu>etings  expressive  of  their  sentiments,  previous  to  the  reassem- 
bling of  Conirress,  and  f(U"ward  tin*  proc<'e«liTigs  to  the  same. 

Sth.  That  a  eojiy  of  these  resolntions  be  forwar<led  to  Hon.  George  S. 
Boutweli  and  Hon.  B.  W.  Norris,  of  the  lifcconst  ruction  Committee;  iloii. 
Charles  Sumner,  of  the  United  States  Senate;  Hon.  B.  F.  Butler,  of  the 
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House;  liis  excellency  fl«n ci  rit>T'  Bullock,  aud  to  the  Augasta Bepublicau 
and  American  Union,  for  imblitatioa.

To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

Having,  as  provisional  jfovernor-elect  under  the  rtttonstniction  acts, 
been  authorized  by  **Au  act  to  admit  the  States  of  ^'orth  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Louisiana,  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Florida,  to  representation 
in  t'on^j^ess,^  which  act  became  a  law  June  2r>,  18C8,  to  convene  the  pro- 
visional lej?islatureof  Georjinat  «"d  havinj^^  by  ])roel:unntion.  nndcr  »l:it«' 
June  L'r>,  1?S(>H,  acted  upon  that  authority;  and  having  on  the  fourth 
day  of  July,  18G8,  been  appointed  i»rovisional  governor  of  Georgia,  by 
Mi^jor  General  Geor|;e  G.  Meade,  vommaudiug:  the  third  military  dis- 
trict, under  and  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  him  by  the  reconstnic- 
tifHi  nets,  I  deem  it  my  oflicial  duty  to  represent  to  y(mr  iTouoniblc  body 
that  the  laws  under  winch  the  State  of  Georgia  wa»  to  have  been  admit- 
ted to  representation  in  Congress  have  not  been  fiilly  executed;  and  to 
present  for  your  consideration  the  i^easons  which  lead  me  to  this  conclu- 
sion. 

By  section  0  of  *'An  act  tor  tin*  more  <*ni(  irut  ^'^ovci  iinn'ut  of  the  rein*! 
States,^  among  which  States  is  enumenited  the  State  of  Georjiiu,  it  is 
provideii  that  until  the  peo])]e  of  said  rebellious  States  sliall  be  by  law 
admitted  to  representation  in  Congress,  any dvil  j^ovemment  which  may 
cyist  tluMvin  shall  l>c  dfcnicd  jJim  isirmal  only."  The  *roveriinient  of  tin- 
State  lias  therefore  been,  and  must  ('(Uitinue  to  be,  provisional,  until  the 
conditions  requiretl  by  the  act  which  became  a  law  «)une  2a,  1HG8,  shall 
have  been  complied  with  by  a  legislature  organized  in  accordance  with 
the  reconstruction  mt»  previously  adopted. 

By  section  [)  of  the  suppkMnentarv  reccjustnietioTi  net  passed  July  If), 
]8(i7,  it  is  re<|nii  ed  that  *'all  persons  liere;ifter  elected  •  •  •  to  orticc 
in  said  mihtar^v  district  •  •  •  siiaii  be  riMjuired  to  tiike  and  sub- 
scribe the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  law  for  officers  of  tiie  United 
States."  Tlie  government  having  l)e<Mi  provisioiml  at  the  time  of  the 
assoniblinjr  of  the  legislature  refeiTcd  to,  the  law  therefoi-e  required  that 
such  persons  only  as  were  eligible  under  the  recoustruetion  acts  should 
be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  uecessiuy  provisional  legislation  jne- 
eedent  to  recognition  as  a  State.  The  fact,  however,  is  that  all  the  can- 
didates for  the  genend  assendily  who  had  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  wer<'.  without  ve;^ai«l  to  their  eligibility  under  the  law,  ])er- 
mitted  to  take  scats  in  the  provisional  legislative  body,  and  to  jmrtici- 
pate  in  the  organization  and  the  legislation  thereof,  having  tii*st  Ih'cu 
simply  invited  to  take  an  oath  prescribed  in  the  new  constitution,  wliich 
constitution  had  not  at  that  time  become,  and  under  the  law  could  not 
then  be,  of  force. 

The  result  of  this  failure  to  execute  the  law  has  been  a  defeat  of  tlie 
purposes  which  tJongre^s  had  in  view  when  passing  the  acts,  the  pur- 
]M)ses  having  been  tht^  establishment  of  a  loyal  and  republican  State 
government,  al1'(»rding  adequate  i>rotection  for  life  and  property,  the 
niaiiiteTi;Hiee  of  peace  and  good  order^  and  tiie  tree  expression  of  x>oliti- 
cal  opiuuui. 

The  wise  discernment  displayed  by  Congress  in  requiring  by  its  legis- 
lation that  none  but  those  who  were  loyiU  should  participate  in  the 
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establish m<*nt  of  a  provisiional  govt'riuiieut  which  was  thereafter  to  l)e 
clothed  witlk  the  rights  aud  immunities  of  a  State  in  the  Union,  charged 
witii  the  care  and  protection  of  the  lives  and  property  and  the  civil  and 
political  rights  of  its  citizens,  is  made  the  more  apparent  by  the  conse- 
quences wliich  have  eiisiKMl  from  this  failure  in  the  enforeement  of  that 
legislation.  1  wouhl  therefore  msi>ectfully  invite  tiie  attention  of  your 
honorable  body  tp  this  subject,  and  ask  that  such  steps  be  taken  as  may 
to  you  seem  wise  and  projK^r,  for  the  obtaining  fhll  inforniivtion  in  rela- 
tion thert»to,  and  to  the  end  that  loyalty  may  be  protected  and  promoted 
by  the  enforeement  of  the  laws  enact»d  by  the  representatives  of  the 

American  i>eoi)le.

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  compliance  with  existing 
orders,  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this  bureau  in  the  sub- 
district  of  Albany,  of  the  general  situation,  and  of  tiie  condition  of  fkeed- 
men'><  jiftairs,  for  the  month  of  Octol>er,  1808. 

I  cijpy  from  the  able  report  of  George  R.  Ballon,  eso.,  agent,  &e.,  for  • 
the  counties  of  Stewart,  Quitman,  Randolph,  Clay,  and  Early.   He  says: 

Daring  the  past  montlk  I  have  b»en  «n|ira);ed  in  brini^iofr  cns««t  of  a»i$auhs  upon  freed  men 
before  tbe  civil  courts,  in  BPcurhifr  tlip  HTest,  as  far  as  prmcticabie.  of  guilty  panieit,  and  in 
making  settlements  for  freed tm-u  who  have  been  driven  from  tbeir  employment  by  tbreats  uf 
vlolttDMor  actual  assaults,  (usually  the  latter.)  made  by  ihu  planters  employing  th^m.  When 
the  consent  of  the  interested  partieii  cuald  be  oblatoed,  I  bavo  made  these  suttieinents  myitelf, 
but  whenever  the  planter  has  reused  to  acqniMct^  fn  my  deefsion,  I  have  taken  steps  look- 
iiig  to  ft  lecuvery  of  tlie  claims  nt  as  enrlv  h  date  ns  pofsibk-  vuidcr  cxihting  laws,  ailliough  I 
have  every  reason  to  believe  thai  tbe  ultimate  benefit  to  be  derived  by  the  freedniea  truta 
elaiim  tiras  pnMeciited  will  be  very  email,  If  not  fif  §n  Wltirelv  negative  cbaraeter,  a«  a 
litustnt  IB  calculated  to  unsottio  rlie  mind  nt  fricdnwOt  and  the  pKMeoulittg  atloriiejr 
usually  gHUi^es  bis  foes  to  suit  the  amount  colltH'tei], 

I  have  viaited  every  point  in  the  ditfen^nt  counties  under  my  supervision  where  business 
rr»tiuim1  my  prenencf,  itu  ludinp;^  Ltiuipkiii,  Florence.  dVorgetnwn.  and  Fort  Gaines«,  and 
Imve  found  the  general  coudiliuu  of  aifuirs  to  be  such  aj*  tt»  rciuUr  nugatory  my  etfoUc*,  in 
many  instances,  to  secure  to  the  freedmeu  reparation  fur  the  injuries,  pernoual  and  pecuniary, 
inflicted  upon  tbem  by  tbe  white  planters ;  atthongh  1  bave  succeeded  in  amicably  adjusting 
manj  caees,  and.  by  the  c(M>peration  of  the  local  mafflstreies.  In  rerovering  amomtts  due  to 
the  freedtnen,  whei  f  my  peisdnal  efforts.  d»'prived  of  all  tiuthority  as  1  uni.  litnl  proved  fiitile. 

Randolph  county  is  by  far  the  least  turbulent  in  this  division  ;  the  civil  autliuiitieti  evince 
a  willingness  to  Tender  impartial  justice  in  cases  brought  to  their  notice  at  the  instance  of  the 
agent  This  sttittMUfTir  must  be  quali6ed,  however,  tiv  .si»yiiip  tliat.  n'<  yet,  only  "justices' 
courts'*  can  be*  iueliide*]  iu  t lit;  above  remarks,  the  higher  coum  iu  thi.s  coitniy  uut  buviug 
been  tested  ;  and  even  these  lower  courts  are  made  less  prompt  than  could  be  desired,  as  m 
the  instance  of  a  case,  Frfedman  vs.  one  Dozier,  (white,)  who  has  for  some  time  effectually 
baffled  all  attempts  made  by  agents  of  this  bureau  to  bring  hiui  to  justice  for  as«sauU  with 
iiiti  nt  to  kill  certuin  freed  people  ;  two  warrants  were  issued  for  his  arrest  by  tin*  magistrate 
at  Cutbbert,  at  tbe  instance  of  the  agent,  of  which  one  was  for  assault  wiU)  intent  to  kill* 
Both  of  these  warraals  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  ao  officer  for  immediate  execution,  but 
up  to  the  prenent  time  Dutbing  has  been  done  by  this  officer,  aitbough  the  guilty  party  resides  < 
at  nreseut  iu  Culbbert. 

In  connection  with  the  above-mentioned  ease  I  would  respectfully  Rtnte  that  great  difficnitj 
is  experienced  by  me  in  seetirinfr  the  :iMt  iti?Hiiee  of  fit-cffmrn  at  tlif  time  tliey  are  most 
needed  to  testily,  as  tliey  often  cuuiu  iiuiny  nnh  s  tit  r'  port  a  case  tu  luf,  and  after  a  warrant 
ir4  issued  for  the  arrest  of  offending  parties,  thev  itlu-  freedmen)  aie  compelled  to  returu  to 
their  work.  As  a  matter  ot  course  no  day  can  he  iixexl  for  tbe  tiial  of  the  Case,  as  the  time 
of  arrest  is  unetitain ;  crniseqiiently,  when  the  errefit  is  finally  made,  tbe  guilty  party  is 
di»^(  liM!  IT'  <1  f-  r  \viuit  of  liny  )>i<>><  <  ution  :  and  this  evil  I  am  unable  to  obvialO,  as  I  nave  UO 
ucautt  ut  securing  the  aitcuduucc  of  either  witness  or  prosecutor. 
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In  Stewart  conotj  mach  ill-fperin(^  exhtfl  amonr  tbe  wliitteii  ag^dinst  ail  pt^iiuc^l  orgnniza* 
tioiis  or  iiK'etings  of  tbe  to-culled  "  radical  party,  aud  violent  iiieafl(tr«-K  liavn  been  Tv.iurted 
to  by  these  people  to  effectually  lirr»nk  tip  hii>1  il^Htro^'  the  cftifiency  of  all  such  or^auizutioiiM. 

Many  freedm^'n  have  been  driveu  fruiii  their  homes  by  the  planters,  and  are  compelled  to 
.  AlMudon,  not  only  ths  fitiits  of  a  year  of  toil,  but  ofknn  their  personal  effMitt;  (lH»e  latter, 
however,  1  bavu  been  enabled  to  recover,  in  •  gnwt  mea.Hnre,  by  civil  procesR. 

Qoitmau  county  han  the  same  type:*  of  disadvauta;^^,  outra$;^eA,  and  impocltioni  a«  tlie 
pn-cedinfir  <*oii»'>''^  inciitioucil.  itinl  tin-  apHthy,  or  ilirr(.-i  cotiiiivHiice  of  the  ciFll  ftUthoittles 
with  the  white.H,  iu  the  uuirHge)$  perpetrated  by  them,  is  utrougly  marked. 

Early  county  is  at  present  uuiet,  the  rreedmen  having'  been  bronfbt  into  aueh  complete 
•nbjection  by  the  whiles  us  to  lit-  in  ii  condition  little,  if  miy,  less  servile  thnn  tliut  of  Hrtinil 
slavery,  aud  thu  luime  may  bti  tiuid,  with  c-«^rtain  limitatioim,  of  every  cuuuty  under  my  .tuper- 
vision. 

In  each  of  the«e  conntieti  there  is  in  existence  a  deep  aud  settled  determination  to  make 
Georj^ia,  so  far  as  iu  them  Men,  emphalieally  a  "  white  man's  State  hence  the  mereiless 
j»'is>-eiiti(in  «if  all  prominent  leaders  of  the  negroes  who  profess  political  ooiuioos  at  variance 
with  the  tenets  held  by  the  white*.  The  kiUtug  of  W.  T.  Walker,  ctdored,  in  Karly  county, 
exenpltfies  this,  as  elso  the  trial  and  ootivictfou  of  John  T.  Qibeon  (the  leadlnf  freedman  in 
tbatcouiify)  for  ail  Httem|)t  to  incite  insurree'i'M. 

Affairs  in  Clay  county  do  not  materially  ditler  troui  other  counties  iu  their  geueial  aspect; 
each  and  all  present  a  Umg  llet  of  lawless  and  hid^b-handed  proceedin^rs  whieh  tbis  bareaa  is 
powerless  to  rarrerf  or  reme«ly.  and  %vliicli  tlie  civi!  aiithontif»«  will  not  take  ropniaance  of; 
the  iiiilural  conttequence  being  the  increased  l>oldne.<«s  of  the  pltiiiter  in  his  fraudulent  and 
violent  proceeding,  and  the  gimliitil,  but  sure,  breaking  down  of  that  buoyant  aud  entbo- 
aiaitic  apirit  which  has  inspired  the  Ireedoiea  np  to  tbe  tiuM  when  protection  was  withdrawn 
fipotn  them. 

If  cAunot  be  denied  that  the  freediiien  are  often  piillty  of  criminal  acts,  particularly  of 
thelt ;  but  this  spirit  of  lawlessness,  so  rapidly  developing  itself  among  them,  may  almost 
wholly  be  ascribed  to  tbe  unchecked  system  of  fraud  and  outrage  practiced  by  the  whites. 
For  example,  a  fn»rdniriTi  luKors  faithfully  for  nronths;  has  perhaps,  in  his  desire  to  accu- 
mulate 8ou)ethiug  for  himself,  deprived  hiuiseir  aud  family  of  many  necessaries,  (I  have 
knotvn  instances  of  their  goin|^  without  food  even,)  and  after  the  crops  are  made  and  ncarty 
gathered  the  freedman  is  driveu  away  with  his  family,  upon  some  slight  pretext,  (or  none  at 
all,)  and  loses  all ;  he  becomes  discouraged,  dishearteued,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  dt>8perate; 
lie  has  no  tribunal  to  which  he  may  appeal  for  justice,  aud  his  only  resort,  to  prevent  actnal 
starvatjuti,  is  to  steal  and  to  kill  tlie  stock  of  the  planter  who  defrauds  hioi. 

Nearly  all  flvedmen  who  report  eases  of  assault  to  me  evince  an  utter  unwillingness  to 

return  to  the  place  they  have  left,  and  invariably  because  tliey  have  been  thn  I'  lj-  d  wiili 
death  incase  they  '*repoit  to  thu  bureau;"  aud,  for  the  same  reaaon,  it  is  extremely  ditti- 
cMlt  to  obtain  witnesses  to  attest  the  truih  of  the  complaints  of  freedmeti :  and  if  the»e  wit- 
TifKSf<  ftre  cnmpolled  to  pive  evidence  in  a  case  between  a  white  man  and  a  freedman  ihej 
will  in  nearly  all  cases  sustuiu  the  while  man.    Such  has  been  my  experience. 

I  would  respectfully  state,  in  closing  iny  report,  that  nmiiy  of  the  lawyers  in  this  division 
use  their  utmost  skill  in  placing  obatacies  in  the  way  of  freedmen  obtaining  justice  through 
aiiv  intervention  of  the  bureau,  thus  rendering  tbe  duties  of  an  agent  far  more  arduous  aud 
dlfiicnlt. 

The  freediiien,as  a  class,  are  now  completely  controlled  by  the  wbitM,  and  I  would  respect* 
Inlly  state  that  my'observation  will  warrant  me  In  eaying  that  tbe  freed  people  cannot,  except 

in  isolated  ca;»es,  obtain  justice  in  the  civil  courts. 

\V.  ('.  Morrill,  esq.,  agent,  &(!.,  for  the  counties  of  Sumter,  Schley,  EDcl 
Wc'bst^'r,  n'j)orts  in  a  more  ^enmil  raannor,  as  follows: 

I  have  the  honor  tu  report,  tiiai  during  the  past  niontii  tlie  relation  between  employer  and 
employd  has  been  decidedly  better  than  during  the  previous  month.  There  seomj  to  be 
•everal  reasons  for  such  change.  The  most  important  one  seems  to  be,  that  tbe  election  of 
Oeneml  Orant  to  the  presidency  has  lieen  gradually  forcing  itself  upon  tbe  minds  of  the  people, 
■  and  in  consiMiufiK'e  of  the  conviction  that  these  Slate  u;ovi'rniii«uts,  with  the  tVeedmen  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  body  politic,  are,  uud  will  coutiuue,  a  tixed  fact.  Then,  again,  cotton  has 
been  bringing  a  good  price,  which  enabled  the  planter  to  pay  off  his  indebtedness,  which  vf 
it.nelf  is  a  tf'reat  pru  itier  of  fceliiitfs-.  A  man  in  debt,  aud  with  a  poor  crop,  not  bringing  eji  infifh 
to  pay  hi^  running  expenses  thruu^h  the  year,  feels  bitter  and  ctoha,  aud  is  likely  to  wreak 
his  vengeance  upon  those  he  can.   I  ci>ntidently  look  lor  the  freedman  to  be  better  aud  nKfra 

Sromntly  paid  this  year  than  at  auy  time  since  his  freedom.  Iu  many  instances  plautera  are 
ividlng  the  crop  as  they  j^atlivr.  and  the  freedmen  bring  it  to  town  aud  sell  it  themselves. 
Should  tlie  election  abuut  to  lie  lu  ld  puss  otT  without  seriously  arousing  the  pasnious.  I 
shall  believe  tbe  condition  of  the  colored  people  this  winter  will  be  very  much  improved. 
The  fact  once  firmly  forced  upon  the  minds  of  the  i^ople  that  the  fteedmen  have  a  ''politi- 
cal status*'  eqniil  with  themselves,  that  cannot  lie  chauged;  and  the  conviction  thru  free 
labor  is  more  protituble,  when  property  managed,  than  slave  labor— which  I  think  this  year 
will  piMtically  demonatiato — wiU,  in  my  opiiuon,  do  more  to  pave  the  way  for  a  more  just 
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and  brnnane  treatment  of  tbe  freed  people  than  an  j  namW  of  abstraci  qoMtlona  of  rigbC 
an>I  wroii^  that  pomibly  cmiM  lie  prt-Kouted  to  them. 

I  am  pleHRed  to  note  that  the  bitter  opposition  to  the  estubiisbiog  of  schooU,  so  prevalent 
last  moiith,  18  cbiiiif^ing  for  the  batter,  and  I  bopa  to  bo  able  to  aoeompltsb  all  tbal  was  pro- 

po.s«'J  early  this  liill. 

Atidnnv  I>,  (  lark,  osq.,  a^eiit,  &c.,  for  the  ccmutiee  of  Lee,  Terrell,  aud 
Uullioitii,  ieiH>rtH  suh  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  general  condition  of  affislni  In  mj  division  Is  bad ;  ntanj 

freedmen  aru  beiug  driven  friMu  their  by  violence,  and  In  d'.rert  vi(>l;iiioii  of  ilj««ir  cou- 

tractH,  and  in  nmiiy  instance:)  are  prevented  irum  H'puiiiu}^  tht  ir  vasea  by  tiireats  of  death. 

Sineeltook  cbnrgf!  of  this  office,  September  ](>,  I  Uhvq  rocurdi'd  'M  cams,  five  of 
tbcm  being  H«iBnu1ts  w  itb  wenpona  CHlculnted  to  produec  death,  three  uf  llie  hist-niimed  being 
agninKl  one  man  living  in  Calhuuu  county,  named  Dozier.  who  hus  ut  ditVerent  time^  »tHbb<Ml 
one  man  with  intent  tu  kill  him,  and  a^Kiiulted  a  man  and  woman,  and  would  have  killed  all 
three  bad  it  not  been  for  the  interference  of  others.  This  man.  Alien  Duzier,  in  still  ut  large, 
and  repeated  eHbrts  on  the  part  of  Agent  Bnllou  and  myself  have  failed  to  bring  him  to  jus* 
tifo.  He  hm  left  Ciilln'iui  l  oiinty  Hiul'goue  to  Cuthbert.  where  aiHither  effort  will  be  made 
to  arrest  him.  In  all  of  these  five  ui^tM  the  freedmeu  have  escaped  with  their  lives  only  bj 
flight.  Tlie  remainder  of  these  SO  easee  are  of  freedmen  being  driven  from  their  placee  of 
eiJip!(\vTTHMtt  without  pJiy,  and.  in  many  instnTit  es,  the  planteri*  have  suizcd  and  held  their 
neiHuuHl  elfoctM  without  due  process  of  law.  Uy  (  uusing  the  issue  of  possessoiy  warrants  I 
litive  Kucceeded  in  recovering  the  greater  part  of  the  property  so  seized.  I  have,  by  consent 
of  purtioK,  made  some  scitlementi  of  diifeiences  between  planters  and  freed  men,  and  iu  othaf 
ca^es  Imve  ht<  pped  the  removal  of  crtips  until  a  Kettk-ment  could  be  etVeetcd. 

In  Terrell  county  ailitirs  urn  in  a  mucli  better  condition  than  in  either  Lee  or  Calhoun 
counties,  as  in  that* county  the  civil  autiiorities  are  more  disposed  to  execute  the  laws  justly 
and  impartially  than  in  either  of  the  other  eoonties  mentioned.  This  may  perhaps  be  attrib- 
nieil,  in  jiuit.  lo  the  immediate  presence  of  an  nt;eiit  of  thin  bineiui. 

In  i^ee  eouuiy  the  civil  autbotitieM  show  very  little  dispoHiiinu  to  do  justice  to  the  freed- 
meo,  and  1»boier»  are  being  driven  from  their  crops  mid  as.sanltcd  by  tbeir  omployere,  with 
little  if  any  h(t|re  uf  nhtainin'x  justice  or  being  ]>ni>i  lur  their  labor. 

Matters  aie  in  a  still  vvort»e  condition  in  Calhoun  county,  where  it  i.s  afiparently  im}»>'-,sib'e 
fur  a  freedman  to  bring  a  ca*e  before  a  civil  c^urt  in  sucb  a  way  as  to  gel  ju.Htite.  They  are 
driven  from  their  labor  without  pretext,  and  by  threats  ui'  violence,  and  are  thraateued  with 
death  if  tbcy  report  to  the  agent  of  this  bureau. 

I  would  ii-s(ie(i!u]!y  call  jonr  atfciitii  ti  i  .  one  case  in  Calhoun  county — that  of  nine  freed- 
meu, wiio,  ou  the  ir»th  day  uf  October,  l^tk?,  were  arrested  on  a  charge  of  "inciting  rioL** 
At  the  last  term  of  the  circuit  court  I  heard  Judge  Clark  especially  charge  the  grand  jury  to 
investigate  a  charge  against  thcso  frecdmf'n  fur  a  re-(cne  ;  and  since  court  I  liave  been 
infoniied  that  the  grand  jury  did  not  tind  a  true  bill  atsainst  theui ;  they  were,  however, 
arrested  on  a  diwge  of  inciting  riot,  and  imprisoned  until  tbey  gave  bond  of  $JUO  each  for 
llieir  appearance. 

The  tnct.s  in  ibis  so-called  rescue  are  these  :  At  a  political  meeting  held  at  Morgan  tlie  sheriff 
arrested  the  s])eaker,  a  c»ilored  republican ;  tbeie  were  about  5tJ0  fieedmen  in  the  town,  but  no 
threats  of  violenve  or  resistance  were  made  by  them,  nor  was  there  any  coufusiou  among 
them,  until  a  white  man  ran  among  them  with  e  gun,  and  in  the  oonfusiou  tliat  then  ensued 

the  pri.-'oner  walked  ufl'.  Tlii>  freedmeu  weie  then  t(dd  by  the  citizens  to  go  away  fMnii  tow  n 
bt-fore  any  ditiicuity  occuiied,  and  they  at  once  ])e^eeubly  v^eut  home.  This  wasi  called  "a 
rescue,*' but  uotbi  ing  so,  and  it  being  neeessary  to  muku  an  arrest  **to  check  tbe  einritof 
ji)«iirre''tion  manife^ti d  hy  the  fri*ediiien,"  these  nine  fieedmen  were  taken  un  a  cbnrpe  of 
iiititiiig  riot ;  btit  the  white  man,  who  was  tlic  only  one  who  showed  a  dispobitiun  to  cicuie 
a  disturbance,  was  not  arrested.  One  member  of  the  grand  jmy,  E.  U.  iio.ss,  sworn  to  report 
all  violations  of  law,  was  himself,  with  tliree  brothers,  giiilty  of  an  aseault  with  intent  to 
kill,  and  no  action  has  been  taken  against  them  by  the  civil  authorities.  Tbwe  four  men 
as.'>anltt>d  a  ireedmati,  knui  kin;:  him  down  with  a  gun  ;  they  then  l'«uk  him  lo  the  hou.sc  and 
tied  him,  and,  from  his  (the  fruedmau's)  sworn  statement,  would  have  killed  him  hud  uut 
other  IrciNlmen  inteifered.  I  went  to  Morgan  with  tlie  intention  of  bringing  tbis  case  before 
the  ^rrand  jnry.  ln;t,  fiiidiii<r  K.  G.  Boss  on  the  jury,- 1  c*nicliidi'd  tu  take  ttn-  cno-  before  a 
nta).;i>liule,  but  have  su  tar  tailed  to  got  ibe  freedman  to  meet  iuc  ul  Moigau.  The  idea  ol 
sueli  men  doing  impartial  justice  is  preposterous. 

Finally,  1  would  cay  that  tbe  t'leedmen  are  so  effet-tually  controlled  by  the  whites  that  tbey 
are  alraid  to  report  outrages  to  mc,  and  if  I  succeed  in  Imving  a  white  man  arrested,  ihu  feted* 
men  cannot  gvl  their  witnesses  to  testify  unless  brought  up  by  tbe  sbeiitT. 

A.s.>ii.stant  Ai-liiij;  Siirj,^t'ou  ('liarlivs  Uausiicnlu'i  j;.  rnitcd  Stati's  army, 
a^ciit  for  tbe  couutie^  of  Wortb,  iiuughcrty,  Mitchell,  auU  Baker, 
repoit.s : 

llmt  no  contracts  have  been  presented  at  tbis  c  tbce  for  approval  during  the  month  of 
Oetuher,  lMi~,  and  that  eoinphiints  ot  arbitrary  diM-barges  of  laborers  without  suihcieut 
cause,  aud  without  couipensaiion  for  the  labor  performed,  vomplaiuts  of  tlie  arbitrary  dm- 
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pOKal  ol  i\iv.  t  recti  men's  share  of  the  crop  by  tli«  employer  without  the  laborer's  consent, 
reports  of  a.<«i<Hnl(H  of  a  mure  ur  leas  serioBS  ebHractt  r,  aud  often  eau8e<l  by  pulitical  hutred 
Hkirt<>,  constitiiie  the  prltu  ipal  biisint  sH  upon  which  ai^tion  \*  taken  at  thin  ollice. 

In  casejj  of  arbitrary  discbai^a-.-i  (the  most  frequent  cause  of  complaint  of  the  freedman)  he 
han  very  nearly  no  remedy.  His  wages  or  his  share  in  the  crop  almost  invariably  atnoiint 
to  more  tium  #1U0,  «ud  li«  inuM  (li«r«l'oref  in  n  mftjorifjr  of  itutauoea,  sue  ia  tbe  aupeiior 
court. 

Hefun-  ho  VHU  obtain  thr  sorvItT'S  of  a  lawyer,  lie  must  pUT  a  fee-  of  from  S35  to  $'>0,  OT 
must  stH'iii-e  the  payment  ot  it,  by  giving  a  lieu  on  his  share  ofthe  crop,  wltere  iu  a  majority 
of  iiistanet'H  the  same  man,  wiiu  thus  set-ks  to  obtain  payment  tor  his  labor,  after  havinir 
workeii  perhaiis  lu  urly  the  wlmleyfur,  is  driven  off,  often  witli  a  fiiinily,  without  one  cent  of 
niuney  ur  one  moiuhftil  ol  pruviaiunn,  while  the  employer  for  whom  lie  woikitd  holds  the 
entire  proceeds  of  bin  labor,  claims  the  tight  to  drive  nim  oft' at  any  tinie^  but  refuses  to  set- 
tle with  biui  until  Chriatma«.  When  suit  is  commeDoed,  six  or  twelve  moutlui  ehipse  until 
trie)  term;  13  or  18  months  until  judgment  term;  the  cotored  plaintiff  has  since  had  to 
cliiiiige  homes  once  or  tsxiee,  bi.s  putienee  in  waiting  for  his  money  is  nearly  worn  ont  and 
he  has  given  up  all  ho|>e  of  getting  it,  aud  has,  perbap^i  from  curelessutws,  or  want  uf  proper 
iDfornitttioD,  or  want  of  means  to  travel  aud  to  live  on  while  at  court,  or  from  fear  tnat  he 
will  be  discharged  and  lose  the  present  year's  liihor  if  he  stiivH  away  Ht  eonrt  several  days, 
failed  to  make  his  apptiarance  at  the  piopt- r  term,  m  his  pi  iucipal  witnesses  being  colored  people, 
have  become  ao  scattered  tlrnt  they  cannot  be  ft>und  and  made  to  appear  at  the  proper  tiue. 
So  the  case  grows  old,  wears  out,  and,  wirh  a  little  ^kilful  management  on  the  part  of  tho 
employer's  att<irney.  goes  by  default,  or  is  thrown  out  of  court,  or  dies  some  other  techni'iU 
death  in  due  form  of  law,  while  the  freedman  nt  hotne  eur.sei  the  law  an^i  the  white  man  who 
cheated  biin  out  uf  bis  lionest  earnings ;  and,  iusteaU  of  improving  iu  industry  and  Uili}couve 
as  a  laborer,  aud  in  honesty  and  reliability  as  a  man,  he,  true  t<i  i>ld  habits  aud  old  modes 
of  thinking,  arrives  Hpain  at  the  coiit lusioii  that  he  might  as  well  he  Inzy.  and  lake  life 
easy;  that  he  will  make  about  &6  much  as  if  he  works  hard,  and  that  it  is  uu  harm  to  prac- 
tice lying  and  stealing  on  p(H)ple  who,  at-cordinfr  to  hb  views,  lake  so  niucb  advantage  of 
bim.  only  in  nn  n[)paienily  '*  legal"  iiutTnicr. 

Or  even  it  the  case  is  tried,  the  whiti  iiian  brings  up  a  ronlmct  in  which  the  freedman.  as 
frequently  has  been  and  will  be  the  ca-e  gives  hiui  all  ponsible  advantages.  The  jury  does 
not  lake  the  iuiquity  of  the  coutract  into  cousideiation,  but  aays,  **be  is  free,  let  bim  lot»k 
out  for  his  own  luteiest :  if  he  make  a  bad  contract  it  is  not  our  fwlt.**  and  decides  accord- 
ing to  the  contract,  nud  the  fnedmao  baa  the  eoeti  to  pi^  in  two-tbirda  of  Uie  c»Ma  thai  an 
tried. 

In  cases  of  arbitrary  dispiMials  of  fieednien*s  portion  of  the  crop  by  their  employers,  which 

have  been  frequent  during  the  past  month.  I  have  trenerally  siuceeded  by  taking  steps 
towards  levying  attachments  ou  the  cotton,  in  preveniiug  it  from  Lieiug  sold  ur  shipped,  and 
as  causing  the  emphtyer  to  make  preliminary  .•settlements  at  this  office,  with  a  view  of  ascer* 
taiuiug  what  amount  of  the  freedmeu's  share  of  the  cotton  was  required  to  pay  thtiir  iudobt- 
ednoss  to  him,  and  how  much  of  it  ought  to  be  retained  by  them  hs  their  cotton. 

In  every  instance  of  that  kind  I  have  had  to  eiicounter  the  oppoHiiion  iind  ill  will  of  tho 
parties  concerned,  «ud  have  had  to  put  up  with  some  siteers  from  wateliuuseoien  aud  plauta> 
tton  mnnat^ers,  the  so>called  overaeers  of  former  slaves,  who,  with  very  few  ozceptloua  under 
the  nen  //^^nm  .  uic  a  curse  to  emphiyers  as  well  as  laboreis,  and  a  nuisam  e  generally,  as 
the  large  umouut  uf  all  trouble  ou  plaulatiuus  is  brought  on  by  their  overbearrng  aud  tyrauui- 
cat  treatment  of  laborers,  and  their  hatred  and  o)i}>o!sition  to  Hiiytbin|f  in  the  tcvattnenlof  • 
nejrrn  that  savors  of  kindness  or  equity,  or  Hn<;ht  else  thnn  brute  force. 

All  ea»es  of  assault  aud  battery,  or  other  c  iiities,  where  the  injured  party  wua  vvilliui;  to 
appear  hh  prosecutor,  have  been  referred  to  nota.ies  jmhlic  for  action  ;  but  as  il  is  not  their 
duty  to  issue  warrants,  the  freedman  generally  luts  to  pay  $5  to  some  lawyer  to  write  out  a 
waiTant  liefore  he  can  accomplish  his  object,  which  I  tbinit  constitutes  a  very  objectionable 
feature  in  the  manner  the  iau  is  exemtt  d  by  them.  Tlie  contity  judges  used  to  i.-^.-^ue  w  ar- 
rants, and  charged  for  them  iu  the  costs  tlie  legal  fee  of,  I  think,  $1  25,  which  the  party 
found  at  fault  hud  to  pay  with  the  costs.  I  have,  from  all  this,  arrived  at  the  conclusion  thiU 
tlie  jiisticeh*  or  notary  j»ublie.s'  conrts,  nnlps.H  their  jniisdietion  in  civil  cases  is  extended  f  tn- 
siderahly  tjver  #100,  will  geirerally  not  answer  the  purpose  for  the  adjndieation  ofthe  clanns 
of  laborers,  and  that  the  system  of  notaries  public  with  criminal  jurisdii  tion,  in  all  cases  less 
tliun  felony,  unless  it  be  their  duty  to  issue  warrants  themselves,  and  cfiarge  for  them  in  the 
bill  of  costs,  will  not  answer  as  good  a  purpose  as  county  courts  have,  or  districts  courts  in 
the  sense  of  the  new  constitution  would  have  answered,  aud  that  ilie  pa.s.sn^e  of  a  law  estali- 
lishiug  a  summary  process  by  which  the  lien  given  to  laborers,  iu  the  new  constitutrurr,  ou 
the  products  of  their  labor,  can  be  enforced,  is  a  pressing  necessity,  and  should  be  urgently 
dernandi  il  by  tin-  lahtnin^r  eh».-ses  fioni  the  next  If^'islaluie. 

A  large  number  of  as^aiilts,  geueially  with  intent  lo  kill,  committed  upon  freed  people,  can- 
not be  brought  before  the  civil  authorities  for  trial,  as  such  crime  has  to  be  tried  in  the  county 
where  it  has  been  ronunittcd  :  and,  as  a  large-  ntiniber  of  these  nssanlfcd  freed  peo|de  have 
just  escaped  with  llieir  li\es,  they  are  {generally  nut  willing  to  risk  them  again  by  going 
back  to  the  county  from  which  they  were  driven,  to  swear  out  a  warrant  before  a  magis- 
trate,  llence  no  warrants  are  issued  and  no  commitment  triaia  iustituted,  aud  the  soveroign 
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perpi'trators  of  these  Crimea  remaia  anchecked  iu  the  exhibition  of  their  chiralric  prowess 
upon  the  persotifl  of  their  former  sluves. 

Win  II  I  cousider,  in  addition  to  tbi'se  t1t»ficionripfl  of  the  Iftwn  an<1  jiidk  iarv  fyst«»m.  that 
it  is  pUtiuly  the  aim  and  object  ut  u  iiiajority  ut  the  emplu^'eru  to  lake  mlvnui&g^  ut  ihv 
i^oianc-e  of  the  colored  people  and  to  allure  them,  by  fair  promiHes  and  liberal  puratioim  uf 
whiskey  about  ChrUtmas  time,  into  fuolbh  aod  nnequitabre  contraetji ;  work  them  as  hanl 
ax  possible  all  the  year,  and  pay  them  at  their  likitip  at  the  end  ;  and  that  very  few,  if  any, 
of  the  InwyiTH  will  ttike  hold  of  tlir  cnnes  of  colored  people  \>  itliuut  feiir  or  prejiuliee,  tiiid 
apply  the  proper  legal  remedy  to  them,  with  the  alacrity  with  which  they  nerve  the  white 
own — I  caotitft  twip  to  eome  to  the  eondttsion  that  their  cbamwa  for  olitaining  justice  tere- 
after,  in  eivH  or  criminal  courts  of  this  section  of  country,  will  hp  deplornhly  poor. 

The  system  of  contracting,  which  has  been  establiitbed  during  the  few  yeais  fieedom  has 
existed  ror  the  colorad  men.  nocdt  very  material  chanpreti. 

Contracts  for  wapps — nny  fmtti  S-'>  to  ?I5  per  month  for  field  laborprx.  one-lialf  at  least 
payable  every  month  or  every  other  nioulli,  ai.U  llieir  iiou-payim'Jit  coii.->titiuiiip  a  forfeiture 
of  tbe  contract — are  the  be.st  and  most  8ui.Nblo  ag^reements  for  the  ignorant  frcedmen.  It 
the  laborer  neglects  his  duty,  lot  him  ho  dischar^d  and  paid  up  at  the  end  of  the  month ; 
if  he  employers  ihil  to  pnv  piinctitally,  let  the  tf^lman  quit  and  sue  for  the  amonnt  duo 
hiin  in  jnstii' r.  .iirts.  >foiithly  seltlenientH  are  l  isi'y  made,  and  finit  the  illitenite  freed- 
men,  wbo  caunol  read  or  write,  much  the  tn'st,  and  otter  tlie  unscrupulous  or  dishonest  employer 
but  a  poor  chanoe  for  fraud,  in  comparison  to  these  popular  yearly  svttlementa. 

Contrncts  for  a  part  of  the  erop  where  the  laborer  boar^  n  portion  nf  ibe  exponne^,  or  even 
pays  for  liis  proyit«ious  at  the  end  of  the  year,  should  never  be  made  by  any  treedtnan. 
They  {;ive  rise  to  innutnerable  com  plications,  misapprehensione  on  the  part  of  thn  freednieu, 
and  nil  kinds  of  troubles,  and  offer  to  ansetiipuloaseniplojm  a  wide  tield  to  take  adv«nta|(» 
of  the  i-jnorance  of  laborers. 

If  they  (the  freediiieii)  eiiiiin  t  frel  ;i  mn tract  for  wapes,  let  tbem  work  for  one-fonrtb  of 
the  crop,  the  employer  feeding  hitn  and  paying  all  expenses ;  so  that  no  account,  it  possible. 
Is  kept  against  him  at  all  dtiring  tbe  year. 

In  all  contracts  for  a  porticm  of  the  crop  it  f<honld  bo  distinctly  mentioned  : 

1st.  As  what  clan^  bauds  the  different  freed  people  work — iirst,  .second,  or  third — and 
what  diiTerrnce  exists  in  the  rate  of  pay  or  InteireM  of  each  class,  instead  of  leaving  thi!< 
point  undecided  until  towards  the  end  of  the  jear  as  a  good  pretext  to  delaj  all  divisiuns  of 
crops  and  all  settlements. 

2d.  That  each  crop,  oats,  fodder,  com,  cotton,  is  to  be  divided  at  once,  when  housed, 
bf tweeii  employer  and  freedoieu,  and  that  each  freedman  as  he  reoetves  his  share  pay  it  to 
the  employer  at  current  rates  in  pay  for  advances  made  to  him.  This  will  lighten  hi« 
indebtedn>'!-s  and  can.se  liiin  to  p(!t  his  proper  share,  while  when  it  \n  stored  away  in  a  bnlk 
for  division  on  Christmas  much  of  it  is  ted  away  by  the  employer,  no  correct  accuuul  is  kept, 
some  of  it  is  stolen,  and  matters  go  wront^. 

ikl.  That  tb»-  fieednien's  .share  of  the  crop  (cotton)  should  be  stored  in  tlieir  own  name, 
separately  fmin  tlmt  of  the  employer;  that  llio  employer  is  to  briu^r  up  each  tme's  accoutit 
as  soon  Its  the  haulit<g  of  cotton  commences,  and  that  whenever  enough  cotton  is  sold  to  pay 
the  advances  of  the  employer  the  balance  is  stored  in  (lieir  name,  boi  not  to  be  sold  or  ship* 
ped  until  a  final  and  concluaive  settlement  between  them  and  tbe  employer  is  made  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

4th.  That  a  certain  amount  of  loet  time,  say  26  days  per  year,  shall  be  allowed  to  each 
laborer  free  of  charge  t  that  other  lost  time  shall  be  charged  to  each  laborer  munthly  at  a 

rea.snnable  rate,  say  .'m  rr  ?it';  per  i1i;y;  that  il'  r  xtra  lat)or  which  the  crop  might  retpilre 
should  be  paid  out  ut  tins  innd,  ami  llm  bulauce,  divided  in  proportion  between  employer 
and  laborer. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  these  people  w  ill  have  to  rely  upon  tbemselve.s  alone  iu 
making  their  contracts  hereafter,  I  have  taken  much  pains,  when  occjision  oti'ered,  to  impic^4 
the  importance  of  (he  abov»>inentioiied  poinla,  and  others  of  ounor  importance,  upon  their 
minds. 

EsiMMMjil  nttontioii  is  respectfully  iiiNittid  to  that  portion  of  the  leptut 
of  A/^eut  iiiiusheiiberg,  which  rehttes  to  the  jirocess  of  secuiiti^  freed- 
meii's  wag:e8,  or  share  of  the  crop,  in  the  civil  conrts,  and  the  iiatiin>  of 
their  contracts,  and  the  general  embarrassinjr  antl  tliscouraj^injr  (lisittl- 
viintages  uuder  which  they  labor,  in  fiecuhug  jutstice  belbre  the  civil 
tribunals. 

In  considering  the  atresswhich  is  laid  by  Agent  Rnnshenber;;  uinrnthe 
necessity  of  providing  certain  guarantees  tor  the  st^  iirity  of  tlie  interests 
of  the  freetl  people  in  niakiiij^  contiJicts,  there  shtmhl  be  borne  in  iiiiiid 
the  marked  advantages  which  the  ]>lanter  enjoys  with  the  bar,  ;iiid  with 
the  courts,  through  his  prtJperty,  his  ]>osition,  and  the  value  of  his  pjtt- 
rontige,  mutters  which  should  of  riglit  have  no  weight  with  the  courts, 
but  the  fact  that  they  do  have  their  weight  in  the  courts  of  this  section 
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of  the  country  cannot  be  i^riiored  bv  iiiiv  careful  obsf>r\Tr,  and  there  is 
little  danger  that  the  i)lanter«  enjoying  these  advantages  will  ever  be 
led  to  make  contracts  by  which  they  themaelves  would  suffer,  however 
well  the  freednicn's  interests  nii^lit  be  guarded  in  such  contracts. 

At  the  hcHtj  in  the  present  jjojuilnr  manner  of  adniiinstering  tlie  laws 
of  this  country,  the  iK)sition  of  the  freedmen  will  lu'  one  in  which  he 
must  be  subject  to  more  or  less  injustice,  dependiu^^  upou  the  honor,  or 
the  hick  of  it,  in  his  employer,  and  upon  the  importance  of  thAnterests 
involved. 

Could  the  syst(>?ii  ot  payment.*!  to  the  freed  laborers  be  assimilated  to 
that  which  obtains  in  the  north  with  the  white  laborers,  and  neglects  of 
daty  or  other  iiTegularities  by  the  laborers  are  followed  by  prompt  dis- 
missal, and  iliilares  on  the  part  of  employers  to  pay  wages  at  stated  in- 
tervals are  followed  by  the  loss  of  labor,  then  the  lalwr  system  would  be 
healthy  and  vigorous,  freedmen  would  l>e  better  able  to  protect  their  own 
iuteiests,  the  necessity  for  all  the  safeguaitlsand  jj:uai"antees  now  required 
in  oontmcts  would  no  longer  exist,  and  a  long  stride  would  be  made 
towards  that  situation  in  which  the  freedmen  would  no  longer  require 
the  ])rotectu)n  and  assistance  of  this  bureau  or  similar  institutions. 

Planters  declare  that  for  want  of  money  such  a  system  is  iiii])iartica- 
ble.  it  appears  to  me  that  it  would  require  no  unusual  Unancial  ability 
to  divide  the  present  yearly  payments  into  monthly  or  bi-monthly  pay- 
ments, and  that  it  would  not  be  extremely  difficult  for  the  employer  who 
is  able  and  willing  to  make  yearly  ]  tn  y  men ts  to  secure  the  money  to  make 
payments  at  sneh  nr  more  frequent  intervals. 

it  is  hardly  reasonable  to  hope  that  such  a  system  will  be  geuer^ly 
adopted,  and  in  default  of  it  the  fteedmen  must  be  subjected  to  the  dis- 
advantages mentioned,  with  residts  which  would  be  greatly  deplored  by 
all  people  who  look  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  ra<  e. 

The  matter  of  securing  i»roteet ion  and  impartial  justice  to  the  freed- 
men, and  of  seciu'ing  to  them  prompt  payment  for  their  labor,  could  be 
easily  provided  for  by  the  legislature,  and  if  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution are  judiciously  carried  out  iio  anxiety  would  be  felt  upon  the 
subject;  but  in  the  lurseJit  e«»ii(|>l»*xi(m  of  the  legislature,  it  is  extremely 
doubtful  that  there  will  be  sueh  ie^^isiation  as  will  warrant  a  reasonable 
hope  of  evjuu  a  tolerable  futuie  for  the  freed  people  in  this  iState,  without 
the  assistanoe  of  the  general  government. 

The  re|>ort  of  Agent  Ballon  touching  the  treatment  of  the  freed  people, 
and  the  relations  existing  between  them  ami  the  white  i)eo]>le  in  the  Ave 
counties  under  his  supervision,  forming  the  division  of  Cuthbert,  will 
represent  uiore  or  less  tlie  situation  in  the  io  counties  couiprising  this 
sub-district. 

These  nnitters,  together  with  a  recent  report  addressed  to  you  from 
this  <»ftice  of  the  murders  and  assaults  with  intent  to  kill  ecnnmitted 
upon  the  persons  of  the  freed  i>eoi)le  in  this  sub  district  during  the  ten 
months  ending  October  31, 1808,  are,  it  is  thought,  worthy  of  and  deserv- 
ing the  attention  of  Congress.

To  the  homn  ahU  judges  of  the  mipreme  murt^judgen  of  the  ttuperior  court«j 
judges  o/eourte  of  ordinary y  and  mayors  of  ettiee  in  the  State  of  Oeorgia  : 

The  present  condition  of  afiaiis  in  €leorgia  is  being  investigated  before 
the  'Moint  Committee  on  Becanstmction^  with  a  purpose  of  adopting 

such  action  by  Confrress  as  may  seem  to  them  necessary  and  proper  to 
insni*e  the  taithftti  and  prompt  adniinistrntion  of  the  laws,  and pn>tection 
to  the  rights  of  all  clashes  of  |)ersou8  and  propeity. 
«  Certain  parties  firom  Georgia,  and  among  them  her  present  governor, 
with  the  avowed  porpose  of  inducing  Congress  to  destroy  the  present 
orjranized  proveriiment  of  that  State,  and  remand  her  people  to  military 
rule  or  to  the  <iictatorsliij)  of  a  ijro^isifmal  "governor,  with  tlie  army  and 
navy  of  the  United  t>tiit*'s  to  cntone  his  edicts,  are  representing  hero 
the  imperative  necessity  of  a  change  in  the  government  of  Georgia,  on 
account  of  lawlessness,  anarchy,  and  lack  of  protection  to  life,  liberty, 
and  i)rn])(  i  ty,,  and  the  persecntion  and  cruelty  wliidi  tlu  wliite  people 
are  intlictmg  upon  innocent  iie<;roes  and  Union  men  in  that  Htate. 

It  is  im]K)rtant  to  the  character  and  interests  ol  Georgia  that  the  truth 
should  be  known  on  these  subjects,  and  as  one  of  her  representatives  in

Dear  Snt:  T  have  received  yonr  circnlar  addremed  to  the  jndicial  offi- 
cers of  thjs  State,  and  while  I  shall  not  iiTidertake  to  answ<'r  vonr  inter- 
rofratories  in  di'tail,  T  know  no  reason  why  I  should  witlihold  a  general 
statement  upon  the  subjeet  inatter  of  yotir  iTUfuiiies,  as  !  sec  iiothiug  in 
this  incompatible  with  my  duties  as  ciuet  justice  of  niy  8tate. 

It  is  dne  aHhe  to  jnstice  and  candor  to  state  that  there  has  been,  in 
certain  localities  in  this  State,  a  great  deal  of  lawnessness  and  crime  that 
has  nT)ne  unpunished.  Tins  h  is  not  been  conflu(Ml  cxeltisively  to  nny 
party,  race,  or c^lor.  }h\\  dm  inu  the  late  politicHl  eaiiipaign,  when  party 
excitement  nin  very  high,  tiie  white  i-eimblicans  and  the  negroes  were  in 
most  cases  the  sniferers. 

1  am  fhlly  satisfied  that  tlie  judges  of  the  different  courts  of  the  State 
have  not  only  shown  a  willingness  to  do  their  duty,  but  that  they  have 
executed  the  laws  t/>  the  liest  of  their  ability,  without  regard  to  raee  or 
color.  I  cannot,  however,  say  as  nnn^h  tor  the  juries  in  <^ertain  localities. 
These  localities  now  form  the  exceptions  to  a  general  mle,  which  is,  that 
the  juries  generally  render  just  verdicts,  withont  regard  to  the  race  or 
<'olor,  or  politieal  opinions,  of  the  parties  1it!<r5Hit.  The  people  of  the 
exee])te(i  lo('aliti<\s  an'  in  some  instanres  controlled  mainly  by  their  fear 
of  a  few  *iesiK'iate  lawless  characters.  In  others  they  are  under  the 
control  of  leaders  who  are  bitter  and  vindictive,  because  of  their  politi- 
cal disfranchisement,  or  for  some  other  cause,  who,  by  their  personal  • 
influenee  with  the  mass  of  th<'  ^^-o])!*'.  are  uM<»  to  intlanie  their  passions 
and  prgn«iices  to  a  iwiiit  which  makes  them  unwilling  to  execute  the  laws 
impartially.  In  some  instances  not  only  are  the  juries  controlled  by  those 
prc;|udices,  but  the  1oc4il  ministerial  officers,  some  of  whom  were  elected 
as  repuhlieans,  have,  I  fear,  yielded  to  the  strength  of  the  current,  and 
negh  '  tcd  to  discharge  their  duties  with  firmness  and  strict  impartiality. 

I  laving  stated  these  facts  just  as  I  believe  them  to  exist,  allow  me  to 
add,  in  this  connection,  that  the  verdicts  of  juries  in  localities  where  the 
whole  mass  of  the  people  are  controlled  by  passion  on  pn^ndice  are 
beyond  the  corrective  power  of  congressional  legislation  or  muitaiy  die- 
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tntorsbip.       pomtivB  law  short  of  a  change  of  the  eonstitatioii,  dlcu 

.pensinf?  entirely  with  jury  trials,  which  I  8uppo8e  no  American  states- 
man  would  advocnto,  <*nu  cornM't  this  evil.  Public  sentiment  mnst  he 
corrected  and  public  morals  improved,  before  the  evil  can  be  reached 
and  controlled. 

I  have  been  a  close  observer  of  the  effect  of  military  government  upon 
our  people,  in  conne<'tion  with  their  duties  in  the  Jury-box.  It  may, 
indeed,  be  within  your  own  knowledgre  that  my  position  as  a  i>racticing 
attorney,  in  both  the  State  and  the  United  Stntes  courtn,  during  the 
period  of  recou8truetion,  gave  me  as  good  an  opportunity  as  any  other 
citizen  of  the  State  possessed  to  form  a  cxirrect  coin  lusion.  And  I  do 
not  hesitare  to  say  that  i)assion  and  jufjudic^.  controlU-d  the  verdicts  of 
juries  to  a  iiTcater  extent  duriii;^  tla*.  period  of  military  government  tlian 
for  any  i>ei  itMi  double  it^ileugtli  during  my  whole  professional  and  public 
life.  If  the  military  commander  permitted  jury  trials,  'he  was  powerless 
to  rejicli  the  consciences  of  juries  in  weighing  the  evidence  given  in  on 
the  trial.  If  lie  refused  to  allow  any  case,  civil  or  criminal,  to  be  tried  by  a 
jury,  he  nuist  have  stopped  the  administrarion  of  iusti(  <»  <'ntiiely,  or  he 
nuist  have  organized  a  larger  number  of  military  courts  than  he  had  of 
private  soldiers.  It  is  simply  absurd  to  talk  of  correcting  this  evil  by 
military  government,  and  very  unjust  to  the  great  mass  of  the  people  of 
the  StMfc.  who  arc  r<'a<ly  and  willin-i*  to  execute  the  law  faithfully  and 
im]»arii;ill>  ,  to  put  them  under  military  ^I'ovcrniiH'nt,  or  take  fi*om  them  all 
protection  growing  out  of  the  execution  of  the  laws  in  the  ortlinary  way, 
because  bad  men  in  a  few  localities  wiU  not  do  justice  in  the  jury-box. 

As  long  as  the  people  of  any  locality,  whether  justly  or  uiynstly,  regard 
tlip  irovernnicnt  as  their  cnentv,  and  its  nu^asurcs  as  tvrannical  and 
oi>pressive,  tiicy  w  ill  exc<ut<'  its  law  s  with  reluctance,  and  w  ill  in  the  jury- 
box  often  give  the  benelit  of  their  dOubts,  whether  reasonable  or  not,  in 
favor  of  the  accused  in  criminal  trials,  or  agauist  those  in  civil  cases  * 
who  are  regiudcd  the  advocates  and  friends  of  the  government.  Human 

"nature  must  be  cliangcd  before  this  rule  of  action  is  reversed. 

After  carefully  considering  tliis  tpu-stion,  my  ileliberate  judgment  is 
that  the  best  the  iederal  government  can  do  for  the  republicans  of 
Georgia,  wiiite  an<l  black,  is  t<0  execute  its  own  laws  faithfully  and  impar-  • 
tially,  as  is  now  done  by  its  rei>resentativc,  the  able  and  learned  Uuited 
{States  district  judge  for  this  State,  aiul  by  its  Executive  to  give  military 
aid  in  vivsn  of  actual  necessity  in  places  where  the  law  is  detied,  and  the 
civU  authorities  are  unable  to  execute  it;  and  for  Congress  to  enact 
such  laws  as  ikvor  the  development  of  our  resources,  stuuulate  tlie  Indus* 
try  of  our  pe()j)le,  promote  general  education,  and  tend  to  restore  ])ros- 
perity.  iSu(  li  an  exhibition  of  magnanimity  and  generosity  by  Congress, 
while  it  wouUl  not  appease  unpatriotic  and  iuiprijicii»led  denuigogues, 
who,  having  taken  the  risk  and  forfeited  life,  liberty,  and  i>ro]>erty  in 
the  late  rel^iUion,  curse  the  government  whose  leideucy  has  restored  all 
to  them,  would  do  more  to  disiirm  them  of  inHuence  and  ]>ower  with  tln» 

^massi  s.  ami  to  restore  order,  promote  loyalty,  and  secure  the  faitlilul 
and  mijiarlial  execution  of  tlie  laws,  tlian  all  the  military  governujcnts, 
test  oaths,  and  i)olitical  disabilities  that  can  be  iuvent^fd  by  the  inge^ 
nuity  of  the  ablest  advocates  of  a  contniry  policy.  1  am  sure  you  will 
not  aceiise  me  of  egotism  when  1  say  that  no  nuni  pr(d)ably  know  s  better 
than  1  do  the  peo]>1('  of  (b  or;iia,  wilii  i  lieir  habits  of  life,  tln'ir  sympathies, 
and  their  currents  of  thought  5  and  1  am  sure  that  1  niake  uo  inisiake 
in  the  above  statement. 

And  I  ^^  ill  here  add  that  there  has  been  a  very  marked  change  since 
the  presidential  election,  ^thousands  who  acted  under  excitement,  and 
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did  all  they  could  to  swell  the  democratic  triumph,  in  opposition  to  recou- 
straction,  have  confidence  that  the  Ptesideut  elect  ispoeseaaedof  all  the 

<liialities  of  head  and  heart  necessary  to  secure  to  the  country  a  wise  and 
juat  admiTiisri  ;»tio!K  ;(n<l  to  IImmh  ample  i»rotection.  Such  persons  are 
I>ej^nniiij^  U)  look  upuu  recon^u  action  us  accoiiiplished,  and  they  aie 
laying  a^iide  their  political  animosities^  and  tuniig  to  work  to  repair  their 
mined  fortunes  in  a  much  more  ti>lerant  apirit.  And  I  am  qnite  sui-e 
that  any  legislation  which  disturbs  this  quiet,  and  ;j_:Jtin  revives  the 
spirit^ of  bitterness  and  contention,  will  be  most  iiiiloituuate  iov  rlie  , 
whole  peopli',  uiul  more  especially  so  for  those  of  us  who,  to  the  manor 
horn,"  as  republicans,  have  sostained  the  oongretisional  plan  of  recon- 
Stmction,  at  the  hazard  of  life  and  property,  and,  amid  the  most  frantic 
periods  of  excitenicTit,  have  coolly  and  tinnly  maintained  o\\v  position, 
and  hurled  back  the  eliar.ire  tiiat  Conjness  would  act  in  had  faith,  or 
impose  new  burdens  wiien  its  terms  were  fully  complied  with. 

1  am  aVare  that  you  ahd  I  have  difl'ered  in  regard  to  the  reoonstmc- 
tion  DU'nsures  of  Congress.  T  have  been  satisiicHl,  fimn  the  time  of  the 
snrrender  to  tin-  present  day,  tliat  the  conqnerinjj  jjower  had  the  riuht. 
according  to  international  law  and  the  usa^cof  hclligerent^5.  to  dictate 
the  terms  of  settlement  to  the  conqueretl,  w  ho  were  driven  to  an  luicon- 
ditional  snrrender;  and  that  duty  ftnd  interest  alike  required  of  all  who 
expected  to  remain  in  the  countiy  and  claim  the  pi-otcfction  of  the  gov- 
ernment, that  we  accept  th<'  terms  dictated  by  the  conqueror  in  good 
faith,  without  equivocation  or  delay,  und  that  wc  again  renew  our  alle- 
giance to  tlie  government,  and  return  zealously  and  earnestly  to  its  sup- 
port. For  this  position,  as  yon  well  know,  I  have  received  the  bitter 
dennnciatinns- of  southern  politicians,  and  the  curses  of  that  poition  of 
our  peo]>le  who  have  ponnirted  their  jcissions  and  j>rcjudices,  intlarned 
by  tiiose  lca<lcrs,  to  subordinate  tht?ir  judgment  and  coutrol  their  action. 

This  has  not,  for  n  moment,  changed  either  my  convictions  of  duty  oi 
mj  independent  discharge  of  it»  I  did  not  then  doubt  that  the  course  I 
advised  was  wisest  and  best  for  the  people  of  my  State.  Tiesults  have' 
vindicated  the  coiTcctness  of  my  position.  After  all  the  Mustering  opjui 
sitiou  ot  a  few  leaders,  who  found  it  agreeable  to  ride  upon  the  wave  of 
•  popularity,  caused  by  tearing  open  the  healuig  wounds,  soon  after  a 
bloody  war,  in  which  every  &mily  had  sustained  irreparable  los.ses,  they 
have,  in  every  instance,  had  to  submit  to  the  execution  of  the  plan  of 
the  cou«[neror.  They  have  niislt'<l  tlM-  i mm »phs  greatly  to  their  injury; 
and  will,  when  cool  n^tiectiou  lias  superseded  prejudice  and  pa^iou,  be 
held  responsible  at  the  bar  of  enlightened  public  opinion. 

The  military  (rommanders  have,  under  the  very  embarrassing  circum* 
stances  1)\  which  they  are  surrounde«l,  discharged  the res]K)usible duties 
devolved  upon  them  with  justice  and  firinuessy  tempered  with  modera- 
tion and  foi  bearance. 

The  i>eople  of  this  State  have  met  in  convention  and  formed  a  eonsti* 
tntion,  which,  in  their  judgment,  fully  conformed  to  and  met  every 
reqnirenwnt  of  the  reconstruction  acts  of  Congress.  l>ti(.  unwilling.to. 
lea\e  anything  to  hazard,  they  pi-ovided  in  the  coustitaliuu  it»s*'lf  not 
only  lor  its  .Htd>mission  to  the  people  for  ratiliciition,  but  that  Congi-esd 
might  accept  the  same  with  qualifications  and  conditions,"  thus  leaving 
it  to  Congress,  if  it  were  not  satisfied  with  the  <on8titutiou  made  by  the 
convention,  and  ratified  by  the  peopU"  undci-  the  reconstruction  acts,  to 
prentmht'  iiuy  (iffafiftrnfiotffi  or  f'onflffioNs  it  luight  thiidv  i»rt»per.  Congress 
exereiscil  this  power,  and  alter  a  earelul  examinaiion  of  theconstituiiou 
sent  it  back  with  direction  that  it  be  amended  by  striking  out  certain 
sections  to  which  Congress  oljjected  $  and  with  tiie  further  enactment 
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tliat  the  State  sbonid  be  readmitted  to  lepmentation  in  Goagrees  eo 

800U  as  the  lej^islature  should  strike  the  objectionable  part«  from  the 
coustitntioD,  and  adopt  the  14th  constitutional  aniondnient.  These  terms 
were  promptly  complied  with  by  the  le-gislature,  and  our  members  elect 
were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States. 

Since  that  time  the  legislature  has  exi>elled  tlie  colored  members  from 
their  seats,  for  the  allejrcd  reason  that  tliev  nrf  not,  under  the  coiistitn- 
tion,  entitled  to  hold  othce ;  and  it  is  uuw  urged  that  the  State  be  denied 
her  equal  lepvesentation  in  the  Senate  ou  aecoant  of  this  action  or  the 
legislature ;  and  upon  the  further  ground  that  members  are  peimittied 
to  hold  seats  who  are  distjualilicd  under  the  <'onstitutional  amendment, 
Now,  with  all  (hie  deference  to  the  wisdom  and  patriotisiu  of  those  who 
liuki  this  iK>sition,  I  most  respectfully  insist  that  it  is  untenable. 

When  Congress  examined  the  Georgia  oonstitntion,  and  directed  its 
amendment^  as  a  condition  precedent  to  reAdmiasiou,  it  mu8t*be  held  to 
have  ordered  all  the  amendments  necessary  to  make  the  constitution 
cx)nforni  to  the  reconstrnetion  acts.  When  anien<led  as  reqiured  by  Con- 
gress, it  had  the  judgment  of  (Jongi*ess  in  its  favor  that  it  was  a  com- 
pliance ;  and  it  stands  to-day  the  oonstitation  of  the  State,  with  the 
approval  of  Congress  stamped  upon  its  Cue.  As  to  the  rights  of  the 
negro,  it  contains  the  precise  prox  isiorts  i  fMpu'red  by  the  reconstruction 
acts  and  the  14th  amendment,  an<i  it  carries  with  it,  since  the  revisioa 
by  Congress,  the  judgment  ui  ihiit  body  that  it  does  contain  them. 

Now,  admit  that  the  legislature  has  violated  the  State  constitution  in 
the  expulsion  of  the  negro,  and  has  admitted  ineligible  members  to  seats, 
and  I  resiM»<*tfully  insist  that  this  is  no  ground  for  expelling  the  State 
from  the  Union,  or  denying  her  representation  in  Congress.  And  let 
it  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  proposition  is  not  only  to  deny  seats  to  her 
senators,  but  to  expel  her  members  from  the  house.  If  this  doctrine  ia 
once  established,  who  can  foretell  the  results  f  Shall  any  northern  State 
that  violat^'s  her  constitution  or  does  injustice  to  any  class  of  her  citi- 
zens be  ex|>elled  from  Congress  till  she  nmkes  reparation  t  The  prece- 
dent would  lead  t^  this  in  times  of  high  political  excitement. 

But  I  respectfully  insist  that  there  is  a  more  legitimate  and  safe  • 
remedy  in  the  ballot-box,  and  the  judiciary.  If  the  representatives  of 
tlic  ]t(M)ple,  carried  away  by  excif cioont  or  prompted  by  impro|)er  motives, 
violate  the  State  constitution  and  outrage  the  rights  of  the  people,  it 
must  be  presumed  that  the  people  at  tiie  hallo^boz  will  reverse  the 
judgment  and  do  justice  the  £r«t  opportunity.  And  if  they  should  not, 
it;  would  seem  that  common  eonitesy  towards  a  department  of  the  State 
government  would  authorize  all  others  to  presume  at  least  that  the 
judiciary  will  faithfully  execute  the  laws,  and  i)ut  a  proper  construction 
upon  the  constitution.  And  after  this  is  done,  that  the  i)eople  will 
reqnii-e  their  representative  in  the  legislature  to  con  form  to  it.  As  I 
already  state<l,  CnngTcss  has  a<ljn(lL;(Ml  that  the  constitution  of  (Jeorgia 
is  in  strict  conforuiitv  to  tlir  reconstruction  acts;  and  that  it  secures 
to  the  negro  race  all  the  rights  that  the  reconstruction  acts  require  shall 
be  confeired  ni)on  them,  and  as  such  haa  accepted  it.  Then  why  not 
leave  it  to  the  people  at  the  ballotbox,  and  to  the  judiciary,  to  see  that 
the  pro\  is?f>ns  of  the  constitution  are  executed  f 

In  i-elcrcnce  t»)  tin-  charge  that  members  hold  seats  in  tlx'  (leorgia 
legislature  who  are  ineligible  under  the  14th  constitutional  amendment, 
I  have  only  to  say,  that  the  amendment  itself  gives  Congress  plenary 
powers  over  that  <iuestion,  either  by  isMial  enactments,  as  afready  pro- 
posed in  the  Senate,  or  by  any  other  legislation  that  Congress  chooses 
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to  adopt.  As  that  in  now  jiart  of  tin*  Constitution  of  tlic  I'liitrd  St;ites, 
the  i>eoi)le  of  tliis  8tate  luive  iu»  right  to  eomphiin  liuit  it  is  liilly  exe- 
cnted,  »8  it  may  hjn  done  in  the  federal  eoiirto,  till  Oonp'C'ss  shall  think 
jjroper  to  relieve  those  now  ineligible.  The  convctiA c  jjower  is  in  tlie 
liMuds  of  Congress  without  iutertering  with  the  status  of  the  State  in 
the  I  nion. 

1  am  aware  that  1  have  trespassed  too  fai-  upon  your  indulgence,  ami 
have  occupied  ground  not  strictly  covered  by  your  interrogatories^  though 
pertinent  to  the  great  question  to  whieh  they  relate.  I  have  felt  author- 
'  ized  todo  soonaeeount  of  thej:rr<»nt  iinportuncc  ol'  tlie  qticstion,  nfTcetinfjf 
as  it  does  the  vital  interests  oi  the  pei»ple  of  this  State,  and  intire 
especially  the  interests  and  future  welfare  of  the  republicans  of  (leorgia. 
I  have  carefully  inquired,  and  I  am  sure  I  hazard  nothing  in  saying  that 
at  least  nineteen-twentieths  of  the  native  white  republicans  of  this 
State.  !ini»he.rin«^  as  they  do  nVtoiit  l*r»,0(H>  voters,  are  utterly  opjmsed  to 
any  further  couj^ressionai  le^-islatiou  upon  this  subject,  except  such  as 
may  be  neccessary  to  execute  the  constitutional  amendmeut^  iu  the  mat- 
ter of  ineligible  ]>er8ons  holding  office,  which  is  unquestionably  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  Congiess. 

A  word  in  conclusion.  Yon  are  a  democrat  iinfl  ojtposed  the  conji;ivs- 
sional  plan  of  reconstruction,  and  you  wei-e  eli'ctcd  to  Congress  by  a  large 
majority  in  a  district  where  the  nej^ro  vote  pre] )onderates  over  the  white 
vote  by  some  7,(MK).  Why  was  this  sot  It  was  because  there  was  not 
in  your  <listii<-t  a  wliite  repnhlicMn  clement  sntlicient  to  stand  Tip,  with 
moral  \vci;:ht,  lortlic  rc|nil)lican  cause, and  lead  thecolored  votcis.  Thev 
are  tenants  and  laborers,  ainl  have  been  accustomed  to  delcj"  to  the 
jiulgment  of  the  white  men  among  them.  And  as  is  the  case  in  every 
elei'tive  «;ovemnient,  that  class  of  ]>opulation,  whether  white  or  black,  is 
controlled  in  a  very  prrent  degi*ee  by  the  intelligence  and  cajntal  of  the 
country.  Consejjuently  you,  or  some  owe  else  ix'cnpving  your  position, 
'  will  continue  to  carry  your  district,  having  the  strongest  negio  vote  in 
the  State,  till  the  white  ])eopIe  divide,  and  a  respectable  number  or  pro- 
portion of  them  sustain  the  republican  cause.  Then  you  or  your  suc- 
cessor. MS  a  democratic  candidate,  will  be  defeated,  and  a  republican 
•  elected  in  your  place. 

1  am  a  republican.  I  supported  Grant  and  Colfax  honestly  and  faith- 
fully. I  rejoiced  at  their  triumph,  because  I  believed  their  success  neces- 
sary to  the  future  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  whole  countiy.  In  their 
tlefeat  1  wns  satisfied  T  saw  a  reo]>ening  of  the  \  cm d  question  of  recon- 
struction, ending  iu  anarchy,  confusion,  and  bloodshed.  I  still  have  in 
them  the  fullest  eonfldeuce,  and  expect  to  give  the  incoming  administra- 
tion a  cortlia],  zealous  support.  Whether  this  is  your  intejition  for  the 
futun*  I  know  not.  But  1  do  not  hesitate  to  say  to  you  that  if  you  act 
with  tli(Mi])])osition  to  General  Grant's  jHltMinistration  1  sliall  desire  to 
see  your  place  tilled,  after  the  next  elcci ion,  by  a  republican  who  will 
sustain  it^  as  I  entertain  no  doubt  it  will  be  wise,  liberal,  an<l  just. 

1  know,  sir,  that  your  party,  the  so  called  demrn'racy,  in  this  Statehas 
but  one  common  tic  llial  holds  it  together,  and  that  is opjmsition  to  the 
reconstruction  measures  o\'  Con;^ieRs;  aiul  that  tie  will  bec<mie  a  rope  of 
sand  so  hoon  as  ('ongres.s  ccas»*H  to  legislate  u|H)n  tliis  question,  and  to 
give  the  leaders  of  your  party  new  causes  of  agitation  and  complaint, 
which  einible  them  to  apply  the  party  lash  to  hold  the  organization 
together.  It  is  a  heterogeneous  fnass  of  ns  nntaironisti<'  elements  as 
ever  banded  together  in  a  conuiion  cause.  It  is  ciim|)osed  of  ori^iinai 
whigs,  deuiocrats,  know-nothings,  seees8i<»nists,  Union  men,  white  men, 
mestiasoes,  and  negroes,  the  latter  element  being  by  no  means  an  incon-

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sidcrable  ouc.  Some  of  its  leaders  are  bitterly  hostile  to  each  other,  and 
denonnce  each  otiier  on  every  stump  where  they  Rpeak.  Your  large 

majority  was  obtained  in  the  State  in  many  places  by  unfairness,  intimi- 
dation, and  fraud,  mul  not  by  the  weai>ons  of  reason  and  truth.  Your 
party,  sir,  composed  ut  siu  h  elements,  will  crumble  to  pie<'es,  and  your 
heavy  majority,  unjustly  obtained,  will  melt  away  like  snow  before  the 
genial  rays  of  summer'tt  sun,  whene\-er  you  are  deprived  of  the  cry- of 
congressional  oppression  and  radiciil  outiage.

Tf  S0,()()()  to  <M),(KM)  roloivd  voters  in  aSta+e 
with  only  altont  200,00(1  votcr.s  cannot,  with  flic  Itiillot  in  tht'ir  hands, 
protect  the  rights  of  their  race,  it  will  be  because  thf!y  have  not  iutelli-  • 
gence  to  know  how  to  use  it.  Two  years  hence,  when  Congress  leaves 
the  Statr  to  govern  herself,  their  capacity  for  self-government  and  self* 
prott  ction,  by  the  use  of  the  ballot,  will  hnvc  to  be  tested,  no  matter 
what  iiiny  be  the  action  of  Congi'ess  upon  the  ]>T<'si»iit  question. 

1  <ippose  congres.sional  legislation  on  the  4iir>ti<m  now  because  i  do 
not  believe  it  is  best  Ibr  the  future  peace  and  prospei  ity  of  the  country, 
and  becanse  I  know  it  will  emdde  the  party  leaders  to  hold  the  present 
so-called  deniociatie  ]»artv  togetlier,  and  will  intlict  upon  the  republican 
party  in  (leoi  ^'ia  a  blow  from  whicli  it  will  not  l  eeover  for  years  to  come.

Dear  Sir:  1  am  in  the  receipt  of  your  circular  of  the  Jstli  instant, 
in  which  you  state  that  there  are  certain  parties  fi*om  Georgia  in  Wash- 
ington, and  among  them  her  present  governor,  with  the  avowed  purpose 

of  inducing  Congress  to  fh  stroy  the  ju'csent  organized  govenuncnt  of 
the  State,  and  n'niainl  her  peo]»l('  bark  to  rtiilif-n  v  rnle  under  a  |»i'o 
visional  governor,  cSic,  and  i)ropoiuuling  cenaiw  ipu'.stions  therein  con- 
tained for  me  to  answer.  Prior  to  the  reception  of  your  cireular  I  had 
read  the  memorial  of  Governor  Ibdloek  to  Congress  upon  that  subject 
with  HurpritfQ  and  retfref.  Tlie  i)rin(  ii>al  ground  of  bis  c»)inphiint,  as  I 
understand  it,  is  that  the  coninianding  ^ieneial  Juiivd  to  ]yerforni  his 
duty  111  not  requiring  the  test  »nith  lo  1h< adniinistered  to  (lie  nicndiersof 
the  legislature  prior  to  the  organization  then»of,  and  thoretbre ///r-  pur- 
poHCH  of  ConffrcHs  in  the  reconstructijui  of  the  State  have  been  defeated. 
Feeling  a  deep  interesf  iit  tin-  rreiinstrnetion  of  the  State,  I  was  jn-esent 
in  the  city  (»f  Atlania  and  am  per.sonallv  taniihar  with  the  events  which 
transpired  tliere.  After  the  election,  and  [>ri(U'  to  the  nu'cting  of  the 
legislature  at  that  place,  (the  exact  liay  not  now  reeolWted,)  I  called  to 
see  (ieneral  Meade  at  his  hea(h|uarterK,  and  there  had  a  conversati^in 
with  him.  In  the  eonvsc  of  tliat  eofn-ersatioii  tlie  ])i'o]n'i<'ty  of  recjiiiring 
the  test  oath  to  be  mlniiuistereji  to  the  members  of  tlie  legislatuie  was 
mentioned,  and  to  the  best  of  my  recoUeetion  the  g<*neral  staled  that 
the  point  hatl  been  made  upon  him  by  a  gi^ntlemnn,  (who  was  afterwards 
one  of  Governor  Bidlock's  favorite  candidates  for  senator,)  urging  him. 
to  have  that  oath  administered  prior  to  the  members  taking  their  seats

Not  lalwrinj:?  under  ^??//  di s-nhiUty  \m]mHvi\  hy  the  third  sertiMti  of  tlie 
lith  article  of  the  ameuiled  Coustitutioii,  1  expressed  luyselt  quite  Ireely 
to  bim  npon  that  point.  I  said  to  him,  in  sttbetanoft,  t-nat  in  my  judg- 
ment it  was  doubtful  whether  Congress  intended  to  inehuh*  memhcrn  of 
the  Icffhlature  in  the  tcrrnj^  *'all  pj  rsoiis  liereatter  rlj'cted  to  (►flicc  in  said 
military  di.striet'^ that  it  was  iny  ijni>n*Hsion  that  sneli  oftieiis  only  as 
were  engaged  in  the  adiuinist ration  and  execution  of  the  hiws  of  the 
State  were  intended  to  be  embraced — ^that  class  who  were  generally 
known  and  reco«rnized  as  the  civil  officers  of  the  State;  that  to  require  tlie 
tost  oath  to  he  adniinistricil  in  advance  wouhl lia\ llu' cfTtM't  to  oxcliidc 
many  of  the  hcst  Unii/n  men^  and  substitute  in  their  i»hi<*es  iror.sc  im  ti  ; 
that  tliere  were  many  p:o(kI  Union  men  in  the  legislature  who  hail  hehl 
some  petty  county  oilice,  whose  sons  had  been  fortied  into  the  army,  and 
wliih'  llit'i  e  they  iia<l  occasionally  furnished  thera  with  clothing  and  pro- 
'  visions,  who  niiulit      \<' <-oi!-;(  icntious  scruples  about  taking  the  <y.\'h. 
whereas  bad,  nnscni | )iilou.s  men  \vt>uld  not  hrsitatc  to  take  it,  and  the 
result  wouhl  be  tliat  many  good  Union  nu  n  would  be  excluded  lium  their 
seats,  without  any  inrestigation  of  the  facte  appertaining  to  each  particu- 
lar caee.    Genenil  Meade  did  not  intimate  to  me  what  he  should  do  in 
the  matter,  but  !  understood  him  to  say  that  he  had,  or  should,  tt^le- 
graph  to  Washington  for  instructions.    The  l<*;.Mslature  was  or^^ant/i  d 
willnmt  the  test  oath  being  adnunistcred.   Alter  the  organization  *)t 
the  legislature,  and  before  the  election  of  senators,  Governor  Bullock 
(acting  in  the  interest  of  Aw  favorite  candidates  for  senators,  as  was  gen- 
erally understood  ajnl  believed  at  the  tinie)  applied  to  (ieneral  Meade 
to  exert'ise  his  military  power  and  purge  the  legislature  of  certain  mem- 
bers, who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor,  were  ineligible.    This  General 
Heade  decline<l  to  do,  bnt  referred  the  matter  to  each  branch  of  the  leg- 
islature with  his  views  of  the  law  distim^tly  exjjressed,  directing  them 
.  to  inquire,  un<ler  tlie  evideiK'c  in  each  i»articular  case,  wlH  iher  the  par- 
ties were  eligible  or  ineligible  under  the  law.     Upon  hearing  the 
evidence  snbmittedin  each  case,  both  branches  of  the  legislature  decided 
that  none  of  tlu^  members  were  ineligible  nnder  the  law.    It  was  my 
understanding  at  the  time,  and  is  now,  that  (fovennu'  Bullock's  main 
object  in  rerjuirinir  the  legislature  U)  be  pt'njed  by  (Ieneral  Meade's  miii- 
tary  authority  was  to  seciue  the  election  of favorite  candidates  to  the 
Senate,  t«)  the  exclusion  of  their  opponents,  Messrs.  Hill  and  Seward, 
who  were  quit«  as  good  reconstruction  men  as  his  particular  favorites, 
,and  much  better  Union  wen  during  the  mtr.    Tliis  fact,  I  sup])ose.  (T(^Tn»ral 
Meade  understood  quite  as  well  as  otlier  peo])h'  did.wlu-n  he  ti spcctfuUy 
declined  to  exercise  the  authority  with  which  he  was  ehniied  Uyv  thai  pur- 
pose., the  more  especially,  as  he  states  in  his  report,  that  at  the  time  the 
governor  urged  such  action  he  advised  him  "that  his  friends  had  been 
reliered  of  their  disability  by  Congresy.'*'    The  fatal  mistake  whieh  the 
governor  in  The  <lischarge  of  his  executive  duties  coniinittetl  was  in 
assunung  that  every  man  who  wouUl  not  support  his  favorite  nien  for 
office,  and  his  favorite  measures,  (however  devoted  the^-  may  have  been 
to  the  Union  and  reconstruction.)  were  his  imlitical  opponents.  The 
material  interests  and  welfare  of  th(»  State  were  apparently  igmn-ed 
in  order  thai  his  special  friends  and  his  spec  ial  interests  might  be  pro- 
njoted,  whereby  he  has  lost  the  conlidence  of  the  great  body  of  the  true 
friends  of  reconstniction  in  the  8tjit«,  and  that,  no  doubt,  is  the  real 
<*ause  and  foundation  of  his  eonqdaint  now  against  (Ieneral  Meade,  and 
the  true  reas<m  why  he  desires  the  State  renmnded  back  nntler  a  pro- 
visional nulitary  government.   Loyalty  to  the  government  ol  the  UnittMl 
States  is  very  desirable  and  commendable,  and  should  be  encouraged  j 
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hnt  wbexi  the  tenn  loyalty  is  ioTolted  for  the  promotloii  of  individual 
ambition  and  individual  interest's  exclusively,  its  claimants  ought  to  be 

cloael}/  srrttthiizefLm  tl»at  no  wrong  mwy  ho  dom*  nndi'r  tfiatmcred  name. 

To  your  lirsl  special  iiuiiiirv  I  n'jtiv,  tliul  the  luws  ol  (leorgia,  so  far 
an  tlie  adiniiiistralioii  liieivot  Ucpeiuls  upon  tlit*  judidal  dfjiartuicut  of 
the  State  gck^'emment,  are  faithfully  and  impartially  administered,

To  \*mr  sjMMuid  special  imidirv  iii.v  reply  is,  that  if  there  is  any  organ- 
ized or  uuorgaiiizeii  re.sistanee  to  the  laws  ot  the  Stati*.,  1  Imve  never 
heani  of  it,  and  do  not  believe  any  such  exists. 

To  your  third  special  inquiry  I  will  state  tliat,  so  for  as  I  know  or 
bidieve,  the  officers  of  the  law  are  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their 
respective  «luties. 

ill  reply  to  youi"  foiutU  special  iiKjuiry  w  ill  state  that  1  reside  in  a  • 
county  in  which  there  is  a  considerable  majority  of  colored  registered 
voters;  have  none  of  them  in  my  emph)y,  but  am  well  acquainted  with 
Dh'  tt  cliuos,  disj)ositi(Hi,  and  treatment  of  the  white  people  towards  the 
black  jM'oide,  not  only  in  this  county,  bat  have  a  general  knowledge  in 
regard  to  that  subject  throughout  the  iState.  There  may  be  some  iso- 
lated exceptions,  (m  there  are  some  uiean  meu  in  every  community,)  but 
as  a  general  rule  the  white  })eople  are  kindly  di  -jinscil  towards  them,  both 
in  feeling  and  treat inent,  and  willingly  accord  to  them  the  protection  of 
all  their  rights  under  the  law.  The  rejection  of  the  colored  nieiid)ersfrom 
the  legislature  does  not  constitute  an  ejreeption  to  the  statement  already 
made  when  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  surrounding  circumstances.  They 
were  not  excluded  with  any  intention  to  do  tliem  injustice  as  a  class;  but 
because  the  h'jrislature  did  not  believe  they  were  legally  entitled  to 
hold  oliice  under  the  uew  coustitutiou.  When  that  constitution  was 
before  the  i>eople  for  ratification,  many  of  the  most  ardent  advocates  for 
leconstmction  insisted  that  the  colored  people  were  not  entitled  to  hold 
office  under  it.  The  point  they  mnd(»  was  this,  that  the  enfranchised 
slaves  were  only  entitled  to  enjoy  such  political  i-iiihis  and  ivrivilc'^es  as 
had  been  Hpeciaiiy  conferred  uium  them;  that  the  constitution  W«/  not 
specially  confer  n])on  them  the  right  to  hgh\  office,  bat  on  the  contrary, 
when  the  proposition  was  distinctly  made  in  the  convention  to  confer 
npon  them  the  i  i;>lit  to  hold  otlici'.it  was  voted  down  by  a  large  nn\iority. 
1  did  not  urge  these  views  before  the  peojile  myself,  but  otliers  did,  and 
have  not  the  least  doubt  that  a  lat  j;e  juajcuity  of  the  wiiite  vote  in  the 
State  in  favor  of  the  constitntion  was  cast  with  the  express  understand- 
ing that  negroes  wei'e  not  entitled  to  hold  office  under  it.  The  legisla- 
ture in  vtjtinjr  to  exclude  them  acted  in  accordance  with  that  initfcr- 
HfmKiiiujj  and  wheliier  right  or  wrong  1  am  satistied  there  was  no  inten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  legislature  to  do  the  colored  members  injustice. 

It  has  been  said  by  some  iiersons  that  the  residt  of  the  late  election  in 
this  State  was  produced  by  firaud  and  intimidation  of  the  freedmen. 
Speaking;  from  my  personal  knowledge  and  "fivci  vation,  1  thiidv  those 
who  make  that  charge  arc  mistaken,  so  far  as  the  general  result  of  the 
election  is  concern<*d;  that  there  nmy  have  been  frauilsi>racticed  in  some 
portions  of  the  8tate  is  quite  probable:  there  alw  ays  is  more  or  \vm  fraud 
practiced  by  both  parties  at  every  election.  Tin;  true  solution  of  the 
result  of  the  election  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  em])loyers  of  the 
Ireedujeu  who  have  treated  them  kiudly,  and  dealt  Justly  by  them, have 
controlled  their  votes  in  tbatir«tp^  without  resortiii.^  to  any  illeffal  means 
for  that  purjiose,  and  in  all  luiure  elections  in  this  State?  the  result^ 
will  l>e  still  m(»reap])arcnt.  W  hat  I  inteiu!  t<r  say  isthis,that  in  all  future 
elections  the  employer  who  iienta  his  fieedmeu  kindly,  deals  fairly  and 
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jnstlv  l»y  them,  uiul  thoroby  ohftiiiis  tlieir  roiifldonco,  will,  a.s  a  {^onoral 
rule,  vote  them  ;  anil  that  iti  my  jiidgiiKMit  is  the  trueexplauation  why  fto 
many  of  the  freediuen  voted  with  the  white  i>eople  at  the  last  elections.  " 
If  let  alone,  the  nnitual  iiitei^^tR  of  iKith  whirr  nrid  blaekwillsoon  adjust 
themselves  to  thr  bt  nt  fit  of  eaeh  other:  the  hhuk  man  is  entitled  to 
have  a!!  his  legal  riulits  ])roteeted  under  the  law,  and  it  is  for  the  inter- 
est of  tiie  whitAj  inau  tliat  they  should  be  so  protected,  antl  what  is  lor 
the  mutaal  interest  of  -both  will  unquestionably  be  reeognized  and 
adopted.  In  reply  to  your  fifth  special  iiHfuiiy  will  state,  that  so  far  as 
my  knowled^^e  or  observation  hns  extemlcd,  there  is  no  other  dis])osi- 
tio!i  or  feelin;^  t(i\v;n-(!s  rcpiiblicMiis/"  <is  .v>^(V<,  than  there  used  to  be; 
between  whijjs  and  denioeiuts,  not  so  mueh  bitter  purtisiin  feeling  as  wa« 
witnessed  here  some  years  ago  between  democrats  and  know-nothings  • 
— they  differ  as  ]>arty  men  in  regard  to  the  ^irineiples  and  jmliey  of  their 
*  respective  political  oriUfanizations.  In  my  judji^ment,  the  result  of  tlie 
late  election  in  this  State  was  not  so  mn<*b  on  aeccnint  of  any  hostile 
feeling  towards  General  (irant,  the  republican  candidate,  as  it  wii« 
towai^s  what  is  familiarly  known  here  as  the  ^<  Atlanta  Bing^^  the  illib- 
era!,  aeljish  course  of  conduct  of  those  who  composed  that  ring  had  Wmoimc 
odiom  to  the  |><  '>i)]!'.  iiirlii(b'n«r  IJniim  men,  reconstruction  men,  a?i(l  all 
other  men,  (ext't'pt  thoso  wild  composed  tliat  rincf  and  their  particular 
favorites,)  not  so  mm-h  on  accmmt  of  tlieir  i»obtical  principles  as  on 
aooonnt  of  the  manner  in  which 'they  organized  and  conducted  the 
affairs  of  tlic  State  government  for  the  i)romotion  of  their  indiruJnal 
interests,  to  the  detriment  of  the  national  interests  of  the  State.  When 
they  went  before  the  i)eople,  ostentatiously  claiminj^  to  be  the  excluHire 
advocates  of  (Jeneral  Grant's  election,  it  unquestionably  had  a  most  dam- 
aging effect  upon  the  result.  The  p^ple,  as.  a  general  thin^,  in  c-asting 
their  votes,  saw  nothin*;  but  the  "Atlanta  TJinc;*'  in  the  tield,  and  they 
were  aj^ainst  that,  and  the  men  who  eom]>osed  it,  and  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence voted  aj^ainst  the  men  they  advcx-ated.  If  the  government 
under  General  Grant's  administration  shall  exhibit  a  generous  confidence 
towards  the  people  of  this  State,  iu  other  words,  manifest  a  disposition 
to  trust  them  with  the  legitimate  management  of  their  own  atfair^s, 
in'^tead  oi  distruxtinp  them,  tin  a  will  give  to  his  administration  a  rordiaf 
mid  hearty  supi>oit,  and  will  I »y  their  acts  furnish  the  most  conclusive 
evidence  that  the  confidence  repo.icd  will  not  be  abused.  In  answer  to 
your  sixth  special  in<piiry,  have  no  hesitation  in  stating  that  the  dis]>o- 
sition  and  fcclinn  of  our  i)eople  towards  northern  men  visiting  or  d<  sir 
ing  to  settle  in  this  State  is  kind,  and  all  who  rome  here  with  honest 
intentions,  and  who  cojitluct  themselves  with  proi>riety^  will  be  treated 
with  courtesy  and  kindness.  Indeed,  our  people  are  anxious  for  northern 
men  of  good  character,  with  or  without  capitaJ,  to  come  and  settle  among 
them  ;  they  will  be  as  safe  here,  botli  as  it  regards  their  persons  and  pmp- 
ert\ .  in  every  I'esjM'ct,  asom'owii  people.  In  really  to  yonr  seventh  special 
intpury,  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  pe<»ple  ot  this  State  do 
most  ardently  desire  peaee  and  restoration  of  their  ])roper  relations  to 
the  States  and  uovernment  of  the  Union  under  the  Con.stitution;  their 
great  desire  is  to  have  ])eaee,  not  in  name  only  !int  in  fact,  permanent 
peaee^  so  as  to  enal)le  them  to  improve  their  material  interests  and 
develoji  the  internal  resources  of  the  State.  In  answei  ing  your  eighth 
special  inquiry,  I  will  frankly  state  that  in  my  opinion  there  is  no  neces- 
sity or  justifii'ation  for  the  proposed  destruction  of  the  present  Stat 
^nnernment  of  Georgia,  and  the  (establishment  of  a  military  or  provi 
•  sional  government.  In  my  judgment,  to  do  m  would  be  drstruetire  of 
the  material  interest  of  this  people,  who  are  now  just  beginning  to  recu- 
perate from  their  past  ruined  condition.    If  idse  counsels  BhaU  be 
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permfttecl  to  prevail  at  Washington  surely  thing  wiUnot  he  done  ;  the 
ob  ject  of  the  iiioN  oment,  as  well  as  the  realmotivt's  w  liidi  prompt  it,  are 
doubtles8  much  better  uiidoi-stoiHl  here  than  at  Wnshiii^iton  :  Imt  tiiuo 
will  develop  tliein.  In  conclusion  allow  me  to  say  that,  while  there 
jnuy  luive  been  wrongs  done  and  outiagcs  committed  by  a  few  bad  men 
within  the  limits  of  the  State,  still,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
demoralized  coiulition  of  society,  caused  by  the  war,  the  loss  of  property, 
the  straitened  eir(rnmstances  of  the  people,  the  sudden  destruction  of 
their  long-esiablished  system  of  laVmr.  taken  in  coniiert  ion  with  othei 
iiTitiiting  cauiJCiJ,  the  wonder  is  that  there  have  not  been  juore  wrongs 
done  and  more  outrages  committed  than  have  actually  occurred.  Bad 
men  are  to  be  found  in  every  State  and  country,  and  1  suppose  that  we 
have  our  due  i)rop(»rtion  of  them  here  ;  but  it  is  unjust  to  hohl  onr  entire 
people  res[K»nsible  (scattered  as  they  are  over  a  large  extent  of  territory) 
lor  the  acts  of  a  few  bad  men,  whose  real  otteuces  are  ofteutimcs  gieatly 
exajirgerated  by  those  whose  intere^  U  ia  to  ma^ify  and  exaggerate 
them  to  those  who  iri!!hi<jly  listen  to  their  complaints.  . 

it  is  a  hinientabl;  I  n  t  that  there  is  a  class  of  rncni  whose  politieal 
stock  in  trade  consists  principally  (acconiing  to  their  representations) 
iu  having  suffered  as  political  martyrs  iu  the  c(iU86  of  the  Uitioiu  The 
sufferings  of  this  class  of  men,  as  a  general  rule,  exist  only  in  their 
own  imaginations,  so  far  as  is  known  or  believed  liere,  and,  a.s  a  class, 
have  not  much  besides  to  re<'ommend  them.  They  do  not  h  ive  either 
the  sympathy  or  the  contideuce  of  the  substantial  boiia  Jide  Union  men 
of  the  State.  In  general,  they  are  mere  political  adventurers,  and  have 
done  the  republican  party  mom  harm  here  tlian  any  oth^  class  of  peo- 
ple ;  at  least,  such  is  my  Judgment,  and  1  believe  tliat  I  speak  tlie  soiiti 
ments  ot"  the  great  body  of  tlie  I  nion  men  of  (H'or;:ia.  That  class  of 
men,  whether  iuollice  or  out  of  oiiice,  cannot  command  the  moral  sux>- 
port  of  the  Union  men  of  this  State,  ibr  the  simple  reason  that  there  is 
a  want  of  confidence  in  them.  In  fiict,  the  Union  record  of  many  of 
them  dnrini;  the  war,  when  secession  was  popular,  when  e1os4.>ly  examined 
will  be  found  to  be,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  extremely  doubtful.

Xo  organized  or  nnorganisted  resistance 
to  law  has  come  to  my  observation,  though  I  have  heard  of  cases  at  a 

distance. 

Answer  to  M  interrogatory.  Tiiey  are  becoming  more  so^  and  1  tiiink 
with  the  initiation  of  i>eace  and  prosperity,  and  a  moderation  of  politi* 
cal  strife  and  animosity,  which  in  this  section  were  iiist  giving  way 
since  the  election  of  General  Grant,  they  would  become  as  faithful  as 

is  common. 

Answer  to  4th  interi'ogatory.  As  a  general  thing,  in  this  section,  out- 
side of  iK)litic!S  that  of  kindness.    There  has  been  no  obstmction  to  * 
their  voting  here,(Atlanta,)  and  1  now  hear  of  no  complaint  of  their 
not  being  promptly  paid  for  their  labor  or  obtaining  justice  in  courts.

gave  publicly  my  willing,  wui  iu  aiil  aud  influence  tu  the  cuii^res.sioiial 
plan  of  reconstraction ;  su[)i)i)rted  B.  B.  Bollock  for  governor  and  Gen- 
eral Gmnt  for  Pii»sideiit ;  and  have  never  be«i  treated  with  severity, 
but  ahiiost  niiifoniily  with  confidence,  kindness,  and  respect. 

Answer  to  <)th  interropitorv.  KitKlness  and  re.speet  when  they  eonio 
on  business,  or  for  investment,  but  euldueii^  aud  distrust  when  they 
eome  as  politicians  seeking  office. 

Answer  to  7th  interro«fatory.  The  greater  portion  do,  and  the  bitter- 
ness engendered  (hu  iiijj  the  war  was  fast  flying  out,  but  1  fear  it  will  be 
re\ived  if  tampered  with.  Bad  men,  (poUtically,)  of  restless,  unstable, 
insubordinate,  revolutionary  minds  and  instincts,  like  Bob.  T«>ombs  ' 
and  Ben.  Hill,  poisoned  the  public  sentiment:  and  mnch  bitterness, 
hatred  aud  pers<'(  ution  would  never  have  existed,  and  many  lives  would 
have  been  spared,  and  eonlidenee.  penee,  and  pros])erity  est:(  Mi  shed,  had 
they,  at  the  eU»se  of  the  war,  been  i)laeed  beytiutl  the  puM  er  to  harm. 
The  effects  of  their  baneful  tea<'hings  are  now  so  apparent  that  they  are 
powerless  for  further  harm ;  and  it  would  be  unkind  and  gr^t  iivjustice 
to  nmke  the  j)eoi>le  of  the  whole  State  suffer  longer  by  reason  of  th<^ 
political  iniquities  ol"  these  men,  and  a  new  addition  of  niisehief-makers 
claiming  to  ditier  politically,  yet  who,  for  personal  power  and  oiUcial 
promotion  through  appointment,  are,  in  effect,  joining  hands  with  ToomlM 
and  Ben.

Beoonstrnetion  was  what  the  republic 
can  party  was  pledged  t<».  and  labored  for,  and  any  attempt  to  det(Bat  it 
by  striving  to  destroy  tln'  j)n'sent  orfxani/.ed  government  of  (Jeorgia, 
and  the  establishment  of  a  inilitniy  or  i)rovisional  government,  would,  if 
gucccssfuij  intiict  a  great  wrong  upon  the  truly  loyal — those  who  really 
love  the  union  of  the  States,  and  be  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  best 
and  most  worthy  friends  of  reconstniction.  We  feel  it  is  better  to  sub- 
mit to  some  irregularities,  sanctioned  by  high  anfliority,  in  in-eference 
to  plunging  the  State  into  great  troubles,  the  fruits  of  which  will  be 
confusion  and  distrust,  at  a  time  when  confidence  and  peace  are  so  much 
desired  and  needed.  After  so  many  misfortunes  the  State  is  just  com- 
mencing a  career  of  pro^rity.  The  busy  stir  of  agricultural  pursuits, 
iuid  business  employments  iu  general  were  r;(])idly  taki!!','  tlje  phice  of 
l)olitieal  strife  and  hunt  for  otiiee;  but  since  the  introdiiction  of  bills  in 
Congress,  intimating  the  danger  of  upturning  State  affaiis  in  Georgia, 
there  is  a  feverish  excitement  that  bodes  trouble  and  mischief.  We  may 
as  well  attempt  to  calm'the  rough  ocean  at  a  word  as  to  force  public 
sentiment,  especially  in  periods  like  these.  If  let  alone  (now  every 
man  is  a  free  man)  i>ublic  sentiment  will  correct  itself,  and  justice  be 
established.      Let  us  luive  pciice,"  is  the  universal  desire  of  all  good  men. 

It  may  be  proi)i'r  to  remark  that  many  who  sup])orted  secession  and 
the  rebellion,  and  since  become  exti^emely '*  radicarin  their  sayings  and 
manners,  failing  in  their  efforts  for  ])romotion  to  ofiice  before  the  people, 
desire  the  Stat^  rcuiaiuled  back  to  military  rule  or  i)rovisional  dictation, 
hoping  thus  to  obtain  by  appointment  what  the  people  refused  by  tlieir 
suffrage.  In  my  little  experience  in  seafimng  I  found  it  better  to  trim

Beak  Sib:  Your  circular,  propounding  certn  in  ([lust  ions  to  the  judges, 
ordinaries,  and  mayors  of  cities  in  <ie(»rgin,  h;i  -  in  l  u  i-eeeived. 

Supposing  that  you  will  receive  a  gnat  maa;y  leplies  to  these  ques- 
tions, I  have  thought  it  best  to  make  my  answers  as  brief  as  possible. 

I  will  state  here  that  I  hold  th«*  oflicc  »)r  judge  of  the  superior  courts 
of  the  Coweta  fircuit,  which  circuit  cxtciidr*  from  Athmta  to  the  Ala- 
bama line  at  West  Point,  and  includes  tlie  cities  of  Atlanta  and  La 
Grange.  There  are  IG  circuits  in  the  {State.  In  some  of  the  counties  of 
the  Coweta  circuit  the  whites,  and  in  others  the  blacks,  piedoiiuivate  m 
point  of  numbers.  I  have  held  coui  t  in  every  county  in  the  circuit, 
cxeoiit  nm\  since  my  appointment  by  Governor  Bullock  tf)  tlic  olHce 
which  1  now  hold.  In  politics  I  am  a  rei>ublican,  having  viitetl  for  con- 
vention, for  the  eonslitutiou,  for  Governor  Bnllock  and  for  President 
Grant. 

Confining  my  answers  to  wliat  has  0('<  nrred  in  my  own  circuit,  and 
having  had  ample  op])()rtiiiiity  to  know  wiiereof  1  speak,  1  hope  to  hi'  * 
able  to  answer  your  (pu*stions  correctly,  if  not  satisfactorily.  Your 
questions  are  copied,  my  answers  Ibllowiiig  each  (piestion. 

(Question  1.  Are  the  laws  of  Georgia  fiiithfuUy  and  impartially 
adnjinistcred  ? 

Answer.  They  arc  so  far  as  T  know  or  Ix-licvc. 

Q.  2.  Is  there  any  organizcil  or  unorganized  resistance  to  the  law  f 

A.  None  whatever  within  my  knowledge  or  intbmiation. 

*Q.  3.  Are  the  ottici«rs  of  the  law  faithful  to  their  duties! 

A.  I  !)a\  <*  licard  of  no  instance  of  real  or  alleged  infidelity  on  the  part 
of  any  otVicer. 

Q.  1.  What  is  the  disposition,  fi  cliug,  ami  treatment  of  the  white  peo- 
ple towards  the  black  people  f 

A.  Generally  good.  There  are  some  exceijtions.  I  do  not  believe 
tlxx'  arc  a  gi-cat  many.  So  far  as  the  commission  of  crimes  against  the 
jM  rsoiis  and  pro[»eity  of  the  blacks  is  concerned,  \  have  had  the  most 
amj'le  and  reliable  nutans  of  knowing  the  truth  on  lliis  subject,  in 
Troup  coiuity,  where  I  last  held  court,  one  colored  man  had  been  killed 
by  a  white  man.  The  grand  Jury  found  a  true  l)ill  for  murder  against 
the  slayer,  but  he  had  eseai)ed  immediat<'ly  alti'r  the  killing,  an<l  no 
arrest  <'Ouhl  be  made  or  trial  ha*!.  From  statements  made  to  nu'  while 
in  Troup  county,  I  suppose  the  killing  was  wholly  unjustifiable.  In  the 
same  county,  Troup,  complaint  was  made  and  a  true  bill  found  :igainst 
another  white  man  for  an  assault  with  intent  to  murder  a  black  nnin. 
As  this  case  could  not  be  tried  at  the  \mt  term,  I  have  no  knowledge  as 
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to  the  precise  cliaracter  of  tlif  assault,    I  have  h<'ai  <l  of  no  other  case  of 
crime  in  my  ciicuit  comiuittecl  by  whites  against  blacks. 
On  the  other  hand,  one  white  boy  was  killed  by  a  black  man  in  De- 

Kalb  county,  in  my  circuit.   The  shiyerin  this  case  also  ('s<  apo(l.  lam 
iiifonned,  ami  believe,  that  the  kiHirifr  was  felonious.    One  wliiie  woman,  . 
in  Fult4)u  eouiity,  in  my  ciii'iiit,  was  ravished  l)v  a  i)la('k  man,  m  ho  tiled 
a  i)lea  of  guilty  ot  nipe  alter  umeli  evidence  iind  been  heard  lor  and* 
against  him. 

Of  assaults,  with  intent  to  murder,  committed  by  blacks  on  whites, 
there  have  bt-en  in  this  (Fulton)  county  not  less  thiiii  tliree  of  a  very 
dangerous  ('hara<ier.  In  two  of  these  cast's  there  had  been  no  quarrel 
between  the  pai  ties.  One  Wius  knoekeil  down  autl  robbed,  and  lay  insen- 
sible for  nearly  three  weeks.  Another  one  of  the  assaulted  was  an  officer, 
who  had  not  ha4l,  so  far  as  I  have  heard,  any  quarrel  Nnth  the  i)erson 
assaulting.  The  third  party  assiiultrd  liad  his  skull  dangerously  fi-ac- 
tured  with  a  large  rock,  and  hom  not  yet  recovemd.  The  oUicer  referred 
to  has  not  yet  recovered. 

Of  burglaries  and  larcenies  from  the  honse.  committed  by  blacks  upon 
theproi»erty  of  whites,  tin  re  have  been,  I  tliink,  at  least  30  in  this  cir- 
cuit; while,  on  the  other  hand.  1  have  heard  of  no  case,  real  or  alleged, 
commltt^'d  by  whites  against  bkieks. 

Ko  rape  has  been  committed,  or  attempted,  by  a  white  man  upon  a 
black  woman. 

Of  cases  of  crime  committed  by  whites  against  whites,  and  blacks 
against  blacJvs,  the  number  is  much  larger.  Two  homicides  have  been 
committed  by  blacks  upon  bhu  ks  in  one  county,  (Ti*oup,)  while  assaults, 
with  intent  to  monler,  by  blacks  upon  blacks,  have  been  numerous. 

Several  white  men  have  been  killed  by  white  men,  and  several  assaults, 
with  intent  to  murder,  have  been  made  by  whites  upon  persons  of  their 
own  race. 

One  raiK)  has  been  committed  by  a  black  nuin  on  a  black  giil,  and  one 
assault,  with  intent  to  commit  rape,  has  been  made  by  a  black  man  on  a 

*  black  woman.   Both  have  been  convicted. 

From  these  facts,  and  from  all  other  information  in  my  possession,  I 
do  not  hesitate  to  give  it  as  my  opinion  that  the  blacks  -mv  more  kindly 
treated  by  the  wliites  than  they  are  by  their  own  race,  and  much  more 
80  than  the  whites  are  treated  by  them.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  very 
general  feeling  of  kindness  existing  towards  the  blacks,  and  a  desire  to 
avoid  collision,  litigation,  or  ditllculty  with  them. 

Q.  r*.  What  towards  republicans! 

A.  Candor  compels  me  to  say  that  the  feeling  towards  vn  hite  republi- 
cans has  been  ver^  bitter  and  very  unkind.  A  systematic  effort  has 
been  maile  to  mortify,  to  slander,  to  disgrace,  and  to  drive  from  society 

:ind  tVoTii  Itnsiness,  all  white  uieii  who  were  open  and  avowed  in  their 
support  ot  rei)ubli<!an  principles.  This  policy  was  dictated  by  the  politi- 
cal leaders  and  the  press  of  the  democratic  party,  and  it  wa«  eagerly 
adopted  and  vigorously  practiced  by  the  rank  and  file  of  the  party.  Many  , 
of  the  newspapers  sought  for  and  published  every  si)ecies  of  defamation 
upon  the  private  character  of  nearly  every  outspoken  republican,  whether 
prominent  or  not.  In  a  word,  I  must  say  that  1  consider  the  disposition 
and  treatment  towards  white  reiniblicans,  up  to  the  day  of  the  presiden- 
tial election,  most  unkind  and  unjust;  still,  I  know  of  no  instance  of 
violence  in  my  circuit,  committed  by  democrats  upon  the  person  or  prop- 

•  erty  of  white  rei)ublicans.  Only  one  republican  has  been  killed, and  that 
was  by  one  of  his  own  ijarty.  The  ill-feeling  and  ill-treatment  to  which 
I  refer  has  not  extended  to  violence.  li  seems  to  have  been  the  pro- 
gramme  of  the  democratic  leaders  to  carry  the  election  in  this  State  by 
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the  means  wbieli  1  have  detailed  j  but  wiaet^  tliesc  eiectiuiis,  the  state  of 
feeling  towards  white  republieans  has  rapidly  improved.  We  have  had 
too  many  elections,  too  much  politics,  reeeutiy  in  Georgia.  Everybody 
now  i!<  fjuict  and  lioi)»'fiiI.  Althongh  tlic  State  was  carried  lar<rely  against 
General  (iraiit,  I  believe  a  inaiority  of  tii«'  lu'ople  rej^ard  liis  election  as 
the  best  tliiu^^  that  could  iua  e  iiaijpenefi  lor  our  people.  Extreme  views 
•are  fast  bein^  abandoned;  Tioleut  expressions  are  now  seldom  heard  in 
connection  with  political  questions;  and  I  feel  confident  that  a  new  era 
of  peace,  quiet,  mutual  forbearance,  and  mutual  respect,  is  Just  dawniujf 
upon  lis.*  The  feelin<^'  towards  nortliern  men,  settling  iu  Georgia,  itj,  I 
believe,  independent  t)l"iH)litics,  perlci^lly  kind. 

Q,  7.  Do  tiie  people  desire  peace  audarestorationof  their  proper  rela- 
tions to  the  States  and  government  of  the  Union  ? 

A.  They  certainly  do;  and  I  have  fjood  reason  to  a<M.  iliat  most  of 
them  are  not  only  tired  of  (excitement,  but  \ crv  many  of  tiieiii  are  heartily 
atihamed,  now  that  the  elections  are  over,  of  the  extent  to  which  they 
have  gone. 

Q.  8.  Is  there,  in  your  opinion,  any  necessity  or  Justification  for  the 
proposed  d<\struction  of  the  i)resrjil  government  of  Georgia,  and  tile 
estabiishment  of  a  nnlitary  or  proMsKmal  government? 

A.  I  know  of  none,  aud  would  re;;ard  such  action  on  the  part  of  Con- 
giess  as  most  unfortunate  for  the  ]>eople  of  Georgia.  It  would  forever 
ruin  the  reimbliean  iKii-ty  here,  I  iK'lieve,  by  diiving  from  its  ranks  many 
of  the  best  men  in  it.  T  believe  that  Georj^ia  has  been  reconstructed,  in 
the  main,  iu  strict  couloiniity  to  the  acts  of  Cougress,  and  the  principles 
of  the  platform  on  which  General  Grant  was  elected.  It  was  nniuired 
that  the  blacks  should  vote;  e\  en  (lemocrats  Imrv  have  ceased  to  ques- 
tion that  right.  Tt  was  not  retpured  that  blacks  shouhl  b«5  made  eligible 
to  olbce,  unless  the  i  i^iia  to  vote  carries  with  it  the  right  to  hold  offii:^; 
and  if  it  does  carry  tliat  right,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  judges,  nearly  all  of 
whom'  are  republicans,  so  to  hold^  and  thus  settle  the  question.  One 
thing  is  perfectly  certain  to  my  mind — ^if  the  reimbliean  party  can  ever 
stanti  alone  in  ( ;e()r;iia  it  can  do  so  now.  The  blacks  will  certainly  vote 
with  their  eni])l(>yers,  to  a  very  great  extent,  jdl  over  the  stmth.  The 
only  meaiis  oi  giving  republican  luinciples  strong  footing  here  is  by 
justice,  conciliation,  and  kindness  attaching  white  men  to  tiie  party.

Deab  Sib;  Your  circular  letter  sent  to  me  from  Washington,  under 
date  »»f  D<'cemb<»r  18, 1808,  has  been  received,  and  tlnmgh  I  tlo  not  <*ome 

strictly  within  'H'xcraitive  officers  of  the  State  of  (W'or.Lria.''  to  whom 
it  is  addressed,  yet  I  am  ]n'(»iiiptc(l  Ity  the  deep  and  profound  interest  I 
feel  in  tiie  eanse  of  recoustrut  l ion  lo  answer,  to  the  best  of  my  ability 
and  conscientious  judgnieut,  your  iiointed  quest-ions. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties  I  have  made  it  a  i)oint  to  inquire 
into  t!i<'  e<»Mdition  of  atfairs  in  each  loeality ;  lience  I  feel  that  I  may,  with 
some  propriety,  attempt  intelligent  answers. 

I  have  inadrertoatljr  omUied  your  tith  quesUon. 
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To  your  first  question  I  would  say  tliat  T  ht'lii've  the  hws  of  Georgia 
aiC;  iu  the  iiia  i  u,  fui tUfiiliy  u  iid  iuipartiuliy  admiuistei'ed.  Of  coui'se  there 
are  exceptions  m  imlaled  loeali^es. 

Second.  I  know  of  no  organized  open  resistance  to  the  law,  aud  the 
unorpiiii/*  (1  n  sistnTiee  seems  to  meet  with  jminipt  i)uni.shuient.  I  n  some 
exc'eptitnuil  cases  known  to  the  rt'a<^ill^■  public,  both  ehisseS}  white  Ulld 
blaek,  ileuioerats  aud  rfpuhli**au{>,  alike  have  8Uli('i»  *l. 

Third.  The  officers  of  the  law,  so  far  as  I  can  judge,  are  fiBiithM  to 
their  duties  as  tliey  understand  them. 

Fourth.  Tho  tit'atnicnt  of  thv  black  Ity  the  white  people  is,  in  the 
main,  kind  and  eonsKk  rate.  Exceptional  cases,  in  this  as  in  all  other 
communities,  sometimes  occur,  w'here  the  igiioraut  aud  helpless  falllnto 
the  hands  6t  the  vieions  and  selfish. 

Fifth.  The  treatment  of  n^jjublicans,  for  being  such,  does  not,  as  a 
freneral  thinp:,  jro  beyond  a  kind  of  social  ostracism  by  those  claiming  to 
be  tlie  leaders  of  society,  instigated  by  bad,  reckless  men. 

These  men,  by  their  wicked  advice,  have  Avrought,  iu  some  localities, 
mischief  to  innocent  parties  by  working  on  the  imaginations  and  pas^ 
sions  of  hot-blooded  young  men. 

Sixth.  I  believe  the  northern  man  who  visits  Georgia  w  ith  a  \  iew  of 
becoming  a  (dtizen  or  to  see  the  country,  and  not  as  a  political  adventurer, 
is  well  received  and  encoui-aged. 

Seventh,  I  believe  that  a  fervent  desire  now  bnmsin  the  breast  of  the 
great  masses  of  the  people  of  Georgia  for  i*eunion  under  the  old  flag; 
aud  tliat  they  are  willing;-  to  make  nmny  sacriftces  to  that  end,  believing, 
a«  they  do,  that  General  (inuit  will  l)e  President  of  the  nation  and  bend 
his  administration  to  the  task  of  giving  peace  and  prositerity  to  the 
wlujle  c(nintry. 

Eighth.  1  cannot  see  any  good  reason  why  the  governmcTit  of  Georgia 
should  be  destroyed,  unless  Congr<\ss  does  it  to  gratify  a  few  disappointed 
politicians,  and  tultii  the  prophecies  of  the  most  bitter  aud  persistent 
enemies  of  reconstruction.  I  am  very  sanguine  that  many  men  who 
worked  aasidnously  for  iM^constmction,  and  many  more  who  now  favor 
its  continuance  or  perpetuity,  would  be  discouraged  from  further  efforts, 
and  the  political  elements,  now  subsided  into  a  (juiet  accei)taiice  ot  the 
status  of  allairs,  woukl  be  agaiu  agitalcii.  Bad  men  would  rule  the  hour, 
and  the  evil  done  by  this  course  to  the  real  prospeiity  and  permaneut 
peace  of  the  country  cannot  be  remedied  in  years  to  come.

Dkar  Sir:  .Your  circular  letter  of  the  18th  instant,  from  Washington, 
has  been  received,  and  1  give  you  below  the  result  of  my  observations  " 
*  iu  the  SDUtliern  judicial  circuit  of  this  State  as  to  the  several  matters 
idlnded  to  therein. 
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The  circuit  embraces  10  t'oimtics,  in  eai  li  ot  which  I  have  held  a  terra 
of  the  superior  court  within  the  hist  three  months,  mixed  flreely  with 
the  people,  and  eonvertiied  with  many  of  the  leading  and  intluentia)  men 
in  each  county  upon  the  state  of  the  country  and  the  new  order  of  things 
conseiiuent  ui)on  tho  result  of  the  war.  FroTn  informution  obtMiT^Ml  in 
this  way,  as  well  as  troiu  my  own  personal  observation  and  exi>erience, 
I  answer  your  several  questions  m  follows: 

1.  The  laws  of  the  State  are  foithfiiUy  and  impartially  administered, 
80  far  as  I  know  or  can  learn. 

2.  There  is  no  (irirnnizcd  rosisfaiuM'  to  the  law.  There  ;ire.  of  coinst*, 
indi^viduol  violators  of  tlie  law  in  tliis  as  well  as  in  every  other  country. 

3*  The  officers  of  the  law  are  faithful  in  the  diRf;harge  of  their  dnties. 

4.  The  disposition,  feelin;^,  and  treatment  of  tlic  wliit«*  ]M'oi>le  toward 
the  blacks  arc,  in  fh('  main,  kind  and  frit'iiil]\ .  The  old  feelingof  attach- 
ment which  useil  to  <'xist  l)ctween  the  Imiuiuie  master  and  liis  slaves, 
and  which  was  smothered  by  the  jealousy  and  ill  feeling  springing  out 
of  sudden  emancipation,  i8reai)[)earing,  and  manifests  itself  in  numerous 
acts  of  ret  ii>r  oca!  kindness  and  confidence  which  (;annot  be  very  well 
(h'scribed  in  words,  but  can  be  seen  and  understood  by  any  imimrtial 
observer,  and  fui  iiishes  the  stronjrcst  and  most  convincing  proof  that 
the  era  of  good  Iceliug  is  returning.  The  general  rule  is  that  the  white 
people  are  more  faithful  and  puncttml  in  paying  their  dues  to  the  blacks 
than  to  each  other,  and  I  doubt  wlictlier  any  laboring  class  in  the  world 
receives  as  nnH>h  pay  for  tho  labor  actually  performed  as  do  the  negroes 
in  this  ])ortion  of  the  State. 

5.  There  are  two  classes  of  republicans  among  us.  One  is  comjKJsed 
of  adventurers  who  come  south  to  get  office  by  the  negro  vote.  They 
have  noregtdar  chilling  or  oeeupati»m,  engage  in  i  <>  business,  but  spend 
their  time  in  fonuMifing  strife  and  dissensions  between  the  wljites  and 
blacks;  interfere  with  the  labor  system  i»f  the  eounti  y  by  creating  false 
hopes  and  expectiitions  in  the  miiuls  of  the  vicious  and  ignorant  negroes, 
as  to  the  division  of  property,  the  propriety  of  holding  office,  &c«,  and 
are  known  among  us  as  mrpet  haf/ffcra.  The  impressiiui  prevails  here 
among  all  tlie  white  pr'(»]>le,  an<l  many  of  the  more  intelligent  nejrroes, 
that  this  class  of  i*epublicans  were  not  res]>ectable  at  lionu',  that  they  . 
are  unworthy  of  confidence,  and  that  their  teaching,  both  by  precept 
and  exam])Ie,  is  fraught  with  ndsehief  to  the  country ;  consequently  they 
are  regarded  with  much  disHivor,  always  treated  with  contempt,  and 
sometimes  with  rudeness. 

C.  There  is  anothei*  class  of  republicans  among  us  who  have  engag<*d  in 
business  pursuits  of  one  kind  and  another,  pursue  regular  callings,  spe^k 
freely  their  political  sentinu'uts,  vote  for  whom  they  please,  but  who  are 
coMrfet>!Ts  and  pMitlernaidy  in  their  deportment,  identity  tlieinselves  with 
the  eonntry,  and  ai)|)ear  anxions  to  promote  the  <:eiierai  good.  Tliese 
are  received  and  treated  very  diltereutly  from  tlu'  other  class,  and,  so  tar 
as  my  knowledge  extends,  are  treated,  in  every  respect  save  one,  with  as 
much  consideration  by  tne  southern  ]>eo]>le  as  they  treat  eacli  other. 
Socially  there  is  a  difference.  The  frankness  eordiality  wlii<  li  the 
southern  people  manifest  in  their  intereonrs**  with  ea<-li  other  ^\^u'<  not 
appear  in  tiieir  intercoui'se  with  the  northern  pet)ple j  ihey  au*  tlislant  and 
reserved.  But  as  that  institution  no  longer  exists  which  has  been  the 
occasion  of  so  much  antagonism  in  the  i)ast,  1  coufldently  look  for  a 
bettor  state  of  tlu'n;^s  \\  lien  the  reeent  wounds  leave  ceased,  to  bleed,  and 
the  higher  qualities  ot  niagnajumity,  moderation,  and  lbrbearan<*e  shall 
exercise  their  proper  anil  legitimate  intluenee  upon  tiie  conduct  anil  feel-  ♦ 
ings  of  both  sections.  The  following  note  from  Captain  Lyon,  a  republic 
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can  oi  tlie  latter  class^  ^ill  be  u.soiul  in  finding  a  proper  au8wer  to  this 
question :

DkaR  Flit  :  Your  favor  of  to-daj  ri'm-ln  <1  iih'.  niakiiip  inquiry  (  (iiioi  iiiiii;^  my  f rfiidnctit 
in  this  »(H:tiou  by  tLe  people.  I  •served  as  au  officer  ia  the  t>uit«<l  Stutes  army  duriug  the 
late  war.  In  tfa«>  fall  of  1865 1  enguged  in  planting  faere,  and  bave  opent  the  entire  time 
since  witbin  the  Ftutp.  In  tlio  s|inii<r  of  \^i'!7  wti,<;  nppniiifcrl  rnjr-=<t'T  under  the  reconstnic- 
tion  acts  ;  registered  three  coiintieB  and  inaDafred  ttie  elections  in  two  of  them.  In  .Iiuif, 
](^Ci^,  \VH»  appoiut^^d  an  agent  of  the  Bureau  of  Refugeeii,  Frcednien  and  AI)nudoned  L>ui<!.s, 
ivith  inriHdictifiD  over  three  counties,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  the  iMt  iiiAtant.  Dur- 
ing thisi  time  I  have  driven  tlirough  the  State  three  times,  have  gone  at  all  hours  when  and 
wiiere  I  pleased,  unarmed  and  unattended,  have  spoken  openly  at  every  place  and  to  every- 
body, and  iihed  as  strong  republican  langi!)i<}:i  ixn  I  could  command ;  have  interested  nyrseif 
c>})enly  in  three  elections  hi  oehalf  of  the  n  |iiii>licau  party,  and  we  hare  carri(>d  the  county 
Ity  ,1  lai  ;.'i-  majority  em  li  timi-.  Huve  spdken  in  the  BtH'ii^i  st  laijy;u!i^:f  for  Hi  r.crsil  Grant, 
and  WU.H  unt-  of  only  three  white  men  who  voted  for  him  in  my  precinct,  and  duiing  all  this 
time  I  haM  lit  «  ii  treated  as  well  as  I  could  he  at  any  place,  and  in  no  cane  bave  I  oeen  in- 
sulted in  tile  leant.  The  better  cla-^s  ul  ))t'M|)li>.  nn  l  particularly  tboee  who  were  good  sol* 
diers  in  tlie  southern  army,  are  very  cor<iial  in  tlieir  treatment.  • 

Hoping  we  majr  be  **  let  alone,"  1  subscribe  myself  vonr  obedient  servant,

7.  Tile  people,  with  great  uuaniuiity,  tiesire  iK*a(!e  mid  n-storatioii  of 
their  ])roperTelationfi  to  tlie  States  and  the  government  of  the  Union. 

8.  There  \»  iwt,  in  my  opinion,  luij  necessity  or  justifieation  for  the 
]»ropost'(l  (h  striietion  of  the  present  gfovormnciit  of  (leorjjia,  and  tlio 
establishiiti  ut  of  a  military  or  provisional  i^oveniment.  Such  a  thin^ 
would  be  most  unwise.  The  southern  people  arc  tired  of  strife,  satisfied 
with  the  new  constitution,  and  are  now  disiiosed  to  yield  a  willing  obedi- 
ence to  the  laws  of  the  laud.

In  person  before  me  came  James  Jackson,  a  resident  of  Maeon,  Bibb 
county,  Georgia,  and  in  nusw(»r  to  certain  tjuestions  propounded  to  him 
by  Nelson  Tilt,  esq,,  uiewber  of  Congress  from  Georgia,  being  sworn, 

saith: 

To  the  first  he  answers  that  he  is,  and  has  been  since  the  war,  a  lawyer, 
practicing  in  stune  eijrht  or  ten  counties  ;ii  oimd  ^Nlacon,  where  lie  resides, 
and  believes  that  the  laws  have  been  tViithtiillv  mid  iinitartiany  adminis- 
tered, and  an*  now  so  a<lrniTiistered.  If  there  be  any  Icaiiiini;^  on  the  part 
ul  the  ctHu  ts  where  he  practices,  he  believes  it  has  beeit  iu  behalf  of  tho 
colored  popidatioiv,  and  he  believes  that  it  ought  to  be  so  on  account  of 
their  ignorance  and  frailty,  :irisin^%  in  jjrreat  measure,  from  their  recent 
.•slavery  ;nid  llic  then  law  whi(h  d«  nietl  them  the  advantages  of  education. 
From  information  he  believes  that  what  he  atlirmstouchinjj:  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  law  in  his  circuit  is  true  gt^uerally  throughout  the  State. 
The  undersigned  knows  and  has  beard  of  no  exception,  so  far  as  he  can 
now  recall  to  niiud. 

To  the  second  Ite  answers  that  he  can  hear  of,  lias  not  heard  of,  and 
has  no  kupwicdjie  or  information  about  any  or^ianizcd  resistance  to  law 
anywhere  in  all  Georgia  among  the  white  pco[>lc,  nor  does  he  know  of 
any  amon^  the  colored  people,  and  has.heard  of  none  except  what  trans* 
pired  in  Twig;:s  comity  some  three  or  four  months  ago,  and  what  has 
recently  transpired  near  ^vaunah.  The  Twiggs  county  a£[air  was  iuves-

everybody,  white  and  t)la<;k,  democrat  and  republican,  ao  far  m  the 

undersigned  knows  or  luis  been  inf<7i*med,  was  satisfied  wi'th  the  adniin- 
istration  of  the  l:iw  by  him.  Abont  tlie  lawless  proceedinjxs  of  armod 
bodies  of  nejfroes  about  Havannah,  the  undersigned  knows  notliing  except 
what  he  sees  in  the  newspapers,  and  everv  thinjj  that  he  sees  in  them  he 
haslonf?  learned  t(»  take  "cam  (jraiw  moUs.^  He  knows  and  has  heard 
of  no  imorfrnnized  resist.ance  to  law  beyond  that  wliicli  exists  in  all  States, 
and  will  exist  Just  as  Um^r  as  "the  heaii:  of  man  is  deceitful  above  all 
things  and  des^Hirately  wicked,"  and  that  condition  of  tiie  human  heait 
and  consequent  conduct  of  mankind,  the  nndersiiffied  believes,  will  con- 
tinue in  all  countries  untQ  the  millennium.  He  thinks  Georgia  no  worse 
than  her  nei;:l>bors  in  ivspeet  to  ^-eneral  obedience  to  law,  and  liolieves 
tliat  sIk'  wdl  compare  well  in  this  rcnanl  witii  many,  if  not  all,  of  her 

ijowertul  and  dominant  nortliern  sisters.    He  agiees  with  .Mr,  Beecher, 
towever,  in  opinion,  that  there  is  much  room  tbr  improvement  all  over 
the  United  States  in  this  respect. 

To  the  tliii  d  lie  answers  that  he  knows  and  has  heard  of  no  officer  of 
the  law  not  faitlitnl  to  duty.    There  may  be  such — piobably  there  are  ;  • 
but  if  so,  they  are  few  and  lai'  between,  and  keei>  their  deeds  well  C(»\ered 
np. 

To  the  fourth  he  answers  that  he  believes  fipom  observation,  and  all  the 

informati(Mi  wliicli  he  run  irather.  that  the  disposition  and  feelinj»- of  the 
whites  to  tin'  colored  people  are  nun^led  of  kindness  and  pity,  and  their 
treatment  of  them  is  uniformly,  so  far  as  his  observation  extends,  kind 
and  forbearing.  Intelligent  white  people  south,  for  the  most  part,  do  not 
think  the  colored  i>eople  sufficiently  well-inforjued  toliohl  office  or  to  vote  5 
but  they  see  plainly  that  sncli  is  tin-  will  ;hm1  dcfcnidnation  of  their  north- 
em  conquerors.  They  have  no  means  ut  resisting  that  will,  an<l  they 
acquiesce  in  it  betause  they  cannot  help  themselves.  They  do  not  blame 
the  negro  for  the  exercise  of  rights  and  priA^ileges  granted^  him  without 
his  spe<'ial  seeking;  and  when  he  swells  and  struts  in  cons4'quence  of 
such  rights  and  privileges,  the  soutln'rn  whit<'  men  forbear  to  <inarrel 
witli  him,  make  use  of  liim  wherever  tlu^y  can  advantageously  employ 
him,  and  mean  by  the  law  of  love  and  kindness  to  control  his  vote,  if 
they  can. 

To  the  fifth  he  answers  that  the  dispositi<m  ami  feeling  of  tin-  wldte 
people  towards  i  (  pnblicans  depend  a  good  (h'al  u[)«m  what  S(U't  of  repub- 
licans they  are.  Towards  those  republicans  from  the  north  who  come 
among  ns  for  no  xuupose  but  to  get  nffiee,  which  their  talents  and 
respectability  cannot  secure  at  home,  the  feeling  is  one  of  deep  loathing 
and  extrcTne  conteni]it.  Towards  those  who  settle  annms:  as  to  ])nr- 
Kue  the  ordinary  a\ ocations  of  life,  but  yet  vote  the  rei)ul)lican  tic-kef, 
the  feeling  is  about  what  it  was  l)efore  the  war  between  denuMaats  and 
whigs  here,  and  what  the  undersigued  sujjposes  it  is  between  democrrats 
and  republieans  north  ;  perhaps  tinctured  with  rather  more  of  innate 
hostility;  but  yet  we  treat  them  with  civility  ami  lvindn<ss,  l)ocanse.  if 
tbr  no  better  n'ason.  wc  know  that  all  sn<'!i  ]H'oy)h'  will  soon  ln'cinne 
allied  with  thrir  wiiiie  latM lireii,  antl  eonsetpicntly  democrats.  Towards 
those  republicans  who,  bom  here,  act  with  that  party  for  office,  esi>e- 
dally  those  who  were  d<*mocTatR  before  the  war  and  ranqiant  setsessionista 
and  tin  caters  dnrini;-  tin-  war.  the  feeling  is  that  of  loathing  and  cou- 
tenipt,  deeper  than  exists  <»ven  towards  carpet-baggers.  Towards  igno- . 
rant  ujitive-born  .southeni  men  who  act  with  the  republicans  the 
feeling  is  that  of  pity,  yet  mixed  with  kindness.  We  expmt  to  win  them 
V>a<*k  to  their  first  love.  So  far  as  the  rights  of  all  of  them,  even  the 
most  extreme,  are  concexued,  the  undersigned  knows  of  no  instance  in 
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which  they  have  been  violated,  either  at  the  polls,  on  the  ^tiinip,  or  else- 
vhei«',  nor  has  he  heard  of  any  case  except  that  of  world-wide  reputa- 
tion, which  oceurred  at  Camilhi,  in  Mitchell  county, aii<l  wlsicli  he  under- 
stands is  Tind('i  u()in;L:'  Icj^iil  iiivr'stij^ation.  Towards  colored  irj)iil)li<'ans, 
who  constitute  the  mass  of  rlu*  party  in  (i(H)rgia,  the  feeliii;;-  and  dispo- 
silitm  ot  the  whites  is  kiud,  and  their  treatment  as  goo<l  as  towards 
democratic  negroes,  if  they  work  well  and  behave  themselves  as  good 
orderly  citizens.  The  undersigned  believes  that  tlie  repuhliean  i)arty 
would  have  been  dominant  ;itiion«»  the  wliites  in  (Jeor^jin  to  day  ha<l 
they  pursued  a  different  course  towards  the  white  masses  of'  t!u' 
gout  It.  I'criiaps  they  N\  ci*e  a-s  lenient  as  could  have  been  exx>ected 
towards  the  leaders;  and  deprivation  of  the  privilege  of  holding 
office  is  certainly  a  light  punishment  for  treason;  and  the  war  being 
inisncccssful  on  onr  pnrt,  what  we  did  inny  be  construed  to  l>e  trea- 
son^ hut  surely  the  f»Teat  mass  of  southern  white  people  were  gudty 
of  nothing  but  fighting  for  their  section,  a  thing  which  New  Eng- 
land or  any  part  of  the  north  would  just  as  certainly  have  done; 
and  a  lil>eral  ami  magnaninmus  jmliey  towards  them  would  have  won 
their  hearts;  nor  is  it  yet  too  hite.  If  the  incoming  ndiiuinf?tration  will 
act  wisely  and  generously  towards  Georgia,  she  may  l>ectjme  repul)liean — 
made  so  by  kindness  and  the  will  of  her  own  white  people.  II*  they  con- 
tinue to  oi>])res8  her,  the  ordy  way  to  nmke  her  republican  in  politics  is 
to  disfrancldsc  the  majority  of  her  white  citizens. 

To  the  sixth  lie  answers  that  he  has  never  known  or'Iieard  of  a  north- 
ern man  visitijig  or  desiring  to  settle  iii  Georgia  being  insulted  or  treated 
otherwise  than  with  considera1i<m  and  kindness.  He  has  himself  given 
sojcli,  lettera  of  introduction  to  friends  in  other  pin-tions  of  the  south, 
aTid  coniTiHMidcd  thcni  to  kindness  and  courtcsv  ;  and  tln'sc  so  inf  l  oduced 
and  connueiided  have  been  invarial>ly  repiil )1  ;< ms,  who  sccnu  d  to  think 
sucli  letters  necessaiy.  lie  has  openeil  ids  oiiice  to  them  and  invited 
them  to  use  it,  when  in  Maoon,  for  correspondence,  and  at  their  conven- 
ience; and  he  thinks  himself  about  as  fair  a  specimen  of  a  consistent 
rebel  during  the  war  and  an  nmvMvcrin^  domocntt  since  its  close  as  can 
be  found  He  wonid  welcome  ail  nortlieru  men  wishing;"  to  settle  soiith, 
with  open  anus,  without  rc^^aid  to  political  opinion,  for  he  thinks  (ieor- 
gia  needs  their  energy,  craft,  and  industry;  and  be  believes  this  senti- 
ment reflects  the  feeling  and  opinion  of  99  out  of  every  100  white  men  in 
the  Strife. 

To  the  seventli  he  jiuswers  that  he  eiuuestlv,  and  above  everv  other 
mere  earthly  interest  outside  of  that  of  his  own  lamily,  desires  peace  and 
a  restoration  of  tlie  i>roper  relations  of  the  State  to  the  States  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  Union.  Indeed,  he  desires  this  the  nH)re  because  the 
prosi)erity  and  haj)piness  of  his  own  household  and  the  entire  people  of 
tlie  State  are  dependent  upon  such  peace  and  restcu  at ion ;  and  lie  believes 
that  in  this,  also,  he  reflects  the  fecUngaud  sentiments  of  09  out  of  every 
100  white  men  in  Georgia. 

To  the  eighth  he  answers  that  in  his  (►pinion  there  is  no  necessity  nor 
Justification  for  foreign  interference  (by  which  he  means  interference 
outside  of  the  State)  with  tlu'  pj  t'si  ut  government  of  Georgia,  iie  hon- 
estly believes  that  such  interference  will  still  more  injure  all  the  material 
interests  of  the  State,  and  thereby  of  the  l^nion,  for  injury  to  those 
material  interests  in  any  onv  of  the  parts  will  injnie  the  wliolc  more  or 
less.  The  great  ;ironnd  of  <'oini»iaint  against  Georgia  seeuis  to  he  the 
action  of  the  legislature  in  ilispossi'ssing^  the  colored  members  of  their 
seats  in  that  bodv.  It  if^  a  question  dependent  upon  the  true  construc- 
tion of  the  constitation  and  laws  of  the  State,  aiKl  the  interpretiition  of 
that  constitution  f  and  those  laws  idiould  be  made,  he  thinks,  by  the 
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jndieiary.  Of  conrse,  eacb  honfie  ia  the  only  Judge  of  the  election  and 
qualiflciition  of  its  ineuibcrs,  but  the  general  assembly  of  the  State  iiii<rlit 
pass  a  Joint  rrsolntioTi  subinittiiisrtlif  qnestion  of  tlie  Sft^ieral  ri;rlit  of  tlio 
colored  citi/.eiis  to  hold  oftice  to  tlu;  siipreuH'  court  of  (ipory:ia,  and  tlu'vo- 
by  appeal  to  the  United  States  Supreme  ( Jourl,  and  i>ledge  tUemselvej* 
to  easry  out  the  decision  in  regard  to  seats  in  the  legislature.  It  is  a 
question  of  doubt,  but  the  undersijrned  is  free  to  say  that  as  a  h»g}il 
question,  arising  under  tlM'  present  eonstitution  of  tlie  United  States, 
and  the  laws  thereof,  and  iintler  the  State  eonstitution  and  laws,  lie  liini- 
8elf,  if  on  tlu»  bench,  wouUl  hohl  them  entitled  to  hold  office ^  an<l  lie 
believer  that  8iich  will  \m  the  Judgment  of  the  supreme  courts,  both  of 
Georgia  and  the  T'liited  States.  Cannot  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  compromise  this  question  with  (leiu'gia  upon  such  a  basis?  Is  it 
not  the  wiser  and  better  course  for  all  concerned f  Should  Congress 
pass  a  law  remanding  Georgia  to  provisional  iuid  military  rule,  will  they 
not  embo<ly  in  such  law  a  provision  that  if  the  legislature  take  such 
action  ns  is  al»o^e  indicated  the  law  shall  not  operate,  and  give  a 
reasonable  time  for  thcMn  to  act  ?  Tlie  nndersigfied  has  sworn  that  he 
desires,  sinc^'rely  desires,  peace  and  restoration  of  good  feeling  and  cor- 
dial fellowship  between  bis  own  and  the  other  States  of  the  Union;  and 
being  caUed  upon  for  his  opinion,  under  the  solemn  sanctions  of  an  oath, 

ventures,  with  ;xreat  respect,  to  throw  ont  these  suLTgestions  tO  the 
Becoustructiou  Committee,  and  through  them  to  (  (>n;:i  ess.

Dkatt  Sttt:  At  this,  my  earliest  convenience,  T  will  now  answer  the 
several  interrogatories  propounded  in  youi'  communication  of  the  18tli 
instant. 

To  the  first  interrogatory  I  answer:  As  far  as  my  knowledge  and 

ex]terienee.  both  as  a  public  r»1ficeT' and  a  ]iraetieing  hnvv<'r.  extends,  1  can 
say  most  iinliesitatin'^iy  that  I  believe  they  are  administered  with  as 
much  justice  as  in  any  State  iir  country  in  the  worhi. 

To  the  second  interrogatory  I  answer:  Nt>ne  whatever. 

To  the  third  interrogator.\  T  answer:  The  othcers  ot  the  law  all  over 
the  State,  as  I  htive  seen  oy  lieard,  are  faithtul  and  true  to  their  o1)liga- 
tions  to  admiiiistri-  the  law  impartially  in  all  <  ases  that  come  before  them. 

To  the  iburth  1  answer:  That  as  a  rule  the  very  kindest  feelings  exist 
between  the  two  races.  During  the  late  political  canvass  this  relation 
was  attempted  to  be  disturbed  by  designing  men,  but  I  do  not  think 
(hat  they  aeeoin]ilisli(ul  anytliiiiLT.  There  is  now  a  disj)osition.  comm(m 
to  both  white  anil  l>la<  k,  to  h  a\  t'  politics  alone  and  g<>  to  wtak,  for  the 
purjiose  of  bettering  their  tortnnes  and  ot  advancing  the  material  pros- 
perity of  the  State.  As  proof  of  what  1  assert,  1  have  only  to  refer  to 
the  fact  that  during  the  late  Christmas  holidays,  when  thousands  of  l)oth 
<'olors  have  been  u]>on  our  strei-ts.  mingling  with  each  other,  making 
settlements  ibr  the  last  year  and  contracts  lor  the  new,  not  one  arrest 
was  made  by  the  jiolice  for  a  disturbance  of  the  peace,  or  anything  of 
that  kind.  I  have  not  heard  of  but  one  dispute  in  regard  toasettlement 
for  the  last  year:  oiu'  contemi»tible  fellow  is  trying  to  cheat  a  negro  out 
of  a  half  bale  of  cotton:  tlie  case  is  in  the  hands  of  the  law  and  will  be 
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ftn1»mirt«Ml  for  arbitrntion  to-morrn\r:  it  will  tlnis  probably  ho  settled;  if 
not,  aiul  it  .shojild  pim^ced  to  a  jiuy,  1  have  no  leans  but  tbat  justiee  will 
be  done. 

To  the  fifth  I  answer:  That  there  are  qnite  a  number  of  them  here; 
they  are  never  mcjleste*!.  and  are  treated  respe<'tfully ;  everv'  one  has  a 
rijjht  to  ditier  in  opinion,  and  this  rij^ht  is  recoq-ni'/.ed  hereby  all  parties^ 
deiuoeruts,  republicans,  whites  and  blacks,  and  no  one  is  molested  for 
exercisin^r  it 

To  the  sixth  T  answer:  That  we  are  ever  ready  to  welcome  those  who 
will  nrake  proml  citizens,  come  whenr*-  ;hh1  from  where  they  may.  T  notice 
ill  the  pai»ers  that  there  is  a  party  oi  IVunsylvania  fariuers  now  trav- 
elling throuf?h  the  south ;  our  people  take  it  as  a  good  sign,  and  are 
extending  a  hearty  welcome  to  them  all  over  the  State;  the  railroads 
are  charging  them  only  half  fsiir;  and  our  sister  city,  Macon,  has,  I 
believe,  specially  invited  them  to  partake  of  hor  hospitality.  The  river 
here  at  this  place  has  water  advantages  superior,  it  is  said,  to  the  cele- 
brated Lowell  water- works,  and  if  some  northern  company  will  only 
come  here  with  their  skill  and  capital  I  promise  them  a  hearty  welcome 
by  our  citizens.  We  hav<'  thousands  of  acres  of  fine  lands  lying  idle 
and  needing  culture,  and  it  the  men  of  the  north,  or  from  Kuroju',  will 
come  and  settle  among  us  1  am  sure  they  will  never  regret  it.  We  arc 
in  need  of  immigrants  to  develop  the  vast  resonrces  of  onr  eotintry. 

To  the  seventh  and  eii^htfa  I  answer:  The  people,  bla<'k  and  white, 
earnestly  (Icsirf  prirr-p  nnd  a  restoraticm  of  their  proi)er  relations  to  tlie 
States  an<l  govcniuicnt  of  tlie  L'nion.  There  is,  in  my  o])iiiioii.  no  neces- 
sity or  justification  for  the  **x^i"^l"'''^*^i  destruction  of  the  present  gov- 
ernment of  Georgia^  and  there-establishmetttof  a  military  or  provisional 
government.  All  we  want  is  peace,  and  for  politicians  to  leave  us  alone 
aTid  (juit  this  eoiitinual  agitation  of  ])(»lities.  When  I  say  *'we,"  1  mean 
both  white  and  blaek.  We  wish  to  go  to  work  undisturbed  by  fears 
of  H  change  of  governnieid.  Tlie  laws  are  ample  in  their  proKuttion  of 
all  of  our  citizens,  regardless  of  color.  The  ministers  of  the  law  are 
faithful  in  its  execution,  and  if  we  are  only  let  alone,  under  the  blessings 
of  Provi(l(Mjee.  will  soon  b(»coine  a  hapi)y  arxl  ]>rosperous  peo])le.  The 
misuu<lerstaudings  that  existed  between  tlie  whites  ami  hla<  ks,  and 
which  were  more  the  result  of  the  ettbrtisof  designing  knaves  anil  dem- 
agiognes  than  anything  else,  are  fast  becoming  adjusted,  and  I  predict 
that  in  one  year  from  to-day,  if  the  State  is  left  alone,  these  matters  will 
all  ])ass  awa  v.  and  we  will  all  be  united  in  our  ettbitS  to  advance  the 
prosperity  both  of  our  8tat4'  and  general  government.

To  your  first  question  t  answer,  they  are,  in  this  section,  so  finr  as 
possible. 

Second  (luestion.  Tlio  iio^riws  in  t^iis  comity,  outside  the  city  of 
Savaiiiiali,  liave  many  bandn  luUy  aruitni  and  organized,  and  in  several 
instances  liave  resisted  the  due  execution  of  the  laws.  Constant  com- 
plaints are  made  to  this  ottice  by  respectable  eitizens,  that  they  have 
been  -stopped  on  the  public  roads  by  pickets  of  iio/^Toes,  who  have 
demanded  pix»visioiis,    AA'itliiii  the  last  three  moTitlis  several 

luui'ders  have  been  CAimmitted  by  these  bauds,  and  owing  to  iheir  elleetive 
organization  the  sheriff  is  powerless  to  enforce  the  warrants  issued  by 
the  Judiciary  for  the  arrest  of  offenders  among  them. 

I  enclose  an  aflidnvit  nwKh-  ycstenlny  by  two  of  the  oldest  planters  ill 
the  ccmnty,  \vhi<  li  throws  imicli  li^ht  on  the  <o!i(litioii  of  aflairs  hei^e. 

Thirtl  question,  iiie  oiiicers  niv  faithful  and  attentive  to  their  duties. 

To  the  tbnrth  question.  Towards  the  industrious  blacks  the  feeling  and 
treatment  is  one  of  kindness. 

To  the  fifth  question.  T  am  a  republicHn  in  inilUies,and  have exemsed 
all  my  rights  of  citizeiisliip  without  molestation  or  hindrance. 

To  the  sixth  question.  Norlhei  u  lueu  can  exercise  the  right  of  suliiaj^e 
and  of  speech  with  safety  to  their  persons. 

To  the  seventh  question.  The  white  people  desire  peace  most  earnestly, 
and  for  tliiit  r(>;isoTt  hnve  refrained  from  retaliation  tor  the  murders  lately 
committed  by  the  blacks. 

To  the  eigltth  question.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  necessity  or  justifi- 
cation for  the  proposed  destruction  of  the  present  government  of  Georgia.

The  undersigned,  as  chairman  of  tlie  central  executive  committee  of 
the  democratic  party  of  Georgia,  makes  the  following  statement  under 
oath  in  answer  to  the  questions  x>ropounded  in  the  accompanying  cir- 
cular. 

In  answer  to  the  first  interrogatory  he  says:  So  far  as  my  knowledge 
extends  the  laws  of  Georgia  are  foithfidly  and  imirartiallyadmiuister^. 
To  tlie  second  he  answers:  I  know  of  no  organised  or  unorganized 

resistance  to  the  law. 

To  tiie  tliird  he  answers;  The  oflicers  of  the  law  aie  faithful  to  their 
duties,  so  far  as  I  know. 

To  the  fourth  he  answers:  Within  the  circle  of  my  acquaintance  the 
di.s])ositioTi.  feeling,  and  treatm<>nt  of  the  white  people  towards  the  black 
pe(»|»lc  are  kind  and  eonc!b";»t(iry. 

In  the  town  in  which  1  lesuie  from  five  to  .six  thousantl  bales  of  cotton 
are  sold  annually.  At  this  aeason  of  the  year  I  have  daily  occular  dem- 
onstration that  the  freedmen  are  well  treat<>d  by  the  whites.  Freedmen 
who  have  msule  crops  of  their  own  briiij:  in  tlieir  cotton  to  sell  it.  In 
other  cases  ]>lanters,  who  have  ]>romise(l  their  laborers  a  ])art  <»t'  tlieir 
crops  for  theii'  wages, bringin  their  iotton,  seliit,  aiuidivide  tlie  })r«M'eeds 
with  thefwedmen  in  their  onq)loyment,  according  to  their  agi cement, 
and  I  have  not  known  or  heard  of  the  fir.st  instance  in  which  a  Ireedman 
hiis  ci)mi»laiiie»l  uflM-iim  detranded  by  his  enqdoyer. 

To  tli«'  lit  tli  he  answers:  Iknuw  of  no  disx>ositiou^uanyouetomisti'eat 
republicans. 
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To  tlio  sixtli  he  answers:  Tlie  dispoi^ition  of  tlio  p<»f»plo  of  rioor«ria 
towariLs  iiorthiMii  men  vinitiiif?  or  deHiiiug  to  nettle  here  is  respeetlnl. 

To  the  seventh  he  answers :  The  people  ardeutly  desire  i>eace,  and  a 
restoration  of  their  proper  relation  totlie  States  and  government  of  the 
Union.  They  reffard  reconstruction  as  an  aeeoniplisheil  fact,  and  are 
nnwillinjr  to  disturb  it,  and  would  (U't-plv  icf^ret  to  see  it  disniilx  d. 

To  tile  eighth  he  answers:  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  nerossity  or  jus- 
tification for  the  proposed  destruction  of  the  present  iioveniment  of 
Georgia,  and  the  establislnnent  of  a  military  or  provisional  government ; 
and  if  sueh  be  effected  it  will  be  detrimental  to  tin*  best  interests  of  the 
8t;tte.  It  will  prevent  the  restorntion  of  pen<M\  ;ui(I  will  nrousc  frelings 
and  prejudices  which  ai*e  now  slumbering,  and  it  let  alone  will  soon  be 
forgotten.

Dear  Sib  :  I  have  received  yonr  circular  letter  of  18th  instant, 
addressed  to  the  judges  of  the  superior  con rts,  judges  of  the  court  of 
oi(lin;iry,  and  mayors  of  cities  in  the  State  of  (ieorgia,  "stating  that 
tlie  present  condition  of  ail'aii's  in  Georgia  is  being  investigated  befoi'e 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Beoonstmctiou,''  and  that  certain  ^rtiea  ttota 
Georgia,  amoftg  them  her  present  governor,  were  in  Washington,  icith 
fhe  ftrotrcff  purpose  of  hi fhtnng  ConfftrsH  fn  (leMrvi/ the  jirrsrpf  ovynuized 
governiiicnr  of  the  St,!t<\  jind  ii-iiihikI  h^T  people  to  military  rule,  and 
asking  aj^  the  substance  of  your  conununication  eight  categorical  ques- 
tions, to  all  of  which  I  reply  as  follows : 

To  your  tirst  I  answer,  that  so  far  as  my  knowledge  and  information 
extend,  tlie  laws  of  Georgia  are  faithfully  and  impartially  administered, 
as  murh  so  as  in  any  State  of  the  Union. 

To  your  second  1  answer,  J  kin>w  of  no  organized  or  unorganized 
resistance  to  ]aw->-oertof  itty  none  within  onr  community  or  its  immediate 
neighhorhf  ^oil.  I  am  informe<l  that  organized  bands  of  colored  people,  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  Savannah,  h;iv*'  assumed  a  menorifcj  :ui<]  hos- 
tile attitude,  and  are  seriously  disturbing  the  ]»nl)lie  ])en('('.  1  suppose 
you  will  learn  something  of  the  facts  in  regartl  to  these  Inmi  other  and 
better  informed  sources  than  myself,  as  doubtless  Congress  will  desire 
to  be  informed  in  relation  to  the  whole  matter,  and  refer  it  to  a  com- 
mittee with  power  to  send  for  pei*sons  Hnil  ])npers. 

To  yoiu'  thirtl  I  answer,  that  the  otHcers  of  the  law  were  never  more 
faithful  to  their  duties.  Yeai*s  before  the  war  I  could  not  have  said 
trnthfnlly  so  much.  There  now  seems  to  be  a  morbid  drsire  on  the  part 
oi'  <»fri<  ials  to  enforce  the  law,  regardless  of  the  position  or  condition  of 

the  viohitor. 

To  your  Jourth  1  answer,  that  the  disposition,  feeling  and  treatment 
of  whit<^  people  toward  their  former  slaves  and  servants  are  known  of 
all  men — kindness  nnd  confidence  are  the  universal  rule  j  there  may  be 
in(livi(lu;il<'\('f'ptioiis,  hut  I  cannot  say  that  a  single  one  comes  under  my 
pers<nnil  or  otiicial  kn<>whMlL'('.  AVe  were  reared  amonjr  tliese  p(M)ple, 
played  with  them  in  our  childhood,  are  fond  of  them;  we  l<tiow  that  they 
are  generally  affectionate  and  docile,  but  totally  unfit  for  sclf-goveni- 
ment.  (It  may  be  doabtfhl  whether  our  own  race  is.)  We  desire  their  true 
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happiness;  we  ask  for  all  tbeir  rights  iiii(U>r  the  luw,  niul  that  tbe.v  shall 
occupy  the  position  that  I  know  i8  most  (xHidiicive  to  their  individualhap- 

piuess,  the  happiness  of  their  families  ami  of  their  rae«».  They  are 
eutitkMl  to,  and  luive  eheerfnlly  accorded  to  them,  equal  jmiteetion  of 
ptsrtiuii  and  property}  educatiuu  and  hoaie  with  the  \«'hite  man,  he  he  a 
Georfpau  or  citizen  of  any  other  State.  This  we  would  demand  for  them 
if  we  ecmld  from  all  enections  of  the  Union.  May  it  not  he  a  (piestion 
with  Cong:res8  whether  it  imfrht  not,  in  aeeordanee  with  its  jK»liey 
toward  the  south,  to  provide  that  this  ra<'e  shall  also  sfrnTiiljlc  with  the 
citizens  of  Maine,  of  Massiuhusetts,  New  York,  or  Ohio,  at  the  hallot- 
box ;  Hit  with  tbem  in  the  jury  box ;  or  \ye  eli^nhle  for  the  oflSce  of  Pres- 
ident or  Vice-President  of  the  United  Stat«'s ;  t4»  a  seat  in  the  Senate  or 
tlie  Representative  lialls  of  Coii^rresss  ?  In  this  coiineetion,  1  take  leave 
to  add,  that  witliiu  all  my  knowletl^e  I  do  not  know  a  man  in  (l<'()i;:ia 
who  desii'cs  the  re-establishment  of  slavery;  for  myself  i  say  that  I 
would  rather  die,  and  I  wei^h  my  words. 

To  your  fifth,  I  answer  that,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  our 
people  never  inquire  what  a  man's  political  opinions  an*  except  in  con* 
test  for  ollice.  Then,  men  are  arrayed  ajrainst  each  otla  i  la  ic  as  I 
read  that  they  are  elsewhere.  Each  candidate  has  hi» iwUiivu I ^/nnvijtie^, 
and  each  of  coarse  his  xiartjsans.  1  suppose  the  ob.|eet  of  this  question 
to  1k',  to  a.scertafn  what  tbe  feelings  ci'  our  people  are  in  relation  to  a 
class  of  i>eople  who  imve  ai>peared  amon/x  us,  appar  ntly  from  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  in  pursuit  ot  ollice,  and  callinj;  theHusclves  republiranft,  I 
have  personally  seen  stnne  of  them,  who,  with  difficulty,  couhl  Jiiakc 
themselves  understood  in  expressing  a  single  sentence  of  our  langmige. 
1  know  one,  a  State  senator,  who  may  have  been  useful  and  good  in 
fatlu  i  land  as  a  citizen,  hut  whose  elevation  to  the  office  he  now  (K-cupies 
by  votes  at'  lilankition  ne^^j^nR's,  is  not,  I  supiH>se,  kindly  re^jfarde*!  by  the 
white  [>eople  he  misrepresents.  1  do  not  tlunk  he  would  be  so  rt  -  aided 
in  Pennsylvania  or  Ohio.  These  strangers  are  called  scalawags  and 
carpet-bafjgers.    These  terms,  I  confess,  aie  more  forcible?  than  elejv^ant. 

To  yonr  sixth.  I  answer  that  northern  men  visiting  (leorgia  ought 
trankly  to  give  their  experience.  1  say,  with  truth,  what  is  known  by 
every  one,  that  the  northern  man  is  met  with  a  kindly  welcome.  We 
ha\  ('  unimproved  lands  and  houses  to  sell  or  rent,  and  hearts  to  I'eeeive 
the  honest  and  industrious stnniger.  Our  earnest  desire  is  to  liave  them 
ro?Me  aiDon;^  us,  be  (»f  us,  and  ludp  us  to  develop  our  vast  resimrces. 
liui  we  do  not  wish  people  to  come  seeking  otiice  through  the  ignorance 
and  excitability  of  the  colored  race.  I'eople  whose  names  it  is  an  effort 
to  spell,  and  whose  recent  place  of  reiitdenee  is  utterly  unpi-otmunceable. 

To  yonr  seventh,  I  answer  tliat  tlie  peo])le  of  (leor;iia.  with  one 
voice,  say  let  ns  have  peace  and  restoration,  and  IVaternal  feelin;;  :  let 
us  go  to  work,  and  buy  and  sell  iu\d  gi  t  ;iaiii  w  itliont  teju*  and  at  once. 

To  your  eighth,  I  answer  that  Judging  from  the  exiierience  of  the  last 
three  years,  my  opinion,  whether  there  is  any  necessity  or  justilieatiou 
i'or  the  ])ropos(  (1  flr^rruction  of  the  present  i^overnment  of  (ieof;:ia.  ;nul 
the  estal)lislnneiit  ot  a  military  or  iirovisional  <;<>\ crnnienl ,  would  ImmU' 
but  little  weight,  an<l  command  but  slight  a(tenti(»n.  if  I  tiiouglil  it 
would,  I  should  simply  say,  lei  U9  ALONE.

I  gay,  that  fhv  law  s  of  tlie  State  are  faitlilully  executed, 
regardU'Si*  of  race,  color,  or  jHilitical  opinion. 

Tiieie  is  no  organized  or  unorganissed  resistance  to  tbe  laws,  that  I 
know  of.  The  officers  of  the  law  are  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 

duties. 

The  f<»elinf?  and  disposition  of  the  ^\  hite  to  the  bhick  is  kind,  and  dis- 
posed to  ilo  justice.  The  same  to  the  republicans.  Aud  always  ready  to 
extend  a  helping  hand  and  encourage  the  settling  among  us  of  any  and 
all  well  disposeitt  persons,  whether  from  the  north,  south,  east,  or  west. 

The  people  all  desire  i>eneo  nnd  restonitiou  to  their  lunner  and  proper 
relations  to  the  States  and  gtjvernment. 

There  is  in  uiy  opinion  uo  necessity  or  justification  for  the  proposed 
destruction  of  the  present  government  of  Creorgia,  and  the  establishment 
of  military  or  provisional  goverinnent.

Sir:  It  aiVords  uie  pleasure  to  answer  yourcircular  of  the  18tii  uliinn>, 
in  reference  to  the  affairs  in  Georgia,  inasmuch  as  I  earnestly  favored 
reconstruction  of  the  Stnte  under  the  terms  prescribed  by  Congress,  and 

was  a  dele{^ate,  representing^  the  counties  of  Putnam.  .Tas]H'r,  and  Mor- 
gan, in  the  convention  which  ndojjt^'d  the  present  State  constitution. 

To  questiou  1st.  1  think  that  the  laws  are  about  as  faith  fully  and  impar- 
tially administered  as  they  were  previous  to  the  late  civil  war. 

2d.  So  far  as  I  have  observed,  there  is  no  combined  resistance  to  the 
laws.  T!i<Me  are  occasional  violatiotis  of  the  law,  hnt  Mu're  are  v«»rv  U*\\ 
of  the  people  who  couutenance  such  violations,  or  sympathize  with  the 
offenders. 

3d.  The  officers  in  this  county  are  intelligent  and  faithful. 

4th.  Tin?  feeling  between  the  w  hites  and  blacks  is  kind.  There  is  in  this 
i'onnty  ab(»ut  one  of  the  fortiiei'  to  two  of  the  iMtter.  and  >  et  the  denumd 
for  lalMu  is  not  fully  sui»plicti^  ail  who  ai"e  disposed  to  lalioi  can  readily 
find  employment. 

.  5th.  1  have  not  since  the  late  election  for  President  notice<l  any  unkind 
tecliip^s  between  the  democratic  and  rcpnhlii-an  i)arties.  Publie,  senti- 
ment <loes  not  favor  \n\i\  treatment  towards  republicans,  and  if  snch 
occurs  it  is  from  the  young  or  inconsiderate,  and  not  from  tiiose  who 
constitute  the  bone  and  sinew  of  society. 

Gth.  Northern  men  have  not  setthMl  in  this  county,  f  think  they  would 
be  Uinflly  treated.  Sonn-  liave  settled  in  an  adjoining  count}',  and  1  have 
not  lu'ard  of  any  case  of  bad  treatment. 

7th.  1  tliink  tlie  peojjle  are  very  au.>dous  for  peace,  and  a  restoration 
of  their  proper  relation  to  the  States  aud  government  of  the  Union. 

8th.  In  my  opinion  the  establishment  of  a  military  or  proyisioual  gov- 
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ernuient  would  not  iiroinote  the  interest  or  peace  of  any  portion  of  the 
people,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  any  considerable  nnmber  of 
respectable  people  who  would  approve  of  being  remanded  to  a  military 

governnieiit. 

The  foregoing  statement  apx>li<-'s  ti»e  section  of  the  Stat©  iu  which  I 
live.

1)i:ai{  Sik:  The  ordinary  of  Elbert  (  (Uiiity  reeeived  your  circular  and 
retei  led  il  lo  nu*,  a.s  it  was  impossible  lor  bmi  to  answer  it.  I  tiike  great 
pleasui'c  in  complying  with  your  request. 

1st.  Tlie  laws  of  Georgia  are  faith  fully  and  impartially  administered  in 
this  county,  snid  in  this  serf  ion  of  the  State. 

2d.  There  is  no  organized  or  unorganized  resistance  to  the  law. 

3d.  The  oflicers  of  the  law  are  faithful  to  their  duties,  and  discluirge 
them  with  energy  and  promptness. 

4tli.  The  whites  in  this  section  of  country  have  no  feeling  of  hostility 
toward  the  l)lacks.  They  are  <ltsposed  to  treat  the  blacks  kindly  and 
allow  them  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  every  right  and  privilege  tJiat  the  law 
gives  them. 

5th.  There  is  no  ill  feeling  t4>wards  republicans  here.  Everybody  seems 
disiM)sed  to  submit  (|uietly  to  the  result  of  the  late  election.  A  n^publi- 
can  is  as  safe  from  nutlestaticm  here  as  in  any  part  of  the  TTnion. 

6th.  We  earnestly  desire  and  invite  northern  capitalists  and  laborers 
to  settle  in  our  midst,  and  will  gujuant^je  them  every  protection  that  the 
law  allows  them. 

7th.  The  people  earnosfly  desire  peace  and  a  restoration  of  their  proi>or 
relatiuJis  to  the  I'nion,  and  to  the  States  and  goveninieiit  of  the  same. 

Sth.  In  my  liuiiible  opiui*m  thei*e  is  no  necessity  or  justiliiuU ion  for  the 
proiMjsed  destruction  of  the  present  government  of  (Georgia,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  military  or  provisional  government.  In  tact,  such  a 
destnu'tioii  and  change  would  be  rninoiis  t«»  tin*  interests  of  (leoi-;;ia.  It 
would  cause  her  people  to  l<>s<'  faith  in  the  general  ^(>v»  rument.  jnostrate 
her  energies  or  the  energies  of  her  people,  and  would  sli  iki?  iter  a  blow 
'  from  which  I  fear  she  would  never  recover.

Sir:  Yoiir  circular  of  the  18th  iustaut  hai*  beeu  rec*;ived,  aud  X  proceed 
to  answer  your  inquiries  as  briefly  as  I  can. 
1st.  In  general,  the  hiws  of  the  State  are  administered  faithfully  and 

iini);\rti;illy — T  spoak  for  tho  portion  of  the  State  where  I  reside.  There 
may  be  cusl's  of  violation  of  law  that  go  luipanished,  of  a  minor  char- 
acter, bat  so  far  my  observatiou  ex.teud8,  the  public  4)tiK  crsof  Georgia 
appear  to  be  sincerely  desirous  to  execute  the  laws  faithfhlly. 

2d.  There  has  not  been  at  any  time  sinci*.  the  ch)se  of  the  war  any 
orpranized  opposition,  in  this  portion  of  the  Statay  to  tli6  execution  of  the 
laws,  nor  in  any  other  i>orti(ni  m  far  as  I  know. 

3d.  ike  otficers  of  the  law  are,  in  general,  faithful  to  their  trust.  There 
may  be  some  exceptions,  but  they  arise  rather  from  ignorance  and  inca- 
pacity  tban  from  an  intention  to  do  wrong. 

Itfi.  T!if  prevailing  feeling  towards  thf  blacks  is  one  of  sympathy  and 
kirnlin^ss,  and  a  general  disposition  prcilominates  to  treat  them  fairly 
aud  justly  f  of  course  there  are  exceptions  to  this  rule  iu  the  cijse  of  bad 
white  men,  who  would  in  like  manner  deal  with  their  own  color. 

oth.  In  this  [)art  of  the  State  republican  citizens  are  treated  socially  as 
all  others.  Nodistnrbance hasatany  timeoccuiTed  growingoutof  i>onti(  al 
diJlcrences  among  wliite  men.  So  far  as  I  know,  all  such  troubles  luive 
growu  out  of  bhickmeu  being  urged  on  by  whites  fioui  iuterested  motives. 

6th.  A  strong  desire  prevatUi  among  our  people  to  have  emigmnts 
come  to  our  State.  Several  of  our  largest  and  most  enterprising  planters 
have  come  among  ns  since  the  war,  and  are  very  highly  r»  i^;n  (h'<l  ami 
esteemed ;  and  every  inducement  is  being  held  out  to  otlieis  to  I'ome. 
l^ortheru  men  who  come  to  Georgia  to  cultivate  the  soil  or  engage  in 
other  legitimate  pursuits  are  welcomed  with  oi)en  arms ;  it  is  only  political 
ailventurers  who  are  looke<l  upon  and  treated  with  coldness  and  distrust. 

7tli.  If  there  is  ortr  thing  that  onr  people  desire  above  all  others,  it  is 
peace  aiul  quiet.  They  are  tired  aud  worn  out  with  the  continued  agita- 
tion of  the  last  three  years,  and  now  only  wi.sh  to  be  let  alone  that  they 
may  go  to  work  to  rebuild  theii'  fallen  foitunes. 

•  Stli.  After  what  has  been  said  above,  it  seems  needless  to  add  tliat,  in 
my  opinion,  no  necessity  exists  for  ])lacing  GeorLri;'  under  mili'.ary  rule 
again,    liniicd  L  can  see  no  good  that  would  grow  out  of  sucli  a  coiuse, 
but  much  of  evil  in  a  social,  political  and  material  iioint  of  view.

I  hear  nothing  against  northern  men  yisiting  or  settling  in 
Georgia ;  on  the  contrary,  £  have  heard  many  express  a  desire  to  have 
them  eome. 

7th.  The  people  ilesire  peace  ami  a  restoration  of  their  pi*oper  re- 
lations to  the  States  and  government  of  the  Union  above  all  things. 
8tb.  Ill  my  opinion,  there  is  no  necessity  or  justification  for  the 

propose*!  destruction  of  the  ]>i'psent  government  of*  (Troi  Lri:*.  an<l  in  so 
saying  I  I'eel  that  I  aui  »peakiug  the  sentiments  of  the  xieople  of  niy  t^- 
tion. 

In  answering  the  above  questions  I  only  speak  of  my  own  locality ; 

iM'yoml  it  I  could  not  speak  with  certainty.  T  feel  satisfied  that  I  could, 
had  I  the  time,  get  nuiny  signers  to  these  questions  of  both  political  par- 
ties and     both  colors.

Sib  :  I  have  duly  received,  within  a  few  days,  your  circular  addressed, 
among  others,  to  the  mayors  of  cities,  in  relation  to  a  proposition  now 

jiending  in  the  Congress  of  the  Kjiiti'd  States  to  destroy  the  j^resetit 
ov'ranizi'd  •^overnineiit  of  the  State  of  (ieorgia  and  renniud  her  jieople 
to  military  rule  or  to  the  dictatorship  of  a  jnovisional  governor,  witli  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States  to  entbrce  his  edicts,  which  \n  u\H>- 
sition  is  based  u])on  the  alleged  lawlessness,  anarchy,  and  lack  of  pro* 
teetion  to  lilV,  liluTfy,  ninl  ^noperty,  and  the  persecution  and  cinclty 
Avhicli  tlic  wliitr  iKMtjdc  arc  inflicting;  npon  iinioceiit  nepocs  ami  i  iiinii 
men  in  this  State;  the  circular  eudiodying  interrogatories,  with  tliepur- 
])0se  of  taking  the  answers  thereto  as  testiutony  before  the  Beconstnic- 
tion  Comnuttee  of  the  i  louse  of  Kepresentatives.  And  having  nmturely 
considered  the  Siiid  iutoiTogatories,  I  answer  to  the  same  resi>ectfully  as 

lblh>ws : 

Answer  to  interrogatory  1st.  The  laws  of  this  State  are  imparl ially 
and  faithfully  administered,  as  far  as  my  knowledge  and  information 
extend. 

Answer  to  intcrn\iratory  LM.  There  is.  T  believe,  no  resistance  to  the 
law,  either  orjxanized  or  unorganised,  within  this  municipality  or  the 
county  of  Bibb. 

Answer  to  interrogatory  3d.  I  think  the  ofH<H^rs  of  the  law  are,  veiy 
generally,  faithful  to  their  duties  everywhere,  much  as  they  were  in 

earlier  times. 

Answer  to  interroj^atory  4th.  I  <'onsider  the  <iis|M»ition  of  the  whites 
towards  the  blacks  as  remarkably  lenient  and  kind.  They  well  know 
their  Ignorance  and  consequent  liability  to  be  misled,  and  are  very  u*ady 
to  make  e\  ery  allowant'e  for  the  faults  into  whii'h  they  are  often  lu'ti-ayed 
by  theii'  stuiplieity  and  want  of  firmness  of  mind.

abi<liti;:.  :ni<l  wcU-liehaved. 

AnswiT  to  iiitcrrojjntory  •'>th.  The  r('pnl)Iican8  in  this  iv{;i<»n  an*  not  a 
larjje  cla.s.s.  They  are  nowheix*  i>er.set'iUe<l  or  maltreat^nl  to  my  kuowl- 
e(l*^^e ;  they  oome  and  go  and  transact  their  business  in  iieaoe,  and  nobody 
molests  or  hinders  them.  In  a  court  of  jnstiee,  in  the  church,  in  sdiool, 
their  rights  and  ]vnvile;;(>s,  and  those  of  their  children,  are  as  much 
resjMH'ti'd  as  those  of  other  eitizens. 

Answer  to  interrogatory  (Jth.  The  feeliuf?  of  the  people  here  towards 
Dortliem  men  visiting  or  designing  to  settle  in  Georgia Iws been  a  favor- 
able one,  and  is  becoming  every  day  more  and  more  so.  They  desire  them 
to  <*oin«»  among  ns  and  l>iing  their  caj)itnl  ;md  their  industry  with  tliem 
and  to  Ueconie  incorporated  into  our  eoniuiunities.  Our  proplc  are  glad 
to  welcome  bona  tide  imniigniuts,  if  respectable,  without  regard  to  class 
or  rank.  They  would  press  no  inquiries  nor  revive  any  old  political 
issues  with  such,  but  are  ready  to  i)ass  them  ov«»r  as  obsolete  bygones. 
There  is  no  part  of  the  country  to  which  northerners  could  rn ignite  more 
freely,  or,  perhaps,  more  protitably  to  tliemselves,  than  to  licorgia.  To 
corrolH>rate  what  I  have  just  stated,!  refer  you  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
Georgia  agricultural  and  immigration  convention  lield  in  this  city  on 
the  10th  of  Deceniber  hist. 

Answer  to  interr<»L;;itory  Ttli.  I  am  satisfu'd  tliat,  since  tlio  close  of  the 
late  war,  there  is  notiiiug  whicii  the  people  of  Georgia  so  iniieh  desii'eas 
peace,  and  a  perfect  restoration  to  their  old  relations  to  the  other  States, 
under  a  constitutional  govei-miKMit. 

Answer  to  intrrrogntory  Sth.  l'i)on  the  most  considerate  reflection  upon 
the  «  \isting  state  of  affairs  in  t!iis  State.  !  am  unable  topeiccivc  any  pos- 
sible necessity  lor  the  destruction  of  tlie  prestmt  government  ot  Cieorgia 
and  the  establishment  of  a  military  or  provisional  government.  On  the 
contraiy,  it  api^ears  to  me  most  i>robabIe  that  such  a  measure  would  be 
priwluctive  of  great  excitement,  if  not  wide-s])n'ad  commotion  of  a  perni- 
cious character.  Both  public  and  private  atVairs  have  h«>en  lately  settling 
down  into  a  c<miparatively  quiet  condition,  anil  it  wouUl  occasion  general 
and  just  regret  if  they  should  be  again  disturbed  by  a  cliangeof  govern- 
ment,  especially  by  such  a  change  as  is  proi)osed.

1st  inquiry.  Are  the  laws  of  Georgia  faithfully  and  impartially  admin- 

iStere<l  f 

Answei-.  The  laws  of  (leorgia,  or  at  least  in  the  county  of  Early,  are 
faitlilully  and  imi>artially  ailininistered.  >'o  case  has  come  to  my  knowl- 
edge where  any  distinction  was  made  on  the  account  of  race  or  color. 

lid  inquiry.  Is  theie  any  organized  or  nnoi^ani/ed  resistance  to  the  law? 

Answer  Thei<Ms  ntuie.  The  only  instance  tliat  has  (M-enrred  in  this 
county  was  where  one  Chjules  Fryer,  freedman,  was  committed  to  jail  tor 
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tlie  offence  of  simple  larceny;  and  the  prosecutor  bein^  another  freed- 
man,  they  (the  freedmen)  thought  that  cne  had  uo  ri^ht  to  iiroHecute  or 
iiiiinisofi  one  of  tlieir  own  color,  cons^xjiiently  they  rnised  a  nidhof  about 
one  hundred  for  the  purpose  of  breaking  tlie  jail.  They  failed  to  earn' 
out  their  purpos(*8.  One  of  the  leaders  haviufjf  been  tried  and  found 
guilty,  another  stUl  awaiting  his  trial ;  the  others,  their  cases  having 
been  nolprosmJ  on  lu count  of  their  ignorance  of  the  law,  and  the  tbr* 
bearan<*e  of  the  whites  towards  them. 

3d  inquiry.  Are  oflieers  of  the  hiw  faithful  to  their  duties  t 

Answer.  They  are.  As  regards  the  sheriff  of  this  county,  which  I  con- 
sider the  most  responsible  office,  I  refer  yon  to  Qovemor  Bullock,  of 
Georgia,  as  to  his  promptness  in  nmking  his  reports,  &e. 

4th  inciniry.  What  is  tlic  disjxvsition,  feeling,  and  treatment  of  the 
wliite  peoi>le  towards  the  bhwX  people! 

Answer.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  there  seems  to  be  no  animosity  or 
bitter  feeling  existing  between  the  two  races  at  this  time.  There  has 
iKHiii  a  time  when  sneh  was  not  the  cjuse;  but  my  own  opinion  is  th;it  it 
w;«s  <",uis('d  by  designing  men,  who  made  it  their  business  toleetnre  and 
advise  tlie  freed  peojde  that  the  wiiiie  people  of  tlie  south  were  their 
common  enemy,  bat  time  and  experience  have  taught  them  to  the  con- 
trary. Another  gmnd  reason  was  that  the  erops  through  tliis  section  of 
the  country,  for  the  last  two  years,  have  almost  been  a  total  faihire,  con- 
sequently  those  following  agricultural  pursuits  reapt'd  searccly  anyrhing 
for  their  labor;  but  experieiu-e  teiiches  them  that  it  was  from  providen- 
tial causes,  and  not  upon  the  part  of  their  employer  to  swindle  them 
out  of  t  li eir  hard  earnings.  There  may  be  isolated  cases  where  such  may 
not  be  the  cnsc:  but  I  speak  of  the  common  custom  and  conduct  of  a 
inajority  of  the  ititizens  of  the  country. 

5th  inquiry.  What  towards  rex>ublicau8  ! 

Answer.  Towards  a  republican  who  is  a  citizen,  and  only  desires  the 
rights  and  privileges  as  such — a  right  to  express  his  views  and  exen  ise 
all  the  privileges  as  such — tltcrt'  i<  no  particular  animosity  existinir ;  ''nt 
one  who  set'ks  to  create  strih  1m  tweeu  the  two  races,  there  is,  to  some 
extent,  no  g<MMl  feeling  exist iug. 

6tli  inquiry.  Wliat  towards  northern  men  visiting  or  desiring  to  settle 
in  Georgia  f 

Answer.  There  is  no  malice  townrds  a  man  heeanse  he  hails  from  the 
north,  or  any  one  visiting  or  R<M(  ling  here,  when  it  is  ascertained  that 
such  is  his  purj^ose,  which  1  think  nmny  could  testify,  and  all  good 
eittsens  would  reeeive  them  as  such.  There  might  be  perchance  some 
drunken  vagabond  that  might  offer  some  insult  j  but  no  community 
ought  to  be  condemned  for  the  a<'t  of  one  man. 

7th  iiuiuiry.  Do  the  pe<qde  desire  peace  and  a  restoration  of  their 
proper  relations  to  the  States  and  government  of  the  Union  f 

Answer.  I  think  that  it  is  the  sincere  wish<«s  of  all  good  citizens,  and 
all  are  i-eady  to  aid  in  bringing  about  such  a  result.  1  speak  my  own 
feelings  an(l  sentiment,  ami  tccl  that  T  do  justice  to  others  in  saying  that 
is  the  sentiment  of  a  large  majority  of  tlio  citizens  of  thit^  e-ounty.  I 
siieak  of  Early  county,  because  I  am  personally  acquainted  with  the 
most  of  them  and  know  their  sentinuMits. 

••^th  inquiry.  Is  thei-e,  in  your  opini<ai,  any  necessity  or  justification  for 
tlic  proposed  destruction  of  the  ]»n'scnt  Lrovernmcnt  of  (ieorgia,  and  tlie 
establishment  of  a  military  or  provisional  govenunent  f 

Answer.  I  think  it  w<mlil  be  imiwlitic  to  pursue  such  a  course,  as  the 
tid«' of  passicMi  has  subsided  an<l  [»eac<'  partly  restored,  and  I  think  the 
Chi'istmus  holidays  allbnU  abundant  proof  of  the  fact.   While  our  streets 
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have  boon  ctowcUhI  witli  ^votli  white  and  black,  and  some  of  both  mces 
under  the  influenee  ot'  .spirits,  not  an  insult  was  ottere<l  by  either  raee, 
und  all  mix  and  mingle  in  their  respective  sphere  without  malice  or  dis- 
cord, which  would  not  have  lieen  the  case  a  few  months  ago.  I  conid 
fjive  many  other  reasons  why,  in  my  opinion,  sneh  a  course  would  be 
imp(»litif;  but  liaviiij]:  fjiven  my  views  in  a  bri<*f'  iiiannner,  and  I  thiuk  the 
views  ot  the  citizens  jienerally,  I  therefore  submit  the  same.

In  answer  to  your  within  interrogatories,  deponent  says: 

t.  That  the  laws  of  Georghi  are  foithfiilly  and  impartially  adtninistered, 

2.  Dei>onent  has  no  knowledge  of  any  organised  or  unorganized  resist- 
ance to  the  hiw^.  nor  does  Ite  Vx  licve  that  any  such  has  ever  existed  in 

the  State  since  the  close  ot"  the  war. 

3.  lie  knows  of  no  instance  of  unfaithfulness  on  the  part  of  otticers  in 
the  discharge  of  their  dnties. 

4.  The  disposition,  feeling,  and  treatment  of  the  white  people  towards 
the  black  people  is  of  tlie  most  friendly  an<l  kindly  natum  Tliere  may 
be  individual  instances  of  bad  treatment,  by  a  few  bad  white  men,  but 
such  couduct  is  as  indignantly  ilenounced  by  the  givat  juass  of  citizens 
here,  as  it  wonld  be  in  au^-  portion  of  the  United  States.  I  was  ai>pointed 
by  the  court  to  defend  a  fireedman  who  was  indicte<l  for  assault  and  bat- 
tery upon  a  white  man,  and  n] >oii  tlie  evidence  of  the  prostKmt<rr,  who 
"was  a  most  wealthy  and  resp( ctcd  citizen,  the  accused  was  a«M|uitte<l 
"by  a  most  inti'lligeut  j»uy.  At  tliis  date,  contracts  have  U-en  made 
with  almost  the  entire  latioring  class.  There  has  also  been  much  less 
disposition  to  (>hange  employers  this  seasim  than  at  any  time  heretofore* 
Nor  have  I  heard  any  comjjlaints  this  winter  of  refusal  to  settle  wages, 
but  great  jn'onii)tness  has  been  manifested  by  the  employers  in  settling 
for  their  hibor,  both  from  a  sense  of  justice  and  for.  the  reitscm  that  those 
who  have  not  heretofore  settled  i>romptly  cannot  hire  laborers. 

5.  I  know  of  no  violence  offered  to  any  republican,  white  or  black. 

t).  It  is  the  anxious  desire  <»f  our  jieople  for  northern  men  with  capital 
mn\  energy  to  settle  anion;;  us  ami  become  interested  in  ourstH'tiim,  and 
I  hesitate  not  to  say  that  their  persons  and  property  would  be  as  secure 
from  ontrage  and  violence  here  as  in  any  portion  of  the  country.  There 
are  a  few  who  have  settled  in  this  county  sinc4i  the  war,  and  no  distinc* 
tion  lias  been  made  as  betwecMi  tliem  and  our  oldest  citizens. 

7.  ^To  people  can  more  ardently  desii'e  peace  and  a  restomtion  of  their 
proper  relations  to  the  States  and  government  of  the  Union.  This  has 
been  shown  by  a  most  ready  acquiescence  in  all  the  exactions  and  require- 
ments which  have  been  made  of  them  from  time  to  time. 

*.K  There  is,  in  my  opinion,  no  necessity  or  Jnstilicaticm  for  the  proposed 
di'sinietion  of  the  present  government  of  Georgia,  and  the  establishment 
of  a  military  or  provisional  government.  The  courts  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State  are  all  oi>en  and  unobstructed  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  1  know  of  no  instance  where  any  officer  in  the  discharge  of 
liis  (hitiivs  has  be<'n  resisted,  except  in  the  reported  cases  of  the  freecbnen 
below  Savannah.  Such  an  act  would  destroy  the  hoi>es  and  c(mtidence 
which  the  peu[>le  now  entertain  of  the  stability  of  their  government,  and 
the  protection  of  the  civil  laws  of  the  laud,  and  it  would  deter  the  citi- 
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zeiis  ot  other  8(>etion»  of  the  Union  from  either  investing  their  capital  or 
settling  ill  our  State,  and  thereby  greatly  retardiag  its  letuming  pros- 
perity.

Sixth  qii 's'^ion.  \Vh 'n  norJiTu  lUi'n  si-ttle  iinio  i.;  us  we  tic  it  llieui 
gentleaiaiily.  So;ne  of  them  have  settled  hiire  auti  are  j^ood  citizens. 
And  we  desire  the  men  from  the  north  to  coine  among  us  and  help 
develop 'our  agricultural  and  mineral  resources,  and  build  up  our  waste 
phu'cs. 

Sevciitli  (|iicstion.  There  never  was  a  people  more  desirous  to  have 
their  proper  standing  among  the  States  and  «;overnnient  ol  the  Union. 
We  thou;<:ht  when  Georgia  was  reconstructed  that  all  things  would  blend 
in  harmony  with  US  towards  the  general  government. 

Kiirhth  question  Trim  see  no  possil)le  iM'cessity  or  jnstificatiitn  for 
the  [)n)i)osed  destriu  tiiMi  of  the  present  j^overnmcnt  of  (ie(u-^ia  and  the 
establishment  of  a  mililary  governor.  1  tliink  it  wouhl  deran«re  the 
general  principals  of  goveruiuent,  and  add  nothing  to  our  future  stability 
to  the  federal  Union. 

Tf  th«'  piM»]>le  of  the  north  nnd  'jTrcnt  west  wish  to  know  our  true  motives 
let  Iheru  eonje  anion;;  us  and  see.  We  will  treat  them  liuspit-ably,  and 
welcome  among  us  all  who  wish  to  come.

Dear  Sir:  Your  note  of  the  10th  instant  is  before  me,  in  which  you 

sny:  f  have  obtained  the  consent  of  tlic  connnittee  to  use  your  sworn 
stiiti'iiiciit  ill  ilt'feiicc  of  tile  character  and  iustit'ntions  nC  (Jcur^iii ; '*  ;md 
Avith  whidi  1  have  y»)ur  circular  of  the  18th,  i»roj>ounding  several  ques- 
tions to  public  officers  of  this  State;  and  I  now  proceed  to  answer  those 
questions,  as  the  most  satisfactory  way  in  which  I  could  furnish  such 
** sworn  stntcin(»nt." 

Ist.  The  laws  of  (Georgia  arc  now  as  faithfulhj  and  impartialli/  admin- 
utcrcdj  in  this  part  of  the  State,  (western  judicial  cucuit,)  as  1  have  ever 
known  them,  during  a  practice  of  over  90  years. 

2d.  There  is  no  organized  resistance  to  the  laws,  and  not  more 
frequent  instances  of  individual  attempts  at  such  resistance  than  usually 
occtu'  in  well  organi/.etl  .s»>ciety. 

3d.  The  ollicers  are  generally  faithfiil  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties,  but  that  all  are  free  from  nefflect  of  duty,  in  this  or  any 
other  State,  now  or  ever  heretofore,  I  wcmld  not  undertake  to  ailirni. 

4th.  Tlie  white  peoph^  here,  and  t^*'iierally  tln-ongliout  the  State, 
so  far  as  1  ku4>w  or  l»elieve,  are  kinclly  disjwst'd  towards  freedmen  ;  they 
generally  employ  them  freely  and  pay  them  puuctually.  There  is  none 
of  that  bitterness  of  feeling  between  the  two  races  here  that  wo  fre- 
quently read  of  as  existing  somewhere* 
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5t1i.  The  republicans  are  as  safe,  as  to  iiersonal  violence,  liere  as  any- 
wliorc  north  or  south.  Should  (Jciit'ial  Grnut,  oiir  di8tiii<jfuisli(Ml  I'n-si- 
dent  elet't,  visit  (teor;ria,  he  would  not  only  he  m-eived  with  every  usual 
evidence  ot  eorisideratioa  and  e.Hteem,  but  would  meet  with  every  luai  k 
of  pnblio  regard  and  confldenee  which  would  have  been  shown  Govenior 
Seymour  had  he  heen  elected. 

And  it  r  niny  be  pardoned  the  digression,  T  will  further  state  here 
as  n»y  deiiherate  opinion,  that  if  (leJU'ral  (irant  will  <^ive  us  that  i>eaee 
and  protection  which  we  have  a  riglit  to  expect  from  his  letter  of 
acceptance}  and  to  which  we  are  entitled  under  the  Coustitution, 
although  his  constitutional  advisers  may  idl  be  iM^publicans  like  himself^ 
(ieorgia  would,  with  j^reat  unanimity,  cast  her  vote  tor  him  should  he  be 
a  candidate  for  a  seeontl  term. 

(ith.  iXorthern  men  visiting  «»ur  section  of  Georgia  with  a  view  to  set- 
tle and  identify  themselves  with  us,  would  be  received  as  kindly  and 
treated  with  as  much  respect  now  as  at  any  time  before  the  war,  a  cer* 
tain  elass  known  here  as  '*carper  Ijic/Liers""  l)einf^  always  excoptefl. 

7th.  Our  jjeople  most  ardently  desire  peaee;  a  tall  i-estoration  to  the 
union  of  the  Stiites,  and  the  protection  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  liave  no  more  sectional  quarrels  or  sectional 
legislation. 

We  desire  bona  fuJr  to  accept  and  abide  1>\  the  result  of  the  war,  so 
far  as  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  the  resti)ration  of  the  Union  are  con- 
cerned. We  also  wish  to  live  in  peace  with  our  late  slaves  j  to  tiNiat 
them  with  all  dne  kindness  and  sympathy,  giving  them  as  full  protee- 
tion  of  life,  liberty,  and  property  as  we  ask  for  ourselves.  Ami  as  an 
evidence  of  this,  1  b(»g  leave  U>  refer  to  flie  fart  that  Georgia  had,  freely 
and  voluntarily,  before  the  flrst  reconstruetion  act  was  passed,  conferred 
upon  our  ^ited  iteople  every  right  claimed  for  them  in  an^  of  these  ^icts. 
except  the  right  to  vote  only.  That  ri  «;ht  they  now  have,  with  the  general 
assent  of  (he  whiti'  people,  but  whieli,  eoiniiaratively,  very  few  of  them 
desired  an<l  nuiny  now  refuse  to  exercise. 

As  an  original,  consistent,  and  uncom|)romising  Union  man,  one  w^bo 
was  not  and  fs  not  in  any  way  responsible  for  secession  or  any  of  its 
canseipiences.  1  take  this  occasion  to  say  that  it  is  now  my  sincen^  and 
well-settled  oj>iiiiuii  that  if  the  i»eoi)le  of  Geortria,  white  and  black,  are 
allowed  to  a<ljust  oiu-  future  ixdations  for  ourselves,  the  general  govern- 
pient  interfering  with  us  by  sj[)ecial  legislation  no  more,  the  relations  of 
capital  and  labor  will,  within  a  very  few  years,  become  as  well  regulated 
here  as  in  any  other  8tate,  and  that  our  lalwring  people  of  both  races 
will  be  as  conifortaVjly  situated  and  as  w*'ll  «-onteMted  and  happy  as  that 
class  of  people  are  anywhere,  and  that  ])eace  and  general  prosperity 
would  ere  long  be  restored  to  our  once  happy  but  now  sadly  uiilicted 
State. 

8th.  I  think  there  is  no  necessity  or  justification  for  such  interference 
with  our  present  State  govennnent,  if  the  object  is  to  promote  the  In  st 
interests  of  our  people,  white  or  black.  And  my  deiiherate  opinion  n\nm 
that  subject  is,  that  there  is  not  a  man  of  conmion  practical  sense  in 
Georgia  who  honestly  believes  that  any  general  good  would  result 
therefrom.

I  believe  the  oDirei  s  of  \dw  to  be  laithful  to  tlieir  duties  under  the 
pretient  State  constitution. 

4.  What  in  the  difiposition,  feeling,  and  treatment  of  the  white  people 
towards  the  black  people  ? 

"Nrt';,n-(M>s  are  ri';jrin(h'(l  by  us  as  cliililren.  AVf  thus  treat  thcni  with 
ei>iisi(U>ratiouand  teuderues^i,  placing  thmi  both  under  thecquiU  protec- 
tion of  law.

Dkar  Sin:  Your  circular  of  the  bStli  instant  came  duly  to  hand,  and 
in  reply  to  tlie  questions  therein  i>rox)ouuded,  I  answer: 

1.  So  tar  as  I  know,  the  laws  of  Georgia  are  faittafnllyand  impartiallf 
administered. 

2.  So  far  as  my  obsen^ation  and  kiuiwledge  extend,  ther«'  is  no  organ- 
ized resistan<*e  to  the  law,  nor,  in  my  opinion,  uuorguuized,  more  than  in 
any  other  State  north  or  south. 

3.  In  my  opinion  the  officers  of  the  law  in  this  State  are  as  faithfhl  to- 
their  duties  as  are  those  .n  any  other  goverinnent. 

4.  The  <lisposition.  fVi'Iing.  and  treatment  of  the  whites  towards  tlie 
blacks,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  is  kind  and  good.  The  whites 
seem  dispose<l  to  yield  to  the  blacks  all  their  civU  rights  as  known  in  the 
civil  rights  bill,  passed  in  G^eorgia  in  1865,  by  the  general  assembly,  and 
in  .a  bill  of  the  same  kind  passed  by  Congress  the  same  year. 

.5.  The  feeling  of  the  whites  towards  Tnoclerate  rcpnblieans,  1  tlnidf, 
is  as  kind  as  is  usual  between  i>olitical  opponents.  Towards  extreme 
republicans  and  radicals  the  feeling  of  tlie  whites  is  rather  bitter. 

6.  The  feeling  of  the  whites  all  over  our  State  I  believe  to  be  kind  to 
honest,  industrious,  good  nortliern  men,  visiting  or  (h^sirous  of  settling 
in  our  State.  They  would  l>e  kindly  welcomed  here  as  visitors  or  citizens, 
and  woultl  be  as  safe  here  both  in  i)erson  and  i)roi)erty,  so  far  as  our 
white  population  is  concerned,  as  in  the  northern  States.  I  know  this 
to  be  true  in  this  section  of  our  State.

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7.  Our  people  desire  pejuic  and  prosperity  to  the  whole  Union. 

8.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  jastilication  or  necessity  whatever^ 
nnder  the  reeoustru(;tion  acts  of  Congress,  for  any  interference  with  onr 
present  Htnto  government.  1  think  that  it  is  nlniu-;t  tht»  nnanimons 
opinion  of  onr  white  popnlation,  both  denioerats  and  repnblieang,  that 
our  State  is  in  a  better  and  more  jjeaeeable  condition  and  better  feeling 
existiii|r  between  the  parties  than  any  other  of  the  leGonstracted  States.

To  the  seventh  qnestion,  our  jieople  desire  peace  and  restoration  to  the 
government  honestly  and  sincerely,  and  had  hoped  that  the  unitter  wa« 
sottl«'<l.  altlionj^h  the  terms  were  not  as  they  preterred,  but  are  willing 
to  submit  to  the  laws  as  they  now  stand. 

1  I  see  no  necessity  or  justiflcatfon  for  the  proposed  desbmetion  of  the 
present  govtTnment.  Our  people  are  a  law-abidin;::  people,  and  are  now 
SJitisfied  with  the  present  form  of  governinnit.  1  have  conversed  ^vitll 
the  leading'  repnl>lienns  of  tliis  county,  and  they  ii^iree  with  me  that  tliey 
see  no  necessity  lor  the  recent  proposed  reconstruction  measuixj,  as  our 
people  ax)pear  willing  and  ready  to  cany  oat  ^d  execute  the  mw  now 
more  than  usual.

Sti:  :  Tn  reply  to  yonr  circular  of  December  18, 1  liave  the  honor  to 
make  the  following  statement: 
First.  Are.  the  laws  of  (ieorgia  faithfully  aud  imi>artially  administered  1 
Answer.  To  this  I  reply  that,  so  fkr  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  the 
laws  of  Georgia  are  as  faithfully  and  impartially  administered  as  I  have 
ever  known  them,  and  that  the  only  exception  that  could  be  made  is  in 
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tlio  fnct  that  tlio  ronrts.  in  (•(lusidr^mtioii  of  the  iunoraiiro  of  tlio  colored 
jK'opU',  deal  geiieially  more  leniently  with  them  in  x^uiiishiug  lor  eriiues 
tbau  tney  do  with  the  wliites. 

Seconfi.  Is  there  any  organissed  or  uDorfirauizcd  resistance  to  the  lawt 

Answer.  1  know  of  none  Aviiatever,  and  liave  honnl  of  but  one  east',  and 
that  was  of  a  negro  man,  arrested  npoii  a  w  ;ii  rant,  who  resisted  it,  and 
this  he  did,  1  sni)i)ose,  from  ignoranee  of  tlie  law.  1  liave  nol  known  or 
beard  of  any  or^^anization  of  any  kind  havhif;  the  least  tendeney  towards 
resistance  to  the  hiws,  either  State  or  iederal. 

Tliird.  Are  tlic  olliccrs  of  llic  law  faithfnl  to  their  duties? 

Answer.  8o  far  as  tiie  court  s  are  referred  to,  T  can  safely  say  that  they 
appear  to  be  thoroughly  laithful,  and  in  trials  of  tiie  blacks  in  court  1 
have  always  seen  tliem  pnh'ided  with  able  eomiscl,  discbai-ging  their  ' 
diities  as  ftilly  as  if  i)aid  heavy  fees;  and  have  known,  while  presiding^ 
as  judg'e,  <'ases,  where.  f1tT  ou;:li  (lie  earnest  desire  of  juries  to  act  Jii-^tly 
towards  them,  they  lia\e  l)een  aci|uitle<l.  when  I  was  satislicd  lliai  i  Im  v 
ouij;lH  to  have  been  convicted,  and  prtiimbly  would  have  been  had  liiey 
been  whites;  while  it  is  also  tnie  that  in  oceasional  instances  juries  may 
have  allowed  their  prejudices  to  influence  their  Jud^rnients,  as  my  obser- 
vation has  shown  me  that  this  is  an  evil  a^^ainst  which  I  have  never 
known  an  elfectual  ^^uard,  but  in  all  cases  of  imi)ropei  convietinjr  the 
courts  are  prompt  to  «;rant  new  trials.  The  .subordinate  ministerial  olli- 
cers  are  generally  doing  their  dnty  faithftilly  and  i>romi>tly. 

Fourth.  What  is  tiie  disposition^  feeling,  and  treatment  of  the  white 
people  towards  the  black  people. 

Answer.  Far  better  than  at  any  time  since  emancipation.  Their 
old  kindness  of  feeling  seems  to  be  returning  with  considerable  force. 
They  work  together  better,  and  complaints  by  the  blacks  of  ill  usage, 
breach  of  eontmcts,  &('.,  are  very  rare,  and  1  lind  this  opinion  entertained 
by  many  of  the  blacks.  Imleed,  through  this  section  there  has  becTj  a 
remarkable  improvement  in  this  respect,  and  our  iu'ople  are  becoming 
much  more  hopeful  of  success  in  their  agrienltnral  piu'suits. 

Fifth.  ^Vllat  towards  republicans? 

Answer.  If  republicans  ccmie  to  this  section  simply  as  politicians,  they 
are  treated  very  coldly.  They  are  not  apt  tf>d)e  insidted,  unless  they  are 
very  otlensive  in  their  language  or  eombu  t.  There  have  been  repub- 
licans who  apparently  have  sought  the  south  only  for  the  puri»o8e  of  ob- 
taining ottice,  and  have  used  what  we  deem  V(jy  imi>roper  means  to 
(cure  their  ends,  by  exciting  the  passions  of  the  blacks  against  the 
\\  liites.  This  class,  usiiall^  called  "carpet  baggers,"  meet  with  very  little 
favor,  though  not  interfere*!  with  or  injuri-d  personally,  iiepublicans 
who  are  settled  among  us,  making  their  homes  here,  are  treated  conr- 
teou.sly  and  respectftilly.  There  are  nuiuy  eases  where  they  are  m)t  in- 
vited t<»  social  intercourse  in  the  families  of  onr  southern  population,  luit 
tlu're  is  a  decided  chan;rc  goinir  <>n  in  this  resjieet:  but  tliis  class  are 
always  treated  respect luli^  in  tlielr  busiiu'ss  intercourse  and  wlien  met 
witl/ontside  of  the  family  circle,  and  this  even  when  they  are  fi^uk  and 
open  in  the  expre.^.^^ion  of  their  political  opinions.

Answer.  2sorthern  men  visiting  Georgia  may  dcpeuil  upon  receiving  as 
much  courtesy  as  they  exercise  towaixls  our  people,  and  those  desiring  to 
settle  here  may  depend  nixm  being  welcome.

Answer.  Most  earnestly.  There  was  a  time  when  some  of  our  iH'oi>le, 
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in  their  apiuueiill.Y  <l»'.sperate  cauilitiou,  would  haw  wiUiiifjly  seen  war 
or  commotlou  of  almost  auy  kind,  but  this  feeling  htis  pased  away,  and 
tbe])eople, earnestly  en^j^;('(l  in  their  labors  to  retrieve  their  lost  fortunes 

and  t"  sccnrc  tlie  nn-.tns  of  livflihooil,  U-cl  t1i;it  peace  is  n  ^rent  neces- 
sity, and  ill"!'  most  anxiimsnol  <inl\  to  iveep  I'loin  w.w  w  ci\  il  coiumoi  ion, 
but  to  have  a  Si'ttled  ^jioverniiu  iii  and  be  relieved  iroui  tlie  eonstant 
ai>i»rehen8iou8,  under  whicli  they  have  so  long  suffered,  of  a  further  in- 
jui  ious  interferenee  with theut  i)y  laws  unsettling  all  that  lias  been  done. 

Ei;i:htli.  I>  tlicie,  ill  yoni"  opinion,  any  U(^'i'<*ssity  orJustitieati»»n  i'ov  the 
proposed  destriielion  ot  the  jiresent  jroverniiierjt  of  Georgia  uud  the 
establish mcut  of  a  military  or  provisional  government  f 

Answer.  Most  certaijidy  not.  Our  people  have  very  jrenerally  aenui- 
esced  in  the  results  of  reconstruction.  Mimy  were  bitterly  opposed  to 
the  whole  system,  but  siuee  it  was  carried  out  have  yielded  Jill  n|»]M»si- 
tion,  and  now  desii (*  to  see  it  "let  alone.*'  A  return  to  a  provisional 
government — a  military  rule — would  be  looked  upon  not  only  as  a  gross 
violation  of  the  Constitution  and  faith  of  the  government,  but  as  o|>en- 
ing  all  their  troubles  anew.  It  would  disorganize  labor,  demoralize  the  , 
Liboring  elassfv.  <\\v  up  nficsli  the  asperities  of  tcrliii^Miow  pnsscd  ;nv:i\. 
reduce  the  n<»\v  low  value  tif  property  much  lower,  interfere  with  tiie 
euforcemeut  of  laws  and  aduunistration  of  justice,  »y  malciug  the  civU 
subordinate  to  the  uulitary  authorities,  and  bring  utter  confusion  and 
uncertainty  upon  all  business  transactions.  1  know  of  no  necessity  or 
jiistilicatioii  for  such  a  measure.  1  think  there  is  more  quiet  and  order 
in  Georgia  than  iuany  i>ther  southern  State.  If  we  except  the  larcenies, 
mostly  by  idle  or  vicious  blacks,  and  the  acts  of  violence  to  be  expected 
from  so  ignorant  a  class  but  lately  made  free,  and  who  so  geuernlly  un- 
derstand liberty  as  synonym(»us  with  license,  we  may,  I  think,  safely  say 
that  crimes  and  viohitions  of  law  jin»  not  num-  frequent  liere  than  iu 
those  S tides  which  are  cousidered  a^i  regularly  reconstructed,  and  even 
that  we  mi  gilt  bear  comparisou  in  this  respect  with  many  of  those  who 
needed  no  rtM-onstmction.  I  find  all  the  intelligent  republicans  in  this 
secthui  agreed  in  op])f:sition  to  a  new  reconstruction,  and  satistied 
that  the  evils  com]>Uiined  of  would  b»»nr  no  coinijnrison  with  those  we 
should  necessarily  sutter  if  this  new  etVort  be  successful.

Dkak  Sir:  I  received  your  circular  dated  ])e('end)er  IS^  18G8,  and  a 
note  in  writinjr,  stating  that  the  committee  had  (Mnis(Mit<'d  U)  use  my 
sworn  statement.  I  would  have  answered  this  circular  as  soon  as  it  was 
received  had  it  not  been  for  a  severe  attack  of  fever  under  which  I  was 
laboring. 
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Ill  answer  to  the  1st  interrogatory :  Are  the  hiws  of  Georgia  taithtiilly 
aud  impartiaUy  administered  f  1  my  tltey  are,  so  far  as  my  knowledge 
extends.  1  practice  in  three  judicial  cin  nits,  and  1  know  that  in  those 
eircnits  tin*  laws  nre  faithfnlly  and  iin])artially  adiiiinistcKd.  T  have 
seen  a  •:reat  many  colored  persons  tii<'d.  some  coiivirti  il,  and  some 
aeqnitled.  fcsome  have  been  tiiud  joiully,  and  sometimes  i»artot  them 
liave  been  convicted,  and  part  acquitted.  I  have  not  seen  a  verdict 
returned  where  a  colored  p<  rson  was  involved  that  I  did  not  approve. 
Wliere  there  were  reasonable  dduhts.  the  Juries  ii)\;Miah]y  <;ave  tlie  pris- 
oners the  benefit  of  the  doubt.  1  have  no  liesitatioii  in  saying  tliat  the 
laws  of  (ieorgia  are  as  faithfully  and  impartially  admiuisterejl  as  in  any 
State  of  the  United  States.  The  judges,  so  for  as  I  know,  with  perhaps 
one  exception,  are  appointees  of'Ooveruor  Bullock. 

To  tile  2d  interrogatory:  Is  tli -k*  niy  organized  or  iinorirnnized  resist- 
ance to  the  laws?  1  answer,  i  know  of  no  kind  of  resistance  to  law; 
nor  do  I  believe  there  is  any  resisUiuee  of  any  kind  or  character,  organ- 
ized or  unorganized,  to  the  law,  imless  it  exists  among  the  colored  popu- 
lation in  the  southeastern  part  of  tin;  State. 

To  the  3d  iiireT  ro!j;itory  :  Are  the  ollicers  of  the  law  faitlilnl  to  their 
duties!  I  answer,  1  believe  they  aie.  Tiiejudges and prost^cuting attor- 
neys of  the  different  circuits  are  appointees  of  Governor  Bullock.  And 
I  know  of  no  case  whem  clerks,  sheriffs,  magistrates,  or  bailiCfe  have 
been  remiss  in  their  duties. 

To  tlie4tli  interrogatory:  What  is  tlie  disposition,  feeling,  and  treat- 
ment of  tlie  white  x>eople  towards  the  bhick  peophv?  1  answer,  it  is  kintl, 
considerate,  honest,  and  ui)right,  by  the  former  slaveholders  and  the 
landed  proprietors.  The  former  slaveholder  cannot  help  entertaining  a 
kind  feeling  towards  his  former  sla  vt^s.  and  lie  is  always  ready  to  counsel 
and  advise  them,  and  to  aid  thein  ]>e(  iiiiiai  ily,  as  far  as  he  is  able,  and 
feels  a  strong,  abiding  interest  in  tlieir  welfare.  The  black  people  are 
convixici>.d  that  thisis  trne,  and  their  attachments  are  being  renewed 
towards  their  old  masters  and  their  families.  Contractors  carry  out  their 
roiitrnets  faitliriil!\  'vitlt  th(^  Maeks,  t'xcept  in  soim^  few  eases  where  the 
blacks  (  (intraet  wnii  men  of  no  property,  wlio  are  unable  to  i»ay  tlieiu.  , 

inU'iTogatory  5th:  What  towards  republicans?  1  answer  tliat  the 
feelin^f  toward  republicans  is  not  cordial,  but  they  are  not  mistreated  or 
insulted,  and  they  are  not  preventeil,  nor  any  attemjits  made  to  prevent 
thoiM,  from  advcwatinir  their  ixilities  and  policy.  Where  i(  is  believed 
that  it  man  is  sinceii'ly  a  rejuibliean,  and  that  he  is  so  not  from  motives 
of  personal  aggrandizement,  he  is  treated  with  as  much  kindness  and 
courtesy  as  anybody.  I  have  known  as  much  feeling  eidst  between 
whigs  and  democrats  in  1840  and  1844  as  exists  against  republicans 
now. 

To  the  Gth  interrogatory:  What  toward  n(»rtiiern  men  visiting  or 
desiring  to  settle  in  Georgia  t  1  answer,  the  disposition,  feeling,  and 
treatment  to  this  class  is  kind  and  cordial.  All  dasses  are  anxious  for 
them  to  settle  among  us,  in  order  that  by  an  increase  of  population  and 
<'a}>ital  the  connnerce  ;ind  agriculture  oftlie  State  may  be  revived  and 
manufactures  esiabiished.    This  class  will  meet  with  a  warm  welcinne. 

To  the  7th  interrogatory,  1  answer,  the  people  do  desue  peace  and  a 
restoration  of  their  proper  relations  to  the  States  and  government  of 
tin'  ITnion.  And  I  know  that  this  is  particularly  the  case  with  the  sol- 
diiM  s  of  the  south,  who  understood  the  issues  of  the  war  and  accepted 
them. 

To  the  8th  interrogatory,  I  answer,  in  my  opinion  there  is  no  neceS' 
sity  or  justification  for  the  proposed  destruction  of  the  present  govern- 
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metit  of  Geoiiiia,  and  the  establislimeut  of  a  luilitiuy  or  provisional 
govemmeot.  I  believe  it  would  be  destnictive  to  the  material  interests 
of  Georgia.   Kt'al  estate  has  atlvanced  very  rapidly  in  price  aiucc'  the 

formation  of  wiiat  was  suppasod  ti)  Itf  n  ])?rinM!if'nt  fifovornrncrtt.  mhI  thp 
increase  in  llir  niaterial  wealtli  of  (reorj'iii  will  be  beneficial  to  riic  '^(^n 
eral  governinciit  by  enabling  this  JStute  to  participate  in  a  gnniier 
degree  toward  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  national 
debt.   I  know  the  people  are  as  orderly  and  law-abiding  as  they  liave 
ever  Ivmmi  within  my  recollection.    They  desin-  |M'nco,  stability,  and  a 
permanent  uovcrnment,  and  desire  to  be  relieved  Irom  the  nneertainties 
of  a  goveriimeiit  dependent  on  the  will  of  any  one  man.   1  have  no  doubt  ' 
the  laws  will  be  administered  ftdly  and  fkithfiilly  under  the  present  gov- 
ernment, and  the  people  will  obey  the  laws  to  the  fuUest  extent.

Bear  Sib  :  Tour  circular  letter  of  the  18th  ultimo^  addressed  to  me 
as  one  of  the  judges  of  the  superior  court  of  Georgia,  has  been  duly 

received. 

In  accordance  witli  your  r4M|iie.st,  I  will  answer  each  ot  the  interroga- 
tions trom  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  inibrmatiuu,  and  belii  t.  JUit 
before  proceeding  to  aiMswerwill  say,  it  would  be,  in  my  Judgment,  a 
great  calamity  to  our  people,  and  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  our  State, 
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if  she  is  again  to  be  pla<?e<l  back  into  the  vortex  of  a  i>i  o  visional  j^vero- 
menty  with  its  whiius  and  instability,  whicli  lias  so  lonj;  been  nii  inmlMis 
upon  her  prof?ress  and  prosperity  since  tlie  hite  warj  and  out  ol  wJiick 
chaotic  condition  she  is  now  just  euierginj^. 

I  may  add,  since  civil  government  has  been  restoied  to  the  State,  she 
lias  been  marching  on  with  rapid  strides  to  a  prosperity  ])ron]ising80on, 
if  left  to  lierself  to  control  Iier  own  internal  govermnent,  to  exceed  her 
palmiest  days  under  slavery. 

In  fact,  siuce  slaveiy  luuj  been  abolished,  and  our  pi^oplo  recovered 
from  the  shock  thereof,  they  now  realize  the  fact  that  under  intelligent 
tillage  they  can  reap  greater  rewards  ibr  their  labor  than  they  ever  did 
under  slavery. 

They  are  reconciled  to  its  abolition,  and  to-da.s ,  it  lelt  to  the  i)opular 
vote,  in  niy  opinion  would  rtyect  the  re-establishment  of  it  again.  Teace 
and  good  government  is  what  all  earnestly  desire. 

ANSWES. 

1.  They  aie  throughout  the  State. 

2.  There  is  not.  The  only  resistance  to  the  laws  are  nsnally  caused 
by  the  rajgroes  not  hm o^iiizing  the  raiyesty  of  the  law,  and  from  thecoui- 
niencement  of  their  fret'doiii.  liaviii;^  be<'n  so  oi^cii  tampered  with  and  mis- 
led by  desigiiiti'j  leaders,  who  wcic  lii  st  ot  the  white  race,  Imt  now  ixt'u- 
erally  ot  tlie  colored,  and  the  worst  ot  that  class,  nurtheru.  negiiK's,  tue 
giving  the  people  of  the  rice  districts  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 

This  disturbed  condition  arises  from  two  causes:  First,  from  the  larger  ■ 
in'e]u)ndcraiH!e  of  the  number  of  negroes  found  in  those  district  s  ov«>i  the 
wliiles;  and  secondly,  t'lom  the  ^^rcat  ignorance  ot  the  negro  population 
in  those  distiicts,  the  masses  ot  them  not  being  removed  more  than  one 
degree  from  barbarism. 

The  want  of  intelligence  among  the  negroes  in  the  ri(;e  districts  arises 
from  the  fact  that,  livinp:  in  the  malarial  distrirts,  (so  deadly  to  the 
whites,)  (he  owjieis  ot  the  plantations  could  m>t  live  on  their  jdaces  with 
them  but  for  a  short  time  during  the  year,  and  hence  the  negro  lost  the 
civilissing  influence  of  the  white  race,  and  never  became  part  of  the 
family  as  was  usual  in  the  middle  and  ui»per  parts  of  the  State,  known 
as  the  cotton  and  grain  reuion,  where  the  negroes  were  fewer  and  formed 
a  part  of  the  household,  and  hence  quite  intelligent  and  educated  in  com- 
parisou  with  the  rice  tield  negro.  And,  by  reason  of  this  ditlerence, 
middle  and  upper  Creorgia  have  had  no  tiWble  with  the  negroes,  they 
being  intelligent  enough  to  know  that  their  interest  and  that  of  their 
former  owners  were  identified;  while  titc  ri(«>  districts  of  the  State,  from 
the  large  in-eponderance  of  negroes  over  whites,  and  their  woeful  igno- 
rance, is  giving  the  community  and  the  officers  of  the  law  great  trouble. 

While  1  am  writing  this,  there  is  a  large  Ixjdy  of  armed  negroes  ti-om 
several  plantations  on  the  Ogeechee  river,  lo  miles  from  this  city,  wliose 
avowed  pnr])os(',  tlisclosed  by  (heir  leaders,  (iir^rro  men,)  is  to  i  nn  oil' 
the  owners  and  po.sses.s  the  land,  being  made  to  Ijclieve  by  tla  ir  bad 
advisors  if  they  take  ixissession  of  the  land,  the  present  Congress  will 
pass  an  act  granting  it  to  them  for  lite ;  and  have  actually  driven  otV  the 
owners  and  such  in';4Ti>cs  as  refuse  to  join  them,  holding  the  lands. 
They  have  a  thoronuli  military  oi  .tifanizatiini  inidcr  the  loyal  lea li'ne  order, 
and  lurnished  with  ample  arms  and  munition?*,  and  seem  determint  ii  lo 
hold  possession  till  com^ielled  by  a  superior  tbree  to  >ie1d  to  the  majesty 
of  the  law.  ThesherilVof  this  county  is  now  organizing  ti  posite  comi' 
tatun  to  take  into  custody  the  Wolators  of  the  law*  Tiiey  have  commenced 
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l)illagiiig,  uiul  have  lii  iveuoff  the  white  people,  tlircatcuiug  death  to  any 
one  that  dares  to  molest  them;  have  caused  toe  white  women  and  chil> 
dren  to  Hee  from  their  homes  and  seek  i)roteotioii  in  the  city;  and,  hav* 
lug  ^ot  rid  of  all  opxrasition,  are  stealing  and  carrying  off  the  rice  belong- 

iu^jf  to  tin-  i>lace. 

3.  Thi'^  are}  and  earnest  ia  their  eliorts  to  laithfidly  and  inipaitially 
*  exeentethem. 

4.  Kind  and  friendly:  and  if  the  negro  had  not  been  misled  and 

(Icct'ivrd  by  bad  and  dosi^^^ninf?  nejp'oes  from  the  noTfli.  and  white 
advciitiurrs,  the  amicabh-  iclatioiis  between  the  races  would  not  have 
been  di^tiirUidj  and  if  Jiow  lei  alone,  would  5S(M)n  be  in  harmony  aud 
accord,  as  their  interests  are  mutnal,  and  affiliation  the  natural  result. 

5.  Bespeotfnl  and  forbearing  where  republicans  act  within  tlie  bounds 
of  reason  and  justice;  but  where  tluMi-  at  tions  ronsist  in  ferntcntinL;  ani- 
mosity between  tlie  raees,  then  tliev  an'  looked  upon  ns  publie  enenues, 
and  receive  the  maledictions  of  all  'f^ood  and  peace-loving  citizens. 

6.  If  of  the  class  of  good  and  substantial  citiKens  north,  who  come  to 
live  among  ns,  and  be  of  ns,  they  will  be  wel<  (niie(l  in  evd?y  part  of  our 
Slate.  I  believe  our  people  dcsiie  to  see  tliat  i'lass  eonie  with  their 
means  and  energy,  to  help  (h'\  elop  the  many  resources  of  our  State,  we 
being  satislied  that  capital  and  intelligent  labor  is  what  we  want.  But 
if  they  are  of  the  class  of  adventurers  who  come  only  to  dupe  the  neg^, 
and  tbist  tlieniselves  into  pow(  r  nid  place,  at  any  cost  of  disaffection 
and  ferment,  then  they  are  not  well  tlnmght  <»♦.  ov  \v(^11  received. 

7.  In  my  opinion  they  do,  and  earnestly  so,  as  they  are  heartily  Mck 
of  the  instability  and  security  of  the  government  they  have  been  labor- 
ing under  since  the  termination  of  the  late  revolution.  And  our  ]KM>ple 
did  hoi>e  when  our  new  constitution  was  adoi)ted  that  the  instability  of 
the  provisional  government  that  had  put  its  blight  so  long  upon  us  would 
be  swept  away,  and  we  be  allowed  to  regain  our  true  aud  pi*op©r  iH>i>itiou 
in  the  Union  and  once  more  be  on©  of  these  United  States. 

8.  There  is  not.  fTeorgia  never  was,  in  my  judgment,  in  a  better  con- 
dition for  the  full  and  ])roi>er  iubninistration  of  her  entire  civil  govern 
ment.  Her  ]H'ople,  for  the  tii-st  time  in  lier  history,  are  fully  alive  to 
tlie  importiince  of  a  proi)er  ilevelopment  of  her  many  valuable  resources, 
and  with  an  almost  unanimous  desire  to  ignore  poHHe^  and  tax  their 
intelleets  and  energies  in  developing  agriculture-,  numufaetures,  and 
mining,  and  to  resnseitnte  tlieir  lost  fortunes:  and  if  only  let  alone  by 
advenimoiis  politi<*ians  will  gi\c  the  general  government  .substantial 
evide  wee  oi  her  true  reconstruerion  by  promptly  paying  her  full  (piola 
of  the  heavy  tiixes  imiioscd  by  the  government,  or  illustTate  the  increased 
wealth  and  ])rosperity  of  her  people  by  sending  tbrth  from  her  biudei"s 
ciioul:!!  of  the  great  staple,  eotto!).  of  the  miner;ds.  gohl,  iron,  jind  coal, 
and  e»(  the  e<  it'als,  riee,  corn.  Mlicat,  Sec,  to  demonstrate  that  the  ]»ros- 
perity  anil  i»rogre.ss  of  a  peoi»le  depends  mure  upon  intelUgeiit  indntstt  i/ 
than  legislative  enactments  on  the  equalities  of  races.

Would  8iiy  that  the  laws  of  this  State  aic  laithfuUy  and  impartially 
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administered  in  my  eoanty.  There  is  no  resistance  to  law;  there  are 
neither  Ku  Klux  nor  loaj^iies  in  tho  county.  All  the  f>fficois  that  have 
bpt'ii  instal]('<l  ninhT  ilir  late  pk'ftions  arc  ('ITiciciit  ninl  ntithfnl.  The 
l(M'liii<?s  botw  t'cii  tlic  whites  and  bhicks  are  a  . meat  deal  better  than  ahnost 
any  one  couhl  imagine.  Tliere  is  a  voting  iK>i>uhiti<»n  of  1,300,  and  only 
250  wliite  voters,  and  no  riot  nor  disturbance  has  ever  occuired  between 
the  whites  and  blacks.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  republican  being 
int'ertered  with  on  accnnnt  of  h\<  political  (i])iTii(>ns.  Ouv  cifi/.ons  are 
anxions  lor  eniijjrants  to  sell  le  ainonir  us.  and  <-si)('(  iallv  tin  itrv  nortiiern 
farmers.  Oui'  people  desire  peace  and  a  restoration  ot  their  pi4»per  rela- 
tions to  the  States  and  government  of  the  Union.  There  is  not,  in  my 
opinion,  any  necessity  or  J\istification  for  tin-  destruction  of  the  present 
State  g<>vernnient  of  Oeor^^ia.

I  hasten  a  reply,  by  answerin«;  your  several  interrogatories  in  tlie  order 
in  which  they  are  propounded. 

To  the  Ist,  I  answer  that,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  the  laws  of 
Geor^Ma  are  as  faithfnlly  and  impartially  administeted  as  they  ever  were 
in  this  State. 

To  the  2d,  1  answer,  there  is  no  organized  or  unorganized  i"esist4*iiee 
to  the  law,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe. 
To  the  tkl,  I  answer,  the  officers  of  the  law  aie  falthM  to  their  duties 

in  my  section  ot'tlic  State. 

To  the  4th,  I  answer,  that  the  white  people  here  are  kiinl  towards  the 
blacks,  and  usually  treat  tiieni  well  wherever  they  are  respectful  and 
eonrteons  in  their  behavior  towards  the  whites. 

To  the  oth,  1  answer  that,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  the  peojde 
nere  are  inclined  t<>  allow  <>very  mwu  to  enjoy  his  own  political  o|iijiions, 
and  exeicise  hiA  political  rigliLs  fully  and  fiecly,  without  restraint  or 
hindrance. 

To  the  6th,  I  answer,  that  the  feelings  of  the  people  here  towanls 

northern  men  visiting,  or  <h*siring  in  good  faith  to  settle  in  (ieorgia,  are 
kind  ami  conrt^MHis.  Tiu\v  would  rejoice  to  see  atiy  nundu'r  of  uood,  trtu*, 
wortliy  citizens  come  into  our  8tal<'  and  settle  aiiioiijrns.  but  at  the  same 
time  our  i)eoi)le  have  no  use  wiiatever  for  tliat  class  of  i»er.sons  called 
*'  carpet-l  >aggers." 

To  the  7tii,  1  answer,  the  people  here  do  earnestly  desire  peace  and  a 
restoration  of  their  ])roper  relations  to  the  States  and  goverrnnent  of  the 
Union:  they  are  heartily  tired  and  sick  of  this  state  (►f  suspense  ;iinl 
uncertainty,  antl  would  make  any  reasonable  sacrih<H'  to  have  peace  an<l 
order  permanently  restored  and  the  government  administered  ac5C0itliug 
to  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

To  the  sth,  1  atiswer,  that  T  cannot  see  any  necessity  for,  nor  any 
justitication  in,  tkcprox>osed  destruction  of  the  present  governmeutof 
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(iuoi  'iia,  and  th<'  ♦'siablishment  of  a  inilitarv  or  provisional  goverumeut. 
1  am  a  native  CTeor^j^ian;  have  lived  in  this  Stale  all  my  lifej  am  now^ 
years  old,  and  have  never  known  the  i>eople  more  quiet,  peaceable,  and 
law-abiding  at  any  sta;^e  of  niy  life  Mian  they  now  '.wo:  a  large  majority 
luive  ciiten'd  ii])on  tli<'ir  accustomed  avoeations  with  lUUMmimon  eiicriry 
and  perseverance,  deteruun<;d,  seemingly,  if  allowed,  to  speedily  recupe- 
rate tlieir  fallen  fortunes;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  the  present  govern* 
ment  was  allowed  to  remain  it  woidd  not  be  long  before  vo  would  be 
blessed  with  pros^H'rity  and  happiness.

Your  ciiciilar,  addressed  to  varions  civil  ofiieers  of  the  tState,  including 
mayors  <»f  cities,  has  just  l)een  received. 

It  affoixlA  me  pleasure  to  give  you  the  information  desired  by  your 
queri(>s,  and  I  trust  that  my  statement  of  the  condition  of  matters  as  they 
exist  here  is  a  fair  one. 

1.  The  laws  of  Georgia  an*  faithfully  and  iiiiiiartially  administered. 

2.  1  do  not  think  that  any  organized  resistance  to  law  exists:  but  from 
the  numerical  sui>eriority  of  the  colored  population,  and  from  their 
ignoran«*e  in  many  cases  of  the  operations  of  the  law,  they  do  not  yield 
siibmissi\ely  to  its  execution,  but  sometimes  resist  tlie  officers  iii  the 
l»erforman<*e  of  their  duties. 

3.  The  otticers  of  tiie  law  are  faithful  to  their  duties. 

4.  The  di8iK>sition,  feeling,  and  treatment  of  much  the  larger  number 
of  the  white  peojde  towards  the  black  people  are  ginded  by  kindness  and 
by  a  desire  to  liariiioiiize  with  them.  In  all  comnnuiities  nud<*oiitciitsexisf, 
wlio  sometimes  stir  up  ill  feeling;  wc  !m»  «b)ubt  h-.w  v  our  share  of  tlietn 
liere,  of  both  colors,  but  they  arc  so  fur  lu  ilie  minority  that  no  idtimate 
harm  can  result. 

.").  That  towards  republicans  is  marked  by  no  other  characteristic  than 

those  Miiicli  1iav«»  always  <'xistecl  in  tinu's  gone  by  betw(»en  opposite 
politic'al  parties,  and  are  only  observed  when  their  leelingsarc  brought 
forward  by  our  ele«  iiou  contests. 

0.  The  greatest  desire  is  to  have  emigration  turned  towards  us,  and  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  this,  it  alone  is  sutlicient  and  necessary  to  insure 
kind  treatment  an<I  good  t(«(»h'ng  towards  those  who  visit  as  well  as 
towards  those  wlio  «lesire  to  settle  here.  All  prtjudices  iue  gradually 
wearing  away,  and  must  eventually  disappear. 

7.  The  great  desideratum  of  all  is  peace. 

8.  There  is  no  necessity  existing  for  the  destruction  of  the  present  gov- 
ernment of  (Georgia;  anyclianiic  towards  the  establislnnent  of  a  nn'Iitary 
or  i<i()visionjd  government  would  be  dejilorable  indeed^  we  do  not  desire 
r4'ti  ogressiou,  but  do  sincerely  and  in  good  faith  seek  for  our  old  position 
in  the  Union.

equMlit  v  tor  all  the  States. 

Inquiry  No.  8.  We  see  no  necessity  tor  anv  alteration  of  the  State 
government  at  present,  nor  do  we  believe  that  any  person  who  is  not  an 
office  seeker  and  an  irresponsible  character,  who  is  an  enemy  to  his  race 
and  would  sacritice  his  crniiitry,  Arnold  like,  for  self-aggrandizement,  is 
in  favor  of  such  a  humilialory  condition  precedent  to  a  permanent  res- 
toration of  the  States  to  theii*  Ibrmer  status  in  the  Union.

4.  The  whites  treat  the  negroes  Ixindly,  and  their  rights  are  as  much 
res|>ected  and  as  faitlifiilly  secured  as  those  of  Avliite  men,  atid  any  injury 
complained  of  is  usually  remedied  promptly,  this  is  the  case  iu  White 
county. 

5.  The  treatment  of  republicans  in  this  section  is  jnst  of  that  char- 
acter that  has  always  obtained  between  persons  belonging  to  different 

politi«*al  partie:^ — neitlicr  bettor  Tior  worse. 

(>.  Several  northern  nu  ji  have  r<'cently  settled  in  this  county  for  mining 
puriH)ses.  Leadinjr  men  favor  tliis,  and  iuvite  them  with  their  ea|)ital, 
and  no  greater  i)rejudice8  exist  against  them  than  against  strangers 
from  anywhere  else. 

7.  Peace,  restorati(m  to  the  T'nion,  and  a  final  settlement  of  public 
alfairs.  is  tlie  ;^reat  desire  of  all  our  citizens;  and 

8.  To  o^K'n  up  again  the  question  of  reconstruction  will  lentler  our 
population  gloomy  and  hopeless  as  to  any  settled  i>olicy  calculated  to 
free  the  country  from  its  present  <  luharrassments  and  troubles.

now.  Tiiere  is  no  resistance  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws,  either  organ- 
ized or  unorganized.  The  officers  of  the  law  are  faithful  and  impartial 
in  the  peribrmance  of  their  <luti<'s. 

Tlie  two  races  ai"e  co-opeiatiii;^  harmoniously  with  each  other,  and 
there  seems  to  he  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  both  to  agree.  In 
political  opinion  they  differ,  but  iu  employing  laborers  for  next  year  no 
one  in  my  knowledge  has  asked  the  political  opinions  of  an  applicant* 
In  a  w  ord,  the  whites  treat  the  negroes  humanely  and  honestly—as  hon- 
estly as  tliey  do  each  other. 

Toward  republicans  there  seems  to  exist  the  siime  feelings  as  are  usu- 
ally entertained  towaixl  political  opiMments,  and  nothing  more.  ThCTe 
is  no  social  ostracism. 

Toward  uortlieni  men  visitiiijr  and  desiring  to  settle  in  Georgia  our 
people  are  kindly  disposed,  and  welcome  them  heartily. 

The  greatest  desiie  of  the  whole  people  is  to  be  restored  fully  and 
enturely  to  the  government  and  a  restoration  of  peace ;  beeauai  they  do 
not  beUeve  that  prosperity  can  return  to  this  section  until  peace  and 
quiet  are  restored. 

In  my  honest  opinion  there  is  not  only  no  necessity  for  the  destrnction 
of  the  present  State  government  iu  Georgia,  but  such  a  course  w  ould  be 
destruotiTe  to  the  best  interests  of  tbe  State  and  x)eople  of  all  classes.

3.  The  otlicers  ot  the  law  arc  about  as  taithtul  as  they  are  in  most  of 
the  States,  considering  their  talents. 

4.  The  dis|i08ition,  teelinii.  and  treatment  of  the  white  ix  uijlc  towards 
the  lylacks,  so  far  as  my  kii(»\vU'd«jje  extends,  is  ^^oo<l;  and  wotdd  Yw  bet- 
ter if  tlie  blaeks  wei-e  not  extremely  suspii'iotis  of  all  suutlK  rii  white 
men,  and  ix'gard  them  (from  the  advice  of  dcsi«^iiiug  men)  as  their  ene- 
mies. 

5.  The  feelings  towards  retmblieans  proper  are  politically  bitter,  but 

personally  good;  not  mor<'  liittcr  th:m  tmro  cxistcfl  betwrcn  (h-iiMH  i-it 
and  whifj.

Sir:  1  am  iu  receipt  of  your  circular  of  the  18th  ultimo,  malviug  cer- 
tain inquiries  in  regard  to  the  status  of  the  people  of  Georgia  and  the 
propriety  of  additional  reconstruction  measures.  It  is  my  *n\n  as  %ve1I 
as  the  opinion  of  ev^  iy  intelligent  person  witliin  my  acquaintance  that 
the  action  asked  ot  Congress  by  (Tovernor  Bulloc^k  is  altogether  unneces- 
sary, aud  that  such  action,  uncler  any  possible  circumstances,  will  result 
only  in  injury  to  the  entire  people  of  the  State.  It  will  check  and  retard 
the  agricidtural  interest,  now  rapidly  recovering  from  an  almost  fatal 
overthrow.  It  will  hinder,  if  not  entirely  break  flown,  what  little  of 
manufacturing  eiiterprisc  ha.s  been  develoi>ed  m  our  section.  In  fact, 
evcrj*  enterprise  in  the  State  will  at  once  droop  under  the  pernicious 
effects  of  such  legislation,  and  our  people — ^both  races — be  again  thrown 
into  a  miserable  state  of  apathy  and  insecurity.  It  will  reojwMi  a  politiciU 
strife,  which  but  recently  canu?  so  near  producing  a  i'u\:\]  >;overance  and 
distrust  of  two  races,  mutually  dependent  upon  each  other.  The  ani- 
mosity and  ill  feeling  resulting  from  the  ex<'itement  of  the  last  three 
years  is  fast  yielding  to  a  more  charitjible  sentiment.  Mut  imlity  of  inte- 
rest is  steadily  working  out  its  h'gitiniate  fruit  in  a  nipiilly  developing 
seutimeut  of  forbearance,  friendship,  and  good  will.  If  not  intertered

with,  the  eiiHiiing  year  will,  in  my  jiidgineut,  exliiV)it  tlir  -^vhites  and  blacks 
working  together  as  peaceably  and  harmoniously  could  be  desired. 
Kofhlnf  Qonld  ao  eflfeetaally  dispel  all  hope  of  so  desiiable  aa  Midas  the 
legidatioiL  saggesbtd  by  Governor  Bullock. 

To  your  several  distinrf  inqiTirios  I  reply  as  follows: 

1.  The  laws  of  Georgia  are  faitlii  iilly  and  impiutially  ndminiHtered. 

2.  There  is  neither  organized  nor  uuorgiuiized  resistance  to  tlie  law. 
On  the  oontraiy,  allportiea  unite  in  maintaining  its  inviolate  supiemaoy. 

3.  The  of&cera  of  the  law  are  fidtiifDl  and  vigilant  in  the  diaeharge  of 
their  duties. 

4.  The  white  j)eople  express  the  kindest  feeling  towards  the  black,  and 
evince  by  their  treatment  that  the  expression  is  sincere. 

5.  Towards  repnblieanfl,  who  give  no  other  cause  for  censnre  tiian 
'Apolitical  opinion,"  the  whites  am  respectful  and  tolerant. 

6.  TTiore  is  a  universnl  df»sire  tlnit  lionest  and  ("T!t<'i']>nsinp:  nortliorn 
men  should  both  visit  and  settle  in  (ieor{^ia.  It  is  beiit-verl  tliat  an  iutiux 
of  northeiu  men  and  capital  into  our  midbt  would  greatly  aid  in  devel- 
oping onr  sleeping  resoaroes,  alnd  wonld  prove  the  sniest  and  readiest 
method  of  conveying  back  to  the  norUi  the  tme  ehazaeter  and  sentiment 
of  a  grossly  slandered  i^'ople. 

7.  If  there  be  a  desire  in  the  southern  heart  which  rises  above  all 
other  considerations,  it  is  to  be  at  peace,  and  to  be  restored  to  their 
proper  relations  to  tne  States  and  the  government  of  the  Union. 

8.  In  my  opinion  there  is  neither  nec  essity  nor  justification  for  the  pro- 
posed destruction  of  the  present  government  of  Cileorgia,  and  the  estab' 
llshment  of  a  military  or  provisional  goveruuieut. 

In  all  the  above  opinions  yon  will,  of  course,  understand  that  I  mean 
to  say,    So  far  as  my  knowledge  and  information  extends.^

Tour  note  of  inqnJiy  is  before  me,  and  I  shall  answer  each  question 

honestly,  as  if  under  oatli. 

The  hi\v8  of  Georgia  are  as  faiUifully  and  impartially  administered  in 
this  sectiou  as  they  ever  were. 

There  is  no  organised  nor  vnorganized  resistance  to  the  laws.  Some 
offenders  flee  from  the  law  as  they  have  always  done,  but  none  can  remain 
in  the  country -ap^inst  whom  warrants  are  isstied  without  giving  bail. 

Ttie  officers  of  the  law  are  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  I 
do  not  believe  there  is  an  officer  in  this  county  who  is  influenced  in  his 
oiBoe  by  politics. 

We  have  but  few  colored  people  in  onr  coonty,  and  the  best  fioeilings 

pr*»v!ii1  ;iTnou<»'  them  and  the  whites. 

The  best  of  feelings  between  the  democratic  and  republican  parties 
eidst  in  this  county,  they,  in  many  cases,  voting  for  each  other;  and  I 
have  not  heard  a  political  dispute  since  the  ele^.tion.  The  truth  is,  there 
is  but  little  difference  bptweon  the  g^reat  majority  of  the  people  of  this 
sfM  tion  ill  feeling.  The  gieatpst  difference  is  as  to  the  quickest,  best, 
and  surest  means  of  getting  quietly  back  into  the  Union. 

I  am  of  opinion  ma,t  a  man  tnm  New  would  be  as  oordiaUy . 
received  and  welcomed  amongst  our  people  as  one  coming  from  South 
Carcilina;  either  could  render  hinisf^lf  ])opn!ar  or  obnoxious  accortling 
to  the  course  he  pursued  toward  our  citizens.  A  majority  of  our  people 
certainly  would  be  glad  to  see  northern  men  with  capital  come  and  settle 
among  us* 

To  the  seventh  question  I  answer  for  the  people  that  they  do  desire 
peace  nnd  a  restoration  of  their  proper  relations  to  the  States  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  Union. 

To  the  eighth  I  answer  that  no  necessity  whatever  exists  in  this  section 
of  the  Stote  for  the  destruction  of  the  present  State  government.  I 
think  I  spCNBk  the  sentlmentB  of  the  peo]>le  when  I  say  they  want  no  more 
Hi ilit;iry  government's.  The  i)eophM>f  tliis  se<'tion  tried  the  experiment 
ot  military  rule  under  the  confederate  government;  after  the  surrender, 
two  different  companies  of  United  Stat^  troops.  That  has  satisfied  all 
parties  with  military  law,  which  simply  means  no  law,  only  the'will  of  the 
commander  of  the  post,  which,  being  remote  from  headquartei^,  becomes 
intolenible  to  those  who  may  perchance  incur  their  displeasure.  The 
people  of  this  country  have  adoi>ted  every  measure  submitted  to  them 
by  the  powers  that  be,  hoping  thereby  to  get  back  into  the  Union  of  our 
fathers.  They  want  i>eace,  and  this  vexed  question  forever  settled.  It 
was  with  this  view  they  voted  two  to  one  to  adopt  the  constitution  as 
a  finality  of  this  question. 
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•  1  have  recently  visited  the  Grand  IxKlge  at  Maoon,  Georgia,  since  then 
the  North  Georgia  oouference  at  Grifiin,  and  have  conversed  freely  with 
I>eopl6  from  all  sections  of  the  State^  and  And  that  fhe  decided  majority 
with  whom  I  conversed  desire  peiioe,  and  are  in  it^vm  of  faitiitully 
abidinj^  by  the  laws,  while  I  find  somo  of  each  i>arty  restless  and  revolu- 
tionary in  their  feelings.  This  clawH,  1  think,  iirv  hut  few,,  and  are  those 
who  proht  by  tumult  and  strife,  whose  ambition  would  i^erU  the  peace 
and  quiet  of  the  nralHtnde  for  place  and  power;  tat  I  rerily  bdieve 
that  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  this  State— and  I  know  of  my  coanly, 
who  are  already  burdened  down  with  taxes  that  arr  yet  nnpaid,  pro- 
tracted conventions,  and  legislatuie,  &c. — infinitely  i)reler  to  accept  the 
present  than  to  go  through  another  excited,  expensive  contest.  Our 
section  certainly  needs  qniet  and  peace,  that  our  bndLen  fortonea,  com- 
memal  and  indmrtrial  relations  may  all  be  restored  to  the  proper  rela- 
tions of  the  government  of  our  fathers.  All  of  which  is  respectfully 
submitted.

To  the  fourth  inquiry  1  ansv  cr  that  in  the  southern  part  of  Oeoririn, 
the  section  where  I  reside,  the  disposition,  feelings,  and  ti*eatmeut  ot  a 
lar|;e  majority  of  the  white  people  towards  the  black  people  are  kind 
and  friendly,  especially  tliose  tiutt  conduct  themselves  ])ro]ierly ;  a  large 
portion  of  blacks,  however,  are  disy>osed  to  steal  and  plunder,  and  when 
caught  at  it,  are  of  course  punished  under  the  law,  according  to  the 
crime  committed.

1.  The  laws  ^  the  United  Stat(^  and  of  the  State  are  faithfully  admin- 
istered, in  my  knowledge,  oaijr  where  republicans  hold  oflio^with  very 

few  exceptions. 

2.  There  is  organized  and  unorganized  resistance  to  the  United  States 
and  State  laws  within  the  limits  of  Georgia* 

3.  Kepublican  officers  are  faithful  to  their  dnties  when  allowed  toiler* 
form  tliem  by  Kn  Klux  demorrn<'y.  nnd  not  otherwise. 

4.  So-called  democracy  cheat  and  detraud  the  colored  people  in  making 
settlements  with  them,  and  allow  colored  people  no  rights  or  privileges 
that  can  be  kept  from  them. 
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6.  Since  tho  Union  republican  party  of  the  Unit<?<l  States  lias  so 
effectually  smashed  up  the  new-light  democracy  under  the  lead  of  Sey- 
nioiir  and  Blair,  there  is  tbat  tort  dogged  compliaiioe  to  the  right  of 
white  rcpuMicans  that  whipped  children  generally  yield  ujKjn  compul- 
sion, and  iH>thin<r  more;  a^^  to  the  colored  men,  my  tbiii-tli  jhisw^t  shows 
the  state  of  udkirs  a«  regards  them.  I  have  been  cursed,  abused,  insulted, 
and  villifled — hung  in  eftigy,  and  kept  from  possession  of  my  oliice  from 
1st  of  September,  1868,  to  30th  November,  1868,  by  the  machinatioiuB  of 
Ka-Klox  democracy,  when  I  had  a  bond  for  $1,000,  with  sureties  upon  it 
worth  $7;"5,000.  Many  true  and  loyal  white  republicaus  luive  Vkhmi  like- 
wise dealt  with,  and  in  many  cases  escaped  with  their  lives  by  providen- 
tial interference  only.  The  tnith  is  that  nowheve  in  the  State  of  Geor- 
gia, within  my  knowledge,  are  the  rights  of  aU  her  citizens  regarded,  nor 
is  there  a  due  respect  pain  to  the  l:nvs  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
State.  There  will  be  no  change  for  the  better  until  the  Confrressof  the 
United  States  asserts  and  maintains,  by  force  of  aims  it  need  be,  the 
hiws  of  the  land, 

G.  With  this  chaotic  state  of  affairs,  any  northern  or  other  immigrant, 
who  brinos  to  Georgia  either  capital  or  peraon,  is  either  a  fool,  an  idiot| 

or  a  reckless  adventurer. 

7.  "Let  us  have  iieace,"  and  Union, 

8.  Purge  the  legislature  of  the  State  by  the  test  oath,  or  eongressioiutt 

removal  of  disabilities,  and  inclnde  all  office-holders  in  tiie  State,  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest  oftlccs.  I^et  there  be,  for  the  present,  great 
circumspection  used  by  Congiess  in  granting  pardon  to  southern  rebels. 
We  may  then,  in  time,  regain  and  restore  our  relations  with  the  general 
goipenunent  Beqnire  a  new  registration  of  voters^  even  for  a  eonstaUop 
to  be  had  in  the  State,  and  perhaps  we  may  be  relieved  from  the  chaos 
which  now  seems  to  reign  supreme.

To  first  hit^'rro^tory,  I  state  that  the  law  in  this  county  is  impar- 
tially administered,  and  so  iar  as  I  know,  or  my  knowledge  extends,  it 
is  throughout  the  State. 

To  the  second,  I  state  that  there  Is  neither  organized  nor  unorganised 
resistitnce. 

To  the  third,  I  state  that  theyare,  so  far  as  they  understand  their  duty. 

To  the  fourth,  1  state  that  white  people  of  this  section  are  kindly  dis- 
posed towards  the  black,  and  treat  them  well,  and  especially  the  land- 
holders, who  give  them  employment  before  white  people. 

To  the  fifth,  I  state  that  politics  do  not  rage  very  high  in  this  section, 
the  republican  party  beiutr  in  w  1nr<re  minority.  No  person  is  interftffed 
with  on  acxMiunt  of  his  poiitieul  opinions. 

To  the  sixth,  I  answer  that  quite  a  number  of  northern  men  have 
▼isited  and  bought  property  in  this  section  within  the  last  two  years, 
and  the  citizens  treat  them  kindly  Jind  use  every  endeavor  to  induce 
northurn  men  and  capital  to  this  section,  which  is  the  mineral  belt  of 
the  State. 
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To  the  seventh,  I  state  that  they  certaiuly  do,  in  a  general  flense.  ' 

To  the  eighth,  I  state  that  I  can  see  no  ueceaaity  for  the  proposed 
df^Htructioii,  jis  the  people  in  this  section,  both  democrat  and  ivi)iiblican, 
are  siitisiied  witli  th(*  result,  thiTtkiii  u:  t  hat  it  is  the  best  that  can  be  done 
in  the  present  disorganized  couditiou  ol'  the  country.  For  myself,  I  was 
a  thorough-going  reconstroctkmist  according  to  tbis  reoonstnietioii  aets 
of  Congress,  and  supportod  that  side  of  the  question  in  eveiy  election 
we  had,  and  siip])ortod  Mr.  Bullock  as  the  champion  of  that  party.

To  this  I  answer,  so  far  as  my  observation  extends,  tbey  are  all  futhfiilly 

and  impailially  administered. 

2.  "Is  th<Mv  nny  organized  or  nnorpmized  resistance  to  the  law  P 
To  this  I  uuMw  er,  none  that  1  know  or  have  ever  heard  of. 

3.  ^<  Are  the  officers  of  tbe  law  Mthful  to  their  duties  T*  I  answer, 
as  much  so  as  previous  to  the  war.  I  hear  of  no  dereliction  of  duty,  nor 
of  any  injnstiee  on  tho  part  of  officers. 

4.  "What  is  the  disposition,  feeling:  and  treatment  of  the  white 
people  towards  the  black  people  P  i  answer,  the  disposition  of  the 
whites  towards  tSie  blaeks  and  the  blacks  towards  the  wlutes  is  uni- 
formly kind,  the  feeling  and  treatment  reciprocally  the  same.  Good 
wages  are  generally  punctually  paid  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  blacks. 

5.  "What  towaixls  republican!"  1  answer,  we  are  nearly  equally 
divided  in  politics.  No  disturbance  of  any  kind  has  occurred.  AU 
exercise  the  right  of  speaking  and  voting  as  they  choose,  without  any 
restraint  or  resistance  from  the  opposite  party. 

6.  "  What  towards  northern  men  \'isiting  or  desiring  to  settle  in 
Georgia  I"  1  answer  that  it  is  the  general  desire  of  our  people  for 
northern  capitalists  to  settle  in  this  State ;  and  those  who  visit  us  are 
universidly  treated  with  great  kindness  and  marked  re^peet,  and  no 
such  thing  as  an  insult  of  any  kind  ever  otl'ered  to  one^  but  great  hospi- 
tality and  inducements  are  generally  ottered. 

7.  "  Do  the  people  desire  peace  and  restoration  of  their  proper  rela- 
tions to  the  States  and  government  of  the  Union  To  this  I  answer 
emphatically  they  do. 

S.  !s  there,  in  your  opinion,  any  necessity  or  jTistitic^tion  for  the 
proi>osed  d«'struetion  of  the  i>resent  government  ol  Georgia,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  mUitary  or  provisloi^  government I  answer  there 
is  not.  Our  people  do  in  good  ttAth  adhere  stoictly  as  any  p ( ( )ple  to  tiie 
laws,  and  preserve  generally  as  good  order  as  aiiy  people  anywhere. 
-  Xiie  above  is  as  truly  answered  as  is  in  my  power,  and  I  know  that,  so 
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far  as  this  coiiTity  is  conceiued,  all  theiactB  are  correct,  and  I  believe 
they  are  so  geueraUy.  *

To  your  sixth :  Many  of  our  most  valuable  plantatioiis  aie.  and  are 
beiri^r  V»ought  u])  by  northern  capitalists,  who  have  never,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, expressed  any  dissatisfaction  at  the  treatment  received  at  the 
hands  of  our  people. 

To  the  seventh:  Georgians  residing  in  this  portion  of  the  State  deshw 
I)ermanent  restoration  of  amicable  relations  with  the  general  government. 

To  the  eighth:  Under  the  belief  that  our  State  was  admitted  into  the 
union  of  States,  imder  strict  requirements,  the  news  of  the  lately  pro- 
posed destruction  of  the  present  government  of  Georgia  came  like  a 
thunderbolt  to  our  people,  who  supposed,  until  then,  that  strife,  discord, 
and  di.ssatisfaetion  had  forever  cea.sed  within  our  bor<ler8. 

After  answering  your  interrogatories,  I  desire  to  add  a  few  words:  The 
people  of  our  prosperous,  contented,  and  happy  region  of  our  great  State 
are  oeginning  to  forget  Iheir  past  political  troubles;  they  are  about  to 
realise  the  fact  that  party  prejudices  tend  only  to  engender  unhappiness;

Dear  Sir:  I  have  fhe  honor  to  reply  to  your  drcnlar  of  the  18th 

instant  as  follows: 

1.  I  am  67  years  of  age^  was  bora  and  hare  lived  all  my  life  in 
Washington  county,  Georgia,  and  for  the  last  30  years  have  been  elerk 
of  the  inferior  court  and  ordinary,  and  recently  le-elected  by  llie  almost 
TiiiaTiimous  voice  of  the  people,  and  can  say  that,  so  far  ;is  I  am  able  to 
fi<  e  RTul  kTJow,  the  laws  are  as  faithfully  and  impartially  adminnitered  in 
this  county  as  at  any  period  that  I  can  remember. 

3.  I  know  of  nor  haye  I  heard  of  any  reflistanee  of  any  kind  to  the 
laws,  but  tlie  i)eople  are  generally  law-abiding  and  -peacefvl. 

3.  The  oftieers  of  the  law  are  prompt,  faithful,  and  efficient  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest. 

4.  The  kindest  and  best  treatment  is  ever  exercised  by  the  whites 
towards  the  blacks,  so  far  as  I  know  or  can  learn,  among  the  people 
generally.  Whites  are  disposed  to  act  justly  and  generously  towards 
the  blacks,  and  the  blacks  reciprocate  it.  Yesterday  being  Christmas, 
more  than  500  negroes  were  in  town,  sottling  for  their  year's  work,  drink- 
ing, treating  and  making  merry  over  Christmas.  They  had  Iree  access 
to  m&  bar-rooms  and  many  were  dmnk,  yet  no  distarbanoe  oocnrred  or 
any  conflict  between  tlu^  races;  all  went  off  peaoeftilly,  and  at  night  the 
streets  were  clear  of  stragglers.  The  negroes  were  coufi acting  treely 
for  the  next  year's  work.  The  kuidest  teeling  and  utmost  couMenoe 
was  manifested  between  the  races. 

6.  The  republicans  that  have  visited  onr  oonnly  sinoe  fhe  war  were 
nearly  or  quite  all  of  them  strangers,  and  were  not  midested  bnt  treated 
as  strangei-s  generally  are,  politely. 

6.  Nf)rtheni  men  visiting  (^rgia  have  been  kindly  treated,  and 
where  tliey  desired  to  settle  here,  were  invited  most  cordially,  with  every 
assnrance  of  safely  and  protection. 

7.  The  war  having  closed,  the  universal  desire  of  the  people  has  been 
among  all  classes  to  have  peace,  and  to  be  restored  to  all  our  relations 
with  the  fedenil  Union  as  heretofore. 

8.  There  can  certainly  be  no  necessity  or  justification  for  the  pro- 
posed destmction  of  the  government  of  Georgia,  and  the  establishment 
of  a  militarj'^  or  provisional  government.  And  our  ])eople  have  Tn  ani 
fested  a  most  pn»found  surprii*e  at  the  efforts  of  our  jn-escnt  cxt'cutive  to 
destroy  the  government  of  which  he  is  the  head,  and  can  account  for  it 
on  no  rational  supposition  compatible  with  Ihe  safety  and  welf3»re  of  the 
people  in  this  State ;  a  measure  without  the  least  possible  necessity  or 

Justification,  and  they  regard  it  as  an  i  fttn  t  tn  trMni])!f^  on  the  rifi)its  of 
the  people  and  establish  a  despotism  for  personal  aggrandizement  only.

whites;  do  not  Tislt  white  families,  nor  eat  at  their  tables;  they  have 
separate  places  of  worship,  &e.;  but  the  people  feel  kindly  towards  thoTii, 
give  them  employment  and  pay  the  siiiiie  wages  aswliitt  s  o(  t  ;  \\:\y  them 
promptly  their  dues.  All  who  are  willing  to  work  hud  plenty  to  do  at 
good  wages,  and  those  who  try  make  a  gora  living.  If  Mr.  Snnmer  and 
General  Butler  would  spend  one  month  here,  they  wonld  certify  to  the 
truth  of  tltis  statement. 

To  the  tilth  I  answer :  There  is  no  difterence  between  the  treatment  of 
republicans  and  democrats. 

To  tiie  6th  I  answer :  There  is  a  strong  deaire  for  northern  men  to  settle 
here,  hast  year  a  society  was  organized  here  to  encon  ra  ^^e  them  to  come 
iin*\  settiv  with  us,  and  all  who  came  with  that  intention  have  been  and 
still  arc  rtHfiscd  kindly,  and  every  assistance  rendei"ed  them  in  getting 
iiuuiu^  and  in  all  other  respects^  that  would  be  reudei'ed  to  persons  iium 
one  of  the  soitthem  States. 

To  the  seventh  I  answer,  yes. 

To  the  ei«jhth  I  reply,  Tfo. 

I  would  add,  that  tiieie  no  place  on  earth  where  the  life  and  property 
of  all  persons  are  mor*'  secuie  than  in  thiii  county.  The  people  are  work- 
ing hard  to  repohr  their  losses.  All  are  qniet  and  peaceable.  Yery  few 
give  political  matters  much  attention ;  their  minds  are  directed  to  other 
matters,  all  being  satisfied  that  whatever  Congress  msiy  feel  called  upon 
to  do  will  be  so  guarded  that  lite  and  property  will  remain  safe.  Even 
during  the  presidential  campaign  we  had  no  excitement,  and  now  a  per-* 
son  might  remain  here  for  weeks  without  hearing  polities  mentioned. 
I  am  yoorsy  very  respectfhlly.

Dear  Sir  :  Yonr  commnnieation  is  jnst  received andoontentB  noticed, 

and  T  hasten  to  repl^. 

To  the  lirat  question,  "Are  the  laws  of  Georgia  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially administered,*  I  answer;  For  this  (Gwinnett)  county  there  is  eqnal 
justice  done  to  all  persons  without  regard  to  color.  If  there  is  anjrtldng 
to  the  contrary  I  know  nothinir  of  it. 

To  the  second  question  1  answer  in  the  affirmative,  that  there  are  no 
organized  or  unorganized  parties  in  this  county  to  resist  the  laws  in  any 
way  in  this  county ;  if  there  were,  I  tidnk  I  woidd  know  it. 

To  the  third  question  I  answer  that  the  civil  officers  are  doing  their 
duty,  and  are  willing  to  do  their  duty,  for  the  peace  and  harmony  of  tiie 
county. 

To  the  fourth  question  I  answer:  We  have  but  few  blacks  in  our  county 
compared  with  the  lowet  coonties;  the  blacks,  all  that  will  work,  aie  get* 
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tiug  empIojjTDicnt  firom  the  wliites  aud  are  doiug  very  welL  I  saw  them 
in  town  this  week  selling  their  prodnoey  and  those  that  work  appear  to 
all  have  money,  and  I  have  heard  of  no  difflcnlty  with  them  and  their 

employers  tins  fall. 

To  the  h  tlii  question  I  answer :  There  are  but  few  republicans  or  leapr^icrs, 
or  I  don't  know  what  to  call  them,  in  this  cx>unty ;  they  aU  deny  the  name 
of  repnblicans;  there  is  nothing  said  of  them  as  I  can  hear.  They  say 
the  league  busineKs  has  seeeded. 

To  the  sixth  question  I  nnawer:  We  have  had  severfd  northern  men 
visiting  our  place  since  the  war.  1  have  uever  heard  or  seen  one  of  them 
treated  amiss,  hnt  to  the  contrary  tiiey  are  thought  more  of  here  than 
our  own  men  that  have  acted  tory  or  traitor. 

Tn  tlie  seventh  questiou  1  answer:  Asfor  thepeopleof  Gwinnett  county 
desirinfj  ])(>;!cc,  f  tliink  if  it  was  left  to  a  vote  it  would  be  unanimous 
with  both  blark  and  white  for  pe.ace  and  restoration  of  the  Uniou. 

To  the  eighth  question  I  answer:  In  my  opinion  tlieie  is  no  neoessity 
of  uprooting  the  government  for  the  satisfaction  or  promotion  of  Gov- 
ernor KulltM'k  or  anybody  else*.  As  for  thv  militMrv,  we  f^ot  n\(m<x  very 
well  witli  tli(»ni  aud  no  doubt  could  do  so  again,  but  I  see  no  necessity 
of  increasiug  the  expense  on  the  government  wlien  there  is  no  necessity 
and  no  good  can  be  done  by  the  same.  I  cant  speak  for  the  State,  but 
for  my  section  of  country  the  people  appear  to  be  doing  the  best  they  oaa 
under  their  ruined  condition,  and  trvinj^  to  make  a  livinj?  by  tlieir  own 
industry;  aud  as  for  the  cruelty  inllu  lcd  u]Mm  the  Ti^LToes  and  Union 
men^  I  believe  it  to  be  false^  or  i  would  kuuw  8ouiething  ut'  it.

They  are  in  Gordon  county  aud  the  acyoiniug  oouuties,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  extends, 

Q.  2.  Is  there  any  organised  or  unorganized  resistance  to  the  laws! 

A.  There  is  not  in  this  county,  aud  never  has  been  under  my  knowledge. 

Q.  3.  Are  the  officers  of  the  law  faithful  to  their  duties? 

A.  Th(  .V  ai^ )  aud  to  my  knowledge  1  never  have  known  them  more  so 
in  this  county. 

Q.  4.  What  is  the  disposition,  feeling,  and  treatment  of  tiie  white  peo- 
ple towarcls  the  black  iHH)plef 

A.  In  this  county  the  former  OWTUTs  syin]>nthi7(' with  t ho  black  ]>eople 
and  ti"eat  the  niwith  humanity,  and  iiave  aud  will  give  them  cnqiloN  iiieut 
iiv'heu  they  will  work,  aud  at  law  the  same  justice  is  meted  out  to  them 
as  to  the  white  man.  In  all  of  our  courts  In  this  county,  from  the  lowest 
to  the  highest,  if  the  black  man  testitie^  that  he  is  not  able  to  employ 
counsel,  tiie  court  appoints  someone  of  the  ablest  at  the  bar  to  represent 
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him.  That  lawyer  takes  just  as  maoh  paius  to  see  justice  done  said 
Uaok  man  aa  the  white  man.  Of  this  I  speak  knowinglS',  lor  I  have  seen 

it  (litTeri'iit  times  iu  this  county. 
Q.  b.  Whnt  towards  reimblicaiisf 

A.  1  see  no  dlffereuce  iu  the  social  friendshii)  ol  it^imi»li(*aiis  and  con- 
servativeH  or  democrats  Iu  elections  they  vote  aguiut^t  each  other  on 
principle,  as  in  former  days*,  and  I  can  say,  in  this  county  all  the  general 
elections  we  have  had  sinee  the  surrender  have  i)a8sed  off  quietly,  aud  no 
n^sistance  h:is  ex  or  been  used  to  keep  any  man  from  voting  as  he  desired, 
neither  whit*  nor  hlaek.  The  ditiei-eut  parties  have  eIectioueered|  as  is 
conimou  to  be  dune  on  mich  occasions,  but  nothing  mure. 

Q.  6.  What  towards  northern  men  yisiting  or  deeiriug  to  settle  in 
Georgia  f 

A.  Tlie  tone  of  the  )>eople  on  that  subject,  that  I  hear  talk  or  speak, 
is  in  favor  of  emigialion  to  help  build  up  our  laid-waste  eouutry,  and 
I  see  very  frequently  aiticles  writteu  iu  our  newspapers  invitiug  emi- 
grants to  the  sonth  with  their  capital. 

(>.  7.  Do  the  people  desire  peace  and  a  restoration  of  their  proper 
rehitions  to  the  States  and  g'overnment  of  the  Union  f 

A.  They  do  as  much  so  as  any  people  could,  1  think. 

Q.  8.  Is  theie,  in  your  opinion,  any  necessity  or  justiflcation  for  the 
pro])osed  destmction  of  the  present  government  of  Georgia  and  the 
establishment  of  a  militar^^  or  provisional  government  f 

A.  None  whatever,  nor  *  do  I  believe  the  people  of  Georgia  of  either 
party,  tiiken  as  a  mass,  desii^.  it. 

I  have  answered  your  questions  as  definitely  as  I  could :  1  hope  they 
may  have  the  desired  effect*

Sir:  Yours  of  ISth  instant,  making  certain  inquuicb  in  relation  to  the 
eondition  of  alfiiirs  In  Georgia,  was  reeeiyed  to^ay,  and  in  rei)ly  thereto 
I  projmse  to  answer  them  as  briefly  as  the  facts  in  the  case  will  justify, 
and  in  the  order  set  down.  Of  course  the  answers  given  below  refer 
mainly  to  the  condition  of  my  own  county,  as  the  duties  of  my  oflice 
keep  me  confined  within  its  limits. 

1.  Are  the  laws  of  Georgia  faithftdly  and  impartially  administered  f 
My  o])inion  is  that  they  are.   It  is  my  opinion  as  a  civil  otticer,  and  of 

all  the  other  civil  oflrteers  of  this  county,  among  whom  are  men  belonging 
to  both  pari  iew,  tlmt  the  surest  way  to  restore  peace  and  prosperity  is  to 
faithfully  administer  existing  laws;  md  that  if  errors  exist,  time  wiU 
certainly  correct  them.  This  is  the  view  that  the  officers  of  this  county 
take  of  nmtters  aB  they  now  stand. 

2.  Is  there  any  orgimized  or  unorganized  resistanee  to  the  law  ? 

JS^ouc  whatever.  Tiie  people  have  so  long  beeu  without  fixed  and  set- 
tled laws  that  they  are  fuUy  reeolyed  to  miantain  existing  laws^whedter 
they  are  opposed  to  the  principle  upon  which  they  re^t  or  not. 

3*  Are  the  officers  of  the  law  faithful  to  their  duties  I 
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Ab  a  general  tbiDg  they  are.  That  ib  to  say,  tbey  are  as  ftnthftal  In  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  they  were  before  any  diffioolties  ocdined 

between  the  siM'tions. 

4.  What  i8  the  diMimsition,  feeling,  and  treatment  oi  the  white  people 
towards  the  black  people! 

As  a  general  thing  ttie  whites  are  disposed  to  treat  tiiem  kindly  and 

justly.  Of  course  there  are  exceptions  to  this  nde,  bat  the  a€t^  of  iiyns- 
tice  to  coloicd  ]mh>])1p  jire  not  nearly  so  numerous  as  acts  of  ii\justice 
between  the  wliite«  themselws.  I  refer  here  particularly  t<)  nets  of  pecu- 
niary injustice)  and  the  great  majority  of  these  arise  liom  the  euibai*- 
rassed  eondition  of  the  country.  Aots  of  omel^  axe  very  rare. 

5.  Wliat  towards  republicans  ! 

The  people  are  willinpr  to  treat  reptiblicans  justly.  Unfortunately, 
however,  there  is  a  cla^s  of  men  atuoug  us  who  belong  to  that  party 
who  are  not  respected,  but  this  is  owing  more  to  the  men  themselves 
than  to  the  fact  of  their  being  republicans.  They  never  have  had  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  tin  ]  >(  ople,  and  were  they  to  come  out  now  and 
oppose  the  republicans  they  would  not  enjoy  the  conlidenee  and  respect 
of  the  people.  Eepublicans  who  conduct  themselves  as  gentlemen  will 
be  so  regarded. 

(>.  What  towards  northern  men  visiting  or  desixing  to  settle  in  Georgia! 

The  people  are  anxious  to  have  northern  men  c/orne  among  us  and  settle, 
irrespective  of  party,  if  they  ai*e  honest  and  industri<m8,  believing  thin 
to  be  the  surest  and  most  speedy  way  of  restoring  prosperity  to  the  State. 
Some  few  northern  men  of  Uierepubliean  party  are  now  doing  business  in 
this  section,  and  there  is  no  diiferenee  in  their  treatment  and  that  of 
native  southerners. 

In  answer  to  the  seveutli,  T  state  that  the  people  do  most  eaniestly 
desii'c  pea<^e  and  a  restoration  of  their  proper  relations  to  t  he  States  and 
government  of  the  Union.  The  feeling  of  eonfidenoe  and  kindness  to  the 
northern  people  is  rapidly  increasing.  They  are  anxiooa  ibr  the  govern- 
ment to  repose  trust  and  confidence  in  them,  that  they  may  ]m>\  r  tlicy 
have  not  been  misjdaceil.  There  is  not  a  man  among  us,  in  ju(i<;inent, 
who  woiUd  not  take  side  with  oiur  government  in  the  event  of  war  with 
a  foreign  nation.  The  people  feel  that  the  questions  of  the  late  war  have 
been  settled  against  them,  and  I  have  not  the  remotest  idea  that  there 
will  ever  again  be  resistance  to  established  laws.  The  peojde  are  thor- 
oughly side  of  war,  and  such  a  thing  is  never  contemplated,  much  less 
talked  of. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  destruction  of  the  present 

State  and  the  establishment  of  a  military  or  provisional  government. 
This,  too,  is  the  opinion  of  all  our  county  oflieers  and  of  the  leading  and 
prominent  men  of  all  parties,  and  the  great  mass  of  the  people  irrespective 
of  party.  There  is  no  doubt  bnt  that  the  course  pursued  would  be  utterly 
destructive  to  almost  every  interest  of  Georgia. 

The  people  earnestly  desu-e  th  e  eon  ti  nuance  of  civil  goveniment.  They 
believe  that  if  our  laws  are  nnsnited  to  oiu*  condition  time  will  gradually 
correct  them  and  give  us  such  as  we  need. 

The  person  and  property  of  any  man  who  will  eonduot  litmself  properly 
will  be  safe  and  respectexl.  '  During  the  present  year  a  large  number  of 
re])nbli(  an  speerlu  s  linvc  bf^rn  made  in  our  midst;  sortie  of  them  were 
tem])t'iat<'  and  commendable,  and  of  this  class  was  one  dclivenMl  by  Hon. 
J.  H.  Caldwell.  Others  have  been  violent  and  abusive;  the,v  luivc  been 
made  by  both  colored  and  white,  and  yet  there  has  been  no  attempt  to 
harm  or  molest  the  speakers  contemplated  or  talked  of.  As  evidence 
that  the  people  of  this  county  are  peaceably  inclined,  I  can  point  to  the 
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fact  that  for  more  than  twelve  mouths  there  has  uot  been  a  crime  com- 
mitted in  our  ooanty,  with  the  ezmptioii  of  one  caae  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery  between  whites,  notwithsfeandimgwehave  hadtheezeitenient  Off  tftm 

elections  within  the  tiTne  rofemvl  to. 

The  people  are  willing,  and  will  cheerfully  submit  to  the  election  of 
General  Grant  to  the  Presidency.  Indeed  nimiberB  have  told  me  that 
fhey  are  glad  Ctenend  Giant  was  elected,  feeling  that  they  will  gain  mote 
fiom  his  magnanimity  and  influence  with  the  republican  party,  and  the 
large  majority  of  them  would  resist  byfoiroe  any  attempt  to  interfere 
with  his  inauguration. 

I  am  aware  that  |)etitions  from  the  colored  people  have  gone  up  to 
Congress  asking  that  Georgia  be  remanded  to  military  authority,  but  I  am 
satimed  such  is  not  the  wieh  of  the  colored  people  of  this  ooun^.  They 
ore  ou  kindly  term  j4  with  the  whites  of  this  county,  and  if  any  one  could  see 
the  general  rejoicing  now  going  on  among  them  in  the  streets  of  our  town 
he  would  conclude  that  there  was  no  great  aniouut  of  tear  or  discontent 
existing  among  them.  There  is  a  freedman  now  living  in  my  yard  who 
ha*?  been  living  in  it  for  the  last  three  years  and  will  live  in  it  the  coming 
year,  and  who  has  belonged  to  the  republican  party  ever  since  it  has  been 
organized  in  the  county,  and  uot  only  a  member  of  the  party  but  a  leader 
of  It,  and  has  generally  headed  the  processions  the  party  has  occasionally 
had  in  town.  He  has  frequently  asked  my  advice  as  to  how  he  shonld 
act  politically  or  otherwise,  and  to-day  he  will  not  assert  that  T  have  ever 
advised  him  to  anything  that  injured  him.  This  is  a  single  example,  it 
is  true,  but  hundreds  analogous  to  it  could,  if  necessary,  be  adduced. 

I  win  only  add,  that  my  knowledge  for  obtaining  the  foregoing  fltets 
has  been  obtained  by  a  general  and  promiscuous  intermingling  and  inter- 
change of  sentiments  with  men  of"  nil  shades  of  color  and  of  party.  Men 
of  both  parties  have  spoken  tlieir  sentiment  s  J  km  ly  to  me,  from  the  fact 
that  I'do  not  claim  to  be  a  pai  ty  man.  As  a  minister  of  the  gospel  I 
eschew  politics  altogether,  and  claim  to  be  conservative,  not  in  a  party 
sense,  but  in  the  true  and  full  meaning  of  that  word.  As  an  evidence  of 
this  ftu't.  T  will  state  that  I  favored  the  ratiftcation  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  by  the  legislature 
of  Georgia  iii  i8(>5-'0(>,  as  a  lair  and  liberal  settlement  of  reconstruction. 
I  thought  at  the  time,  and  still  think,  that  the  action  of  our  legislatore 
in  tl  I  :i  t  matter  was  unmse  and  suicidal.  As  I  was  in  favor  of  taking  tiic 
fonrt^^nth  amendment,  so  am  I  now  in  favor  of  ahidiiig  by  the  recon- 
struction measures  as  the  best  settlement  that  can  be  had  under  existing 
circumstances.  Nor  am  1  in  favor  of  making  any  question  before  the 
courts  of  their  constitutionalily,  because  it  will  keep  the  people  in  bus- 
l>ense  and  necessarily  delay  the  return  of  pro8i>erity  to  our  State ;  and  I 
here  rejient  that  if  en^ors  exist,  or  have  been  committed,  time,  the  gi'cat 
corrector  of  evils,  \vili  correct  them.  As  to  the  question  whether  treed- 
men  are  entitled  to  hold  office,  let  the  question  be  made  in  our  supreme 
court,  the  majori^  of  which  is  undoubted  republicans,  and  if  that  court 
decides  in  the  afftrmative,  public  opinion  will  force  the  legislature  to 
submit,  if  it  will  not  otherwise.  Shoidd  tlie  court  de(;ule  adversely,  still, 
if  the  colored  people  demonstrate  their  couq>etency,  the  right  will  be 
given,  because  tlieie  is  veiy  little  prejndioe  to  freedmon  on  acoonnt  of 
color. 

For  these  reasons  T  nm  op]iose(l  to  tlie  measures  proposed  by  our  gov- 
ernor, as  unnecessary  and  ruinous  in  tht  ii-  r(iiis(  <|ucnces.  Still,  should 
Congress  decide  otherwise,  I  will,  whether  a.s  an  officer  or  a  citizen,  to 
the  best  of  my  abiUtgr  execute  and  defend  such  laws  as  it  may  pass. 

I  have  stated  my  opinion  Mnnewhat  at  length  In  order  to  show  yea 
14  a 
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that  I  do  not  look  at  the  matter  ftoin  a  party  point  of  view,  bnt  as  a 

citizen  of  Gteorgia  and  of  the  United  States,  and  I  truj»t,  tlierefore,  you 
will  excuse  me  for  trespassing  so  loujr  upon  your  time.    I  will  say  that 
I  have  not  made  a  statement  as  a  fact  but  that  1  will  swear  to,  nor  given 
an  opinion  but  that  I  will  sweai*  it  is  honestly  entertained.

pixitectton  of  the  law  that  is  given  to  the  white  nice.  This  treatment  by 
the  whites  has  established  a  confidence  in  the  black  race  that  the  laws  are 
for  the  mntnal  protection  of  the  life,  liberty,  and  property  of  both  races ;

Deab  Sib  :  Your  ckcular  addi'osaed  to  various  otiicers  of  the  State  has 
been  received  by  me.  In  answer  to  your  several  inquiries,  it  affords  me 
pleasure  ti>  state  that  in  my  section  of  the  country  the  hiws  of  Georgia 
are  fntlitiilly  admiuistered;  if  any  partiality  exists,  it  is  in  favor  of  the 
colored  population,  for  the  reason  that  there  shall  be  no  pretext  for  com- 
X)Iaiut  from  any  quarter,  and  for  the  further  reason,  to  stimulate  and 
enooarage  tJie  race  to  deeds  of  indnstrj'  and  frugality. 

There  is  no  organized  or  unorganized  resistance  to  the  laws  in  this 
county  or  the  adjoining;  ones  to  my  knowledfje,  and  the  oHieers  of  the 
law  are  faithful  to  their  duties.  The  treivtment  of  the  whites  towards 
the  blacks  is  universally  of  a  most  friendly  charaeter,  with  occasionally 
an  exception  against  some  bad,  thieving,  or  disorderly  case.  No  trouble 
or  difficulty  with  white  men  (repnblicans)  on  accnnit  of  i)olitical  differ- 
ences of  opinion.  Visitors  Irom  the  north  are  treated  ^\ith  as  much 
kindness  and  attention  as  any  one  from  any  qusuterj  and  no  questions 
asked.  The  people,  I  think,  desire  a  stable  and  fixed  form  of  govern- 
ment and  laws,  that  they  may  know  how  to  shape  their  business  affiiiis 
in  order  to  mend  their  broken  fortunes.  The  people  desire  a  full  restor- 
ation of  their  proper  relations  to  the  «;eiieral  ^wernment  on  equal  terms 
with  all  the  States.  2Jor  do  tiiey  believe  thei'e  is  any  necessity  for 
renewing  or  establishing  further  military  governors  or  miUtaiy  govern- 
ments in  the  State  of  Georgia. 

Hive  us  equal  laws  and  l(?t  us  alone,  and  Georgia  will  take  care  of 
it^eii  and  do  her  duty  to  the  general  government  under  the  Constitution 
and  laws.

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  18th  of  Deceuiber,  proi)ounding 
oertain  qnestions,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  reply  as  foUows: 

To  the  first  Are  the  hiws  of  Georgia  faithftdly  and  impartially  admin- 
istered f — I  have  for  the  last  thrive  years  occupied  a  judicial  position  in 
the  county,  the  rlnties  of  wln<  li  reTidered  upon  the  various  courts,  and  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  the  laws  are  as  faitlifidly  and  impartially 
administered  in  this  county  as  iu  any  county  of  the  United  States. 

To  the  second.  Is  there  any  organized  or nnorganized  resistance  to  tiie 
hkwl— 1  unhesitatingly  reply  no. 
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To  the  tbii*d.  Are  the  ofiieers  of  the  law  fiiitliful  to  their  duties? — I 
have  no  hesitation  in  answering  this  iutenogatory  very  dmdedly  that 
the  offioero  of  fhe  oonnty  are  futhftal  and  impartial  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

To  the  fourth.  What  is  the  disposition,  &c.,  towards  the  black  x)eop1ef 
—I  have  to  say  in  reply  to  that,  I  have  been  a  very  close  observer  of 
the  county^  have  had  almost  daily  intercourse  mth  the  agent  of  the 
Freedmen's  Bmeau,  and  ean  say  with  troth  that  the  treatment  of  tiie 
colored  people  in  this  connty  is  very  kind. 

To  the  filth.  Wliat  towards  roiniblicans? — would  say  that  sine**  the 
election  I  have  scarcely  heard  politics  mentioned.  Everybody  st-ema 
quietly  to  recognize  the  result ;  and  no  political  discussion  or  contio  versy 
has  or  does  exist  in  the  county,  so  far  as  I  know.  * 

Northern  men  are  treated  with  kindne^.  I  have  never  known  of  any 
instance  of  rudeness  to  one  since  the  close  of  the  rebellion.  There  are 
several  northern  men  in  the  county — acceptable  citizens.  I  am  a  for- 
eigner myself,  and  know  of  no  difl'erence  in  the  treatment  of  them  and 
the  native  citizens.  Eveiybbdy  wants  peace.  They  are  opposed  to 
reopening?  the  questions  that  will  only  breed  stiife  and  conten- 
tion; for,  say  what  you  please,  if  the  county  cannot  have  and 
quiet,  if  civil  law  cannot  be  enforced,  if  the  courts  of  the  county  can- 
not protect  the  citizens,  there  will  id  ways  be  more  or  less  lawlessness  and 
more  or  less  bloodshed.  Our  people  ai^  now  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
a<1iniTiistration  of  the  eivil  law;  they  ^vi]l  abide  by  and  sustain  it;  and 
nil  they  ask  is  peace.  Our  i>eople  are  giadually  but  surely  mo vering 
viruui  the  result  of  the  war  between  the  sections.  Goiifid^ce  is  being 
restored;  lands  are  improving  in  value:  a  steady  and  determined  eff<Hrt 
is  being  made  by  both  labor  and  capital  to  increase  the  producing  inter- 
est of  th«'  connty;  labor  is  becoming  remunerative,  and  hnfh  white  and 
colored  arc  prospering;  confidence  and  friendly  relatious  are  everj'  day 
growing  between  all  classes  and  interests  of  our  people;  and  but  a  few 
.  years  more  will  be  necessary  to  place  us,  as  a  people,  upon  the  gfeai^ 
nighway  of  prosperity. 

The  people  ask  to  be  let  alone  and  a^^  be  permitted  to  ^  earn  tlieir 
bresid  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow." 

Hoping  that  God,  in  his  infinite  gootlness  and  mercy,  may  so  direct  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  our  rulers  as  to  answer  the  greatest  good  to  tlie 
greatest  number.

To  the  first.  They  are  in  this  county. 

To  the  second,  lliere  is  none  to  my  knowledge. 

To  the  third.  They  are  entirely  so,  as  far  as  my  knowledge  goes. 

To  the  fourth.  The  whites  have  been  humane,  indulgent,  and  kind  to 
the  blacks.  A  good  feeling  exists  between  them.  The  blacks  seem  per- 
fectly satisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  legislature. 
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To  the  fifth.  The  feeling  toward  radical  republicans  is  rather  hostile, 
(usiug  hostile  in  a  piaefd<»il  Benae,)  though  a  better  feeling  is  being  daily 
enltivated. 

To  the  sixth.  Tlic  southern  people  iuvite  ratlior  tliau  discourage  emi- 
gration to  the  8outh.  Ifortheiii  men  visiting  the  south  are  unHdnnly 
treated  respectfully. 

To  the  seventh.  The  people  do  earnestly  desire  peace,  and  a  restoia- 
ticfn  to  their  proper  relations  to  the  United  States  goveruuient. 

To  the  ei'xlith.  I  think  the  destniction  of  the  present  State  proveru- 
ment  altogether  unnecessary  and  luijiist.  It  will  but  widen  the  breacli 
that  is  now  fast  closing.  It  will  o^mi  the  wound  now  healed  t^  a  gieat 
extent.

Bear  Sir  :  Your  circular  addressed  to  the  judicial  ofTiccrs  and  mayors 
of  cities  of  this  State  has  been  roceive<l  by  mo,  and,  as  requestecl,  1  pro- 
ceed to  reply  to  the  several  iuteiTogatories  therein  contained.  Belbre 
doing  however,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  sint'O  that  I  was  a  warm  sap- 
yotber  oi  the  congressional  plan  of  reeonstruction,  and  was  elected  by 
the  republican  jiarty  judge  of  the  court  of  ordinaiy  of  Muscogee  ooimty 
because  I  favond  that  plan. 

In  reply  to  yuui-  several  inquiries  I  state  as  follows : 

In  my  judgment,  tbe  laws  of  the  State  are  Mthflilly  and  impartially 
administered,  as  much,  if  not  more  so,  tJian  for  a  number  of  years  past.  • 

T  IcTioM-  of  HO  resistance  to  the  law,  orgfanizod  or  inmriiiranized,  the 
otlict  18  oi  \ho  law  bcinj^  as  faithful  as  at  any  i)nor  time  during  my  resi- 
dence in  Liic  iStiite,  A\  hieh  has  been  since  the  year  1848. 

It  afSnrds  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  relations  of  fHendship  and 
good  feeling  between  the  races  has  greatly  increased  since  the  work  of 
reconstructio!!  has  been  acconi])lished,  and  both  black  and  wbite,  as  a  . 
general  thing,  ieel  that  their  treatment  requires  the  cultivation  of  kindly 
feeling  and  the  promotion  of  their  nuitual  material  interests. 

It  was  to  be  expected  that  violent  party  spirit  would  exist  between 
the  two  political  parties;  that  always  has  be<Mi  and  always  will  b*'  when 
great  political  questions  are  to  \w  scttlfMl.  IJut  now  that  the  presiden- 
tial election  is  over,  the  democrats,  so  lar  as  I  know,  feel  an  increased 
assnrauce  in  the  purposes  of  the  President  elect  and  the  conservative 
elcnient  in  the  republican  party  to  so  administer  the  government  as  to 
bring  peace,  security,  and  equality  of  rij,''hts  throughout  the  entire  Union. 

The  iullut'iitial  juntion  of  the  pcoph-  of  Ccorgia,  without  exception, 
80  lai  as  1  am  ad vi.sed,  desire  emigratitm  from  I  he  uoith  and  frnni  Europe 
to  aid  in  developing  the  vast  i-esources  of  the  country.  They  feel  that 
itisnpoDthe  (  lu  r^'y,  intelligence,  capital,  and  skill  of  the  white  .race 
tlicy  can  only  rely  to  make  this  laud,  lavored  of  PiovidencOy  bloom  and 
blo.ssom  as  the  rose. 

The  people  of  the  north  can  as  safely  engage  in  agricultural  and  other 
pursuits  with  the  iieople  of  the  south  as  iti  commercial  interconrse,  and 
now  that  reconstruction  has  been  accomplished,  our  jieople  do  not  de> 
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sire  to  see  society  thrown  into  a  Btate  of  fome&tioii  by  trying  to  rooon- 
struct  reconstruction.  If  there  are  still  evils  existing  in  the  bixly  {XjUtic, 
"vvliicU  ii('(m1  to  be  ciu*ed,  tlicy  do  not  see  the  TUTOssity  of  t<'aring  down 
the  goveniuH'iit  just  established  to  conei-t  the  same,  but  to  rely  upon  the 
coustituiiouui  mode  of  correctiug  evils  under  the  goverLinieiit  ah'eady 
established.  What  we  need,  above  all  things,  is  stability  in  governmoi t 
It  would  be  difticult  to  estimate  the  evils  which  would  reralt,  both  to 
the  Stat€  ant!  tlw  United  States,  if  Oongress  should  overthrow  the  pres- 
ent govenuiHiit  and  establish  a  iiiilitary  or  provisional  goveniinent  in 
its  place.  The]>eopIe  are  just  beginning  to  turn  their  attention^  ia  good 
earnest,  to  their  varied  inteiests,  which  ihey  feel  will  be  alike  secnre  to 
all  under  the  iiresent  government,  and  any  distraeting  political  policy 
which  will  i  e<|nire  anew  the  work  of  reeonstraction  cannot  but  prove 
greatly  detrnaeutal  to  the  interest  of  the  countiy. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  express  the  hope  that  the  future  policy  of 
the  party  in  power  ¥dll  be  controlled  by  justice,  mo<lenition,  and  an 
earnest  desire  to  cidtivate  fr.tternal  relations  between  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  UuioUf  which  alone  will  be  the  sure  foundation  of  a  penua> 
nent  peace.

yourself  my  evidence,  seriutim. 

Question  1.  ArethelawsofGkorgiaMthftillyand  impartially  admin- 
istered f 

Answer.  If  there  has  been  a  sing^le  departure  from  this  legitimate  and 
wholesome  rule  reorganized  by  the  wise  aud  the  great,  I  am  ignorant 
thereofl 

Question  2.  Is  there  any  organized  or  nnorganised  resistance  to  the 
lawf 

Answer.  Tliere  is  none;  and  as  it  v  *  imiJossible  for  such  a  body  of 
men  to  stand  long  betbre  the  virtuous  indignation  of  our  people,  I  do  not 
expect  to  ever  witness  this  status  of  aifoirs. 

Qnestion  3.  Are  the  officers  of  the  law  foithfhl  to  their  duties  ? 

Answer.  Tf  they  were  ovvv  more  so  than  at  present  I  am  really  oblivious 
as  t-o  the  faet.  Indeed,  sir.  you  will  hrarnie  witness  that  they  have  ever 
shown  a  strong  attachment  to  the  lawsantl  the  due  enlbrccment  thereof. 

Question  4.  What  is  the  disposition,  feeling,  and  treatment  of  the  white 
people  towards  the  black  people  ? 

Answer.  To  this  question  I  re])ly  that  for  ^0  yr  iivs  ]»;K«;t  onr  yvhitr  peo- 
ple have  uniformly  treated  tlu'ir  slaves  with  commen<lable  humanity, 
aud  since  the  great  boon  of  civil  liberty  has  lieen  conterred  upou  them 
by  the  laws  they  have  vied  with  one  another  in  treating  them  as  mem- 
bers of  civil  society.  It  is  true  that  lately  a  few  muMers  have  been 
per]>etrated  in  the  State  during  the  year  1808,  but  in  every  instance  there 
had  been  a  plain  departure  from  and  a  violation  of  the  most  import- 
ant statutes,  and  in  several  instances  they  (the  blacks)  were  caught 
in  the  fiu^t^  and  in  some  instances  came  to  their  death  by  resisting  the 
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inherent  ri^ht  of  tbedvil  offleeTS  to  arrest  tbem.  Every  now  and  flien 

we  hear  of  a  violation  of  this  uniform  plan  of  treatuig  this  elaas  of  our 
population.  But  these  departures,  like  angels'  visits,  are  few  and  far 
between.  If  thej^  were  consulted  iudividually  touching  our  treatment 
of  them  as  a  race,  a  due  regard  for  the  principles  of  vei'acity  and  justice 
woaM  fSraee  tiiem  to  say  with  one  voice  the  whites  treat  ne  with  kind- 
ness, and  in  ereiy  Instance  where  the  black  men  do  their  duly  as  labor- 
ers the  white  take  f,T*cat  pleasure  in  advancing  their  pecnninrv  nitereata 
by  giving  them  fjood  luvmes  and  fair  wages.  I  give  it  a«  tlie  result  of 
much  reflection  that  the  blacks  Uiemselves  are  kindly  disposed  towards 
their  former  owners,  and  bat  for  evil  eounaels  and  bad  inflnenceseserted 
oven  them  by  strangers,  everything  would  work  together  for  good. 
Question  5.  What  towards  republicans! 

Answer.  We  have  but  few  of  this  class  among  us  belonging  to  the 
Caucasian  race.  But  as  much  as  we  regret  their  deportare  from  the 
cardinal  principles  of  their  fathers,  they  are  never  int«nb«d  witii  so  long 
as  they  pay  dne  regard  to  the  laws.  Wepersecntenomanibropinion^s 
sake. 

Question  6.  What  towards  northern  men  visiting  or  desiring  to  settle 
in  Georgiat 

Answer.  We  have  ever  extended  the  hand  of  greeting  toonr  northern 
brethren.  And  sinee  tlic  nhdiition  of  slavery,  feel  in  <r  a  (h't']\  interest  in 
everything  pertaining  to  plantin<;,  it  niakes  onrliearts  tiiroi*  with  delight 
to  see  an  enteriirising  and  8cientili<'  iilanu  r  east  his  lot  among  us.  We 
say  to  aU  snch,  come,  and  come  quickly,  among  us.  The  hand  of  fkiend- 
ship  will  be  extended  to  you  by  every  intelligent  gentleman  of  Georgia; 
and  we  trust  that  we  shall  profit  by  yonr  exinnples  ;i?i<l  teachings  as  a 
planter.  All  sneh  shall  not  only  tiinl  a  liospitaijle  «;Teetiiig,  but  can  buy 
any  quantity  of  go4>d  land  at  low  ligures.  i  iieu,  we  repeat,  come  at  once 
and  assist  the  southern  philanthropist  in  bringing  abont  the  revolntion 
andflghtingthe  battle  of  ignorance  vs.  science  and  knowledge,  which  moat 
be  achieved,  if  m^oh  at  all,  by  observation,  reading,  and  exi>erienee. 

Question  7.  Do  the  people  of  Georgia  desiie  peace  and  a  restoration 
of  their  proper  relations  to  the  States  and  government  i 

Answer.  Georgia  has  ever  been  coDspicons  for  love  of  jieaoe  and  good 
order.  And  even  at  the  time  when  most  of  her  public  men  came  out  for 
the  "heretical  doctrine  of  i)eaceable  and  constitutional  secession,"  a 
m^ority  of  her  voters  refused  to  nm  alter  "  fiilse  gods  and  had  the  con- 
vention that  smuggled  her  out  of  the  Union  given  to  the  people  the 
poor  boon  of  prononncing  their  verdict  upon  the  acts  and  doings  of  the 
convention,  these  men,  many  of  whom  feathered  their  nests  for  several 
years,  would  have  sunk  too  low  for  any  hand  save  that  of  resurrection. 
That  we  desire  a  icstoration  to  oiu'  former  position  and  relations  is  as 
plain  as  big  prints  This  has  ever  been  manifested  whenever  a  chance  pe- 
sents  itself  to  show  our  grit.  In  being  restored,  however,  wewonld  like 
to  be  the  equal  of  our  sister  Stat^^s,  sharing'  in  the  glory,  prosperity,  and 
success;  but  I  hasten  to  the  eight  questi'Hu 

Question  8.  Is  thei-e,  in  your  opinion,  any  necessity  or  justification  for 
the  proposed  destmction  of  the  present  government  of  Georgia,  and  ^e 
establishment  of  a  provisional  and  military  government  f 

A.  Such  is  the  great  love  of  our  people  of  the  fundamental  pnnciple 
of  civil  au<i  ndigious  liberty,  and  the  rights  of  man  generally,  she  will 
never,  in  my  opinion,  be  forced  to  call  upon  Congress  to  put  down  men 
of  this  character.  If  Georgia  has  a  single  citizen  whose  opinions  and 
practices  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  render  a  procedure  of  this  sort 
necessary,  X  am  ignorant  of  his  habitation  or  his  nunc.  Our  entixe  pop- 
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nlatf  on  is  a  law-abiding  and  law-loving  people,  and  all  we  desire  now  is 
to  hftvoevil-disposod  persons  (who  have  8ou;?ht  our  shores  for  sinister 
purposes,)  to  be  takeu  away  fi*om  ns,  once  for  all.  If  allows  to  flock 
in  at  will  they  will  continue  to  prey  upon  our  rij^hts  and  interests,  aud 
poiaoiiing  the  minds  of  our  medmen  with  misfopresentations  of  all 
phases.  Here  commenced  the  Iliad  of  our  woes,  and  we  shall  never 
again  enjoy  the  sneets  of  onr  laws  until  their  iTijMrios  nro  prevented. 
But  how  this  is  to  be  eflFected  is  another  question.  All  men  admit  that 
these  bad  men  have  inoculated  every  blaok  man  who  would  listen  to 
their  ^'  siren  son  g,^  and  have  led  them  estray.  But  tliere  is  not  the  same 
nnmiimity  existinpfamoTip  ns  as  to  the  best  and  most  thoroup[h  plan  of 
getting^  rill  of  them.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  misunderstood,  aud  therefore 
repeat  here  what  was  said  in  my  answer  to  the  sixth  question,  that  while 
we  deprecate,  as  we  shonld.  Hie  evil  praotieesof  a  set  of  men  who  enjoy 
the  sobriquet  of  ^<  (^rpet-baggers,''  we  all  take  ideasure  in  sMkiiig 
haiifl-^  witli  Rueb  nortlieni  mt'n  whn  srtfle  down  among  us  as  to  set  a 
wholesome  exami>le  to  our  planters,  ninny  of  whom  are  ahsoliitoly  igno- 
rant of  the  advantages  that  lcgitimat<3iy  j^row  out  of  deep  plowing,  and 
the  sdentifte  distribution  of  mannres.  We  say  to  all  such  that  not  only 
the  hand  of  amity  ^  extended  to  you,  but  we  gnarantee  to  you  as 
much  land  as  yon  may  need  at  merely  nominal  i^rice!^.

The  blacks  are  eon- 
tractin^'  ti  eely  and  with  peifect  good  tceling  towards  the  whites  for  the 
present  year. 

The  feeling  of  the  whites  towards  northern  men  of  all  parties  is  that 
any  and  all  men  who  come  hem  with  a  view  of  settling  and  remaining 

among  us  are  n^eeivftl  with  ph  a.mn-e,  as  aiding  in  rebuilding  our  for- 
tunes, an<l  would  bo  treated  with  the  same  re8]K'ct  and  ])rot4'ete<l  in  the 
ei\joymeut  of  their  riglitii  a6  mucli  so  as  any  class  of  i»eopic  now  liere. 
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Tlie  people  iirc  aiLxious  for  jieace  and  a  restoration  of  their  old  relations 
to  the  rest  of  the  States  of  tlie  Union.

In  reply,  to  yonr  inquiries  made  of  the  county  officers  coucerning  tlie 
political  and  social  condition  of  all'airs  in  their  respective  counties,  as 
ordinary  of  this  conntgr,  I  would  repectfiolly  submit  the  fidlowing  answers 
in  the  order  in  which  uiey  are  asked : 

1.  Our  citizens  are  loyal  both  to  the  laws  of  Ton  press  and  of  our 
State,  and  the  laws  are  faithfully  and  impartially  adni mistered. 

2.  There  is  no  organized  or  unorganized  resistance  to  the  laws  in  our 
eounty;  nor  has  there  been  but  one  instance  of  q[»enre8iBtanee  to  law  and 
order,  whidi  occurred  September  10, 1868.  A  band  of  anned  blacks 
from  this  and  adjoining  counties,  led  by  a  few  worthless  mid  vagabond 
whites,  in  defiance  of  a  proclamation  of  the  governor  ami  tiic  orders  of 
the  sheriH"  of  the  county,  marched  into  our  town.  Tiiis  led  to  the  so-  • 
called  Oamilla  riot,  which  was  greatly  deprecated  by  our  citisens. 

3.  Our  county  officers  are  both  vigilant  and  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  the  laws  arc  faithfiUly  execTitcd. 

4.  In  no  section  of  our  countrj*,  either  north  or  soutii,  are  the  blacks 
treated  with  more  kindness  and  forbearance,  and  a  state^of  good  feelings 
e]d8ts  between  the  whites  and  blacks  cheering  to  every  lover  of  good 
order.  In  our  courts  justice  is  meted  out  alike  to  white  and  black,  and 
all  eiyoy  the  ri^rhts  and  privilcfres  of  citizens,  and  nowhere  in  tbc  soutli 
are  greater  eftbrts  made  to  improve  the  social  and  religious  coiuiiiiou  ol 
the  blacks  than  in  our  county. 

5.  Bepublicans  are  as  secure  ui  person  and  property  as  elsewhere  in 
the  State,  and  they  can  express  as  freely  their  political  opinions  and  sen- 
timents as  in  the  State  of  Maine. 

6.  Our  citizens  extend  to  all  respectable  and  good  citi/.ens  of  our 
countiy,  north  or  south,  who  wish  to  come  and  settle  among  us,  a  hearty 
weloome.  We  do  and  have  always  encouraged  the  enterprising  north> 
em  man  to  c  oiru'  into  our  midst;  we  neod  just  such  a  population  now^  to 
a  propor  dev<'l(>pin('nt  of  the  resoiurces  of  our  country. 

7.  Above  all,  our  i)eople  desii*e  peace  and  good  order,  and  a  rigid 
enforcement  of  our  laws,  both  national  and  State;  and  we  earnestly 
desire  the  restoration  of  our  State  to  its  proper  relations  to  the  States 
and  the  government  of  the  Union. 

8.  There  is  no  m  < cssity  or  instifieation  for  the  re-establishnieiit  of 
a  military  or  provisional  government  of  our  State,  or  for  any  change  or 
alteration  of  the  relations  Georgia  now  sustains  to  the  national  govern- 
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ment.  Our  people  are  satisfied  with  our  present  govemment,  State  aod 
national,  and  only  Mk  forijeaoe.

Some  northern  men,  i*eeently 
come  into  the  State,  have  obtained  the  political  8upi>ort  of  the  white 
people.  Onr  people  are  desirous  of  northern  immigration,  bdieving 
that  it  would  add  to  our  population  and  wealth,  and  strengthen  the 
white  element  in  the  State* 
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7.  Do  the  people  denire  peace  and  a  restoration  of  their  proper  rela- 
tions to  the  State  and  government  of  the  DidonY 

Answer.  They  do^  aiid  havefllways»  sinee  the  cessation  of  the  late  war. 

8.  Is  tlicre,  in  your  opini<m,  nny  Tioccssify  or  justification  for  tlie  pro- 
I)os<'(l  destruction  of  the  ])i('srnt  f^oM  i  Jiiiiciit  of  Georgia  and  the  es- 
tablishment ot  a  military  or  pro^  isional  government?  ' 

Answer.  In  my  opinion  no  such  necessity  or  jostiflcation  exists.  The 
present  government  was  constructed  and  accepted  by  our  people  in  good 
fnifh.  It  is  vested  with  afiii)le  power  for  the  protection  of  tin-  just  rights 
and  interests  of  every  class  in  the  Shite,  and  any  faihire  to  these  p'cat 
ends  cannot  iuise  fiom  any  defect  inherent  in  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State.

Parties  charged  with  petty  or 
criminal  offences  never  fnil  of  getting  good  coiinsel,  and  all  errors  of 
indictment  s  or  other  iiregolarities  of  proceedings  are  sore  to  redonnd  to 
the  lienelit  of  the  accused,  whethcT  white  or  colorod. 

Answer  to  second  query.  There  is  no  ovganized  or  uuorgauized  resist- 
ance to  the  laws  of  the  State  in  this  county. 

Answer  to  third  quer^'.  In  no  portion  of  tho  United  States  aro  the 
officers  of  tlie  law  more  fkithM  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  than  in 
this  coiiiity. 

Answer  to  lourthquery.  Tliclnrire  in;i  joi'ily  of  tli<'  wliites  have  none  but 
kindly  feelings  towaids  tlie  blai  ks  liiat  are  industrious  and  honesty  and 
have  borne  much  from  the  vicious  and  dishonest. 

Answer  to  fifth  query.  The  feeling  towards  republicans  is  twofold: 
that  i»<irtitni  ^\  ho  do  not  unneeessnrily  intrude  their  pnlitieal  opinions  on 
the  public  are  treatinl  civilly,  while  the  pait  tliat  are  bittei-  and  malign 
the  people  and  accuse  them  of  crimes  and  cruelties  of  which  theii-  nature 
and  teachings  are  incapable)  are  looked  upon  with  dislike^  and  perhaps 
bittemeBs.

Dear  Str:  TIh;  h  tUT  you  addressed  me  on  the  21stoflaKt  month, 
with  reiereuee  to  the  subject  of  reconstruction  in  this  State,  was  duly 
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received.  I  aui  sorry  to  inform  you  that  I  have  mislaid  your  letter,  and, 
therefore,  I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  your  questions  in  detail.  I  can 
only  speak  for  the  peoi)le  of  the  Chattahoochee  circuit,  for  outside  of 
the  liiiiitH  of  my  circuit  I  know  vei^  little  of  wliat  is  |^ing  on  in  the 
auitc  except  what  T  sec  ]mbli,Hhed  m  the  newspapers. 

1  have  been  the  judge  ot  tliis  circuit  nearly  15  years,  and  Ido  nut  hesitate 
to  say  that  during  the  last  three  years  fewer  crimes  have  been  com* 
uiitted  in  the  circuit  than  weste  oommitted  in  it  in  any  other  three  years 
out  of  the  whole  1;".  Last  year,  especially,  very  few  criminal  oflTences 
were  con  mi  it  ted  in  the  circuit.  There  are  seven  ooTinties  in  the  circuit, 
and  outside  of  the  city  of  Columbus  1  do  not  think  iu  all  the  coiu  ts  1 
held  last  iUl  that  there  were  as  many  as  a  dozen  criminal  piroseentiona 
I  will  confess  that  there  are  a  great  many  criminal  prosecutions  in 
Columbus,  but  they  are  mostly  contined  to  the  negroes,  and  consist 
almost  entirely  of  laieenies,  burglaries,  &c. 

I  know  the  people  of  this  circuit  no  doubt  better  than  any  other  man. 
Since  the  dose  of  the  war  I  have  conversed  with  a  great  many  of  them 
revSi)ecting  our  political  condition,  the  reconstruction  policy  of  Congics-;, 
&e.  These  conversations  have  led  me  to  believe  that  in  good  faith  they 
accept  the  situation;  th<at  they  ai*e  disposed  to  treat  the  uegro  witii 
justice,  to  keep  the  peace,  obey  the  laws,  and  submit  to  the  authority 
of  the  government.  Take  the  white  people  of  this  eirenit,  and  I  do  not 
i>eUeve  that  anywhere  in  tlie  United  States  a  more  orderly,  quiet,  and 
law-abiding'  conununity  can  be  found. 

I  will  say  that  iu  my  whole  circuit  at  this  time  there  is  as  little  criuio 
and  as  much  good  order  as  there  has  been  at  any  time  during  the  15 
years  of  my  administration,  and  that  nowhere,  even  in  Columbus,  is  the 
civil  law  in  any  manner  hindered  or  obstructed,  and  tlmt  the  courts 
hii\  aniiiU'  power  and  authority  to  ju'eservo  the  peace,  maiutaiu  order, 
and  give  ail  their  rights,  antl  that  they  do  it. 

Don*t  believe  that  I  am  disi>osed  to  boast  and  in  any  manner  to  ex- 
aggerate the  least  when  I  assure  you  that  I  can  do  more  to  maintain 
order  and  enforce  the  criminal  laws  in  this  eircnit  than  a  regiment  of 
soldiers  could  do.

Deab  Sir:  It  is  with  pleasui-e  that  I  attempt  to  answer  some  of  your 
inquiries  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  executing  the  laws  of  Georgia  by 
the  eivil  officers  to  whom  the  execution  of  the  same  is  intrusted  in  this 
seetion  of  the  State.  1  have  been  a  sjwtator,  one  tliat  has  tried  to  stand 
aloof  from  all  iH)ntroversies,  lawsuits  and  x)i^osecutions  of  all  kinds, 
between  the  whites  and  colored  population  of  my  immediate  neighbor- 
hood. I  think  I  can  give  an  impsotial  statement  of  my  observations, 
I'ai-ticularly  ^Yith  regard  to  the  execution  oftlie  hiws.  T  liave  witnessed 
many  trials  before  our  city  authorities,  the  mayor's  <'nnrt  of  om-  city 
being  held  iu  my  olticc,  aud  must  say  in  ail  candor  and  sincerity  tliat 
I  never  have  been  able  to  see  anything  in  the  execution  of  the  law  by 
the  municipal  or  other  civil  authorities  tlnit  would  h  ad  me  to  the  cx)u- 
clusion  that  any  class,  and  particnlmly  the  colored  jtopuhition.  which 
is  hkrgely  iu  the  miyority  in  Uiis  section,  were  oppressed  or  did  not  have 
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justice  douo  them  j  ami  I  do  tliiiik  that  I  can  say  without  fear  of  successful 
oontradictiou,  that  all  tiie  leniency  that  could  be  extended  on  account  of 
their  i^^orance  has  been  extended  to  them.  And  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
say  that!  never  hav(^  known  any  civil  offic^er  in  this  (^ommnnity  to  show 
suiy  disposition  to  oppress  any  man  on  acconut  of  race,  color  or  otlier- 
wise,  but  at  all  times  and  places  they  have  shown  a  disposition  to  do 
their  duty  according  to  the  laws  goyeming  them^  &c 

With  regard  to  organized  or  unorganized  resistance  to  the  laws  I  do 
not  hesitate  in  sayinj^  that  there  is  no  disposition  to  resist  the  law,  but 
on  tlie  contrary  a  disposition  is  manifested  in  favor  of  the  faithful  execu- 
tion of  the  law  as  the  only  guarantee  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  life, 
liberty  or  property. 

liText,  with  regard  to  the  disi>osition  and  feeling-  of  the  whites  towards 
the  colored,  I  give  it  as  my  opinion  that  the  feelinf^s  of  tli^'  whites  are 
almost  unanimously  kind,  witli  a  t^eneral  desire  to  assist  theui  and  to  see 
them  become  honest,  peacclui  and  prosperous  citizens. 

Bepublicans  who  come  among  the  citizens  of  this  section  to  settle 
among  them  vith  a  desire  to  be«>me  good  citizens,  conduct  themselves 
as  ^r'^^ntlenien  wlio  wfsli  to  bo  respected  by  the  good  citizens,  and  who 
manliest  a  desiiv  or  disposition  to  build  up  good  society  and  to  assist  in 
developing  the  resouices  of  the  country,  are  resx>ected  and  treated  kiudl^'. 
Those  who  come  among  them  simply  witii  no  other  object  than  to  stir 
up  strife  between  the  white  and  colored,  and  to  deceive  the  latter  on 
account  of  their  ignorance,  are  treated  with  that  silent  contempt  that 
they  so  richly  deserve  from  all  good  citizens,  both  white  and  colored. 

All  northern  men  who  come  here  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  good 
citizens  and  to  assist  in  developing  the  resources  of  the  country,  casting 
tln  ir  lot  with  tln^  people  here,  identifying  themselves  with  them,  receive 
a  lit Mirty  welcome,  and  to  all  such  they  are  ready  to  say :  "  Yes,  comej  we 
wiilmgly  extend  a  hearty  welcome  and  wish  you  success,  hoping  that 
yon  may  prosper  and  assist  in  boilding  up  the  shattered  fbrtones  of  this 
section  of  tlie  country,"  &c. 

T  hnvc  cnTisiilfcd  with  many  of  onr  (citizens,  both  white  and  colored, 
and  all  concm^  in  saying,  let  um  ttave  peace.  We  are  tired  of  strife ;  let  us 
aloue^  we  are  satisfied  to  live  under  our  government,  and  desire  to  culti- 
vate a  IHendly  relatioii  towards  the  United  States  government,  and  say 
let  OS  take  our  proper'  place  in  the  T7ni<m  of  the  States.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  any  further  legislation,  or  for  the 
destruction  of  the  present  government  of  Georiria,  and  I  think  T  can  say 
with  safetjy'  that  the  people  of  this  section,  bulk  white  and  colored,  ai*e 
tired  of  military  government ;  they  have  had  enough  of  it^ 

I  do  not  think  that  any  further  legislation  by  Congress  with  regard  to 
tiie  restovition  of  the  State  of  (Georgia  to  full  and  complete  restoration 
in  the  Union  is  ne^iessary;  the  peoph;  desire  to  be  let  alone  that  they 
may  buUd  up  their  own  shattered  tor  tunes,  thereby'  the  better  enabling 
tiiem  to  contribute  not  only  to  the  prosperity  of  their  own  beloved  State^ 
but  to  the  budding  up  of  the  United  States  in  all  its  various  and  diversi- 
fied  iiiterests.  th<M  chy  assisting  in  making  it  what  it  ought  to  be,  the 
greatest  country  in  the  world. 

I  think  I  have  given  you  an  outline  of  the  treatment  of  the  colored 
people  here,  as  well  as  other  classes  referred  to.  As  to  the  eflfect  oi 
nirtlier  legislation  I  am  not  able  to  give  an  opinion  fhrther  than  to  say 
that  I  do  not  see  that  any  good  could  arise  from  it,  atid  perhaps  hann 
might  be  done  in  disorganizing  our  planting  intoi*est  to  an  extent  that 
might  prove  &tal,  for  the  present,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 

Ton  are  aware  that  I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  writing  letters  on  anything 
of  a  political  character,  mdonly  attempt  to  wiitetiUsto  make  a  aimplei 
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tratiiftil  statement  of  the  sabjeot-matter  alluded  to,  and  a  desire,  if  in 
my  power,  to  do  anything  "fisfr  the  interest  of  the  whole  goveiiuiieDt 

tinder  which  I  live.   Allow  mo,  sir,  in  conchmion,  to  raise  my  voice  with 
that  "tf  ^  <»urown,  and  w  ith  thousands  of  £r<»<Ml  find  true  men  all  over  the 
UniU3d  JStates,  in  trjing  to  restore  our  country  to  its  former  prosperity.

Dear  Sti?:  T  aiTi  in  rrci  ijit  of  your  letter  enclosing  yonr  jmnted  cir- 
cular, making  certain  inijuuics.  1  with  xdeasure  answer  them.  Would 
hare  written  sooner  but  for  pressure  of  business. 

1.  I  would  say  the  laws  ot Georgia  aie  £utiifhUy  and  impartially  admin- 
istered, witliout  n  fercTire  to  rolor  or  ronrlitioii.  If  tlicrc  is  any  partiid- 
ity  exliibitcd,  it  is,  in  my  judgment,  in  favor  of  the  neirmes,  ^vhoin  IvoTh 
judges  and  juries  are  disposed  to  tavor  ou  account  of  their  ignorance 
and  helpless  condition.  As  fiur  aa  my  information  extends,  I  must  say 
that  both  judges  and  juries  axe  endeavoring  to  deal  justiy  and  kindly  to 
both  races. 

2.  I  know  of  no  organized  or  unorganized  resistimcc  to  the  law. 
Judges,  magistrate's,  alierills,  «&c,  dischaige  their  duties  everj'where, 
without  let  or  hindraiice.  Xhis is  particularly  the  case  in  my  own  county 
and  oonmniuity.  As  to  the  State  at  large,  I  may  except  the  late  Ogee- 
chee  riots,  where  the  nesfroes  rose  n])  in  open  robelliou  to  the  civil  nTitlior- 
itievS,  resisted  by  foiTe  ot  aims  tiie  sheiilf  and  his  ])osse.  I  am  mdebied 
to  the  public  prints  for  this  information  touching  Ogeecheeadaii'sj  know 
nothing  of  my  own  knowledge ;  have  every  reason  to  believe  it  to  be 
true. 

3.  As  far  as  my  information  extends,  I  wonld  say  the  ofTieers  of  the  law 
are  faithful  to  their  duty.  Candor  compels  me,  however,  to  rei>eat  what  I 
have  said  above,  that  I  think  I  have  discovered  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
both  courts  and  Jiuies  to  be  too  lenient  to  the  colored  man,  on  account  of 
his  ignorance  and  hel])less  condition ;  and  crime,  when  comnutted  by  him, 
frequently  jroes  unpunished  and  too  light  penalties  often  imposed. 

4.  As  to  the  disposition,  feeling,  and  treatnu^nt  of  the  white  people 
towards  the  black  man,  I  would  answer,  unhesitatingly,  that  the  geii€a!al 
disposition  and  desinii  of  the  whites  are  to  live  peaceably  and  fri(  ndly 
with  the  black  i»eople;  they  ent<  rr;i!n  towards  them  the  kindest  feelings, 
and,  with  mre  exceptions,  treat  tlieni  kindly  and  liumanely.  Humanity, 
self-interest,  a  desire  to  pi-eserve  the  peace  and  secure  tJieir  labor  ren- 
ders it  impossible  that  it  should  be  otherwise. 

5.  There  is  but  little  social  intercourse  between  l&e  qouthem  whites 
and  white  republicans,  particularly  that  class  known  as  "carpet-bnj.' 
gers."  '^^  itli  tew  exceptions,  however,  they  aroallowed  to  remain  among 
us  (iuiet  and  undisturbed. 
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(K.  ITorlihera  mea  visiiing  and  desmng  to  setlile  in  Georgia  axe  leceived 
kindly  and  w  ith  hospitality — glad  even  that  they  shoidd  come  and  help 

U8  restore  the  prostrate  condition  of  the  ffniiitiy, 

7.  The  people,  alM)ve  all  things,  desuc  peace  and  a  restoration  of  their 
proper  relations  to  the  States  and  general  governjiient,  feeling  that  there 
can  be  no  pennanmt  pfrosperty  to  the  south  without  peace  and  civil 
authority. 

8.  There  is,  in  my  judgment,  no  necessity  for  the  destniction  of  the 
present  St4ite  government  and  the  (establishment  of  a  military  govern- 
ment. We  have  had  quito  enough  of  the  military.  Life^  liberty,  and 
property  are  fhlly  protected  by,  and  safe  in  hands  of,  the  civil  anthonties. 

All  reports  and  representations  contrary  to  the  above  you  may  rest 
assured  are  the  fabri(^ations  of  those  mifterahle  ivretch^  who  are  deeply 
interested  in  keeping  the  public  mind  agitated.

Goveiuor  R.  B.  Ballock,  holding  liis  cotiiiui^niou  and  performing  tbe  fuuclions  of  govcruor 
andcr  thi*  constitution  Mid  la^ra  ot'  Georgia,  comes  bofom  Congress  and  this  eommliino  and 
flsks  that  the  civil  government  of  tlw  State  slutU  be  destrojed  and  a  militarj  or  provisional 

government  estahli^hed. 

That  this  siaiemeut  is  not  founded  iu  fact,  must  be  well  known  to 
every  member  of  your  committee  who  were  present  at  the  time  of  my 
examination  l>y  your  honorable;  chairman,  and  who  remembers  my  replies 

to  the  interrogatories  then  i)ut. 

T  would  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  qiiotatiou 
from  tile  published  testimony  of  yoiu-  committee  upon  the  Georgia  ease: 

fiy  the  Chairman: 

Question.  HaTB  jou  aoj  siiggeation  to  make  to  tlie  committee  at  to  what  ahonid  be  done 
with  rt'ference  to  Georgia  by  the  United  Stiit.  s  piiv.  riuiiciit  ? 

Answer.  Mj  rocoaiutcndation  is  iudicntud  in  tho  (-.uinniuuication  nbicb  I  have  inado  to 
Congtets.  It  la  tocanrv  oak  ibe  lawu  literally,  and  to  admit  to  ihv.  legii^lature  only  those 
who  could  take  the  oath  reqiiiicd  by  the  law.  .  l?y  these  mefins  tlu;  CDlured  luembera  who 
were  expelled  will  be  reinstated,  and  lioni  tliut  the  legislature  can  gu  uu  and  adopt  legallj 
tbe  fnnaamental  eondilious  reqntred  to  make  Ctoorgta  a  State. 

The  honorable  Mr.  Tift  states  that  I  have  asked  that  <Hhe  civil  gov- 
ernment of  the  State  shall  be  destroyed  and  military  or  provisional  gov- 
ernment established.^  Is  there  anything  in  this  answer  of  mine  which 
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asks  tliat  the  civil  goverumeut  of  the  State  shall  be  destroyed  jiud  mili- 
tary or  provisional  goTemment  established  f  Is  there  any  snggestion 
in  my  conmninicatlon  to  Congress  on  the  opening  of  the  session  which 

indicatt'J*  snch  (Icsiro  M]U)fi  mv  ]>;irtf 

My  only  ohjcct  w;is,  ami  is,  to  spciirp  tlio  cslaMislinu'nt  of  a  loyal  civil 
goveruiuciit  in  tliis  {State.  The  goveiiiuieuL  winch  would  have  been 
established  by  a  literal  execntion  of  the  leoonstmction  acts  was  snch  a 
one  as  Cougro88  intended,  and  such  a  one  a>  tlir  loyal  ]MM>[)le  had  a 
right  to  expect;  Imt  V»y  tho  adnnssion  of  the  i)olitical  Iriend.s  of  the  hon- 
orable 3Ir.  Tift — men  wht)  had  exei^cised  all  their  power  and  iufl nonce  to 
defeat  and  destroy  the  policy  of  Congi*ess  and  the  power  of  loyal  men — 
into  our  legislative  halls  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government  which 
was  being  established  has  been  entirely  subverted,  an<l  these  enemies  of 
the  irovcrrnncnt,  thirsting  for  power,  not  l)einrr  satisfied  with  the  simple 
working  majority  of  members  of  their  political  faith,  sought,  and,  so  far 
as  their  works  may  be  permitted  to  stand,  accomplished  the  almost  total 
overthrow  of  the  loyal  element  in  the  law-making  power  hy  expelling  a 
Large  number  of  members  who  were  friendly  to  the  national  government, 
an(l  wh«>  had  supported  its  poliev.  niifl  seating  in  their  places  men  who 
symijathized  with  their  own  tmisouaiile  design. 

The  honorable  Mr.  Tift  states : 

The  1hw8  of  Congress  for  tbe  reconstruction  and  admiMion  of  Georgia  liavo  been  folly  com* 

plied  with  in  every  siugle  particular. 

If  I  his  statement  can  be  true,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  laws  of 
Congress,  instead  of  accomplisluiig  reconstruction,  liave  ettectually 
securetl  the  destruction  of  the  hopes,  expectations,  and  prayers  of  the 
loyal  men,  who  have  suffered  ostracism,  outrage,  and,  in  many  instances, 
death,  in  their  eflbrta  to  uphold  and  maintain  the  congressional  policy, 
believing  thjit  therefrom  they  wnrdd  seeure  tor  themselves,  their  chil- 
dren, and  thei!-  fellow  citizens,  the  beiietits  of  good  government. 

lu  arguing  iliaL  all  the  nienibers  of  the  legislature  were  eligible  to 
their  seats,  the  honorable  Mr.  Tift  presents  the  following  as  evidence: 

On  the  other  side  we  have  the  legal  tutlBSOoy  of  members  themselves,  and  of  the  respect* 
ive  legislative  bodies  of  which  thejr  aie  memben,  that  not  one  in  either  hooae  is  ineligible 

under  the  14th  amendment. 

Is  it  reasonable  to  suppose  thai  a  body  of  men^  the  majority  of  whom 
subscribe  to  the  political  faith  of  a  party  of  which  the  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  is 
a  leader,  which  denounced  the  construction  acts  of  Congress  as  uncon- 
stitutional, revolutionary,  and  void,  and  the  i>ro\isions  of  the  14th 
amendment  as  inoperative,  would  do  otherwise  than  vote  themselves 
legal  members  ! 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  Airther  says : 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  upon  this  question  of  eligibility  of  tho  817  members  in  the 
legislature^  and  iocludine  the  colored  men  who  were  then  members,  there  were  only  two  dis< 
srating  Yoices — Mr.  Adktns,  who  believed  that  two  senators  were  iDeiigiblo,  and  Mr.  Hig^ 
T)(  (-.  u  )k)  believed  tli.ii  fi  -n  ,  u  )to  hnil  not  been  roHeTed  by  Congress,  were  indigible  tinder 
tbe  i4tb  aiiieudniciit  t>)  the  ('unstitution. 

It  is  also  wortliy  (►f  remark.''  and  is  a  matter  of  faet,  that  only  in 
the  senate,  a  bmly  <*omi)o.sed  of  i4  members,  was  there  any  evidence 
(taken  in  tho  ca^^e  of  several  members  examined]  jnesented  to  myself 
for  revision.  In  the  house,  i-oinposed  of  175  members,  the  committee 
haviiifjf  eharire  of  tlie  in(|iriries  as  to  eli<,nbility  siniply  made  a  rej>ort^ 
based  iiiion  the  vote  ot"  tlie  house,  tliat  all  i>ersons  had  been  found  eli- 
gible, and  did  not  present  any  evidence  (aiven  by  them  to  support  this 
position,  while  I  was  at  that  time  credibly  informed,  and  still  believe, 
that  the  evidence  taken  by  that  committee  developed  the       that  not 
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than  31  memhors  of  tlio  lioiisc  held  oflico.  rtnd  taken  an  official 
oath  to  support  the  Ooustitiition  of  the  United  States,  and  afterwards 
gave  aid  or  comfort  to  the  eneniie^s  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  remark"  that  the  resolutioii  adopted  by  the 
houfle,  declaring  all  sitting  members  eligible,  at  that  time  covered  all  the 
colored  men  who  won'  subsequently  expelled. 

The  Hon.  :Mr.  Tilt  fui  llier  states : 

Witboat  ftoj  proper  ertdeiKW  to  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  presomod  that  the  members  of  the 
legisUtor*  hmn  fiiithfnllj  pofoniMd  their  duties,  sad  tbaft  thero  tm  none  nvw  holding  their 
aeftts  bk  violation  of  the  Cutstitntion. 

Were  there  "  no  projx  r  eWdence  to  the  contrary*,"  this  presumption 
might  l>o  pennitfed,  but  it  boronies  violent  in  ^iow  of  the  action  of  that 
legislature — tlieir  absolute  laiiure  to  perlorm  the  duties  required  by  the 
OonstitutioUj  and  their  revolutionary  action  in  expelling  many  loyal 
members. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  attempts  to  argue,  in  justification  of  the  expulsion 
of  these  loyal  members,  that  "noithor  the  reennstniction  acts,  nor  the 
civil-rights  bill,  nor  the  14th  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  require  any 
State  to  provide  that  colored  citizens  shall  be  elig^ible  to  office.''  The 
State  constitntion  distinctly  provides  that  "all  citizens  of  the  United 
States  who  have  n'sidi-d  six  months  in  fliis  State,  oxropting  idiots,  insane 
persons,  and  those  who  have  boon  convicted  of  Iclonies,  shall  be  eligible 
to  hold  oflSce  f  and  by  an  ordinance  of  the  convention  which  framed  the 
constitution  it  is  provided  that  at  the  first  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly all  citizens  of  the  United  States  (lion  resident  in  Gooif^ia.  with  the 
exceptions  above  st.itod,  should  bo  oli<^ible  to  moTn]>eisliii).  If  colored 
men,  resident  at  tliat  time  in  Georgia,  were  not  citizens  of  tlie  United 
States,  (lie  position  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  might  be  tenable  j  but  that  they 
were  citizens  of  the  United  States  neither  he  nor  any  other  sane  man  will 
deny. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  refers  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  tho  inoinbors  of 
the  legislature,  proposing,'  to  submit  the  question  of  the  eligibility  of 
colored  citizens  to  hold  ofiice  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  tho 
State  to  the  courts.  This  resolution  is  as  follows : 

Buoived  by  the  senate  and  hovse  of  rtpresentathes  of  the  State  of  Gcorgim  iMgnurtlautm- 
Hjf  convened.  That  a  case  involving  the  right  of  colored  men  to  hold  office  shall,  as  soon  as 
the  same  can  be  properly  broupht  before  the  supreme  court  of  the  State,  be  heard  and  deter* 
mined  hy  said  court,  and  we  believe  that  the  peoplo  of  tlio  State  will,  us  tlioy  hiwp  lieretofore 
always  done,  in  good  faith  abide  the  decision  of  the  highest  Judicial  tribunal  of  the  State* 
whenever  so  declared. 

This  resolution,  as  is  well  known  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Tift,  was  adopted  by 
the  legislature  without  any  intention  on  their  part  to  abide  by  such 
decision,  if  it  should  be  in  the  affirmative,  so  far  as  their  own  member- 
ship is  couceirued.  It  is  a  fact  notoriously  public,  that  a  very  consider- 
able division  of  his  political  party  occiured  upon  the  adoption  of  this 
resolution — both  wings,  however,  of  that  party  deelaring  their  intention 
not  to  aVtido  by  such  de<;ision,  maintaining  that  thoir  action  so  far  as 
their  own  nuMnberslup  was  afl'eoted  was  linal  and  unalterable^  and  one 
from  which  they  would  never  recede. 

As  there  was  nothing  in  this  resolution  tending  in  any  measure  to 
bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  matter  at  issue,  1  declined  to  approve  it, 
and  i  t  is  now  on  the  table  of  the  house  of  representatives  waiting  further 
action. 

The  H<»n.  Mr.  Tift,  referring  to  the  printed  report  of  your  committee, 
in  controverting  the  evidence  tending  to  show  the  evils  which  have 
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resulted  from  fhe  Impropi^r  organizatioii  and  action  of  the  legislature' 

says : 

On  the  other  liaiul,  comm^iiclaff  at  page  140  of  the  pniitfd  testimony,  the  official  and 
Rvvuru  testimony  ui'  neai  lj'  oue  hundred  judges  of  courts,  mayors  ot"  cities,  and  others,  chiefl/ 
repnblicnns,  covering  all  parts  of  the  State,  is  so  unifbritt  and  consistent  as  to  cany  oonvio- 
tioiiH  of  its  truth  to  every  unpi'cjudiced  miud. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  is  well  aware  that  there  are  but  10  judgfes  in  ihe 
State  of  Georgia,  three  of  whom  arc  of  the  supreme  bench,  and  10  of  the 
superior  courts ;  and  of  these  19  judges  only  nix  have  replied  to  his 
interrogatories,  and  of  tliese  six  but  two  have  ever  claimed  to  be  repub- 
licans. Not  one  of  the  innydrs  of  cities  in  whom  lie  refers  is  a  rei)Tih!ican ; 
and  all  of  them,  witli  one  exception,  were  eletited  ei titer  before  tiie  close 
of  the  rebellion  or  during  the  ezistenee  of  the  governments  established 
by  Prcsidt'iit  Johnson,  and  are  still  in  office.  The.  same  may  be  said  of 
the  oi  tliiiarics,  with  not  cxcotMling/o^a*  exceptions,  and  one  of  thcso  four 
answered  adversely  to  the  views  of  the  situation  as  ontci  taincd  by  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Tift  j  while  another,  Lewis  Jackson,  (colored,)  as  1  am  reliably 
informed,  denies,  on  oath,  ever  having  made  any  reply  whatever  to  t&e 
interrogatories  of  the  lion.  Mr.  Tift,  and  pronounces  the  commuuieatioii 
appeal  in<i-  in  tlic  report  of  the  reconstruction  committee,  as  comiiig  from 
hiniscll'to  tlic  Hon.  Mr.  Tift,  to  be  ii  forgery. 

It  wt)uid  not  have  been  .surprising  if  many  more  of  tlie  judges  and 
other  important  office-holders  should  have  replied  to  the  intmt>gatorie8 
of  the  H(m.  Mr.  Tift,  had  they  been  able  to  convince  themselves  that  the 
remarkable  statemerit  !"f>Titainrd  in  his  circular  was  true.  I  allude  to  the 
misrepresentation  contained  in  tlic  following  cxliact: 

Certaiu  parties  from  Georgia,  aud  umoug  ihi-m  her  pit  .'^eut  governor,  with  tbo  avowed  pur- 
pose of  inaucing  Congresfi  to  destroy  the  present  organized  government  of  that  Slate,  and 
remand  her  people  to  military  rule  or  to  the  diciutorship  of  a  iirovinional  governor,  with  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  Slates  to  enforce  his  cdicta,  are  n  prcscntiug  here  the  impera* 
tire  neeessitjr  of  a  change  In  the  govamment  of  Georgia,  d:c. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Tift  asks,  in  conclusion: 

Will  Coiit'inss  make  a  precedent  in  the  case  of  Geoi  f^ia.  wLlcli  in  future  may  Ijc  used  by  large 
party  mtguriiies,  in  times  of  great  pclitical  excitement,  to  suspend  or  practical] j  destroy  the 
gOTeromeDt  of  anj  State  whieh  shall  stand  in  the  way  of  their  polii-y  or  purposes  f 

It  is  hoped  that  Congress  will  make  a  precedent  in  the  case  of 

Goor^^ia,  which  in  future  may  be  used  by  unrc])ontant  rebels  as  a  warn- 
ing that  the  laws  of  Congress,  enacted  ibr  the  purpose  of  establishing 
loyal  governments  in  the  south,  ami  sec  uring  a  Iree  aud  fair  expression 
of  political  sentiment  in  any  State,  may  not  be  ruthlessly  and  with  im- 
punity trampled  upouand  crushed  in  time  of  great  political  excitement,* 
as  has  already  been  clone  here. 

In  the  woids  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Tift,  I,  too,  *'in  the  name  of  tli<i  good 
people  of  the  fc>tate,  and  for  the  stike  of  the  common  iiitcrest8,  harmo- 
nious union,  and  peri)etual  peace  of  our  common  country,  ask  that  Con- 
gress will  stand  by  the  laws'*  which  have  been  enacted,  and  teetoii  that 
th€y  be  literallv  exeeuted»

A.  The  coniniitti*eof  five  n  pi  h  )i  nt^^il  throe  commissioners  in  each  county,  • 
to  bp  pre^ient  at  tlie  elections  tluit  v;vre.  to  be  held,  to  ascertiiin  the 
result,  in  l  t  >  m  iUe  returns  to  the  i'hairm;ri  oT  the  e;>mmittee  of  five. 
Anotlirr  duty  ol'  the  <•  unnittee  was.  after  th;>se  returns  were  reeeivcd, 
to  aseertain  tlic  rvvsuU  an  l  lo  m  ike  inoel.iiuati  >u  of  the  same.  That  in 
what  wo  did.  Wo  appmnted  the.se  commis^ionerj  in  several  counties  as 
required  by  tin-  e  )nveation.  After  the  election:)  wei**^  held  we  received 
the  rej)  uts  from  thi>si>  ca:nnu«<<!«>ner>;,  in  writinir.  of  tlic  r.-siiU  of  the 
elections  au»l  of  the  coutluct  oi'  tiie  election  in  tlutse  .st*veral  counties  so 
far  as  they  were  able  It)  m  ike  it.  We  investi;;ated  theyy  reports  and 
found  that  ehar«^es  and  allojEcations  of  fraud  were  made  in  various  conn* 
ties  by  those  coinMiissi«)n(>rs  and  by  other  parties,  but  by  the  eommis- 
8io!i(»rs  niDi-e  particularly.  We  then  held  mectinj^s  of  the  committee  for 
consultation  as  to  what  Wius  best  to  be  done,  and  we  concluded  that  we 
would  send  a  sub liommitfee  to  confer  with  General  GiUein,  who  was 
com iiiamling  the  depart  lUMit,  in  reference  to  the  matter.  We  did  so. 
Dr.  Down  and  myself  called  upon  the  ^reneral  <'omman<lin;r  witli  :i  state- 
ment of  tlies'.'  matters,  and  re!iuestin<»:  investi  t  iou.  llfsiid  to  iistliat 
he  thou;;ht  the  election  had  been  as  fairly  heid  as  it  could  be  under  the 
circumstances;  that  from  various  parties  he  had  i^ceived  intimation  of 
those  facts ;  that  he  had  •sent  officers  to  some  localities,  and  that  he  had 
not  b;>  TI  ;tMr>  to  trace  out  any  cases  of  violence  or  fraud,  or  inti'rfenMico 
with  till'  rl)  -lion.  Wo  had  some  considerable  conference  with  him.  and 
we  left  liim  under  the  impressiou  that  he  woaid  do  nothing  whatever  in 
the  matter.  The  ci»mmittee  tlicn  determined  that,  as  far  as  possible,  it 
would  make  this  in ves!  ligation  for  itself,  ami  wouhl  withhold  itB  proc- 
lamation until  such  investigation  was  made.    After  some  months  of

investigation  in  reft^ronof^  to  the  conduct  of  the  rlertiona  prenerallv,  and 
more  particulaily  in  those  st'viTjil  eonntics,  the  eoiainittee  came  to  tlio 
coadosion,  firom  the  evidence  It  had  betbre  it,  tliat  it  would  be  justified 
in  declaring?  the  election  in  those  counties  illegal. 
Q.  Of  what  counties  do  you  s])onk* 

A.  Of  the  seven  counties  that  aw  enuuierariMl  iu  our  rej)ort — (^opiah, 
Carroll,  Chicka^saw,  Kankiu,  De  Soto,  LatUyett<^,  and  Yallobusha.  The 
committee  concluded  to  set  aside  the  vote  in  those  counties,  from  the 
fact  that  there  was  evideuce  coudusiv*;  to  the  miiul  of  the  committee 
that  the  elections  there  were  mere  farces,  and  it  did  so.  On  the  tliird  of 
November  a  i>roclainatiou  was  issued  by  the  e(nninitree,  of  which  I  was 
chairman,  a  copy  of  which  is  submitted  here,  declaring  the  elections  in 
those  counties  il1ep:al,  and  deelarinj?  the  constitution  ratified  by  a 
majority  of  the  lei;;il  voters  of  tlie  State. 

Q.  Wlien  was  this  interview  with  General  flillem? 

A.  It  W513  in  the  e;uly  part  of  July,  iniinediateiy  alter  the  elections. 
The  dectiona  commenced  on  the  22d  of  June,  and  were  held  for  several 
days.  I  cannot  state  exactly  how  many  (hiys.  In m  aiise  the  time  was 
loTi;^or  in  sotne  cotnUios  tlinn  in  others ;  luit  I  tliink  t lie  clccl ions  dosed 
on  or  about  tlie  Jii  st  of  July.  They  c(ninuen«*ed  on  a  Monday,  and  were 
coutinned  in  some  counties  until  the  Tuesday  of  the  week  Joilowinjj. 
Immediately  after  that  we  called  upon  the  general;  about  the  3d  or  4tli 
of  July. 

Q.  ]>i  ]  yoii  at  any  time  ai»ply  to  him  for  protection  or  assistance  in 
prose(  iitui.u"  tlie  investigation  wliicli  tlicconiniittee  undertook? 

A.  AVe  did  not,  after  our  iidei  view  with  him,  for  the  reason  that  we 
imderstood  from  him  that  he  thonght  an  investigration  useless,  and  eon- 
sidered  the  election  fair.  The  connnittee  were  of  a  very  different  opin- 
ion;  and  we  did  not  call  upon  him  for  any  further  assistance,  us  he  i^ave 
us  to  nndei  stand  at  tlie  time  that  he  should  not  laakc  the  investigation 
which  we  requii  ed. 

Q.  Are  the  reiK>rts  of  the  commissioners  fi-om  those  seven  counties 
amon<r  the  papers  which  you  submit  to  this  committee  f 

A.  Yes,  sir;  they  are  arnonij  tlu'  pniuM-s. 

Q.  State  the  names  of  the  commissioners  iu  the  severjil  counties. 
A. 

Q.  TVhat  was  the  rosyority  against  the  constitution,  as  returned  by 

General  Gillemf 

A.  Seven  tlionsand  six  hnndred  and  twenty-nine  votes.  ' 

Q.  Did  the  coniiuittce  of  live  meet  with  any  diOicidty  in  prosecuting 
its  investigations  1 
*    A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  AVliat  wjis  the  nature  of  Die  dilTicnUy  ? 

A.  The  nature  of  tlie  dillimlty  was,  tliat  wliilc  the  eomiuitti'O  was  in 
session,  engaged  in  taking  testimony  iu  the  city  (»f  Jackson,  its  members 
were  assaiuted  by  a  committee,  or  immber  of  gentlemen — citizens  of 
Jiickson — inthecapitol  building,  who  entered  tlie  rooms  forcibly,  and 
took  from  the  liaiuls  of  tlie  clerk  of  the  coinmitteo  some  of  the  i>a]><'rs — 
nhidavits — uhi<]i  ]m'  was  )»rep}iring.  They  (  nnic  in  and  (hdared  that  the 
ctmiuiitt<*e  was  an  inegal,  unconstitutional  body,  andsliould  luit  remain 
there.  Thei'e  was  considerable  deratmstration.  A  ilifhcnUy  grew  ont 
of  the  alVair,  between  the  clerk  of  the  committi-e.  Judge  .Meliai*,  an^l  a 
genth'man  who  eamoinwith  the  citizens,  named  (Irer'n,  in  wliicli  (lilli- 
culty  pistols  were  dmwn  and  arrests  were  alterwanls  ni:i(h',  .Indire 
3Icliae  was  taken  before  the  magistrati's  of  tlu^  town,  and  aa  iuvt  siiga- 
tion  was  proposed  to  l)e  had.   Captain  Coll  is,  who  then  happened  to  be 
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in  command  of  the  post  itt  Jackson  t<»mporarily,  came  to  the  rooms  of 
the  committee,  (the  cummittee  iiaviugtMmt  for  military  assistance,)  ami 
assured  us  that  protection  would  be  afforded.  He  went  afterwards  to 
the  conrt-room,  and  as  he  supposed  the  proceedings  of  the  court  were 
one-sided,  he  dispersed  the  j-onrt,  aiTcsted  the  parties  who  had  made 
the  assault  tin*  «'ommitt4?e,  and  hvU\  them  to  answer  on  the  charfre 
before  a  ntiiitaiy  eouimissioiL.  Ue  reieasetl  Judge  Mcltae  on  a  bail  of 
$1,000,  to  annwer  the  charge  of  exhibiting  deadly  weapons.  I  have  here 
a  K  port  of  tlie  affair  as  it  occurred  at  the  time— a  printed  report,  which 
1  iMlieve  is  substantifdly  correct. 

By  Mr.  Binqhah: 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  affaur  yourself  t 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  was  present  in  the  room. 

Q.  Then  you  nmy  |>ut  that  report  in  your  testimouy. 

(The  report  is  annexed  to  this  testimony.) 

BvMr.  Bkaman: 

'  Q,  Who  were  the  perstms  who  came  in  and  made  the  assault  upon  the 
the  committee  f 

A.  Ex-dovernor  W.  L.  Sharkey,  Judge  George  L.  Potter,  T.  J. 
Wharton,  Mr.  Josiah  Green,  Joseph  Humphreys,  Marion  Smith  and 
others,  aiul  a  iminher  pix)bably  of  2.')  or  M)  whose  names  T  did  not  know 
at  the  time,  an<l  do  not  know  now.  The  gentlemen  whose  iiumes  1  men- 
tloued  I  knew  personally^  aud  they  were  among  the  persons  who  were 
present. 

Q.  lias  there  been  any  trial  of  those  parties  f 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  disposition  of  the  charge  against  them! 

A.  The  charges  were  made  and  forwarded  to  General  McDowell  just 
previous  to  his  being  remove<l,  and  I  suppose  they  are  in  the  hands  of 
General  Gillein.  No  disposition  has  ever  been  made  of  them,  and  no 
ftirther  investigation  has  l)een  had. 

Q.  About  what  time  did  this  affair  occur  t 

A.  About  the  third  of  July. 

By  Mr.PAINB: 

Q.  What  was  the  number  of  persons  who  came  in  there  to  the  rooms 

of  the  committee  f 

A.  Some  eight  ov  (en  came  in,  and  there  vreve  some  25  or  30  more  in 
the  rotunda  aud  lobby  of  the  capitol  in  aud  around  the  rooms  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

By  the  Chairman: 

Q.  What  was  the  standing,  social  and  political,  of  those  men  in  the 
community  f 

A.  Very  goo<l.  They  are  considered  the  leading  men  of  the  place,  w 
hav('  i>ecii :  ht  fore  tliis  time  Judge  Potter  was  a  candidate  for  Congress 

in  the  recent  elections. 

By  Mr.  Bea3IAN  : 

Q.  Was  ex  Governor  81iarkey  in  the  roomf 

A.  i'es,  sir. 

By  the  Chairman: 
Q.  By  whom  were  pistols  first  drawn? 

A.  There  was  an  altercation  between  Judge  Mciuie,  the  clerk  of  the 
committee,  and  Mr.  Joshua  Green ;  some  ndssiles  were  thrown  by  hfkh 
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parties,  and  a  pistol  was  afterwards  drawn  1  > y  J  ndge  McBae.  Mr.  Green 

made  a  demonfitration  upon  him  with  a  piece  ot  club,  or  something  that 
stood  iti  th()  room,  to  strike  him  with  it.  McKea  then  drew  a  pistol  and 
they  went  out  of  the  room.  In  the  mean  time  we  had  sent  lor  militiiry 
aasistauce.  Doctor  Stringer,  who  wa8  al8o  u  uieiuber  ol  the  couunittee, 
was  present,  and  I  gave  1dm  a  note  to  eany  to  the  military  commander 
of  the  post  asking  Ibr  assistance.

A.  >lr.  CoUiH  in  a  member  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatires  from

By  Mr.  Bingham: 

(}.  Were  those  five  members  of  the  committee  also  members  of  the 
coii.stitutioiial  convention  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  lite  their  names  f 

A.  A.  S.  Dowd,  X.  W.  Stringer,  James  Weir,  H.W.Beny,  and  myselt 

W.  U.  Gibbs. 
Q.  How  were  the>  selected,  and  by  whomi 

A.  They  were  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  constitntional  eon- 
Tent  ion  ill  ace(n*dance  with  a  resolution  pa^ssed  on  the  16th  of  March. 
Q.  Wliile  the  convention  was  in  session! 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  a  copy  of  the  resolution  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

•  The  witness  produced  a  copy  of  the  resolution,  as  follows:

Q.  Ihchtdingthe  voteof the  sevencoimtiesieferredtOy'whatmajoril^  waa 

reported  as  against  the  constitution  I 
A.  Seven  tbonsand  six  hundn'd. 

Q.  Throwing  out  tin-  vot<'  of  those  seven  counties,  what  majority 
remained  in  favor  of  the  constitution f 

A.  The  majority  would  remain  in  fevor  of  the  oonstitntion  of  3,380, 

Q.  And  that  according  totheretuins  received  and  the  report  of  Mi^or 
General  Gillem  himseU'f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  yon  present  when  General  Gillem  refused  to  investigate  the 
matter  as  to  whether  the  elections  were  &irly  and  properly  conducted  I 
A.  I  was.  I  went  there  in  company  with  Dr.  Dowd,  another  member 

of' the  committee. 

By  Mr,  Bk(  k  : 

Q.  Did  you,  in  your  interview  with  General  Gillem,  submit  any 
specific  charges  against  the  fairness  of  the  election  in  those  seven 
counties,  if  so,  what  were  they  f 

A.  We  had  not  received  at  that  time  full  returns ;  but  we  sub- 
mitted to  him  that  tliore  was  ixaud  in  the  election  in  those  counticji,  and 
we  desired  an  investigation.  • 

Q.  Did  you  8i>ecily  what  the  frauds  werel 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  In  writing  or  verbally  f 

A.  Verbally. 

il.  Give  us,  as  neiir  iis  you  can,  what  you  said  to  General  Oillem 
when  you  made  that  application; 

A.  We  told  him  that  we  were  informed  that  in  several  cf  those  conn- 
ties,  the  ol<'('tions  liad  been  mere  farces;  that  a  ^aciit  iiiunlHT  of  voters 
had  not  had  an  o[>portunity  of  voting,  and  tlmt  a  f^rcat  niunluT  of  them 
had  been  comi)eIled  to  vote  against  their  free  wish  and  wiil,  and  we 
desired  an  investigation  of  that  matter.  We  alluded  particularly  to  an 
affair  in  Copiah  county,  where  a  body  of  colored  men^  some  50  or  <>()  in 
number,  had  assembled  with  flags  and  banners,  designing  to  niai*ch  to 
the  polls  and  vote,  .'ind  where  tlH>y  were  assaulted  liy  a  mob,  driven 
from  the  grounds,  and  driven  entirely  away  Irom  the  polls.  We  desired  an 
investigation*  He  replied  to  us  that  he  had  hadareportfrom  his  officer 
in  charge  there  of  that  afi'air,  and  that  he  intended  to  investigate  it.  I 
never  heard  of  any  investigation  beini^  made.  That  was  the  onT\  i  fply 
he  gave  to  us.  In  reference  to  Kjuikin  county,  we  had  taken  aliiiluvits 
and  requested  an  investigation. 

Q.  Did  you  submit  those  affidavits  to  himf 

A.  Xo,  sir  J  we  did  not.  We  had  not  then  comjileted  our  testimony; 
but  we  had  sufficient  t(»  lead  us  to  believe  that  there  had  been  a  great 
deal  of  Iraud  and  \  ioience  practiced. 
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Q.  Did  yon  have  the  afBdavits  with  you  at  the  time  yoa  hadthemtsr- 
view  with  General  Gillem  I 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Had  you  yoiir.st'lf  neeii  them  <it  the  time  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir;  we  had  taken  acme  at  the  time. 
Q.  AVi-re  they  iu  your  poaaession  at  the  time  of  your  conference  f 

A.  Tlu'V  wore  iu  fh*-  posspssioii  of  the  rmnmittee, 
Q.  AVerc  tiiey  exhibited  to  (ieueral  GiUem! 
A.  aSOj  sir. 

Q.  If  anything  was  said  to  him  on  the  snbject  state  it. 

A.  We  had  a  gwoieral  talk  as  to  thv  conduct  of  the  election,  and  as  to 
i)w  ]><>\v('rs  of  tlie  committee  Timh'v  tlie  ;nith<»i  ity  confcrn-d  by  the  con- 
vention. We  ditfei'cd  from  liim  in  that  matter.  We  clainicd  that  iu 
(uuse  tlie  coustitutiou  was  defeated,  we  had  authority  under  tlie  resolu- 
tion of  the  convention  to  reconvene  the  convention.  He  said  we  had  no 
snch  authority,  and  he  ixiwo  us  to  unden^tand  that  if  we  did  reconvene 
the  convention,  lie  slionid  not  recognize  it  or  prot4*ct  it. 

Q.  Then,  as  1  understand,  tlie  only  siHHulic  fact  to  which  j'ou  called 
his  attention  was  in  reference  to  tliose  50  or  00  colored  men  iu  Copiali 
county  being  driven  from  the  polis,  and  which  he  said  he  would  invest!' 
gatet 

A.  He  Slid  lie  had  nwivod  n  reportfromhisofficer  in  charge,  and  that 

he  would  investigate  tliat  matter. 
Q.  That  was  the  only  si>ecific  ca^  you  called  his  attention  tot 
A.  2s'o,  sir;  we  mentioued  to  him  that  we  had  affidavits  in  reference 

to  colored  men  in  Bankin  county  being  compelled  to  vote  against  their 

wis!  I  PS. 

Q.  Isoiw  (»f  whicli  affidavits  you  exhibited  to  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir  J  we  did  not. 

Q.  W(>re  those  the  only  specific  cases  f 

A.  TIu'V  were  all  wo  ])rcsoiitc(l  to  him  at  the  time.  AVc  asked  him 
wlH'tluT  lie  would  investigate  these  luattcrs.  He  gave  us  to  understand 
tliat  he  would  notj  that  he  considered  the  elections  as  having  bei'U 
faurly  held,  or  as  fairly  as  could  be  under  the  ciieumstances,  and  he 
claimed  that  there  had  l>een  fraud  (committed  upon  both  sides. 

i}.  Did  he  profess  to  have  reports  from  oflicers  commanding  troops  in 
tliuse  (litfcr<*ut  <'(Miutiesf 

A.  He  hiid  from  some  of  them  ;  he  had  not  received  reports  from  all 
of  them  at  that  time.  It  was  just  two  or  three  days  after  the  close  of 
the  ehM'tioiis. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  go  back  to  him  again  and  exhibit  to  him  the  results 

of  your  investigatious  I 
A.  We  did  not. 

Q.  And  you  never  have  laid  any  affidavits  or  papers  before  him  at 

any  time  ! 

A.  No,  sir;  as  wo  understood  it  was  usoloss. 

Q.  The  facts  that  you  reported  to  him  you  profess  to  know  of  your 
own  knowhilgi' ! 

A.  No,  sir;  not  of  our  own  knowledge;  we  only  knew  of  these  &cts 
from  the  re]>orts  that  we  had  received. 

Q.  An<l  yon  laid  no  papers  indicating  the  trntli  of  these  facts  before 
Genend  Gillem,  and  had  no  interview  with  him  since  then  f 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  that  the  committee  and  Geuei  a1  Gillem  differed  as  to  the 

right  of  the  coninii1t<'o  to  superiuteml  tiie  eh  etions,  so  far  as  the  vote 
for  or  against  the  coustitutiou  was  coucerued  f 
A.  Ves,  sir. 
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Q.  Had  you  read  the  last  clutise  of  section  four  of  the  act  of  March 
23, 18<i7,  making  this  provision:  **That  when  the  same  shaJl  have  been 
fhuned,  said  constitution  sbiill  be  submitttHl  by  the  convention  for  rati- 
flcatioii  to  the  persons  i-ejristered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  an 
election  to  be  conducted  by  officers  or  jjersous  to  be  appointed  by  the 
commanding  <renemlf  as  hereinbefore  proTided.''  Was  it  not  under  that 
clause  that  General  Oillem  daimed  the  exelusive  right  to  sniieriiiteud 
the  elections  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  not  read  that  clause  to  you ! 

A.  Yes,  sir;  we  examined  the  recoustmction  acts  thoroughly,  I 

believe. 

Q.  Was  not  this  elauae  read  to  yon  t 

A.  1  believe  it  was. 

Q.  Wiis  it  uiK>n  it  that  Geneml  Gilleiu  i*elled  as  to  his  right  to  control 
the  elections  as  commanding  general  of  the  military  department  f 
.  A.  I  believe  it  was.  Theme  was  a  ipiestiou  whether,  nnder  a  later 

snpplcincittary  act,  the  convention  Inul  not  a  right  to  sui)ervise  the 
ehM-tiiMis  ot  Statr  oHlrrrs  ;mh1  (»f  members  of  the  legislature*. 

Q.  i>o  you  iviiitaibcr  uudei  which  clause  you  claimed  such  rigiits  f 
A.  We  claimed  it  under  the  eighth  secUon  of  the  act  of  March  23, 
1867. 

(}.  That  WH'tion  pro\ide8  that  the  convention  of  each  State  shall  pre- 
s«  1  ilu  the  fees,  salaries,  and  comi»ensatii)ns  to  be  paid  to  all  delegates 
and  other  officers  and  the  agents  authorized  or  necessary'  4;o  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  the  act ;  what  connection  had  that  with  the  oou- 
trolling  of  the  elections  f 

A.  The  convention  contended  that  it  had  the  anflioriry  to  ;!j>|><>i?it  a 
e^mDiittee  to  cany  out  tl»e  recoustmction  acts ;  it  elainieti  ii  under  ihat 
section  and  imder  the  tli'st  section  of  the  further  supplementary  aict  of 
the  28th  of  February,  1868. 

Q.  That  section  provules  that  the  election  shall  be  conducted  as  the 
military  c<>Tnmander  shall  prescribe;  is  there  anytliing  in  that  which 
gave  you  any  authority  ? 

A.  Tes,  sir ;  as  to  the  super%'isiou  of  the  election  of  State  officers  and 
menil>ers  of  the  legislature. 

Q.  Did  it  {j;ive  you  any  authority  over  the  question  of  the  ratification 
or  rejection  of  the  constitution  f 

A.  i!so,  sir.  There  was  no  question  between  General  Gillem  and  the 
committee  upon  that  point 

Q*  The  testimony  that  you  are  now  ginng  bears  upon  the  setting  aside 
of  the  vote  for  or  against  tlie  constitution  I 

A.  Yes.  sir:  and  also  tor  8tate  oflrteers. 

Q,  Unless*  the  constitution  was  ratilied,  no  election  of  JState  officers 
would-be  deemed  valid! 
A.  ISo,  sir  ^  I  presume  not. 

Q.  Can  you  point  out  any  section  of  any  law  that  gsive  yon  any  shadow 
of  antliority  to  sniMTintend,  revise,  or  interfere  with  the  anthonty  of 
the  coniuianding  general  of  the  district  over  the  vote  for  or  again^«t  the 
constitution  f 

A.  Xo,  sir.  We  were  not  appointed  for  that  purpose;  we  were 
ai>pointed  to  confer  and  arranjre  with  the  general  eojiimnnding  as  to  the 
plan  of  the  election,  and  as  to  earrvinjx  out  tlu*  i .  i  >.iistruelion  laws. 
We  had  no  design  to  contlict  with  his  authority  at  all.  in  a  conierence  • 
with  him,  prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  committee,  he.agreed  that  we 
had  a  right  to  appoint  commissioners  to  control  the  elections  for  State 
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officers  and  members  of  the  legutlatore;  and  aleo  that  he  should  have 

no  objt^otioii  to  these  commissioners  being  present  during  the  elections, 
and  lu'iup:  prose  iit  nt  the  counting  of  the  votes  upon  the  question  of  rati- 
fying or  rejecting  the  constitution. 

Q.  All  these  agreements  of  the  general  commanding  to  allow  your 
eommlttee  to  be  present  and  to  aid,  were  they  not  well  caleolated  to 
secure  a  fair  election  f 

A.  They  were;  hut  hv  aftcr\Yards,  in  the  election  order,  repudiated 
the  whole  matt«*r  alter  having  agreed  with  us. 

Q.  Tou  now  say  to  the  committee  that  you  know  of  nothing  in  any  of 
the  reconstruction  aets  that  gave  any  authority  to  your  eonvention,  or 
to  the  f'omiriittoe  of  five,  to  interfere  in  any  way  witli  tlio  jrfTieral  com- 
manding in  the  eondiu  t  of  the  election  for  or  against  the  constitution  f 

A.  No,  sir}  we  did  not  attempt  to  do  so. 

Q.  You  are  unable  to  point  out  anything  upon  that  subjeett 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  WeTC  any  of  tlie  officers  elected  in  any  of  the  seven  counties  to 
which  yon  have  referred,  or  was  any  one  else,  notitie<l  of  the  iirtidjjvits 
that  your  comuiittee  had  been  taking,  or  was  any  opiKirtuuity  allowed 
to  cross-exaniine  the  witnesses! 

A.  Ko,  sir;  we  were  unable  to  get  a  public  examination;  thej  would 
not  penult  it ;  their  ofticers  would  not  take  atlidavits  publicly,  nor  allow 
persons  to  make  affidavits  in  their  count  so  that  when  aftidavits  were 
made  they  had  to  be  nia4le  clandestinely,  and  without  the  knosyledge  of 
the  public  generally,  or  else  had  to  be  made  outside  of  the  counties  before 
other  officers.

WnxilM  A«  QiBBB  recalled. 
Bf  Mr.  BiNOHAiC: 

Q.  IMd  you  exanune  the  report  made  by  General  Oillem,  together  with 
the  returns  on  which  it  was  made  * 

A.  We  applied  through  Gcuer4d  McKee,  a  member  elect  to  Congretw 
from  the  fourth  district  of  our  State  and  who  was  intimate  with  Gen- 
eral Gillem,  to  procure  ibr  us  a  copy  of  the  report  as  received  by  General 
Gillem  from  the  registrars  of  the  several  counties.  A  ('i>py  was  furnished 
to  him  hx  the  rlerk  at  the  general's  headquarters  witli  the  consent  and 
by  dii'eciiou  ol  General  Gillem. 
Was  it  certified  by  his  clerk! 

A.  Yes,  sir.  (Witness  produces  the  report  referred  to,  whidi  is  attached 
to  his  testimony,  marked  Exhibit  A. 

(,).  Have  you  compared  that  paper  with  the  report  made  by  General 
Gillem  wiiich  you  exhibit  here! 

A.  I  hare  not. 

Q.  State  what  errors,  if  any,  appear  in  that  copy  of  his  report  now 

exhibit«Ml  by  you  f 

A.  Tlie  errors  in  the  comjyulin^  of  the  vote  appear  in  v;n  ious  shaju'S. 
In  the  tirst  place  an  error  is  committed  in  the  vote  of  i^^cwion  county. 

Q.  State  what  it  isf 

A.  (ienend  Gillem  gives  the  vote  of  Newton  county  as  lir>  for  the 
constitution,  and  1S2  against  it.  Tl»e  actual  vote  cnst  was  TJl  foi-  and 
1,207  against  the  constitution  in  that  county.  The  vote  for  i\lr.  Hum- 
phreys is  given  in  Gc  iu  ial  Gillem's  i-eport  aslTU,  whereas  the  tine  vote 
was  1,204  for  Mr.  l^ggleston  the  vote  as  given  by  General  (Tillem  is  4, 
whereas  the  a<ttual  vote  he  received  iti  the  county  was  IL'O.  In  the  i\)ot^ 
ingup  of  the  vote  f<»r  jrovernor,  General  Gillem's  repoit  shows  that  Mr. 
Humx)T)reys  received  U;i,32I  \  oies  in  the  whole  State,  but  the  correct 
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fiM>ting  up,  according  to  tho  li^ires  given  by  Cieiicrai  (iilleui  iiim.selt',  in 
GL*,3iy.  The  vote  for  Mr.  Eggleston,  as  footed  up  here  by  General  Gilleni 
ift  62,250,  whereas,  acoordinjir  the  figures,  tiie correct  tooting  u]>  is 55,d58. 
Iq  the  vote  for  auditor  Mr.  Swanks  vote  is  footed  up  at  71,298,  whereas 
the  corm  t  footiii^r  up  is  02,294.  In  the  reetipitnlfition  by  (leneral  Gilh'in, 
the  lVH>tiJig  up  lor  Mr.  Eggleston  as  given  is  5.3,2a0,  whereas  the  flares 
show  when  eorrectly  footed  up  55,958. 

By  Mr.KoBBm: 

Q.  Are  those  figures  so  distinctly  written  as  that  there  is  no  possibi. 
lity  of  eiTorl 

A.  They  are  ver>*  distinctly  written.   The  majority  given  here  for 
Governor  Himiphn'vs  is  S.(J71,  wlieroas  the  actnnl  innjority  accoi-ding  to 
the  correct  to<»ting  up  of  the  tigures  is  7,270,    There  are  some  minor 
errors  in  almost  all  the  footings  up. 
By  Mr.  Botghax: 

Q.  Have  yon  referred  to  the  recapitulation  of  the  vote  for  and  against 
the  constitution  f 

A.  No,  sir.  That  is  about  correct ;  there  are  no  mistakes  there,  prob- 
ably not  more  than  one  or  two  votes,  nothing  to  change  the  result  one 
way  or  the  other.  In  the  case  of  the  vote  for  treasurer  of  the  State,  Mr. 
Stover  the  democratic  candidate  is  given  a  majority  of  6,187;  whereas 
his  actual  majority,  acc-ording  to  the  figures,  is  6,8t>l,  there  seems  to  liavc 
l>een  errors  all  through.  In  the  cascof  Afr.  Swan,  tin*  aihlitor,  tiie  same 
ixisult  appeal's  as  I  have  stated.  Jlis  nuyonty,  as  stated  by  General  Gil- 
lem,  is  15,403,  whereas  his  actual  minority,  according  to  the  correct  foot- 
ing up  of  the  figures,  is  7,283.  On  the  vote  tipr  attorney  general  the 
actual  majority,  as  given  by  General  Gillem,  is  7,791,  wlirreas  the  coiTect 
majority,  accoitiing  to  the  tignres,  is  7,.*J55.  On  the  vote  for  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruct  ion,  Mr.  Bestoron  thedeumcratic  ticliet  appears  by 
General  Gillem's  rei)ort  to  have  a  majority  of  0,01 1,  whereas  his  actual 
mtyority  is  7,310,  according  to  the  figures.  The  figures  are  incorrectly 
footed  all  the  way  through.  There  is  scarcely  acdninn  that  has  been  cor- 
rect ly  footed  up. 

Q.  Have  you  corrected  those  footings  yourself  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  (Witness  produces  a  tabular  statement,  showing  the  con- 
solidated report  of  the  constitutional  election^  which  is  attached  to  this 
evidence  and  marked  Exhibit  B.) 

By  the  Chairman  : 

Q.  AVliat  information,  if  any,  have  you  in  relation  to  the  menibers  elect 
of  the  legislature;  whether  they  can  properly  take  the  oath  oi  ollice  a« 
required  by  the  reconstruct iou  acts ! 

A.  I  thinlc  that  a  great  number  of  them  cannot  There  are  some  who 
have  been  eleet^nl,  both  on  the  republican  and  democratic  tickets,  who 
are  not  aMe  to  tnke  the  oath.  I  think  it  probable  that  the  greater  num- 
ber of  those  elected  as  democrats  would  not  be  able  to  take  it;  that  is 
my  opinion.  1  eunnot  definitely  state  the  fact,  because  1  am  not  i>er8on- 
ally  acquainted  with  the  status  of  a  great  number  of  those  elected.  Some 
of  them,  1  know,  cannot.  From  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts,  1 
know  they  would  not  be  able  to  take  the  oath  usually  known  as  the  test 
or  iroji-elad  oath. 

By  Mr.  Bingham  : 

Q.  I>o  yon  know  that  a  rinorum  of  the  legislature  elect  cannot  qualify 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  IStatesI 
A.  A  quorum  cau  qualify. 
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By  Hr.  Brooks: 

Q.  ITow  do  you  know  ! 

A.  From  a  knowlfdi:*'  <>f  tlu»  status  of  the  momlM^r^  eloct.  T  know  a 
good  many  of  them  peidonally,  and  have  a  knowledge  of  their  status 
during  the  war. 

Q.  What  is  the  number  of  the  members  of  the  house  1 

A.  One  luuidn  (I  and  seven. 

Q.  What  is  thp  number  of  the  members  of  the  aeuate  t 

A.  Thirty-thret'. 

Q.  Do  you  know  17  senators  personally,  and  54  members  of  the  house 
personally,  so  that  you  ean  say  from  your  own  knowledge  of  their  ante« 

cedents  that  they  can  take  the  oath  ! 

A.  Yes,  sir :  that  many  can  qualify,  but  I  think  that  not  more  than  a 
few  over  a  (jmu  uiii  in  the  senate  can  qualify! 

By  Mr.  Ukvk: 

Q.  What  do  you  understand  as  disqualilyinj;^  men  trorn  taking-  athvv  i 
A.  The  quciition,  as  1  understood  it,  wa^^,  how  many  lULiubers  ot  the 
senate  and  house  itsai  take  the  oath  required  to  be  taken  by  oflBoers  of 
the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  reconstruction  acts;  the  oath 
whieh  was  usually  denominated  as  the  test  oath.  That  is  as  I  understood 
the  question. 

Q.  Do  you  understand  that  to  be  required  by  the  Mississippi  constitu- 
tiout 
A.  No,  sir,  it  is  not. 

Q.  I  understand  from  you  that  they  oan  qualify  under  the  14th  amend- 
ment of  the  cmstitutiuii  f 
A.  Some  of  them  cannot. 
Q.  How  many  t 

A.  There  are  several  in  the  senate  and  several  in  the  house  who  cannot 
qualify.  One  of  the  members  of  the  senate  is,  I  know,  disfranchised 
under  the  m'onstnictiou  acts. 

Q.  Ton  only  know  of  one  member  of  the  senate  so  disqualified  f 

A.  Only  one  personally. 

Q.  How  many  members  of  the  housr  d  o  you  know  personally  who  can- 
not qualify  under  tlie  l^tli  amendtnent  ' 
A.  There  ai-e  seveml  members  in  the  house  who  caunot. 
Q.  How  many  do  you  know  personally  f 
A.  I  know  thive  meml>ers. 

Q.  These  affidavits  from  Rankin  eoinity,  before  whom  were  they  sworn  ? 
A.  I>i'tor<>  the  clerk  of  the  committee,  who  is  a  judge  of  probate  of 
Kemper  county. 

Q.  Were  any  of  them  sworn  before  an  oiBoer  of  Bankin  county  t 

A.  No,  sir.  Kone  of  them  were  taken  in  the  county.  AH  of  them 

were  taken  at  JarksoTi,  which  is  in  Hinds  ecmnty. 

Q.  The  jud*re  (tt  ])robate,  who  swore  them  to  these  afiidavits,  did  not 
reside  in  the  county  / 

A.  He  was  employed  as  clerk  of  the  committeewhich  took  the  testimony. 

Q.  Has  a  judge  of  probate  in  Mississippi  any  right  to  adniiiiister  an 
oath  outsi<h'  of  tit*'  jiirisdietion  of  his  county ;  if  SO,  by  what  law  1 

A.  I  am  not  pn-pared  to  answer  that  questi<»n. 

Q.  1  uiidcr.stiuid  tlie  fact  to      tlicn,  that  the  county  judge  of  Keiiiper 
county  swore  the  witnesses  in  Hmds  county  t 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  about  the  other  counties? 

A.  The  atliduv  itii  in  reference  to  Carroll  county  were  taken  by  Mr. 
Biley,  a  United  iStates  commissioner. 


ft 

Q.  Were  they  taken  in  the  county  of  CaiToll  t 
A.  They  purpoit  to  be  taken  before  him,  at  his  resideuce  in  Carroll 
county. 

Q.  Were  yoa  present  at  the  taking  of  them  f 

A.  No,  sif. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  taking  of  any  except  those  relating  to 
Baukin  county ! 

A.  I  was  present  when  two  affldaviti^  were  taken  before  the  United 
States  coiniMissioFjer  in  Hinds  ronnty.  Tlit'>  wvn^  tin*  attidavits  of  citi- 
zens of  ( 'liit'kasaw  t-onnty,  and  the  rnited  States  commissiouer  at  Jack* 
son.  in  Hinds  county,  took  tlieir  atlidavits. 
Q.  Was  he  United  States  commissioner  for  Hinds  coimty  f 
A.  He  was  United  States  commissioner  for  the  southern  district  of 
Misvsissippi. 

Q.  What  other  affidavits  were  taken  betbre  probate  judges! 
A.  None  other  that  1  know  of. 

Q.  Those  relating  to  Bankin  county  are  the  only  ones  of  which  you 

are  personally  cognizant  f 

A.  Yes,  sir.  The  citizens  of  Tlankin  county  came  to  Jackson  volun- 
tarily and  wished  to  make  tlieir  stateuients,  and  they  were  made  there. 
They  couhi  not  make  them  in  their  own  county,  which  is  an  at^ioining 
county.  Most  of  them  came  from  10  to  15  or  20  miles  to  make  those 
statements. 

Dy  ^fr.  NoRRis: 

Q.  Is  it  probable  that  those  frands  wore  confined  to  the  seven  cohti- 
ties  named,  or  were  they  not  perpetrated  all  over  the  iStiite  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  ! 

A.  We  tiiink  they  were  perpetrated  all  over  the  State,  but  those 
counties  seem  to  have  been  the  worst.  They  were  more  accessible^  and 
frauds  were  carried  on  there  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  any  other  coun- 
ties. 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  Were  you  not  rcqiu  sted  to  allow  a  cross-examination  of  those  wit- 
nesses by  i>ersou8  who  were  willing  to  act  in  that  matter! 

A.  We  were  requested  to  do  so  by  some  persons,  citizens  of  Hinds 
county. 

Q.  At  tlie  time  those  affidavits  were  written! 

A.  Yes,  sir.  They  were  not  jMirsons  who  were  interested  in  those 
affidavits,  as  they  lived  in  Hinds  county. 

Q.  Did  yoa  reftise  or  did  you  grant  the  right  to  them  to  cross-examine 
the  witnesses  ! 

A.  We  did  not  give  them  any  i)rivilege  to  cross-examine  witnesses 
because  we  did  not  suppo.se  they  had  any  right  to  demand  it.  They 
sent  a  demand  to  us,  and  the  committee  did  not  see  proper  to  grant  it. 

Q.  Did  those  persons  purport  to  be  a  committee  of  gentlemen  opposed 
to  the  ratification  of  the  const  it  nt  ion  ? 

A.  They  purported  to  be  a  coniniittee  of  citizens  of  Hinds  county. 

Q.  Opposed  to  the  ratitication  of  the  constitution ! 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  they  stated  that. 

Q.  Was  it  known  to  you  to  be  the  fa^t  ? 

A.  I  presume  they  were  opposed  to  it.    They  were  some  of  the  same 
gentlemen  who  afterwards  made  an  assanlt  upon  the  committee. 
How  did  Judge  bharkey  iissuull  you  if 

A.  He  entered  the  room,  and  very  violently  and  angrily  said  that  we 
were  a  set  of  damned  conspirators;  that  we  had  no  right  there;  that  it 
was  their  capitol,  and  that  we  should  not  stay  there. 
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By  Mi:  Paine: 

Q.  Dill  those  geutleiueii  claim  a  right  to  assist  you  iii  making  an  ex- 
amination T 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  they  appointed  by  the  constitutional  convention  for  that 

jHirposef 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  show  of  chum  did  fhey  make  for  coming  there  at  allt 
A.  They  made  none  only  by  right  of  power. 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  Is  that  the  extent  of  the  assault  made  by  Jndi;^  Sharkey  t 

A.  They  came  in  end  said  they  were  goiii<:  to  rcniain  in  the  room: 
that  t]i(»v  had  as  much  ri'jlil  there  as  we  They  did  come  in  and 

take  ist^ats,  and  remained  lor  some  time.  A  iiei  .st>iuil  altercation  o(  <  iirred 
between  the  clerk  of  the  committee,  Judge  McKae,  and  one  ol  the  per- 
sons who  came  in — r 

I  want  to  know  the  extent  of  the  assault  which  Judge  Sharkey  made 
upon  yon. 

A.  He  came  there  and  said  we  shoiUd  leave.  He  said,  violently,  that 
we  were  a  damned  set  of  consph'ators,  and  that  we  shonld  not  remain 
in  the  capitol;  that  they  were  going  to  drive  ns  out.  They  ttien  went 
in  aftt  r  that  and  took  possession  of  the  room,  and  said  they  intended  to 
remain  there,  as  they  had  just  as  good  a  riq-ht  there  as  wo  iiad.  tSome 
ten  Ol  fifteen  of  them  tpuk  possession  of  the  room. 

Q.  That  was  the  assault  f 

A.  The  assault,  as  I  told  you,  was  continued  afterwards  by  the  clerk 
and  Mr.  Cn  i  n,  who  got  into  an  altercation;  some  missiles,  iukstands, 
&c.,  weiv  thrown,  and  some  weapons  were  exhibited. 

Q.  W  a.s  .Judge  Sharke\'  present  at  the  time  the  inkstands  wei*e  thi-own 
and  the  '^eajHuis  drawn f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  saw  liini  ymtrst  lt  in  the  room? 

A.  T  think  lie  was  ininiediately  out  in  the  hall ;  he  had  Ix'cu  in  the  room 
and  liad  pa^ised  into  tlie  hall  outside  at  the  time  the  pistols  were  drawn, 
Q.  He  saw  it  all,  or  could  have  done  so. 
A.  I  think  so. 

By  Mr.  KoBSis: 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  that  pa])ers  were  destroyed  by  those  parties  f 

A.  Yes,  some  affidavits  that  were  being  taken  liy  a  youtig  nnin  who 
was  emi)loyed  to  write  them,  were  taken  iiom  him  and  destioyed;  w© 
never  got  them  aguiu. 

Q.  Who  was  the  person  who  took  them  t 

A.  Mr.  Green  took  them. 
.  Q.  Was  Governor  Shaikey  ahling  and  abetting-  tliat  gentlemaTi  ? 

A.  Yes ;  hv  said  to  me  personally  that  we  weie  a  set  of  conspirators. 

By  Mr.  J?eck: 
Q.  Whose  aftidavit  v  as  that  young  man  ? 
A.  An  allidavit  of  a  coh»red  nuin  of  Itankin  county. 
Q.  Was  it  the  affidavit  of  u  man  or  of  a  woman  ? 
A.  Of  a  man. 
Q.  Are  y(ui  sure  of  that? 

A.  I  believe  that  wonu'U  do  not  vote  in  Missi?!si]ipT ;  here  is  a  ])aper  a 
copy  of  which  was  sent  to  each  member  of  the  counuittce  of  five. 
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By  Mr.  TUNaHAM ; 

Q.   IIOW  S<Mlt  f 

A.  Sent  by  mail  through  the  post  office;  it  is  a  paper  W£u:aiDg  us  to 
leave  the  capital  within  48  hours. 
TheGHAiBau^.  Keadit. 
The  witness  read  the  paper,  which  is  as  follows :

"SlK :  It  is  ordered  the  centrai  couiiiiiLlee  of  en,  under  iustructious 
from  the  committee  of  seven  of  Octibbeha  eonuty,  to  notify  you  that  the 
position  yon  occupy  as  a  member  of  tiie  committee  of  live»  in  eome- 
quence  of  your  action  lut  such,  thatyoM  are  no  longer  lieldas  a  citizen  of  the 
S^tate,  or  of  the  county  of  OcVMelm^  and  that  you  will  not  be  periuittod 
to  return  to  said  county. 

^^If  oiUempted^  on  your  keoA  he  Ike  eonsequencee, 

"Tiie  committee  or(Zer«  that  you  leave  the  State  capital  within 48 hours. 
If  found  after  that  time,  you  answer  for  all  that  may  follow. 
*'Thus  you  see  secret  session  begets  secret  session. 
"Our  motto  is  *  Justice.'

The  witness  continued:  This  paper  was  reoeiyed  about  two  or  three 
days  prior  to  the  attack  that  was  made  on  the  comuiittt  e.  Each  indi- 
vidual member  of  the  committee  reei  ived  a  copy  of  it,  written  iu  the 
same  iiand writing,  and  couched  in  the  same  language,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  name  of  the  county. 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  wrote  those  papers  I 
A.  1  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  it  was  not  some  of  your  own  friends  that  wrote 

them  for  political  effect! 
A.  I  have  no  idea  who  wrote  them. 

By  the  Chairman  : 

Q.  Within  how  long  a  time  after  the  receipt  of  these  oommnnications 

was  the  assault  made  ? 

A.  We  received  the  communication  on  the  Istof  Jul^'  last,  and  on  the 
od  of  J  lily  t  lie  attack  was  made. 

Q.  Were  there  any  persons  among  those  who  came  into  the  room  of 
the  committee  of  five,  who  belonfi:ed  to  either  of  the  counties  to  which 
the  several  members  of  the  committee  of  five  belonged  I 

A.  1  think  not.  This  ])aper  piu'iHirtM  to  have  been  written  by  order 
of  a  committee  in  each  county,  ordering  uh  not  to  return,  as  we  would 
not  be  recognized  as  citizens  in  the  county  in  which  we  resided,  and  Would 
not  be  permitted  to  remain. 

By  Mr.  Beok: 

Q,  You  said  yesterday  that  General  Gillem  promised  to  investigate 
the  question  of  a  number  of  colored  citizens— fifty  or  sixty— who  nad 
been  pfoin*;  iu  a  body  to  the  polls,  and  who  were  driven  away;  did  he 

inveMti<;ate  it! 
A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  How  were  they  going  ^  were  they  marching  with'banners  and  flags  f 
A.  They  were  marSiing  with  United  States  flags,  and  banners. 
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Q.  Aud  arms  f 

A.  No.  sir;  they  were  onarmed  andirithoiit  music. 
Q.  Bui  yoa  see  themf 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  yon  know  they  were  not  armed  f 

A.  From  the  statement  ol*  one  of  the  commissioners  of  Copiah  county 
who  was  present. 

(Witness  reads  an  extract  from  the  statement  in  question.) 

Q.  Does  the  commissioner  say  in  that  extract  that  they  were  not 
aimed  f 

A.  He  says  they  were  marching  without  music,  or  any  yelUng  or  noise 
of  any  kind. 

Q.  Does  ho  sny  tlioy  were  not  armed t 
A.  yo,  si  I',  he  does  not. 

Q.  Did  not  the  recoustructiou  acts  and  the  order  of  tlie  lailitarj-  pro- 
hibit  men  fh>m  going  armed  to  the  polls  f 
A.  Yes,  sir;  but  that  order  was  violated  in  a  great  many  instances. 

Tliiit  was  the  onler  of  the  commanding  general  witli  ivfereiico  to  hoUl- 
ing  the  election,  but  it  appears  in  this  evidence  that  ia  a  great  many 
instances  there  were  parties  around  the  polls  who  were  armed. 

By  Mr.  NoRRlS: 
Q.  \\\'Vi'  those  men  in  (N)piali  eoimty  prevented  from  votingf 
A.  Yes,  sir  J  they  were  driven  oft,  aud  did  not  vote.   Here  is  a  pajMjr 
compiled  from  tlie  reiK)rts  of  the  commissioners  for  the  varions  counties 
of  the  election  held  in  the  State  for  State  officers  and  for  the  oonstitn- 
tton,  giving  the  uui^ber  of  votes  eaei. 

By  the  Chahuian: 

Q.  What  are  the  re.«nlts  of  that  re])ort  ? 

A.  The  r(\snlTs  are  that,  exeludin^r  the  entire  vote  of  the  seven  coun- 
ties where  frauds  were  committed,  there  is  a  majority  of  3,880  for  the  con- 
stitution. 

(Witness  produces  the  tabular  statement  referred  to,  which  is  attached 
to  bis  testimony,  marlLcd  Exhibit  B.) 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  Did  the  commissioners  make  their  returns  under  oath  t 

A.  No,  sir;  they  were  Tiot  re<iuired  to  do  so. 

Q.  Were  tliey  all  of  one  side  iu  politics — all  republicans  I 

A.  I  think  not  all  of  them. 

Q.  Name  those  who  were  not. 

A.  1  am  not  ac«]uainted  with  the  political  status  of  all  of  them. 

Q.  They  were  appointees  of  the  committee? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  appouit<  '(l  on  the  recouimemlation  of  parties  in  the  coun- 
ties, that  they  would  be  good  men  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur^xise.  I 
do  not  thinic  there  was  anything  said  about  their  political  status. 

Q.  Y<m  think,  )iow(>ver,  that  they  all  belonged  to  your  sidei 

A.  Mo.  sir;  I  da  not  think  so. 

Q.  Give  us  the  nanu  s  of  tiio.s**  who  did  not. 

A.  I  cannot  recollect  the  names.  I  do  not  Icnow  the  names  of  those 
who  made  the  reports  without  referring  t4>  them.   I  thinlc  that  some  of 

those  in  Carroll  eonntv  were  not  ix'publicans,  and  are  not  now.   X  refer 

to  Mr.  V.  A.  Doss  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Crawford. 
Q.  They  have  signed  this  report,  1  uiiderstantl  i 
A.  They  have  signed  this  report  from  Carroll  county. 
Q.  Asking  that  the  vote  of  that  county  be  thrown  out  f 
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A.  No,  sir  5  they  simply  made  a  report  of  the  couduct  of  the  electioa 
there,  the  number  of  votes  cmt,  &c. 
Q.  That  is  one  of  the  comities  whose  vote  yon  threw  out  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Tho  ineii  who  made  that  report  did  not  recommend  the  vote  of  the 
county  to  be  thrown  out  9 

A.  They  did  not ;  tbey  have  not  done  so  here.  They  simply  give  a 
statement  of  the  ccmduet  of  the  election. 

Q.  Yon  have  thrown  out  the  vote  of  GanoU  comity,  howevert 

A.  YeSy  sir. 

Q.  If  it  was  not  done  in  accordance  witli  the  suggestion  of  the  com- 
missionera  sapexintending  the  elections,  why  did  you  throw  it  ontt 

A.  It  was  thrown  out  on  affidavits,  and  on  the  statements  of  the  com* 
niissioners  \u  reference  to  the  manner  in  which  the  I'k'ction  was  con- 
ducted. Aitidjivits  were  afterwards  taken  before  Mr.  Hih'v,  I'liitcd 
States  commissioner  in  that  county.  Tiiis  pitper  that  I  hold  in  my  hand 
is  a  proclamation  issued  by  the  committee  of  five,  declaring  the  result 
of  the  election,  the  names  of  persons  elected,  &c 

(Witness  prridnccH  tlie  prochimation  in  question,  which  is  annexed  to 
his  evidence,  mark  »m1  I^xhibit  C.) 

By  Mr.  Br<r>ks  : 

Q.  AVho  paid  the  exi^nses  of  those  commissioners  1 
A.  They  were  to  be  paid  by  the  convention  out  of  the  convention 
funds  for  their  services  as  commissioners. 
Q.  Who  were  the  two  c(mimissioners  for  Carroll  county  f 
A.  V.  A.  Doss  and  W.  M.  Urawfoi-d. 
Q.  What  expen»t?8  were  allowed  to  them  f 

A.  The  expenses  of  each  of  them  were  certifled  at  .  $108.  They  were 
to  be  paid  at  the  same  rates  as  the  registrars  and  oommissioners  of  elec- 
tions were  paid. 

Q.  Who  wrote  the  report  of  Carroll  county  f 

A.  I  do  not  know  wlio  wrote  it* 

Q.  Who  made  the  re^rtt 

A.  The  two  commissioners. 

Q.  Is  the  Ixxly  of  the  report  in  their  handwriting  t 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Liook  at  tlieir  signatures,  and  then  state  whether  it  is. 
A.  I  should  jnd^e  it  was  not* 

Q.  What  are  the  expenses  which  each  of  these  gentlemen  was  paidl 
A.  T  know  nothing:  about  it.    Thoy  sent  in  their  liills  for  so  much. 
l>y  liie  ordinance  of  the  convention  they  were  to  be  allowed  so  much  per 
da^  and  actual  expenses,  the  same  as  registers  appointed  under  the 
reconstruction  acts. 
Q.  How  much  were  they  to  be  paid  a  day  t 

A.  Six  dollars,  I  believe.  Their  eonj]»ensntion  wns  to  he  ])ai(l  by  the 
State  out  of  the  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  eouivtitutional  eouveutiou  in 
the  State  treasury.  The  constitutional  convention  provided  for  their 
I>ayment  by  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  convention,  and  those  are  the 
l)ilis  whicli  were  sent  in  by  the  parties.  They  wei-e  to  lx»  audited  by 
the  coniniittec  of  five,  and  were,  after  beinjj-  nndifcd.  tn  he  jiaid  by  the 
State  ti-easiu'cr  out  of  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  eonstiiutional  conven- 
tion in  the  State  treasury. 

Q.  llow  much  is  it  for  Dossf 

A.  Twelve  days. 

Q.  llow  much  in  the  aj^f^rcf^ate? 

A.  One  hundred  and  eiglit  dollars. 
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Q.  And  how  much  for  Crawford  t 

A.  Oue  hundred  and  ei^ht  dollars ;  tihat  is  fheir  claim.  I  do  not  know 

tliat  it  lias  \mni  audited  to  tliom ;  the  accounts  wore  to  be  audited  by 
the  comuiittee,  and  whatever  sums  W£re  allowed  and  audited  were  to  be 
paid  by  thi-  SUite  tmisurer. 
By  the  (iH AIRMAN : 

Q.  Did  General  Gilleiu  rextognize  these  commissiouers  apx)oiut^  by 
the  oommitteet 

A.  He  told  us  he  should  do  so  in  a  conference  with  him  before  they 
were  nirpointed.  Tho  r<mimittee  had  irono  to  him  and  had  a  eonferenef 
with  him,  and  lie  told  U8  ho  should  recognize  them;  that  while  he 
claimed  the  ri|;ht  to  sui)6rintend  and  control  the  election  for  the  ratifl- 
cmtion  or  rejection  of  the  oonstitntion.  tie  did  not  dispute  the  right  of 
the  convention  to  ai)i)oint  these  commissioners  to  suiieriutend  the  elec- 
tion of  State  officers^  if  tlio  ronvention  thought  i>r(>per  to  do  so.  He  said 
he  would  have  uo  objection  t^j  their  being  present  dui-ing  the  election, 
and  being  present  at  the  time  the  votes  were  being  counted  by  the  reg> 
istrars.  They  were  generally  present  where  they  were  allowed  to  be  so, 
but  some  of  the  ro<;istrar.s  obiiM-ted  to  their  1>eing  present;  generally, 
however,  th«\v  were  nllnwcd  to  be  present. 

Q.  Have  you  any  iidontiation  an  to  the  existing  public-  HtMitiment  of 
the  qualified  electors  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  eonoemiug  the  consti- 
tution f 

A.  Yoss,  sir;  I  In  ]i(  v(>  from  the  exj^ressions  of  prominent  men  in  vari- 
ous i)()rtioi)s  ot  the  State  that  the  lionstitiitiou  has  received  the  sanction 
of  a  majority  of  the  registered  legal  voters  of  the  State,  and  that  they 
would  prefer  to  see  it  to-day  adopted,  to  any  other  plan  that  we  can  sag* 
gest 

By  Mr.  NOBBIS : 

Q.  Have  you  any  doubt  that  at  a  |)erfe<'tly  fair  election,  where  all 
could  express  their  sentiments  Ireely,  the  coutttitution  would  be  ratiiied 
to-day  by  a  lai'ge  majority  f 

A.  None  whatever. 

By  Mr.  Beok: 

Q.  Then  I  understand  no  harm  would  be  done  by  re-submitting  it  at 

any  fair  election  to  the  people  of  Mississippi  1 

A.  You  understand  me  to  siiy  tliis,  that  if  we  eonld  have  an  clectioii 
at  which  all  could  vote  freely  and  tnlly.  witliout  restraint,  tlu-n*  wonhl 
be  no  difficulty  in  ratifying  the  constitution  j  but  you  do  not  under.stuud 
ine  to  say  that  we  can  have  such  an  election  there. 

By  Mr.  BniaHAM: 

Q.  With  the  present  management  there. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Brooss: 
Q.  Til  order  to  have  a  fair  election,  what  Wiuild  yon  linve  done! 
A.  We  should  have  all  the  rebel  ollieers  removetl  frotti  olliee,  and  men 
put  in  their  places  to  control  matters  wlio  wouUl  l»e  in  luuuiony  with  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  Then  we  could  have  a  fair  election. 
By  Mr,  XoBBis: 

Q.  Ton  do  not  want  rebel  8hen0^  to  drive  away  hundreds  of  voters 

from  the  polls  t 
A.  Ko,  sir. 
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By  Mr.  Brooks  : 

Q.  How  do  yoii  expect  you  can  have  a  fair  electiou  in  that  way  u»let« 
you  have  a  strong  army  f 
A.  We  expect  to  have  a  fair  electioii  wheneyer  we  get  loyal  men  in 

office. 

Q.  What  do  yon  nipaii  by  lo3'al  t 

A.  I  mean  men  who  are  iu  harmony  with  the  govemment  of  the  United 
States,  and  are  in  &vor  of  the  Union. 

Q.  Bo  joa  oonsider  a  man  having  the  same  politics  as  I  have  a  loyal 
man? 

A.  I  do  not  know  what  your  politics  aro. 

Q.  They  are  rather  uotorioiw.  Would  you  think  that  if  I  were  a  citi- 
zen of  MsBissippi  I  would  have  a  right  to  vote  there  f  « 

A.  I  think  you  shouhl  have  a  right  to  vote  wherever  you  plea^te,  but 
if  you  went  to  Miss;issi]i])i  and  voted,  or  attemi)t(>d  to  vote  tlie  repubb- 
eaii  ticket,  you  woubl  find  it  rather  difficult  to  do  jso  in  some  bK^alities, 

Q.  Do  you  think  if  1  were  a  citizen  of  Mississippi  and  resisted  the 
reconstruction  acts,  advising  all  the  people,  white  and  black,  to  vote 
against  them,  that  I  should  be  allowed  to  vote ;  1  n  u  m  if  I  denounced 
tlie  reeonstniction  acts  in  every  form  as  violent,  arbitrary,  and  tyranni 
cal,  do  you  think  that  I  would  be  a  loyal  man  according  to  your  judg- 
ment? 

A.  If  yon  ask  me  my  opinion,  I  should  say  no. 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  There  is  aclauBe  in  your  constitution  saying  that  no  rebel  shall  hold 
any  office  in  the  State  except  those  who  showed  they  were  reconstructed 

by  voting  for  the  convention,  or  who  had  continuously  advocated  the 
assembling  of  the  convention,  and  wlio  cojitinuonsly  aud  in  good  faith 
advocate  the  acts  of  the  same  ;  do  you  think  a  majority  of  the  i>eople  of 
Mississippi  were  in  fiivor  of  making  that  a  condition  of  a  man's  right  to 
hold  otiice  in  the  State  f 

A.  I  think  it  was  the  wish  of  the  ma  jority  of  the  people  of  that  State 
that  no  one  shoidd  hold  otlic«'  who  had  been  in  rel)ellion  against  the  jjov- 
emnient  prior  to  that,  unless  he  showed  himself  iu  favor  of  reconstruc- 
tion and  renewed  his  allegiance  to  the  govemment 

Q.  And  would  stand  by  whatever  acts  the  convention  saw  ilt  to  passf 

A.  I  <lo  not  think  that  that  was  required. 

Q.  Tike  ordiuauce  says,  ^^and  shall  iu  good  faith  advocate  the  acts  of 
the  same." 

A.  That  ordinance  was  passed  after  the  aots  of  the  convention  had 
been  m^ide,  and  after  the  constitution  had  been  framed  and  submitted. 
Q.  Hid  yon  or  not  legislate  in  that  convention  without  any  authority 

so  to  do  ? 

A.  I  do  not  think  so.  I  took  the  oath  to  do  my  duty  as  a  member  of 
the  convention,  and  I  do  not  think  I  violated  it. 

Q.  Ha\  you  any  legislative  power  except  what  was  given  you  by  the 
8th  section  of  the  act  of  March  23, 1867,  authorizing  you  to  lay  taxes 
for  your  pay,  salaries,  &c.  f 

A.  That  was  a  question  about  which  there  might  be  a  ditterence  of 
opinion.   I  thought  we  had. 

Q.  Did  you  not  pass  an  ordinance  imposing  a  fine  of  $200,  and  dis- 
fraTielosini,'  for  five  yearR  any  persons  who  would  dismiss  from  tlunT 
employniiiut  any  person  for  exercising  the  right  of  sufirage  f 

A*  Yes :  I  thmk  such  an  ordinance  was  passed,  but  that  was  to  be 
submitted  to  the  people.

Mr.  William  11.  Gibbs  reappeared  befoiti  the  committee  anti  testified 
a  follows : 

[  have  resided  in  Wilkinson  county-,  Mississippi,  since  July  1865;  pre- 
vious I  wa8  in  the  siTvicc  of  the  United  States  in  the  15th  regiment 
Illinois  volunteer  iufantiy. 
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By  Mr.  liuUTWELL: 

Questiou.  Did  you  take  any  part  iu  the  canvass  preceding  the  vote 
on  the  ratiflcation  of  the  constitation  in  June  hmtf 

Answer.  I  canvassed  in  various  portions  of  the  State  in  connection 
with  other  i:<'titlenien.  and  was  in  Madison,  (dirndl,  T.iiwr«»nce.  Pike  and 
Hohnes  <*ounties.  Durinj^  that  campaign,  some  lime  about  a  week  t)r  ten 
days  previous  to  the  election,  I  held  a  meeting  at  Carrollton,  the  county 
seat  of  Carroll  county,  in  company  >\ith  mmw  gentlemen  on  the  demO' 
cratic  side;  during  tlic  niccting,  wliile General  Barry  was  speaking,  there 
was  cniisitierable  ol"  a  disturbance;  some  persons  got  into  diflicnlty, 
pistols  wei'e  drawn  in  the  crowd,  and  a  general  stampede  followed  for  a 
tiiue;  order  was  however  restored  and  the  meeting  went  on.  There 
was  a  greiit  deal  of  bitterness  of  feeling  manifested  on  tbe  part  of  those 
opposed  to  the  rntitif'ation  of  the  constitution. 

The  next  niortiing  we  left  that  place  and  went  in  a  conveyance  to 
AVinona,  a  railroad  town  in  the  same  county.  Wliile  sitting  on  tlie 
gallery'  of  the  bote!  a  number  of  men  came  and  made  a  great  many 
insulting  i-emarks  against  rej)ublicans,  can^ct  baggers,  an<l  scalawags; 
we  paid  no  attention  to  thctn.  AlKint  \*2  (uloek  the  tniin  which  we 
wanted  to  take  down  the  road  to  tlie  adjoining  count  \  of  Holmes  came 
along.  W  hile  we  were  passing  quietly  along  the  Ntreei  a  number  of  per- 
sons came  out  of  some  stores  and  buildings  on  the  oi>posite  side  of  tlie 
street  and  threw  eggs  at  us,  and  followed  as  down  to  tbe  train,  hooting 
and  yelling,  and  throwing""  <  some  of  our  party  were  struck  by  these 
eggs.  General  Barry,  I  think,  took  refuge  in  a  store  until  after  tlie 
excitement  passi'd  over.  In  other  counties  where  I  canvassed  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  bitterness  manifested,  although  I  saw  no  open  violence 
atany  of  the  meetin<:s. 

Q.  Any  demonstratioiui  of  hostility  in  any  other  part  of  the  State  to 
your  knowledge  ? 

A.  No,  sir  J  not  to  my  personal  knowledge. 

By  Mr.  Bbck: 
Q.  Yon  testified  before,  I  tlunk.  pretty  fiilly. 
A.  Yes,  sir ;  with  exception  to  tnis  statement  in  relation  to  disturbance 

iu  Carroll  county. 

By  Mr.  Paine: 

Q.  What  is  your  relation  to  those  committees  or  any  of  them  iu  JMLis- 
sisBippi. 

A..  I  am  chairman  of  the  committee  of  live,  api>oiuted  by  the  consti- 
tutional convention  to  superintend  election  on  the  part  of  tbe  State  for 

the  constitution,  and  election  of  State  ofticers. 

Q.  During  the  interval  between  the  tVainin<r  of  the  constitution  and 
its  sulunission  to  the  voters,  had  you  the  means  ol  kiiuu  ing  the  state  of 
public  sentiment  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  mingle  with  the  people  and  converse  with  them  to  any 

extent  ? 

A.  Yi's,  sir:  pretty  extensively  at  the  public  meetings. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  of  the  military  officers  subonlinate  to  their  com- 
manding general? 

A.  I  know  Lieutenant  Gilbreath,  ^rai(»r  Norton,  and  have  met  several 
others  but  am  not  well  acquainted  with  themj  I  know  Lieutenant  Gil- 
breath  intimately. 

Q.  You  may  state  whether  the  people,  whites  or  blacks,  entertained 
any  opinion  that  the  commanding  officer  was  hostile  to  the  oonstttation 
and  the  reconstruction  acts. 
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A.  It  was  geuerally  supposed  so,  as  tar  as  my  knowledge;  so  far  as  his 
influence  was  exereised  at  all  it  was  against  reconstruction.  That  was 
tiie.prevaling  sentiment  of  tlie  i)eople,  and,  in  fact,  of  all  of  those  in 

favor  of  recon.«»tni('tion  in  the  Stiito,  white  and  coloml. 
Q.  Was  it  their  opinion  that  the  coiumandiiig  officer  was  opposed! 
A.  \'es,  sii'. 

Q.  Was  that  trae  when  General  MeDoweli  was  in  commandt 

A.  Ko,  sir  I  it  was  not. 

Q.  Was  that  tnie  when  Grjip?;>l  Ord  was  in  command! 

A.  W  ell,  sir,  thei*e  was  a  divt  rsity  of  opinion  on  General  Oi'd-s  jwsi- 
tion.  The  people  there  in  favor  of  reconstruction  were  divided  in  opinion 
as  to  General  Ord's  position. 

Q.  How,  when  General  Gillem  was  in  command  ? 

A.  There  was.  I  think,  but  one  expression,  so  fnr  1  hnvo  Imm-u  able 
to  ascertain  it,  and  that  was  that  his  administiatiou  was  opposed  to  the 
reeonstrnction,  to  the  republican  party  in  the  State,  and  to  the  oonsti- 
tntion,  as  framed  by  the  oonyention. 

Q.  Did  that  opinion  hnvr  nny  ofiect  in  detorrinfr  yon  and  your  asso- 
ciates from  nmking  represcutatious  to  the  general  as  to  the  condition  of 
things  existing  there  ? 

A.  YeSf  sir;  it  embarrassed  us  somewhat,  as  we  had  no  real  expecta- 
tions of  obtaining  what  we  wished  by  making  those  repiesentations. 
Tliey  were  fi*eqnontly  made,  and  no  acticn  t  il c<'M  upon  them;  or  if  any 
actiitn  at  all,  tin'  matters  were  referred  t^j  the  civil  authorities  for  their 
adjudRation.  1  would  say  in  this  connection,  after  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance  flxing  the  day  for  the  election,  I,  in  company  with  two  or  three 
others  of  the  e<mvention,  was  sent  to  confer  with  General  Gillem  upon 
the  holding  of  the  election  in  the  State:  among  them  I)i  \hn\d  and  Dr. 
Stringer,  who  is  here  i)resent.  We  called  on  General  Gillcm  and  had  a 
long  interview  with  him  in  reference  to  the  manner  of  holding  the 
election.  There  was  a  pro]K)sition,  tiien  pending  or  mooted  in  the  con- 
vention, of  holding  the  ekn  tion  for  the  constitution  and  the  State  officers 
separately.  Wr  were  sent  to  confer  with  the  eommanding  general  to 
arrange  some  x>lan  tor  holding  the  election  in  harmony;  we  did  so;  he 
expressed  his  views  very  fully  j  and  while  he  did  not  deny  that  the  con- 
vention had  the  right  to  hold  snch  separate  election  for  State  officers 
and  members  of  the  legislature,  he  thought  it  would  not  be  advisable  at 
the  time  to  do  so.  and  gave  his  r*'as<>ns.  We  then  had  a  conference  with 
him  in  refei'ence  to  appointing  conunissioners  to  be  present  at  the  elec- 
tion and  assist  in  pri>Rer\'ing  oi  der,  and  to  see  how  the  election  was  con- 
ducted, lie  ol)je<-t4'd  to  that  on  the  gi'onnd  that  if  his  registrars  would 
have  control  of  llic  dcetion  he  tlid  not  want  any  other  parties  to  intor 
ferv.  lie  agreed  to  this  proposition,  however,  as  a  compromise,  and  the 
committee  also  agieed  to  it  as  satisfactory;  that  the  commissionei-s  the 
convention  shotild  appoint  should  be  permitted  to  attend  the  election 
as  it  was  held,  and  be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  of  the  elec> 
tion.  We  ean»e  away  and  reported  to  the  convention,  which  acted  upon 
this  sngg(\^ri(>n.  In  the  election  order  published  a  tVw  days  after  that 
by  General  Gillem,  he  entirely  ignore<l  the  uuderstaiitiiiig  wc  had  with 
him,  and  issued  in  his  order  that  no  person  should  be  allowed  in  or  near 
the  polls,  excepting  rnie  person  selected  by  the  registrai's  and  Judges  of 
the  election  from  each  political  party.  The  understanding  we  had  with 
him  was  that  the  ecnnniissioners  ajJiiointed  by  the  comcntiini  should  be 
allowed  to  be  present  at  the  election,  and  alter  the  eleetiori,  when  the 
votes  were  counted. 

Q.  What  effect,  if  any,  had  this  belief  that  General  Oillem  was  op- 
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IM>6ed  to  the  reconstruction  act«  of  Con^ss  on  the  mind  of  the  com- 
lounity,  l>()th  before  and  after  the.  election  1 

A,  I  tliink  it  had  a  very  coTisiih  ruble  effect  to  deter  men  from  raakinif 
representations  when  they  .thought  tlml  tbey  wonbi  )>e  distasteful  to  bim ; 
and  think  that  even  some  of  liis  sutjoidinate  ottieers  weix;  deterred  from 
making  reports  of  these  outrages  atyl  intimidations,  for  the  reason  that 
tbey  did  not  receive  that  attention  which  they  thought  them  entitled  to 
wltrn  Tfi;id('.  That  has  been  my  opniion^  gathered  from  some  of  his 
suboiiiiiiate  otlieers,  imd  more  imrtieulariy  ii'om  those  serving  iu  the 
bureau  depui'tmeut. 

Q.  Do  yoQ  say  that  yon  obtained  this  opinion  finom  officers  themselveaf 

A.  From  officers  connet'ted  with  the  bureau. 

Q.  Have  they  told  you  that  they  wei*e  di'tcrrod  ? 

A.  They  have,  sir;  I  lieard  one  of  the  otlieers,  Major  Corliss,  say  that 
he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  timt  the  fewer  repoits  he  made  of  that 
character  tHe  more  easily  he  would  get  alonf?  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  an  officer.  There  are  some  others  who  hav(^  spoken  in  the 
same  manner  to  me,  mul  tliat  is  one  reason  why  the  Frmlmen's  Bureau 
has  bi't'ome  unpopular  in  the  State.  Oiitriiges  couunitted  and  rejiorted 
were  seldom  investigated,  or,  if  investigated  at  all,  they  were  turned  over 
to  the  dvil  authorities,  wnich  generally  amounted  to  nothing  more  than 
an  ac4piittal ;  that  is  my  opinion,  gathcoied  from  my  own  observations  and 
these  othcei  s  themselves. 

By  Mr.  Nokris  : 

Q.  Havp  flic  intelligent  eolored  men  in  ^Tississippi  regarded  General 
Gillcni  as  ill  sympathy  with  the  freedmeu's  Bureau  I 
A.  liivy  have  not,  sir. 

Q.  Or  as  oiiposed  to  the  objects  of  that  bureau  f 

A.  ^Vil  that  i  have  heard  express  an  opinion  on  this  sulyecthave  said 
that  he  is  opposed  to  them. 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  frequently  heard  \htt  ojiiiiion  expresseil  by  colori'd  men 
iu  the  convention  before  it  a<\journed,  and  since  that  time  in  various 
parts  of  the  State. 

Q.  Who  Imve  you  heard  express  that  opinion  ? 

A.  Dr.  Striu,ir<'r,  Albeit  Johnson,  of  Vieksbnrg,  and  others  whosi* 
names  1  do  not  now  ii  nieiuber;  also  one  named  Howiud,  in  .Jetiei*sou 
county,  and  Mr.  Moore,  iu  Lauderdale  county,  both  very  intelligent  col- 
ored men.  In  all  my  conversation  with  these  parti*  s  and  (  cM  n  s]>ond- 
ence  with  them  this  <»pinion  has  been  exprcssi-d,  that  the  adminis- 
tration of  tli<»  bureau  there  was  (lecide<lly  apdnst  tlieni,  and  they  could 
not  get  matters  investigated  as  tliey  should  be.  This  has  been  the  gen- 
eral complaint  througliout  the  State.  How  &r  this  influenced  the  late 
election  i  am  unable  to  say^  but  am  of  the  opinion  it  did  the  cause  of 
reconstruction  much  damage* 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  Have  you  examined  the  onlers  of  General  (lillem  relative  to  the 
holding  of  the  election,  attached  to  Ap]M'ndix  1»  of  bis  report  ? 

A.  I  do  not  kiiow  that  T  have.  sir.  I  liavc  leail  the  order  that  he 
issued  in  accordaiu-e  with  an  ordinaiu  i-  ol  tiie  convention  tixiug  the 
time  for  holding  the  election. 

Q.  Was  there  any  objection  to  any  order  issued  by  General  Gillem  in 
reference  to  hobling  the  elect i<m  ? 

A.  X(>,  sir.  I  think  the  order  was  very  good,  it  it  lunl  been  canied 
out.  1  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  General  GiUem's 
orders  were  ever  carried  out  fully. 
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Q.  Was  there  or  not  a  good  deal  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
eouvention  and  General  Gillein  i*elative  to  the  powers,  right.s,  and 
dutje.s  of  that  convention,  out  of  whi(th  much  of  the  mistmderstandmg 

between  the  conventii^ii  and  iho  jreneral  r;i<'w  ? 

A.  Yea,  sir  j  theie  W4M*  a  (iiilereuce  of  opinion  on  il»e  question  of  tax- 
ation. 

Q.  The  qaestion  of  providing  for  the  destitute  f 

A.  Tlii8  question  I  do  not  think  ooeupied  any  jMurtieulAr  time  or 

attention. 

Q.  Have  you  read  General  Gille"»'8  report  tUat  was  made  relative  to 
the  proi>osition  that  was  made  to  bim  by  the  convention  asking  his  opin-^ 
ion  a8  to  the  legislative  powers  of  the  convention,  and  the  conditions' 
that  lie  set  forth  in  i'<'i>ort  or  ni>pendix! 

A.  I  liave  not  seen  his  report  j  it  was  never  published  that  1  remem- 
ber, in  full.

BoBEBT  W.  Floubmot  swom  and  examined. 
By  the  Chatrmaw  : 

Question.  How  long  have  yon  resided  in  Mississippi  f 

Answer.  Twelve  years.    I  was  born  in  Ge<n'gia. 

What  means  have  yon  had  within  the  last  year  of  knowing  the 
sentiment  of  the  people  of  Mississippi  couceruiug  the  constitutiou  that 
was  framed  by  the  convention  ? 

A.  I  canva.ssed  a  large  portion  of  the  State  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
and  ratitieation  of  the  constituticni.  In  that  <*anvas8  I  met  thousands 
of  white  and  of  blaek.  In  all  the  appointments  tluit  I  attended,  we 
divided  generally  with  our  46ui<x}^'Atie  friends,  having  generally  as  many 
as  three  speakers  upon  each  side,  and  speaking  for  six  or  eight  hours  in 
aO.  One  or  two  of  the  api)ointments  that  I  attended  were  purely  repub- 
lican, but  in  most  of  the  me<iinfrs  wo  divided  our  time  \\itli  tlie  demo- 
crats. Of  conise  I  made  it  my  business  to  ascertain  the  sentinu-nt  of 
the  people  from  what  I  could  Judge  in  the  geneial  exinessions  of  ap- 
proval  or  disapproval  of  remarks  made,  and  I  took  it  uix)n  myself  to 
converse  freely  with  the  people.  I  am  a  considerable  sort  of  a  negro 
man,  ami  talk  witli  the  neprroes  wherever  T  go.  I  have  never  met  in  all 
my  intereonrse  witli  the  negi-oes  of  Mississi]>pi  but  one  single  negro  who 
professed  to  be  a  democrat,  and  that  was  in  the  town  of  Oxlbid.  He 
was  a  waiter  in  a  hotel,  and  he  informed  me  that  he  was  a  democrat.  I 
tried  to  convert  him  ami  t  liled,  and  left  him  a  democrat.  In  thecounly 
of  Chick ;i saw,  wher*  I  tl  ii  K  1  had  four  different  apiwintments,  there 
seemed  to  be  a  unaniniou.s  verdict  in  favor  of  the  i-atifleation,  by  the 
negroes,  and  there  were  also  some  white  men  there  who  were  in  favor  of 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution — ^but  few.- 

By  the  Chairman  : 

Q.  How  fsffy  in  your  judgment,  was  the  vote  upon  the  constitution,  in 
June  hist,  a  fiUl  and  free  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  people  of  the 

State,  without  improp(»r  inflnrnee.  intimidation  or  force? 

A.  After  Conjii-ess  passed  the  law  permitting  the  vote  of  the  majority 
to  govern,  and  knowing  that  that  was  going  to  call  out  a  very  hut  con- 
troversy in  Mississippi,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  General  Gillem,  in  which 
I  requested  him  to  issue  a  proclamation  to  the  people  of  Mississippi, 
takinj^  strong  groniu!  in  favor  of  free  discussion  as  well  as  of  free  voting, 
I  said  that  I  belie  \  eiL  it  would  preserve  order,  as  thci-e  was  no  power 
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respected  in  Mississippi,  by  tlie  rebel  element,  except  the  i)ower  of  the 
milit^ ;  and  I  said  that  I  thought  a  proclamation  iasaed  by  bim,  stat- 
ing that  he  would  bring  to  punisliment  persons  who  ^iolatetl  the  law, 
would  possibly  l>e  the  nuMiis  of  securinfr  a  ]M*nc(»able  and  general  expres- 
sion of  opinion.  General  UiUein  answered  ine  that  if  anybody  troubled 
me  I  should  let  him  know.  I  considered  that  a  reflection  upon  myself, 
as  it  is  not  my  habit  to  ask  for  protection.  I  therefore  considered  it  a 
))ersonal  iriKTilt.  nml  did  not  trouble  General  Gillem  any  furtlior.  At 
Okalona,  in  riiicknsnw  coiinty,  while  the  sijeakirij,'  w;<s  g-oinpf  on,  some 
pistols  and  bowie  knives  were  drawn  .upon  me  by  white  men,  as  1  was 
,  informed  by  Mt^or  Dennis,  a  donocratic  candidate,  but  who  afterwm^s 
withdrew,  as  he  could  not  take  the  iron-clad  oath.  When  he  told  ni<'  of 
the  fact  I  said  1  did  not  know  T  was  in  sncli  danger;  but  he  said  that 
nevertheless  it  wa.s  a  fai  t,  and  tliat  he  8to]»|K'(l  it.  At  Monroe,  tlu'  next 
point,  alter  the  democrats  ha<l  spoken,  and  when  1  was  going  to  si>eak, 
a  pistol  was  fired,  and  a  distnrbanee  created,  which  dispersed  the  meet- 
ing.  At  Holly  Springs  there  ^\  ;is  a  very  lar^^e  assemblage  of  negroes, 
some  thi*ee  or  four  thousand.  Alter  1  liad  concluded  my  si)eech  and  while 
Captain  Gill  was  sjieaki  na-  a  mob  assaulted  the  speakers  and  broke  Captain 
Clark-8  leg.  Capiuiu  Clark  wai?  oui"  candidate  for  conimissiuuer  of  x)ublic 
schools.  He  was  struck  down  on  tiie  stand.  Oill  was  also  stmck  with 
a  knife,  and  his  clotiies  were  cut,  and  I  think  he  got  a  slight  wound. 
From  that  point  we  went  to  Sarejita.  Tliere  we  divided  time  witli  tbe 
deniocrats.  A  democratic  candidate  for  the  leji-islature  said,  after  the 
time  for  the  democrats  was  out,  that  he  intended  to  speak  and  would 
speak  9A  long  as  he  pleased.  Doctor  Kerr  invited  myself  and  friends  to 
lus  bouse,  and  that  night  at  2  o'clock  Dr  Kerr,  who  was  a  practic- 
ing physician,  wns  called  out  to  attend  a  sick  jH'rson.  Shortly  after  he 
left  the  house  a  jiistol  shot  was  fired,  and  the  doctor  came  bac^k  and  said 
he  was  tired  at  but  he  was  not  stmck.  I  mention  these  fa<'ts  to  show 
some  of  the  intimidation  practice<l  there.  As  I  said  t>efore,  I  never  met 
among  all  the  thou.«uinds  of  colored  people  I  talked  with  in  Mississippi 
more  than  one  colored  man  who  was  a  democrat.  Wherever  they  were 
permitted  to  vote  treely  tliey  voted  for  the  constitution,  and  are  in  lavi>r 
of  it  now,  believing  that  it  woidd  bring  a  better  state  of  things  and  give 
more  protection  to  the  loyal  men.  The  rebels  never  ne(Ml<Mt  pixrtection; 
they  have  had  it  all  the  time;  it  is  (jnly  the  republicans,  the  negroes 
esitecially,  and  a  fe\v'  white  men  like  myself^  who  need  protection. 

By  Mr.  Bingham  : 
Q.  Is  it  your  opiin'on  that  a  decided  majority  of  the  whole  population 

of  Mississipjii  is  in  favor  of  the  constitutiout 
A.  I  have  no  doubt  of  it  in  the  world. 

Q,  If  the  constitution  were  put  in  force  now  and  a  State  government 

organized  under  it,  is  it  your  o])inion  that  a  decided  nmjority  of  the 
people  of  the  st  Mtc  of  Mississippi  would  maintain  that  govemmeat  I 
A.  I  have  no  doul)t  about  it. 

By  Mr.  XoRins: 

Q.  is  it  not  yonv  opinion  tliat  a  very  large  pi"<>portion  of  the  white 
people  of  Mississippi  are  in  lavor  of  the  constitution,  if  they  muki 
express  their  sentiments  t 

A.  I  do  not  believe  any  such  thing.  In  that  1  may  differ  with  my  col- 
leagues. I  i)('lieve  that  a  large  nuijority  of  the  white  peo]dc  of  ^fissis- 
sippi  are  as  ess(^ntiaUy  hostile  to  the  government  of  the  United  States 
us  tlie^  e\  ei'  wviv. 
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By  Mr.  Bingham  : 

Q.  But  there  is    large  body  of  white  people  in  favor  of  itt 
A.  Ther^  are  some  White  men  in  tiie  State  of  Mississippi  who  are  in 
fovor  of  the  constitntion.   I  do  not  pretend  to  say  how  many  tlH>re  are; 

bnt  a  very  Invf^o  majority  of  tliom  ww  opposed  to  tlip  constitution  as 
th(>y  niv  o])])os<'(l  to  the  g<)\ crniiicnt  of  the  United  States,  and  would  be 
very  glad  to  get  a  chance  to  strike  at  it. 
Q.  And  were  for  the  rebellion  t 

A.  Y<\s,  sir;  and  have*heen  ever  since  John  G.  Calhoon  preached  his 

dortinnos  40  y^vn  s  apfo.  MTiat  tliey  mvnn  by  aoquiesceuce  is  not  any 
love  for  the  Uiiiou  J  and  the  wltolo  siM-n't  of  tlieir  dislike  to  what  they 
call  "carpet-baggers,  scaUawugH  and  aiggens,"  is  because  they  believe 
them  to  be  Mendly  to  the  government.

By  Mr.  l^uixs WORTH: 

Q.  If  the  constitution  was  dtn  lared  adopted,  and  a  State  government 
formed  imder  it,  voold  the  people  of  Hiaaisfflppi  be  able  to  maintain  that 

State  ^rovfM  nuHMitt 

A.  If  tlic  Statr  was  to  be  thrown  back  into  u  territorial  <'f>ndition, 
there  would  still  have  U)  be  a  uiilitary  ihrve  kept  there;  and  if  a  8tate 
government  was  established,  there  must  be  protection  for  tlie  loyal  peo- 
ple,  to  enable  them  to  haye  their  tighta. 

By  Mr.  Beooks  : 

Q.  How  many  United  States  troops  would  be  necessary  to  secure  peace 
there  t 

A.  I^nt  a  pent  Tnaiiy,  if  they  were  mixed  a  little  with  the  militia. 

Q.  How  many  * 

A.  I  think  if  the  right  kind  of  men  were  di^ersed  through  the  State, 
with  the  right  kind  of  officer^  some  15  or  20  men  in  each  oonnty  wonld 
be  sufhcient  to  preserve  peace  and  protect  the  rights  of  citizens.  I 
believe  that  in  most  of  t^e  connties  of  the  State  10  or  15  men  wonld  be 

HuftlHont, 

Q.  iSuppose  they  were  not  the  right  kind  of  men,  but  men  like  Greneral 
GiUemf 

A.  I  am  not  disposed  to  make  any  issue  with  General  Gillem.  I  think 

his  administration  has  been  very  injnrion.s  to  tho  cause  of  loyaHy  and 
to  the  loyal  men  tlipre.  I  give  yon  that  as  my  o])inion.  1  do  not  think 
that  mch  a  man  as  Geneiid  Gillem  is  the  right  kind  of  a  niiiu  there. 

Q.  Taking  the  army  officers  of  the  United  States  generally  of  mingled 
political  sentinitMits,  what  amount  of  soldiers  would  be  necessary  to  keep 
peace  in  Mississip))!  f 

A.  There  are  GO  connties  in  the  State.  I  supiwse  that  about  l,iH>0 
United  States  soldiers  would  be  sufficient;  possibly  500. 

Q.  How  many  had  yon  pending  the  election,  under  General  Gillem? 

A.  I  really  do  not  know. 

Q.  Were  thero  not  more  than  a  thouaandt 

A.  Tt  is  possibh;  there  were. 

Q.  x\.nd  3-0U  did  not  have  peace? 

A.  Tliey  were  notdistribntedintheeoimtMS.  Tlierowasthedifflenlly 

alwut  it ;  and  wherever  they  did  go  they  ( ook  sides  against  the  loyal  people. 
There  were  only  a  t<ew  counties  in  the  State  where  the  soldiers  were. 

By  Mr.  Fabnswobth  : 

Q.  If  a  State  government  slioidd  be  set  up  under  this  constitution, 
what  would  be  the  result  at  the  next  election;  unless  the  loyal  people 
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^rere  aided  by  the  military,  wonld  they  be  able,  of  themselves,  to  main- 
tain peace  and  to  secure  a  Mr  election  t 

A.  Not  nnlcHs  thore  were  a  change  of  public  sentiment  fh>m  what  it 
is  now;  though tlic  tnajority  is  in  favor  of  i>oaee,  still  tlic  ic^cl  element 
predoniinat<?s.  I  do  not  think  candidly,  upon  my  oath,  tliai  could, 
without  some  inotectiou,  maintain  our  pot^itiou.  Possibly  liiiugs  may 
alter  in  a  few  years. 

By  Mr.  Nonius; 

Q.  Yon  think  Liiut,  under  these  circumstances,  it  is  uot  possible  to  have 
a  ihir  election  f 

A.  Not  under  the  present  state  af  things ;  the  negroes  there  are  demor- 
alized now.

Witness  appears  and  makes  the  following  statement  iu  relation  to  his 
testimony  gixen  yesterday: 

In  relation  to  the  question  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  Farnsworth  I  wish  to 
oxplaid.  1  have  no  doidit  of  the  ubility  of  the  State  of  Mississi]>pi  to 
maintain  a  loyal  government  there,  if  the  present  constitution  were  to 
go  into  effect.  Bat  I  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying  that,  unless  we 
had  ;i  State  militia  there  for  the  j^reservation  of  the  rights  of  loyal  peo- 
,  it  \v<Mil(l  Iu  ticccssary,  probably,  to  have  some  aid  from  the  military 
of  the  United  States.   That  is  what  I  wished  to  explain. 

r.>  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  The  committee  that  is  now  here  from  Mississippi,  has  it  been  sent 
by  the  c<mvention  or  by  the  committee  of  Ave  ? 

A.  It  is  a  committee  seut  by  a  convention  which  assembled  on  the 
25th  of  November,  in  the  city  of  Jackson.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  committee  of  nve. 

Q.  Sent  by  a  coin  <Mif  ion  of  the  i)eople? 

A.  A  very  larjic  (  (Hucntion  of  the  n'pnblirans  of  the  Stat*'  of  Missis- 
sippi assembled  at  Jackm>n  on  the  25t  h  of  November,  and  we  were  sent 
by  that  convention  as  a  delegation  to  Congress. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  eooBtitutional  convention  f 

A.  I  was  not. 

Washington,  D.  C,  IWcvday,  December  15, 1868. 
Thomas  W.  Btrinoeb  sworn  and  examined. 

Bv  the  Chairman  : 
•  Questiou.  Where  do  you  reside  i 
Answer.  Yicksburg,  Mississippi. 

Q.  Were  yoa  a  member  of  the  late  constitntional  convention  of  Mis- 
sissippit 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  of  the  committee  of  live  ax)pointed  by  that  convention! 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  Mr.  Gibbs's  statement  in  reference  to  the  scene 
that  occurred  at  the  capltol  when  Mr.  Sliarkey  and  others  came  into  i^e 
rooms  of  the  couuuitteef 

A.  1  have. 

Q.  Were  yon  present  npon  that  occasion  f 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  State  what  occurred  at  that  time. 
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A.  On  the  moniiiij;  referred  to  by  Mr,  (iibbs  I  was  in  the  adjacent 
room ;  we  had  three  rooms.  I  was  in  one  of  them,  engaged  with  a  copy- 
ing^ clerk,  when  I  heard  a  great  noifle  in  the  hall.  I  immediately  ran  out 
to  see  what  was  the  matter.  There  were  many  persons  onttTin;:  tlie 
hall.  I  «M»h'r<'(l  tlir  room  where  the  major  ])ai  t  ot'  the  eoinmiftrc  w«Te 
sitting  jiisl  at  tlie  time  that  Judge  Shaikey  auti  some  other  eitizeus*  en- 
tered, and  demonstrations  were  made  that  I  thought  were  alarming; 
indeed,  I  thought  there  would  be  bloodshed  immediately.  They  on* 
terod  as  tlnnigh  they  wore  jroin^^  to  tear  the  whole  committee  to  piece*. 
Xlic  precise  words  made  use  of  by  the  parties  I  do  not  rerolleet,  but  I 
think  them  to  be  in  substance  those  stated  by  Mr.  Gibbs.  i  was  not 
present  when  the  altercation  took  place  between  Mr.  McBae  and  Mr. 
Green,  haying  gone  ont  with  a  note  to  the  commander  of  the  post  for 
assistance. 

Q.  Who  prave  you  the  note! 

A.  The  cliairman,  Mr,  Gibbs,  Such  was  the  manner  of  their  entry 
and  snch  were  their  demonstrations  and  expressions  that  I  considered 
there  was  danger  <rf  bloodshed — imminent  danger. 

Q.  Give  tlte  names  of  any  of  the  party,  except  Governor  Sharkey. 

A.  Mr.  Horton.  Mr.  Potter,  ^\r.  (JreoTi,  Mr.  vSmith,  who  is  tlie  libra- 
rian of  tlie  eaxMtol,  and  another  young  man  naiiied  Uumpbreys,  who 
was,  or  had  been,  a  deputy  shen£ 

Q.  How  many  persons  were  there  who  appeared  to  belong  to  the  party 
entering  the  room  f 

A.  If  1  were  to  judge  from  tliosii  in  the  hall,  whom  1  consider  to  be  • 
connected  with  the  party,  I  should  judge  there  were  30  or  40  persons  in 
all.  The  whole  entranee  to  the  hall  and  rotnnda  was  filled  with  persons, 
and,  as  I  passed  out,  taking  the  note  to  the  t'ommander  of  the  post,  1 
foimd  them  yet  eominf^'  u\)  the  steps,  as  though  it  had  been  a  plan  that 
had  bei  ii  concerted  and  arranged  and  determined  upon  by  the  citizens 
and  parties  concerned. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  statement  made  to  the  committee  of  five,  by 
any  of  these  persons,  indicating  the  purpose  for  which  they  came,  or 
what  they  pr<»po>;ed  to  dof 

A.  1  heard  suuements.  I  cannot  give  the  precise  language  j  but  the 
impression  left  upon  my  mind  was  that  they  were  determmed  to  disi>er8e 
the  committee,  and  their  langmige  left  the  further  impression  that  they 
regarded  the  committee  as  an  Ulegal,  or  rather  a  revolutionary  body. 

By  Mr.  Beok: 

Q.  Was  the  examination  of  witnesses  confined  to  men  of  your  own 
color,  or  tVu]  it  e\te!i<l  to  persons  white  and  bhiek? 

A.  The  examination,  prior  to  the  raid,  was  eoniine(i  to  men  of  my 
CA)lor — men  who  came  forwiird  voluntarily  to  make  their  statements. 

Q.  Were  they  generally  citizens  of  Bankin  county,  or  citizens  of 
Hinds  county! 

A.  They  were  citizens  of  Bankin  counly,  who  came  foward  voluntarily 

and  unsolicited. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  they  got  information  that  you  wci'C  sitting  in 
Hinds  county,  investigating  the  election  in  Bankin  county  t 

A.  Hinds  is  an  acyacent  county  to  Bankin,  and,  of  course,  the  com 
municatioTi  wms  !M»t  very  hard  toefteet.   The  committee  was  sitting,  and 
the  fact  of  tiie  existence  of  tlie  committee  was  known  generally. 

Q.  The  amount  of  solicitation  you  just  assume;  you  cannot  tell  per- 
sonally what  solicitation  was  usedf 

A.  They  came  unsolicited,  so  far  as  the  committee  was  concerned. 
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Q.  So  far  as  you  kuowf 

A.  I  think  I  inay  say  so  with  oertajnty,  becoofle  we  had  not  contem- 
plated anything  of  the  kind. 

By  Mr.  Binohak: 

Q.  State  whether  you  have  tiie  means  of  knowiug,  geuerollyi  the 
opinion  of  your  own  race,  in  Mississippi,  t^^uching  this  matter  of  reoon< 

struction,  and  tbe  reorgaiii/atinu  of  tlio  vStato. 

A.  1  suppose  I  hiiv(%  i)<»rha])s,  a.s  good  means  of  knowiug  their  feel- 
ings upon  that  subjt  ttt  as  any  other  man  has.  i  have  had  the  whole 
State  of  Mi86i8Hip))i  under  my  spiritual  supervision  for  the  last  year,  an 
general  BU])erint«ndent  of  missionsy  and  as  presiding  elder,  and  I  had  an 
opportunity  of  knowing  the  feelin^p^of  our  people. 

Q.  What  is  your  church f 

A.  The  African  Methodist  Epitvcopal  cliurch. 

Q.  State  whether  yon  understand  thiit  the  colored  people  are  in  the 
majority  in  the  State  of  Missiasippif 

A.  I  understand  tliat  they  are. 

Q.  fcitatt*  what  is  your  belief  as  to  the  will  of  that  ra<'e  of  ])('oplo 
touching  the  State  constitution  and  the  reorganiz;ition  ot  the  Stale  of 
Mississippi  under  it  T  . 

A.  The  will  of  the  colored  people  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  is  that 
that  constitution  shall  be  the  organic  law  of  the  State. 

Q.  if  they  had  a  Mr  chance  to  vote  upon  the  question,  liow  would 
they  vote  t 

A.  I  do  not  think  there  would  be  25  who  would  vote  against  the 
constitution  of  the  State. 

ByMr.  Bbooks: 

Q.  You  belong  to  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  church  ! 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  \N  hat  is  the  majority  of  the  colored  people  of  Mississippi,  Baptist 
or  Methotlist  ? 

A.  I  am  not  able  to  say;  I  rather  think  that  the  Methodists  are  in 

the  majority.  They  are  not  all  uiuler  the  control  of  the  African  Metho> 
dist  church ;  some  of  them  are  under  the  control  of  the  Sonth<'rn  ^Tt  tbo- 
dist  church,  and  some  under  the  cotitrol  of  what  they  designate  tlown 
there  as  the  niotlier  church — that  is,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  chmch. 
Q.  Then  you  have  under  your  supervision  only  Methodists  f 
A.  Yes,  sir;  but  I  am  in  constant  communication  with  the  leadin^i 
Baptist  ministers  tbeif,  and  1  believe  I  can  s;iv  with  pn»]»rietv  that 
their  tlock  is  equally  disposed  to  accept  the  constitution  made  by  the 
convention. 

By  Mr.  Norki8: 

Q.  You  have  no  idea  but  that  you  all  agree?  politically  ? 
A.  Politically  we  all  agree;  there  is  no  difference  politically.  Let 
the  constitution  be  submitted  to  them,  and  let  there  be  no  hindrance  in 

the  way,  and  I  <loubt  if  as  many  as  coloietl  men  would  hv  ffMiTH"!  in 
the  State  to  xote  a.irainst  it.  I  only  lia<l  reference  to  the  Mt'tliodist  por- 
tion of  the  colored  people,  but  my  means  of  inloi  niation  were  such  as  to 
warrant  me  in  making  the  statement  as  to  the  whole  coloreil  population 
of  Mississippi.

B>  Ml .  liiNGiiAM : 

Questiou.  suite  whether  you  have  the  means  of  knowing  the  gcnoral 
aentimeiit  of  the  iK'ople  of  tibe  State  of  Miastesipiii  touching  the  consti- 
tution submitted  by  their  re<'ent  convention^ 

AnswiT.  I  linve  canvassed  the  State  considerably,  and  my  jrenend 
knowlcd}::*'  tVoiii  the  masses  of  the  people  that  1  have  mixed  with  is, 
that  they  are  iii  lavor  of  the  ratiticatiou  of  the  constitution.  That  is, 
they  are  in  favor  of  the  admission  of  the  State  under  the  oonstitutiott 
as  framed,  a(h)i)ted,  and  ratified  at  the  last  election. 

Q.  What  is  the  general  sentiment  of  the  colored  people  as  £ar  as  you 
observed  f 

A.  They  are  unanimous. 

Q.  Have  you  reason  to  believe  that  any  considerable  portion  of  the 
coloi'ed  pcHjple  of  Mississippi  would  vote  against  that  constitution  if 
they  were  left  to  exercise  tlieir  own  free  will  on  the  subject? 

A.  Take  the  dem<)<  ratic  iiiliuence  from  the  negro  and  I  do  not  think 
you  would  find  1  out  of  5,000  of  the  colored  people  who  would  vote 
against  the  constitution.  There  might  be  some  few  exceptions. 

Q.  What  about  the  iwor  whites  of  the  Stiite  f 

A.  The  poor  wliites  of  the  State  are  also  in  favor  of  the  constitution^ 
in  favor  of  going  into  the  Union  under  that  constitution. 

Q.  Are  they  not  a  majority  of  the  white  people  f 

A.  They  are  a  voting  majority,  but  they  do  not  vote. 

Q.  Are  tliey  not,  in  point  of  fact^  a  majority  of  the  white  people  of 
Mississippi  i 

A.  Yes,  sir  j  but  when  it  comes  to  lioverty,  we  are  all  equal  in  Missis- 
sippi ;  1  ttiink  the  white  man  is  poorer  than  the  negro. 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  a  migoiily  of  the  poor  white  people  of  Sfissia- 
sippi  are  in  favor  of  the  disfranchisements  contaiDed  in  that  constitu- 
tion f 

A.  I  cannot  say  as  to  that. 

Q.  Are  the  negroes  in  tuvor  of  disfranchisement ! 

A.  Tes,  sir;  and  they  are  in  favor  of  putting  the  disfranchised  out  of ' 

the  State. 

Q.  Do  yon  mean  driviiij;  tliem  away  personally  out  of  the  State  f 
A.  Yes,  sir ;  Iroui  the  manner  in  which  the  negroes  have  been  treated 
in  the  last  election. 

By  Mr.  Bbooks: 

Q.  That  is  your  opinion  t 
A.  That  is  my  opinion. 

Wednesday,  December  16, 1868. 

Geukge  W.  Van  Hook,  having  been  swoni,  made  a  long  statement 
to  the  committee  in  reference  to  the  condition  oi  political  a&irs  in  the 
State  of  MississippL 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Question.  Do  you  believe  that  if  the  constitution  franu»d  l)y  the  conven- 
tion was  submitted  to  the  voters  of  Mississippi,  and  if  they  were  properly 
protected  in  their  right  to  vote,  they  would  ratify  it ! 

Answer.  They  would  adopt  it  under  the  reconstruction  laws  by  a  mq|0r> 
it^-  of  twenty  five  or  thirty  thousand.  I  believe  tiiat  is  universally  con- 
ceded. I  do  not  think  the  opposition  takes  issue  tm  that  question. 
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By  Mr.  Nortuf!: 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  tluit  many  infliu  ntinl  and  iiit('lli<^oiit  white  citi- 
zens of  the  State  would  have  voted  at  the  reeent  election  in  lavor  of  the 
oonstitutioii  if  it  bad  not  been  from  tiieir  fear  of  social  and  business 
ostracism  ? 

A.  Most  tissnredly. 

Q.  And  have  they  not  told  you  that  they  wanted  the  constitution  rati- 
fied, although  they  could  not  vote  for  it  f 

jL  Several  of  tbe  most  influential  gentlemen  of  Mississippi  have  told 
me  00. 

Wkdk Es  1 )  A  \  ,  T>ec€m  her  1 G,  1 808. 

Alston  Mygutt  also  appealed  before  theeominittee,  and  made  alike 
general  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  thinnfs  in  the  State  of  Mississippi. 

The  Hon.  William  L.  Suakkev,  huvuig  been  duly  sworn  by  the 
chahrman  of  the  committee,  testifled  as  follows: 
In  regard  to  the  election  I  know  but  little,  except  from  information. 

r  do  not  know  of  any  unfairness  at  all.  To  all  appearances  it  was  as 
fnirly  couducted  an  t  lcction  as  niiy  I  have  ever  seen.  Now  1  shall  have 
to  state  somewhat  witli  regard  to  what  I  heard  and  sonie  little  that  I 
saw.  I  was  told,  and  I  believe  it  was  true,  that  the  republiciiu  negroes 
generally  went  up  in  «i  column  to  vote,  and  there  was  a  man  stationed 
at  the  head  o(  the  column  who  gave  them  out  their  tickets  as  they  wx*nt 
in.  I  don't  know  that  I  actually  saw  that.  1  saw  the  (  (ilumn,  and  I 
believe  that  that  was  the  mode  adtiptt  d  to  have  tlu^  tickets  hantled  out 
as  they  went  in,  with  the  exception  of  the  negioes  who  voted  on  the 
democratic  side,  and  thei  «*  w  ere  a  gieat  many  of  them,  I  l>clieve,  who 
voted  promiscuously  with  the  white's;  they  ha<l  n<»  ilistinctiims  at  all  as 
I  was  informed;  but  the  others  seemed  to  bescmiewhat  organized.  1  did 
not  witness  the  polls,  indeed  1  did  not  vote  myself.  We  knew  nothing 
o£  frauds  i)er{)etrated  by  the  democtatic  i)arty  at  alL  If  there  were  any 
such,  it  was  unknown  to  us.  I  i-egard  it  as  a  fair  election  as  elections 
usually  are.  I  might  state  \vh;it  T  know  to  he  true.  There  are  a  great 
many  negroes  who  will  vote  the  (Iciikk  ratic  ticket,  which  perliai)s  may 
be  accouuted  tor  in  various  ways.  A  great  manv  (»l  them  U'longed  to 
democratic  masters  heretofore,  and  they  imbibed  the  principle  of  dem- 
ocracy perhai>s  in  them.  I  met  w  ith  sevemi  who  said  they  had  alwajra 
been  doinorrnfs;  and  I  think  a  large  majority,  a  great  many  nt  the  negroes 
in  onr  Slate  are  democrats  bv  instinct.  Tiiev  forme<l  then  (It  inoeratic 
clubs  throughout  the  whole  State,  as  1  was  informed.  They  luwl  negro 
speakers  on  the  stump.  I  believe  there  was  one  man  from  this  city  who 
used  to  stx  ak  to  them,  and  they  had  some  very  good  siieakers  amongst 
them.  I  have  heard  some  (tt  t!i<  in  speak.  They  made  very  fair  sjmmm  Iior 
in  their  plain  way  to  their  o\\  u  jiettple.  They  had  veiy  guod  arguments, 
some  of  tliem.  Tiie  loyal  leagues  there,  as  I  believe,  prevented  the  uegn>e8 
from  going  out  to  join  general  meetings,  except  democratic  negroes. 

By  Mr.  NOKBis : 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  the  loyal  leagues  prevented  the  negroes  fti>m 
attending  these  meetings  ? 
A.  1  do  not  know.  I  heard  it  so  remarked. 

ByMr.  Beok: 

i^.  Do  yon  know  what  the  special  objections  an^  to  this  constitution  t 
A.  1  talked  with  sotne  negnH's  ;ilM»nt  their  ohjecti<ms  to  the  consti- 
tution.  1  will  premise  my  stalemeut  on  that  subject  by  I'emaikiug 
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that  there  is  a  state  of  good  feeling  existing  between  the  whites  aiul 
uegroes  iu  our  State;  there  is  rather  close  Meudship;  and  they  doirt 
understand  wby  tbe  whites  sboold  be  derived  of  the  right  of  Toting. 
They  feel  that  there  is  somethuigr  snspicioas  about  it  They  admitted 
that  the  whiti'.^  mulerstood  Tiinic  of  the  nature  of  the  government  than 
they  did ;  and  1  think  that  the  great  objeetiou  was,  that  the  constitution 
disfranchised  a  gi-eat  many  of  the  white  men.  The  negroes  are  opx)osed 
to  that^  that  is,  bo  fiEir  as  I  heard.  I  understood* that  that  objection  was 
very  generaL  There  were  other  oT))(M  tion8  to  the  constitution,  which  I 
need  not  enumerate;  but  the  frioTidly  feeling  which  exists  between  the 
whites  and  the  negroes  in  our  Statf  has  induced  thv  n«  jrr(H's  to  co-op<>rate 
with  the  whites.  Well,  1  will  add  another  fact,  th.u  ihe^  have  been  very 
badly  treated  by  some  northern  men  who  have  gone  there ;  there  is-no 
doubt  of  tliat,  and  they  have  become  suspicious.  When  a  northern  man 
<r<H»s  there  they  will  suspect  him  at  once.  I  think  that  is  the  general 
teeliug.    1  have  heard  some  remaiks  of  that  mnt  myself. 

Q.  l8  it  a  la<;t  that  while  the  negroes  themselves  demand  the  right  of 
suffirage,  they  also  desire  that  it  should  be  universal  to  the  whites  as  well 
as  blacks  I 

A.  That  is  my  impressiori.  sir.  I  have  heard  that  sentiment  expressed. 
How  general  it  may  be  1  cannot  tell  you,  excei>t  from  rumor.  It  was 
supposed  that  was  the  general  objection  on  the  part  of  the  negroes,  owing 
to  tine  good  feeling  existing  between  the  whites  and  the  negroes.  They 
did  not  understand  why  the  white  men  were  excluded  from  voting.  And 
th«'i  »'  is  another  reason,  and  that  is  that  thej-  know  if  that  state  of  things 
siiould  exist  in  the  country  it  woiUd  bring  trouble,  and  they  are  anxious 
to  avoid  that. 

Q.  Will  you  now  state  whether,  from  all  the  information  you  have, 
this  proposed  constitution  was  fairly  defeated  in  the  State  ? 

A.  I  think  if  was  fairly  <l<'feated,  sir.  At  a  ^^eneral  j'lectinTi  1  think 
tiiere -would  probably  be  some  little  attempting  of  fraud  on  both  .-sides  j 
but,  as  far  as  we  eoiud  learn  from  actual  fhcts,  there  was  no  unfairness 
in  the  election  any  more  than  at  any  general  election,  unless  you  eall 
that  unfairness  which  placed  men  at- the  head  of  the  polls  and  gives  Ottt 
tickets.    That  1  believe  was  done. 

What  would  be  the  efi'ect  ui>ou  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  your 
Btate  by  the  enlbroement  of  this  constitulaon  upon  the  people  f 

A.  I  cannot  say,  Mr.  Beck.  My  opinion  is  that  it  would  l>e  very  dis- 
tasteful to  onr  people,  they  ltnviii<j:  voted  ajjainst  it.  They  think  that 
they  voted  lairly  against  it^  and  they  don't  want  it  put  upon  tliem. 

ByMr.  NmjKis: 
Q.  The  colored  or  white  iM'(i]v1e,  or  both  ? 

A.  I  think  the  colored  and  white  both.   1  assuie  you  there  aie  a  great 
many  colored  people  who  voted  against  this  constitution. 
Q.'  Tin  y  are  oppo.sed  to  it  because  it  gives  them  suf&agef 
A.  That  is  one  of  their  (►l)j('eti<>ns.    The  speakers  have  presented 
others,  and  1  think  it  would  be  distasteful  to  many  of  the  blacks  as  well 
as  whites. 

Q.  It  is  distastefhl  to  them  because  it  guarantees  their  own  rights  f 
A.  Tee,  sir;  they  don't  want  their  rights  in  that  way  now;  I  speak  of 

the  democratic  portion  of  negr<H  s  of  course,  sir,  and  that  is  a  v<ny  large 
portion.  The  otliers,  I  sn])pose,  would  like  to  have  it,  and espeeially  some 
men,  who  are  trying  to  force  it  upon  liicni,  would  like  to  have  it  because 
they  expect  to  get  office  under  it.  I  think  it  would  be  very  distasteful 
to  the  people;  and  that  is  not  all.  I  am  not  sure  but  what  it  would  bo 
haeardous  to  force  that  constitution  upon  them. 
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Q.  lu  other  words,  the  white  people  would  not  snhmitf 

A.  It  woidd  ppodii(  <^  a  bad  estate  of  feeling,  jierhapa  troubto:  I  don't 

know  of  any  organization  that  would  resist  it|  bat  I  have  hearo  that  it 

would  ho  rosisted,  sir,  Irom  republicans. 
Q.  By  republicans  f 

A.  Some  of  them  would  oppose  it,  sur.  Yon  are  aware,  sir,  that  some 
of  the  republicans  aie  very  conservative,  and  are  opposed  to  this  con- 
stitution. For  instniKc,  Ttid  jt'Joffrards,  who  is  a  man  of  hi^h  character, 
and  a  reimblicafi,  and  is  against  it.  I  do  not  undertake  to  say  it  would 
be  resisted  at  all,  but  it.  would  pixiduce  a  gi-eat  deui  of  trouble  j  i  know 
of  no  organization  that  would  reeiat  it  at  aU^  but  I  should  regrot  to  see 
it  inipos(>d  upon  the  people,  because  it  would  produce  an  unquiet  state 
of  feding. 

I  do  not  think  that  negro  Hutfmgo  there  is  a  great  objection.  Our 
people  mingled  with  Uie  negioc**,  talked  with  them,  s])okc  with  them, 
and  in  many  cases  promised  them  the  right  of  snilhige,  iind  were  willing 
to  give  it.  I  didnot.  In  the  conversations  I  had  with  the  negioes  1  told 
rliriii  I  was  opposed  to  it;  T)nt  1  whs  o|>posed  to  nuiveisnl  suffrage  to 
wiiite  men:  T  M'onld  give  them  the  same  rights  as  \\lnte  men  when  they 
got  a  tnu  t  of  land  in  the  country j  that  1  would  not  give  them  univer- 
sal suffrage  under  any  circumstances,  and  for  that  reaaon  opposed  their 
v(»ting.  I  found  them  rational  on  that  subject,  a  great  many  of  them. 
Btit  as  to  resisfinu:  tlie  coustitntioii,  sir.  T  eauttot  speakoi'itexoept  as  to 
the  geiieral  discontent  that  it  would  produce. 

By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  If  a  constitution  was  sulnnitted  admitting  the  right  of  all  men  to 
vote,  white  and  black,  sinking  out  the  disfranchisements  and  waking 
the  power  of  taxation  less  onerous,  do  you  believe  the  people  of  Missis- 
sippi would  adopt  such  a  constitution  f 

A.  I  am  inclined  to  think  so.  The  domoeratie  ])arty  is  rommitted  to 
the  negro  suffrage  ((uestion — eoomutted  themselves  publicly,  and  I  don't 
think  they  object  to  it. 

By  Ml.  Paine: 

Q.  Suppose,  (ri)vernor  Sharkey,  that  your  appreliensions  of  resistjmce 
to  the  consliiution  were  to  be  realized,  what  do  you  tliink  ol  the  ability  of 
the  government  to  put  it  down  f  . 

A.  They  would  not  rel>el  againstthegovernnnrntof  the  United  States, 
sir:  there  is  nothing  of  rcbelliou  there  airainst  the  govornment  of  the 
l  iiilrd  States.  T  d<i  not  s])eak  of  relu'llion  now  as  a  certain  lact.  sir; 
it  IS  a  mei  (*  diHluetion.  1  have  hciinl  men  s^R^ak  of  it.  One  of  the  judges 
of  the  snpi  eme  court  there,  who  is  a  republican,  told  me  that  if  tiiis  con- 
stitution was  adopted  it  would  be  the  cause  of  bloodshed.  He  Uvea  in 
a  <lifl"erent  county.  He  was  app<>int<*d  by  tlie  military  commander  there 
as  a  judge.  He  ha«  been  living  in  the  iState  a  long  time.  I  was  told, 
sir,  by  a  United  States  officer,  that  in  case  that  governnment  was  forced 
upon  the  ]>eople  that  all  the  men  he  had  thero  would  not  prevent  trouble- 
By  Mr.  Xuiiuis; 

Q.  What  were  the  sympathies  of  that  ofticer  ! 
A.  I  think  he  was  a  republican. 

By  Mr.  Boutwell: 
Q.  Who  washef 

A.  T  wonld  rather  be  excused firom  stating  who  he  was. 
<  Q.  i  thiiU£  we  have  a  right  to  know. 
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A.  The  gentleman  was  here.  It  was  Colonel  Biddle.  He  preferred 
Grant  in  Uie  election.  He  did  not  like  Seymour.  That  was  only  a 
rennirk  made  in  conversation.  I  don*t  know  that  he  believed  what  he 
said.  But  Judire  Sharkclford  n^ally  did  tell  me  tliat  ifth.it  eonstitotion 
was  foiled  iiiK)n  tlie  j)eoi)lo  it  would  be  the  eausi*  of  bloodshed. 

Q.  Uave  yon  received,  governor^  any  infonnatloii  wfthr^sard  to  what 
took  place  at  or  about  the  time  of  the  election  in  La£ftyette,  Rankin,  or 
De  Soto  counties  t 

A.  Xo  ;  I  have  no  information  from  there  except  general  information. 

Q.  What  was  your  general  information  ii^  regard  to  the  character  ol 
the  election  in  thcwe  oonnties  t 

A.  I  heard  tli at  it  was  all  fair,  sir.  There  were  no  complaints  of  frauds 
there,  ao  &r  as  I  knew  anything  about  it. 

By  Mr.  Bbok  : 

Q.  How  far  is  Jackson  county  firom  Bankin  county! 
A.  Just  joining — across  the  river. 

ByHr.NoBBiS: 

Q.  T  understood  you  to  say  you  thoujafht  the  constitution  was  fairly 
defeiited,  and  yet  yon  know  nothing  of  the  election  iixun  personal  knowl- 
edge ? 

A.  1  told  you  I  spoke  from  genenU  impressions,  and  from  rumor  from 
*   various  quarters. 

By  Mr.BBAHAlf: 

Q.  Did  you  not  hear  from  the  other  side  any  complaints  of  fraud  t 
A.  No,  sir ;  nothing  about  fraud.  I  will  tell  you  all  that  I  know  about 
the  manajjement  of  the  other  sido,  sir,  in  connection  with  this  ni;itt(^r. 
I  know  tlicrc  was  a  comiiiittcc  consistiiiij:  of  republicans  sitt in «>■  for  alon^ 
time  at  .lacksou,  iu  the  capiti>l ;  they  iiad  rooms  thei'e,  and  daily  there 
were  seen  flocks  of  negroes  going  there  from  Kankin  county,  just  across 
the  river,  which  had  voted  its  17,000  (I  believe)  democratic  votes  nuyor 
ity.  And  these  flocks  of  iicj^roes  excited  the  suspicions  of  our  i>cople, 
and  I  state  from  hearsay,  from  what  I  was  informed  by  genth  incu,  that 
I  believe  that  they  had  applied  two  or  three  times  to  this  committee  to 
.  be  present  and  cross-examine  them,  which  privilege  was  reftised.  Iu 
that  way  they  wen?  going  on  from  day  to  day,  examining  negroes  from 
llankin  connty.  One  day  I  was  walking  down  tho  street,  and  nonie  «ren- 
tlemen  remarked  to  me :  "  There  is  a  flock  of  negroes  going  up  to  the 
committee  room ;  let  us  go  up  and  see  what  they  are  doing."  I  walked 
up  with  them.  We  got  up  to  a  committee  rooni,  rather  there  were  two 
rooms  ;  the  first  room  that  we  apjjroached  there  wjvs  one  gentleman  sit- 
ting: in  it ;  1  don't  tc!io\r  whohe was.  Hehadanegro  woman  there,  and 
was  taking  her  atlidavit. 

Q.  Before  you  get  to  that  point  I  would  like  to  renew  my  question 
again ;  yon  saw  or  overheard  all  this  talk,  but  heard  no  complaints  on 
the  other  side  ? 

A.  I  heard  general  complaints  of  fraud ;  ndtliin^^  more  than  general. 

Q.  What  induced  you  to  say,  then,  that  you  tiiought  the  elections  were 
fair.  I  understand  yon  to  say  that  your  knowledge  arises  chiefly  from 
hearsav  T 

A.  that  is  all. 

Q.  Whilst  you  heard  from  one  side  that  the  election  was  fair,  did  not 
you  hear  intimations  on  the  other  side  that  it  was  not  so  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  what  indueed  you  to  say  that  in  your  jadgmcnt  it  waaflurf 
Sic 
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A.  Ob,  as  far  as  I  kuow  it  was  fair. 
Mr.  XoKBis : 

Q.  I  took  down  your  language,  and  you  said  you  believed  the  cousti- 
tation  vas  fsaxiy  defeated  f 
A.  YeSy  sir;  I  am  bonnd  to  believe  that 

By  Mr.BBAjujf: 
Q.  Yon  did  not  have  as  much  eommimieatioii  with  the  oiber  side  as 

with  \^n^Y  (»wii  ? 

A.  [\M  lta[)s  that  inuy  tn^  tme ;  but  as  to  frauds,  I  don't  know  of  any 
factd.  1  was  about  to  state  what  occurroU  in  the  coomiittc^e  room.  In 
the  flrat  Toom  we  approached  there  was  a  man  sitting,  and  a  negro  woman 
leaning  on  the  table,  in  this  way.  He  was  taking  down  her  deposition,  I 
8U])i)08e.  The  door  was  slaimncd  to  on  us,  and  it  wan  pushtni  opt»n  by 
some  one  of  the  gentlemen  along  with  as,  and  an  ctl'ort  was  made  to 
shut  it  again }  with  that  there  was  a  general  rush  in  to  get  a  grab  at  the 
affidavit  he  was  taking.  He  attempted  to  tear  it  np. 

By  Mr.  BovTWBiX: 

Q.  Who  were  these  two  or  three  gentlemen  that  came  np  with  yon  T 

A.  1  think  tlicrc  were  three  or  four  (vf  ns  starU-d  to^iX'thcr.  rcihaps 
tluav  was  some  crowd  followed.  A  lar^c  man  ^rabbvil  at  the  alUdavit 
and  got  it  awayj  1  don't  know  where  it  is;  1  have  never  seen  it.  We 
then  went  on  to  the  committee  room  proper :  there  the  comndttoe  were, 
and  some  negroes  were  about  the  door.  I  asked  one  of  thenegioes: 
"  What  are  yon  doin^^  lierr  ?"  He  said :  "  I  don't  know,  sir;  they  told  us 
that  \\v  nuist  all  nnne  htav.''  1  said:  What  did  you  couu*  forl^  He 
replied:  "-l  don't  know,  sir."  W^ith  that  Genend  Whaiton  went  into  the 
committee  room  and  said  we  had  come  there  as  a  committee,  toof  and 
they  claimed  the  right  to  be  there  alone^  and  words  ensued.  1  very  soon 
left  the  room;  perhaps  I  was  inteniiMTate  in  my  lanjruage;  I  dare  say  I 
was,  for  I  felt  exasperated;  I  thought  the  thing  was  uulair;  I  left  the 
room,  and  several  others  left ;  but  one  of  our  party  wanted  to  kuow  the 
name  of  an  individual  who  refosed  to  give  his  name  and  drew  a  pistol 
and  tried  to  fire  at  Mr.  Green,  as  I  understood.  The  pistol  was  knocked 
up,  perhaps,  and  the  crowd  then  dispersed.  ^Iv.  Green  went  and  had  a 
warrant  issued,  and  arrested  this  man  who  tbew  the  pistol;  he  was 
arrested  hy  civil  authority,  and  taken  down  to  eourt ;  I  went  down  to 
the  court  after  it  had  orgaiused  quietly  and  peaceably;  very  few  persons 
were  present;  a  witness  was  on  the  stand;  I  siit  for  a  few  minut<es,  and 
then  went  off';  there  were  two  jnstii*es  on  the  Ihmk  Ii  presiding;  after- 
wards I  understi)od  that  a  military  order  came  to  arrest  the  witnesses 
and  discharge  the  prisoner;  I  dont  know  whether  he  was  discharged  or 
not,  but  1  believe  the  witnesses  were  anested ;  some  of  them  told  me 
they  had  been  taken  before  a  military  officer  and  i)an»le<l ;  I  wjis  not 
arrested  myself,  exeej)t  in  this  way  ;  1  had  gone  home  in  the  evening, 
andaeivil  ollieer  eame  and  notified  me  to  attend  at  the  city  htdl  the 
next  day ;  but  there  were  two  or  three  gentlemen  arrested  by  order  of 
the  military,  and  I  believe  they  wero  paroled.  That  isaltout  the  history 
of  that  atiair  at  Jackson.  TliciXJ  was  no  riot  on  our  part  at  all.  Thei-e 
was,  [K*rhaps,  iiit4MM|M'ra(e  l;uimia<^'e  us«*d  on  both  si(h's,  "No  assault  was 
matle,  except  by  this  luun  who  hud  the  pistol,  ssoi  one  of  us,  i  suxitK>se, 
had  an  arm,  or  more  than  a  penknife,  about  us. 

ByMr.BEAMAK: 

Q.  ^^'as  this  man  who  had  the  instol  one  of  your  committee? 

A.  No,  sir;  one  of  the  committee,  or  at  lejist  I  suppose  he  was;  he 
was  sitting  there  in  the  crowd;  Jiis  name  Xdont  kuow.  Well,  sir,  .Colonel 
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Biddle,  the  coininander  of  the  post,  was  not  at  home  at  that  time ;  when 
he  came  home  the  matter  was  investigated  a  little,  and  he  thought  there 
were  not  Baffident  uroimds  to  take  any  furtber  steps  in  it,  and  it  was 
dropped. 

By  Mr.  Botjtwbll  : 

Q.  Did  yon  understand  the  character  of  this  committee  olBciaUy  t 

A.  I  did  not.  sir;  it  was  a  oommittre  aj>])oint<:'d  by  the  convention  to 
take  testinu>!i\  in  nigard  to  the  «'l»'(  tion;  i  don't  know  what  tht  ii  dmr- 
acter  waii.  i  luive  been  iuforme<l  by  two  gentlemen  that  they  applied  to 
the  committee  to  be  present  and  cross-examine  the  witnesses. 

Q.  What  was  your  precise  purpose  in  going  there f 

A.  Merely  as  spectators,  to  looiL  on,  having  seen  a  crowd  of  negroes 
going  there, 

Q.  1  understood  you  to  sa^  lliai  General  Wharton  announced  to  the 
persons  in  the  committee  room  that  you  came  there  as  a  committee  t 
A.  Yes,  sir;  we  felt  as  much  ri^ht  to  go  there  a  committee  as  they. 

Q.  By  what  power  Nvore  you  authorized  t 

A.  It  was  a  mere  declaration,  a  mere  remark  of  bis,  without  uutJiority. 
These  crowds  of  negroes  biid  been  seen  going  up  to  that  room  day  after 
day,  and  as  I  said  they  would  not  allow  any  person  to  cross  examine,  and 
so  we  thought  we  would  go  uj)  there ;  and  when  we  found  the  negro  at. 
the  door  giving  the  answer  that  he  <lid,  and  seeing?  the  men  sitting 
thei-e,  and  the  treatment  we  received  at  the  first  room,  perhaps  we  used 
intemperate  language,  being  excited ;  the  assault  was  made  by  the  com- 
mittee by  the  dntwing  of  the  pistol. 

By  Mr.  Beamam  : 

Q.  Was  that  before  the  paper  was  seised  t 

A.  No,  sir;  it  was  after. 

Q.  Did  you  not  regard  that  as  an  assault! 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  It  wiis  seized  violently,  was  it  not! 
A.  I  did  not  see  the  operation. 

By  Mr.  Paine: 

Q,  What  was  the  occasion  of  the  raising  of  the  j^stolY 

A.  The  precise  occasion  I  cannot  tell ;  I  was  not  in  the  room;  this  Mr. 

Green  was  very  anxious  to  Uiunv  this  man's  name  for  some  reason  ^vliidt 
I  do  not  know,  and  lie  interrogated  several  persons  around  tbei'e,  ""VN  hat 
is  that  gentlemaii\s  name  ?"  I  left  the  room  beiore  the  pistol  was  drawn 
by  this  man. 

Q.  Yon  did  not  state,  as  of  your  own  knowledge,  that  the  demand  of 
his  name  was  the  reason  of  his  drawing  the  pistol  1 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  You  do  not  know,  then,  what  was  the  reiisoii  be  raised  the  pistol  t 
A.  I  do  not,  sir,  unless  they  became  excited  at  our  appeaiance  there,, 
and  determined  to  defend  themselves,  thinking,  perhaps,  we  were  there 
for  the  purpose  of  assaulting  them,  which  was  not  true. 

By  Mr.  BouTWiSiX: 

Q.  How  many  persons  were  there  who  went  with  yon  or  rvei  e  pi'eaentt' 
A.  T  cannot  tell  you  j  1  rather  think  four  of  us  started  together. 
Q.  Who  were  they  f 

A.  Myself,  General  Wharton,  Mr.  Green,  and  perhaps  Mr.  Potter. 
Q.  Will  you  tell  us  the  conversation  which  yon  four  gentlemen  had  iiot 
reference  to  this  visit  t 
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A.  Tlie  latter  remaiked  to  nie^  "  See,  tliere  is  a  flock  oi  negroes  going 
up:  let  us  go  up  and  sec  what  tiiey  are  doing." 
.  Q.  Yon  biid  no  nnderetanding  as  to  what  you  should  do  1 

A*  O  no,  sir ;  if  tliey  had  Imn  civil  to  ns  I  dare  say  we  aliould  have 
been  as  civil  as  tbey  were. 

By  Mr.  I^obbis  : 

Q.  Then  you  charge  the  assault  upon  the  committee f 
A.  1  tlioufilit  so;  I  thonp:ht  the  drawing  of  a  pistol  was  a  civil  offence 
against  our  statutes,  and  for  tliat  tlie  party  was  arrested. 

By  Hr.  Paihb  : 

Q.  Yon  say  yon  do  not  know  why  it  was  drawn  T 
A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

(^>.  T>i(l  iu\y  one  of  the  four  pff^Tiflemen  wlio  w^Mit  to  flic  committee 
room  say,  in  substance,  to  the  cuiuniittee,  or  in  piesence  of  the  eomniit- 
tee,  that  the  coumiittee  were  a  set  of  conspirators,  or  that  they  were  an 
nncons^tutional  organization  1 

A.  I  dare  say  tliey  may  have  said  that  they  were  a  set  of  conspirators; 
I  may  have  said  that  mysplf. 

Q.  Was  that  remark  in  I'cgard  to  tiie  committee  made  x>revioiis  to  the 
drawing  of  this  pistol  f 

A«  Ye3,  sir. 

Q.  What  led  to  that  remark;  what  occurrod,  or  what  was  said? 

A.  Well,  sir,  we  saw  them  sitting?  there  with  negroes  around  the  door; 
I  ha<l  asked  a  nej»To,  when  we  went  in,  what  they  were  doing  there,  and 
Ihe  said  he  did  not  know. 

Q.  Did  the  negro  make  any  other  remark  f 

A.  No,  sir;  his  langiinfro  wns  ahont  this:  I  said,  ''Wliat  are  you  doing 
hero,"  to  whieh  he  replied,  1  don't  know,  sir;  they  told  ns  that  we  must 
all  come  here."   Said  I,    What  for!"   Said  lie,    I  tloirt  kji«>w,  sir.'* 

Q.  Was  it  this  remark  of  the  committee  that  led  to  tiie  accosatlon 
:  against  the  committee  f 

A.  So  far  as  I  was  concerned,  I  think  it  was.  T  have  no  donlit  but. 
perhaps,  we  ^rot  a  little  intenjpcratc  on  tlic  occasion  in  on i  language,  but 
there  was  no  preconcerted  assault,  or  anything  of  the  kind. 

i).  How  many  persons  do  yon  think  were  in  attendance  or  about  the 
committee  rooms  at  that  time  who  were  not  of  the  committee  and  not 
•including  the  negroes? 

A.  Not  a  great  many. 

Q.  Were  there  20 1 

A.  There  may  have  been,  possibly. 

Q.  Were  there  not  other  persons  who  were  knowing  of  your  visit  be- 
forehand ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  ofj  they  saw  us  going  up,  and,  1  supi)ose,  followed 
:  after  us  from  curiosity. 

Q.  Was  not  this  action,  whatever  the  object  of  the  committee  may 
have  been,  such  jis,  under  the  cinnnnstances  existing  in  Jackson,  calcu- 
lattMi  to  excite  the  apprehensions  of  the  committee  as  to  what  your  pur- 
pose was!  ♦ 

A.  O  no,  sir;  we  did  not  go  there  armed. 

Q.  Was  not  your  presence  there,  and  the  conversation  which  you  used 

A.  It  mav  have  alarmed  them  a  little.  I  don't  know  as  there  was  any 
ground  for  it. 

1  was  going  on  to  state,  as  I  had  been  spoken  to  by  some  gentleman

ill  regard  to  the  plan  tliat  CoTign  ss  slionld  pursiK*,  our  greatest  desire  i« 
Ut  have  this  coiistitutioa  rejfcct*id.  W  e  do  uot  want  that  forced  upon  uh. 
I  have  heard  aproviaionkl  govenimeDt  spoken  of,  but  I  believe  the  people 
would  be  better  satisfied  with  aiiotlier  call  for  a  conventiou  than  aoy- 
thintrelse.  1  do  not  know  thnt  tltcv  wouhl  be  satisfied  with  anything 
short  of  that.  Of  course  you  know  that  I  am  opposed  to  the  whole  of 
the  reconstruction  pUm,  and  don't  speak  from  myx>wn  preferences  at  all. 
I  thinly  it  would  give  better  satisflBction  to  the  people. 

By  Mr.  Norkis  : 
Q.  You  mean  tiie  wliite  people  t 

A.  And  probably  the  itegioes,  too.  The  colored  men  are  as  much 
opposed  to  the  constitution  m  the  white  men  are,  sir— some  of  them.  I 

am  rather  ineliiied  to  think,  sir,if  another  convention  was  eiiHed  it  would 
be  more  acceptable  to  the  people  than  anything  else  that  is  likely  to  be 
done. 

By  Mr.  Bot  twell: 
Q.  Do  you  think  iliat  would  be  preferred  to  the  reassembling  of  the 
old  convention  f 
A.  0|  decidedly,  sir. 

By  Mr.  JBTobbib: 

Q.  Wliat  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  white  people  of  the. 

State  at  the  present  time,  whether  they  are  law  abidinnft 

A.  Well,  sir,  we  have  got  a  good  government  there  now  as  a  military 
government  can  be.  The  militaiy  are  in  command.  Don't  you  perceive 
we  are  a  most  peaceable  people  thronghont  the  whole  State  t  Well,  sir, 
I  will  answer  yoift*  question,  and  for  that  purpose  1  will  go  a  little  back. 
You  are  perhaps  aware  that  I  was  appointed  to  reorganize*  the  State 
government  there  by  the  President,  a  pu.siliou  which  1  accepted  very 
relucUmtly.  However,  I  did  accc'pt  it,  and  went  back  to  Mississippi, 
and  found  then,  sir,  a  very  universal  feeling  of  acquiescence  in  the  result 
of  aftairs,  and  I  would  say  a  feeling  of  regret.  The  peojile  regretted 
what  they  had  done.  Very  many  came  to  me  and  said  they  were  very 
sorry  they  had  uot  followed  my  advice.  They  said,  "We  have  got 
into  trouble  here,  and  we  want  to  get  back  into  the  United  States  and 
live  in  peace  and  harmony."  I  think  that  ^^  a  t  lie  genend  feeling.  There 
may  have  been  occasional  exee^itions.  Well,  sir,  we  went  on  to  orjran 
ize  a  «^overnnient.  1  did  it  on  my  own  plan,  and  the  jieople  were  satislied, 

Sertectiy  satislied,  with  the  govenimeni.  They  emaucixmted  the  iiegr<ie8 
J  our  new  constitution,  and  I  dare  say  they  woold  have  voted  the  right 
of  suffrage;  but  that  question  was  not  mooted  at  all,  as  far  as  I  know, 
and  the  ])eople  were  sntistied  w  itii  that  government.  Tliey  went  on  to 
elect  their  representatives  anil  senators  t^j  Coiifrress,  and  State  (►th<'ers, 
and  they  thought  then  they  were  entitled  to  be  admitted.  They  had 
given  up  aU  their  ideas  of  secession.  Secession  was  then  generally 
odious  in  the  State.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  it  was  at  that  time 
odious.  Even  the  old  secessionists  them.selves  admittcMl  tlmt  it  was  a 
most  grievous  error,  and  1  do  not  think  1  assert  anything  untrue  in  say- 
ing that  tliev  had  abandoned  all  idea  of  secession. 

By  Mr.  Patne: 
Q.  Upou  what  do  you  found  that  opiuion  t 

A.  From  my  conversation  with  pames*  I  conversed  witli  them  verj 
freely,  from  the  fact  that  it  was  known  I  had  not  been  a  secessionist  and 
was  violently  opposed  to  it. 
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By  Mr.  Noreis  : 

Q.  Do  you  think  they  were  peaceably  disposed  because  they  were  cou- 
Teited^  or  because  they  had  been  conquered  t 
A.  1  doirt  know,  sir.  They  confessed  ttaear  eiiror,and  were  Teiy  sorry 

they  had  not  taken  my  advice. 

Q.  Do  you  thiuk  they  wei*e  sorry  because  ul  its  euoiiuity,  oi  its  wick- 
edness t 

A.  I  think  so.   I  thmk  a  great  many  of  them  were.   I  think  there 

were  some,  very  few,  who,  notwithstanding  they  were  defeated,  adhered 
to  the  rijjht  of  .secession,  Intt  it  was  a  very  small  nninbor.  As  a  {^cnoral 
thing,  sir,  seccssiou  had  bcconu^,  iii  my  opinion,  odious  iu  that  State.  The 
})ex)ple  talked  to  me  veiy  freely,  because  my  positicm  was  a  pecnUar  one ; 
I  was  not  only  the  governor  of  the  State,  but  hiid  taken  a  very  active 
pnrt  njiaiiisf  sccossioTi.  Such  wns  tho  ]mblic  feeling  when  they  sont  tlieir 
rl'I>^'S('Ilati^  :nid  s«>nat4)i\<t  to  Congress^  and  it  would  have  remained 
so,  sir.  hatl  tiiey  been  a<iuiitted. 

Q.  If  that  is  true,  why  did  not  the  people  choose  loyal  men  instead  of 
tlioee  who  had  been  identified  with  the  rebellionf 

A.  Tliat  is  a  quostioti  I  cannot  answj^r.  ^lilitary  popnlarity  is  some- 
thing. 1  will  state,  sir,  that  in  the  main  they  were  linal  men.  The 
majority  of  them  had  not  beeu  setx'ssiouists.  I  have  ne\er  been  u 
secessionist.  My  colleagne  was  a  Union  man  at  the  beginning. 

Q.  That  is  not  true  of  th(>  other  States  genmlly  t 

A.  1  do!i't  know,  sir.  Whilst  I  W[i8  governor,  and  when  the  election 
came  on,  1  sent  word  throughout  the  State  generally,  to  elect  no  man 
who  was  not  a  Union  man  originally,  lu  the  main  they  conformed  to  it, 
sir.  Perhaps  there  were  some  exceptions.  Some  of  those  membersof  Con- 
gress were  in  the  army ;  but  it  would  take  a  great  wlnle  to  explain  the 
reasons  whieh  oyiei  atetl  on  men's  minds.  They  were  all  forced  to  acqui- 
esce to  a  certain  extent,  and  being  young  men  they  had  to  take  their 
share  in  it.  T  don't  think  there  was  a  regular  seeessiouist  among  them. 
There  may  have  been,  possibly,  but  I  cannot  call  any  such  to  mind.  I 
know  my  colleague  was  a  I'nicui  man.  lie  went  into  the  army,  to  Iw 
sure,  but,  like  others,  he  was  probably  compelled  to  do  it.  I  don't 
know  what  his  motive  wjis;  but,  so  lar  as  1  could  iutlueuee  the  people, 
sir,  I  kept  them  from  voting  for  objectionable  men. 

Q.  I  was  in  Vieksburg  at  the  time  of  which  you  are  speaking.  There 
was  H  spirit  of  submission  th«>re:  hut  in  eight  months  after  that  time 
that  feeling  ehanged  most  decidedly. 

A.  1  was  going  on  to  say,  that  the  people  thougld,  when  their  repre- 
HiRntatives  and  senators  were,  reftised  admission,  they  w^re  veiy  badly 
treate<l.  We  thought  we  ought  to  be  treated  with  kindness  and  not 
subjected  to  hard  measures. 

Q.  Is  it  really  your  opinion  ttiaT  the  government  of  the  Uuited  States 
has  been  harsh  toward  the  soidiiern  ]»eople! 

A.  It  is  ^  I  think  it  has  been  very  harsh.  For  instance,  I  do  not  be* 
lieve  in  the  constitutionality  of  the  reconstruction  acts,  lM?cau»»  I  think 
CoTigress  transecndcfl  its  ])owers,  and  it  forced  a  government  on  the 
peoph»  which  was  not  of  tlieir  own  a<htption.  We  have  a  theory  in  this 
country  that  thi'  goveiiiuient  must  sjuing  from  the  voice  of  the  people. 
According  to  my  mind  Congress  might  as  well  have  reconstructed  New 
York  or  any  other  northern  State  as  Mississippi,  l>eeause  my  theory  is 
that  ^\e  ^^■vro  in  the  T'nitrn  and  bad  a  Sfwte  govennnent.  Now.  f  would 
make  the  remark  liere,  that  it  Congress  liatl  taken  hold  of  tliis  thing  at 
first  and  rccoustmcted  the  State  })rccisely  as  the  Presitlent  did,  it  woidd 
have  Veen  unobjectionable,  because  aU  that  could  be  done  would  be  to 
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Sid  fhe  people  iu  forming  that  govenuneat;  but  after  we  had  iormeU 
the  governmeiit,  then  I  think  that  the  treatment  of  OonsresB  was  haisb, 
mr. 

Q.  Do  yon  tliink  the  white  people  of  your  State  aie  feally  law4kbMttn|p 

at  the  i)r('S(Mit  tiiiM'  f 

A.  I  think      m  much  m  ati.>  people  in  the  United  Stat^^H. 

Q.  And  yet  in  your  judgment,  if  this  constttntioo  were  adopted  aa-the 
Inndamental  law  tliere,  it  would  be  te8isted  f 

A.  T  don't  ijive  that  as  my  Judgment.  The  people  would  not  raise 
their  arm  against  the  governincut  of  the  United  States.  But  when  the 
people  feel  they  are  oppi^ssetl  and  feel  that  they  have  been  wronged, 
there  is  no  telling  what  thoy  will  do,  air.  I  should  very  much  regret 
anything'  of  that,  sir.  The  government  we  have  now,  air,  we  much  pre- 
fer it  to  thif*  constitntion. 

Q,  Tlirn'  \v;js  a  time  wlien  they  did  not  want  a  military  government 
in  my  State,  sir.   They  objected  to  it  very  decidedly. 

A.  Well,  yes,  sir;  but  we  have  got  used  to  it^  Military  governments 
are  always  oppressive.  No,  sir;  I  must  be  candid  with  you,  and  say 
that  I  think  the  southern  jM-opl*-  h.^w  Ix'on  very  much  oppressed.  I 
have  investigated  the  (juesiiou,  1  think  iiapaitially,  and  I  don't  believe 
one  of  those  reconstruction  acts  were  constitutional.  I  have  heard  a 
man  in  the  House,  a  fHend  to  them,  admit  they  were  not^  a  prominent 
man  in  your  Hoiiso  says  that  Im*  diil  not  think  a  respectable  lawyer  in 
the  LTiiited  States  would  say  tliey  wvvo  constitutional. 

Q.  Thei-e  have  been  a  grciit  many  mimlers  in  your  State  within  the 
last  few  months  ^  why  have  not  the  murderprs  been  ponished  t 

A.  I  do  not  thmk  you  are  right  in  point  of  £act» 

By  Mr,  BsAHAM : 

Q.  Why  was  not  the  government  under  yonr  administration  as  nncon- 

stitiitiojKil  as  the  one  under  Congress! 

A.  1  will  tell  yon  \\liy.  T  read  in  the  Constitution  of  the  T"^nited 
States  that  the  government  shall  gimniutee  to  each  State  a  republican 
form  of  government.  That,  I  think,  means  simply  that  the  United 
States  shall  aid  the  people  in  forming  a  re))ublican  form  of  government, 
not  that  the  government  of  the  T'nited  States  can  give  them  a  govern 
nient,  heeause  that  would  not  l»e  republican.  Aid  the  i)eoph\  then. 
Give  tiiem  just  as  much  aid  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplisli  the  end. 
That  would  be  constitational.  I  was  in  considerable  doubt  what  power 
I  might  have  hatl  there  a«  governoi  .  yet  I  asserted  a  considerable  power 
to  be  sure  ;  but  I  took  exactly  this  \  icm  of  it :  1  am  phiced  here  simply 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  tiie  people  in  forming  a  repubUcau  form  of 
government. 

Q.  Did  yon  pat  any  restrietiiHis  upon  the  i>eople  in  forming  that  gov- 
ernment ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  required  them  to  obey  the  Constitution  of  the  United 

States. 

Q.  Did  \  t»u  require  them  to  tlo  any  particuhir  thing  before  they  should 
be  recognised  by  the  government  f 

A.  I  nHjuired  them  to  elect  a  convonticm. 

Q.  Did  you  re<|iHre  them  to  abolish  slavery  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  but  when  the  convention  met  1  told  them  it  must  be  done, 
and  they  did  it. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  general  instructions  from  the  President  or  from 

Mr.  Seward  ? 

A.  ^0|  sir^  except  what  was  in  the  proclamation.  I  was  appointed 
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provisional  governor  to  reorganize  the  State;  but  1  took  it  ujwn  myself 
to  saj  this  in  my  address  to  the  people.  In  caUing  the  convention  1 
said  that  slavery  was  abolished,  uo  matter  whether  by  the  laws  of  war 
or  by  common  consent;  at  all  events  it  was  abolishedy  aad  they  omst 

recognize  that  fact. 

Q.  Do  you  say  that  they  wei*e  not  required  to  assent  to  Uie  abolition 
of  slavery  before  they  could  be  admitted  t 

A.  O,  I  did  not  say  that,  sir. 

Q.  I  as;k(Hl  you  whftluT  ihvy  were  rerinire<l  to  that  extent  or  not. 

A.  I  told  them,  sir,  that  they  must  abolish  it  when  the  convt'tition 
luct.  In  my  adihess  calling  the  convention  J  told  them  it  was  abolishedj 
aad  that  they  must  recognize  this  state  of  tilings. 

Q.  Was  the  legislature  required  to  adopt  the  constitutional  amend* 
ment  brfore  the  orpi nidation  of  tlic  State  should  be  completed  t 

A.  (),  uo,  sir;  tlie  legislature  never  met  until  after  the  convention. 
1  was  not  at  home  when  the  legislature  met  that  rejected  the  umeiid- 
ment ;  I  had  come  on  here  to  Washington.  In  the  first  place,  we  organ- 
ized a  convention.  I  went  into  that  convention  and  administered  the 
(>;irh  to  every  meniber,  so  that  no  man  was  there  without  the  oatli.  I 
believe  they  \\  «'r<'  ail  goixl  nu  ij.  That  convention  formed  a  constitution, 
then  provided  for  the  calling  of  the  legislature.  The  first  legislature  met 
that  1^11  and  elected  its  senators,  and  the  State  had  elected  Its  governor 
and  all  its  State  officers  under  my  organization. 

Q.  Yon  (lid  this  under  the  direction  of  the  President  t 

A.  O,  yes. 

Q.  What  more  right  had  the  President  to  do  that  than  Congress  f 
A.  Not  a  bit,  sir,  if  Congress  had  taken  the  initiative.  The  President 
Dmy  have  been  wrong  in  not  caUing  Congress  together. 
Q.  Do  you  hold  that  Congress  was  wrong  in  not  recognising  tliis 

government  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  because;  we  had  formed  a  government  of  the  people. 
By  Mr.  BouTWEii.! 

Q.  Who  in  your  judgment  is  to  judge  of  the  kind  of  aid  to  be  fiur- 

nishcd,  and  the  extent  of  the  aidf 

A.  1  think  any  (1( -partmeut  of  the  government  could  judge  of  that. 

(,>.  It  cammt  be  a  military  dutyf 

A.  It  might  bi'  an  executive  dut;y';  it  might  be  a  congressional  dutj'. 
The  President  is  commander-in-cliief  of  -  the  army,  and  in  case  of  an 
iuHuiTection  or  rebellion  he  might  do  it  himself  as  a  military  commauder. 

Q.  In  your  judgment  can  any  department  of  th(»  p:overnment  act, 
unless  it  is  in  aceordanee  with  the  powei'  ex^jrcssly  given  to  it  by  the 
Constitution  or  by  some  law? 

A.  That  is  a  common  theory,  sir,  that  no  department  can  act  without 
such  authority.    I  look  upon  tliat  as  the  fountoiu  of  luithority. 

Q.  thou.  sir.  is  it  not  true,  that  when  aid  is  t()  be  furnished  to 
the  peoi»k' m  t  he  reorganization  of  a  republican  form  of  government  in 
a  State,  in  the  absence  of  any  si)ecitic  power  in  the  Constitution  dele- 
gating that  authority  either  to  the  executive  or  to  the  judicial  depart-, 
nients  of  the  j;overnnient,  that  the  action  of  Congress  is  a  necessary  ju'e- 
r(M}Tiisite  to  tiic  irovemmeut  by  the  people,  in  harmony  with  the  theory 
of  the  Constitution  f 

A.  I  think,  on  the  contrary,  if  the  i>eopIe  had  aKsend)led  in  conven- 
tion they  might  have  formed  a  government. 

(}.  On  the  tluMU'v  that  the  governnuMit  was  to  be  furnished  aid,  can 
that  aid  lir  given  excejit  by  the  action  of  C on giess, unless  the  authority 
is  to  lie  tound  Hpi'cifically  in  the  Constitution! 
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A.  An  1  was  about  to  remark,  I  do  not  tbiuk  it  is  incumbent  uim>ii  any 
one  of  the  departments  more  tiian  ui)on  the  other.  I  think  that  any 
department,  except,  perhaps,  the  judicial,  can  give  the  aid  neoeasary. 

Q.  When  Congress  chose  to  act  in  Mississippi  for  tlu^  pnT])08e  of  aid- 
ing the  people  of  that  State  in  loiininj?  a  republican  govemineuty  was  it 
not  in  the  province  of  Cougie^s  to  judge  as  to  th^t  aid! 

-A.  Perhaps  it  was.  The  language  of  the  Oonstitution,  you  vill  recol- 
leet^  Is  "  the  United  States,"  not  one  dei>artment  or  the  other.  The  see- 
tion  immediately  preeediiij;  that  says  '^Conjxress"  shall  do  so  and  so. 
Therefore  the  inl'ereiiee  on  my  mind  has  always  been  that  the  sort  of 
power  requisite  was  just  such  as  might  accomplish  the  end}  either  cou< 
gvessional  or  exeeatiye. 

By  Mr.  Beakah; 

Q.  Bid  yon  act  upon  the  assnmption  that  there  was  no  legal  govern- 
ment cxi^ring  therel 

A.  I  acted  upon  that  assuin]  >tion  of  course. 

Q.  What  rights  woiUd  yom  State  gain  by  tliat  government  that  a 
Territory  would  not  gain  by  the  organization  of  a  State  government  iii 
the  Territoiyt 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  she  gained  any,  exc»0pt  that  one  was  a  State 

and  the  other  a  Territory. 

Q.  Now,  then,  I  want  to  know  why  Congress  might  not  modil'y  or 
reject  your  government  as  well  as  a  Territorial  State  government  t 

A.  I  dont  hold  that  Congress  has  a  right  to  give  a  Territory  a  State 

governmcTit. 

Q.  But  if  Colorado  came  here  w  ith  a  State  government  would  not 
Congress  have  a  right  to  rtycct  it  i 
A.  Tes,  sir. 

Q.  Why  then  would  not  Congress  have  a  right  to  reject  the  State 

government  of  Mississij)])!  ? 

A.  Because  we  were  a  State  still,  and  had  never  been  out  of  the 
Union. 

Q.  But  the  point  was  whether  there  was  a  govemment  existing  there . 

or  not. 

A.  I  am  not  prepared  to  assume  that. 

Q.  1  uuder8tA>od  you  to  havu  assumed  that  you  acted  upon  the  suppo- 
sition that  there  was  no  government  existing  tliere. 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  you  had  formed  a  government  I  want  to  know  what  differ- 
ence there  was  praeticiilly  between  that  goverTmiMiit  and  a  government 
wliicli  would  iHi  formed  by  the  Territory  of  Colorado? 

A,  1  think  the  diflerence  woidd  be  very  iniiiortant:  for  instance,  Mis- 
sissippi had  been  a  State:  it  was  a  State  in  the  Union  at  the  time: 
recognized  as  a  State,  Aot  by  any  i)artiealar  form  of  government,  but  it 
was  a  State  in  the  Union,  while  Colorado  was  not. 

Q.  Yes ;  but  it  had  no  government  according  to  your  a.s8umi)tion. 

A.  That  maybe  tiue,  but  still  it  might  be  a  State  in  the  Union  with- 
out a  goremment.  The  people  bad  a  right  to  call  a  convention  when 
they  pleased. 

Q.  It  depends,  perhaps,  upon  what  yon  mean  by  a  State  in  the  Unionj 
you  would  scarcely  consider  Mississix>pi  one  of  the  States  in  harmony 
with  the  Union  would  you  ! 

A.  That  is  a  question  upon  which  you  and  I  would  very  materially 
differ,  I  presume.

CONDITION  OF  AFFAIRS  IN*  MIfiSlfiSIPPL 


By  Mr.  Boutwell: 

Q.  Is  not  this  tnie,  governor,  that  if  your  theory  that  there  was  no 
State  govern iiHMit  when  you  took  charge  of  pablie  affiius  in  Miaeiflsippi 

wa«  truo,  then  there  has  boon  no  logtil  State  gnvonimcnt  sinoo,  inasmuch 
as  Oongrei««  hasuevor  fonnally  recoguized  any  State  govorniuent  therel 
A.  I  deny  that^  Goveinor  Boutwell ;  I  think  the  goveruiueut  must 
emanate  from  the  people,  when  tbB  people  are  aesembled  volnntaiily  or 
othorwiRe  and  form  a  ecmfititation  that  they  have  a  government.  I  do 
not  know  that  my  aid  was  nocf^-^rirv  to  the  validity  of  that  constitution  ; 
i  do  not  know  thataiiv  jnd  you  ( tuild  irivo  me  would  bo  nex^essary.  Per- 
.  baps  1  am  peculiar  in  my  opinions^  but  1  think  if  the  people  assemble 
themselves  voluntarily  and  form  a  government,  they  being  in  the  Union, 
it  would  have  been  a  good  government ;  I  am  satiRiied  on  one  question, 
that  the  government  eould  do  nothing  more  than  to  aid  the  people. 

By  Mr.  Bbahan: 

Q.  If  there  waa  any  government  existing  when  yon  commenced  opera- 
tions t^KTo  yon  overturned  it  by  your  actions,  sir. 

A.  1  (lid  not  overturn  anything;  T  moroly  called  a  convention. 

Q.  But  you  cannot  have  two  governmonts  existing  at  one  time ;  this 
government  that  yon  put  in  operation  there  was  not  the  government 
existing  at  the  commencement  of  the  rt^bellion,  or  at  its  conclosion. 

A.  Ho,  sir;  we  can  suppose,  sir.  tliat  there  wan  no  government. 

Q.  Whether  there  was  or  uot,  1  nay  it  there  was  one  you  overturned  it 
by  your  action. 

A.  Well,  perhaps  I  did ;  no,  I  did  not  overtom  it ;  tiie  President  over- 
turned it  if  any  one  did. 

Q.  No  matter  how^ — there  had  l)ooii  a  government  previous  to  thatj 
you  are  not  quite  certaia  but  there  wa^j  one  when  you  commenced. 
A.  No. 

Q.  In  tb(>  ('lash  between  the  two  governments  it  lay  with  Congress  to 

judge  which  it  would  recognize. 

A.  No;  it  lies  with  the  J*n'sident;  that  is  the  theory  of  this  govem- 
'  ment  according  to  the  lihode  island  case. 

Q.  WiiH  your  constitution  submitted  to  the  ]>eople  of  Mississippi? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  proof,  then,  had  yon  that  it  OTprossod  the  will  of  the  poo[>h'? 

A.  Weil,  sir,  wo  <'locted  do]«';;atos  with  a  ^■i<'^^  to  a  partioular  on(l,and 
the  delegates  came  together  and  were  very  unauimuus,  and  it  was  not 
supposed  necessary  to  submit  it  to  the  people. 

Q.  Who  voted  for  the  deh^gatest 

A.  I  can  tell  yon  that  there  w^^s  no  restriction  on  tho  ri^rht  of  sufFraire 

.  except  ,  and  yet  I  don't  know  as  there  was  any  restiictiou  at  all, 

sir. 

Q.  I  should  like  to  ask  you  one  quesdon,  if  you  will  pardon  me  ftirther : 
Did  the  Union  |»eople  of  Mississippi — for  then'  were  some  Union  men 
there — h:n  *■  jt^otcction  at  the  hands  of  the  civil  anthorities  during  the 
rebellion,  iu  your  judgment  ?  Did  the  men  in  power,  in  ottiee,  protect 
the  Union  men  in  the  expression  of  their  sentiments  and  in  their  lives 
and  property! 

A.  I  cannot  say  on  that  subject,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion;  you  were  one  of  the  Union  men  there  at  the 
time  ? 

A.  There  was  not  much  protection  there,  except  military  protection. 
Q.  Did  that  protect  tho  IJnion  ment 

A.  I  cannot  say  it  did,  sir.  It  was  very  hostile  to  them,  unfortunately. 
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Q.  Is  it  true  or  is  not  that  after  you  were  apiJoiiited  govemoP  of  Mis- 
aissipi)!,  you  Mppointed  men  to  office  who  bad  been  in  x>o«ition  tbrougli- 
outtbe  rel)ellion,  and  who  liad  pei-secuted  Union  men  most  bitterly  I 

A.  No,  sir;  not  true.  1  will  tell  you  the  plan  I  adopted,  and  I  did  it 
with  the  y'u'w  of  facilitating  matters.  I  told  the  l*ie.sident  precisely  . 
what  1  should  do.  1  said,  *'Mr.  President,  I  cannot  take  this  position 
and  go  there  and  fill  eveiy  office  in  the  State.  I  will  have  to  do  it  by 
proclamation.  I  will  put  those  men  in  office  who  held  office  before  the 
war  or  during  the  war,  reserving  to  myself  the  power  to  remove  them; 
and  if  T  find  them  disloyal  I  will  remove  thein."  Well,l  did  that. 
But  you  found  them  most  all  loyal ! 

A*  Yea,  sir;  I  appointed  nobody  to  office,  knowingly,  who  claimed  to 
be  a  Beeesfiioniat.  I  waa  very  careful  in  this  resi>ect,  and  reserved  to 
myself  the  power  to  remove  anylKKly  who  had  been  in  that  category. 

Q.  Were  not  there  luen  allowed  to  remain  in  oftiee  in  the  county  in 
which  Vicksburg  is  situated  who  had  been  most  cruel  opx)i°essors  of 
Union  meni 

A.  I  do  not  know,  sir,  that  there  were.  I  appointed  two  or  three  offi- 
cers in  Vicksburg,  all  of  whom  T  knew  to  be  Union  men — the  judges  of 
the  criminal  and  probate  courts* ;  and  also  another,  the  district  attorney. 

Q.  But  you  did  not  make  that  a  test  in  your  appointments  at  all t 

A,  Yea,  air;  I  appointed  no  man  who  had  not  l>een  a  Union  man.  I 
said  to  the  President  that  I  w  ould  not  have  any  disloyal  men  in  office. 
Yon  spoke  of  the  protection  we  fjot  there.  There  was  very  little  rlvil 
law  prevailing  there  during  the  rebellion.  We  had  courts,  to  be  sure; 
but  I  do  not  believe  there  was  any  discrimination  of  the  courts  between 
a  Union  and  a  disunion  man.  The  military  dealt  a  little  harshly  with 
Union  men  (KTa5^i(>nally.   They  dealt  a  little  harshly  with  me. 

Q.  Do  you  think  tlie  courts  were  fair  f 

A.  I  think  there  wiis  no  partiality  shown  whatever.  I  think  it  made 
no  diflfefence  about  a  man's  polities  what  his  rights  in  court  were. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  is  the  Ciise  now  f  \h  >  you  think  Union  men  would 
have  full  protection  now  in  the  courts  in  Mississippi  ? 

A,  Yes,  sir;  1  have  no  doubt  they  would.  ^^  e  woidd  be  glad  to  see 
them  'f  we  welcome  all  men  who  go  tliere  with  joy,  if  they  pursue  a  legit- 
imate business. 

Q.  la  it  not  well  known  that  murderahave  been  perpetrated  on  Union 

men  then*  within  a  few  months? 

A.  I  cann(»t  call  them  to  mind.  Murders  may  have  been  pcriH^tnited 
on  Union  men,  but  I  think  not  lor  t  he  reason  that  they  were  Union  men. 

Q.  Have  yon  known  any  man  there  to  be  puniahed  by  the  courts  for 

perpetrating  uuirdcrs  n]K)n  Union  menf 

A.  I  au)  not  particularly  coiiv*'rs;iTit  with  r]ie  proceedinjjs  of  the  courts 
there;  hnt  my  impression  is  tliat  they  wouhl  punish  men  who  have  com- 
mitted crime  without  regard  to  their  politics. 

Major  Jefferson  L.  Wofford,  having  hem  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
foUowa: 

I  reside  in  Corinth,  Mississippi;  am  editor  of  the  Corinth  Kewa.  Bom 
and  raised  in  Mississippi* 

By  Mr.  IJoutwell: 
Question.  What  opportunities  have  you  had  since  the  conclusion  of 
the  war  for  knowing  the  opinions  of  the  people  of  Mississippi  upon  polit- 
ical aft'airs  ? 

Answer.  I  have  been  with  the  people  a  great  deal.  Was  candidate  in 
the  first  district  for  Congress. 
Q.  Were  you  a  memb^  of  the  conatitutional  conventiout 
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A.  Ko,  sir. 

Q.  Did  yon  remain  in  Miflsissippi  during  the  wart 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  Take  any  partf 

A.  I  wa«  a  confederate  soldier,  sir,  four  years. 
Q.  llold  any  office  f 

A.  I  waa  an  officer.  Started  as  a  private. 

Q.  What  rank  I 

A.  Major  of  artiUery. 

Q.  Were  you  among  tlie  people  canvassing  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
prior  to  the  recent  election  and  the  one  in  regard  to  the  cou»titutiouf 

A.  Yes,  sir,  after  the  close  of  the  war — had  never  been  a  candidate 
for  any  office  juior  to  the  war — \  took  the  posit i<ni  on  my  return  home, 
that  we  had  toi  feitcd  rijjhts  by  the  rebellion  and  that  we  should  submit 
to  the  requiremcHts  of  the  government  of  the  United  States.  I  thought 
it  the  duty  of  the  Bonthem  people,  and  especially  those  who  had 
participated  in  the  rebellion,  to  tiike  no  part  in  politi(!S.  I  so  expressed 
myself  in  the  county  where  I  lived.  Wh<  n  the  legislature  assembled, 
by  virtue  of  the  Sharkey  convention,  I  insisted  upon  oiu-  senator  and  rep- 
resentative there  voting  for  the  constitutional  amendment.  1  then  moved 
from  Holmes  county  to  the  northern  part  of  l^e  State.  I  felt  very  anxi- 
ous that  the  State  should  become  settled,  and  that  we  should  get  back 
into  the  Union  ns  soon  as  possible,  and  so  oxpreKsed  niys(df  until  1866, 
1  believe.  1  tlu'U  establislied  a  lepubliean  pa|M'r  in  tln'  northern  part  of 
the  State,  caiied  the  Corinth  lvex)ublican.  When  the  contioversy  waxed 
warm  between  Congress  and  Mr.  Johnson,  I  thought  that  Congi-ess  was 
in  the  right,  and  that  the  unwise  and  imj>olitic  course  of  Mr.  Johnson 
niisled  our  i>eople.  I  felt  that  thero  was  a  Union  element  there,  of  which 
(lovernor  Sharkey  was  a  representative,  during  and  before  tiie  war.  I 
was  anxii>us  to  see  it  brought,  out.  The  people,  on  account  of  poverty 
and  want  of  mail  facilities,  were  not  well  posted,  and  were  led  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  by  men  who  wei*e  Ix  tter  informed.  I  got  along  with  my 
paper  pretty  well  until  nt'trr  the  Oetolx  r,  1867,  elections  in  Olno  and 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  tide  turned  there  ajrainst  Congress  and  agaiust 
reconstruction.  I  kept  my  i)aper  going  uutil  December,  1867,  when  it 
became  a  losing  business  to  me,  and  having  spent  my  capital  I  stopped 
it.  AVhen  the  convention  was  ordered  I  voted  for  it,  and  vot<Ml  for  del- 
egates to  it.  Iadv(><'ti(4'd  it  in  my  paper  and  in  conversati<m.  During 
the  canvass  1  was  ai)seut  north  on  some  railroad  business.  1  thought  at 
first  the  convention  was  spending  useless  time,  and  I  could  hardly 
endorse  its  position  then,  but  still  I  asked  the  people  to  wait  and  sec 
what  kind  of  a  constitution  they  franu'd.  At  that  time  T  was  one  of  the 
few  men  in  my  county  that  advocated  it.  Hut  whenever  I  got  the  ear 
of  sensible  men,  1  found  there  was  a  disposition,  when  they  were  rightly 
informed,  to  acquiesce  among  a  very  large  mnjtn  ity.  When  the  consti- 
tution was  present4Ml  to  the  people  there  were  some  features  in  it  I  thought 
object  ion  a  l»Us  yet  I  advocated  its  adoption  :ind  stumped  jjortions  of 
my  district,  which  was  very  largely  white.  1'wo  connt  ies in  it,  I  think, 
gave  nearly  0,00U  majority  white  votes.  1  canvassed  ih«»se  two  counties, 
not  going  to  the  western  part  by  the  advice  of  republican  men  there. 
During  the  canvass  I  spoke  at  democratic  nu'etiugs  w  henevcr  I  coidd, 
asking  for  a  division  of  time.  Th(\v  i^uve  it  to  me;  lint,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  thou^li  1  was  not  treated  luusiily  or  unkindly,  i  was  bstcfied  to 
with  a  sort  of  cold  iudillerenee.  But  when  1  talked  with  the  peopU^,  I 
would  often  find  they  were  in  doubt,  even  the  best  informed  were  in 
doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  voting  against  the  constitution.  They 
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wanted  reconstnirtion,  but  tbey  thoiifiht  Mr.  St'^iuour  would  be  elected 
andiiien  perhaps  a  change  would  take  place  whieh  would  better  satis^ 
them. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knon  1(m?  <j:o  as  to  wbetber  the  election  was  fair  and  free, 
or  whether  it  was  influenced  more  or  less  by  threats  an<l  intimidation  ? 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge  whatever  of  any  unfairness  iii  the  election. 
My  imiiresftion  is  that  the  whites  being  almost  unanimously  against  the 
constitution,  it  caused  a  great  many  men  to  not  go  to  the  polls.  They 
disliked  to  run  counter  to  whnt  tliey  coneeived  to  be  the  will  of  the 
majority  of  their  white  Icllow-citizens.  A  great  many  of  them  voted 
against  it  who  1  expected  would  have  voted  for  the  constitution.  I  have 
heard  of  intimidation,  but-there  was  none  in  my  town,  and  none  that  I 
knew  of  in  the  immecliate  range  of  niy  acquaintatu  e;  I  don't  know  of  ' 
stny  violence  <>r  ifitimidation,  excc]>t  that  sort  of  intimidation  wlncli  pre- 
vciiitcd  persons,  lor  the  want  of  moral  courage,  of  sxieakiug  and  iicting 
according  to  tbeir  sentiments. 

Q.  Did  yon  call  or  address  any  meetings  as  republican  meetings  dur- 
ing the  canvass  f 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  went  with  at  first  the  candidates  for  tlie  legislature 
until  the  democrats  filled  niy  county  and  the  other  county  witii  speakers, 
when  I  left  the  eandidates  for  the  legislature  md  went  to  speaking  with 
the  democracy ;  then  after  that  I  did  not  address  any  republican  meettnga. 

By  Mr.  Bbgk: 

Q.  What  counties  are  in  your  district? 

A.  Tishomingo,  Tippa,  La  Fayette,  Marshal,  De  Soto,  Itawamba,  and 

Tunica. 

Q.  De  Soto  and  La  Fayette  counties  are  in  your  district  f 
A.  Tes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  these  the  only  two  in  your  district  included  in  the  seven  f 

A.  I  think  they  were. 

By  Mr.  BoU'J  WELL: 

Q.  In  those  rounties  have  you  any  knowledpre  of  the  election? 

A.  I  have  this  knowlinlgc:  I  wrote  down  to  Judge  Vance,  an  old  citi- 
een  of  De  Soto  county,  stating  I  could  spare  a  few  days  £rom  my  counties. 
I  was  then  canvassing  with  the  candidates  for  the  legislature  inTisho- 
min|r«>  MTid  Tippah  counties.  Jud^r*' Vance  wrote  me  in  reply  that  he 
thoujiht  I  w<mld  lose  and  the  party  if  I  c  anvassed  tlieif,  for  this  reason, 
that  it  would  get  up  a  politiciil  excitement  and  make  the  democrats  still 
more  violent,  and  be  a  pretence  for  them  to  work  against  the  reconstruc- 
tion party  if  we  brought  thenegr(»es  out  from  their  work ;  and  he  thought 
the  few  friends  we  bad  there  could  work  to  lict^r  r  advantage  without 
having  any  public  meetings,  lie  said  public  opinion  was  almost  a  unit 
against  it  there. 

Q.  Did  he  express  an  opinion  that  yon  could  not  safely  canvass  theret 

A.  He  said  he  did  not  think  I  would  be  in  any  bodily  danger,  I  he* 

lieve,  er  at  least  I  inferred  that. 

Q.  Do  you  think  tlie  p(»ople  of  your  State  desire  the  coubtitutiou 
est&.blishcd  there  and  recognized  t 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  believe  it  would  he  the  desire  of  the  people  to 
bring  it  back,  by  virtue  of  the  last  election ;  but  I  believe  if  this  same 
constitution  was  re-submitted  to  our  people  it  would  he  carried  hy  an 
overwhelming  majority;  1  believe  that  it  the  constitution  was  submitted 
to  the  people  of  Mississii^pi,  in  20  or  30  days,  they  would  vote  for  it  by 
large  m^orities  for  this  reason:  In  my  connly  there  is  a  very  large  white 
majority;  it  was  an  old  democratic  ootinty;  a  county  that  had  always 
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given  dt'uiocratic  majorities,  bat  when  it  came  to  the  question  of  8ec«s- 
fflon  it  went  very  largely  Union.  That  same  element  is  still  there ;  -they 
suffered  very  mnch  from  it  before,  and  at  the  last  election  v>e  lacked 
l,'i80  votes, or  somothing  in  flint  nei^liborhooil,  of  polling  our  registcnMl 
number.  Almost  ail  the  colored  voters,  which  arc  only  about  575  in  the 
county,  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  except  in  my  town,  where  all  but 
one  or  two  voted  tlie  re(>ublicau  ticket^  so  I  was  told,  becaose  we  did 
not  have  throui^hout  the  county  enoagh  reimblicans  to  go  to  the  polls 
at  each  box  to  grvo  tliom  their  moral  support.  Hcfore  the  October  elec^ 
tioii  I  iHHiulit  out  the  (h'inocratic  paper  ol"  the  county,  and  have  been 
ruiiiuiij^  that  since  iSept4'niber.  Of  courne  many  of  the  former  subscri* 
bers  did  not  take  their  palters  ont  at  first,  but  sinee  the  election  they 
hskve  been  coming  to  my  office,  and  in  talking  with  them  I  found  a  great 
many  of  ihvm  did  not  voto  borause  they  were  undecided;  their  con- 
8(uenc<^s  would  not  allow  them  to  vote  against  the  cimstitution,  and  yet 
they  would  not  take  the  responsibility  of  voting  for  it.  Bat  I  have  no 
donbt  that  if  they  were  given  another  opportanity  they  would  vote  for  it. 

By  Mf.  NoBBis: 

Q.  Is  it  not  your  ot>inion  that  Ihuids  were  perpetrated  in  sevenil  of 
the  counties  in  your  State  at  the  election  in  which  the  constitution  was 

subnnttidf 

A.  I  liavc  hcani  ihcro  was,  and  am  satisfied  that  many,  for  the  cause 
above  stated,  were  pi"eveutcd  ii-om  voting. 

Q.  If  there-  could  have  been  a  perfectly  fiiir  election,  and  the  militafy 
authorities  there  had  been  in  sympathy  with  the  republicans  of  the 
JStiite,  is  it  not  your  opinion  the  constitution  would  liave  been  ratified  ? 

A.  I  believe  a  large  nmjority  of  the  people  wouhl  have  voted  for  it 
under  cerUin  circumstances,  and,  ;is  1  said  before,  I  believe  the  people 
would  in  twenty  days,  if  it  was  suomitted  to  them,  vote  for  it  by  a  veiy 
hurge  majority.  Yet  if  it  was  forced  upon  them  it  would  give  to  the 
democrats  a  chance  to  consolidate  and  to  l<oep  their  ranks  closed  up. 
They  would  ap{)eid  to  the  people  in  this  wise,  that  the  republican  party 
by  virtue  of  their  ]>ower  forc^ed  upon  them  what  they  had  defeated,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  many  of  them  would  not  reason  about  it,  as  they 
are  not  well  enough  informed,  for  the  re.usons  above  stated,  but  would 
accept  tlie  fact  that  it  was  \  t>t<'d  down  by  a  large  majority.  Therefoi'C, 
as  a  matter  of  policy,  the  republican  party  in  the  State  must  adopt  a 
eondliatoiy  course.  I  think  if  the  eonstitation  was  ibrced  upon  the 
State  by  €k>ngress,  the  lease  of  power  of  our  party  would  be  very  short 
tliere. 

Q.  Which  would  you  pi-eler,  the  uduussion  of  tlie  SUite.  under  the 
constitution  at  the  present  time  as  it  is,  or  the  establishment  of  a  terri- 
torial or  military  government  f 

A.  A  territorial  or  military  government  would  be  ruinous  to  evoiy- 

thing  tlicix',  sii-. 

Q.  Then  \ou  ai-e  for  the  admission  of  the  State  an  it  is? 

A.  O,  ^  cH,  if  1  was  to  choose  between  the  two  j  1  believe  it  to  be  best 
for  the  State. 

By  Mr.  I?eck  : 

Q.  Is  there  any  desire  on  the  ])art  of  the  negro  population  in  Missis- 
sippi to  have  any  portion  of  the  white  men  distranchised  there  1 

A.  T  do  not  think  they  desire  it,  sir.  But  I  will  make  this  remark, 
that  T  don't  think  there  is  but  one  ne;j:ro  in  tin'  St  ite  of  Mississippi  who 
is  a  democrat,  and  he  is  a  democrat  from  principle. 
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Q.  Win  you  please  answer  my  question.  I  ask  you  whether  or  nut 
you  belieTe  the  negroes  desire  any  portion  of  the  white  men  of  M laaiA- 

eippi  diBfrauchised  f 

A.  I  do  not,  sir.  My  obwrvation  hjis  been  tliat  they  an-  a  cry  lilw  rnl ; 
all  they  want  is  that  their  civil  and  politu  id  l  iir^its  shall  be  gnamnteed 
to  them  fiUly.  I  have  never  yet  nici  with  uu  intelligent  negro  in 
Mi8si88ippi  who  did  not  take  tiiat  position. 

Q.  Would  you  or  not  be  more  apt  to  get  a  large  vote  for  the  constttiir 
tioii  if  it  eontormed  to  the  reconstruction  acts  Slid  was  not  SO  sweeping 
in  its  distranehisinnent  of  the  whitest 

A.  I  am  satiKficd  of  it,  sir. 

Q.  \V  ould  you  think  it  safe  to  commit  the  government  of  Mississippi 
into  the  hands  of  those  men  who  are  now  disfranchised  by  the  14& 
amendment  f 

A.  I  would  not  now  vote  for  any  man  ubo  has  been  an  old  politician 
in  the  State,  sir.  1  would  not  have  votiMl  to  have  ^<>ih'  one  ]>article 
further  than  the  reconstiuction  acts  of  Congress  it  I  hu4i  been  in  the 
eonvention  whieh  framed  the  constitation.  Yet  the  constitution  framed 
by  that  conyention,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  clauses,  is  in  my  opinion 
a  great  improvoment  upon  onr  old  constitutii)!!.  By  the  people  Hobiuit- 
ting  to  it  and  the  hnvs,  ihv.  objectionable  li  atiiies  need  not  be  there  long, 
as  they  would  be  in  time  removed.  The  most  of  the  people  are  not 
affected  by  it,  and  I  dare  say  they  wonid  vote  for  it.  They  are  anxious 
for  peuc«  and  quiet.  We  have  got  but  little  left  except  the  ground,  and 
that  is  worthless  as  it  is.  But  we  w  ant  the  people  to  know  that  we  are 
fightitifr  upon  principle,  and  are  not  willing  tofon-e  tliin;;s  tliiouj^h  over 
their  ballots.  This  will  di*aw  to  us  the  matter-of-fact  faruieis,  a  class  of 
cttixens  upon  whom  rests  the  responsibility  of  all  elections  and  good 
govemm^t.  The  demo<'rat8  have  pre<li<  ie<l  since  the  close  of  the  war. 
Every  one  of  their  predictions  has  f^ilid.  Kvory  assertion  nnidc  by 
tlu'ni  hivs  failed  to  be  verified,  and  the  people  now  realize  it.  They  are 
in  a  disorganized  state,  and  if  the  republican  party  takes  a  high,  digni- 
fied, independent,  and  honorable  course  in  the  State,  it  will  draw  to 
it  that  class  of  citizens,  together  with  the  colored  people,  whieh  m  ill 
forever  control  tlie  State ;  and  for  that  reason  I  think  the  i)osition  1  take 
is  b«.\st  for  the  State,  best  for  all  its  citizens,  and  in^itely  best  lor  the 
party. 

Judge  JosEiMi  W.  Field,  of  Mississippi,  api>eared  before  the  com- 
mittee, and  having  been  duly  sworn,  testitied  as  follows : 

I  am  an  officer  of  the  goTemment  and  haye  taken  the  '^iran-elad'' 
oath.  Have  resided  in  Mississippi  for  32  or  33  years. 

By  Mr.  BnvoHAM : 

Q.  State  all  that  you  know  conoeniing  the  general  state  of  aflhirs  In 
Mississippi  and  the  desire  of  tlje  people  to  l)e  organized  under  the  con- 
Stitutiouiil  government  reeently  adopted  by  their  conveuti»»n. 

A.  1  wolUd  rather  answer  speciAc  questions,  and  will  read  you  this  let- 
ter addiessed  to  me  and  recelTed  a  few  days  before  I  left  home,  as  show- 
ing the  feelings  of  the  people.  They  can  speak  better  for  themsetres 
than  I  can. 

(Witness  read  tiie  letter.) 

A.  1  had  spoken  to  old  Judge  Lowry  (i),  professor  of  law  in  the  uui- 
yersity,  "Mi,  Bair,  an  eminent  lawyer  of  ^e  same  plaee^  (0\for<l,)  Beu- 
ben  Davis,  Iminer  of  Congress  from  Abadeen,  Mi8BisttLiq[ri,  and  half  a 
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dmsen  others  of  onr  State,  and  was  told  by  Judge  Fiaber,  a  fonneir  member 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  State,  tliat  be  concuii'ed,  and  they  imani* 
monsly  concurred  with  mo,  votin/x  for  €^eial Grant  and  universal  suf- 
Irage,  without  any  modilication  at  all. 

Q.  1  want  to  know  whether  you  know  the  general  opuiiun  of  the  ma- 
jority ot  the  pc>()])le  of  HisslKHippi  touching  the  importance  of  their  being 
recognized  under  the  .eonstitutional  government  recently  presented  to 
them  by  th<'  late  Stat<^  convention. 

A.  I  believe  ninety  nine  hundrcdtlis  of  the  wldte  men  of  the  State 
are  opposed  to  the  constitution. 

Q.  My  (lue^tion  was  a  majority  of  the  people  of  MississippL  A  ma- 
jorit y  ( >t  t  )i(  in  are  colored  persons,  are  they  not f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  m^jority  of  colored  people  is  there  in  Mhsiiissippi  over  the 
whitcii  1 

A.  That  has  been  variously  estimated  as  ficom  20.000  to  30,000. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  of  tlic  wishes  of  the  colored  people  of  Mis* 
Sissippi  tom  liii)';  this  constitution  f 

A.  I  think  tliat  a  majority  of  the  coloml  men  are  decidedly  for  it, 
but  a  minority  of  the  negroes,  with  a  majority  of  the  whites,  voted  it 
down  by  7,500. 

Q.  Rut  the  whole  vote  was  not  cast  at  that  election  t 

A.  It  never  m  at  any  election. 

By  Mr.  NoRRis : 

Q.  On  what  groin k1  (1<v  they  oppose  the  constitution! 
A.  On  various  grounds. 
Q.  The  principle  one  f 

A.  I  can  tell  you  the  grimnd  we  opposed  it  upon  in  convention,  and 
perhn])S  it  is  tlw  ix  st  evidence  I  can  fjive  of  the  views  ol  tlie  ]icople. 

•Soon  after  th<'  convt  iition   It  is  not  necessary  forme,  1  8upi>OH€»,  to 

state  my  autecedi  iit<i,  in  order  that  what  I  say  may  be  appreciated  I 

Mr.  Bingham.  Ko,  sir;  not  at  all. 
^  A  You  understitnd  me  distinctly.  If  a  man's  statement  is  to  be 
modtfif'tl  l)\  liis  antecedent's,  then  niin<*  sluill  ])<•  known  here,  sir.  AVlu^n 
T  state  a  lact  1  want  it  to  be  taken  for  trn« ,  aiul  in  order  that  that  sluill 
be  the  ca^e  is  it  necessary  that  1  show  my  antecedents  to  prove  my 
veracity  as  a  man  or  my  devotion  to  the  republican  party!  I  have 
numerous  pai)ers. 

Mr.  Beaman,  Li'f  me  make  a  snirirestion.  I  understand  thi-^  'j»'?itlo 
man  says  lie  has  <'(nne  liere  to  make  some  representations  to  us  j  sm)j[K>se 
he  makes  thosit  re[>resentatious. 

Mr.  BiNOHAH.  I  have  been  trying  to  get  him  to  do  it. 

Mr.  B i:\MAN.  If  yon  will  permit  me,  let  me  ask  him  this  question: 

Q.  What  is  it  you  want  done? 

A.  I  want  to  represent  tht>  voice  and  feelinj^s  of  the  jieople  that  they 
are  in  accord  w  ith  the  administration  of  tlie  government  lat^jly  elected. 
Q.  What  do  they  want  done  f 

A.  They  want  the  constitution  voted  against  by  Congress  and  not 

8U8tain(Ml. 

Q,  Then  what  do  they  want! 

By  Mr.  F An ns worth  : 
Q.  Winit  do  they  w;iTit  done  with  the  Stat<'  of  Mississij)pi  t 
A.  1  believe  they  want  this,  and  I  have  wanted  it  tor  two  years :  that 
some  such  man  as  Meade  or  Sheridan  shall  hold  military  control  of  the 
State  until  Congress  has  an  assurance  of  a  loyal  basis  upon  whidi  they 
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can  *:n^nmntee  civil  ;r'>v('rn]n out.  Thoy  u  niit  no  rp})otition  of  Goor^a 
attairs  tti  tlio  State,  nor  any  Arkansas  s^x^neh.  They  want  ('n?!i^i'<'ss  to 
wait  and  see  whether  their  profe^isious  of  allegiance  are  ti'ue  <>i  not,  and 
nntU  then  give  us  a  military  f^overnment,  and  we  will  give  the  Union 
men  the  offices  of  the  State,  which  they  ought  to  have  lia<l  long  ago. 
I  believe  tlie  publics  mind  is  in  a  better  coHtUtioii  in  the  State  now  than 
since  the  connnencenicnt  o\'  tin*  war.  Ofcour.se  a  military  go\ernment 
will  be  necessary  if  y<m  give  uh  civil  government  until  that  government 
is  firmly  established. 

By  Mr.  Beaman  ; 

Q.  What  do  you  think  the  people  of  Mimissippi  would  say  if  that  Rame 
oonatitution  was  resubmitted  to  them  now  f 

A.  I  think  tliry  wonld  vote  against  it,  sir.  T  think  there  is  perfect 
unanimity  almost  in  the  State.  Vast  numbers  of  tlie  colored  people  who 
voted  for  the  convention  voted  against  the  constitution. 

By  Mr.  NnRi?TS : 

Q.  Do  yon  .say  you  tliink  the  people  would  rcjject  the  constitution  now 
if  they  were  allowinl  to  vote  fairly  t 

A.  I  do,  air.  But  I  was  opposed  to  the  eonstitntion  at  first  on  this 
jiccount,  sir :  there  was  n«)  (pialification  in  the  senate  or  in  the  other 
l)ran(;hes  by  which  education  or  property  could  be  conserved  or  pro- 
tected. 

Q.  Then  you  are  not  in  favor  of  suffrage  for  all! 

A.  Understand  distinctly  that  I  am  for  universal  suffrage. 

By  Mr.  Beasian: 

Q.  Do  you  hold  a  ny  office  under  the  provisional  government  there  now  f 
A.  No,  sir.  I  hold  office  as  register  of  bankruptcy  in  my  district. 

By  Mr.  Fabnswokth: 

Q.  Appointed  by  Judge  Chase  1 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  M  r.  Beck  : 

Q.  Are  there  not  yew  lar^o  numbers  of  the  negroes  in  Mississippi^ 
while  they  desii-c  sntlra^a' t  hcni^<'l  vvs.  upposed  to  this  constitution  beca^ise 
of  its  stringent  disfninchisemcnL  oi  while  men  / 

A.  I  never  heard  a  negro  say  otherwise  in  my  life,  sir ;  that  the^  never 
expect  to  live  in  peace  with  the  white  peo^Ae  unless  this  privilege  is 
accorded  t4)  them. 

Q.  And  was  it  not  for  this  sweeping  disfraucliiseuient  of  tlie  white 
men  by  the  constitution  beyond  what  the  reconstruction  laws  imposed, 
one  of  the  great  objections  that  both  white  and  colored  men  had  to  the 
constitution  f 

A.  It  was  the  material  obJiH  tion,  and  1  f;tke  this  occasion  here  to 
remark  that  when  that  resolution  was  introduced  into  the  senate  to  dis- 
criminate between  the  officer  and  the  soldier,  I  remember  in  the  conven- 
tion it  was  considered  an  insult  rather  than  an  eneonragemeuttorotum 
to  allegiance,  as  the  officers  were  made  by  the  men. 

By  Mr.  Binohau  : 

Q.  In  this  convention  were  you  not  very  active  in  declaring  tliat  not 
a  single  rebel  shoidd  be  allo'^vcfl  to  vote  in  Mississippi  f 

A.  No,  sir :  I  always  contended  that  evci'ybody  should  vote  whom 
Congress  alloweil. 

Q.  That  is  not  the  question  I  put,  sir.  Did  you  not  give  it  as  your 
4  M 
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persoDi.I  01  in  it  li  before  this  convention  wan  over  c  alled  in  Mississippi, 
that  yon  personally  were  hostile  to  allowing  any  person  who  bad  par- 

tieipated  in  the  relwplliori  to  vote  in  that  State  f 

A.  No.  sir,  T  iiovor  di<!.  I  would  tMkf  oex^asion  hereto  sny  tbtit  I  hold 
III  hand  a  petitioit,  which  1  drew  up  immediately  alter  the  Miireuder, 
and  before  Johnson's  prochiniation  was  issued,  to  Coujj^iess  and  thePresi- 
dent,  in  behalf  of  the  secessionists  and  rebels,  for  tiie  reasons  herein 
assiffned,  an<l  1  believe  that  (%ingrress  tind  they  would  have  eonie  to  an 
understanding^  but  Ibr  the  interference  of  Johnson.  I  lielieve,  in  sin- 
cerity, that  tlie  state  of  feeling  at  the  suneuder  was  just  what  it  has 
come  to  be  now  in  Mississippi — ready  to  surrender  everything  to  the 
win  and  direction  of  Congress,  partienbnly  as  they  have  contt<lence  in 
the  generosity  antl  lilx  iiility  ot  the  T'ri'sidciil  <'lr<  t.  Tliev  believe  tliey 
will  have  a  nieix;iful  dispeusatiou  of  power  froiu  him  and  the  miyarity 
of  Congress. 

Wednesday,  Januarjf  13, 1800. 

Judge  Field  appeared  before  the  committee  again  to-daj',  and  testiAed 
aslbllows: 

By  Mr.  Houtwell: 
Qfies f  i  o T ) .  I  woidd  like  your  opinion  as  to  the  proper  action  to  be  taken 

with  ?^lisMssii>i>i ! 

A  uswei .  The  proper  measure,  so  far  as  I  know  the  opinion  of  the  people, 
white  and  colored,  is  that  the  constitution  should  be  returned  to  the 

eon  vent  ion  that  made  it,  nnd  ;unen<led  so  ms  to  receive  tiie  sanetion  of  a 
majority  of  tin'  ]>eople.  My  reason  for  s;n  in;;  this  is,  that  there  was 
luaiiifest  dissatisfaction  w  itii  it,  particuiarij  beeause  they  IV'lt  thjit  their 
own  State  was  less  liberal  to  them  than  were  members  of  Congress  from 
diiferent  sections  of  the  country.  I  am  satisfied  that  there  is  a  rapidly 
retnrnini;  sense  (if  aflection  and  alle^^iinn-e  to  tin*  •r«>vevnment  of  the 
Unite<l  States  by  U»e  late  rel>el  masses  of  uui-  country.  1  have  no  ques- 
tion of  it. 

By  Mr,  Bingham  : 
Q.  W  tiat  sp«'eitie  change  do  they  want  in  that  constitutiim  I 
A.  They  want  many  changes.  The  main  thing  they  want  is  that 
which  every  other  nation,  liberal  in  its  character,  has  given  to  a  eon- 
quered  ]>eople ;  such  ninondments  as  will  give  them  tiieir  old  constitu- 
tion, with  the  necessary  amendments  to  make  it  conform  to  the  recon- 
struction acts. 

Q.  Do  you  understand  there  is  a  man  in  Mississiitpi  who  objects  to  any 
particular  thing  bi  that  constitution  except  the  exclusion  of  certain  per- 
sons from  the  elective  franchise? 

A.  Y(\s,  sir,  i  do.  The  long-continued  tenure  of  otbcc  wbicli  it  gives 
to  men  with  whom  we  ai'e  unacquainted.  If  tlieii  oilieers  pi-uve  bad 
men  they  want  to  have  them  out  in  twelve  montha. 

Q.  What  is  the  length  of  tenure  of  offioet 

A.  The  irovernors  tennieis  four  years,  with  power  to  appoint  eveiy 

officer  Iron  I  a  cuiislable  n\>. 

Q.  How  niueh  does  tliat  ditlerlrom  the  old  i  oitstiuUiou  of  Mississippi 
as  to  the  tenure  of  office  f 

A.  Alxmt  twice  as  much,  T  think. 

Q.  Do  you  ex]ieet  tlnU  after  the  constitution  was  amended  in  this 
particular  the  candidates  wt»uUl  be  any  better  known  to  the  pe(*]»l<  <>t 
Mi.ssissii)pi  ?  Ilavc^  you  not  been  in  the  habit  of  heretofore  nominuung 
and  electing  men  not  known  throughout  the  State  f 
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A.  Yes:  bnt  tlioy  bavo  Immmi  kno^ni  to  |»eople  li^^^<i  in  tlie  counties 
where  they  wei-e  elected,  and  people  could  be  easily  iidbruied  through 
them. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  oonstitational  oonTentionf 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  was. 

Q.  Do  yon  object  to  this  eou8titutit)ii  for  the  waut  of  a  property  or 
educational  qiiaiificatiou  as  to  officials f 

A.  Ye8,  sir,  I  do.  I  take  th»  grouod  first  on  piinciplej  next  on 
polit  \  to  disarm  the  democrats  of  the  ehar^re  that  we  are  trying  to  put 

woitiih'ss,  i«iii(mnit  mvn  into  onicc  F  would  have  a  proiierty  qualifica- 
tion, so  that  men  of  character  and  possessinj^f  some  proporty  may  be 
elected  to  olhce.  A  colored  gentleman  proposed  jjJlOO  as  a  pro]>erty 
qnalitloation,  and  thouj^h  I  thought  it  rather  too  low,  I  acceded  to  it> 
We  have  had  thrown  upon  us  a  lar^e  nomber  of  ignorant  vot^^rs,  who 
may  be  misled  by  intercstexl  men  to  tax  property  indelinitely  to  sny>port 
idleness.  We  desire  that  the  lejrislatnrt*  may  have  power  to  n  piud  any 
such  laws,  should  they  be  passed,  in  a  less  time  than  tt)ur  or  tive  years. 

Fi.KMiNti  HuDGEs,  of  ChickasAW  county,  Mississippi,  was  sworn,  aud 
testified  as  follows : 

I  have  resided  in  Chickasaw  county,  Mississippi,  22  years ;  I  was  born 
in  Tennessee,  and  lived  30  years  in  Alabama  b^ore  going  to  Mississippi. 

By  Mr.  Boutwell  : 

Q.  Have  you  any  means  of  knowing,  and  if  any  what  means  of  know- 

in|7,  the  feelings  of  tlic  people  of  Mississippi  in  regard  to  the  constitu- 
tion tliat  was  submitted  to  tlwiii  last  June? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  1  presume  I  know  the  history  of  the  country. and  the 
feelings  of  the  people  about  as  well  as  any  one.  1  have  been  there  all 
the  while,  and  been  identified  with  them. 

Q.  Wliat  is  the  general  feeling,  according  to  your  observattOUf  on  the 
proposed  ronstitntioii — favorable  or  otliorwisc  ? 

A.  It  was  voted  down  pretty  largely,  in  June  last.  There  has  been 
quite  a  change,  1  think,  since  the  election  of  General  Grant  There  was 
a  party  line  pretty  mu(;h  drawn  in  the  State,  and  the  supporters  of  the 
constitution  and  General  (Jiant  men  were  generally  on(\  and  if  an  elee- 
t)o)i  was  Ih'M  now  I  tlunk  the  j[)eople  woidd  vote  for  the  ratification  of 
tiu'  constitution  very  decidedly.  They  voted  it  down  decidedly  last  year, 
for  the  reason,  I  tiiink,  that  many  of  the  voters  were  deterred  from  vot> 
ing  for  the  constitution.  I  think  if  we  had  had  a  fair  expression  of  the 
sentiuHMit  of  tho  loyal  men  (►f  tlic  State  we  woidd  have  carried  the  elec- 
tion and  ratified  the  eonstitution.  Ostracism  and  ev«'iy  other  kind  of 
ettbrt  was  brought  to  bear,  except  violence,  to  induce  peoj^le  to  vote 
against  the  constitution.  I  saw'no  open  violence,  but  intimidation  was 
exercised  to  Such  an  extent  as  I  never  before  saw. 

Q.  W<>re  you  a  member  of  the  constitutional  eonventiont 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  ^  <)U  liukl  an^  office  I 

A.  No,  sir.  I  never  held  an  office  in  my  life,  except  I  served  as  quar- 
termaster for  a  few  weeks  in  the  confedexacy,  for  a  friend. 

By  Mr.  BmoHAM: 

Q.  Did  these  threats  di  (  i  men  from  voting  in  large  numbers  T 
A.  1  tliink  tlu'y  did,  sir.    In  niy  county  seat,  wliere  there  should  have 
been  polled  al»out  250  republican  votes,  there  was  not  a  single  man  voted 
the  repubLicau  ticket   At  my  ballot-box  there  were  830  who  voted,  aud 
but  one  white  man  voted  for  the  eonrtitntion. 
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By  Mr.  BorTWTJ.i. : 

Q.  !  lou-  many  vot<'s  should  there  hnvp  been  where  you  voted  f 
•    A.  j  loiii  .jt)  to  100  white  rcpublieaii  votes,  I  thiuk. 

By  ^^T.  Ht^gham.: 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  if  the  legislatiu'e  elect  were  allowed  to  meet  in 
the  State  of  Mi8si8six)pi7  to  organize  the  State  nnder  thi»  constitntion  in 
porstiaiice  of  its  own  proviniou,  and  wen^  to  niiicud  the  constitution  in 
piirsn  nee  of  its  own  provision,  as  1  understand  it,  touching:  the  ele<;tive 
f'rancliis<\  that  tl»e  whole  vote  of  iho  ]»(M)}>h'  of  Mississippii  white  aud 
blacky  would  MUi^tain  it  with  the  amcnduientf 

A.  No,  I  do  not  think  the  whole  body  would  snBtain  it  nnder  any  dr- 
cnnistances.  There  ai*e  a  few  men  who  would  not  sustain  anything  the 
republican  party  favors;  but  a  vorv (hn-ided  majority  would,  sir — I  think 
20,(M>0.  Tlie  people  are  very  iniu  li  a^raiiist  the  constitution  all  over  the 
SUiU'  m  voted  ui>on.  They  don't  object  to  the  constitution  iti»elf  so 
mnch  ae  they  do  to  its  being  forced  npon  the  people  alter  having  been 
submitted  to  a  vote  and  voted  down.  1  think  ^ith  a  fair  notice  to  the 
people  that  the  constitution  was  to  be  voted  for  again  we  would  get  a 
much  fairer  vote  now. 

By  Ml.  BouTWELL: 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  n  matter  of  wis4lom  and  public  |»olicy  in 
reference  to  Mississippi,  whether  (  ongress  should  declare  this  constitu- 
tion to  be  the  constitntion  of  the  Stote  of  Mississippi,  or  submit  the 
question  now  to  the  people f 

A.  I  tliiiik  if  tlie  State  was  to  be  reconstriioted  under  tliat  cnnstitn- 
tioii  \vitlh)iit  their  beiii^  allowed  to  vote  on  the  question,  the  public 
mind  wiiuld  be  very  much  exasperated.  They  would  feel  that  they 
had  no  say-so  in  the  matter.  I  thiuk  the  constitution  ought  to  be 
if  'snliiiiitted  for  the  good  of  the  oountiy,  and  that  unless  it  is  done  we 
will  lijtve  no  i)eace.  Aimed  inen  cannot  piwent  assassinations,  and  I 
am  very  much  surprised  that  any  man  wants  to  hold  othce  untier  the 
constitution  whi<;h  was  defeated,  as  it  is  impolitic.  If  1  was  elected  to 
any  ofSce  whatever  under  the  constitution,  I  would  not  attempt  to  hold 
it.  The  people's  flat  has  gone  foith,  and  they  have  decided  against  it. 
I  voted  toi  tii«>  roustitution,  and  would  do  so  again.  Still  it  might  need 
some  auiendiiients. 

Q.  SnpiM)se  the  Congiessof  the 'United  States  were  to  pass  a  law 
declaring  in  terms  that  the  legislature  elect  of  Missiitsippi,  under  this 
constitution,  reforming,  of  cour.se,  the  election  returns,  &c.,  as  Congrt»s8 
has  a  right  to  do,  should  he  ealle(l  together,  and,  upon  their  assendding, 
that  they  should  submit  to  the  x)^ople  of  Mississippi,  if  they  chose,  the 
question  whether  the  franchise  clause  of  that  constitntion  shoula  be 
amended,  ami  being  ameiuled,  the  government  slumld  recognize  itt 

A.  I  think  they  w(nd(l ;  Imt  I  doubt  very  much  the  policy  of  enfiran- 
dhisiug,  or  making  every  one  eligible  for  office. 

By  Mr.  Farnswokth  : 
Q.  What  do  you  think  it  best  to  dof 

A.  hi  my  estimation,  we  ought  to  have  the  approval  of  the  i^eople  we 
g4)vern,  and  I  don't  want  to  be  a  party  to  govern  a  people  without  their 
consent  I  think,  for  the  purpose  of  satisf>-ing  all  parties  and  hushing 
the  mouths  of  onr  oi)]Mments,  it  .should  lie  referred  back  to  the  people 
a-jidii  to  be  voted  upon,  and  I  tltink  it  would  carry  like  a  flash,  even 
wit  liuut  amendment,  and,  with  amendment,  1  have  no  «loubt  it  woidd  be 
carried.  General  Grant's  successful  election  will  do  the  constitution  of 
Missiitsippi  a  great  deal  of  good  upon  another  election. 
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Q.  What  do  you  think  of  referriu^  the  constitution  back  to  the  con- 
vention that  made  itf 

A.  I  have  uu  objection  to  that;  hot  the  people  are  very  much  down 
npon  the  oduventioii. 

By  Mr.  BiNOHAH: 

Q.  'NMiiit  effect  would  referring  this  eonstitiition  back  to  the  conven- 
tion, with  instriK  tirTis  from  Congress  to  make  it  <'onform  to  the  recon- 
struction law8  iiiH>ii  tiic  question  of  franchise  and  everything  ehse,  have 
upon  the  people — ^wonld  not  that  he  satisfactory  Y 

A.  Some  parties  could  not  be  SiJtistied;  but  that  would  satisfy  the  peo- 
ple generally,  I  have  no  doubt,  and  it  would  liiisli  np  the  op])ositi(m  that 
gi*owH  out  of  these  political  hacks  who  have  been  in  politics  and  ruined 
the  coimtry. 

Q.  Wonid  the  imposing  men  upon  the  peo])1e  of  Mississippi  whom 
they  think  they  have  defeated  at  the  last  elei'tion,  by  (Congress  declaring 
this  consfitntion  ad()i)t»'d,  rroato  prreat  dissatisfaction t 

A.  J  tlniik  so.  1  tliink  1  would  not  live  two  weeks  if  I  was  the  Tueans 
of  fixing  that  conntitutiou  iiinm  the  i)eople.  Upon  the  pajiers  tlie  con- 
stitntion  apin^ars  to  be  defeated,  and  the  masses  understand  that  to.be 
the  fact ;  and  while  it  is  easily  said  it  was  not  fairly  defeated,  it  is  veiy 
hard  to  ]>n)ve  it.  T  want  to  be  understood  as  not  the  oi)i)onent  or  as  in 
favor  ot  any  pai*ty.  I  have  no  otUce,  and  ex|>ect  to  get  none,  and  it  will 
therefore  make  uo  ditleience  to  nie  whether  the  constitution  is  delealed 
or  not;  but  my  oiUy  object  is  for  the  good  of  my  State. 

Wednesday,  January  13,  1809. 
A.  MoHLKY  Pattkhson,  having  been  duly  sworn,  testiiieU  as  follows: 
I  reside  in  Tishomingo  county,  Mississippi. 

By  Mr.  BoUTWBix : 

Q.  Wlu  re  previously  reside  ? 

A.  Kesided  21  yeais  in  Alabama,  1  was  born  in  Ohio ;  left  when  quite 
a  youth. 

Q.  Held  any  office  in  Mississippi  the  last  three  years  f 

A.  I  was  registrar  in  my  county,  and  was  assistant  secretaiy  of  the 

convention  of  Mississippi.  *  - 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  conduct  of  the  election  in  your 
county  ! 

A.  I  assisted  in  holding  the  election  there  at  five  different  precincts. 

Q.  Was  it  a  free  and  fair  election  t 

A.  There  was  no  attempt  to  deprive  any  <»ne  from  voting,  but  there 
were  precincts  in  my  county  where  tliere  were  many  colored  people  who 
did  not  vote.  A  few  days  before  the  election  some  marauding  compa- 
nies went  arouiul  and  told  the  negroes  tiiat  they  ninst  not  vote, and  they 
were  deteiTcd  from  voting.  Ettorts  were  matle  at  the  boxes  to  take  the 
mimes  of  every  body  that  would  vote,  stating  that  they  would  be  published. 

Q.  W  ho  made  these  ellorts  at  the  hoxea  f 

A.  The  principal  effort  made  was  by  the  leading  demoenits.  I  know 
of  no  republican  having  attempted  anything  of  the  kind. 
Q.  Who  composed  these  nuiraudin*^'  parties  f 

A.  I  don't  know.  sir.  I  only  know  tiiat  the  colored  |)et)ple  told  me  that 
they  came  to  theta  at  night  time,  disguised,  and  toUl  them  they  must  not 
go  to  the  election. 

Q.  (live  them  any  reason  why  ! 

A.  They  told  them  they  did  not  intend  to  vote,  and  they  did  not  intend 
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to  let  Ihem  (the  colored  people)  vote  j  but  they  (the  white  people)  did 
vote,  and  voted  a  pretty  ftdl  vote  in  my  county. 

Q.  What  is  tlie  )>iiblie  sentiment  in  your  yicinity  in  iegaid.tothe  e(m> 
Btitution  voted  upon  In.st  June  ? 

A.  T  live  in  a  very  strong  democratic  ronnty.  There  an*  very  lew  col- 
oivd  people  there,  and  very  few  republicans.  It  hiut  beeji  publicly  a«ij»eited 
that  I  was  the  only  white  one  in  my  comity,  hnt  tliat  is  not  so ;  there 
are  several  \  <  ry  good  republicans  there,  out  very  few  comparatively 
siM*akinjr.  Those  who  are  satisfuMl  at  all,  or  woulu  be  satisfied  at  all, 
arc,  1  think,  <><'iierally  satislied  with  the  constitution.  There  are  a  few 
objections  made  to  it,  but  as  a  general  thing  it  is  about  good  acouiiti- 
tution  as  would  be  mkde  if  they  attempted  to  make  a  dozen. 

Q.  AVould  the  people  be  satisfied  to  receive  it  by  act  ot  Gongrees  t 

A.  I  think  they  would,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Binoham  : 

Can  you  remember  the  majority"  in  your  county  against  the  constitu- 
tion ! 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  was  1,300  and  some  few  odd  votes. 
By  Mr.  Bbok: 

Q.  Perhaps  yon  do  not  mean  what  I  understood  you  to.  Ycm  said 
tliese  marauders  told  the  colored  men  they  would  not  vote,  and  then 
went  and  voted,  and  yet  you  know  nothing  about  the  marauders? 

A.  I  oidy  say  that  1  heard  the  colored  jieople  say  that  they  went  around 
a  few  days  previous,  maybe  the  night  before,  and  told  them  that  they 
(the  white  people)  themselves  did  not  intend  to  vote,  and  that  they  (the 
colored  peoj)lc)  must  not  go  and  votv. 

Q.  Then  you  stated  that  these  men  who  made  the  statement  did  go 
and  vote  f 

A.  They  generally  voted. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  of  the  men  who  went  around  making  these 

threats  1 

A.  I  believe  I  know  tiieai,  but  yet  I  could  not  swear  to  it. 

Q.  Then  of  course  yon  cannot  tell  whether  they  voted  or  notf 

A.  I  know  the  white  people  of  the  county  voted  very  closely. 

Q.  The  whUv  people  of  the  county  did  not  go  around  and  tliieateu  the 
negroes,  <ii<l  tiicv  f 

A.  Well,  sir,  1  believe  I  can  say  truthfully  that  they  did. 

Q.  Now  let  me  hear  the  ground  of  your  opinion,  and  the  names  of  the 
men  w  ho  did  it. 

\.  I  was  one  of  the  rcji^t  rat's  of  the  county.  I  visited  nearly  all  the 
precincts  in  it,  and  assisted  m  registenngevi'i  y  man  that  was  i  <';iistered  in 
the  county.  I  know  the  whitt*  people  vot<*d,  bei-ause  1  uiarkeil  them  out 
as  they  voted,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  number  of  those  who 
would  be  likely  to  have  left  the  county  or  changed  their  locality,  the  per 
cent,  was  very  larire. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  voter  in  your  county  who  went  around  and 
kei»t  negroes  from  voting  f 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question,  because  I  do  not  think  it  would 
be  prudent  to  do  so  and  could  do  no  good  that  I  can  conceive. 

By  Mr.  Boutwell: 

Q.  Part  of  the  question  you  might  answer— the  part  not  relating  to 

the  names. 
A.  i  do.

By  Mr.  TlErK; 

Q.  Do  >(iii  know  ili;it  any  of  tlio  white  voters  in  your  county  called 
upou  ait<l  lU'tt'iTiHl  tilt*  nt*i^iue«  Irom  voting  by  thi*eat8f 

A.  Yet),  sir;  I  do  know  it.  I  heard  it  pnbliely  stated  in  speeches  in 
my  count  \  tli;it  (lie  noj^roes  ought  not  to  vote  or  have  auytbiug  to  do 
with  the  cN'ctinii  ;  that  it  (tho  eonstitution)  was  a  vile  thing,  gotten  up 
by  men  who  kiu  w  notlMU^  of  tlte  wants  of  the  people. 

Q.  Auytliing  else  that  you  lieartl  tell? 

A.  As  I  said  before,  when  the  election  came  on  parties  appeared  at  my 

boxes  with  paper  in  hand,  demanding  the  name  of  every  num  who  voted 
and  how  tliey  vote<l.  I  tohl  the  voters  tliat  they  were  under  no  obligOr 
tioii  to  give  their  names.  General  (lillem  wa«  telegraphed  by  tbeso 
inteiTogators  whether  it  would  be  permitted,  and  be  telegraphed  mo 
back  that  it  would  not ;  but  I  conld  not  keep  tnem  firom  doing  m  never* 
theh'ss,  and  the  editor  of  the  luka  Gazette,  a  paper  ]mblishe4l  in  the 
county.  s;»id  he  would  publish  the  names  and  how  they  voted. 

Q.  il  you  saw  any  other  acts  of  violence  tell  theui. 

A.  I  saw  none.  Every  person  that  attempted  to  vote  was  allowed  to 
do  so  without  any  violence* 

Q.  Any  Ku  Klux  about  your  county! 

A.  1  h;ivp  sevend  times  seen  thorn. 

Q.  Did  you  8ut!er  any  persecution  in  your  ^-ouuty! 

A.  I  have,  sir;  1  have  so  mueh  so  that  I  am  now  a  reftigee  from  my 
home  and  family. 

Q.  On  account  of  your  political  sentimentsf 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Ale  you  a  member  of  this  committee  sent  here! 

A.  I  am  not.  I  was  a  delegate  to  the  Ohiciigo  convention  from  my 
State  and  was  assistant  secretaiy  of  the  convention  which  framed  the 
cnn  stit ution.  I  have  been  at  home  only  a  few  days  during  the  past  three 

months. 

Q.  Who  have  you  talked  to  that  would  be  satisfied  with  the  constitu- 
tion f 

A.  T  think  every  republican,  and  every  man  who  appears  to  Side  with 
thn  t  p  n  ty  is  well  satisfied  with  it.  There  appears  to  be  no  serious  olyec- 

tion  to  it. 

Q.  If  you  have  been  a  way  for  three  months  and  have  been  there  only 
a  fewdays  during  that  time,  you  have  not  had  much  opi)ortnnity  of  talking 
with  the  people  on  the  subject.  You  expressed  the  opinion  a  sliort  tinu»- 
siT)ce  that  the  people  would  be  satisfied  if  the  constitution  was  put  upon 
them. 

A.  You  misunderstood  me  in  that.  I  meant  to  say  that  if  the  consti- 
tution was  submitted  to  the  people  to-day  they  would  acquiesce  in  it. 

Q.  The  (jncsiion  1  want  to  get  at  is  whether  the  people  of  Mississippi 
would  t'(M>l  satisfied  if  Congress  should  by  its  act  tbrce  the  constitution 
ui)ou  them  I 

A.  I  think  not,  sir. 

IK  Mr.  NoKKis: 

Q.  Do  you  not  think  the  constitution  would  have  been  ratified  if  there 
had  been  a  feir  election? 
A.  I  believe  that  it  would. 

Q.  Do  you  not  believe  that  all  those  who  voted  for  it,  or  would  have 
voted  for  it  had  the  election  beenfiur,  would  be  satisfied  with  it  if  it  was 
ratified  by  (.\mgr«^ssf 

A.  I  think  that  is  doubtful  j  but  I  believe  to-day,  if  there  was  given 
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tUem  an  oppoi  Umit^ ,  they  would  vot^  I'oi  the  coustitutioii  aud  pi'obably 
fjt  the  o£9eial8  under  it. 

By  Mr.  Bingham: 

Q.  Thy  you  suppose  the  State  would  be  satisfied  if  Congress  should 
dechire  the  constitution  really  mtifled  in  fact  f 

A.  I  do  not  believe  the  people  of  >Tissi8sippi  would  be  sntisticfl  if 
Congivss  should  say  the  eonstitntioii  w  ns  ciirried,  uiid  that  the  people 
who  were  running  for  olliee  under  it  were  elected. 

Q.  They  think  an  election  is  carried  that  is  carried  by  fhiud  f 

A.  I  give  you  my  opinion  as  to  what  I  have  heard  the  republican 
people  say. 

By  Mr.  JfORiMS : 

Q.  Then  you  think  that  tlieae  men  in  your  connty  who  failed  to  vote 
on  account  of  intimidation  or  o^tracisuu  would  not  be  pleatjed  it  Congress 
should  make  this  the  constitution  of  the  State  f 

A.  I  do  not  ftay  they  \\<mi1<I  not  be  pleased;  I  believe  they  would 
accept  the  constitution  ;  1  think  the  State  would  a(*r(»]»t  the  ronstitntitni 
at  the  present  tiiHc  ii"  it  was  presented  to  tlieiii,  but  I  think  they  would 
like  to  have  a  say  so  in  that  matter.  Individually  1  would  be  sutisiied 
if  Con^n  <>$s  would  say  it  was  carried,  but  I  could  not  defend  it  hereafter 
before  the  people  as  well  as  I  think  I  could  if  they  (the  Congress)  would 
refer  it  to  the  people  ag^. 

Captain  H.  T.  Fisher  was  duly  sworn  and  testified  as  follows: 

I  reside  in  Jackson,  Mississippi :  have  resided  there  and  in  that  vicin- 
ity ahcnit  tlm'e  years — since  the  close  of  the  war,    Ohio  is  my  native 
State,  ajid  1  ser\'ed  in  the  federal  ai"my  dui'iug  the  war. 
By  Mr.  Boittwkll  : 

Q.  Have  you  held  any  oflice»  in  Mii^sii^ippi ! 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  was  registrar  of  our  county  under  tlie  reconstruction 
acts,  which  position  I  held  nearly  a  year,  when  I  was  appointed  deputy 

collector  of  !nt(»nial  revenue. 

Q.  Are  you  elect^'d  to  any  office  under  the  new  constitution  f 
A.  Yes,  sir  J  a  representative  from  Hinds  county  lo  the  legislature. 
Q.  Ilad  you  the  means  of  knowing  how  the  election  was  conducted  in 
•  Jackson  and  vicinity,  in  June  last  f 
A  1  had  to  a  considfiftMe  extent. 

Q.  Aceordinji:  to  your  ub.servatiou  was  it  a  fair  election  or  otherwise  f 
A.  It  certainly  was  not  fail*  so  far  as  my  observation  w«'nt,  though 
our  county  was  probably  an  average  county  for  fairness  at  the  i)oll8.  I 
was  in  the  city  of  Jackson  during  the  election,  and  while  I  saw  no  oj>en 
violence  conmntted  n\H}n  loyal  V(>ters,  the  presence  of  intinudation  and 
unfair  juessure  was  very  api)arent.  Very  many  colored  men  came  to  me 
and  told  me  they  wished  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  but  were  threat- 
ened with  every  sort  of  revenge  by  the  rebels  if  they  attempted  to  vote 
th.'it  ticket.  1  lieaid  many  (l(Mnocrats,  myself,  tell  «*olored  men  that.they 
wouhl  drive  them  from  their  plantations  if  they  ilitl  n<»t  vote  the  demo- 
cnitic  ticket.  1  remend)er  one  old  colored  man,  paiticularly,  who  had 
worke<l  for  roe  on  the  plantation  two  years,  and  was  then  in  the  em))loy 
of  the  present  treasiut^r  of  State.  He  told  me  he  wsmti'd  to  vote  the 
rejmblij'an  ticket,  hut  had  been  threaten.ed  with  diseliarjfe  if  he  did  so. 
Mariy  similar  eas»  s  <  ;inM'  to  my  notice.  "  The  planters  and  business  men 
geui  ially  liad  ileelared  all  republicans  enendes  to  S4)ciety,  antl  treated 
them  aceordingly.  Kesolutions  to  this  effeet  were  adopted  by  them«  I 
would  here  like  to  make  some  allusion  to  Kaukin  county,  one  of  the 
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couties  thrown  out  by  the  "  committi*©  of  five."  I  have  some  knowledge 
of  the  election  in  that  county,  obtained  from  many  colored  men  living  in 
tiiat  county.  In  the  fiinst  plaee  I  addressed  a  republican  meeting  ut  Bran- 
don, the  county  scat  of  liankin  county,  about  twcr  weeks  prior  to  the 
election.  Tlu  rc  were  several  hundred  colored  men  present.  I  mingled 
fi-eely  with  them  and  leaiued  tlieir  tine  sentiments,  and  am  sale  in  say- 
ing that  not  one  of  tliem  had  any  idea  of  voting  the  democratic  ticket; 
they  were  all  unanimously  republican.  Alter  the  election,  however, 
many  of  these  men  came  to  my  office  and  told  m<'  how  they  had  been 
compelled  to  v<»te  against  the  constitution.  Every  species  of  ourrage, 
iutimidatioU|  and  violence  was  used  by  the  rebels  to  force  these  men  to 
vote  the  rebel  ticket,  and  they  were  very  successfiU.  On  one  occasion 
seven  old  men,  whose  names  1  could  mention,  came  to  me,  and  with  teai-s 
trickling  dow  n  tlieir  cheeks  told  me  liow  onielly  they  }ind  been  forced  to 
vote  against  their  jn  iiici]>leR.  Hnii<lve<ls  of  allidavit-s  ( M»iild  be  procured 
to  establish  these  lacts,  notwithstanding  tlie  readiness  ul  the  rebels  to 
awear  Uiat  the  election  there  was  firee  and  fair. 
By  Mr.  BiiVGHAK : 

Q.  Which  is  the  larger  portion  in  Hinds  county,  white  or  colored  f 

A.  About  three  (rolored  to  one  white. 

Q.  How  did  the  vote  stand  thei*e  t 

A.  We  had  aiM>ut  a  thousand  mtyority  of  republican  votes,  but  would 
have  had  at  least  two  thousand  had  the  electitm  been  perfectly  free.  At 
Baymond,  and  other  points  in  the  county,  the  rebel  pressure  u{K>n  our 
voters  was  very  severe,  and  in  this  way  secured  many  colored  votes 
which  otherwise  would  have  been  cast  for  the  coustitutiou. 

By  Mr.  Nf)RRis : 

Q.  Yon  df»  not  agree  with  Governor  Sharkey,  then  f 

A.  I  do  not,  sir;  I  have  had  extensive  opjwrtunity  to  leant  tlie  senti- 
ments and  iucliuatious  of  the  cqlored  people  of  our  State,  and  I  assure 
you  they  are  thoroughly  republican.  They  believe  in  republican  princi- 
ples, and  will  always  vote  that  ticket  if  they  can  but  be  protected  in 
doing  so;  I  venture  the  assi^rtion  that  there  are  not  ten  colored  men  in 
Mississippi  who  are  democrats  at  heart. 

Q.  Have  any  meetings  been  held  by  I'epublicans  in  any  part  of  the 
Stnte  in  oi)positi(Hi  to  the  proposed  admission  of  the  State! 

A.  iso,  sir;  not  that  1  have  heard  of,  and  I  would  probably  know,  as 
I  am  clirnrimin  of  the  State  executive  committee,  an<l  have  considerable 
knowledge  of  the  party  in  the  State.  We  held  a  convention  at  Jackson 
on  the  25th  of  November,  composed  of  delegates  firom  every  iK>rtton  o€ 
the  State,  and  it  was  fii  inly  resolvcnl  then  that  the  immediate  admission 
of  tlif  State  was  the  <udy  liope  and  safety  of  tlie  loyal  pi'ople.  This  is 
the  uiiaiiiruous  voice  of  the  entire  party.  Theie  are  a  few  factious  men 
who  will  disregard  the  decision  ot  the  party  on  this  x>oint,  and  urge  phuis 
of  their  own,  but  they  do  not  speak  for  the  party. 

By  Mr.  Fasnswo&th: 

Q.  How  many  white  men  voted  for  the  constitution  in  your  county  T 
A.  I  cannot  tell  the  exact  number,  but  there  were  not  more  than  50. 

Tliere  are,  however,  many  white  men  in  our  county  who  are  in  sympathy 
with  us,  and  would  vote  the  republican  ticket  but  tor  the  relentless  ostra- 
cism of  the  rebels. 

Q.  Do  yon  think  that  people  who  conld  thus  be  deterred  from  voting 
almost  en  masse,  or  caused  to  vote  a  ticket  that  they  did  not  want  to 
vote,  are  a  safe  people  to  manage  tlie  affairs  of  the  State,  and  to  have 
dex>osited  with  them  the  reins  of  power  in  the  State! 
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A.  Well,  sir,  men  possess  different  degi'ees  of  moral  courage,  and 
while  these  men  may-  not  apparently  possess  the  requisite  stamioa  to  liase 
government  upon,  I  am  of  the  ()])ii)ion  that  they  are  qoite  as  reliable  m 

any  otlior  Hass  yon  rnn  find  there  if  proj>frly  prot<'rterl. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  tliey  would  have  more  coui'uge  sl&  a  State  than 
now  f 

A.  I  do,  sir,  for  then  they  eonid  rely  on  fhll  protection,  and  would  not 

hesitate  to  speak  out  boldly.  I  lielieve  tliis  class  of  men  very  nameioas 
in  tlic  State,  but  they  are  tlio  laboring  class  to  a  }:n**'«t  extent ;  men  who 
have  l>eeii  donnniMired  over  so  long  by  the  demoiTatie  loa^lers  that  they 
can  scarcely  muster  courage  now  to  oppose  them ;  but  they  will  do  so  a« 
soon  as  we  protect  them. 

By  Mr.  Painb  : 

Q.  Have  tlie  former  elections  in  Mississippi  under  the  military  authori- 
ties seemed  to  be  on  the  side  of  reconstru(?tion  or  opposed  to  it  ? 

A.  There  was  little  or  no  excitement  h\  thr  election  of  delenat^'s  to  the 
constitutional  convention,  which,  excepting  the  June  election,  was  the 
only  one  held  by  the  military  authonties.  The  rebels,  of  course,  opposed 
reconstruction,  and  sought  to  defeat  it  by  staying  away  from  the  i)olla, 
but  enoujjli  votes  vrvro  east  by  the  republicans  to  carry  the  State  for  a 
convention:  the  democracy  of  tlie  State  have  always  been  opposed  to 
every  i)lau  ol  congressional  reconstmction, 

Q.  Was  the  influence  of  the  commander  of  the  State  in  the  State 
opposed  to  it,  in  your  opinion  t 

A.  >  t*s,  sir;  at  tlie  last  ele<'tion,  most  assuredlj-. 

Q.  Siii)i)ose  the  military  influence  of  the  government  should  i)c  throx^ii 
in  tlic  opj_>osite  m  ale,  would  there  not  be  more  courage  exliibit<jd  on  the 
part  of  tlieblaclcst 

A.  I  think  there  would  be,  but  the  loyal  people  of  the  State  have  no 
confidetree  in  military  j;f)verimient.   They  do  not  find  it  at  all  ad<'quate 
to  their  prote(;tion.    Its  intlueuce  is  felt  only  near  the  uiilitury  posts  or 
stations,  and  does  not  reach  the  interior. 
By  Air.  Faunswohtii  : 

Q.  Will  you  pleaae  tell'  the  committee  how  much  military  woold  be 
required  to  keep  order  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  at  all  the  polls,  and  to 

prevent  intimidation  and  violence! 

A.  With  a  loyal  <,n>vernment  established  there,  and  administered  by 
loyal  ofiictjrs,  I  woultl  say,  sir,  there  would  be  no  need  of  military  pro- 
tection. The  loyal  men  in  Mississippi  are  fully  able  to  take  care  of  them- 
selves,  and  only  ask  the  goveniment  to  put  tliem  in  a  position  to  help 
themselves,  and  they  will  do  so  without  fiirther  aid  from  tile  mUitary* 
By  Mr.  BmOHAM: 

Q.  Ts  it  not  your  opinion  that  the  people  of  Mississipj)!  are  ver3-much 
like  otlier  peo|»c — that  they  worship  success,  and  court  it.  and  that  if 
a  loyal  governnuMit  were  established  there,  a  great  nuuiy  who  are  now 
hostile  to  you  would  swear  they  had  always  been  with  you,  and  in  fiivor 
of  i*ec4mstruction,  but  had  not  dared  to  expreiis  themselves? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  T  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  art»  many  of  this  class  of 
men  in  the  8tat«  wlio  wouhl  gladly  co-oi>erate  with  the  i)arty,  wei'e  it 
successful  in  getting  control  of  the  State  government.    Indeed,  I  am 
satisfied  that  such  is  the  case  to  a  very  great  extent. 
ByMr.  Bbok: 

Q.  You  were  elected  to  the  legislature  yourself  under  the  constitution  I 
A.  Yes.  sir :  my  friends  nominated  and  elected  me  without  any  solici- 
tation on  my  piirt. 
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Q.  Your  seat  in  the  ie^j^itilature  depends  on  tlie  adoption  of  this  con- 
stitution f 
A.  Ye«,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  membeis  of  jtmc  fxwumttoe  are  eaadidatee  I6r  offloe 
under  this  roiiHtitudou? 

A.  Very  few,  sir.  The  committee  was  schH-t*  d  inmi  the  party  without 
any  n^^uixl  to  personal  interest,  bat  for  the  purpose  simply  of  subserving 
the  ill  t  n  est  of  the  loyal  people  of  the  fetate.  This  is  the  paramount 
consider  ;it  ion. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  if  the  eonstitutioii  was  siibmitterl  af;aiTi,  and 
proper  protection  given  to  youi-  people,  they  would  carry  it  by  a  largo 
miyority  f 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  if  proper  protection  could  be  given  them  it  would ;  but 
that  conlcl  not  be  had  at  this  tniie.  Furthennore  the  loyal  people  have 
sunerecl  so  niueli  aheady  for  their  principles,  and  in  the  advocacy  of 
what  they  deeme<l  riglit,  but  have  been  disappointed  by  delay,  that  it 
is  impossible  to  tell  just  wbat  would  be  the  result  if  they  were  compelled 
to  go  through  with  all  this  again.  They  have  looked  to  CoDgiess  for 
protection  for  three  yrnv^,  and  have  not  got  it  yet,  but.  on  the  oontraiy, 
find  the  rebels  still  rubng  over  them  with  an  in>n  hand. 

Q.  Is  it  a  bare  possibility  that  the  people  would  ratily  it  if  they  hiid 
an  oi»]M)rtimity  to  do  sot 

A.  Could  a  fair  election  be  had,  the  republicans  would  rati^  it  by 
30,000  nuijority  j  but  tlieri'  is  the  trouble,  and  military  protection  cannot 
re^ieli  tlie  ease.  It  does  very  "Nvell  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  tlie  polls 
in  keening  the  x>eace,  but  canuot  suppress  outside  iutimidation.  Uow- 
ever,  tne  democracy  might  now  vote  for  ratification,  and  take  this  course 
to  get  control  of  the  State  government.  The  same  me^ns  that  defeated 
the  cf»nstitution  would  then  be  brought  to  bear  to  elect  deifioeratic  can- 
didates, and  this  would  leave  the  State  in  a  worse  condition  even  tlnui 
now. 

By  iVlr.  F  a  knsw n  i  ;  r  i  i  : 

Q.  I>on'tyou  think  yon  <  oiild  get  sutheient  ])rotection  to  carry  the 
constitution  under  a  mau  like  Sheridan  or  Sickles ; 

A.  I  have  no  doubt  that  either  of  those  generals  would  do  all  he  could 
to  secure  a  fair  t>h'ction ;  but  I  doubt  the  ability  of  an^  general  to  give 

ample  protection  the  oppositon  is  so  ti<'iceas  it  was  last  June, 

though  the  condition  ul  tilings  would  no  doulit  be  mueh  inijn'oved  by 
bas  ing  a  commander  who  sought  to  pmteet  lo^al  men  3  this  our  present 
eommauder,  General  GiUem,  bas  not  done.

Whenever  a  report  was  made  to  ine  that  they  feared  intimidation  T  at 
onec  Sent  troops  to  that  point.  [The  jieneral  h<*re  read  a  portion  of  his 
rej)ort  to  ct)nolK>iate  the  above.]  By  an  examination  of  my  report  it 
Witt  be  seen  that  all  of  the  troops  at  my  disposal  were  broken  up  into 
detachments  of  from  Ave  to  sixteen;  and  all  the  officers  under  my  oom* 
maud  were  sent  out  to  preserve  order  at  the  election  precincts. 
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Bj  Mr.  Bbamam: 

Qaefitioii.  Was  that  force  enougli  in  your  judgment  t 

Answer.  A  force  was  sent  to  every  i>la<!€  where  it  was  rcquostf'd,  or  it 
was  siigge^ited  that  tlicr**  min;ht  be  any  interlViM'ticp,  and  i  may  say  that 
.    I  believe  that  three  men  would  eulbrce  order  ius  well  WA  20  men.    1  have 
never  known  any  soldier  to  be  reeisted  in  the  Stato. 

By  Mr.  BiKGiiAM : 

Q.  Did  you  cause  iiive^stigations  to  be  made  of  the  alleged  iiitiiuidatiou, 
or  attempts  at  intimidation,  eitiier  at  the  time  of  the  election  or  before 
the  election,  in  the  various  counties  ? 

A.  There  were  no  reports  of  fraud  wliicli  I  did  not  investigate  or  cause 
to  be  investigated  which  came  to  me  after  the  election  or  before  the  elec- 
tion ;  whenever  these  frauds  were  reported  to  me,  1  sent  troops  under 
an  officer^  with  directions  to  see  that  the  firauds  were  not  committed. 

Q.  Di«l  you  take  pains  to  have  rei>orts  made  to  you  by  those  i>erson8 
detailed,  that  you  liavp  s]^oken  of,  as  to  whether  intimidatLons  had  been 
attempted  before  the  elections? 

A.  T  do  not  think  that  that  subject  was  at  all  investigiited.  When 
there  were  reports  of  intimidations  anticipated  at  the  polls  I  sent  a 
snfticient  forc^e  thei*e,  with  an  officer,  to  sop  that  it  was  not  done. 

Q.  What  was  done,  or  attempted  to  be  done,  befoiv  the  election,  by 
way  of  iutimiilaiion,  to  prevent  men  Irom  coming  to  the  polls  f 

A.  In  erei^  case  whidi  was  reported  I  gave  ordm  to  officers  of  the 
army,  to  registrars  and  agents  of  the  Freedmen's  Bureau. 

(Tl)c  ^eiKM'a)  liore  read  a  portion  of  his  electiou  orders  referring  to  the 
subjects  spoken  of.) 

By  Mr.  Bingha^i  : 

Q.  The  order,  as  I  understand  it,  had  relation  to  the  conduct  of  the 

election  on  election  day  t 
A.  Yes,  sir, 

Q.  The  question  I  am  at  just  now  is,  whether  yon  took  any  special 
pains  to  investigate  as  to  whether  there  was  any  intimidation  attempted 
in  advance  of  the  election  to  prevent  men  ixom  coming  to  the  election 
at  all! 

A.  I  do  not  see  here  in  my  reports  an  order  that  I  issned  to  all  the 
officers  and  agentxs  of  the  bureau,  to  inform  tlie  freedmen  of  their  rights 
to  vote  and  that  th(^y  would  be  in*otected  in  votin;?  as  tliey  desired. 

Q.  What  I  want  to  get  at  is  this — whether  you  rcit'ived  information 
yourself,  or  whether  you  really  know  the  fact  as  alleged  hei-e,  that  in 
advance  of  the  election  in  Misdssippi,  bands  of  marauders  traversed 
tiie  country,  sometimes  in  the  night  season,  visiting  liirge  numbers  of 
thf>  ron^istered  voters  to  put  them  by  ttireats  under  intimidations  not 
to  vote  i 

A.  I  did  not,  sir. 

Q.  Ton  have  no  information  about  Itf 

A.  1  have  heard  that  intimidations  had  been  used,  but  \n  hen  I  sent  to 
find  out  1  could  not  ascertain  that  there  was  such  intimidation. 
Q.  You  don't  know  whether  it  was  so  or  notf 

A.  ill  every  case  that  was  ieiK»rte<l  to  lue  1  sent,  but  could  not  a^tcer- 
tain  that  it  was  so. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  information  after  this  election  that  violence  had 
beon  used,  or  attempted  to  Ih>  used,  or  that  there  had  been  threats  and 

intimidation  at  various  polls  in  th«  State? 
A.  Yes,  sir  J  I  kept  cviay  pajMir  conitining  tijis  matter  which  came  to 
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my  knowlcdtxo,  and  wheu  a  pemm  came  to  my  -  lie<adquarters  and 
requested  to  have  auy  knowledge  witk  regard  to  these  threat^i  or  iutim- 
idatious,  I  requii^d  that  his  statement  ahoold  be  taken  dovm,  and, 
together  with  tiie  papers  referring  to  the  some  sulgeety  appended  to  my 

rei)ort. 

Q.  Bid  you  institute  any  investigation  yourself,  after  the  election, 
before  making  the  returns,  to  know  whether  the  fact  was  or  was  not  that 
intimidation  was  nsed  at  the  election  or  before  the  electionf 

A.  Ko,  sir,  I  did  not,  a»  it  was  not  reported  to  me.  If  it  had  been 
reported  to  me  I  should  have  instituted  an  investigation. 

Mr.  BovTWXLL : 

Q.  What  regiments  were  under  your  command  during  June,  18681 
A.  The  !*4th  and  34th  infantry,  and  two  companies  of  the  5th  cavalry, 
and  during?  the  election  five  conii)anics  from  General  Thomas's  depart- 
ment, two  companies  of  the  25th  and  three  companies  of  the  -toth  infantry. 

By  Mr.  Bingham: 

Q.  Have  you  any  opinion  as  to  how  the  sherifis  generally  Icel  touch- 
ing the  question  of  the  ratification  of  the  eonstitntion  and  allov^ing  the 
freediiicn  to  vote  in  Mississi]>pi ;  what  position  they  took  ]>oliticaIlyf 

A.  I  have  no  information  that  t1t»\v  t<M)k  any  action  in  tlic  matter  po- 
litically: many  of  them  wen-  otttccrs  whom  T  had  appointrfl  ^iiyself;  I 
presume  a  nuyority  of  the  troops  in  Mississippi  are  opposed  to  this  con- 
stitution, and  I  would  state  that  in  that  nmjority  are  many  of  those 
appointed  by  General  Oi-d  and  myself  who  had  been  officers  of  yolnn< 
t«er8  of  the  United  Btates. 

By  Mr.  Boutwbll: 

Q.  How  lon^'  had  tlioso  regiments  been  in  Mississip})i  ? 

A.  The  24th  infantry  went  to  Mississij)!)!.  I  think,  in  May,  l-SfUJ,  and 
and  the  34th  infantry'  and  oth  cavalry  1  think  in  June,  1807,  and  those 
companies  l¥om  Gteueral  Thomas's  command  came  there  in  Jnncy  1868^ 
and  n»tumed  in  July. 

Q.  Wen'  those  r('<;iraents  mTuitcd  any  whih'  in  Mississippi  * 

A.  I  am  vcrv  ghid,  sir,  that  yon  ask«'(l  me  that  question;  I  don't 
think  there  have  been  20  men  enlisted  in  Mississipiii.  and  my  orders  are 
to  enlist  no  man  who  has  ever  been  connected  in  any  manner  with  l^e 
rebel  anny  or  the  rebel  cause,  and  those  who  are  enlisted  ai^e  generally 
those  who  have  been  discharged  firom  the  United  States  service  down 
in  that  section  of  thr  conntry. 

(The  committee  here  aiyourned.) 

Friday,  January  15, 1809. 

General  Gillem  appeared  before  tiie  committee  this  morning  and 
oontinned  his  testimony  as  ibllows: 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Questicm.  General  Gillem,  examine  Kxhibit  filed  with  ynnr  report  of 
the  Mississijipi  election, esi>e(  iall.v  reports  Nos,  L*l,  L*S,  3!), 41, 57  and  59, 
and  state  whether  those  returns  were  made  by  yoiu-  ottit  i  rs,  giving  their 
rank,  and  what  you  know  of  their  reliability  as  to  any  re[)ort  they  would 
make,  what  offices  those  officers  held  in  the  election,  and  to  what  coun- 
ties their  rejiorts  apply. 

Answer.  No.  2T  is  tlie  report  of  Br('V<*t  Major  Barber,  first  lieutenant  of 
the  34th  infantry,  and  formerly  captain  of  the  4th  Vermont  j  he  was  inspec- 
tor of  registrars  for  certain  counties,  among  them  the  county  of  GamQ^ 
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and  this  report  refers  specially'  to  that  county ;  I  have  no  leaaon  to 
doubt  the  eonectness  of  this  report  ftom  my  knowledge  of  the  eharacter 
of  M^jor  Barber, 

By  Mr.  Painx  : 

Q.  What  is  the  date  of  that  report! 

A.  JiUH'  14. 

Q.  ^^'llell  was  the  elootion  lield! 
A.  The  election  coinmeueed  June  22. 

Q.  What  are  Mc^or  Barbet^  Bympathiea  in  regard  to.reeonstmction  f 

A.  I  never  licard  him  express  any  oiiinian  on  that  siibjeet,  but  from  a 
letter  he  wrote  to  ;ni  association  of  \-oliiTit«'«'rs  in  Vennout,  1  have  not 
the  sli^rhtest  doubt  be  wa8  in  la\  or  oi  rueoiistruetiun^  as  he  spoke  in 
very  bitter  teruw  of  the  peoi)le  in  the  vicinity  of  where  he  was  stationed. 
No.  25  ia  dated  at  Grenada,  June  12,  and  is  from  the  same  oftieer,  and 
relates  to  the  amingements  for  the  election  in  the  county  of  Yallabnslm. 
No.  28  is  the  report  of  Lieutenant  E.  C.  (Tilbreath,  of  the  24th  infantry; 
ther«»  is  no  more  reliable  officer,  I  do  not  think,  in  the  Uniteii  States 
army ;  I  know  nothing  of  his  {oevioua  history  other  than  that  he  was  a 
mtyor,  I  think  in  tiie20th  Indiana  regiment ;  that  report  is  dated  Jmie 
13,  and  is  upon  the  arranfrements  made  for  lioldin;:  the  election  in  the 
district  over  which  he  was  inspector;  anion;^  the  counties  of  that  dis 
trict  was  Copiah.  No.  39  is  the  report  of  Bre\'et  Major  Norton,  a  cap- 
tain of  the  24th  infantxy,  and  inspector  of  elections,  and  this  particular 
report  refers  to  the  connty  of  Bankin ;  I  consider  him  a  perfectly  reliable 
officer;  he  is  the  one  whose  report  ^v;lv  referred  to  yesterday  in  connec- 
tion with  the  civil  officers  of  the  iStute  of  Mhisiiwippi  being  opposed  to 
reconstruction. 

By  Mr,  Nokris: 

Q.  Thc8e  reports  only  refer  to  the  arrangements  made  for  the  election! 
A.  Entiiely  to  the  aiTangements  made  to  prevent  fraud  or  intimida- 
tion during  the  election. 

By  Mr.  Bbck: 

Q.  The  object  I  have  in  calling  attention  to  these  reports  is  to  show 

by  the  gen<'rul  commanding  the  arrangements  made  to  i)revent  fiuud 
during  tin*  elet  tioii,  and  fbc  characters  of  tli(M)flicers  having  the  over- 
sight «>f  thes*'  arran^enicnt.s,  and  to  connect  this  with  the  affidavits  of 
the  judges  of  election  which  are  on  lile. 

(Witness  resumed.)  Whenever  these  officers  found  p^^sons  who,  in 
their  opimon,  would  notperfonn  the  duties  properly  of  registrair  or  judge 
of  election,  they  wei  c  <'!npowered  by  nie  to  nnnove  those  persons  and 
appoint  others,  rcporiiii^  their  action  to  me  at  once. 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  I  believe  several  of  these  re]>orts  show  that  that  was  done. 

A.  I  have  not  read  tiieni,  but  1  know  they  did  exercise  that  jn^wer;  1 
think  Major  Norton  and  Colonel  Wlu*aton  did.  No.  41  is  the  report  of 
Brevet  Major  John  I*ower,  captain  34th  infantry,  and  an  inspector  of 
election  ;  1  consider  him  perfectly  reliable;  he  has  sei*\'ed  in  the  armj', 
I  believe,  12  or  14  years;  tliis  rci>ort  a|»itli»'S  to  De  tSoto  county,  and 
bears  dal*-  of  June  10.  No.  57  is  dated  .lune  10,  and  applies  to  Chicka- 
saw county ;  it  is  made  by  Brevet  Lieutenant  C'olonel  Lloyd  Wheaton, 
captain  34th  infantry;  he  is  an  excellent  officer  and  perfectly  reliable; 
he  was  formerly  colonel  of  either  an  Indiana  or  a  Wisconsin  reginient, 
and  a  brevet  brigadier  general  in  the  volunteer  army ;  I  don't  know  him 
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only  that  I  met  Itiiii  as  a  general  officer  somewhere  prior  to  his  ajj^point- 
ment  in  the  re^dar  army ;  this.report  shows  that  he  did  exercise  the 
power  conferred  npon  him  of  tilling  a  vaeaney  there  and  re|iorting  the 
<  i?<Ministance8,  and  rol;it«'s,  like  thv  re|M)i*t8  of  which  I  have  almidy 
spoken,  to  arrangements  matle  tor  holding  the  election.  No.  59  is  by 
the  aauie  othcer,  (Ca|>taiu  Wheaton,)  and  h  dated  Jidy  1 :  it  relates  to 
the  same  county  (rhickataw)  and  ccjiorts  the  manner  in  which  the  elec- 
tion was  conducted  there. 

Q.  1  merely  desire  to  ask  you  whetlnT  «')tlH'r  you  or  any  oflrtcer  nmler 
your  command  in  emtducting  this  elect  urn,  so  tar  a^  you  know,  or  have 
an  opinion,  took  any  psirt  for  or  against  the  adoption  of  the  constitutionf 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  You  did  not  yoins*  If  ? 

A.  No,  sir:  I  should  have  considered  it  entirely  forei^^ii  to  niy  duties 
as  an  oltieer  ot  the  American  army  to  have  tiikcu  any  part  in  politics  at 
ally  especially  in  the  local  aifimni  (n  a  State. 

By  Mr.  Bout  WELL: 

Q.  (General,  can  you  state  some  of  the  reasons  which  operated  npon 
persons  to  cause  them  to  vote  against  the  constitution  t 

A.  Of  eonrse  sniy  sinswer  of  niino  wonlfl  be  merely  my  impression  on 
this  suhjeet.  1  beiieve  the  defeat  of  the  constitution  was  due  to  its  pre- 
scriptive chaiacter  as  regards  voting  anil  the  holding  of  offices.  It 
would  not  be  reasonable  to  suppose  that  men  would  Toteto  disfranchise 
themsi'lves ;  that  .accounts  for  all  the  white  men  of  the  State,  or  tiie 
greater  portion  of  them,  voting  against  it.  I  l>elieve  thnt  everr  means 
was  taktMi  by  the  white  i)eople  of  the  State  to  indm*  the  coUue«l  inxiple 
to  vote  against  the  constitntion.  I  believe  that  a  constitution  framed  in 
accordance  with  the  reconst motion  acts,  thatis,  gnaranteein^^  the  right 
of  lV;niehis<»  ami  of  holding  office  to  all  persons  that  were  not  de]nivi'd 
of  it  1)>  tlH'  rec(vnstrnetioTi  acts,  would  have  carrier!  by  a  large  majority. 
Such  was  th*'  tipiiiion  of  some  of  the  gentlemen  1  see  liere  now. 
By  Mr.  Noiiuis: 

Q.  You  think  then,  general,  that  the  white  men  of  iMississippi,  unlike 
those  of  Qeorgiii  who  opposed  the  ratiflcation  of  their  constitution  not 
embodying  those  sweeping  disfranchisements,  wcmld  have  voted  to  have 
ratified  that  constitution  had  this  sweeping  disfranchising  clause  been  . 

left  out  f 

A.  I  (h»  not  know  anything  about  Georgia,  sir. 
Q.  Well,  in  Georgia  the  white  men  very  giuierally  opposed  the  ratifi* 
cation  of  the  constitution.   You  think  tiiat  the  white  men  of  Mississippi 

who  o])])osed  the  cnn^titiition  on  the  grounds  you  i"efer  to  would  Imve 
vote<l  lor  it  it  it  had  been  strictly  in  accoixiance  with  the  reconstruc- 
tion acts? 
A.  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  not  believe  the  leading  white  men  of  the  State  wonld  have 
opposed  it  because  it  gave  the  franchise  to  colored  men  had  there  been 
no  other  objection  to  it  t 

A.  I  certainly  do,  as  some  of  the  leading  white  men,  among  others 
Mr.  Brooks,  fornu>r  I'^rdted  States  senator,  at  that  time  advocated  the 
giving  of  the  fTniicliise  to  negroes,  and  has  repeatedly  told  nie  since,  as 
have  other  ])roiii incut  men  of  Mississippi,  that  they  would  have  voted 
for  a  constitution  embodying  that  principle. 

Q.  Judge  Sharkey  stated  here  that  he  was  opposed  to  iton  that  ground, 
and  he  thought  the  people  of  Mississippi  generally  were  t 

A.  I  have  never  spoken  to  Judge  Sharkey  upon  it)  and  dont  know  his 
views. 
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Q.  Were  you  coiuit'i;t<Hi  with  the  Freedmen's  Bureau  T 
A.  I  was, 

Q.  Then  you  came  frequently  in  contact  with  the  colored  men  of  the 

StaU*  ? 

A.  I  did  to  a  certain  extent. 

Q.  You  came  in  contiH  t  with  them  enough  to  know  what  their  Niews 
were  in  regard  to  this  question  of  reconstruction  t 

A.  1  (^onld  not  say  that  I  did  come  in  contact  with  them  enou^  for 
that.  L  never  discussed  the  subject  of  politics  with  any  man,  white  or 
bhi<!k. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  the  coloretl  people  of  Mississippi  were  gen- 
erally in  favor  of  the  reconstruction  acts  of  Congress  giving  them  tte 

right  of  snffra^fe  ? 

A.  1  think  it  very  lik^'lv.  sh-,  t1»oy  were. 

Q.  How  do  you  accoum  loi  ihc  lae  t  that  thecoh)red  men  who  are  now 
admitte<l  by  you  to  have  been  in  favor  of  reconstniction  were  so  many 
of  them  kept  away  from  the  polls,  or  so  many  induced  to  vote  the  dem- 
ocratic ti(rket? 

A.  1  know  that  in  certain  Imndities  tlio  dcriKx  rats  jnoniised  the  nepcroos 
that  tliey  should  have  the  right  of  sutlhig  ,  and  ai*iK*ah'd  to  the  negro 
not  to  deprive  them  of  the  same  riglit,  and  their  a]»peal8  were  made 
energetically.  Every  white  man,  woman,  and  child  throughout  the  State 
was  an  active  canvasser  ajrniiist  that  constitution,  while  there  were  a 
very  tew  in  favor  of  it.    To  tiiat  1  attribute  its  dcti'nt. 

Is  it,  or  is  It  liot;  your  opinion  that  a  great  maity  of  thi'  wliite  men 
in  the  State  would  have  voted  for  the  constitution  but  for  the  proscrip- 
tion of  tlie  conservative  press  and  the  democratic  leaders,  and  the  ostra- 
cism of  those  men  ! 

A.  That  ((ucHtion  is  very  general.  All  men  are  more  or  lo6S  influ- 
enced by  the  ox^inious  of  society. 

Q.  Do  you  not  think  that  a  great  many  of  the  white  men  would  have 
accepted  the  constituti<»n  but  for  those  things  Ui  which  I  have  aUuded — 
tliat  they  really  wanted  tin-  cnnstitntion  ratifled? 

A.  Non«'  tb.'if  I  <'\  er  met  did.  1  do  not  think  I  ever  met  n  half  dozen 
persons,  nuLixcs  of  Missi.s.sippi,  who  wen  in  favor  ol  it — \\  liitc  men  I 
mean.  I  believed  then,  and  believe  now,  that  a  constitution  merely  em* 
bodying  the  requirements  of  the  reconstruction  acts  would  have  carried 
by  a  very  large  miyurity  in  the  State  of  Mississippi. 

I>y  Mr.  Brooks  : 

Q.  Wlmt  other  States  l)eside  Mi.ssissippi  have  yon  hcon  livin<r  in,  and 
have  been  conversant  with  the  manner  of  conducting  a  political  c^ilu- 
imigu  1  My  object  in  asking  this  question  is  to  ai*certain  wliether  the 
electioneering  iu  the  State  of  Mississippi  was  different  from  that  in  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  or  any  (►ther  State. 

A.  1  i>resume  the  eleetioneenng  was  about  the  same.  They  were 
very  bitter  on  both  sides. 

By  Mr.  NoRRis : 

Q.  T>i<l  you  ever  know  a  democratic  i)aperiTi  tli*'  north  to  call  upon  i^eo- 
ple  to  ostnicise  in  every  possible  way  those  who  shouUl  vote  the  Repub- 
lican ticket,  and  call  upon  those  who  had  control  of  the  polls  to  post 
their  names  f 

A.  1  have  known  {>ersons  to  be  discharged  from  employment  because 
the3'  would  not  vote  a  certain  way  in  other  States. 

Q.  But  yt»u  say  you  don't  know  that  the  canvass  before  the  election, 
by  the  papers,  was  much  different  from  that  of  the  northern  States. 
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Have  you  ever  known  any  papers  at  the  north  to  do  what  the  ])apt*i  s 
south  have  done  repeatedly  j  aud  if  so,  iii  what  State  aud  on  what  oeea- 

A.  I  do  not  know  tiiat  I  saw  in  Mississippi  any  pajx  rs  urging  that  the 
HRmes  of  those  persons  should  be  posted  who  vot<  (l  for  the  coiistitnt  ion. 
1  saw  i);ipers  in  Mi88i8aippi  urging  that  the  democratic  employers  should 
only  give  service  to  those  who  voted  their  way  of  thinking. 

Q.  Did  yoa  ever  know  a  paper  at  the  north  to  call  npoa  the  people  of 
its  ov.  71  piciy  to  oetradse  men  who  voted  the  demoeratlo  or  repnblieaa 
ticket  ? 

A.  1  do  not  know  that  i  ever  did.  I  know,  however,  but  very  little 
about  elections,  as  I  have  always  served  on  the  frontier,  and  have  known 
very  little  except  of  this  one  and  thoee  in  my  own  State  of  Tennessee. 

Mr.  Paine.  I  will  read  to  you  a  passage  from  your  report.  You  say 
"prior  to  my  assuming  coiiijikuhI  Ooveruor B. G.  TTiniijjhries  had  issued 
a  proclamation  citing  the  unsettled  condition  of  aliuii  s,  alluding  to  ap- 
prehended difficulties  between  the  two  races,  and  urging  all  persons  to 
aid  in  the  preservation  of  law  and  order.  Governor  Humphries  being 
called  upon  for  the  information  upon  whieli  he  liad  issued  his  proclama- 
tion, informed  the  conventioTi  that  it  was  done  at  the  instance  of  Major 
(General  Ord,  my  predecessor  in  the  conunand  of  the  district.  The 
ehairmaai  of  the  committee  then  addressed  me  a  commnnicatiou,  (see 
Appendix  A,  "So.  31 ,)  n'<|ue8ting  me  to  furnish  any  inlinnnation  I  might 
be  in  possession  (►f  with  regard  to  the  trnth  of  me  report  upon  which 
said  proclamation  was  founded,  t<»  the  end  that  the  public  may  be  put  in 
possession  of  all  the  facts  pertaining  to  said  rexmits.  Upon  examina- 
tion of  the  papers  and  reports  bearing  on  this  sal^ect  widch  had  been 
transferred  to  me  by  General  Ord,  I  foond  in  many  oases  letters  of  a 
private  and  confidential  nature,  evidently  nex  er  intended  for  i)ub]ie4i- 
tion,  and  believing  that  to  furnish  th<'Mi  w  ith  the  names  of  the  writers 
would  not  only  be  a  breach  of  faith  and  productive  of  no  pubUc  good, 
but  on  the  contrary  might  create  animosity  and  Ul  feeling  between  indU 
vidaals  and  be  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare,  I  declined  flunishing 
them  as  rfqiipsted.'*    (?^*'e  Appendix  A,  Xo.  "VJ.) 

Q.  Let  me  iisk  your  general,  where  are  those  documents  now  I 

A.  At  my  headquarters  in  Mississippi. 

Q.  Under  your  control  f 

A.  Under  my  control. 

Q.  Will  you  furnish  them  to  the  committer  f 

A.  With  pleasure.  I  wisli  to  explain  in  tins  connection  that  some  oi 
those  letters  were  from  ministers  of  the  gospel,  some  from  prominent 
men  of  both  political  parties  there,  and  some  or  them  professed  views 
that  I  did  not  think  the  gentlemen  would  like  to  have  published  at  the 
time.  T  believe  that  it  wonld  excite  ill  \>  ill  betw^M^i  the  colored  people 
and  the  white  people,  as  they  were  expressing  disti  ust  and  want  of  con- 
fidence in  the  i^eedmen. 

Mr.  Paine.  The  committee  of  course  would  make  a  judidons  nee  of 
these  letters  if  they  werephu'ed  in  their  possession. 

Mr.  BoUTWKLL.  Snpi>ose  we  leave  the  question  as  to  whether  we  want 
these  letters  for  decision  when  the  committee  aie  by  tiicmselves,  and 
then  if  we  desire  to  have  them  we  will  notify  the  generaL  [Agreed  to.] 

By  Mr.  Paine  : 

Q.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  by  Mr.  Beck  you  stated  that  you  took  no 
part  either  for  or  against  the  eonstitution.  • 
A.  Tea.  but. 
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Q.  Did  you  uot  frorly  <'\prc8S  your  opiiiiou  in  Missiasippi  iu  opposition 
to  the  constitutiou  pubiiciy  1 
A.  I  did  not.  . 

Q.  Did  any  of  your  subordinates  f  . 

A.  Not  to  my  kfjowlcd^jf. 

Q  Stat^  whether  your  udiuiiiistnitioii  of  aftairs  iu  Mississippi  Avas  or 
waB  uot  animated  by  a  spirit  of  opx)o8itiou  to  the  reeoubtructiou  acts 
and  the  poli<qr  of  Congress  generaJly. 

A.  Certainly  not.  I  was  only  actuated  lyy  a  sincere  desire  to  execute 
tho  law  under  which  I  was  assigned  the  command  of  the  fourth  militaiy 
di.strict,  a  part  of  which  constituted  the  State  of  Mi8t«i88i]>pi. 

Q.  State  whether  there  was  or  was  not  an  impression  prevailing  in 
Hie  State  of  Mississippi  among  l^e  blacks  and  among  what  are  caUed 
the  loyal  whites  that  yon  was  opposed  to  the  reconstniction  poUcy  and 
acts  of  Congress. 

A.  I  am  uot  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  an  impression.  There  was 
a  personal  feeling  on  the  part  <tf  some  who  desire  appointments  and  did 
not  receive  them  that  I  was  not  doing  exactly  what  I  ought  to.  In 
some  iustancos  T  dorliuod  to  allow  fjrntkMuen  to  entor,  after  1  luid  ap- 
pointed them  to  places  of  trust  or  ])rotit,  upou  thv  in'rforuianco  of  their 
duties  until  they  had  given  the  x)roper  bonds.  8ume  of  them  failed  to 
do  so,  and  I  dedined'to  aUow  them  to  enter  npon  those  duties. 

Q,  Are  yon  acquainted  with  the  diffinrent  political  committees  in  that 
State — peisoTi  all y  ^v ith  the  members  t 

A.  I  am  not  at  all. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  chairman  of  the  democratic  State 
committee  f 

Q.  I  never  have  seen  him,  and  never  had  but  two  communications 
from  him,  both  of  which  \  decliued  euiphnticnlly  to  eomply  with.  FTe 
requested  uw  to  order  sui  election  for  President  and  Vice  i'resident  of 
the  United  States  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.  I  informed  hiui  that, 
nnder  the  leeonstruction  acta  and  the  orders  under  which  I  was  acting, 
I  was  not  authorized  or  required  to  hold  such  an  election^  and  that  I 
must  decline  doing  so.  He  then  wrote  me  a  lonfr  commimicjitiori,  re]x»at 
ing  an  order  which  hatl  been  issued  by  the  rresideut  of  the  UuiUid 
Stat<»s,  forbidding  the  military  to  interfere  with  an  election  in  any  man- 
ner, and  again  called  upon  me  to  issue  an  order  for  an  election.  I 
replied  to  him  that,  so  far  from  changing  my  formcT  views  on  the  sub- 
ject, that  order  forbade  me  to  interf»'r«' with  an  election.  ;m'l  T  sluuild 
not  issue  such  an  order.  He  then  rctpiest^'d  me  to  forward  his  couiuiu- 
idcMtion  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  to  General  Grant  for 
their  action.  I  forwarded  a  copy  to  them,  and  have  never  receivetl  any 
reply,  nor  any  further  communication  from  him.  I  am  not  aware  that  I 
am  personally  acv]n;unted  with  or  have  ever  seen  any  member  of  the 
democratic  committee  of  Mississippi. 

Q.  Have  yon  ever  had  any  personal  acquaintance  with  the  chairman 
or  any  of  the  members  of  the  republican  State  committee! 

A.  I  have.  I  know  the  chairman  of  the  rcivublicau  committee,  but  I 
do  not  know  who  art*  members  of  that  committee.  Mr.  Mygatt,  1  saw 
him  here  yesterday. 

Q.  If  the  impression  had  prevailed  in  Mississippi  among  the  people, 
and  particularly  among  your  subordinates,  that  you  opposed  the  recon- 
stniction acts  and  poli<  v  nf  ('onsrf^s,  would  it  have  deterred  your  sub- 
(udinatcs  froui  pn\sentiug  to  you  rcijorts  of  the  stat«  of  aH'airs  which 
would  seem  U>  be  oftensive  to  you ! 

Q.  I  flatter  myself  that  the  cliaracter  of  those  officers  is  such  tiiat 
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that  fact  would  not  havo  changed  tlie  charact<»r  of  their  reports  to  me. 
I  selected  them  on  a^'count  of  their  tirniness  and  experieneo,  and,  1 
beUeve,  their  moral  character.  Xiiey  were  aii  ulhoers  of  the  aimy  who 
had  served  during  the  rebdlion* 

Q.  Will  you  ii^ive  the  dates  of  the  oommencement  and  the  oonclasion 
of  Gf^iiernl's  McDowell's  eoinTiuind  in  Mississippi? 

A.  Ueneral  McDowell  assumed  command  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  and 
was  released  ou  the  4th  day  of  July,  and  he  was  in  command  in  Missis- 
sippi during  the  entire  term  of  the  election.  I  think,  with  one  excep- 
tion, I  believe  one  precinct  voted  on  the  5th  of  July;  and  I  may  add 
that  General  McDowell  changed  none  of  the  orders  which  I  had  issued 
on  the  subject. 

Q.  Did  you  ^ve  public  expression  to  the  opinion  you  here  state  that 
a  constitution  in  accordance  strictly  ^^ith  the  reconstruction  acts  would 
be  acceptable  to  the  white  i)eople  of  ]Mississipi)i ! 

A.  1  know  I  never  gave  any  exprevssion  to  it.    My  asHoeiations  with 
the  people  of  Mississippi  have  been  xer^  limited.   I  have  never  been  in 
the  house  of  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  that  I  am  aware  o£  I  - 
think  that  I  did  express  that  conviction  to  members  of  the  constitutional 
oonvention.    I  am  certain  of  that* 
On  what  occasion  f 

A.  More  than  once.  sir. 

Q.  Can  yua  remember  the  names  of  any  of  the  members  to  whom  yon 

stated  it  t 

A.  I  have  expressed  it  I  know  to  Mr.  McKec^  Mr.  Mygatt,  and  ]\ir. 
Ord,  and  I  think  to  Mr.  Gibbs  j  and,  prior  to  their  taking  any  action  on 
the  tiauchise  question  at  all,  I  advised  with  these  gentlemen  that  they 
limit  their  proscrifticti  to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Congress ;  that 
I  belteved  it  would  secure  the  success  of  the  State  constitution^  and  a 
settlement  of  the  question  in  Mississippi. 

Q.  Xlieu  these  expressions  of  opini(»n  made  to  the  members  of  the 
convention  were  given  before  the  election ! 

A.  Before  the  formation  of  the  constitution. 

Q  Were  there  any  made  after  the  constitution  was  firamed  and  before 
it  was  voted  upon  ? 

A.  Very  likely,  sir. 

Q.  To  any  other  persons  in  the  State  t 

A.  I  may  have  done  so ;  but  I  am  not  aware  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  express  any  such  sentiments  to  your  subordinate  officers  ? 

A.  I  think  not,  sir ;  my  officers  did  not  communicate  with  me  upon  that 
subject. 

Q.  Wlien  yon  expressed  your  opinion  respecting  the  ratification  of  the 
constitution  by  the  people,  did  you  give  any  advice  as  to  the  course  they 

should  tiike  f 

A.  Which,  the  people? 

Q.  The  people  or  the  politicians  or  any  one. 

A.  I  never  advised  the  people  to  pursue  any  itoUtical  course* 

Q.  Did  you  advise  the  convention  to  pursue  a  certain  course  f 

A.  Not  the  eonventioii,  hut  eertain  niembers  of  the  convention  wlio.' 
had  come  to  see  me  on  other  (jnestions.    I  never  advised  orspoke  to  any 
man  in  Mississippi  on  the  question  of  his  vote. 

Q.  But  did  you  give  any  advice  as  to  any  action  which  should  be  had 
either  by  tibe  convention  or  its  members  about  the  formation  of  tho 
constitution  f 

A.  Not  at  all,  sir. 

i^.  Did  these  members  of  the  convention  call  ou  you  for  your  advice 
as  to  what  sort  of  a  constitution  they  should  frame  f 
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A.  Thoy  (lid  not,  sir;  it  w;is  in  a  fc^^iicnil  couversatiou  in  my  ofidcey 
when  tbey  had  called  uix»u  me  on  other  Bubjects. 

Q.  Hie  advice  was  given  without  8Qlicsltatl<m  f 

A.  I  did  not  consider  it  in  the  nature  of  advice,  air.  bat  as  an  exchange 
of  viewsy  and  the  most  of  them  concnrred  with  me  in  my  views  at  that 
time. 

«    Q.  Did  any  of  those  gentlomen  whose  names  you  have  mentioned  con* 
enr  wil^  you  at  that  timet 
A.  Hfr.  McKee,  the  man  who  was  elected  fhun  the  4th  district  to 

Congress. 

Q.  Any  others  f 

A.  I  am  not  certain  about  that,  sir. 

Q.  I  am  reqnested  by  a  gentleman  to  ask  you  for  what  purpose  the 
committee  caUed  npon  you  at  tlie  time  you  had  this  inten  iew  ? 

A.  TluTP  wcTP  several  comnntt<»es  called  iijxm  me.  l'n»b;ihly  tire 
on*'  that  ealled  olteuewt  was  on  the  subject  of  a  tax.  I  eonld  not  »tut*? 
cm  what  particular  occasion  it  was  when  1  expresiied  the  views  referred 
to,  as  I  md  not  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  any  conseqnenee  at  aU.  Bat  I 
would  add  that  the  committee  expn  Ks.>d  themselves  m  i>erfectly  satis- 
fied vntli  the  armuj^ements  which  X  had  made  for  the  election. 
By  Mr.  NuKiiis : 

Q.  IJo  you  think  the  opposition  of  the  leading  men  in  Mississipiu  to 
the  constitution  was  based  upon  their  dislike  of  the  disfhiuchising  clause  f 
Do  you  know  any  considerable  number  of  men  in  Mississippi  or  any 
single  newspaper  that  opposed  the  ratilication  of  the  constitution  that 
did  not  opix)se  with  e(iiial  eaniestness  the  calling  of  the  couveution  tor 
the  pur|>ose  of  framing  that  constitution  Y 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the  most  influential  democratic  paper  in  the  State  advo- 
cat4Hl  the  convention. 

Q.  Did  that  paper  advocate  the  convention  and  snpport  the  recon- 
structi(>Ti  ]^  licy  n]>  to  the  time  that  that  constitution  was  Iramed  and 
submitted  to  tlie  i>eople  I 

A.  I  Hkink  it  changed  about  the  time  that  this  franchise  question  was 
decided  in  the  convention. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  to  be  so! 

A.  T  don't  know  the  exact  date, 

Q.  Wliai  prominent  men  in  Mississippi  advtwated  the  reconstruction 
acts  up  to  the  time  of  the  adoption  by  the  convention  of  that  dause  of 
the  constitution  and  then  op[K)sed  its  ratification  ! 

A.  I  know  very  little  about  the  prominent  men  of  Mississippi — ^none  of 
them. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  then,  of  any  prominent  men  that  advocated  recon- 
struction up  to  that  time  and  afterwards  opposed  itf 

A.  I  think  the  most  talented  editor  in  the  State  changed  somewhere 
»h(mt  that  time,  when  the  conservative  members  of  the  conventiou  le- 

signed. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  other  men  beside  tliose  connected  with  that  paper 
.  who  fiivored  reconstruction  np  to  that  time  and  then  opposed  itf 

A.  r  am  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  i>eople  of  Mississippi  to 
«tnt4».  T  do  not  remember  any  one  at  |)reKt'nt.  T  wonM  like  to  stale  to 
this  committee  something  oi  the  manner  in  which  that  ejection  was 
held.  I  believed  that  whatever  way  the  State  voted  there  would  be 
complaints  of  fraud  by  the  opposite  side,  and  with  that  view  the  voteis 
were  repfi^^teretl  according  to  the  acts  of  Congress,  and  in  voting  each 
man  was  checked  off  at  the  polls.    Congress  leaving  passed  a  snp" 
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plemeiitary  act  to  tho  rccoiiHtruction  acts,  allowing  them  to  vote  in 
other  preciucts  than  thone  in  which  they  were  registered,  I  caused  a 
list  of  those  who  did  not  vote  in  tiieir  prednctB  to  be  conaolldated  by 
couiitjes  and  to  accompany  the  oonnty  letum ;  also  a  report  of  those 
who  had  hi'^m  rppristi  n  il  in  their  counties  and  ha<I  voted  there;  and  by 
a  <'nT*'f  nl  (  omparisoii  of  the  lists  it  was  ascertained  that  about  a  hundred 
meu  iiad  voted  twice,  probably  about  equally  divided  between  the  two 
paitiee.  I  canaed  all  these  ballots  to  be  retained  and  sealed  bj  three 
offloeFB,  and  every  ballot  that  was  cast  to  be  re  tamed  to  my  headqoar- 
ters  and  opened  in  tlie  presence  of  three  officers,  examined  and  eom- 
]>ared  with  these  returns,  and  they  art*  now  at  my  lieadquarterS)  subject 
to  any  action  which  may  be  seen  lit  to  be  taken  with  them. 

By  Mr.  NoERis : 

Q.  Have  you  received  reports  from  the  iuspectors  of  electiuLus  with 
regard  to  the  nnmber  of  those  who  did  not  vote  I 
A.  Yes,  sir;  they  are  filed  with  the  other  papers  I  have  allnded  to*

Genkkal  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my 
action  regards  the  Sttite  of  Mississippi  under  the  act  known  as  the 
military  reconstructiou  bill  and  the  acts  supplementary'  thereto: 

At  the  date  of  my  assuming  command,  January'  9, 1808,  the  constitn- 
tional  convention  was  in  session,  having:  assembled  on  tlie  7tli  of  January. 

The  first  action  of  the  convention  whieh  was  submitted  ihr  my  eon- 
aideration  was  a  resolution  of  January  24, 1808,  (see  Appendix  A,  l^o. 
11,)  setting  forth  the  general  destitution  which  ensted  in  the  State^  and 
appointing  a  committee  of  live  **to  proceed  to  Vieksbnrg-  and  nrge 
General  Gillem  to  issue  an  order  forbidding:  all  officers  and  trustees  to 
sell  m\y  more  property,  except  for  wages  or  mechauical  labor,  until 
further  orders  liom  hiui." 

Not  believin  CP  tiiat  the  law  onder  which  the  convention  was  assembled 
granted  them  any  legislative  power,  and  moreover,  being  convinced  that 
the  aetion  requested  would  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  peo- 
ple of  th«*  State,  I  declined  issuing  the  oixier  requested  of  me,  giving  my 
reasons  in  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Hou.  George  A.  titovaU 
by  my  adjutant  general,  ibr  which  see  Appendix  A,  No.  13. 

On  the  25th  day  of  Januaiy  a  communication  was  received  from  a 
committee  of  which  Charles  W.  Fitzhugh  was  (  hnirman,  (set'  A]>]>endix 
A,  Ko.  14,)  enclosing  a  res<ihition  of  the  convention,  stating  "that  there 
were  many  persons  known  as  refugees,  some  as  former  sia\  es,  sold  and 
taken  firom  their  friends  at  home,  and  that  they  were  without  the  neces- 
sary means  of  returning  IlieietOy''  and  requesting  me  to  ftzmiah  sueh 
persons  with  the  necessary  means  to  reach  their  former  liomes.  There 
being  no  legal  authority  for  exjiending  public  funds  for  sueh  a  purpose, 
1  was  necessarily  comxH*lled  to  decline  acceding  to  the  request  contained 
in  the  resolution,  and  did  so  in  a  commnnication  addressed  to  Charles 
A.  I'itzhujrh,  F.  A.  Moore,  and  II.  W.  Stringer.  (See  ApiJendix  A,  No.  15.) 

On  the  V»th  day  of  February,  ultimo,  I  received  a  co])y  of  a  n'solution 
{sec  ApiX'udix  A,  2s'u.  10)  en<  U>siug  a  reiMirt  of  a  committee  of  the  con- 
stitutional convention  on  destitution,  and  requesting  me  to  cairy  out 
the  recommendation  of  said  committee.  Knowing  that  the  representa- 
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tions  of  the  conmiittee  in  regard  to  deatitatioDy  in  setting  forth  that 
there  were  30,000  persons  fHStaallj  sniTeruig,  were  greatly  exaggerated, 
•  and  being  ixirther  convineed  that  the  convention  did  not  possess  the 
legal  lejrislntive  niithority  assigned  of  a])i)ointinfr  commissioner  and 
approin  iating  the  poll-tax  for  the  relief  of  the  destitute,  I  declined  com- 
plying with  the  resolution  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Hon.  B.  B. 
JSggleston,  Febnuxry  15,  ^see  Appendix  A,  No.  17,)  at  the  same  time 
assurinff  the  convention  tliat  I  had  thoroughly  investigated  the  anhject 
of  destitution,  and  that  as  ai^sistant  commissioner  Bureau,  &e.,  had  the 
means  and  would  employ  them  in  the  relief  of  such  destitute  i)ersoiis  as 
really  re(iuired  assistance. 

On  the  20th  day  of  Jannaary  a  oommnnieation  was  received  from 
Benj.  H.  Orr,  chairman  of  a  conmiittee,  (see  Appendix  A,  No.  18,)  ask- 
in<j,  in  behalf  of  the  conventicui,  whether,  in  the  event  of  tlie  i»a.s.sa«2:e  of 
an  ordinance  providing  for  the  levying  and  collecting  of  a  special  tiix 
on  the  real  and  movable  property  in  the  State,  will  the  dyil  authorities 
be  prevented  &oni  collecting  said  tax  either  by  forcible  resistance  or 
injunction,  or  other  mea.sures  emanating  from  (ft  issued  by  any  of  the 
civil  courts  or  other  authorities  of  the  State. 

On  tlu'  same  day  Mr.  Orr  was  informed  that  the  civil  authorities  "will 
not  be  prevented  from  oollectinf<^  said  taxes  by  forcible  resistance,^  and 
ftuther,  "that  an  ordinance  of  the  convention  made  in  conformity  with 
the  8tli  section  of  the  act  of  iSIarch  23  would  l>e  recognized  as  lej^al." 

On  the  13th  day  of  February  I  was  called  upon  by  the  Hon.  (Jeo.  C. 
McKee,  member  of  the  constitutional  convention,  who  presented  me 
with  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  convention  Febmary  12, 1968, 
(see  Appendix  A,  Ho.  19,)  settinfir  f<n^^i  ^1i<)t  the  8])ecial  tax  levied  by  a 
convention  ordinance  January'  24,  (see  A])pendix  A,  No,  ItM,)  was  nie<>t- 
ing  oi)position,  and  the  i)eople  had  determined  not  to  i)ay  the  tax  unless 
compelled  to  do  so  by  military  ordei^  and  requesting  me  to  publish  a 
"general  ordei^  directing  the  people  to  pay  the  tax.  After  careftdly 
examining  the  ordinance  I  was  convinced  that  many  of  its  provisions 
were  in  violation  of  the  a<'t  of  Congress  March  2.'i,  1SH7,  which  author- 
ized the  convention  "to  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  a  tax  on 
ihe  propi'rty  in  the  State  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  convention.'^ 

By  an  examination  of  the  ordinance  it  is  apparent  that  the  convention 
did  not  restrict  itself  to  le^'ying  a  tax  up<m  property,  as,  for  instance, 
section  2  lcvi<»s  a  tax  upon  auction  stores,  l)reweries,  ^Jcc;  section  3 
levies  a  tux  upon  livery  stables,  coal  yards,  carnage  factories,  &c.:  sec- 
tion 4  levies  a  tax  upon  bounty  agents,  gunsmiths ;  neither  of  whicn  can 
be  construed  in  any  way  as  proiM  i  ty. 

S<'(  tinii  f;  levies  a  tax  uiK»n  bankiu^r  establishments,  exchange  brokers; 
an<l  sjx'cilies  that  any  i)ers<)n  doing  business  in  the  street.s,  highways,  or 
other  places,  shall  be  considered  as  a  broker  aud  liable  for  the  tax  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  which  is  $100. 

Sections  8  and  9  levy  taxes  upon  newspapers  and  printing  presses.  In 
fact,  as  will  ])e  a])parent  by  au  examination  of  the  ordinances,  a  tax  was 
levied  upou  ]>ersons,  ])rivilc;res,  an<l  franchises.  Relieving  that  such 
was  not  the  intention  of  the  law  under  which  the  convention  was  iissitm- 
bled  I  could  not  order  the  collection  of  such  taxes;  moreover,  the  con- 
vention assumed  a  legislative  power  of  creatiri;;  a  new  systenj  for  the 
collection  of  this  tax  by  ap[>ointing  tax  collrctors  uuknowu  to  tlu'  laws 
of  the  State,  and  from  whom  no  boiuls  were  nM|uired  lor  tlic  laithful 

t>erformance  of  their  duties,  and  a  special  treasurer  lo  receive  and  dis- 
rarse  the  money  collected  under  tiiis  ordinance.  The  tax  levied  by 
section  27,  believed  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  .act  of  Congress,  the 
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convention  was  iuiormed,  \vouldy  if  desirtiU,  be  enforced.  The  other 
seetionA,  heiug  ooosideied  in  violation  of  the  law,  the  eonvention  was 
infoi  iiH'd  would  not  be  enforced  by  the  militaiy,  (see  Appendix  A,  No. 
2;},)  to  wliich  e8i>ecial  attention  is  invited  in  connection  with  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  convention,  (See  Appendix  A,  No.  19J.)  I  desire  a  care- 
ful examination  of  both  the  ordinance  and  my  re^isons  for  not  enforcing 
the  same. 

On  the  4th  day  of  March  I  received  an  ordinance  passed  by  th<^  con- 
vention February  27,  providing  for  the  levying  and  collection  of  a  tiix 
to  defray  its  expenses;  and  although  some  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
iMUice,  as,  for  instanee,  that  proTiding  tihe  tax  shoiild  be  ooDeoted  in  ten 
days,  were  regardexl  as  arbitrary,the  tax  therein  levied  was  ordered  to 
be  coUectefl  by  the  shoiitfs,  ihv  only  modification  bcin^  as  rofrm  dcd  the 
time,  whicli  was  t'xtciuU'd  to  ^0  instead  of  10  d;t  vs.  The  convention  was 
afterward  convinced  tiiat  even  this  extension  did  not  allow  sufficient 
time  for  the  coUection  of  the  tax,  and  requested,  by  resolution,  that  it 
should  l>e  extended  iiom  April  6  to  August  1,  the  time  allowed  by  law 
for  .slH»rifr8  t-<^>  tlu'ir  final  settlement  of  the  ordinary  tax. 

For  tax  ordinance,  as  linally  published  in  general  ordci  s  No.  10,  head- 
quarters 4th  military  district,  (see  Appendix  A,  No.  2G^,}  which  order  is 
believed  to  have  been  exeeutod  strictly  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  different 
counties  under  the  direction  of  the  State  aaditor,  who  is  charged  with 
the  execution  of  the  ordinance.    (See  Appendix  A^  No.  27.) 

Prior  to  my  assuiiiinji-  command,  Governor  B.  (t.  Hiimi)lirevs  had  issued 
a  x)i-oclamatiou  citing  the  unsettled  condition  of  ailairs,  alliKluiy  to  apiire- 
h^ided  dilftealttes  between  the  two  races,  and  urging  all  persons  to  aid 
in  the  preservation  of  law  and  order.  Governor  Ilumplireys  being  called 
upon  for  the  information  u]>on  which  he  had  issued  his  proclamation, 
intoriacd  the  ct>uvention  that  it  was  done  at  the  instance  of  Major  (ien- 
eral  Ord,  my  predecessor  in  the  command  of  this  district.  The  cluurman 
of  the  committee  then  addressed  me  a  conunimication,  (see  Appendix  A, 
No.  31,)  requesting  me  to  furnish  any  information  I  might  be  in  posses- 
sion of  with  regard  to  the  trnth  of  the  report  upon  which  said  ])ro(  l;nua- 
tion  was  founded,  to  the  end  that  the  public  may  be  i>ut  in  possession  of 
all  the  facts  peitaining  to  said  reportvS.  Upon  examination  of  tlie  pa^iers 
and  reports  bearing  on  this  subject,  which  had  been  transferred  to  me  by 
General  Ord,  T  found  in  many  cases  letters  of  a  i)rivate  and  confidential 
nature,  evidently  never  intended  for  publication,  and  believinp:  that  to 
furuisli  them,  with  the  names  of  the  writers,  would  not  only  be  a  breai-h 
of  faith  and  productive  of  no  public  good,  but,  on  the  contrary^  uii^'ht 
create  animosity  and  ill-feeling  between  individuals^  and  be  delrmiental 
to  the  public  welfare,  I  declined  furnishing  them  as  requested.  (See 
Appendix  A,  No.  .12.) 

On  the  7th  of  31  arch  the  convention  passeil  an  ordinance  (see  Appen- 
dix A,  Ko.  34)  to  protect  certain  persons  in  then*  rights  of  property.  On 
the  17th  of  March  they  were  informed,  through  the  chairman  of  the  com* 
mittee  on  the  subject,  tliat  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  pa.ssed 
March  2,  1807,  nnide  it  the  duty  of  the  general  eoTiiinanding  to  protect 
all  peisons  in  their  rights  of  x»erson  and  property,  and  tiiat  in  any  instance 
bcought  to  his  notice  where  any  person,  without  regard  to  race  or  pre- 
vious < oiidition,  was  deprived  of  his  property,  measures  will  be  taken  to 
8e<'nie  tu  hiiM  what  was  justly  due.    (See  Appendix  A,  No.  .'>.■).) 

On  the  I4lh  of  May  the  convention  passed  a  resohiti«»n  .Htiitin^  forth 
that  the  commanding  general  of  the  district  had  directed  tlie  shcritl  4)1  the 
different  counties  not  to  collect  a  tax  levied  upon  roilroads,  setting  forth 
that  sach  action  was  contrary  to  tiie  provision  of  the  tax  ordinance,  and 
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directing  the  Hou.  Bei^jamin  H.  Orr  to  proceed  to  Vicksburg  and  confer 
with  the  genenul  commanding  in  rafierenee  to  the  eoUectioii  of  said  tax. 

(See  Appendix  A,  No.  49.) 

Mr.  Orr  called  upon  roe  on  tlie  15th  of  May,  and  in  a  personal  confer- 
ence claimed  that  the  convention  had  the  same  power  to  tax  pi-operty  iu 
the  State  of  MissiBBippi  that  is  possessed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  the  convention  did  not  recognize  any*State  law  or  ohar- 
tered  rights  granted  by  tlic  Stat*'  of  Mississippi  cxeraptinf?  property  from 
taxation,  and  that  if  General  (villem  did  not  enforce  the  payment  of  the 
tax  of  one-half  of  one  ^ter  cent,  levied  on  raikoad  property,  amounting  to 
about  $50,000,  it  wonid  be  neoessary  for  the  oonrention  to  delay  ita 
contemplated  ai^jouiiiment,  or  meet  again  in  about  tvn  days  to  levy  an 
additional  tax  to  supply  the  deficiency  thus  caused,  which  would  in\  ol  vfi 
a  much  lienvier  expense.  (See  Mem.,  Api)endix  A,  Ko.  50.)  After  <  sn  ( 
folly  cxHiauiiuff  the  law  I  was  convinced  that  it  was  not  the  intention  uf 
the  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  Mai«h  23, 1S67,  to  authorize  the  conven- 
tion to  levy  a  tax  other  than  on  property,  and  then  only  on  the  pmiperiy 
taxal>?o  under  State  !;nvs.  Kaih-oads  in  3rissisaippi,  by  their  ehartew 
and  State  laws,  are  exempt  from  taxation  until  1874;  these  charters  and 
laws  having  been  granted  and  passed  in  1854.  Capital  had  been  invested 
in  these  roads  under  tbe  express  stipulation  tliat  it  was  exempt  from  tax- 
ation. Tlie  roads  had  been  built,  and  the  privileges  granted  by  the  char- 
ter  had  become  vested  riplits,  rikI  to  tax  these  roads  it  is  believed  would 
have  been  a  violation  of  tlie  oblifj:ation  of  a  contract. 

The  second  reason  given  by  Mr.  Orr,  "that  it  would  be  necessary  for 
the  convention  to  delay  its  contemplated  acUonnunent  for  the  purpose  of 
levying  an  additional  tax,"  which  would  involve  a  heavier  expense,  is 
not  considered  as  liavin^r  sufficient  le<r;il  force  to  require  refutation.  1 
declined  enforcing  the  tax  iu  a  coniniuiiication  addressed  to  the  Hon.  B. 
B.  Eggleston,  May  15.   (See  Appendix  A,  No.  51.) 

On  the  14tli  of  April,  1868, 1  received  a  copy  of  an  ordinance  providing 
for  the  protection  of  electors,  (see  Api)eiidix  A,  Ko.  37,)  but  considering 
the  provisions  of  tlie  act  creating  the  militarj-  districts  as  charging  me 
with  the  responsibiluy  of  securing  a  tree  and  impartial  election,  no  action 
was  taken  in  compliance  with  this  resolution.  And  in  this  connection  I 
also  invite  attention  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  convention  March  16, 
(see  Appendix  A,  Ko.  4."i.)  ;ipi)ointin<;-  a  "eoniniittee  on  fjeneral  arranpfe- 
ments,"  and  enipowerin^^  it  to  sit  during  thr  adjournment  of  the  conven- 
tion, to  confer  with  the  general  commanding  and  arrange  a  plan  for 
holding  the  election  for  the  ratiflcatiott  or  rejection  of  l^e  oonstitutlo% 
and  diiecting  sud  committee  "as  soon  as  possible  after  the  election  to 
ascertain  and  make  ])roclamation  of  the  result  therccf'.^ 

Section  4  of  the  act  passed  Manrh  23,  LSOT,  making  it  the  duty  of  the 
general  commanding  the  district  to  provide  for  the  holding  the  election 
tbr  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  the  constitution,  the  committee 
appointed  in  the  ibregoing  resolution  were  informed  in  a  iiersonal  confer- 
ence that  every  precaution  would  be  taken  "tosecuri'  the  registered  and 
qualitied  electoi'S  in  the  State  an  opiiortuuity  to  vote  freely,  nid  witliont 
restraint,  lear,  or  the  iutiuence  of  fraud,"  but  that  the  retuni^  of  the 
election  would  be  made,  as  required  by  law,  to  the  commanding  general 
of  the  district,  and  accordingly  upon  the  receipt  of  the  constitution  framed 
by  the  convention,  and  julopted  May  l'»,  18(58,  (l(»neral  ()rd<»vs  Ko.  r.», 
from  head<pmrters  4th  luiiitary  district,  i)n>viding  lor  an  election  for  the 
ratification  or  rejection  of  the  said  eonstitution,  were  issued  May  10; 
(see  Appendix  B,  No.  1,)  the  election  to  begin  June  22,  and  to  continue 
until  completed,  as  provided  in  said  order.

In  framing  the  order,  every  pi-ecautiou  wliieb  suggested  itself  to  me 
WM  taken  to  insure  a  strict  execation  of  the  Iswe  under  whieh  the  elec- 
tion was  to  be  held,  and  to  secure  all  registered  and  qualifled  electors  an 
opportunity  of  freoly  expressing  their  desires  on  the  question  at  issue 
through  the  ballot-box. 

On  the  20th  of  May,  General  Ordei-s  ^o.  20  (see  Appeiulix  B,  No.  2) 
was  issued,  appointing  the  boards  of  registration  to  condnet  the  election 
as  provided  for  by  section  4  of  the  act  m  March  23, 1807,  and  in  order  to 
innnn'  ;i  faithful  iiiul  intelligent  execution  of  the  law  (as  provided  for  in 
General  Orders  No.  19)  by  the  boards  of  registration,  who  wei-e  ex  oj^eio 
comuiissioners  of  election,  the  State  was  divide<l  into  districts,  and  for 
each  district  an  in^eotor  of  election  was  appointed.  (For  tlie  names  of 
these  officers,  with  their  districts,  see  Special  Orders  so,  115,  Appendix 
B,  No. 

The  iuspeetors  wore  requii'ed  to  visit  each  board  of  reiristration,  and 
to  ascert^iin  from  personal  examination  whether  the  nieuibers  were  con- 
Tersant  with  the  laws  and  orders  which  they  were  required  to  ezeonte, 
and  wliich  were  promulgated  in  circulars  No.  3  and  4,  (see  Appendix  B, 
Nos.  4  and  n,)  and  for  the  orders  under  which  inspectors  of  election  were 
acting.    (See  ApiH'iuiix  B,  No  0.) 

The  constitutional  convention  hu\  ing  provided  for  the  election  of  mem- 
bers  of  Oougress,  State  officers,  and  for  members  of  both  branches  of  the 
lej,'ishiture,  circular  No.  6  was  issued,  defining  the  congressional  and 
»State  seuat4>rial  districts,  and  the  apportaonment  of  representatives. 
(8ee  Appendix  B,  No.  7.) 

In  some  of  the  most  populous  cities  I  apprehended  that  one  day  would 
not  aiford  a  sufficient  opportunity  for  all  the  registered  Yoters  to  cast 
their  ballots,  and  therefore  directed  circular  No.  7  (see  Appendix  B, 
No.  8)  to  be  issued,  direetini^-  that  the  polls  should  hi'  open  two  days  at 
Vicksburg,  Natchez,  Cohiuibus,  Jackson,  Yaztx)  Oity^  Holly  Springs, 
Aberdeen,  Canton,  Hernando,  Grenada,  Brandon,  Meridian,  Port  Gibson, 
and  Lexington. 

It  having  been  brought  to  my  notiee  that  registered  vot<'rs  liad,  in 
many  eases,  lost  their  certificates  of  registration,  boards  of  rejrisfiation 
were  iiaected  to  furnish  duplicates  upon  apphcatiou,  uccouix>auied  by 
satisfoctory  eyidmice  of  identity,  under  the  restrictions  prescribed  in 
eiienlar  No.  9,  (see  Appendix  B,  N'o.  10.)  As  it  was  appreiiended  that 
some  of  the  rei^istrars  might  vacate  their  positions,  and  tlnis  embarrass 
or  prevent  tiie  exerntion  of  the  eh*etion  order,  inspectors  of  «'lection  were 
directed  to  till  vacancies  tliat  might  occur  in  boards  of  i-egistratiou, 
reporting  their  action  to  these  headquarters. 

Such  were  the  ])rovisions  made  for  carrying  into  e  ffect  the  fourth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  .Maicli  23,  1867,  providing  that  when  tlie  convention 
shall  lun  c  frametl  a  constitution,  said  conntitution  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  peisons  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  an  election  to 
be  conducted  by  the  officers  orpersons  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed,  by 
the  commanding  general  as  hennliefore  provided,  and  to  be  held  at  the 
expiratifM!  f^f  thii  t  \  days  from  th**  date  of  nolriee  thereof,  to  Ix-  j^Mven  by 
said  eonv« Mii  i<m,  iia<l  tiie  returns  thereof  shall  be  made  to  the  eommaud- 
ing  general  of  the  district. 

When  I  was  relieyed,  June  3.  from  the  command  of  the  fourth  mili- 
tary district  by  Brevet  Mtyor  General  McDowell,  the  records  at  these 
headquarters  show  tliat  General  McDowell  made  hut  one  modiflration  in 
the  arntngenients  for  holding  the  election,  by  prescribing  tiiat  the  elec- 
tion should  continue  an  additional  day  at  eacli  county  seat,  "exclusively 
for  the  benetit  of  those  who  have  lieen  registered  and  lost  their  oertifi* 
cates  of  registration."  (See  Appendix    Ko.  13.) 
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For  the  manner  in  vhiiih  inspectors  of  election  performed  tJieir  duties, 
and  the  care  that  was  taken  to  a«certuiii  that  the  commissioner  of 

election  vrcre  thoroughly  acquainted  witli  ihe  duties  that  they  wei*e  to 
perform,  and  the  precautions  tliat  were  tiiiven  to  j)revent  fraud,!  respect- 
fully invite  attention  to  their  rexiorts,  herewith  txausmitted^  (Appendix 
B,  liToB.  14  to  62,  inclofiive.) 

The  dnty  of  stationing:  the  troops  in  aiicb  maner  at  to  maintain  order 
and  {^eenre  a  fair  election,  depended  upon  me  aa  eommander  of  the  iiab- 
district  of  Mississippi. 

Prior  to  the  election  the  troox>H  in  this  State  were  stationed  at  seven 
posts,  viz.,  Vicksburg,  Natchez,  Jackson,  Grenada,  Holly  Springs,  Cor- 
inth, and  Columbus. 

Duriiij^  the  election  five  companies  from  the  de]);n  tnient  of  the  Cum- 
berland rt  i)orted  to  nie  for  duty,  and  together  with  iIk  l  roops  previously 
iu  the  State,  auionntiiig  to  27  companies,  were  disuibuted  at  03  inysts 
and  fitationa,  (see  Appendix  B,  'So.  63;)  and  I  may  add  that,  in  every 
instance  in  which  it  was  reported  that  feara  of  disturbance  or  interfere 
cTiee  wjfh  th<'  <  leetions  wns  apprehended,  regardless  of  the  source  fh)m 
which  tlir  report  emanated,  ti*oops  were  directed  to  be  present  and  main- 
tain oriitr,  uud  that  no  instance  of  intimidation  or  violeuee  at  the  polls 
was  reported  by  the  eommandera  of  posts  or  detachmenta;^  but,  on  the 
contrail,  tiie  electioiia  are  reported  to  have  been  condoeted  in  an  orderly 
manner. 

During  the  eleetion  eoiuniandiug  officers  of  troops  were  direeted  to 
afford  all  necessary  assisUince  to  the  civil  authorities  in  the  preservation 
of  peace  and  good  order;  at  the  same  time  they  were  held  responsible 
til  a  t  force  was  only  used  when  it  was  absolutely  iieoessaiy.  (See  Appen- 
dix ii.  No.  r4.) 

On  the  4th  day  of  July,  in  compliance  with  General  Onlers  No. 
Adjutant  General's  office,  I  relieved  Mjyor  General  McDowell,  iu  com- 
mand of  the  fourth  militaiy  district.   On  the  loth  instant  the  boarda  of 

ppo-fstration  the  various  counties  having  all  made  their  returns,  as 
re<|uired  hy  the  4(h  8ecti<m  of  the  act  of  March  23, 1867,  they  were  con* 
Holidated,  and  show  the  following  as  th*-  result: 

[The  detailed  tabular  returns,  biiowmg  the  exact  vote  iu  each  county, 
accompanying  General  Oillem's  report,  it  waa  deemed  beat  not  to  print, 
owing  to  their  length.  The  general'a  report  contuinee:] 

Tlie  foregoing  table  shows  that  there  wcim»  cast — For  the  constitution, 
M,2'A\  vntes:  nfrninst  the  constitution,  (5.'i,80O  vntcs;  and  therefore  that 
there  iH  a  majority  of  7,629  votes  njyninst  tlie  constitution. 

That  in  the  first  cougi'essionjU  district,  (Jharh's  11.  Townfiend  recci\  ed 
11,029  votes:  Jefferson  L.  Wofford  received  5,823  votes.  Majority  for 
Charles  H.  Townsend,  5,206  votes. 

That  in  the  seeond  eoufrressional  district,  T.  N.  Martin  received  1 1.504 
votes  J  Jehiel  liailsback  received  0,00^  votes.  Mtyority  for  T.  N.  Martin, 
5,436  votes. 

That  in  the  third  congressional  district,  G.  P.  M.  Turner  received 
11,081  votes;  ('.A.  Sullivan  received  10,181  votes.  Majority  for  G.  P. 

M.  Timier,  1.%«M»  voti  s. 

That  iu  the  J<uuth  congressional  district,  Geor;;e  (  McKee  received 
20,444  votesj  George  L.  Potter  reeeive<l  ir>,r)lO  votes.  Majiu-ity  for 
Geor^'e  ('.  McKee,  4,034  votes. 

That  iu  the  fifth  eonjp-essional  district,  AV.  T.  Martin  received  12,r»S6 
^'otes ;  J^.  VV.  Perce  received  ll,8eMi  votes.  Majority  for  W.  T.  Martin, 
800  votes. 
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The  foregoing  table  also  exhibits  the  result  of  the  election  for  State 
ofltoetrs  and  members  of  the  legislatare)  (senators  and  representatives.) 

As  is  generally  the  case  in  elections,  fraud  is  charged  by  both  parties. 
All  reports  nnd  r(ini])laints  benririfr  on  this  snliject  arc  herewith  trans- 
mitted for  the  cousiileration  of  the  proi^er  authority,  (see  Appendix  C,) 
merely  remarking  that  I  am  satistied  tlie  election  was  as  fair  and  firea 
from  intimidation  or  the  inflnenoe  of  frand''  as  it  wmiid  be  possible  to 
secure  under  existing  eircnmstances,  and  that  no  undue  influence  was 
(.y<M  f';s«  d  at  the  polls.  If  intimidation  was  used  at  all,  it  was  beyond 
the  power  of  the  military  to  reach  it. 

As  the  defeat  of  the  constitation  renders  it  possible  that  the  State 
may  for  a  time  remain  under  military-  control,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to 
call  attention  to  the  almost  imi>ossibility  of  findinfr  persons  to  fill  vaoan- 
cies  in  civil  otticcs  who  possess  the  neeessarv  attainments  and  who  can 
qualify  under  existing  laws.  I  would  theretbre  recommend  that  section 
nine  of  the  act  passed  Jnly  19, 1807,  be  so  modified  as  to  reader  eligi- 
ble to  oifice  ])ersons  on  the  list  of  registered  and  qualified  voters,  to  fill 
TBoancies  which  exist  or  may  occur  in  civil  offices,  State  or  municipal.

I.  The  Mississippi  constitutional  convention,  amvened  at  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  in  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  37,  series  of  l>>'i7, 
from  these  headcpiartere,  having  framed  a  constitutiou  and  civil  govern- 
ment in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  known  as  the 
*<reeonstmction  acts,''  and  having  provided  for  the  submitting  of  said 
constitution  to  the  i-egistered  n)ters  for  ratification  or  rejection,  and 
having  provided  for  an  election  of  State  officers,  inelndi!ig  vsenators  and 
re[)reseutatives  in  the  State  legislatui-e,  ami  mcuibcrs  4)t  the  House  of 
Hepresentatives  of  the  United  States  Congress,  at  an  election  to  be  con- 
ducted by  and  under  the  orders  of  the  commanding  genend  of  the  dis- 
trict, said  election  is,  by  aiitliorit  v  of  tlie  above-cited  laws  and  in  accord- 
ance  with  an  onlinaiiee  of  said  ^■t)Il^  ciition,  hereby  ordered  to  be  held 
in  31ississipx}i,  beginning  the  day  ot  June,  1808,^  and  continuing  until 
completed  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  at  which  election  t^e  qualifi^  eleo* 
tors  may  vote  For  Constitution,*'  or  "Against  Constitution,'*  and  also 
upon  the  sjime  bnllf^ts  for  the  otfices  herein  referred  to. 

XI.  Oonuuencing  11  days  betbre  the  election,  the  boards  of  regiatra- 
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Uon  will  meet  at  the  county -neat  or  such  otlior  pht^e  in  their  respective 
counties  as  will  be  most  aoeesaible  to  the  peoiile,  after  Msonable  public 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof  has  been  given  by  the  retained  reg- 

istnu-.  )>y  n\canB  of  a  general  sukI  thoronj^li  <listril)uti<)n  iiiid  jx^stiTij;  of 
the  printed  notices  furnished  from  these  hetuhjuurterB  tor  that  i mi  pose, 
and  revi8e  tor  a  iod  of  five  days  the  registration  lists,  and,  upon  Ijeiiig 
satisfled  that  any  person  not  entitled  thereto  has  been  registered,  will 
strike  tlie  name  of  such  person  &om  tlie  list,  and  snch  person  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  vote.  The  boards  will  also  dm  inir  tlfe  same  i>eriod  add  to 
the  registry  the  names  of  persons  who  at  the  nine  possess  the  qualifica- 
tions required  by  law,  aud  w  ho  iiave  not  already  i»'gistere«L  All  changes 
made  in  the  registraaon  lists  will  be  immediately,  npoa  the  terminatMm 
of  the  period  mentioned,  reported  by  lei^r  to  these  headquarters.  These 
report*  mnst  show  fli<»  name  of  the  persons  ;ulde<l  or  erased,  the  preeinet 
and  the  number  of  the  certifieate  of  re^^ist ration,  hi  cases  of  enuHuro 
the  reason  will  be  given.  If  no  changes  aie  made  that  fact  must  be 
reported. 

III.  In  order  to  secure  as  nearly  as  possible  a  full  expression  of  the 
voice  of  the  i)eople,  the  election  will  be  held  at  each  pn*cincf  of  every 
county  of  the  State  of  Mis.sissippi,  and,  as  required  by  law,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  county  boards  of  registration.  The  method  of  con- 
ducting the  election  in  each  county  viU  he  as  follows:  At  the  meeting 
proAided  for  in  tln^  foregoing  paragraph  each  board  of  registrars  will 
divide  the  whole  number  of  election  precinct-s  of  their  res])e<-tive  counties 
into  three  portions  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  possible,  and  assign 
one  of  the  shares  thus  made  to  each  registrar<|Who  will  be  responsime 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  election  therein.  There  1 1  pon  each  registrar 
will  appoint  a  judge  and  clerk  of  election,  who,  with  himself,  will  con- 
stitute the  commissioners  of  election,  for  all  the  pix'cinrts  of  liis  <Hstri(  t. 
Each  registrar  will  provide  himself  witii  a  ballot-box,  with  lock  and  key, 
and  of  sufficient  size  to  contain  the  ballots  of  aU  the  registered  yoters 
in  liis  entire  share  of  the  county.  Each  registrar  will  give  full  and  timely 
notice  tliroui.'^hont  his  district,  of  the  day  of  election  in  each  i)reeinct,  by^ 
means  of  hand  lulls  furnished  tor  that  purpose,  so  that  he,  with  his  judfre 
and  clerk,  vnii  proceed  from  prettiuet  to  precinct  of  his  district,  and  hold 
election  on  consecutive  days— when  the  distance  between  precincts  will 
pennit — with  a  view  to  the  early  completion  of  the  voting.  The  election 
will  be  by  baUot.  and  will  be  eon(lncte<l  in  all  details  not  herein  pre- 
scribed, acc4)rding  to  the  custom  heretofore  in  use  in  the  State.  Each 
ballot  will  have  written  or  printed  upon  it:  ''For  constitution,"  or 
'^Against  constitation,^  and  die  names  of  the  officers  voted  for.  The 
commissioners  of  election  will  at  any  precinct  in  tli(Mr  shai-e  of  the 
county,  receive  the  votes  of  y»erson8  rejnstered  in  that  share.  Each 
voter,  in  offering  his  ballot,  must  exhibit  his  certifl(*ate  of  rt^gistry,  aci-oss 
the  face  of  which  the  clerk  of  election  will  write  his  name  in  red  ink,  and 
the  word  "vot€d,»with  date,  thus  cancelling  the  c^tiflcnte,  and  indi- 
cating that  a  vote  has  been  cast  ujxm  that  eertilicate  at  this  election ; 
at  the  same  time  the  rc<jri?^trnr  will  <*heck  off  the  voter's  name  on  the 
precinct  book,  ser\  ing  a«  polMxMtk.  The  jwlls  will  be  ojjened  at  S  o'clock 
a.  m.,  at  each  precinct^  and  will  be  kept  continuously  o]>en  until  7  p.  m., 
at  which  time  the  polls  will  be  closeid.  Before  oi)ening  the  iiolls  the 
ballot  boxes  will  be  oj)ened,  inspectcfl  by  the  commissi* >Tn>rs  of  election, 
to  ascertain  that  lhc>  then  contain  no  ballots,  and  in  this  condition  will 
be  exposed  to  the  view  of  the  persons  who  may  be  in  attendance.  Then 
in  public  they  will  be  closed,  locked,  and  the  locks  sealed.  The  ballot- 
boxes  will  not  be  unlocked  or  opened  until  the  election  in  the  entire 
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county  is  ended.  Ea^^li  duv  at  the  close  of  the  election  the  opening  ia 
the  bozM  through  whicfa  the  ballots  are  deposited  will  be  doaed  by  a 
oavering  €i  thidc  paper,  seenxely  sealed  with  wax.  This  covering  will 

preserved  until  votinfT  i»  resumed.  The  sealing  and  opening  of  the 
boxes,  ill  the  manner  diiceted,  will  be  done  in  public. 

The  registrars  will  begin  the  election  at  the  most  remote  precincts, 
and  proceed  by  the  most  practicable  ronte,  ftom  precinct  to  precinct,  to 
the  county  seat  or  other  place  where  the  revision  of  the  registration  may 
have  been  he!d,  juhI  n|>on  tlie  arrival  thereat  of  all  the  commissioners 
of  eleetioii  they  will  at  ouee  open  oiie  poll  aud  hold  the  election  one  day 
for  that  precinct,  at  which  \>o\\j  however,  any  registered  voter  of  the 
county  who  has  not  previously  voted  may  cast  his  ballot.  The  voting 
at  this  poll  will  close  the  election  for  the  county.  Within  24  hours  after 
the  closing  of  tin*  eleetion  in  ea<!h  county  the  ballot-boxes  will  Ik*  opened, 
the  ballots  eounted,  and  retuni  of  the  election  made  upon  the  blank 
forms  preseril)ed  and  furnished,  and  delivered  to  the  hands  of  a  registrar 
to  be  hereafter  designated,  who  will  at  once  bring  them  to  these  head- 
quarters. Before  the  o])enin}j  of  the  ballot  boxes  the  registrars  will 
invite  at  least  one  suitable  person  of  eiieli  ixjlitical  p;n  tv  to  be  in  attend- 
ance during  the  couuUng  of  the  ballots  aud  the  making  of  the  return. 
8ueh  persons  will  be  affo^ed  a  fiiiropportontty  of  seeing  that  no  fimuds 
are  committed,  but  in  no  instance  and  under  no  pretence  will  anyrotom 
be  made  by  the  oommissiotterB  of  election  except  in  the  manner  above 
preseri!»(Ml. 

IV.  Jud^ie.s  and  clerks  of  election  will  be  selected  by  registrars, 
preferably  lirom  among  the  residents  of  their  respective  districts;  but 
if  they  cannot  be  obtained  tlierein,  competent  and  qualified  under  the 
law,  then  from  aniouffthe  resident'^  nf  tbr  coiTitty;  and  if  not  obtainable 
in  the  county,  then  from  the  8talc  at  large;  they  are  required  to  Uike 
aud  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  act  of  Congress  of 
Jnly  2, 1862,  which  oath  may  be  administered  by  the  registrar.  The 
oaths,  ]>ro|>erly  subscribed,  will  be  forwarded  immediiitely  for  tile  in  tihe 
ofTiee  of  the  acting  assisUiut  adjntrHit  ireneral  at  these  headquarters. 

The  pay  of  these  officers  will  l)e  j)er  diem,  for  each  day  they  are 
actually  eiuployed  on  their  legitimate  duties,  and  their  actual  expenses 
of  tnmsportation  within  the  county. 

Y.  In  ai'eordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  which  became  a  law  March 
11, 18(>8,  any  person  duly  repstwrd  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  M'ill  l>e 
permitted  to  vote  in  the  election  i>reeinet  where  he  otters  to  vote,  when 
he  has  resided  therein  ten  days  next  pr«»c«»ding  the  election,  upon  pre- 
sentation of  his  certificate  of  registration,  showing  that  he  has  not  voted 
at  this  election,  and  upon  making  oath  before  the  commissioners  that  he 
has  reside<l  in  said  pre<'in('t  for  tlu»  time  speeifted.  All  bjtllots  reeeived 
under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  w  ill  be  flrmly  appended  to  the 
oath,  and  in  this  manner  joined,  transmitted  with  the  returns  aud  otlier 
baUots  to  these  headquarters.  Blank  oaths,  for  the  use  of  voters  under 
the  provisions  hereof,  will  be  fhmished  to  the  oommissi<mers  of  election 
from  these  headquarters. 

Yl.  The  commissioners  ot  election  will  prepare  aud  forward  with  the 
election  returns  a  list  of  the  registered  electors  in  each  precinct  wlio 
have  not  voted  at  this  eleetion,  and  a  list  of  all  voters  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  foregoin^r  parajrraph,  who  have  voted  at  this  eleetion. 
Such  lists  will  show  the  iiaiiu^  of  eaeh  person,  whether  white  or  eolonnl, 
the  number  of  his  certihe^te  of  i-egistratiou,  and  the  pi-eciuct  iu  which 
he  is  registfited. 
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YIl.  None  but  regiHteitMl  voters  will  be  permitted  to  challenge  the 
right  of  others  to  vote,  and  no  challenge  except  as  to  residenoe  and 
identity  wOl  be  entertained.  While  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  oom* 
mifisioners  to  do  tlioir  utmost  to  insure  the  purity  of  the  election,  care 
must  br  t4»ken  to  prcvont  the  abuse  of  the  right  to  challetige  by  evil- 
dit»pui«ed  j>er8ouei  who  may  de^iiHi  to  impede  the  election. 

YlIL  The  shetilf  of  each  connl^  is  made  lesponsdble  for  the  pxeser- 
vatiou  of  good  order  and  the  pefroct  freedom  of  the  ballot  at  the  van- 
ous  election  precincts  in  his  coinity.  Ti\  this  end  he  will  appoint  a 
deputy,  who  nhall  be  duly  f|ualili(xi  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  for 
each  precinct  in  the  county,  who  will  be  required  to  be  pi^eneut  at  the 
place  of  voting  during  the  whole  time  thb  election  is  being  held.  The 
said  deputies  will  promptly  and  fully  obey  every  demand  made  upon 
their  offifiid  sprvices  in  preserving  the  peace  and  good  onlf-r  by  the 
commi8sioucr«  of  election,  ijheriifs,  in  making  their  appointments,  will 
exercise  great  care  to  select  men  whom  they  know  to  be  in  every  way 
able  to  serve.  Deputies  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
will  be  paid  $5  for  tlie  day's  service,  on  aoconats  approved  by  the  regis- 
trar, out  of  the  reconstniction  fund. 

IX.  As  an  additional  measure  for  securing  the  purity  of  the  election, 
each  registrar,  judge,  and  cleric  is  hereby  clothed  with  all  l&e  fhnctions 
of  a  deputy  sheriff  or  constable,  and  is  empowered  to  make  arrests,  ^d 
authorizeil  to  i)erform  all  duties  appertaining  to  snch  officers  under  the  -  * 
laws  of  the  State,  during  the  days  ot  election. 

.  X.  At  every  precinct  ou  the  days  of  election,  all  public  bar-rooms, 
saloons,  or  other  places  at  which  intoxicating  or  malt  liquor  is  sold  ail 
retail,  will  be  closed.  Should  any  infraction  in  this  respect  come  to  the 
knowledfire  of  the  comniissioiiers  of  election,  or  the  deputy  sheriff  in 
atteiulunce,  they  will  immediately  canse  the  aiTest  of  the  otfeiidin;; 
party  or  parties,  and  the  eJcwing  of  his  or  their  place  of  business.  All 
parties  so  arrested  will  be  phiced  nnder  bonds,  of  not  leas  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  (llOO,)  to  api>ear  for  trial  when  require<l  by  i>roper  aothor- 
ity,  or  in  ciisc  of  failuie  to  ^'ivc  tlic  rcfiniied  bond,  will  be  held  in  arrest 
to  await  the  action  of  the  ;;cjit  i     <  oiumandinir. 

XI.  The  carrying  ot  lire  anus  or  other  dcadi^  weapons  at  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  polls  is  positively  prohibited  nnder  penalty  of  forfi^ture 
of  the  weapons  and  of  being  punished  as  iirescribed  by  the.  statutes  of 
the  State  forbiihlin;;  (he  exhibition  of  fleadly  weapon it!  a  threatening 
manner.  All  arms  seized  under  tins  *n*icr  will  be  turned  lu  to  the  near- 
est post  commander,  for  shipment  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  the 
district. 

XII.  Should  violence  or  fraud  be  perpetrated  at  the  elcirtion  in  any 
prec'ltict.  t!u'  {general  comnmnding  will  exer<M^«*  to  the  fullest  extent  the 
powers  vested  in  him  for  the  imrpose  of  allowing  to  all  re^istere^l  elect- 
ors an  opi>ortunity  to  vote  freely  and  fearlessly^  and  any  jirovision  in  any 
contract  ti^nding  to  abridge  the  right  to  vote  is  bereby  declared  utterly 
null  and  void. 

XTII.  No  rejjistrar,  jiuljre  or  clerk  will  be  permitted  to  become  a  can- 
didate for  any  olhce  in  this  State  at  this  election,  nor  will  they  be  per- 
mitted to  exercise  the  fhnctions  of  any  office  or  authority  connected  with 
the  »'leetioii,  oth(?r  than  that  received  from  these  hejidquaiters. 

XI \'.  The  cvi<lent  intention  of  the  law,  iintler  which  this  election  is 
held.  l)ein;i  to  obtain  an  expression  of  the  will  of  the  (|naliti('d  eh'ctors,  it 
is  ordered  that  all  officers  of  the  army  and  agents  ot  the  Buixniu  of  Uef- 
ugees,  Freedmen  and  Abandoned  Lands,  shall  entirely  abstain  from  pub* 
lie  speaking,  electioneering  or  endeavoring  to  influence  voters;  but  this 
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order  is  not  intended  to  restrict  either  clam  of  tlie  above  named  oificial» 
in  their  duly  of  instvnctiDg  freedmeu  as  to  their  ri^tt  as  electors.

State  twenty  (Hie  years  old  aud  upwarrl,  of  wliatever  race,  color  or  pre- 
vious condition,  who  have  been  resident  in  sjiid  State  tor  one  year  pre- 
viouH  to  the  day  ot  such  election,  except  8U('h  a^j  may  be  disfrauchis(Mi 
for  participation  in  the  rebellion^  or  for  felony  at  common  law ;  and  when 
such  constitation  shall  provide  that  the  elective  franehise  shall  be  en> 
joye<l  ;tn  such  ]>ersoiis  as  h;ive  the  qualifications  herein  stated  for 
electors  ot  dclcj^ates  ;  and  when  nuch  constitution  shall  be  ratified  by  a 
mfyority  of  the  per^ous  voting  on  tlie  question  ol  ratiticati«Mi  who  are 
qualified  as  electm  for  delegates ;  and  when  such  constitntion  shidl 
liave  been  submitted  to  Congi'ess  for  examination  and  approval,  and 
Conp:r<*ss  shall  have  approved  the  sanu' :  and  when  said  State,  by  a  vote 
of  its  iegishiture  eleetetl  under  said  coustitution,  shall  have  adopted  the 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Stiites  proimsecl  by  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congrress,  and  known  as  article  fourteen ;  and  when  said 
arti('le  shall  have  become  a  i)art  of  the  Constitution  of  tlie  United  Stiites, 
said  State  shall  be  declared  etititl»Ml  to  rejnescntatioii  in  Congress,  and 
senators  and  representatives  shall  be  admitted  theixifrom  on  tlieir  taking 
the  oath  prescribed  by  law ;  and  then  and  thereafter  the  preceding  sec- 
tions of  this  act  shall  be  inojierative  in  ssiid  Stat^j:  Pnmdedy  That  no 
prrsMTis  excluded  from  the  privile^fc  of  lioldin;;' office  by  said  projmscd 
anicndnient  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  shall  be  cli;iible  to 
election  as  a  member  of  the  con\  ention  to  irame  a  coustitution  tor  any 
of  said  rebel  States,  nor  shall  any  such  person  vote  for  members  of  such 
convention.

me  God  f  which  oath  or  aflOrmation  may  be  administered  by  any  regis- 
tering officer.

^EC.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.,  That  tht;  (nan  inaiKlinir  L'f^'HT;*!  of  each 
district  shall  appoint  as  many  boards  of  registration  jif>  uiay  be  necessary, 
consisting  of  three  loyal  officers  or  persons,  to  make  and  complete  the 
fegistnition,  superintend  the  election,  and  make  return  to  him  of  the 
YOtea.  list  of  voters,  and  of  the  ]H'rsniis  elected  as  delegates  by  a  plural-

And  be  it  furtlier  enacted^  That  the  coustitutioual  convention  of 
any  of  the  States  mentioned  in  the  acts  to  which  this  is  amendatoiy 
may  provide  that  at  the  time  of  voting  upon  the  ratification  of  tlie  con- 
stitntion,  the  registered  voters  may  vote  also  for  members  of  the  House 
of  iiepres(Mitatives  of  the  United  States,  and  for  all  elective  officers 
provided  for  by  the  said  constitution;  and  the  same  election  officers  ^Yho 
shall  make  the  return  of  the  votes  east  on  the  ratiilcation  or  r^ection  of 
the  constitntion,  shall  enmnerate  and  eerti^*  the  votes  cast  for  members 
of  Congress.

1.  Upon  the  receipt  and  acceptance  of  theii'  appointments,  with  accom- 
panying  orders,' the  registrars  heretofore  retained,  and.  those  specially 
directed,  will  proceed  immediately  to  distribute  the  printed  notices  of 

tlie  Hieetinjx  <>f"  tlie  boards  of  registvntioTi  for  the  pnr])ose  of  revisiii;jf  the 
re;j,istratif>ii  book.s.  Tin  \  w  ill  decide  ni)on  the  i)lae('  of  (his  meeting, 
which,  in  accordance  witii  urciers,  will  be  at  the  county  seat  or  at  such 
other  place  as  will  be  the  most  accessible  to  the  peo)>ie  of  the  county. 
Report  by  letter  of  the  place  deteriuiiied  upon  \n1U  bei)romptly  rendered. 
Two  copies  of  tlie  registration  and  election  notices  will,  when  they  have 
been  filled  up,  showing  tlie  dates  and  plac<'s  of  meetings  for  registration 
and  of  holdiug  the  election,  be  forwarded  promptly  to  these  headquarters. 

2.  Where  r^istrais  have  duties  to  perform  requiring  an  office,  at 
county  seats  or  other  places  at  which  there  are  court-houses  or  other 
suitable  public  buildings,  the  sherift'  of  the  county,  or  other  civil  officer 
haviug  charge,  is  hereby  directed  to  assign  a  proper  room  iusueh  building 
for  the  use  of  such  registi^ars  as  office. 

3.  The  pay  of  registrars  will  be  the  same  as  formerly,  commencing 
Avhen  they  act tially  enter  upon  their  duties — which  will  be  when  they 
UKM't  u>  revise*  the  registration  books,  and  continuing  until  the  eleetion 
is  closed  j  excepting  the  registrars  charged  with  the  duty  of  ilistributing 
the  notices,  as  prescribed  in  panigraph  1,  whose  jiay  will  begin  five  days 
sooner,  and  excepting  such  cases  in  which  other  (lirections  may  be  given. 
The  ]>ay  for  tlie  five  days'  \  ires  mentioned  will  includr  all' allowance 
to  be  made  tor  such  service,  and  no  couriers,  as  formerly,  will  be  employeil 
to  distribute  handbills. 
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4.  Boards  of  registration  are  authorized  to  employ  a  clerk  for  the  five 
days  devoted  to  i-evising  the  rejs1«ttr&tion  books,  at  a  coinpensatiou  not 
to  exceed  $3  per  diem,  provided  sticli  i  Tiiploynient  is  actnally  necessjiry 
to  a  proper  discharge  of  their  (hi tics.  Such  clerks  must  be  competent 
to  do  the  iitH^-cHsary  writing  for  the  l)oards  in  a  neat  and  legible  manner. 

6.  Baring  the  interval  of  nine  dayR,  occurring  between  the  close  of 
the  meeting  of  the  boards  for  re^ising  the  regiatration  books  and  the 
commencement  of  tlic  election,  each  registrar  will  proceed  throughout 
the  limits  ot  his  sulxlivision  or  share  of  the  county,  and  j^ive  ^^a'ncral  and 
thorough  notice  of  the  time  at  whicli  the  election  will  be  held  in  each 
precinct  by  distributing  the  handbills  fliivished  from  these  headquaiteiSy 
and  by  such  other  means  as  may  bedeemed  advisable.  Actual  expenses 
for  travelling,  in  obedience  hereto,  will  be  reimbursed.  Registrars  will 
coninuinicate  to  the  uewspn^xTs  of  their  counties  and  to  sucli  others  as 
have  most  general  circuiatiuu  theicin,  information  of  the  dates  and 
places  of  holding  the  election,  for  publication  as  a  matter  of  news,  if 
desired,  but  not  as  an  advertisement  for  whi<:^  payment  will  be  allowed. 

G.  Prior  to  the  close  of  the  election,  one  member  of  each  board  of  reg- 
istmtion  will  be  designateil  to  bring  all  tlie  re<iistration  books,  records, 
and  property  of  the  boaixls,  and  the  election  returns  to  these  headquar- 
ters. The  ballot>boze8  wiU  be  transferred  to  the  eustody  of  the  ah^iffs, 
who  will  give  receipts  therefor.  The  pay  of  the  registrar  herein  men- 
tioned will  continue  until  his  niTival  at  these  headquarters^  provided 
unnecessary  delay  has  not  occurred. 

7.  Extracts  from  the  reconstruction  laws,  relating  to  the  duties  of 
registnii-s,  have  been  published  in  circular  of  April  25,  to  which  the . 
es]M'eial  atention  of  the  officers  conducting  this  ekM*tion  is  directed. 

■S.  The  most  rigid  economy  consistent  with  a  i)r<>per  discliarge  of  duty 
is  eiyoined,  and  should  accounts  be  presented  which  are  de^iuied  exces- 
sive they  will  be  closely  scrutuiized  and  investigated  before  i>ayment.

INSTBUOTIONS  TO  INSPECTOB8  OP  ELECTION. 

1.  Inspectors  of  election,  detailed  in  orders  Iroiu  tliese  headquarters, 
will  upon  the  assembling  of  the  boards  of  registration  as  presCTibed  in 
paragraph  II  of  General  (Ji-ders  No.  19«  current  series,  from  these  bead- 
quarters,  proceed  to  and  ^■isit  the  lionrds  for  the  counties  nssiuued  to 
each,  n«c4'rtain  by  close  inquiry  and  e\;iminati<m  whether  tlie  registrars 
fully  understand  their  duties,  aiitl  turnish  such  infbrmiition  and  instruc- 
tions as  may  be  necessary. 

It  being  impraticable  for  the  inspectors  to  reach  all  the  boards  during 
five  days  devoted  to  revising  the  lists,  they  will  in  advance  notiiy  the 
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boards  not  vu>4ited  during  that  tune  when  uud  where  in  tbeir  respective 
counties  they  will  meet  them. 
A  detailed  report  by  letter  of  the  inspeetioii  in  each  county  will  be 

made  to  these  he;»(l<iuart<»rs  direct. 

2.  Minute  inqniiy  into  the  uatnre  of  the  services  performed  h\  the 
registrars  will  be  made,  so  as  to  be  enabled  to  form  a  fair  opiuiou  con- 
cerning the  charges  which  they  may  make  for  the  same.  Particular 
attrition  will  be  given  to  cost  a»d  means  of  transportation  and  the  rental 
of  rooms  by  the  1x)anl  «is  ofifieos.  Tn  all  cases  of  doubt  as  to  the  cor- 
rectness ot  a(  roiHits,  information  from  tUo  inspector  will  be  expected  as 
will  lead  to  it h  just  decision. 

3.  In  Goonties  where  boards  have  arranged  to  hold  the  election  on 
alternate  instead  of  consecntix  e  days  as  prescribed  in  orders,  the  neces- 
sity of  such  arrangements  will  be  iiKjuired  into  :nif]  reported  upon,\vith 
the  view,  in  ease  tliere  upi)cai's  no  goiwl  cause  for  such  arrangements,  of 
di8alh>\ving  ueeoiints  for  expenses  thereby  incurred. 

4^  When  it  is  fonnd  that  improper  persons  have  been  appointed  regis- 
trars, the  inspector  will  recommend  removal  and  nominate  tlieir  snc* 
eessors  by  telegraph,  gi\ing  brietly  tlie  bjisis  of  recommendation^  and 
fiirward  immediately  by  nmil  a  full  report  of  the  matter. 

6.  Inspectors  will  exercise  general  control  of  registration  and  elec- 
tion matters,  and  are  directed  to  go  to  such  points  and  at  such  times  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  a  proiier  conduct  of  the  election,  and  dtir 
ing  the  eh-ction  will  vi<it  such  points  in  their  respective  districts  as  they 
may  deem  their  presenile  most  necessary.  They  are  authorized  to  give 
.  orders  in  the  name  of  the  commanding  general,  said  in  their  capacities 
as  inspectors  act  under  direct  orders  from  these  headqoarters.  Reports, 
giviiiLT  post  office  a«ldress  when  not  at  their  ]>roper  stations,  will  be  made 
in  advance.  Inspectors  will  repoi-t  tf»  tliis  otlice  the  locality  of  the  i>oll8 
in  their  district,  and  the  date  on  which  liie  election  was  held  in  each 
precinct

by  iv'asoii  i»f  having  lost  their  certirtcatos  of  registration,  may,  on  tln'ir 
aiiuiav  it  and  such  other  evidence  (if  any  othei*  shall  be  required)  as  shall 
be  satisfactory  to  the  board,  be  allowed  to  vote,  and  the  ballot-boxes  will 
not  be  oi)ened  and  the  ballots  connted  till  after  the  dose  of  this  addi- 
tional da,\'s  vo(iii<T:. 

3.  In  (lelcrminiug  the  question  of  identity.  \hv  hoard  will  sntVfr  a  per- 
son lhna  eitlier  paity  to  challenge  to  the  extent  lieretofore  piovidcd  for, 
and  no  farther. 

4.  The  registrars  will,  as  far  as  jmssible,  let  the  above  provisions  be 
known  as  they  hold  the  election  at  the  several  precincts  prior  to  the  linal 
poll.

VlOKSBUBO,  MiSSISBIPPI,  Jun$  29, 1868. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  Mcksbnrg  this  morn- 
ing, having  completed  my  duties  as  ins])eetor  of  election. 

Owing  to  the  faet  that  thr  clrction  in  tlic  counties  composing  my  dis- 
trict ended  simultaneously,  and  the  only  means  of  travel  being"  by  horse- 
back, I  was  able  to  attend  the  election  only  in  Covington  county,  that 
being  the  county  in  which,  in  my  judgment,  my  presence  was  most  neces- 
sary. On  tlic  days  of  the  election  1  visited  tlieniost  inrportatit  I'lcciTicts 
in  the  county.  The  only  precinct  at  whieli  any  tionl)]*-  occni  red  was 
Ocoha;  I  was  not  present.  The  election  at  Mount  (  arniel,  tiie  most 
important  precinct  in  the  comity,  occurred  the  same  day,  and  I  deemed 
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it  uecesvsary  for  me  to  be  there.  However,  1  invest  igatetl  the  matter 
thoroughly,  examining  the  regtstrar,  clerk,  deputy  sheriff,  and  citisens, 
who  were  present.  It  appears  that  the  registrar,  Mr.  Booth,  failed  to 
have  closed  a  store  at  which  liquor  wns  sohl,  situated  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  from  the  polls.  He  alle«je8  that  he  believed  lie  had  no  control 
over  a  store  so  far  removed  from  the  i>olls.  The  crowd  obtained  liquor 
there  and  became  veiy  disorderly.  The  deputy  sheriff  maintained  order 
in  the  imine<liate  vicinity  of  the  ]>olls,  and  all  eonriir  that  no  one  was 
prevented  fnnii  vutiii;^.  Fonrtceii  colnred  men,  all  who  were  reijistered 
in  the  pret'iuct  except  two,  who  iiad  removed  from  the  county,  presented 
thonadTes  and  voted  about  11  o^elook  a,  m.  As  the  lajst  one  left  the 
])ol]s  a  white  mnn  asked  him  how  he  had  voted.  He  intimated  he  had 
voted  the  radical  ticket;  wheren]K>n  tlie  white  man  struck  him  a  slight 
blow  with  a  stick,  ti  lling  him  to  '*go  along."  The  ne^^ro  started  to  run 
and  fell  at  the  gate  of  the  yard.  Another  white  man  made  au  attack 
upon  him  while  down,  but  was  so  mneh  intoxieated  as  to  be  unable  to 
injure  him.  He  arose  and  ran  down  the  road,  and  while  running  was 
fitniek  by  still  another  white  man  ami  Inrtu  ktMl  down.  He  was  then 
allowed  to  ^«  t  away  without  further  niaitreatiiient.  I  was  iniabh'  to 
ascertain  certainly  who  the  white  men  engaged  in  the  allair  were,  oi  who 
the  negro  was,  or  where  he  could  be  found ;  the  registrar,  elerk,  and 
deputy  sheriff  did  not  appear  to  know  any  of  tlte  parties,  and  the  citi- 
z(»us,  if  they  knew,  Mould  not  tell  me.  I  am  led  to  believe,  however, 
that  the  white  men  belong  to  a  gang  of  ruftlansthat  infest  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  county.  Having  no  force  at  my  comnmnd  I  did  not  at- 
tempt their  arrest  With  this  exception  the  election  passed  off  with 
commendable  quietness. 

Means  were  used  to  influence  the  minds  of  the  colored  voters  that  were, 
to  say  the  least,  highly  impn)per.  I  have  been  told  rej>eatedlv  by  the 
negroes  that  they  had  been  threatened  with  the  vengeance  of  the  "  Ku- 
Klux  klan,**  with  beiug  driven  away,  and  with  Iwing  dischargeil  fi-om 
employment  if  they  did  not  vote  the  democratic  ticket.  On  the  other 
hand  1  heard  of  two  well-anthentieated  instniie<'s  «»t'  iie«;roes  havinir  bren 
threaU'ued  with  being  tiiken  to  Vicksburg  in  inms,  S4'nt  to  Cuba  and 
sold  in  slavery,  if  they  did  not  vote  the  radical  ticket,  the  persons,  black 
men,  using  these  threats,  stating  that  they  had  orders  from  headquarters 
4tli  military  <listrict  to  tliat  ctfcct.  I  ha^  no  doubt  the  statements 
made  to  me  could  be  substaiitiaf <'<!  by  atli(hivits  or  other  evidence. 
These  iutiuences  hud  their  dueelieci  uptm  the  minds  ot  the  ignoniut  and 
ere<lalons  negroes,  and  deterred  many  from  voting  at  all. .  As  they 
expressed  it  to  nu',  "  they  were  so  bothered  they  did  not  know  what  to 
do."  I  do  not  tliiiik  iimch  over  one-half  tlie  neirroes  rciristcred  voted.  At 
the  polls  no  taiilt  couhl  be  found  ;  everyone  could  have  voted  ac<'ording 
to  his  wishes,  and  no  \  ioleuce  would  have  been  ottered  him.  1  took 
pains  to  inform  the  negroes  of  their  right  to  vote  as  they  desired,  and 
tis.sured  them  no  violence  would  be  done  them,  and  of  ni  v  belief  that 
the  thrents  usetl  amounted  to  nothing;  but  still  they  thought  it  be^tuot 
to  vote  at  all. 

Scott  Gregg,  one  of  the  conunissioners  of  the  election  with  Mr.  Booth, 
failed  to  apiieur  after  the  first  day.  I  was  unable  to  learn  the  reason  of 
his  thus  ab.senting  himself.  He  should  be  allowed  pay  oidy  for  that  day, 
if  at  all.  The  regi.sti'Ui'  and  clerk  proceeded  with  the  election  at  otlier 
lueciucts. 

In  this  eoimection  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  reiM»rt  as  the  result  of  my 
observal  ions  in  the  district  of  which  I  have  had  charge,  and  of  eonver* 
sations  witii  iieople  of  all  grades  of  social  life,  that  tbe  'principal  canst* 
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of  the  almost  nnanimoos  opposition  of  the  white  people  to  the  eonstitn* 

tion  submitted  to  them  bj  the  convention  is  the  great  uuiiibt  r  oi*  their 
color  cUsqanlilicd  tVom  voting  and  from  holding  office ;  and  tliat  tl  rir 
opposition  to  any  touslUiUion  containing!:  mch  provisions  will  be  most 
strenuous.  The  laws,  civil  and  military,  are  not  administered  with  the 
alacrity  and  spirit  fhey  should  be.  The  civil  officers  are  not  sustained 
in  their  enforcement  by  the  sentiment  of  the  i)eople.  It  is  bnt  rarely 
that  any  attempt  is  made  to  an*est  uioideiers,  and  still  more  rare  are 
cases  ot  conviction  after  arrt-i;4t. 

Intolerance  of  opinion  exists  to  a  deplorable  extent.  One  cannot 
safely  diifer  in  his  political  opinions  with  the  great  unuss  of  the  white 
people.  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  a  small  force  of  troops  under  a 
diiscreet  otticer,  in  every  eouiit> .  would  have  a  most  boneticial  effect  in 

E reserving  order  uutii  such  a  time  as  a  ci\il  government  may  be  orgau- 
sed  competent  to  extend  its  protection  to  every  citizen  of  the  State. 
While  many  of  the  citizens  art^  quietly  disposed,  there  are  a  lew  men 
in  ♦•very  county  who  seem  to  control  the  ureat  mass  of  tlu'  wliit*  s,  ami 
are  eoustantly  fonu  iitiii}4-  diseonl.    ('ould  such  be  removed  Irum  the 
•State  the  ettect  would  he  most  salutiu'y.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  inspection 

of  eh'ction  matters  in  this  comity: 

Upon  my  arrival  yestenlay  afternoon  1  found  the  board  of  registration, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Bishop,  Leas,  and  llutchiusou,  engaged  in  revis- 
ing the  registration ;  about  12  names  had  thus  Ikr  been  added  to  the  lists ; 
none  erased.  The  board  had  arranged  to  hold  the  election  on  alternate 
days,  ow!Ti«jr  to  the  distance  between  precincts,  20  miles  in  some  instan- 
ces; but  uijou  investigating  the  subject  closely,  1  found  that  it  wj»s  pos- 
sible to  hold  the  election  on  consecutive  days,  by  the  registrars  travel- 
ling a  portion  of  the  distance  between  precincts  after  closing  the  elec- 
tion, and  the  balance  early  next  morning,  and  directed  that  such  course 
be  pursued.  T  found  the  members  of  tlie  hoard  well  instructed  in  their 
dutiesjuud  have  no  doubt  they  will  perfoi-mthem  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner. The  election  will  pass  off  quietly  in  this  county^  the  ]ieople  are 
taking  gi(>at  intei-est  in  the  election,  and  a  large  political  meeting  will 
be  held  in  this  i)hie<'  on  Friday  evening  uext,  but  the  eoiitfst  does  not 
{lartaku  of  the  bitterness  of  leeliug  that  exists  so  largely  iu  other  coun- 
ties. 

I  will  proceed  in  the  morning  to  Augusta,  Perry  county. 
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I  am  requested  by  the  derk  of  (be  oonuty  court  to  enelose  jon  the 
receipt  of  Mr.  Bishop  for  precinct  books.

Sm:  I  linverospecttully  to  ii)nk(>  \hr  following  report  of  my  inspection 
of  election  uja iters  in  Marion  conntN  : 

The  meuiberH  of  the  board  of  registiatiuu,  Messrs.  Lane,  Green,  ami 
Moore,  I  found  to  be  Ibmiliar  with  the  orders  npon  the  sabjeet  of  the 
election  and  good  men  (or  their  positions.  Owing  to  the  distance 
bi'twccn  the  precinrts — 20  to  25  miles  in  all  but  one  instatici* — and  tlie 
ditiienlt  character  ot  the  country,  it  will  be  impossible  to  hold  the  elei*- 
tion  on  consecutive  days.  It  wiil  be  held  at  Northern  box,  '\\Tluddou  box 
and  Deerman  box,  on  the  22d;  at  Todd^s  ^lill,  Waterhole  box,  and 
Burns's  box,  on  the  24th,  and  at  Columbia  on  the  20tli  instant. 

This  connty  is  without  a  sliciift',  niul  it  \^  therefore  imiiossihle  to  have 
deputy  sheriffs  appointetl  as  reiiuired  by  (.icneral  Order  No.  lt>,  for  the 
puri^ose  of  preserving  order  at  the  polls,  and,  in  foct.  performing  the 
duties  of  deputy  sherfts.  X  have  empowered  the  piesident  of  the  board, 
Mr.  Lane,  to  appoint  constables  to  be  paid  at  the  same  mtes  arul  in  the 
same  manner  as  deputy  sheriffs.  I  trust  liiy  action  in  this  respect  will 
meet  with  the  approvtd  of  the  commamling  general. 

I  have  conversed  with  some  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  county  in 
regard  to  the  subject  of  the  appointment  of  a  sheriff  for  the  county,  and 
believinp:  it  1o  ))e  the  desire  of  the  connnaudin":  fjeneral  thnt  the  otliee 
shouki  be  tilled,  I  have  instituted  measures  to  procure  the  name  ol  some 
good  man  to  be  appointed  j  very  little  of  the  titate  and  no  portion  ot  the 
convention  tax  has  been  collected,  and  in  fact  the  interests  of  the 
county  {ire  suffering  for  want  of  the  services  of  an  efficient  sheriff.  Many 
of  the  most  pi*ominoiit  men  earnestly  d(  sire  the  vacancy  filled,  and  are 
\\illin«r  to  render  material  aid  in  the  aiatler. 

Mail  tacilities  are  so  poor  in  this  county  that  I  have  found  it  impracti- 
cable to  have  maU  forwarded  to  me  from  Brookhaven,  as  I  ha4  expected 
to  have  done.  If  orders  have  been  sent  me  from  headquarters  they  have 
not  and  will  not  reach  me  until  my  return  to  Brookhaveu,  about  the  20th 
instant. 

I  go,  to  morrow,  back  to  Williamsbuig,  Covington  county,  where  I 
expect  to  remain  until  the  dose  of  the  election.

Sir  :  At  tbe  time  of  making;  my  report  of  inspection  of  Covinfrton 
c'onnty  I  wns  momentarily  in  PXjxH  tation  of  beiii^"  dcliiiiti'ly  iiifonnrd  by 
Mr.  D.  W.  Melnnis  whether  it  was  his  intention  to  qnalily  as  sheritt^'to 
which  oftice  he  had  been  appointed  by  the  coiumaudiug  general,  but  ho 
left  Williamsburg  in  the  evening  withont  coming  to  see  me  as  he  had 
promised.  Not  a  cent  of  tax  lia6  yet  been  eollected  in  that  county ;  the 
]m'S('Tit  actinjr  '^heritt',  who  is  the  coroner  of  the  county,  not  hvin<z  anthor- 
izi'd  by  law  to  act  as  tax  e<>nector.  Mr.  Mcliuiis  is  an  aspirant  for  the 
democratic,  nomination  lor  State  senator  from  the  district  and  ha^i  been 
appointed  delegate  to  a  democratic  convention  to  be  held  in  one  of  the 
a4j<nning  counties  this  treek.  If  he  gets  the  nomination  he  will,  of 
course,  reject  tlie  np]>ointment;  if  not,  I  am  of  the  opinion  lie  'vill  accept 
it.  (Jnder  the  cin  iniistaiices  it  was  plainly  to  ha  seen  that  he  did  not 
wish  to  give  me  a  decided  answer. 

I  did  not  press  him  so  much  as  I  would  have  done  from  the  fkct  that 
I  had  been  informed  by  H.  A.  McI^mmI,  Judge  of  the  probate  court,  that 
he  was  tlie  (»nly  man  in  tlie  county  that  could  take  tlic  oath  of  ot!i<*e 
and  give  the  requisite  Ixmds;  and  in  a<ldition,  every  one  assured  me  he 
was  an  excellent  business  man  an<l  best  qualitied  of  any  one  in  the 
county  for  the  office.  I  therefore  detenniiied  to  let  the  matter  stand 
until  my  next  visit  to  the  <rounty,  which  will  be  about  the  17th  or  18th 
instant.  Should  he  at  tliar  time  decline  the  ap]>ointment  I  will  endeaN  or 
to  liud  a  suitiible  person  to  till  the  vacan(;y.  Any  instructions  addresscil 
to  me  at  Williamburg,  via  Brandon,  and  mailed  not  later  than  tlie  18th 
instant,  would  probably  reach  me  before  my  departure  from  Covington 
connty. 

1  omitted  to  mention,  in  my  report  of  the  instant,  that  there  had 
been  a  demonstration  ot  the  Ku-Khix  klan  at  Williamsburg  on  the  even- 
ing previous  to  my  arrival.  They  paraded  the  streets  far  several  bonrs, 
beating  on  fences  with  clubs,  &(•.,  but  attempted  no  violence.  I  Intend 
to  l»e  in  Williamsburg  on  the  <hiy  of  the  election,  and  expect  my  presence 
will restr  ini  them  from  any  interferenci'  with  the  voters.

at  Carrollton,  the  ('(umty  soat,  for  the  iwision  of  the  i('<;istrati<>ii  lists 
was  given  Us  iHtsU'it^  in  every  ineeinet  by  distribution  ol  iiotii  e  among 
all  the  pramitient  dtizens  and  by  publication  in  the  papers  as  items  of 
news.  The  board  having  completed  the  revision  I  inspe<rte<l  all  rhc  pre- 
cinct books  and  found  that  310  names  have  been  ad<l<Ml  to  tin  li  ts.  of 
whicli  li.UJ  are  of  wiiite  and  74  of  colored  voters.  Of  this  numljer  lour 
were  erased  upon  satisfiictory  evidence  by  afhdavit  that  they  were  minors 
and  improperly  registered.

,1  and  2.  rcndci  in;^:  lonix  ronndabont  Journeys  unavoidable,  the  unsettled 
state  of  tiie  country  and  the  condition  of  the  roads  rendering  travel  by 
iiiglit  unadvisabie  and  impracticable.

Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  this  day  had  an  interview 

with  two  of  the  rej?istrars  of  this  county,  viz.,  Mr.  C.  S.  Jackson  and 
Mr.  John  Gimrley.  Mr.  lluntsmaiin.  tin*  r>ther  repstrar  for  this  county, 
has  not  yet  reported.  All  tlie  blanks  lor  notices  and  reports  recpiired 
in  orders  from  district  headquarters  have  been  received,  and  the  notices 
of  time  and  place  of  revising  the  lists  of  voters  have  Immmi  duly  distributed. 
The  place  s«'lect4Ml  is  Entcii)ris(>,  for  wliich  the  folh)win^  reasons  were 
assiffncd  by  tlie  board.  It  is  iniu  li  the  largest  town  iit  the  <'<)unty;  the 
registcnd  voters  in  the  precinct  numbering  701;  uliilc  for  ail  the  re- 
maiuing  precincts  in  the  county  the  number  is  only  1,171.  It  is  this  prin* 
cipal  business  place  in  the  county,  and  hence  convenient  for  a  greater 
inuiibi'i  of  t  he  ]>opulation.  There  is  oidy  one  livery  stable  in  the  jdace; 
single  saddle  liorscs  hire  for  three  dollars  per  day,  and  feed  \\w  one  is 
about  two  dollars  in  addition.  A  two  horse  team  and  «hiver  C4in  be  ob- 
tained for  seven  dollars  per  day  ]  the  feed  will  be  about  two  dollars 
additional,  being  tinis  cheaper,  as  it  can  be  taken  along  in  the  wagon. 

Tliere  are  six  precincts  in  tlie  ('(vnnty  ;  each  rej^fistrar  ln)lds  election  in 
twt>  ot  tliem.  They  are  divided  ;is  ibUows:  Encrj^\  and  Enterprise  fonu 
one  division;  Pearce's  Mill  and  Shubuta  another,  and  De  Soto  and 
Quitman  another.  In  the  first  two,  the  election  cannot  be  holden  on 
consecutive  daj's;  but  they  may  easily  be  holden  with  an  interval  of  one 
day  between  them. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Jack.sun,  president  ol  the  board  for  this  county,  understands 
the  onlers  in  relation  to  registration  thoroughly,  and  is  every  way 
well  qualiflod  for  the  position.  Mr.  John  Qourley,  on  the  contrary,  has 
not  the  slightest  knowledge  of  his  duties,  or  of  the  onlers  in  relation  to 
rejjcistration.  He  had  only  two  of  the  orders  in  his  yx^ssession  :  hut  he 
knew  nothing  of  them.  As  he  resides  in  this  place,  it  would  have  lieen  easy 
f<V  him  to  haveobtaiue<l  all  of  them  from  Mr.  Jackson,  and  to  have  ren- 
dered himself  familiar  with  them. 

In  consideration  of  the  above  facts,  I  have  respectfully  to  recommend 
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that  he  be  r^movHl  and  Sampson  T.  Piatt,  of  this  plaee,  ami  lurmerly  a 
lieutenant  in  the  United  States  volunteers,  and  for  some  time  provost 
marsbal  at  Meridian,  may  he  appointed  in  his  place.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  yesterday  visited  Pauldinjf,  the 
c-ounty  seat  of  Jasi)er  county,  and  had  }Ui  interview  with  one  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  registrars,  Mr.  F.  E.  Adams.  Of  the  two  re- 
maining memliers,  Mr.  Weber  had  not  yet  reported  for  dnty,  and  Mr. 
Daniby  had  left  town  that  day. 

Mr.  Adams  inforine^l  mo  tliat  no  blank  fonns  ft)r  jxiviiig  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  for  the  icx  isiou  of  the  lists  of  registered  voters  nor  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  election  had  been  received. 

Tlie  iMjard  have  decided  to  have  the  meeting  to  revise  therefpstration 
list  at  l*anlding,  the  ccmnty  seat,  wliicli,  I  ])rrsTnno,  is  the  most  conven- 
ient place.  Mr.  Adams  was  directed  to  apjjly  at  once  for  tlu'  necessary 
blank  notices  above  mentioned,  and  also  for  tlie  blank  forms  of  the  oath 
required  for  persons  voting  in  precincts  where  they  are  not  registered. 

I  think  it  wonld  be  advisable  to  forward  the  blanks  reierred  to  upon 
receipt  of  this  if  it  has  not  already  bc(»Ti  don(>. 

Mr.  Adams  informed  inc  that  he  had  sent  out  written  notices  (six  or 
eight  of  them)  to  diifereut  parts  of  the  county  of  the  time  and  x>lace  for 
reusing  the  lists. 

Hors«?s  can  be  hired  for  about  three  dollars  per  day,  each,  in  Paulding; 
the  feed  is  included  in  this  estimate.  That  r1ir  (-<tirii:n('  n-iyen  me  by 
Mr.  Adams,  but  T  think  it  very  (h)iihtfiil  il  a  suilicient  nmither  to  supply 
the  wants  of  all  the  comHiissit>ncrs  of  election  ctHdd  be  procured  at  those 
rates.  Two  horses  and  a  wagon  and  driver^  which  would  suffice  for  one 
set  of  commissioners  of  election  and  for  carrying  forage  for  the  horses, 
could  Ih'  ol»taiiie(l  tor  about  $6  or  $8  per  day. 

At  Paulilmg  oliU-es  can  be  obtained  in  the  court-house  for  tlie  use  of 
the  board  free  of  rent.  I  was  informed  that  at  the  la^t  election  olliees 
had  to  be  hired  in  some  of  the  precincts;  the  price  was  from  $1  to  $1  25 . 
per  day,  which,  considering  tlui  short  time  they  are  occupied,  I  think  is 
reasoimble.  Mr.  Adams,  the  only  registrar  for  Jasper  coiinty  whom  I 
saw,  understands  his  duties  very  well.  1  am  informed  that  Mr.  Damby 
also  gives  general  satisfaction. 

By  a  i)roper  division  of  the  county,  elections  can  be  held  on  consecu- 
tive days  in  every  instance  except  one,  viz:  between  (iarlandsville  aiul 
Buckley  \  the  distance  is  14  miles.  Each  of  the  other  registiuis  will  have 
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five  precincts,  while  the  one  having  these  two  will  have  but  four,  and 
heDGd  the  time  required  will  be  the  same  for  each.

Owiji^^  f<»  the  lact  ilial  notice  hud  idready 
lH*en  given  throughout  tlic  louut.v  that  tlu*  meeting  to  revise  the  regis- 
tratioti  books  would  be  held  at  this  place,  I  found  it  unnecessary  to  pro- 
ceed to  IveakviHe,  as  I  had  intended,  and  as  I  notified  you  in  my  letter 
of  the  5tli  instant.  This  place  is  at  tlie  extreme  northeast  corner  of  the 
count v;  the  distance  to  the  opjKisite  ccn-ner  of  tlic  county  is  nhont  00 
miles.  LeaikvUle  is  neiir  the  centre  ot  the  county,  and  uoidil,  I  tiiink, 
have  been  the  best  place  to  have  revised  the  lists.  The  board  inform 
IMC,  liowcver,  that  no  business  is  done  nt  all  there,  and  the  registration 
books  sliow  that  but  lU  persons,  thrcf  (  t  ^^  honi  are  c<ilored,  registered 
there.  l!»  the  whole  county  but  f'S  <h)1oiccI  persons  registere<l,  and  .58  of 
them  registered  at  this  i)reeinct.  There  lue  registered  in  the  county  315 
voters,  118  of  them  at  thu»  precinct.  Nearly  all  the  business  of  the  county 
is  transacted  here.  The  only  kin<l  of  transportation  which  can  T»e  pro- 
eiued  here  is  liorscs  for  liorsel)a(  k  riding,  and  1h«*y  will  pi-obably  cost 
$;$  50  each  \h  i  thiy  j  the  feed  will  be  about      50  [>er  day  each. 

Two  of  the  boards  of  commissioners  will  requii*e  horses  for  three  days; 
the  other  board  will  require  them  for  six  days.  There  is  an  interv^d  of 
two  days  between  the  election  in  Salem  jjrecinct  and  Vernal  precinct. 
Tlic  distaiicr'  between  tlie  two  pit'cincts  is  only  10  miles.  One  day's  inter- 
viil  would  have  Ln^en  sullu  jcnt.  The  distance  between  Vernal  and  8tate 
Line  is  about  40  miles ;  two  days^  interval  is  allowed  between  the  election 
in  the  two  places.

Mr.  Hankin  was  ch'rk  of  the 
board  of  registrainm  at  the  hist  election,  and  also  clerk  of  one  of  the 
boards  of  commissioners  of  election  at  the  last  election ;  he  is  tolerably 
well  informed  with  regard  to  his  duties ;  not,  however,  as  well  informed 
with  resjM'ct  to  recent  orders  as  he  shonld  be.

Sm:  I  had  yesterday  an  interview  witii  the  board  of  refristrars  for 
Waynie  county,  at  AVayiu-shoro',  the  comity  scwt  that  <  (miity.  All  the 
members  of  the  Ixmrd  un*'  in('s»Mit,  and  aixmi  10  pem>ns  had  IxM'n  n';:is- 
tereil  before  my  arrival.  W  hile  1  wa«  present,  which  wa**  from  morning 
until  about  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  six  freedmen  and  fonr  whites  regis- 
tered. 

There  is  no  livery  stable  in  Waynesboro'.  The  only  practice  hie  means 
of  visiting  the  precincts  oil"  tlic  railroad  is  horseback.  The  price  of  a 
horse  per  day  is  between  $3  and  ^-k',  the  feed  will  be  about  $1  oO  c\ua 
per  day. 

There  is  one  day's  interval  between  the  time  of  re(;eiving  the  votes  in 
Bushby's  and  McCarthy's  precincts;  the  distance  between  the  places  for 
receiving  the  votes  in  those  precincts  is  about  35  miles.  There  is  also  one 
day's  inter\'al  between  the  time  of  receiving  the  votes  at  En(m  iirecinct 
and  Winchester — distance  aboat  20  miles.  The  interval  in  eaeh  eitse  is 
necessary.  Two  da>  s  arc  advertised  for  holding  the  election  in  Bucka- 
tanna  precinct,  one  at  linckatanna  and  one  at  State  TJne.  The  two  i)laee8 
are  about  ten  miles  apart  aiid  the  voters  about  eqiudly  ideil  among  them. 
As  it  would  evidently  be  a  great  convenience  to  the  voters,  and  as  the 
Section  notices  were  partial  filled  up,  I  did  not  have  the  arrang^ent 
chan.^'ed.  althon;^-]!  it  is  not  strictly  anthoriz«'d  by  the  orders. 

No  expense  lias  lieretotbre  l)<»en  ineni're<l  tor  otliee  rent  at  eleetions  in 
that  county,  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  will  be  necessary  at  this 
election.  Mr.  Javis  and  Mr.  Carlisle  have  a  tolerably  fair  knowledge  of 
the  orders  in  regard  to  regi.stration  and  of  their  duties.  Mr.  Taylor's 
information  was  very  impert'ei  t ;  T  would  not,  however,  advise  his 
removal,  as  T  think  he  will  endeavor  to  inform  himself  withont  delay. 

I  woulil  respe<^tlhily  call  youi*  attention  to  the  follo\%ingpointvs:  where 
a  voter  has  removed  from  one  county  to  another,  or  from  one  precinct  to 
another,  and  lost  his  eertiticate  of  registration,  accoi-ding  to  present  orders 
he  can  only  receive  a  duplicate  from  the  precinct  where  he  was  registered ; 
if  there  was  an  arrangement  by  which  the  name  of  such  a  person  could 
be  removed  from  the  precinct  books  where  he  was  first  registered  and 
placed  on  that  where  he  resides.  I  think  it  would  be  advantageous.

In  district  Xo,  3,  it  is  impossible  to  hold  the  election  at  I>;nnascus  and 
Lake  on  coiiscciUive  days,  the  distance  between  the  Um)  points  bt^ing  25 
miles  it  cannot  be  accomplished  between  sunset  of  the  22d  and  suurii^e of 
the  23d. 

The  only  means  of  trausi>ortation  in  this  county  consists  of  private 

conveyances,  which  will- necessitate,  during  tin*  prnofiTss  of  the  election, 
an  ex]>en€liture  of  $5  or  $(>  per  diem  for  each  regi^tnir  with  his  commis- 
sioners. 

The  members  of  the  board  appear  to  ftilly  comprehend  the  details  of 
the  duties  assigned  to  them.  One  of  the  registrars,  Mr.  J.  G.  Owen,  is  a 
most  remarkable  man.  Me  is  totally  hlift'l.  and  yet  is  perhaps  the  best 
informed  and  nmst  useful  member  ot  the  i)oard.  lie  is  acquainted  with 
two-thirds  of  all  the  registered  voters  in  the  county;  can  i*ecoguize  them 
by  their  voice  or  footsteps,  and  can  repeat  many  ch  the  essential  laws 
and  onlers  relating  to  reconstruction  verbatim  et  literatim.  The  eyes 
of  this  old  man  were  inhumanly  ])ut  out  by  political  enemies  dur- 
ing the  war,  as  a  punishment  for  his  steadfast  loyalty  to  the  United 
States,  and  tliere  seems  to  be  a  sort  of  poetic  justice  in  making  him  a 
judge  of  their  qualifications  now  to  exercise  political  rights  under  the  gov- 
ernment they  attempted  to  destroy.

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Am  it  may  pix>p(*ily  Ik*  consideird  the  duty  of  an  i!iRj)e<'tor  of  elei'tiou 
to  call  the  atteutioii  ot  the  commaiidiug  i^eneral  to  auy  \iolatiou  of  the 
laws  alfectiDg  said  elections  wbieb  may  come  under  his  observation,  I 
be^r  leave,  respeutftilly,  to  represent  .that,  to  my  certain  knowledge,  both 
the  8tntnf('s  of  ^MississipjM  and  Mie  pi<ivisiiiT)s  of  tlio  rocoiistnictioii  acts 
of  Congress  ai'e  *hiily,  openly,  and  willingly,  and  niiscievonsly  detictl  by 
ccitaiu  political  partisans  in  every  county  in  the  State.  The  laws  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi  prohibit  any  person  from  securing  the  vote  of  any 
elector,  or  inflnencing  to  vote  or  to  ref  ii  se  to  vote  for  any  ca  1 1  d  i  d  ate  by  means 
of  threats,  of  discountenancin^r  or  v>  ithdrawiii;^  (  ci  tiiiTi  ti  ade  or  (employ- 
ment, &('.,  &c.,  and  it  is  declared  that  such  otfcnee  shall  be  made  piiiiisli- 
able  by  fine  or  imprisument,or  by  both;  yet  there  is  not  a  x)olitical  meeting 
held  in  which  the  newly  enftunchised  Ibeedmen  are  not  solemnly  warned 
and  threatened  that  if  they  do  not  rote  down  the  propositi  c oiistitution 
they  will  be  deprived  of  employment,  and  that  southern  ^^  hirr^  v  ill  s»'o 
their  land^  contiscated  rather  than  pernut  these  free<linen  w  ho  oppose 
them  politically  to  eain  a  livelihood  by  their  cidtivation.  ]Sot  only  are 
these  tinlawfhl  threats  nsed  in  the  speeches  of  these  politicians,  but 
many  prominent  newspapers  thronghout  the  State  in  the  interest  of  their 
party  publish  eonsjnemms  editorinls  ajiprovingand  pledgin^r  themselves 
and  others  to  the  enlbrcement  of  this  barbarous  policy  of  outrage  and 
persecutitni.  In  consequence  of  this  system  of  intimidation,  1  am  fully 
persnaded  that  hundreds  and  perhaps  thousands  of  legal  voters  will  be  . 
prevented  frf»m  approaching  tiie  polls  to  give  a  free  expression  to  their 
politieal  preferences. 

Again,  the  laws  of  the  United  States  prohibit  any  civil  or  military 
officer  of  any  of  the  State  govemmeots  now  under  process  of  reconstruc- 
tion from  using  their  otiicia)  influence  in  any  manner  to  hinder,  delay, 
prevent,  or  obstrnet  the  due  and  proper  administration  of  the  acts  of 
Congi'ess  relatiii;^^  to  reeon  struct  ion,  or  any  of  the  aets  supplementary 
thereto,  and  a  specihc  x>unishmeut  is  prescribed  for  infracrtious  of  this 
law.  (See  sec.  4,  act  approved  March  23, 1867.)  Ifl'ow  it  is  respectfully 
submitted  and  can  be  substantiated  that  the  otlicial  influence  of  nearly 
all  the  civil  otticers  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  has  lireTi  and  is  now  con- 
stantly exercised  to  himler  and  prevent  the  reconstruction  of  the  State. 
In  violation  of  the  true  interests  and  meaning  of  the  law  above  referred 
to,  the  governor  of  Mississippi  is  now  actively  canvassing  the  State  in 
opposition  to  reoonstmction,  when,  in  view  of  the  extraordnary  excite- 
ment now  pervading  the  entire  community,  every  obligation  of  otlicial 
decorum,  and  every  cotisideration  of  pid>lic  safety  would  seem  to  demand 
that,  in  the  legitimate  discluirge  of  his  fuuctiims  as  cldef  executive  of  the 
State,  he  shoiHd  be  at  his  post  and  using  every  means  at  his  command 
to  eniorce  the  laws  and  in  aiding  the  military  commander  in  the  main- 
t(>T);H><  e  of  public  order,  and  in  preserving  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the 
community. 

These  tilings  appear  to  be  evils  which  may  bear  bitter  fruit,  and  I  have 
felt  it  a  dnty  to  simply  declare  their  existence  and  urge  the  importance 
<rf  their  speedy  repression.

Major  :  The  board  of  registratioii  for  Madison  coimty  oiiencd  for  the 
revision  the  lists  on  the  8th  instantt  and  it  haa  been  a  matter  of  oonsld- 

pimMc  siiiprise  that  >f>  InT  LTf  n  Ttmiihor  of  persoTis  ]>res('nte(l  themsrlvos 
to  be  registerod.  Tiirce  InifidiiMi  and  sixty  persons,  wljites  and  bhicks, 
have  been  found  qualitieii,  and  it  is  believed  that  betore  closing  the 
books  at  least  500  names  wiD  have  been  added  thereto.  A  large  pro- 
IMntioDf  say  20  per  cent.,  of  these  are  person  who  liavc  b<H-oine  oCage 
since  the  registration  of  last  year,  and  the  reTnainder  is  made  ii])  from 
those  who,  from  choice  or  otlier  reasons,  failed  to  register  at  that  time. 

The  evident  desiie  of  all  legal  voters  to  secure  their  certiticates  of 
registration  to  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  intense  interest  in  the 
approaching  election  every  where  manifested  by  all  dasses  of  citizens,  imd 
in  the  prevailing  excitement,  it  has  Ikhmi  nriicd  upon  re<ristrars  t«  exer- 
cise the  ntmost  caution  to  preveiit  jxTsons  wlio  are  disqualilied  under  the 
hiw  from  registeri  ng  and  voting.  The  greatest  danger, and  the  one  which 
in  all  eases  it  is  impossible  to  avert,  is  that  freedmen  who  generally,  ftom 
the  absence  of  family  record,  are  unable  accurately  and  exactly  to  state 
their  ages,  may  be  induced  by  f*\'il  disposed  persons  to  take  the  neces- 
sary oath  as  to  this  qualiticatioii  while  acttmlly  in  a  state  of  uncertaintj' 
or  absolute  ignoraiioe  as  to  it^i  truthfulness.  This  is  a  subject  demand- 
ing serions  consideration, as alreaxly  loud  com])iaints  are  being  made  that 
in  numerous  instances  persons  believ('(l  to  be  of  unlawful  a^n*  have  been 
rejri^^tered ;  and  in  Hinds  county,  I  am  intorme<l  by  a  membn  of  that 
board  tliat,  in  his  opinion,  at  least  10  {yei  cent,  of  those  who  have  been 
registered  since  the  commencement  are  under  age,  but  that  the  board 
could  not  refuse  to  register  tiiem  when  they  swore  themselves  and 
introduci'd  otlu-is  to  swear  thai  tlioy  were  of  lawful  age. 

I  have  instructetl  the  re;;i>trais  that  wlienever  an  a])plicant  for  regis- 
tration was  presented  whose  jiersoual  axuM-arance  i^luinly  indicated  that 
he  had  not  obtained  his  majority,  or  wlienever  any  a]>pli(;ant  whose 
ai>]»earanco  would  naturally  and  reasonably  excite  susi)icion  of  his  dis- 
qualification on  tliis  ground,  that  sue!)  ]m'('soti  \V(»id«l  be  rejectnl  iinless 
lie  could  bring  parties  to  testily  to  the  coiTct  trn'ss  of  his  statement,  or 
picjduce  otlier  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  eligibility. 

This  board  has  completed  the  subdivision  of  the  county,  and  elections 
will  l>e  held  sinudtaneously  on  the  22d,  23d,  24th,  and  2r»th  of  June  suc- 
cessively; and  there  being  in  one  of  the  subdivisions  a  fifth  pre<'inet  an 
election  will  be  hehl  there  on  Fi  iday,  the  2(»th  of  Juiu».  According  to  this 
arrangement,  wliich,  under  the  circumstances,  is  the  best  that  can  be 
deviseid,  no  election  can  be  held  at  Canton,  the  county  seat,  until  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday,  June  20  ami  30,  iuid  the  returns  of  the  entire  COUBly 
iurnished  to  headtpiartcrs  on  the  1st  of  rhdy  ])roximo. 

No  expense  for  rent  of  office  ha^*  been  incui'i^ed  by  this  board,  the 
county  c^uitJiouse  having  been  assigned  to  its  use,  and  it  has  Deen 
reeonunended  to  the  registrars  that  whenever  it  is  possible  they  willsecure 
suitabh'  places  forliohling  of  tlu'  election  in  the  d i fferent  precinctS with- 
out being  nMininMl  to  make  compensation  thei'efor. 

Trausporlution  will  consist  almost  exelusivelv  of  luivate  conveyances, 
and  dm-ing  t  he  election  an  expenditure  of  at  least  $5  per  diem  to  each 
registrar,  with  his  judge  and  clerk,  will  be  net cssafy  and  unavoidable. 

1  am  infnniied  that  the  pn-idcnt  of  the  Madison  county  boanl.  Tolonel 
A.  Warner,  wiU  receive  and  accept  the  uomiuation  a^  a  candidate  to  the 
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Stato  senate,  and  lie  has  been  insfmcted,  in  this  event,  to  instantly  iiotity 
tbe  inspector,  wlio  \nll  recouimeud  a  suitable  person  to  assume  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  registrar  in  his  stead. 

In  order  to  reach  as  many  of  tlie  ditferent  boards  as  possible  during 
the  five  days  devoted  to  the  n'vision  of  books,  I  shall  \\s\t  and  inspect 
only  those  which  are  located  on  the  Hue  of  the  railroad,  aud  afterwards 
peuetrate  to  tlie  interior  counties. 

To-morrow,  the  12tli  inslant,  I  deport  for  Forest  Station,  Mississippi, 
the  place  of  assembling  on  that  day  for  the  Scott  county  board  of  regis-  - 
tration.

Major:  In  complianee  with  ordci's  from  the  headquarters  of  the  dis- 
trict, I  have  cTitcred  Ti]){>n  the  dischar^^e  of  tlio  duties  of  supervisor  and 
inspector  of  elections,  ;ni<l  have  this  day  visitc<l  and  ins|)cctc<l  the  board 
of  registmrs  for  ilmds  county,  Mississippi,  which  asiienibietl  in  this  city 
yesterday,  June  8,  for  the  puriiose  of  revising  the  registration  books  as 
directed  iu  General  Orders  !No.  19,  conent  series,  troin  your  beadquar< 
ters.  Two  members  of  this  bo:n(1.  namely  Joseph  McCloy  and  11.  T. 
Fisher,  were  not  present  at  the  meeting  yesterday  of  the  board,  and  the 
n  iii  iiiiiuy  member,  Mr.  Ed.  Tiekett,  Wiis  instructed  to  open  the  office  to 
the  imblic  and  proceed  with  soch  business  as  might  come  before  it. 

Tliis  morning  Mr.  ^^leCloy  reported  for  duty,  but  Mr.  Fisher  is  Still 
absent,  and  owing  t»)  certain  interruptions  to  travel  on  the  route  over 
whicli  he  is  expected,  it  is  extremely  doiihtfnl  if  he  w  ill  return  iu  season 
to  be  witli  the  board  during  any  part  of  tlie  tive  days'  session. 

This  gentleman  has  received  the  republican  nomination  as  candidate 
for  election  as  memlier  of  the  Mississippi  State  legislature,  and  will  if 
he  aeee})ts  said  nomination  become  disqualified  to  act  in  the  cjipacity  of 
registrar,  in  wJiieh  case  telegniphic  conmmnication  will  be  held  with 
your  headquarters  with  reference  to  the  immediate  apimiutment  of  a 
successor,  and  the  board  will  therefore  be  subjected  to  no  interruption 
or  delay  on  this  account. 

In  the  examination  of  the  officers  of  this  board,  attention  was  ])artic- 
ularly  giveu  to  the  manner  iu  which  the  proceeding  of  registration  was 
condu<^ed,  and  fi'om  minute  and  carefhl  miiuiiy  it  is  believed  that  the 
various  orders  and  instructions  promulgated  by  the  commanding  gen- 
eral, as  well  as  tlie  laws  of  Confrress  bearing:  on  the  subject,  are  well 
understiKxi  and  slrictiy  ci>tii])lie(l  with  by  the  nieinbcrs  of  the  hoard. 

One  hnmhedund  fifty  qua! i lied  voters  have  already  been  added  to  the 
lists,  aud  numerous  duplicate  certificates  of  registration  have  been  issned 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 
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Some  apprehension  is  expressed  by  the  members  of  this  board  that  in 

view  of  the  lar^e  vote  that  will  be  polled  in  this  precinct  ou  the  last  day 

().'  the  election,  tlion*  will  he  some  difYiciilty  expmcnrcHl  in  niukiug  up 
the  returns  of  tlu*  entire  election  within  the  time  i>it'.s<  rihed  liy  onlers. 
They  are  of  the  tipiniou  that  to  undertake  to  count  tlie  ballots  and  till 
up  the  returns  in  24  hours  alter  the  dose  of  the  polls,  will  make  it 
neccHsary  to  exercise  an  undne  and  dantrerous  haste,  which  may  lead 
possibly  to  roufusion  and  the  commission  of  errors  in  the  arranjremont 
and  eomjmtation  of  the  ballots.  My  own  opinion  is  that  with  the 
clerical  aid  alloiiled,  and  with  assidinaib  attention  upon  the  part  of  the 
registrars  tliemselves^  the  time  allowed  wiU  be  aui])ly  saflBcient  to  secure 
a  correct  performance  of  the  duty. 

Serious  complaints  have  l)een  made  by  the  officers  of  this  hoard  that 
they  have  been  greatly  retarded  and  inconvenienced  by  the  presence  in 
their  office  of  a  political  committee  of  three  pei-sous,  who  claim  the  right 
to  witness  the  manner  in  which  the  buainess  of  the  lioanl  m  transacted, 
and  to  interrogate  the  members  of  the  board  as  to  their  knowledge  of 
the  official  duties  iuijiosed  u])on  them  by  law  and  orders,  and  that  these 
persons  by  their  ollicious  interlerence  not  only  renilered  themselves  dis- 
agreeable, but  their  presence  operated  as  an  impediment  to  the  prompt 
and  proper  discharge  of  the  business  of  the  board. 

1  immediately  informed  the  refristrnrs  that  no  persons  whatev(  r,  except 
those  aj)pointed  by  the  commanding  general  for  that  sjMcitic  purpose, 
had  a  right  to  inspect  these  proceedings,  or  to  demand  of  them  any  infor- 
mation which  ^ey  possessed  in  their  official  capacity;  that  the  presence 
of  persons  in  the  office  where  the  business  of  registration  was  progress* 
ing  would  be  pcT-niitted  only  by  the  ecnirtesy  of  the  board,  and  that  the 
latter  phiinly  iisid  a  riglit  to  eject  any  person  whoso  conduct  was  tiuch 
as  to  prevent  tlie  i>eaceful  transaction  of  business. 

If  any  citizens  are  unlawfully  iH'gistered  it  is  provided  that  on  the  day 
of  election  competent  i>ersons  will  be  given  the  oppcNrtunity  to  chaltonge 
their  vote,  and  it  is  believed  to  be  better  for  all  coMctM  tied  that  commit* 
tees  of  eitlier  ])olitical  jiarty  shall  be  strictly  exclinled  trom  the  presence 
of  the  board  ol  registrars.  Somewhat  to  my  surprise,  1  found  the  board 
occui)ying  a  private  office*'  in  the  city,  and  as  there  are  several  public 
buildings  in  Jaekson  which  could  have  been  assigned  to  their  use  upon 
application  to  p!*oper  authority,  I  respectfully  leeonunernl  tliat  if  any 
charges  aiv  maiie  tor  rent  of  offi<»e  dining  tlie  s<'s.siun  of  the  board,  the 
same  be  disallowed  until  s{itisfa<;tory  e.\[>lanation  is  given  why  the  pub- 
lic offices  were  not  occupied  and  used  «s  directed  in  orders  by  the  com- 
manding general. 

To-morrow  I  i)rocee<l  to  Canton  to  iuspe<'t  the  Madison  county  board, 
and  from  that  point  I  shall  communicate  my  future  adilress.

Major:  T  failed  to  catch  the  2  o'clock  tmin  this  moiiiin^^  for  Canton, 
and  to  avoid  losing  time,  <lecided  to  vi^it  and  inspect  tlic  Kaiikin  county 
'  board  of  re^stration,  which  I  have  this  day  aeoomplished,  and  beg  to 
submit  the  following  report  thereof. 

With  th(»  c»xception  of  Mr.  Colio,  who  is  tenipornrily  absent  at  Jackson, 
I  found  all  the  members  present  and  actively  engaged  in  their  duties. 

An  examination  of  the  books  and  records,  and  a  carefdl  obserA  ation 
of  the  mode  of  proceedinfif  in  the  revision  of  the  same,  jastifles  the  belief 
that  the  members  of  the  board  possess  an  iutellij;rent  understaiidiii'i  of 
the  duties  they  are  required  to  pcrfonu.  No  errors  have  occui  red  so  far 
either  (»f  omission  or  couunissiou,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect,  trom  the 
excellent  knowledge  exhibited  by  the  board  in  ref^nce  to  their  dhties, 
that  none  will  0(-4>ur  hereafter.  The  county  has  been  divided  into  three 
districts  as  prescribed,  and  elections  in  the  various  precincts  will  be  held 
simultaneously  on  the  22d,  2;id,  and  24th  instant,  and  will  be  closed  at 
Brandon,  the  county  seat,  on  the  2oth  and  2titli  instant. 

OwinfT  to  the  &et  that  the  town  of  Brandon  covers  but  a  small  area, 
and  is  compactly  bnOt  on  four  sides  of  a  squans  in  the  centre  of  which 
is  located  a  commodious  court-house,  the  only  building,  and  also  owing 
to  th<^  fact  that  it  is  wholly  inipracticable  to  secure  suitable  private 
buildings  or  offices  in  wliu  h  to  open  the  polls,  on  the  two  days  of  the 
election  to  be  held  there,  authority  has  been  given  this  board  to  occupy 
three  separate  rooms  in  the  court  house  aforesaid,  two  of  which  will  06 
used  as  the  place  of  ballotin*;-  for  the  colored  people,  and  the  main  room 

of  the  building  for  the  white  i)eople. 

This  arraugement  will  afford  greater  convenience  than  any  other  which 
can  be  adopted. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  names  have  been  added  to  the  registra- 
tion lists  since  the  commencement  of  this  session  of  the  board,  and 
twelve  duplicate  certificates  of  registration  have  been  issu(?d.  The 
loUowing  instructions  weie  given  bv  the  inspector  for  the  guidance  of 
'  the  board  on  minor  points  not  clearly  deflned  in  the  published  orders  of 
tlie  commanding  general : 

I.  In  cases  where,  upon  the  positive  personal  knowledge  of  the  registrar, 
or  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  others,  it  is  shown  that  any  voter  was 
registered  last  year  and  has  since  died,  ordered  that  the  name  of  such 
person  b(i  stricken  from  the  Usts,  and  report  of  &ct  made  under  para- 
graph II,  General  Order  Xo.  10. 

II.  In  cases  whore  wliite  persons  entitled  to  vote  ha^  e  failed  to  do  so 
at  theii'  proper  precinct,  and  afterwards  present  themsiiU  es  lor  that  pur- 
pose at  the  connty  seat  on  tiie  lost  day  of  the  election,  ordered  that 
such  persons  will  be  required  to  cast  their  ballots  at  the  polls  conducted 
by  the  registrar  for  the  precijjct  in  which  they  reside,  ;ind  were  orifri- 
nallj'  entitled  to  vote,  cmmi  though  sucli  registrar  is  aligned  to  a  poll 
opened  for  the  voting  of  colored  people. 

To-morroWf  the  llth,  I  shall  part  with  the  board  of  Madison  county 
at  Canton,  Mississippi.

Lieotenaut  liai  iic  informs  me  tliat  they  will  x»robably  travel  through 
the  several  precincts  on  horseback.  Mr.  Baohe  intends  using  the  cav* 
airy  at  his  command  to  prevent  disturbances,  which  I  think  advisable^ 
as  the  de]nities  could  do  very  little  in  such  a  rommnnity. 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  tbat  this  is  tlie  last  of  the  several  counties 
under  my  supervision  j  Laudei'dale,  Lowndes,  Oktibbeha,  iNuxubee,  and 
Winston  were  visited  last  wedc,  and  the  remaining  two,  Kemper  and 
Neshoba,  to-day.  A  report  has  becm  forwarded  from  each  point  imme- 
diate! y  after  inspection. 

In  several  of  the  counties  they  seem  to  think  the  presence  of  troops 
necessary.  I  saw  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  any  one  duiin^  my  tnivels 
to  create  trouble;  but  they  may  have  been  on  their  guard  in  my  pres* 
ence.  1  think  a  detachment  sent  to  Macon,  Noxubee  county,  on  the  day 
of  the  election  may  be  advisable;  it  could  be  detached  fiom  jVleridian  or 
Columbia.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  precincts ;  and  as  considerable  inter- 
est is  taken  in  the  election  throughout  the  county,  a  disturbance  might 
spring  up  in  Macon  if  not  prevented  by  the  presenoe  of  soldiers. 
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Oktibbeha  comity  could  be  supplied  from  OolmnbnSy  if  necessary.  I 
do  not  deem  it  advimible  to  seiid  small  detachiDeiitH  oat,  under  sergeants 

and  (M)i'iM Hills,  unless  for  n  specified  ])nrpose.  My  observation  has  been 
that  both  non-commissioned  ottieers  and  men  soon  bt  (  (rinc  demoralized 
by  flattering  attentions  shown  them,  and  are  a  detrimeui  laiher  than  an 
assistance  to  the  object  in  view. 

I  should  like  to  be  informed  whether  or  not  I  am  authorized  to  call  ou 
the  several  post  comTiKnulers  in  my  district  for  troojis  if  T  (ind  their 
presence  n<H'essary  during  the  election.  I  shall  make  ('oluiiilms  niy 
lieadquaiters  during  the  election.  Pleaiie  direct  any  < omiiiunicutiou  for 
me  after  the  20th  to  that  point ;  prior  to  the  20th,  they  will  reach  me 
sooner  by  being  sent  to  Jackson.

Major:  1  have  tJie  honor  to  stiitc  that  I  caiut^  here  to-uight  for  the 
pur[>oiie  of  asking  for  instructions.  I  dosed  the  election  at  Lesaell's 
Shop  precini't  this  eve  at  seven  o'clock.  Many  freedmeu  came  there  to 
vote  and  vcvnt  tswsiy  without  votinp:. 

Threats  aitd  luliiuidatiou  are  used.  l*arties  opjiosed  to  reconstruction 
insist  ux>ou  remaining  about  the  polls  as  challengers,  and  take  the  names 
of  all  parties  voting,  and  inquire  very  particular  how  every  man  votes. 
The  voters  arc  Matched  so  close  that  many  of  them  say  they  rniiuot 
vote  as  they  wish  to.  They  arc  iiitoi  Qied  by  people  away  tVom  the  polls 
that  these  men  are  taking  tbeir  names,  and  are  tiudiug  out  how  they 
vote,  telling  them  that  if  they  do  not  vote  as  they  wish  them  to  that  they 
(the  freedmen)  will  regret  it;  that  labor  will  not  be  given  them;  any 
more  provisions  will  not  l)c  issm'd  thi'in,  &c.  My  o])inion  is  that  an 
honest  expression  of  the  wishes  of  the  vt>ters  cannot  be  had,  unless  we 
can  rule  away  Iroui  the  polls  all  except  the  sheritt'  and  conuuissioners  of 
election. 

Please*  inform  me  by  telegiam  to  Yasoo  City,  and  I  will  get  it  in  time 

for  the  election  at  lientou.

Dr.  T,  W.  Stuijnuer  again  ajipeared  before  the  committee  aud  testitied 
a»  follows : 

By  Mr.  Boutwsll: 

Question.  Did  yon  have  an  interview  with  General  Oillem  during  the 
session  of  the  C4)nveution  at  which  the  elective  franchise  was  diseussedt 
Answer.  We  had  but  one  prior  to  the  aiyoumment  of  the  convention 

and  one  alter. 

Q.  At  this  interview  during  the  session  of  the  convention,  did  you  have 
a  conversation  with  Qeneral  Gillem  with  regard  to  the  elective  franchise 
and  the  course  proper  for  the  convention  to  take  in  reference  to  that 

subject  f 

A.  The  inter^^ew  was  uiMm  the  course  to  be  pursued  in  submitting 
the  constitution  and  the  election  of  State  officers  under  it.  The  question 
had  arisen  in  the  convention  about  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  hav- 
ing a  separate  el(»etion  upon  the  constitution  an<l  the  otli<;ers  to  be  elected 
under  it.  and  the  eonnnittee  was  .sent  by  the  ronveution  to  coufier  with 
the  general  on  that  subject  beibre  deciding  upon  it. 

Q.  At  this  time  the  constitnl^on  had  been  framed  1 

A.  The  constitution  was  abont  to  be  submitted.  It  had  been  framed, 
but  had  not  been  signed. 

Q.  At  this  interview  was  aiiythin*^  said  about  the  provision  in  the 
constitution  I'elating  to  the  franchise  i 

A.  The  whole  matter  was  talked  over,  but  the  general  did  not  express 
any  deei<led  objection  to  the  clause  relating  to  the  restriction  of  Buffirage. 
Did  lie  at  any  other  interview w  you  had  with  him  ? 

A.  r  camiot  say  that  he  did  express  any  deeided  olijeetion  to  any  pro- 
vision ol  liie  eoii.stilutiDU.  He  was  very  earetul,  apparently,  not  to  express 
any  like  or  dislike  to  the  constitution.  In  the  interview  with  the  general 
after  election,  there  had  been  several  complaints  made  to  meindividnally, 
and  to  other  members  of  the  eonimittcr,  of  intimidation  and  frauds  in 
the  counties  at  iiankin  and  Cojuah.  Th«-  eonnnittee  ha^l  not  taken  any 
action,  and  did  not  know  what  action  to  take,  and  a  .special  committee  wa« 
appointed  to  call  vi\wn  General  Gillem  to  see  what  action  he  would  take 
U))on  the  matter.  In  that  interview,  if  my  memory  sci  ncs  me  rights  the 
general  made  use  of  language  like  thi-.  *•  Tliat  the  election  was  as  fair 
as  it  eould  do  in  the  matter."  ^ly  inipn  ssion  was  that  he  di<l  not  want 
to  investigate  the  facts  which  we  laid  before  him,  and  which  I  thought 
demanded  his  attention. 

Q.  AVhen  was  this  interview  ? 

A.  It  was  s<tme  three  or  tour  days  after  tlie  el(  (  tioii.  Complaints  were 
coming  in  iroiu  all  sections,  aud  liom  Itankin  and  Copiah,  of  such  a 
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character  as  to  certainlv  arouBe  my  feelings  enough  to  be  interested  in 
the  matter,  and  I  urged  that  he  shonld  take  some  notice  of  these  caaes. 
Q.  1)1(1  .vou  lay  before  him  any  letters  or  affidavits! 

A.  Xo,  .sir,  I  did  not  tliink  it  was  Ttccfssnry.  I  told  of  cas<>s  just  as 
tliey  occurred.  1  do  not  know  as  1  uuiiumI  the  parties.  I  Btated  that 
these  things  had  occurred,  and  put  liini  in  poft^sess^ion  of  such  facts  as 
wonld  have  enabled  him  to  have  investigated  the  whole  matter  if  be  had 
been  so  disposed. 

By  Mr.  Beck: 

Q.  You  testified  before  this  committee  once  before  on  this  subject,  I 

believe? 
A.  Yes.  sir. 

Q.  And  I  believe  yon  stated  then,  and  think  I  understand  you  now  to 
repeat  it,  that  in  that  interview  Mith  General  Gillem  you  filed  no  affidavits 
with  him  makin^^  niiy  char^^os  of  fraud  a;;ain.st  any  of  those  couutiesf 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  tUiuk  there  weie  auy  affidavits  iiled* 

Q.  Verbal  statiMuents  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  bnt  I  conceived  that  onr  statement  was  an  official  one, 
and  ought  to  have  Ihmm)  taken  notice  of;  but  we  conld  have  filed  affidavits 
if  we  had  considered  it  necessary. 

By  Mr.  XoRKis : 

Q.  If  h(  told  vou  that  he  could  do  nothing,  you  could  have  no  reason 
lor  tiling  thom.'  papcr.s  f 

A.  He  gave  us  to  understand,  in  so  many  words,  that  he  was  not  going 
to  do  it,  bnt  did  not  say  positively. 
By  Mr.  Paine: 

Q.  Did  General  (iillem  sugjLrest  to  you  that  your  application  was  in  an 
improper  form,  and  intiinatc  that  lie  desired  written  statement.s? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  gave  uo  such  iutimatioiis;  if  he  had  we  would  have 
brought  them. 

By  Mr.  NouKis : 

Q.  It  is  your  opinion,  then,  that  the  colored  men  of  the  State  have 
had  the  impression  from  the  first  that  General  Gillem  was  not  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  views  of  the  government! 

A.  To  answer  that  I  will  say,  at  the  com  inrncfMnent,  that  the  freed - 
men  do  not  want  (ienerai  Gillem  as  the  lic^id  of  tlie  bureau  in  that  State. 

Q.  Do  they  think  that  the  bureau,  under  ,  such  a  man,  is  a  source  of 
oppression  instead  of  t)roteetion  to  the  colored  people! 

A.  As  administcjcd  \vc  would  rather  not  have  liad  it  there,  so  far  as 
all  tlic  iicnelits  we  <lerived  from  it  are  concerne'l;  bnt  wc  believe  if  it  had 
beau  administered  by  a  diHerent  man  it  would  have  beeu  of  great  advau- 
t«ge  to  us. 

Q.  Mas  it  iM^en  the  feeling  among  the  repiddicans  that  democrats  in 

the  State  have  been  able  to  ixvt  (Jeneral  Gillcin's  enr.  and  control^  his 
action,  when  he  wonld  not  listen  to  reimblicans  iu  lUe  State? 
A.  That  ha^i  been  our  opinion  in  the  nuitter.

General  JoitN  B.  Oallis,  member  of  Congress  fh>m  Alabama,  was 
sworn  and  testihed  as  follows: 
By  Mr.  B()rT^\T5LL : 

(Question.  Were  yon  in  Mississippi  during  the  election  last  June  on 
the  ratihcation  of  tlie  constitution  i 
Answer,  Yes,  sir,  I  was. 
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Q.  What  part  of  th«  State! 

A.  r  w  a^in  Jwskaon,  and  nlso  at  Brandon  dnrinfr  the  oleotion. 

Q.  Were  you  connected  with  the  army  or  the  Freedineii's  Bureau  in 

any  \v«.v ! 

A.  1  waanot  couiiected  witli  tlie  bureau  j  I  \va.H  iu  the  45th  United 
Stttteii  infantry. 

Q.  To  w]iat  extent  had  you  opportunities  of  aacertaiuing  the  condnet 
of  tlie  ehM'tioiif 

A.  Well,  sir,  T  was  in  cotninajid  temporarily  at  Jackson,  Ilincs  eonnty, 
Mississippi,  Uuiiug  the  eUction.  I  \va«i  also  iu  coinniaml  at  liiaiidon, 
in  Rankin  county,  during  the  election.  Tlie  election  was  held  on  differ- 
ent days  at  different  poiiite. 

Q.  As  far  as  you  observed,  was  the  eh'ction  a  free  and  fair  one! 

A.  Well,  sir,  it  was  not  a  free  mirfair  election  ;  I  cannot  so  consider  it. 

Q.  What  happened  to  lead  you  to  tbiiik  it  was  not  a  free  and  fair  one  f 

A.  There  seemed  to  be  a  great  deal  of  intimidation  or  threats  used  for 
the  purpose  of  inducing  ftr^dmen  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket,  and 
apiinst  the  constitution. 

Q.  What  was  the  character  of  the  thi*eats  or  means  of  intimidation? 

A.  The  only  threats  I  heard  were  that  if  they  (the  freedmen)  voted 
the  republican  ticket  they  would  be  thrown  out  of  work. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whetlier  any  jwrsons  were  dischnr;:rd  for  votin*;? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir.  1  was  told,  bowevej:,  by  parties  that  they  had  been 
discliarged. 

Any  means  of  knowing  how  general  these  threato  were,  whether 
they  were  general  or  only  isolated  cases  t 
A.  I  cannot  answer  that  question,  as  I  do  not  really  know,  having 

been  thvn-  but  a  shoit  time. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  of  auy  cases  yourself  or  see  persons  who  representeil 
that  they  had  been  thiowp  out  of  employment  tor  voting  the  republican 
tickett 

A.  Oh  yes,  a  great  njan  v  rases. 

Q.  Any  means  of  knowing  how  far  the  result  iu  iiankin  county  was 
intluenced  by  those  tlireats! 

A.  I  have  not,  sir.  Perha|»s  it  would  be  proper  for  me  to  state  here 
that  during  my  stay  in  Bankin  cininty  I  was  treated  very  kindly  by  the 
<  iti/»*ns,  and  so  were  my  troops  that  1  had  tliere.  As  far  as  their  treat* 
iiKMil  <d*  me  was  concerne<l  it  was  very  satifa<*tory  indeed. 

t^.  Did  you  make  any  report  to  (tenei*al  Gillem  of  what  you  observed 
oonceming  intimidation. 

A.  I  did  not :  1  never  was  called  on  for  any  report. 

Q.  Did  you  not  make  any  rej[K>rt  upon  any  matter  connected  witbyonr 
business  ? 

A.  No  regular  report,  I  think.  T  published  a  card  in  Brandon,  Ran- 
kin county,- tendering  the  thanks  of  the  men  under  my  command  for 
kind  treatment  received  from  the  citizens  of  that  county. 

By  Mr.  NoRRis : 

Q.  What  was  the  character  of  the  newspaper  articles  that  appeare<l  in 
the  conservative  press  alM>ut  that  time,  and  what  was  the  effect  of  the 
position  taken  by  tlu  ni  f 

A.  1  do  not  know  wiiat  the  etlect  was.  They  were  very  latter  toward 
me  for  the  course  i  took.  That  is  in  Jackson. 

Q.  Was  there  any  intimidation,  toward  tho.<ie  who  proitosed  to  vole 
th<»  republican  tickrt.  in  tho^c  n<  wspa]ier  arti<*lesf 

A.  1  am  not  able  lo  say — nit  her  threatening  though. 
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By  Mr  Beck  : 

Q.  Was  there  any  int4»rfereii<«  at  the  ele<'tion  to  prevent  any  person 
ftoin  voting:  who  <le8ire<l  to  vote^  so  far  as  you  ohserved,  at  Brandon  f 

A.  Xot  to  niy  knowltnlpfe.  1  wns  told  that  tli(»ro  was  by  those  who 
wisluul  to  voto;  but  1  did  not  see  anything  of  tin*  kind  ?ii  vs»'lf. 

Q.  You  were  in  coiiiiiiaud  of  the  troop.s  thei*e  statioin  d  lo  aid  the 
judges,  in  case  of  any  iiiteTt^rence  or  atteini»t  at  interference 9 

A.  V(>8,  sir,  I  was. 

i^.  Tliore  wore  no  eooiplaints  from  the  Judgos  in  reference  to  iiitorfer- 
ence  or  intiniitiatiou,  aud  your  troops  were  uot  called  ou  to  xucYeut  any- 
thing at  all! 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Of  course,  if  any  sach  had  1>een  made  it  was  your  duty,  and  woold 

it  have  b(»eri  yonr  pleasure,  to  have  dnrii^  it  f 

A.  Vcs,  sir,  i  went  there  for  that  purpose,  aud  endeavored  to  carry 
out  iii^y  iiistruetions. 

Q.  Any  at  Jackson — yon  were  there  alsbf 

A.  Yc^s,  sir,  there  w  as  a  good  deal  of  trouble  at  Jackson.   J  think  the 

first  day  of  tfi*'  ♦•IcrtioTt  tlirn'  was  a  i^arty  of  men  eanu'  up  from  Bran- 
don, in  liaukin  county^  wiio  were  deinuerats,  and  there  was  also  a  pr<»- 
cessiou  formed  in  Jaekson,  Hiuds  county,  who  were  republicans,  and  the 
two  processions  got  into  1ax»uble,  and  I  went  there  in  person  with  my 
troops  and  quelled  the  disturbance,  without  nnudi  difficulty,  however  j 
and  i,  of  course,  put  a  stop  to  any  intimidatiou  at  the  polls  after  that. 

By  Mr.  Korris: 

Q.  Are  you  acipiainted  with  the  judges  of  ele<;tion  in  those  counties  f 
A .  I  hocaioe  octiuainled  with  them  there^  but  really  cauuot  recall  their 
names  now. 

Q.  Which  way  were  tfaeu*  H^  oipathiest  Do.you  knowt 
A.  The  judges  of  the  election,  I  think,  generally  sympathized  with  the 
republican  ])arty.    !Ij)wcver,  there  was  (Uie  or  two  (»f  them  who  did  not 
sympathize  with  the  republican  party,  if  1  recollect  correctly. 

Hoin>AT,  Jammry  18, 1869. 

John  Williams  appeared  befbre  the  committee,  and  having  been  duly 
sworn  testified  as  follows: 

By  Mr.  Boutwbll: 
Question.  Have  you  been  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  recently  t 
A  n  s we r.  1  have  been  there  since  September,  1807 }  left  there  on  Thurs- 
day week  iast^ 

hi  what  capacity  did  you  act  I 
A.  As  a^ent  in  the  Preedmen's  Bureau. 
Q.  In  what  county  were  you  located! 

A.  r  have  been  ou  <liity  in  many;  was  first  in  charge  of  the  siih dis- 
trict of  Macon,  <'oinj)osiiiti  Noxubee  and  Winston  connties;  then  in  charge 
of  sub  disti'ict  ot  Louisville,  composing  Winston  county  j  1 1'clieved  CoUjnel 
Boss  in  this  district,  who  rei>orted  U>  General  Gillem  that  he  was  shot 
at  in  Louisville.  The  citizens  at  Macou  told  me,  when  ordered  to  leave 
for  Louisville,  that  it  was  one  of  the  worst  plac  s  in  the  State,  and  that 
1  should  ceitainly  be  shot;  but  such  was  not  tin  r  hsc,  as  you  sec.  Ou 
my  ariival  there  1  found  the  people  very  much  opi»osed  to  me — m 
fact,  detested  the  bureau— but,  1  believe  by  doing  strict  duty,  I  gave 
satisfaction.  Ou  one  occasion  a  negro  was  whipped  nearly  to  death; 
taken  out  into  the  woods  aud  beaten  with  switches  in  a  state  of  nudity, 
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ami  WHS  left  for  dead.  Tliis  wiks,  I  thiuk,  iii  July,  1867.  No  action  was 
taken  until  my  arrival.  It  was  turned  over  to  the  civil  authorities,  and 
I  was  ordered  to  att^Mid  the  trial  and  reiM>it  on  the  ^anie,  which  I  did. 
I  wa8  Hurrounded  with  revolv(»i*8  in  this  eourt  of  Justi<  (\  Tho  tiijured 
man  beiiijx  altscnt — afiiiid  to  eoine — one  of  the  prisoners  naid  in  a  lou<l 
voice,  '-ni  tcuJi  hiin."  1  naid,  "You  fetch  him,  »iif  You  are  a  pris- 
oner.' He  had  hiB  hand  on  his  revolver  In  a  moment.  I  said  to  the 
sheriff,  Can't  you  take  away  tliat  riivolvert**  He  said,  "No,  sir;  if  I 
att(Mn])t  it  \w  will  s]i(K)t  me.*'  This»  1  repeat,  was  in  a  court  of  Justice. 
General  Bariiy  bciuf?  shot  at  and  otherwise  badly  tn^ated  at  (  JotMlman, 
I  w;i»  ordered  to  take  charge  of  the  sub-diistrict  of  Durant,  couiposing 
Holmes  and  Attala  counties.  After  that  I  was  sent  to  one  of  the  most 
important  districts  in  Minsissippi — the  sub-district  of  Gmnadaf  com- 
l>osinj^  the  following  counties:  Yalabusha,  Carroll,  Choctaw,  Calhoun^ 
and  TiUlahatchee.  In  this  district  1  w<is  assUisUuit  to  Captain  W.  G. 
Wedemeyer,  of  the  34th  infantry,  in  charge. 
Q.  How  long  were  you  there  f 

A.  1  arrived  there  July  7,  1868.  Ceased  to  act,  in  accordaiu'e  with 
act  of  C(nigrcss.  December  31,  18(>8.  1  was  in  charge  of  snh  district  of 
Duiuut  during  the  last  (flection  for  the  rutiticatiou  of  the  constitution. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  proceedings  of  the  election  in  that 
district,  whether  o\mi  and  fairf 

A.  V<'s,  sir;  1  am  bound  to  tell  the  trutli.  It  wa«  not  free  nnd  fair 
by  any  means.  Scores  of  freedmen  came  to  me  after,  stating  that  they 
were  timied  away  for  exercising  their  rights,  for  vc'iituring  to  think  tor 
tliemtielves;  in  a  word,  for  voting  the  republican  ticket.  Captain  Wm. 
Clifford,  an  etticient  officer  of  the  34th  infantry,  came  down  to  mc  and 
on  ?!)\  revolting  Tuiinerous  <'ases  eansed  the  arrest  of  the  guilty  p;ii(i<  > 
and  conlined  them  in  the  umu'd-house.  Many  outrages  were  commit U-d 
in  this  district  diuing  and  jtfter  election.  However,  both  counties  gave 
a  radical  majority. 

(,).  1  >o  you  know  anything  abont  the  election  in  the  sub-district  of 
Grenada  ? 

A.  Duly  from  the  M'Ikm  I.s  <»t  other  olUcers. 

Q.  "When  did  you  go  theie  i 

A.  Arrived  for  duty  July  8, 1868. 

Q.  What  was  the  opiinon  you  formed  as  to  the  election  there? 

A.  1'!i:!t  it  was  not  lair.  Large  unnibcrs  nt"  lu'groes  were  tnrniM!  away 
for  voiing  the  republiean  ticket.  I  heai<l .seoiesof  such  cases,  ImiU  tioui 
Carroll  and  Yalabusha  counties.  Many  horrid,  inhuman  outrages  were 
committed  in  this  district  by  the'Ku-Klux  during  the  months  of  August, 
Septendier,  and  October^  18(>8. 

Q.  What  outrages  were  committed  in  Grenada  district  when  you  were 
there  ? 

A.  Negroes  were  taken  out  of  bed  by  night  by  masked  men  often, 
and  in  a  state  of  nudity  taken  into  the  woods,  whip])ed  most  brutally, 

often  left  for  dead,  and  nniny  have  Ih'ou  nriir(l<'nMl.  Three  negroes  were* 
taken  out  ot  a  jail  one  morning  and  hung,  in  wy  op'"''Ui,  withont  cause. 
Another  man  was  shot  dead  in  the  held  about  si  ven  miles  from  my  otlice; 
soldiers  were  sent  out,  but  could  not — ^in  thct,  would  not— find  the  miu*- 
dci^rs.  Nothing  was*  further  done  in  this  catie.  I  might  mention  other 
cases. 

Q  Any  facts  come  nnder  your  knowl«'dge  ! 

A.  Ves,  sir — many;  and  we  have  had  the  KuKlux  in  the  guard  house, 
but  they  would  get  the  negroes  to  prove  an  alibi — af)raid  to  tell  the 
truth.  I  am  sure  of  this.  Many  attempts  were  made  to  defraud  the  • 
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laborers  of  their  pay,  after  being  coiin>elletl  to  vote  theii*  democratic 
ticket  j  iiiid  8ucli  mattei'8  have  been  reported  to  headquarter^^.  I  mu^t 
aay  a  monthly  report  of  oatregM  from  tius  district  was  not  made  because 
it  wa8  not  a^tked  for.  Siieeial  repofrto  were  made,  but  tiie  actLon  taken 
was  never  satisfactory  to  me. 
Q.  Any  uotice  taken  at  headquarters  of  these  outrages  f 
A.  We  were  ordered  to  cause  the  arrests  of  the  outlaws — or  words  to 
that  effect — ^iuTestigate  the  cases,  and  send  the  guilty  parties  to  Vick8< 
burg.  But,  as  I  before  stated,  the  Ku-Khix  would  pfct  iK^j^voes  to  pi-ove 
they  wei  e  at  some  otiier  phice  at  the  time  the  wicked  deed  was  performed. 
Their  very  existence  would  be  threatened  if  they  would  not  do  it.  Of 
eooisey  it  was  a  part  of  my  duty  to  counsel  them  for  their  good,  na  well 
as  to  protect  them  in  tlieir  rights,  and  I  used  to  a.sk  them,  on  entering 
my  ottiee,  "  What  way  did  you  vote  f  Xow  sp»'ak  tlie  tnitli.'^  "  "SVcIl,  sir, 
voted  democratic  ticket — couldu't  help  it — had  to  do  it  or  be  Ku-KluJUid.'' 
By  Mr.  Beck  : 

Q.  Mr.  \\  illiam8,  let  me  ask  you  this:  Whenever  you  heard  of  out- 
rag^H  you  arrested  tlie  parties  whenever  you  could  f 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  we  used  to  aend  out  soldiers,  but  often  they  would  com- 
promise matters  over  a  bottle  of  whiskey,  aim  would  come  m  and  report 
the  parties  had  left  for  parts  unknown. 

Q.  GcTienil  (iillem  and  the  officers  always  assisted  you  when  you 
applied  lor  assistance  f 

A.  O,  yes,  sir;  but  without  success  on  almost  eveiy  occasion.  I 
cannot  refrain  from  adding  that  the  status  of  society,  in  my  opinion,  has 
greatly  iiiii)roved  in  Mississip])i  since  tlic  election  of  Grant,  and  I  feel 
contldent  in  saying  that  the  p<;ople  will  now  a<.cept  any  terms  C(»ngress 
may  ofi'er — eveu  the  constitution  of  ISOS— for  the  admission  of  the  State 
into  the  Union.

August,  ISdT,  t(»  Derenihcr.  ISfJS. 
Q.  In  wi»al  part  of  Misslnsippi? 

A.  1  was  in  three  different  portions  of  it:  first  at  Macon  sub-district, 
oomprising  Noxnbe  county ;  then  at  Starkville,  comprising  Oktibbeha ; 
and  last  at  district  of  <  *anton,  com))rising  Madison  and  I^e  counties. 

Q.  W' here  were  you  iu  June,  1868,  during  the  election  on  the  consti* 

tution  T 

A.  In  Oktibbeha  county,  sub-district  of  Starkville. 
Q.  Any  other  county  in  your  district  but  Oktibbeha! 
A.  There  was  not  at  that  time. 

Q.  Wtiat  m  ;is  the  character  of  the  election  in  that  oountij;,  free  and. 
fair,  or  otlu'i  wise  f 

A.  It  was  not  free  or  lau  j  1  was  detailed  as  jud^  of  election  and. 
presided  in  one-third  of  the  county ;  at  the  first  two  precincts  we  had  no. 
troops ;  I  was  sent  for  at  Line  Creek  by  some  negroes,,  and  went  out  into 
tlw  woods  a  short  distance  where  T  ni<*t  some  ten  or  a  uozen  nf'.rro«'S  who 
said  they  wanted  to  vote  but  could  nut  do  so;  that  they  wanteil  to  vote 
the  radical  ticket  but  were  afraid  of  violence ;  1  used  all  the  iulluence  I 
had  to  persuade  them  to  vote,  and  told  them  I  thought  they  could  be  pro> 
te<*ted ;  but  the  only  way  they  could  vote  was  to  take  tickets  of  both 
kinds  and  by  sleight-of-band  work  put  in  the  lepablican  tickets  wh«n  the- 
10  m 
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democrats  tliouglit  tliey  were  voting  tlieir  ticket ;  tlie  electtion  was  held 
at  Starkville,  the  county  seat  j  after  the  elections  had  been  held  at  the 
outer  precineta^  to  give  those  a  ehance  to  vote  who  had  not  beeo  able  to 

vot€  at  their  own  precincts,  many  of  the  negroes  came  there  to  vote  who 
did  not  dare  to  vote  in  the  otlier  prrfHicts,  but  they  had  to  vote  secretly; 
this  is  one  of  the  fairest  counties  m  the  State,  so  liu:  as  1  have  b^u  able 
to  see. 

By  Mr.lTOBBiB: 

Q.  Were  the  colored  men  in  the  connty  generallr  intimidated  f 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the  intimidation  was  this:  In  1866  and  1867  there  were 
very  litHe  erops  grown  in  Mississippi  and  the  coiiTstry  was  almost  in  a 
coudiiioii  of  starvation  ;  rations  wen*  issiu-d  alike  to  blacks  and  whites; 
in  1808  tlie  iieedmen  went  to  work  uiitler  contracts  in  which  they  were 
to  have  a  portion  of  the  crop  as  compensation  for  their  labor,  and  it  was 
held  out  that  if  they  did  not  vote  the  democratic;  ticket  they  shoold  be 
dischnr*xed  ;  and  that  threat  amounted  to  nothing  leSB  than  a  threat  of 
starvation  under  the  circumstaiiees. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  is  really  so  t 

A.  I  know  it  to  be  so. 

Q.  It  has  been  asserted  here  by  men  of  distinetioii  that  there  was  per- 
fect fairness  at  the  election. 

A.  If  those  gentlemen  will  make  a  public  statement  I  will  l)e  glad  to 
see  it ;  I  propose  some  time  to  publish  my  experience  as  an  ofticer  of  the 
bureau  in  Mississippi,  and  shidl  sustain  what  I  have  said  here,  for  I 
make  my  sti\tements  nom  my  own  official  knowledge.  * 
By  Mr.  BoDTWET  r  : 

Q.  lT;n  r  you  any  knowledge  of  the  character  of  the  election  in  any 

other  i'oiiiitics  ? 

A.  1  wim  relieved  of  the  sub-district  of  Starkville  and  reported  at  Can- 
ton on  the  31st  of  July,  and  for  six  weeks  iuljudicated  cases  which  grew 
out  of  discharges  from  labor  on  account  of  voting. 

Q.  How  many  of  such  complaints  did  yon  have  reporte<l  to  you? 

A.  T  don't  know  the  number;  I  was  coiitiiiiially  oeenpied;  and  I 
think  thrtH'-louiliift  oi  the  case^  coming  under        notice  were  of  that 

eharaetei; 

By  Me.  Korbib: 

Q.  Were  there  many  colored  democrats  there! 

A.  ^  ( ly  few  indeed;  s(mie  barbers  and  a  few  men  that  worked  in 

towns  jiretejidcd  to  he  democrats. 

Do  yoij  know  any  (:olored  men  who  were  democrats  from  instiuctf 

A.  Jso,  sir  ;  only  from  the  instinct  of  self-preservation. 

Q.  Judge  i<)h;irk(>y  st<ited  here  that  a  good  many  of  the  colored  men 
who  were  rais(>d  bv  denioeratic  masters  were  democrats. 

A.  I  have  never  endeavoi-ed  to  trurr  back  their  antecedents.    As  T 
8iud  before,  the  barU'rs  in  town  and  wsome  men  who  were  dependent  on 
daily  white  custom  for  a  livolihood  pretended  to  be  democrats. 
By  Mr.  Boutwisll  : 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  Chickasaw  county  f 

A.  I  know  nothing  officially :  I  used  to  hear  of  outrages  there  alter 
the  <'leetion,  lint  had  no  nuthority  to  interfere  with  them.    Then*  was  no 
oliieer  in  charge  of  that  county  for  a  period  of  more  than  a  month  before 
and  after  the  election,  and  none  there  during  the  election. 
By  Mr.  NoEUis : 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  a  good  many  of  the  registrars  were 
hostile  to  reconstruction  t 
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A.  1  luivo  no  personal  knowlodfro  of  tliat  fact.  There  was  in  my  dis- 
trict, in  Oktiblielia  county,  two  ol  the  board  of  registrars  who  prox>osed 
to  make  a  joint  atHdavit  that  there  had  not  been  a  fiiir  election  In  the 
county ;  but  the  third  registrar  said  it  would  irjure  him  if  they  did  bo, 
although  lie  ndniitted  that  the  <>1(H-tion  had  been  unfair,  and  declined  on 
that  account:  ;mi<1  there  the  matter  droi»])ed. 

Q.  Have  ^\ni  reason  to  believe  that  in  t>ome  instances  the  soldiers 
were  under  tiie  inflnbnce  of  whiskey,  famished  them  hy  democrats  to 
prevent  the  colored  men  from  voting  ? 

A.  \  Imve  no  personal  knowledj^e  that  tliat  was  done;  but  I  have  had 
no  douiit  that  it  may  liave  (H-euiTed,  not  by  for<'<'  Imt  by  persuasion.  I 
had  1(»  soldiers  at  Starkville,  and  I  had  continually  to  interfere  t*)  pitn  eut 
their  trying  to  induce  the  colored  men  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket; 
and  r  think  there  was  a  general  attempt  on  their  part  to  induce  Hie  col- 
ored voters  to  vote  the  deuiocmtic  ticket. 

Q.  Do  you  know  wliere  these  soldiers  were  recruited? 

A.  I  do  not  J  I  recollect  one  man  was  said  to  have  beeii  formerly  in 
the  confedmte  service;  I  never  asked  him  about  it.  Most  of  the  pri- 
vates in  the  regular  army  are  foreigners.

The  consti- 
tution will  be  beat  under  present  circumstances  three  to  one;  while 
under  a  fair,  honest,  and  unbiased  election,  Canol]  county  will  give  SOO 
to  1,000  majority  for  the  constitution.  The  truth  i.s,  a  large  number  ot 
colored  men  have  become  so  thonnighl.N  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
if  they  voted  their  sentiments  they  would  have  to  sutler  coriwrally,  that 
they  have  detennined  on  staying  at  home  during  the  election.  No  longer 
ago  than  Saturday  a  very  intelligent,  industrious,  and  influential  old 
man  sent  his  wife  to  see  me,  to  know  what  he  must  do,  as  one  of  his 
democratic  neighbois  had  come  boldly  out  and  told  him  if  he  went  to 
the  election  and  voted  the  radical  ticket,  that  by  the  God  that  made  him 
he  would  kill  him.

last  election,  on  account  of  threats,  repeatedly  made  to  theui,  that  if 
they  voted  the  radical  ticket  they  woiiM  1»(m1  riven  oft';  and  sime  tlie 
26th,  Mr.  Edmund  Powell  came  to  mid  di  pouentsaud  urj^edtheni  t<> 
to  Can*ollton  iUid  vot«  the  democratic  ticket;  that  there  waa  no  Ij alt-

Carrollton,  Mississirn,  July  3,  1868. 

Sir:  The  undersipied  election  coniniissioners  for  two  districts  in  Car- 
roll county  beg  leave  to  report  4is  follows,  viz :  I'irst,  for  the  district  of 
William  M.  Crawford,  emlnracing  the  precincts  of  Varaen,  Winona,  Duck 
Hill,  and  GairoUton.  At  the  first  named  i)lace  the  crowd  was  veiy 
boistcnnis  and  overbcniriii;;  in  dt  portment,  and  the  fact  was  ])atent  to 
all,  that  a  luaii  favoi  iii  ir  reconstruction  had  but  little  show.  1  am  unable 
to  designate  any  individual  acts  of  violence,  still  it  was  evident  that  if 
any  one  differed  lW>m  the  majority,  he  had  to  do  so  very  quietly  indeed. 
For  more  ])ai*ticular  information  on  this  snl^ect  I  refer  the  committee  to 
8«  roiMl  Lieutenant  Pickett,  ^'Himiandins  sqind  (if  rint<'d  States 
tiuop.s,  and  who  was  present.  TJic  election  pass»Mi  oil  (|iiit  ily  at  AVinona, 
there  being  no  counter-electioneering.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Duck 
Hill.  Nor  did  I  see  any  violence  at  Sie  Carrollton  box;  everybody  was 
working  with  a  will  to  defeat  the  constitution,  and  we  were  working  for 
it.  Larpfe  number  of  colored  men  went  home  from  all  tlicsp  boxes  with- 
out voting  at  all,  seemingly  preferring  not  to  vote  in  preference  to  voting 
against  their  convictions. 

Felix  A.  Doss's  district  embraced  the  precincts  of  Brii^ht  Comer, 
Greenwood,  Smith's  Mills,  and  Jefl'erson.  The  crowd  was  Tiiore  or  less 
boisterous  at  Bright  Corner,  and  when  a  colored  man  voted  the  ratitica- 
tion  tii  ket,  it  was  generally  remarked  by  some  white  man  that  '*  I  will 
spot  you  for  that.^  A  considerable  number  declined  voting  at  all ;  some 
of  whom  Vent  to  Greenwood  an(!  m  ted  two  days  afterwards.  Parties 
standing  around  the  ticket  box  and  keepin^r  a  list  of  the  names  of  those 
wlio  voted  tiie  jiniical  ticket,  seemed  to  iiitiiiiidat*'  the  colored  citizens 
more  than  every liiing  else  combined,  and  this  was  tlone  througliout  my 
district 

At  Greenwood  there  was  more  or  less  disorder  produced  by  bad  whis- 
key, yet  there  wea-e  some  gentlemen,  M ho  liavo  heretofore  stood  high, 
that  seeiiHMl  more  or  less  disjiosjd  to  be  overbeariujr  i\m\  rude.  At 
►Siaiih's  Mi\U  and  Jellerson,  the  election  passed  oft  4Uielly,  lliere  being 
tio  person,  however,  at  either  place  dis])osed  to  contest  in  electioneering. 
We  would  stat<'  that  from  the  best  infonnationwe  can  ol)(ain,  there  was 
not  a  single  ratilieatioii  ticket  in  one  district,  as  the  gentlcinan  who  was 
appointed  commissioner  failed  to  act.  Accompanying  this  report  paj»er 
marked  A  shows  the  total  \  otc  of  the  county  for  and  against  the  cousti- 
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tutioDf  aud  fur  each  candidate.   Total  number  of  registered  vote  in  the 
county  is  4,037 ;  namber  voted,  3,000,  leaving  1,0^  in  the  eoanty  not 
voted,  A  very  large  proportion  of  whom  ore  colored  voters;  besides, 
there  wa^  201  of  the  3,000  that  voted  wlio  were  firom  other  counties. 
All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

roll county,  Mississippi ;  that  he  went  to  vote  on  the  26th,  and  was  met 
by  a  lot  of  white  folks,  and  Mr.  Drew  Wilkins  asked  him  how  he  was 
soing  to  vote;  deponent  said  he  wanted  to  see  what  was  unin^r  on,  had 
heard  so  mnch  about  the  donKKTatie  tirket.  Wilkins  told  liiin  that  was 
the  best  ticket  to  v  ote  aud  ofleriHl  him  one.  I  told  him  1  did  not  want 
that  ticket,  it  did  not  suit  me  at  all.  He  said  if  I  did  not  take  that  I 
could  not  take  any,  and  if  I  did  not  vote  that  ticket  I  would  l  ie  no  more 
thoiiixhtof  than  a  dog.  Then  Saiiniol  Elliott  asked  me  whiit  ticket  I 
intended  to  vote,  I  t^ld  him  I  iuttiided  to  vote  the  radical  ticket,  and 
he  said  "  Lord  God,  boy,  if  you  vote  the  radical  ticket  you  will  be 
mined.''  I  said  the  speeches  we  had  heard  seemed  like  they  had  told 
the  tnith,  and  they  told  the  black  people  to  vote  for  the  mdical  party, 
and  why  shouldn't  wo  do  so!  TTo  said  tbo  men  who  had  wm\v  the 
speeches  was  a  low-down  set  of  iMJor  white  men  that  had  no  niuuiy,  and 
they  thought  this  a  good  chance  to  get  some,  and  said  you  had  better 
not  vote  the  radical  ticket  there  to-day ;  then  he,  Elliott,  went  to  Mr, 
Campbell  and  talked  to  him,  and  Cam])l)ell  allowod  he  wonhl  <lie  before 
he  would  do  it.  Captain  John  A.  Poiuford  told  William  it  he  voted  a 
radical  ticket  he  must  go  right  up  to  yaukecilom.  Wdiiam  Cami)bell 
said  if  they  would  let  him  live  and  vote  a  radical  ticket^  and  would  not 
kill  him  until  he  could  go  home  and  get  his  family,  he  wouhl  leave  and 
leave  his  crop  behind;  that  Col.  Jim  and  Tom  Binford  told  him  that  he 
could  vote  till'  radical  ticket  and  he  should  not  be  hin  t  tlnac,  i)ut  he 
wouldn't  insure  his  life  a  mile  from  there  j  that  then  a  tall  soldier,  with 
red  whiskers,  took  him  off  and  talked  with  him  and  told  him  to  vote  the 
democratic  ticket,  and  allowed  they  had  fought  for  him  four  years  and 
would  not  tell  a  lie.  The  men  jxathenMl  round  him  an<l  forced  him  to 
the  polls,  and  forced  him  to  ^ otc  the  democratic  ticket,  and  said  dei>o- 
nent  further  Siiys  that  he  voted  the  democratic  ticket  because  he  was 
afraid  to  do  otherwise,  and  further  says  that  he  believes  it  was  unsaie , 
for  any  man  to  vote  the  republican  ticket  that  day,  and  that  nearly  all 
the  l)laek  people  wanted  to  vote  the  rcimblican  ticket  if  they  cotihl  have 
done  so  without  fear  or  threats.  And  said  deponent  further  states  that 
tlu'  papers  marked  B  and  C  was  signed  by  the  freedmen  named  tiierciu, 
and  written  by  a  black  man  without  the  knowledge  of  any  white  man,

Carroll  coinitv, 
Mississippi ;  that  ou  the  26th  1  learned  that  it  was  iiupoHsil)le  to  vote  a 
republican  ticket^  bnt  I  went  to  I>iick  Hill,  md  there  learned  that  no 
tepublican  could  vote.  I  went  to  th^  military  giiani  sent  there,  dressed 
in  nniforin,  b('li('vin«;  tliey  woro  the  friends  of  the  colored  man,  and  they 
told  iiie  I  would  have  to  vot<*  the  democratic  ticket.  I  said  I  woidd  not 
vote  at  all,  and  said  soldier  said  I  was  obliged  to  vote  j  also  one  short 
soldier  said  to  me  that  the  northera  men  did  not  care  a  cent  for  me,  and 
would  drive  me  away  from  their  door  with  dogs;  that  they  (the  northern 
people)  had  (IdTie  turned  tlie  nep;Toes  loose,  and  they  would  have  to  stay 
here  and  make  friends  with  their  ovnx  ppoiile  by  voting:  the  democratic 
ticket;  that  they  (the  soldiers)  had  \  <>te<l  it,  and  if  he  (said  Isaiah)  voteU

.Mis8issi])pi;  that  on  the  20th  Jiuie  he  went  there  to  vote  the  republican 
ticket ;  that  the  first  thing  he  heard  was  from  Mr.  John  Binford  to  Jack 
Butts,  (freedman,)  saying  if  he  voted  the  radical  ticket  he  would  have  to 
take  away  liis  cow,  his  hogs,  and  his  mule  lie  was  tending'  crop  with,  and 
put  hi»n  in  tlw  bi;;-  n>ad,  ami  tlien  he  must  <i('t  away  IVom  here.  Next, 
\Vm.  <  lauipbell  came  up,  and  saiil  IJinfonl  asked  him  wluit  he  was  goiJig 
to  do— was  he  going  to  vote  the  radical  tickett  and  Campbell  told  he 
come  lo  die  dead.

"VVe,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  men  of  both  races  and  of 
both  jtH)btical  parties,  certifyto  whom  itmay  concern  that  we  were  present 
at  many  of  the  polls  and  participated  in  the  election  held  in  Canoll 
connty,  Mississippi,  from  June  22  to  June  29, 1868,  when  the  question 
of  aoceptini^oi-  i  f  j('rtiii  .r  the  constitution  framed  by  conviMitiou  asseTublrd 
at  Jackson,  under  tlie  reconstruction  acts,  was  snlmiirt* d.  AV«' rlaie 
to  tlie  world  that  Siiid  election  was  conducted  witii  the  utmost  lairuess 
and  entire  freedom  of  choice,  and  that  so  £ur  as  we  know  and  believe 
not  a  single  case  of  intimidation  or  of  attempted  intimidaticm  occurred 
in  the  whole  c<Mnity.  At  tlie  Carrollton  precinct,  for  example,  there 
were  c^ist  votes,  oi  which  10  were  for  the  constitution  and  52.j  against 
it.  Surely,  if  any  intiiuidatiou  had  been  used,  the  very  small  number 
who  voted  for  the  constitution  at  this  ]>articu]ar  precinct  could,  and 
would,  have  been  deterred  fiom  votiuLr  at  all,  as  by  tlie  peculiar  strategy 
of  the  rejmblican  paity  in  this  Stat*'  the  tickets  were  so  marked  that  the 
sentiments  and  prelerences  of  the  voter  were  known  as  soon  as  he  handed 
his  ticket  to  the  ofticera  of  the  election.

That  he,  athant,  has  heard  the  election  arid  its  mode  of  con- 
duct discussed  frequently,  and  that  he  has  heard  nothing  to  indicate 
that  any  more  nndne  inflaenoes  were  bionght  to  hear  on  the  voters  than 
oconrs  at  any  and  evety  election.

Demi  Stk  :  Yonr  favor  of  July  1st  is  at  hand,  and  contents  carefully 
noted.  In  answer,  allow  me  to  say  that  your  information  in  reference  to 
frauds  and  intimidation  in  this  county  is  entirely  correct,  and  can  h*i 
verifled  by  as  many  witnesses  as  yon  may  want.  A  good  many  colored 
men  have  already  reporti'd  to  me,  some  nnder  cover  of  night,  because 
afniid  to  have  it  known  that  they  came  to  me  at  all.  On  Wednesday, 
the  24tli,  1  rode  to  Winoim  to  see  if  an  exi»re.ss  i)ackage  of  ticikets  was 
there  for  nie,  (as  I  had  notice  from  Vicksburg  that  they  were  so  sent  to 
my  address  on  the  18th,)  also  expecting  to  see  M^or  White.  On  my 
anival  in  town,  about  2  p.  m.,  X  was  immediately  surrounded  by  a  mob, 
yellinpT  and  howling  worse  than  a  lot  of  Conianche  Indians,  entirely  hem- 
ming me  in,  which  eontinued  until  the  niilitary  or  a  lieutenant  lanui  to 
me  and  said  he  did  not  think  they  dared  use  any  violence,  but  did  not 
disperse  them,  or  seem  to  control  at  all.  WhUe  this  wasenactin  g,  a  young 
lawyer  by  the  name  of  Booth  came  out  and  tried  to  quiet  the  crowd,  and 
said  to  me  it  wjuh  nothing,  but  a  lot  of  boys  wante  d  to  have  a  litth"  fun, 
but  a  gi'cat  many  were  gray-headed  boys.  I  told  liooth  I  came  on  busi- 
ness at  tlie  express  office,  and  he  very  kindly  accompanied  me  to  the 
express  office,  followed  by  a  large  crowd  of  the  mob.  Saw  the  agent. 
He  said  that  there  was  no  »  \i>ress  package  for  me,  but  on  the  ^Tth  he 
wrote  me  a  nntiee  saying  that  tliere  was  a  box  thei'e  for  me. 

I  feel  sure  tliat  it  would  be  worth  a  man's  life  to  hav(^  voted  a  r<*pub- 
lican  ticket  at  Winona,  and  I  do  not  believe  there  would  have  been  five 
coloretl  democratic  votes  there  if  it  had  not  b«*en  for  thi-eats  of  Woh^u'c^ 
and  intimidation,  principally  to  this  eftect,  viz:  that  if  they  voted  the 
radical  ticket  they  would  n'gard  them  as  their  enemies,  and  they  w<mhl 
not  counti'nancc  nor  employ  them,  and  that  they  (the  whites)  owned  all  • 
the  land,  and  the  negroes  would  be  turned  out  of  doors  to  star\'e ;  and  if 
they  voted  the  n'ptiltlican  tieket  they  had  better  go  straight  to  the 
YankeC'S,  At  Duck  Hill  i>recinet  I  know  of  hnndr<'<is  of  eolored  V()ters 
who  would  have  voted  the  republican  ticket  but  for  the  thieats.  I  hud 
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not  got  any  tickets,  oonsequently  could  distribute  none,  and,  from  the 
treatment  I  received  at  Winona,  feared  more  violence  at  Duck  HilL  I 

did  not  go  there  until  about  noon,  when  I  dis<'o\  ered  the  Kauie  Hcenesof 
iutioiidutiou  enacted  as  at  AVinona,  save  the  vioU'ut  demonstration 
towards  me,  which  commenced  on  my  airival,  but  promptly  sup- 
pressed by  uie  citizens ;  and  I  was  infarmed  that  I  oonid  vote  as  I  chose 
and  no  one  should  maltreat  me  that  day:  and  by  the  de]>uty  sheriff  that 
he  was  my  man  to  pnn  oTit  violence  until  sundown,  and  then  I  must  be 
my  own  man.  Some  ot  the  iiieTi  wen*  ])nrti<'nlarly  attentive  to  me  that 
day,  doubtless  that  I  might  not  talk  to  any  of  tiie  c<»li>red  votere,  which 
I  had  no  idea  of  doing,  as,  situated  as  I  am,  with  every  dollar  I  have 
invested  in  a  crop  of  cotton  and  com,  and  not  another  northern  man  in 
this  part  of  the  county,  it  required  some  stamina,  in  the  face  of  the 
tlinnits,  (which  are  so  universiil  that  1  think  no  man  will  deny  it  that 
any  man  who  voted  the  radical  ticket  was  an  enemy  to  all  the  white  men 
of  the  State  and  would  be  treated  as  snch,)  to  vote  the  republican  ticket  $ 
but  I  polled  a  straight  open  republican  ticket. 

All  tlie  proof  you  desire  eaif  hv  had.  of  iiif iniidntion  at  this  precinct. 
One  treedraan,  William  Campbell,  has  since  come  to  my  li  )nHe  and  told 
me  that  all  the  voters  in  his  neighborh»M>d  were  detei  uunetl  to  vote  the 
repnblican  ticket,  and  that  he  so  told  them  at  I>uck  Hill,  and  that  he 
wa«  threatened  that  he  could  not  live  here  if  he  did ;  and  he  told  them 
if  they  would  give  him  ai*epublienn  ti<  k<  r  mtm!  let  him  vote  it,  an<l  wouhl 
let  him  li%'e  until  he  could  go  and  ;;ei  his  lanuly,  he  would  go  and  leave 
his  crop.  Colonel  James  Binlord  said  to  him  he  could  vote  it^  and  he 
should  not  be  hurt  iiiere  that  day,  but  he  woold  not  insure  his  lile  a  mile 
away  from  there;  and  after  he  had  voted  the  denioeratie  ticket  he  told 
them  he  had  not  y  oti  d,  1>iit  that  tliey  had  taken  it  Iroiu  liini,  and  much 
more.  He  is  anxiojis  to  know  it  something  cannot  be  done  about  it.  I 
can  get  the  affidavits  of  as  many  as  you  want,  but,  situated  as  I  am,  it 
will  necessarily  take  some  little  time,  as  I  am  watched  closely  and  my 
life  has  been  threatened  already.  I  would  be  tinally  mined  if  it  should 
be  known  that  1  made  any  move  in  this  matter.  As  I  said  before,  I  have 
every  cent  1  have  invested  iu  this  crop,  and  a  good  one,  too,  of  200  aci*es, 
corn  and  cotton,  so  yon  will  see  how  I  am  -situateiL  Were  I  ibot-loose  I 
could  pile  the  evidtMice  mountain-high. 

I  saw  nothing  of  Mr.  Crawford,  the  romniissioner,  and  sup|M)8ed  he 
as  well  as  Major  White  hn*!  hvcn  vim  oW  hy  vit)len<  e  or  threats. 

Many  colored  voters  did  nut  go  to  the  iiolls,  and  they,  too,  have  been 
threatened  as  being  as  bad  as  those  who  voted  the  radical  ticket^  and 
some  urged  to  go  toCarrollton  on  Monday,  and  insteiid  went  to  Grenada^ 
to  the  bureau  office.  Mad  then*  been  a  t.nr  cleefion,  I  am  satislied  we 
should  have  had  a  handsome  republican  majority  in  this  ecmnty. 

i  Hiiw  the  commissioner,  Price,  ol  iaiabusha  county,  uiui  he  miid  he  wa« 
aftald  to  make  a  report  of  the  Acts  as  they  actually  existed  in  that 
oonn'ty.  It  has  been  and  still  Is  a  perfeet  reign  of  terror  here,  and  such 
outrages  shouM  nt)t  l>e  given  any  <M»ni)fenance  as  valid  elections.  I  will 
move  as  last  as  it  is  safe  U)  do  m  gcttuig  evidence,  llow  many  adida- 
vits  will  it  be  necessary  to  take  to  make  the  thing  sure  f  Let  me  hear 
from  you  soon  again,  and  please  send  me  some  of  the  dailies.  Iieoeived 
a  letter  from  St*  >veall  yesteixhiy ;  he  is  better.  Have  no  chance <^  se^g 
Gould;  you  had  better  \M-ite  liini  and  have  him  act  too*

against  the  constitnt ion.  principally  becjiuse  of  the  disfnnu'hising  or 
diiMjuali tying  clause,  cianning  that  while  they  (the  freedmen)  wisbetl 
their  rights,  they  were  willinj;  *to  i^nt  to  all  others  the  same,  and  thei^ 
fore  were  not  willing  to  curtail  or  abridge  the  civil  or  political  rights  of 
any  wliite  mati.  and  affiant  fni  ther  saith  that  he  has  heard  a  great  many 
freedmen,  who  voted  against  said  constitntion,  declare  that  tlu'v  in  doing 
so  ha^l  done  right  and  would  do  so  again  if  permitted,  and  no  freedmau 
to  affiant's  knowledge  has  expressed  or  showed  signs  of  being  dissatisfied, 
who  had  voted  against  said  constitution,  but  upon  the  other  hand  affiant 
saith  that  many  freedmen  who  V(>t'M]  tor  said  constitution  stated  to  him 
(affiant)  Nince  said  election  that  tiiey  ha<l  done  wrong  in  so  voting,  and 
wolUd  not  have  done  so  if  they  had  known  the  true. natiuv  and  intent  of 
said  oonstitution.  Affiant  fhrther  saith  that  he  has  careiUlly  examined 
11 M 
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tlu'  iTpdit  oi  (h'Ik  rnl  A.  O.  (Jiilciii.  coiinnaiKU'r  of  tlu'  4th  militiirv  dis- 
trkt,  of  said  election,  and  that  ko  lai  as  afiiaiit^s  kiiowk-d^t'  e\j4*iuls,  at 
least  as  to  said  election  in  said  couuty,  was,  as  affiant  yenly  believee^  a 
tnie,  lionestt  and  impartial  report  of  wiid  eleetioii.  Aftiaiit  also  saith 
thiit  <lmi!j;r  '^'^  inniirlis'  residefu-o  in  snid  State,  liis  fa<'ilities  forleaming 
tlu'  w  ants  and  drsiics  of  the  citizens  thereof  irrespei'tive  of  eohirorpre- 
vioiLs  condition  has  been  good,  and  that  the  disfraijchisinguud  disquali- 
fying clauses  of  said  constitution  tend  to  retard,  instead  of  promoting 
tJie  pence  and  prosperity  of  said  State  and  a  restoration  of  its  troe  alle- 
giance to  the  federal  government.

Personally  appeared  before  nns  Henry  U.  Lacey,  deputy  cii^  nii  elerlc, 
in  and  for  said  county,  Charles  liyraiu,  who8tat4i's  on  oath  that  he  actea 
as  judge  of  election,  in  June  last,  when  the  constitution,  submitted  by 
the  late  convention,  was  voted  upon  by  the  State  of  Mississijjpi,  at  the 
followini;  ])recinrts  in  <'hickasaw  county,  in  sai<l  State,  to  wit :  Kji^'pt, 
Okohnia,  and  iiicktuy  l^^lat.  That  at  the  three  tii si  named  ]>recincts,  he 
received  with  his  own  hands  every  vote  polled,  and  deposited  it  in  the 
ballot-box ;  and  at  all  the  precincts  named,  he  was  llivorably  situated  to 
see  and  hear  all  that  hapi)ene<l  near  the  ixdls.  It  was  his  duty  to  see 
that  ev<'ry  voter  !»ad  all  f  lie  in  ivilcjrcs  winch  tlie  laws  and  iTiilitarv  ordei^s 
giante<l  liiin,  and  this  dut^  lie  tliii  iaithtnlly,  without  regard  to  color  or 
political  principles.  That  he  feels  no  hesitatlan  in  saying,  that  a  more 
orderly  election, and  one  more  fairly  conducted,  he  has  never  se<Mi ;  that 
every  man,  so  far  as  ho  saw  or  ln'aid,  tlicii  or  since,  vott-d  as  he  <  li(»se  j 
that  represi'iitativc  men  of  each  party,  ot  hotli  cohjrs,  radh'alsantl  demo- 
crats, opt  nl^y  canvassed  and  distributed  tickets  tor  and  against  the  con- 
stitution, and  all  voted  nnawe<l  by  threats,  and  uninfluenced  by  intimi- 
dation, because  neither  one  nor  the  other  waA  resorted  to.  The  negio 
popiilatidu  largely  pr(  doniinat<Ml  at  Egypt  and  ( )k(>loiia,  and  to  (hiy  if 
the  sanic  constitrition  was  snbnntted  to  the  .same  voters,  it  woiihl  be 
deleated  l»y  a  hirgely  increased  uuijority,  m  afliaut  believes.  If,  asha« 
been  said,  any  person  feared  to  vote  for  the  constitution,  at  home,  on 
account  of  the  pressure  of  friends,  acipuuntances,  or  fornu'r  masters, 
against  that  instiinin  iit.  the  polls  were  ke])t  open  twi»  days  at  IloiistfMi, 
the  county  scat,  1<»r  tlic  purpos*'  of  allowing  all,  \\ ho,  from  any  cause, 
had  not  vot«  d  at  liu  ii  own  precincts,  the  privileg«*  «d  *U*positing  their 
votes  for  or  against  the  constitution  as  they  desired. 

Also  came  Joseph  Bretuey  and  Tbonms  R.  Sadler,  citizens  of  Oko- 
lona,  (Miickasaw  county,  ^Ti>-<issippi.  who  state  on  oatli,  that  inifh  !■  tlie 
SuggestiiMi  ot  ticneral  (iillcni,  that  insi)ector.s  of  election  .sliould  l»e 
selected  from  such  party  to  supervise  the  election  at  every  precinct  in  the 
State,  and  see  that  it  was  fairly  conducted,  they  were  selected  by  the 
denuM'ratic  party,  to  represent  it,  and  with  Mr.  Shattrick,  of  the  ra<lical 
party,  pertbrmed  the  duty  of  insi>ectorsfor  the  Okolona  l>o\.  af  tlie  elec- 
tion in  June  last.  That  United  States  trtKjps,  under  conniiainl  of  liieu- 
tenant  Almy  of  the  —  infantry,  were  present  to  keep  onier  and  insure  the 
fiiimeBs  of  the  election.  That  the  colored  voters  largely  predominating, 
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they  were  gmiite<l  three  hours,  and  the  w  liiuss  two,  in  whirli  the  races 
voted  separately  j  after  which,  the  polls  were  free  to  all,  witluuit  dis- 
tinction of  race,  color,  or  creed,  and  so  fitr  as  affiants  know  or  could 
jndj:^©,  every  voter  deposited  his  ballot  for  or  a^jainst  the  constitution,  as 
his  own  principles  or  wislu  .s  dictated.  AHiMiits  have  read  tlie  statement 
of  Mr.  Byrani,  who  acted  as  jiidjre,  and  can  vourli  f<»!  the  truth  of  all  lie 
has  stated,  so  far  as  Okt>lona,  the  largest  box  iu  the  ci>uuty,  is  concerned.

8iR :  Yours  of  the  4th  instant  is  to  hand  reqnestingacopy  of  the  report 
wlnrli  the  Mci^srs.  Shattricks  and  myself  made  a.s  commissioners  of  eli'c- 
tiuu  on  the  part  of  the  radical  party,  and  being  apfwiinted  by  the  coin- 
mittee  of  live  at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  on  the2d  of  June,  1868,  to  att/end 
the  different  precincts  of  this  county  and  superintend  the  election  which 
was  held  in  June  last  for  the  ratitication  (»r  rejectiiHi  of  the  constitution 
of  this  StMff  ,  tlirn  Ix^fore  the  people.  As  I  di<l  not  retain  a  copy  of  onr 
said  report,  1  can  only  give  you  a  true  statement  of  the  fa<;ts  iu  lelation 
thereto.  I  attended  at  Palo  Alt>o  on  the  22d,  Hparta  23d,  Daltou  24th, 
Atlanta  2r>th,  and  at  Houston  2(>th  and  27th  June,  1868,  at  which  last 
nioiitioned  place  I  met  with  the  Messrs.  Shattricks,  and  assisted  in  couut- 
iuii  tin'  votfs  of  this  county. 

On  the  2Uth  June,  1868,  'a.  P.  Shattrick  aud  A.  A.  Shattrick  came  to 
my  hooae  and  we  made  out  and  siiped  onr  report  to  the  committee  of 
five  at  Jackson,  the  substiuice  of  which  was  ^Hhat  the  election  of  Chicka- 
saw ciHiTity  was  fairlx  <  oiidnctrd,  aiul  tliat  there  was  no  violence,  fraud, 
or  coercion  used  to  intimidate  or  deter  any  one,  white  (»r  l)lack,  fixun 
voting  as  he  chose."  After  signing  the  report  with  the  above-mentioned 
gentlemen,  in  the  presence  of  others,  I  delivered  the  {laiiers  to  the  Messrs. 
Shattricks,  who,  as  they  have  since  informed  me,  forwarded  them  to  tiie 
conifiiittee  of  five  at  .lackson.  and  Mr.  A.  P.  Shattrick  rennirked  at  the 
time  that  he  would  send  you  a  eopy  of  <Mir  rei)orf,  :is  he  traveHed  with 
you  iu  holding  the  election,  aud  he  lia^  since  intoriaeii  me  that  henuiiled 
to  jm  at  Okolona  a  copy  of  same  a  few  days  after  we  signed  it, 

I  will  ihrther  state  tliat  1  have  t^iken  a  deep  interest  in  electiotis^  and 
been  ]Meseiit  at  nt;niy  for  the  last  30  years,  an<l  have  never  s<mmi  an 
im}nn  (aiit  eh'ction  <  oiiductcd  with  more  lil)erality,  less  violene<',  aud  pass 
ofl  more  quietly  than  this  did.  1  attended  closely  and  paiticulaii^N  to  the 
voting  at  the  precincts  as  above  stated ;  I  canied  with  me  and  distributed 
radical  tickc^ts,  and  insisted  on  some  of  the  negroes  to  vote,  and  assured 
them  my  protection,  and  if- there  was  any  one  who  failed  to  vote  as  he 
wished,  it  has  not  yet  reached  my  knowledge.  And,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  were  the  election  holden  again  to-day  throughout 
this  connty,  upon  the  same  issues,  with  all  the  fairness  possible,  the 
result  would  be  the  same,  or,  iu  all  probability,  with  an  increased  demo- 
cratic majority.  Now,  if  this  statement  is  disputed,  let  those  who  have 
our  report  in  possession  produce  it.

•  Ghickuiiiaw  ami  8tate  aforesaid,  who  beiug  duly  swoni  deposeth  and  says : 

Tliat  be  is  a  citizen  of  said  State  and  county,  that  he  vas  iu  said 
county  aTx>iit  the  time  the  late  election  lor  the  ratifiention  of  the  consti- 
tution was  hel<i.  :iim1  tluit  ln"  wns  coiniM'lh'd  for  s;if(M>  to  ]va\  v  his  home 
in  said  county  during'  thr  liohling  of  said  election  ;  that  he  was  told  by 
friends  of  both  political  paitie.s  that  his  life  was  not  «afe  if  he  lonained,

from  auy  one  iu  reference  to  these  facts^  and  that  he  does  uot  believe 
that  it  has  been,  or  would  now  be,  sitfe  tor  any  one  to  attenipt  to  take 
such  evidence  iu  reference  to  the  (ronduct  of  the  election  in  said  c<mnty, 
unless  protected  l)y  United  States  trooj)s,  and  that  any  one  known  to 
have  furuished  such  eviden<  e  would  not  be  permitted  to  remain  iu  said 
county,  and  if  he  did,  would  be  in  danger  of  his  life.

1>EAB  Sib  :  Having  seen  in  the  Pilot  a  notice  over  your  official  sifrna- 

ture  that  a  convention  of  the  regular  Cflndidates,ou  the  ratification  ti<  krt, 
for  otlicial  position  iiixler  the  new  constitution  recently  presented  to  the 
jx'oph'  tor  1  atilicatitin,  w<ndd  be  held  on  the  0th  instant  at  the  State 
liuuse  in  Jacksou,  '*for  cousultatiou  and  action  upon  grave  and  impor- 
tant matters,'*  in  which  notice  yon  say, "  should  there  be  any  who,  for 
any  Ciiuse,  will  not  be  able  to  attend  in  person,  they  are  requested  to 
desiL!iinte,  by  h  ttt  i  .  some  «;ent!eman  who  can  and  iM  in-  myself  of  the 
nunilu  i- called  upon,  and  likewise  one  who  rannot  attend  the  pi"oi>os<M! 
conventii>n  in  j>erson,  1  beg  leave  to  submit  a  few  views,  without  being 
informed  as  to  the  object  of  the  convention,  which,  I  think,  bear  at  this 
time  upon  that  which  most  immediately  concerns  the  welfare  of  the 
•    l>eople  of  this  Stati\ 

First,  there  is  at  this  time  in  this  region  (and  it  is  believed,  trom  all 
accountSjto  be  pretty  much  the  same  throughout  the  State)  no  adequate 
protection  for  the  iierson  or  i}ro)>eity,  life  or  liberty  of  the  citizen,  who 
does  not  agree  pitlitically  with  the  so-called  dennicratic  party,  which 
is  bnt  another  name  for  the  embodied  elements  ol  the  worst  and  vilest 
rebelism  which  has  held  this  dLstressed  ytate  in  bonds  of  oppression  tor 
now  the^e  many  years  ]>aHt.  When  I  returned  home  from  the  conven- 
tion I  found  an  orgsini/ed  op]H)8ition  not  only  to  everything  contained 
in  tlie  constitntioii.  whether  it  was  good  or  bad,  but  to  every  man  who 
ha<i  liad  anvtliin;^^  to  do  with  the  movement,  unless  he  had  either  already 
cliani;ed  positions  and  joined  the  <iemt)crats,  or  was  mtdy  to  do  so. 
Thera  was  not  one  white  man  in  a  hundi-ed  that  would  speak  to  me.  I 
was  to  be,  according  to  report,  killed,  poisoned,  shol^  stabbed,  beat  to 
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death,  di^ummed  out  of  town ;  aud  this  would  have  been  attempted,  if  it 
had  not  been  effected,  if  it  had  not  been  for  sonietbiiig  (no  matter  what) 
that  deterred  them  from  the  undertakiDg.  You  may  depend  upon  it 
that  no  Uivc  of  (Mmntry,  <h'sir<'  for  pcMcc,  or  v, clftii  f'  of  the  pt*opl«*.  induced 
any  of  them  to  refrain  from  ;ir<*;it.  riioniums,  aiul  damnable  oiUiage.s  at 
the  bailot-boxes  in  tiiis  eounty.  iliey  were  bud  enough  iis  it  was,  aud 
they  would  have  been  much  worse,  if  they  could  have  tSsen  their  way 
altogether  clear,in  an  open  aud  bloiHly  riot^  We  earned  our  county,  as 
yon  \nv  aware,  by  n  handsome  niititirity — a  very  hai.dsoine  one.all  things 
consK IcrtMl ;  for,  when  1  p»t  lionn  ironi  tlie  eonvenlion,  the  demoerat.s 
had  .scared  all  the  poor  white  peoiile  uearly  to  death,  aud  i^uite  iuto  tiie 
rebel  ranks ;  and  veiy  many  of  the  negroes  were  in  the  same  condition, 
while  many  others  were  bought  up^  bribed,  &e.  And,  in  addition  to  all 
this,  there  were  very  many  fniuds  committed  at  the  i)olls,  by  false  and 
bogus  tiekets,  by  threats  of  violence,  and  of  being  diticharged  from  aer- 
vice  if  tliey  voted  the  i*epublican  ticket. 

But,  as  we  earned  this  county,  we  need  not  complain  so  much  of  what 
occurred  here  as  we  may  of  what  was  done  in  Clnckasaw  eounty,  one 
of  the  eonnties  in  the  senatorial  district  in  whieli  I  was  a  cai)did;ife,  and 
the  (rounty  which  1  tried  so  hard,  in  the  couvejitiou,  to  keep  truni  being 
attached  to  my  county,  believing,  as  1  then  did  and  said,  that  it  would 
prove  a  dead  weight  to  carry,  aud  would  beat  and  drag  down  both  our 
county  and  the  candidate  f(>r  the  senate  in  the  district.  This  it  Inus 
done,  if  the  electi<m  in  Chickasaw  is  to  stand,  and  that  vote,  a8  givcji  in 
thei-e,  is  to  be  counted  with  all  the  traudt^  tiiat  were  practiced,  both 
before  the  election  and  at  the  polls*  You  ask  me,  perhaps,  what  these 
frauds  consisted  in.  You  ought  to  know  them  eveu  better  than  1.  You 
hav(\  no  dcmbt,  seeu  the  men  most  iutimal(4y  connected  with  and 
affected  by  these  frauds.  1  have  not.  1  mean  .Jauiision,  the  eandithite 
for  lieutenant  governor^  and  lliiilsbeck,  the  candidate  for  Con^^i'css  lor 
this,  the  second,  district.  These  gentlemen  were,  both  of  them,  in 
Chickasaw  whUe  the  election  Avas  being  held,  and  they  ought  to  know- 
how  that  election  w-as  condncti  d,  and  without  knowing,  but  presuming 
merely  what  is  fairly  to  be  presumed,  that  they  nuule  known  to  the 
cx>mmittee  of  five  when  they  were  in  Jackson,  fiesh  tiom  the  disgrace- 
ful scenes  of  action  had  and  done  in  Chickasaw  while  the  election  was 
being  held,  all  that  had  then  transpired;  and  I  must,  of  course,  also  pre- 
sume, as  I  do,  that  you,  being  one  of  that  c(mimittee,  must  be  in  pos- 
session of  all,  if  not  more  than  all,  that  1  have  learned  in  regard  to  the 
matter ;  but  1  will  here  enumerate  what  1  have  been  credibly  iufurmetl,  and 
what  I  have  good  reason  to  believe,  and  do  believe,  took  place  there.  It 
is  as  follows:  that  at  Houston,  the  place  whereat  one  of  the  two  circiut 
courts  for  tliat  eounty  is  held,  and  where  ail  the  reeords  of  tlje  eounty 
are  kept,e\eei)t  th(>se  pertaining  ta  the  circuit  court  holden  at  Okolona, 
no  man  wius  allowed  to  i)ut  in  a  solitary  vote  for  any  republican  ciiudi- 
date,  except  one  by  a  negro  who  went  over  to  the  democrats  himself,  on 
iill  their  ticket  but  Jamison, and  was  allowed,  in  mercy  I  sui»po.se,to  put 
Jamison's  name  up(m  the  democratic  tick(»t  and  vote  it,  in  consideration 
of  the  fact  that  he  was  living  with  Jamison  at  the  time ;  all  others 
were  closely  wat<?lied,  and  none  others  were  allowed  to  go  into  the  box 
for  any  republican ;  that  Uailsback  aud  Jamison  were,  b e)th  of  them,  at 
OkoUma  on  the  day  of  election,  having-  been,  as  it  is  said  and  believed, 
run  off  from  Houston,  where  they  (in  Okolona)  remained  in  the  house 
all  day  without  doing  or  attempting  to  do  anything  for  the  cause  in 
which  they  were  so  prominently  concerned,  and  there  was  but  one  white 
man  there  (Okolona)  who  voted  the  republican  ticket;  for  this  there 
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was  donbtlem  a  good  reason,  they  bein^  kept  from  the  poIlS|  became 
of  the  known  danger  to  tlieir  perooiKs  in  goiuff  on  the  streets,  or  ven- 
turing  to  tlio  polls.  Pollard,  one  of  the  i«  publican  eandidates  for  thr 
r<»])r«'soTitative  hraneli  ot  tlu'  h^^xislaturc,  \va>*  in  Okolonn  and  voted,  it 
is  uniieiMtood  and  believed,  lor  the  deuiocratH.  Tiiuiail,  the  republicuu 
candidate  for  the  senate  rrom  that  county^  who  was  on  the  ticket  with 
myself,  left  the  eounty  about  a  week  before  the  election,  and  did  not 
return  to  it  until  about  a  week  after  it  was  <>\  <'T'.  Tii  fact, it  is  well  nnder- 
st<M»d  that  iicitlirr  of  them  ever  once  attempted  to  assist  in  the  smallest 
deart^^e,  in  tlie  canvass,  from  the  time  they  received  the  nomination. 
'Why  they  sought,  and  obtained,  the  nomination  you  can  tell  as  well  as 
T  can.  One  thing  is  certain,  I  never  saw  them  from  the  day  on  which 
they  were  nominated  until  the  election  was  over,  and  have  not  seen  Tin- 
dall  yet, and  only  have  barely  seen  l^ollard,  while  our  recent  <*ircuit  court 
was  in  session,  and  then  not  to  converse  with  him.  Such  efl'ort*;  as  were 
made  by  the  democracy,  in  regard  to  the  poor  negro,  at  the  polls  in 
Okolona,as  I  am  infonned  by  a  letter  from  a  credible  source,  now  before 
nusAverc  full  of  foi-ce,  vengeance,  fraud,  deception,  violence,  and  cornip- 
tion,  and  almost  iiulesi  ribable ;  and  the  result  was  that,  although  the 
box  at  Okfdona  was  carried,  it  was  only  by  a  very  small  majority,  when 
it  should,  and  would,  have  been  very  large,  if  fair  means  only  had  been 
us(m1  :  and  nmny  of  the  negroes  were  compelled  to  run  off*  from  the  pla<'e 
for  siilct  N .  Many  (»f  tlicin  came  to  Al>erdeen  as  soon  as  thoy  c(rnld  get 
away,  alter  the  scenes  of  the  dav  were  over,  and  they  became  fully  sen- 
sible of  their  danger.  At  Oak  6rove  and  Hickory  Flat,  two  other  pre- 
cincts in  the  county  of  (  'hickasaw,  not  a  republican  ticket  was  allowed 
to  be  voted.  At  BueTia  Vista,  another  precinct,  the  nefjToos,  aftci-  a  few 
of  tliem  had  V(»ted,  and  it  was  seen  tliat  they  were  voting  the  rei»ublican 
ticket,  were  tlireatened  and  kept  troni  the  poUs,  and  told  to  go  to  Aber- 
deen to  vote,  in  a  different  county. 

At  Okoloua  thi^  had  l>een  a  little  s<]uad  of  soldiers  sent  to  keep  order, 
as  it  had  been  sup]>oscd,  lM)th  befoi'e  and  ]);irr  iciUarly  on  the  day  of  elec 
tion,  and  U>  see  tliat  the  ])olls  were  ftiirly  held  ibr  every  man  (registered 
voter)  to  vote  as  he  chose  to  put  in  his  ticket.  These  very  soldiers,  the 
night  before  the  election,  broke  up  a  meeting  of  the  republicans  and  dis- 
persed them,  the  soldiery  having  been  nnnle  dnink  for  the  pnriK>se,  as  it 
issaid  ;  and  the  letter  alM)vealluded  tostates  that  they  were  all  against  the 
iiegi(H*s  on  the  day  of  the  election.  In  short,  1  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that,  from  all  I  can  gather,  as  well  from  the  democrats  as  from 
the  republicans,  there  never  was  a  more  unfair  election  held  anywhere 
than  was  that  in  Chickasaw  county,  in  fhrad,  deception,  force,  bogus 
tickets  and  threats,  all  used  at  the  jmlls. 

2sow,  1  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  election  and  the  proceeding  thereat 
be  examined  into  in  connection  with  the  animv«  of  the  local  candidate^ 
together  with  what  ought  to  have  been  the  vote  upon  reasonable 
caU'ulations,  no  honest,  unprcjudii'ed  man  would,  for  one  moment,  con- 
tend lliat  tlie  vote  of  that  cfuintv  should  1h'  counted  in  the  result  nfthe 
election.  The  same  t oiirse  was  planned,  and  to  some  extent  carried  out 
in  this  county,  and  it  would  have  prevailed  here  too  if  it  had  not  been 
met  as  it  was  met. 

This  bi  iiigs  me  to  what  is  now  no(>ded  for  the  snlTei  iiig  loyal  pe(»]>le 
of  this  State,  by  tliose  who  have  l>een  ovci  i  i(h'n  ami  tU)wn  1  rodden  tor 
years  and  years  belbre  tlie  rebellion  opened,  while  it  progn*ssed,  and 
since  the  surrender;  and  who  are  now,  this  day,  in  a  worse  predicament, 
with  less  protection  in  this  State  for  life,  lilwrty,  i)er8on,  property  ana 
reputation,  tliau  they  eiyoyed  while  the  rebellion  was  raging  in  its  fhlleet 
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glow.  These  down-trodden  people  ought  be  cared  for  hy  Congress. 
Congress  should  have  cared  tor  this  people  before  it  acyounied,  or  took 
its  reeess  to  the  third  Mouday  iu  the  preseut  month;  and  inasmuch  as 
this  was  nt>t  done  by  any  d»*finit<»  jK  tiori  of  that  body,  it  on^ht  to  be 
attended  to  at  the  earliest  practicalde  moment.  And  it  is  tlie  duty  of 
not  only  the  candidutes  who  are  invited  to  meet  in  convention  on  Hon- 
day  next,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  committee  of  five,  and  every  other 
patriot  ill  the  Stat*',  to  assist  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability  in  ^rcttinjr  Con- 
gress to  iiKM't  as  soon  as  posvsible,  and  not  delay  after  mct'tin;;  in  doing 
what  tliat  binly  alone  can  do  to  attbrd  the  protection  requiivd  for  the 
I)eoi)le.  Congress,  in  the  very  commencement  of  its  reconstruction 
measures,  in  the  very  preamble  to  the  first  a<rt  upon  that  subje<'t,  states 
very  cl«»arly  that  there  tli»  n  was  no  ade(|uate  piotrn  tion  (or  the  people, 
&c.,  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  j  nor  was  there ;  and  yet  two  years  nearly 
have  since  transpired,  and  nearly  foui-  years  since  the  surrender,  and 
•literally  nothing  is  yet  done,  and  there  is  at  this  very  time  less  security 
for  life  and  property  than  there  has  been  at  any  time  since  the  war  began, 
and  fnr  h*ss  than  when  this  reconstruction  p(»lirv  was  first  entered  n])on; 
and  so  it  was  about  six  or  seven  weeks  ago,  wiien  Congress  a*ljt)urned. 
over.  But  what  ought  to  be  done  now,  inasmuch  as  it  has  not  been 
already  doufs  and  the  procrastiuiition,  thus  far,  cannot  be  n^medied  f 
In  my  Judgment  the  Con^ness  ought  to  hasten  to  ^ive  ns  a  lawful,  a 
legal  ])rovisional,  or  rather  a  jirovisioiml  civil  j^ovcrnnient,  in  the  nature 
of  a  t<'rritoriul  form  of  governmt  ut,  with  General  B.  B.  Eggle>jtou,  the 
only  candidate  qualified  far  governor,  and  with  the  members  of  the  legis- 
hitm-e  of  both  branches  Elected,  entitle<l  to  take  their  seats  after  first 
takiriir  an  oatli  that  they  th-vv  s  oluntarily  took  up  arms  or  enixairod  iu 
ivbellion  against  the  United  States,  and  that  they  have  never  done  any 
thing  since  the  suai*ender  to  obstnict,  hinder  or  delay  the  retonsti  uctiou 
of  this  State  into  the  Union  according  to  the  acts  of  Congress  passed, 
upon  that  subject,  for  a  legislative  body  with  powers  pretty  much 
defined  as  tli<*y  are  in  the  roiistitiition  recently  Ix'fore  the  ]>eopl<»:  or 
else  the  Con;;i  ess  ought  at  once  to  admit  the  State  into  the  linion  under 
the  constitution  recently  betbre  the  people,  for  it  is  beyond  ipiest  ion  that 
there  was  and  is>  a  mi\jority  of  the  voting  i»opulation  in  this  State  in 
favor  of  that  constitution ;  and  it  is  eqnafiy  certain  that  a  nmjority  of 
the  fair  votes  cast  at  the  election  were  largely  in  favor  of  r»'construe- 
tion,  the  democratic  m^jority  having  been  only  obtained  by  fraud  and 
unfairness. 

My  own  opinion,  however,  is  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  people  and 

better  for  the  government  that  Congress  should  give  us  first  a  provisional 
civil  government,  in  contradistinction  to  the  military  government,  ^^1Iicll 
we  have  now,  with  power  to  organize  a  militia  of  loyal  nu'U  to  ket  p 
order  and  enforce  the  laws,  based  upon  the  principle  indicated  in  our 
constitution,  w  ith  the  oath  of  office  similar  to  that  above  suggested,  and 
witli  wliicli  provisional  government  neither  the  officers  nor  soldiers  of 
the  I'liiteil  States  army  should  have  anything  to  do  tnrther  tluui  to  keep 
the  peace,  good  order  and  hold  position  until  the  new  juovisioual  ^ov- 
emment  Rhall  be  organissed,  and  a  militia  formed  and  lu  eparedfor  service ; 
after  wh ieh  tli<>  United  States  soldiers  should  be  withdrawn.  My  reasons 
for  this  (»piinon  are,  that  it  would  better  enable  us  to  prepiire  suit- 
able ottiee  hohh  rs  for  the  permanent  ^■ovei  tiinent  which  couhl  be  ^iven 
us  numths  atterwarils,  when  the  iM*ox>Ie  wonlil  be  belter  prei)ared  lor  it 
than  they  are  at  present. 

We  have  many  men  in  our  midst  who  would  make  good  oflicers,  and 
who  wonhl  prove  tln  ni-^clves  soitnd  i-c]Hil)li<'ans,  if  we  only  hn  1  m  ijovern- 
mciit  here  of  the  right  complexion  iu  politics,  lor  a  few  muutUs,  to  pro- 
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toct  them  in  taking  a  position  without  endangcrinfr  and  ooniproniitting 
t' J  em  selves  and  their  iTiter<*sts.  Such  an  arraiifreiiiont  ^v^ul(l  he  of  inettl- 
( iilahh'  assistance  to  the  appointing  power,  in  niakiu^  "(mmI  seleet  ions  for 
permUnent  oflicers,  sueh  as  never  can  be  had  under  the  present  i)rovisional 
gorernnient ;  with  all  theold  aheriffk, constables, juKtices  of  tlie  i»ea^>e,  pro- 
bate judges,  c'in'uit  judges,  eoroiu»rs,  rangers,  eh-rks,  and  all  the  worst 
rebels  that  won*  to  be  found  while  the  Wfirwason  h[)Tid,  and  were  eleeted 
for  being  so,  and  iue  now  worse  intinitely  than  ever  befon*.  b< cause  if  a 
permanent  govenunent  nnder  the  conaHtutioiiheat  once  o]^;uii/e<i,  they 
expect  to  be  displaced  from  position.  It  is  almost  inipossil  tie  to  organize 
a  i)ennanent  govenunoTit  :it  once,  while  such  a  pro\  isional  ^ioverninent 
is  in  existence.  Tli<*  r«'al  object  of  n  provisional  government,  and  the 
only  real  us«  it  can  ever  be,  is  to  prepare  the  way  for  and  enable  tlie 
people  to  create  a  g(H>d  ]iermaneiit  goTemment.  Onr  preseot  provisioDal 
government  obstructs  the  way  and  disables  us  to  }x*  t  ii]>  a  good  iH'rma- 
nciit  fT^^veriiiticnt  by  keepiiinf  in  ]»osi(ioii  tliosc  wlmse  interest  it  is  to 
oppose  rccoiistnictiun  tiuansch cs.  and  t<»  make  it  to  the  interest  of  1^1 
others  o\  er  whom  they  have  any  induence  to  dti  so  bkewise. 

I  lio]>e  these  views,  imperfect  as  they  are,  and  written  in  mneh  haste, 
may  be  ])resented  to  the  convention;  and  yet  bc1"ii  I  conclude  there  is 
a  word  fai  llier  I  v  onldadd  in  r<',<rnr(I  to  the  inm-clad  oath,  as  it  is  called. 
That  oath  would  lie  the  thing  11  we  could  oii^aui/.e  under  it;  but  that  we 
cannot  do.  IJad  men  would  unscrupulously  take  it ;  good  men  would 
not.  Think  of  it;  there  is  hardly  a  man  that  lived  in  the  south  during 
the  rebellion  that  <  an  conscientiously  take  that  oath;  it  is  so  broad  he 
cei-taitily  could  not  if  he  had  n  son  or  n  firotlior,  or  a  trieufl.  in  the  rebel 
service  and  evtn-  saw  him  after  lie  enteml  tlie  siu  vice  and  Iield  any  con- 
verse as  to  how  he  should  conduct  himself  in  any  way  whatever.  It  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  there  were  men  here,  in  the  south,  who  kept  out  of 
the  war  b(M"ause  they  were  opi>oscd  to  it ;  but  wh«'n  the  conscri]>t  act 
COmi>eHed  them  to  «rfv  they  soiiubt  t<»  oUtniu  small  otticc^s  to  enable  them 
to  keep  out  of  the  war,  becau.se  persons  holtling  such  ottices  were  exemi)t 
from  the  war  service.  These,  in  most  instances,  were  good  TTnion  men, 
and  are  now  reconstnu  tionists,  are  conscientious  men,  and  will  not  take 
the  oath,  while  the  laliid  (UMnocrats,  bad  men.  will  take  it,  and  we  with 
thut  oath  would  lie  injured,  if  we  c(mld  or<iauize  at  all.  1  don't  tliiiik  we 
could  organize  at  all  with  any  .scmt hern  men  in  otliec,  and  without  some 
southern  men  the  officers  could  not  get  along.  They  would  be  waylaid 
and  killed  while  in  the  liischari^e  of  their  duties.  W'c  shonld  try  to  get 
on  as  pea<'4'ably  as  ])ossil)Ie:  and  this  can  only  be  don<'  by  iriving  the 
appointments,  as  «ienerally  as  can  w  ell  ln'  (lou<',  to  those  acquainted 
with  tlie  people  in  the  regions  wliere  tiie  duties  are  to  be  jierlonned;  in 
fact  this  is  the  only  safe  course ;  otlierwise  the  officials  would  always  be  in 
danger  of  astmssiuation,  and  therefore  the  oihces  w<udd  be  untilled 
because  men  could  Ttnt  alTord  to  take  the  risk  of  their  Hves  iji  that  way. 
It  would  nut  pay  them  to  do  aOf  it  would  Ite  giving  too  much  for  tiie 
whistle.

Dear  Sir:  1  received  sunn-  letter  of  tlie  2(>tli  asking  uie  to  fur- 
nish yon  with  the  testimony  showing  how  this  coanty  was  carried  in  the 
late  election.  I  hasten  to  answer  your  letter,  and  will  get  you  the  faetn 
if  I  eaii  <!(>  so  without  too  mitrh  liaznnl  to  my  person.  Yon  wish  to 
know  if  Messrs.  Tindall  nml  Pollard  will  not  assist  in  proeuring  the  tes- 
timony. 1  will  see  them  both  tomorrow  and  siiy  to  them  what  you 
desire,  bnt  I  apprehend,  from  the  course  they  took  in  the  election,  ttiey 
will  d(>  imthinpT.  It  is  very  hazardous  to  do  anything  of  this  kind 
amidst  these  iM'(?p](',  jnu  tiniljii  ly  while  they  hnve  nil  the  otiiees.  In  the 
late  ehM'tion  our  liieiuls  were  so  ulaimed  for  their  jiersoual  safety,  or 
something  of  this  kind,  that  they  voted  against  themselves  and  the 
constitution.  If  I  were  to  get  you  up  written  certirteati's,  the  country 
would  denounee  it  all  as  lies  and  blame  me  for  oi ij^inating  the  whole 
of  it.  To  live  lu've  at  this  time,  and  take  aiiv  jtait  in  this  eleetion  as  I 
have  done,  exists  any  man  more  than  any  white  uuui  dares  to  risk.  At 
this  place,  out  of  1,012  votes,  I  was  the  only  white  man  tliat  voted  for 
the  eonstitution.  At  several  other  boxes  there  was  uo  man  white  or 
blaek  that  dared  vote  the  rejmMican  ti<  ket,  and  th«'  s<ddiers  that  were 
here  assisted  thv  demoerats  in  eaLiying  thrir  «'n<ls  hy  throwing  in  prison 
several  negroes  and  one  of  the  most  iuilueutiai  ones  of  our  place.  As 
for  what  I  know  myself  and  saw,  it  w^  bnt  little,  as  I  went  in  the 
crowd  but  twice  that  day.  I  will  write  you  again  in  a  few  days.

We  the  undersigned,  r<^«iistrar8  for  the  county  of  ^Chickasaw,  State  of 
Mississippi,  duly  appointed  and  connnissioned,  under  tlie  ice*  >nstruetion 
acts,  by  the  military  authorities  of  said  State,  do  eei  til^v  that  iu  June 
last  we  held  for  the  county  of  Chickasaw  the  election  ordered  for  the 
purpose  of  adojjting  or  rejecting  the  constitution  submitted  to  the  peo- 
l)Ie  of  tlie  State  by  the  late  constitutional  convention:  that  said  elec- 
tion was  fairly  held,  and  that  the  vote  of  Chickasaw  county  as  reiKirted 
b\  iis  to  iJeneral  Gillem,  showing  a  handsome  majority  aguimt  the  con- 
9tituHon^  is  the  free  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  voters,  both  white 
and  cohued,  of  said  county,  as  indicated  at  the  btdlot-box.  It  was  our 
duty  to.  and  visit  every  V(»ting  precinct  in  the  county;  saw 

every  vole  de[)osiinl  in  the  box-,  came  in  contact  more  directly  with 
the  voters  of  the  county  than  any  other  three  men  in  it,  and  thus 
ei\ioyed  the  very  beat  opportunities  of  forming  a  correct  opinion  of  the 
fairn«'ss  or  untairiu'ss  of  tlie  election.  The  election  passed  ott'  quietly, 
and  if  a  single  fVaiidnleirt  vote  was  polIe<l,  or  a  single  vote  deposited 
againat  the  vomtituiion  or  a  single  vote  Jailed  to  be  dei)osited  for  the  cqu- 
9titutum  under  fear,  threats,  or  compulsion,  it  neither  came  under  our 
observation  at  the  time,  nor  have  we  since  the  election  beard  of  any 
such  occurrence  where  time,  place,  or  person  were  mentioned.  The 
coniniitt<'e  (tf  Iinc  at  riackson  were  lepresrnted  l»y  ^lessrs.  liurkett, 
Sliertodi,  ami  Sherloch,  recognized  members  of  the  radu  al  party,  >vho 
with  us  visited  the  various  precincts,  as  inspectors  of  election,  and 
these  gentlemen  reported  to  the  committee  of  five  that  the  electi<m  was 
fairly  held,  and  that  the  constitnf  ion  was  defeated  in  Chickasaw  by  a 
haudsouie  majority.   This  we  kuow  because  they  luiuished  us  with  a 
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copy  of  their  report.  It  was  not  fiDin  oar  official  report,  nor  from  the 

report  of  their  own  appointed  agents,  that  the  (  oinmittee  of  five  have 

come  to  the  cx)ndn8  on  that  thr  clcrtion  in  Chi(rkasaw  connf  \  wns  influ- 
enced by  fraud,  threatxS,  or  intimidation.  Such  char^jifeH,  coming  from 
what  source  they  may,  we  pronounce  unfounded  in  tact.

Dear  Sib  :  According  to  appointment  I  accompanied  J.  B.  Graimiy 

one  of  tlie  repstrar.s  of  my  county.  We  went  flr><t  to  Mount  Zion  pre- 
cinct ;  there  we  found  dcTtiocrnts  from  rv»'rv  portion  of  Copiali.  intinii 
dating;  by  abiu>iug,  telling  the  votere  tlie^  wi)uld  stop  their  ration**,  and 
even  ariTe  tbem  flrom  the  country,  if  they  Toted  the  republican  ticket. 
One  \.  P.  Bairy  got  out  to  make  a  public  8i)ee<'h,  but  there  happened  to 
b<'  six  soldiers  there  th;it  stojjpcd  liini.  One  Jerry  Taylor  was  deceived 
in  his  vote  V)y  W.  W.  East,  anil  denmnch  d  hipi  ticket.  We  went  next  to 
C  a.si-^N  N  ille  pmiuct.  There  was  but  three  white  republicans  there — 
myself,  William  M.  Deason,  candidate  for  State  senate,  and  G.  Mill80])8, 
who  was  intimidated  so  he  was  afniid  to  vote,  and  i-etimied  home.  Tliere 
was  some  20  demoi*i*at8  from  Jeft'»'i  son  county  theiv,  besides  the  Copiah 
club,  that  followed  around  and  so  atnisrd  W.  M.  Deason  that  lie  left  and 
went  about  a  mile  ti-om  the  i»o11.h,  and  while  he  was  absent  there  was 
about  oO  persons  hallooing  and  hunting  through  the  woods  for  him,  say- 
in|j^  he  was  out  with  the  colored  voters  holding  a  loyal  league;  and  when 
he  returned,  late  in  the  ev<'iii!i«>f,  they  i-allied  around  him,  telling  him 
they  would  put  the  badj^e  on  hiin,  and  ride  him  on  a  rail,  and  all  abusive 
language  of  that  kind.  The  sheritl,  Welling,  went  out  the  door  where 
they  were,  but  did  not  command  the  peace,  or  say  a  word.  One  J.  Short 
and  A.  .1.  Norton,  Newsom,  and  A.  P.  Barry  seemed  to  head  the  mob  of 
ab(ntt  100  men.    Thev  wcnMutoxicated,  or  a  L^oofl  tikhiv  of  them.    As  to 

♦  ■ 

a  uiaiTs  voting  his  own  way,  there  was  no  such  thing.  Tiiere  was  some 
20  pulled  ui)  to  the  iwlls,  and  their  certiticates  handed  to  the  legistrar, 
and  a  democratic  ticket  handed  to  the  judge,  without  the  colored  man 
ever  being  allowed  to  touch  it,  and  one  colored  voter  was  bold  enough  to 
tell  them  he  was  vivtinir  lor  tlM-ir  accommodaticm.  Mr.  L.  Ulue  handed 
in  four  tickets,  witiiout  the  colored  men  touching  or  knowing  anything 
about  what  kind  they  were  voting.  Witness,  Ben.  Smyly,  A.  Smyly, 
Colonel  G.  Millsops,  and  a  numtver  of  others,  and  B.  F.  Andlg,  then 
went  to  Gordon's  precinct;  everything  was  quiet,  as  no  man  atteni]vted 
to  xoic  tor  the  ronstitntion.  \Vc  went  to  Pine  Kidge  precinct;  there  t lie 
siime  crowd  was  with  their  committee,  taking  down  the  name  of  every 
man  that  dared  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  swearing  that  they  would 
starve  them  and  drive  them  fnmi  the  oouD^;  and  out  of  200  registered 
blacks  only  ;ilMint  flO  voted;  and  there  was  2.'5  voters  that  re;;istei-ed  in 
Lawreui-e  <-ount,v  and  were  living  on  tin*  Copiah  line,  ami  tohl  them  they 
would  be  guilty  ot  pcijury  if  they  v»»tcdj  but  the  man  they  were  living 
with  could  and  always  has  voted  in  this  county.  We  then  went  to  Gal- 
latin precinct;  here  their  forces  were  increased,  and  all  sorts  of  intimi- 
dations. The  Tiwrchant  there,  J.  Howar<i,  said  ]>ubli(rly  that  no  man 
could  buy  his  meat  and  bread  that  would  let  a  republican  nc«rro  stay  on 
his  place,  and  that  he  would  let  the  eoloretl  men  that  vot*'<l  the  demo- 
cratic ticket  have  supplies  on  time;  and  one  man  came  up,  presented  his 
certilicate  of  registration,  and  his  vote  was  challenged  by  Jesse  Thomp- 
son, Jr.,  on  acciHint  of  his  age.  I  obj^'cted,  but  he  was  refused,  and  he 
went  out  and  brought  in  his  father  and  one  other  eoh»red  man ;  they  said 
they  would  swear  he  was  21  years  old,  told  the  year  he  was  born  in;  but 
young  Tliompson  insisted  that  his  uncle,  who  formerly  owned  him,  told 
him  he  was  not,  but  knew  nothing  of  his  age  himself;  he  was  not  per 
niitt4Ml  to  vote,  and  was  refused  to  even  make  his  statement  by  ,1.  K, 
Grauiu,  the  registrar,  and  it  is  im|)ossible  t«  stiite  all  the  frau<ls  and 
intimidations.   We  came  then  to  this  precinct,  and  found  the  democrats 
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Still  reinforced.  1?he  morning  of  the  election  the  republicans  formed  in 

a  line,  and  was  bru-kbattecl,  their  banner  torn  np,  and  them  run  out  of 
town.  They  even  uiarc*he<l  to  all  the  republican  houses  to  take  th(  in,  hthI 
IrigUteDingf  theJr  faniiliei^,  and  t<»lUng  them  they  wouhl  hang  tliem,  «&e. 
The  thing  has  quieted  down,  and  pretending  now  that  everytliiug  was 
fiur  aud  well  conducted.  Kow  I  will  give  you  the  number  of  votes  cast.

])i:Aif  Sttt  :  III  (ibedienco  to  yom-  vf-qnest  and  my  promise,  I  hasten 
to  give  yoii  some  of  the  d()iu;;s  «>t Our  I'leetiun.  On  the  *J4th  June  hwt 
I  visited  Caseyville  preeinet  in  the  capacity  of  a  candidate  tor  State  sen- 
ator; I  wa^  inforraetl  that  no  d — d  rad.  could  vote  there,  white  or  black, 
they  would  kill  him  first.  Whenever  I  moved  I  was  followed  Mid 
deiionneed,  and  was  prevent-ed  fnmi  hohlinjx  any  cnnforence  with  the 
blaci<s;  I  remained  a  few  hours,  aud  went  to  a  friend's  a  mile  distant  and 
returned  again  in  the  evening;  during  my  absence  the  democrats  organ- 
ized 40  men  and  sent  them  in  seach  of  me  in  every  direction;  what  their 
object  was  I  don't  know.  As  soon  as  I  ccot  in  sight  of  tlio  pre<nnct  on 
my  irtnrii,  the  mob  set  np  such  a  yell  as  no  man  ever  Ix'ard  come  from 
any  but  liie  tiends  in  the  lower  regions,  and  rushed  on  me  to  the  num- 
ber of  about  75,  both  white  and  back,  and  all  drunk,  with  sticks,  ropes, 
and  siujh  like,aii<l  using  threats  and  einthets,such  as  *'Kope  himP  Make 
a  deinocrat  i)nt  1  he  badgeof  equal  ri^lits  on  him!"  *'  Hide  liirn  on  a  rail.''  1 
tliouuht  I  was  uoiie  np.  for  I  was  completely  hemmed  in  on  all  sitles;  I 
was  tiintabzed  in  that  position  with  all  I  lie  vile  epithets  that  a  mauever 
heard.  There  were  peace  oflQcers  there:  they  said  not  a  word,  but  seemed 
to  eiyoy  it  very  much ;  there  was  not  a  republican  vote  taken  there 
amongst  tlte  wliites,  there  were  several  there  on  the  ground  but  they 
were  intimidated. 

At  Ilazleliurst  the  democrats  had  their  flags,  banners,  &c.,  aud  were 
marching  all  over  town.  We,  in  the  simplicity  of  our  hearts,  thought 
we  could  do  the  same;  we  went  to  work  in  a  quiet  way  and  had  our 
flags  and  banners,  (irant  and  Colfax,  an»l  startetl  to  the  polls  to  vote, 
but  had  got  but  a  short  distance,  until  a  large  number  of  the  democrats 
pounced  ui)on  us  with  brickbats  and  bludgecms,  tore  up  oiu*  banner, 
and  oiur  party  had  to  flee  to  the  woods  for  safety,  hotly  pursued ;  some 
wei-e  pursued  to  my  lumse,  at  least  half-a-mile  distant;  several  of  them 
were  liit  with  brickbats.

I^Iv  Di:au  »Sir:  I  must  rej|>ort  to  you  this  day  about  tlu;  election  in 
Crystal  Springs.  I  went  there  to-day,  and  I  was  drove  away.  Tlie  dem> 
oerats  ib  iim  me  away  from  tliere.  I  will  tell  you  that  it  will  not  do. 
All  the  black  people  that  went  to  vote  for  the  republicans  was  drove 
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away  lioiii  the  polls.  They  drove  me  like  a  dog.  And  all  the  voters 
that  were  there  said  that  they  diden  intend  to  TOte  at  all ;  tliey  say 
that  they  will  stay  away  fi*oiu  the  ]>o1Ib.  They  say  this  is  not  a  free 
State.  Wo  are  not  free  if  we  eau't  vote  ns  we  please.  We  will  lose  100 
votes  at  that  l>ox  on  that  arconnt.  1  do  think  it  is  a  shame  that  we 
black  men  can't  as  we  i>leai*e.  The  sheriH"  was  there  aud  said  "  Give 
it  to  him  F  I  do  think  that  he  ouffht  to  be  tamed  ont  of  his  olBoe.  We 
cant  live  here  if  we  vote  a  republican  ti('ket,  so  I  don't  intend  to  go  to 
no  more  elections  it  I  have  to  be  treated  thai  way.

1>KATJ  SiH  :  As  couinilssioner  of  election,  appointed  by  your  com- 
mittee, ibi  the  county  of  Copiah,  I  have  the  houor  to  make  the  foUowiug 
report,  to  wit : 

I  attended  at  the  following  predncts  with  Register  Hannaman: 
Kennedeys  Store,  Monday,  June  22,  1808;  Georgetown,  Wednesday, 
Jnrie  24,  1808 ;  liockport,  Thursday,  June  25,1808;  Salter's,  Satur<lay, 
Juue  27,  1808:  Be^aui-egard,  Monday,  June  2U,  1808 j  Hazlehuist,  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday,  July  1  and  2, 1868. 

At  Kennedey's  Store  precinct  there  was  bnt  one  vote  for  the  consti- 
tution, to  V. it:  "A  black  man,''  who,  after  he  had  voted,  was  publicly 
insidted  and  threatened  with  violenc<'  if  he  did  not  leave  the  {"fround 
aud  the  couuty.  JNIr.  Ilarvey,  the  republican  candidate  for  the  legis- 
lature, was  also  pnblidy  iosulted,  and  could  not  pass  among  the  voters 
without  meeting  with  iusiUts  on  all  sides.  A  white  gentleunui,  Mr.  Col* 
litis,  told  me  he  wanted  to  vote  for  the  constitution,  but  after  seeiiij^  the 
insults  to  K^publicans  said  he  feared  if  he  voted  for  the  constitution  ixt- 
soiuil  violence  J  he  went  away  without  voting.  There  was  quite  a  num- 
ber of  men  present  from  Crystal  Springs  with  arms;  the  sheriff  did  not 
try,  nor  he  could  not  have  disarmed  them  I  must  say.  There  would 
have  been  20  votes  or  more  for  the  constitution  but  for  intimidation, 
some  of  whom'  voted  against  the  constitution,  and  some  of  whom  left 
without  voting  at  all. 

At  Georgetown  precinct  all  passed  off  quietly;  there  was  no  intimi- 
dation, except  the  blacks  were  told  if  they  voted  for  the  oonstitution 
they,  the  whites,  would  not  furnish  them  ^u]>plie8;  there  was  no  violefice. 

At  Koekport  precinct  the  register  held  the  election  in  a  store  gallery. 
Early  in  the  morning,  just  after  the  polls  were  openetl,  a  Mr.  Middleton 
Beasley  stood  up  in  the  gallery,  and  ciuised  and  abused  any  man  who 
would  support  the  constitution,  threatened  the  blacks,  aud  said  he 
was  ready  to  sink  any  nmn  white  or  black  in  the  bottom  of  hell  who  woidd 
offer  to  vote  the  republican  ticket.  A  Mr.  S.  D.  Kamsey  made  a  speech 
within  three  feet  of  the  registrar,  in  which  he  told  the  blacks  that  he  was 
taking  their  names  dow  n,  and  all  who  voted  the  republican  ticket  would 
be  wut<  lu'd  an<l  remembered,  and  would  be  comiK»lled  to  leave  the  eouri- 
try:  tliat  fhcy  would  be  turned  out,  and  on;j;ht  to  be  turned  out  with 
their  families  to  starve.  The  insults  and  threats  became  so  numerous 
that  Mr.  Hafvy,  the  republican  candidate  for  the  h  <;islatiu'e,  left  the 
grounds  at  11  o'chMsk  to  prevent  personal  violence.'.  Just  after  he  left 
9ie  said  9.  D.  Ramsey  publicly  proclaimed  that  the  scalawag,  caxpet* 
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bagger  camlidate  had  left,  and  that  if  any  person  on  the  jrround  expected 
to  vote  for  tlie  constitution  he  had  better  k'ave  also.  There  was 
plenty  of  whiskey  ou  the  ground  and  the  men  were  drinking;  and  at 
half  past  12 1  also  left  the  gronnd  to  prevent  peiaonal  yiolence.  Theve 
wa^  not  a  man,  white  or  black,  np  to  the  time  I  left  the  ground,  tiiat 
voted  or  dared  to  vote  for  the  (  (nistitiition  or  the  republican  ticket. 
At  Salter's  precinct  no  violence  or  intimidation. 

At  Beauregard  precinct  there  were  United  States  troops  wlio  made 
some  arrests ;  there  was  bnt  one  vote  for  the  oonstitntlon*  1  was  insulted 

and  pointed  at  during  the  day,  and  cursed  and  abnsed  by  Hervey 

Dodds,  and  bnt  f)r  th(^  troops  eonld  not  have  remained  or  even  p:ot  there. 
Many  black  and  some  white  voters  told  me  they  liad  been  told  that  if 
they  voted  the  republican  ticket  they  would  be  taken  out  and  liimg,  and 
would  not  be  permitted  to  remain  there  longer  than  the  troops  remained. 
The  election  was  held  at  Wesson,  one  mile  south  of  Beauregard,  on  Tues- 
day, June  30,  lS(i8.  1  was  a<!vis(Ml  by  some  of  the  most  resiwetable  citi- 
zens of  the  place  not  to  attend  the  election  at  Wesson;  that  my  life 
would  be  in  danger:  that  they  believed  I  would  be  attacked  either  going 
or  returning  fit>m  tue  election  at  that  place.  I  did  not  go  at  all  to  Wes- 
son, for  I  must  iudge  from  what  I  heard,  and  the  advice  txm  Mends, 
that  my  life  was  in  danfrer. 

At  Uazlehurst  precinct  there  were  very  many  i)ersons  present  from  all 
parts  of  the  county;  there  were  some  few  Uuited  States  troops  with  ns, 
but  the  nunil>er  was  so  small  they  could  hardly  do  any  good  only  near 
the  place  of  \  otin^j  or  the  boxes.  There  were  some  200  republican  blacks 
formed  in  procession  near  the  rj'sidcnce  of  Mr.  Uarvey,  for  the  jmrpost^ 
of  maiching  to  the  polls;  they  were  proceeding  with  banneiti,  pictures, 
and  quite  a  number  of  small  United  States  flags,  mthout  music  or  any 
yelling  or  noise  of  any  kind  whatever;  they  had  not  got  50  yards  before 
they  were  met  by  a  inol>,  their  banners,  pictures,  and  flags  taken  from 
thrill  and  broken  and  torn  np,  and  then  brick  batted  and  chased  to  the 
private  m-sideiice  of  Mi  .  liarvey.  1  learn  that  souk*  of  the  men  compos- 
ing the  mob  were  deputy  sherift^  of  the  county,  not  suppnissing  the  riot, 
an  tin  y  were  in  duty  bcmnd  to  do  under  the  law,  but  encouraging  the 
mob  by  their  shoutx  and  yelN.  It  was  api)arent  to  iiic  that  the  republi- 
can candidates  were  m»t  p<*rinitted  to  gt»  out  elect ioneei  in^  as  tlie  dem- 
ocratic candi<lates  were,  but  were  subject,  if  tht*y  left  the  presen<  e  of 
the  troops,  to  insults  and  abuse.  There  were  many  of  the  republican 
blacks  that  were  in  the  ])roce88ion  who  were  firightened  out  of  town 
and  did  Ti(»t  vote  at  all.  I  learn  there  w*?re  very  many  more  who  letY 
without  voting,  and  .some  were  even  followed  out  of  t«)\Mi  and  tiew  to 
the  bushes,  or  took  shelter  in  private  houses  for  protection.  I  cannot 
undertake  to  cite  to  you  particular  outrages  committed  here  and  else- 
where on  persons,  it  has  been  so  general;  I  d(H^m  it  unnecessary,  however; 
if  you  wish,  T  can  establish  wlnit  1  have  eharfxed  by  the  written  athda- 
vits  of  both  wliite  and  l)laek  men,  and  can  furnish  you,  should  you  want 
it,  ntimes  of  iMirsons  witnessing  the  charges  above.

Personally  a|>p6ared  before  the  undersigned,  an  acting  justice  of  the 
peace,  duly  commissioned  and  qualified,  in  and  for  said  county,  Lemuel 
O.  Bridewell,  a  citizen  of  said  county,  to  me  well  known,  who,  upon  his 

oath,  doth  d«»po8e  and  say: 

I  am  a  citizen  of  Copiah  county  j  was  bom  and  raise<l  iii  the  neigh- 
boring county  of  Claiborne;  and  am  well  acquainted  with  hundreds  of 
freedmen  in  both  counties.  Took  an  active  part  in  the  late  election  in 
this  State  njriiiust  the  (Minstitiifion  :  made  a  thorough  canva.ss  of  this 
county,  speaking  at  14  dillereni  places  in  .said  county,  to  at  least  SOO 
freedmen.  At  several  i>laces  1  organized  democratic  clubs  composed 
exclusively  of  fr(>edmen ;  at  others  of  whites  and  blacks.  The  arguments 
used  to  the  hhu  ks  were  that  the  constitution  presented  for  adoption  was 
as  odious  to  the  ]>ln(  k  man  as  to  the  Avltitf- ;  that  it  was  only  designed  to 
foist  into  place  and  power  stragglers  and  unprincipled  ad  ventui-ers,  who  had 
no  sympathy  with  either  race  ^  who  were  mere  birds  of  pi-ey,  and  that  tlie 
GOnstitutiim  which  they  had  iormed  wiis  only  a  gigantic  tax  bill  fortheir 
especial  Ix  nctit,  and  other  birds  of  tlieir  kind.  The  freedmen  were  satis- 
tied  thnt  the  ar;;imi('nt  was  true;  the  constitution  was  read  to  them  and 
explained  Iroui  a  copy  sent  out  by  the  repubiit^n  pai  ty.  In  no  instance 
was  intiniidation  used ;  but  the  characters  of  the  men  they  knew  and  lived 
among  was  put  in  contrast  to  those  who  had  lately  come  asking  their 
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votes.  They  were  told  that  the  democratic  party  of  Mississippi  had  no 
desire  at  this  time  to  deiirive  them  of  tlicii  right  of  8iiMa$>:e;  that  the 

deuincrntic  party  phnlii-ed  itself  not  only  not  to  deprive  them,  hut  to 
seeuiv  in  a  i)ioiM'r  iiiiintier,  every  li^lit  wliieh  iisid  been  eonfenvd  n|)oii 
theiu.  Tlii.s  1  procliiiaied  to  them  throughout  the  county.  Tlie  freeilnien 
voted  against  the  oonstitiitiou^  not  only  voluntarily,  but  enthasiastically ; 
not  only  acted  freely  with  tin*  democrats,  but  canvassed  aptuist  the  con- 
«titution;  more  than  10  travelling  to  thedifterefitpnM-incts  and  .speaking 
to  hirge  crowds;  and  at  every  precinct  there  were  lr<M'dmeu  K|)eaking 
publicly  and  ett'ectively  against  the  odious  featuivs  of  the  constitution, 
and  especially  the  disfranchiHement  of  the  whites.  Even  those  fi'eedmen 
who  voted  for  the  constitution  were  almost  universidly  ojjposcd  to  the 
disfranchisement  of  the  whites;  I  Iiave  asked  hmidnds  of  them  and  I 
never  heard  one  a^iprove  of  it.  1  heard  the  republican  candidates  for  tlie 
legislature  in  public  speeches  condemn  the  disfranchisement  of  the  whites 
in  the  constitution.  -This  deponent  frirther  says,  that  United  States  sol- 
diers were  at  cncli  votin;^-  ])rcrin(!t,  and  all  who  wished  and  were  reijis- 
tered  void's,  voted,  aixl  in  no  instance  were  freednicn  kept  from  voting, 
but  were  uiged  to  go  up  and  vote,  and  to  vote  as  they  desired  j  that  over 
1,300  freedmen  voted  in  this  county  out  of  some  1,600  registered;  that 
but  eight  white  mm  in  tlie  county  vot*^]  for  the  constitution,  while  some 
Jive  hnndrtd  neffrocs  did  \  <ite  for  it.  And  further,  that  the  late  ele<;tion 
against  or  for  the  constitution  was  the  mo.st  peaceful,  qiuet  and  orderly 
election  tiiat  ever  took  placii  in  Copiah  county,  an<i  .st»  well  .satistied  aie 
the  Fepnblican  leaders  in  this  State  that  the  conRtitntion  was  fairly  and 
honestly  defeated— killed  by  its  most  odious  features — that  they  dare  not 
go  l)efor('  the  people,  the  whit4»  and  black  registered  voti  i  s  <»f  Mississipjn, 
again.  In  the  next  election,  if  conducted  fairly,  they  will  he  iiiore  iiiglo- 
riously  defeated.  Tlie  people  of  the  State  only  ask  a  fair  \  <»k*  to  defeat 
all  schemes  concocted  by  the  strangers  who  come  to  make  constitutions 
for  us.

The  nndersigned,  A.  T.  Barry,  is  a  citizen  of  the  State  and  county 
aforesaid  and  has  been  for  many  years  past,  and  I  think  I  am  as  well 
acquainted  with  tlie  people  of  tlie  county  as  any  other  ur.m  :  1  mean 
both  whit<'  and  black.  Tliat  dnrin;^  tht^  last  summer,  in  June,  when  the 
constitntitni  was  about  to  be  submit l*'d  to  the  people,  1  maiie  a  very 
thorough  canvass  of  the  county  and  maile  public  8i)cechcH  at  very  many 
places  to  both  races,  inviting  those  who  were  in  favor  of  the  c<mstitution 
to  meet  me  and  diM'uss  the  w1h>1o  quest  if  »fi,  hut  none  nu't  inc. 

The  (Moored  men  of  the  county  bccaiiu' very  much  intcrcste(l  ami  many 
of  them  took  the  .stump  and  made  .speeches,  .showing  their  colored  li  iends 
eonclnsively  that  the  cxinstitutioo  did  not  deal  out  justiC/C  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Stat<'.  They  said  we  want  our  rights,  but  are  unwilling  to  <h^prive 
others  of  theirs  1  was  thendVu'e  satistied,  10  days  bctbrc  tlie  eleetioTi, 
that  the  county  would  give  1,000  majority  against  the  constitution,  and 
so  predicted. 
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When  the  election  oame  on  1  attended  in  ])t'rs<)n  seven  ho\e»  or  pre 
cincts.  viz :  Mt.  Zion,  Caiiey ville,  Gordon's,  Pine  Kidge,  Gallatin,  and 
Haslenimt^  more  than  one-thiid  or  the  precincts  and  nearly  one-half  of 
the  votes  of  the  coanty. 

At  soTne  of  these  plaees  there  was  considerable  excitement  and  noise, 
but  no  riot  or  row  to  disturb  the  peaee.  ITie  wny  to  the  ballot-box  was 
clear,  ami  every  one  htwl  tiill  and  tree  opportunity  to  vote  as  his  own 
judgment  or  inclination  prompted  him  to  do^  1  wae  pregcnt  at  the  polls 
irom  the  o|>ening  to  tlie  close  ;  saw  not  a  single  cam  of  irand  or  intimi- 
dation, and  am  fully  satisfied  there  was  none.  The  oidy  case  of  inter- 
ferein'c  tl»at  I  thoufjht  wa«  wrong  was  by  a  lieutenant  in  full  uniform; 
aiiti  watching  events  as  they  transpire<l,  he  st<»piHHl  a  man  from  read- 
ing the  eonstitntion  to  a  freedman.  The  whites  voted  almost  nnani- 
nuMisly  against  the  constitution — only  eight  in  the  connty  who  voted  for 
it.  The  negroes  who  voted  for  the  eonstitntion  l>elonged  to  the  loyiU 
league,  and  said  they  had  taken  an  oath  t<i  supiKirt  their  men  and  party, 
and  if  they  voted  otherwise  they  w^ould  perjui-e  themselves. 

I  know  of  several  Instances  of  colored  men  who  voted  for  the  ex>nsti- 
tution  that  were  anxious  to  get  their  votes  back  ;  and  one  who  followed 
the  managers  for  three  days,  ini]»l<»rifiL'  tlieni  to  return  his  vote  that  he 
might  change  it.  If  the  same  constitution  was  put  to  the  i)eople  of  this 
connty  again  to-morrow,  or  any  future  time,  the  majority  would  be 
greater  than  before. 

The  citizens  of  this  county  are  dis])osed  to  treat  the  negro  kindly, 
give  him  employment,  and  assist  him  in  every  possible  way  that  they 
can ;  in  fact,  their  iutei*ests  are  so  ulentitiied  that  one  cannot  prosix'r  or 
snfifer  without  the  other.  Onr  Rtatntes  now  give  him  all  the  civil  rights 
that  the  white  man  has.  Iksides,  lam  fiilly  of  the  opinion  that  if  a 
consTitiition,  ;,nviiii^  all  (both  white  and  black)  a  qualified  siiflrage  with- 
out tlislrunchiscment,  was  submitted  to  the  people  of  the  JState  to-day, 
it  would  be  accepted  bv  a  \  cry  large  nnyority.

Dbab  Sib  :  In  obedience  to  directions  firom  you  to  me,  as  commissioner 

of  elections,  I  have  the  honor  td  submit  the  following  report- 
As  we  were  not  together  we  thought  it  l)est  for  each  commissioner  to 
make  a  separate  rei>ort  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  election  and  what  oc- 
curred in  the  way  of  fraud  and  intimidation  in  eiR'h  of  our  election  dis- 
tricts^ together  with  a  joint  report  of  services,  list  of  votes,  &c.  For- 
your  information  the  report  which  f<dlows  is  respectfully  submitted: 

I  attended  my  district  with  John  Hamilton  as  registrar,  at  the  fol- 
lowing places:  commencing  at  Lindon,  neiir  the  Claiborne  line,  on  Monday,. 
22d ;  when  we  arrived  and  opened  the  polls  I  found  we  had  no  ratifica- 
tion tickets,  notwithstanding  I  had  made  every  effort  to  p  t  them  before 
leaving  home;  however,  1  commenced  to  write  them,  but  in  the  course  of 
one  hour  the  tickets  came  and  relieved  ine  of  this  labor)  1  took  charge 
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of  tbe  tickets  aud  distributed  them  amoiig  t\w  lii  edmei) ;  I  soon  found, 
however,  that  the  thing  was  a  oiie*8ided  affiEiar^  that  there  was  no  one 
here  who  dared  to  open  his  mouth.  Handy  made  his  appearance  soon, 

but  wns  soon  surrotuidcd  l)y  tlie  democrats^  and  not  nllowed  to  *jet  out 
to  s;jy  a  word  to  his  tViciids,  but  the  democrats  k('i»t  liim  jirL'iniig  with 
them.  I  saw  the  intention,  aud  jjassed  through  the  crowd  ol  colored 
men  finely,  and  told  them  uiat  they  conld  TOte  as  they  pleased,  and  that 
I  had  republican  tiekets,  and  that  1  would  protect  them  as  far  as  I  conld 
in  votinjf  as  they  wished.  1  stmii  roinid  flint  there  ^v;is  so  much  intimi> 
dation  that  it  wns  almost  impossildc  to  <i<'t  hhu-k  men  to  vote.  Persons 
,  who  had  them  liired  toUl  them])ublit  ly  that  they  would  stop  their  rations 
and  torn  them  off  if  they  Toted  the  republican  ticket;  this  kind  of  in- 
timidation was  used  by  almost  every  man ;  there  were  some  few  desm- 
cratic  freedmen  wIjm  v,  rvo  dninii  ;is  mueli  as  any  white  man  in  this  ntnn- 
ner  j  and  in  fact  tins  was  the  ease  at  all  the  precincts.  This  mode  of 
electioneering  was  resorted  to  generally  by  all.  1  saw  no  violence 
committed ;  one  black  man  said  that  a  white  man  had  jerked  some  tiekets 
out  of  his  hand,  and  tohl  him  that  if  he  was  seen  witiianymore  he  would 
be  knocked  down;  1  told  him  to  show  me  tlu'  m;iii  nm\  I  would  report 
iiim,  and  that  he  must  go  ahead  with  his  tii-ki  ts  and  give  them  out« 
and  that  Iwonld  see  that  he  would  not  be  molested  again.  I  did  notseo 
him  any  more  until  w  e  arrived  at  Burton  precinct^  and  he  said  he  had 
forgotten  tlie  name.  At  Biirtfin  wo  had  Tiearly  the  same  thing  over — no 
Aiolence,  but  the  same  manner  ol"  iiitiinidations.  A  crowd  of  colored  men 
came  to  Buiton  w  ith  their  tickets  and  said  that  they  were  h>yal  le^iguers, 
and  that  they  intended  to  vote ;  and  it  was  said  that  they  used  some 
intimidation  in  threatening  to  kill  those  who  voted  the  democratic 
ticket,  but  I  did  not  hear  anytlun^'^  of  the  kind.  I  saw  the  crowd  of 
freedmen  with  their  sticks,  and  askeil  them  if  they  had  tickets;  thevKaitl 
ti»ey  hatl  tiekets  j  1  told  them  to  go  up  and  vote,  and  not  to  be  intimidatiHl 
by  any  one,  &c.  I  think,  as  nearly  as  I  can  recoll«?t,  there  were  some  6flf 
•coh>redmen  at  Lindonwho  did  not  vote;  and  at  Barton  not  so  many, 
-quite ;  evei'^  thing  was  more  quiet  at  BurtoTi.  One  great  thing  was  that 
there  was  no  whiskey  to  lu>  had  at  these  two  preciiu'ts.  At  Pine  liiutf, 
our  next  box,  everything  went  oil  well;  no  intimidation,  except  iu  the 
general  way,  as  mentioned  above.  At  Crystal  Spring  box,  on  tbe  mom- 
-  iug  of  the  election  the  first  thing  I  saw  was  about  10(1  colored  denmcrats 
in  line,  with  tife  and  drum  at  tln^ir  head,  niarelung  around  town, 
shouting  fall  in"  democrats,  creating  a  great  deal  of  noise  and  bombast. 
Hand,  the  repubbcan  candidate  for  representative,  made  his  ai>pearance, 
and  the  crowd  gathered  ronnd  him,  shouted  for  him  to  make  a  siieech ; 
but  he  saw  that  he  would  have  no  chance,  and  he  njove<l  otl",  and  the 
■crowd  followed,  eallin^^M'or  the  drum,  and  they  literally  dniiiiMU'd  him 
out  of  town ;  from  that  lime  until  the  eh'clion  closed  this  squad  nuule  it 
.tlieir  business  to  jujap  every  republican  they  could  find  and  run  them  out 
•of  town.  This  squa<l  was  composed  of  colorcil  men  ]>ri]ieipally,  some 
few  white  men  at  their  head.  1  think  that  whiskey  was  i)retty  freely 
circidated  at  this  box.  T  suffered  sonu'  abuse  from  those  whom  I  supposed 
to  be  intoxieati'd,  cursing  and  calling  me  a  damru'd  scalawager,  &c.  We 
were,  however,  received  at  all  the  other  precincts  with  some  little  respect, 
or  at  least  were  not  abused  openly;  but  at  this  phuns  Crystal  Springs, 
we  had  it  poiir<'fl  into  ns  lieavy.  It  was  said  some  fights  oe<'urre<l,  but 
1  did  not  see  any  ti;ilitin;i.  and  1  am  of  tlie  opinion  that  if  iUiy  tight  o<'- 
currcd  it  was  among  ihem.selves,  as  there  was  no  one  else  to  tight,  for 
I  saw  no  chance  for  a  republican  who  would  come  out  openly.  I  am

of  the  oijinion  tbat  there  were  near  200  coloit  d  meu  who  tlid  not  vote  at 
this  place ;  only  two  republican  tickets  weroca^t,  and  I  am  convinced  that 
they  were  afraid  to  come  up  to  the  polls,  or  eyen  in  town ;  in  fact  a  gen- 
tleman told  mo  tluit  he  tik  t  some  frctMlmeu,  and  they  said  they  were 
afraid  to  eomi'  iu  town,  \mx  told  them  to  come  on,  they  should  not  be 
hurt  j  but  X  think  it  wuidd  have  taken  a  n'f^meut  of  soldiers  to  have 
done  anything  in  the  way  of  seeing  fair  play. 

Our  next  precinct  waa  at  Coon  Spring :  everything  went  off  very  well 
at  tills  !('(>.  ius  it  was  a  small  box,  and  no  excitement)  bat  everybody 
wjis  cjiliii  aud  did  nothing  wrong. 

Oui'  next  phice  was  at  Hazlehurst,  and  I  must  say  that  I  dreaded  the 
scene  we  would  have  to  go  through  with  here;  for  on  Tuesday  night, 
the  night  be f  jre  the  eleetitm,  a  grand  display  was  made — a  tiffchlight 
procession,  and  everything  was  ripe  for  Wculnesdny ;  tli«'  same  crowd 
from  CrystiU  Springs  was  engaged,  with  bands  aud  diuiiis  and  all  man- 
ner of  transparences ;  and  the  colored  democrats  comnienct  d  miiiclung 
around  and  making  s)>eeehes  before  sun-op,  and  from  that  time  till  sun- 
down it  was  almost  dangerous  for  a  man — ^black  or  white — to  come  out 
and  dccliiro  liinisolf  to  be  a  repi)Mi<*;m.    T  <'nn]«l  at  gr(>at  l('nj:;rth 

to  explain  and  mention  hundred.s  i)i  things  that  took  place  here.  1  was 
among  the  crowd  all  day,  trying  to  enforce  the  purity  of  tlie  election ; 
but  I  am  confident  that  it  would  have  taken  a  brigade  of  soldiers  to  have 
accomplished  anything.  I  did  not  take  any  notu;e  of  the  insults  that 
were  offered  or  heaped  upon  me.  I  have  seen  the  report  of  Mr.  Scott, 
and  it  is  useless  for  mc  to  go  over  the  same  ground;  it  would  be  a 
useless  waste  of  time  for  you  to  read  the  same  thing.  I  would  not  be 
ftr  wrong  to  say  that  both  civil  and  military  officers  were  slack  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  or  they  were  afraid  to  interfere.  1  would 
not  be  c^)mpelled  to  act  in  the  same  capacity  again  for  any  aniuunt.

We,  the  undcrsi^ia'd  citizens,  white  and  black,  of  Copiah  county. 
State  of  Mississippi,  and  voters  of  the  precinct  at  Wesson,  in  said 
county,  at  an  election  held  on  the  7th  day  of  July,  1808,  for  the  adop- 
tion or  rejection  of  the  ronsititntion  submitted  by  the  reconstviH  tion 
convention,  do  ht  rt  by  testily,  upon  our  honor^  that  we  voted  without 
restraint  or  hindrance.  That  we  were  not  intimidate<l,  or  any  sort  of 
influence  used  with  us  to  induce  us  to  vot«  against  our  will ;  that  we 
voted  freely  without  fear,  and  that  the  election  was  fairly  and  op(»nly 
held,  and  th:it  everybody  that  was  registered  and  ofTcrod  to  vote  was 
allowed  to  do  so.  Lieutenant  Gilbert,  of  the  Unitiil  States  ainiy,  was 
present  with  a  squad  of  eight  soldiers,  to  insure  protection  to  all.  We 
all  voted  against  the  constitution  because  it  disfranchises  white  men. 
and  is  otherwise  odious  to  our  views  of  free  government;  and  wo  would 
not  ourscU  PS,  and  do  not  know  of  a  singU*  voter  that  would  change  his 
vote  now  if  the  election  was  held  over  again.  There  were  —  white  and 
—  colored  voti's  indled,  and  every  one  against  the  constitution.  That 
on  the  day  of  election  the  tickets  for  and  against  were  laid  on  the  table, 
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aod  each  voter  made  his  own 
were  governed  by  the  color.

DfEAu  Sir  :  I  received  yesterday  a  copy  of  yonrletto*  to  General  Free- 
man. I  made*  np  a  statonir'nt  of  faets  as  far  as  our  proeiiiet  was  con- 
cenied,  atul  ^ot  tli»'  signatures  of  40  or  50  voters,  white  and  black,  and 
sent  it  torv\aiti  hust  night. 

I  do  not  know  of  a  single  voter  in  10  miles  of  this  place,  that  owns  a 
dollar's  woitU  of  land,  that  did  vote  for  the  constitution,  or  that  would 
do  so  if  it  wa.s  resubmit ttd:  indeed,  I  do  not  believe  that  there  are  10 
men  in  f  liiH  ecnnity,  that  own  one  inch  of  soil  in  the  State,  that  did  or 
would  vole  tor  that  nUKstitution. 

There  was  not  a  single  vote  given  for  the  constitution  at  this  box.  I 
was  there  when  tlie  polls  were  opened ;  I  staid  thereuntil  late  in  the 
evenin^r.  There  were  hnt  a  few  votes  polled  when  1  was  not  present.  T 
never  saw  as  littk?  inliiieut  e  u.sed  in  my  life  ;  1  never  knew  :k>  little  talk- 
ing and  persuasion — everybody  voted  just  as  he  wante«I;  there  was  not  a 
drop  of  liquor  on  the  ground,  none  allowed  to  be  brouglit  on  the  ground. 
Every  negro  in  the  town  vote<I  but  one,  Adam  Jaekson,  a  pri'aeher;  he 
was  ill  favor  of  the  school  elans"'.  ;ind  ojjposrd  to  distVaiu'hizing  wliite 
men,  hm  tlionght  that  he  would  lost  hisinllueneehy  nu*ddling  withpolit  i(  s, 
and  therefore^  would  not  vote.  There  was  present  a  scfuad  of  eight 
soldiers  lH>n',  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Gilbert,  but  thei-e  was  no 
use  for  them ;  there  wsis  not  an  angry  word  spoken  during  the  day. 
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There  wa«  not  a  man  here  that  day,  white  or  black,  but  what  will 
swear  l^at  the  election  was  couducted  fairly  and  openly,  without  tend, 
without  threats  or  intimidation,  wifliont  bribery,  or  any  other  imfnoper 

uK'fnis;  nnd  any  man  tbat  will  swear  to  the  contrary  can  he  convicted, 
biitore  Judij^i'  Clia*ic  or  Hoy  judge,  of  perjury,  by  a  hundred  respect.able 
witnesses,  w  hite  and  black.  There  were  104  votes  given  here.  What  I  have 
eaid  applies  to  the  poll  at  Wesson,  what  I  saw  and  know.  Two  of  my  yonng 
men  were  at  Beauregard,  the  next  box  on  the  railroad;  there  was  one 
vote  jji^iven  tor  the  constitution  by  a  simple  ncfrro;  if  he  could  vote  for 
the  coustitutiou  any  one  else  could  have  done  the  same,  but  all  the  evi- 
dence that  1  received  from  there,  and  all  the  boxes  in  the  county,  was  and 
is  that  there  never  was  as  little  electioneering  known  in  the  State  at  any 
other  election ;  and  never  an  election  more  peaceable,  fair,  and  ojjenly 
held  I  there  was  no  necessity  for  electioneering,  for  everybo<1y  ^y;m  on 
one  side.  The  same  thing  may  be  said  of  Lawrence  county ;  atBrookhaven, 
eight  miles  below  this,  in  that  county — a  very  large  poll — several  hundred 
yotes^there  was  but  two  or  three  vot^es  given  for  the  constitution.  The 
committee  of  five  do  not  propose  to  thro'-v  ont  the  vf>te  of  that  county. 
If  the  unanimity  of  the  vote  ])roves  fraud,  and  fraud  is  what  tbey  are 
lighting,  they  should  also  throw  out  Lawrence  county.  If  you  will  send 
a  committee  to  this  connty  to  take  testimonv  yon  can  establish  what  I 
have  said  by  a  thousand  respectable  men.  The  testimony  tak(>n  by  the 
committee  of  five  should  not  he  regarded  by  any  man  or  set  of  men  who 
pivtend  to  have  any  respect  tor  truth  or  decency. 

1  refer  you  to  Judge  Bharkey,  General  Freeman,  or  any  citizen  of  the  • 
State  that  may  be  in  Washington.  I  do  not  know  there  would  be  mis- 
representation of  the  State.

Dear  Sir:  Haviniif  heard  that  ])arfies  in  this  county  are  making 

ex  parte  affidavits  for  the  purpose  of  showing t/O  t lie  n*eoiisf  ruction  com- 
ii>itte«'  oi  Conjifress  that  tlie  lat<'  election  in  this  (  nnni  v  for  tin'  ratifica- 
tion of  the  new  constitution  was  in  all  inspects  free  ami  lau,  we  deem 
it  our  duty  as  residents  of  this  county  and  voters  at  said  election  to 
make  our  statement  to  the  said  committee  through  you. 

We  were  jUI  at  the  election  in  this  connty.  nud  at  different  preciTjct« 
therein,  and  saw  the  movements  of  the  opposition  preceding  and  at 
said  election. 

There  was  an  organized  system  of  fraud,  threats,  and  intimidations 
begun  and  carried  out  for  weeks  before  the  election.  There  were  <!lubs 
formed  who  avowed  it  their  intention  not  to  sjxtak  to  a  republican,  coun- 
t-euance  him,  ahl,  or  give  him  eniploynient  in  any  way.  Next,  thejr  said 
no  republican  should  make  a  public  speech  advocating  the  adoption  of 
the  constitution.  . 

The  sheriff  of  the  county  let  the  democratic  committee  have  the  ]iower 
and  iutiueuce  of  his  oMce  to  subserve  their  purposes,  as  the  undertugned 
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believe.  At  any  rate,  the  moBt  violent  damoerats  w«re  appointed  deputy 

sheriffs  in  the  various  precincts  just  previous  to  tho  election,  a  thing 
uiilieard  of,  to  le\y  ami  t'oUect  the  U\\  then  alle/LitHl  to  Ix*  tine  j  and  when- 
ever tliey  could  hear  ot  a  republican  who  had  not  paid  his  tax,  they 
instantly  levied  npon  tbe  last  pound  of  his  meat^  or  hia  work  faoraet 
saying,  now  yon  see  what  your  convention  has  done;  but  if  the  republi- 
can recanted  and  said  he  would  vote  ajraiiist  tbe  ronstitution,  then  the 
levy  woidd  be  released  and  some  one  would  be  louud  to  stand  lor  the  tax. 

On  the  days  of  election  a  democratic  committee  was  appointed  to  sit 
at  the  polls  with  pen  and  ink  and  paper,  and  to  take  down  the  names 
of  those  voting  the  radical  ticket  for  the  purpose  of  spotting  them ; 
and  throats  were  made  that  those  so  voting  would  be  tiwued  out  of  em- 
plo>uient,  and  nmny  were  turned  off  without  anything.  Large  and 
tnmnltuons  crowds  followed  the  eleetioii  from  preeimsfc  to  preeinct,  with 
pistols  and  bowie  knives,  thieatening  to  kill  any  radieal  who  would  vote 
for  the  ('on>^titution.  In  some  instances  tlicsc  crowds  would  gather 
around  one  su]>]h>s«<1  to  advocate  the  ratitication  of  the  constitution, 
and  together  with  the  beating  of  drums  and  scofiing  and  hissing  ami 
hooting,  so  annoy  him  as  to  compel  him  to  leave  the  gronnd.  Instances 
were  known  where  a  crowd  would  ^^ct  around  arepuUican,  place  a  demo- 
ci-atic  ticket  in  his  hand,  hoist  him  Irom  the  grouTid.  vni-vy  him  to  the 
box,  and  some  other  democrat  would  then  tak<'  tlic  In  kct  and  hand  it  in. 
Many  were  knocked  down  after  voting  the  radical  ticket,  and  run  ofl. 
The  prominent  republicans  were  often  soironnded  as  the^^  apiieared  at 
the  polls  by  these  tumultuous  crowds,  and  annoyed  by  insults,  sooffis, 
ht)otH,  and  hisses,  until  they  wen^  comj>elled  to  leave  for  peace. 

In  tht'  town  of  Ilazlehurst,  on  the  day  of  the  election,  after  the  demo- 
crats hud  liad  their  procession  with  drums  and  banners,  for  hours  and 
hours  marching  and  remarohing  through  the  town,  the  republicans 
quietly  appeaie<l  in  their  procession,  to  the  nimiber  of  150,  when  a 
Ci'owd  of  overwhelming  inmibcrs  of  democrats  attackc<{  thom  with 
brickbrats,  sticks,  and  pistols,  and  drove  theuk  t4)  the  wotnls,  tearing  up 
their  flags,  &c. ;  and  as  they  were  retreating,  fired  off  pistols  at  them  j 
and  as  they  sejitt«red  in  the  retreat  squads  of  them  were  followed  half 
a  mile ;  and  the  rioters  were  only  kept  from  entering  private  houses  by 
fon'c  of  arms;  and  all  tliis,  although  the  military  was  on  the  ground  and 
the  civil  oliicers,  who  were  all  under  orders  to  keep  the  peace. 

We  have  thought  i)roi)er  to  make  statement  of  the  above,  as  a  few 
only  of  the  facts  conung  und^  our  observation  indicating  fraud  in  said 
election  ;  but  would  further  say  that  a  volume  might  be  written  of  the 
fraudulent  actinfjs  and  doings  of  tlie  demoeiaey  in  said  election :  and 
should  Congress  deem  it  of  any  inii)oi  raui:e  to  have  further  proof  in  the 
matter,  we  could  point  them  to  tbe  very  men  who  have  been  thus  ill 
treated.  Having  unbounded  confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  we 
would  make  no  sna^^'  stions  as  to  matters  of  i>olicy,  but  only  desire  that 
they  have  the  facts  ix-tbre  them.

SxB;  I  bave  just  received  » letter  from  the  Hon.  Mr.  A.  T.  Morgan,  of 
Taxoo,  and  be  informed  me  my  report  of  Juue  24  was  nct^ived.  I  am 
HomlinfT  word  to  ov<'ry  precinct  to  notify  all  tliose  who  did  not  vote  to 
coiue  to  lierDando  next  Wednesday  and  Thiustlay  to  vote.  Thf  whites 
are  not  voting  as  they  were  expected;  only  a  two-thirds  while  vote  has 
been  cast  in  the  precincto  where  elections  have  been  held,  and  it  snr- 
prises  the  lea<lers  of  the  demoenitic  party.  There  has  not  been  over 
half  of  tht'  blncks  voted,  and  tVoni  all  I  (  an  k'arn  the  blacks  w  U]  mostly 
eome  to  llcniaiiilo  to  vote,  but  this  will  not  ])c  the  case  with  the  whites; 
the  county  wiil  j[h>11  probably  ^,t>00  votes  out  of  4,710  registered.  Many 
honest  men  who  would  have  voted  the  democratic  ticket  haye  not  voted, 
becoming  disgusted  with  the  e<niduct  of  their  leadei-s  tind  their  minions. 
I  hope  that  the  district  comnmnder,  fn'Tteml  McDowell,  will  do  some- 
thing to  inquire  into  the  outrages  coniniitted  uiwn  loyal  men  in  this 
State,  and  iutlita  severe  punishment  ui>on  them.  I  have  heard  from 
fteedmen  that  several  murders  have  been  committed  upon  blacks  for 
voting  tlie  republican  ticket  at  Loaxabama.  I  have  learned  nothing 
definite  as  yet,  but  am  niakinfj-  iiifinirics,  and  if  the  report  is  true,  T  shall 
try  and  get  a  clue  and  have  tlie  olienders  brought  to  justice.  W  hile  1 
am  not  going  from  precinct  to  precinct  with  the  oflticers  ot  the  election, 
in  consequence  of  tiie  great  danger  my  life  was  in,  I  am  being  called  on 
by  a  great  many  black  voters  from  all  aver  the  county  and  dUtribnting 
tickets  freely.

Sib:  In  consequence  of  the  constant  danger  and  jeoi)ardy  my  life  is 
in,  and  in  justice  to  my  family,  I  shall  leave  here  to-morrow,  for  my 
former  home  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  I  have  every  evidence  that  I  shall  be 
nuirdcrcd  if  1  remain  hero.  I  have  therefore  to  look  to  the  interests  of 
my  family,  as  1  have  done  all  that  any  one  mau  ccmld  do,  of  my  limited 
ability,  to  insure  De  Soto  county  for  the  constitution,  and  by  remaining 
here  would  only  result  to  injur}-  to  myself  and  family.  I  have  distributed 
our  tickets,  so  that  every  black  n oter,  or  whit«^  one  eith<'r,  can  vote  the 
republi<  ;ni  ticket;  while  I  have  discharged  my  duty  as  commissioner  of 
election  only  in  part  accoixling  to  instructions  sent  me,  1  was  prevented 
from  carryingoutin  full  my  instructions b^  the  intense  hostility  exhibited 
towards  me  by  the  white  population  of  this  section ;  I  have^  nevertheless^ 
rendered  s(  rvices  to  the  rei)ublican  cause  and  incurred  expenses, 
ecjually  so  than  if  I  would  have  unnc  from  juecinct  to  precinet,  and  T 
therefore  hope  that  the  enclosed  a4  count  of  services  rendered  ami  money 
8p(>nt,  under  my  a])iK)intment  as  commissioner  of  electioik  will  be  allowed 
me  and  sent  to  my  address,  by  express  toBrooklyn^N.  T.,  at  the  earliest 
]mssible  moment,  as  I  have  li;id  to  sacrifice  my  per.son;i1  jMoprrty  in  get- 
ting away  Irom  here  as  soon  as  possible.  I  am  exceedingly  sorry  mat- 
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ten  baTO  taken  such  a  tarn ;  I  bave  done  all  to  avert  it,  and  as  I  stand 
hero  all  alone,  a  pablie  advocate  of  republican  principles,  all  tbe  batred, 

prejudice  and  animosity  of  the  whites  is  concentrated  on  me,  and  as  this 
is  more  than  any  one  individual  can  possibly  endiuv,  I  must  flee,  at  least 
lor  a  short  time,  to  a  place  of  safety  with  my  family,  and  trust  to  the 
fbtoie  to  do  me  justice.

the  black  vote  will  be  fbll  one-balf  more  tbaii  the  whites.

Dear  Sit?  :  Yours  of  the  2l8t  instant  is  at  hnTul.  I  wns  jrind  tliat  you 
wrote  me,  for  I  must  confess  that  I  was  in  perfect  i{;noran('(»  of  every- 
thing connected  with  the  intentions  of  the  party  in  this  Stiite.  I  take 
but  one  paper^the  Memphis  Post— and  it  contains  veiy  little  news  from 
this  State,  in  regard  to  procnring  affidavits,  yon  know  the  difficulty. 
No  one,  hlack  or  white,  in  this  county,  will  ventMi  f*  to  make  an  oath  in 
favor  of  hi«  principles  and  romain  here.  All  the  ollicers  (■()nii>etent  to 
administer  an  oath  in  this  county  were  elected  to  their  ofiices  for  their 
devoUon  to  tbe  'Host  eau.<ie,^  and  they  all  belong  to  secret  societies 
which  pledge  them  io  inflict  an  iiyniy  ni>on  their  political  opposers  in 
their  power.  Let  me  give  yon  an  illustration  of  this.  There  are  some 
twenty-flve  families  of  Union  [xople  living  near  this  place.  About  the 
time  of  the  SUite  election,  the  niagiHtratcs  at  Seuatobia  (the  next  depot 
south  of  this)  employed  a  straggler  to  go  among  these  iHH)ple  for  a  month, 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time  tbe  straggler  rushed  into  Senatobia  ana 
reported  that  these  Union  i)e()ple  were  tryiii;,'  to  murder  him,  and  that 
they  were  horse  thi»'ves.  'J'he  ina;iistrat<'s  issued  warrants  for  twenty- 
one  UuiouistH,  and  they  were  arretted,  and  all  the  neighboring  magis- 
trates sent  for,  and  a  large  concourse  of  tbe  devoted  assembled. 
Two  days  were  spent  in  examining  these  criminals  before  a  court  that 
was  pledged  to  do  th( m  idl  tlie  injury  in  their  power,  but  it  was  evident 
that  they  wished  that  injury  ti»  extend  no  further  than  to  luii  the  TAion 
sentiments  out  of  the  country.  The  Unionists  stuck  out  and  delended 
tbe  snits ;  were  bound  in  a  bond  for  tbeir  appearance  at  the  next  term  of 
the  ciK  nit  court  They  appeare<l  at  court  witb  sixty  witnesses,  to  prove 
an  (illhi  in  every  instance  in  whii  li  tlie  stra^^^rhM* accused  them.  TheKu- 
Klux  conit  backed  down,  and  put  the  trial  otf  until  the  lu  \t  term  of  the 
court,  which  meets  next  February :  hoping,  by  this  uieaus  of  auuoyiug 
and  vexing,  to  induce  those  men  to  (juit  the  count r\  .  We  had  no  nope 
of  receivin^i  any  assistance  from  the  ndlitary,  because  it  has  been  cur- 
rently «'ircnlated  through  this  seetion  that  (ieiu^ral  (rillem  is  indisposed 
to  act  in  stn  li  eases.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Frederi<'k  Speed.  Vieksimi.u.  lor 
jsonie  a<l\  iee  on  the  subjeet,  but,  owing  to  ids  absence  from  tlie  city,  I 
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(li<1  not  got  an  answer  until  a  few  dnys  n<r^>.  Now,  an  investiirntioTi  nf 
tins  matter  by  a  nnlitnrv  comniissioii  will  give  all  the  inloniuition 
that  ^ou  will  want  iu  regard  to  election  matters  in  this  county.  If  you 
can  Becure  a  commission,  whether  demnerat  or  repablican,  it  wiU  diadose 
ikcts  saffieient  to  the  mind  of  any  lionest  man  to  show  how  Union  men 
are  i>orse«'ntr<l  here.  Otlicr  affidavits  may  bo  taken  at  the  same  time  to 
show  yon  what  means  were  resorted  to  to  defeat  the  eonstitntion. 

1  am  willing  to  unite  with  my  Union  friends  on  any  poliiry  in  regard  to 
State  matters  that  will  place  the  country  nnder  a  loyal  government.  I 
could  not  hope  for  success  under  tbe  late  arrangement  In  this  State.  In 
the  tirst  place,  every  office  was  filled  by  the  most  uneompromisin^X  rebels 
in  this  pt>rt ion  of  tlie  State.  The  bonid  of  k  ^istrars  were  demonilized 
by  them,  and  one  of  the  i-egistrars  was  he;u'ti  to  tleuoiince  the  coustitu* 
tion  in  the  severest  terms  whenever  he  opened  the  polls.  If  Union  men 
had  been  placed  in  all  the  offices,  and  the  election  held  but  one  day^  and 
not  been  held  in  the  busiest  stvi^on.  witliout  the  assistnuce  of  renfistrars, 
the  State  Avould  h-Aw  liiven  ,"iO,000  Union  nmjority.  Therefore,  yon  nniy 
see  tlmt  my  idea  \vouId  be  to  All  the  oiiices  with  Union  men  and  then 
hold  the  election  again,  and  let  it  take  place  in  December  or  Januaiy 
next  I  will  giwrantee  that  this  couuty  will  give  500  Union  miyority 
under  such  an  arrangement.  But  if  the  party  think  it  best  to  throw  out 
the  fnmdnh'ut  eonnties,  and  adopt  the  constitution  in  that  way,  1  have 
no  objection.  1  hear  now.  occasionally,  an  iuciiutious  democrat  expressing 
the  opinion  that  the  dereat  of  the  constitntion  was  a  bad  thini?  for  his 
party;  and  notwithstandm*]:  the  close  drill,  disaffection  is  visible  in  their 
ranks,  and  it  will  manifest  itself  fully  when  General  Grant  is  elected. 
I  will  b<^  ^dad  to  hear  fram  you  soon  on  the  ^^horse-thief"  case.

Dear  Sir:  Yonr  favor  of  the  l'3d  ultimo  jnst  ret;eived,  contents  noted. 

It  would  be  simply  impossible,  in  my  opinion,  to  get  the  evidence  you 
desire  in  affidavits.  Parties  who  had  knowledge  of  fiu^ts  and  expected 
to  live  in  this  country,  would  be  very  loth  to  make  such  affidavits;  nor 
do  I  know  of  any  proi>(>r  person  here  who  would  probably  take  one.  I 
do  not  feel  myself  safe  now,  and  I  know  it  would  be  far  otherwise  were 
I  to  engage  in  attenix)ting  to  get  up  these  ulBda\its.  I  have  been  repeat- 
edly notified  to  leave  this  eonntry ;  "that  my  days  were  numbered,''  Ac, 
and  my  best  friends  have  earnestly  a<lvised  me  to  go  to  save  my  life; 
parties  in  whose  families  T  have  bctMi  the  rejjfnlnr  physician  for  the  last 
14  years  do  not  speak  to  uu%  or  only  sinnik  to  insult,  and  subject  me  to 
every  possilile  annoyance  and  inconvenience.  And  yet  you  wiil  recollect 
that  iu  the  convention  I  was  in  favor  of  keeping  strictly  to  the  recon- 
struction acts  and  opposed  all  disfranchisement.  Here  we  have  had  no 
meetings,  ])ublie  or  secret:  tio  sjx'ecbes;  all  this  has  hn]>]>«'ned  simply 
because  I  favored  i-econstruction,  and  dared  and  still  dare  to  call  myselt 
a  i-epublican. 

There  was  no  violence  at  the  polls  at  this  box.  I  have  heard  of  it  at 
other  boxes,  but  was  not  present  at  any  other  voting  place. 

Xhreate^^  intimidatumj^  i&c* — ^It  wasoften  publicly  declared  tiiat  they 
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would  bire  no  negroes  who  voted  the  d — d  ladical  ticket ;  that  fhey  were 

their  enemies:  and  this  was  urged  with  sach  force  and  veheuieiice  pre- 
\iou8  to  the  election  that  it  was  the  main  cause  why  the  coloml  men  di<l 
not  vote.  And  this  is  the  democratic  doctrine  of  to-day,  and  will,  I 
apXJiciieud|  by  the  time  the  crops  31*6  out,  l>e  the  cause  of  much  suffering 
among  the  colored  people  who  voted  for  the  constitution,  unless  some- 
tiling  is  done  for  their  relief. 

^^Fraud^ — I  hcnv  (>f  it,  l)ut  know  of  none  practicrd  at  this  place.  The 
polls  were  not  opciuHi  so  soon  as  the  law  required  by  an  hour,  iii 
consequence  of  the  non-appearance  of  Captain  Rogers,  sheriff  and 
retuned  registrar,  and  were  closed  an  hoar  sooner  at  tiiis  box,  though  I 
do  not  suppose  that  it  made  much  difference  in  the  result  Neither  at 
this  place  was  there  any  notice  set  up  pid>licly,  that  T  ever  heard  of.  of  the 
time  the  registrars  would  give  registration  papers  to  those  ciitillcd  to 
them.  I  iisked  the  sheriff'  about  it.  lie  saiiL  he  gave  them  to  a  man 
who  promised  to  set  them  tbr  him.  It  certainly  was  the  jMilic^  of  the 
clubs  to  keep  this  from  the  negroes,  and  the  club  at  OUve  Braudi  cer- 
tiiiuly  had  the  proper  notices  in  their  possession  but  M  erc  never  set  up. 
The  trick  sii receded  very  wclL  The  negroes  wei'C  kept  pretty  ignorant 
in  regaid  to  thin  nmtter. 

I  send  yoa  an  extract  fkorn  ihy  last  Memphis  Post.  Such  things 
oome  to  our  ears  nearly  every  day  and  have  been  perpetrated  within  a 
mile  or  two  of  us. 

You  see  T  have  sent  you  ;i  very  worthless  letter,  the  reason  in  part  has 
been  explained,  beside  1  have  not  the  time  to  gather  up  the  facts,  as  you 
desire  tiiem,  at  once.  If  I  do  not  write  yon  this  very  hour  I'  may  not 
have  the  opportunity  of  sending  it  till  mail  next  Friday,  when  it  may 
be  too  late  to  reach  your  meeting.  I  mi^^lit  give  yon  more  intbi  iuafioii 
if  I  had  an  opportunity  of  conversing  witb  otliei-  wliite  repul)iu  ans  of 
the  county,  but  such  as  declare  themsclv  (  >  lairlv  and  squaiely  republi- 
cans, with  the  single  exception  of  Judge  Vance,  I  do  not  know  that  they 
are  to  be  found  in  the  county. 

Did  you  receive  my  letter  written  about  the  Ist  ultimo,  directed  to 
Jackson  ?    Tlieie  is  no  allusion  to  it  in  yoiu-s. 

You  will,  probably,  urge  some  delinite  action  on  CongicsH.  What  are 
yonr  views  f  Had  I  time  I  would  like  to  communicate  mine  to  you.  I 
would,  for  a  moment,  like  to  get  the  hearing  of  tin  n  (instruction  com- 
mitted'; whatever  ])lan  may  be  adopted  I  hope  it  may  be  based  on  loyalty 
alone.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  intended  up  to  the  present  time  to  be  at  the  con* 
ventiim  on  the  llHh.  and  was  aTitiei[>atin«r  fjreat  jileasnre  on  meeting  my 
Union  friends,  but  owing  to  the  indispositicm  of  my  family  1  am  com- 
pelled to  forego  that  Siitisfactiou.   You  will  see  iVoni  the  enclosed  ticket 
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tliat  I  wns  n  eniulidato  for  the  lopfislatnre,  and  thoiifr^i  defeated  I  feel 
tbat  it  wa.s  uwiii^^  to  the  time  at  wliieli  tlie  election  was  held.  The  rebel 
oi)position  comiKjsed  the  idle,  loafing,  drunken  jwrtiou  of  the  voternj 
while  the  Union  voters  were  generally  the  working  people,  and  at  that 
time  were  straining  every  nerve  to  save  their  crops,  it  being  the  bnsiest 
senson  of  the  year.  r<>!is<M]Mf'iit]y  the  Union  party  was  taken  bv  sur- 
prise and  met  an  arniitl  oi»[)(>.sition,  which  caused  most  of  them  to  stay 
away  from  the  polls  to  save  their  liree.  While  tliere  was  no  hostile 
demonstration  immediately  at  the  poWs,  every  road  was  gnarded  with 
armed  Kn-Klux  Klan  to  intimidate  Union  voters.  Tliere  are  4,780  regis- 
tered voters  iTi  this  county,  and  tin*  ri'bel  vote  amounted  to  2,100,  and 
many  voted  with  them  thrtmgh  necessity,  which  they  would  not  have  been 
compelled  to  do  at  any  other  season  of  the  year,  many  freedmen  being 
dependent  upon  their  rebel  employers  for  rations  to  finish  their  crops 
with. 

If  tbe  eoiiventioTi  enntinnes  in  session  next  week  please  let  me  know, 
and  il  possible  1  will  still  be  with  yon.  l>r.  II.  !N.  Ballard,  of  this 
county,  or  5Ir.  Ozam,  of  Panola  county,  are  authorized  to  act  as  my 
proxy.  Ton  will  please  intbnn  them  that  I  am  satisfied  vdth  their 
fidelity,  and  will  not  be  afraid  to  intmst  grave  matters  to  their  discre- 
tioTi.

HiR:  Ibeglea\  e  to  resiiectfiilly  i*ex>ort  to  your  honorable  comnjittee 
that  in  compliance  with  instructions  sent  me  as  one  of  the  com- 
missioners  of  eleetion  for  Be  Soto  county  1  proceeded  to  diseharge  my 
duty  as  such  at  the  polls  of  Loaxahoma  )>recinct  on  Monday,  June  22, 
1868.  As  I  liad  ever\'  renson  to  believe  violence  would  be  offered  me  if 
T  ftttempte<l  to  exercise  the  functions  of  my  ap])ointment,  I  applied  to 
the  sheriff  of  this  county  tor  a  military  guard  for  my  protection,  which 
was  readily  fhmlshed  me,  (a  corporal  and  fonr  men,  a  part  of  a  guard 
whieh  had  previonaly  been  sent  here  to  assist  in  preserving  tiie  peace.) 
1  ]>roeee(led  iu  <'0!npnny  with  t]ie  frnnrd  on  Sunday  last  to  be  present  at 
the  polls  at  Loaxahoma.  1  ;in  ived  tliei<'  alnmt  9  o'clock  p.  ni.,  June  22, 
1 HG8,  and  as  no  Union  repul>iu*an  tickets  had  been  distributed  at  this 
\Ance  I  immediately  made  known  that  I  had  tickets  ^for  the  constita* 
tion,^  and  for  aU  persons  who  desired  them  to  come  and  get  them.  A 
nnnd^er  of  jiersons  innnediately  ai»i)li<Ml.  A  cnnvd  of  white  men  imme- 
fliately  began  to  sh(»w  signs  of  hostility  towards  me,  and  ])ersons  who 
took  ticketii  from  me  tor  the  purpose  of  voting  them  a  few  minutes  after 
commenced  to  abuse  me  in  shameful  manner,  which  continned  all  day, 
to  ail  of  which  I  paid  little  or  no  attention,  bnt  continued  in  the  dis* 
char;rf' of  my  <hity.  Next  the  crowd  be^rati  to  abuse,  intimidate,  and 
threaten  those  who  took  Union  re])nblieaii  tick<'ts  and  voted  or  at- 
tempted to  vote  them.  I  trie<i  to  instil  contidence  into  the  miuds  of  the 
colored  men,  (voters,)  and  that  they  need  not  apprehend  any  danger; 
that  they  would  be  prote(  !<  <1  i[i  their  rights  and  person  by  the  otHcem 
of  election  and  the  guard.  This  caused  some  to  vote,  but  as  the  dny 
advauced  abuse,  intimidation,  and  threats  increased,  ^o  arrests  were 
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made  to  my  knowledge,  as  it  was  deemed  advisable  and  prudent  not  to 

weaken  the  sin!<n  irnHrd  by  thf  custody  of  i)nsoners.  It  was  evident 
that  all  that  could  l>e  done  at  most  would  !»♦'  to  keoj)  tbo  crowd  at  bay 
for  the  day  from  overpowering  the  guard,  ami  cause  general  riot  and 
bloodtdied.  Many  colored  voters,  I  am  informed,  left  without  voting, 
in  eonaeqaence  of  well  gronnded  fears  of  \  iolence  ftom  the  crowd  of 
wliitcs.  One  colored  man,  named  John  Williams,  was  assnnlted  jnid 
htruek  in  the  face  until  the  blood  tluvved,  and  cut  tlnini  jli  hin  clothes 
with  a  knife,  by  a  white  man  named  Charley  Frank,  lur  bringing  a 
colored  voter  to  me  for  a  ticket,  which  he  intended  to,  and  did,  vote. 
The  white  man  was  not  arrested,  nor  any  attention  paid  to  it  as  far  aa  I 
couM  see.  Many  intimations  and  threats  of  various  kinds  were  made  to 
colored  voters  if  they  voted  the  republican  ticket.  I  will  «i\  e  a  tew  of 
those  rei>oi  ted  to  me  who  intended  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  and  who 
left  without  voting  in  consequence  of  the  conduct  of  the  crowd  of  white 
men  around  the  polls.  Others  left,  but  I  could  obtain  but  a  few  names, 
and  these  were  as  follows:  Charles  Powers,  (colored.)  who  lives  with  a 
Mr.  Marslial  Martin,  four  miles  from  Loaxuhoma;  Daniel  Lee,  (colored,) 
lives  with  a  Mr.  Lee:  George  Carter,  lives  with  Mr.  Ben  Walker; 
George  Cole,  lives  with  Dr.  Melams.  An  investigation  will  bring  many 
more  to  light.  I  offered  a  colored  man  a  ticket  within  10  feet  of  the 
judge  of  election.  On  the  back  of  the  ticket  was  an  impression  of  the 
United  States  tlag.  The  ticket  wa«  snat<ihed  out  of  my  hand  by  a 
white  nuui  before  the  colore<l  man  could  take  it,  and  the  individual  who 
snatched  it  firom  my  hand  wiped  his  posterior  witii  it,  and  with  an  oath 
said  that  that  was  all  that  flag  was  fit  for,  and  then  threw  it  on  the 
ground.  He  M  as  histily  applauded  for  this  act  by  the  crowd  of  whites, 
who  added  many  other  \nigar  remarks,  acconii»anie(l  by  curses  upon 
the  Union  flag.  As  it  wa«  not  my  duty  nor  in  my  power  to  stop  such 
IMTOceedings,  I  reported  the  conduct  of  the  crowd  to  the  officers  of  elec- 
tion, and  requested  that  something  be  done,  if  possible,  to  stop  the 
abuse  heaped  upon  |>eaceab1e,  quiet  men  aTid  insults  t*)  our  country's 
flag,  but  the  ofticer  did  nothinj^  to  jmt  a  stop  to  it  as  far  as  my  knowl- 
edge goes,  and  1  do  not  think  anything  could  have  well  been  done  by 
the  officers  without  more  assistance  and  a  stronger  guard.  1  paid  no 
attention  to  any  abuse  heaped  upon  me  all  day,  nor  the  threats  of  vio- 
lence to  me  personally.  I  endeavored,  liowe\  <m\  as  far  as  within  my 
power,  to  instil  coniidence  in  the  minds  ot  v(»iers,  but  the  conduct, 
language,  and  actions  of  the  crowd  were  such  that  my  words  were  too 
much  at  vanance  with  the  acts  of  the  crowd  to  instil  any  considerable 
degree  of  safety  in  the  minds  of  (^oloi-ed  voters;  and  I  beg  leave  to 
state,  in  sum  and  substancf,  that  a  fair  e\-]>i»  s^ion  of  the  registered 
voters  at  Loaxahoma  precuK^t  polls  at  the  election  held  there  June  22, 
1808,  was  not  had,  in  cimsequence  of  a  crowd  of  alnjut  7 or  iOO  riotous 
white  men  around  the  )>o11s,  and  that  persons  who  attempted  or  did 
vote  the  Union  republican  ticket  had  Just  cause  to  fear  abuse  and  vio- 
lence, and  were  abused  and  threaten*  !. 

I  left  the  i>olls  abcmt  7  p.  m.  Tlui  judjxe  of  election  iiifonnetl  ine  161) 
had  voted,  (out  of  ^il2  registered  voters j  i  learn  since  100  voted,)  most 
of  whom  were  white  voters. 

I  proce<'<led  from  Loaxahonm  to  Senatobia,  tliu  next  voting  precinct, 
and  arrix  cd  there  at  G  a.  m.,  June  2^J,  1808.  I  had  been  in  the  (own  but 
a  few  momenta  \\  lien  I  was  again  beset  and  abused  by  sdnie  w  liite  men, 
some  of  whom  i  iiud  seen  at  L/oaxahoma  the  day  pre \  ions.  1  leplied  to 
them  that  I  would  no  longer  stand  and  take  their  abuse ;  that  they  must 
leave  me  alone;  and  that  I  would  defend  mysehf  from  any  further  vio- 
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leuce  or  abui^e.  Deadly  w  e^apouB  were  in  sight  in  au  instant,  I  called 
upou  the  guard,  who  immediately  took  to  their  arms.  1  left  the  town 
of  Senatobia  and  moved  to  the  adjacent  woods.  Here  one  the  most 
prominent  and  resi>ectable  citizens  of  the  town  infonned  me  tliat  some 
of  the  citizons  had  met  the  night  previous,  and  had  resolved  to  assist 
Ui  preserving  the  peace,  but  that  he  dreaded  the  worst,  and  thought 
that  a  riot  or  row  would  occur.  I  had  been  advised  by  respectable  ctti- 
smswho  were  friends  of  mine,  not  to  proceed  any  farther,  for  my  life 
would  surely  be  taken.  1  felt  cert^ain  of  this  iVuin  all  I  had  seen  and 
heard,  and,  believing  that  riot  nm\  lloudslied  would  result  if  1  remained 
as  commissioner,  and  that  no  good  would  residt  by  my  remaining,  and 
as  a  fair  expression  of  the  votera  was  utterly  impossible  under  these 
dreomstances,  1  deemed  it  my  duty  to  return  to  my  home  and  report  to 
you  and  your  honorable  committee  the  stiite  of  afi'aii's. 

I  have  also  reported  in  substance  the  facts  herein  detailed  to  the  cx)m- 
mandiug  olhcer  at  Grenada,  and  requested  a  stronger  guard,  in  charge 
of  a  commissioned  officer,  to  protect  us ;  and  that  I  was  compelled  to 
flee  with  my  family  to  a  place  of  safety,  as  1  am  constantly  watched 
and  frecjuently  followed  by  persons  who  design  taking  my  life  either  by 
assassination  or  overpowering  numbers.  1  would  further  rep{)rt  that  iu> 
one  is  accompanying  the  officers  of  election  with  Union  repubiicaa 
tickets  through  the  following  precincts:  Senatobia,  Whitsils,  Arkabutla, 
and  Goldwater,  as  all  these  precincts  were  all  in  my  ronte,  and  hence 
there  will  Ix'  ncme  or  very  few  republican  votes  cast,  and  hence  many 
voters  will  not  vote.  !  would  therefore  respectfully  request,  as  com- 
missioner of  election  and  as  a  candidate  on  the  Union  republican  ticket 
for  member  of  the  legislature,  that  such  steps  be  taken  by  your  honor- 
able  committee  as  to  insure  a  fair  election;  and  I  hereby  contest  the 
election  in  De  Soto  county,  on  the  ground  that  a  fair  expression  of  the 
qualitied  voters  in  the  <H>unty  was  and  could  not  be  had  at  the  election 
commenced  June  22,  l^tki.

A.  I  think  notj  if  you  mean  the  loyal  ix  oph  ,  1  would  remark  that  the 
people  of  this  State  are  compelled  to  nave  le^nslative  action  so  as  to  pro- 
vide remedies  Ibr  niany  existing  evils  which  rinhjji  i  uss  the  loyal  pcMiple 
uriflcr  the  prosmt  or^h-r  of  thing's.  Tho  official-;,  in  nnice  in  tlic  «liftor- 
ciit  <l('imrtmeiits,  feel  and  know  that  tlicir  ;i<  tion  iiiiist  please  the  mili- 
tary commander  of  the  district,  or  removal  will  be  the  cons-M'iiuence. 
Now  this  large  and  influential  body  of  citisens,  believing  that  if  they 
please  the  comnmnder  they  will  lie  permitted  to  retain  their  offices,  but 
if  the  constitution  is  adopted  their  removal  is  a  eertainty.  they  will  do 
everj^thinf^:  they  can  to  pn*vent  the  a<loption  of  the  constimtioii.

Personally  came  before  me,  A.  W.  Smith,  probate  clerk  of  said  ctiunty, 
James  Hill  and  W.  F.  Henley,  personally  well  known  to  me,  who  being 
by  me  duly  sworn  made  oatli  that  they  are  citizens  of  De  Soto  connly : 
the  said  W.  F.  Henley  having-  resided  in  s;iid  county  for  20  years,  ana 
the  said  James  Hill  hnviii^r  removed  to  and  settled  tlierein  about  two 
ye^irs  since,  having  remuvetl  hert^  about  that  time  from  Bremer  county, 
Iowa;  affiants  state  that  they  were  Union  men  dnring  the  rebellion; 
that  they  acted  by  appointment  of  the  military  comnmnder  as  judges 
of  the  eleetiou  held  in  De  Soto  county,  Mississippi,  in  the  months  of 
June  and  July  last,  upon  the  ratitication  or  rejection  of  the  proposed 
constitution  of  the  State.  That  by  virtue  of  said  positions  they  held 
the  elections  at  11  precincts  in  said  county,  embracing  a  large  msyority 
of  the  votes  polled;  that  said  election  was  in  all  res])ects fairly,  legally, 
and  quietly  conducted ;  that  there  were  no  intimidations,  violence  or 
riotous  conduct  whatever ;  that  every  voter,  white  or  blaek,  wns  per- 
mitted to  vote  as  he  pleased  without  opposition  or  fear;  that  tickets  for 
and  against  the  constitution  were  printed  and  x>resent  at  all  the  lx>xes, 
and  every  voter  had  the  unquestioned  right  to  vote  as  he  chose ;  that 
they  never  saw  in  any  country  a  more  fair,  (piiet,  and  peaceable  election  ; 
and  they  positi\'ely  deny  that  anj'  man  was  defrauded  or  prevented 
from  voting  as  he  pleased. 

They  state  further  that  they  assisted  in  counting  the  votes  cast  in 
the  entire  county,  and  that  said  vote  was  fairly  counted  and  correctly 
reported.  Affiants  state  that  many  votes  were  oi>enly  cast  for  the  cousti-  ■ 
tution  nnd  for  the  radical  candidates  without  molestation  or  flisturhaTiee. 
They  give  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  constitution  was  defeated  because 
of  the  disabilities  and  disfranchisements  contained  in  it;  both  the  wliite 
and  black  voters  tM»ing  opposed  to  these  features  of  the  instnunent.

That  S(n»?i  wftvT 
the  breaking  out  ot  the  rcbelliun  he  raised  a  company  of  BoldiciH  liuin 
Kis  connty  for  the  federal  army,  and  joined  said  army  and  8erve<l  as  coni- 
miHsioncd  oilieer  of  saidoom]iany,  beingcoinpany  F,  1 13th  lUinoisinfiiiitTy, 
until  the  close  of  the  war.  That  after  the  8urren<lcr  he  Kettled  in  this  (l)e 
Soto)  <!ounty,  and  has  c<»ntinued  to  reside  here  since.  That  ho  wast  one  of 
the  board  of  registrars  under  the  reconstruction  law  in  1807  lor  this 
ooanty,  and  the  retained  registrar  in  1808,  and  was  pi-esidentof  the  board 
of  registrars  during  the  late  election  ^<for  or  against  constitution,"  and 
att«»ndcd  in  person  ten  election  jirecinots  of  this  county  during  the  elec- 
tion.   That  he  was  ap]>ointod  shorift'  of  this  county  l>y  General  Ord  in 
K<)\  rmlK^r,  1807,  (who  was  the  then  military  commaiulcr  of  this  district,) 
and  said  deponent  was  executing  the  functions  of  said  office  of  sheritf 
daring  the  late  election  and  slill  continues  to  discharge  the  same.  That 
depon(>nt  further  saith  that  at  said  election  every  voter,  both  white  and 
colored,  wort'  allowed  to  voto  frooly  and  witliout  oppo-^itioii,  molestation, 
hindrance, orob.st  riu'tion,  and  after  riieirowu  clioice  and  inclination.  That 
no  threatii  or  intimidation  were  oifered,  and  but  little  electioneering  at  the 
polls.  That  the  votes  cii^st  in  tlus  county  were  nearly  eqiud  in  number, 
blacks  and  whit4;s  being  almost  even,  only  40  white  majority  of  the  reg- 
istered voters  who  voted  on  the  ratification  or  annnlliuf^' of  tin*  <  oMstitu- 
tion.    That  tk  purn'iit  saw  numbers  of  coh)red  men  walk  up  and  vote  for 
the  constitution  side  by  side  with  their  late  owners  who  voted  against 
the  constitution  and  were  opposed  to  it,  and  who  were  told  by  their  late 
owners  to  vote  just  as  they  phrased  and  that  they  would  protect  them  in 
that  privilege.    That  by  tlic  order  of  (ii  iu  ral  (lillem,  deponent  apixuntod 
10  deputies,  one  for  every  i)rcLUU't  in  the  t;ounty,  to  preserve  order  and 
be  present  at  the  polls.   That  deponent  received  the  reports  from  t^ach 
of  thene  deputies,  which  was  to  thi>  effect  that  at  every  precinct  the  elec- 
tioTi  passed  oti'  cpiietly.    In  addition  to  the  above  a  detachment  of  federal 
soldiers,  under  the  eoinmand  of  a  coininissioned  oflieor,  rei>oi  t<'d  to  this 
deponent  for  duty  during  the  election,  a  squad  of  wliicU  soldiers  were 
sc^nt  to  Loaicahoma  and  Senatahobia,  who  rejtorted  to  me  on  their  return 
that  with  the  exception  of  the  ea>se  hei-ein  alluded  to  of  Mr.  Wiseman, 
the  ele(ttion  passed  off  ^juietly  aiul  ordi'rly,  every  out;  viiting  as  his  incli- 
nation  led  him.    That  at  one  procinct  tlM  ic  was  an  exception  to  the 
general  quietness  Irom  the  presence  of  a  person  named  Theodore  Wise- 
man, who  was  an  <*\  bureau  offic>er,  but  who  had  been  cashiered  and  dis- 
missed the  service  by  i^teneral  A.  C.  Giilem,  for  corruptly  abusing  the 
authority  his  offiee  had  given  lilm  by  charging  and  intlicting  fines  on  the 
p(M>ple.  one  of  the  vietinis  of  his  wrong  beini;  [)resent  at  the  ]m>1!s.  And 
Hoeiii*;  llii.s  man  in  the  cap;u:ity  of  a  commrssiuuer  trom  the  comiuiitoe 
of  Jackson,  charged  him  with  his  wrong  and  outrage  done  him  not  in 
any  manner  int^ering  with  the  privilege  of  voters,  but  quarrelling^ 
only  with  Wiseman  for  past  wrongs  received  at  his  hands.    But  for  this 
o?M-  insiancf'  the  election  in  tltis  eomity  passed  off  as  quietly,  ami  was 
one  Hi  which  all  had  and  used  the  pri\  dege  of  voting  jis  they  pleased, 
fully  as  freely  and  uuobstructctUy  as  any  election  I  ever  saw  in  my  life. 
That  the  failure  in  this  county  to  obtain  a  majority  to  ratify  the  consti* 
tution  was  owing  to  the  disfranchising  clause.s  on  thv  part  of  the  whiU^ 
and  the  he;»v  v  tax  it  brought  on  the  freedmen,  who  condemned  it  before 
it  was  subuiitlcd  to  a  vote  to  them..   That  deponent  in  his  capacity  as 
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slicriff  and  tiix  colltictw  ot  thiti  county  coines  in  t  out-act  with  every  voter 
uiid  t4ix  payer  therein.  That  he  never  once  heard  a  voter,  white  or  black, 
oay  be  was  afraid  to  vote  as  he  wished  at  the  lato  election.  Tluit  he 
never  onc^  beard  a  voter  express  re^jiet  at  the  defeat  of  the  constitution. 
That  deponent  believcH  and  known  that  the  defeat  of  the  constitution  is 
result  would  uot  have  been  ditterent  under  any  cii-cumstjuices  whatever 
the  voice  and  wish  of  the  people  of  this  county  eitpre^ised.  And  that  the 
in  fovor  of  tbe  constitutioD  being  adopted.

ThiH  day  came  before  nie,  A.  W.  iSniith,  probate  clerk  of  said  county, 
Joljn  (\  Acms  to  me  ]M'rHonally  and  woll  known,  and  who,  beino  byme 
duly  sworn,  says,  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  De  8oto  county,  Missiist^ippi  ^  that 
be  moved  to  said  county,  after  the  surrender,  trom  Washington  county, 
Illinois,  in  wbicb  eouuty,  and  that  of  Dakota,  Mimieeota,  be  bad  resided 
for  many  years  prior  to  the  rebellion. 

Affiant  states  that  he  wa«  a  Union  man  during:  the  rebellion  ;  that  he 
acted,  by  apiwintment  of  the  militjiry  commander  of  this  district,  jis 
Judge  of  the  elections  held  in  tbe  months  of  June  and  July  last,  for  the 
ratification  or  r^ection  of  tbe  constitution  submitted  by  tbe  convention 
under  the  reconstruction  acts;  that  he  assisted,  in  the  eapa<'ity  of  judge, 
in  the  holdiniT  *>f  said  oliM  tion  in  on<»  third  of  the  county — the  same 
having  been  tlivnied  into  tliree  districts,  to  wit,  at  the  voting  places  of 
Loaxahoma,  Senatobia,  Wbitsells,  Arkabutla,  Coldwater,  and  Hernando: 
at  wbicb  latter  place  all  the  registrars  and  judges  united  and  held,  not 
only  for  that  place,  but  for  all  the  county,  in  accordance  with  orders; 
that  said  election  was  in  all  respects  fairly  and  lejxally  held  and  (piietly 
conducted  and  concluded;  that  he  neither  saw  nor  heartl  any  violence, 
intimidations,  threats,  or  riotous  conduct  whatever  that  prevented  a 
single  voter,  white  or  black,  from  voting  Ju8t  as  he  pleased,  and  be  does 
not  believe  that  there  was  any;  an<i  the  only  harsh  words  that  he  heard 
at  all  (luring  his  whole  time  in  Intlding  said  election  was  at  the  village 
of  iKnixahoma,  and  this  had  no  connection  whatever  with  the  election. 
At  this  voting  place,  one  Thinidore  Wiseman^  (who  bad  been  an  agent 
of  the  Fre<Hlnien's  Bnreau,  and  had  been  dismissed,  as  affiant  is  informed^ 
by  the  head  of  the  bureau  for  the  State  for  malfeasance  in  office,)  who 
was  a  eorumissioner  on  the  part  of  the  committee  of  five  left  by  the 
convenlion  to  supervise  the  electicui,  and  who  was  also  a  candi<bitc 
for  tbe  legislatiue,  was  denounced  by  a  colored  man  by  the  name 
of  William  White  as  a  thief.  White  cbargetl  bim  with  having  col- 
lected some  money  for  a  colored  woman  of  his  kindred  and  wbicb  he 
refused  to  pay  over.  When  AVliitc*  pioelaiuHMl  his  grievance's,  others, 
whit<*  and  black,  joined  him  in  making  known  their  opinion  of  his  (Wise- 
man's) conduct  in  the  pn^mises.  Affiant  further  states  that  there  was  a 
squad  of  United  States  soldiers  preset,  on  duty;  that  nothing  but 
words  were  used,  and,  as  before  stated,  the  matter  was  wholly  pt^rsonai; 
and  affiant  does  not  believe  that  a  siTi<r1e  voter  was  \\  ithheld  from  any 
of  the  voting  places  he  attended  thrt)ugh  fears  or  threats,  or  that  one 
was  deposited  by  compulsion.   Affiant  further  states,  from  his  observa-

tions^  that  it  m  his  o]tiuiuii  hud  said  constitiuiuii  hwn  liunu'd  in  ntnct 
acooraance  with  the  reconstruction  actn,  and  had  embraced  the  scope  of 
liberality  towards  the  disfrancbised  wliich  those  acts  allowed,  the  same 
would  have  reefived  tho  npproval  of  n  hnp'  majority  of  t\w  votei's  of 
the  county,  white  as  \v«>ll  as  black.  Artiaiit  states  that  the  assemhliTip: 
of  the  couvcutiuu  under  ouid  reconstruction  acts,  and  the  formation  ot 
ft  constitution  in  accordance  with  their  provisions,  was  sincerely  and 
earnestly  advocated  by  10  out  of  13  lawyers  at  the  Hernando  box,  and 
that  out  of  said  10  were  ilisfrancliised  and  disabled  from  lioldinp: 
ofliee  under  said  acts.  Attiant  further  states  that  numbers  of  tlie  lead- 
ing' men,  merchants  and  farmers,  throughout  the  comity  sin('eivly  shared 
the  same  opinion.  But  affiant  states  that  when  the  constitution  framed 
by  said  convention  was  submitted,  its  ])rovi8ious  met  with  the  unquali* 
tied,  nuf -;|>(»keii  disai>pr«)val  of  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  voters, 
white  and  blsick,  of  tlic  ccmnfy.  Attiant  fjirther  states  that  the  party 
opposed  to  siiid  constitution  in  this  ct)unty  were  so  sanguine  of  its  over- 
throw that  they  seemed  to  think  that  their  only  danger  lay  in  hav- 
ing their  county  east  out  by  the  cry  of  fraud  and  threats  against  colored 
voters;  and  affiant  states  that,  so  far  from  coloivd  votei-s  being  deterred 
from  v()tiiig  by  threats  or  feai-,  tliat  he  heard  tminbers  of  the  leading 
citizens,  at  every  box  he  attended,  lirst  urge  colored  voters  to  vote 
against  the  constitution,  and  upon  tlieir  discovering  an  unwillingness  to 
vote,  he  heard  the  same  men  urge  them  to  vote  against  it,  if  they  felt  it 
their  duty  to  do  so,  and  assured  them  of  their  protection  in  so  doing.

Before  me,  A.  W.  Smith,  elerk  of  |>r<)l>ate  court  of  sai<l  roiintv.  came 
n.  II.  (.Mialiners,  to  nie  jKTsoiially  well  known,  who  being  by  nie  duly 
swoi'U,  de|>os4>d  and  stated,  that  iie  i.s  a  lawyer  by  profession;  has  lived 
frcNB  early  boyhood  in  the  State  of  MiasisBippi,  aud  for  the  last  seven  or 
eight  years  in  De  Soto  connty,  and  lia.s  ninee  he  attained  his  majority,  . 
always  taken  considerable  int«'rest  in  j)ublie  ati'airs;  that  he  was  an  otti 
cer  in  the  confederate  army,  and  at  one  titne  district  attorney  of  the  7th 
judicial  district  of  the  iStatc  of  Mississippi ;  that  wheu  the  reconstruction 
acts  were  enacted  by  the  Confess  of  the  United  States,  in.  the  spring  of 
1807,  he  earnestly  favored  tlieir  acceptance  by  the  people  of  Mississippi 
as  the  best  terms  they  were  lik(  ly  to  obtain,  ami  both  wrote  and  s])oke 
in  their  favor ;  that  he  made  scvi  ial  ])ublic  sjx'eehes  in  this  county  to 
large  audiences  of  whites  and  blacks,  urging  this  course;  that  wlien, 
however,  the  new  eonstitntion  was  framed  and  submitted  to  the  vote  of 
the  people  by  the  convention  which  assembled  at  Jackson,  he  o]>po8ed 
its  iiiloption,  and  labon  d  hard  to  secure  its  defeat,  and  i)artially  can 
vassed  his  own  ami  adjoining  counties  in  opjiosition  to  it;  that  he  based 
his  opjMisitiou  to  it  upon  its  proscriptive  provisions,  by  which,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  disabilities  imposed  by  Congress,  a  ver>'  large  majority  of  the 
whites  of  the  8tate  were  prevented  from  holding  any  otlice,  civil  or  mili- 
tary, and  all  save  those  who  had  been  loyal  to  the  United  States  were 
prevented  from  holding  any  ottiee  in  the  militia.  AfHant  states  further, 
that  it  was  these  features  in  the  constitution,  coupleil  with  the  prodigate 
waste  of  money  indulged  in  by  the  convention,  which  caused  tbe  defeat 
of  the  constitution.  A  very  large  number  of  respectable  and  influential 
whites  in  the  State  who,  like  alliaiit,  ii;id  favored  the  aece])tanee  of  the 
reconstruction  acts,  bitterly  <ienouneed  and  opposed  the  constitution, 
while  the  blat-ks,  in  large  numbers,  declared  that  they  wantc<l  no  dis- 
franchisements of  the  whites,  and  theretbre  joined  them  in  voting  it  down. 
Affiant's  course,  when  the  reconsti  ucti<m  acts  were  first  passed,  gave  liim 
considerable  influence  with  the  blacks,  and  he  made  many  speeches  to 
them,  and  he  thinks  canse^l  ntany  of  them  to  vot<'  against  the  <'onstitu 
tioii.  There  were  in  the  county  eight  or  ten  black  voters  who  had  for- 
merly belonged  to  affiant  and  his  family,  and  they,  without  exertion, 
voted  against  the  constitution,  coming  to  affiant  to  procure  tickets  for 
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that  purposes  Affiant  attended  the  election  at  the  two  largest  voting 
precinctM  in  tbe  county,  at  both  of  which  there  were  squadis  of  United 
^  Sta  tes  soldiers ;  that  ho  neither  saw  nor  heard  of  any  violence,  intimida- 
*  tion,  or  fraud,  towaifls  any  vot<»r:  tbnr  large  nun)l>er8  of  nejn*<>es  voted 
the  dt'inocratic  ti<*ket,  while  laauy  others  as  openly  voted  tlic  nidieal ; 
that  the  election  at  both  places  was  conducted  iairly,  honest l.y,  and 
remarkably  iieacefully,  there  being  no  drunkeunese,  rioting,  or  disturb- 
ance whatever;  and  he  uuecjuivoeally  asserts,  that  all  charges  of  violence, 
intimidation,  or  fraud,  so  far  as  the  two  boxeis  of  Senatobia  and  Ueman' 
do  are  concerned,  are  uncpudifiedly  false. 

In  conclusion,  aftiaut  gives  it  as  his  opinion,  that  if  a  constitution  had 
been  Bubmitted  giiaranteeini^  equal  rights  to  all,  with  disfranehisementB 
and  disabilities  for  none,  a  difibient  result  would  have  ensued.

I,  Alfred  F.  Cole,  was  born  in  Tennessee ;  have  been  a  citizen  of  this 
State  since  the  year  1835 ;  I  was  opposed  to  .secession,  and  a  Union  man 
throughout;  that  under  tlie  provisional  government  of  this  State  T  was 
;»p]M>iuted  hy  General  Ord,  in  the  year  isr»7,  one  of  the  registrars  of  Ui'ia 
eoiinty ;  that  1  st'rvi'd  until  the  registration  closed  j  that  he  was  apxM^iiited 
by  General  Gillem  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  election  in  Jnne  and  July 
last,  and  in  the  third  division  of  tlie  county,  to  wit:  Pleasant  Hill,  Key- 
nolds's  Store^  Ooekrun»\s  x  lioads,  and  Flewellin  x  Koads,  he  held  the 
election  with  his  colk*agues,  and  tlicnf  c  to  Hi'rnando,  the  place  of  ren- 
dezvous for  all  tlie  judges,  and  wht.  it*  tlu  y  all  were  and  held  tbe  election 
tiiere^it,  the  hirgest  precinct  in  the  county ;  that  during  said  election,  at 
either  precinct  be  was  at,  heard  of  no  intimidations,  threats,  or  coercion,  or 
violence  usetl,  on  the  i>art  of  the  whites  nor  on  the  i)art  of  the  colored  peo- 
ple; that  I'vtMy  inaii,  Idack  and  white,  vt)ted  as  he  pleased  ;  that  in  short, 
and  I  can  bettt'r  express  the  peace  and  harnitMiy  that  was  cxliiiulcd 
during  the  election  by  stating  in  brief,  that  i^nce  my  residence  (34  3  ears) 
I  served  as  a  judge  of  election  several  times,  and  the  election  in  June 
aiul  Jnly  last  was  the  nu)st  onlerly,  peaceful,  and  harnituiituis,  of  any 
«>hH*tiou  before  hehl  in  the  county  of  !>('  Soto.  The  vote  a'jainst  the  con- 
.stitutitui,  jis  he  undersiotKl  it  tiu  the  pait  of  the  colored  ixtjple,  was  gen- 
erally because  tbe  white  people,  those  whom  they  confided  in,  were 
opjwsed  to  it  on  various  grounds,  and  were  better  able  to  judge  then 
themselves,  and  the  whole  constitution  was  obnoxious  to  the  whites.

Dear  Siu  :  1  am  jnst  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  yonrs  of  the  2l8t  ultimo 
to  the  Hon.  John  D.  Freenmn,  of  Jackson,  Mississippi,  from  which  I  see 
you  recommend  the  ]K»li(  y  of  sending?  up  statements,  facts,  and  affidavits 
in  reijard  to  the  election  hehl  in  this  State  last  June,  upon  tlie  ratitiea- 
tiou  om^jectitui  of  the  constitution  framed  by  a  convention  eU'cted  and 
convened  under  the  provisions  of  the  recoustmctiou  or  military  bills. 
I  hurriexlly  send  you  a  certihcate,  signed  by  such  of  our  h'adinir  men  as 
T  see  about  tlie  villajre  this  evening:  and  als(»  a  certificate  si^^ned  V»y  one 
of  thejutiges  and  one  of  the  clerks  nf  said  eU'eti<ni,  both  of  whom  have 
moved  down  from  the  north  since  the  close  of  the  war,  and  one  of  whom 
WAA  a  federal  soldier  during  the  late  war,  I  will  try  and  see  all  the 
otlicers  of  the  election  in  this  e(Hinty80on,and  send  you  tlieir  certificates 
iH'tbre  the  investi^ration  is  concluded.  It  is  certainly  the  pr^J^-^^cst  mis 
representation  and  perversion  of  facts  ever  nnuh'  for  pail  it's  to  say  at 
this  late  hour  that  the  constitution  was  ratified,  anil  that  fnn'dmen  were 
forced  through  fear  and  intimidation  to  vote  against  the  constitution. 
In  many  sectionB  of  the  State  a  vety  large  majority  of  the  fteedmen 
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Toted  against  the  constitntioii,  made  pnblic  speeches  againat  it,  and  tried 
to  open  the  eyes  of  ninny  who  had  tormed  loyal  leagues,  and  had  been 

taujjfht  by  woi  tlilcss,  intriiiiiiiiu-,  onico  spekiij^j-  deniaj;oir"«'s  tlint  they 
would  be  !*e-«MisliivedilMiey  <li<l  not  vote  tor  tlie  constitution.  i\m\  mnuy 
such  abjsurtlitie.s  were  used  to  eontrol  tJieir  iutiueuce.  There  is  now  liar- 
mony  between  the  former  master  and  former  slave ;  the  little  aHperity  of 
feeling  engendered  at  the  sudden  emancipation  of  the  latter  has  di8a]>- 
p<-;ti<Ml.  hjmI  a  miitnal  interest,  and,  I  mij^bt  nrld.  a  niiitnal  want  and  desti- 
tutiiMi  oi  iimiiy  comforts  once  mutually  ( niovi'd,  liave  conspired  to  make 
thcni  mutual  friends ;  and  this  trrendshii'  and  unity  of  ftieliug  will  always 
exist,  not  merely  for  the  reason  just  assigned,  but  chiefly  because  they 
have  been  reared  up  together.  While  the  negi-o's  orediuity  for  awhile 
may  be  imposed  upon  by  false  representations  of  strangei*s,  yet  when  he 
wants  advice  or  is  involved  in  trouble,  be  goes  to  his  old  nui^ter  for  atl- 
vice  and  assistau(^ ;  and  we  can  assure  ,>  ()ii  we  feel  more  of  charity  than 
resentment  for  the  unfortunate  negroes,  very  few  of  whom  hare  skill 
and  management  sufficient  to  supply  their  commonest  want^.  If  the 
defeated  constitntion  was  n*snbmitte<l  it  would  in  my  opinifHi  he  defeated 
by  at  least  thn*e  times  the  numbers  that  <lefeated  it  last  .lune.  1  liave 
heard  no  freedmau  regret  having  Aoted  the  Against  ctmstitution'' 
ticket;  but  I  have  on  the  other  hand  heard  many  who  voted  for,  say 
that  if  it  were  l)e  voted  on  again  they  would  vote  against  the  consti- 
tution; and  for  (liis  reascjii  we  ]u*esume  the  '^committee  of  ftve"  would 
not  be  willing:  for  Congress  to  resubmit  it  to  a  vote.  This  report  of  tlie 
committee  ol  live  Una  provoked  the  severest  censuie  of  many  of  the 
leading  members  of  their  paity  iu'tbls  State,  who  denounce  their  action 
bitterly.  Every  precaution  was  taken  by  the  commanding  general  to 
have  a  fair  electi<ui;  and  it  was  belrl  from  day  to  day  in  some  coiiiiti*»s 
from  iy  to  10  days  in  order  that  a  tnll  exi)i  ession  of  the  voice  of  the  peo- 
ple might  be  luwl ;  and  the  general  was  particular  to  see  that  none  acted 
as  officers  of  the  election  who  were  not  loyal  in  tbe  stirictest  sense — none 
but  thos(»  who  could  take  the  test  oath  as  prescribed  by  Congress.  This  ' 
rejmrt  of  the  e(»in?Mittee  of  live  is  regarded  by  all  iHT'-ons  of  b(>th  par- 
ties, who  are  candid  and  disinterested,  as  a  libel  on  the  State,  and  an  uu- 
wairauted  rerie<  tion  against  the  commanding  general  and  the  officers  of 
the  election,  who  were  selected  for  their  loyalty,  competency,  and  fidelity 
to  the  government.  The  affidavits  of  some  freedmen  have  been  taken 
and  sent  herewith.  I  will  send  you  further  tacts  and  affidavits  soon  in 
more  detail. 

Trusting  you  all  will  be  able  to  secure  us  a  lair  and  et|uitable  State

On  the  27th  we  eame  to  Oxford  precinct  Here  the  oolored  people 
Tfere  not  64)  much  intimidated  as  heretofore;  but  at  this  place  there  has 
hopu  a  vast  deal  of  decei)tiou  used,  by  telliii<r  them  (the  colored  x)eo])le) 
tliat  we  know  what  you  want  the  right  to  vote  hereafter  for,  an<l  that  the 
defeat  of  the  constitution  would  not  debar  them  from  voting  and  liolding 
office.  Now,  said  they,  we  say  yoa  shall  not^  and  yon  shall  have  school^ 
and  yon  shall  lia\  every  privilege  that  a  white  man  has.  What  more  do 
you  want?  ^^  hiskey  and  niDiioy  went  freely  on  tlmt  dny.  I  suppose 
every  black  man  who  voted  the  democ  ratic  ticket  <r<)ta  drink  of  whiskey 
or  something  else.  1  have  not  seen  but  live  or  six  that  voted  the  demo- 
cratio  ticket  on  this  day,  bat  what  say  they  voted  against  their  will. 
There  were  five  or  six  of  our  colored  republicans  went  back  to  their 
ancestors,  whcTi  they  registen-d,  for  a  name.  Having  registered  under 
their  fon  tatlici  s'  names,  when  they  c^ime  to  vote  they  called  themselves 
by  their  late  masters'  names.  {Some  of  Uiem,  aft^r  liaviug  done  that  at 
other  precincts,  then  came  to  Oxford  and  offered  to  vote.  They  were 
arrestexl  and  put  under  guard  until  the  jmlls  closed  for  the  day.  This  had 
a  good  dral  to  do  wirli  tin  (  lection  at  this  pliu  c.  It  was  rumored  all  over 
town  that  there  were  some  colored  men  that  had  been  arrested  by  the 
military  for  voting  the  radical  ticket,  and  there  were  not  many  radical 
tickets  voted  after  this  rumor  got  out.  These  men  were  all  released  at 
7  o^'lock  p.  m.,  June  27.  I  said  in  my  former  report  that  I  believed  that 
all  but  niic  (»t  tlif  if'gistiars  were  opposed  to  the  ado])tion  of  the  consti- 
tution, and  some  of  them  1  thonglit  were  doing  all  they  could  to  defeat 
it  (the  constitution.)  That  was,  where  any  influence  at  all  was  used  by 
them  it  was  against  the  constitution. 

The  two  white  men  that  were  appointed  commissioners  of  election,  in 
order  to  save  tlieniscves  from  being  de[M>sed  and  made  unpopular,  turned 
their  <'<mnnissions  over  to  ine,  and  I  gave  them  to  two  colored  men,  who 
discharged  their  duties  at  all  plaees.  One  of  them  who  went  out  in  the 
easteru  district,  and  another  man  that  was  wiUi  him,  were  fired  on  by  a 
baud  of  rutlians,  at  which  time  they  lost  their  hors4>s,  bridles,  and  sad- 
dles. We  have  been  successful  in  getting  one  of  the  horses;  the  (  titer 
we  have  not  heard  from  yet.  The  horses  belonged  to  a  colored  man,  and 
he  is  not  able  t<i  lose  one  «>f  them.  In  two  ot  the  places  we  had  no  one 
to  act  for  ns ;  three  votes  are  all  that  I  heard  of  being  cast  in  that  dis- 
trict, until  the  ])olls  were  opeued  at  Oxford.  The  western  district  did 
well  under  the  cin'um stances.  These  men  can't  write,  and  I  have  to  do 
their  writing  for  them. 

Two  of  the  regisiiars,  Mr.  Cook  and  Mr.  Hall,  1  hope  will  not  have  to 
register  tor  me  or  my  peojde  any  more.   I  thought  that  I  would  send 
this,  and  if  you  can  make  use  of  it  I  hope  yon  will.   We  have  a  great 
desire  to  Iiear  tliat  tlie  constitutitm  is  ratified. 
Very  imperfectly,  but  friendly,

1>BAB  Friend  Mb.  Wieb:  I  embrace  the  present  opportunity  of 

writing  to  you,  hoping  that  things  are  goin^^  to  our  advantage.  I  am 
still  hopeful  that  our  party  will  trinmph.  The  democrats  were  jubilant 
licH'  on  the  lOth  ;  they  had  a  dinner  for  the  denKwrnti*'  colored  voters 
and  ail  good  cou.si'i  vative^.  I  have  been  told  by  reliable  men  that  sev- 
eral gitives  have  been  oi)eued  for  radicals  that  would  not  repent  for 
having  voted  the  republican  ti<;ket,  and  they  believed  that  tin  y  could 
Hot  rscMpe  those  open  LnMV(\s  that  were  destined  for  all  radicals  that 
would  not  re])ent  for  votiu-  flic  rejiublican  ticket.  I  send  you  a  nc^io 
democratic  star,  that  vva«  made  to  distin^iuish  the  democrats  from  the 
radicalM;  many  of  the  people  were  driven  or  ordered  away  if  they  would 
not  put  on  the  star.  One  man  told  me  that  he  was  knocked  out  of  his 
element  with  a  hrickb  it  because  he  did  not  li:n  c  a  democrsitic  suir; 
it  was  down  on  the  street  in  Oxford.  No  man  dctcnded  him,  because  he 
was  a  rati.  The  republicans  have  no  protection  whenever  it  C4iu  be 
helped.  If  a  man  will  wear  a  demoeratic  star  here  he  can  do  just  as  he 
pleUvses,  and  imposes  <m  the  radical  .  umI  they  are  not  protected  by  the 
civil  authorities.  My  congn'r,Mtion  has  been  molested  several  times  by 
the  democrats,  and  no  one  has  ever  been  aiTcsted  for  so  doinjx.  Some 
white  men  some  time  ago  came  to  the  church,  cursed  jne,  (pastor.;  made 
mock  of  our  singing,  and  talked  of  shooting  in  the  crowd,  and  no  arrest 
was  made.  A  colored  democrat  (tame  since  the  election,  cursed  a  man, 
and  tried  to  pull  him  out  of  thf»  church  t*)  ti^^ht  and  break  ui>  the  meet- 
ing; he  is  a  democrat.  On  the  10th  of  this  month,  while  I  was  address- 
ing an  aiulieuce,  thei*e  came  two  white  men  up  to  the  churcli  with  their 
horses^  heads  almost  in  the  church  door,  and  called  me  a  d — ^n  radical 
son  of  a  bitt'h.  to  stop  my  speaking,  and  greatly  disturbed  the  people ; 
and  had  Mr.  Slate,  a  ma?i  tlmt  \v;is  appointed  i>o1iccni:i?5,  who  was  pre- 
sent and  wt'iit  out  and  told  llwin  that  liiis  (■hurcli  iMno^iMl  to  the  freed- 
men — had  it  not  been  for  that,  1  think  there  would  liave  been  ti*ouble : 
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bnt  tbej  went  off,  for  we  did  not  intend  to  tolerate  snch  imposition  any 

loiifjcr.  Mr.  Cook,  mayor  ol'  ihv  town  of  Oxford,  and  registrar  or  com- 
inissioner  of  (»I(  <  tioii,  and  one  tliat  is  mighty  mad  at  me  for  reporting 
bim  to  the  comuiiitA  e  of  five ;  lie  was,  on  the  day  of  election,  begging 
men  that  had  voted  the  reimblieau  ticket  to  say  that  they  were  sorry 
for  having  voted  the  republican  ticket.  They  made  the  colored  people 
believe  that  they  were  oidy  spared  to  give  thera  a  chance  to  reiieut— 
cons('(]ueiitly  many  of  them  pnt  on  the  star,  for  they  said  that  they  must 
put  it  on  so  that  they  might  L>e  known  fn>ni  the  restof  the  uegroea — and 
then  bragged  over  having  converted  the  rads.

Str  :  You  requested  me  to  make  n  tnrns  of  the  election  as  soon  as 
cf)iiipl<'t»  (I  in  this  county.  Now  the  election  is  over,  and  now  I  shall 
give  the  facts  as  nigh  as  I  can.  On  the  :il8t  of  .June  I  went  trom 
Oxford  to  Bpring  Dale  with  the  registrars  to  begin  with  them,  so  that  I 
could  give  all  of  therepublic^ans  afairchance  by  pressing  the  re]mblican 
ticket  ill  tln'ir  hands.  On  Sunday  iu'j;ht  thiTo  was  a>  band  (tf  icl^el  cut- 
throats \\lio  nnide  an  assault  <mi  tin  liousi"  tliat  they  supposed  nie  to  be 
in,  and  iired  on  u  man  that  was  making  his  escape,  but  missing  hini. 
Myself  l>eing  aware  of  snch  an  attack,  I  staid  out  doors }  in  this  way  I 
believe  that  I  preserved  my  life.  At  S])ring  Dale,  on  the  25Jd  of  June,  at 
S  oVl(r(  k  the  jjolls  were  opened  and  the  or<lers  \v»m  <'  i*^ad  and  voting 
coinniericed.  I  was  ottered  nmny  insults,  but  I  would  not  get  insulted 
nor  retaliate.  At  this  place  1  believe  there  was  about  150  votes  cast 
agtiinst  the  eonstitntioti,  and  none  for  it.  Several  men  came  to  this 
place  with  hope  of  voting  for  the  constitution,  but  they  declared  that 
^\  (•^»  afraid  of  Ku-Klux,  and  with  other  punishment  that  they  had 
been  tlncjitened  with.  Anotlicr  thing  that  made  the  colored  people  afraid 
was  ta  king  the  names  of  all  that  voted — w  liet  her  they  voted  the  republican 
ticket  and  if  they  voted  the  democratic  ticket.  The  impression  was  that 
they  who  voted  the  democratic  ticket  should  have  high  wages,  and 
those  who  voted  the  radical  ticket  should  have  none.  The  impression 
was  that  all  of  the  radical  negr(K»s  would  be  turned  out  of  employuicnt 
and  driven  out  of  the  country.  It  was  told  them  ^the  cohired  people) 
everywhere  that  they  were  making  the  white  man  tlieir  deadly  enemy, 
ttiul  that  would  bring  about  bhK>dshed,  for  they  would  not  stand  it. 

Taylor")!  dvp  tt. — I  nowcnmc  to  Taylor's  <l('iM)t,  where  I  gaveoutabout 
75  repnbli(';in  tickets,  but  there  were  but  *2()  of  those  tickets  voted,  bcrause 
the  wiiite  people  bei  ainc  so  inllituu  d  at  them  and  said  you  are  making 
Die  yonr  deadly  enemy  by  voting  the  radical  ticket.  At  this  place 
many  very  si'vere  threats  were  mad(»,  namely  :  "  You  shall  not  work  my 
lands;  yon  shall  not  live  in  my  cabins;  you  shall  not  have  any  employ- 
ment;'' while  the  doctor  ssiiid  You  6h;Ut  not  have  another  drop  of  my 
medicine.^ 

A^ntl  pneinet, — At  this  place  I  arrived  about  10  o'clock  on  the  24th, 

having  walked  about  12  miles;  when  hem  at  this  place  and  even  at  this 
lat«'  lioMr  t!H'  colonel  pcojilc  had  not  yet  voted  :  and  Ihtc  1  irnve  out 
about  SO  tickets,  and  tin  \  wtMc  over  persua<led  and  failed  to  vote,  all  but 
about  15.  The  white  ]K'oplt;  here  trtjuted  uu?  very  kindly.  At  this  place 
I  did  not  hear  any  threats  at  all,  but  everything  was  quiet  and  every- 
body sei  lued  to  be  peaceable,  and  I  heard  white  eitizens  speak  out  pub- 
li(;ly  and  say,  vote  for  who  3'ou  please. 
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Hulls  previiu  t,  January  25. — At  this  [ilaee  I  wan  tieated  very  kiucUy 
by  tbe  white  men  as  well  hb  the  blacks.  Here,  ae  at  all  iither  plaees.  I 
found  the  white  men  to  be  v('ry  Klncwd,  and  ^tiHany  voten  from  tne 

coloml  ]>e<ifple  with  swcrt  tulk  -.wkI  t\\]-<('  |>r<m»iso>;.  mtmI  niadp  others 
ashamed  by  sayinj^,  "  Yoii  mnkv  uw  or  usyourtU'adiy  ciit  inH's,  aiui  it'you 
do  uot  vote  lor  us  ple^^  doii't  vote  agauist  us."  Here  1  j'ave  out  about 
100  ticket«r-Hit  leant  75  or  80  was  vot^  Kverjthuig  went  off  well.

Sih:  You  desired  me  to  make  n*j)ort  of  returim  of  the  elections;  we 
have  had  one  day^s  election  and  I  am  already  satislied  that  it  is  a  failui-e 
on  our  part.  I  have  attended  to-day,  but  the  rest  of  the  commissioners 
liave  been  driven  fron>  their  work. 

The  people  an'  heinj;  deterred  at  all  the  jwlls  by  threats  of  the  Ku-Klux 
and  by  beinj?  turned  out  of  enijiloyment ;  nmny  of  them  go  with  the 
hope  of  voting,  but  when  they  get  there  they  ai*e  deterred.  Some  say 
that  yon  shall  not  work  my  land ;  others  say  that  you  shall  not  eat  my 
breatl ;  and  doctors  say  at  every  poll  you  shall  not  have  a  dose  of  my  me<li- 
eine;  and  others  say  that  y<m  shall  not  eome  on  my  place  although 
your  wife  is  there.  Iteally,  it  is  made  a  crime,  puuishable  in  all  ol  these 
ways,  if  they  vote  the  republican  ticket  Sir^  the^e  is  not  one  of  the 
registrara  in  this  county  but  what  is  opposed  to  reconstruction,  and  I 
believe  some  of  them  are^loing  all  thatthey  can  to  defeat  the  cMmstitution  ; 
some  of  t\umi  arc  refusing  to  r<M'eive  votes  from  men  that  havecAime  from 
other  portions  of  the  State,  .although  they  have  been  in  the  county  six 
months*,  1  have  had  to  call  his  attention  to  tliat  thing.  When  they  come 
to  tiie  polls  they  are  accosted  by  some  white  man,  and  when  he  or  they 
cannot  cause  them  to  vote  their  ticket  they  try  to  drive  them  away 
from  the  polls  without  voting  the  radical  ticket. 

On  Sunday  night  last  at  Spring  Dale,  Just  above  Water  valley,  as  I 
had  gone  there  to  be  with  the  other  registrars  as  commissioner  of  elec- 
tions, tbe  house  that  I  should  have  stayed  in,  but  being  a  little  too  sensi^ 
ble  to  do  so,  was  assaidtt-d  by  a  gang  of  cut  throats ;  but  1  took  my 
refn;j;e  out  doors.  One  of  the  men  in  the  liouse  in  trying  to  escape 
was  tired  on  by  theui.  The  coloi^  ^jeople  dare  not  come  to  thex>olls  iu 
some  of  the  precincts. 

The  white  men  that  ae(;opted  their  commissions  were  intimidated 
by  th«»  threats  of  other  white  men  and  turned  their  commissions  over  to 
me^  and  I  p:.tve  them  to  two  colored  men,  and  yest<»rd}iy  they  were  fired 
into  by  a  setot  ruflians,  their  horf>es  were  captured,  but  the  men  esi'ape<l 
uidiurt.  The  white  men  took  their  tickets  and  tore  them  to  i)iece8 — yan. 
100  of  them.  I  may  well  say  that  this  election  is  a  failure,  yet  I  shall 
keep  at  work  all  the  time.  I  i*eceived  a  telegram  to-day  from  Major 
Power,  that  he  would  send  down  12  unri  this  evening;  the  mis 
chief  was  done  about  six  miles  from  town.  Tlu  re  has  been  several  men 
shot  at  since  the  election  began.  The  only  chance  to  have  this  thing 
iiiirly  done  is  to  have  troops  with  arms,  and  let  the  whites  vote  one  day 
and  the  blacks  the  next  We  will  have  to  have  it  over  again.

I  am  sorry  to 
say  that  the  circumstances  have  been  such  I  cannot  make  l  eturns  in 
the  proper  manner;  but  I  will  do  the  best  that  I  can,  hoping  that  you 
account  for  the  rest.  The  white  men  bai  ked  out  that  were  s{>pointed 
as  conninssioners  of  elet;tion,  and  I  turned  them  over  to  some  colore^l 
men,  that  discharged  their  duly  gallantly;  one  of  them  lost  his  horse, 
bridle,  and  saddle,  and  it  has  not  yet  been  found.  I  think  it  will  be  a 
clear  loss  to  that  commissioner,  as  he  hired  the  horse,  bridle,  and  saddle. 

In  that  district  two  of  the  leaders  had  not  a  radictd  ticket;  that  was 
l^uiu  au's  disti  let,  on  the  east  side  of  Oxford.

You  can  send  our  oompensatiou  just  as  you  choose.  We  have  lost  a 
great  deal  in  this  election.

We,  the  undersigned,  colored  citizens  of  T  afayctte  county,  Mississippi, 
do  hereby  solemnly  declare  that  the  election  in  saitl  ccmnty  commencing 
on  the22d  of  June  and  ending  on  the  29th  of  June,  1808,  upon  the  que.s- 
tion  of  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  the  constitution,  and  for  State  offi* 
eers,  wa.s  fairly  and  legally  conducted  in  all  respects;  that  all  citizens, 
irresi>eetive  of  race  or  color,  were  allowed  and  treely  exercised  the  right 
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of  votinfT  wliatcvt  r  ticket  they  preferred ;  that  no  one  was  Kept  from 
voting;  tliut  no  lorce  or  violence  was  used  or  threatened;  that  a  large 
)>roi>(»r(ion  of  our  race  voted  aguinst  the  conntitntion,  and  they  did  it 
freely  and  voluntarily.

saw  him  in  tiie  .scuts  with  colored  men  talking  with  them  separately, 
causinji^  them  to  i)romi8e  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket*  After  this  I 
learned  a  paper  was  circulated  for  them  to  sign,  in  which  they  i)romised 
to  vote  the  democratic  ticket,  and  abont  100  mimes  were  received.  The 
colore<l  n«en  were  induced  to  do  this  by  threats  of  bein^  discharj^ed,  their 
supplies  iH'ing  stop[MMl,  and  nnuiy  were  made  drunk  before  this  could  be 
done^  Supplies  have  already  been  stopiMHl  &om  those  who  woulil  not 
promise  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket.  Om*  nian  informs  me  his  horse 
and  watron,  valued  at  •*l""i",  is  to  be  sold  to  s;!tisfy  an  affaclmieiit  for 
on  Satur<ia,\  next,  if  not  paid  beibrc:  he  has  o\\  in«4  iiuii  .*«HH)and  over 
fnmi  white  menj  none  will  pay  him,  iiov  will  the  sale  be  stoppe«l  unless 
he  votes  democratic;  but  he  is  trne  steel  and  no  signs  of  backdown.

Neitlier 
of  the  coiumiissioner.s  luive  arriveil  liere  yet;  have  not  jsceu  Myers  or 
Brinson,  but  am  informed  that  they  are  at  work.  I  have  colored  men  to 
goont  to  th«'  other  preeinets  if  ii^vnns  or  do  not  eonie  before  I  • 

leave.  The  clrciioii  will  be  held  here  on  Tlmrsdny  and  Friday.  Xot  nrn- 
missioner  yet,  I  p.  ni.,  and  1  have  to  walk;  the  stal)le  keeper  h:\<  t  iili d 
to  supply  nie — all  of  his  horses  went  out  yesterday  and  have  not  reiurned. 
I  had  one  engaged  at  noon  yesterday;  don't  know  as  it  is  intentional.

Gentlkhen:  We,  the  undersigned  commissioners  of  election  appointed 
by  your  honorable  body,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

At  this  plaee  on  Saturday,  June  L'(»,  I  found  the  registrars  appointe<l 
by  (leneral  Gillem,  informed  tliein  ul  my  business,  showing  the  president 
ot  the  board  my  instructions.  He  refused  to  recognize  me,  saying  we 
were  not  known  in  any  of  General  GiDem's  ordm. 

Expecting  the  other  commissioners  over  by  Sunday  morning  according 
to  previous  agreement,  1  tri<'«1  to  iiiaile  arnmgenjents  for  them  to  travel 
witli  tlie  registrars;  tindinir  this  impossible,  on  tlie  I'eeonimendation  of  a. 
registrar  I  engaged  a  horse  lor  each  trom  the  ii\ery  stiible,  that  every- 
thing might  ready  to  leave  for  the  precincts  (where  the  election  was 
to  be  held  on  ;>ronday)  on  Sunday  evening,  so  that  we  could  be  on  the 
gi-ouinls  before  the  i)olls  were  opene<l.  Mr»  13.  T.  Kvans  iidbrmed  me  he 
would  be  in  early  iSunday  morning.  Mr.  ])romised  to  be  in  Satur- 
day aItern*)on.  1  made  several  nnsuccesslul  attempts  to  get  word  to  or 
Hud  the  candidates  for  the  legislature  on  the  ratification  ticket. 
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Simdjiy,  about  JOa.  ni.,  tlic  stiil)le-ke<'])t'r  iiifonncd  iiic  lif  had  iiohorsc8 
in,  and  at  li  p.  iii.  they  had  in>t  returned;  iit-ither  of  tlie  other  couuuU* 
sioners  had  come.  I  had  made  every  exertion  to  obtain  eouveyance  to 
Steue's  creek  and  fouud  it  iinpoi^eible.  I  then  started  on  foot;  the  dis- 
tance WM!^  15  to  20  miles.  Pre\  ions  to  tin's,  liowev<'r,  I  made  arrniv-:*'- 
nients  \\  itii  trerdincn  t<>  Imve  ratilicatiou  tickets  ciriicd  to  Pelaliatchie 
depot  and  Jiiake  8  ithurch.  I  verbally  apponited  Beverly  I'attei-sou  and 
liuiac  Myers  commissionerB  of  election  ^^ad  interimJ*  and  instructed 
them  in  their  duties  as  "well  as  possible.  I  was  unable  to  learn  of  any 
white  man  who  was  a  republican  and  I  could  trust  to  perform  the  busi- 
ness. 

About  10  a*  m.,  Sunday^  while  absent  troui  iny  room  at  the  hotel  10 
minutes,  a  letter  was  put  under  my  door  purporting. to  be  fiwm  the  Ka> 
Klux  Klau;  a  copy  of  which  was  forwarded  to  your  honorable  body^  and 

which  1  now  enclose,  marked  A. 

After  leavinpr  Brandon,  tw<»  fVccdinen  aeeompanied  nie  to  show  the 
way  to  Mr.  Sutton's,  a  gentleman  wlio  had  been  recommended  by  the 
convention  to  Oougiess  to  have  his  disabilities  lemoyed.  He  had  been 
i-econnnended  to  me  as  th<'  (»nly  true  Union  white  nmn  in  the  county;  he 
is  uTily  ;i  rnion  ninn  to  suit  his  own  convenience;  I  tried  to  obtain  a  horse 
from  iiiui,  1h>  having  si'veral;  I  fonfid  it  impossible,  and  was  treated 
coldly  alter  informing  him  of  my  business. 

I  walked  on  to  Stene^  creek,  a  colored  man  showing  me  the  w  ay ;  after 
dark  three  accompanied  me,  having  one  gun  and  pistol,  and  showing 
the  nenrcst  way  arross  fiflds  and  thnmgh  the  W(km1s  by  ])ntlis,  travel- 
ling but  little  by  the  lii-liway ;  I  arrivetl  about  mi<liii;;lit.  Monday 
morning  i  was  at  the  polls  before  they  were  o[K'ned,  and  saw  the  box 
before  beinir  dosed.  I  asked  the  registrar,  Mr.  B.  M.  IX  Masou,  to  allow 
me  to  sit  in  the  building,  (a  large  school-house — ^the  ballot-box  was  at 
the  door  and  the  oflBeers  of  election  sat  across  the  entrance  0  he  refused, 
K:tyitii;  it  was  against  General  Gillem\s  orders  to  allow  any  person  in  the 
buililing  but  the  officers  of  election.  At  the  8;une  time  I  saw  a  >oung 
man  inside  who  was  afterwards  taking  the  names  of  electors  and  mark- 
ing them  D  or  R,  for  democrat  or  republican,  as  they  vot«'<l.  After  this 
time  oiuc  I  counted  11  men  aiul  boys  in  the  room  besides  orticei-s  of 
election:  at  another  time  I  saw  14  and  saw  uictj  sittiu'r  tlii'  desks 
behind  otheersot  election,  looking  over  tliem  toward  the  dt>or;  men  and 
hoys  were  getting  in  and  out  of  the  building  windows  all  day  until  I 
left  at     p,  in. 

K.  liarksdale,  of  Jackson,  and  J.  L.  McCaskell,  of  Brandon,  made 
speeches  at  Stene's  creek,  and  tol<l  the  freedmen  if  they  voted  for  X\n\ 
constitution  they  voted  against  their  only  friends — the. southern  wiule 
men;  they  (the  freedmen)  would  be  obliged  to  leave  the  eonnty  and 
Btate;  no  one  would  have  them  on  their  place  if  tlu'y  voted  against 
their  ein])loy«'rs'  interest;  their  names  would  be  jmblished  in  the  ])aiM'rs 
of  the  fState,  (4lem<H'ratie tluMi  they  would  have  to  go  north  to  their 
Yankee  friends  to  take  care  of  them;  every  plauler  would  keep  these 
inijiers  on  file  for  reference,  when  he  hired  any  haiuls,  to  see  how  fhey 
voted. 

T  made  no  speech,  nor  did  I  enter  into  any  jiolitical  diseussion,  but 
was  tiented  in  the  most  insnltiiig  and  abusive  manner  by  the  sjH'akers 
and  others  J  every  vile  epithet  was  heaped  upon  me  that  they  could  for 
the  ]mrj)08eof  intimidating  the  freedmen.  I  made  no  reply.  John  G. 
}>rinson,  rcpubli(*an  candidate  for  tlie  legislature,  was  wituess  to  this; 
and  nianv  others  can  be  |»r«Mluced  if  nec«led. 

Jerry  bteiu  (colored)  voted  a  ticket  from  which  the  word    for"  was 
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torn  (Hit  nm\  "a^jainst*  writti'ii  over  with  pencil.  A  man  Tinnipd  IToI 
liii<rswonli  tried  to{;:<'t  a  negro  to  v<>t<'  a  (U  iMocratie  tieket  at  tlie  bottom 
of  which  was  writtiiu  the  names  of  Uyrus  Myers  and  John  Briu.son^  the 
•  O.  of  BriiiBou's  name  wa«  omitted ;  this  was  bis  middle  name;  Bnnson 
'  aaw  it.  A  white  man  was  trying  to  get  a  nei^ro  to  vote  a  democratic 
ticket  at  the  bottom  of  wliii  li  was  written  with  peneil  only  ^Fycrs  and 
Biinsoti,  their  firsf  names  being  omitted,  and  th<'  naines  of  (he  demoeratie 
nominees  for  the  saine  ollice,  L  members  of  the  le^jislatiire,  were  not 
erased  or  crossed  ont 

After  leaving  the  ]H)11s  I  returned  to  Mr.  Sutton*8  and  refjuested  per- 
mission to  remain  with  him  that  night;  at  first  he  assented,  then  left  the 
r(K)m,  and  iniineib'ati  ly  returned  with  a  Mr.  l?obinson,  and  .said  tiuit 
there  wiis  mneli  prejudice  existing  against  him  for  what  he  hail  done, 
and  that  liis  ])roperty  would  be  in  danger  if  he  allowed  me  to  remain; 
he  also  said  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  prejudice  against  me  because 
I  was  eomniissioner  of  election  from  the  convention.  They  said  they 
were  o]}posed  to  the  measures  !)eii?«j  n.sed  by  the  republican  party;  that 
tliere  were  pjuties  at  his  place  hunting  for  me  last  night  after  I  left;  also 
that  the  wirite  ])eople  of  the  county  were  much  prejudiced  and  opposed 
to  northern  men  coming  there,  for  the  business  they  supposed  me  to  be 
on,  viz.,  to  intlnenee  the  vote  of  freednien  against  them;  and  said  that 
tills  pr»-jndice  was  not  witlumt  reasi^n.  His  l)eing  pardoned  or  enfran- 
chiseil  would  be  no  siitisiaction  for  the  trouble  my  remaiuing  there  that 
night  might  cause  him. 

1  was  advised  to  go  to  a  house  a  half  mile  away,  in  a  secbnled  jdaee 
in  the  woods;  this  was  after  dark;  feeling  that  all  might  not  be  right  1 
walked  away  i!i  tliat  directiim,  but  was  mon  met  by  a  neyro  \vh(»  showed 
me  a  siile  place,  and  four  of  them  came  with  guns,  two  double- barrelled, 
to  protect  me. 

Tuesday  morning  I  came  back  to  Brandon  $  being  very  lame  and  foot- 
sore, I  was  uiudde  to  pnKreed  to  the  next  precinct,  wliich  was  from  to 
LT)  nules  distant,  so  I  decided  to  remain  :tt  Brandcm  until  Tliursday,  then 
the  election  wtnild  conunence  here.  Tlie  people  were  very  much  excited, 
and  from  every  apiwaranee  I  saw,  as  I  had  since  Satiinlay,  that  unless 
troops  wei-e  present  there  would  be  serious  disturbance.  By  the  train 
from  Jackson  on  Wednevsday  troops  anived  comnninded  by  Brigadier 
General  J.  B.  Callis,  cai>tain  4r)th  T^nited  States  infantry. 

On  Wednesday  ni;^iil  tiicre  was  a  torchlight  i)roce^ion,  after  which 
there  was  sijeaking  by  General  Lowry  and  others,  at  which  time  Gen- 
eral Gallis  informs  me  the  most  insulting  and  abusive  epithets  were  used 
about  myself,  and  candidates  on  the  republican  ticket;  this  excitement 
increa.sed  until  2  a.  m.,  whm  tliere  were  cries  ti'om  the  crowd  alx)ut 
me  of  bring  him  out,''  "hang  huu,**  "lynch  liimj''  at  this  time  General 
Callis  went  out  and  broke  up  the  meeting. 

Buriug  Thursday  and  Friday  threats  were  made  and  intimidations 
continually  used  to  induce  freednjcn  to  vote  against  the  cimstitution 
even  if  they  voted  the  balance  of  the  republican  ticket.  The  mo.«it 
insulting  and  abusive  threats,  taunts,  and  epithets  were  useii  to  me  on 
both  days;  General  Callis  8topi)ed  the  so  called  General  Jjowry  at  one 
'  time. 

Several  instances  of  threats  and  intinudaticm  are  mentioned;  and 
ryriis  Myers,  I.saac  Myers,  and  Beverly  Patterson  infornu'd  m<'  that 
luauy  of  a  similar  nature  were  nuule  at  Pelahatchie  depot,  l^annin, 
Drakes'  churc-h,  and  Shiloh  church,  at  which  places  they  were.  I  am 
Informed  that  no  person  was  present  with  ratilftcation  tickets  at  Cato  or 
Antioch  church ;  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  send  any  there. 
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•  At  oTie  box  on  Friday  a  iieprro  named  Doctor  Phillips  went  np  with  a 

ratilication  ticket,  ami  J.  H.  WbiMicld  eallecl  lum  inside,  took  the  ticket 
and  marked  out  evny  luuno  exe<'j)t  those  of  Myers  and  Jirinson,  and 
erased  *'For"  and  wrote  Against'*  instead  tliereof,  and  I  lieaid  hi^_ 
afterwards  acknowledge  it. 

Sam  Cooper,  who  lives  with  ^Ir.  Wilson,  is  a  witness  to  threats  and 
intimiihition  used.  Also  Sandy  Berry  at  David  Thonms's,  and  Sam  Lewis 
at  ThoniuK  Jolni^on's.    Anthony  Henry  was  threatened  thnt  if  he  voted 
•    the  radical  tit  kt  t  he  si   uld  not  live  on  the  Kankin  side  of  Pearl  river.

One  demoemtic  ticket  with  all  names  crossed  out,  and  the  rei)ublican 
candidates  for  <i*n frnor,  lieutenant  ^'overnor,  auditor,  attorney  genend, 
senators,  and  members  of  the  house,  written  on  it,  (the  latter  names 
only  of  each  person  with  pencil.) 

One  democratic  ticket  with  Myers's  and  Brinson's  names  on,  and 
liebers,  one  of  the  democratic  nominees  for  the  lionsr*,  not  erased. 

One  d('iiio(  ratic  ticket  with  Ibjoker'sname  for  attorney  general  erased. 

One  blank  rcpulilican  ticket. 

Ten  voted  against  the  constitution  on  republican  tickets. 

At  b4)x  of  iirst  district  (\vrus  Myers,  republican  nominee  for  legisla- 
ture, receiv«Ml  C>{)  votes  on  dcuiocratic  tickets. 

Jolni  r.  iJiinson,  another  re  publican  nominee  for  legislature,  received 
41  Vi)U  s  on  democratic  tickets. 

One  democratic  ticket  voted  on  certificate  of  lost  registration  paper, « 

Three  v(>ted  republican  ticket  from  other  counties. 

Thirt,\  lour  voted  (Icuiocratic  ticket  from  other  connties. 

At  tliird  distriet  1ki\,  voted  froTu  out  of  the  comity.  Two  were 
republican  tickets,  an<l  ■{'■i  d<*niocratic  tickets. 

At  second  district  box,  39  voted  on  certificates— 5  republican  tickets,  and 
34  democratic  tickets. 
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Tlieiv  are  2,4!)3  registered  voters  m  tiie  coiuity — 129  white  iiiiyority 
449  registered  who  did  not  vote. 

A  large  nnmber  of  freednuai  t4»l(l  me  that  they  did  not  vote,  as  they 
could  not  vote  the  tifkt't  they  desired,  owinjj  to  the  threats  made  to 
tli'-m.  and  the  iiitiniidiitioii  used.  Mauy,  for  this  reason,  did  not  emue 
to  ilie  i>oll&.  I  was  iiilormed  that  some  were  uot  allowed  to  come,  piu- 
tie8  knowing  that  if  they  did  come  they  would  vote  the  republican  or 
ratiflcatiott  ticket.

Affiant  then  stated  to  Jones 
how  be  had  voted  against  the  constitution,  when  Jones  said  it  was  all 
right,  that  was  just  as  lie  Imd  done. 

Affiant  further  stiites  that  he  makes  these  statements  voluntarily, and 
of  his  own  tree  will  and  accord.

Affiants  state  that  they  {ue  firndy  of  the  belief  tlmt  the  election  at 
said  precinct  Wius  very  unfair;  tliat  colored  men  had  no  chance  to  vote 
as  tbcy  wished,  and  tliat  they  were  deluded  into  the  belief  tliat  if  they 
voteil  for  Brinson  and  JSlyers,  the  ivpubiican  candidates,  and  against 
the  constitution,  they  were  doing  right.  Said  afflants  flrmly  believe  that 
at  least  50  voters  were  compelled  by  threats  and  fnuids  to  vote  against 
their  sentiment,  and  that  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  on  that  account 
exist.

Brandon,  Rankin  County,  Miss.,  January  2,  1869. 
This  is  to  certify  that  T  am  a  native  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  but 
emigrated  to  the  8tate  of  Mississippi  in  the  year  1851,  and  that  I  have 
been  a  citizeu  of  Riiukiu  county  nearly  17  years,  duriug  which  time  I 
have  been  engaged  in  the  publication  of  the  Brandon  Republican,  a 
weekly  newspaper.  I  came  to  the  State  during  the  memorable  canvass 
of  18.51,  aiul  t<K)k  sides  with  the  ant i  secessionists  or  disunionists  of  tliat 
time.  Fi-oui  that  up  to  the  day  the  tiring  couunenced  at  Fort  8uuiter 
I  was  a  Clay  whig  and'unti-secessionist,  Jind  during  the  secession  canvass 
of  1860-61  X  published  and  edited  the  only  newsi)ii|K  i  in  cist  Mississippi 
opposed  to  secession,  aiul  was  sevei*ely  denounced  by  such  loud-mouthed, 
blood  dnnk in jr,  niid  ])ow(h»r  buying  secessionists  as  R.  W.  Flournoy, 
the  cliairmau  of  tltc  committee  now  in  Washington  to  lU'ge  the  admis- 
sion of  <mr  State  under  the  infamous  constitution  eoncoetra  by  strangers 
and  negroes,  and  which  was  so  foirly  and  fully  defeated  by  onr  people. 
Through  the  ex(»rtion8  of  my  pai)er  and  the  leading  conservative  whirrs 
of  this  County,  we  di  fVatcd  the  secessionists  by  an  ov(»rwhelming  major- 
ity, and  it  is  a  iiotcwuithy  fact  that  the  only  member  of  the  convention 
that  ttMik  the  State  out  of  the  Union  who  persistently  refused  to  sign 
the  ordinance  of  secession  was  Dr.  J.  J.  Thornton,  the  delegate  ftom 
this  county.  I  never  was  in  the  confedernto  anny,  but  after  the  com 
meiu'cnuMit  of  hostilities  I  took  sides  with  my  section,  and  gave  all  the 
aid  and  encouragement  in  my  power.  Wheu  the  wai*  ceased,  1  coun- 
si'lled  moderation  and  fraternal  feeling,  and  am  now  anxious  to  see  the 
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StaU)  restored  to  her  old  positiou  iu  the  Uniou,  on  fair  and  lioiiomble 
terms. 

Doting  the  cauviusH  for  and  againBt  the  new  oonntitution  I  took  an 
active  part  against  it,  both  on  tlie  stutnp  and  through  thv  cohinins  of 
my  pa|>er.  T  spoke  to  M;i<  k,  \vliiu»,  and  mixed  niulicnces,  and  heard 
many  speeelies  delivered  by  distinguished  gentlemen,  and  I  solemnly 
aver  that  I  never  heard  a  threat  of  violence  made  against  any  one,  white 
or  black,  for  voting  the  rcq)ublican  ticket.  I«attended  the  election  at 
Pdaliatchie  Depot,  Sliiloh,  and  Brandon,  and  I  saw  no  violence  nor  heard 
any  llncats  at  either.  In  fart,  I  never  sjiw  a  inore  quiet  and  fairly  con- 
ducte<i  elecrtion  in  my  life.  1  did  not  see  a  tirunken  or disurderly  man, 
either  white  or  black,  at  either  precinct.  Oaptiuu  Call  is  had  a  company 
of  soldiers  stationed  at  Brandon,  <and  several  of  them  jemarked  to  me 
that  they  never  saw  so  quiet  an  eUn'tion.  Many  colored  men  took  a  very 
artive  ]»art  against  the  eonstitutioii.  and  almost  every  one  opposr-d  the 
ilistrauchising  clause  and  the  uiixed  sclnMd  clause.  The  only  white  man 
who  took  an  active  part  for  the  conHtitution  in  this  county  was  a  fellow 
sent  here  by  the  "committee  of  flve,**  to  distribute  tickets,  and  he  bad 
only  been  out  of  the  piMiiteiitiary  a  few  days,  where  he  had  be«*n  incur- 
ci'rated  by  a  court  martial  for  robbing  negroes,  as  Ileam,  whilst  acting 
in  the  capacity  of  biueau  agent. 

A  baud  of  negroes  was  sent  here  from  Jackson,  on  the  day  of  election, 
under  the  lead  of  a  notorious  thief,  named  Rolla  Williams,  to  influence 
our  iH'^rocs  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  but  finding  the  negr(M»s  of 
I'aiikiii  uutliiiching  in  their  opposition  to  tlie  new  constitutiou,  they 
soon  left. 

Soon  after  the  election  was  over  I  saw  a  number  of  negroes  wending 
their  way  to  Jackson,  and  was  informed  by  several  that  the  committee 

of  five  had  sent  a  man  out  into  the  eastern  portion  of  the  county  to  tell 
tli»'n>  tliat  if  tlu'V  did  not  ^<'t  across  Pearl  river  by  10  oV'lm^k  on  Monday 
nioniiug  they  would  be  put  back  uito  slavery,  and  that  every  one  who 
would  go  befoitj  the  committee  and  swear  that  he  was  fon-ed  to  vote  the 
democratic  ticket  would  be  paid  the  sum  of  $35.  Believing  this  story, 
a  great  many  of  them  left  their  homes  and  hastened  to  .ra<*kson,  where, 
no  doii1>r.  many  of  the  ignorant  erf  atnit's  swore  to  anything  they  were 
a.sked  to  swear  to.  We  <lid  tell  negiuus  on  many  occasions  that  if  they 
voted  to  disfranchise  us  we  would  not  hire  them  again,  and  they  inva- 
riably replied  that  they  could  not  blame  us,  and  that  they  were  in  DEtvor 
of  all  voting. 

Tn  couelnsioi!,  I  will  state  that  T  liave  a  very  extensive  acquaintance 
over  east  Mi.ssis.sippi,  and  claim  to  know  tiie  wishes  of  the  petiplej  and 
that  all  they  ask  is  to  have  tlie  franchise  restored,  and  the  "iron-clad" 
oath  removed,  so  that  they  may  elect  honest  and  ca})able  men  to  the 
various  olhces.  When  that  is  (hme  our  i>eople  will  on<;e  more  love  their 
country.  They  are  not  willin;^^  to  see  the  various  ottices  filled  hy  stninirers 
withtuit  character,  and  by  men  wlm  are  willing  to  perjure  tlu  niselves  tor 
the  sake  of  gam.  We  have  uo  men  here  who  can  honestly  take  the  oath 
required.  I  have  labored  as  hard  as  any  man  of  my  CHi)»4nty,  either 
north  or  south,  against  the  heresy  of  secession,  and  have  made  many 
sacrihees  for  the  L'nion  cause  in  times  past,  hitt  I  cannot  take  tiiat  oath. 
In  many  places  we  cann<Jt  lind  men  qnalitied  lor  postmasters,  and  hence 
are  witlmut  post  ottices  at  many  imiKu  tant  points.  Remove  our  disidali- 
ties,  pve  all  a  chanco  to  vote  and  hold  office,  and  order  another  election 
for  mend)ers  to  a  constitutional  «'onvention,  and  all  will  be  sjitistied.  If 
the  radiral  connnittre  now  before  yon  belicvr*  what  tlicv  say  when  they 
assert  that  a  miyority  ot  oui-  peox>ie  lavor  the  uew  constitution  they  cau-

State  op  Mississippi,  BaMn  CowUy: 

This  day,  Williani  V.  Iliirper,  of  said  county,  personally  appeared 
before  me,  the  undersized,  an  acting  justice  of  the  peaee  in  and  for  said 

county,  wlio,  bt'injj  duly  swoni,  deposed  as  folh>ws,  to  wit: 

That  he  has  been  a  <'itizen  and  resident  of  said  county  for  33  years, 
and  has  practiced  hiw  for  28  years  in  siiid  county,  and  liad  during  all  the 
time  been  well  acquainted  with  the  i>ublic  sentiment  and  elections  of  said 
county,  but  not  a  political  aspirant ;  in  i>o]itics  has  always  been  a  whig 
of  the  Olay  anil  Webster  si'hool,  and  considered  secession  and  nidlifica 
tion  as  absurd  in  ])rinciple  and  dclusiv«'  in  ])olicy.  That  he  is  fnmiliar 
with  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  eleetiou  which  took  jtlace  in 
said  county  in  the  month  of  June,  1808,  on  the  proposition  to  adopt  or  • 
reject  the  constitution  Ihimed  by  the  late  convention  of  Mississippi,  and 
took  an  op<»n  and  active  ]>art  in  opposition  thereto  as  a  public  speaker 
and  a  ]>ri\  ate  citizeTi.  The  issue  was  fairly  and  openly  ma<l<*  for  the 
constitutitai  and  against  the  constitution,  and  public  api>ointinents  were 
made  throughout  the  county,  running  from  the  1st  of  June  to  the  22d, 
the  day  the  election  commenced,  by  the  opponents  of  the  constitntion, 
and  in  which  all  parties  in  favor  of  the  adoption  were  in\ited  to  partici- 
pate on  e»iual  and  fair  t«M  ni^,  w  lirther  citizens  of  the  county  or  not,  and 
at  none  of  these  appointments  was  there  refusal  to  allow  equal  privileges 
without  distinction  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition.  Aftiant  can- 
vassed with  the  late  members  of  the  convention,  who  were  candidates 
for  the  legislature,  and  both  of  whom  were  colorecl  freed  men  and  Baptist 
preachers,  and  not  any  difficulty  or  altercation  orcurred  during  the  whole 
canvass;  but  they  openly  and  rei>eatedly  thanked  affiant  for  the  fair- 
ness and  coiu  tesy  extended  to  them.  These  discussions  were  open  to 
all,  and  many  volunteer  S]>eeches  were  made  by  colored  voters,  and 
invariably  in  oi>position  to  the  constitution,  when  its  o<lious  features, 
Tiinic  particularly  its  disfrnnclii:^*  nients,  wore  explained  to  and  under- 
stood by  them.  Tlieir  sense  ot  justit'e  aiid  their  good  feeling  revolted  at 
the  idea  of  dis&anchising  or  punishing,  for  the  causes  and  purposes  iu 
the  constitution  declared,  many  men  whom  they  had  always  known, 
res|M»eted,  and  confided  in;  and  I  was  often  referred  to  as  an  instance, 
being  disfranchised  solely  because  I  had  been  a  justice  of  the  peace  in 
18.'J8,  30  years  ago,  and  thougli  known  to  be  opposed  to  secession  was 
compelled  to  remain  in  the  State.  The  canvass  was  open,  bold,  and 
warm  ajifainst  the  constitntion,  but  no  violence  or  disturbance  occurred 
at  any  of  the  public  discussions,  and  they  all  i)assed  ott'  (piietly  and  in 
go()d  humor.  Tlie  chief  i>oints  made  against  tin*  ron-^titntion  were :  its 
open  violation  ot  and  inconsistency  with  tiie  reeonNii  iu  rion  iiets;  mixed 
schools,  (to  which  the  freedmen  were  universidly  oi)])t)sed ; )  its  numer- 
ous sinecures;  its  enormous  expenditures;  its  enormous  disfhincbise-

ments;  its  excessive  power  of  appointment  to  oi&ce  instead  of  electioor 
its  mtnecessary  and  expensive  militia  system;  and  the  power  of  reuioval 
from  oftirc  Avitluint  fanseor  connection  ;  and  to  all-whicli  might  be  added 
the  donhUiil  and,  in  very  many  iimtanccs^  the  \nn\  character  of  its  advo- 
cates ajid  carididatcii.  The  loyal  league,  aidcil  by  adventurers  iroiu 
other  counties,  was  active  in  £»vor  of  the  constitution ;  but  no  secret 
organization  existed  on  the  opposite  side;  and  at  the  close  of  the  can- 
vass thcr(»  Avas^  evidently  a  very  lai'ge  majority  in  the  county  opposed 
o]»('iily  to  iUv  adoption  of  tlu'  constitntiou,  and,  at  least,  the  proposition 
for  **  univeri^al  amnesty  and  luiivertuU  jiuM*age'^  \va8  almost  unanimout^ 
and  openly  and  publicly  advocated  by  the  freedmen.  The  election  waa 
held  by  the  registrars  duly  appointed,  and  who  had  fciiken  the  iron- 
clad" oath,  all  well-known  citizens  of  the  cnaiity.  and  who  have  all 
reported,  under  oath,  that  no  violence,  iutininlaluai,  ur  fraud  occuiTed 
at  the  precmcts,  within  their  knowledge,  but  that  the  election  was fau'ly 
conducted.  Affiant  was  only  x)i*e8ent  at  the  election  in  Brandon;  and 
no  violence  actually  (K-currcfl,  and  none  was  attempted,  except  by  the 
appearance  on  t\w  first  day  of  an  armed  band  of  about  fifty  or  sixty 
colored  loyal  leaguers  iioin  -Jackson,  under  the  comniand  of  liolhi 
WiUiams,  a  negro  employe  of  the  late  convcniion,  and  a  man  of 
notoriou£uy  bad  character;  but  they  were  immediately  disarmed  by 
the  military  guard;  and  using  every  means  of  intimidating  the  colored 
voters  witliotit  eftect,  they  left  for  Jackson  about  4  o'cU)ck  and  no 
further  disturbance  occuned.  The  convention  had  three  agents  for  each 
county  to  snperint^*ntl  the  election,  and  theix*  chief  appointee  for  liaukiu 
was  a  Mr.  Harriman,  late  an  agent  of  the  Freedmen's  Bureau,  who  bad 
been  convicted  by  a  military  commission  of  malfeasance  in  office  and 
sentenced  to  tlic  ])oniteutiary,  and  bad  just  been  i-eleased  on  .in  appeal 
from  a  decision  on  habeim  corpus,  by  j^ivin^^  bail.  lie  is  probably  the 
chief  author  of  the  chaige  now  made  oi  violence,  intimidation,  and 
fraud  in  the  election.  Affiant  knows  of  no  freedman  in  the  county  who 
has  ever  complained  since  the  ehn  tion  that  be  was  comi»elled  to  vote 
against  bis  will,  but  on  the  contrary  he  is  tnlly  s;tf  isfii^d  that  the  election 
was  fairly  <  ()nducted,  and  that  neither  trau<i,  s  loleuc  e,  nor  iiitiniidation 
was  used  as  has  been  charged.  He  was  fully  satistied,  from  the  results  of 
the  canvass  before  the  election  commenced,  that  the  county  would  give 
at  least  1,000  majority  against  the  constitution,  and  he  is  satisfied  that 
the  advocates  of  candidates  of  the  constitution  partv  xvcre  satistii  d 
that  tbey  were  very  badly  beaten  before  the  election  coninieiirt  il  ;  mai 
atUant  is  also  fuH^  satislicd  that  if  the  same  issue  was  again  submit  ted 
to  the  voters  of  the  county,  that  an  increased  m^fority  would  be  given 
agauist  tin*  constitution  and  its  candidates.  A  remarkably  good  state 
of  feeliu;;  has  exist<*d  in  llankin  county  since  tb«'  close  of  the  wjir 
l)et\v(  ('u  the  white  and  colored  ijopidation.  and  (hat  feeling  was  greatly 
increased  by  the  result  of  that  election  and  iias  been  increasing  ever 
since;  aud  to  show  what  is  the  present  state  of  feeling  politically,  affiant 
appendsed  the  resolutions  of  the  republican  convention  of  this  county, 
beaded  by  Cyrns  Myers,  late  !nend)er  of  the  convention,  and  tlie  late 
deteate(l  caiuUdat<^  Ibr  the  lei^islulure,  who  is  tliorongbly  couviiiced  that 
they  express  the  political  feelings  iuid  sentiments  of  an  overwhelming 
msjority  of  the  republican  voters  of  the  coiuity.  Affiant  has  been  pres- 
ent at  every  elet^tion  in  Itankin  comity  since  1836,  and  on  all  imiiortant 
State  and  national  ipu'stions  the  result  has  ahvays  been  conservative. 
By  «le(  i(U'd  juajorities  sIh'  deb'ated  repudiation  in  is  jl ,  secession  in  is,"»l 
ami  l.SOi,  and  in  the  last  election  hei  ■rei)rcscntalive  alone  refused  to  sign 

the  ordinance  of  secession;  thu)  conduct  was  approved  by  his  constitu- 
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ent«;  an<l  in  LS^J*^  hy  a  mm*h  larjror  majority  she  defeated  the  odious  and 
uiijust  eoiKstitutioii  of  the  cariR't-ba^pT.H  and  seaHawags;  and  though 
ull  these  contests  were  warm  and  animated  they  were  fairly  and  openly 
conducted;  but  the  last  great  triumph  of  right  and  principle  over 
atteinpttKl  fraud,  oppi*es8ion,  injnstiee^  and  outrage  on  free  government, 
in  defeatin*r  the  constitution  of  I8(;s,  was  the  most  fair,  opoii.  ami  manly 
that  1  ever  \vitnes.se<l  ou  tlie  part  of  the  opponents  of  that  coii.stitution. 
No  retailing,  no  betting,  no  violence,  no  intimidation^  no  criminal  pi-ose- 
cation,  but  on  the  contrary  an  increased  good  feeling,  no  regrets  for 
having  voted  wrong,  and  no  animosities,  and  an  almost  universal  adoj)-  ' 
tion  of  the  principle  of  universal  amnesty  and  iniiversal  sntfra<re;  and 
hence  atliaat  pi'ououuces,as  he  conscientiously  believes,  the  charges  that 
suid  election  was  carried  by  fraud,  violence,  or  intimidation,  w  ilfully  and 
maliciously  false  and  slanderous  on  the  iM*ople  of  Kankin  county.  Affiant, 
as  a  matter  of  i>olicy,  was  in  favor  of  reconstruction  under  the  provisions 
of  the  rccoiistnicf  inii  act.  l)iit  f>|>]H>svtl  the  coTistitntion  as  ^  ioltitive  of 
their  leUer  ami  s]»irit,  unjust,  ttpprcssive,  and  odious,  and  by  its  (iisfran- 
chisements  did  not  leave  in  the  State  a  sufticient  number  of  (pmlilied 
voters  to  organize  a  pro[H'r  civilized  or  enlightened  State  government. 
If  the  frieiulsof  the  so-called  constitution  ai*e  not  Siitisfted  let  them  try 
it  over  again,  and  wo  can  show  them  that  the  late  election  tndy  expressed 
the  sentiments  of  the  county.  It  is  pi-oper  to  add  that  the  white  and 
colored  voters  of  the  county  are  nearly  e<juul  in  number,  and  that  the 
Eev.

Pennsylvania,  and  the  best  i>oi>ular  orator  of  the  <'onstitution  party,  anu  • 
very  popular  with  the  colored  voters,  was  a  caTHlidatc  for  the  s»'nate, 
and  was  invited  geneially  and  specially  to  participate  in  the  discussions 
previous  to  the  elections;  but  he  coiUd  not  Carry  the  dead  weight  of  the 
constitution  and  was  also  defeated.  And  fuither  deponent  saith  not.

On  motion,  Cyms  Myei-s  ^*as  called  to  the  ehalr,  and  Wilson  Hicks 

was  a})|M>int«'d  sr(  rrtary. 

On  nn)Uou,  the  following  delegate>s  were  unanimously  elected  to  Siiid 
to  said  convention:  Cyras  flyers,  L.  H.  Selvy,  Moses  Proctor,  and 
Albert  Sutton. 

On  nK»tion,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted: 

WluTeas  the  vaiiotH  cuutiticH  of  this  .StHte  have  becu  calliMl  upon  to  send  delegates  to  & 
rppulthcHn  ooiivfiiuun  to  Ih*  held  at  JackHoii  on  the  *i-'>ih  iiiittunt,  (iud  in  obedience  to  said  call 
we.  the  republican  party  of  Kankin  county,  have  a.SMembled  oa  the  91«t  daj  of  MoVMnbcv; 
and  adopt  tbe  followini;  as  our  political  aeiiiimants :  That, 

Wberea*,  lieKtoforo  a  ooBremioii  was  ealled  in  this  State  io  frame  a  constitution  and  sab- 
ndt  the  tame  to  Ibe  people  of  Mississippi  for  ratification  or  nyeetion ;  and 
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Wheivas  said  constitution  whs  by  the  people  rejecU-d  at  a  gonerai  election  :  Therefore, 
Ifli.  Be  it  Tunlfttdf  That  we  are  in  favor  or  having;  another  convention  to  af^seinble  in  Mis- 
sUwippi,  and  for  that  convention  to  frame  a  constitution,  and  that  such  constitution  shall 
extend  suffrage  to  every  male  citizen  over  the  age  of  21  years,  without  diHtinclion  of  race  or 
color. 

B»  it  further  ruolvtd^  That  when  such  new  coustitation  w  submitted  to  the  people  for 
imtiflcatkm  or  rejection,  we  am  in  fiiYor  at  the  Moia  titne  of  voting  for  all  State  aaad  eomity 
oCoeia  to  be  el('(-te(!  un^or  the  conatltation,  that  OUT  State  otganixation  may  bo  completea 
and  perfected  at  tlie  same  titne. 

3d.  Be  it  fmtktr  rewhed^  That  wa  have  lived  among  our  white  .firiends  at  a  free  people 
sincr  and  timo  cnnrincei!i  UD  that  We  can  tiv«  and  protpor  together  In  the  tame  country 
and  under  the  same  Cuiustiiution. 

4th  Be  it  further  resolced,  That  we  are  in  favor  of  cultivating  hind  relations  with  our  white 
friends  :  that  we  are  against  political  excitement,  and  want  peace  and  quiet ;  that  we  are 
willing  to  Rupport  honorable  and  capable  men,  who  are  identified  with  the  country,  to  fill 
such  ofKcei;  as  are  requiretj  by  the  public. 

6ih.  Be  it  further  rt$9lved.  That  we  invite  our  white  brethren  to  join  ue  in  the  foregoing 
•entimenta,  and  Rankin  county  will  be  a  unit  In  future  eleclione,  and  the  coiirseof  white  ana 
colored  will  be  a  bright  example  for  the  State  of  Missieeippi  and  good  patriotic  people  eveiy* 
where. 

6th.  Be  it  further  resolifed,  That  whatever  measures  ConffTess  may  adopt  for  thereoonetmo> 

tion  of  Mississippi,  and  as  a  ^iisi^  fur  our  adndssinn  to  cnir  relations  in  the  penoral  povern* 
uieiit,  itiat  in  acccjitiiig;  such  rci  ciiistiuctitiu  imusures  that  the  foregoing  i8  the  proper  basis 
for  the  or<rarii/.atinii      our  .State  government. 

7th.  Hesolrcil,  Tli  it  ilip  Brandon  I?«'piildii  an  Ik-  rf-qne^ted  to  publigh  these  reflolutions, 
and  the  editors  of  the  Jucksou  Pilot,  Clarion,  aud  Vick^burp;  Kopubllcan  be  requested  to 
copy  thectoe.

T,  Win.  IT.  l?;itto,  <T<»  licrchv  certify  that  J  am  a  native  of  the  State  of 
Viigiuui,  but  eniiyiiiLcd  to  tlie  Stiite  of  Missis.sipi>i  in  the  fall  of  1828, 
and  have  resided  iu  the  above-named  Bankin  counly  since  1834 ;  and 
until  18<M)  I  was  an  old  line  Clay  ^hig.  I  was  opposed  t4»  secession,  and 
did  all  1  coiilfl  ;(ir!iinst  that  measure,  and  ;iiu  ^hid  t(»  sTnt<'that  the  afore- 
Siiid  Kankiii  coiuity,  by  its  representative  in  the  se<-e,ssion  einiventioii, 
8tituils  rei-oitletl  ai4aiust  that  iiietisure ;  inde^nl,  a  huge  laiyority  of  the 
voters  of  the  county  was  op)M)8ed  to  secession.  That  dnrinfir  the  late 
canvass  for  the  ratiiieation  or  rejection  of  the  constitution  submitted  to 
the  jxiople  by  the  eonstittitional  eonvejttion  I  felt  iniieh  interest,  and  was 
a  elosc»  observer  of  events;  1  attended  many  nieetinjis,  and  heard  iiiaay 
speeches  by  black  aud  white  8|>eakeis  of  both  parties;  saw  inueh  activity 
by  both  parties  in  the  way  of  electioneering,  but  never  heard  a  tlireat 
with  a  view  t<»  intinndate  made  by  any  one  4lurin«;  the  canvass.  So  far 
as  T  know  mtkI  1m  lieve.  n  fair  and  free  diseussitm  was  friaiited  to  black 
and  wliite  <»l  both  parties,  and  time  fairly  divided  between  tlie  speak- 
ers; aud  1  was  much  suriuised  to  see  so  much  interest  and  activity 
among  the  colored  voters  for  the  democra  tie]  )arty .  I  heard  many  colored 
speakem  dentauiee  tlie  ]mliey  of  disfi  anehisin*;  the  whites,  antl  advcwat- 
iniJ  nniversid  suttra«fe,  and  1  believe  tliat  a  niajurity  of  tlie  colored  voters 
would  vote  for  universal  sufliaj^e  to-day.  i  attended  the  election  held 
iu  Brandon,  the  county  seat  of  Kankiu,  and  witnessed  with  miudi  inter- 
est the  votiiij?.  The  ballot-boxes  were  guarded  by  fetleral  soldiers — I 
Bupposc'  for  the  purpose  of  ineventiuLi:  (listinbanee ;  but  I  never  have 
seen  a  more  quiet  antl  fairer  eleeticni  in  this  county.  There  was  a  eoni- 
pauy  of  cohuetl  men,  heatleii  by  one  Jioiia  Williams,  (freedman,)  mar4-hed 
into  Brandon^  from  Jackson,  during  the  ele<*tion — 1  suppose  for  the  xmr- 
pose  of  intimidating  colored  voters,  and  thereby  preventing  them  from 
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votiiiii  the  ilniKKTatic  tu'ket ;  but  it  wuh  h  failiue.  No  one  was  intirai- 
dat4'd  by  liollu  aud  bis  comi>auy  except  Ilulla,  who,  1  l)elieve,  was  very 
p:1ad  to  f^et  ont  of  the  way  cvf  tbe  colored  demoents  of  Brandon,  and  I 
think  there  is  still  a  bad  f<H  ]iii<;  existing  between  the  radical  darkeys  of 
Jackson  and  the  demiHrmtic  darkeys  of  Kaiikiii  on  aceoiuit  of  that  visit 
of  lioHa^s  on  that  wejusion.  I  inn  er  heanl  of  threat  <>?•  of  violence  used 
by  any  one  to  ehaugre  a  vote,  except  a  few  tanners,  periiaj>«,  to  their  Ikired 
liands;  that  if  they  voted  for  Hie  eonvention  and  their  disfranehisement, 
they  wouhl  not  hire  them  apiin.  There  was  a  man  whose  name  was 
llarrituan,  I  beHeve,  and  who  IwUnipred  to  the  radical  p}ii  t  \ .  in  Hmndon 
dnrinj;  the  ol(><-tion,  who  see^MMl  (o  be  very  busy  anioti;^  the  <'nlored 
votei's.  lie  was  a  stran^'i  to  Ui»  all,  but,  it  seeuied,  had  been  sent  to 
that  place  to  distribute  tickets  and  to  act  as  a  spy.  He  hired  a  colored 
voter  to  help  him  to  distribute  the  tickets,  and  auer  the  work  was  done 
the  voter  said  he  refused  and  did  not  i)ay  him  anythinp:  ihr  the  work. 
It  was  as<'ertained,  sooji  jifter  the  eler  tion,  that  he  had  a  few  days  prior 
t4i  that  tiute  been  a  citiiviet  in  the  (lenitentiary ;  and  the  tirst  intiniatioa 
I  ever  had  in  regard  to  any  nnl^imess  in  the  election  came  from  him; 
and  his  statement,  as  I  heard  it,  is  notorioiisly  known  here  to  be  a  lie. 
I  do  not  believe  that  any  jLcentleman,  unless  he  was  drunk  or  deranged, 
w<»nld  say  that  tlie  c  leetion  in  this  county  was  "unfairly  efunlncted.  Tf 
any  man,  black  or  white,  was  forced  to  vote  contraiy  to  liis  wish,  1  am 

not  aware  of  the  fact

Persi^aially  appeared  before  the  undersio'ned.  rlerk  of  the  probnte  <'o^irt 
in  and  for  said  county,  W.  B.  Shelby,  win*  btnug  duly  sworn  tUd  depose 
and  say :  That  he  has  been  a  resident  of  the  coiuity  of  Rankin  for  many 
years ;  that  during  the  recent  election  held  in  said  State  upon  the  ques- 
ti(m  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  he  was  an  active  participant  in 
said  election  and  nrade  S|M»echeM  at  veiy  many  ]ibi<'es  in  snifl  county  to 
the  colored  people;  that  on  ail  occasions  when  he  spoke  the  colored 
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people  voluntarily  took  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting;  and  that 
at  the  conclusion  of  his  speeches  numbers  of  them  came  forward  and 
made  siXHH'hes,  <  xpr^'ssin^  their  determination  to  vote  against  the  con- 
stitution w  ith  th(  (1(  inocT  ntif  party,  because  the  ronstitution  vas  Ul\|ti8t 
to  the  whiti^  pt'opli*.  in  ilistnnichisiiijr  so  mjiiiy  of  thorn. 

And  aiiiant  fuither  states  that  he  was  present  at  Drake's  clnueli  pre- 
cinct in  said  county  on  the  <lay  of  the  election,  and  toolc  an  active  part 
in  said  election,  and  he  is  eonfldent  that  no  violenee  or  any  intimidation 
of  any  ehanu'ter  was  used  to  indncc  or  roinpcl  colored  voters  to  vote  the 
democratic  ticket  and  ajjaiiist  the  c<»nstitution.

Ilohsoii,  Pendleton  MasoT!,  Willis  Myers,  I)a\vsi)n  Jones,  Paltimore 
Finlay,  Spencer  Walker,  K<l\vard  Smith,  Calvin  Mit<'liell,  K<lniond  John- 
sou,  and  others,  wh«»,  being  seveially  sworn,  deposeil  and  said:  That  they 
voted  in  said  county  at  the  June  election  on  the  constitution  submitted 
to  the  ]>eople  for  ratification,  and  also  for  State  offleers,  &c.;  that  they 
attended  many  j)Til>Hr  tncctinj^^s  at  which  colored  men  of  the  republican 
and  dtMn«MTatic  ijarlie.s  spoke,  as  well  as  whites  of  lK)th  parties;  that 
they  heaiti  the  merits  of  the  said  constitution  and  also  the  candidates 
of  the  respective  parties  discussed;  that  from  what  they  heard  and  saw 
they  were  fiUly  satisfied  that  the  interests  of  blacks,  as  well  as  whites, 
would  be  prom(»ted  by  votinjj:  ajrninst  said  <  (riistitntion,  and  that  of  their 
own  tree  will  and  accord  they  voted  the  dcinociatic  ticket,  apiinst  the 
ad4>pti4>n  of  said  constitution,  and  against  the  nominees  of  the  republi- 
can party. 

Affiants  further  state  that  they  know  of  no  instance  where  a  colored

Athants  further  state  that  on  the  first  dfiy  of  the  ele<  (ion  a  delegation 
of  7.")  colored  men  of  the  loyal  Icafrne,  headed  by  Polla  Williams,  (for- 
merly ot  this  county,  and  a  iiotorions  cliickcn-tliict.)  eanie  to  Brandon 
armed,  to  intimidate  coloi^nl  voters  to  vote  t  lie  r»*publicau  ticket ;  but 
that  they  failed  to  do  so,  and  they  left  covered  with  shame  and  contiision. 

Affiants  further  state  that  a  white  man,  by  the  name  of  Uarrinmn, 
(who  had  been  sent  to  the  i)enitcntiaiy  ol'  Slississi])pi  for  swindliiijj, 
while  acting  as  bureau  agent,)  came  to  said  county  belinc  tin-  eU'ction 
with  rei)ublican  tickets,  and  employed  colore<l  men  to  circulate  thenij  anil 
afterwards  failed  and  rethsed  to  pay  them,  and  that  he  was  busy  and 
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at*ti\  c  m  ti-j  ing  to  get  up  a  fuss,  but  the  white  democrats  woiiUl  not  fuss 
with  him  bat  let  him  go  his  way  and  do  all  he  eonld  for  his  party. 
Afflaots  further  state  that  the  eleetioD  was  fiutly  eonducted  in  all 

resiMH'ts^  as  far  ms  t}\py  know  or  believe. 

Affiants  further  su.y  that  a  federal  officer  li;i<la  squad  of  soldiers  with 
hiui  to  keep  the  peaee,  but  he  only  inteilered  when  the  democrats  wei-e 
talking  heavy  of  carpet-baggeFS  and  scalawags  and  broke  up  the  speak- 
ing; and  he  wa8arepubliean,but  he  tried  to  pass  himself  off  asademo^ 
erat.    His  name  was  Callis,  and  was  elected  to  Congres.s  fvom  Alabama. 

Atliuiits  further  state  that  every  promise  made  by  tiie  denioeratie 
orators  has  been  fuMled;  that  we  are  satisfied  with  our  votes  and  never 
can  be  made  to  cooperate  with  snch  as  were  candidates  at  that 
election  on  the  republican  ticket.

Thh  (hvy  pt  rsoDnlly  eame  before  the  undersig^ied.  cU'ik  of  the  circuit 
court  of  Maid  county,  Richard  Cooi>er,  a  resident  of  saiil  county,  who, 
bein^  duly  sworn,  on  his  oath  says  he  is  50  years  old^  and  is  a  naiaye  or 
Savannah,  Georgia ;  that  he  vnme  to  Missisaippi  and  settled  in  said 
Rankin  county  in  the  year  i  s.id.  wIh  i-c  he  continued  to  reside  tmtil  lKir>, 
wht'Tt  1m"  loiuoved  to  the  ad.joiniii^r  cotinty  of  Smith.  l>nt  returned  to 
Raukin  county  in  January,  imJO,  and  has  continued  to  i*e«ide  here  ever 
since  {  that  he  is  a  lawyer  by  i^rofessioti,  and  for  twelve  years  held  the 
office  of  district  attorney.  Affiant  states  that  he  was  from  his  youth 
up  an  ardent  and  devoted  Union  whig  of  the  Clay  and  Webster  school  $ 
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that  lie  nevdr  ^  nipntbized  with  secession^  but  did  aU  in  his  power  to 
defeat  it  in  1860  and  also  in  1860.  On  the  close  of  tlie  war  afiiaiit 

promptly  sK'foptcd  and  a;xT*f'<Ml  to  tW  (•TnMTi(*i]>ntion  of  thv  slaves  of  the 
Kouth,  aiul  waH  always  \viiliii<:  to  smnc  to  them  every  ri;;lii  uihI  ]»i  ivi- 
Icge  necessary  to  promote  tlteir  i»eaee,  liaxipiiiess,  and  prosin  rit^  in  their 
new  eonditiou.  Affiant  was  so  jlir  conservative  and  so  much  disposed 
to  facilitate  reconstruction  in  the  plan  pi-oposcd  by,  and  embraced  in, 
the  reconstriK  tion  acts  of  Confnt'ss,  as  to  attend  as  n  delepite  at  tlie 
lirst  i"epublican  convention  hehl  in  Jackson,  Minsissippi,  to  complete  the 
organization  of  that  party  in  this  State,  and  would  pi*o])ably,  with  mauy 
otber  white  peot>le  of  this  State,  have  adhered  to  that  party,  but  for  its 
intolei-ent  and  ])roHcriptive  policy,  as  exhibited  in  that  convention. 

When  the  late  convention,  calletl  liv  the  (nd<  r  of  the  commanding 
general,  in  pursuance  of  the  requiremt nts  of  tlie  reconstruction  laws  of 
Congix?ss,  had  finished  its  work  and  &ul)iiiittetl  the  new  constitution  to 
the  ijeople,  nmny  of  its  features  were  objectionable  to  myself  and  to  all 
oihet  r<'(-<>i)8tmctionists  >t  my  aequaintan(?e,  particidarly  thosi^  provi- 
sions M  li  disfranchised  a  large  portion  of  tlie  wliif*'  ])eople  <»t  Afissis- 
8il)pi  who  were  not  distraiichised  l>y  the  atoresaid  laws  of  Congress. 
Altiaut  entered  the  canvass  pioniptl^  and  earnestly  against  the  adop- 
tion of  the  constitntion.  The  contest  was  fierce,  but  open^  honorable^ 
and  fmr.  There  was  not  on  his  part^  or  that  of  any  other  canvasser,  or 
other  CO  laboi-er,  any  violence,'fraud,  or  intimidation  ivrartFced.  Many 
of  the  colored  men  (►f  the  comity  joined  heartily  in  tlie  strn;:;rle,  nnik- 
ing  stuntp  speeches  and  exerting  their  iuHueuce  against  the  ratitication 
of  the  constitution.  John  Biuson,  a  colored  man,  and  the  colleague  of 
Cyrus  Myers  in  the  convention  that  iramed  the  constitution,  coming  to 
Brandon  on  the  day  of  the  election,  frrdy.  voluntarily,  and  publicly 
declaml  that  if  he  had  not  inwiously  voteii  for  the  constitnti<»n — which, 
he  had  done  at  another  pi-eeincton  a  former  day — he  would  now  (that  is 
then)  vote  against  the  constitution,  wheriMi[K)n  the  colored  democrats 
took  him  upon  their  shouldero  and  bore  him  in  triumph  through  the 
streets. 

1  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  upon  my  oath  that,  in  my  opinion,  the 
eleclii>n  referi  ed  to  ol  August  last  was  as  faiily  conducted,  and  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  voters,  bla<^  and  ickife,  as  much  respe<!ted  and  as  lidly 
protectt>d  in  Hankin  county  as  in  any  other  county  in  the  iState  of  Mis* 
sissippi.

Mayas,  do  hereby  ('crfify  that  I  am  a  native  of  the  State  of 
Mississijipi,  aii<l  brtore  the  war  was  a  Ileiuy  flay  Tnioii  wlii;^'^;  that  1 
not  oidy  voted  against  secession  in  l.sr>l  and  18iK>,  but  in  tlie  year  1800 
canvasKed  the  county  of  Kaukin  against  se<*ossion;  that  1  was  chair- 
nuni  of  tlie  democratic  ass4Knation  of  said  Kankin  county  during  the 
late  cinivnss  for  the  ratification  or  i-ejcrl  ion  of  th<'  eonstitnti«»n  siilmiitteil 
to  the  jiro|»!»*  by  the  <  onst  it utional  t-onvention  in  -Fniielast;  tlntt  1  acted 
as  chairman  of  I'ver.N  meeting,  except  one,  iieUl  at  the  court-lunise  in 
Brandon  during  said  canvass,  after  my  appointment  as  cliairunin;  that 
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colored  aud  white  8i)euk(>r8  v>  viv  invit^'d  t4>  di8ciii48  the  said  coustitutioo. 
and  an  equal  and  fair  division  of  time  wan  given  them;  that  thecolorea 
Bpeakers  of  the  mdica]  |inrt>  had  every  attention  and  conrtesy  shown 

them  t]iMt  :n*e  usiiallv  e\f«'ii(h  <1  t<>  imblir  spoakers;  that  on  one  (M*(*a- 
8ioii  wlifii  Hf'V.  J;nn«'-4  I/>  rirli  ;(  olor<'d  radic  al)  sipoke  witli  rioiu'nil  f  ong, 
(di'iaocrat,)  mid  L\,  m  U  allertiTl  to  be  in  a  grrat  iiuirjy  to  lea\  t'  lor  Juek- 
Bon,  when  1  took  occasion  to  assure  him  he  shoold  not  be  molested  in 
any  way«  and  so  did  numbers  of  oth(>r  whites,  in  order  to  induce  him  to 
stay  until  the  discnssion  was  oimIimI  ;  thai  oir  no  occasion  v  ns  tlicrc  any 
vioh'ncc  nsc«l  or  tlircatt  lud  to  any  radical  sjK'akrr  or  voter  durin;;  the 
caiiva^iSf  as  far  us  1  kuow  or  l»elieve ;  that  tlie  only  breakuig  ux>  ol  any 
mectiiif?  was  doa^  T>y  a  (;ai>tain  GalHs,  who.came  here  a  fe^  days  before 
said  elwtion  with  a  sqnad  of  soldiers,  as  he  avowed,  to  keep  order,  and 
that  the  ni^lit  In'toiv  the  elec  tion  the  dennH-rats,  white  and  black,  had 
a  ton-blif^ht  procession  andpnblic  speakiu'jf.  and  all  passetl  oft"  well  nntil 
Bonie  ot  the  j»i>eaker»,  white  aud  black,  (h  nouuced  the  "  carpet-baggers 
and  scalawafFs  aud  southern  renegades,'^  whereupon  said  Gallis  sent  for 
me,  ami  stated  ^*  the  thing  had  gone  far  enough — such  language  would 
cause  bad  feelin^is,"  \c.,  and  I,  not  wislung  that  any  ontbreak  shonld 
oceiir.  iiiinirdiatrlv  ;idiottnied  tin-  ?ii«M'ting ;  I  state  most  positively  that 
in  the  hu  ge  crowd  ot  negroes  and  whites  present  1  ueithei*  saw  iior  heard 
of  any  dissatisfaction  or  exceptions  to  said  speeches,  and  was  carious 
to  know  who  did  object,  l)ut  saw  at  once  that  sitid  Callis  was  the  man 
wli(»  <»bjected,  for  liis  soldiers  all  professed  to  be,  and  were  no  doubt, 
denuwnits;  that  said  ( 'allis  also  protessed  to  be  a  most  excellent  dem* 
ocrat  himself,  tliough  it  soon  atterwards  leake^l  oiU  he  was  a  radical. 

Afliant  further  states  that  the  constitutional  convention  had  erected 
the  counties  of  Hinds,  Kankin,  an<l  Simpson  into  one  senatorial  dis- 
trict, and  pr(»vide<l  for  the  eleetlon  of  two  senators  from  the  same; 
that  the  candidates  on  the  radical  ticket  tor  seimtors  wei*e  E.  A.  Peyton 
aud  James  liytu  h;  tliat  Teytou  before  the  war  had  held  au  otHee  aud 
had  taken  the  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
subsequently  joine<l  the  confederate  army  and  was  an  officer  therein 
and  fought  the  rtdtecl  States  troops;  that  when  the  reeoustrnctiou  laws 
were  j>assed  said  Peyton  to«d\  the  re(pnml  oath  to  register.  ;nid  did 
register,  and  was  elected  a  delegate  Irom  liiuds  county  to  said  conven- 
tion, and  during  said  canvass,  and  while  canvassing  for  geuator,  an  in- 
dictment tbuhd  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  I'ldted  States  coiiit  at  JaeJk-' 
son  for  perjury  was  pending  against  him;  that  in  the  discussion  here 
he  was  publicly  chai  ned  with  the  <Time  of  perjut ■^  .  and  did  not  pi*etend 
to  resent  it,  which  la<  t  iiad  a  dainagiug  etiect  upon  the  nidical  prospect 
in  this  county.  Kev.  James  Lynch,  a  midatto  firom  the  north ,  was  proven 
to  have  been,  by  his  own  confession,  sent  as  an  emissjuy  to  the  south, 
after  the  war,  in  the  interest  of  the  radi<*al  party,  and  paid  for  the  same. 
This  fact  alsodanniged  the  radi<"al  cause.  On  the  other  hand,  the  demo- 
cratic candidates  who  oi>jM>sed  them  were  i>.  Shelton,  esq.,  of  Jju'ksou, 
and  Dr.  T.  J.  Cutclungs,  of  Kankin.  The  former  was  a  man  of  ability, 
of  high  character,  and  an  old-line  whig  and  Union  nmu,  and  agidnst 
whom  no  charge  c«»uld  Ik*  brought  to  danmge  him  in  the  estinnition  of 
the  bIncUs.  Dr.  Cntchings  was  an  old  citizen  of  tlie  State,  had  been  in 
public  life  nnmy  years,  had  been  a  large  slaveiu>ldt'r,  ami  was  known  to  be 
a  man  of  high  character  for  ability  as  well  as  integrity,  and  a  kind-hearted 
and  humane  master  to  his  slaves.  Uv  was  o|)enly  in  favor  of  accepting 
the  reeoiistrnetioii  measures  in  good  faith  as  soon  as  they  passed,  and 
thereby  became  a  favorite  with  tlte  h»:idiiig  iie^iroes,  who,  at  one  of  tlieir 
meetings,  (a  radual  meeting  at  that,)  was  recomuieuded  by  theiu  as  a 
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proper  candidate  for  the  State  senate.   The  candidates  on  the  radical 

tick<'t  tor  tlic  lower  Ikhiso  in  thin  county  were  Cyrus  Myers  and  John 
BriDscMi.  hotli  bhick  iicf^ioes,  and  but  litti»'  ((lujlifud  for  Htiy  public  posi- 
tion. Their  opponents  were  E.  11.  Itehu  and  iiirani  Jones,  democrats. 
Behn  was  a  popular  youn^  man  with  all  classes,  and  Jones  was  an  old 
citizen,  an  old  Union  democrat,  and  very  popular. 

It  will  thus  1)0  seen  that  the  democrats  iu  this  onnvass  had  every 
advantaf,M'  in  their  candidates,  which,  with  the  tacts  hei^*inafter  stated, 
show  tliat  it  should  not  be  a  naittcr  of  surprise  that  they  achieved  a 
triumph. 

Afilant  admits  that  it  was  stated,  and  also  published,  that  in  employ- 
ing laborers  nnd  servants  the  tlieii  ensuinj?  year,  democntts  would  dis- 
criminate iu  favor  of  democratic  nc^^roes  over  rai1i<  al  ones,  \vhich  was, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  regarded  as  prrjper  aud  right  and  only  in 
necessary  self-defenee. 

I  further  certify  that  I  was  at  the  different  polls  in  Brandon  (three 
in  numlter)  frequently  during  t1ie  election  h\  Jtnie  last,  and  saw  at  eaeh 
one  a  fetleral  soldier  stationed,  who  had  been  pnt  t,liere  at  tlie  instance 
of  the  sheriff,  to  preserve  order;  that  1  did  not  see  or  heiu*  of  any  effort 
to  compel  any  man,  black  or  white,  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket;  bnt^ 
on  the  contrary,  the  election  was  as  fair  and  open  as  ever  was  held  any- 
where, and  no  advantage  taken  of  the  radicals  except  in  the  way  of 
good  electioneering  and  kindness.  AiUaut  states  that  one  Harrimau, 
who,  according  to  the  statement  of  his  lawyer,  T.  C.  (Jatchings,  esq.,  of 
Yicksburi?,  hfl3  been  a  convict  in  the  penitentiary  for  swindling — that  is, 
taking  bribes  from  whites  to  defraud  negro3S  while  a  bure lU  offlioer'— 
came  to  said  c^mnty  befoiT  the  <  1(  ( ritni  in  the  employ  of  the  committee 
of  live,  to  distribute  ticket**  and  act  to  the  general  interest  of  his  |)arty; 
that  he  hired  Ben.  Patterson  to  carry  tickets  to  Drab's  churcli,  uud  ii& 
stated  by  Ben.,  retiised  to  pay  him  for  his  services;  that  Harriman, 
during  tlu^  election  in  Braiulon,  was  exceedingly  busy  and  officious  in 
falkin^r,  and  was  offensive  to  the  whites  hy  liis  uianner  and  conversation, 
but  ;dliaut  went  to  him  on  two  occasions  and  to(»k  him  aside,  assuring 
iiim  iic  should  not  be  hurt,  and  uiging  lum  to  give  no  further  offence, 
bat  to  ^Metns  have  peace,'' &c.;  tSiat  said  Harriman  took  before  said 
GaiUs  negroiss  to  make  statements  in  regard  to  the  ele(;tion,  and  affiant, 
on  briiij4  ndvised  of  it,  also  went  to  Callis  and  asked  liini  tn  be  iwrnnt- 
t<'d  to  get  up  c^iunter  statements,  but  said  Callis  said  ''the  negroes  had 
appeared  iH'tbre  him  and  he  should  tbrward  their  statements  and  al^ 
nuike  his  report,^  and  did  not  assent  to  tlie  proposition  to  receive  snch 
counter  lU'oof.  Affiant  was  informed  that  said  Callis  stated  his  re|)ort 
■\vonld  he  favorable,  smd  lie  believes  he  so  stated;  at  all  eveiit.s,  said  Callis 
was  so  much  imprcss<'d  by  the  kindness  and  fairness  of  tlie  ]MHtple  here, 
that  he  voluntarily,  on  leaving,  ]mblished  the  following  card  in  the 
Brandon  Bepubllcan  of  2d  July,  1868^  to  wit:

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Affiaut  further  8ti4U'8  that,  ou  the  monuiig  ul  the  election,  news  came 
that  75  loyal  league  iiegi-oes,  armed  and  headed  by  EoUa  Williama, 
(formerly  a  slave  of  Captaiu  S|K'ai>  of  thi8  eounty,  and  a  negro  of  bad 

chartictcr.')  w(»rc  eoiiiing  from  Jaeksou  to  intimidate  negroes  from  votinp: 
the  (h'liKM  TMtic  ticket,  and  t1i;tt,  <m  beinp  so  informed,  at  the  instance 
of  E.  Itiehaixi.son,  t»f  Jack.Mm,  and  uthuat,  said  Calli^  svut  mnim  of  his 
men  and  diBarmed  them,  bat  they  came  into  town  making  a  noisy  demon- 
stration, whieli  exasfterated,  rather  than  frightened,  the  blai'k  demoerats, 
who  Hiirronnded  them,  and,  witli  yells  an<i  shonts.  eovered  them  with 
shame  and  eonfusioii :  htrI  said  Kollii  asked  said  Kichurdt$on  to  protect 
liim  iiome  to  .Jaek.s<ui,  wliich  he  agreed  to  do. 

AJBant  farther  Rtates  that  one  of  the  blaek  radical  members  firom 
Kankin  to  tlie  ccun  cntion,  John  Brinson,  and  also  then  a  candidate  for 
the  h'i:isl:itnre,  had  inevionsly  voted  at  Stcnr's  creek,  hut  pnhliely  stated 
if  lie  had  his  vote  hack  he  wonki  vote  auniiist  the  euiistituiion  and  for 
the  uomiuees  of  tin*  democratic  pai  ty,  whereat  the  black  democrats  were 
mneh  pleased  and  carried  him  over  the  street  on  their  shoulders,  which 
lijul  a  poweiiid  efl'eet  upon  others  who  had  not  then  voted. 

Attiant  further  states  tluit  tlie  other  deleixate,  (colored  rndica].)  Cyiiis 
M.Vi  i  s,  and  also  a  ctUKlidare  for  I  lie  legi.shitin-e  at  that  election,  had  one 
or  two  of  his  sons  lo  u  iim  ss  the  counting  «»t  the  votes,&c.,  and  that  said 
•  Myers  has  repeat^nlly  de<dared,  as  affiant  has  heard,  that  the  radicals 
were  fairly  beaten  in  KankiD."" 

As  it  was  a  matter  of  some  inti  resf.  and  tlic  fact  suqirised  so  many, 
that  so  ljir«ce  a  majority  should  vote  against  ti«e  constitution  in  liankiu 
county,  alhant  will  brictiy  give  his  opinion  as  to  the  cause,  and  also  the 
facts  within  his  knowlinlfre.  In  the  first  place,  as  soon  as  the  election 
waH  ordered,  the  democ^ratic  party  orpinizod  and  sent  a  number  of  their 
best  speakers  to  every  ])re<'inct  in  the  ecmnty  and  ur^ed  every  white 
mail  who  had  not  bcttue  registered  to  register,  thus  i»ringing  out  the 
tiiil  while  vote  of  the  county.  There  was  puldic  speaking  almost  every 
Saturday,  at  the  court  house,  and  the  negroes  were  particularly  invited 
to  attend;  and  also  radical  orators,  white  an<l  bla<*k,  were  invited,  and  an 
equal  division  of  ti^tie  ^/wrv..  thus  ;:iving  both  sides  a  fail-  eliaiice  t*)  he 
heard.  In  every  diM  iissum  a  large  majority  of  the  m'groi's  |ircs<'iii  were 
convinccil  that  the  native  southern  men  were  theii-  beiit  frieudii), and  they 
were  also  honest  enough  to  say  that  they  thought  the  whites  should  not 
be  disfram'hiscd  and  flui/  allowed  to  vote,  ami  that  they  woidd  vote 
against  that  constitution  and  let  another  be  nnnle  that  would  give  the 
whites  an  equal  e'liaiiec  with  them;  that  they  wer<»  not  in  favor  til  <Iis 
ti"an<*hising  any  wliiii-  uian.  This  wa>i  the  principal  reason  they  voted 
with  the  democrats.  When  the  canvass  had  advanced  near  the  election, 
and  the  blacks  showed  so  lilw^ral  a  feeling  towards  the  whites,  many 
leading  democrats  tviok  the  bold  and  opeti  i^i  Miind  in  fa\  or  <)f  iiet^ro  suf- 
frage,and  irivi!iir  it  to  them  in  tlie  State  constitution,  aithon;^li  ('oiigro«s 
might  hereafter  deny  it  to  tlu*m:  and  to  this  they  are  n(»w  pledged,  and 
I,  for  one,  wUl  carry  it  out  at  all  hazards,  and  others  will  do  the  same. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  in  Bankin  ccmnty  the  late  contest  was  simply 
a  choice  between  the  proposed  constitution,  wirli  Kuuleston  ji'mI  otliers 
lor  State  olliccrs.  and  the  negroes,  for  the  legislature,  with  a  large 
numlier  of  whites  dhsfrauchised,  an<l  a  new  coustitnti«>n,  with  suflrage 
to  all  and  sncli  officers  under  it  as  a  majority'  should  choose. 

Alliant  states  that  both  parties  were  active  an<l  energetic,  and  put  out 
their  lull  strength,  and  no  election  was  ever  held  that  was  fairer  and 
freer  from  fraiu!.  Ami  with  the  jiromises  nia<le  by  the  demoj-rats  to 
the  negioes  ol'  liei*  sulfrage  tor  all  men  anil  the  character  and  bearing

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oi  I  he  radical  orators  aud  candidates,  it  is  easy  to  bo  seen  bow  the  demo- 
crats did  trininph  in  Bankin,  and  that  it  would  have  been  almost  a 
miracle  if  th^  had  not.

The  undersigned  states  that  he  li&s  been  a  resident  of  the  State  of 

Mississippi  since  his  infancy— bem^  now  02  years  of  w^v ;  that  since  the 
year  Ik-  1i;is  a  whijr,  nf  the  Henry  Clay  school  of  i)()liti(  s.  Tii 
tlic  ycai-  l.s.")(»  lu'  opposed  tin-  sectional  cxcitenicnt  that  jjrcw  out  of  the 
admission  of  California  as  a  8tate,  aud,  with  VJ  other  geutlenieu,  euteretl 
his  protest  upon  the  journal  of  the  house  of  repr4>^ntatives  of  the  State 
le^slature  against  the  Nashville  convention.  His  ttpposition  to  seces- 
sion in  tin*  years  ISiiO-UJl  is  known  to  the  ])('0]>le  of  the  State  prcnorally, 
and  can  l>e  jaoved  by  the  Tiewspapers  «»rtliat  peritxl.  ile  s?;it(«s  that  he 
has  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances,  been  a  Union  man.  He 
was  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  14th  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  as  soon  as  the  reconstruction  acts  were  passed 
he  took  a  ]tiihlic  position  in  favor  of  rcconstrnetion  under  those  acts. 
For  proof  <>1"  this  he  refers  t(»  the  printed  j»rtK'eedings  of  a  pnhlie  meet- 
ing held  at  this  place  in  .Juiy,  KSOT,  hereto  attached  and  submittinl  a.s  a 
part  of  this  statement. 

The  nn<lcM*signed  further  states  that  he  toolc  an  active  part  in  theelec* 
tion  hehl  hist  Jnne,  upon  the  T  nttfiration  or  rejection  of  the  State  consti- 
tution, formed  and  snhmitted  under  the  reccaistruction  acts,  and  that  in 
all  his  observations  he  has  nevei-  witnessed  an  x'lectiou  conthicted  with 
more  fairness.  As  to  threats  and  intimidations,  I  never  heard  any  nor 
heard  of  any  on  tlu*  ])art  of  those  ojijiosed  to  the  constitution.  Tlie 
main  artxinnent  a^^ainst  tlie  constitnticm  was  made  on  the  test  oatli  aufl 
wholesale  distraiichisement  of  the  whiles.  To  this  arjjument  t  he  coloi  «'<l 
pei>iile  responded  heartily;  for  the  sense  of  fairness  and  justice  is  as 
Strong  in  the  black  man  as  in  the  white.  I  have  never  met  vrith  a  black 
man  that  was  in  favor  of  any  disfhinchisement  in  the  State  eonstitntion, 
and  every  one  who  voted  f<>r  the  ccmstitution  did  so  with  a  declaration 
against  (iisfranchisenu*nt.  I  verily  bclicN  t-  that  thousands  voted  f'or  the 
constitution  that  were  opposed  to  this  leaiuie  of  it.  This  was  the  case 
with  Cyrus  Myers,  (coloml  and  a  member  of  the  convention,)  whom  I 
met  on  the  stump  during  the  canvass.  Many  colored  nu'n  in  this  connty 
voted  aLT'.iinst  the  eonstitutiim  and  in  favorof  the  rei)uhlican  candidatt^s, 
Tlie  const itntion  contains  many  object ionahle  ]m»visions.  to(t  tedious 
to  mention  in  this  statifment;  but  a  government  organized  under  it 
would  be  too  expensive  to  be  borne  by  the  tax  i)ayersof  the  State.  Still 
the  test  oath  and  disfranchisement  wi  re  the  main  objwtions,  and  the 
country  was  full  of  eolon'd  s)»eakers,  all  of  whom  warne<l  the  cohire<l 
jK'ople  not  to  vote  for  such  a  c(uistitntion  ;  that  th<'  whites  could  not  he 
quiet  under  such  injustice,  and  that  all  who  voted  lor  it  would  l)e,  and 
ought  to  be,  looked  upon  as  enemies  to  the  whites  and  to  the  peace  and 
repose  of  th<'  country.  This  w»s  the  point  upon  which  tin  ( lection  turned 
in  this  ef)nnty.  The  cohu'ed  people  in  this  county  who  voted  a;,^nnst 
he  constitution  still  take  great  pride  in  their  jmsition,  ami  would  (hi  the 
aiue  again.    Capliiiu  Callis  was  here  with  a  squad  of  infantry,  on  the 
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day  of  tlu*  clertion,  nnd,  I  undoist^Mul,  exjin  sstMl  himself  satisfied  with 
the  liuiuner  iu  wliit-li  the  elet'tiou  was  coutlut-tiid.  The  undersigned 
states  that  be  has  not  changed  his  viewB  since  the  meeting  here,  in  July, 
1867,  and  only  opposed  the  constitntion  because  in  proscription  it  went 
bfyond  the  nM'<»?wtni«'tio?i  acts,  and  M'as  in  other  provisiouH  very  objec- 
tiuiiable.  The  unilcrsi^iicd  further  states  tliat  he  is  not  under  any  disa- 
bility on  account  of  the  rebellion,  and  onl^  desires  a  reconstruction 
that  will  give  peace  and  quiet  to  the  oountry.

Wlicn  Hs  till'  Union  of  the  States  is  essential  to  the  preservatiou  of  republican  govcm- 
Dieiit  and  tlio  perpetuation  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  iu  the  world  ;  and  whereas  there  can 
be  no  permanent  union  among  the  States  uulcMM  they  are  recognized  as  equals,  and  Unless  the 
government  is  administenHl  upon  tbe  priuciples  of  justiceand  equality:  Therefore, 

Rtsulred,  first.  That  we  are  iu  favor  of  the  speedy  restoration  of  the  Union,  that  the  south- 
ern Sillies  niMV  he  lestoTeil  ti»  <  (|UHlIt  v  with  tht-  uthcr  States,  unil  r-n joy  alike  the  benefits 
of  the  Union,  and  tbe  protection  and  security  which  the  Coostitutiou  affords. 

K*9otv«ttf  sstoatf.  That  we  recognfee  the  freedom  of  the  colored  population  of  these  States 
as  an  accumplishfil  fart,  and  regarilinp:  the  colorod  pooploas  citizens,  we  are  in  favor  <»f  hiws 
that  will  eulurce  political  equality  and  riglu»  iu  the  protection  of  their  persons  and  property. 

ffesolenf,  third.  That  the  enfranchisement  of  the  colored  man  being  a  part  of  the  policy 
of  reconstrucfion.  whirh  could  not  be  avoiilod  if  we  wnnld,  and  which  ia  dcmned  necessary 
for  tbe  prtiiectiou  of  his  righu  u.>  a  freeman,  and  i'ot  the  future  peaite  aud  welfare  of  the  coun- 
try, we  are  in  favor  of  a  convention,  and  the  adoption  of  m  constitntlon  eonlbrming  in  its 
prorisiouM  to  the  remiiremeuts  of  the  laws  of  Congress. 

BAtotmd,  fourth.  That  we  acrept  and  receive  the  freedom  and  suffrage  of  the  colored  man 
as  fully  accomplished,  and  seeking  onlv  the  pcHce  and  happiness  of  tlie  people  hereafter,  we 
believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  people  of  Hissiesippi  aud  the  other  southern  States  to  acquiesce 
in  the  congressional  plan  of  reeonstrnction :  that  all  opposition  tlieroto  would  be  ntterly 
futiu ,  and  if  snooessnil  will  inevitab^  cntsil  greater  evil  than  dan  possibly  nsnlt  from 
acquiescence. 

ffesoloetf,  fifik.  That  if  it  were  possible  to  defeat  negro  snlbage  and  restore  the  Union  with> 

out  it,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  country  would  have  no  repose,  and  we  would  have 
nothing  to  hope  fur  in  the  future  but  biittrness  and  strife,  which  we  sincerely  deprecate. 

Rumttd,  tilth.  That  the  colored  people  being  now  free,  the  interests  or  botn  inoes  an 
identical,  and  must,  in  our  industrial  pui'suits,  aud  in  our  political  destiny,  prosper  or  suffer 
alilte;  it  is,  therefore,  our  duty  to  cultivate  friendship  and  good  will  one  towards  the  olLor, 
and  to  cncourag^e  education  and  mental  and  moral  improvement  among  all. 

Re.$olvtd,  i«9«M(A,  That  we  deplore,  aud  will  discourage,  all  bitterness  ot  tioeling  which 
manifests  itself  in  invective  aikd  penonal  abuse,  at  a  dme  when  reason  and  conscience  should 
f):ui(le  and  govern  idl  of  ns  npon  the  solemn  and  importtmt  issues  which  am  to  be  Artennined 
by  us. 

Bu^lwdt  eighth,  That  acceptance  in  good  faith  of  the  congressional  plan  of  reeonstrnctioD  * 

of  the  Tnion,  and  a  pledpe  to  guarantee  by  State  legislation  the  civil  and  jinlitical  equality 
ot  all  citizens,  without  distinction  of  race  or  color,  is  in  no  wise  a  partisau  uieasure,  but,  to 
the  contraiy,  is  the  only  bnsis  of  reoonstmetion.

Sib  :  I  leoeived  yours  of  the  22d  ultimo  to  day,  and  proceed  to  answer 

immediately. 

I  am  glad  to  hcnv  t1i;tt  tmr  eanso  is  so  hojicfnl,  ^ly  onrnost  prayer  is 
'  chat  youi'  etlbrts  lor  ilie  loyal  poojile  and  the  gootl  oi  our  8tate  may  be 
crowned  with  perfect  success.  I  have  thou^^ht  over  this  subject  long 
and  much,  and  I  am  firmly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  for  tlie  pro- 
te<*tion  of  our  people,  for  the  ^;ood  of  all  t  (»neerned,  the  shortest  and  best 
way  of  reconstruction  is  to  i^o  hack  into  the  IJnio?!  in^lrr  our  coTistitn- 
tion  that  was  attenipted  to  be  votetl  dow  n  last  summer  by  fnunl  and 
\aolenee.  Gould  the  members  of  Congress  have  witnessed  what  we 
experienced  during  that  memorable  campai^i,  how  many  of  oui*  }>eople 
were  slaughtered  in  the  State,  what  dialtolism  was  practiced  during  the 
past  year,  I  think  they  Monld  not  hesitate  to  take  sucli  netion  as  would 
ffive  loyalty  ample  protection  in  this  lantl  of  murder  and  assassination. 
And  1  as  a  native  southerner,  born  aud  raised  in  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi, having  ever  been  true  to  the  United  States  government,  early 
identifying  myself  with  tin*  rei>ul)liean  party,  earnestly  endorsinj^  ami 
adv(H*atin,ir  the  reconst ruction  measures  of  Con^rress,  ai)peal  to  tliat  liody 
throujih  you  to  take  sucli  steps  that  will  give  us  tlie  protection  we  m 
mucli  need.  For  the  sake  of  humanity,  for  the  good  of  the  country  and 
for  the  success  of  the  party,  let  Congress  take  ns  back  under  that  con* 
Htitution.  The  blood  of  three  hun«lr«'d  republiciins  slaughtered  last  year 
in  this  Slate  by  the  Ku-Klux  deifcx  tmcv  erics  fnmi  the  ground  for  its 
ado]>tion.  The  ahnost  unanimous  \  oice  of  a  lo^al  2>eople  asks  to  come 
back  into  tlie  glorious  old  Cnion  under  it. 

As  to  the  murder  of  poor  old  martyred  Jerry  Brown,  I  wOl  state  in  as 
lew  words  as  iKtssible.  JeiTy  Brown  was  one  of  tin  most  exemplaiy 
eolojcd  nien  in  our  county,  industrious  an<l  well  to  «lo  in  lilV,  I>eing  an 
honor  to  his  race  and  the  cause  of  emancipation.   lie  was  a  thorough 
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rt'pul»lM  an  and  t»M>k  au  active  interest  in  the  success  of  iUs  luiiiciple.s. 
He  livt*il  ill  a  iKntiou  of  tlie  county  where  tlie  Ku-Klux  democracy  liad 
their  own  way.  I  saw  him  exhibit  more  moral  eonrafe  and  flrmtieas  on 
the  day  of  election  than  I  ever  witncvssed  in  all  my  life.  (You  remem- 
hvv  T  was  one  ot*  the  ui:iii;iL!«'rs  of  election.)  He  came  up  to  the  poHs 
auiul  the  threats  of  an  iiitmiated  mbhle  and  deposited  hi8  ballot  for  the 
const itiititui  and  the  republican  State  ticket.  The  sum  of  his  oHemiing 
was  his  nnflinching  devotion  to  the  republican  party  and  great  inflnenee 
with  the  colored  people  in  that  i>art  of  the  county.  I  have  no  doubt 
but  what  the  scheme  was  concocted  anc^  the  plan  nuitured  for  his  death 
on  the  fatal  dav  when  he  with  tweutv  hve  followers  voted  the  reimbli- 
can  ticket  at  his  precinct.  A  short  time  alter  that  a  bantl  of  disguised 
KU'Klux  at  the  hour  of  midnight  came  to  his  premises,  broke  int-o  his 
liouse,  t<>ok  position  around  hi^bed,  and  amid  the  screams  and  petitions 
of  his  fannly,  without  any  resistance  on  his  part,  literally  shot  him  to 
pieces,  and  (jiiietly  niounte<l  their  horses  and  ro4le  away.  The  same  fate 
you  and  1  w  uuUl  have  met  ere  this,  had  the  presiilential  election  resulted 
differently,  and  will  meet  ^  et,  unless  the  State  is  placed  in  the  hands  of* 
the  republican  party  and  strong  measures  adopted  for  our  protection  by 
Congress. 

AVe  nmst  not  suffer  ourselves  tobedeceived.  Many  an>  coming  to  us  now 
under  tlie  garb  of  friendshil).  I  hope  they  ai'c  sincere.  We  can  aftbid 
to  be  liberal  at  the  proper  time,  but  just  now  we  want  to  hold  the  reins 
and  drive  the  team. 

Tell  Senator  Sherman  forme,  thou;,']i  it  may  bepresnmption  inanobseure 
southern  loyalist  to  say  so,  that  Congress  Itlninlered  awfully  in  suffering 
the  St;ite  to  renntin  in  the  hands  of  the  rebel  denuKTacy  during  recon- 
struction, as  you  and  every  other  loyal  man  in  the  State  can  testify. 

Say  to  our  special  fHend  Andy  Johnson,  that  as  he  has  nmde  rebellion 
so  odious  and  imi)overish<'d  and  disirraecd  its  leaders  and  been  sn<"h  a 
great  and  good  Moses  to  tlie  colored  peojde,  he  can  retire  to  the  nioun- 
taiu  shades  of  East  Tcuuessee  and  there  take  new  lessons  of  loyalty  and 
patriotism  from  the  example  and  precept  of  the  immortal  Brownlow } 
that  we  can  dispense  with  his  further  services  and  take  a  man  of  fewer 
words  and  more  action.  I  cheerfully  eom])ly  with  your  request  and 
send  yon  a  p  i]>s'r  with  tlie  platnuni  in  it.  Hoping  to  heai' li'om  you  aouu,

ble  committee  the  follo^^ing  facts  pertaining  to  the  electicm  held  in 
Yalabusha  county,  State  ot  Alississippi,  during  the  month  of  Juno, 
18t)8.  The  ehM'tion  in  the  toUowinj?  named  precincts,  thronuh  intimida- 
tion, violence,  and  fraud,  was  carried  by  the  democratic  {nivty  :  Water  * 
Valley,  Ooffeeville,  Oakland,  Bondnrant,  Buck  Hill,  Oamei's  Station,  and 
Greysport.  The  registrar  who  polled  the  vote  at  Greysport  went  to 
llardy  Station  and  Grenada,  vltere  the  election  was  held,  without  any 
intertereuce  on  the  part  ol  liic  ilemocratic  party.  The  conindssioners 
of  election  appointed  by  your  honorable  body  were  prevented  from  act 
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iiig  at  the  first  named  precincts.  The  commissidDorwho  acted  at  Greya- 
port.  Hardy  Station,  and  Grenada,  rendered  his  report  for  those  i>re- 
einets.  In  vivw  of  the  intimidations,  violence,  and  fraud  i)eq>etrate(l  in 
Yalabnsha  county,  I  wouk\  ournestly  recommend  that  your  honorable 
body  throw  out  all  the  i)recinct8  in  Yalabusha  county  excepting  Hardy 
Station  and  Gi-cuada,  thereby  insniing  the  electioii  of  repnbBama  to 
the  legifllatnre,  vho  were  legally  elected  in  said  ooimty.

Deak  ISiE :  1  am  ju.st  in  rcc^'ipt  of  yoiii"  cstcciiHMl  favor  of  tlu'  26th 
^ultimo,  and  hasten  to  reply,  after  having  procured  the  telegram  reuuesteil 
firom  our  Mend  and  co-laborer  Jesse  L.  Davis,  the  original  of  which 
pleam*  tiud  enclosed.  In  relation  to  the  election  I  can  only  say  it  was 
more  lik«^  n  frrand  farce  llinn  niiytbing  else.  At  Oiiklaml,  Water  Vnlley, 
and  Corteoville  pixiciiu  ts  iit  t!iis  coiiiity,  neither  bhu  ks  nor  whites  eoiUd 
vote  or  did  vote  the  repubiu:an  ticket.  On  the  day  of  election  at  this 
place  tbere  were  representatives  &om  said  piedncts  present  at  the  i)olls, 
besides  special  appointees  of  the  Grenada  democratic  dnbs,  from  the 
opening  to  tlie  close,  to  soo  who  voted  the  republican  ticlcet,  and  their 
presence  an<l  action  received  the  following  resolutionof  thanks li'oui  the 
democratic  club  of  this  place,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  from  Coffecville,  Water 

Vulluy,  Hiid  other  j)rt'('iiic-ts,  for  the  ijietit  sorvict'  they  have  rendered  during  the  pMllwO 
days,  and  we  earnestly  request  them  to  remain  until  the  polls  are  finally  closed. 

This  resolution  was  published  in  the  Grenada  Sentinel  of  July  4. 
Those  who  voted  the  republican  ticket  at  Greysport  precinct  were  actu- 
uallj;  iwsted  on  the  door  of  Colonel  M.  K.  Wint^s  store  the  next  morn- 
ing after  the  election,  and  remained  until  they  were  taken  down  per 
order  of  General  Pennypacker.  This  procedure,  however,  did  not,  I  am 
happy  to  say,  deter  youi*  humble  servant  Irom  doing  his  duty,  as  1  believe 
It  is  proverbially  known  that  I  am  the  only  white  man  in  north  Missus- 
sippi  who  had  the  moral  courage  to  vote  an  open  (stars  and  stripes)  repab- 
lican  ticket. 

r  really  believe  the  constitution  woidd  have  been  ratified  in  this  county 
by  a  very  lai'ge  majority  if  tlie  people  had  been  U*lt  to  their  own  choice 
and  judgment.  Many  blacks  ix'iwrt  not  voting  the  republican  ticket  for 
fear  of  losing  their  lives,  others  their  situations,  houses,  and  livelihood. 
Many  whites  did  not  vote  at  all,  and  many  have  said  since  the  election 
that  they  voted  democratic  because  they  di<l  not  want  to  oppose  the 
cloud.  Thus  briefly  I  have  given  you  the  facts  as  i  understami  them.

Deak  Sir  :  I  herewith  forward  a  lirief  rejmi't  to  you  of  the  result  of 
the  election  in  this  county,  w  liidi  is  not  as  satisfactory  as  you  would 
desire,  as  it  regards  the  majoiit:^  of  the  oi>i>osition.  There  were  1,965 
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votes  cast  agaiust  the  coustitutiou,  and  932  in  favor  of  ii,  gi^  in^  1,033 
minority  a^^aiti8t  the  constitntioii.  I  attended  at  Greyspoit,  Hanly's 
Station,  and  each  day  at  Grenada,  and  wan  present  at  the  counting  of 
the  votes  to-day;  tin*  other  men  you  :i])|»nintod  ns  commissioners  did  not 
appear  here,  and  I  understand  did  iii>i  inti'iidat  the  other  precincts  in 
the  county,  and  hence,  of  course,  none  iuive  to  join  me  in  this  report. 
The  election  as  a  whole  was  truly  an  exdting  one«  more  intense  feeling 
manifested  than  I  ever  saw  in  an  election.  Keariy  dS\  the  whites  were 
most  hittcrly  opposed  to  some  of  the  prodsions  of  the  constitution,  and 
all  the  art  of  pci  snnsion.  at  Icnst,  was  used  to  defeat  it.  The  negi  ocs, 
m  a  class,  v>vit  nearly  to  a  man  in  favor  of  voting  for  the  constitution, 
bat  many  did  not  carry  ont  their  intentions.  Why  f  Fear  in  many  cases  of 
the  results.  I  did  not  notice  what  may  be  caUed  fraud,  nor  any  acts  of 
violence  irsf)rted  to ;  hut  takinjT:  down  Tvnm  s  at  the  polls  the  two  first 
days  had  its  eftect,  I  ha\ c  im*  doubt,  on  some,  and  the  ideadinj^s  of  old 
Mends  and  former  owners  ha»l  luuch  to  do  in  changing  the  intentions  of 
tlie  negroes.  I  did  all  in  my  ])ower  to  diacharge  the  duties  you  imposed 
upon  me,  as  the  officer  I  attended  with  can  testify,  but  I  can  aesnre  you 
it  was  no  enviabl<^  jxisition  to  occupy  amid  the  prevalent  feeling  existing 
against  the  rojistitiition  and  tlie  radical  party  in  tlic  county.  It  is,  I 
think,  exceedingly  tlillicuU  to  have  a  tair  expression  of  public  feeling  in 
an  election  here  now. 

I  was  engaged  eight  days  in  your  serWce,  and  hSiTe  to  charge  twelve 
dollars  for  horse  hire.  Any  further  information  you  niay  desire,  please 
corrt^spcmd  with  me,  and  sliall  always  be  r^'ady  to  do  all  1  can  to  serve 
you.

Tins  day  persoiinlly  ai>peared  before  me,  E.  Dadley,  an  nctiiip:  Justice 
of  the  peace  within  an<l  lor  (he  above-named  county,  Edmund  JSmith, 
li'eednmn,  who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  sayeth  that  he  was 
present  at  and  voted  on  the  day  of  (Election  hdd  for  the  pnriwse  of  rat- 
ifyin^j  or  n'jj'cting  the  new  constitutioji,  framed  by  the  late  convention 
for  tile  State  of  Mississij>pi,  under  tlie  i-ecnnstMii  Tion  acts  of  Congi'es.s 
and  by  the  onh'r  of  the  ;i<'ncial  commandinj;  liu*  ilistrict  com])osed  of

citizens  of  Mississip])].  Vahibiisha  county,  to  me  well  known,  who  l^ng 
by  nie  first  duly  sworn,  Htute  on  oath  : 

1.  That  they  are  citizens  living  and  resident  in  said  county  and  State 
and  qualified  to  exercise  the  rights  of  franchise;  that  they  attended  the 
election  held  in  said  State  of  Mssissippi  in  June,1868y  to  ratify  or  ivjoct 
th(-  (  niistitiition  a(l()i)t(Hl  tlic  convention  of  said  State;  that,  of  tlicir 
own  kiii)\vl('d;;<j,  in  the  county  of  Yalabusha,  the  county  of  their  rcsi- 
deuce,  said  election  was  held  and  conducted  faiiiy,  and  strictly  in  accord- 
ance with  the  act  of  Congress  and  military  orders  based  thereon,  and 
that  all  voters  acted  freely  and  without  fear,  threat,  or  compulsion, 
tlu'  only  iiilluence  used  or  attempted  to  be  used  being  in'tlio  nature  of 
appeals  to  their  reason  andjudgment;  tliat  the  constitution  was  dcff  ^ted 
by  lair  and  legal  means,  and  that  the  result  is  entirely  8atistact4)iy 
and  reflects  the  expressed  will  of  a  large  minority  of  the  people  of  the 
State. 

2.  That  they  bad  every  opportunity  to  see  the  freenesa  and  fairness 
of  the  voti*  then  cast,  and  that  the  said  vote  was  as  quiet  and  unem- 
barrassed as  any  within  their  memory,  and  not  the  least  upi>roaeh  to 
terrorism  attempted  to  be  used,  and  that  in  no  instance  was  any  person 
prevented  direct  l.\  (U^  indirectly  from  voting  for  the  ratification  of  the 
said  constitution  il"  \w  so  dcsii-cd. 

3.  That  the  fivcdinen  wlio  voted  at  that  time  selecte<l  thcii-  own  ticket 
and  voluntarily  cast  it  for  or  against  the  said  constitution,  accfU'ding  to 
tiieir  preference,  and  that  there  was  not  even  an  appearance  of  intimi- 
dation used  to  influence  them  or  control  them  by  any  person  within  their 
knowh-d-ic  :  that  no  fn'<'«lman,  so  far  as  tliey  know,  was  either  kept  from 
voting  or  <  auscd  to  vote  democratic,  but  was  left  eutirely  free  to  exer- 
cise his  own  volitions.

At  a  mooting:  of  repnblieuii.H  held  in  Coriutli  on  the  8th  instant,  E.  C. 
Gillen waters  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  R.  J.  iteming  requested  to  act 
ae  secretary. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  having  been  explaine<l,  the  ehair  appointed 

a  ooTiniiittce  to  drniight  resoliit  inns  expi*es8ing  the  views  of  the  meeting, 
coiisistiii;;  ol  the  followingnamed  gentlemen  :  E.  F.  Ilaynit'.  H.  Mask,  J. 
MeAmi.H  nud  W.  II.  Jones,  who  presented  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  wMch  were  unanimously  adopted : 
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Wliorf  iis  the  committee  creat€<1  1>y  tht-  late  constitutional  convention,  known  an  the  com- 
mittee of  five,  after  a  full  and  thorough  inventigatiou,  have  declared  that  the  constitutioa 
submitted  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  ]H4>h,  to  the  people  of  Missbsippi,  for  ratification  or  i«)ee* 
tion,wa8  rutin' d  by  a  majority  of  the  \oU'h  rast  thereon;  and  when-as  a  couvcntioii  of 
the  repuhlicun  party  was  held  at  the  capitol  on  the  25th  day  of  November  lur  the  pur- 
poMof  taking  such  8tep8  as  niifrht  be  deemed  wise  and  proper,  have  declared,  from  the 
evidence  produced,  that  saul  rouMtitution  did  receive  a  majority  of  the  r|uatilied  voters  of 
the  State,  and  have  by  addre^j^s  and  resolutions  appealed  to  the  Cungrt-^ii  vt'the  United  States 
to  receive  the  State  into  the  Union  under  the  constitution  thus  adopted,  and  to  that  end 
appointed  a  committee  to  lav  before  Conp-ess  said  address  and  reeolntiooSt  and  to  urge  tlie 
admission  of  the  State  into  the  Union  :  1  herefore,  be  it 

Resolcfd,  That  iu  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  State,  the  digtrat  tioii  lo  tlic  variinis 
industrial  pursuits  of  our  pempie  consequent  upon  a  heated  political  canva«s.  and  the  turba* 
lent  and  tinsettted  condition  of  affiiirs,  it  is  the  (feliberate  oplnfon  of  this  meetinfr  that  an  etee* 
tion  in  Misssissippi,  at  t1ii»  time,  will  be  dt'triucntal  lo  the  peace  and  innt  t  <  f  ti'c  State. 

Rt9oleed,  That  should  Cunffress  in  her  wisdom  retnse  the  State  admission  iuto  the  Union 
under  this  eonstitntion,  then,iii  our  jndf^meut,  the  best  interest  of  the  State  will  l)e  served  in 
pivinp  lirr  a  provisional  jfovernniont  to  la»tuutit  quiet  has  been  restored  to  tho  ronntrv,and 
the  prejudit't  s  of  uur  people,  in  some  degree,  subsided  towards  the  congresHiutiul  plan  of 
raeonstmctiun. 

RUfdffed,  That  the  republican  party  in  the  State  should  be  a  unit  touching  recoustmction. 
Reaotred,  That  the  secrt-tary  nf  ibis  meeting  be  requested  to  furnish  the  various  republican 
papers  of  the  State  wiih  a  uny  of  these  vstoliitloiis,  With  ft raqaast  ttat  they  publish  UAMune.

At  ;i  nuiss  meotinjj  of  tlic  repnblicaii  ]>aity  of  Landordnlp  coimty, 
called  aiul  hold  in  the  city  ot  Meridian,  on  tlte  -iStli  of  Deeeiidier  instant, 
omoug^t  other  bimliiess  transacted  the  following  preamble  and  re^lu- 
tionB  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  ('ongress,  known  as  the  reconstruction  act,  providing 
for  the  formation  of  civil  governments  for  the  States  latelj  in  rebellion,  &,c,,  a  duly  elected 
constitutional  convention  assembled  and'adopted  a  eonstitntion  for  the  State  of  Mississippi, 

gfunraiitt  rinpr  equal  political  atid  l<  jial  rightn  for  all  persons,  without  regard  to  race  en  color, 
and  the  .same  was,  iu  couformity  with  said  act.  subuulted  to  the  legal  v(.ters  ot  the  State  for 
ratification  or  rejection ;  and  whereas,  dnring  the  canvass  upon  the  question  of  the  ratificfr* 
tion  of  said  constinifion,  an<l  on  the  days  of  said  elfcTion,  tin-  di'mcnt  ortposed  to  said  con- 
stitution, and  conmiotily  kuuwn  as  rebels,  di<{  adopt  iitcaiiH  U)  deleat  ratitication.  by  resorting 
to  fraud,  violence  and  intimidation,  by  w  liich  large  numbers  of  loyal  voters  were  forced  to 
vote  against  the  constitution  or  were  not  allowed  to  vote  at  all,  aud  resulting  in  the  apparent 
defeat  of  the  couKliiulion  and  candidates  of  tho  republican  party  on  the  State  ticket:  There- 
fore, be  it 

iU$oli>edt  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  the  vote  as  cast  iu  this  State,  and  reported 
by  General  Oillem,  does  not  express  the  will  of  the  loyal  legal  voters  of  the  State,  and  that 

wo  are  firmly  of  oiiinion  that  if  a  fair  expres'^imi  hw)  Vk-ou  had  at  the  polls,  had  men 
been  permitted  tu  vote  untrammelled  aud  uufetcered,  the  constitution  would  have  been  rat- 
ified by  a  lar(;e  and  decided  majority. 

Resolved.  Tliat,  in  vifu  ot*  tlu'  fonMrolnj;'  rpciti  il  facts,  we  believe  the  constitution  stands 
virtually  ratified  by  the  loyal  pcojilt-  of  the  State  of  Mississippi ;  that  under  it  wo  believe 
the  interests  of  tho  loyal  and  law-abiding  citi/.ens  will  be  protected,  and  that  the  polltioal 
and  material  infere.st.s  of  the  people  of  the  State  will  prosper,  and  that  we,  therefore,  respect- 
fiilly  request  and  urge  that  Congress  admit  the  State  into  tlie  Union  and  declare  the  election 
of  the  republican  State  ticket. 

Retvhed,  That  in  whatever  Congress  msj  decide  to  do  in  the  case  of  oor  State,  we  urgently 
reqnest  that  such  action  do  not  provide  for  any  fVirther  elections  to  be  bolden  at  any  early 
day,  a.s  uinln  ;1ir  rvistintr  feeling's  of  tlic  rclu'l  |i(>rtioM  of  the  State  WO  are  dearly  of  opinion 
that  u  fair  aud  tree  election  cannot  be  iiad  in  the  Stale. 

Rwtttedt  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  repnhlican 
delegation  now  in  Washiusrton  city,  with  the  request  that  they  urge  upon  ('mi  ki  c^^,  ihc  imme- 
diate aUuii.ssion  of  the  State  uuder  the  constitution,  a.s  proclaimed  bv  tbe  "  coaiimaee  ot  live."

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  on  luTonatnii  tion  : 

The  nndcrsij^ned,  a  committee  appointed  by  a  convention  of  the 
republican  party  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  assembled  at  Jackson  in 
said  State,  on  the  25th  day  of  November,  1808,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
tbllowin^y  facts  for  your  consideration  : 

That  in  accordance  witli  tlie  acts  ot  reconstruction  a  State  convention 
4lid  assemble  on  the  7th  day  of  January,  A.  1>.  18G8,  at  tlie  city  ot  ,la<Jv- 
son,  in  said  State,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions « f  said  recon- 
strnction  acts,  did  ]u*oc*ced  toftwme  a  constitution  tor  saiti  State,  which 
WHS  suhinittccl  to  and  voted  on  l>y  the  people  of  said  State  at  an  election 
conuiiencinjr  on  the  I'-d  day  of  .Tune,  1808,  and  continuing  for  several 
days  t  Uereal  lev,  in  accordance  witli  the  order  of  the  commanding  general 
of  the  4th  military  distdct. 

That  at  said  election  55,231  votes  wcn»  ca.st  for  said  constitiitjo' ,  and 
that  thnm^h  violence,  fraud,  and  intinndation  an  apparent  vote  of 
<Hi,«*^<>**  was  cast  against  said  constitution. 

Antl  we  further  rej>resent  that  3.'i,0.>0  of  the  registered  voters  of  said 
State  not  rote  at  mid  eteetion^  a  very  large  majority  of  which  number 
would  have  voted  for  the  constitution  had  an  opportunity  l>een  allowed 
them  to  do  so  fteely  and  witlioat  restraint,  fear,  or  the  iufluenoe  of 
fraud. 
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A  large  number  of  those  wlio  voted  against  the  constitution  were 
coiiipclled  to  do  so  by  threats  and  fe^r  of  personal  violence. 

To  such  extent  was  the  system  of  intimidation  and  fknud  carried  that 
in  certain  counties,  to  wit:  rojjiah,  Carroll,  Chickasaw,  I)e  Soto,  L»- 
&yette,  Rankiii,  and  Yahibusha,  a  large  portion  of  the  legal  voters 
of  said  counticvS  had  not  an  ()])poi  t unity  to  vote  freely  and  without  re- 
straint, fear,  or  the  intluenceof  fraud,  and  the  electious  in  said  counties 
should  be  set  aside  and  held  for  naaght. 

That  throwing  out  the  vote  of  said  counties,  which  we  ask  shonld  be 
done,  tin*  result  of  said  olrction  will  be  as  folhnvs: 

For  the  const  itution,  52,70!) ;  against  the  constitution,  48,829 ;  leaving 
a  mtyority  for  the  constitution  of  3,880. 

That  in  support  of  the  above  stated  fhets  we  be^  leave  to  submit  to 
your  committee  the  accompanying  documentary  evidence  in  addition  to 
that  alrcaily  in  your  ]K>s-j«'ssi<)n,  which  CAidence  includes  aflidavits,  d»»- 
taih'd  8taU'nuiil.s,  k'imhIs,  and  proclamation  of  a  coniniittce  of  live 
appointed  by  .said  constitutional  convention  to  superintend  tlie  election 
for  the  ratiftcation  of  the  constitution  and  for  State  offleers,  members  of 
State  legislature  and  membt^rs  of  Congress,  and  to  ascertain  and  maike 
proclamatitni  of  the  result  of  the  same. 

That  tlie  committee  of  five  afoi-esaid,  after  the  election  had  been  held, 
applied  to  the  commanding  general  of  said  military  district  for  an  inves- 
tigation of  the  allegations  of  fraud  committed  in  several  counties  in  said 
Stote;  said  commander  refusing  to  make  such  inve^itigation,  said  com- 
mittee proceeded  to  make  the  investigation,  so  feur  as  they  were  able, 
without  the  aid  of  the  military. 

Tliat  alter  a  careful  and  fair  investigation  of  the  allegations  of  fraud 
in  the  counties  aforesaid,  did  find  that  fraud,  violence,  and  intimidation 
were  practiced  to  such  an  extent  in  the  seven  counties  aforesaid  that  the 
election  in  said  counties  should  be  s(»t  a«ide,  and  thereupon  thev  issued 
their  proclamation  on  tlie  3d  day  of  November,  1868,  declaring  suit!  con- 
stitution didy  ratified  by  a  minority  of  the  legal  vot?s  cast  at  said  elec- 
tion as  above  s1»ted,  and  that  the  State  oflicers,  members  of  Congress, 
and  of  the  State  Ic^^nslature  named  in  said  j»roclamation  were  didy 
elected;  all  oi'  which  will  appear  from  the  papers  lierewitli  snlnnitted. 

The  undersigned,  in  (iousi<leratiou  of  the  foregoing  facts,  respectfully  " 
.  request  that  the  constitution  so  ratitied  may  be  approved  by  Congress, 
and  that  the  State  of  Mississippi  may  be  admitted  into  the  Union  in 
accordance  with  the  reconstniction  acts,  with  such  additional  legislation 
as  uuiy  be  neccssaiy  to  carry  out  said  acts  in  their  true  intent  and 
meaning.

fciiK :  The  ccnnmittee  appomted  by  the  constitutuuial  (convention  of 
the  {State  of  Mississippi  to  superintend  the  election  for  the  ratiiicatit>n 
or  rejection  of  the  constitution  framed  by  that  body,  and  for  the  dec- 
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tion  of  State  oftieers,  niciiibers  of  the  ]otrislatur<',  and  inem))ers  lur  the 
40tli  and  41st  (Joiigressj  aud  to  ascei  tiiiu  aad  make  prot  lamatiou  of  tlie 
resnit  of  the  same,  desire^  for  tibe  infonnatioii  of  your  honorable  com- 
mittee, to  submit  till'  subjoined  statements  iu  reference  thereto: 

('(uiipletc  and  full  returji>^  liave  not  yet  been  received  from  all  the 
counties,  an<lf"r<>ni  some  ot  them  it  will  be  diflReult  to  get  returns  out- 
side of  those  made  to  the  military  headciuarteis,  ius  the  commistiioiiers 
appointed  by  this  committee  have  not  been  able  to  attend  the  eleetions 
and  make  reports  for  fear  of  personal  violence. 

Threats  and  inf iinidatioiis  have  been  carried  to  sueh  an  extent  in 
8ome"counti»  s  tliat  the  coniTnissioners  eoiild  not  dischar^'  their  duties. 

Reports  and  alUdav  its,  now  in  i)osses8iou  of  the  committee,  show  that 
in  several  of  these  counties  such  a  reign  of  .terror  was  inangnrated  as  to 
prevent  not  only  the  colored  voters  but  many  white  voters  from  voting 
at  all. 

Social  prosci  iption,  threntK  of  discharge  from  employment,  resolutions 
refusing  to  l  ountenanee  in  any  manner  any  one  who  voted  tor  the  con- 
stitntion  or  the  republican  ticket,  taking  down  the  names  of  persons  at 
the  polls  as  they  voted  and  publishing  the  same  as  enemies,  were  some 
of  the  means  used  to  acooniidisli  the  inauguration  of  a  reign  of  teiTor 
8u<*li  as  has  nrvfi-  lu'en  witnessed  before  at  anv  election  in  the  nation. 
This  sysu  in  of  intimidation  has  been,  to  a  great  extent,  general  through- 
out the  State^  but  more  particidarly  so  in  the  interior  coonties. 

The  suuill  squads  of  military  sent  into  these  counties  have  been  in 
many  instances  wholly  inadequate  to  the  task  of  securing  a  lull  and  free 
es^KTession  of  opinion  to  voters. 

The  committee  regret  to  have  to  report  that  in  some  iuhlanees  the 
soldiers  have  openly  distriboted  democratic  tickets  and  electioneered 
against  the  adoption  of  the  constitution. 

T]n'  rommittee  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  reports  from  the  following 
count  MS,  viz:  Haukiii,  Copialiy  Carroll,  l)e  Idoto,  La  Fayette,  Marshall, 
aud  Chickasaw. 

In  Bankin  county,  where  the  registration  shows  about-  an  equal  divi- 
sion of  white  and  colored  voters  in  a  total  of  2,031  polled,  but  163  votes 

weix^  east  in  favor  of  the  constitution. 

The  committee  have  in  their  possession  affidavits  of  at  h»ast  50  voters 
of  said  county  who  have  voluntarily  walked  30  miles  to  report  tliat  they 
were  forced  by  threats,  and  in  some  cases  actual  violence,  to  vote  agmnst 
the  (  onstitntion  and  for  the  democratic  ticket. 

The  eoinirnssioner  for  this  county,  1).  S.  llarrinimi.  rf>])orts  acts  of  vio- 
lence, personal  abuse,  and  threats  of  jissassi nation  against  himself  and 
others  with  him.  The  te  w  who  were  bold  enough  in  the  face  of  all  opix)- 
sition  to  vote  the  republican  ticket  have  been  driven  off  and  compelled 
to  seek  1)1  aces  of  safety  elsewhere. 

In  Copiah  county,  wliere  the  registration  shows  an  excess  of  coIot cd 
voters,  out  of  'i.lOif  votes  polled  but  r»<M»  were  east  tor  the  eonstitutiou. 

The  candidates  for  the  State  legislature,  Emanuel  Handy  and  Mr. 
Harvey,  were  driven  away  ftx)m'  the  poOs  by*ezcited  mobs,  and  their 
lives  threatened  if  they  returned. 

At  Ha/.lehurst  precinct.  Coinali  county,  an  assemblage  of  nh<mf  200 
colored  men,  carrying  United  States  tiags  and  banners,  were  set  upon 
by  a  mob,  and  their  tlags  and  banners  torn  and  broken,  and  they  com- 
pelled to  seek  safety  in  flight. 

He]K>rtsfrom  the  commissioners  state  that  violence,  threids,  and  intim- 
idations pre  vailed  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  a  great  many  froiri  voting 
at  all,  and  to  force  those  who  did  vote  to  vote  against  their  sentiments. 
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In  Oairroll  county,  where  the  colored  voters  are  in  an  ezceas  on  the 
legistration  of  500,  ont  of  3,009  votes  polled  bnt  270  were  for  the  consti* 

tntion. 

Tilt!  caiid'Klatt's  on  the  rcpublica-u  tickt't  for  the  8lat«'  h'fi^islatnre 
^veie  viuleiitly  as»aiilte<i,  drivt'ii  Iroiu  the  poHfs  and  compelled  to  seek 
safety  in  flij?ht.  Even  the  presence  of  the  militai^  did  not  prevent  vio- 
lence, and  the  officer  iu  command,  Lientenant  Pickett,  was  unable  when 
applied  to  for  jvrotot  tion  to  jxive  it. 

Reports  from  tlic  fonimissioners  of  tli  ir  county  show  a  fi^eneral  and 
perfect  system  ol  imunidation  and  inioleiaiice  ajjainst  both  white  and 
colored  loyalists,  and  affidavits  from  respectable  citizens  of  the  connty 
are  in  the  ]>oKses8ion  of  the  committee  showing;  th(>  same  state  of  affairs, 
existin.ir-  Tliis  is.  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  disloyal  and  intolerant 
eounti<'s  in  the  State, 

In  De  ►Si>lo  county,  in  tlie  extreme  northwestern  porti«ni  of  the  Stiite, 
where  the  registration  shows  a  large  excess  of  coloi^  voters,  out  of  a 
total  vote  of  2,5S2  bnt  415  vot4Mi  for  tlie  constitution.  At  some  precincts 
those  w-hn  went  tlu  rc  to  distribute  ratification  tickets  were  diriven  oif 
and  thr  tiriccts  destroyed. 

Mr.  Tlieo.  Wiseman,  one  of  the  commissioners,  reports  unthu"  date  Ot 
June  24, 1868,  that  he  has  attended  several  precincts,  and  at  every  one 
of  them  met  with  the  mast  violent  opposition.  Insults  and  even  jMir- 
8onaI  violence  were  rosortc*!  t«>,  and  he  was  coniix'lliMl  to  fh'c  to  the 
woods  t(»r  safety,  and  tiiially  abandon  his  work  and  ^eck  a  place  of  salety 
for  himself  and  family. 

One  commissioner  in  Lafayette  county,  a  colored  man  named  Phi11i]>s, 
and  the  only  one  who  had  the  courage  to  serve,  has  been  comp<>lled  to 
desist  from  making  reports  of  wliat  ]w  saw,  from  fear  of  losiiiii'  his  life. 

In  Chickasaw  eoiinty  the  candidate  on  tin-  republican  Stale  ticket  for 
lieutenant  governor,  iion.  A.  «l.  Jamison,  and  lion.  Jehiel  liausback  for 
Congress,  iu  that  (the  second)  district,  were  C4>uii)elled,  under  threats  of 
personal  violence,  to  leave  that  county  and  seek  a  place  of  safety  in 
another  place. 

In  Marshall  <Miiinty  the  repoits  of  the  etMiiiiiissioner  slmw  lliat  nnu'.h 
violence  and  intimidation,  and  many,  botli  while  and  coloreil,  prevente<l 
from  voting  as  they  wished. 

The  committee  have  similar  reports  from  many  other  counties  corrobo- 
rative  of  tlie  abov<',  which  they  deem  nnnece.s.sary  to  r(  t(  r  to  now.  The 
cases  cited  iieie  are  but  a  small  proportion  of  those  in  tlieir  poss»'ssion, 
but  will,  they  trust,  serve  to  i»how  the  nmnner  in  whicli  the  election  has 
been  conducted,  and  the  real  sentiment  that  prevails  amon;;  n  miyority 
of  tiKKse  who  have  so  lately  l)eeii  in  rebellion. 

The  committee  concur  in  the  statenu'nts  contained  in  the  rei)orts 
referred  to.  and  otiiers  in  their  possj'ssion,  that  no  fair  expression  ot  the 
opinions  of  the  people  of  the  iState  has  been  had  in  the  recent  election, 
particularly  in  the  counties  siiecially  named  in  this  repent. 

The  committee  bejj  leave  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  tli;if  in  mo8t  of 
the  counties  of  tin'  Stat**,  and  in  all  of  thosi*  lu'rein  cited,  the  county 
otlices  are  in  the  ]»ossi>ssion  of  persons  who  are  disloyal  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Unitetl  States. 

In  eounties  when;  loyal  men  hold  the  ofti(>c8  no  diKturbances  have 
<K%nrred.  In  Attala  and  Kenii>er,  where  there  are  white  majorities, 
a  nmjoritv  of  the  votes  cast  have  been  in  favor  of  the  constitution. 
TiM'se  counties  have  loyal  sherilfs.  Iu  all  such  countieti  tlie  ii^ports  are 
1  hat  quiet  eh'ction.s  have  been  held. 

The  committee  ask  that  your  honorable  committee  will  take  these  facts 
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into  consideratiou  and  act  as  speedily  as  may  be  poasible  in  affording 
8oni«'  a(l»'(iiiute  moans  ot  i*elief. 

Proniint'iit  gentlemen  from  our  State  will  visit  Washington  at  once  to 
confer  with  the  projyer  anthoritiea  in  regard  to  the  ooildition  of  oar 
State,  and  we  trust  may  be  saecessful  in  aecoring  yonr  early  attention.

Dear  Stb  :  I  see  the  democratic  party  are  asserting  that  the  election 

in  June  last  was  a  fair  one^  and  that  the  constitntion  then  submitted  to 
the  legal  vot(M  .«<  of  tliis  Stati^  for  rntiticjttioTi  was  fairly  defeated  by  theoi. 
I  canjiot  aasent  to  this  statniM  iiT.  1*  <  ause  1  know  it  to  be  false,  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  Copiah  county,  vviieie  i  iiave  lived  and  voted  for  the  last  40 
years.  In  that  connty  I  know  it  was  a  perfect  mockery  of  an- election— 
a  shameftal  ihrce.  I  mnst  confess  that  I  never  witnessed  on  any  other 
occaHion  such  a  scene  as  exhibitc*!  iit  the  connty  seat  of  said  county  on 
the  day  of  the  election  in  that  place.  Every  8i>ecie8  of  miaropresentiv* 
tioU;  fraud,  and  iutimidation  was  resorted  to  by  the  democratic  paity  to 
make  the  voters  Tote  against  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  contrary 
to  their  desires  and  wishes.  That  party,  to  operate  npon  the  white  re- 
publicans and  inak(  thmi  vote  against  the  constitution,  reported  to  pro- 
scription, intimidat iitii,  and  social  ostracism;  and  I  do  assure  you  that 
there  were  only  eigliL  white  republicans  in  my  county  who  had  the  nerve, 
moral  and  physictU  courage,  to  breast  the  storm  and  face  the  music  on 
that  occasion.  I  have  no  doubt  that  at  many  of  the  boxes  in  that  coonty 
the  man  who  voted  for  the  constitution  hazardfMl  his  life  in  doing  so; 
and  esi>ecially  was  it  so  at  C'rystal  Springs.  You  iit  ed  not  to  want  any 
better  proof  of  the  iact  than  the  vote  at  that  box.  Tiie  republicans  that 
were  not  made  to  vote  against  the  constitution  did  not  vote  at  all,  for 
fear  of  violence  towards  them.  I  have  no  doubt  at  all  that  if  it  ha«l 
been  a  fair  election  the  constitution  would  have  be<*n  adoi)trd  by  at  least 
15,000  majority.  T  was  told  by  a  man  who  saw  it  tlmt  at  one  of  tho 
boxes  in  the  southern  part  of  my  said  county,  one  white  man  put  into 
tiie  box  four  tickets  for  four  colored  men  who  had  never  touched  their 
tickets.  Before  election  the  most  sanguine  of  the  democrats  did  not 
ex])(  ( t  a  larger  m{\jority  in  that  connty  than  500;  and  yet  the  returns 
sliow  that  they  carried  it  by  near  2,iK)0.  This  of  itself  ouj^ht  to  be  suf- 
ficient to  show  that  tiiere  wius  nothing  approximating  laimess  in  the 
election.  I  only  speak  of  Copiah  counl^,  wheie  the  spirit  of  rebellion 
exists  as  strong  as  it  did  in  the  days  of  secession  in  18G1.  I  hope  that 
Congress  will  act  at  once,  and  give  ns  a  republican  government,  which 
will  put  an  end  to  the  present  uni>lcasaiit  state  of  things.  (Jive  my 
respects  to  any  inquiring  friends  that  I  may  iiuvc  m  Washington.

]>BAB  Sib  :  In  answer  to  your  note  of  inquiry  as  to  hov  I  found  public 

seiitimeut  on  reconstruction  in  my  recent  travels,  I  would  state,  first, 
that  I  fliul  the  public  mind  of  the  State^  ^ep^'^J<'T!t^'d  hy  the  intelligent 
men  of  all  clashes,  to  l>e  divided  about  as  f'oUowM:  repnl)licanK,  a  unit 
on  ratification  and  admiasiou  under  the  constitution  voted  on  last  Juue; 
aeoondly,  I  find  that  a  very  great  change  iias  taken  place  in  the  minds 
and  disposition  of  our  late  opponents.  I  have  met  men  witiiin  the  last 
two  weeks  whom  I  had  met  bf'fore  in  the  canvass,  and  who  are  accounted 
among  the  ablest  and  most  intelligent  of  our  opponents,  and  I  confess 
myself  surprised  at  the  change  of  sentiment  which  they  frankly  acknowl- 
edge. They  seem  to  wpeei  ratification  $  and  what  is  more^  tbey  doot 
8eem  to  dislike  the  idea  ver>'  much  after  all.  They  say  the  republican 
party  has  got  the  ])<)w  er,  and  they  would  pn^fer  th;it  that  power  should 
be  exeix'ised  at  once  to  reorganize  civil  government  in  the  State,  with 
representation  in  Congress,  than  longer  postpone  what  is  sooner  or  later 
inevitable.  They  are  side  and  tired  of  doubts  and  uncertainties.  **Ilo 
what  you  will,^  say  they,  and  let  us  have  done  with  the  strife ;  and, 
above  all,  let  us  know  the  worst,  or  fhf  he^t^  as  you  wonld  term  it,^  say 
some,  ''and  we  will  acquiesce  and  make  the  best  out  of  what  we  can't 
change.** 

General,  what  I  have  sketdied  above  came  fifom  no  idle  talk  of  second- 
rate  men ;  but  they  are  the  utterances  of  men  who  <H>ntrol  public  senti 
ment  in  thf^i-  lorMlitiVs.  m?m1  who  souffht  me  out  to  learn  what  was  to  be 
the  final  dinposition  ol  mattei's  in  Mississippi,  presuming  that  I  eoidd 
enlighten  them.  I,  of  course,  gave  them  frankly  ray  opinion,  and,  I 
must  say,  drew  from  them  ooiijGMsions  that  I  did  not  expect 
xoois,  truly,

DFiAR  Sir:  Your  very  interesting?  letter  of  the  '^''M  iTi^tant  is  Imfore 
me.  I  can  assure  you  tiiat  the  information  it  contains  is  very  gi-atifying 
indeed.  The  loyal  people  of  Mississippi  are  looking  forward  with  most 
Intense  interest  to  the  action  of  Congress  in  their  case.  They  regatd 
their  all  at  stake  in  the  issue.  We  must  have  a  loyal  government  %the 
loyal  people  and  fnr  the  loyal  people  of  Mississippi,  or  all  is  lost.  Should 
Congress  adopt  a  temporiziin^;  jM>liey  in  our  ca.se  and  ^five  us  a  quasi- 
loyal  j(t>vernment,  we  have  the  alternative  of  packing  our  cariiet-bags 
and  emigrating,  or  being  delivered  over  to  the  tender  mercies  ^  tiie  Ka-

In  concluding  this  hastily  written  letter,  permit  me  to  tirge  the  press- 
ing of  our  cause.   Weary  those  congressmen  with  importunities  as  in 
the  case  of  the  widow  and  the  Jinl;;e  of  holy  writ*   uive  my  kindest

Dear  Sib  :  Sinc«  last  September  we  have  been  hoping  that  Congiess 
would  relieve  us  &om  our  oppressions  as  soon  as  the  great  national  issues 
could  be  determined  by  the  pvasidential  election.  We  had  thought  that 

Congress  knew  tliat  we  nre  living  under  the  rule  of  eivil  officers  that 
were  placed  over  us  tor  their  devotion  to  the  southern  confeiieraey.  All 
of  our  magistrates  and  county  oihcers  are  bound  by  the  pledges  they 
took  in  demoeratio  elubs  to  iiynre  us  in  every  way  they  can.  Our  dis> 
trict  judge  leftises  to  allow  a  colored  republican  to  visit  any  of  his 
employes  on  ixiialty  of  being  eonljonted  with  a  (louliU*  barrelled  shot  gun. 
We  are  eouipelled  to  submit  to  all  kiuds  of  injury,  because  it  is  useless 
to  ask  redress  at  law.  Congress  met,  and  to  our  disapi>ointmeut  we  are 
Still  left  to  sttlTer.  When  the  news  reached  this  oouuty  that  Congress 
had  taken  a  recess  with(mt  doing  an^hing  for  Mississippi,  one  of  our 
oldest  c  irizcns  and  staunchest  Union  men  commenced  selling  his  property 
and  preparing  to  leave  the  State.  He  told  nie  that  he  had  lost  eonti 
deuce  in  the  x>ledges  of  the  government  to  protect  Joyal  men  in  their 
rif^hts.  Union  men  in  this  section  will  be  compelled  to  abandon  their 
principles  ami  make  terms  with  the  opposition  to  tJie  government  or 
leave  the  St<it( .  Tin  fpit  stion  of  bread  andmeat^is  all-powttftdf  and  it 
is  futile  to  atr('ln}^t  to  go  against  it. 

1  s<nid  you  a  dirty  woodcut  from  our  county  paper,  ]>ublished  during 
the  last  election,  representing  the  flight  of  Major  Wiseman.  Will  any 
member  of  Congress  doubt  a  reign  of  ti^rror  in  this  county  when  he  sees 
h*nv  the  rioters  boast  of  their  suecess?  The  acts  of  fraud,  violence,  and 
intimidation  are  so  notorious  in  this  county  that  a  decent  democrat  does 
not  pretend  to  deny  them.  The  non-action  of  Congress  is  driving  Union 
men  from  their  party,  and  causing  them  to  make  terms  with  men  who 
despise  the  gOTernment.  Rebellious  spirits  are 'seeking  a  compromise 
with  Union  men  that  they  may  lead  them  astray  as  soon  as  an  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself.  I'^very  day  that  Congiess  delays  action  weakens 
our  party  in  Mississippi.

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The  republicans  in  this  county,  both  black  and  white,  are  anxiouR  for 
the  State  to  be  phiced  in  the  Union  immediately,  under  ci\il  government, 
as  rtHfommended  by  the  conimitt^MB  of  five.  They  feel  comiyetent  to  sus- 
tain such  a  State  government.  If  that  cannot  be  done  let  Congress  send 
us  a  reconstruction  commander,  and  turn  these  rel>el8  out  of  civil  offices. 
If  Congress  can  do  nothing  for  us  please  tell  us,  Captain  Fisher,  and  let 
us  cease  to  be  tortured  by  leaving  the  State.

perity aod  topftiiMW,  we  beg  to  lajr  befora  the  hoooriblo  1)o4jt  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  a  etateoioDt  of  some  of  the  causes  of  our  pfMODt  wnbamMSinept,  and  to  implore  such 
Action  as  will  bring  speedy  and  permanent  relief. 

It  is  ft  fact,  well  ftod  generally  knowOf  that  since  the  confederacy  was  overthrown  and  the 
ertnies  of  rebellion  eonqnerad  end  dispened,  that  a  large  class  of  people  in  Mississippi, 
which  has  arrogated  to  itself  the  title  of  **the  ruling  class,^'  in  defiance  of  tlie  authority 
aud  regardless  of  the  wishes  of  Conpress,  liitn  ri  jeeted,  ui  contempt,  all  terms  of  restoration, 
eod  has  itself  essonied  the  right  to  dictate  on  what  eruditions  the  State  will  condescend  to 
be  ivadmitted  Into  the  Union,  Tbie  Iroro  e  cooqaered  people,  who  beTo  brought  upon  the 
nation  incai  tiIiIU-  !<ufferiiip  and  dfsti  lutiou  of  hfe  and  property,  aud  entailed  upon  the  gov- 
ernment a  bejivy  debt,  that  will  tax  all  her  resources  lur  generuliuus  to  extinguish,  is  a  most 
QBwerraiited  end  nnhcard-of  assumption.  It  has  its  origin  not  with  such  of  the  oonredenito 
soldiers  as  h»vp  rrttimed  to  their  homes  ackno\vled<rinp  the  just  authority  of  the  government, 
und  are  apphiug  all  their  energies  to  building  up  the  places  made  desolate  by  the  war,  but 
with  inuk-outt'uts  and  Irresponsible  politicians,  who  fomented  and  brought  on  the  rebellion, 
and  who  still  hope  to  gretity  selfish  ambition  and  reap  benefit  at  the  expense  of  ruining  the 
State.  To  carry  out  their  selfish  and  dangerous  objects  this  class  of  persons  has  withheld,  as 
far  a«  possible,  all  means  by  which  the  common  and  nmre  loyal  classes  ot'  society  can  be 
eulighteoed  and  promoted*  end  by  mieirepjnieatalion  and  iraud,  and  appeals  to  ytrnvm  and 
prejudiee.  tbey  have  eongfat  to  overthrqiw  ereiy  meeenfe  of  leoonetrnctioii  that  hee  been 
offered.  T  t  li  is  same  end  a  most  bitter  and  unielenting  pHMcriptlon  oo  account  ef  poUtiml 
belief  has  been  instituted  and  enforced. 

From  the  15th  day  of  May,  1868,  the  date  on  which  the  oonstltntloo  fnmed  by  the  consti- 
iiitiniial  convention  of  ^fissi^sippi,  in  accordance  with  the  reconstruction  acts  of  Congress, 
waii  Kuhn.iited  to  the  people^  to  the  Sfiid  of  June,  the  date  on  which  the  electiou  for  it^  ratifi- 
cation or  rejection  was  authorized  to  be  held,  there  ezleted  throughout  a  greater  part  of  the 
State  a  reign  of  terror.  Loyal  and  peaceable  citizens  were  driven  from  their  homeH,  threat- 
ened with  violence  and  death.  Public  speakers,  by  threats  and  intimidations,  were  pre- 
vented from  meeting  their  appointments,  or  were  driven  from  the  stand  by  lawless  mobs.  An 
.organization  ot  armed  and  disguised  men*  catling  itself  a  Ku-Klux  Klan,  perambulated  the 
eounti  V  by  night,  committing  otttregee  and  mnrdeis,  defying  detection  or  iH^ng  aided  and 
abetted  by  otlii  !  s  of  ttie  law,  who  made  no  effort  to  bring  them  U;  iM!iii<«hment.  The  poor, 
d^>endent  claii^u^  of  our  loyal  fellow-citizens  were  threatened  with  starvation,  with  discharge 
from  service,  with  violence  aud  death,  if  tb#r  fsiled  to  veto  in  accordance  with  the  dictates 
of  their  disloyal  employers,  said  employers  habitually  denouncing  the  Congress  ot  the  United 
States  as  an  unconstitutional  and  revolutionary  body  of  men  that  ought  to  be  dispersed  by 
force  or  otherwise. 

By  bribes,  throats,  misrepresentation,  frun  ^  and  violence  thousands  of  o\ir  fellow-cit^'/t^ns 
were  coerced  into  voting  ugaiust  their  wiU  and  against  their  huuust  eouvicUuu^  of  right  and 
duty,  or  were  forced  to  withhold  their  votes  altogether.  Man^  have  been  murdered.  And 
disfranchised  people,  who  had  forfeited  all  their  just  righle  ea  citisens  by  oonepiring  by  anned 
forre  to  throw  off  tbeh'  allegianoe  to  the  goTenunentir  the  Uirfled  Steiee,  eteod  guard  at  tbe 
\wA]a  to  ve  rawe  the  timid  and  mark  ibr  nilufe  ooadewiietfcm  and  persecotion  all  thoee  who 
d^itieU  their  tyranny. 

In  many  counties  the  state  of  afiahrs  herdn  ennmeratedmeveiled  to  iooh  an  extent  that 

tbf'ri  (  xisff-d  itut  even  the  semblance  of  a  free  clrrfuin.  This  malignant  and  unscrupulous 
oppusiuou  tu  thu  generous  terms  of  reconciliation  offered  by  Congress,  aud  agaiust  the  uphold- 
ers and  Mupportera  of  the  same,  has,  in  our  opinion,  no  just  excuse,  aud  cau  be  founded  onlj 
in  a  de<4ire  to  harasi^  thp  public  mind  by  parading  beHire  it  isanes  long  aittce  eettled  by  the 
sword  aud  which  ought  now  Uj  be  forgotten. 

In  view  of  these  and  other  factA  known  to  your  honorable  body,  it  is  apparent  that  Missis- 
•ippi  ought  not  to  be  excluded  Irum  the  Union  on  account  of  the  vioieuceaud  fraud  practiced 
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hj  dislojal  persooi  within  ber  boundarf^B,  who  bare  sbown  tbemselres  inimical  to  b«r  trae 
{■temta,  and  who  are  intent  npon  breeding  disconteat  aud  discoarafifin^  all  attempts  at  restor- 
inff  law  and  orc^er,  for  llio  sole  purpose  of  gratifyiuff  iimlice  hw]  revcDfCo,  or  with  tbe  bofM 
Oi  promoting  selfish  ends  through  the  ooofusiou  and  distress  of  tbe  people  of  the  Stat«. 

It  It'lbrtlm  <»or  dmdid  be1leinfban4«3  nponeloseobwivatioD  aodrinltiinie  relatloiit  tritii 
tlip  pi  r>plc  of  the  State,  thiit  it  is  the  desire  of  a  large  raajoiity  of  onr  fellow^citisens  that  the 
State  bhall  l»e  readmitted  into  tbe  Uuion  under  the  constitution  framed  hj  the  constitutional 
eonvantion  of  Missisalppi  and  the  officen  elected  in  accordance  tharawldi;  and  that  this  will 
of  the  people  has  been  manifpstod  wherever  a  fair  and  frets  oleotion  cr  expression  of  sontiment 
has  been  declared ;  and  to  tbis  end  we  make  our  appeal  to  the  Cougrests  of  the  United  States, 
whose  rigitt  wad  dntj  it  It  to  Bphold  tfaa  will  of  the  people  and  pietoet  tiioai  ia  ell  Uwlr  Jtel 
rights. 

It  has  been  a  great  cause  of  embarrassment  to  thu  loyal  people  of  Mississippi  that  dislojal 
people  and  people  dlHc^ualified  under  the  fiuirteeutli  Hucnumeiit  of  the  I'onstitulion  of  tho 
United  States  have  been  oontinued  in  office,  and  their  opposition  to  roconstniction  therebjr 
oDeouragfd,  for  m>  longat  tlie  Iceieof  ofliee  tothit  den  or  peraonib  dopendeBt  apon  defomd 
rrrntmtruction  will  diej  be  interaoted  in  oppooing  en j  meeeDie  for  lostoring  the  Stete  ttet 
way  be  proposed. 

Belying  upon  fhe  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  Congren  for  esAiKtnnce,  and  pledging  onr 
support  to  the  g'ovemment  of  the  United  States  to  be  ba  earnest  in  the  future  as  it  hhs  ht  en 
constant  in  lliu  past,  wu  are  coutent  to  suffer  wrongs  pt>rsecution,  aud  ostracisni  ou  account 
of  our  political  opinions,  believing  that  in  the  end  jnotioe  and  truth  will  be  vindicated  and  a 
more  enlightenedAnd  charitable  policr  established,  when  our  motives  and  actioni  shall  bo 
approved  by  our  country  men.  We  desire  nothing  to  be  done  in  a  spirit  of  retaliation  or 
revenge,  but  only  with  a  view  to  an  early  reconriliation  of  all  otir  fellow-citizous  with  tho 
government  and  laws  of  the  nation,  before  which  all  shall  stand  equal  in  rights  and  privi> 
nges,  and  be  ooUtled  lo  equal  prateotion :  when  we  ehall  enjoy  the  fmita  m  peace  and  ba 
f  nnonnded  with  evideaeee  of  pfeoeperity  ond  happiaaM.

and  lUat  said  couatitutiou  was  submitted  to  the  popular  vote  ou  the  '/^d  day  of  June,  18t>8, 
and  Ittving  been  thna  tubmitted  ftom  day  to  day  until  the  close  of  th>'  election  thereon,  the 
return  of  said  votes  cast,  as  shown  conclusively  by  the  evidence  before  this  coiiv«ntion,  is 
tliat  said  constitution  did  receive  a  majority  of  the  legal  xotw  cast  at  said  election,  and  that 
tbe  State  ticket,  members  of  Coti|rrMa,  and  members  of  botii  iHraachee  of  tbe  legislatore, 
which  were  voted  for  at  the  oame  Ibae,  who  leoeived  tbe  aaoe  veto  aa  the  oooatitotioo,  are 
elected :  Therefore, 

h'molrrd,  Jirtt,  Tliat  we,  the  loyal  people*  of  the  State  of  Mli^fiiR.iippi,  in  convention 
assembled,  do  aolemnly  declare  that  said  coostitntion  was  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votee  east  at  that  election. 

Steomd.  That  the  republican  Stale  ticlict.  viz.,  Governor  B.  B.  E<jpli  st  ij  liieuteoant 
Governor  A.  J.  Jamison,  Secretary  of  btate  Koberi  J.  Aicom,  Siatti  Trea^uivr  D.  MoA. 
Williams.  Attditor  of  State  William  J.  Mormff,  Attorney  General  Joshua  8.  Morria,  and 
Puperii  tf  ndeut  of  PobUc  SchoolaC.  W.  Clarlt,  were  duly  elected  by  tbe  legal  YOlea  caai  at 
that  election. 

Third.  That  it  in  fur  the  he^t  interest  of  the  people  of  the  State  oflfininippi  Uiat  dvU  gOT- 

emment  be  e;«tablishfd  at  th>'  earliest  prac.ticat)le  tnnment. 

t'uurik.  That  we  upptal  to  the  Tongress  of  tlie  I'uited  States,  the  law-making  power  of 
this  nation,  to  readmit  tbe  State  of  Mississippi  into  the  great  national  ftmiily,  and  clothe  her, 
under  tbe  new  oonstitntion  of  t)ie  state  and  the  Constiiutiim  of  the  United  States,  with  all 
the  rigbta  and  powers  of  a  sovereign  State  In  the  Union. 

F\}th.  That  we  owe  it  to  t)ur.selve!<,  (»ur  Clod,  and  our  ci»untry.  to  acknowled::(  diir  pro- 
ibuud  gratitude  to  the  loyal  people  of  the  nation  fur  their  eti'orts  aud  sacritices  iu  defence  of 
our  eomrnon  country  against  armed  rebellion,  and  the  recent  glorious  oxpmsalon  at  tbe  ballot- 
box  of  the  fientiuientH  of  the  Anv  rit^ati  people  in  favor  of  repubHcaiii'*ni,  fJrnnt  and  peace, 

8i3lh.  That  we  have  entire  coutideitcu  in  the  patriotism,  integrity,  and  sbititv  of  the  great 
national  republican  party,  and  belloTlng  that  the  prosperity  of  the  nation  and  the  snprema^ 
of  law  depends  upon  tin*  nmintenanee  of  its  prinetples,  w^e  pledfre  it  our  unit4>d  «tipport.

Bbab  Sib  :  It  is  bot  mj  habit  to  obtrude  my  opinions  upon  public  men. 
In  the  present  instance,  however,  I  am  impelled  by  the  fact  of  the  knowl- 
edge' T  lifivc  nf  thv  stihj€K?t-matter  in  xiovr,  tho  tlionprht  I  have  given  it, 
the  (iirttTcur  coiK  Insions  I  have  reached  Iroiii  thatot  must  of  ray  friends, 
and  it8  va.Ht  impuiiinicc.  I  refer  to  the  question  ol'  the  reconstruction  of 
the  State  of  Mississippi  as  it  is  now  presented  before  the  reoonstmotion 
committee  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  in  Congress. 

I  was  an  ortictT  of  the  constitutional  convention  of  that  State,  inti- 
mately and  constantly  associated  with  it  all  thron<xh  its  .session,  and  took 
the  stump  in  favor  ol  tlw  ratificiition  of  the  constitution  after  the  conven- 
tion presented  it  to  the  i>eoi>le.  I  have  made  the  pople,  blaek  and 
white^  rich  and  poor,  and  republican  and  democrat,  of  the  State  a  »tudffy 
and  I  b!'1i(  VP  T  iTfiderstand  all  c]a.ss<»s,  as  well  as  its  ])(»1itirs.  T  h'ft  the 
8tat<'  trniporurily  in  the  latter  part  of  summer,  expecting  at  tliat  time  to 
return  in  a  few  weeks.  Being  out  of  the  State  stiil,  I  think  1  ciin  grasp 
the  whole  snltject  more  eomprehensiTely  than  finends  who  yet  remfin  in 
the  State.  I  believe  that  to  restore  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  the  Union, 
on  the  basis  rio-^v  sonirht  for  by  the  leadinj^  republicans  that  are  now 
havinf^  a  hearin*^  ^<*lore  the  reconstruction  committee,  would  be  the 
greatest  political  calamity  that  could  befall  them  aiul  the  State.  The 
whole  project  is  hollow,  visionary.  Bepnblieans  are  anxious  to  have 
the  State  restored.  I  don't  blame  them.  But  the  whole  past  warns 
against  it,  and  the  more  especially  with  the  slender  show  they  are  able 
to  mnkr  lor  it. 

I  uud<'rstood  this  whole  plan,  oi  declaring  the  constitotioii  carrie<l  on 
the  eharge  of  fraud  in  seven  oonnties,  so  throwing  out  the  count,  as  long 

ago  as  in  July  last.  Butthere  was  the  same  kind  of  fraud  and  intimidation 
•  practiced  in  every  county  in  the  State;  so  that  the  wliolr,  if  investigated, 
nii^^ht  1h'  ]M  ononTU'ed  a  nullity  with  (Hjnal  force  as  the  ])art.  If  you  will 
observe  the  location  of  these  counties  thrown  out,  you  nniy  perhaps  note 
that  they  are  culled,  here  and  there,  with  a  special  pnri>o8e  in  view. 
There  the  result  of  the  election  was  acquiesced  in  by  tlie  great  body  of 
the  republicans  all  over  the  St;)t(>,  without  n  loud  press,  for  the  sj>ace  of 
three  or  four  mouths.  The  prot;laiuation  of  the  committee  of  ti  ve  tirst  saw 
the  light  on  Thurstlay,  Is'ovember     in  the  Mississippi  Weekly  Pilot, 
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after  fbe  returns  were  reoetved  making  the  etoction  of  Genefal  Grant 
tae,  and  dated  Xoremhcr  .3. 

But  with  the  position  tn  c  eded  to  that  these  republican  brethren  t;^l<o, 
and  their  requests  granted,  what  will  be  the  result  ?  'Will  repubiicao 
principles  be  made  secure  in  the  State  and  the  cause  ix-rmanentiy  estab- 
lishedt  Will  the  black  receive  all  his  legal  rights,  and  be  permitted  to 
enjoy  them  ^vithout  fear,  without  whieli  the  whole  beeonies  a  wieked 
farce  and  an  imposition?  Will  the  white  enjoy  life  without  the  threat, 
persecutiuu,  or  the  assassin  ?  If  not,  the  whole  will  be  mere  surface- 
work  and  a  sham.  It  is  my  belief  that  this  wonld  not  follow,  so  I  am 
against  it;  not  willing  to  sacrlflce  the  whole  future  for  the  little  to-day 
in  hand.  If  Congress  endorses  the  scheme,  what  will  be  the  complexion 
of  tlie  State  legislature  ?  On  joint  ballot  the  two  houses  would  have  but 
a  very  slender  i*epublican  miyority.  What  would  such  a  majority  be,  or 
amount  to,  in  the  hands  of  the  white  man's  party  of  the  State— powerftil 
in  numbers,  intelligence,  ;ilth,and  soi  ial  position  ?  Just  like  chaflf  in 
tilt  wind — see  Georgia.  The  end  would  be  then,  I  believe,  that  whilst 
a  handful  of  republicans  would  hold  ]n  ominent  otliees,  the  great  mass 
of  the  State  would  be  under  the  hoof  oi  the  inexorably  despotic  and  cruel 
sham  democracy,  only  to  be  thrown  off  at  the  expiration  of  their  term 
and  never  heard  of  more.   So  endeth  republicanism  and  security. 

I  have  indicated  to  yon,  io  some  extent,  my  thoughts  upon  this  grave 
matter.  1  have  written  couhdentially.  These  republicans  from  Missis- 
sippi before  you  I  know,  probably  all  of  them,  and  they  know  me.  They 
are  my  iHends.  It  would  not  be  best,  perha])8,  to  introduce  my  name  in 
opposition  to  their  project,  (though  neither  afraid  nor  ashamed,)  but  my 
ideas  are  for  anybody.  I  liope  I  have  not  \vi  itt»'n  too  late,  thongh  T  may 
give  nothing  new.  I  am  the  chaplaui  to  the  ( ouveutiou.  it  may  be  said 
I  am  then  an  interested  witness.   This  will  not  detract  from  the  trutli.

Dear  Sir  :  Entertaining,  as  I  do,  views  somewhat  different  from  those 
entertained  by  a  mtyority  of  the  republicans  of  the  State,  as  expressed  by 
oar  late  party  convention,  and  feeling  intensely  anxious  ftr  the  future 
welfare  of  this  my  adopted  State,  I  beg  a  hearing  before  your  committee. 
1  believe  a  constitution  disfranchisiiti^  no  more  tlum  are  disfranchised  br 
tlie  J 4th  article  of  amendment  would  be  adopted  by  the  »State  almost 
without  opposition.  I  am  verj'  much  in  favor  of  trying  the  organization 
of  a  loyal  State  goveniment,  and  seeing  how  it  will  be  snppoited  by  the 
people  of  the  State,  befoix^  lessening  the  power  of  Congress  over  the 
Htate  or  withdrawinir  the  militjn  x .  We  have  tried  a  rebel  government, 
sustiiined  by  the  militaiy ;  let  us  try  a  h>yal  one.  The  Bingham  bill, as 
passed  by  the  llouse  of  Kepresentatives,  will  give  us  a  loyal  government. 
Let  us  try  that  first,  or  something  similar.  The  peojde  of  Mississippi 
seem  to  have  abandoned  the  hope  of  defeating  negi  o  snl&age,and  stand 
on  the  (piestion  of  reconstruction  where  they  did  in  the  early  part  of 
1HG7.  They  then  said,  "let  us  acx'ei)t  the  congressicnml  plan,  because  it 
is  the  best  we  can  hope  to  get  j but  a  little  later  the  election  in  Ohio 
gave  them  a  hope  that  they  would  be  able  to  defeat  negro  sufb-age,  henoe 
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their  attempt  to  defeat  a  coareution  not  voting,  and  hence  the  action 
of  demoeratic  delegates  in  the  eODTention. 

Hardly  any  one  of  either  party  (unless  it  be  General  Gillcm)  will  pre- 
tend to  say  tiiat  the  ronstitntion  was  fairly  defeated,  and  strict  justice 
would  demand  the  inniiediate  admission  of  the  State  ^  but  1  Uiink  the 
constitution  needs  some  slight  amendments.  If  the  State  is  admitted 
now,  I  fear  the  lefpalatiue  will  be  democratio  whenever  the  vacancies 
are  fiUed  by  elections  in  the  counties  thrown  out.  I  shall  heartily  ^p- 
port  any  measure  deomrd  wise  by  Congress,  but  very  much  feai  tlnit 
ini mediate  admission  will  have  the  eilect  to  put  the  iState  into  the  handb 
of  the  democrats,  (rebels.)

T>KAR  SlE:  Please  pardon  a  stranger;  onr  excuse  is,  tlie  importance 
of  our  case^  I  have  lived  in  this  ])lace  nearly  five  years,  and  I  do  assiu'e 
you  I  am  tired  living  without  a  government.  I  was  in  the  constitutional 
conventioii,  and  again  elected  to  tiie  legidatnie,  and  to^lay  we  wonid  be 
in  session,  oar  State  organized,  and  20,000  ahead  for  Grant,  had  it  not 
been  for  an  organized  rei^jn  of  terror  by  the  worst  set  of  political  scoun- 
drels that  has  appearetl  since  Nuah  came  out  of  the  aik.  l^o  sane  man 
doubts  that  the  convention  received  at  least  15,000  mtyority  of  the  legal 
votes  cast  at  fiie  election,  and  that  at  least  10,OiOO  legal  republicatts  were 
kept  from  the  polls  by  for<^. 

We  have  l>een  peculiarly  nnfortnnate.  General  Giilem  has  worked 
against  us  from  the  start. 

1st.  He  ignored  our  tax  bill  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  in  accord- 
ance  with  me  letter  of  the  reconstmeUon  laws,  although  a  copy  of  the 
bill  enforced  in  1805  by  the  legtslatore  nnder  Governor  Sharkey.  At  the 
same  time  he  i)ai(i  the  Arkansas  convention  out  of  moneys  collected  for 
other  purposes.  Our  second  tax  bill,  ijotten  up  w  itli  a  view  to  meet  his 
peculiar  notions,  was  retained  in  his  hands  two  or  three  weeks,  when  it 
was  approved,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  and  a  promise  made  that  it 
should  be  eiif  h  i  rd.  Towards  the  close  ot  tiie  convention  we  found  oar 
wairants  rapidly  dcpreciatin^jf,  until  they  y-pw  almost  worthless;  wc 
knew  not  the  cause,  until  the  day  before  adjournment  we  were  infoniipd 
by  the  auditor  of  state  that  three  weeks  before  General  Giilem  iiad 
given  him  notice  not  to  collect  anything  from  railroad  proi^erty,  as  it  was 
not  allowed  by  State  laws ;  thus,  when  he  can  hamper  and  retard  the 
proceedings  of  the  convention  by  technical  construction  of  the  recon- 
struction acts,  he  does  so.  Again,  when  he  can  damage  us  in  our  war* 
rant>s  by  the  old  rebel  laws  of  the  State,  he  does  so. 

2d.  He  promised  ns,  as  members  of  the  eonventioiiy  that  we  shonM 
have  a  fair  election  if  he  had  to  march  his  whole  force  into  every  county 
in  the  State ;  but  the  election  was  no  sooner  over  than  he  publicly  de- 
clared that  there  was  about  as  much  fraud  on  the  one  side  as  there  was  on - 
the  t)ther--just  what  the  rebels  say. 

We  wish  to  look  to  the  future.  If  the  rebel  democracy  are  allowed  to 
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carry  their  |)oiiit  in  the  manner  they  have  done  this  time,  they  will  do  so 
again.  Is  it  not  about  time  for  Congress  to  lay  a  heavy  hand  on  dee- 
tion  frauds,  and  is  not  Mississippi  a  good  place  to  begin  f

Sir:  I  wrote  to  you  some  time  before  the  liolidays,  and  not  knowing 
whether  yon  receivcMl  thf  finmc  «»v  not,  I  therefore  take  the  lilMM  ty  of 
again  addret^ing  you,  uitli  tho  dcHu-o  that  you  will  lay  the  lullowiug 
before  the  reconstruction  coiuiiuttee : 

Wbereas  I  was  a  member  of  the  conyeDtion  held  in  Jaekaon,  Hiams- 
slppif  and  from  the  resolutions  which  were  passed  before  that  body  I 
was  well  assured  that  the  evidences  were  conclusive  and  satisfactory^ 
showing  the  desire  of  the  people  to  again  have  the  State  back  into  the 
Union. 

It  was  clearly  shown  that  by  intimidations,  threats  of  personal  yio- 
lenoe,  &c.,  that  hundreds  and  thousands  of  the  voting  popnlation  were 

compplUnl,  against  their  will  and  Imticst  con vu  tions,  either  to  vote  in 
opposition  to  the  puri>ose  lor  which  that  clc<  tiou  was  held,  or  to  forego 
the  right  of  voting  altogether.  This  wa«  done  in  defiance  ol  liie  laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  face  and  with  the  sOent  eonenrrenee  of 
the  military. 

Even  now,  the  ci>'il  officials  who  now  administer  justice  hmiI  tlie  laws 
of  the  country  in  this  section  of  the  Stat<'  are  disfranchised  citizens 
placed  and  held  in  oQice  by  the  military  authorities  of  this  district,  and 
these  olBcialB,  taking  the  privilege  of  the  present  state  of  alRurs,  are 
eanying  out  their  threats  against  all  republicans  in  a  way  and  manner 
nnparalleh'd  in  tlie  history  of  any  civilized  country.  Some  of  them  have 
even  went  so  far  as  to  state  that  they  defied  the  ^a^vs  of  the  United 
States,  and  have  veritied  their  statements  by  their  uc  tiuns.  The  post- 
master here  is  a  dislhinebised  citusen,  and  it  can  be  proven  that  letters— 
private — and  official  letters  have  been  tampered  with.  This  I  desire  to 
be  brought  before  the  notice  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

From  this  dejxrading,  forced  siibtnissiou  to  those  few,  we  have  had 
no  protection  since  1800.  The  military  w  ho  iiave  been  sent  hei*e  to  pvo- 
tect  ns  have  become  the  aiders  and  abettors  of  our  oppressors,  and  if 
this  state  of  affairs  is  allowed  to  be  carried  on  much  longer  it  is  time 
that  we  should  call  on  the  government  for  that  protection  which  its  rep- 
resentatives here  will  not  grant  us.  Oxiv  lives  and  property'  an  in  von- 
stant  jeopardy,  without  any  prospect  at  prestnit  of  escaping  from  the 
dread  which  now  covers  ns.  l  tiiiilk  tluit,  after  so  many  of  ns  here  spUl- 
,  ing  onr  best  blood  in  defence  of  the  eonnixy  frrai  which  we  now  beg 
protection,  it  is  time  that  it  should  render  us  son^e  assist  i nee. 

Whereas  necessity  requires  it,  I  therelbre,  in  the  name  oi  God,  a  suf- 
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ferlng  people,  and  a  bleeding  eonntary,  inth  many  otihers,  beg  that  the 
reoonfitniction  committee  will  give  to  the  bill  now  before  them  dne  and 
speedy  oousideratioTi,  for  on  their  decision  depends  the  li\>'s  mid  prop- 
erty of  thousands  of  people  who  are  aiixions  that,  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  committee,  they  may  eiKiape  liom  the  (Umgers  which 
overhang  if  theonatter  is  not  attended  to.  They  depend  on  the  oountry 
fop  protection,  and  if  that  country  will  not  grant  it,  tiien  they  say  lot 
that  countrj'  and  all  connected  with  it  be  forever  erased  from  the  names 
of  nations,  for  it  will  then  disgrace  the  name  of  an  Ain{»riean,

Sir:  I  beg  most  resi>ectfully  to  state  that  1  am  chairman  of  the  board 
of  regitjtrars  for  this  county,  having  been  appointed  by  E.  O.  O.  Ord, 
brevet  major  general,  commanding  4th  military  district;  and  was  con- 
tinued and  served  as  such  during  the  election  for  ratification  of  the  con- 
stitution in  June  and  Jnly,  1868.  under  (UMlers  from  headquartei  s  fourth 
militarv^  district.  That  on  or  about  the  otli  day  of  July,  18C8, 1  called 
upon  Colonel  Turtelouthe,  inspector  of  elections  for  this  district,  and 
liifiDrmed  him  that  I  was  preiiared  to  submit  a  report  of  the  conduct  of 
the  election  in  this  county — Taxoo— of  the  firauds,  intimidations,  vio- 
lence and  other  means  used  to  procure  votes  against  the  constitution  by 
the  whites  of  tlie  eonnty.  htkI  to  prevent  colored  voters  voting.  This 
officer,  (Colonel  Turtelout  iie,;  who  wa*»  at  the  time  an  inspector  on  Gen- 
eral A.  G.  Gillem's  staff,  replied  that  a  rei)ort  of  that  kind  would  do 
no  good.  "You  can  make  the  report  if  you  wish,^  said  he,  *'but  it  will 
do  no  good.**  1  further  state  that  T  had  received  instnictions  from  the 
said  Turtelouthe,  ofiUcially,  prior  to  this  conversation  and  instmctiou.

At  a  meeting  of  the  republicans  of  Scott  county,  Mississippi,  at  Hills- 

bort)',  in  said  county,  convened  this  10th  day  of  January,  1869,  to  take 
into  consideration  tlie  question  of  reeonstruetion,  Captain  John  G.Owen 
wa«  calleii  u>  the  chair,  and  VV  ill  tarn  McClenachan,  esq.,  was  appointed 
secretary. 

A  full  and  free  interchange  of  views  was  had,  and  reports  were  made 
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by  republicans  from  varions  parts  of  the  county,  showing  that  there  is 
'    not  in  the  county  a  republican  opposed  to  ratification,  nor  one  who  has 
confidence  in  the  present  comiuauding  general  of  this  military  district.

rebels,  noted  for  their  diiiloyalty  aud  known  oppoeition  to  tbe  government,  aud  the  laws  of 
the  same  as  expreaied  by  the  Confresa  of  the  natlont  and  wherMS  it  is  impoMible  for  a  loyal 
iiiMii  to  receivr  iustlv.  at  the  hands  of  the  civil  trihtii.al'i  cif  tlie  county,  as  lias  been  repeatedly 
and  clearly  dentuustrated  heretofore  in  all  c^ues  between  loval  men  and  rebels;  and  whereas 
the  unly  hope  of  the  sonthem  loyalists  fur  a  redress  of  the*  wrongs  inflicted,  and  a  proleetion 
for  tlie  tiit!i!<>,  is  in  the  Conpress  of  the  Unit^'d  States  :  Thprofore. 

1.  i^eu  re9oiv*d,  That  the  republican  party  of  Wiliciusou  county,  in  convention  assem- 
bled, do  hetaby  appeal  to  that  body  frnr  th»  prelection  of  tha  loyal  man  of  tha  ooon^  and

'J.  Kesoltcd,  That  we  petition  at  once  the  Congress-of  the  United  States  to  admit  tha  State 
of  Mississippi  into  the  IJnion  under  the  just  and  wisa  constitution  lately  rtitified  by  tbe  legal 
votes  of  the  State,  as  the  onJj  naaas  of ^iffoidiug  to  loyal  men  within  her  limits  protection  nf 
life,  limb,  and  property. 

3.  Itts«<«cd,  Thataeopy  of  AasaresolmUons  be  immediately  forwarded  to  Congress.

StATK  of  MlSSUOPPI,  JERtMb-GMfNl^  : 

I,  Albert  G.  Brown,  of  the  county  and  Stat€  above  written,  make  the 
following  statement  under  oath,  in  regard  to  the  election  held  in  Copiah 
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county,  Mississippi,  in  the  month  of  June,  1868,  for  State  and  county 
olBoMm,  member  of  Congress,  and  fx  the  latification  or  rqjeetioii  of  the 

then  proposed  State  constitution. 

I  addressed  a  very  Inrjrp  uudionpe  by  special  request,  at  Crystal  Sprin;^ 
ill  said  county  of  Uopiah,  on  the  uigfat  before  the  election.  The  audience 
wa*  comiwsed  of  both  races  and  both  sexes,  the  colored  people  being, 
as  I  thonglit,  largely  in  the  ascendant  My  speech  was  (as  were  the 
epeecbes  of  others,  white  and  black)  mainly  directed  to  the  point  of 
iihowing  that  it  was  to  the  interest  of  both  races  in  the  sonth  to  live  to- 
gethor  iu  peace,  and  to  thin  end  neither  party  should  seek  any  undue 
advantage  of  the  other.  We  all  assured  the  negroes  that  the  whites 
would  make  no  effort  to  restrict  their  right  to  vote,  or  to  take  from  them 
any  other  right  they  now  had,  and  we  appealed  to  them  not  to  lend 
themselves  to  unworthy  adventurers  in  the  effort  to  i^erpetuate  the  dis 
franchisemeut  of  the  southern  whites;  we  assured  thcui  that  the  ques- 
tion shidl  southern  white  men  have  equal  rights  before  the  law^  was 
the  real  question  atissne,  it  was  conceded  on  all  hands  that  sneh  rights 
had  been  conferred  on  the  blacks,  and  we  pledged  ourselves  and  onrpspr^ 
friends  not  to  disturb  th<'Tn  in  tlx*  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  these  righti 
I  spoke  at  several  other  placets  in  the  county  Lhifoi-e  the  election,  and 
heard  numy  other  speakers  on  the  democratic  side,  black  and  white,  and 
these  were  the  sentiments  uniformly  uttered.  The  speakers  constantly 
warne<l  the  voters  that  it  would  be  a  violation  of  their  pledges,  and  in  bad 
faith,  if  any  unfair  means  were  resorted  to  to  carr^'  the  etoetion*  This 
was  ttie  spirit  iu  which  the  cauvass  was  conducted. 

The  morning  of  the  election  I  was  early  on  the  streets  at  Crystal 
Springs.  I  here  append  a  printed  extract  firom  a  printed  statement  of 
mine,  which  I  clip  from  the  Washington  city  Chronicle  of  14th  Instant^ 
(Jaini  rH  y,]  as  to  what  ocourredy  simply  reaflirming  that  it  is  tme,  eveiy 
word  of  it 

There  wms  a  ew^i  deal  of  ^>od-huiiiorei]  f  xcitoment,  which  manifMted  itself  id  luud  hns- 
sai  and  in  marcning  tLrouf^h  the  streets  with  music  and  bMuwrs.  6>l  t4«r«  ihwmI  MMjMr- 
tieU  of  tmtitnUlatiom.  The  colored  voters  bad  their  own  proeessiou,  their  own  music  and 
banners  aud  displayed  as  much  zeal,  and  a  great  deal  more  hilarity,  than  the  whites.  The 
leaders  pnionp  tliem  wt  !>■  v-  ry  active  and  Piiorpetic'T  and  UfM*d  their  influence  effectively,  aa 
the  result  shows,  in  getting  their  colored  friends  to  vote  with  tbetn.  They  ttsed  no  vioienoc 
or  thmrta  of  any  kind,  anflfwhoeTer  charp'»  that  oitber  thar  or  Iho  white  voton  nt  that  box 

on  tUtit  <!riy  rrsdrtpi]  tO  foul  tiU-ans  of  any  kind  tu  lilflitenOOthoal60ttondOQt|  in nj  JndSttMBt 
and  accoixiiDg  tu  niT  closest  observation,  charge  falselj. 

It  will  lie  remenibend  that  the  republicans  had  calcnlatad  on  •  m^ority  at  that  box.  Tbo 
ronnf -showed  only  two  votes  for  their  ticket.    A  result       Mtonishing  to  the  Icaderf*  of  the 

E-  bad,  I  suppose,  to  be  accounted  for  in  some  wny,  and  iustaad  of  attributing  it  to  the 
Mme,  Inet,  zeal,  and  energy  of  tho  oolored  democratic  leaders^  tliaj  comnwncod,  and 
ever  since  kept  up,  a  boititeroas  cry  of  fmod,  intimidation,  dec. 
One  of  the  two  persons  who  roted  the  reimblican  ticket  was  a  freedman  named  Henry 
I.ott.    The  other  was  a  white  iimn.    Here  is  Lott's  statement.    He  (rave  it  to  nie  in  the  pre- 
seoco  of  several  gentlemen  some  months  ailer  the  election.   I  took  it  down  in  writing  and 
read  It  to  bim  t  no  aald  It  was  comet. 

"I  Ktate  freely  that  I  voted  the  rennhlican  tick  it  at  PrvstAl  Springs  at  the  election  in 
June  liutt.  No  one  questioned  my  right  to  do  so.  There  were  iWO  or  more  freedn;eu  who 
vot.  il  Ht  that  box.  1  was  tho  only  ono  who  cast  the  repnbllean  ticket*  and  I  did  ao  without 
difficulty. 

"Since  I  voted  I  have  not  been  ill  used  but  once,  and  that  was  by  some  wild  young  men 
who  did  nie  no  harm.  I  uuisi  .^hv,  however,  that  I  have  found  it  very  difficult  to  g<?t  em- 
ployment. I  have,  in  fact,  had  no  hotna,  working  about £romplaoa  to  plaeatand  staylof  not 
more  than  a  day  or  two  at  any  one  place." 

This  is  IjOtt's  statement,  word  for  word.  a.s  T  took  it  down  at  the  time  and  read  it  to  him. 
It  dues  not  sustain  the  charge  of  fraod,  violence,  or  iuUmidatiou,  unkws  it  he  asaumod  that 
rafnsing  to  give  i  mploymeut  U  intimidation. 

I  will  state,  in  reference  to  not  giving  employment  to  negroes  who 
voted  the  veiHibUcan  tieket,  that  it  tamed  oat  mere  hrutmfuhMm^  veiy 
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few  loHt  their  places,  aud  when  the  tiiue  came  to  re-engage  hands  no  ques- 
tions were  asked  as  to  politics,  the  truth  being  that  the  demand  for  labor 

wa8  and  is,  bo  far  ia  ezeess  of  the  supply  that  every  man,  woman,  and 

rliilfl  ill  the  State,  capable  of  workinf!:  nm\  willing  to  Mork,  can  pet  em- 
ployment at  remunerative  wageSi  and  this  without  relerence  to  polities  or 
color. 

The  election  was  carried  mainly  on  two  p<^t8:  let.  On  the  pledge 
given  by  the  wbit«i  that  they  would  not  disturb  the  negroes  in  the  quiet . 

and  peaceable  eiijoyTneiit  <»f  their  newly  nequired  rights.  2d.  On  the 
black  man's  revolt  at  ihv  idea  of  diKfranchiHing  the  whites.  It  is  my 
delil)erate  judgment  that  8«>  long  as  the  white  people  adhere  in  good 
fhiHi  to  the  pledge  they  gave  in  the  Jqne  election,  the  negroes  will 
stand  to  tiie  position  they  then  took  and  so  manlhlly  sustained.  .In 
other  words,  we  carried  the  election  in  June,  and  we  can  do  it  as  often 
as  we  try  it,  on  the  idea  of  universal  suffrage  and  uTiiversal  amnesty. 
The  negro,  with  a  keener  sense  of  justice  than  some  wiiite  men,  revolt* 
at  the  idea  of  disfranchising  the  southern  whites  that  is  my  jndgaent. 

There  was,  as  ikr  as  I  know  or  believe,  nothing  nnfiair  or  foul  in  the 
June  election — no  frnnd,  no  corniption.  no  intimidatioTi.  no  violence,  no 
anything:  to  Nvhicli  ijonoruble  men  mi^^ht  not  fairly  res^irt  to  carry  an 
election.  The  republicans  did  not  believe  the  southern  democrats  «  uuld 
give  the  pledge,  or  that  the  negroes  would  trust  them  if  they  did.  On 
both  points  tliey  were  mistaken.  They  thns  cheated  themselyes,  and 
that  is  all  the  ftaud  there  was  about  it.

I  TeBdf  too,  with  mttchpleamire,  your  resolutaon  from  the  reoonHtruction 
committee  respecting  ibe  proviHional  governments  of  Virginia  and  Texas, 
and  regret  very  much  you  did  not  think  proper  to  include  MisHissippi, 
for  I  enn  assure  you,  from  personal  observation,  that  the  latter  Stnte  is 
as  8teei)ed  to-day,  in  cuuiity  to  our  government,  as  any  of  the  iStates 
named* 

I  baye  read  with  a  good  deal  of  suritrise  the  testimony  of  the  general 
romniaiulin^^  the  fifth  nnlitjiry  district,  (General  Gillem,)  and  I  unhesi- 
tatingly pronounce  his  evideiu  *'  totally  uevoid  in  facts  and  figures  as  to 
the  true  state  of  afiairs  in  his  department.  He  states  the  intimidation 
priEMJticed  towards  the  freedmen  daring  the  late  election  was  partial.  I  * 
pronounce'  tlu^  assertion  false;  for  no  means  wiiieh  an  nnscmpnlous  auA 
prejudiced  class  of  rebels  could  have  recourse  to  were  left  untried  to 
intimidate  and  exfx  l  by  force  those  poor  people  "on  pain  of  killing 
themj^  but  wasbrougiit  forth  for  the  purpose;  hence  the  tail  u  re  of  the 
State  to  ratify  the  constitational  amendments:  and  what  will  surprise 
yon  more,  that  very  many  cases  where  the  militaiy  were  sent  for  tbe 
purpose  of  protecting  the  purity  of  election  tliey  openly  sided  with  the 
rebels,  and  even  went  so  far  as  to  yieddlc  copporhead  tickets  and  forc^ 
them  into  the  handsof  the  poor  frightened  negi\>es ;  such  was  the  protection 
afforded  by  General  Grllem's  troops.  I  believe  there  is  no  greater  enemy 
to  veoonstmotion  in  Mississippi  to-day  than  General  Gillem. 

I  ran  bear  ^^^llinf^  testimony  to  these  statements,  as  I  presided  asjndge 
of  election  in  one  of  the  counties  of  that  State.  (Sunflower  county.)  Dur- 
ing my  visit  there  on  the  board  of  registration,  1  instructed  the  freedmen 
as  to  their  duties  as  dtisens,  (mnch  to  the  cfaa^n  of  the  general;)  and 
though  at  the  home  of  the  rebel  ez-Govemor  Homphreys,  I  succeeded 
in  cariyiii;;  tlieconnty  aj^ainst  amost  violent  anddet4^rminedopi>osition; 
and  if  threats  and  intimidation  luvd  not  bppTi  ])ra€tie€d,  the  same  vote 
wliich  carried  the  calling  of  a  convention  would  have  ratified  the  coa- 
stitntional  amendment,  and  Mississippi  would  be  to-day  back  in  the 
Union. 

Fnlly  SO  per  cent,  of  the  oflR<  e-liolder8,  federal  as  well  as  State,  are 
rebels,  even  in  the  revenue  depart n^Mit :  let  me  instance  the  second 
disti'ict,  M.  Keary,  revenue  collector — ail  his  employes  are  outspoken 
rebels.   He  go^  his  appointment  through  the  Blairs.  ' 

If  desired,  I  conld  fiimish  you  a  great  many  facts  connected  with  this 
State  which  weie  nr'ver  yet  made  public,  the  recital  of  which  wcmld 
chill  the  blood  in  your  veins.  It  is  an  undisputed  fact  that  many  of  the 
poor  freedmen  have  been  murdered  in  mere  wantonness.  Although  rep^ 
resentation  of  these  facts  was  made  to  General  Gillem,  he  refused  to 
make  searching  Inquiry,  but  ordered  the  civil  authorities  to  institute 
proceedings.  TJie  sequel  was,  those  murderers  went  uu  whipped  of  justice^ 
as  no  poor  freedman  could  Ije  fonnd  who  -would  dare  prose<'ute. 

Please  a<'cept  my  apologies  for  the  liberty  I  take  of  addressing  you, 
not  having  the  pleasure  of  a  personal  acquaintance.  Foui*  years  of  faith- 
ful service  in  the  Union  army  will  I  trust  plead  my  excuse.

ing  disgrace  to  their  innocent  families;  democratie  committees  were 
appointed  inofessedly  as  challengers,  but,  in  fact,  these  committees 
devoted  their  attention  to  watchini:  for  future  pers<}(;ution  those  who 
voted  rei)ublican.  On  the  part  of  wliit<'S  there  were  appreliensions  of 
pt;rsonal  violence,  of  loss  of  property  by  lire  and  in  other  w  ays,  and  of 
being  broken  up.  To  white  men  it  was  common  to  say,  You  vote  tlie 
republican  ticket,  and  the  back  of  my  hand  is  to  you  as  long  as  you  live;^ 
"  We  have  no  use  for  a  man  who  votes  republicau  f  '•'If  you  v<>te  repub- 
lican y<m  ;ire  our  eneuTy."  tSre.,  »S:e.  Kepiiblicans  ai'e  held  to  be  enemies 
to  the  people  and  country,  and  on  this  theory,  if  not  restrained  by  lederal 
power,  every  republican  in  the  State  would  oe  driven  out,  or  silenced  in 
death  or  by  intimidation.  Tlie  wn-it<'r  was  hanged  in  efflg>'  at  the  county 
seat,  ouly  a  few  yards  in  front  of  the  court-house^  and  "thus  perish  all 
Yankees"  was  the  universal  sentinn-nt.  The  eftitry  ^vas  alhtwed  to  luuif^ 
over  the  sidewalk  of  the  jirincipid  street  in  town  lor  a  week,  aud  I  am 
not  aware  that  leading  citizens  toc^  any  steps  to  take  it  down  or  to 
condemn  the  periietrators. 
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Ou  the  pait  of  thv  lit'tHliiit'ii  thfie  wnn  no  threat,  fraud,  aunoyauce, 
peroecatiou,  or  oppresnon  to  which  they  were  not  subjected.  Taxes 
were  collected  pending  the  canvass,  and  uiese were  a  source  of  iufamoas 

fmnds  mid  iiniHKsitious  upon  tlic  tVoednien.  The  daTniinltlc  inoqnality 
in  the  assessment  of  taxes  was  madf  [>eculiarl.v  ettW  tiv<*.  lUad  estate 
is  made  to  pay  about  ouemtieth  less  than  capital,  while  the  poor 
'fteedmeiir  without  one  cent  of  ])roperty,  save  the  rags  inherited  tmrn. 
slavery,  pay  a  poll-tax  of  from  ijiS  to  815,  often  more  than  the  real  estate 
owner  ]>ays  on  .500  acres  of  l:iti<l.  One  man  in  my  rounty  pays  a  St«te 
Uix  of  only  alMHit  $li5  on  15,000  acres  of  hmd.  Tlie  tax  on  the  fre«*dmeu 
was  persistently  and  deliautly  declai-ed  by  everj-  white  democrat  in  the 
eoonty  to  have  been  imposed  on  them  by  and  for  the  exclosive  benefit  of 
.  Yankees.  Fiirmers,  merchants,  lawyers, ministers  of  the  g06i>el,  one  ivnd 
all,  solemnly,  saeretlly,  day  l)y  th»y  assuivd  the  freedMicn,  on  their  hojios 
of  heaven  and  on  their  honor  as  men,  that  tliese  taxes  were  levied  and 
collected  by  and  for  Y  ankee  carpet- baggers!  Hundreds  of  ii  eediaen  voted 
the  democratic  ticket  on  these  assurances,  and  to  this  day  they  believe 
this  blistering,  sweeping  fraud,  for  it  was  nothin<;  else,  and  worked  as 
wickedly,  an<l  with  the  saiTie  intent,  as  the  fraudulent  naturalization 
papers  in  New  York  t»r  lMiila<leIi>hia. 

in  this  work  Imal  preachers  were  coiispit  uous,  us  they  have  Ueu  dur- 
ing all  the  troubles  for  years  past  One  preacher  warned  freedmen  of 
the  risk  of  violence  if  they  voted  republican.  He  said  he  would  not 
harm  them,  Imt  there  were  those  who,  in  the  woods,  fields,  or  hifjhways, 
would  shoot  tliem  down.  He  was  so  anxious  for  si'eession  tlnit  if  the 
south  did  not  seeede  he  wanted  Mississippi  to  secede ;  if  Mississippi 
reAised,  he  wanted  Scott  county  to  secede;  and  if  Scott  county  refused, 
he  declared  his  plantation  should  seeed(>.  During  Shernmn^s  mardi 
thnmjrh  here^in  1  S(>.'i,  this  jireacher  carried  hisshot-giuiasa  bushwhacker, 
iHif  escaiM'd  with  his  life  to  become  a  base  enemy  of  peace  after  the  war. 
AmiLher  preacher,  urging  the  work  of  "spotting"  republicans  during 
the  election,  as  he  phrast^  it,  and  believing  defeat  of  the  constitution  to 
be  the  end  of  ivpublican  rule  in  .Mississippi,  triumphantly  declared,  '<01d 
Tarbell  will  have  to  make  tracks  .soon."  Tioops  sent  here  at  our 
mjuest  t-opi  ot^M-t  tis  dnnrifr  election,  talked  openly  aTid  publicly  of  their 
desiit^  to  '*  .shoot  radicals  and  niggers,^  and  democrats  boasted  of  their 
good  luulerstauding  with  GiUem.  There  was  in  my  county  a  complete 
reign  of  terror,  and  the  election  was  a  criminal  farce — ^it  was  openly, 
glaringly,  impudently  so. 

1  have  it  from  the  lips  of  some  of"  the  best  citizens  of  this  county — 
men  of  ciiaracter  antl  ot  extensive  busuiess  operations — that  they  acted 
with  the  democrats  to  save  their  )>er80us  from  insult  and  violence,  their 
properly  and  business  from  destruction,  and  their  families  from  starvation. 

With  suitable  assuninces  of  ]»rotection,  necessary  to  bi>th  white  and 
•black,  the  evidence  of  Innidreds  will  prove  the  fore^M»in<::  to  be  scarcely 
a  shadow  of  reality:  in  short,  that  the  election  was  a  base,  delibenite, 
damnable  swiiulle,  which  a  general,  looking  through  Antlrew  Johnson's 
eyes,  oould  not  perceive. 

"Without  loyal  Juries,  loyal  officers,  and  loyal  courts,  complaints  are 
idle.  Indeed,  men  did  not  dare,  nor  dare  they  nt»w,  make  complaints  of 
the  frauds  and  threats  b.v  which  they  were  deprivtHl  of  the  privilege  of 
voting  according  to  their  preferences. 

ThSt  the  constitution  was  rejected  through  fraud,  threats,  intimlda> 
tions,  and  vifdence,  or  the  fear  of  violence  induced  oy  those  opposed, 
there  Is  no  sort  of  doubt. 
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11.  THE  PAKTV  IN  CONYKNTION. 

Tbc  irpublic'jn  Stntr  fOTivcntion  of  Mississippi,  lu»ld  Novf'nibcr  2."),  to 
take  action  on  tin'  sitiuition,  was  fbo  most  fiiUv  attended,  tlio  most  ij)t<'l- 
ligent,  the  most  respectable  in  cUaiaeter,  and  tlie  most  dispassionate'  in 
judgment,  whicb  haa  aasembled  in  this  State,  and  in  all  respecta  would 
eomparo  not  unfavorably  viith  like  aRScmblages  in  any  State  of  tbe 
Union. 

This  body  liad  a  c  lioice  of  throe  jjiopositions:  1.  To  begin  the  work  of 
reconstruction  w> to;  2.  To  reconvene  tbe  constitutional  couveutioii; 
3.  Batiflcation  of  tbe  constitution.  Tbe«(^  propositions  vere  well  under- 
stood and  thoronghly  canvassed  prior  to  the  meeting.  AH  except  ^foar 
to  six  (Iclc^jatos  were  nnaltcrablv  for  ratifieation,  win!*'  those  opiK)sed 
irrcconcihibly  divided  among  themselves  on  matn  ial  issues.  On 
motion  of  one  of  the  minority  ratification  was  unanimously  adopted. 
It  is  tbe  deliberate  and  nnbintw^d  policy  of  tbe  party  in  Mississippi, 
based  on  a  knowledge  of  the  situation.  Tlie  action  of  the  convention 
made  the  i)artv  virtually  and  in  lionor  n  unit  on  this  question.  It  ia 
almost  so  in  fact,  for  nineteen  twentietiis  of  the  republicans  of  the  Stat« 
earnestly,  most  earnestly,  appeal  with  out«tret<jhe<l  arms  to  Congress  for 
tbis  measure  of  justice  and  security.  It  is  tiie  only  hope  of  tbe  loyal 
citizens  of  Mississippi.   It  is  tbeir  ark  of  refuge  and  deliverance. 

111.  WHAT  18  NEEDED. 

Prompt  action  by  Oonp^^  A  decided  manifestation  of  {lower  and 
of  an  unalterable  will  to  carry  out  its  views;  such  a<;tion  as  will  con- 
vince anarchists  tliat  further  hostility  is  useless,  and  that  it  will  briu<j 
with  it  sure  penalties  an»l  more  stringent  ineasnn's.  This  suggestion, 
umdu  upon  the  most  mature  study  of  the  situation,  may  not  at  ftr^t 
impress  you,  but  a  iiersonal  experience  would  satisfy  you  tbat  I  am 
unquestionably  right. 

Tlie  ])lain,  simple  declaration  l»y  Congress  that  reeoiist ruction  shall 
proceed  iijxni  a  Iminl  haffiH,  and  by  loyal  meiij  al)solntely  beyoTHi  nil  con- 
tingen(  ii's,  aiul  the  work  will  almost  comidetu  itself.  Tliis  wouiti  i)e  the 
most  popnlar  declaration  of  Congress  or  President  since  18(fO.  It  woidd 
cbeer  the  hearts  of  the  loyal  nation  and  strengthen  Congress,  as  it  would 
silence  rebels  and  traitors,  l>ecause  it  would  destroy  their  hopes  and  bring 
to  the  side  of  Congress  thousands  who  are  waiting  for  thi8  very  demon- 
stration of  its  deteriuiued  [)urposes. 

More  definitely  wbat  is  needed  is : 

1.  A  State  government  and  a  republican  state  policy;  to  l>e  secure<l  by 
L*.  Uatification,  ^vith  the  test  oath  for  the  legislature  and  for  all  olbcers 

from  go\  <'rnor  to  consiabh*,  to  be  iucorj>orutcd  by  Congress  as  a  iwrauv- 

nent  feature  of  the  constitution. 

3.  The  entire  ofHcial  patroiuige  of  the  State  and  of  tbe  federal  govern- 
tneut  tiu>rein  in  the  bauds  of  loyal  men,  thus  far  wielded  against  us. 

4.  The  Freedmen's  Bureau,  with  a  reliable  aacut  in  every  cotmty,  noi 
subject  to  the  control  or  iutluence  of  (leneral  (iilleiu. 

5.  The  removal  of  General  (iilleni,  and  the  substitution  of  a  frank, 
honest,  liberty-loving  general. 

(».  Time  to  educate  both  whites  and  I>lacks  and  in  which  to  give 
republican  oflicials  experience  before  another  election  in  the  State  or 
counties  J  not  le»s  than  one  or  two  years. 
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IV.  RATIFICATION  AND  THB  PABTY  IN  sbsSISSIPPI. 

KiUiiK-auon  is  tlie  only  \va>'  to  peace  and  the  succe^  ol  those  priiu  i- 
ples  in  MiBsMppi  wliieh  rejHiblicaiis  advocate.  ltd  defeat  will  be  the 
hopeless  prostration  of  the  party  and  the  cause,  and  the  triumph  of 
deniornits,  relH'ls  and  traitoi*s.  They  so  believe  and  laUru-.  An  eleetiou 
in  any  i«',!>in»j;tl>li'  time,  whieli  :niy  other  plan  than  nitiliciition  ]m'snp- 
[K)8eH,  wouUi  rt'sult  in  <nu'  sij^ial  defeat.  We  should  b*-  beaten  to-day,  or 
ontil  freednieii  aud  loyal  whites  are  edncatecl  and  tau^^ht  ]>erHoiial  inde- 
pendenoe,  say  within  a  year,  by  50,000. 

A  )>rovisional  jrovennnent,  with  reeonstruetion  jiartially  or  wholly  de 
»M>rt>,  was  fully  (M»nsi<h»red  by  the  ivpubli<  aiis  of  ^lississi]vpi.  and  nded 
out  as  utterly  inadniissibh»  tor  nuuiy  reasons,  but  mainly  beeause  it 
would  secure  the  triumph  of  the  rebel  democracy.  lu  the  work  of 
re<'onstniction,  thus  far,  republrcaus  have  endured  a  degree  of  oblmpiy^ 
insidt,  (istraeism,  and  a  hell  upon  earth,'' which  ('ouf^ress  slumld  not 
ajjain  imiwjse  npiai  them.  They  ha\  r  jH  r  formed  their  j>art  honorably 
aud  well,  and  they  ai*k  that  it  be  ratilied,  so  that  they  bi'  not  deprived 
of  its  fruits  by  fraud  and  violence. 

Defeat  of  ralijieation  will  and  can  inure  mly  ike  adratttatfe  of  the 
cncmlcH  of  the  mmc.  They  so  consider  it,  and  hence  every  democrat, 
rebel,  and  traitor  in  tlx'  State  is  oppos«Ml  t(»  ratifi('ati<ni. 

If  there  were  no  other  pi<"a  for  ratirteati<H!.  the  hosiihty  of  (icneral 
Gillem  attbrds  a  conclusive  one.  A  **  wolf  in  sheep'.s  clothing'^  to  the 
republican  party,  he  is  a  dangerons  and  fatal  enemy,  tbrongh  whom  the. 
Freedmeii's  Bureau  has  been  rendered  comparatively  useless,  and  but  for 
whom  opposition  to  ratification  would  be  reduct'd  to  such  insi<fniticance 
of  numbers  and  projKtrt  inns  as  tci  wht)lly  cease  to  be  heard  or  lelt. 

That  au  election  witliin  a  year  or  two  would  bring  disaster  will  i)e 
[>alpable  when  the  following  iVicts  are  considered : 

1.  It  in  a  fact,  us  alarmina  at  it  i«  xeriom,  that  arc  lonn^  control  of 
the  colored  rntr  lartic  tntmhrrs  o/  fhf  htiryior  counties.  Tins  arises  frtun 
several  causes.  Loyal  citi/eiis.  a\  lun  and  black,  were  snbjji«;ate(l  dur- 
ing the  election  in  flune,  through  iutiuiidatiou,  by  tlie  tlisloyal  element. 
That  Euhjngation  is  perfect  and  complete^  and  tcill  remain  so  until ^  hy  educa- 
tion and  protection^  icc  give  courage  and  personal  independence  to  logaX 
voters.  It  must  be  iniderst«>od  that  the  southern  loyal  whites  comprise 
less  than  oiu'-t<'nth  of  the  white  populati(ni,  and  that  of  these  innety 
nine  out  of  every  hundred  are  as  timid  as  the  blacks,  tluough  it  ai  ut  the 
old  leaders,  as  intolerant,  dictatorial,  and  threatening  as  in  the  days  of 
shivery.  Then*  has  been  little  protection  to  l(»yal  citizens  of  either  color. 
The  Freedineirs  Tbireau,  under  Oilh  in,  has  been  a  siul  disappointment ; 
3'et,  as  unsatisfactory  as  he  made  it,  it  was  the  only  source  of  justice 
and  of  refuge  for  the  blacks ;  and  now,  right  upon  the  election  of  (irant, 
whom  the  fi^dmen  have  been  taught  to  believe  their  friend,  the  bureau, 
to  their  dismay,  is  wholly  withdrawn.  They  do  not  understand  it,  and 
it«  efll'ects  are  fearfully  depressing.  They  see  the  offices  all  in  the  hands 
of  those  fnmi  whom  they  have  no  hope,  and  by  whom,  yiarticnhirly  in 
the  matter  of  taxes,  tiiey  have  been  clieateti,  robbed,  ojipressed,  and 
persecuted.  Fnder  all  these  drcumstam*es  the  frecdmen,  in  their  des- 
pair, are  settling  back  under  the  control  of  their  late  owners,  with  whom 
they  are  seeking-  the  best  terms  they  <*an  to  moot  jm'sent  wants. 

2.  Tt  is  ntd  tnic  tlmt  since  the  presidentitil  i  lcctimi  cJiant/rs  hare  fnkrn 
pla<'e  in  our  faror^  tlnnigh  there  are  those  disposed  to  join  us,  but  at  pres- 
ent they  dare  not.  The  same  intolerance  and  ostracism  exist  as  hereto- 
fore, and  the  same  plans  and  purposes  inspire  leaders,  which  prevent 
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changes.  To  secure  places  and  employ iiieut  freedmen  arp  forced,  in 
their  uncMlncated  and  iK^lplcss  04)nditioii,  to  subserviency ;  and  whitea 
equally  lack  the  nerve  to  fm-v  the  old  <'ontempt  and  scorn  which  liavo  so 
]on|<  ^'^t  oiiiKl  them  down.  J  spmk  from  caf^es  trithin  my  own  knoirh'dfjt: 
With  I  lie  most  sincere  personal  rej-aid  lor  those  republicans  who  iiiU  o- 
cate  anotlier  reference  to  - the  people,  the  idea  that  we  have  had  any 
aooessions,  or  that  we  can  gain  in  another  election  at  an  early  day,  I 
re^jard  as  the  wildest  chimera  of  the  generous  impnlses  and  of  the  zeal 
and  enthusiasm  of  those  genth  jiicn,  based  on  tlin'r  tnily  chivalric  senti- 
ments, while  at  the  same  time  1  consider  their  liopcs  as  utterly,  wholly 
unreal  as  the  ^^baaeleaa  ilibric  of  a  ^ision,^  and  built  of  ^^snch  stuff  as 
dreams  an>  made  of.^  JMimoeratH  have  lont  no  roUs,  but  hare  connoUdated 
what  they  hiuij  and  added  others  by  means  they  know  so  tcelji  how  to  em]^4fy,

As  the  4  (Histitution,  right  or  wroTijj:,  was  to  be  (h  fi  ated  at  any  cost, 
and  at  all  hazards,  so  now.  ratitii  at ion  is  to  be  pi «'\ ciitctl  at  wliatcver 
sacrilice  of  truth  ami  jusiicr,  if  the  tiirce  worhls  comltinc  t»»  forbid  the 
consummation  of  the  outrages  by  which  the  constitution  was  appnrently 
rejected.  Defeat  of  ratifu  ation  is  the  first  step.  Tills  involves  another 
reference  to  the  people,  which  all  parties  ntxlerstaml  perfeetly  well 
insures  disloyal  as<'endan<*y.  Universal  amnesty  ami  universal  surtrage 
are  auticipatetl ;  and  with  these  the  rebel  Uiumiih^  par  civcUcnccy  will  be 
complete.  They  so  consider  it.  Defeat  of  ratiflcstion  and  another 
iippeal  to  the  people  with  universal  amnesty  and  univ(M-8al  8u£&*age,  and 
Mississi})pi  democrats  will  lan^rh  to  scorn  constitutional  anioTrdments, 
civil  l  ijrhts  bills,  and  all  the  ^nai  antees  ( 'oii^^ress,  in  its  wisdom,  may 
provide.  They  have  learned  how,  with  impunity,  to  create  a  reign  of 
tenor  and  trample  on  the  rights  of  the  masses,  and  they  will  continue 
to  do  so  under  such  -vim  i  als,  and  with  disloyal  men  in  office,  as  at 
present.  Only  he  wlio  has  given  to  the  situation  lonir  and  patient  per- 
sonal observation  and  study  can  appreciate  the  following  facts,  which 
democrats  uuderstaml  only  too  well : 

1.  The  great  mass  of  whites  are  under  as  complete  subjugation  to  the 
leaders  as  the  slaves  were  to  their  owners,  and  a  proclamation  of  eman- 
cipation was  as  necessary  to  the  former  as  to  the  latter.  These  whites 
have  iH)t  yet  the  eourage  to  assert  their  independence  if  they  fully 
understand  that  the  rei)ublican  party  is  sent  by  Providence  for  theii' 
deliverance. 

2.  In  fact,  the  nmss  of  whites  and  blacks  are  too  )>eacefully  disiHised 
to  assert  their  rights  by  force  aj^aifist  tbrce;  hence  the  social,  l)usine88, 
professio!i;»l,  educational,  and  reliirions  intolerance,  peculiar  to  the 
south^  enforced  in  our  election  by  threats  and  violence,  resulted  iu  the 
submission  of  the  timid  loyal  to  the  violent  disloyal  element. 

'A,  In  opposing  ratification  and  favoring  another  election  the  old 
lea«leis  s»'ek  to  take  iidvantage  of  tlie  intimidation  already  existin-r,  as 
well  as  of  the  jx-culiar  siisee])tibility  of  the  masses  to  panics  and  ter- 
rorism, which  are  known  as  outgrowths  of  slavery. 

4.  The  reign  of  terror  i>rodnced  peudinc  the  vote  on  the  constitution 
can  be  repeated  to  order,  and  is  intended  to  be  re-enacted  as  part  of  the 
democratic  ])lan,  with  n>ore  disastrous  results,  until  such  times  as  loyal 
citizcTis  aie  established  in  power,  and  the  masses.  Avhite  and  black,  jire 
educated,  protected,  and  seemed  against  the  ostracism  and  intolerance 
which  still  rule  triumphantly. 

5.  It  is  a  fact  that  many  desire  to  do  so,  but  dare  not  acknowledge 
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republican  convictions  throujjli  four  of  (IcmfuTatic  ostracism,  while  many 
are  also  restrained  by  avSsiiranccs  of  uiii\^'rsal  amnesty  and  universal 
suflra^v,  tlmuigh  which  democrats  claim  their  asceudency  will  be  com- 
plete and  xiennanent.  These  are  foots  within  my  own  knowledge. 

6.  Bemocrats  seeic  power  for  no  mon*  determined  purpose  than  to 
thwai-t  any  R,^*8tem  of  education,  ^vci  tliv  ot  the  iinTiH'.  for  whites,  with 
none  at  all  for fVeedmen,  and  to  <  (»iitunu'  tlie  system  ol  roblxTv  of  jH)or 
whites,  freeduien,  labon  is,  ntechanics,  merchants,  and  of  <  a]Htiil  which 
18  essentially  northern,  by  an  infernal  system  of  assessments  and  taxes 
for  the  lieneflt  of  the  wealthy. 

7.  The  moral  despotism  existiiiuf.  one  of  the  h^;::neies  of  slavery,  will 
also  be  peri)et!inted  ns  the  very  foundation  ot  the  entire  pr(»<;ramme,  and, 
as  now,  loyal  citizens  will  havt-  no  rij^hts  which  will  be  resi)ect4.'d.  If 
onr  friends  in  Oon^ss  and  the  north  do  not  nu<ler8tand  how  it  is  that 
with  free  constitntions  and  civil  rights  bills  loyal  citizens  arc  outlawSi 
denied  the  commonest  richts.  robhfMl  and  murdered  with  impunity,  then 
tliey  owe  it  to  tnitli  and  u'stire  to  conu'  and  see  lor  themselves.  If  with 
the  laeis  before  thi-m  they  turn  us  over  to  the  power  of  rebels^  traitors, 
and  democrats,  through  so-called  liberal  measures,  or  preconceived  theo- 
ries, without  regard  to  practical  results,  then  Ood  help  us! — we  are  with- 
out remedy. 

S.  A\\aitin»i  e\eiits.  the  deiiioerat'e  party  organization  is  kept  intact, 
an<l  will  remain  so,  w  hile  the  Ku-Klux  Klan  is  in  perfect  working  iuder, 
ready  to  be  emph  >yed  in  its  hellish  operations ;  generous  measures  wii)ing 
out  its  past  ortences  will  give  it  renewe<l  zest  and  enthusiasm. 

IK  Their  political  nset-ndeney  sec«re<l,  other  views  wonhl  i*eadily 
obtain,  such  as:  1.  The  persecntion.  in  various  ways,  of  northern  set 
tiers  republi<*an  m  politics.  A  democratic  pai^er  before  me  ai»x)eals  to 
**  honest "  northern  men  to  come  down  and  help  "  drive  out  the  radical 
thieves,  robbers,  scoumlrels,  and  gentlemen-hating  skuiiks."  2.  The 
regulation  oi'  laboi  by  law.  as  indicated  in  the  lav  s  of  18(55,  by  which 
freedmen  w<t:'  tn  hv  hired  out'*  for  life,  making  tlieircoiulition  actually 
worse  than  tiiat  of  a  dog  with  no  owner — kicked  at  by  everybody — was 
the  plan ;  but  the  same  end  is  to  be  obtained  by  moral  means  when 
Yankees,  and  the  bureau,  and  all  sources  of  education  are  driven  out  of 
the  Stat<',  nt^twithstauding  a  i'rvv  constitution  and  civil  rights  bill.s. 
3.  FnM'dinen  are  held  to  be  fit  only  for  laborers,  serxants.  and  other 
menial  employments.  They  vv  lii  l)e  kept  iu  tlie.st*  positions,  and  in  igno- 
rant dependeniw,  with  no*other  voice  than  the  will  of  the  "superior 
race,"  as  denu)crats  claim  to  be. 

Past  offences  l)lntted  out,  with  universal  amin'sty  and  luiiversjil 
.sut1ra;;e.  and  another  eleetion,  are  to  be  the  signal  for  lu'w  wrongs,  for 
then,  as  they  say,  *•  the  future  will  be  in  onr  own  hands,  when  we  can 
manage  things  in  our  own  way** — a  very  i>eculiar  way.  Woe  then  to 
republicans,  especially  of  northern  origin. 

Such  is  the  ])ro;rramme  which  southern  democrats  ex])ect  to  achieve, 
if  at  all,  through  the  magnanimity,  generosity,  and  liberality  of  those 
whom  they  hate  with  an  luidyiug  hatred,  and  exluiust  tin*  three  worlds 
for  terms  wherewith  to  express  their  curses.  May  Heaven,  in  its  infinite 
wisdom,  forbid  the  consummation  of  these  designs  I 

VI.  DEVELOPMENTS  SINCK  ELECTION. 

An  essential  sequel  to  the  democratic  progiauinut  are  the  recent  pro- 
fessions of  acquiescence  iu  the  result  of  the  election.  These  1  am  com- 
pelled to  declare  a  delusion  and  a  snare,  made  to  deceive  too  confiding 
and  too  generous  ippnblicans.

obiioxionsly  mauifest^ul  hy  some,  that  iiiany  indulge  iueomplacciit  dccla- 
rutious,  and  that  iu  a  lew  lot-alitiivs  there  is  a  marked  change  of  leeliug^ 
is  undoubtedly  true;  but  these  fact.s  prove  only  that  Congress  has  it  iu 
its  power,  riglit  now,  to  establish  loyalty  permanently  in  Mississippi* 
There  is  now  most  eertiiinly  a  golden  opportunity  to  strike  a  blow  lor 
fropflom  in  tliis  democrat  ridden  State,  if  C^iiigress  has  the  courajr^*  to 
discard  theories  and  look  to  pra(;tical  results.  The  complacency  since 
election  is  mostly  dipUjuiatic  only,  made  to  deceive  and  to  mislead  Con- 
gress. This  is  i>erfectly  well  understood  amongf  the  people,  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact.  Thousands  are  watching  the  course  of  events,  reiidy  t<> 
join  either  side,  whi<'liever  is  likely  t<i  eontro]  tlie  State.  It  n'sts  with 
Congress  to  bring  these  to  our  side  by  pr()Hiptly  giving  power  to  loyal 
citizens.   These  are  facts  and  not  fancies. 

I  know  of  prominent  democrats  who  have  been  north,  whence,  after 
the  most  conipla<;ent  professions,  they  return  south  t4>  persuade  men  not 
to  acciuiesce.  iM  raiise  t  liev  say  they  have  assuranecs  that  they  c^vn  secuiv 
the  removal  oi  liisabililie.s  in  any  particular  casi's  they  desire,  ami  besides, 
that  universal  amnesty  at  the  hands  of  Congress  is  sure,  which  is  all 
they  ask,  as  with  these  they  can  control  the  Htate.  Such  is  theur  talk» 
Greater  compla<*ency  was  manifested  imnu'diati'ly  after  the  surrender, 
whih^  the  pretended  loyal  le^^islature  t>f  1S(5r»  Avas  inveiitinjr  the  labor, 
vagrant,  and  apprentic^e  laws  of  ."Mississippi,  rrofe.ssicus  were  hypo- 
critical and  for  a  puri)ose  t  hen,  as  they  arc  now. 

There  is  not  a  democrat  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  who  does  not 
speak  in  praise  of  (Jrant,  yet  with  the  qualification  that  he  is  expected 
to  follow  in  tlio  footste}>s  (if  Jnhiisdii.  This  is  <lai!y  talk.  These  quali- 
ticatitais  are  tlie  strongest  eoiideiiinal ioii  of  the  pretended  acquiescence. 

They  disclose  the  depravity  of  ^>oliti('iaus  tiained  iji  the  school  of 
slavery,  secession,  and  treason ;  their  praise  being  based  on  anticipated 
treachery.  When  thi-y  find  they  cannot  us(^  Grant  they  will  denounce 
him.  Aeciuie.scence  iu  universal  suffrage  is  based  on  a  beli(^f  of  an 
ability  to  control  the  colored  vote,  an  expectation  in  danger  of  realiza- 
tion if  the  freedmen  are  deserted  by  Congress  in  their  present  iinedueute^l,. 
helpless,  and  Bubjngat<Hl  condition. 

There  is  in  these  professions  and  qualifications  a  refiiH'Uient  of  infamy 
and  duplicity  which  oidy  Ik*  who  has  been  an  inipartial,  i)ersoiial  observer,, 
can  fully  appreciate,  Tiie  very  men  wiio  indulge  in  them  will  likely  be 
the  Urst  to  yield  to.  if  they  do  not  become  leaders  in  creating,  another 
reign  of  terror  at  tne  very  next  election. 

Southern  comi)lacency  has  this  extent,  no  more.  The  bitterness  of 
political  contests  passes  away  in  the  noi  Hi  with  election.  Not  so  in  the 
south;  the  causes  and  the  [leople  are  wholly  unlike.  Origin,  climate^ 
slavery,  secession,  and  treason  have  created  a  ijeople  and  a  moral  code^ 
religion,  philosophy,  passions  and  prt'jndices,  the  people  of  the  north  do 
not  and  cannot  understand,  except  by  actual  ob.servati(m.  lie  who 
believes  the  *Most  cause  **  w;is  so  lightly  esteemed  as  to  be  abandoned 
upon  the  result  of  an  eleeiion,  pays  a  sorry  coini>linient  to  tho.se  who 
strugglecl  through  four  years  of  devastating  wai*.  Xo,  no ;  the  plans 
and  ])ur]"^^'^  these  jicople  ha^  e  n<»t  changed,  and  I  repeat  that  these 
professioirs  of  acqnii'.scenee  are  a  <lelnsion  and  a  .snare,  as  Congress  and 
loyal  men  will  lind  to  tlu'ir  .s(ut(>w  if  they  are  believed. 

God  forbid  that  Congress  shall  be  subjecti'd  to  the  shame  of  conti<iing; 
in  what  is  here  known  to  be  deliberate  duplicity. 
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TU.  THE  SITUATION  NOT  AFPBSCIATED. 

Every  letter  and  iiewsi>uper  firom  the  nortb,  before  and  sinee  the  election^ 
aad  every  speech  in  (  'ougi*^'.s8,  convince  me  more  and  more  that  the  sitn- 
atioti  is  not  understood.  Xot  wit  hstanding events  of  the  la«t  eight  years^ 
and  tlic  revelations  ot  tin-  late  puiitical  cHm])aigUf  neither  the  character  of 
the  soiitlu^ru  democracy  nor  the  spirit  which  animates  them  seem  at  all 
eomprehended.  Senator  Samner,  in  his  great  speech  on  the  <^  barbarism 
of  slaverx  .*"  Iiad  a  philoHophic  conception  of  its  evils,  but  he  would  he 
aatonislu'd  at  t\u*  faintness of  his  impressions  coniiiart  d  with  the  reality. 
The  frtccts  of  the  iiiHtitution  u|>on  the  i  luinicter  of  its  devoteeK  are  » 
tbou64indfoUl  nunc  appalling  than  the  most  vivid  imagination  ever 
dreamed. 

What  slaveiy  faile<l  to  tottch  has  l>een  wivcked  by  secessioD  and 
treason.  The  sf*cial,  lui.siness,  religi<»M^;,  and  political  history  of  the 
south  will  sliow  mure  liatl  faith,  <leception,  and  treachery  in  a  single  fcitate 
than  ill  ail  the  States  of  the  north  together.  Even  in  theii*  daily  iuter- 
oourse  soutliem  people  are  full  of  great  promises  to  each  other  they 
never  exjH'ct  to  redeem  or  be  called  on  to  keep,  and  of  grandiloquent 
oompliments  wholly  false.  Tlie  treachery  in  tin'  (leorgia  le.ifislatnre,  and 
the  proposition  to  explain  it  away,  are  in  ]ierfect  keeping  with  thti  wliole 
practice  of  southern  <lcmocratic  i)oiiiH  lans,  as  they  are  an  illustration 
of  the  fearful]  eftects  of  slavery  upon  poor  human  nature.  It  makes 
cowards  of  nu'n  for  fear  of  l>eing  calleii  cowards,  and  this  is  destructive 
of  all  (he  true  fabrics  of  cliaraet<'r.  Me!i  were  carried  into  secession  on 
the  plea  of  going  witii  their  State;  so  now,  Jiien  are  swept  iTito  the  <h'ni- 
ocratic  maelstrom  on  the  heresy  that  to  be  a  republican  is  to  desert  the 
south,  country,  aud  friends,  and  that  to  be  a  democrat  is  to  stand  by  all 
of  theae.  Thus  the  leaders  tritie  with  the  masses,  and  thus  the  masses 
allow  themselves  to  b<^  trifled  with.  Such  are  some  of  the  existing 
fruits  of  shn  '  rv.  airainst  which  Congress  has  to  contend.  Tbese  are 
features  of  ••ehi\  alry." 

This  institution,  arrayed  against  the  true  moral  and  religions  sense  of 
the  nation  from  its  birth,  ha>ing  assumed  gigantic  powers,  inaugurated 
for  its  sn])re!naey  a  v.-av  of  nn])aralleled  proportions,  and,  though  over- 
thrown, its  spii  ir  slili  aninmU's  (►v«'t- Tiiiie  tenths  of  the  wiiite  population, 
and  will  for  at  least  another  gencramm.  This  spirit  has  prevented 
reconstruction,  and  incited  the  atrocities  which  have  forever  disgraced 
the  8(mthern  name.  This  spirit  stainls  opposed  to  Congress  ami  the  loyal 
nation  (as  it  is  tln^  enemy  of  the  loyal  south)  as  bitterly  to  day  as  at 
any  period  of  its  existence.  Essi'ntially.  the  whole  southern  people, 
swayed  by  this  spiiit  as  by  the  imperious  will  ot  a  single  miud,  are  more 
compact,  better  disciplined,  and  more  resolute  of  [)uri)ose  at  this  moment 
than  in  the  height  of  the  rebellion.  Such  is  the  enemy  with  which  Con- 
gress has  to  deal — an  enemy  um>qualled  in  strategy,  and  can  no  more  be 
coiKpicred  by  iiiagmmimity,  eoneiliation,  liberahty,  and  generosity  tlian 
a  robber  can  be  persuade*!  by  soft  words. 

The  HcCIellan  policy  is  no  more  ai>propriftte  now  than  in  1862.  The 
rebellion  was  suppressed  by  superior  nund)ers  and  hai-d  blows,  and  the 
obstacles  to  reconstruction  and  to  the  rights  of  the  l(»yal  inhabitants  of 
Mississippi  will  have  to  be  overcome,  it  at  all,  in  the  same  way. 

The  ti*eachery  and  massacres  in  (rex>rgia  and  l^)uisiana  were  not  the 
result  of  Btttlden  or  exceptional  causes,  but  of  a  deep  aud  pervading  sen- 
timent, which  only  Congress,  regeneration,  and  the  immigration  of  over- 
ruling nundiers  and  intinence  can  overcome. 

The  spirit  of  this  sentiment,  atter  long  preparation,  not  only  brought 
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on  the  war,  bat  created  the  devils  who  rnled  at  Atidersoiiville  and  lAbby. 
It  lias  not  only  delayed  leconstrnction.  l>ut  with  deliberation  and  fore- 

thon;rlit  liris  inndo  a  lioll  njion  oartlT"  for  loyal  citizens.  It  not  only 
kee[»s  alive  t\w  iiicinoi  v  ot  tlir  ^'lost  cause.*'  but,  nnder  direction  ol*  the 
leader.**,  produces  a  i-cij^ii  ot  terror.  If  its  worshippers  ciin  regain  pos- 
flession  of  the  State,  they  will  lestore  the  dead  cairaAs  of  "Stnte  riphts'' 
for  the  wor.sliipof  the  people,  iind  tlirough  courts  and  Jurors,  and  oflicera 
and  h'nislatiiiTs.  will  defy  Conjjress  and  constitutions  and  laws  in  the 
mad  deti'nnination  to  arrest  the  car  of  prt>gre.s«  in  .Mississij)pi.  Thus 
the  people  will  be  massed  and  wielded.  80  are  insjnred  those  utterly 
antafroiiistic  to  Confess  and  its  measures,  as  veil  as  to  all  the  philan- 
thro])ic  i)rincii)les  which  underlie  them.  Liberal  and  generons  measures 
iru'ct  with  no  liberal  and  ircncrons  nvsjumsc.  aTid  are  not  accepted  for 
their  own  sake,  but  tlrat  through  them  to  regain  power  to  prevent  their 
benelicent  ojK'ratious.  • 

The  foUowinj:  facts  are  stjsrniflcant  illnstnitions  of  the  forej>:oinjr : 

Labou  rs,  white  and  black,  are  spoken  of  as  "/;/rcWitfj»,"  and  a  man 
calls  his  employes  '^  niif  hin  Vuujx,^'  showing  that  laboi'ersan^  held  to  be 
only  a  dcjrre<*  removed  tVom  .slavery. 

Life  i.s  iigJitly  repirded, even  among  whitcsj  and  tliclifeof  a  Ircedman 
is  no  more  seriously  thouf^ht  of  than  that  of  a  do}?. 

^he  south  could  have  l)een  plunged  into  n  war  at  a  niomcnt'.s  notice, 
u])on  the  signal  of  the  old  leaders,  at  any  tim*'  dui  inu  tin'  j)r<  sidential 
canijiai-in.  It  was  a  subject  of  dail>  talk  anil  desire.  War  was  prepos- 
terous, of  course;  but  the  leaders  do  tiie  thinking  for  the  pcojde,  and  the 
tooting  of  their  honi  would  have  eansed  a  g^ieral  rising  more  nnani- 
mous  timn  before. 

IN'fu^rcs  from  Georgijv  Louisiana,  and  Arkansas  are  in  this  State,  and 
known  to  the  jn'ople  as  such  where  tin  y  are  .staying.  Indeed,  in  many 
instances  they  boast  oj>euly  of  the  number  of  freedmen  they  had  killed 
in  the  States  whence  they  absconded,  and  >*et  they  ai'e  as  safe  from 
exposure  and  arrest  as  though  they  were  in  the  bottomless  ociean. 

The  (babolical  nn.srepn'siMitations  of  the  democratic  pr(»ss  with  refer- 
ence to  the  nui.ssacres  and  outrages  in  Oenrjria.  Lt>nisiarta.  and  Arkansas, 
aie  before  the  ct>untry.  They  help  to  e.stinmtc  the  value  of  democratic 
representations  in  regard  to  onr  election.  The  ]>apers  of  the  widest  eireii* 
lation,  most  popular,  ami  greatest  inHuenee,  are  the  Metropolitan  Reoord 
and  Ib  ick  P<mieroy's  Democrat.

of  her  scholars;  deelarlttg her  conduct  to  be  a  "disgrace  to  the  settle- 
nH»nt."  which  chiinuMl  to  contain  some  of  Mississippi's  mo<i  intflligent, 
retine<l,  lii.uh-toned,  chivali*ous  southern  ^ciiUemen  Tins  old  lady  had 
no  |>oiitical  purposes  or  associations,  as  she  does  not  even  know  what 
republican  means.  8he  was  acting  without  other  promptings  than  such 
as  her  Bible  taught  her. 

One  of  the  Klan  linH  stated  within  a  month  that  the  writer  would  be 
••'shot  thonuh  the  liead  within  a  year."  One  of  the  Klan  has  also  within 
a  few  weeks  otleretl  to  be  one  of  ten  to  take  lie  v.  James  Lynch,  the  gitted 
colored  preacher,  orator,  and  editor,  ont  and  liang  1dm.  A  prominent 
citisen  rc'cently  nominated  Jeft".  Davis  for  President,  amid  the  idau^lits  of 
the  crowd.  Ivxcept  sit  a  few  points.  I  am  not  a\rare  that  the  feeling 
towaids  republicans  has  improved,  or  that  their  condition  htus  be<*n 
ameliorated.

A  i>ious  lady  of  the  first  families  said,  '*T  wish  the  Yankees  and  nig- 
gers were  all  in  hell,  and  1  had  the  juivilego  of  toting  lightwoo<l  to  keep 
'em  warm.^  • 

Another  lady,  meml>er  of  the  church,  and  also  of  the  first  families, 
expressed  a  nWsIi  for  '  a  ]>air  of  shoes  from  Ashbum's  hide!" 

The  In^ad  of  one  of  the  (  hi  istian  denominations  of  the  State,  while  on 
an  ollieial  tonr.  stat(Hl  to  the  writer,  as  a  result  of  his  travels,  that  there 
was  a  growing  hostility  to  the  goveriunent.  Many,  he  said,  had  declared 
to  him  the  wish  that  the  flag  of  Great  Britain  might  be  raised  in  our 
harbors,  as  they  wonld  enlist  under  it.  He  said  fiuther,  hate  your 
government." 

1  have  now  resided  in  this  State  with  juy  fiunily  for  nearly  three  yearn, 
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iu  which  time,  though  my  wife  iis  a  iaeml*er  of  the  chuich,  only  one  inm- 
ister  han  been  in  oiir  house,  and  lie  only  twice.  His  irife  excofied  her-

Attendiiijr  an  eihicatioiuil  iiicrtiii;^;-  with  my  faTiiily.  a  lady,  wlm  is  said 
to  po««eHs  nue  i*etiuements,  very  eniphatieally  UeeUiml  in  tnir  hearing 
that  Yankees  would  stand  a  good  while  before  she  woidd  give  them  a 
seat.  While  the  writer  was  making  8(>nu' ii  inarks,  a  well  drensed  gen- 
tleman said,  •* Hear  the  (iod-damned  Yankee  he;''  and  li<*  was  silenced 
only  by  some  friemls. -^vlio  he  knew  would  use  their  pistols,  which  they 
exhibite<l  to  him,  if  hv  tlid  not  subside.

An  atti  iiii>t  to  enforce  the  laws  and  the  ai  re.st  ami  punishment  of  law- 
breakers are  denouuced  as  "molestation  in  i»ea€eful  pursuits,"  "mur- 
der,''^'robbeiy^'" '^tyraony,"  and  "oppression,^  and  the  o^Boero  of  the 
law  as  outlaws  and  thieves.**

Wiisliir i;tnn  lf»fter-writer»  seem  to  tliink  tlierr  is  ;i  probability  that  Con^rps"?  will  rfmovp 
the  disabilities  ol  the  SDUthern  peuplc  and  alluw  ail  lu  vote  iu-reufter.  If  they  do  that,  and 
then  du  away  with  the  infernal  "iron-riad"  oath,  wc  will  bo  able  to  manage  mrhome 
affairs  pretly  successfnily.  To  take  the  ballot  from  the  intelligent  white  men  of  the  country 
and  give  it  to  the  ignorant  and  depraved  black  man  was  the  most  damnable  outrage  ever 
committed  b/  an/  civUiMM)  men,  and  we  think  it  high  time  they  were  arimntd  of  it 

The  democratic  press  frj'ncrnlly  speaks  of  n^imblieans  as  liars,  thieves, 
sealawairs.  scouiidivlii,  dogs,  mangy  curs,  Hkuiikn,  jail-birds,  escaped  con- 
victs, and  the  like.

«ystcni  of  j,M)vernment  in  this  State,  ar.'l  wbon  it  is  withdrawn  tlie  wliite  jtooplo  will  risR  up 
a.s  one  man  lu  di-molisk  it.  Nothing  but  t'ederul  b^j-onets  gleaming  over  the  head^i  of  peo- 
ple who  have  no  meaweof  nrislance  will  avail  to  hold  them  in  sabjection  to  such  a  dynasty. 
Vvhrnr'vpr  tbe  bayonets  are  removed  they  will  cat  down  the  groves  and  tear  down  tfaie  altars 
of  tlii;^  negro  ilaal. 

A  popular  and  widely-circulated  democratic  paper  says : 

To  be  a  repnbliean  and  a  gentleman  at  the  same  time  and  reside  in  this  State  is  irapossi> 

ble.    Eepublican  means  thief  here. 

A  more  bitter  waHarc  u|iou  *'<*arpet-hnfrgers"  ami  sralnwiv^s^  than 
bclore  election  is  also  the  iU*elanition  ot  the  democralic  press,  but  1  for- 
bear to  quote  fiuther.  Do  not  believe  the  foregoing  arc  exceptional  and 
exaggerated.  They  are  a  few  only  of  thousands,  of  daily  repetition. 
Th(^  most  ultra  paper  secures  the  largest  eireiUation  and  greatest 
influence,  as  he  is  most  worshii)ped  who  is  most  hostile  to  loyal  men. 

The.se  are  representative  sayings  and  papers.  Is  it.  for  one  moment 
.sui»i)o.sed  that  a  people  entertaining  sentiments  like  those  above  quoted 
can  be  intntsted  with  power  in  the  present  condition  of  tlie  loyal  inhab- 
itants of  Mi.s.sissii)pi  1 

It!  (lod's  name  let  not  Congress  lie  tleeeived.  Tlie  freedom  and  the 
ngiits  and  tlie  |>r<»si>eiity  of  loyal  citizens — eveiything  dear  to  a  free 
niau — depend  upon  tlte  Jiction  of  your  honorable  body. 

IX.  TUisl  lHUJbu  BASIS  OF  E£C0^STKUCT10^^ 

The  republicans  of  Mississippi  adopt  the  philosophy  of  Senator  Drake, 
in  a  recetit  letter  to  his  frictuis  in  Missouri,  and  urge  thv  security,  pro- 
tection,  education,  and  the  mental,  moral,  and  personal  independence  of 
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loyal  citizens  before  thes«»  «rmit  euds  arc  ^IcfWited  by  the  restoratiou  of 
the  "  lost  Ciuisc  in  the  jiersoiis  of  their  iiuconijH-oinisiiig  eiiemiea.  They 
respectfully  siiggent  that  tlie  declaration  by  CoiigmsH,  that  recoustrac- 
ti<m  shall  hencefortli  proceed  upon  a  loyal  basis  and  by  loyal  men,  would 
be  not  lesB  in  accordance  Avith  the  loyal  sentiments  of  the  i)ati(»u  as 
expressed  in  the  late  election  than  exi)edlent,  just,  and  right  in  itself. 
Under  the  impulse  of  siicli  an  avowal,  tlio  work  would  almost  complete 
itself.  It  would  at  ouc^^  briug  to  our  side  thousands  watching  lor  the 
winning  side,  or  following  democratic  oracles  on  the  assui'uuce  that 
univenml  amnesty  and  universal  suffrage  will  enable  them  to  control 
the  State.  It  would  hv  the  <leath  and  bm  ial  of  the  hopes  of  those  who  * 
Htill  cherisli  the    lost  cause,"  to  whom  the  timid  clin;^. 

Thus  lar,  detective,  luu'ertain  laws  I»avc  pitted  a  few  loyal  whites 
against  the  entire  white  impiUatiou,  including  confederdte  oflicei'S  and 
soldiers,  aU  the  wealth  of  the  State,  all  the  power  and  influence  of  the 
Stati'  and  fiileral  pati*onage  used  to  o|»press  and  persecute  Union  men, 
and  the  military'  aiul  the  biu'eau,  i»rofessc*l!y  for  us,  yet  practically 
against  us — so  that  tlie  loyal  whites  of  Mississii)i»i,  aided  by  the  timid 
freedmeu,  have  be^u  little  else  tlian  a  forlorn  hope,"  with  no  other 
encouragement  than  to  prevent  a  too  disastrous  defeat  They  now  uree 
loyalty  absolutely,  irrevocably,  and  beyond  all  contin^cia  ie8,astheoiuy 
just  and  proper  l>asis  of  reconstruction.  Certainly  it  Conjirress  e\|>ects 
to  bnild  11])  a  loyal  i);irty  in  Mississip^ii  loynl  men  must  be  .sustained, 
protix  ted,  and  prelern  d.  Hitherto,  the  coniiai  jk  lias  been  tiie  practice, 
and  not  a  few  loyal  men  have  been  compelled  to  deny  their  principles  to 
secure  prote<?tion  and  justice.  Notwithstandifig  they  lia\ c  been  snb- 
jcictcd  to  humiliations,  insults,  r(>bberies,  and  outrages,  looked  ujion  and 
treated  as  public  and  private  enemies  by  nine-tenths  of  the  white  popu- 
lation, and  unabh»  to  apiicivl  to  the  tlag  ot  the  government  with  certainty 
of  protection,  the  loyal  citizens  of  Mississiitpi  have  a  body  patiently, 
firmly,  and  faithfully  awaited  the  good  time  coming,''  which  they  pray 
(hmI  ( -(Mij^ross  will  not  now  deny  to  tliem  at  the  instigatiot)  of  rebels 
and  traitors  who  seek  to  accom])lish  their  ends  by  fraud  and  violence 
which  can  hv  ( ousumuuited  only  by  ^Kirjury.  . 

After  three  gears'  residence  and  extended  travel  in  several  States,  I 
have  yet  to  hear  of  the  first  man,  woman,  or  child  with  regrets  for  the 
perstmal  sacrifices  and  losses  in  the  attempt  to  secede,  save  as  ctim- 
plaints  afrninst  the  Yankees  for  not  lettiti;,^  tluMii  iilone,"  whicli  shows 
that  the  hearts  of  these  people  are  not  right  on  this  question,  and  that 
they  are  not  to  be  trusted  with  power  to  influence  its  settlement. 

The  repuI>Hcans  pro]M^r  of  Mississippi  are  for  ratifieation  first,  last,  and 
all  the  tinu'.  The  small  minority  ojjposed  are  Tiot  nuthorizcd  to  si)eak 
for  or  in  tlie  name  of  their  bretliren,  and  are  actinj:  against  the  expressed 
will  t»f  the  imrty,  and,  however  honorably  int<*n<U'd  by  them,  again.st  it« 
best  interests.  Their  opposition  certainly  has  not  the  sympathy  of  any 
numb(>r  of  republicans  of  the  State,  and  it  can  derive  support  only  from 
their  enemies,  to  whose  interests  its  agitation  alone  can  contribute,  and 
in  which,  if  successful,  it  will  inevitably  culminate.  Recent  infonnation, 
if  reliable,  as  1  beli(;ve  it  to  be,  h-ads  nu*  to  l>elieve  opposition  t<»  ratifi- 
cation, if  a<*complished,  to  have  pn-determined  airas  and  ends  antago- 
nistic to  the  present  organization  and  basis  of  the  n^pnblican  paity. 

Accepting  their  organs  as  the  exponents  of  the  views  of  the  opposition, 
1  sec  in  <lcfeat  of  rat ili.';itioTi  only  disaster  to  tlie  party  and  eause,  and 
the  sure  triumi)li  of  the  enemies  ot  bjth. 

Jsames  of  democrats  have  been  published  as  in  sonic  way  co  operating 
with  those  republicans  t>pposing  ratifteation,  and  it  is  certain  that  thm/ 
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will  unite  with  uo  organizatiou  which  in  noty  in  its  spirit  luui  j^iu^iose) 
little  else  thau  a  white  man's"  party.  Any  administration  or  piO' 
▼isional  government  satisfifcctoiy  to  the  democrats  named  would  be  no 

less  satisfactory  to  the  democratic  central  executive  eoniraittce^  into  whose 
hands  Conp^ess  mifrht  as  well  resign  the  State  at  on<  <',  as  to  begin  the 
work  ot  m*x)n.strnction  de  iwvoj  for  there  would  end  another  trial  and  a 
second  i>eriod  of  strife  and  agony  and  of  cru^  unnecessary  mockery. 

Sntertaining  »  high  personal  consideratiou  for  those  republicans 
oj)posing  ratiUeati(»it,  I  hope  I  am  in  error  as  to  their  ultimate  ))lan8  and 
puri)oses;  but  that  the  defeat  of  ratification  will  be  disastrous  to  our 
pivrty,  and  to  tht)i^^  features  of  our  cause  nearest  our  hearts,  .seems  to  me 
to  be  too  |ralx>able  to  an  impartial  observer  to  be  controverted.  ^Vccord- 
ing  to  those  gentlemen  the  utmost  sincerity  and  purity  of  intention,  as  I 
do,  they  could  not,  if  they  so  designed,  contribute  more  dire<*tly  to  the 
sncritH'c  of  the  eaiise  in  our  Stittc  than  by  successfnlly  ]iroseeiTtiu<;  their 
o])po«itiou  to  ratitieatioii.  ]Viih  its  d^'eat  loyal  men  tcUl  despair, and 
denwcraia  aill  niUy  u  ith  hojics. 

These  statements  are  without  malice,  and  strong  measures  are  advo- 
e>4ited  in  no  spirit  of  revenge.  The  southern  people  possess  some  of  the 
finest  traits  of  the  hunmn  race,  and  it  is  lioped  that  time  will  correct 
their  faults  and  mould  the  .southern  nopulatious  into  a  united  and  liappy 
family.  To  unfavorable  criticisms  1  luakc  honorable  and  noble  excep- 
tions. No  one  desures  peace  and  harmony  more  earnestly  than  myself, 
or  would  make  givater  iHTsonal  sacrifices  to  produce  a  political  inillen- 
nium.  Kverv  indication  of  returning  reason  on  the  part  of  individuals  or 
locahties  <Mi;,dit  to  Ix*  watched  and  encouraged.  Magnanimity  and  eon- 
ciliiUioii  are  t^strduiai  viitues,  but  1  am  not  awaie  that  they  arc  an^\  w  liere 
in  the  whole  south  practiced  towards  loyal  citizens.  Liberal  and  pro- 
gressive me^isures  are  distinguishing  features  of  republicans,  but  their 
aseend^TH  y  in  Mississippi  ciin  be  secured  ouly  tlii'ough  reconstruction 
on  a  loyal  ba«i.s  and  hv  loyal  men. 

believe  the  plans  of  the  republicans  of  this  State  wiilsecuic  the  end 
at  which  we  all  aim  in  the  shortest  time  and  by  the  shortest  route.  If 
Cou'^ress  denies  these,  farewell  magininiuiity,  farewell  eonciliation,  fare* 
well  liberal  and  pro*riessive  measures,  farewell  all  tlu'  ri<;ht.s  which  a  man 
who  is  a  man  liolds  uu>st  Siicred,  fur  the.se  will  be  denied  to  us.  The 
Union  men  of  Mississippi  ask  for  peace  and  pi*otectiou  through  a  State 
government  in  loyal  hands.  Granted  these,  &ey  promise  for  the  State 
tiie  most  glorious  progress  and  unwavering  devotion  to  liberty. 

Ai)pealing  to  the  whole  history  of  slavrrv,  to  the  exjxM'ieiice  of  tlic  last 
eight  years,  atid  to  i*eccntand  constant  developments  which  ai>i»(^ar  daily 
in  Washington  and  northern  papers  in  support  of  the  foregoing,  1  aju,  very

*'l)KAU  llROTiiKR:  I  have  Just  received  your  letter  and  was  glad  to 
hear  from  yoji,  but  sorry  to  lie4ir  your  politics.  1  am  uo  radictd  now, 
nor  never  was,  nor  will  I  ever  be  as  long  as  life  is  in  me. 
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"As  for  the  sufferiug  of  the  confederiiLf  «oldier8,  that  is  all  past  away; 
and  lam  willing  to  suffer  four  times  as  much  and  make nlietter  soldier 
than  I  ever  did,  to  wipe  out  radicalism. 

"As  far  as  the  snrronder  was,  it  was  woll  enough;  wlio  conhl  do  any 
more?  Who  in  the  devil  coukl  ho  a  ^ootl  citizen  and  have  Huch  low- 
down  scalawags  to  domineer  over  our  atiairs  t 

"Well,  fifi  you  spokeof  other  rebellions— Mexico,  Ireland,  &e. — they  have 
all  got  kings  and  queens^  and  if  the  nids  nile  the  affiiirs  of  govt  riinioiit 
there  will  not  be  two  more  presidential  elections  before  we  will  be  under 
one  or  the  other. 

"As  for  God  aVJmighty,  he  has  a  good  lU^al  to  do,  but  he  never  did 
intend  for  the  black,  stinking  negro  to  be  on  an  equality  with  the  whites. 

"  You  say  you  are  all  radicjiJs.  If  we  have  another  war  you  may  look 
out;  I  am  going  to  try  to  get  four  rods  to  where  I  did  one  Yank  in  the 
last 

"You  boast  about  old  Grant  whipping  us;  he  did  not  (h>  it;  we  have 
got  better  eenerals  than  Grant  ever  was,  and  have  got  some  negoes  iu 
our  town  that  would  mako  a  better  president  than  he.  You  are  mis- 
takru  when  yon  s;iy  he  will  be  elected — ho  ninybc.  I  don't  say  hewon^t; 
but  wo  havo  tho  l  i  jlif  l(t  oppose,  and  1  think  we  will,  and  if  we  do  we 
will  have  a  niueh  nion;  lively  time  than  before. 

"You  say  democracy  and  secession  are  the  same;  they  are  no  more 
the  same  than  Grant  and  I ;  and  if  I  had  a  knife  across  his  throat  I 
would  try  to  weigh  200  on  th<'  handle.

this  county,  and  I  can  aflOrm  that  yoor  confidence  is  not  misplaced  when 
reposed  ill  Iiini.

John  W  .  C.  Watsu2<,  of  Holly  Springs,  Mississippi,  appeared  before 
the  committee  and  made  a  stitement  as  to  the  condition  of  things  in 
that  suite. 

Ho  said  that  he  was  a  Virginian  by  birth ;  that  he  went  to  IJolly 
Springs,  Mississippi,  in  184.1,  and  litis  rcniaiiird  there  ever  since  as  a 
practicing  lawyer.  He  was  an  old-line  whig,  lit;  had  been  uppu.scd  to 
secession,  and  hail  canvassed  the  State  of  Mississippi  against  it  with 
earnestness  and  zeal.  After  the  State  had  gone  out,  and  after  he  found 
it  necessary  to  decide  whether  he  would  against  his  native  section 
and  his  blood  an<l  his  kindred,  he  sided  with  the  c«>nfederacy,  :um1  went 
into  the  contest  warmly  and  earnestly,  and  <lid  all  he  could,  coiisisti'iitly 
with  the  rules  of  civilized  warfaie  and  of  Christianity,  to  advauco  tlio 
cause.  He  had  served  in  the  confederate  senate  firom  1803  until  the 
close  of  the  war.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  represiMited  a  large  class 
of  persons  in  the  State  who  luul  been  opposed  to  s<'eession ;  who 
believed  tluit  slavery  had  been  the  bime  of  ccMiU'iitiou,  and  that,  slavery 
being  removed,  tliere  was  no  longer  any  reason  wliy  the  Union  should 
not  again  be  fraternally  cemented,  and  who  were  ])rep}u«d,  iu  good 
faith,  to  return  to  their  allegiance.  . 

He  \\'as  a  member  of  the  State  convention  of  ^Tississippi  that  met  in 
An^^iist,  l.S(ir>.  Having  never  hehl  «llice  l)efore  the  war,  he  was  not 
remlcrcd  ineligible  to  oflico  by  the  reconstruction  laws  of  Congi-ess. 
He  was  then  opitoscd  to  negro  suflVa^^e,  and  so  were  ninety-nine  hun- 
dredths of  the  white  popidatiou  of  the  State.  He  was  also  a  member 
the  convention  fh:?!  im  t  in  Jainiarv,  ISfiS.  Tie  was  then  also  opijosed 
to  neuno  sidlVaiic,  liut  m  the  convention  of  I8(j8  made  a  speech  in  favor 
of  qualiJied  or  ii(ix)artial  suHrage.  He  continued  a  member  of  the  con- 
vention of  1808  until  the  constitution  framed  by  that  body  had  been 
made  so  proscriptive,  and  so  greatly  transcended  the  reconstnietion  acts 
of  Congress  and  the  fourteenth  ccmstitutional  amendment,  that  he  felt 
that  neither  he  nor  his  wliite  constituents  any  longer  had  any  intei'est 
in  it^  He  then  resi-rnetl  ids  seat  and  returned  home,  nine  or  ten  other 
members  following  ut  the  same  time  his  example.  When  the  constit4i- 
tion  was  submitted  to  the  people  he  op))08Gd  It,  and  canyaraed  tk<b 
northern  portion  of  the  State  against  it.  He  opposed  it  because  of  its 
proscriptive  and  disqualifying  features.  He  was  Siitisfied  that,  had  it' 
not  gone  tiirther  than  the  requirements  of  Congi'css  made  ucccssjiry, 
the  constitution  would*  have  been  adopted  by  a  large  majority.  The 
white  voters  of  the  State  were  still  exposed  to  negro  snfifrage,  but  with 
no  farther  disfranchisements  in  Jthe  coostitution  than  Oongiess  had 
19  H 
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nM|uire(i)  he  tbiiikn  it  would  liuvc  txH^n  accepted  iha  heat  tlmt  could 
1m  done  ander  the  oircutnataiims.  He  bad  read  Mr.  Bingluiiu's  bill, 
'wiricli  prov  ided  for  ntrikiiig  cmt  the  third  and  fiftli  aeetions  of  the  fMrv* 

enth  mtictle  of  the  ityocted  coiiRtitution.  Tliis  wiw  an  iinprovenuuit  of 
th(v  constitution,  but  tlien^  would  still  remain,  in  the  opinion  of  the  p^ 
•pie  of  the  State,  iusui>emblc  objections  to  it.  They  objectetl  greatly  to 
the  article  in  rettorenoe  to  the  ndUtia,  wliich  requires  that  the  legislature 
shall  at  its  first  session  create  an  irffheHw  militia,  all  the  officers  of  whioh 
to  be  apiK)inted  by  (lie  jfovenior,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  for  their  experience  in  nnns  and  their  ii(h'lity  and  loyalty. 
There  could  be,  he  said,  no  objection  to  this  rcquircnu  iit  of  loyalt  y  but 
for  the  construction  which  the  advocates  of  the  constitution  were  known 
to  place  upon  the  term  ^Moyal.'^  They  understood  it  to  embrace  only 
tho.se  who  had  Ihhmi  for  the  Union  during  the  entire  war,  and,  with  this 
understniulinp:  of  it,  tliou^jli  there  were  many  l<>y;t1  ]v(  !xni>s  in  the  south 
who  had  been  confederates  during  the  war,  no  one  \\<  uil  1  hold  a  com- 
mission in  the  militia  in  Misshissippi  except  those  who  itad  been  in  the 
federal  army,  or  on  the  side  of  the  Union  daring  the  war.  The  consti- 
tution required  that  then*,  should  be  a  mi^or  ii^eneral  for  the  Btate  at 
larf^,  a  V>riir:Mlier  jreneral  for  each  congressional  district,  uhieh  wert* 
five  in  number,  and  of  (  (Mirsi^  iis  niaiiy  coloncN,  majors,  captains,  and 
lieutenants  as  the  populaiion  of  the  »Statc  matU-  necessary.  8ucli  an 
organization  of  the  militia  of  the  State  by  a  governor  who  was  also  a 
federal  officer,  and  a  stranger  to  them,  the  i>eoi)le  feared.  In  their  oi)in- 
ion  it  would  be  calculated  to  create  and  perpetuate  antagooismsiuidfeel* 
ings  not  favoral»lo  to  peace,  harmony,  and  traternity. 

The  rejected  constitution  also  ij^ave  to  the  go>  ernor,  by  and  witli  the 
advice  and  eonaent  of  the  senate,  the  power  to  appoint  the*  snpremey 
dreuit,  and  chancery  judges,  and  all  (bounty,  township,  and  preeinot 
nflficers.  As  to  the  military  and  judiciary  this  j)owerwas  to  remain  per 
manent,  while  as  to  the  county,  townslii]»,  and  precinct  oftieers  their 
t<^rms  were  to  continue  "until  the  legislature  shall  provide  by  hnv  tor 
an  election  of  said  officers."  (S<K;tion  6,  article  12,  of  constitution.) 

To  this  unpreceilent^'d  concentration  of  power  in  the  hands  of  the 
governor  the  p:'Dple  of  Mississippi  wiire  very  much  opposed. 

The  practical  etfect  would  Ih\  as  tliey  thought,  to  commit  the  ])eople 
and  property  of  tiie  fcitate  to  the  cimf  and  guanlianship  of  ctomparative 
stnmgers,  who,  in  the  main,  had  no  identity  of  interest  with  them,  and 
were  the  owners  of  no  taxable  pro]>erty  whatever.  The  colored  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  St4\te  outnundh^ml  the  whites  by  upwards  of  17,000. 
and  this  class  of  voters  owned  little  or  no  j)roperty.  It  was  the  roloml 
voters  of  the  State,  con tit>licd  by  a  few  adventurci*s  and  strangers  for 
the  most  i>art,  who  were  seeking  the  conti\)l  anil  government  of  the 
State.  At  this  state  of  things  the  ^perty-holdcrs  were  alarmed,  and 
certaiidy,  as  l  e  thinks,  not  without  jttSt  cause,  es])ccially  when  they 
looked  to  what  had  oi'curriHl  in  thf  convention.  TJiat  body  was  <'om- 
jjosed  ot  a  himdred  members,  si  \cnt<'«'n  of  Nvlioni  wo*'  mloied  j)ers(mM. 
They  voted  themselves  $10  ]ntv  day  and  40  cents  per  niilc  lor  tnivellmg 
fk'Otti  and  to  their  homes,  <  <  |  nal  to  80  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  Axmh 
their  lionu's  to  dackson,  where  the  convention  was  held,  and  they 
n-traincd  in  sessirui  about  four  months,  doing  >\liat  « ouM  as  well  have 
been  accomplished  in  15  or  '20  days.  Tin  y  also  creatrd  an  ninismdly 
large  number  of  ollicers  in  eonneclion  with  tiic  body  and  paid  them  very 
high  salaries,  and  hi  having  printing  done  and  their  prmTeedtngs  pub- 
lished  in  scvcTal  paiiers  the  body  was  most  prodigal  in  its  outlays  of 
money.  This  was  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  people  of  the  State,  at  a 
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time  when  tlioii  poverty  wn8  nnprt^^cedeuted.  Tke  uecesaaiy. taxes,  jUow> 
ever,  were  iiiiiMj^eU  autl  colleeteil. 

In  reply  to  oral  questions  asked  liim,  Mr.  Watson  stated  that  he 
tlumght  the  opposition  of  the  soath  to  ne^ro  maU^ag^  was  very  natontl* 

under  the  circumstances;  that  their  i)n»jiuliees,  if  their  views  were  tOr 
beso  chara('i«M  i/»'(l,  were  very  natural,  as  the  msult  of  a  stntiMif  tilings- 
that  had  existi  d  lor  centuries.    Between  the  slave  antl  tlie  master  a 
very  broad  and  well-detined  distinction ^hml  existed.  Tlie  slave  belonged- 
to  a  servile  and  degraded  class,  while  the  white  race  oeonpied  a  position 
veiy  much  above  him.   All  history  attested  the  strength  luid  power  of 
cast<\  mnl  this  iiitluenco  liad  hmg  existed  in  the  south.    It  was  true, 
theivloif,  that  the  reconstniction  lawsof  Cougioss  were  at  first  received 
in  the  south  with  great  oi)X)ositiou  and  some  biLU  iuess,  but  he  thought 
that  a  reaction  had  taken  place,  and  that  now  the  temi)er  of  the  people 
of  Mississiiipi  generally  was  as  goml  as  that  of  the  people  of  auy  other 
southern  State.    They  w<»re  tired  of  the  existing  state  of  thini^s,  mim] 
wanted  ropose  and  iH'ace,  which  they  believed  would  not  be  had  under 
this  ivjeetcd  coustitutiou  and  the  geutlemeu  \v  iio  ran  a»  caudidutci^  tor 
State  offices  in  connection  theiiiwith. 

He  believed,  however,  that  if  the  constitation  were  modified  after  the. 
plan  of  Mr.  Hingham's  bill,  but  to  a  greater  exteut  than  that  bill  now 
proiKised,  an<l  another  election  held  ihv  State  ofTieers  and  uieiiilxTs  of  the 
legislature  aud  members  ot  Congress,  Mississippi  wouUL  come  into  the 
Union  by  the  votes  of  a  large  majori  ty  of  her  citizena  And  for  the  Stftte 
to  oome  in,  in  this  way,  would  be  virtually' making  her  a  party  to  a<, 
compact  with  tlie  Congiess  and  govennnent  of  the  United  States,  by 
which  she  would  Ixi  bound  to  give  to  lu  r  colored  jmpulation  equality 
befoi*e  the  law.  They  had  come  to  that  point  very  gi-adually,  and  as  the 
only  means,  in  their  opinion,  of  eBcai>ing  much  greater  evUs. 

Mr.  Watson  said  that  he  had  been  requested  by  a  number  of  dtizena 
ofdifterent  counties  in  north  Mississippi  to  (!ome  here,  and  represent 
them  before  this  committee,  ami  to  explain  the  reasons  which  had  con- 
ti'oUed  them  in  voting  against  this  ix'-jecteil  constitution,  aud  what  were 
their  views  at  this  time.  He  saiil  that  fifteen  or  eighteen  years  ago  ho 
had  taught  a  colored  Sabbath  scthool.  instructing  them  orally,  because 
any  other  instruction  W4W  prohibitecl  by  law.  That  soon  after  the  sur- 
render he  had  established  and  carried  on  a  coloie*!  Sabbath  school  in 
liolly  Springs,  aided  by  a  member  of  his  family,  and  tuo  or  thive  other 
gentlemen.  That  he  ha*l  ever  since  the  sun^endcr  earnestly  iulvocated* 
the  education  aud  elevation  of  the  colored  race.-  That  he  had  .done  thi» 
in  many  public  speeches,  and  at  a  time  when  it  was  by  no  mejins  very; 
popular  to  do  s(».  and  that  tor  so  doini;-  In*  liad  been  found  fault  with  by 
some  of  Ids  i)ersoiial  friends,  lint  now,  he  said,  there  was  a  much  more 
general  concuiTcnce  in  his  views.  lie  imd  rcpe^uedly  said  ii»  i>ublic 
speeches  that  there  was  no  ground  for  hostility  on  the  part  of  the  whitea 
in  the  south  to  tlie  eohned  impulation .  among  them.  That  the  conduct 
of  their  slaves  <luriu;j  tlte  w  ar  was  such  as  entitled  theui  to  their  grati- 
tude. That  the.v  had  lieeii  true  ;uhI faithful  in  nil  tlun;;s,  to  a. degree 
that  had  astonisheil  not  only  the  north  but  the  cizilizcd  world.  Tliat 
his  negroes  had  protected  his  family  and  proin^rty  during  the  war  with, 
all  possible  fidelity  ;  and  not  one  of  them  even  left  him  until  with  Iiis 
consent  IIi^  did  not  think  that  the  whites  of  the  south  were  unfHendly. 
to  the  negroes.  * 

The  discussions  during  the  canv;u<s  that  pi-ecedwl  the  vote  on  the 
constitution,  Mr.  Watson  said,  were  ample  and  free,  hath  by  the  oon- 
servatives  and  by  the  friends  of  the  constitution.  The  r^nblieaoB  mad<i 
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speeches  wlieu  and  where  they  pleased,  and  thone  opposed  to  theiu  gen 
erally  used  their  best  efforts  to  preserve  onler.  He  said  it  was  true  Sbat 

at  a  republican  meetinfj  held  in  IloUy  Sprinf;^*  a  very  excitable  jierson, 
under  great  exeitenieiit,  did  strike  ono  of  tlic  <  ;mdid;itos,  (  captain  N.  ir. 
Gill,  a  citizen  of  the  county,  wlio  was  on  tlui  i)latfonii  iiiidviii"-  a  speech, 
just  at  the  close  of  the  meeting.  This  caused  sonic  disorder,  which 
threatened  at  one  time  a  serions  riot^  but  it  soon  passed  away,  and  the 
ooenrenoe  was  much  rc^rretted  by  citizens  ^iierally. 

By  a  member  of  the  CoionTTBE : 

Question.  Is  it  not  true  that  during  the  canvass  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  disturbance  of  jmblic  speakers  who  were  advocating  republican  prin- 

ciples  ? 

Answer.  U  there  >ya.s,  1  did  not  witness  it. 
Q.  Did  you  not  hear  of  such  things  f 

A.  I  may  liave  heard  of  stnne  disturbances,  but  I  think  very  few  of 
;nt\  kind  occurred  in  tlio  8taf<\  I  «Uscuss('(I  tlic  constitution  in  the 
<  <ianli('s  of  Marshall,  Tii»i)ah,  Tisheaiingo.  jmkI  Lalayctte,  with  republi- 
can speakers,  and  the  meetings  were  just  as  orderly  and  the  discussions 
as  eourteons  as  they  could  have  been  had  all  i>ri>sent  been  of  the  same* 
political  faith. 

Q.  How  was  it  when  the  republicans  attempted  to  hold  meetings 

alone? 

A.  Just  the  same  way.  The  better  portion  of  our  population  exerted 
themselves  to  pi^servo  order,  and  the  republican  speakers  were  not  dis- 
turbed, and  they  were  permitted,  at  least  in  north  Mississippi,  to  discuss 
l)olitics  at  tlieir  i>lerisnre.  It  is  true  a  great  mnny  of  our  citizens  staycMi 
away  from  rei>ublican  nieetinus. 

Q.  Wiiat  Wiis  the  number  of  v  otes  regi.Hteixjd  at  your  precinct,  Holly 
Springs? 

A.  My  recollection  is  not  distinct.  I  think  there  were  upwards  of  * 
1,000. 

Q.  How  many  of  the  \  oters  were  colore<l  per>'()ns? 

A.  The  whites  hml  a  small  majority  in  the  county;  1  thiidcnot  as  many 
as  100.  At  Holly  J^prings  the  white  and  colored  votes  were  about  equtil* 
At  least  that  is  my  present  recollection. 

Q.  How  (lid  the  votes  staml  at  llie  (^lection  f 

A.  I  am  iu)l  \  ('ry  certain,  but  think  that  ut  Holly  Sj)rings  it  was  verv 
nearly  equal.  In  tin^  whole  county  the  majority  against  the  constitution 
Was  300  or  400,  or  porhai>s  something  more.  I  was  only  at  tlio  Holly 
Springs  precinct  on  the  day  ol  the  election.  The  election  there  was  as  fiiir 
a  one  as  was  ever  held,  at  least  on  the  part  of  the  opi)onents  of  the  con- 
stitution; to  tlio  extent  that  intimidation  ami  threatening  were  used,  it 
was  in  favor  of  (lie  constitution. 

As  an  illustration,  I\Ir.  Watson  stated  that  a  freednum,  w  ho  had  been 
his  slave,  and  a  most  faitliful  one,  came  to  him  a  few  days  before  the 
vote  was  taken  and  said  that  he  scarcely  knew  what  to  <lo.  That  he 
did  not  want  to  d<»  anything  that  Mr.  \\'atsoii  wonld  not  like,  and  he 
belicA'ctl  that,  the  colored  men  wonhl  drixr  liiui  out  of  toun  it'  lie  vot^'d 
against  the  constitution.  Ho  wa.s  living  in  a  house  finnish«'<l  ut  him 
rent  free  by  Mr.  Watson.  Mr.  "W.  said  to  him  that  if  he  voted  for  the 
constitution  he  (Mr.  W.)  would  regard  it  as  an  unfriendly  act;  that  he 
could  iH>t  look  n])f)n  any  one  as  Ihm  fiiend  who  would  \  (ite  to  take  away 
from  him  in  ivileges  which  were  to  l)e  <  onlerred  u|»on  all  colored  persons. 
A  similar  interview  occurred  between  Mr.  Wat."<on  and  thisfreedman 
the  day  before  the  election,  but  Ste]>lien  Watson,  tliis  freedman,  voted 
for  the  constitution,  and  so  did  Frank  Watson,  another  free<lmaji,  who 
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had  heon  Mr.  Watson'.s  slavo,  and  Avns  still  his  (lining- room  servant. 
8tei>heu  uiU'rwurds  said  that  lio  l"eart?d  the  negim's  woidd  drive  iiiiu 
ftway,  or  beat  liim,  if  he  voted  against  the  constitutioTi.  These  ft«edmen 
still  Hustam  to  Mr.  Watson  the  8;iuie  relation  they  did  before. 

Q.  Do  you  not  think  that  Stephen  wa«  reftUy  ibr  the  oonstitation  all 
the  whik'  ? 

A.  Not  in  lavur  ot  its  disquidifying  clauses.  The  eolored  voters  have 
.  oniformly  told  me,  We  want  the  privile^i^e  of  voting  onrselves,  but  we 

*  do  not  want  to  take  it  from  you.  If  you  will  give  na  the  same  privileges 
that  yon  claim  yourself,  we  will  vote  with  you.** 

Q.  Ikit  have  not  :tH  the  whites,  as  a  general  thing,  been  against  the 
right  of  the  nej?ro4\s  tu  vote  f 

A.  In  the  main,  they  have  been.  In  their  opiuion  the  colored  popu- 
lation, as  a  elasB,  are  not  qualified  safely  to  exereise  the  elective  ftan- 
chisc,  or  otherwise  to  particiiiftte  in  the  govcnuiieiit. 

Q.  As  we  niidcrsf  ;ni(l  yon,  you  are  in  fuvorof  this  constitution,  with 
Mr.  Bingham's  a  HUM  ninients,  aiul  the  additiuual  amendment  of  striking 
out  the  article  reialiiig  to  the  militia  ? 

A.  I  wonld  change  it  still  further  if  I  had  my  way.  I  regard  it  as  not 
at  all  wise  or  judicious  in  man}*  of  its  provisions.  It  unneoesBSrily 
•  nntes  State  and  eonnty  officei-s,  as  1  think,  and  in  practice  would  prove 
an  ex»  e«Mlingly  ex|)eusive  provcrnnient,  in  niy  oiyiiiion.  But  still,  with 
some  iiii  liier  modiiicutious  than  Mr.  Biughiuii  lias  suggested,  and  a  new 
election  ordered,  I  should  feel  called  upon  to  advocate  its  adoption  by 
the  people,  and  the  people  vould,  I  am  confident,  adopt  it  inth  great 
nn;miniity,  as  an  altennitive  wliich  would  enable  them  to  escape  the 
vdkt  4)1  the  eonstitntiou  as  it  now  stands,  aiUuiniBtered  by  those  claiming 
to  have  been  elected  under  it. 

Q.  Hour  far  beyond  Mr.  Bingham's  bill  do  you  desire  Congress  to  go 
in  changing  the  constitution ! 

A.  I  would  go  to  the  constitution  framed  by  the  convention  of  August, 
186«5,  and  en<ir:ilt  u])on  it  some  of  the  juxivisions  of  tlie  iTjocted  consti- 
tution, confonuing  that  in  all  things  to  the  i^econstiiiction  poUcy  of  Con- 
gress. This  I  wotdd  take,  and  the  ])cople,  I  think,  would  take  as  a 
necessity,  and  they  would  do  it,  \  believe,  in  good  laith.  They  would 
take  a  system  of  ])opular  educ^ition.  They  are  nuicli  opposed  to  the 
iiiich-  on  the  militia,  and  to  the  appointing  power  of  the  governor  pro- 

•  posed  ijy  the  rejected  constitution. 

Q.  Does  not  your  constitution  require, after  a  certiun  time, an  election 
by  the  people  9 

A.  Yes;  every  two  years;  except  as  to  the  militia  ofticers,  and  the 
supreme, circuit,  and  ehaneery  Judges.  These  are  alwaj's  to  1h»  n]>p<)inted 
under  it.  And  as  to  the  county,  townsliip,  and  precinct  olheers,  tirst  to 
be  appointed  by  ll»e  governor,  their  term  is  to  continue  until  the  legis- 
lature shall  provide  by  law  for  an  election  of  said  officers." 

Q.  Should  you  be  in  i'nv(V'  of  submitting  the  constitution  again  to  the 
vote  of  the  people  without  these  modifications  ^ 

A.  No,  it  would  Im*  rejet  trd,  I  think,  by  a  large  vote. 

Q.  AVhat  would  be  the  advantage  of  a  new  election  of  oflicersf 

A.  To  get  men  more  acceptable  to  the  people  of  the  State,  nioreiden- 
tifted  with  the  State,  and  men  who  are  not  strangers,  but  known  to  be 
honest  and  (  nj^iihlc. 

Q.  Do  yim  mean  by  the  iMioplc  of  the  tStatc  the  white  (leoplc  or  all  the 
people  ? 

A.  I  mean  more  particularly  the  whites.  The  ]>eople  of  the  State 
thouglit  Oongress  had  in  good  faitli  told  t^em  to  vote  for  or  against  the 
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eonstitntion.  Thoy  exercised  the  privilege  nnder  the  convictloii  that 

'their  votes  wouM  tlecido.  the  question.  Tlie  constitution  was  voted  clown 
by  7,000  or  S,000  mnjorlty  in  aboiit  as  fair  an  cloctioTi  on  both  sides  as 
couhl  bo  expected.  There  weri'  threats  :n id  intiiuidatioii  and  some  tUiugs 
-wrong  on  both  «ides»  but  they  were  about  equal  on  each  sitle. 

Q.  Do  you  think  l^at  the  means  used  by  the  secessionists  in  the  early 
history  of  secession  to  carry  out  their  plans  were  equalled  in  \mmfi;  by 
those  who  fouj?ht  see-ession ;  tliat  one  side  was  equally  guilty  with  the 
lOtiier  at  the  time  you  carried  yonr  State  on!  ? 

A.  There  were  wrong's  ^jmwiiig  out  of  int^uise,  excitement  and  feeling, 
and  aciu*reut  of  public  opinion  which  was  almost  irresistible;  bntldis* 
ettssed  finely  all  the  issues,  and  so  did  many  others,  and  there  wivs  no 
•violence  threatene<l.  It  is  tnie  1  had  been  den(mn(!cd  as  an  abolitionist 
many  years  before  on  the  stunTj)  and  through  the  press, but!  iuadepul>* 
lie  speeches  freely  in  opposition  to  secession. 

Q.  Even  though  it  was  pretty  trying  I 

A.  The  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  secession  swept  over  the  State 

like  a  tornado.  Manj-  of  the  best  citizens  of  the  State  went  into  seces- 
sion reluctaiirly,  an<1  wlien  tbe  snrreiider  occurred  they  were  prepared 
■to  make  as  good  citizeiis  as  tiu^e  wiio  hud  never  been  eufjaged  in  the 
rebellion,  except  so  lar  as  their  ]>ersonal  feelings  had  been  imbittered  by 
4ihe  contest.  But  there  are  to^y  in  Mississippi  a  great  many  of  as  good 
'men  as  any  in  the  Stiite,  who  were  opposed  to  secession,  but  finally  went 
'With  the  movement;  and  tlH>  reaction  that  ofcnrred  after  tlie  surrender 
in  favor  of  the  Const itntion  and  the  goverumeut  was  very  grcilt,  and 
'much  gi'eater  than  I  expected  to  see. 

Q.  Yon  are  an  attorney,  I  believe  1 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  settle  in  Mississippi  ? 

A.  In  181.-). 

Q.  Up  to  that  time  ^ou  lived  wlicre  t 
A.  In  Virginia.' 

Q.  You  opjiosed  secession  until  the  State  went  out? 

A.  I  opposed  it  until  the  State  wetit  out. 

(}.  Did  yon  immediately  alter  tliat  adiiere  to  the  fortunes  of  the  State? 
A.  1  did ;  1  then  cciised  iny  opposition  and  fell  in  with  niy  kindred  and 
uaection. 

Q.  \Vlien  you  speak  of  ixoing  with  your  kindred  and  section,  do  yon* 
■refer  to  Virginia  or  Mississippi  f 

A.  BFore  espeeially  to  Mississip])i,  though  my  own  kindred  and  my 
wife's  kindred  live  Ibr  tlie  most  part  in  Virginia. 

Q.  How  long  after  Mississippi  went  out  Iwfore  Virginia  did! 

A.  Some  few  months. 

Q.  You  seceded  in  Mississippi  before  Virginia  did! 

A.  Yes,  M-e  went  out  in  January,  ISfJl.  When  secession  had  i)ecome 
an  accomplished  I'act  I  ceased  my  opposition. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  for  calling  the  second  convention  I 

A.  I  was  not  at  home  niton  the  dsiy  of  election,  and  did  not  vote.  In 
public  siK'eches  T  advised  my  jicople  to  vote  for  the  convent  ion,  let  it  be 
'held,  and  make  the  best  constitution  we  possibly  e«>nld.  and  Avhen  the 
constitution  was  fnimed  vote  for  or  against  itaccordiugtoils  uunitsaud 
as  we  might  then  think  expedient. 

Q.  Did  you  advocate  or  oppose  calling  a  convention  f 

A.  To  the  main,  1  advocated  it* 

Q.  iJut  did  yon  «lo  anytliinir  in  op]>osition  to  it  ? 

A.  1  generally  siiid  to  my  friends  in  public  speeches  that  it  would  ha 
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very  unwise  to  vote  it  down,  but  I  told  them  if  they  voted  "no  conven- 
tion,'' to  see  that  they  voted  for  the  best  men  th^  oonld  command  to 

represent  them  in  it. 
Q.  What  itlt«'i  ior  oliicct^  did  yon  hold  (uit? 

A.  My  ulterior  i)jir|M»si'  \vu«  to  trv  the  ('xperiinent  ami  see  if  wc  eonld 
Jiot  get  a  pretty  good  eonstitiitiaii,  and  if  wo  might  not  reconstruct 
under  it,  and,  I  lionfess  too,  that  in  looking  forward,  I  hoped  something 
fiirvorable  mij^ht  develop  it^'lf  which  would  give  ub  a  bctu  r  position. 
Q.  Did  yntt  say  nnytliing  in  fi])posif  if>!i  tn  the  calling  of  a  eonvcntion  f 
A.  1  do  not  remember  ever  having  uuuie  a  public  tipeech  against  it 
at  idL 

Q.  Did  tlio  parties  tend  to  divide  upon  this  line,  the  one  aide  in  &vor 

of  the  eonventioa,  and  the  otheT  side  opposed  to  it  f 

A.  Vcs,  a  large  ]>art  of  the  whites,  were  of  tlie  non-action  part^,  who 
proponed  not  to  go  to  the  \m\lH  at  ail,  and  \v\ko  did  not  go. 

Q.  Wiks  it  true  ttuit  that  part  of  the  people  of  Mii^sissippi  were  oi)i>o«ed 
to  ealling  the  convention  t 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Diil  some  of  them  vote  agju'nat  it? 

A.  A  very  lew  went  to  the  and  voted  against  calling  the  con- 
vention. 

Q.  Did  those  who  voted,  vote  against  itt 
A.  Yi's,  generally. 

Q.  Wlio  elected  you  to  the  convention  ? 

A.  The  jH'ople  who  elerte<1  me  went  and  voted  against  this  convention, 
then  votetl  for  me.  My  county  wius  one  of  the  few  which,  though  op- 
posed to  the  couveutiou,  wished  to  control  its  character,  in  the  event  it 
was  mlled. 

Q.  Did  they  vote  against  the  convention  under  the  impression  that 
you  were  opjnised  to  it  ? 

A.  Tiiey  naid,  if  it  is  called  over  our  vole,  we  want  to  be  represented 
in  it  by  men  in  whom  wc  have  eoniidence. 

Q.  During  tlie  canvass  for  or  against  the  eonvcntion  what  did  you  say 
to  t  h  e  people  resiiecting  the  constitntlonaUty  of  these  reoonatmction  acts 
of  I'ongress? 

A.  As  a  lawyer  1  maintained  that  wlien  we  went  out  it  was  reT)ellioii  ; 
I  always  denied  the  right  of  secession,  iuui  iiuving  failed  in  it,  held  that  we 
.  had  been  all  the  time  in  tiie  Union. 

Q.  Did  you  hold  during  the  rebellion  that  you  weresnbject  to  the  Con- 
stitution f 

A.  No,  r  regjirded  tin*  government  of  the  eoiii*  dcnuy  as  a  ^/e/ctc/o  gov- 
ernment, ius  to  its  own  citizens  at  least ^  bnt  that  iiaviug  failed,  and  the 
Union  being  practically  re-established,!  held  that  all  legislation  in  the 
confedera<'y  in  violation  of  the  Constitation  of  the  United  States  was 
then  a  nullity  ;  but  that  State  h  gislation,  uot  in  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitation o*"  tin'  I  nitcil  Sfiites  or  in  aid  of  the  confederate  cause,  and 
all  consummated  HKiivuluai  trunsaclioiis,  were  vidid. 

Q.  Did  you  also  assert  upon  the  stump  that  these  reoonstruetion  acts 
of  ('ongress  were  void  and  a  nullityf 

A.  I  Ntated  that  I  beliveed  them  unconstitutional  and  void,  hnt  that 
still  it  might  be  tliey  woidd  be  enforced,  and  that  it  was  wise  to  look  to 
that  contingency. 

Q.  At  what  time  did  the  last  convention  nieetf 

A.  Karly  in  January,  1868. 

Q.  At  what  time  of  the  convention  did  this  action  oocor  which  osSii- 
sioued  your  withdrawal  lh>m  it  f 
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A.  After  we  hud  been  there  two  or  three  months. 

Q.  JIad  you  attended  tho  nessions  pi*etty- regolarly  up  to  that  time? 

A.  I  ha<l  jjonc  home  two  or  three  times. 

Q.  Uow  much  of  the  time  had  you  bei'n  ubseutt 

A.  A  good  deal ;  I  caimot  tell  how  much. 

Q.  HmI  yon  been  absent  two  months  t 

A.  "Sot  80  much  as  that,  I  am  confident. 

Q.  You  say  the  people  of  Mississippi  comiilained  that  the  oonventiOD 
flxf'fl  tho  Siilaries  at  too  lii^irh  a  tipfiiref 

A.  Yes,  they  thought  the  walarief*  unnecessarily  liigli. 

Q.  When  yon  left  the  convention  did  you  draw  the  pay  that  had  beea 
fixed? 

A.  1  (lid  ;  I  took  all  tho  laws  of  tlio  convention  al1owe<l  mo. 
Q.  Did  you  take  pay  for  the  sixty  days  or  less  of  your  abs<  nc  e  1 
A,  Yes,  I  took  everything  that  the  officers  certifie<l  to,  because  1  knew 
my  GonstituentBwere  very  willing  I  should;  they  paid  a  good,  deal  of  it} 
they  had  a  good  deal  of  property  to  tax.  I  of  course  drew  no  pay  after 
my  resijj^nation. 

Q.  {Since  the  .siiri'oiider  of  Genwal  Lee  have  you  held  other  otticosT 
A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  Have  you  been  a  member  of  the  legislature  since  the  surrender  t 
A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  Was  them  any  uinhM'standlnf^  or  ajjtTonuMit  among  your  friends  or 
associates  in  iMi.ssissippi,  as  to  the  effect  that  the  lute  presidential  elec* 
tion  should  have  on  your  coui^se  ? 

A.  They  all  looked  forward  to  it  with  a  great  deal  of  interest^  and 
tiiought  that  perhaps  if  Seymour  should  1k>  eh^cted  this  whole  thing- 
might  possibly  pass  away;  and  that  luu!  scmie  inthirnco,  I  have  no  doubt, 
U||K>u  their  course  in  opposing  recoiistriK  i  ion  nfidcr  the  acts  of  Congress. 
They  had  some  hope  in  that  diix*ction,  but  no  understanding  or  agree- 
ment to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Had  this  hope  and  this  understanding  any  connection  at  all  with 
any  expected  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Unit<Hl  States  ? 

A.  Yes;  tliey  looked  forward  Uy  that  and  hoped  that  the  McArdlo 
.case  would  result  in  favor  of  the  accused. 
•  Q.  Did  you  ever,  in  discussing  the  question,  refer  to  this  probable 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  f 

A.  1  think  probably  1  may  have  done  so. 

Q.  Do  yon  recolh  ct  the  snbstAuce  in  Inief  of  thn  ideas  yon  presented 
to  the  people  of  Mississippi  upon  these  occasions  1 

A.  If  1  expressed  any  o))inion  it  was  to  say  that  1  was  conUdent  tho 
court  would  decide  the  McArdle  case  in  favor  of  tlie  iirisoner,  but  at 
the  same  time  I  said  this  might  be  done  leaving  untouched  the  great 
body  of  tlu^  reeonstnurtion  laws;  that  th(\v  might  simply  follow  tiie 
de<usi(»n  made  in  tho  case  of  Milligan  and  stop  there. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  assure  the  iHJople  of  Mississippi  in  theses  speeches 
that  the  Supreme  Oonrt  had  resolved  ui>on  that  decision  f 

A.  I  had  heard  from  dinVicnt  sources  tliat  their  oi»iiiion  m  the  niatt<3r 
was  mad<' U]),  and  while  1  «lo  not  remember  particularly  to  have  stated 
that  in  public  spet*ch<is  1  otten  spoke  of  that  fact  in  the  State  of  Missis- 
sij>pi. 

Did  you  give  in  public  siieechcs  the  name  of  yotu'  nnthority  t 
A.  I  cannot  say  whether  1  did,  but  I  have  r(>col lection  of  my  source  of 
infonnatioTi  \^yr^^\  the  subject,  and  gave  my  authority  in  conversations  if 

not  in  [mblic  speeches. 

Q.  Were  these  speeches  made  (iurnig  the  <ranvass  upon  the  selection 
of  delegates  to  the  convention  t 
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A,  1  iiitHlo  speeches  during  that  cauvass,  ami  iti  the  eaiiviujs  upon  the 
flection  or  adoption  of  the  constitation. 
Q.  Yos;  but  when  did  yon  niake  these  speeches  lespeetiiitif  the  decisioii 

in  the  McArdle  casef 

A.  Certainly  1  made  some  i*ei'ereiLce  to  tliis  subject  during  the  last 
canvass. 

Q.  Did  you  fovor  or  oppose  the  14th  amendmentt 

A.  I  took  very  little  part  in  that  question.  I  was  not  in  the  legishiture 

at  that  time. 

Q.  You  stated  thai  some  of  your  friends  desired  you  to  come  here^ 
was  General  Gilleui  among  the  number  f 

A.  No.  I  never  had  the  pleasnxe  of  conversing  with  General  GiUem 
but  a  few  moments  in  my  lue,  and  then  we  had  no  conversation  on  the 
subject  of  reconstruction. 

Q.  You  were  not  in  favor  then  of  negr«  snfrage  at  all  when  tlie  matter 
was  presenteil  to  tlie  people  of  Mississippi  I 

A.  I  never  was  an  advocate  of  it  per  se.  As  a  class,  I  did  not  think 
them  qualified  for  its  discreet  exercise,  and  with  a  mfijority  of  colored 
voters  in  the  State,  I  feared  the  influenco  of  demagogues  over  them. 

Q.  AimI  yon  ure  not  now  in  favor  of  itt 

A.  1  now  islKuild  atlvisc  tlie  i>eople  of  Mississippi  to  take  it,  and  if  they 
take  it  to  take  it  in  good  faith.  1  have  been  in  favor,  since  the  surrender, 
cf  educating  and  elevating  the  race.  On  New  Year's  day  a  regular  depu- 
tation of  the  negroes  of  HoUy  Springs  and  vicinity  requested  me  to  go 
to  the  chuix;h  and  in:ike  them  a  speecli.  I  did  so.  I  left  my  business 
and  went  down  ami  ur<r<Ml  upon  them  industry,  eeonomy,  education, 
morality,  and  religiun,  and  tried  to  bencJit  them  by  my  iustiuctions. 

Q.  If  you  advise  your  Iri^ds  in  Misstssippi  to  tirite negro  suffirage,  you 
will  do  it  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  necessity,  and  not  on  the  ground 
that  is  a  wise  and  proper  system  of  policy  ? 

A.  icsj  but  my  vitnvjs,  a.s  well  as  those  of  many  other  citizens,  have, 
perhaps,  undergone  some  softening  towaida  the  race  upon  that  subject. 
But  looking  to  the  fact  that  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  State  are 
negroes,  and  to  the  character  of  the  element  which  has  just  come  in 
among  us,  and  is  seeking  the  control  of  tlu'  coloml  vote,  1  confess  that  I 
have  serious  iipprehensions  as  to  its  i)raeti(  al  workings. 

Q»  Now  mnong  the  white  people  w  horn  you  represent  is  that  the  gen- 
eral feeling ;  are  their  opinions  consonant  with  yours,  or  do  they  differ 
essentially! 

A.  r(>rha])s  I  siiouM  say  that  1  am  a  little  further  advanced  in  my 
opinions  in  referencf  to  our  colored  iM>pulation. 

Q.  That  is,  tliey  are  less  inclined  to  uegi'o  sufti-age  than  you  ai-c  f 
A.  A  great  many  of  them  are. 

Q.  Now  if  the  doors  are  thrown  open,  and  all  these  people  are  immedi- 
at4'ly  endowed  with  the  right  to  vote  and  hold  othce,  will  not  their 
intiucTiec  as  eitij^ens  and  office  holders  natunUly  be  exerted  to  limit  the 
negix)es  in  the  excrciese  of  this  rigUt;  is  it  to  bci  expcted  that  men  who 
do  not  believe  in  it  are  going  to  sustain  it  so  cordially  as  to  make  it  a 
permanent  part  of  your  political  systomt 

A.  .1  can  only  aay  if  it  should  be  attemped  there  I  think  tlie  people  of 
the  State  would  give  it  a  vtM  y  fair  trial  and  would  expect  it  to  be 
manont.  For  myself  T  tlnHU  it  will  bo  permanent,  and  I  believe  the 
people  there  are  in  a  btdLcr  cuuditiou  then  they  ever  have  been  to  give 
it  a  fiiir  trial,  i)rovided  the  r^eeted  constitution  without  modification  is 
not  forced  upon  them,  aiul  they  are  allowed  another  election.  There  is 
ft  mistake  in  supposing  that  there  is  any  greal  hostility  on  the  part  of 
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our  people  to  tJie  colored  race.  They  arc  an  affectionate,  kind-heaitedf 
confiding  race,  and  tlieir  lidelity  «nd  jxood  conduct  duiing  the  war 
entitled  theui  to  our  patitude,  and  tor  tlieir  ('mancipation  we  cannot 
blame  thein,  they  have  only  accepted  what  others  C4i«t  upon  them.  AVhen- 
ever  I  have  made  a  speech  aud  I  referred  to  them  in  this  oonneetioQy  I 
have  said  that  so  far  from  bavinj^  hostility  or  vittdictiveness  towards 
them,  we  are  iiiuler  many  oblijratioTis  to  them,  and  that  onr  intoreets 
were  in8ei)arablB  aud  n^quinnl  rln  ii  education  and  moral  and  reUj|;ioas 
elevati(m}  aud  these  views  are,  J  think,  becoming  general. 

Q.  When  you  said  then  in  yoor  opening  remarks  that  the  people  of 
the  State  were  very  much  against  colored  men,  jrou  meant  agaiuatthnm 
as  freemon  and  not  as  slaves  ? 

A.  1  said  that  the  ])roju(lice  ot  castt?  was  or  had  been  very  strong  in 
the  south  as  the  result  ot  slavery  lor  ceutui'ies.  This  was  against  the 
political  equality  of  .the  races.  I  did  not  mean  to  convey  the  idea4hal 
the  whites  were  personally  unkind  in  their  feelings  toward  the  eolovod 
population. 

Q.  But  you  say  th>w  you  feol  vory  kindly  to  themf 

A.  There  is  the  prejudice  oi  caste  against  them,  nothing  more.  When 
oui-  i>eople  found  the  colored  popidation  coming  into  direct  ])enional 
collision  with  them,  and  claiming  to  stand  upon  Ute  platform  of  political 
and  civil  equality,  this  fieeling  of  caste  was  at  first  considerably  excited, 
but  this  wan  not  a  feeling  of  hatred  or  ill-will  that  wished  them  harm  or 
evil;  and  1  believe  that  the  general  disi>o8itiou  of  the  whites  iu  the 
iSouth  now  is,  to  cultivate  kindly  relationswith  the  colored  population,  and 
todo  them  juatioein  all  things. "  And  this  feeling  I  think  is  on  theincreaae, 
and  unless  it  is  anested  by  a  too  stringent  conrst^  on  the  ]iar  of  Con- 
gress. !  cx]»ect  very  soon  to  see  peace  and  ixmnl  feeling  in  MississipyH 
Our  juilge.s  and  juries,  so  lar  as  1  liavo  witncsx  rl,  are  anxious  to  award 
to  them  the  full  measure  of  their  rights  as  deleudaiits  in  criminal  prose- 
cutions, or  parties  litigant  in  civU  suits.  There  are  individuals  in^the 
South  who  iit  tlu'ir  dealings  are  willing  enough  to  take  advantage  o 
them,  but  tliis  class  of  persons  I  presume  are  tn  })o  found  cTervAvliorc. 
Fi*om  their  want  of  intelligen<'e  and  inexperience,  tliey  are  the  more 
exposed  to  the  over  reaching  of  others. 

Dr.  Kobert  M.  Tindall,  of  Okolona,  Mississippi,  appeared  before  the 

e(mimittee  and  said  he  had  resided  in  Mississi)»pi  30 years;  he  was  born 
in  Alabama;  he  had  taken  no  ]>art  in  the  rebelh'on  :  he  was  a  practicing 
physician  and  exem])t  from  military  <liity ;  he  had  been  a  republic^ui  in 
politics,  since  the  close  of  the  war;  he  was  a  member  of  the  legwlature 
called  in  1865,  under  Governor  Sharkey,  provisional  governor,  having 
been  elected  upon  no  imrticular  ground  of  pditics,  (except  that  he 
w;iv4  ;)  T'^niou  and  m  IovmI  mnn  ;  lie  liad  been  a  whig  all  his  life,  and  had 
nc\  ri  voted  tl»e  denuH'iatic  ticket ;  he  was  last  year  the  rejiuhlican  <uin 
didatc  lor  State  senate  from  the  district  comprising  Chickasaw  and  Mon- 
roe counties;  there  was  a  majority  of  800  votes  against  him  in  Obicka- 
saw,  and  a  nmjority  of  300  to  400  in  his  favor  in  Monroe;  and  the  com- 
mit tc  of  five,  liy  tliroM  inir  ""t  the  vot(^  of  Chickasaw  county,  deelare*l 
him  elected  hy  reason  ot  lus  majority  in  Monroe  fMvniity.  In  his  <listrict 
at  that  election  intimidation  was  use»lon  iioth  sides  and  boiii  wiiites  aud 
blacks  were  deterred  from  voting  or  voted  in  a  way  different  from  their 
actual  feelings.  Although  he  hatl  made  no  canvass  of  Chickasiiw  connty^ 
he  ])clicves  tlmr  tlio  iirojmsed  constitution  miLilit  bo  caiTied  in  tJiat 
ci»unty,and  in  many  other  conntiesjf  thedislr;iiieliising  clause,  which  he 
regarded  as  the  most  objectionable,  were  stri<'kcn  out.    A  great  change 
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had  taken  pluci)  iu  public  feeling  8iiice  tho  clectiou  of  General  Grant,  a 
change  w  great  that  hebeleived  now  that  be  eonld  beelectedfiromChieka- 
Kaw  county,  in  his  opinion,  a  republican  party  might  be  built  up  in 
Mississippi;  it'  tlio  propor  ronrso  vrcvo  taken,  tin^  okMiiio  whigs  and 
the  Union  (loniocmts  would  allgo  into  the  i-epublican  party, which  wculd 
tlien  wtmng  enough  at  least  to  pmtect  the  negro  in  the  exercise  of 
his  right  to  vote  and  in  his  education :  and  by  that  means,  they  could 
carry  the  Htate.  lie  feared  that  it  might  not  be  safe  to  admit  at  once 
to  the  privilege  of  voting  all  those  who  Iiad  be^n  disfranchised,  and  to 
prevent  this  eonserpience  resulting  from  the  striking  out  the  disl'ran 
chising  clause  in  the  constitution  he  advocated  the  establishment  of  a 
provisional  government,  with  a  good  safe  man  as  govemor^  to  continue 
in  force  say  12  months,  dnring  which  a  repoblican  party  might  be  bnilt 
up  Uiat  would  control  the  State.  In  his  opinion  there  were  men  in 
abundance  in  the  State  who  could  take  the  test  Otath  and  who  werequali- 
Jied  to  till  the  olUces.  The  man  whom  ho  had  advocated  in  his  paj)er  for 
governor  was  General  Allcorn,  a  gentleman  who  was  elected  senator  in 
1865,  under  Goyemor  Sharkey's  provisional  government,  whom  be  con- 
sidered decide^lly  identitied  with  the  republksao  party  and  who  had  ean- 
vnssf  fl  tor  (reneral  Grant  over  in  Arkansas.  He  had  considered  it 
entirely  sale  to  canvass  his  county  at  the  last  election  in  ]>ehalf  of  therepub- 
liciin  ticket.  The  colored  men,  ho  said,  were  almost  universally  repub> 
lioans,  although  many  were  traramelledf  and  would  be  controlled  by  Uie 
whites,  on  whom  tlu  y  were  dei>endent  for  support.  If  the  privilege  of 
votincT  wore  eon le IT*  (1  upon  the  bhu'ks,  in  his  opinion  they  would  be  will- 
ing to  LTive  the  siunc  privilege  to  those  who  were  di.squaiitied  under  tho 
present  constitution.  He  thought  it  would  be  unsafe  at  present  to  instal 
in  office  the  governor  that  had  been  elected  or  any  other  set  of  officers 
that  might  be  elected,  but  advocated  the  ostablislunentof  a  provisional 
government  as  a  tem]K>rary  measure.

OP  THE

FOR  DISABLED  VOLUNTEER  SOLDIERS.

To  the  Hnnorahlc  Senati  and  Home  of  Iteprrftetftatires : 

The  iMKirdof  iiianajrers  of  the  Xational  Asylum  lor  Disabled  V'oluiiteef 
Soldiers  liave  the  honor  to  submit  the  animal  report  ot  theii*  opertious 
for  the  year  end  in  j?  December  31^  1868,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of 
Conjfivss  establishinpr  the  institution. 

As  lias  been  lu'loio  rr'])(>rtf d,  tliorc  are  three  permanent  branches  of 
the  as.vUini,  eaeli  uudi  r  the  charge  of  a  (h'puty  governor  and  ^*nbordinate 
officers,  to  wit :  one  near  Augustu,  ^laiue,  ii^uown  as  the  eastern  branch ; 
one  near  Day tou^  Ohio,  known  as  the  central  branch ;  and  one  near 
Milwaukee,  Wisoonain,  known  as  the  nortwestem  branch. 

TUB  £AST£BN  BRANCH,  K£AK  AUGUSTA,  MAIKE. 

On  the  8th  of  January,  1808,  this  brancii  met  witii  a  very  considerable 
lOAR  by  an  accidental  fire  which  bnmt  the  principal  building  of  the  estab- 
lislinicnt.  The  fire  originated  from  a  detective  chimney  tine  connet  trd 
with  llio  fin-TiMce,  ;iinl  bioke  out  about  0  o'clock  at  night,  with  the  wind 
rajiiiiu  with  great  violence,  so  rli;it  it  was  impossible  to  save  any  consid 
eral»lt^  portion  of  the  movable  property  of  the  asyhim.  Tlic  weather 
being  very  seveiv,  much  suftering  occurred  to  the  beneficiaries.  All  the 
buildings  but  the  one  in  which  the  fire  originated  were  saved  by  the  use 
of  tlu>  powerful  steam  tire-engine  belonging  to  the  asylum.  Governor 
Smytlic,  of  New  Hampshire,  <»Tie  of  the  board  ormana;;ers  being  detailed 
for  that  purpose,  was  promptly  on  the  ground  after  the  tire,  and  cau.setl 
all  the  inmates,  save  about  100  who  conld  be  accommodated  in  the  remaiu- 
ing  buihlings,  to  be  removed  to  Philadelphia  and  to  (he  State  Soldiers* 
Home  at  Newark,  New  Jersey.  \\  here  they  have  been  teui[)oi"anI>  ciircd 
for.  The  misfortune  was  still  further  enhanced  by  the  fa<-t  that  at  the 
time  we  were  deprived  of  the  services  of  oiu*  efficient  deputy  gt»vernor, 
Major  Nathan  Cutler,  who  was  lying  dangerously  sick  from  disease 
.arising  from  injuries  and  wounds  received  in  the  aer\ice.  The  loss  to 
the  institution  was  very  considerable,  but  by  no  means  irit'parable. 

Ctmgress,  witli  its  accu.stomcd  liberality  to  the  disabled  sohlier,  Inn  ing 
appro[»riateil  55-jri,(MM)  towards  replacing  the  buiiding,  contracts  ueie 
immediately  made  and  preparations  begun  to  ivbuild;  bricks  for  the 
purpose  being  made  in  a  brick-yard  established  V)y  the  asylum  for  that 
purpose,  on  the  premises,  .so  that  we  were  enabled  to  commence  building 
on  the  Ist  day  d  Jidy,  and  the  work  was  pressed  with  such  celerity  and 
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promptness  hy  the  contractor,  Geueriil  Natt  Head,  of  New  Hampshire, 
that,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  three  brick  bnildings,  100  feet  by  oO,  three 
stories  high,  inchidinfj:  ^raiis;ii  (V  roof,  covered  with  slate,  substantially 
lire-proot^  were  tinished,  and  a  fourth  one  of  the  same  size,  which  wais 
unfinished  at  the  time  of  the  tire  antl  considerably  injnied  by  it.  repaired 
iind  all  fitted  up  in  the  most  ai)proved  manner,  heated  by  steam,  fiir- 
iiished  with  the  most  seiriceable  cooking  and  laundry  a])paratu8,  with 
boilers  an<l  engine-house  and  coal-honse,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding 
.«<;r),f)0(),  j^ivinjj  the  most  ample  accommodation  for  CAH)  men,  together 
\\  \\h  school-rooms,  hospital,  and  chapel,  with  fpuirteis  for  otiicers,  and 
the  necestjary  offices  and  storage.  The  board  believe  they  may  chal- 
lenge, in  this  work,  comparison  with  any  public  or  private  work  for 
economy,  dmpatch,  solidity,  and  cai>aeity. 

Under  a  resolution  of  tlu'  boar<l.  tln'  soldiers  from  the  temporary 
homes  in  the  New  England  and  contiguous  States  and  from  the  Home  at 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  are  itbout  to  be  removed  to  the  eastern  branch, 
and  this  branch  of  the  asylnm  will  be  at  once  filled.  Notwithstanding 
the  loss  of  the  buildings  and  [>roper  accommodations,  34.'>  (lisabl<'<l  vol- 
unteer soldiers  and  sailors  have  been  supported  and  aided  in  this  branch 
during  the  year. 

CENTRAL  BRANCH,  NEAR  DATTON,  OHIO. 

Under  tlie  etlicient  and  zeah)Us  etlbrts  fvf  tlie  local  manager,  Hon. 
Lewis  1>.  Gnnckel,  secretary  of  the  board,  the  work  ol  construction  at 
tills  branch  has  gone  ou  with  gieat  rapidity  and  economy  during  the 
year,  and  we  believe  will  be  completed  early  in  the  spring.  Our  build- 
ings at  this  bninch  are  sutticient  to  take  care  of  1,000  disabled  soldiers 
wilii  every  necessity  and  comfort  of  life.  There  are  workslioi)s  estab- 
lished on  the  premises;  very  many  of  the  iiunales  are  taught  bookkeep- 
ing and  titted  to  earn  their  own  living  ;ind  become  independent  of  the 
tisylnm  notwithstanding  their  disability.  There  is  connected  with  this 
branch  a  large  and  valuable  library  and  reading-room,  furnished  with  all 
the  prineipal  Tiewspapers  of  the  United  States,  for  which  we  are  indebted 
to  the  proserbial  liberality  of  the  press.    A  most  valuable  portion  of 

the  library  was  the  gift  of  Mrs.   Porter,  of          volumes,  most 

beautifully  bound,  and  selected  with  great  care,  and  specially  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  soldiers.  A  much  less  than  nu*rited  resolution  of 
thanks  will  be  ftjund  in  the  rejjort  of  the  biiaul  atta(  IhhI  hereto  feu*  the 
niiuiitieent  donation  of  this  lady,  who,  having  lo.st  a  nol>lt'  and  gallant 
son  in  the  service  of  his  country,  has  lavished  the  mother's  love  she 
bore  to  hiui  niK>u  his  disabled  comptuiious  in  anus  in  a  manner  which 
calls  forth  their  and  our  highesr  s<  nsi1viliti<'s  of  gratitude. 

The  gi-(mnds  have  bceti  laid  out  and  are  being  improved  and  beauti- 
tied  by  the  hihov  of  the  soi<licjs. 

The  religions  anil  nuu'al  insl motion  at  .this  branch,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Chaplain  Earnshaw,  has  been  of  the  most  faithiul  and  satisfac- 
tory character. 

A  )>nnting  oiliee  has  \)vn\  establislud  licrc,  at  whicli.  hereafter,  all  tlie 
printing  necessary  in  carrying  ou  tin*  business  of  the  board  of  managers 
and  all  branches  of  the  asylum  will  be  done. 

A  shop  has  been  established  on  the  premises,  in  which  are  kept  all  the 
small  articles  necessary  tor  tin  beneficiaries;  the  profits  of  which  are 
tlevoted  to  the  increase  of  the  library. 

in  short,  everything  has  )>cen  d«nie  which  la\  in  tin-  ]M)\v<'r  of  tin- 
managers  to  make  this  institution  what  it  shoidd  be — a  home  lui  these 
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disabled  men,  to  which  tliey  sliall  become  attaclied,  and  in  wliich  they 
shall  find  every  comfort  and  couveuieuce  to  make  them  contented  and 
happy  duriu};:  their  lives,  or  to  fit  them,  if  they  choose  and  are  caimble, 
for  emi>loyment  elsewherei,  by  which  >vith  their  pensions  they  may  make 
themselves  iinlc]M>TKlent  and  useful  citizens. 

In  this  branch  there  have  been  supported  or  aided  diuinj^  tlie  year 
1,24U  disabled  men  ;  of  these  there  are  11^  with  one  arm  only,  and  159 
with  one  leg  only,  being,  it  is  believe<l,  a  greater  nnmber  of  one-armed 
and  disabled  men  than  were  ever  before  jissemblcd  in  one  institution. 
In  this  connection  the  board  beg  leave  to  call  tin*  nttciition  of  Congress 
to  the  very  vjiluable  statistics  of  the  whole  mimln  r  ot  men  cared  for  or 
aided  by  the  board  of  managers  duiing  the  year,  amountiitg  in  all  to 
3,917 ;  tilie  yarions  services  to  which  they  belong ;  their  disabilities  and 
diseases;  the  nnmber  of  deaths;  the  a^^es  of  the  beneficmries;  their 
domestic  relations ;  and  tlicir  nativity.  Phis  statement  has  been  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  (iunctkel,  our  secretary,  with  great  care,  and  will  atturd 
some  very  interesting  data. 

We  have  lost  during  the  year  by  death,  from  consumption  and  debility, 
arising  from  wounds  contracted  in  the  service,  the  devoted  late  deputy 
governor,  1^.  E.  Tracy,  who  has  given  his  life  to  his  countiy  in  his  care 
for  his  fellow-sold iei-s. 

The  board  appointed  as  the  present  deputy  governor  Colonel  E.  F. 
Brown. 

THE  NOKTHWESTEUN  BRANCH,  NEAR  MILWArKKK,  WISC  ONSIN. 

The  biiildiiijjs  at  this  branch,  necessary  to  vnvvx  on  its  operations,  are 
in  prcKcss  of  constiuction,  and  will  be  completed,  it  is  believed,  by  the 
1st  of  Jrnie  next.  They  have  been  built  under  the  direction  and  snper^ 
Intendence  of  Dr.  E.  B.  Walcott,  local  manager  at  Milwaukee,  who  has 
carried  on  the  work  with  great  Zealand  assi(luity ;  and  when  ('oini)lete(l, 
he  reports  will  be  able  to  accointnodate  a  thonsand  men,  with  i>roper 
ollices  for  the  institution,  and  quarters  for  the  otticers.  Tliese  buildings 
when  flinshed  will  be  of  the  most  substantial  character,  fully  fitted  for 
all  the  wants  of  the  inmates,  very  architectural  and  beautifiil  in  design. 
They  will  make,  together  with  the  grounds,  one  of  the  finest  ornamental 
places  which  adorn  any  city  of  the  Tnited  States. 

The  board  have  felt  justilied  in  putting  considerable  expense  into  the 
architectural  character  of  the  buildings  of  this  establishment,  and  in 
their  ornamentation,  in  consideration  of  the  munifi.cent  donation  of  the 
ladies  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  of  nearly  $100,000  toward  the  purchase 
of  the  groniuls  and  the  erection  of  the  buildings. 

Owing  to  the  uuhnished  state  of  the  buildings  and  the  want  of  room, 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  provide  fidly,  as  will  be  done  in  the  future, 
for  the  instruction  of  the  men  in  trades  and  in  branches  of  education  to 
fit  them  for  ont  of*door  life,  or  forreligiouBinstruction,  to  the  extent  that 
is  intended. 

Xotwith.stamling  the  disadvantages  under  which  the  institution  labors, 
there  have  been  supported  or  ai<led  there  during  the  past  year  37i'  men. 

This  branch  is  in  charge  of  Deputy  Governor  Mi^or  Theodore  C  Yates, 
who  is  active  and  vigilant  in  the  case  of  the  inmates  under  his  charge. 

eOT.DTERS  STTPPORTED  IN  STATE  AM)  OTHER  HO:vrES. 

Tt  will  have  been  obMTVcd  tliat  out  of  nt-arly  ■A,tH)U  men  sujjpoitcd  by 
the  aid  of  the  asylum  during  the  past  ^car  only  about  one-lndf  have 
been  actual  inmates  of  the  several  iiermanent  branches.  When  the 
national  asylum  was  first  established  it  was  believed  that  few  soldiers 
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Avonld  take  advimttige  of  its  provisions,  that  most  of  the  disabled  soldiers 
would  be  cared  for  otherwheres,  and  it  seemed  doabtflil  expe<lieucy  for 
the  l>oard  to  erect  buildings  for  homes  for  disabled  soldiers  whieh  might 
nevci"  bo  ormpicd  nnd  ox]>oih1  The  funds  intrnst<*<l  to  onr  ebjii  '^'-e  h\  cstab- 
lisliiiu'Hts  wliicli  uiii'lit  never  remunerate  their  cost  to  the  government; 
but  we  have  found  in  praetice  thai  the  calls  upon  us  were  much  greater 
than  we  oould  sapply  by  great  dOigenee  in  constmetion,  and  neiv  bntld- 
i  1 1  us  have  been  required  to  be  erected  yewr  by  year.  And  the  misfortnue 
oi  the  tire  at  Augusta,  wlx-rc  we  were  prepared  to  take  caieof  8ome500 
soldiers  at  n  time,  inerciistMl  this  ditlicidty. 

In  giving  the  whole  number  of  soldiers  aided  or  supported  by  the 
board,  it  must  not  be  understood  that  by  any  means  that  niunber  are  ia 
our  institutions  at  any  one  time.  Substantially  noneoome  to  us  who  are 
able  to  support  themselves  elsewhere  because  of  sickness  or  disability, 
^^one  are  received  who  nre  not  totally  disabled  from  obtaining  their 
living  by  their  own  labois  when  received.  'Muiiy  under  the  Dourishiug 
diet  and  care  of  our  surgeons  recover  their  health  and  strength  so  far  as 
to  be  able  to  go  out  into  the  world  and  tiy  to  support  themselves  yntb. 
thf  :i!<!  of  their  x'eusions.  Some  leavens  to  be  aided  by  friends.  Some 
coitu'  i(»  us  Hftiieted  witli  incurable  diseases  only  to  die.  Manj''  having 
learned  uselul  trades,  such  as  telcgrupiiy,  book  keeping,  and  the  like, 
hare  found  honorable  and  profitable  situations  to  support  themselves. 
Some  can  earn  their  living  through  the  sunim^,  but  must  come  to  us  ftar 
aid  in  the  winter,  so  that  altogether  we  luive  only  about  two-thirds  of 
tlu'  whole  Tinmber  sni)]>orted  or  aided  at  aiiy  one  time.  While  we  have 
been  prepaiing  our  buildings  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  support  a 
large  number  of  those  having  claims  upon  the  asylum  in  sevend  State 
homes  and  other  chaiitable  institutions,  and  for  that  purpose  we  have 
established  a  teni]Kirary  branch  at  Philadelphia,  availing  ourselves  of 
the  beiM  li<-ence  of  the  good  i)eople  of  that  city  who  have  very  largely 
aided  us  ill  tins  work,  and  in  that  institution  a  majority  of  the  cases 
being  such  as  can  be  treated  in  hospitals  only,  there  have  been  aided  and 
BU]>]>orted  there  702  men.  We  have  also  established  a  teni]>orar>'  branch 
at  l*oclH>st«'r,  New  York,  wliere  we  have  supported  or  aided  108  men. 
^\'<'  )i;tve  also  sui)i)oi  ted  or  aided  at  the  New  Jersey  Soldiers'  Home  at 
Newark,  during  the  year,  400  men  j  and  at  the  New  York  State  Home  at 
Albany,  263  men;  at  Knightstown,  Indiana,  210  men;  and  at  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  78  men. 

We  have  been  iddc  to  sn])])ort  these  men  outside  of  our  own  nsyhims, 
nnder  the  claus<*  of  the  act  which  eiuibles  us  to  give  out-door  relief 
wliere,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  it  may  be  deemed  expedient. 
Except  in  the  Philadelphia  home,  we  have  paid  for  tlie  8up[M)rt  of  these 
men  at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  per  day  for  tiiose  not  treated  in  hospitals 
and  sevi'iity  flve  cents  per  day  for  those  actually  so  treated.  It  has 
been  a  lU'cessity  for  this  to  be  done,  because  of  the  unfinished  state  of 
our  buildings  and  the  necessity  of  the  immediate  care  of  these  disabled 
men.. 

Upon  most  mature  consideration  and  the  ^lest  trial,  theboanl  are  of 

unanimous  opiinon  that  as  early  as  jnaetieable  this  practice  of  sunport- 
iiiir  men  at  State  and  like  institutiinis  must  be  relin(iuished,  and  all  nirn 
wiio  require  sujiiiort  according  to  the  rules  of  tlie  asylum  ought  tu  be 
brought  into  its  own  establishments,  and  there  cared  for;  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  board  as  fast  as  practicable  to  remove  to  its  several 
brandies  all  disabled  soldiers,  with  the  few  exceptions  to  l>e  lu'reafter 
nottd.  to  whoju  it  extends  aid.  The  reasons  for  this  action,  among 
others  which  M  e  have  Ibuud  on  ijivestigation,  iue  that  all  these  homes 
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are  in  cities  of  grater  or  le«8  extent,  so  that  thv  soldier  is  much  exposed 
to  temptations  to  vice,  of  which  intemperance  and  uncha^teness  are  most 
common  I  and  we  find  in  our  hospitals  many  men  sorely  afflicted  with 
diseases  arising  from  these  causes  in  addition  to  the  wounds  and  disa- 
bilitii"^  r»M'pived  in  the  lino  of  tln  ir  duty,  and,  howcx  ^  r  innch  such  men 
may  «'ri  ,  uc  are  bound  to  rem*  niber  their  prior  servii^es  to  their  countrj*. 
Again,  these  institutions  can  have  no  control  over  theii*  inmates  to 
enforce  savh  discipline  as  may  be  fbr  their  own  good.  Their  stay  at 
these  homes  being  but  temporary  they  can  have  no  lasting  employment 
im>vided  tor  thcTii,  and  it  is  found  by  obst  i  \  ;itioii  that  some  of  them 
8i>end  their  chiys  in  askin;^  rliiirity  in  the  .sin  (  is,  \vlii<  li  in  spent  worse 
than  uselessly,  they  coming  to  tbeir  homes  at  night  only  to  sleep. 

All  the  branches  of  Hie  asylnm  have  territorial  jurisdiction  ceded  to 
the  United  States  over  their  grounds,  and  the  men  and  officers  are 
entirely  under  our  control.  Th«  v  h-.txi'  ^<'en  purposely  located  at  n  <1is- 
taiiee  from  cities,  and  our  di8cii)iiiie,  while  it  is  as  mild  as  it  can  well  be, 
is  adapted  to  keeping  the  men  out  of  the  way  of  templaliou,  by  giving 
them  employment,  and  preserving  their  health.  Of  course  we  can  com- 
pel no  disabled  man  to  come  to  us  finom  the  State  homes,  bnt  we  can 

withdraw  all  support  from  them  till  they  so  do  :  and  we  believe  such  insfi- 
tiitious  will  ii«)t  l>e  lon«;  sni)i>orted  hy  the  munilieeuce  of  States  or  the 
charity  of  individuads  when  it  is  found  that  their  efle<;t  is  to  harm  rather 
than  aid  the  soldiers ;  especially  when  the  nation,  as  is  its  duty  to  do, 
has  made  ample  provision  for  the  care  of  every  one  of  *her  disabled  sol- 
diers who  may  dioose  to  ask  for  it  and  obey  the  redes  adopted  to  sab> 
serve  the  coiumuu  good  of  all. 

OUT-DOOS  BELIEF. 

By  the  section  of  the  act  already  referred  to,  the  board  of  managei's 
are  authorized,  when  in  theii*  judgment  it  may  be  best,  to  administer  out- 
door rdief  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  that  of  the  support  of  a  soldier  in  the 

asylum.  As  this  relief  can  as  a  rule  only  apply  to  soldiers  whose  disa- 
bilities entitle  them  to  a  pension  fixed  bylaw,  an  indiscriminate  distri- 
buti(m  of  out  (h>or  relief  by  the  board  would  be  only  to  add  so  much  to 
the  pensions  already  granted  in  pursuance  of  law  ^  and,  therefore,  in 
administering  this  part  of  their  trust  tiie  board  have  been  very  chaiy  in 
giving  relief  in  this  form,  except  where  we  have  supported  men  in  other 
asylums  pending  tli(»  erection  of  our  <»wn.  The  class  of  cases  where  out- 
door i*eliel  is  gi\en,  is  where  the  soldier  cannot  be  removed  to  the 
asylum,  and  cannot  be  cared  for  by  his  relations  who  are  poor,  as  in  the 
case  of  a  wife  supporting  him  and  the  children  by  her  needle,  and  the 
soldier  is  unable  to  aid  in  supporting  the  family ;  or  in  case  of  a  soldier 
having  employment  and  being  dei>nved  of  it,  to  support  him  for  a  time 
to  enable  hiui  to  get  another  situation  ;  or  in  cases  whei-e  the  soldier  is 
attlicted  with  incurable  disetuse  rapidly  drawijig  his  life  to  a  close.  In 
these  and  like  cases  the  board  has  extended  outdoor  relief  for  longer  or 
shorter  periods,  and  with  very  l>eneficial  results.  We  should  report  more 
at  large  upon  this  sidije<'t.  but  it  has  received  fidl  consideration  in  a  for- 
mer report  accompauied  by  statistics,  to  which  rciereuce  may  be  had. 

BI80IFLIKE. 

One  of  the  most  diMcult  subjects  of  our  adiniuistratiou  is  the  preser- 
vation of  discipline,  although  the  board  has  the  power  by  act  of  Congress 

to  enforce  the  strictest  disci[)line  of  military  law.  With  exceptions,  very 
few  iTKleed,  when  the  soldier  ?^  t<'Tii|ited  to  evade  the  restrictions  of 
the  asylum  to  get  liquor,  or  maddened  or  besotted  by  its  u^e,  we 
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liuve  fouiid  little  difficulty  in  entoreiiig  the  most  peitcH  t  (li.sciplitie  with- 
out any  considerably  repressive  measnres.  There  is  no  temptation  so 
stning  to  the  soldier  to  err  as  the  uj>i»etite  f  or  drink.  He  will  sell  tlie 
clotliiiifr  furnished  by  ^overnitn  Mt  to  shield  him  from  the  ri«rors  of  nn<l- 
winter,  and  it  is  a  lanientablr  l;i(  t  that  there  an*  sharks  and  haq^ies  t« 
take  from  him  even  that  8iM-H;ies  of  property,  and  give  him  liquor  in 
exchange.  It  is  tme  we  have  perfect  control  to  punish  the  soldier,  and 
the  remedy  at  any  time  of  expelling  him  from  the  dsylnni,  f(»r  sueh  con- 
duct, but  it  is  very  donbtt'ul  whether  tlici  'Ms  any  law  to  roach  the  fiendish 
criiniiiiil  v^  hn  tempts  him  to  his  destnictioTi.  This  subject  is  n\'  snrh 
importance  that  the  board  respectfully  ask  Congress  to  piiss  laws  of 
great  penal  severity,  against  those  who  thos  receive  the  clothing  for- 
nished  by  the  government  for  the  use  of  the  disabled  soldier.  It  is  tlieft 
in  fact,  with  every  ap:«_n  ;iv;ition  that  can  chnrncterizo  that  crime,  and 
should  be  punished  as  such.  Jn  some  of  the  8tates  stealing  the  small- 
est article  at  a  fire  is  punished  with  the  utmost  severity^  because  in  the 
confusion^  the  tenor  and  alarm  of  the  occasion,  property  must  neeessa* 
rily  be  exposed  ^vithoat  all  usual  protections  tlirowu  around  it.  The 
atlention  of  men  is  drawn  to  stop  the  nivagesof  the  destructive  element, 
and  jM-rhaps  to  the  savin;;  the  lives  of  those  in  danger,  and  loss  and 
ruin  ai  e  impending  upon  the  unhappy  sutlerers.  Whoever,  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  occasion,  snifers  his  cn[»idity  to  tempt  him  to  add  to  the  loss 
of  those  so  afflicted,  is,  and  on  <;]  it  to  be,  punished  as  an  enemy  to  mankind. 
So  in  the  ease  of  the  disabled  soldier  cared  for  by  the  frovernment.  Obe- 
dient and  happy  in  his  home,  whoso  shall  tempt  him  with  liquor  to  sell 
the  clothes  loaned  him  by  the  muni  licence  of  the  government  to  shield 
him  firom  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  specially  to  give  him  that 
therefor  which  ex{)oses  him  to  [>unishment,  and  possibly  to  loss  of  home, 
oupflit  to  snfter  the  severest  pen<alties  of  the  law.  In  such  eases  even  it 
is  difficult  to  deal  hardly  witli  the  S(vldier.  We  know  the  dit^irnlties 
under  which  he  lalwrs  and  the  temptations  to  which  he  is  exposed  ; 
perhaps  his  army  life  has  brought  upon  him  the  habit  which  is  destwying 
him,  and  we  cannot  forget  that  he  is  disabled  by  injuries  in  his  coun- 
try's service.  And  so  as  a  rule  we  have  dealt  temlerly  with  him,  and 
expulsion  lias  only  been  resorfe<l  to  when  this  fault  was  complicated  with 
others  which  show  depravity  as  well  as  impnulence. 

Another  source  of  trouble  in  discipline  is  the  restlessness  of  the  sol- 
dier. While  we  are  doing  everything  we  can  do  to  make  his  home  cheer- 
ful and  pleasant,  and  to  throw  into  it  every  attraction,  yet  the  soldier 
l!avi!t«r  lived  for  fonryears  a  lite  of  exritemenr  and  change,  now  separated 
from  his  friends — perhaps  Irom  his  wife  and  i  hildren  —  by  his  uecessi- 
ties  becomes  restless,  and  desiring  a  change,  reports  to  the  governor  of 
his  home  that  he  is  able  to  take  care  of  himself,  and  that  he  will  be  no 
fhrther  charge  upon  the  institution.  Under  such  representations,  where 
then*  is  misonablo  c  nise  to  believe  them  true,  the  soldier  is  dischin -jed, 
and  it  J;is  conduct  has  been  exemplary  he  is  fnrnislied  witii  a  hautlsoniely 
engraved  certilicate  of  honorable  dischaige,  which  should  be  a  recom- 
mendation for  emplo^Tnent*  It  is  found,  however,  in  innctice  that  the 
desire  to  change  frequently  causes  the  soldier  to  overrate  or  misrepn^sent 
his  ability  to  take  care  of  hiniself,  and  after  a  few  nu^itlis*  absence  he 
is  found  either  ai)j)l.vinu  for  charity,  or  havin;^  waiiderctl  into  some  State 
home  or  charital>le  institution,  again  apjtlyiug  (or  admissi<m,  adding  to 
the  expenses  of  the  institution  the  amount  necessarj'  for  his  transporta> 
tion. 

In  conclusion,  tlieboaul  con^rrntulate  CoiTfn'css  and  the  e<mntry  ii<  f<> 
the  working  of  this  muiiiiiccut  and  noble  measure  of  relief.   It  is  doing 
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much  good  to  those  who  have  lost  all  save  life  itsi  ii  hl  the  public  service, 
and  more  justice  to  the  soldier.  Tbey  have  earned  the  vif^t  to  be  sup- 
ported and  cared  for  bj  their  eoiint^,  they  tlieinsolMs  assisting  to  aid 
in  this  sH]>iM>rt  ns  iimch  as  they  may  reasonably  be  able  to  do.  The 
<'\l)('iis('s  of  tin-  iiistituti^m  have  been  very  ('(Hisi(h*rable,  but  arc  being 
gradually  rethieed  so  that  the  board  tiiiuk  thoy  iiiay  iK)iiit  >vith  u  reason- 
able degree  of  pride  to  a  profitable  and  necessary  expenditure  in  the 
enaction  of  our  buildings  and  careful  and  economical  expenditure  in  onr 
daily  expenses.
